And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the 
waters, and let it divide the wa¬ 
ters from the waters. r And God 
made the firmament and divided

firmament from the waters which 
;<-rr above the firmament: and it 
was so. B And God called the fir¬ 
mament Heaven. And there was 
■wining and there was morning, 
'tie second day. 

\nd God said, Let the waters 
' l* r the heaven be gathered 
'•amther unto one place, and let 
'fie dry land appear: and it was 
H " ’ And God called the dry land 
I'li* rtli; and the gathering together 
< ihe waters called he Seas: and 


God saw that it was good. "And 
God said,Let the earth bring forth 
grass, the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit tree yielding fruit after 
its kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth: and it. was so. 
"And the earth brought forth 
grass,and herb yielding seed after 
its kind, and the tree yielding 
fruit, whose seed was in itself, 
after its kind: and God sow that 
it wa3 good. "And there was eve- 
ning and there was morning, the 
third day. 

"And God said, Let there be 
lights in the firmament of the 
heaven to divide the day from the 
night; and let them be for signs, 
and for seasons, and for days, and 
years: "And let them be for 

lights in the firmament of the 
heaven to give light upon the 
earth: and it was so. "And God 
made two great lights; the great¬ 
er light to rule the day, and the 
lesser light to rule the night: he 
made the stars also. "And God 
set them in the firmament of the 
heaven to give light upon the 
earth, "And to rule over the day 
and over the night, and to divide 
the light from the darkness: and 
God saw that it was good. "And 
there was evening and there was 
morning, the fourth day. 
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ao And God said, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath* life, and fowl 
that may fly above the earth in 
the open firmament of the heaven. 
21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that 
moveth, which the waters brought 
forth abundantly, after their kind, 
and every winged fowl after its 
kind: and God saw that it was 
good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
fill the waters in the seas, and 
let fowl multiply in the earth. 
23 And there was evening and there 
•was morning, the fifth day. 

24 And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature 
after its kind, cattle, and creeping 
thing, and beast of the earth after 
its kind: and it was so. 25 And 
God made the beast of the earth 
after its kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after its 
kind: and God saw that it was 
good. 

28 And God said. Let us make 
man in our image, after our like¬ 
ness: and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over 
the fowl of the air, and over the 
cattle, and over all the earth, and 
over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 27 So God 
created man in his own image, in 
the image of God created he him; 
male and female created he them. 

28 And God blessed them, and 
God said unto them. Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the 


earth, and subdue it: and have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and 
over every living thing that 
moveth upon the earth. 

2e And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing 
seed, which is upon the face of 
all the earth, and every tree, in 
which is the fruit of a tree yield¬ 
ing seed; to you it shall be for 
meat. 30 And to every beast of the 
earth, and to every fowl of the 
air, and to every thing that creep¬ 
eth upon the earth, wherein there 
is life, I have given every green 
herb for meat: and it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, it wa 3 
very good. And there was evening 
and there was morning, the sixth 
day. 

2 Thus the heavens and the 
earth were finished, and all 
the host of them. 2 And on the 
seventh day God ended his work 
which he had made; and he rested 
on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 3 And 
God blessed the seventh day, and 
sanctified it: because that in it 
he had rested from all his work 
which God created and made. 

4 These are the generations of 
the heavens and of the earth when 
they were created, in the day that 
the Lord God made the earth and 
the heavens. 

5 And no plant of the field was 
yet on the earth, and no herb 
of the field had yet grown: for 
the Lord God had not caused 
it to rain upon the earth, and 
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there was not a man to till the 
ground. «But there west up a mist 
I mm the earth, and watered the 
whole face of the ground. 7 And the 
liord God formed man of the dust 
of the ground, and breathed into 
hirt nostrils the breath of life; 
<md man became a living soul. 

And the Lord God planted a 
iturden eastward in Eden; and 
there he put the man whom he 
had formed. B And out of the 
ground made the Lord God to 
grow every tree that is pleasant 
to the sight, and good for food; 
t he tree of life also in the midst 
if the garden, and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. 10 And 
• river went out of Eden to water 
the garden; and from thence it 
was parted, and became into four 
heads. “The name of the first 
;h Pishon: that is it which com- 
piisseth the whole land of Havilah, 
«!iem there is gold; “And the 
Mold of that land is good: there is 
bdellium and the onyx stone. 13 And 
the name of the second river is 
Gihon: the same is it that com- 
I'liHsoth the whole land of Ethi¬ 
opia . “And the name of the third 
river is Hiddekel: that is it which 
goelli toward the east of Assyria. 
And the fourth river is Euphrates. 

“And the Lord God took the 
man. and put him into the garden 
’ Eden to till it and to keep it. 
And the Lord God commanded 
man saying, Of every tree of 
garden thou mayest freely eat: 
hut of the tree of the knowledge 
■I good and evil, thou shalt not 
• of it; for in the day that thou 


eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die. 

1B And the Lord God said, it is 
not good that the man should be 
alone; I will make him a help 
meet for him. 1B And out of the 
ground the Lord formed every 
beast of the field, and every 
fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to sec what he 
would call them: and whatsoever 
Adam called every living creature, 
that was the name thereof. 20 And 
Adam gave names to all cattle, 
and to the fowl of the air, and to 
every beast of the field; but for 
Adam there was not found a 
help meet for him. “And the Lord 
God caused a deep sleep to fall 
upon Adam, and he slept: and he 
took one of his ribs, and closed up 
the flesh instead thereof; 22 And 
the rib, which the Lord God had 
taken from man, made he a wo¬ 
man, and brought her unto the 
man. “And Adam said. This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of ray 
flesh: she shall be called Woman, 
because she was taken out of Man. 
“Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife: and they 
shall be one flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, 
the man and his wife, and were 
not ashamed. 

^ Now the serpent was more 
subtle than any beast of the 
field which the Lord God had 
made. And he said unto the 
woman, Yea, hath God said. Ye 
shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden? *And the woman Bald 
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unto the serpent, We may eat of 
the fruit of the trees of the gar¬ 
den: 3 But of the fruit of the tree 
which is in the midst of the gar¬ 
den, God hath said, Ye shall not 
eat of it, neither shall ye touch it, 
lest ye die. 4 And the serpent said 
unto the woman, Ye shall not 
Burely die: B For God doth know 
that in the day ye eat thereof, 
then your eyes shall be opened, 
and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil. 8 And when the 
woman saw that the tree was good 
for food, and that it was pleasant 
to the eyes, and a tree to be de¬ 
sired to make one wise, she took 
of the fruit thereof, and did eat, 
and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat. 7 And the 
eyes of them both were opened, 
and they knew that they were 
naked; and they sewed fig leaves 
together, and made themselves 
aprons. 8 And they heard the voice 
of the Lord God walking in the 
garden in the cool of the day: and 
Adam and his wife hid themselves 
from the presence of the Lord 
God amongst the trees of the gar¬ 
den. e And the Lord God called 
unto Adam, and said unto him, 
Where art thou? 10 And he said, I 
heard thy voice in the garden, and 
I was afraid, because I was na¬ 
ked; and I hid myself. “And he 
said, Who told thee that thou wast 
naked? Hast thou eaten of the 
tree, whereof I commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat? “And 
the man said, The woman whom 
thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 


“And the Lord God said unto the 
woman, What is this that thou 
hast done? And the woman said, 
The serpent beguiled me, and I 
did eat. “And the Lord God said 
unto the serpent, Because thou 
hast done this, thou art cursed 
above all cattle, and above every 
beast of the field; upon thy belly 
shalt thou go, and dust shalt thou 
eat all the days of thy life: “And 
I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed; he shall bruiBe 
thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
his heel. “Unto the woman he 
said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow and thy conception; in 
sorrow thou shalt bring forth 
children; and thy desire shall be 
to thy husband, and he shall rule 
over thee. “And unto Adam he 
said, Because thou hast hearkened 
unto the voice of thy wife,and hast 
eaten of the tree, of which I com¬ 
manded thee, saying, Thou shalt 
not eat of it; cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou 
eat of it all the days of thy life; 
“Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee, and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field; “In the 
sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken; for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife's 
name Eve; because she was the 
mother of all living. 

“Unto Adam also and to his 
wife did the Lord God make coats 
of skins, and clothed them. 
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’-And the Lord God said. Be¬ 
hold, the man is become as one of 
uH, to know good and evil: and 
now, lest he put forth his hand, 
iiiiti take also of the tree of life, 
iml eat, and live forever: “There- 

■ ■ the Lord God sent him forth 
.. .in the garden of Eden, to till 
.in' ground from whence he was 
Likrti. 24 So he drove out the man ; 
,ind he placed at the east of the 
.■ irdi-rt of Eden the Cherubim, 
i-nI a flaming sword which turned 
wry way, to keep the way of the 

; i.v of life. 

And Adam knew Eve his 

wife; and she conceived, and 
- ir (Jain, and said, I have gotten 
,i .it,ni from the Lord. 2 And she 
it*am bore hi9 brother Abel. 

And Abel was a keeper of sheep, 
In i ( a in was a tiller of the ground. 
\ml in process of time it came 
1 i-aas, that Cain brought of the 
*niit of the ground an offering 
onto the Lord. 4 And Abel, he also 
i>imight of the firstlings of his 
ill uk and of the fat thereof. And 
Mu- Lord had respect unto Abel 
mil to his offering: B But unto 
' iin and to his offering he had 
"■•t respect. And Cain was very 
"i'»lh. and his countenance fell. 
\ml the Lord said unto Cain, 
u hy art thou wroth? and why is 

■ amntenance fallen? 7 Behold, 
■ : thou doest well, thou wilt be 
■" '■'•jited; and if thou doest not 

sin lieth at the door, and 
-Mo thee is its desire, but thou 
■•invest rule over it. 

'And Cain talked with Abel his 
on.(her: and it eame to pass, 


when they were in the field, that 
Cain rose up against Abel his 
brother, and slew him. 

‘And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother? And 
he said, I know not: Am I my 
brother’s keeper? 10 And he said. 
What hast thou done? the voice of 
thy brothers, blood crieth unto me 
from the ground. "And now art 
thou cursed from the earth, which 
hath opened her mouth to receive 
thy brother's blood from thy 
hand: 12 When thou tillest the 
ground, it shall not henceforth 
yield unto thee her strength; a 
fugitive and a vagabond shalt 
thou be in the earth. 13 And Cain 
said unto the Lord, My punish¬ 
ment is greater than I can bear. 
I4 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the 
earth; and from thy face shall I 
be hid; and I shall be a fugitive 
and a vagabond in the earth; and 
it shall come to pass, that every 
one that findeth me shall slay 
me. ls And the Lord said unto 
him, therefore whosoever slayeth 
Cain, vengeance shall be taken on 
him sevenfold. And the Lord set 
a mark upon Cain, lest any finding 
him should kill him. 

10 And Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lord, and dwelt 
in the land of Nod, on the east of 
Eden. "And Cain knew his wife; 
and she conceived, and bore 
Enoeh: and he builded a city, and 
called the name of the city, after 
the name of his son, Enoch. 18 And 
unto Enoeh was born I rad: and 
Irad begot Mehujael: and Mehu-

jael begot Methusael: and Methu- 
sael begot Lemech. 

1B And Lemech took unto him 
two wives: the name of the one 
was Adah, and the name of the 
other Ziilah. 20 And Adah bore 
Jaba): he was the father of such 
as dwell in tents, and of such as 
have cattle. ai And his brother's 
name was Jubal: he was the fa¬ 
ther of all such as handle the harp 
and organ. ”And Ziilah, she also 
bore Tubal-cain, an instructor of 
every artificer in brass and iron: 
and the sister of Tubal-cain was 
Naamah. 

“And Lemech said unto his 
wives, Adah and Ziilah, Hear my 
voice; ye wives of Lemech, 
hearken unto my speech: for I 
have slain a man to my wounding, 
and a young man to my hurt. 
“If Cain shall be avenged seven¬ 
fold, truly Lemech seventy and 
sevenfold. 

“And Adam knew his wife 
again: and she bore a son, and 
called his name Seth; For God, 
said she, hath appointed me an¬ 
other seed instead of Abel, whom 
Cain slew. “And to Seth, to him 
also there was born a son; and he 
called his name Enosh: then be¬ 
gan men to call upon the name of 
the Lord. 

fT This is the book of the gene¬ 
rations of Adam. In the day 
that God created man, in the like¬ 
ness of God made he him; 2 Male 
and female created he them: and 
blessed them, and called their 
name Adam, in the day when they 
were created. 


3 And Adam lived a hundred 
and thirty years, and begot a son 
in his own likeness, after his 
image; and called his name Seth: 
‘And the days of Adam after he 
had begotten Seth were eight 
hundred years: and he begot sons 
and daughters: “And all the days 
that Adam lived were nine hun¬ 
dred and thirty years: and he 
died. a And Seth lived a hundred 
and five years, and begot Enosh: 
7 And Seth lived after he begot 
Enosh eight hundred and seven 
years, and begot sons and daugh¬ 
ters : B And all the days of Seth 
were nine hundred and twelve 
years: and he died. 

®And Enosh lived ninety years, 
and begot Kenan: “And Enosh 
lived after he begot Kenan eight 
hundred and fifteen years, and 
begot sons and daughters: “And 
all the days of Enosh were nine 
hundred and five years: and he 
died. 

“And Kenan lived seventy 
years and begot Mahalalel: “And 
Kenan lived after he begot Maha¬ 
lalel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begot sons and daugh¬ 
ters : “And all the days of Kenan 
were nine hundred and ten years; 
and he died. 

“And Mahalalel lived sixty and 
five years and begot Jared: “And 
Mahalalel lived after he begot 
Jared eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begot sons and daugh¬ 
ters: “And all the days of Ma¬ 
halalel were eight hundred ninety 
and five years: and he died. 
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'"And Jared lived a hundred 
Mixty and two years, and he begot 
Enoch: 10 And Jared lived after 
he begot Enoch eight hundred 
years, and begot sons and daugh¬ 
ters: 20 And all the days of Jared 
were nine hundred sixty and two 
years: and he died. 

2, And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begot Methuselah: 
2Z And Enoch walked with God 
after lie begot Methuselah three 
hundred years, and begot sons 
and daughters: 23 And all the days 
of Enoch were three hundred 
sixty and five years: 2 *And Enoch 
walked with God: and he was not; 
for God took him. 25 And Methu¬ 
selah lived a hundred eighty and 
seven years, and begot Lemech: 
a,1 And Methuselah lived after he 
begot Lemech seven hundred 
eighty and two years, and begot 
nuns and daughters: 27 And all the 
days of Methuselah were nine 
hundred sixty and nine years: and 
he died. 

zs And Lemech lived a hundred 
eighty and two yearH, and begot 
u son: 20 And he called his name 
Noah, saying, This same shall 
comfort us concerning our work 
and toil of our hands, because of 
the ground which the Lord hath 
cursed. 30 And Lemech lived after 
he begot Noah five hundred ninety 
and five years, and begot sons and 
daughters: "And all the days of 
Lemech were seven hundred sev¬ 
enty and seven years; and he 
died. 32 And Noah was five hun¬ 
dred years old: and Noah begot 
Bliem, Ham and Japheth. 


f? And it came to pass, when 
^ men began to multiply on the 
face of the earth, and daughters 
were born unto them, 2 That the 
sons of God saw the daughters of 
men that they were fair; and they 
took them for wives of all whom 
they chose. 3 And the Lord said, 
My spirit shall not strive with 
man for ever, for that he is but 
flesh, and his days shall be a 
hundred and twenty years. 

♦There were giants in the earth 
in those days ; and also after that, 
when the sons of God came in unto 
the daughters of men, and they 
bore children to them, the same 
became mighty men who were 
of old, men of renown. 

s And God saw that the wicked¬ 
ness of man was great in the 
earth, and that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart vxis 
only evil continually. a And it re¬ 
pented the Lord that he had made 
man on the earth, and it grieved 
him at his heart. 7 And the Lord 
said, I will destroy man whom I 
have created from the face of the 
earth: both man, and beast, and 
the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; for it repenteth me 
that I have made them. 8 But Noah 
found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord. 

n: 

®These are the generations of 
Noah; Noah was a just man and 
perfect in his generations, and 
Noah walked with God. 10 And 
Noah begot three sons, Shem, 
Ham, and Japheth. "The earth 
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also was corrupt before God, and 
the earth was filled with violence. 
12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt; for 
all flesh had corrupted his way 
upon the earth. 13 And God said 
unto Noah, The end of all flesh is 
come before me; for the earth is 
filled with violence through them; 
and, behold, I will destroy them 
with the earth. ,4 Make thee an 
ark of gopher wood; rooms shalt 
thou make in the ark, and shalt 
pitch it within and without with 
pitch. 15 And this is the fashion 
which thou shalt make it of : 
The length of the ark shall be 
three hundred cubits, the breadth 
of it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirty cubits. ,6 A win¬ 
dow shalt thou make to the ark, 
and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark 
shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third 
stories shalt thou make it. 17 And, 
behold, I, even I, do bring a flood 
of waters upon the earth, to de¬ 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaven; 
and every thing that ie in the 
earth shall die. lB But with thee 
will I establish my covenant; and 
thou shalt come into the ark, the j, 
and thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy sons’ wives with thee. 1B And 
of every living thing of all flesh, 
two of every sort shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive 
with thee; they shall be male and 
female. 20 Of fowls after their 
kind, and of cattle after their 
kind, of every creeping thing of 


the earth after its kind, two of 
every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. 2, And take 
thou unto thee of all food that is 
eaten, and thou shalt gather it 
to thee; and it shall be for food 
for thee, and for them. 

”Thus did Noah; according to 
all that God commanded him, so 
did he. 

H And the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this gene¬ 
ration. z 0f every clean beast thou 
shalt take to thee by sevens, the 
male and his female : and of beasts 
that are not clean by two, the male 
and his female. 3 Of fowls also of 
the air by sevens, the male and the 
female; to keep seed alive upon the 
face of all the earth. ‘For yet 
seven days, and I will cause it to 
rain upon the earth forty days 
and forty nights; and every living 
substance that I have made will I 
destroy from off the face of the 
earth. 

6 And Noah did according unto 
all that the Lord commanded 
him. 8 And Noah was six hundred 
years old when the flood of waters 
was upon the earth. 

7 And Noah went in, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ 
wives with him, into the ark, be¬ 
cause of the waters of the flood. 
B Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
that are not clean, and of fowls, 
and of every thing that creepeth 
upon the earth, 8 There went in 
two and two unto Noah into the 
rrk, the male and the female, aa 
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Jod had commanded Noah. 10 And 
t came to pass after seven days, 
hat the waters of the flood were 
ipon the earth. 

11 In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, 
he seventeenth day of the month, 
h< an me day were all the foun- 
ains of the great deep broken up, 
.nd the windows of heaven were 
•poned. “And the rain was upon 
he earth forty days and forty 
lights. n In the selfsame day en- 
ererl Noah, and Shem. and Ham, 
nd Japheth, the sons of Noah, and 
Noah's wife, and the three wives 
■f his sons with them, into the 
irk; “They, and every beast 
ifter its kind, and all the cattle 
ftcr their kind, and every creep- 
ng thing that creepeth upon the 
’flrlh after its kind, and every 
owl nfter its kind, every bird of 
very sort. ,B And they went in 
nto Noah into the ark, two and 
wo of all flesh, wherein is the 
reath of life. ie And they that 
/eat in, went in male and female 
f all flesh, as God had command* 
d him; and the Lord shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days 
pon the earth; and the waters 
acrensed, and bore up the ark, 
nd it was lifted up above the 
arlh. 18 And the waters prevailed, 
nd were increased greatly upon 
ie earth; and the ark went upon 
ie face of the waters. ’"And the 
'ftters prevailed exceedingly upon 
ie earth; and all the high hills, 
lal were under the whole heaven, 
ere covered. ""Fifteen cubits up¬ 
ward did the waters prevail; and 


the mountains were covered. 31 And 
all flesh died that moved upon the 
earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, 
and of beast, and of every creep¬ 
ing thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, and every man: “All in 
whose noBtrils was the breath of 
life, of all that was in the dry 
land, died. “And every living 
substance was destroyed which 
was upon the face of the ground, 
both man, and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of 
the heaven; and they were de¬ 
stroyed from the earth : and Noah 
only remained alive, and they that 
were with him in the ark. “And 
the waters prevailed upon the 
earth a hundred and fifty days. 

Q And God remembered Noah, 
and every living thing, and 
all the cattle that was with him 
in the ark: and God made a wind 
to pass over the earth, and the 
waters assuaged; "The fountains 
also of the deep and the windows 
of heaven were stopped, and the 
rain from heaven was restrained; 
"And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually: and after 
the end of the hundred and fifty 
days the waters were abated. 
4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of 
the month, upon the mountains of 
Ararat. “And the waters decreased 
continually until the tenth month: 
in the tenth month, on the first 
day of the month, were the tops 
of the mountains seen. 

°And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened 
the window of the ark which he 
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had made: 7 And he sent forth a 
raven, which went forth to and 
fro, until the waters were dried 
up from off the earth. 8 Also he 
sent forth a dove from him, to see 
if the waters were abated from 
off the face of the ground; °But 
the dove found no rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she returned 
unto him into the ark, for the 
waters were on the face of the 
whole earth: then he put forth 
his hand, and took her, and 
brought her in unto him into the 
ark. 10 And he stayed yet other 
seven days: and again he sent 
forth the dove out of the ark; 
31 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth 
was an olive leaf plucked off: so 
Noah knew that the waters were 
abated from off the earth. 12 And he 
stayed yet other seven days; and 
sent forth the dove; which return¬ 
ed not again unto him any more. 

13 And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the 
first month, the first day of the 
month, the waters were dried up 
from off the earth; and Noah 
removed the covering of the ark, 
and looked, and, behold, the face 
of the ground was dry. “And in 
the second month, on the seven 
and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

15 And God spoke unto Noah, 
saying, 16 Go forth from the ark, 
thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, 
and thy sons' wives with thee. 
17 Bring forth with thee every 
living thing that is with thee, of 
all flesh, both of fowl, and of 


cattle, and of every creeping thir 
that creepeth upon the earth; tli: 
they may breed abundantly in tl 
earth, and be fruitful, and mult 
ply upon the earth. 

,0 And Noah went forth, and h 
sons, and his wife, and his son; 
wives with him: lfl Every boas 
every creeping thing, and ever 
fowl, and whatsoever creopet 
upon the earth, after their kind; 
went forth out of the ark. 

20 And Noah builded an alia 
unto the Lord; and took of ever 
clean beast, and of every clou 
fowl, and offered burnt-offering 
on the altar. zl And the Lord snn ll 
ed a sweet savour; and the Lon 
said in his heart, I will not agaii 
curse the ground any more fo 
man’s sake; for the imaginalioi 
of man's heart is evil from hi: 
youth; neither will I again smit< 
any more every thing living, as ' 
have done. 22 While the earth re 
i maineth, seed-time and harvest 
and cold and heat, and summej 
and winter, and day and nighi 
shall not cease. 

Q And God blessed Noah am 
^ his sons, and said unto them 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and re 
plenish the earth. 2 And the feni 
of you and the dread of you aha! 
be upon every beast of the earth 
and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the 
earth, and upon all the fishes of 
the sea; into your hand are they 
delivered. 3 Every moving thing 
that liveth shall be food for you; 
even as the green herb have I 
given you all things. ‘But flesh 
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With the life thereof, which is 
the blood thereof, shall ye not eat. 
"And surely your blood of your 
lives will 1 require; at the hand 
of every beast will I require it, 
and at the hand of man; at the 
hand of every man's brother will 

I i i-qulre the life of man. "Whoso 
aheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed; for in the 
image of God made he man. 7 And 
you, be fruitful, and multiply; 
bring forth abundantly in the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

"And God spoke unto Noah, 
and to his sons with him, saying, 
•And I, behold, I establish my 
covenant with you, and with your 
seed after you ; ,0 And with every 
living creature that is with you, 
of the fowl, of the cattle, and of 
every beast of the earth with 
you; from all that go out of the 
ark, to every beast of the earth. 

II And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh 
be cut off any more by the waters 
of a flood; neither shall there any 
more be a flood to destroy the 
earth. la And God said, This is the 
token of the covenant which I 
make between me and you and 
every living creature that is with 
you, for perpetual generations: 
3B I do set my bow in the cloud, 
and it shall be for a token of a 
covenant between me and the 
eHrth. 14 And it shall come to pass, 
when I bring a cloud over the 
earth, that the bow shall be seen 
in the cloud: 15 And I will re¬ 
member my covenant, which ia 
between me and you and every 


living creature of all flesh; and 
the waters shall no more become 
a flood to destroy all flesh. lfl And 
the bow shall be in the cloud; and 
I will look upon it, that I may 
remember the everlasting cove¬ 
nant between God and every liv¬ 
ing creature of all flesh that is 
upon the earth. 17 And God said 
unto Noah, This is the token of 
the covenant, which I have es¬ 
tablished between me and all flesh 
that is upon the earth. 

18 And the sons of Noah, that 
went forth of the ark, were Shem, 
and Ham, and Japheth: and Ham 
is the father of Canaan. 19 These 
are the three sons of Noah: and 
of them was the whole earth over¬ 
spread. 

“And Noah began to be a 
husbandman, and he planted a 
vineyard: “And he drank of the 
wine, and was drunken; and he 
was uncovered within his tent.

9 And Lot also, who went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and 
tents.

7 And 
there was a strife between the 
herdmen of Abram's cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot's cattle; and 
the Canaanite and the Perizzite 
dwelled then in the land. 9 And 
Abram said unto Lot, Let there 
be no strife, I pray thee, between 
me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen; for 
we be brethren. B /s not the whole 
land before thee? separate thy¬ 
self, I pray thee, from me: if 
thou wilt take the left hand, then 
I will go to the right: or if thou 
depart to the right hand, then I 
will go to the left. "And Lot lifted 
up his eyes, and beheld all the 
plain of Jordan, that it was well 
watered every where, before the 
Lord destroyed Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah, even as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt, as 
thou comest unto Zoar. "Then Lot 
chose him all the plain of Jordan; 
and Lot journeyed east: and they 
separated themselves the one from 
the other. "Abram dwelled in the 
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land of Canaan, and Lot dwelled 
in the cities of the plain, and 
pitched his tent toward Sodom. 
13 But the men of Sodom were 
wicked and sinners before the 
Lord exceedingly. 

14 And the Lord said unto A- 
bram, after that Lot was sepa¬ 
rated from him. Lift up now thine 
eyes, and look from the place 
where thou art northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and 
westward : 15 For all the land which 
thou seest, to thee will I give 
it, and to thy seed for ever. 
10 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth; so that if a 
man can number the dust of the 
earth, then shall thy seed also be 
numbered. 17 Arise, walk through 
the land in the length of it and in 
the breadth of it; for I will give 
it unto thee. 18 Then Abram re¬ 
moved his tent, and came and 
dwelt in the plain of Mamre, 
which is in Hebron, and built 
there an altar unto the Lord. 

And it came to pass in the 
days of Amraphel king of 
Shinar, Arioch king of Ellasar, 
Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and 
Tidal king of Goiim; 2 That these 
made war with Bera king of So¬ 
dom, and with Birsha king of 
Gomorrah, Shinab king of Admah, 
and Shemeber king of Zeboiim, 
and the king of Bela, which is 
Zoar. 3 A11 these were joined to¬ 
gether in the vale of Siddim, 
which is the Salt Sea. ^Twelve 
years they served Chedorlaomer, 
and in the thirteenth year they 
rebelled. s And in the fourteenth 
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year came Chedorlaomer, and tin 
kings that were with him, am 
smote the Rephaim in Ashtorelh 
karnaim and the Zuzim in Ham 
and the Emim in Shaveh-kiria 
thaim. 6 And the Horites in then 
mount Seir, unto El-paran, whirl 
is by the wilderness. 7 And they 
returned,and came to En-mishpnt 
which is Kadesh, and smote all 
the country of the Amalekihvs 
and also the Amorites, that dwell 
in Hazezon-tamar. a And therf 
went out the king of Sodom, ami 
the king of Gomorrah, and Ilu 
king of Admah, and the king of 
Zeboiim, and the king of Brin 
(the same is Zoar;) and they 
joined battle with them in the 
vale of Siddim; 9 With Chedorla¬ 
omer the king of Elam, and wilh 
Tidal king of Goiim, and Amraphel 
king of Shinar, and Arioch king 
of Ellasar; four kings with five. 
10 And the vale of Siddim was full, 
of slime pits; and the kings of 
Sodom and Gomorrah fled, and 
fell there; and they that remained 
fled to the mountain. u And they 
took all the goods of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and all their victuals, 
and went their way. ,2 And they 
took Lot, Abram’s brother’s son, 
who dwelt in Sodom, and his 
goods, and departed. 

13 And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the 
Hebrew; for he dwelt in the plain 
of Mamre the Amorite, brother 
of Eshcol, and brother of Aner: 
and these were confederate willi 
Abram. 14 And when Abram heard 
that his brother was taken cap- 
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tlve, he armed his trained ser¬ 
vants, born in his own house, three 
hundred and eighteen, and pur¬ 
sued them unto Dan. 15 And he 
divided himself against them, he 
and his servants, by night, and 
Httfiit 1 them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left 
hand of Damascus. 18 And he 
brought back all the goods, and 
also brought again his brother 
Lot, and his goods, and the women 
also, and the people. 

,7 And the king of Sodom went 
out to meet him after his return 
from the slaughter of Chedorla- 
omcr, and of the kings that were 
with him, at the valley of Shaveh, 
which is the King's Dale. 18 And 
Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine: 
and he was the priest of the most 
high God. 1B And he blessed him, 
and said, Blessed be Abram of 
the most high God, possessor of 
heaven and earth: 20 And blessed 
be the most high God, who hath 
delivered thine enemies into thy 
hand. And he gave him tithes of 
all. zl And the king of Sodom Baid 
unto Abram, Give me the persons, 
and take the goods to thyself. 
“And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, I have lifted up mine hand 
unto the Lord, the moat high God, 
the possessor of heaven and earth, 
“That I will not take from a 
thread even to a shoe-latchet, and 
that I wi! not take any thing that 
is thine, lest thou shouldest say, 
I have made Abram rich: “Save 
only that which the young men 
have eaten, and the portion of 


the men which went with me, 
Aner, Eshcol, and Mamre; let 
them take their portion. 

After these things the word 
of the Lord came unto Abram 
in a vision, saying, Fear not, 
Abram: I am thy shield, thy re 
ward shall be exceedingly great. 
2 And Abram said, Lord God, what 
wilt thou give me, seeing I go 
childless, and the steward of my 
house is this Eliezer of Damascus ? 
3 And Abram said, Behold, to me 
thou hast given no seed: and, lo, 
one born in my house is mine 
heir. *And, behold, Ihe word of 
the Lord came unto him, saying, 
This shall not be thine heir; but 
he that shall come forth out of 
thine own bowels shall be thine 
heir. e And he brought him forth 
abroad, and said, Look now to¬ 
ward heaven, and tell the stars, if 
thou be able to number them: and 
he said unto him, So shall thy 
seed be. fl And he believed in the 
Lord; and he counted it to him 
for righteousness. 7 And he said 
unto him, I am the Lord that 
brought thee out of Ur of the 
Chaldees, to give thee this land 
to inherit it. B And he said, Lord 
God, whereby shall I know that I 
shall inherit it? ®And he said 
unto him, Take me a heifer of 
three years old, and a she-goat 
of three years old, and a ram of 
three years old, and a turtle-dove, 
and a young pigeon. 10 And he took 
unto him all these, and divided 
them in the midst, and laid each 
riece one against another: but 
the birds divided he not. 11 And 
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when the fowls came down upon 
the carcasses, Abram drove them 
away. 12 And when the sun was 
going down, a deep sleep fell upon 
Abram; and, lo, a horror of great 
darkness fell upon him. 13 And he 
said unto Abram, Know of a sure¬ 
ty that thy seed shall be a stranger 
in a land that is not theirs and 
shall serve them; and they shall 
afflict them four hundred years; 
14 And also that nation, whom they 
shall serve, will I judge: and 
afterward shall they come out 
with great substance. ls And thou 
shalt go to thy fathers in peace; 
thou shalt be buried in a good old 
age. 16 But in the fourth genera¬ 
tion they shall come hither again ; 
for the iniquity of the Amorites 
is not yet full. 17 And it came to 
pass, that, when the sun went 
down, and it was dark, behold a 
smoking furnace, and a burning 
flame that passed between those 
pieces. I9 In the same day the Lord 
made a covenant with Abram, 
saying, Unto thy seed have I given 
this land, from the river of Egypt 
unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates : 1# The Kenite, and the 
Kenizzite, and the Kadmonite, 
Z0 And the Hittite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Rephaim, 21 And the 
Amorite, and the Canaanite, and 
the Girgashite, and the Jebusite. 
Now Sarai Abram's wife bore 
him no children: and she 
had a handmaid, an Egyptian, 
whose name was Hagar. 2 And 
Sarai said unto Abram, Behold 
now, the Lord hath restrained me 
from bearing: I pray thee, go in 


unto my maid; it may be that 
may obtain children by her. Am 
Abram hearkened to the voice o: 
Sarai. 3 And Sarai Abram's wifi 
took Hagar her maid the Egyp 
tian, after Abram had dwelt lei 
years in the land of Canaan, anc 
gave her to her husband Abratr 
to be his wife. 

4 And he went in unto Hagar 
and she conceived: and when she 
saw that she had conceived, hoi 
mistress was despised in her eyes 
5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My 
wrong be upon thee: I have given 
my maid into thy bosom; ami 
when she saw that she had con¬ 
ceived, I was despised in her eyes: 
the Lord judge between me and 
thee. 6 But Abram said unto Sarai, 
Behold thy maid is in thy hand; 
do to her as it pleaseth thee. And 
when Sarai dealt hardly with her, 
she fled from her face. 

7 And the angel of the Lord 
found her by a fountain of water 
in the wilderness, by the fountain 
in the way to Shur. 8 And he said, 
Hagar, Sarai’s maid, whence 
earnest thou? and whither wilt 
thou go? And she said, I flee from 
the face of my mistress Sarai. 
e And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Return to thy mistress, 
and submit thyself under her 
hands. 10 And the angel of the 
Lord said unto her, I will multi¬ 
ply thy seed exceedingly, that it 
shall not be numbered for multi¬ 
tude. 1J And the angel of the Ixml 
said unto her. Behold, thou art 
with child, and shalt bear a son, 
and shalt call his name Ishmael; 
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because the Lord hath heard thy 
inflliction. “And he will be a wild 
man; his hand will be against 
every man, and every man's hand 
iHgninst him; and he shall dwell 
iln I he presence of all his brethren. 
“And she called the name of the 
Lord that spoke unto her, Thou 
God seest me: for she said, Have 
1 also here looked after him that 
seeth me? “Wherefore the well 
was called Beer-lahai-roi; behold, 
it in between Kadesh and Bered, 
“And Hagar bore Abram a son : 
and Abram called his son’s name, 
whom Hagar bore, Islimael, 

“And Abram was fourscore and 
six years old, when Hagar bore 
Ishmucl to Abram. 

And when Abram was ninety 
years old and nine, the Ix>rd 
appeared to Abram, and said unto 
him, I am the Almighty God; 
walk before me, and be thou per¬ 
fect. z And I will make my cove¬ 
nant between me and thee, and 
will multiply thee exceedingly. 
B And Abram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, 4 As 
for me, behold, my covenant is 
with thee, and thou shalt be a 
father of many nations. '•Neither 
shall thy name any more be called 
Abram, but thy name shall be 
Abranam; for a father of many 
nations have I made thee. "And I 
will make thee exceeding fruitful, 
and I will make nations of thee, 
h ml kings shall come out of thee. 
7 And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed 
after thee in their generations 
for an everlasting covenant, to be 


a God unto thee, and to thy seed 
after thee. B And I will give unto 
thee, and to thy seed after thee, 
the land wherein thou art a stran¬ 
ger, all the land of Canaan, for an 
everlasting possession; and I will 
be their God. 

®And God said unto Abraham, 
Thou shalt keep my covenant, 
therefore, thou, and thy seed 
after thee in their generations. 
10 This is my covenant, which ye 
shall keep, between me and you 
and thy seed after thee; Every 
rnan child among you shall be 
circumcised. “And ye shall cir¬ 
cumcise the flesh of your foreskin; 
and it shall be a token of the cove¬ 
nant betwixt me and you. 12 And 
he that is eight days old shall be 
circumcised among you, every 
male in your generations, he 
that is born in the house, or 
bought with money of any stran¬ 
ger, that is not of thy seed. 13 He 
that is born in thy house, and he 
that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised: and 
my covenant shall be in your 
flesh for an everlasting covenant. 
“And the uncircumcised male 
whose flesh of his foreskin is not 
circumcised, that soul shall be cut 
off from his people; he hath 
broken my covenant. 

“And God said unto Abraham, 
As for Sarai thy wife, thou shalt 
not call her name Sarai, but Sarah 
shall her name be. “And \ will 
bless her, and give thee a san also 
of her: yea, I will bless her, and 
she shall be a mother of nations; 
kings of peoples shall be of her. 
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17 Then Abraham fell upon his 
face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart, Shall a child be born unto 
him that is a hundred years old? 
and shall Sarah, that is ninety 
years old, bear? 18 And Abraham 
said unto God, O that Ishmael 
might live before thee! 1B And God 
said, Sarah thy wife shall bear 
thee a son indeed; and thou shalt 
call his name Isaac: and I will 
establish my covenant with him 
for an everlasting covenant, and 
with his seed after him. “And as 
for Ishmael, I have heard thee: 
Behold, I have blessed him, and 
will make him fruitful, and will 
multiply him exceedingly; twelve 
princes shall he beget, and I will 
make him a great nation. “But 
my covenant will I establish with 
Isaac, whom Sarah shall bear un¬ 
to thee at this set time in the 
next year. 

22 And he left off talking with 
him, and God went up from Abra¬ 
ham. 

23 And Abraham took Ishmael 
his son, and all that were born 
in his house, and all that were 
bought with his money, every 
male among the men of Abraham’s 
house; and circumcised the flesh 
of their foreskin in the selfsame 
day, as God had said unto him. 
“And Abraham was ninety years 
old and nine, when he was circum¬ 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 
25 And Ishmael his son was thir¬ 
teen years old, when he was cir¬ 
cumcised in the flesh of his fore¬ 
skin. 2fl In the selfsame day was 
Abraham circumcised, and Ishma¬ 


el his son. 2T And all the men < 
his house, born in the house, ar 
bought with money of the strai 
ger, were circumcised with hiu 

And the Lord appeared uni 
him in the plains of Manuo 
and he sat in the tent door in tli 
heat of the day; 2 And he lifted u 
his eyes and looked, and lo, tine 
men stood by him: and when h 
saw them, he ran to meet thcr 
from the tent door, and bowe 
himself toward the ground, 1 An 
said. My Lord, if now I hav 
found favour in thy sight, pas 
not away, I pray thee, from th; 
servant: 4 Let a little water, 
pray you, be fetched, and wasl 
your feet, and rest yoursclvc 
under the tree: 5 And I will fetcl 
a morsel of bread, and com for 
ye your hearts; after that ye shal 
pass on: for therefore are yt 
come to your servant. And thej 
said, So do, as thou hast said 
6 And Abraham hastened into Hu 
tent unto Sarah, and said, Mak< 
ready quickly three measures ol 
fine meal, knead it, and mal« 
cakes. 7 And Abraham ran unlc 
the herd, and fetched a calf tendci 
and good, and gave it unto a 
young man; and he hastened tc 
dress it. 8 And he took butter, ami 
milk, and the calf which he Imc 
dressed, and set it before them 
and he stood by them under (lie 
tree, and they did eat. 

e And they said unto him, Where 
is Sarah thy wife? And he said, 
Behold, in the tent. 10 And he said 
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I will certainly return unto thee 
at this time next year; and, lo, 
Sarah thy wife shall have a son. 
And Sarah heard it in the tent 
door, which was behind him. 

II Now Abraham and Sarah were 
phi >tnd well stricken in age; and 
It ceased to be with Sarah after 
the manner of women. 12 Therefore 
Sarah laughed within herself, 
saying, After I am waxed old shall 
I have pleasure, my lord being 
old also? 13 And the Lord said un¬ 
to Abraham, Wherefore did Sarah 
laugh, saying, Shall I of a surety 
bear a child who am old? 14 Is 
any thing too hard for the Lord? 
At the time appointed I will re¬ 
turn unto thee, about this living 
time, and Sarah shall have a son. 
“Then Sarah denied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraid. 
And lie said, Nay; but thou didst 
laugh. 

"’And the men rose up from 
thence, and looked toward Sodom: 
and Abraham went with them to 
bring them on the way. J7 And 
the Lord said, Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which I do; 
'"Seeing that Abraham shall sure¬ 
ly become a great and mighty 
nation, and all the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him? 
'“For I know him, that lie will 
command his children and his 
household after him, and they 
’hall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment; that 
the Lord may bring upon Abra- 
imm that which he hath spoken 
t)f him. 2 "And the Lord said, 
Because the cry of Sodom and 


Gomorrah is great, and because 
their sin is very grievous ; 2, I will 
go down now, and see whether 
they have done altogether accord¬ 
ing to the cry of it, which is 
come unto me; and if not, I will 
know. 22 And the men turned their 
faces from thence, and went to¬ 
ward Sodom: but Abraham stood 
yet before the Lord. 23 And Abra¬ 
ham drew near, and said, Wilt 
thou also destroy the righteous 
with the wicked? “Peradventure 
there be fifty righteous within the 
city; wilt thou also destroy and 
not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? 25 That 
be far from thee to do after this 
manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked: and that the 
righteous should be as the wicked 
that be far from thee: Shall not 
the Judge of all the earth do 
right? 26 And the Lord said, if I 
find in Sodom fifty righteous 
within the city, then I will spare 
all the place for their sake. 27 And 
Abraham answered and said, Be¬ 
hold now, I have taken upon me 
to 9peak unto the Lord, who 
am but dust and ashes: 2B Per- 
adventure there shall lack five of 
the fifty righteous: wilt thou de¬ 
stroy all the city for lack of five? 
And he said, If I find there forty 
and five, I will not destroy it. 
2B And he spoke unto him yet 
again, and said, Peradventure 
there shall be forty found there. 
And he said, I will not do it for 
forty’s sake. 30 And he said unto 
him, Oh let not the Lord be angTy, 
and I will speak: Peradventure 
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there shall thirty be found there. 
And he said, I will not do it, if 
I find thirty there. 31 And he said, 
Behold now, I have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord: Per- 
adventure there shall be twenty 
found there. And he said, I will 
not destroy it for twenty’s sake. 
32 And he said, Oh let not the Lord 
be angry, and I will speak yet but 
this once: Peradventure ten shall 
be found there. And he said, I 
will not destroy it for ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way, 
as soon as he had left communing 
with Abraham: and Abraham 
returned unto his place. 

And there came two angels 
to Sodom at even; and Lot 
sat in the gate of Sodom: and 
Lot seeing them rose up to meet 
them; and he bowed himself with 
his face toward the ground; 2 And 
he said, Behold now, my lords, 
turn in, I pray you, into your 
servant's house, and tarry all 
night, and wash your feet, and 
ye shall rise up early, and go on 
your way. And they said, Nay; 
but we will abide in the street all 
night. 3 An<J he pressed upon them 
greatly; and they turned in unto 
him, and entered into his house; 
and he made them a feast, and 
did bake unleavened bread, and 
they did eat. 

4 But before they lay down, the 
men of the city, even the men 
of Sodom, compassed the house 
round, both old and young, all the 
people from every quarter: 5 And 
they called unto Lot, and said 
unto him, Where are the men 


who came in to thee this nigh 
bring them out unto us, that > 
may know them. 9 And Lot we 
out at the door unto them, a; 
shut the door after him, 7 A 
said, I pray you, brethren, do n 
so wickedly. 8 Behold now, I ha 
two daughters who have 11 
known man; let me, I pray yc 
bring them out unto you, and 
ye to them as is good in yo 
eyes: only unto these men 
nothing; for therefore came th 
under the shadow of my r<>< 
e And they said, Stand back. A 
they said again, This one fell 
came in to sojourn, and he w 
needs be a judge: now will 11 
deal worse with thee, than wi 
them. And they pressed ho 
upon the man, even Lot, and cai 
near to break the door. 10 B 
the men put forth their bar 
and pulled Lot into the house 
them, and shut the door. ll A 
they smote the men that were 
the door of the house with blin 
ness, both small and great: 
that they wearied themselves 
find the door. lz And the men sa 
unto Lot, Hast thou here any 1 
sides? son-in-law, and thy soi 
and thy daughters, and whorm 
ever thou hast in the city, brii 
them out of this place: 13 For i 
will destroy this place, beeau 
the cry of them is waxen gre 
before the face of the Lord; a: 
the Lord hath sent us to dealt- 
it. 

,4 And Lot went out, and spo 
unto his sons-in-law, who nin 
ried his daughters, and said, l 1 
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ret you out of this place; for 
the Lord will destroy this city. 
3ut he seemed as one that mocked 
unto his sons-in-law. 

“And when the morning arose, 
ihen the angels hastened Lot, 
lav mg, Arise, take thy wife, and 
;hy two daughters, that are 
lore; lest thou be consumed in 
the iniquity of the city. “And 
vhile he lingered, the men laid 
lold upon his hand, and upon the 
land of his wife, and upon the 
land of his two daughters; the 
jord being merciful unto him: 
ind they brought him forth, and 
let him without the city. ,7 And it 
s me to pass, when they had 
irought them forth abroad, that 
le said, Escape for thy life; look 
lot behind thee, neither stay 
hnu in all the plain; escape to 
he mountain, lest thou be ron- 
unied. “And Lot Haid unto them, 
)h, not so, my Lord: “Behold 
low, thy servant hath found grace 
n thy sight, and thou hast magni- 
lod thy mercy, which thou hast 
ihewn unto me in saving my 
Ife; and I cannot escape to the 
nountain, lest some evil overtake 
nc, and I die: “Behold now, this 
iity is near to flee unto, and 
t is a little one: Oh, let me 
senpe thither, (is it not a little 
ine?) and my soul shall live. 
'And he Baid unto him, See, I 
juve accepted thee concerning 
his thing also, that I will not 
ivor th row this city, of which 
ihou hast spoken. “Haste thee, 
lucupe thither; for I cannot do 
iny thing till thou be come thith¬ 


er. Therefore the name of the 
city was called Zoar. 

“The sun was risen upon the 
earth when Lot entered into Zoar. 
“Then the Lord rained upon So¬ 
dom and upon Gomorrah brim¬ 
stone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven. “And he overthrew 
those cities, and all the plain, and 
all the inhabitants of the cities, 
and that which grew upon the 
ground. 

“But his wife looked back from 
behind him, and she became a 
pillar of salt. 

“And Abraham got up early in 
the morning to the place where 
he stood before the Lord: “And 
he looked toward Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah, and toward all the land 
of the plain, and beheld, and, lo, 
the smoke of the country went 
up as the smoke of a furnace. 

“And it came to pass, when 
God destroyed the cities of the 
plain that God remembered Abra¬ 
ham, and sent Lot out of the midst 
of the overthrow, when he over¬ 
threw the cities in which Lot 
dwelt. 

“And Lot went up out of Zoar, 
and dwelt in the mountain, and 
his two daughters with him; for 
he feared to dwell in Zoar: and 
he dwelt in a cave, he and his 
two daughters. 31 And the firsts 
born said unto the younger, Our 
father is old, and there is not a 
man in the earth to come in unto 
us after the manner of all the 
earth: “Come, let us make our 
father drink wine, and we will 
lie with him, that we may pre-

serve seed of our father. 83 And 
they made their father drink wine 
that night: and the first-born went 
in, and lay with her father; and 
he perceived not when she lay 
down, nor when she arose. ai And 
it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the first-born said unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father: let us make him 
drink wine this night also; and 
go thou in, and lie with him, that 
we may preserve seed of our 
father. 35 And they made their 
father drink wine that night also: 
and the younger arose, and lay 
with him: and he perceived not 
when she lay down, nor when she 
arose. 

36 Thus were both the daughters 
of Lot with child by their father. 
87 And the first-born bore a son, 
and called his name Moab: the 
same is the father of the Moabites 
unto this day. 3B And the younger, 
she also bore a son, and called his 
name Ben-ammi: the same is the 
father of the children of Ammon 
unto this day. 

And Abraham journeyed 
from thence toward the land 
of the south, and dwelled between 
Kadesh and Shur, and sojourned 
in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said of Sarah 
his wife, She is my sister: and 
Abimelech king of Gerar sent, 
and took Sarah. 3 But God came 
to Abimelech in a dream by night, 
and said to him, Behold, thou art 
but a dead man, for the woman 
whom thou hast taken; for she 
is a man's wife. ‘But Abimelech 


had not come near her: and li 
said, Lord, wilt thou slay also 
righteous nation? s Said he nc 
unto me, She is my sister? an 
she, even she herself said, He i 
my brother: in the integrity o 
my heart and innocency of ni 
hands have I done this. 6 And Go 
said unto him in a dream, 'Yen, 
know that thou didst this in th 
integrity of thy heart; for 
also withheld thee from sinnin 
against me: therefore suffers 
I thee not to touch her. 7 Nov 
therefore restore the man hi 
wife; for he is a prophet, and h 
shall pray for thee, and thou slial 
live: and if thou restore her not 
know thou that thou shalt surel; 
die, thou, and all that are thine 

B Therefore Abimelech rose oar 
ly in the morning, and called al 
his servants, and told all thes< 
things in their ears: and the mei 
were sore afraid. e Then Al>i 
melech called Abraham, and san 
unto him, What hast thou dom 
unto us? and what have I offender 
thee, that thou hast brought on m< 
and on my kingdom a great am 
thou hast done deeds unto m< 
that ought not to be done. 10 An< 
Abimelech said unto Abraham 
What sawest thou, that thou has 
done this thing? 

“And Abraham said, Because 
I thought, Surely the fear of Go< 
is not in this place; and they wil 
slay me for my wife’s sake. ,2 An< 
yet indeed she is my sister; sh< 
is the daughter of my father, hu 
not the daughter of my mother 
and she became my wife. 13 And i 
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came to pass, when God caused 
me to wander from my father's 
house, that I said unto her, This 
ia thy kindness which thou shalt 
shew unto me; at every place 
whither we shall come, say of me, 
lie ia my brother. 

• ‘And Abimelech took sheep, 
and oxen, and men-servants, and 
women-servants, and gave them 
unto Abraham, and restored him 
Sarah his wife. 15 And Abimelech 
said, Behold, my land is before 
thee: dwell where it pleaseth thee. 
l8 And unto Sarah he said, Behold 
2 have given thy brother a thou¬ 
sand "pieces of silver: behold it 
ia for thee a covering of the eyes, 
to all that ore with thee; and be¬ 
fore all thou art righted. 

,7 So Abraham prayed unto God : 
and God healed Abimelech, and 
his wife, and his maid-servants; 
and they bore children. 18 For the 
Lord had fast closed up all tbe 
wombs of the house of Abimelech, 
because of Sarah Abraham's wife. 
And the Lord visited Sarah 
as he had said, and the Lord 
did unto Sarah as he hud spoken. 
2 For Sarah conceived, and bore 
Abraham a son in his old age, at 
the set time of which God had 
spoken to him. a And Abraham 
called the name of his son that 
was born unto him, whom Sarah 
bore to him, Isaac. 4 And Abraham 
circumcised his son Isaac being 
eight days old, as God had com¬ 
manded him. °And Abraham was 
a hundred years old, when his 
son Isaac was bom unto him. 

•And Sarah said, God hath 


made me to laugh, bo that all that 
hear will laugh with me. 7 And she 
said, Who would have said unto 
Abraham, that Sarah should have 
given children suck? for I have 
borne him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was 
weaned: and Abraham made a 
great feast the same day that 
Isaac was weaned. 

B And Sarah saw the son of Ha- 
gar the Egyptian, whom she had 
borne unto Abraham, playing. 
,0 Wherefore she said unto Abra¬ 
ham, Cast out this bondwoman 
and her son: for the son of this 
bondwoman shall not be heir with 
my son, even with Isaac. 

M And the thing was very griev¬ 
ous in Abraham’s sight because 
of his son. 12 And God Baid unto 
Abraham, Let it not be grievous 
in thy sight because of the lad, 
and because of thy bondwoman; 
in all that Sarah hath said unto 
thee, hearken unto her voice; for 
in Isaac shall thy seed be called. 
13 And also of the son of the bond- 
woman will I make a nation, 
because he is thy seed. 

14 And Abraham rose up early 
in the morning, and took bread, 
and a bottle of water, and gave it 
unto Hagar, putting it on her 
shoulder, and the child, and sent 
her away: and she departed, and 
wandered in the wilderness of 
Beer-sheba. 18 And the water was 
spent in the bottle, and she cast 
the child under one of the shrubs. 
,e And she went, and sat her down 
over against him a good way off, 
as it were a bowshot: for she 
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said, Let me not see the death of 
the child. And she sat over against 
him , and lifted up her voice, and 
wept. 17 And God heard the voice 
of the lad; and the angel of God 
called to Hagar out of heaven, 
and said unto her. What aileth 
thee, Hagar? fear not; for God 
hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he is. 18 Arise, lift up the 
lad, and hold him in thine hand; 
for I will make him a great na¬ 
tion. 

ie And God opened her eyes, and 
she saw a well of water; and she 
went, and filled the bottle with 
water, and gave the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad; 
and he grew, and dwelt in the 
wilderness, and became an archer. 
21 And he dwelt in the wilderness 
of Paran: and his mother took him 
a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

“And it came to pass at that 
time, that Abimelech and Phichol 
the chief captain of his host spoke 
unto Abraham, saying, God is 
with thee in all that thou doest: 
23 Now therefore swear unto me 
here by God that thou wilt not 
deal falsely with me, nor with my 
son, nor with my son's son: but 
according to the kindness that I 
have done unto thee, thou shalt 
do unto me, and to the land where¬ 
in thou hast sojourned. 24 And 
Abraham said, I will swear. 25 And 
Abraham reproved Abimelech be¬ 
cause of a well of water, which 
Abimelech’s servants had violent¬ 
ly taken away. 26 And Abimelech 
said, I know not who hath done 
this thing: neither didst thou 


tell me, neither yet heard I of it, 
but to-day. “And Abraham took 
sheep and oxen, and gave them 
unto Abimelech; and both of them 
made a covenant. “And Abraham 
set seven ewe-lambs of the flock 
by themselves. “And Abimelech 
said unto Abraham, What mean 
these seven ewe-lambs which thou 
hast set by themselves? 30 And he 
said, For these seven ewe-lambs 
shalt thou take of my hand, that 
they may be a witness unto me, 
that I have digged this well. 
“Wherefore he called that place 
Beer-sheba; because there they 
swore both of them. 

“Thus they made a covenant 
at Beer-sheba; then Abimelech 
rose up, and Phichol the chief 
captain of his host, and they re¬ 
turned into the land of the Phi¬ 
listines. “And Abraham planted 
a grove in Beer-sheba, and called 
there on the name of the Lord, 
the everlasting God. 

34 And Abraham sojourned in 
the Philistines’ land many days. 
And it came to pass after 
these things, that God did 
tempt Abraham, and said unto 
him, Abraham: and he said, Be¬ 
hold, here I am. 2 And he said. 
Take now thy son, thine only son 
Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get 
thee into the land of Moriah; 
and offer him there for a burnt- 
offering upon one of the moun¬ 
tains which I will tell thee of. 

3 And Abraham rose up early 
in the morning, and saddled his 
ass, and took two of his young 
men with him, and Isaac his son, 
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and cleaved the wood for the 
burnt-offering, and rose up, and 
went unto the place of which God 
had told him. 

‘Then on the third day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the 
place afar off. "And Abraham 
said unto his young men, Abide 
ye here with the ass; and I and 
the lad will go yonder and wor¬ 
ship, and come again to you. 

fl And Abraham took the wood 
of the burnt-offering, and laid it 
upon Isaac his son; and he took 
the fire in his hand, and a knife; 
and they went both of them to¬ 
gether. 7 And Isaac spoke unto 
Abraham his father, and said, My 
father: and he said, here am I, 
my son. And he said, Behold the 
fire and the wood: but where is 
the lamb for a burnt-offering? 
*And Abraham said, My son, God 
will provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt-offering: so they went both 
of them together. 

e And they came to the place 
which God had told him of; and 
Abraham built an altar there, and 
laid the wood in order, and bound 
Isaac his Bon, and laid him on the 
altar upon the wood. 10 And Abra¬ 
ham stretched forth his hand, 
and took the knife to slay his son. 

n And the angel of the Lord 
called unto him out of heaven, 
and said, Abraham, Abraham: 
and he said, Here am I. 12 And he 
said, Lay not thine hand upon the 
lad, neither do thou any thing 
unto him: for now I know that 
thou fearest God, seeing thou hast 
not withheld thy son, thine only 


son from me. 

18 And Abraham lifted up hiB 
eyes, and looked, and behold, 
behind him a ram caught in a 
thicket by his horns: and Abra¬ 
ham went and took the ram, and 
offered him up for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing in the stead of his son. 14 And 
Abraham called the name of that 
place Jehovah-jireh: as it is said 
to this day, In the mount of the 
Lord it shall be seen. 

,s And the angel of the Lord 
called unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second time, 16 And said, By 
myself have I sworn, saith the 
Lord, for because thou hast done 
this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son: ,7 That I 
will greatly bless thee, and I will 
multiply thy seed as the stars of 
the heaven, and as the sand which 
ie upon the seashore; and thy 
seed shall possess the gate of his 
enemies; ,B And in thy seed shall 
all the nations of the earth be 
blessed; because thou hast obeyed 
my voice. 

1B So Abraham returned unto his 
young men, and they rose up and 
went together to Beer-sheba; and 
Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

J0 And it came to pass after 
these things, that it was told 
Abraham, saying, Behold, Milcah, 
she hath also borne children unto 
thy brother Nahor; 31 Uz his first¬ 
born, and Buz his brother, and 
Kemuel the father of Aram, “And 
Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, 
and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. “And 
Bethuel begot Rebekah: these 
eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, 
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Abraham's brother. 24 And his 
concubine, whose name was Reu- 
mah, she bore also Tebah, and 
Gaham, and Thahash, and Maa- 
chah. 

mt? 

And Sarah was a hundred 
and seven and twenty years 
old: these were the years of the 
life of Sarah. 2 And Sarah died 
in Kirjath-arba; the same is Heb¬ 
ron in the land of Canaan: and 
Abraham came to mourn for Sa¬ 
rah, and to weep for her. 

3 And Abraham stood up from 
before his dead, and spoke unto 
the sons of Heth, saying, 4 I am 
a stranger and a sojourner with 
you .* give me a possession of a 
burying-place with you, that I 
may bury my dead out of my 
sight. 5 And the children of Heth 
answered Abraham, saying unto 
him, 6 Hear us, my lord: thou art 
a mighty prince among us: in the 
choice of our sepulchres bury 
thy dead; none of us shall with¬ 
hold from thee his sepulchre, but 
that thou mayest bury thy dead. 

7 And Abraham stood up, and 
bowed himself to the people of 
the land, even to the children of 
Heth. 8 And he communed with 
them, saying, If it be your mind 
that I should bury my dead out 
of my sight; hear me, and entreat 
for me to Ephron the son of Zo- 
har, B That he may give me the 
cave of Machpelah, which he hath, 
which is in the end of his field; 
for as much money as it is worth 
he shall give it me for a posses¬ 


sion of a burying-place amongst 
you. ,0 And Ephron dwelt among 
the children of Heth: and Ephron 
the Hittite answered Abraham in 
the hearing of the children of 
Heth, even of all that went in at 
the gate of his city, saying, ’'Nay, 
my lord, hear me: the field give I 
thee, and the cave that is therein, 
I give it thee; in the presence of 
the sons of my people give I it 
thee: bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed down 
himself before the people of the 
land. 13 And he spoke unto Ephron 
in the hearing of the people of 
the land, saying, But if thou 
wouldst, hear me: I will give the 
money for the field; take it of me, 
and I will bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abra¬ 
ham, saying unto him, ,r, My lord, 
hearken unto me: the land is 
worth four hundred shekels of 
silver: what is that betwixt me 
and thee? bury therefore thy 
dead. 

16 And Abraham hearkened un¬ 
to Ephron; and Abraham weighed 
to Ephron the silver, which he 
had named in the hearing of the 
sons of Heth, four hundred she¬ 
kels of silver, current money with 
the merchant. 17 And the field of 
Ephron, which was in Machpelah, 
which was before Mam re, the 
field, and the cave which was 
therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the 
borders round about, were made 
sure 19 Unto Abraham for a pos¬ 
session in the presence of the 
children of Heth, before all that 
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went in at the gate of hia city. 
‘•And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the 
field of Machpelah before Mamre: 
the same ia Hebron in the land of 
Canaan. 20 And the field, and the 
cave that ia therein, were made 
sure unto Abraham for a posses¬ 
sion of a burying-place by the 
sons of Heth. 

And Abraham was old, and 
well stricken in age: and the 
Lord had blessed Abraham in all 
things. 3 And Abraham said unto 
the eldest servant of his house, 
that ruled over all that he had, 
Put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
my thigh: 3 And I will make thee 
swear by the Lord, the God of 
heaven, and the God of the earth, 
that l.liou shalt not take a wife 
unto my son of the daughters of 
the Canaanites, among whom I 
dwell: 4 But thou shalt go unto 
my country, and to my kindred, 
and take a wife unto my son Isaac. 

■’ And the servant said unto him, 
Peradventure the woman will not 
be willing to follow me unto this 
land: must I needs bring thy son 
again unto the land from whence 
thou earnest? °And Abraham said 
unto him, Beware thou that thou 
bring not my son thither again. 
7 The Lord God of heaven, who 
took me from my father's house, 
and from the land of my kindred, 
and who spoke unto me, and 
that swore unto me, saying, Unto 
thy seed will I give this land; he 
shall send his angel before thee, 
and thou shalt take a wife unto 
my son from thence.

“And it came to pass, before 
he had done speaking, that, be¬ 
hold, Rebekah came out, who was 
born to Bethuel, son of Milcah, 
the wife of Nahor, Abraham’B 
brother, with her pitcher upon 
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her shoulder. ie And the damsel 
was very fair to look upon, a 
virgin, neither had any man 
known her: and she went down 
to the well, and filled her pitcher, 
and came up. 17 And the servant 
ran to meet her, and said, Let me, 
I pray thee, drink a little water 
of thy pitcher. 18 And she said. 
Drink, my lord : and she hastened, 
and let down her pitcher upon 
her hand, and gave him drink. 
19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw 
water for thy camels also, until 
they have done drinking. 20 And 
she hastened, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again unto the well to draw water, 
and drew for all his camels. 21 And 
the man wondering at her held 
his peace, to know whether the 
Lord had made his journey pros¬ 
perous or not. 22 And it came to

21 And she said 
unto him, I am the daughter of 
Bethuel the son of Milcah, whom 
she bore unto Nahor. 25 She said 
moreover unto him, We have both 
straw and provender enough, and 
room to lodge in. 26 And the man 
bowed down his head, and wor¬ 
shipped the Lord. Z7 And he said, 
Blessed be the Lord God of my 
master Abraham, who hath not 


left destitute my master of his 
mercy and his truth: I being in 
the way, the Lord led me to the 
house of my master’s brethren. 

28 And the damsel ran, and told 
them of her mother's house these 
things. 

2D And Rebekah had a brother, 
and his name was Laban: and 
Laban ran out unto the man, unto 
the well. 30 And it came to pass, 
when he saw the nose-ring and 
bracelets upon his sister’s hands, 
and when he heard the words of 
Rebekah his sister, saying, Thus 
spoke the man unto me; that he 
came unto the man; and, behold, 
he stood by the camels at the well 
31 And he said, Come in, thou 
blessed of the Lord; wherefore 
standest thou without? for I have 
prepared the house, and room for 
the camels. 

32 And the man came into the 
house: and he ungirded his cam¬ 
els, and gave straw and provender 
for the camels, and water to wash 
his feet, and the men’s feet that 
were with him. :,3 And there was 
set food before him to eat: but 
he said, I will not eat, until I 
have told mine errand. And he 
said, Speak on. "*And he said, I 
am Abraham’s servant. 3r, And the 
Lord hath blessed my master 
greatly; and he is become great:

38 And Sa¬ 
rah my master’s wife bore a son 
to my master when she was old:

4, Then shalt thou be clear from 
this my oath when thou comest 
to my kindred; and if they give 
not thee one, thou Bhalt be clear 
from my oath.

J1 Be- 
hold Rebekah is before thee, take 
her, and go, and let her be thy 
master's son’s wife, as the Lord 
hath spoken. 

“And it came to pass, that, 
when Abraham’s servant heard 
their words, he bowed himself to 
the earth unto the Lord. “And 
the servant brought forth jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
raiment, and gave them to Rebe¬ 
kah: he gave also to her brother 
and to her mother precious things.

62 And Isaac came from the way 
of the well Lahai-roi; for he dwelt 
in the south country. “And Isaac 
went out to meditate in the field 
at the eventide: and he lifted up 
his eyes, and saw, and, behold, 
the camels were coming. “And 
Rebekah lifted up her eyes, and 
when she saw Isaac, she lighted 
off the camel. “And she said unto 
the servant, What man is this that 
walketh in the field to meet us? 
And the servant said, It is my 
master: and she took the veil, and 
covered herself. 

efl And the servant told Isaac all 
things that he had done. “And 


Isaac brought her into his mother 
Sarah’s tent, and took Rebekah, 
and she became his wife; and he 
loved her: and Isaac was com¬ 
forted after his mother’s death. 
Then again Abraham took a 
wife, and her name was Ke- 
turah. 2 And she bore him Zimran, 
and Jokshan, and Medan, and 
Midian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. 
3 And Jokshan begot Sheba, and 
Dedan. And the sons of Dedan 
were Asshurim, and Letushim. 
and Leummim. 4 And the sons of 
Midian; Ephah, and Epher, and 
Hanoch, and Abidah, and Eldaah. 
All these were the children of 
Keturah. 

5 And Abraham gave all that he 
had unto Isaac. 6 But unto the 
sons of the concubines, that 
Abraham had, Abraham gave 
gifts, and sent them away from 
Isaac his son, while he yet lived, 
eastward, unto the east country. 

7 And these are the days of the 
years of Abraham’s life which 
he lived, a hundred and seventy 
and five. 8 Then Abraham expired 
and died in a good old age, 
an old man, and full of years; 
and was gathered to his people. 
e And his sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him in the cave of Mach- 
pelah, in the field of Ephron the 
son of Zohar the Hittite, which is 
before Mamre; 10 The field which 
Abraham purchased of the sons 
of Heth: there was Abraham 
buried, and Sarah his wife. 

"And it came to pass after 
the death of Abraham, that God 
blessed his son Isaac; and Isaac 
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dwelt by the well Lahai-roi. 

12 Now these are the generations 
of Ishmae], Abraham's son, whom 
Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah's 
handmaid bore unto Abraham r 
‘“And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names 
according to their generations: 
the first-born of Ishmael, Neba- 
jolh; and Kedar, and Adbeel, and 
Mibsam, “And Mishma, and 
Dumah, and Massa, 15 Hadad, and 
Tema, Jetur, Naphish, and Ke- 
demah: “These are the sons of 
Ishmael, and these are their 
names, by their towns, and by 
their castles; twelve princes ac¬ 
cording to their nations. 17 And 
these are the years of the life of 
Ishmae], a hundred and thirty 
and seven years: and he expired, 
and died; and was gathered 
unto his people. “And they dwelt 
from Haviluh unto Shur, that 
is before Egypt, as thou goest 
toward Assyria: and he died 
in the presence of all his breth¬ 
ren.

16 And these are the generations 
of Isaac, Abraham’s son: Abra¬ 
ham begot Isaac: 20 And Isaac 
was forty years old when he took 
Rebekah to wife, the daughter of 
Bethuel the Syrian of Padan- 
aram, the sister to Laban the 
Syrian. a, And Isaac entreated the 
Lord for his wife, because she 
was barren: and the Lord was 
entreated of him, and Rebekah 
his wife conceived. “And the 
children struggled together with¬ 


in her; and she said, If it be bo, 
why am I thus? And she went to 
inquire of the Lord. “And the 
Lord said unto her, Two nations 
are in thy womb, and two manner 
of people shall be separated from 
thy bowels; and the one people 
shall be stronger than the other 
people; and the elder shall serve 
the younger.

“And Jacob sod pottage: and 
Esau came from the field, and he 
was faint: “And Esau said to 
Jacob, Feed me, I pray thee, with 
that same red pottage ; for I am 
faint: therefore was his name 
called Edom. “And Jacob said. 
Sell me this day thy birthright.

swore unto Abraham thy father; 
4 And I will make thy seed to 
multiply as the stars of heaven, 
and will give unto thy seed all 
these countries; and in thy seed 
shall all the nations of the earth 
be blessed; 5 Because that Abra¬ 
ham obeyed my voice, and kept 
my charge, my commandments, 
my statutes, and my laws. 

6 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar: 
T And the men of the place asked 
him of his wife; and he said, She 
is my sister: for he feared to say, 
She is my wife; lest, said he, the 
men of the place should kill me 
for Rebekah ; because she was fair 
to look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he 
had been there a long time, that 
Abimelech king of the Philistines 
looked out at a window, and saw, 
and, behold, Isaac was sporting 
with Rebekah his wife. ®And Abi¬ 
melech called Isaac, and said, Be¬ 


hold, of a surety she is thy wife: 
and how saidst thou, She is my 
sister? And Isaac said unto him, 
Because I said, Lest I die for her. 
,0 And Abimelech said, What is 
this thou hast done unto us? one 
of the people might lightly have 
lain with thy wife, and thou 
shouldest have brought guiltiness 
upon us. 

21 And Abimelech charged all his 
people, saying, He that toucheth 
this man or his wife shall surely 
be put to death. 

12 Then Isaac sowed in that land, 
and received in the same year a 
hundredfold: and the Lord blessed 
him. 13 And the man waxed great, 
and went forward, and grew until 
he became very great: H For he 
had possession of flocks, and pos¬ 
session of herds, and a numerous 
household: and the Philistines en¬ 
vied him. 15 For all the wells which 
his father’s servants had digged 
in the days of Abraham his father, 
the Philistines had stopped them, 
and filled them with earth. 16 And 
Abimelech said unto Isaac, Go 
from us; for thou art much 
mightier than we. 

17 And Isaac departed thence, 
and pitched his tent in the valley 
of Gerar, and dwelt there. 18 And 
Isaac digged again the wells of 
water, which they had digged in 
the days of Abraham his father; 
for the Philistines had stopped 
them after the death of Abraham :

32 And it came to pass the same 
day, that Isaac’s servants came, 
and told him concerning the well 
which they had digged, and said 
unto him, We have found water.

fore the name of the city ia Beer- 
sheba unto this day. 

84 And Esau was forty years 
old when he took to wife Judith 
the daughter of Beeri the Hittite, 
and Bashemath the daughter of 
Elon the Hittite: “And they were 
a grief of mind unto Isaac and to 
Rebekah. 

And it came to pass, that 
when Isaac waB old, and his 
eyes were dim, so that he could 
not see, he called Esau his eldest 
son, and said unto him, My son: 
and he said unto him. Behold, 
here am I. 2 And he said, Behold 
now, I am old, I know not the 
day of my death: fl Now therefore 
take, I pray thee, thy weapons, 
thy quiver and thy bow, and go 
out to the field, and take me aome 
venison; 4 And make me savoury 
meat, such as I love, and bring it 
to me, that I may eat; that my 
soul may bless thee before I die. 

6 And Rebekah heard when Isaac 
spoke to Esau his son. And Esau 
went to the field to hunt for veni- 
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son, and to bring it. 8 And Rebekah 
spoke unto Jacob her son, saying, 
Behold, I heard thy father speak 
unto Esau thy brother, saying, 
’Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and 
bless thee before the Lord before 
my death. 8 Now therefore, my 
son, obey my voice according to 
that which I command thee. B Go 
now to the flock, and fetch me 
from thence two good kids of the 
goats; and I will make them sa¬ 
voury meat for thy father, such 
as he loveth: 10 And thou shalt 
bring it to thy father, that he may 
eat, and that he may bless thee 
before his death.

13 And his mother said unto him. 
Upon me be thy curse, my son: 
only obey my voice, and go fetch 
me them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother: and 
his mother made savoury meat, 
such as his father loved. 15 And 
Rebekah took the goodly raiment 
of her eldest son Esau, which 
were with her in the house, and 
put them upon Jacob her younger 
son: 16 And she put the skins of 
the kids of the goats upon his 
hands and upon the smooth of his 
neck: 17 And she gave the savoury 
meat and the bread, which she 


had prepared, into the hand of 
her son Jacob.

and he felt him, and said, The 
voice is Jacob's voice, but the 
hands are the hands of Esau. 
z3 And he discerned him not, be¬ 
cause his hands were hairy, as 
his brother Esau’s hands: so he 
blessed him. 24 And he said. Art 
thou my very son Esau? And he 
said, I am. 25 And he said, Bring it 
near to me, and I will eat of my 
son’s venison, that my soul may 
bless thee. And he brought it 
near to him, and he did eat: and 
he brought him wine, and he 
drank. 26 And his father Isaac said 
unto him, Come near now, and 
kiss me, my son. 27 And he camo 
near, and kissed him: and he 
smelled the smell of his raiment, 
and blessed him, and said, See, 
the smell of my son is as the smell 
of a field which the Lord hath 
blessed: 28 And may God give 
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Ihee of the dew of heaven, and 
the fatness of the earth, and 
plenty of corn and wine: “Let 
people serve thee, and nations bow 
down to thee: be lord over thy 
brethren, and let thy mother’s 
sons bow down to thee: cursed be 
they that curse thee, and blessed 
be they that bless thee.

may bless me. sz And Isaac his 
father said unto him, Who art 
thou? And he said, I am thy son, 
thy first-born Esau. 33 And Isaac 
trembled very exceedingly, and 
said, Who? where is he that hath 
taken venison, and brought it 
me, and I have eaten of all before 
thou earnest, and have blessed 
him ? yea, and he shall be blessed 
34 And when Esau heard the words 
of his father, he cried with a 
great and exceeding bitter cry, 
and said unto his father, Bless 
me, even me also, 0 my father. 
3& And he said, Thy brother came 
with subtlety, and hath taken 
away thy blessing. 38 And he said, 
Is not he rightly named Jacob? 
for he hath supplanted me these 
two times: he took away my 
birthright; and, behold, now he 
hath taken away my blessing. 


And he said, Hast thou not re¬ 
served a blessing for me? 37 And 
Isaac answered and said unto 
Esau, Behold, I have made him 
thy lord, and all his brethren 
have I given to him for servants; 
and with corn and wine have I 
sustained him: and what shall I 
do now unto thee, my son? 38 And 
Esau said unto his father, Hast 
thou but one blessing, my father? 
bless me, even me also, 0 my 
father. And Esau lifted up his 
voice, and wept. 3B And Isaac his 
father answered and said unto 
him, Behold, thy dwelling shall be 
of the fatness of the earth, and of 
the dew of heaven from above; 
40 And by thy sword shalt thou 
live, and shalt serve thy brother; 
and it shall come to pass when 
thou shalt have the dominion, that 
thou shalt break his yoke from 
off thy neck. 

41 And Esau hated Jacob be¬ 
cause of the blessing wherewith 
his father blessed him: and Esau 
said in his heart, The days of 
mourning for my father are at 
hand; then will I slay my brother 
Jacob. 

42 And these words of Esau her 
elder son were told to Rebekah: 
and she sent and called Jacob her 
younger son, and said unto him, 
Behold, thy brother Esau, as 
touching thee, doth comfort him¬ 
self, purposing to kill thee. 43 Now 
therefore, my son, obey my voice; 
and arise, flee thou to Laban my 
brother to Haran; 44 And tarry 
with him a few days, until thy 
brother’s fury turn away; 48 Until 
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thy brother's anger turn away 
from thee, and he forget that 
which thou hast done to him: 
then I will send, and.fetch thee 
from thence: why should I be 
deprived also of you both in one 
day? 

46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I 
am weary of my life because of 
the daughters of Heth: if Jacob 
take a wife of the daughters of 
Heth, such as these of the daugh¬ 
ters of the land, what good shall 
my life do me? 

And Isaac called Jacob, and 
blessed him, and charged him, 
and said unto him, Thou shalt 
not take a wife of the daughters 
of Canaan. 2 Arise, go to Padan- 
aram, to the house of Bethuel 
thy mother's father, and take thee 
a wife from thence of the daugh¬ 
ters of Laban thy mother's broth¬ 
er. 3 And God Almighty bless 
thee, and make thee fruitful, and 
multiply thee, that thou mayest 
be a multitude of people; 4 And 
give thee the blessing of Abra¬ 
ham, to thee, and to thy seed with 
thee; that thou mayest inherit the 
land wherein thou art a stranger, 
which God gave unto Abraham. 
5 And Isaac sent away Jacob: and 
he went to Padan-aram unto La¬ 
ban, son of Bethuel the Aramean, 
the brother of Rebekah, Jacob's 
and Esau's mother. 

e When Esau saw that Isaac 
had blessed Jacob, and sent him 
away to Padan-aram, to take him 
a wife from thence; and that as 
he blessed him he gave him a 
charge, saying. Thou shalt not 


take a wife of the daughters 
of Canaan; 7 And that Jacob 
obeyed his father and his mother, 
and was gone to Padan-aram; 
9 And Esau seeing that the daugh 
ters of Canaan pleased not Isaac 
his father; “Then went Esau un¬ 
to Ishmaei, and took unto the 
wives that he had Mahalath the 
daughter of Ishmaei Abraham's 
son, the sister of Nebajoth, to 
be his wife. 

10 And Jacob went out from 
Beer-sheba, and went toward Ha- 
ran. n And he lighted upon a 
certain place, and tarried there 
all night, because the sun was 
set; and he took one of the stones 
of that place, and put it under 
his head, and lay down in that 
place to sleep. ,2 And he dreamed, 
and behold a ladder set up on the 
earth, and the top of it reached 
to heaven: and behold the angels 
of God ascending and descending 
on it. ,3 And, behold, the Lord 
stood above it, and said, I am the 
Lord, God of Abraham thy father, 
and the God of Isaac: the land 
whereon thou liest, to thee will I 
give it, and to thy seed; 14 And 
thy seed shall be as the dust of 
the earth, and thou shalt spread 
abroad to the west, and to the 
east, and to the north, and to the 
south: and in thee and in thy 
seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed.

J8 And Jacob awaked out of his 
sleep, and he said, Surely the 
Lord i'b in this place; and I knew 
it not.

J *And Jacob rose up early in 
the morning, and took the gtone 
that he had put under his head, 
and set it up for a pillar, and 
poured oil upon the top of it.

,5 And Laban said unto Jacob, 
Because thou art my brother, 
shouldest thou therefore serve me 
for nought? tell me, what shall 
thy wages be? ,6 And Laban had 
two daughters: the name of the 
elder was Leah, and the name of 
the younger was Rachel. 17 And 
Leah's eyes were tender: but Ra¬ 
chel was beautiful and well fa¬ 
voured. 18 And Jacob loved Rachel; 
and said, I will serve thee seven 
years for Rachel thy younger 
daughter. 10 And Laban said, It is 
better that I give her to thee, 
than that I should give her to 
another man: abide with me. 

“And Jacob served seven years 
for Rachel; and they seemed unto 
him but a few days, for the love 
he had to her.

’This heap be witness, and this 
lllar be witness, that I will not 
tass over this heap to thee, and 
hat thou shalt not pass over this 
teap and this pillar unto me, for 
tarm. Ba Tlie God of Abraham, and 
he God of Nahor, the God of their 


father, judge betwixt us. And Ja¬ 
cob swore by the fear of his father 
Isaac. “Then Jacob offered sacri¬ 
fice upon the mount, and called 
his brethren to eat bread: and 
they did eat bread, and tarried 
all night in the mount. 

And early in the morning 
Laban rose up, and kissed his 
sons and his daughters, and 
blessed them; and Laban de¬ 
parted and returned unto his 
place. “And Jacob went on his 
way, and the angels of God met 
him. 3 And when Jacob saw them, 
he said, This is God’s host; and 
he called the name of that place 
Mahanaim.

4 And Jacob sent messengers be¬ 
fore him to Esau his brother unto 
the land of Seir, the country of 
Edom. *And he commanded them, 
saying, Thus shall ye speak unto 
my lord Esau; Thy servant Jacob 
saith thus, I have sojourned with 
Laban, and stayed there until 
now: “And I have oxen, and asses, 
flocks, and men-servants, and 
women-servants; and I have sent 
to tell my lord, that I may find 
grace in thy sight. 

7 And the messengers returned 
to Jacob, saying, We came to thy 
brother Esau, and also he cometh 
to meet thee, and four hundred 
men with him. “Then Jacob was 
greatly afraid and distressed: and 
he divided the people that were 
with him, and the flocks, and 
herds, and the camels, into two 
bands; “And said. If Esau come 
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to the one company, and smite it, 
then the other company which is 
left shall escape. 10 And Jacob said, 
0 God of my father Abraham, and 
God of my father Isaac, the Lord 
who saidst unto me, Return un¬ 
to thy country, and to thy kindred, 
and I will deal well with thee: 
“I am not worthy of the least of 
all the mercies, and of all the 
truth which thou hast shewn unto 
thy servant; for with my staff 
I passed over this Jordan; and 
now I am become two bands. 
“Deliver me, I pray thee, from 
the hand of my brother, from the 
hand of Esau: for I fear him, 
lest he will come and smite me, 
and the mother with the children. 
“And thou saidst, I will surely do 
thee good, and make thy seed as 
the sand of the sea, which cannot 
be numbered for multitude. “And 
he lodged there that same night; 
and took of that which came to 
his hand a present for Esau his 
brother; “Two hundred she-goats, 
and twenty he-goats, two hundred 
ewes, and twenty rams, “Thirty 
milch camels with their colts, 
forty kine, and ten bulls, twenty 
she-asses, and ten foals. “And he 
delivered them into the hand of 
his servants, every drove by it¬ 
self ; and said unto his servants, 
Pass over before me, and put a 
space betwixt drove and drove. 
“And he commanded the foremost, 
saying, When Esau my brother 
meeteth thee, and asketh thee, 
saying. Whose art thou? and 
whither goest thou? and whose 
are these before thee? “Then thou 


shalt say, They be thy servan 
Jacob’s; it is a present sent unt 
my lord Esau: and, behold, als. 
he is behind us. 20 And so com 
manded he the second, and tin 
third, and all that followed tin 
droves, saying, On this manne; 
shall ye speak unto Esau, whet 
ye find him. 21 And say ye more 
over, Behold, thy servant Jacob n 
behind us. For he said, I wil 
appease him with the present thai 
goeth before me, and afterwart 
I will see his face; peradventun 
he will accept me. “So went tht 
present over before him: and he 
himself lodged that night in the 
company. “And he rose up that 
night, and took his two wives, 
and his two women-servants, and 
his eleven sons, and passed over 
the ford Jabbok. “And he took 
them, and sent them over the 
brook, and sent over what he had. 

“And Jacob was left alone; and 
there wrestled a man with him 
until the breaking of the day. 
“And when he saw that he pre¬ 
vailed not against him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh; and the 
hollow of Jacob’s thigh was out 
of joint, as he wrestled with him. 
“And he said, Let me go, for the 
day breaketh. And he said, I will 
not let thee go, except thou bless 
me. “And he said unto him, What 
is thy name? And he said, Jacob 
“And he said. Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel: 
for as a prince hast thou power 
with God and with men, and bust 
prevailed. “And Jacob asked him, 
and said, Tell me, I pray thee, thy 
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name. And he said, Wherefore is 
it that thou dost ask after my 
name? And he blessed him there. 
31 And Jacob called the name of the 
place Peniel: for I have seen God 
I face to face, and my life is pre¬ 
served. "And as he passed over 
ipcmjpl the sun rose upon him, 
ami he halted upon his thigh. 

"Therefore the children of Is¬ 
rael eat not of the sinew which 
shrank, which is upon the hollow 
of the thigh, unto this day: be¬ 
muse he touched the hollow of 
Jacob’s thigh in the sinew that 
shrank. 

And Jacob lifted up his eyes, 
and looked and, behold, Esau 
came, and with him four hundred 
men. And he divided the children 
unto Leah, and unto Ruche!, and 
unto the two handmaids. a And 
he put the handmaids and their 
children foremost, and Leah and 
her children after, and Rachel and 
Joseph hindermost. 3 And he passed 
over before them, and bowed him¬ 
self to the ground seven times, 
until he came near to his brother. 
♦And Esau ran to meet him, and 
embraced him, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him: and they 
wept. B And he lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the women and the chil¬ 
dren; and said, Who are those 
with thee? And he said, The chil¬ 
dren whom God hath graciously 
given thy servant. fl Then the 
hundmaids came near, they and 
their children, and they bowed 
themselves. 7 And Leah also with 
her children came near, and bowed 
Ihomselves; and after came Joseph 


near and Rachel, and they bowed 
themselves. 8 And he said, What 
meanest thou by all this drove 
which I met? And he said, These 
are to find grace in the sight of 
my lord. 0 And Esau said, I have 
enough, my brother; keep what 
thou hast unto thyself. ,0 And Ja¬ 
cob said, Nay, I pray thee, if now 
I have found grace in thy uight, 
then receive my present at my 
hand: for therefore I have seen 
thy face, as though I had seen 
the face of God, and thou wast 
pleased with me. “Take, I pray 
thee, my blessing that is brought 
to thee; because God hath dealt 
graciously with me, and because 
I have enough. And he urged him, 
and he took it. “And he said, Let 
us take our journey, and let us go, 
and I will go before thee. “And 
he said unto him, My lord knoweth 
that the children are tender, and 
the flocks and herds with young 
are with me: and if men should 
overdrive them one day, all the 
flocks will die. “Let my lord, I 
pray thee, pass over before his 
servant: and I will lead on softly, 
according as the cattle that goeth 
before me and the children be 
able to endure, until I come unto 
my lord unto Seir. “And Esau 
said, Let me now leave with thee 
some of the folk that are with me. 
And he said, What needeth it? 
let me find grace in the sight of 
my lord. 

“So Esau returned that day on 
his way unto Seir. “And Jacob 
journeyed to Succoth, and built 
him a house, and made booths 
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for hig cattle; therefore the name 
of the place is called Succoth. 

18 And Jacob came to Shalem, a 
city of Shechem, which is in the 
land of Canaan, when he came 
from Padan-aram; and pitched 
his tent before the city. 10 And he 
bought a parcel of a field, where 
he had spread his tent, at the 
hand of the children of Hamor, 
Shechem's father, for a hundred 
pieces of money. 20 And he erected 
there an altar, and called it El- 
elohe-Israel. 

And Dinah the daughter of 
Leah, whom she bore unto 
Jacob, went out to see the daugh¬ 
ters of the land. 2 And when She¬ 
chem the son of Hamor the Hivite, 
prince of the country, saw her, 
he took her, and lay with her, and 
violated her. 3 And his soul cleaved 
unto Dinah the daughter of Jacob, 
and he loved the damsel, and 
spoke kindly unto the damsel. 4 And 
Shechem spoke unto his father 
Hamor, saying, Get me this dam¬ 
sel to wife. 5 And Jacob heard that 
he had defiled Dinah his daugh¬ 
ter: now his sons were with his 
cattle in the field: and Jacob held 
his peace until they were come. 
«And Hamor the father of She¬ 
chem went out unto Jacob to 
commune with him. 7 And the sons 
of Jacob came out of the field 
when they heard it: and the men 
were grieved, and they were very 
wroth, because he had wrought 
folly in Israel in lying with Ja¬ 
cob's daughter; which thing ought 
not to be done. ®And Hamor com¬ 
muned with them, saying, The 


soul of my son Shechem Iongelh 
for your daughter: I pray you 
give her him to wife. e And make 
ye marriages with us, and give 
your daughters unto us, and take 
our daughters unto you. 10 And ye 
shall dwell with us: and the land 
shall be before you; dwell and 
trade ye therein, and get you pon 
sessions therein. 71 And Shechem 
said unto her father and unto her 
brethren, Let me find grace in 
your eyes, and what ye shall say 
unto me I will give. 12 Ask me 
never so much dowry and gift, 
and I will give according as ye 
shall say unto me; but give me 
the damsel to wife. 13 And the 
sons of Jacob answered Shechem 
and Hamor his father deceitfully, 
and said, because he had defiled 
Dinah their sister: 14 And they 
said unto them, We cannot do this 
thing, to give our sister to one 
that is uncircumcised; for that 
were a reproach unto us: 15 But in 
this will we consent unto you: If 
ye will be as we be, that every 
male of you be circumcised; 
16 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell 
with you, and we will become one 
people. 17 But if ye will not hearken 
unto us, to be circumcised; then 
will we take our daughter, and we 
will be gone. 18 And their words 
pleased Hamor, and Shechem Ha- 
mor’s son. 19 And the young man 
deferred not to do the thing, be¬ 
cause he had delight in Jacob’s 
daughter: and he was more hon¬ 
ourable than all the house of his 
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father. 

“And Hamor and Shechem his 
son came unto tlie gate of their 
city, and communed with the men 
of their city, saying, “These men 
are peaceable with us; therefore 
Inf them dwell in the land, and 
trade therein ; for the land, behold, 
it is large enough for them; let 
us take their daughters to us for 
wives, and let us give them our 
daughters. “Only herein will the 
men consent unto us for to dwell 
with us, to he one people, if every 
male among us be circumcised, as 
they are circumcised. 3:] ShaU not 
their rattle and their substance 
and every beast of theirs be ours? 
only let us consent unto them, 
and they will dwell with us. “And 
unto Hamor and unto Shechem his 
son hearkened nil that went out 
of the gate of his city; and every 
nude was circumcised, all that 
went out of the gate of hia city. 

“And it came to pass on the 
third day, when they were sore, 
that two of the sons of Jacob, 
Simeon and Levi, Dinah's breth¬ 
ren, took each man his sword, 
and eame upon the city boldly, 
and slew all the males. “And they 
slew Hamor and Shechem his son 
with the edge of the sword, and 
took Dinah out of Shechem’s 
house, and went out. “The sons 
of Jacob came upon the slain, and 
spoiled the city, because they had 
defiled their sister. “They took 
their sheep, and their oxen, and 
their asses, and that which was in 
the city, and that which was in 
the field, “And all their wealth. 


and all their little ones, and 
their wives took they captive, and 
spoiled even all that was in the 
house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and 
Levi, Ye have troubled me to make 
me loathsome among the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land, among the 
Canaanites and the Perizzitea: 
and I being few in number, they 
shall gather themselves together 
against me, and slay me; and I 
shall be destroyed, I and my house. 
“And they said, Should he deal 
with our sister as with a harlot? 
And God said unto Jacob, 
Arise, go up to Beth-el, and 
dwell there: and make there an 
altar unto God, that appeared un¬ 
to thee when thou fleddest from 
the face of Esau thy brother. 
2 Then Jacob said unto his house¬ 
hold, and to all that were with 
him, Put away the strange gods 
that are among you, and be clean 
and change your garments: a And 
let us arise, and go up to Beth-el; 
and I will make there an altar 
unto God, who answered me in 
the day of my distress, and was 
with me in the way which I went. 
4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their 
hand, and all their earrings which 
were in their ears; and Jacob hid 
them under the oak which was by 
Shechem. B And they journeyed: 
and the terror of God was upon 
the cities that were round about 
them, and they did not puraue 
after the sons of Jacob. 

fl So Jacob came to Luz, which 
is in the land of Canaan, that is v 
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Beth-el, he and all the people that 
were with him. 7 And he built 
there an altar, and called the place 
El-beth-el: because there God ap¬ 
peared unto him, when he fled 
from the face of his brother. 8 And 
Deborah Rebekah's nurse died, 
and she was buried beneath Beth¬ 
el under an oak: and the name of 
it was called Allon-bachuth. 

9 And God appeared unto Jacob 
again, when he came out of Pa- 
dan-aram, and blessed him. ,0 And 
God said unto him, Thy name is 
Jacob: thy name 3hall not be 
called any more Jacob, but Israel 
shall be thy name: and he called 
his name Israel. “And God said 
unto him, I am God Almighty: 
be fruitful and multiply; a nation 
and a company of nations shall be 
of thee, and kings shall come out 
of thy loins ; “And the land which 
I gave Abraham and Isaac, to thee 
I will give it, and to thy seed 
after thee will I give the land. 
“And God went up from him in 
the place where he talked with 
him. “And Jacob set up a pillar 
in the place where he talked with 
him, even a pillar of stone: and 
he poured a drink-offering there¬ 
on, and he poured oil thereon. 
“And Jacob called the name of 
the place where God spoke with 
him, Beth-el. 

“And they journeyed from 
Beth-el; and there was but a little 
way to come to Ephrath; and Ra¬ 
chel travailed, and she had hard 
labour “And it came to pass, 
when she was in hard labour, that 
the midwife said unto her. Fear 


not; for this is also a son for thee. 
“And it came to pass, as her soul 
was in departing, (for she died) 
that she called his name Ben-oni: 
but his father called him Ben¬ 
jamin. “And Rachel died, and 
was buried in the way of Eph¬ 
rath, which is Beth-lehem. 20 And 
Jacob set a pillar upon her grave: 
that is the pillar of Rachel’s grave 
unto this day. 

“And Israel journeyed, and 
spread his tent beyond Migdal- 
Eder. “And it came to pass, when 
Israel dwelt in that land, that 
Reuben went and lay with Bilhah 
his father's concubine: and Israel 
heard it. 

Now the sons of Jacob were 
twelve: “The sons of Leah; Reu¬ 
ben, Jacob's first-born, and Simeon, 
and Levi, and Judah, and Issachur, 
and Zebulun: Z4 The sons of Ra¬ 
chel; Joseph, and Benjamin: “And 
the sons of Bilhah, Rachel's hand¬ 
maid; Dan, and Naphtali: “And 
the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s hand¬ 
maid; Gad, and Asher: these ore 
the sons of Jacob, that were 
born to him in Padan-aram. 

“And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
father unto Mamre, unto Kiriath- 
arba which is Hebron, where 
Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 
“And the days of Isaac were a 
hundred and fourscore years. 
“And Isaac expired, and died, 
and was gathered unto his people, 
being old and full of days: and 
his sons Esau and Jacob buried 
him. 

Now these are the genera¬ 
tions of Esau, who is Edom. 
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!Es»u took his wives of the daugh¬ 
ters of Canaan; Adah the daugh¬ 
ter of Elon the Hittite, and Aholi- 
bamah the daughter of Anah the 
daughter of Zibeon the Hivite; 
Mud Bashemath Tshmael's daugh¬ 
ter sister of Nebajoth. ‘And Adah 
bore to Esau Eliphaz; and Bashe¬ 
math bore Reuel; “And Aholiba¬ 
mah hore Jeush, and Jaalam, and 
Korah: these are the sons of Esau, 
that, were born unto him in the 
land of Canaan. 

"And Esau took his wives, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and 
all the persons of his house, and 
his cattle, and all his heasts, and 
nil his substance, which he had 
got in the land of Canaan; and 
went into the country from the 
face of his brother Jacob. 7 For 
their riches was more than that 
they might dwell together; and 
the land wherein they were 
strangers could not bear them be¬ 
cause of their cattle. “Thus dwelt 
Esau in mount Seir; Esau is 
Edom. 

“And these are the generations 
of Esau the father of the Edom¬ 
ites in mount Seir: ,0 Theae are 
the names of Esau’s sons; Eliphaz 
the son of Adah the wife of Esau, 
Reuel the son of Bashemath the 
wife of Esau. “And the sons of 
Eliphaz were Teman, Omar, Ze- 
pho, and Gatam, and Kenaz. u And 
Timna was concubine to Eliphaz 
Esau's son; and she bore to Eli¬ 
phaz Amalek: these were the sons 
of Adah Esau's wife. ls And theBe 
are the sons of Reuel: Nahath, 
and Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah: 


these were the sons of Bashemath 
Esau's wife. ,4 And these were the 
sons of Aholibamah, the daughter 
of Anah the daughter of Zibeon, 
Esau's wife: and she bore to Esau 
Jeush, and Jaalam, and Korah. 

,5 These were dukes of the sons 
of Esau; the sons of Eliphaz the 
first-born son of Esau; duke Te¬ 
man, duke Omar, duke Zepho, 
duke Kenaz, ,fl Duke Korah, duke 
Gatam, and duke Amalek: these 
are the dukes that came of Eli¬ 
phaz in the land of Edom; these 
were the sons of Adah. 

17 And these are the sons of Re¬ 
uel Esau’s son; duke Nahath, 
duke Zerah, duke Shammah, duke 
Mizzah: these are the dukes that 
came of Reuel in the land of 
Edom; these are the sons of Ba¬ 
shemath Esau's wife. ,8 And these 
are the sons of Aholibamah Esau's 
wife; duke Jeush, duke Jaalam, 
duke Korah: these were the dukes 
that came of Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, Esau's wife. 
'“These are the sons of Esau, who 
is Edom, and these are their 
dukes. 

20 These are the son3 of Seir 
the Horite, who inhabited the 
land; Lotan, and Shobal, and Zi¬ 
beon, and Anah, “And Dishon, 
and Ezer, and Dishan: these are 
the dukes of the Horites, the chil¬ 
dren of Seir in the land of Edom. 
”And the children of Lotan were 
Hori and Hemam; and Lotan's 
sister was Timna. ar And the 
children of Shobal were these; 
Alvan, and Manahath, and Ebal, 
Shepho, and Onam. “And these 
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are the children of Zibeon; both 
Ajah, and Anah: this was that 
Anah that found the mules in the 
wilderness, as he fed the asses 
of Zibeon his father. 25 And the 
children of Anah were these: Di- 
shon, and Aholibamah the daugh¬ 
ter of Anah. 2e And these ore the 
children of Dishon; Hemdan, and 
Eshban, and Ithran, and Cheran. 
27 The children of Ezer ore these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. 
28 The children of Dishan are 
these; Uz, and Aran. 

2B These ore the dukes that came 
of the Horites; duke Lotan, duke 
Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 
30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke 
Dishan: these ore the dukes that 
came of Hori, among their dukes 
in the land of Seir. 

3l And these ore the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, be¬ 
fore there reigned any king over 
the children of Israel. 32 And Bela 
the son of Beor reigned in Edom: 
and the name of his city was Din- 
habah. 83 And Bela died, and Jobab 
the son of Zerah of Bozrah 
reigned in his stead. 34 And Jobab 
died, and Husham of the land of 
Temani reigned in his stead. 35 And 
Husham died, and Hadad the son 
of Bedad, who smote Midian in 
the field of Moab, reigned in his 
stead: and the name of his city 
was Avith. 3fl And Hadad died, and 
Samlah of Masrekah reigned in 
his stead. 37 And Samlah died, and 
Saul of Rehoboth by the river 
reigned in his stead. 38 And Saul 
died, and Baal-hanan the son of 
Achbor reigned in his stead. 3 ®And 


Baal-hanan the son of Achbc 
died, and Hadar reigned in hi 
stead; and the name of his cit 
was Pau; and his wife’s nam 
was Mehetabel, the daughter c 
Matred, the daughter of Me-zahal 

40 And these are the names o 
the dukes that came of Ehju

and they brought Joseph into 
Egypt. 

29 And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not 
in the pit; and he rent his clothes. 
B0 And he returned unto his breth¬ 
ren, and said, The child is not; 
and I, whither shall I go? 31 And 
they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and 
dipped the coat in the blood ; 32 And 
they sent the coat of many colours, 
and they brought it to their fa¬ 
ther; and said, This have we 
found: know now whether it be 
thy son’s coat or no. 33 And he 
knew it, and said, It is my son’s 
coat; an evil beast hath devoured 
him; Joseph is without doubt rent 
in pieces. 34 And Jacob rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon 
his loins, and mourned for his son 
many days. 35 And all his sons and 
all his daughters rose up to com¬ 
fort him; but he refused to be 
comforted; and he said, For I will 
go down into the grave unto my 
son mourning. Thus his father 
wept for him.

5 And she yet agnir 
conceived, and bore a son; ane 
called his name Shelah: and ht 
was at Chezib, when she bore him 
c And Judah took a wife for Ei 
his first-born, whose name was 
Tamar. 7 And Er, Judah’s first¬ 
born, was wicked in the sight of 
the Lord; and the Lord slew him, 
8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go 
in unto thy brother’s wife, and 
marry her, and raise up seed to 
thy brother. ®And Onan knew that 
the seed should not be his; and it 
came to pass, when he went m 
unto his brother’s wife, that ho 
spilled it on the ground, lest that 
he should give seed to his brother.

hy father-in-law goeth up to 
rimnah to shear his sheep. ,4 And 
he put her widow's garments off 
from her, and covered herself with 
. veil, and wrapped herself, and 
mt in an open place, which is by 
ihe way to Timnah; for she saw 
hut Shelah was grown, and she 
vns not given unto him to wife. 
r, When Judah saw her, he thought 
ler to be a harlot; because she had 
overed her face. in And he turned 
into her by the way, and said. Go 
d, 1 pray thee, let me come in unto 
thee; (for he knew not that she 
fas his daughter-in-law.) And she 
aid, What wilt thou give me, that 
ihou mayest come in unto me? 
7 And he said, I will send thee a 
tid from the flock. And she said, 
Vlit. thou give me a pledge, till 
ihou send it? 10 And he said, What 
fledge shall I give thee? And she 
mid, Thy signet, and thy cord, 
;nd thy staff that is in thine hand. 
And he gave them to her, and came 
in unto her, and she conceived by 
iim. 1B And she arose, and went 
iway, and laid by her veil from 
Her, and put on the garments of 
»er widowhood. ao Ar.d Judah sent 
the kid by the hand of his friend 
the Adullamite, to receive kia 
fledge from the woman's hand: 
!>ut he found her not. 2, Then he 


asked the men of that place, say¬ 
ing, Where ie the harlot, that was 
openly by the wayside? And they 
said, There was no harlot in this 
place. 32 And he returned to Judah, 
and said, I cannot find her; and 
also the men of the place said, 
that there was no harlot in this 
place. 23 And Judah said, Let her 
take it to her, lest we be shamed: 
behold, I sent this kid, and thou 
hast not found her. 

24 And it came to pass about 
three months after, that it was 
told Judah, saying, Tamar thy 
daughter-in-law hath played the 
harlot; and also, behold, she is 
with child by harlotry. And 
Judah said, Bring her forth, and 
let her be burnt. 2, When she was 
brought forth, she went to her 
father-in-law, saying, By the man, 
whose these are, am I with child:

'keeper of the prison committed 
to Joseph's hand all the prisoners 
that were in the prison; and what¬ 
soever they did there, lie was the 
doer of it. 23 The keeper of the 
prison looked not to any thing 
that was under his hand; because 
the Ijord was with him, and that 
which he did, the Lord made it to 
prosper. 

And it came to pass after 
these things, that the butler 
of the king of Egypt and his baker 
had offended their lord the king 
of Egypt. 2 And Pharaoh was 
iwrolh against two of his officers, 
iflgninst the chief of the butlers, 
innd against the chief of the bak¬ 
ers.

king of Egypt, who were bound 
in the prison. a And Joseph came 
in unto them in the morning, and 
looked upon them, and, behold, 
they were sad. 7 And he asked 
Pharaoh's officers that were with 
him in the ward of his lord’s 
house, saying, Wherefore look ye 
so sadly to-day? B And they said 
unto him, We have dreamed a 
dream, and there is none to inter¬ 
pret it. And Joseph said unto 
them. Do not interpretations be¬ 
long to God? tell me them, I pray 
you. 8 And the chief butler told 
Ids dream to Joseph, and said to 
him, In my dream, behold, a vine 
was before me; 10 And in the vine 
were three branches: and it was 
as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth; and the clus¬ 
ters thereof brought forth ripe 
grapes: 1! And Pharaoh’s cup was 
in my hand: and I took the grapes, 
and pressed them into Pharaoh's 
cup, and I gave the cup into Pha¬ 
raoh's hand.

16 When the 
chief baker saw that the inter¬ 
pretation was good, he said unto 
Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, I had three baskets of 
white bread on my head: 17 And in 
the uppermost basket there was of 
all manner of bakemeats for Pha¬ 
raoh; and the birds did eat them 
out of the basket upon my head. 
J8 And Joseph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof: 
The three baskets are three days: 
19 Yet within three days shall Pha¬ 
raoh lift up thy head from off 
thee, and shall hang thee on a 
tree; and the birds shall eat thy 
flesh from off thee. l0 And it came 
to pass the third day, which was 
Pharaoh's birthday, that he made 
a feast unto all his servants: and 
he lifted up the head of the chief 
butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 21 And he re¬ 
stored the chief butler unto his 
butlership again; and he gave the 
cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 22 But 
he hanged the chief baker: as Jo¬ 
seph had interpreted to them. 
23 Yet did not the chief butler re¬ 
member Joseph, but forgot him.

15 And Pharaoh Baid 
iHit'i Joseph, I have dreamed a 
dream, and there is none that can 
interpret it: and I have heard 
say of thee, that thou canst under¬ 
stand a dream to interpret it. 
*®And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
saying. It is not in me: God shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 
,T And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood 
upon the bank of the river: 18 And, 
behold, there came up out of the 
river seven kine, fat-fleshed and 
well favoured; and they fed in a 
meadow: 19 And, behold, seven 

other kine came up after them, 
poor and very ill favoured and 
lean-fleshed, such ns I never saw 
in nil the land of Egypt for bad¬ 
ness: 20 And the lean and the ill 
favoured kine did eat up the first 
seven fat kine: ai And when they 
had eaten them up, it could not 
be known that they had eaten 
them; but they were still ill fa¬ 
voured, as at the beginning.

27 And the seven 
thin and ill favoured kine that 
came up after them are seven 
years; and the seven empty ears 
blasted with the east wind shall 
be seven years of famine. a8 This 
is the thing which I have spoken 
unto Pharaoh: What God is about 
to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 
29 Behold there come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of Egypt: ao And there shall 
arise after them seven years of 
famine; and all the plenty shall 
be forgotten in the land of Egypt; 
and the famine shall consume the 
land; 81 And the plenty shall not 
be known in the land by reason 
of that famine following; for it 
Bkall be very grievous. 82 And for 
that the dream was doubled unto 
Pharaoh twice; it is because the 
thing is established by God, and 
God will shortly bring it to pass. 
S3 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and 
set him over the land of Egypt. 
34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let him 
appoint officers over the land, and 
take up the fifth part of the land 
of Egypt in the seven plenteous 
years. 88 And let them gather all 
the food of those good years that 
come, and lay up corn under the 
hand of Pharaoh, and let them 
keep food in the cities. S6 And that 
food shall be for store to the land 
against the seven years of famine 


which shall be in the land of 
Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 37 And the 
thing was good in the eyes of Pha¬ 
raoh, and in the eyes of all his 
servants. 38 And Pharaoh said un¬ 
to his servants, Can we find such 
a one as this is, a man in whom 
the spirit of God is? 30 And Pha¬ 
raoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch 
as God hath shewn thee all this, 
there is none so discreet and wise 
as thou art: 40 Thou shalt be over 
my house, and according unto thy 
word shall all my people be ruled: 
only in the throne will I be greater 
than thou. 41 And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph, See, I have set thee 
over all the land of Egypt. 4Z And 
Pharaoh took off his ring from 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph’s 
hand, and arrayed him in vestures 
of fine linen, and put a gold chain 
about his neck; 43 And he made 
him to ride in the second chariot 
which he had; and they cried be¬ 
fore him, Bow the knee: and he 
set him over all the land of Egypt. 
44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
I am Pharaoh, and without thee 
shall no man lift up his hand or 
foot in all the land of Egypt. 
45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 
name Zaphnath-paaneah, and he 
gave him to wife Asenath the 
daughter of Poti-pherah priest of 
On. And Joseph went out over 
all the land of Egypt. 4fl And Jo¬ 
seph was thirty years old when 
he stood before Pharaoh king of 
Egypt. And Joseph went out from 
the presence of Pharaoh, and went 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 


47 And in the seven plenteous year 
the earth brought forth by hanc 
fuls. 48 And he gathered up all th 
food of the seven years, whic 
were in the land of Egypt, an 
laid up the food in the cities; th 
food of the field which was roun 
about every city, laid he up i 
the same. 40 And Joseph gathere 
corn as the sand of the sea, ver 
much, until he left numbering 
for it was without number. 

50 And unto Joseph were bur 
two sons before the years u 
famine came, whom Asenath (h 
daughter of Poti-pherah priest o 
On bore unto him. 51 And Josepl 
called the name of the first-ber; 
Manasseh; For God, said he, hatl 
made me forget all my toil, an. 
all my father’s hou3e. 52 And th 
name of the second called he Eph 
raim: For God hath caused m 
to be fruitful in the land of nr 
affliction. 

53 And the seven years of plente 
ousness, that was in the land o 
Egypt, were ended. 54 And th 
seven years of dearth began t 
come, according as Joseph hai 
said; and the dearth was in al 
lands; but in all the land of Egvp 
there was bread. 55 And when al 
the land of Egypt was famished 
the people cried to Pharaoh fo 
bread: and Pharaoh said unto al 
the Egyptians, Go unto Joseph 
what he saith to you, do. 86 Am 
the famine was over all the face o 
the earth: and Joseph opened al 
the storehouses, and sold unto th< 
Egyptians; and the famine waxe< 
sore in the land of Egypt. 67 Am 
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all countries came into Egypt to 
Joseph to buy com; because the 
famine was sore in all lands. 

Now when Jacob saw that 
there was corn in Egypt, 
Jacob said unto his sons, Why do 
yc look one upon another? 4 And 
he said, Behold, I have heard that 
there is corn in Egypt: get you 
down thither, and buy for ua 
from thence; that we may live, 
and not die. “And Joseph's ten 
brethren went down to buy corn 
In Egypt. “But Benjamin, Jo¬ 
seph’s brother, Jacob sent not 
with his brethren; for he said, 
Lest peradventure mischief befall 
him. “And the sons of Israel came 
to buy com among those that 
came: for the famine was in the 
land of Canaan. “And Joseph was 
the governor over the land, and he 
it was that sold to all the people 
of the land : and Joseph's brethren 
came, and bowed themselves down 
before him with their faces to 
the earth. 7 And Joseph saw his 
brethren, and he knew them, but 
made himself strange unto them, 
and spoke roughly unto them; and 
he said unto them, Whence come 
ye? And they said, From the land 
of Canaan to buy food. “And Jo¬ 
seph knew his brethren, but they 
knew not him. ®And Joseph re¬ 
membered the dreams which he 
dreamed of them, and said unto 
them, Ye are spies; to see the 
nakedness of the land ye are come. 
,0 And they said unto him, Nay, 
my lord, but to buy food are thy 
■ervants come. "We are all one 
man’s Bons; we are true men, thy 


servants are no spies. “And be 
said unto them, Nay, but to see 
the nakedness of the land ye are 
come. “And they said, Thy ser¬ 
vants are twelve brethren, the 
sons of one man in the land of 
Canaan; and, behold, the youngest 
is this day with our father, and 
one is not. “And Joseph said unto 
them, that is it that I spoke unto 
you, saying, Ye are spies: “Here¬ 
by ye shall be proved: By the life 
of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth 
hence, except your youngest broth¬ 
er come hither. “Send one of 
you, and let him fetch your 
brother, and ye shall be kept in 
prison, that your words may be 
proved, whether there be any 
truth in you: or else by the life 
of Pharaoh surely ye are spies.

34 And bring your youngest broth¬ 
er unto me: then shall I know 
that ye are no spies, but that ye 
are true men; so will I deliver 
you your brother, and ye shall 
traffic in the land. “And it came 
to pass as they emptied their 
sacks, that, behold, every man’s 
bundle of money was in his sack : 
and when both they and their fa¬ 
ther saw the bundles of money, 
they were afraid. “And Jacob 
their father said unto them, Me 
have ye bereaved of my children: 
Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and ye will take Benjamin away: 
all these things are against me. 
37 And Reuben spoke unto his fa¬ 
ther, saying, Slay my two sona, 
if I bring him not to thee: deliver 
him into my hand, and I will 
bring him to thee again. “And he 
said, My son shall not go down 
with you; for his brother is dead, 
and he is left alone: if mischief 
befall him by the way in which 
ye go, than shall ye bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to 
the grave. 

And the famine was sore in 
the land. 2 And it came to 
pass, when they had eaten up the 
corn which they had brought out 
of Egypt, their father said unto 
them, Go again, buy us a little 
food. 3 And Judah spoke unto him, 
saying, The man did solemnly 
protest unto us, saying, Ye shall 
not see my face, except your 
brother be with you. 4 If thou wilt 
send our brother with us, we will 
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go down and buy thee food: 6 But 
if thou wilt not send him, we will 
not go down: for the man said 
unto us, Ye shall not see my face, 
except your brother be with you. 
"And Israel said, Wherefore dealt 
v** no ill with me, as to tell the 
man whether ye had yet a broth¬ 
er? 7 And they said, The man 
asked us strailly of our state, 
and of our kindred, saying, la 
your father yet alive? have ye 
another brother? and we told him 
according to the tenor of these 
words: could we certainly know 
that he would say, Bring your 
brother down? 8 And Judah said 
unto Israel his father, Send the 
lad with me, and we will arise 
and go; that we may live, and not 
die, both we, and thou, and also 
our little ones. D I will be surety 
for him; of my hand shalt thou 
require him: if I bring him not 
unto thee, and set him before 
thee, then let me bear the blame 
for ever: “For except we had 
lingered, surely now we had re¬ 
turned this second time. "And 
their father Israel said unto them. 
If it must be so now, do this; 
take of the best fruits in the land 
in your vessels, and carry down 
the man a present, a little balm, 
and a little honey, spices, and 
myrrh, nuts, and almonds: “And 
take double money in your hand; 
and the money that was brought 
again in the mouth of your sacks, 
carry it again in your hand; per- 
adventure it was an oversight: 
“Take also your brother, and 
arise, go again unto the man: 


“And God Almighty give you 
mercy before the man, that he 
may send away your other broth¬ 
er, and Benjamin. If I be be¬ 
reaved of my children, I am be¬ 
reaved. 

“And the men took that pre¬ 
sent, and they took double money 
in their hand, and Benjamin; 
and rose up, and went down to 
Egypt, and stood before Joseph. 
“And when Joseph saw Beniamin 
with them, he said to the ruler of 
his house, Bring these men home, 
and slay, and make ready; for 
these men shall dine with me at 
noon. “And the man did as Joseph 
bade; and the man brought the 
men into Joseph’s house. “And 
the men were afraid, because they 
were hrought into Joseph's house; 
and they said, Because of the 
money that was returned in our 
sacks at the first time are we 
brought in; that he may seek 
occasion against us, and fall upon 
us, and take us for bondmen, and 
our asses. “And they came near 
to the steward of Joseph’s house, 
and they communed with him at 
the door of the house, ao And said, 
0 sir, we came indeed down at 
the first time to buy food: 3l And 
it came to pass, when we came to 
the inn, that we opened our sacks, 
and, behold, every man’s money 
was in the mouth of his sack, our 
money in full weight: and we 
have brought it again in our hand. 
“And other money have we 
brought down in our hands to buy 
food: we cannot tell who put our 
money in our sacks. “And he said, 
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Peace be to you, fear not: your 
God, and the God of your father, 
hath given you treasure in your 
sacks: I had your money. And he 
brought Simeon out unto them. 
“And the man brought the men 
into Joseph's house, and gave 
tkem water, and they washed 
their feet; and he gave their asses 
provender. 25 And they made ready 
the present before Joseph came at 
noon: for they heard that they 
should eat bread there. 26 And 
when Joseph came home, they 
brought him the present which 
was in their hand into the house, 
and bowed themselves to him to 
the earth. 27 And he asked them 
of their welfare, and said, 7s your 
father well, the old man of whom 
ye spoke? Is he yet alive? 28 And 
they answered, Thy servant our 
father is in good health, he ts yet 
alive. And they bowed down their 
heads, and made obeisance. 2B And 
he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
his brother Benjamin, his moth¬ 
er's son, and said. Is this your 
youngest brother, of whom ye 
spoke unto me? And he said, God 
be gracious unto thee, my son. 
<0 And Joseph made haste; for his 
affection toward his brother was 
kindled and he sought where to 
weep; and he entered into his 
chamber, and wept there. 3, And 
he washed his face, and went out, 
and refrained himself, and said, 
Set on bread. 32 And they set on 
for him by himself, and for them 
by themselves, and for the Egyp¬ 
tians, that did eat with him, by 
themselves: because the Egyp¬ 


tians might not eat bread with th< 
Hebrews; for that is an abomi 
nation unto the Egyptians. 33 An< 
they sat before him, the first-borr 
according to his birthright ant 
the youngest according to hi; 
youth: and the men marvellec 
one at another. 34 And he took anc 
sent portions unto them from ho 
fore him; but Benjamin’s por¬ 
tion was five times so much at 
any of theirs. And they drank 
and were merry with him. 

And he commanded the stew¬ 
ard of his house, saying, Fill 
the men’s sacks with food, as 
much as they can carry, and pul 
every man’s money in his sack’s 
mouth. 2 And put my cup, the 
silver cup, in the sack’s mouth of 
the youngest, and his corn money. 
And he did according to the word 
that Joseph had spoken. 3 As soon 
as the morning was light, the men 
were sent away, they and their 
asses. *And when they were gone 
out of the city, and not yet far 
off, Joseph said unto his steward, 
Up, follow after the men; and 
when thou dost overtake thorn, 
say unto them, Wherefore have ye 
rewarded evil for good? 5 /s not 
this it in which my lord drinketh, 
and whereby indeed he divinoth? 
ye have done evil in so doing. °And 
he overtook them, and he spoke 
unto them these same words. 7 And 
they said unto him, Wherefore 
saith my lord these words? God 
forbid that thy servants should 
do according to this thing: 
hold, the money, which we found 
in our sacks’ mouths, we brought 
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again unto thee out of the land 
of Canaan: how then should we 
steal out of thy lord's house sil¬ 
ver or gold? 9 With whomsoever 
of thy servants it be found, both 
let him die, and we also will be 
rny lord’s bondmen. 10 And he said, 
Now also let it be according unto 
your words: he with whom it is 
found shall be my servant; and 
ye shall be blameless. “Then they 
speedily took down every man his 
sack to the ground, and opened 
every man his sack. 12 And he 
seurched, and began at th' eldest, 
and left at the youngest: and the 
cup was found in Benjarr.n’s sack. 
••Then they rent their clothes, 
and laded every man his ass, and 
returned to the city. “And Judah 
and his brethren came to Joseph's 
house; for he was yet there: and 
they fell before him on the 
ground. “And Joseph said unto 
them, What deed is this that ye 
have done? know ye not that such 
a man as I can certainly divine? 
“And Judah sRid, What shall we 
say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak? or how shall we clear our¬ 
selves? God hath found out the 
iniquity of thy servants: behold, 
we are my lord’s servants, both 
we, and he also with whom the 
cup is found. “And he said, God 
forbid that I should do so: but 
the man in whose hand the cup 
Is found, he sholl be my servant; 
and as for you, get you in peace 
unto your father.

“Then Judah came near unto 


him, and said. Oh my lord, let 
thy servant, I pray thee, speak a 
word in my lord’s ears, and let 
not thine anger burn against thy 
servant: for thou art even as Pha¬ 
raoh. 19 My lord asked his servants, 
saying, Have ye a father, or a 
brother? “And we said unto my 
lord. We have a father, an old 
man, and a child of his old age, a 
little one; and his brother is dead, 
and he alone is left of his mother, 
and his father loveth him. “And 
thou saidst unto thy servants. 
Bring him down unto me, that I 
may set mine eyes upon him. 
“And we said unto my lord, The 
lad cannot leave his father: for 
if he should leave his father, his 
father would die. “And thou 
saidst unto thy servants, Except 
your youngest brother come down 
with you, ye shall see my face no 
more. “And it came to pass when 
we came up unto thj servant my 
father, we told him the words of 
my lord. “And our father said, 
Go again, and buy us a little food. 
“And we said, We cannot go 
down: if our youngest brother 
be with us, then will' we go 
down: for we may not see the 
man’s face, except our youngest 
brother be with us. “And thy 
servant my father said unto us, 
Ye know that my wife bore me 
two sons: “And the one went 
out from me, and I said, Surely 
he is torn in pieces; and I saw 
him not since: “And if ye take 
this also from me, and mischief 
befall him, ye sIiqII bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to the 
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grave. “°Now therefore when I 
'Come to thy servant my father, 
and the lad be not with us; seeing 
that his life is bound up in the 
lad's life; 31 It shall come to pass, 
when he seeth that the lad is not 
with us, that he will die: and thy 
servants shall bring down the 
gray hairs of thy servant our fa¬ 
ther with sorrow to the grave. 
32 For thy servant became surety 
for the lad unto my father, saying, 
If I bring him not unto thee, then 
I shall bear the blame to my fa¬ 
ther for ever. 33 Now, therefore, 
I pray thee, let thy servant abide 
instead of the lad a bondman to 
my lord; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 34 For how shall 
I go up to my father and the lad 
be not with me? lest peradventure 
I see the evil that shall come on 
my father. 

Then Joseph could not re¬ 
frain himself before all them 
that stood by him; and he cried. 
Cause every man to go out from 
me. And there stood no man with 
him, while Joseph made himself 
known unto his brethren. 2 And he 
wept aloud: and the Egyptians 
and the house of Pharaoh heard. 
“And Joseph said unto his breth¬ 
ren, I am Joseph; doth my father 
yet live? And his brethren could 
not answer him; for they were 
troubled at his presence. “And 
Joseph said unto his brethren, 
Come near to me, I pray you. And 
they came near. And he said, I 
•m Joseph your brother, whom ye 
sold into Egypt. 5 Now therefore 
be not grieved, nor angry with 


yourselves, that ye sold me hither: 
for God did send me before you 
to preserve life. 8 For these two 
years hath the famine been in 
the land: and yet there are fivf 
years, in which there shall neither 
be ploughing nor harvest. 7 And 
God sent me before you b> 
preserve you a posterity in tho 
earth, and to save your lives by 
a great deliverance. ®So now it 
was not you that sent me hither, 
but God: and he hath made me 
a father to Pharaoh, and lord of 
all his house, and a ruler through 
out all the land of Egypt. ®Hasten 
ye, and go up to my father, and 
say unto him, Thus saith thy son 
Joseph, God hath made me lord 
of all Egypt: come down unto me, 
tarry not: 10 And thou shalt dwell 
in the land of Goshen, and thou 
shalt be near unto me, thou, and 
thy children, and thy children’s 
children, and thy flocks, and thy 
herds, and all that thou hast: 
u And there will I nourish thee; 
for yet there are five years of 
famine; lest thou, and thy house¬ 
hold, and all that thou hast, come 
to poverty. “And, behold, your 
eyes see, and the eyes of my 
brother Benjamin, that it is my 
mouth that speaketh unto you. 
13 And ye shall tell my father of 
all my glory in Egypt, and of all 
that ye have seen; and ye shall 
hasten and bring down my father 
hither. “And he fell upon his 
brother Benjamin's neck, and 
wept; and Benjamin wept upon 
his neck. “Moreover he kissed all 
bis brethren, and wept upon them: 
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and after that hie brethren talked 
with him. 

■•And the fame thereof was 
heard in Pharaoh's house, saying, 
Joseph's brethren are come: and 
it pleased Pharaoh well, and his 
Nt'rvnnts. I7 And Pharaoh said un¬ 
to Joseph, Say unto thy brethren, 
This do ye; lade your beasts, and 
go, get you unto the land of Ca- 
nnnn; * 9 And take your father 
und your households, and come 
unto me; and I will give you the 
good of the land of Egypt, and ye 
shall eat the fat of the land. **Now 
thou art commanded, this do ye; 
trike you wagons out of the land 
of Egypt for your little ones, and 
for your wives, and bring your 
father, and come. 20 Also regard 
not your household stuff; for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is 
yours. a, And the children of Israel 
did so: and Joseph gave them 
wagons, according to the com¬ 
mandment of Pharaoh, and gave 
them provision for the way. a2 To 
all of them he gave each man 
changes of raiment; but to Ben¬ 
jamin he gave three hundred 
pieces of silver, and five changes 
of raiment. 23 And to his father 
he sent after this manner ; ten 
asses laden with the good things 
of Egypt, and ten she-asses laden 
with corn and bread and meat for 
his father for the way. “So he 
sent his brethren away, and they 
departed r and he said unto them, 
See that ye fall not out by the 
way. 2fl And they went up out of 
Egypt, and come into the land of 
Canaan unto Jacob their father, 


38 And told him, saying, Joseph is 
yet alive, and he is governor over 
all the land of Egypt. And his 
heart fainted, for he believed 
them not. a7 And they told him all 
the words of Joseph, which he had 
said unto them; and when he saw 
the wagons which Joseph had 
sent to carry him, the spirit of 
Jacob their father revived: aa And 
Israel said, It is enough; Joseph 
my son is yet alive: I will go and 
see him before I die. 

And Israel took his journey 
with all that he had, and 
came to Beer-sheba, and offered 
sacrifices unto the God of his fa¬ 
ther Isaac. a And God spoke unto 
Israel in the visions of the night, 
and said, Jacob, Jacob. And he 
said, Here am I. a And he said, I 
am God, the God of thy father: 
fear not to go down into Egypt; 
for I will there make of thee a 
great nation: 4 I will go down 
with thee into Egypt; and I will 
also surely bring thee up again: 
and Joseph shall put his hand 
upon thine eyes. ®And Jacob rose 
up from Beer-sheba : and the sons 
of Israel carried Jacob their fa¬ 
ther, and their little ones, and 
their wives, in the wagons which 
Pharaoh had sent to carry him. 
°And they took their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had gotten 
in the land of Canaan, and came 
into Egypt, Jacob, and all his 
seed with him: 7 His sons, and 
his sons' sons with him, his 
daughters, and his sons’ daugh¬ 
ters, and all his seed brought he 
with him into Egypt. 



•And these are the names of 
the children of Israel, who came 
into Egypt, Jacob and his sons: 
Reuben, Jacob’s first-born. B And 
the sons of Reuben: Hanoch, and 
Phallu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 
10 And the sons of Simeon: Jemu- 
el, and Jamin, and Ohad, and 
Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul 
the son of a Canaanitish woman. 
n And the sons of Levi: Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. “And the 
sons of Judah: Er, and Onan, 
and Shelah, and Perez, and Zerah; 
but Er and Onan died in the land 
of Canaan. And the sons of Perez 
were Hezron and Hamul. 13 And 
the sons of Issachar: Tola, and 
Phuvah, and Job, and Shimron. 
14 And the sons of Zebulun: Sered, 
and Elon, and Jahleel. 15 These be 
the sons of Leah, whom she bore 
unto Jacob in Padan-aram, with 
his daughter Dinah; all the souls 
of his sons and his daughters 
were thirty and three. 16 And the 
sons of Gad: Ziphion, and Haggi, 
Shuni, and Ezbon, Eri, and Arodi, 
and Areli. 17 And the sons of 
Asher: Jimnah, and Ishvah, and 
Ishvi, and Beriah, and Serah their 
sister: and the sons of Beriah: 
Heber, and Malchiel. 18 These are 
the sons of Zilpah, whom Laban 
gave to Leah his daughter, and 
these she bore unto Jacob, even 
sixteen souls. “The sons of Ra¬ 
chel Jacob’s wife: Joseph and 
Benjamin. “And unto Joseph in 
the land of Egypt were born Ma- 
nasaeh and Ephraim, whom Ase- 
nath the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On boro unto him. 31 And 


the sons of Benjamin were Bela, 
and Becher, and Ashbel, Gera, 
and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, Mup- 
pim, and Huppim, and Ard. 
“These are the sons of Rachel, 
who were born to Jacob; all the 
souls were fourteen. “And the 
sons of Dan: Hushim. 24 And the 
sons of Naphtali: Jahzeel, and 
Guni, and Jezer, and Shillem. 
“These are the sons of Bilhah, 
whom Laban gave unto Rachel his 
daughter, and she bore these unio 
Jacob; all the souls were seven. 
“All the souls that came with 
Jacob into Egypt, that came out 
of his loins, besides Jacob's sons’ 
wives, all the souls were three¬ 
score and six; 27 And the sons of 
Joseph, who were born to him 
in Egypt, were two souls; all the 
souls of the house of Jacob, that 
came into Egypt, were threescore 
and ten. 

“And he sent Judah before him 
unto Joseph, to direct his face 
unto Goshen; and they came into 
the land of Goshen. “And Joseph 
made ready his chariot, and went 
up to meet Israel his father, to 
Goshen, and presented himself un¬ 
to him; and he fell on his neck, 
and wept on his neck a good while. 
30 And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Now let me die, since I have seen 
thy face, because thou art yet 
alive. 31 And Joseph said unto his 
brethren, and unto his father's 
house, I will go up, and shew Pha¬ 
raoh, and say unto him, My breth¬ 
ren, and my father's house, who 
were in the land of Canaan, art 
come unto me; “And the men 
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are shepherds, for their trade 
hath been to feed cattle; and they 
have brought their flocks, and 
their herds, and all that they 
have. a3 And it shall come to pass 
when Pharaoh shall call you, and 
shall say, What is your occupa¬ 
tion? 34 That ye shall say, Thy 
servants have been keepers of 
cattle from our youth even until 
now, both we, and also our fa¬ 
thers: that ye may dwell in the 
land of Goshen; for every shep¬ 
herd is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians. 

Then Joseph came and told 
Pharaoh and said, My father 
and my brethren, and their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they 
have, are come out of the land of 
Canaan; and, behold, they are in 
the land of Goshen. 2 And he took 
Home of his brethren, even five 
men, and presented them unto 
Pharaoh. 3 And Pharaoh said un¬ 
to his brethren, What is your 
occupation? And they said unto 
Pharaoh, Thy servants are shep¬ 
herds, both we, and also our fa¬ 
thers. 4 They said moreover unto 
Pharaoh, For to sojourn in the 
land are we come; for thy ser¬ 
vants have no pasture for their 
flocks; for the famine is sore in 
the land of Canaan: now there¬ 
fore, we pray thee, let thy ser¬ 
vants dwell in the land of Goshen. 
“And Pharaoh spoke unto Joseph, 
saying, Thy father and thy breth¬ 
ren are come unto thee: “The 
land of Egypt is before thee; in 
the beBt of the land make thy fa¬ 
ther and brethren to dwell; in 


the land of Goshen let them dwell: 
and if thou knowest any men of 
ability among them, then make 
them rulers over my cattle. 7 And 
Joseph brought in Jacob his fa¬ 
ther, and set him before Pharaoh: 
and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. B And 
Pharaoh said unto Jacob, How 
old art thou? “And Jacob said 
unto Pharaoh, The days of the 
years of my pilgrimage are a 
hundred and thirty years: few 
and evil have the days of the 
years of my life been, and have 
not attained unto the dayB of the 
years of the life of my fathers 
in the days of their pilgrimage. 
,0 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from before Pharaoh. 

“And Joseph placed his father 
and his brethren, and gave them 
a possession in the land of Egypt, 
in the best of the land, in the 
land of Rameses, as Pharaoh had 
commanded. “And Joseph nour¬ 
ished his father, and his brethren, 
and all his father's household, 
with bread, according to their 
families. 

“And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt 
and all the land of Canaan 
fainted by reason of the famine. 
“And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land 
of Egypt, and in the land of Ca¬ 
naan, for the corn which they 
bought: and Joseph brought the 
money into Pharaoh's house. “And 
when money failed in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, 
all the Egyptians came unto Jo- 



seph, and said, Give us bread: for 
why should we die in thy pres¬ 
ence? for the money faileth. 16 And 
Joseph said, Give your cattle; and 
I will give you for your cattle, if 
money fail. 17 And they brought 
their cattle unto Joseph; and Jo¬ 
seph gave them bread in exchange 
for horses, and for the flocks, and 
for the cattle of the herds, and 
for the asses: and he fed them 
with bread for all their cattle 
for that year. 18 When that year 
was ended they came unto him 
the second year, and said unto 
him. We will not hide it from my 
lord, how that our money is spent; 
my lord also hath our herds of 
cattle; there is not ought left in 
the sight of my lord, but our 
bodies, and our lands: ^Where¬ 
fore shall we die before thine 
eyes, both we and our land? buy 
us and our land for bread, and 
we and our land will be servants 
unto Pharaoh: and give us seed, 
that we may live, and not die, that 
the land be not desolate. 20 And 
Joseph bought all the land of 
Egypt for Pharaoh; for the Egyp¬ 
tians sold every man his field, 
because the famine prevailed over 
them: so the land became Pha¬ 
raoh’s. 21 And as for the people, 
he removed them to cities from 
one end of the borders of Egypt 
even to the other end thereof. 
S2 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests 
had a portion assigned them of 
Pharaoh, and did eat their portion 
which Pharaoh gave them: where¬ 
fore they sold not their lands. 


23 Then Joseph said unto 1 li 
people, Behold, I have bought yo 
this day and your land for Plu 
raoh: lo, here is seed for you, an 
ye shall sow the land. 24 And i 
shall come to pass in the increase 
that ye shall give the fifth pai 
unto Pharaoh, and four parts aha 
be your own, for seed of the fich 
and for your food, and for thci 
of your households, and for foo 
for your little ones. 25 And the 
said, Thou hast saved our lives 
let us find grace in the sight c 
my lord, and we will be Pharaoh 
servants. 26 And Joseph made : 
a law over the land of Egypt unf 
this day, that Pharaoh shoul 
have the fifth part; except tli 
land of the priests only, wh ic 
became not Pharaoh's. 

27 And Israel dwelt in the lan 
of Egypt, in the country of G( 
shen; and they had possessio 
therein, and grew, and multiplie 
exceedingly. 

2fi And Jacob lived in the lan 
of Egypt seventeen years: so tli 
whole age of Jacob was a Inn 
dred and forty and seven year: 
29 And the time drew nigh tin 
Israel must die: and he called hi 
son Joseph, and said unto hin 
If now I have found grace in th 
sight, put, I pray thee, thy ban 
under my thigh, and deal kindl 
and truly with me; bury me no 
I pray thee, in Egypt: 30 But 
will lie with my fathers, and tho 
shalt carry me out of Egypt, an 
bury me in their burying-plma 
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And he said, I will do as thou hast 
Huid. a, And he said, Swear unto 
me. And he swore unto him. And 
Israel bowed himself upon the 
bed’s head. 

And it came to pass after 
these things, that one told 
Joseph, Behold, thy father is sick: 
and lie look with him his two sons, 
Manasseh and Ephraim. 2 And one 
told Jacob, and said, Behold, thy 
son Joseph cometh unto thee: and 
Israel strengthened himself, and 
sat upon the bed. 8 And Jacob said 
unto Joseph, God Almighty ap¬ 
peared unto me at Luz in the 
bind of Canaan, and blessed me, 
4 And said unto me, Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply 
thee, and I will make of thee a 
multitude of people; and will give 
the land to thy seed after thee 
for an everlasting possession. 
"And now thy two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, who were born 
unto thee in the land of Egypt 
hefore I came unto thee into 
1'pypt, are mine; as Reuben and 
Simeon, they shall be mine. “And 
thy issue, which thou begettest 
after them, shall be thine, and 
ehnll be called after the name of 
their brethren in their inher¬ 
itance. 7 And as for me, when I 
came from Padan, Rachel died by 
me in the land of Canaan in the 
way, when yet there was but a 
little way to come unto Ephralh: 
and I buried her there in the way 
of Ephrath; the same is Beth¬ 
lehem. 8 And Israel beheld Jo- 
soph’s sons, and said, Who are 
these? "And Joseph said unto his 


father, They are my sons, whom 
God hath given me in this place. 
And he said, Bring them, I pray 
thee, unto me, and I will bless 
them. 10 Now the eyes of Israel 
were dim for age, so that he could 
not see. And he brought them 
near unto him; and he kissed 
them, and embraced them. “And 
Israel said unto Joseph, I had 
not thought to see thy face: and, 
lo, God hath shewn me also thy 
seed. “And Joseph brought them 
out from between his knees, and 
he bowed himself with his face 
to the earth. “And Joseph took 
them both, Ephraim in his right 
hand toward Israel's left hand, 
and Manasseh in his left hand 
toward Israel’s right hand, and 
brought them near unto him. 
“And Israel stretched out his 
right hand, and laid it upon Eph¬ 
raim’s head, who was the younger, 
and his left hand upon Manasseh’s 
head; he guided his hands wit¬ 
tingly, for Manasseh was the 
first-born. “And he blessed Jo¬ 
seph, and said, the God before 
whom my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac did walk, the God who 
fed me all my life long unto this 
day, “The angel who redeemed 
me from all evil, bless the lads; 
and let my name be named on 
them, and the name of my fathers 
Abraham and Isaac; and let them 
grow into a multitude in the 
midst of the earth. “And when 
Joseph saw that his father laid 
his right hand upon the head of 
Ephraim, it displeased him: and 
he held up his father’s hand, to 
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remove it from Ephraim's head 
unto Manasseh’s head. 18 And Jo¬ 
seph said unto his father, Not so, 
my father: for this is the first¬ 
born; put thy right hand upon 
his head. 19 And his father refused, 
and said, I know it, my son, I 
know it: he also shall become a 
people, and he also shall be great: 
but truly his younger brother 
shall be greater than he, and his 
seed shall become a multitude of 
nations. “And he blessed them 
that day, saying, In thee shall 
Israel bless, saying, God make 
thee as Ephraim and as Manasseh: 
and he set Ephraim before Ma¬ 
nasseh. zl Ar.d Israel said unto 
Joseph, Behold, I die: but God 
shall be with you, and bring you 
again unto the land of your fa¬ 
thers. “Moreover I have given 
to thee one portion above thy 
brethren, which I took out of the 
hand of the Amorite with my 
sword and with my bow. 

And Jacob called unto his 
sons, and said, Gather your¬ 
selves together, that I may tell 
you that which shall befall you 
in the last days. 2 Gather your¬ 
selves together, and hear, ye sons 
of Jacob; and hearken unto Israel 
you*- father.

7 Cursed be their anger, for it was 
fierce; and their wrath, for it was 
cruel: I will divide them in Ja¬ 
cob, and scatter them in Israel. 

6 Judah, thou art he whom thy 
brethren shall praise: thy hand 
shall be in the neck of thine one 
mies; thy father's children shall 
bow down before thee. e Judah is 
a lion’s whelp: from the prey, 
my son, thou art gone up: he 
stooped down, he couched as a 
lion, and as an old lion; who shall 
rouse him up? 10 The sceptre shall 
not depart from Judah, nor u 
lawgiver from between his feel, 
until he come to Shiloh; and unto 
him shall the gathering of the 
peoples be. ^Binding his foal un¬ 
to the vine, and his asc’s colt unln 
the choice vine; he washed his 
garments in wine, and his clothes 
in the blood of grapes: 12 IIis 
eyes shall be red with wine, and 
his teeth white with milk. 

“Zebulun shall dwell at the 
haven of the sea; and he shall he 
for a haven of ships; and his 
border shall be unto Zidon. 

J4 Issachar is a strong ass couch 
ing down between the folds : 1?1 And 
he saw that rest was good, and 
the land that it was pleasar.’: 
and bowed his shoulder to 
bear, and became a servant unto 
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tribute. 

* 8 Dan shall judge his people, 
as one of the trihes of Israel. 
,T Dan shall be a serpent by the 
way, an adder in the path, that 
hi let li the horse's heels, so that 
Iim lider shall fall backward. l8 I 
have waited for thy salvation, O 
Lord. 

10 Gad, a troop shall press upon 
him: but he shall press upon their 
heel. 

2n Out of Asher his bread shall 
be fat, and lie shall yield royal 
dainties. 

31 Naphtali is a hind let loose: 
lie giveth goodly words. 

32 Joseph is a fruitful bough, 
even a fruitful bough by a well; 
whose branches run over the wall: 
,a The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated 
him: 24 But his bow abode in 

strength, and the arms of his 
hands were made strong by the 
hands of the mighty God of Ja¬ 
cob; from thence he became the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel: 
•'Even by the God of thy father, 
who shall help thee; and by the 
Almighty who shall bless thee 
with blessings of heaven above, 
blessings of the deep that lieth 
under, blessings of the breasts, 
and of the womb: a9 The blessings 
of thy father have prevailed above 
the blessings of my progenitors 
Unto the utmost hound of the 
everlasting hills: they shall be 
on the head of Joseph, and on the 
crown of the head of him that 
was separate from his brethren.

18 And his brethren 
also went and fell down before 
his face; and they said, Behold 
we are thy servants. 1E> And Josepl 
said unto them, Fear not: for an 
I in the place of God? 20 But at 
for you, ye thought evil againsi 
me; but God meant it unto good 
to bring to pass, as it is this day 
to save much people alive. 21 Now 
therefore fear ye not: I will nnnr 
ish you, and your little ones.

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“And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, 
lie, and his father's house; and 
Joseph lived a hundred and ten 
years. “And Joseph saw Eph¬ 
raim’s children of the third gen¬ 
eration: the children also of 
Mm hir the son of Manasseh were 
brought up upon Joseph's knees. 
“And Joseph said unto his breth¬ 
ren, I die: and God will surely 
visit you, and bring you out of 


this land unto the land which he 
swore to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob. “And Joseph took an 
oath of the children of Israel, 
saying, God will surely visit you, 
and ye shall carry up my bones 
from hence. 26 So Joseph died, 
being a hundred and ten years 
old; and they embalmed him, 
and he was put in a coffin in 
Egypt.

“Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with 
their burdens. And they built for 
Pharaoh treasure cities, Pithom 
and Rameses.

And the) 
were grieved because of the chil 
dren of Israel. 13 And the Egyp¬ 
tians made the children of Israel 
to serve with rigour: “And thr> 
made their lives bitter with ban 
bondage, in mortar, and in brick 
and in all manner of service ii 
the field: all their service, where¬ 
in they made them serve, leui 
with rigour. 

15 And the king of Egypt spoke 
to the Hebrew midwives, of whom 
the name of the one was Shiphrah, 
and the name of the other Puah : 
36 And he said, When ye do the 
office of a midwife to the Hebrew 
women, and see them upon (he 
stools; if it be a son, then ye shall 
kill him: but if it be a daughter, 
then she shall live. “But the mid¬ 
wives feared God, and did not as 
the king of Egypt commanded 
them, but saved the men-children 
alive. 18 And the king of Egypt 
called for the mid wives, and said 
unto them, Why have ye done 
this thing, and have saved the 
men-children alive? 10 And the 
midwives said unto Pharaoh, Be¬ 
cause the Hebrew women are not 
as the Egyptian women; for they 
are lively, and are delivered ere 
the midwives come in unto them. 
20 Therefore God dealt well with 
the midwives: and the people 
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multiplied, and waxed very 
mighty. '‘And it came to pass, 
because the mid wives feared God, 
that he made them houses. 

"And Pharaoh charged all hia 
people, saying, Every son that is 
h-r»i ye shall cast into the river, 
and every daughter ye shall save 
alive. 

O And there went a man of the 
house of Levi, and took to 
unfe a daughter of Levi. 'And the 
woman conceived, and bore a son: 
and when she saw that he toaa a 
goodly child, she hid him three 
months. 'And when she could not 
longer hide him, she took for him 
an ark of bulrushes, and daubed it 
witli slime and with pitch, and 
put the child therein; and she 
laid it in the flags by the river's 
brink. ‘And his sister stood afar 
off, to know what would be done 
to him. “And the daughter of Pha¬ 
raoh came down to wash herself 
In the river; and her maidens 
walked along by the river’s side; 
and when she saw the ark among 
the flags, she sent her maid to 
fetch it, 6 And when she had 
opened it, she saw the child: and, 
behold, the babe wept. And she 
had compassion on him, and Baid, 
This is one of the Hebrews’ chil¬ 
dren. 7 Then said his sister to 
Pharaoh’s daughter, Shall I go 
and call to thee a nurse of the 
Hebrew women, that she may 
nurse the child for thee? 8 And 
Pharaoh’s daughter said to her, 
Go.

Take this child away, and nurse 
it for me, and 1 will give the « 
thy wages. And the woman took 
the child, and nursed it. “And the 
child grew, and she brought him 
unto Pharaoh's daughter, and he 
became her son. And she called 
his name Moses; and she said, 
Because I drew him out of the 
water. 

“And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that 
he went out unto his brethren, 
and looked on their burdens: and 
he spied an Egyptian smiting a 
Hebrew, one of his brethren. 
"And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there 
was no man, he slew the Egyptian, 
and hid him in the sand. “And 
when he went out the second day, 
behold, two men of the Hebrews 
strove together: and he said to 
him that did the wrong, Where¬ 
fore smitest thou thy fellow? 
“And he said, Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us? in- 
tendest thou to kill me, as thou 
killedst the Egyptian? And Moses 
feared, and said, Surely this thing 
is known. “Now when Pharaoh 
heard this thing, he sought to slay 
Moses. But Moses fled from the 
face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in 
the land of Midian: and lie sat 
down by a well. “Now the priest 
of Midian had seven daughters: 
and they came and drew water, 
and filled the troughs to water 
their father's flock. “And the 
shepherds came and drove them 
away: but MoBes stood up and 
helped them, and watered their 
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flock. 18 And when they came to 
Reuel their father, he said, How 
is it that ye are come so soon to¬ 
day? 19 And they said, An Egyp¬ 
tian delivered us out of the hand 
of the shepherds, and also drew 
water enough for us, and watered 
the flock. 20 And he said unto his 
daughters, And where is he? why 
is it that ye have left the man? 
call him, that he may eat bread. 
“And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses 
Zipporah his daughter. “And she 
bore him a son, and he called his 
name Gershom: for he said, I 
have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

“And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the king of Egypt 
died: and the children of Israel 
sighed by reason of the bondage, 
and they cried, and their cry 
came up unto God by reason of 
the bondage. “And God heard 
their groaning, and God remem¬ 
bered his covenant with Abraham, 
with Isaac, and with Jacob. “And 
God looked upon the children of 
Israel, and God took knowledge 
of them . 

0 Now Moses kept the flock of 

** Jethro, his father-in-law, the 
priest of Midian: and he led the 
flock to the backside of the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God, 
even to Horeb. 2 And the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto him in a 
flame of fire out of the midst of 
a bush: and he looked, and, be¬ 
hold, the bush burned with fire, 
and the bu3h was not consumed. 
s And Moses said, I will now turn 


aside, and see this great sight 
why the bush is not burnt. 4 Am 
when the Lord saw that he turner 
aside to see, God called unto hi it 
out of the midst of the bush, am 
said, Moses, Moses. And he said 
Here am I. 5 And he said, Draw 
not nigh hither: put off thy show 
from off thy feet, for the plan 
whereon thou standest is hob 
ground. 8 Moreover he said, I an; 
the God of thy father, the Gut 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac 
and the God of Jacob. And Mosw 
hid his face; for he was afraic 
to look upon God. 7 And the Lore 
said, I have surely seen the afflic¬ 
tion of my people that are in 
Egypt, and have heard their cry 
by reason of their taskmasters; 
for I know their sorrows; 8 And 
I am come down to deliver them 
out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and to bring them up out of that 
land unto a good land and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the Ca- 
naanite, and the Hittite, and the 
Amorite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Hivite, and the Jebusite.

,0 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
0 my Lord, I am not eloquent, 
neither heretofore, nor since thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant: but 
I am slow of speech, and of a 
slow tongue. “And the Lord said 
unto him, Who hath made man's 
mouth? or who maketh the dumb, 
or deaf, or the seeing, or the 
blind? have not I the Lord. 12 Now 
therefore go, and I will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say. 13 And he said, 0 
my Lord, send, I pray thee, by 
the hand of him whom thou wilt 


send. “And the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Moses, and 
he said, Is not Aaron the Levite 
thy brother? I know that he can 
speak well. And also, behold, he 
cometh forth to meet thee: ami 
when he seeth thee, he will be 
glad in his heart. ,5 And thou shall 
speak unto him, and put words 
in his mouth: and I will be with 
thy mouth, and with his mouth, 
and will teach you what ye shall 
do. 18 And he shall be thy spokes¬ 
man unto the people: and he shall 
be, even he shall be to thee instead 
of a mouth, and thou shalt be to 
him instead of God. “And thou 
shalt take this rod in thine hand, 
wherewith thou shalt do the signs. 

lS And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father-in-law, and 
said unto him, Let me go, I pray 
thee, and return unto my brethren 
that are in Egypt, and see 
whether they be yet alive. And 
Jethro said to Moses, Go in peace. 
1B And the Lord said unto Moses 
in Midian, Go, return into Egypt: 
for ail the men are dead who 
sought thy life. Z0 And Moses took 
his wife and his sons, and pet 
them upon an ass, and he returned 
to the land of Egypt; and Moses 
took the rod of God in his hand. 
21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into 
Egypt, see that thou do all those 
wonders before Pharaoh, which 
I have put in thine hand: but I 
will harden his heart, that he shall 
not let the people go.

EJ And afterward Moses and 
Aaron went in, and told Pha¬ 
raoh, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Inrael, Let my people go, that 
they may hold a feast unto me in 
the wilderness. “And Pharaoh Baid, 


Who is the Lord, that 1 should 
obey his voice to let Israel go? 
I know not the Lord, neither will 
I let Israel go. “And they said. 
The God of the Hebrews hath met 
with us: let us go, we pray thee, 
three days’ journey into the desert, 
and sacrifice unto the Lord our 
God: lest he fall upon us with 
pestilence, or with the sword.“And 
the king of Egypt said unto them. 
Wherefore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, loose the people from their 
works? get you unto your burdens. 
*And Pharaoh said, Behold, the 
people of the land now are many, 
and ye make them rest from their 
burdens. 6 And Pharaoh com¬ 
manded the same day the task¬ 
masters of the people, and their 
officers, saying, 7 Ye shall no more 
give the people straw to make 
brick, as heretofore: let them go 
and gather straw for themselves. 
“And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall 
lay upon them; ye shall not di¬ 
minish ought thereof: for they 
be idle; therefore they cry, saying, 
Let us go and sacrifice to our 
God. “Let there more work be 
laid upon the men, that they may 
labour therein; and let them not 
regard vain words. J0 And the task¬ 
masters of the people went out, 
and their officers, and they spoke 
to the people, saying, Thus saith 
Pharaoh, I will not give you straw. 
n Go ye, get you straw where ye 
can find it: yet nought of your 
work shall be diminished. "So 
the people were scattered abroad 
throughout all the land of Egypt 
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to gather stubble instead of straw. 
18 And the taskmasters hastened 
them, saying, Fulfil your works, 
your daily tasks, as when there 
was straw. 14 And the officers of 
the children of Israel, whom Pha¬ 
raoh's taskmasters had set over 
them, were beaten, and demanded, 
Wherefore have ye not fulfilled 
your task in making brick both 
yesterday and to-day, as hereto¬ 
fore? 15 Then the officers of the 
children of Israel came and cried 
unto Pharaoh, saying, Wherefore 
dealest thou thus with thy ser¬ 
vants? 18 There is no straw given 
unto thy servants, and they say 
to us, Make bricks: and, behold, 
thy servants are beaten; but the 
fault is in thine own people. l7 But 
he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle: 
therefore ye say. Let us go and do 
sacrifice to the Lord. 18 Go there¬ 
fore now, and work; for there 
shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 
1B And the officers of the children 
of Israel did see that they were 
in evil case, after it was said, Ye 
shall not diminish ought from 
your bricks of your daily task. 
20 And they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in their way, as they 
came forth from Pharaoh: 21 And 
they said unto them, The Lord 
look upon you, and judge: because 
ye have made our savour to be 
abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of his servants, 
to put a sword in their hand to 
slay us. 2Z And Moses returned 
unto the Lord, and said, Lord, 
wherefore hast thou done so much 


evil to thiB people? why is it tha 
thou hast sent me? “For since 
came to Pharaoh to speak in thj 
name, he hath done evil to thii 
people; neither hast thou de 
livered thy people at all. 

Then the Lord said untx 

Moses, Now shalt thou se» 
what I will do to Pharaoh: foi 
with a strong hand shall he lei 
them go, and with a strong hanc 
shall he drive them out of hit 
land. 

2 And God spoke unto Moses 
and said unto him, I am the Lord 
3 And I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, by 
the name of God Almighty, bill 
by my name JEHOVAH was 1 
not known to them. 4 And I have 
also established my covenant with 
them, to give them the land of 
Canaan, the land of their pilgrim¬ 
age, wherein they were strangers. 
5 And I have also heard the groan¬ 
ing of the children of Israel, 
whom the Egyptians keep in 
bondage; and I have remembered 
my covenant. 6 Wherefore say un¬ 
to the children of Israel, I am 
the Lord, and I will bring you 
out from under the burdens of 
the Egyptians, and I will rid you 
out of their bondage, and I will 
redeem you with a stretched out 
arm, and with great judgments: 
7 And I will take you to me for n 
people, and I will be to you a God: 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord your God, who bringeth 
you out from under the burdens 
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of the Egyptians. 8 And I will 
bring you in unto the land, con¬ 
cerning which I lifted up my hand 
to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob; and I will give it 
you for a heritage: I am the 
I.mi(J. “And Moses spoke so unto 
the children of Israel: but they 
hearkened not unto Moses for 
anguish of spirit, and for cruel 
bondage. 

,0 And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
bch, saying, n Go in, speak unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, that he 
let the children of Israel go out 
of his land. ,2 And Moses spoke 
before the Lord, saying, Behold, 
the children of Israel have not 
hearkened unto me; how then 
: shall Pharaoh hear me, who am 
i of uncircumcised lips? ,3 And the 
Lord spoke unto Moses and unto 
Anion, and gave them a charge 
i unto the children of Israel, and 
iunlo Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
I bring the children of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt. 

"These be the heads of their 
ifathers' houses: The sons of Reu- 
l ben the first born of Israel: Ha- 
noch, and Pallu, Hezron, and Car- 
mi ; these be the families of Reu¬ 
ben. "And the sons of Simeon: 

1 Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, and 
iJachin, and Zohar, and Shaul the 
ison of a Canaanitish woman; 
these are the families of Simeon. 
,0 And these are the names of the 
sons of Levi according to their 
. igenerations: Gershon, and Ke- 
halh, and Merari; and the years 
i of the life of Levi were a hun- 
i Idred thirty and seven years. "The 


sons of Gershon; Libni, and Shimi, 
according to their families. "And 
the sons of Kehath; Amram, and 
Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel: 
and the years of the life of Kehath 
were a hundred thirty and three 
years. "And the sons of Merari; 
Mahali and Mushi: these are the 
families of Levi according to their 
generations. "And Amram took 
him Jochebed his father’s Bister 
to wife; and she bore him Aaron 
and Moses: and the years of the 
life of Amram were a hundred 
and thirty and seven years. "And 
the sons of Izhar; Korah, and 
Nepheg, and Zichri. 2Z And the 
sons of Uzziel; Mishael, and El- 
zaphan, and Sithri. "And Aaron 
took him Elisheba, daughter of 
Amminadab, sister of Nahshon, 
to wife; and she bore him Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 
"And the sons of Korah; Assir, 
and Elkanah, and Abiasaph: these 
are the families of the Korhites. 
"And Eleazar Aaron's son took 
him one of the daughters of Putiel 
to wife; and she bore him Phine- 
has: these are the heads of the 
fathers of the Levites according to 
their families. "These are that 
Aaron and Moses, to whom the 
Lord said, Bring out the children 
of Israel from the land of Egypt 
according to their hosts. "These 
are they that spoke to Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, to bring out the 
children of Israel from Egypt: 
these are that Moses and Aaron. 

"And it came to pass on the 
day when the Lord spoke unto 
Moses in the land of Egypt, "That 
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the Lord spoke unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, I am the Lord: speak thou 
unto Pharaoh king of Egypt all 
that I say unto thee. 80 And Moses 
said before the Lord, Behold, I 
am of uncircumcised lips, and how 
shall Pharaoh hearken unto me? 

H And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, See, I have made thee a 
god to Pharaoh: and Aaron thy 
brother shall be thy prophet. 
a Thou shalt speak all that I com¬ 
mand thee: and Aaron thy broth¬ 
er shall speak unto Pharaoh, 
that he send the children of Israel 
out of his land. 3 And I will harden 
Pharaoh's heart, and multiply my 
signs and my wonders in the land 
of Egypt. 4 But Pharaoh shall not 
hearken unto you, that I may lay 
my hand upon Egypt, and bring 
forth mine armies, and my people 
the children of Israel, out of the 
land of Egypt by great judgments. 
*And the Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I stretch 
forth mine hand upon Egypt, and 
bring out the children of Israel 
from among them. a And Moses 
and Aaron did so; as the Lord 
commanded them, so did they. 
7 And Moses u'as fourscore years 
old, and Aaron fourscore and three 
years old, when they spoke unto 
Pharaoh. 

®And the Lord spoke unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, ®When 
Pharaoh shall speak unto you, 
saying. Shew a miracle for you: 
then thou shalt say unto Aaron, 
Take thy rod, and cast it before 
Pharaoh, and it shall become a 
serpent. lf And Moses and Aaron 


went in unto Pharaoh, and they 
did so as the Lord had com¬ 
manded : and Aaron cast down 
his rod before Pharaoh, and be¬ 
fore his servants, and it became a 
serpent. “Then Pharaoh also 
called the wise men and the sor¬ 
cerers: now the magicians of 
Egypt, they also did in like man¬ 
ner with their enchantments. 
“For they cast down every man 
his rod, and they became serpents : 
but Aaron's rod swallowed up 
their rods. 13 And he hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart, and he hear¬ 
kened not unto them; as the I xml 
had said. 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh’s heart is hardened, he 
refuseth to let the people go. ,5 Cel 
thee unto Pharaoh in the morn¬ 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the 
water; and thou shalt stand by 
the river’s brink over against 
him; and the rod which was 
turned to a serpent shalt thou 
take in thine hand. 16 And thou 
shalt say unto him, The Lord God 
of the Hebrews hath sent me unto 
thee, saying, Let my people go, 
that they may serve me in the 
wilderness: and behold, hithorlo 
thou wouldest not hear. “Thus 
saith the Lord, In this thou shalt 
know that I am the Lord: behold, 
I will smite with the rod that is 
in mine hand upon the waters 
which are in the river, and they 
shall be turned to blood. lfl And 
the fish that is in the river shall 
die, and the river 3hall stink; 
and the Egyptians shall loathe to 
drink of the water of the river. 
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ls And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
rph, Say unto Aaron, Take thy 
rod, and atretch out thine hand 
upon the waters of Egypt, upon 
their streams, upon their rivers, 
and upon their ponds, and upon 
nil their pools of water, that they 
may become hlood; and that there 
may be blood throughout all the 
land of Egypt, both in vessels of 
wood, and in vessels of stone. 
2 °And Moses and Aaron did so, 
<ih the Lord commanded; and he 
lifted up the rod, and smote the 
wnters that were in the river, in 
the sight of Pharaoh, and in the 
sight of his servants; and all the 
waters that were in the river were 
turned to blood. 21 And the fish 
Mint was in the river died; and 
the river stank, and the Egyptians 
could not drink of the water of 
I In* river; and there was blood 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 
22 And the magicians of Egypt did 
so with their enchantments: and 
Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, 
neither did he hearken unto them; 
iih the Lord had said. 23 And Pha¬ 
raoh turned and went into his 
house, neither did he set his heart 
to this also. 24 And all the Egyp¬ 
tians digged round about the river 
for water to drink; for they could 
not drink of the water of the 
river. 28 And seven days were ful¬ 
filled, after that the Lord had 
smilten the river. 

2W And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, Go unto Pharaoh, and say 
unto him, Thus aaith the Lord, 
Let my people go, that they may 
serve me. aT And if thou refuse to 


let them go, behold, I will smite 
all thy horders with frogs: 29 And 
the river shall bring forth frogs 
abundantly, which shall go up 
and come into thine house, and 
into thy bed-chamber, and upon 
thy bed, and into the house of 
thy servants, and upon thy people, 
and into thine ovens, and into 
thy kneading-troughs: 2B And the 
frogs shall come up both on thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon all 
thy servants. 

O And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 

u ses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch 
forth thine hand with thy rod 
over the streams, over the riverB, 
and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs to come up upon the land of 
Egypt. 2 And Aaron stretched out 
his hand over the waters of E- 
gypt; and the frogs came up, and 
covered the land of Egypt. 3 And 
the magicians did so with their 
enchantments, and brought up 
frogs upon the land of Egypt. 

4 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aaron, and said, Entreat the 
Lord, that he may take away the 
frogs from me, and from my 
people; and I will let the people 
go, that they may do sacrifice 
unto the Lord. s And Moses said 
unto Pharaoh, Glory over me: 
when shall I entreat for thee, and 
for thy servants, and for thy 
people, to destroy the frogs from 
thee and thy houses, that they 
may remain in the river only 7 
8 And he said, To-morrow. And he 
said, Be it according to thy word; 
that thou mayest know that there 
is none like unto the Lord our 
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God. 7 And the frogs shall depart 
from thee, and from thy houses, 
and from thy servants, and from 
thy people; they shall remain in 
the river only. 8 And Moses and 
Aaron went out from Pharaoh: 
and Moses cried unto the Lord 
because of the frogs which he 
had brought against Pharaoh. 
“And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses; and the frogs 
died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. 
10 And they gathered them to¬ 
gether in heaps: and the land 
stank. J, But when Pharaoh saw 
that there was respite, he hard¬ 
ened his heart, and hearkened not 
unto them; as the Lord had said. 

12 And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch out 
thy rod, and smite the dust of the 
land, that it may become lice 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 
ia And they did so; for Aaron 
stretched out his hand with his 
rod, and smote the dust of the 
earth, and it became lice upon 
man, and upon beast; all the dust 
of the land became lice through¬ 
out all the land of Egypt. 14 And 
the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, 
but they could not: so there were 
lice upon man, and upon beast. 
15 Then the magicians said unto 
Pharaoh, This is the finger of 
God: and Pharaoh’s heart was 
hardened, and he hearkened hot 
unto them; as the Lord had said. 

Jfl And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh; lo, he 


cometh forth to the water; and 
say unto him, Thus saith the Lord. 
Let my people go, that they may 
serve me. 17 Else, if thou wilt not 
let my people go, behold, I will 
send swarms of flies upon thee, 
and upon thy servants, and upon 
thy people, and into thy houses; 
and the houses of the Egyptians 
shall be full of swarms of flies, 
and also the ground whereon they 
are. 1B And I will sever in that day 
the land of Goshen, in which my 
people dwell, that no swarms of 
flies shall be there; to the end 
thou mayest know that I am tin* 
Lord in the midst of the earth. 
10 And I will put a division be¬ 
tween my people and thy people: 
to-morrow shall this sign be. 2n And 
the Lord did so; and there came 
a grievous swarm of flies into the 
house of Pharaoh, and into his 
servants' houses, and into all the 
land of Egypt: the land was cor¬ 
rupted by reason of the swarm 
of flies. 21 And Pharaoli called for 
Moses and for Aaron, and said, 
Go ye, sacrifice to your God in 
the land. 

22 And Moses said, It is not meet 
so to do; for we shall sacrifice 
the abomination of the Egyptians 
to the Lord our God: lo, shall we 
sacrifice the abomination of the 
Egyptians before their eyes, and 
will they not stone us? 23 We will 
go three days’ journey into the 
wilderness, and sacrifice to the 
Lord our God, as he shall mm- 
mand us. 2i And Pharaoh said, I

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wilderness; only ye shall not go 
very far away: entreat for me. 
a5 And Moses said, Behold, I go 
out from thee, and I will entreat 
the Lord that the swarms of flies 
may depart from Pharaoh, from 
tils servants, and from his people, 
to-morrow: but let not Pharaoh 
deul deceitfully any more in not 
letting the people go to sacrifice 
to the Lord. 20 And Moses went 
out from Pharaoh, and entreated 
the Lord. 27 And the Lord did 
according to the word of Moses; 
and he removed the swarms of 
flics from Pharaoh, from his ser¬ 
vants, and from his people; there 
remained not one. 2B And Pharaoh 
hardened his heart at this time 
also, neither would he let the 
people go. 

CJ Then the Lord said unto Mo- 

1 ses, Go in unto Pharaoh, and 
tell him, Thus saith the Lord God 
of the Hebrews, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me. 2 For 
if thou refuse to let them go, and 
wilt hold them still, 3 Behold, the 
hand of the Lord is upon thy 
cattle which is in the field, upon 
the horses, upon the asses, upon 
the camels, upon the oxen, and 
upon the sheep: there, shall be a 
very grievous murrain. 4 And the 
Lord shall sever between the cattle 
of Israel and the cattle of Egypt: 
and there shall nothing die of all 
that belongcth to the children of 
Israel. 8 And the Lord appointed 
ia set time, saying, To-morrow the 
1-ord shall do this thing in the 
iland. fl And the Lord did that thing 
ion the morrow, and all the cattle 


of Egypt died: but of the cattle 
of the children of Israel died not 
one. 7 And Pharaoh sent, and, be¬ 
hold, there was not one of the 
cattle of the Israelites dead. And 
the heart of Pharaoh was hard¬ 
ened, and he did not let the people 
go. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, Take to you hand¬ 
fuls of ashes of the furnace, and 
let Moses sprinkle it toward the 
heaven in the sight of Pharaoh. 
0 And it shall become small dust 
in all the land of Egypt, and shall 
be a boil breaking forth with 
blaina upon man, and upon beast, 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 
10 And they took ashes of the fur¬ 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh; 
and Moses sprinkled it up toward 
heaven; and it became a boil 
breaking forth with blains upon 
man, and upon beast. "And the 
magicians could not stand before 
Moses because of the boils; for 
the boil was upon the magicians, 
and upon all the Egyptians. “And 
the Lord hardened the heart of 
Pharaoh, and he hearkened not 
unto them; as the Lord had 
spoken unto Moses. 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh, and say 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord 
God of the Hebrews, Let my 
people go, that they may serve 
me. 14 For I will at this time send 
all my plagues upon thine heart, 
and upon thy servants, and upon 
thy people; that thou mayest 
know that there is none like me 
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in all the earth. 15 For now I 
will stretch out my hand, that I 
may smite thee and thy people 
with pestilence; and thou shalt be 
cut off from the earth. 18 And in 
very deed for this cause have I 
raised thee up, for to shew in 
thee my power; and that my name 
may be declared throughout all 
the earth. 17 As yet exaltest thou 
thyself against my people, that 
thou wilt not let them go? l8 Be- 
hold, to-morrow about this time 
I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath not 
been in Egypt since the foun¬ 
dation thereof even until now. 
1B Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast 
in the field; for upon every man 
and beast which shall be found 
in the field, and shall not be 
brought home, the hail shall come 
down upon them, and they shall 
die. 20 He that feared the word of 
the Lord among the servants of 
Pharaoh made his servants and 
his cattle flee into the houses: 
21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 

22 And the Lord said upon Mo¬ 
ses, Stretch forth thine hand to¬ 
ward heaven, that there may be 
hail in all the land of Egypt, upon 
man, and upon beast, and upon 
every herb of the field, through¬ 
out the land of Egypt. 23 And 
Moses stretched forth his rod to¬ 
ward heaven: and the Lord sent 
thunder and hail, and the fire ran 
along upon the ground; and the 
Lord rained hail upon the land 


of Egypt. 24 So there was hail, 
and fire was flaming up amidst 
the hail, very grievous, such as 
there was none like it in all the 
land of Egypt since it became a 
nation. 25 And the hail smote 
throughout all the land of Egypt 
all that was in the field, both man 
and beast; and the hail smote 
every herb of the field, and broke 
every tree of the field. 2C Only in 
the land of Goshen, where the 
children of Israel were, was there 
no hail. 

27 And Pharaoh sent, and called 
for Moses and Aaron, and said 
unto them, I have sinned tins 
time: the Lord is righteous, and 
I and my people are wicked. ^En¬ 
treat the Lord (for it is enough) 
that there be no more mighty 
thunderings and hail; and I will 
let you go, and ye shall stay no 
longer. 29 And Moses said unto 
him, As soon as I am gone out of 
the city, I will spread abroad my 
hands unto the Lord; and the 
thunders 9hall cease, neither shall 
there be any more hail: that thou 
mayest know how that the earth 
is the Lord’s. 30 But as for then 
and thy servants, I know that ye 
will not yet fear the Lord God. 
31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten: for the barley was in 
the ear, and the flax was in bloom. 
32 But the wheat and the rye were 
not smitten: for they were not 
grown up. 33 And Moses went out 
of the city from Pharaoh, and 
spread abroad his hands unto the 
Lord: and the thunders and hail 
ceased, and the rain ^vas not 
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poured upon the earth. “And when 
Pharaoh saw that the rain and 
the hail and the thunders were 
ceased, he sinned yet more, and 
hardened his heart, he and his 
servants. “And the heart of Pha¬ 
raoh was hardened, neither would 
he let the children of Israel go; 
as the Lord had spoken by Moses.

And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Go in unto Pharaoh: for 
I have hardened his heart, and 
the heart of his servants, that I 
might shew these my signs before 
him: 2 And that thou mayest tell 
In the ears of thy son, and of thy 
son’s son, what things I have 
wrought in Egypt, and my signs 
which I have done among them; 
that ye may know how that I am 
the Lord. 3 And Moses and Aaron 
came in unto Pharaoh, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord 
God of the Hebrews, How long 
wilt thou refuse to humble thyself 
before me? let my people go, that 
they may serve me. ■‘Else, if thou 
refuse to let my people go, be¬ 
hold, to-morrow will I bring the 
locusts into thy border: °And 
they shall cover the face of the 
earth, that one shall not be able to 
see the earth: and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is es¬ 
caped, which remaineth unto you 
from the hail, and shall eat every 
tree which groweth for you out 
of the field: «And they shall fill 
thy houses, and the houses of all 
thy servants, and the houses of all 
the Egyptians; which neither thy 


fathers, nor thy fathers' fathers 
have seen, since the day that they 
were upon the earth unto this 
day. And he turned himself, and 
went out from Pharaoh. ’And 
Pharaoh's servants said unto him. 
How long shall this man be a 
snare unto us? let the men go, 
that they may serve the Lord 
their God: knowest thou not yet 
that Egypt is destroyed? 8 And 
Moses and Aaron were brought 
again unto Pharaoh: and he said 
unto them, Go, serve the Lord 
your God: but who are they that 
shall go? e And Moses said, We 
will go with our young and with 
our old, with our sons and with 
our daughters, with our flocks 
and with our herds will we go; 
for we must hold a feast unto the 
Lord. ,0 And he said unto them. 
Let the Lord be so with you, as I 
will let you go, and your little 
ones: look to it; for evil is before 
you. n Not so: go now ye that are 
men and serve the Lord; for that 
ye did desire. And they were 
driven out from Pharaoh's pres¬ 
ence. 

,2 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the 
land of Egypt for the locusts, that 
they may come up upon the land 
of Egypt, and eat every herb of 
the land, even all that the hail 
hath left. 18 And Moses stretched 
forth his rod over the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord brought an 
oast wind upon the land all that 
day, and all that night; and when 
it was morning, the east wind 
brought the locusts. “And the 
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locusts went up over all the land 
of Egypt, and rested in all the 
borders of Egypt: veiy grievous 
were they; before them there were 
no such locusts as they, neither 
after them shall be such. ,5 For 
they covered the face of the whole 
earth, so that the land was dark¬ 
ened; and they did eat every herb 
of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left: 
and there remained not any green 
thing in the trees, or in the herbs 
of the field, through all the land 
of Egypt. 

“Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aaron in haste; and he said, 
I have sinned against the Lord 
your God, and against you. ,7 Now 
therefore forgive, I pray thee, my 
sin only this once, and entreat 
the Lord your God, that he may 
take away from me this death 
only. “And he went out from 
Pharaoh, and entreated the Lord. 
“And the Lord turned a mighty 
strong west wind, which took away 
the locusts, and cast them into 
the Red Sea; there remained not 
one locust in all the border of 
Egypt. 20 But the Lord hardened 
Pharaoh's heart, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel go. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward 
heaven, that there may be dark¬ 
ness over the land of Egypt, even 
darkness which may be felt. 22 And 
Moses stretched forth his hand 
toward heaven; and there was a 
thick darkness in all the land of 
Egypt three days: 23 They saw not 
one another, neither rose any from 


his place for three days: but all 
the children of Israel had light 
in their dwellings. 

24 And Pharaoh called unto Mo¬ 
ses, and said, Go ye, serve the 
Lord; only let your flocks and 
your herds be stayed: let your' 
little ones also go with you. 25 And 
Moses said, Thou must give us 
also sacrifices and burnt-offerings, 
that we may sacrifice unto the 
Lord our God. 20 Our cattle also 
shall go with us; there shall nol 
a hoof be left behind; for there¬ 
of must we take to serve the Lord 
our God; and we know not with 
what we must serve the Lord, 
until we come thither. 27 But the 
Lord hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
and he would not let them go. 
za And Pharaoh said unto him, Get 
thee from me, take heed to thy¬ 
self, see my face no more; for :n 
the day thou seest my face thuu 
shaJt die. 2e And Moses said, TK..J 
hast spoken well, I will see t„,y 
face again no more. 

And the Lord said unto SL- 
ses, Yet will I bring c.ie 
plague more upon Pharaoh, and 
upon Egypt; afterwards he will 
let you go hence: when he shall 
let you go, he shall surely thrust 
you out hence altogether. 2 Speak 
now in the ears of the people, and 
let every man borrow of his neigh¬ 
bour, and every woman of her 
neighbour, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold. 3 And the Lord 
gave the people favour in the 
sight of the Egyptians. Moreover 
the man Moses was very great in 
the land of Egypt, in th% sight of 
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Pharaoh's servants, and in the 
sight of the people. *And Moses 
said. Thus aaith the Lord, About 
midnight will I go out into the 
midst of Egypt: 5 And all the 
first-born in the land of Egypt 
shall die, from the first-born of 
Pharaoh that sitteth upon his 
throne, even unto the first-born 
of the maid-servant that ia behind 
the mill; and all the first-born of 
beasts. °And there shall be a 
great cry throughout all the land 
of Egypt, such as there was none 
like it, nor shall be like it any 
more. 7 Bul against any of the 
children of Israel shall not a dog 
move his tongue, against man or 
beast: that ye may know how 
that the Lord doth put a difference 
between the Egyptians and Israel. 
H And all these thy servants shall 
eomo down unto me, and bow 
down themselves unto me, saying, 
Get thee out, and all the people 
that follow thee: and after that 
I will go out. And he went out 
from Pharaoh in a great anger. 

y And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto 
you; that my wonders may be 
multiplied in the land of Egypt. 
'"And Moses and Aaron did all 
these wonders before Pharaoh: 
and the Lord hardened Pharaoh's 
heart, so that he would not let 
the children of Israel go out of 
hiR land. 

^2 And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses and Aaron in the land 
of Egypt, saying, 2 This month 
shall he unto you the beginning 
of months: it shall be the first 


month of the year to you. 8 Speak 
ye unto all the congregation of 
Israel, saying, In the tenth day 
of this month they shall take to 
them every man a lamb, according 
to the house of their fathers, a 
lamb for a house: ‘And if the 
household be too little for the 
lamb, let him and his neighbour 
next unto his house take it accord¬ 
ing to the number of the souls; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the 
lamb. °Your lamb shall be with¬ 
out blemish, a male of the first 
year: ye shall take it out from 
the sheep, or from the goats; °And 
ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the same 
month: and the whole assembly 
of the congregation of Israel shall 
kill it in the evening. 7 And they 
shall take of the blood, and strike 
it on the two side posts and on 
the upper door post of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. 8 And 
they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and un¬ 
leavened bread; and with bitter 
herbs they shall eat it. 0 Eat not 
of it raw, nor sodden at all with 
water, but roast vrith fire; its 
head with its legs, and with the 
entrails thereof. 10 And ye shall 
let nothing of it remain until the 
morning; and that which re- 
mainetli of it until the morning 
ye shall burn with fire. "And thus 
shall ye eat it; with your loins 
girded, your shoes on your feet, 
and your staff in your hand; and 
ye shall eat it in haste: it is the 
Lord’s passover. “For I will pass 
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through the land of Egypt this 
night, and will smite all the first¬ 
born in the land of Egypt, both 
man and beast; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute 
judgment: I am the Lord. 13 And 
the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye 
are: and when I see the blood, 
I will pass over you, and the 
plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy you, when I smite the land 
of Egypt. 14 And this day shall be 
unto you for a memorial: and ye 
shall keep it a feast to the Lord 
throughout your generations; ye 
shall keep it a feast by an ordi¬ 
nance for ever. “Seven days shall 
ye eat unleavened bread; even 
the first day ye shall put away 
leaven out of your houses; for 
whosoever eateth leavened bread 
from the first day until the seventh 
day, that soul shall be cut off from 
Israel. “And in the first day there 
shall be a holy convocation, and 
in the seventh day there shall be 
a holy convocation to you; no 
manner of work shall be done in 
them, save that which every man 
must eat, that only may be done 
by you. 17 And ye shall observe the 
feast of unleavened bread; for in 
this selfsame day have I brought 
your armies out of the land of 
Egypt: therefore shall ye observe 
this day in your generations by 
an ordinance for ever. 18 In the 
first month, on the fourteenth day 
of the month at even, ye shall eat 
unleavened bread, until the one 
and twentieth day of the month 
at even. “Seven days shall there 


be no leaven found in your 
houses: for whosoever eateth that 
which is leavened, even that soul 
shall be cut off from the congre¬ 
gation of Israel, whether he be a 
stranger, or born in the land. 20 Ye 
shall eat nothing leavened; in att 
your habitations shall ye eat un¬ 
leavened bread. 

21 Then Moses called for all the 
elders of Israel, and said unto 
them. Draw out and take you a 
lamb according to your families, 
and kill the passover-iarafr. 22 And 
ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, 
and dip it in the blood that is in 
the basin, and strike the lintel and 
the two side posts with the blood 
that is in the basin; and none of 
you shall go out of the door of 
his house until the morning. 23 For 
the Lord will pass through to 
smite the Egyptians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the 
Lord will pass over the door, and 
will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite 
you. 24 And ye shall observe this 
thing for an ordinance to thee and 
and to thy sons for ever. 23 And 
it shall come to pass, when ye be 
come to the land which the Lord 
will give you, according as he 
hath promised, that ye shall keep 
this service. 2fl And it shall come 
to pass, when your children shall 
say unto you, What mean ye by 
this service? 27 That ye shall say, 
It is the sacrifice of the Lord's 
passover, who passed over the 
houses of the children of Israel 
in Egypt, when he* smote the 
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EKyptians, and delivered our 
houses. And the people bowed the 
head and worshipped. z9 And the 
children of Israel went away, and 
did so; as the Lord had com¬ 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did 
llu*y. 

J# And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the Lord smote all the 
first-born in the land of Egypt, 
from the first-horn of Pharaoh 
that sat on his throne unto the 
first-horn of the captive that was 
in the dungeon; and all the first- 
horn of cattle. 30 And Pharaoh 
rose up in the night, he, and all 
his servants, and all the Egyp¬ 
tians; and there was a great cry 
in Egypt; for there was not a 
house where there was not one 
dead. 3, And he called for Moses 
and Aaron by night, and said, 
Riae up, and get you forth from 
among my people, both ye and 
the children of Israel; and go, 
serve the Lord, as ye have said. 
32 A Iso take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be 
gone; and bless me also. S3 And 
the Egyptians were urgent upon 
the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste; 
for they said, We be all dead men. 
S4 And the people took their dough 
hefore it was leavened, their 
kneading-troughs being bound up 
in their clothes upon their shoul¬ 
ders. aB And the children of Israel 
did according to the word of Mo¬ 
ses ; and they borrowed of the 
Egyptians jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold, and raiment: "And 
the Lord gave the people favour 


in the sight of the Egyptians, sc# 
that they lent unto them sue.\ 
things as they required. And they 
despoiled Egypt. 

37 And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Raineses to Suc- 
coth, about six hundred thousand 
on foot that were men, besides 
children. 38 And a mixed multitude 
went up also with them; and 
flocks, and herds, even very much 
cattle. 3B And they baked unleav¬ 
ened cakes of the dough which 
they brought forth out of Egypt, 
for it was not leavened; because 
they were thrust out of Egypt, 
and could not tarry, neither had 
they prepared for themselves any 
victual. 

40 Now the sojourning of the 
children of Israel, who dwelt in 
Egypt, was four hundred and 
thirty years. 4J And it came to pass 
at the end of the four hundred 
and thirty years, even the self¬ 
same day it came to pass, that 
all the hosts of the Lord went out 
from the land of Egypt. 4Z It is 
a night to be much observed unto 
the Lord for bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt: this is 
that night of the Lord to be ob¬ 
served by all the children of Israel 
in their generations. 

4B And the lord said unto Moses 
and Aaron, This is the ordinance 
of the passover: There shall nb 
stranger eat thereof: 44 But every 
man's servant that is bought for 
money, when thou hast circum¬ 
cised him, then shall he eat there¬ 
of. 4B A foreigner and a hired 
servant shall not eat thereof. 48 In 
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one house shall it be eaten; thou 
shalt not carry forth ought of 
the flesh abroad out of the house; 
neither shall ye break a bone 
thereof. 47 A11 the congregation 
of Israel shall keep it. "And 
when a stranger shall sojourn 
with thee, and will keep the pass- 
over to the Lord, let all his males 
be circumcised, and then let him 
come near and keep it; and he 
shall be as one that is born in the 
land: for no uncircumcised person 
shall eat thereof. "One law shall 
be to him that is home-born, and 
unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among you. 50 Thus did all the 
children of Israel; as the Lord 
commanded Moses and Aaron, so 
did they. 51 And it came to pass 
the selfsame day, that the Lord 
did bring the children of Israel 
out of the land of Egypt by their 
armies. 

And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 2 Sanctify un¬ 
to me all the first-born, whatso¬ 
ever openeth the womb among the 
children of Israel, both of man 
and of beast: it is mine. 

*And Moses said unto the people, 
Remember this day, in which ye 
came out from Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage; for by strength 
of hand the Lord brought you 
out from this place; there shall 
no leavened bread be eaten. 4 This 
day came ye out in the month 
Abib. 5 And it shall be when the 
Lord shall bring thee into the land 
of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, and the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, which he swore 


unto thy fathers to give thee, a 
land flowing with milk and honey, 
that thou shalt keep this service 
in this month. c Seven days thou 
shalt eat unleavened bread, and 
in the seventh day shall be a feast 
to the Lord. 7 Unleavened bread 
shall be eaten seven days; and 
there shall no leayened bread be 
seen with thee, neither shall there 
be leaven seen with thee in all thy 
quarters. e And thou shalt shew 
thy son in that day, saying, This 
is done because of that which the 
Lord did unto me when I came 
forth out of Egypt. ®And it shall 
be for a sign unto thee upon thin-' 
hand, and for a memorial between 
thine eyes, that the Lord’s lav- 
may be in thy mouth: for with a 
strong hand hath the Lord brought 
thee out of Egypt. 10 Thou shalt 
therefore keep this ordinance in 
its season from year to year. 

”And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of 
the Canaanites, as he swore unto 
thee and to thy fathers, and shall 
give it thee, 12 That thou shall 
set apart unto the Lord all that 
openeth the womb, and every 
firstling that cometh of a beast 
which thou hast; the males shall 
be the Lord’s. 13 And every first¬ 
ling of an ass thou shalt redeem 
with a lamb; and if thou wilt not 
redeem it, then thou shalt break 
his neck: and all the first-born of 
man among thy children shalt 
thou redeem. 14 And it shall he 
when thy son asketh thee in time 
to come, saying, What is this? 
that thou shalt say unto him, By 
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strength of hand the Lord brought 
us out from Egypt, from the house 
of bondage: ,5 And it came to 
pass, when Pharaoh would hardly 
let us go, that the Lord slew all 
the first-born in the land of Egypt, 
boll* the first-born of man, and 
the first-born of beast: therefore 
I sacrifice to the Lord all that 
openeth the womb, being males; 
but all the first-bom of my chil¬ 
dren I redeem. lfl And it shall be 
for a token upon thine hand, and 
for frontlets between thine eyes: 
for by strength of hand the Lord 
brought us forth out of Egypt,

1T And it came to pass, when 
Pharaoh had let the people go, 
that God led them not through 
the way of the land of the Philis¬ 
tines, although that was near; 
for God said, Lest peradventure 
the people repent when they see 
war, and they return to Egypt: 
ls But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness 
of the Red Sea; and the children 
of Israel went up armed out of 
the land of Egypt. ,8 And Moses 
took the bones of Joseph with 
him: for he had straitly sworn 
the children of Israel, saying, God 
will surely visit you; and ye shall 
carry up my bones away hence 
with you. 20 And they took their 
journey from Succoth, and en¬ 
camped in Etham, at the edge of 
the wilderness. 21 And the Lord 
went before them by day in a 
pillar of cloud, to lead them the 
way; and by night in a pillar of 


fire, to give them light; to go by 
day and night: 22 He took not 
away the pillar of cloud by day, 
nor the pillar of fire by night 
from before the people. 

And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 2 Speak unto 
the children of Israel, that they 
turn and encamp before Pi-hahi- 
roth, between Migdol and the sea, 
over against Baal-zephon: before 
it shall ye encamp by the sea. 
a For Pharaoh will say of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, They are entangled 
in the land, the wilderness hath 
shut them in. 4 And I will harden 
Pharaoh’s heart, that he shall 
follow after them; and I will be 
honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon 
all his host; that the Egyptians 
may know that I am the Lord. 
And they did so. 

5 And it was told the king of 
Egypt that the people fled: and 
the heart of Pharaoh and of his 
servants was turned against the 
people, and they said, Why have 
we done this, that we have let 
Israel go from serving us? 9 And 
he made ready his chariot, and 
took his people with him: 7 And 
he took six hundred chosen chari¬ 
ots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of 
them. ®And the Lord hardened 
the heart of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and he pursued after the 
children of Israel: and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel went out with a 
high hand. 9 But the Egyptians 
pursued after them, ail the horses 
and chariots of Pharaoh, and his 
horsemen, and his army, and over- 
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took them encamping by the sea, 
beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal- 
zephon. 

,0 And when Pharaoh drew nigh, 
the children of Israel lifted up 
their eyes, and, behold, the Egyp¬ 
tians marched after them; and 
they were sore afraid: and the 
children of Israel cried out unto 
the Lord. “And they said unto 
Moses, Because there were no 
graves in Egypt, hast thou taken 
us away to die in the wilderness? 
wherefore hast thou dealt thus 
with us, to carry us forth out of 
Egypt? »/.s not this the word that 
we did speak unto thee in Egypt, 
saying, Let us alone, that we may 
serve the Egyptians? For it had 
been better for us to serve the 
Egyptians, than that we should 
die in the wilderness. 13 And Moses 
eaid unto the people, Fear ye not, 
stand still, and see the salvation 
of the Lord, which he will shew 
to you to-day: for the Egyptians 
whom ye have seen to-day, ye shall 
see them again no more for ever. 
“The Lord shall fight for you, 
and ye shall hold your peace. 

15 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? 
speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they go forward: 18 But lift 
thou up thy rod, and stretch out 
thine hand over the sea, and di¬ 
vide it: and the children of Israel 
shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. “And I, be¬ 
hold, I will harden the hearts of 
the Egyptians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon 


all his host, upon his chariots, 
and upon his horsemen. 18 And the 
Egyptians shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have gotten me 
honour upon Pharaoh, upon his 
chariots, and upon his horsemen. 
,0 And the angel of God, who 
went before the camp of Israel, 
removed and^vent behind them; 
and the piliar of the cloud went 
from before their face, and stood 
behind them: 20 And it came be¬ 
tween the camp of the Egyptians 
and the camp of Israel; and 
was a cloud and darkness to them. 
but it gave light by night to these : 
so that the one came not near 
the other all the night. 21 And 
Moses stretched out his hand over 
the sea; and the Lord caused the 
sea to go back by a strong east 
wind all that night, and made the 
sea dry land, and the waters were 
divided. 22 And the children of 
Israel went into the midst of 
the sea upon the dry ground . 
and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 23 And the Egyptians 
pursued, and went in after them 
to the midst of the sea, even all 
Pharaoh's horses, his chariots, 
and his horsemen. Z4 And it came 
to pass, that in the morning watch 
the Lord looked unto the host 
of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of fire and of cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyp¬ 
tians. 25 And took off their chariol 
wheels, that they drove them 
heavily: so that the Egyptians 
said, Let us flee from the face of 
Israel; for the Lord fighteth for 
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them against the Egyptians. 

28 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters may come 
again upon the Egyptians, upon 
their chariots, and upon their 
her semen. 27 And Moses stretched 
forth his hand over the sea, and 
the sea returned to its strength 
when the morning appeared; and 
the Egyptians fled against it; and 
the Lord overthrew the Egyptians 
in the midst of the sea. 28 And the 
wafers returned, and covered the 
chariots, and the horsemen, and 
all the host of Pharaoh that came 
into the sea after them ; there re¬ 
mained not so much as one of 
them. 26 But the children of Israel 
walked upon dry land in the midst 
of the sea, and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right 
hand, and on their left. “Thus 
the Lord saved Israel that day out 
of the hand of the Egyptians; and 
Israel saw the Egyptians dead 
upon the seashore. 3l And Israel 
saw that great work which the 
Lord did upon the Egyptians: 
and the people feared the Lord, 
and believed the Lord, and his 
servant Moses. 

Then sang Moses and the 
children of Israel this song 
unto the Lord, and spoke, saying: 

I will sing unto the Lord, for 
he hath triumphed gloriously: 
the horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea. 2 The Lord 
-?? my strength and song, and he 
is become my salvation; he is my 
** 0 ( 1 , and I will adorn him; my 
father's God, and I will exalt him. 


“The Lord is a man of war: the 
Lord is his name. ‘Pharaoh’s 
chariots and his host hath he cast 
into the sea: his chosen captains 
also are drowned in the Red Sea. 
“The depths have covered them: 
they sank into the bottom as a 
stone. 8 Thy right hand, 0 Lord, 
is become glorious in power: thy 
right hand, O Lord, hath dashed 
in pieces the enemy. 7 And in the 
greatness of thine excellency thou 
hast overthrown them that rose 
up against thee: thou sentest 
forth thy wrath, which consumed 
them as stubble. 8 And with the 
blast of thy nostrils the waters 
were gathered together, the floods 
stood upright as a heap, and 
the depths were congealed in the 
heart of the sea. B The enemy said, 
I will pursue, I will overtake, I 
will divide the spoil; my lust shall 
be satisfied upon them; I will 
draw my sword, my hand shall 
destroy them. “Thou didst blow 
with thy wind, the sea covered 
them: they sank as lead in the 
mighty waters. “Who is like unto 
thee, 0 Lord, among the gods? 
who is like thee, glorious in holi¬ 
ness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders? 12 Thou stretchedst out 
thy right hand, the earth swal¬ 
lowed them. 13 Thou in thy mercy 
hast led forth the people that 
thou hast redeemed: thou hast 
guided them in thy strength unto 
thy holy habitation. “The people 
shall hear, and be afraid: sorrow 
shall take hold on the inhabitants 
of Philistia. “Then the dukes of 
Edom shall be amazed; the mighty 
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men of Moab, trembling shall take 
hold upon them; all the inhabi¬ 
tants of Canaan shall melt away. 
16 Fear and dread shall fall upon 
them; by the greatness of thine 
arm they shall be as still as a 
stone; till thy people pass over, 
O Lord, till the people pass over, 
that thou hast purchased. ,7 Thou 
shalt bring them in, and plant 
them in the mountain of thine in¬ 
heritance, in the place, 0 Lord, 
which thou hast made for thee 
to dwell in, in the Sanctuary, 0 
Lord, which thy hands have es¬ 
tablished. 18 The Lord shall reign 
for ever and ever. ie For the 
horse of Pharaoh went in with 
his chariots and with his horse¬ 
men into the sea, and the Lord 
brought again the waters of the 
sea upon them; but the children 
of Israel went on dry land in the 
midst of the sea. 

20 And Miriam the prophetess, 
the sister of Aaron, took a timbrel 
in her hand; and all the women 
went out after her with timbrels 
and with dances. 21 And Miriam 
answered them, Sing ye to the 
Lord, for he hath triumphed glo¬ 
riously; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

22 So Moses brought Israel from 
the Red Sea, and they went out in¬ 
to the wilderness of Shur; and 
they went three days in the wilder¬ 
ness, and found no water. 23 And 
when they came to Marah, they 
could not drink of the waters of 
Marah,for they were bitter: there¬ 
fore the name of it was called Ma¬ 
rah. 24 And the people murmured a¬ 


gainst Closes, saying, What shall 
we drink? 2fl And he cried unto 
the Lord; and the Lord shewed 
him a tree, and he had cast it 
into the waters, and the waters 
were made sweet: there he made 
for them a statute and an ordi¬ 
nance, and there he proved them. 
26 And said, If thou wilt diligently 
hearken to the voice of the Lord 
thy God, and wilt do that which 
is right in his sight, and wilt give 
ear to his commandments, and 
keep all his statutes, I will pul 
none of these diseases upon thee, 
which I have brought upon the 
Egyptians: for I am the Lord 
that healeth thee. 

Z7 Ar«d they came to Elim, where 
were twelve wells of water, and 
threescore and ten palm trees: 
and they encamped there by the 
waters. 

And they took their journey 
from Elim, and all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel 
came unto the wilderness of Sin, 
which is between Elim and Sinai, 
on the fifteenth day of the second 
month after their departing onl 
of the land of Egypt. 2 And the 
whole congregation of the children 
of Israel murmured against Moses 
and Aaron in the wilderness: 
3 And the children of Israel said 
unto them, Would to God we had 
died by the hand of the Lord in 
the land of Egypt, when we sat 
by the flesh-pots, and when we 
did eat bread to the full: for 
ye have brought us forth into this 
wilderness, to kill this whole as¬ 
sembly with hunger. 
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‘Then said the Lord unto Moses, 
Behold, I will rain bread from 
heaven for you; and the people 
shall go out and gather a certain 
rate every day, that I may prove 
them, whether they will walk in 
mv law, or not. R And it shall come 
to pass, that on the sixth day they 
shall prepare that which they 
bring in; and it shall be twice as 
much as they gather daily. °And 
Moses and Aaron said unto all 
the children of Israel, At even, 
then ye shall know that the Lord 
hath brought you out from the 
land of Egypt: ’And in the morn¬ 
ing, then ye shall see the glory of 
the Lord; for that lie heareth 
your murmurings against the 
Lord: and what are we, that ye 
murmur against us? fl And Moses 
said, This shall be, when the Lord 
shall give you in the evening 
flesh to eat, and in the morning 
hread to the full; for that the 
Lord heareth your murmurings 
which ye murmur against him: 
and what are we? your murmur- 
’ngs are not against us, but 
against the Lord, # And Moses 
spoke unto Aaron, Say unto all 
the congregation of the children 
of Israel, Come near before the 
Lord: for he hath heard your 
murmurings. ,0 And it came to 
pass, as Aaron spoke unto the 
whole congregation of the children 
of Israel, that they looked toward 
the wilderness, and, behold, the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the 
cloud. 

“And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 12 I have heard the 


murmurings of the children of 
Israel: speak unto them, saying. 
At even ye shall eat flesh, and in 
the morning ye shall be fllled 
with bread; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God. 
13 And it came to pass, that at 
even the quails came up, and 
covered the camp: and in the 
morning the dew lay round about 
the camp. “And when the dew 
that lay was gone up, behold, upon 
the face of the wilderness there 
lay something fine and scaly, as 
fine as the hoar frost on the 
ground. “And when the children 
of Israel saw it, they said one to 
another, It is manna: for they 
knew not what it was. And Moses 
said unto them, This is the bread 
which the Lord hath given you 
to eat. “This is the thing which 
the Lord hath commanded, Gather 
of it every man according to his 
eating, an omer for every man, 
according to the number of your 
persons; take ye every man for 
them that are in his tents. “And 
the children of Israel did so, and 
gathered, some more, some less. 
“And when they did mete it with 
an omer, he that gathered much 
had nothing over, and he that 
gathered little had no lack; they 
gathered every man according to 
his eating. “And Moses said, Let 
no man leave of it till the 
morning. ^Notwithstanding they 
hearkened not unto Moses; but 
some of them left of it until the 
morning, and it bred worms, and 
stank: and Moses was wroth with 
them. 21 And they gathered it 
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every morning, every man accord¬ 
ing to his eating: and when the 
sun waxed hot, it melted. “And 
it came to pass, that on the sixth 
day they gathered twice as much 
bread, two omers for one man: 
and all the rulers of the congre¬ 
gation came and told Moses. “And 
he said unto them, This is that 
which the Lord hath said, To¬ 
morrow is the rest of the holy 
sabbath unto the Lord: bake that 
which ye will bake to-day, and 
seethe that ye will seethe; and 
that which remaineth over lay up 
for you to be kept until the morn¬ 
ing. “And they laid it up till the 
morning, as Moses bade: and it 
did not stink, neither was there 
any worm therein, “And Moses 
said, Eat that to-day; for to-day 
is a sabbath unto the Lord; to¬ 
day ye shall not find it in the 
field. “Six days ye shall gather 
it; but on the seventh day, which 
is the sabbath, in it there shall 
be none. 

“And it came to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on 
the seventh day for to gather, and 
they found none. “And the Lord 
said unto Moses, How long refuse 
ye to keep my commandments and 
my laws? “See, for that the Lord 
hath given you the sabbath, there¬ 
fore he giveth you on the sixth 
day the bread of two days: abide 
ye every man in his place, let no 
man go out of his place on the 
seventh day. “And the people 
rested on the seventh day. 81 And 
the house of Israel called the name 
thereof Manna: and it was like 


coriander seed, white; and the 
taste of it was like wafers made 
with honey. 

“And Moses said, This is the 
thing which the Lord command- 
eth, Fill an omer of it to be kept 
for your generations; that they 
may see the bread wherewith 1 
have fed you in the wilderness, 
when I brought you forth from 
the land of Egypt. “And Moses 
said unto Aaron, Take a pot, and 
put an omer full of manna therein, 
and lay it up before the Lord, to 
be kept for your generations. 34 As 
the Lord commanded Moses, ho 
Aaron laid it up before the Tes¬ 
timony, to be kept. “And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel did eat manna forty 
years, until they came to a land 
inhabited; they did eat manna, 
until they came unto the borders 
of the land of Canaan. “Now an 
omer is the tenth part of an 
ephah. 

And all the congregation of 
the children of Israel jour¬ 
neyed from the wilderness of Sin, 
after their journeys, according to 
the commandment of the Lord, 
and pitched in Rephidim: ami 
there was no water for the people 
to drink. 2 Wherefore the people 
did chide with Moses, and said. 
Give us water that we may drink. 
And Moses said unto them, Why 
chide ye with me? wherefore do 
ye tempt the Lord ? 3 And the 
people thirsted there for water; 
and the people murmured against 
Moses, and said, Wherefore is 
this that thou hast brought us up 
out of Egypt, to kill us and our 
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children and our cattle with 
thirst? 4 And Moses cried unto 
the Lord saying 1 , What shall I do 
unto this people? they be almost 
ready to stone me. s And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Go on before the 
people, and take with thee of the 
i;lUers of Israel; and thy rod, 
wherewith thou smoteBt the river, 
take in thine hand, and go. 6 Be- 
hold, I will stand before thee there 
upon the rock in Horeb; and thou 
tthalt smite the rock, and there 
shall come water out of it, that 
the people may drink. And Moses 
did so in the sight of the elders 
of Israel. 7 And he called the name 
of the place Massah, and Meribah, 
because of the chiding of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and becuufle they 
tempted the Lord, saying, Is the 
I/ord among us, or not? 

“Then came Amalek, and fought 
witli Israel in Rephidim. “And 
Moses said unto Joshua, Choose 
us out men, and go out, fight with 
Amalek: to-morrow I will stand 
on the top of the hill with the rod 
of God in mine hand. 10 So Joshua 
did as Moses had said to him, and 
fought with Amalek: and Moses, 
Aaron, and Hur went up to the 
top of the hill. J1 And it came to 
pass, when Moses held up his 
hand, that Israel prevailed: and 
when he let down his hand, Ama¬ 
lek prevailed. 1J But Moses’ hands 
were heavy; and they took a stone, 
and put it under him, and he sat 
thereon; and Aaron and Hur 
stayed up his hands, the one on 
the one side, and the other on 
the other Bide; and his hands were 


steady until the going down of 
the sun. ,3 And Joshua discomfited 
Amalek and his people with the 
edge of the sword. 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this for a memorial in a 
book, and rehearse it in the ears 
of Joshua: for I will utterly blot 
out the remembrance of Amalek 
from under heaven. ,5 And Moses 
built an altar, and called the name 
of it Jehovah-nissi: ,fl For he said, 
Because the Lord hath sworn that 
the Lord will have war with 
Amalek from generation to gene¬ 
ration.

When Jethro, the priest of 
Midian, Moses' father-in-law, 
heard of all that God had done for 
Moses, and for Israel his people, 
and that the Lord had brought 
Israel out of Egypt; 2 Then Jethro, 
Moses’ father-in-law, took Zippo- 
rah, Moses' wife, after he had sent 
her back, 3 And her two sons; of 
whom the name of the one was 
Gershom; for he said, I have been 
an alien in a strange land: 4 And 
the name of the other was Eliezer; 
for the God of my father, said he, 
was mine help, and delivered me 
from the sword of Pharaoh: 8 And 
Jethro, Moses' father-in-law, came 
with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into the wilderness, where 
he encamped at the mount of God: 
9 And he said unto Moses, I thy 
father-in-law Jethro am come 
unto thee, and thy wife, and her 
two sons with her. 7 And Moses 
went out to meet his father-in- 
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law, and did obei3ance, and kissed 
him; and they asked each other 
of their welfare; and they 2 ame 
into the tent. 8 And Moses told his 
father-in-law all that the Lord 
had done unto Pharaoh and to the 
Egyptians for Israel's sake, and 
all the travail that had come upon 
them by the way, and how the 
Lord delivered them. e And Jethro 
rejoiced for all the goodness which 
the Lord had done to Israel, whom 
he had delivered out of the hand 
of the Egyptians. 10 And Jethro 
said, Blessed be the Lord, who 
hath delivered you out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of Pharaoh, who hath de¬ 
livered the people from under the 
hand of the Egyptians. “Now I 
know that the Lord is greater 
than all gods: for in the thing 
wherein they dealt proudly he was 
above them. 12 And Jethro, Moses' 
father-in-law, took a burnt-offer¬ 
ing and sacrifices for God: and 
Aaron came, and all the elders of 
Israel, to eat bread with Moses' 
father-in-law before God. 

13 And it came to pas9 on the 
morrow: that Moses sat to judge 
the people: and the people stood 
by Moses from the morning unto 
the evening. “And when Moses' 
father-in-law saw all that he did 
to the people, he said, What is this 
thing that thou doest to the 
people? why sittest thou thyself 
alone, and all the people stand by 
thee from morning unto even? 
18 And Moses said unto his father- 
in-law, Because the people came 
unto me to inquire of God: “When 


they have a matter, they come 
unto me; and I judge between 
one and another, and I do make 
them know the statutes of God, 
and his laws. 1T And Moses' father- 
in-law said unto him, The thing 
that thou doest is not good. “Thou 
wilt surely wear away, both thou, 
and this people that is with thee: 
for this thing is too heavy for 
thee; thou art not able to perform 
it thyself alone. “Hearken now 
unto my voice, I will give thee 
counsel, and God shall be wil.li 
thee: Be thou for the people to 
God-ward, that thou mayest bring 
the causes unto God: “And thou 
shalt teach them ordinances and 
laws, and shalt shew them the 
way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do 
“Moreover thou shalt provide out 
of all the people able men, such 
as fear God, men of truth, hating 
covetousness; and place such over 
them, to be rulers of thousands, 
and rulers of hundreds, rulers of 
fifties, and rulers of tens: “And 
let them judge the people at all 
seasons: and it shall be, that every 
great matter they shall bring unto 
thee, but every small matter they 
shall judge: so shall it be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear 
the burden with thee. 23 If thou 
shalt do this thing, and God com¬ 
mand thee so, then thou shalt be 
able to endure, and all this people 
shall also go to their place in 
peace. 24 So Moses hearkened to 
the voice of his father-in-law, 
and did all that he had said. “And 
Moses chose able men out of all 
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I urn el, and made them heads over 
the people, rulers of thousands, 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of 
fifties, and rulers of tens. 2a And 
they judged the people at all 
reasons: the hard causes they 
brought unto Moses, but every 
small matter they judged them¬ 
selves. 

37 And Moses let his father-in- 
low depart; and he went his way 
into his own land. 

In the third month, when the 
children of Israel were gone 
forth out of the land of Egypt, 
the same day came they into the 
wilderness of Sinai. 2 For they 
were departed from Rephidim, and 
were come to the desert of Sinai, 
nnd had pitched in the wilderness; 
mid there Israel camped before 
the mount. s And Moses went up 
unto God, and the Lord called un¬ 
to him out of the mountain, say¬ 
ing, Thus shalt thou say to the 
house of Jacob, and tell the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; *Ye have seen 
what I did unto the Egyptians, 
nnd how I bore you on eagles’ 
wings, and brought you unto my¬ 
self. c Now therefore, if ye will 
obey my voice indeed, and keep 
my covenant, then ye shall be a 
peculiar treasure unto me above 
all people: for all the earth is 
mine: 8 And ye shall be unto me 
a kingdom of priests, and a holy 
nation. These are the words which 
thou shalt speak unto the children 
of Israel. 7 And Moses came and 
called for the elders of the people, 
and laid before them all these 
words whicli the Lord commanded 


him. *And all the people answered 
together, and said. All that the 
Lord hath spoken we will do. And 
Moses returned the words of the 
people unto the Lord. e And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Lo, I come 
unto thee in a thick cloud, that 
the people may hear when I speak 
with thee, and believe thee for 
ever. And Moses told the words 
of the people unto the Lord. ,0 And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Go un¬ 
to the people, and sanctify them 
to-day and to-morrow, and let 
them wash their clothes, 11 And be 
ready against the third day: for 
the third day the Lord will come 
down in the sight of all the people 
upon mount Sinai. 12 And thou 
shalt set bounds unto the people 
round about, saying, Take heed 
to yourselves, that t/e go not up 
into the mount, or touch the bor¬ 
der of it: whosoever toucheth the 
mount shall be surely put to 
death: ,3 There shall not a hand 
touch it, but he shall surely be 
stoned, or shot through; whether 
it be beast or man, it shall not 
live: when the trumpet soundeth 
long, they shall come up to the 
mount. 14 And Moses went down 
from the mount unto the people, 
and sanctified the people; and they 
washed their clothes. 1B And he 
said unto the people, Be ready 
against the third day: come not 
near a woman. 

Jfl And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there 
were thunders and lightnings, and 
a thick cloud upon the mount, and 
the voice of the trumpet exceeding

loud; so that all the people that 
were, in the camp trembled. 17 And 
Mose9 brought forth the people 
out of the camp to meet with God; 
and they stood at the nether part 
of the mount. 18 And mount Sinai 
was altogether on smoke, because 
the Lord descended upon it in 
fire: and the smoke thereof as¬ 
cended as the smoke of a furnace, 
and the whole mount quaked 
greatly. ,B And when the voice of 
the trumpet sounded long, and 
waxed louder, and louder, Moses 
spoke, and God answered him by a 
voice. 20 And the Lord came down 
upon mountSinai, on the top of the 
mount: and the Lord called Moses 
up to the top of the mount; and 
Moses went up. “And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Go down, charge 
the people, lest they break through 
unto the Lord to gaze, and many 
of them perish. 22 And let the 
priests also, that come near to 
the Lord, sanctify themselves, lest 
the Lord break forth upon them. 
23 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
The people cannot come up to 
mount Sinai: for thou chargedst 
us, saying, Set bounds about the 
mount, and sanctify it. “And the 
Lord said unto him, Away, get 
thee down, and thou 9halt come 
up, thou, and Aaron with thee: 
but let not the priests and the 
people break through to come up 
unto the Lord, lest he break forth 
upon them. 25 So Moses went down 
unto the people, and spoke unto 
them. 

And God spoke all these 
words, flaying, 


2 I am the Lord thy God who 
have brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage. 

3 Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me. *Thou shalt not make 
unto thee any graven image, or 
any likeness of any thing that i.s 
in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the* 
water under the earth: 6 Thou 
shalt not bow down thyself t«» 
them, nor serve them: for T tin* 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fa¬ 
thers upon the children unto t.l»e 
third and fourth generation of 
them that hate me; 6 And shewing 
mercy unto thousands of them 
that love me, and keep my com¬ 
mandments. 

’Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain; for 
the Lord will not hold him guilt¬ 
less that taketh his name in vain. 

8 Remember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy. B Six days shalt thou 
labour, and do all thy work: ,0 But 
the seventh day is the sabbath of 
the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt 
not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, thy man¬ 
servant, nor thy maid-servant, 
nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates: “For in 
six days the Lord made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that 
in them is, and rested the seventh 
day: wherefore the Lord blessed 
the sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

“Honour thy father and thy 
mother: that thy days may he 
long upon the land which the 
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I/orrl thy God giveth thee. 

,J Thou shait not kill. 

,4 Thou shait not commit adul¬ 
tery. 

1B Thou shait not steal. 

“Thou shait not bear false wit- 
against thy neighbour. 

17 Thou shait not covet thy 
neighbour's house, thou shait not 
covet thy neighbour’s wife, nor 
his man-servant, nor his maid¬ 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is thy neigh¬ 
bour’s. 

“And all the people saw the 
thunderings, and the lightnings, 
and the noise of the trumpet, and 
the mountain smoking: and when 
the people saw it, they removed, 
and stood afar off. “And they 
auid unto Moses, Speak thou with 
us, and we will hear: but let not 
God speak with us, lest we die. 
,0 And Moses said unto the people. 
Fear not: for God is come to 
prove you, and that his fear may 
be before your faces, that ye sin 
not. 2, And the people stood afar 
off, and Moses drew near unto 
the thick darkness where God 
was. 

22 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Thus thou shait say unto the 
children of Israel, Ye have seen 
that I have talked with you from 
heaven. 23 Ye shall not make with 
me gods of silver, neither shall ye 
make unto you gods of gold. 24 An 
Hilar of earth thou shait make 
unto me, and shait sacrifice there¬ 
on thy hurnt-offerings, and thy 
peace-offerings, thy sheep, and 
thine oxen: in all places where I 


record my name I will come unto 
thee, and I will bless thee. “And 
if thou wilt make me an altar of 
stone, thou shait not build it of 
hewn stone: for if thou lift up 
thy tool upon it, thou hast polluted 
it. “Neither shait thou go up by 
steps unto mine altar, that thy 
nakedness be not discovered there¬ 
on.

Now these are the judgments 
which thou shait set before 
them. 

2 If thou buy a Hebrew ser¬ 
vant, six years he shall serve: 
and in the seventh he shall go out 
free for nothing. *If he came in 
by himself, he shall go out by 
himself: if he were married, then 
his wife shall go out with him. 
4 If his master have given him a 
wife, and she have borne him sons 
or daughters; the wife and her 
children shall be her master’s, 
and he shall go out by himself. 
3 And if the servant shall plainly 
say, I love my master, my wife, 
and my children; I will not go 
out free: *Then his master shall 
bring him unto the judges; he 
shall also bring him to the door, 
or unto the door post; and his 
master shall bore his ear through 
with an awl; and he shall serve 
him for ever. 

7 And if a man sell his daughter 
to be a maid-servant, she shall 
not go out as the men-servants do. 
8 If she please not her master, who 
hath betrothed her to himself, 
then shall he let her be redeemed: 
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to sell her unto a strange nation 
he shall have no power, seeing he 
hath dealt deceitfully with her. 
®And if he have betrothed her un¬ 
to his son, he shall deal with her 
after the manner of daughters. 
10 If he take him another wife; 
her food, her raiment, and her 
duty of marriage, shall he not 
diminish. ”And if he do not these 
three unto her, then shall she /to 
out free without money. 

12 He that smiteth a man, so that 
he die, shall be surely put to 
death. 13 And if a man lie not in 
wait, but God let it come into his 
hand; then I will appoint thee a 
place whither he shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presump¬ 
tuously upon his neighbour, to 
slay him with guile: thou shalt 
take him from mine altar, that he 
may die. 

13 And he that smiteth his fa¬ 
ther, or his mother, shall be surely 
put to death. 

16 And he that stealeth a man, 
and selleth him, or if he be found 
in his hand, he shall surely be 
put to death. 

17 And he that curseth his father, 
or his mother, shall surely be put 
to death. 

18 And if men strive together, 
and one smite another with a 
stone, or with his fist, and he die 
not, but keepeth his bed: JB If he 
rise again, and walk abroad upon 
his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit: only he shall pay 
for the loss of his time, and shall 
cause him to be thoroughly healed. 

20 And if a man smite his ser¬ 


vant, or his maid, with a rod, am 
he die under his hand; he shal 
be surely punished. 21 Notwith 
standing, if lie continue a day 01 
two, he shall not be punished 
for he is his money. 

22 If men strive, and hurt a 
woman with child, so that her 
fruit depart from her, and yol 
no mischief follow: he shall be 
surely punished, according as the 
woman's husband will lay upon 
him; and he shall pay as (he 
judges determine. 23 And if a)iu 
mischief follow, then thou shall 
give life for life, 24 Eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
foot for foot, 25 Burning for but n- 
ing, wound for wound, stripe for 
stripe. 

26 And if a man smite the eye 
of his servant, or the eye of lus 
maid, and destroy it; he shall let 
him go free for his eye's sake. 
27 And if he smite out his man¬ 
servant’s tooth, or his maid-ser¬ 
vant’s tooth; he shall let him go 
free for his tooth’s sake. 

28 If an ox gore a man or a 
woman, that they die: then the 
ox shall be surely stoned, and his 
flesh shall not be eaten; but the 
owner of the ox shall be quit. 
2B But if the ox were wont to push 
with his horn in time past, ami 
it hath been testified to Ins owner, 
and he hath not kept him in, but 
that he hath killed a man or a 
woman; the ox shall be stoned, 
and his owner also shall be put 
to death. 30 If there be laid on 
him a sum of money, then he shall 
give for the ransom of his lift* 
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whatsoever is laid upon him. 
"‘Whether he have gored a son, 
or have gored a daughter, accord¬ 
ing to this judgment shall it be 
done unto him. 32 If the ox shall 
push a man-servant or a maid- 
MMvnnt; he shall give unto their 
master thirty shekels of silver, 
and the ox shall be stoned. 

33 And if a man shall open a 
pit, or if a man shall dig a pit, 
and not cover it, and an ox or 
an ass fall therein; 3< The owner 
of the pit shall make it good, and 
give money unto the owner of 
them; and the dead beast shall 
be his. 

"“And if one man's ox hurt an¬ 
other's, that he die; then they 
shall sell the live ox, and divide 
the money of it; and the dead ox 
also they shall divide. “ a Or if it 
he known that the ox was wont 
h* gore in time past, and his 
owner hath not kept him in; he 
shall surely pay ox for ox; and 
the dead shall be his own. 

S7 If a man shall steal an ox, or 
a Hheep, and kill it, or sell it; he 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, 
mid four sheep for a sheep. 

22 ^ a thief be found breaking 
in, and be smitten that he 
die, there shall no blood be shed 
for him. 2 If the sun be risen upon 
him, there shall be blood shed for 
him ; for he should make full resti¬ 
tution; if he have nothing, then 
he shall be sold for his theft. "If 
the theft be certainly found in 
his hand alive, whether it be ox, 
or ass, or sheep; he shall restore 
double. 


4 If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall 
put in his beast, and shall feed 
in another man’s field; of the best 
of his own field, and of the best 
of his own vineyard, shall he make 
restitution. 

“If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of corn, 
or the standing corn, or the field, 
be consumed therewith; he that 
kindled the fire shall surely make 
restitution. 

6 If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, 
and it be stolen out of the man’s 
house; if the thief be found, let 
him pay double. 7 If the thief be 
not found, then the master of the 
house shall be brought unto the 
judges, to see whether he have 
put his hand unto his neighbour's 
goods. "For all manner of trespass, 
whether it be for ox, for ass, for 
sheep, for raiment, or for any 
manner of lost thing, which an¬ 
other challenged to be his, the 
cause of both parties shall come 
before the judges; and whom the 
judges shall condemn, he shall pay 
double unto his neighbour. 

"If a man deliver unto his 
neighbour an ass, or an ox, or a 
sheep, or any beast, to keep; and 
it die, or be hurt, or driven away, 
no man seeing it: 1 °Then shall 
an oath of the Lord be between 
them both, that he hath not put 
his hand unto his neighbour's 
goods; and the owner of it shall 
accept thereof, and he shall not 
make it good. 13 And if it be stolen 
from him, he shall make restitu- 
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tion unto the owner thereof. ia If 
it be tom in pieces, then let him 
bring it for witness, and he shall 
not make good that which was 
tom. 

“And if a man borrow ought 
of his neighbour, and it be hurt, 
or die, the owner thereof being 
not with it, he shall surely make 
it good. l *But if the owner therof 
be with it, he shall noi make it 
good: if it be a hired thing, it 
came for his hire. 

,5 And if a man entice a maid 
that is not betrothed, and lie with 
her, he shall surely endow her to 
be his wife. 18 If her father utterly 
refuse to give her unto him, he 
shall pay money according to the 
dowry of virgins. 

,7 Thou shalt not suffer a witch 
to live. 

“Whosoever lieth with a beast 
shall surely be put to death. 

16 He that sacrificeth unto any 
god, save unto the Lord only, he 
shall be utterly destroyed. 

“Thou shalt neither vex a 
stranger, nor oppress him: for ye 
were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

21 Ye shall not afflict any widow, 
or fatherless child. 22 If thou afflict 
them in any wise, and they cry 
at all unto me, I will surely hear 
their cry; 23 And my wrath shall 
wax hot, and I will kill you with 
the sword; and your wives shall 
be widows, and your children fa¬ 
therless. 

2< If thou lend money to any of 
my people that is poor by thee, 
thou shalt not be to him as a 


usurer, neither shalt thou lay upon 
him usury. 

25 If thou at all take thy neigh¬ 
bour's raiment to pledge, thou 
shalt deliver it unto him by the 
time the sun goeth down: 26 For 
that is his covering only, it is his 
raiment for his skin: wherein 
shall he sleep? and it shall come 
to pass, when he crieth unto me. 
that I will hear; for I am gra¬ 
cious. 

27 Thou shalt not revile the gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy people. 

“Thou shalt not delay to offer 
the first of thy ripe fruits, and of 
thy liquors: the first-born of thy 
sons shalt thou give unto me. 
“Likewise shalt thou do with 
thine oxen, and with thy sheep: 
seven days it shall be with its 
dam; on the eighth day thou shall 
give it me. 

30 And ye shall be holy men unto 
me: neither shall ye eat any flesh 
that is torn of beasts in the field; 
ye shall cast it to the dogs. 

Thou shalt not take up a 
false report: put not thino 
hand with the wicked to be an 
unrighteous witness. z Thou shalt 
not follow a multitude to do evil; 
neither shalt thou speak in a 
cause to decline after many to 
wrest judgment: 3 Neither shalt 
thou countenance a poor man in 
his cause. 

4 If thou meet thine enemy’s ox 
or his ass going astray, thou shalt 
surely bring it back to him again 

5 If thou see the ass of him that 
hateth thee lying under his bur¬ 
den, and wouldest forbear to help 
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him, thou shalt surely help with 
him. 

4 Thou shalt not wrest the judg¬ 
ment of thy poor in his cause. 
’Keep thee far from a false mat¬ 
ter; and the innocent and right- 
slay thou not: for I will not 
justify the wicked. 8 And thou 
shalt take no gift: for the gift 
blindeth the wise, and perverteth 
the words of the righteous. 

‘Also thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger: for ye know the heart 
of a stranger, seeing ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt. 

"And six years thou shalt sow 
thy land, and Bhalt gather in the 
fruits thereof: "But the seventh 
year thou shalt let it rest and lie 
still; that the poor of thy people 
may eat: and what they leave the 
beusts of the field shall eat. In 
like manner thou shalt deal with 
Uiy vineyard, and with thy olive- 
yard. 

"Six days thou shalt do thy 
work, and on the seventh day thou 
shalt rest: that thine ox and thine 
ass may rest, and the son of thy 
handmaid, and the stranger, may 
be refreshed. 

"And in all things that I have 
said unto you be circumspect: and 
moke no mention of the name of 
other gods, neither let it be heard 
out of thy mouth. 

"Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. "Thou 
slmlt keep the feast of unleavened 
bread: (thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread seven days, as I commanded 
ihee, in the time appointed of 
the month A bib; for in it thou 


earnest out from Egypt: and none 
shall appear before me empty:) 
"And the feast of harvest, the 
first-fruits of thy laboura, which 
thou hast sown in the field: and 
the feast of ingathering, which is 
in the end of the year, when thou 
hast gathered in thy labours out 
of the field. "Three times in the 
year all thy males shall appear 
before the Lord God. 

"Thou shalt not offer the blood 
of my sacrifice with leavened 
bread; neither shall the fat of my 
sacrifice remain until the morning. 
"The first of the first-fruits of 
thy land thou shalt bring into the 
house of the Lord thy God. 

Thou shalt not seethe a kid in 
its mother’s milk. 

"Behold, I send an angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and 
to bring thee into the place which 
I have prepared. “Beware of him, 
and obey his voice, provoke him 
not; for he will not pardon your 
transgressions: for my name is 
in him. “But if thou shalt indeed 
obey his voice, and do all that I 
speak; then I will be an enemy 
unto thine enemies, and an adver¬ 
sary unto thine adversaries. “For 
mine angel shall go before thee, 
and bring thee in unto the Amor- 
ite, and the Hittite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Canaanite, the Hiv- 
ite, and the Jebusite; and I will 
cut them off. 24 Thou shalt not bow 
down to their gods, nor serve 
them, nor do after their works: 
but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down their 
images. ”And ye shall Berve the 
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Lord your God, and he shall bless 
thy bread, and thy water; and I 
will take sickness away from the 
midst of thee. “There shall noth¬ 
ing cast their young, nor be bar¬ 
ren, in thy land: the number of 
thy days I will fulfil. 27 I will send 
my fear before thee, and will de¬ 
stroy all the people to whom thou 
shalt come, and I will make all 
thine enemies turn their backs 
unto thee. “And I will send hor¬ 
nets before thee, which shall drive 
out the Hivite, the Canaanite, and 
the Hittite, from before thee. Z9 I 
will not drive them out from be¬ 
fore thee in one year: lest the 
land become desolate, and the 
beast of the field multiply against 
thee. 30 By little and little I will 
drive them out from before thee, 
until thou be increased, and in¬ 
herit the land. 31 And I will set 
thy bounds from the Red Sea even 
unto the sea of the Philistines, 
and from the desert unto the 
river: for I will deliver the in¬ 
habitants of the land into your 
hand; and thou shalt drive them 
out before thee. 32 Thou shalt make 
no covenant with them, nor with 
their gods. 33 They shall not dwell 
in thy land, lest they make thee 
sin against me: for if thou serve 
their gods, it will surely be a 
snare unto thee. 

And he said unto Moses, 
Come up unto the Lord, thou, 
and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, 
and seventy of the elders of Isra¬ 
el; and worship ye afar off. 2 And 
Moses alone shall come near the 
Lord: but they shall not come 


nigh; neither shall the people go 
up with him. 

s And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord, 
and all the judgments: and all 
the people answered with one 
voice, and said, All the words 
which the Lord hath said will we 
do. *And Moses wrote all the 
words of the Lord, and rose up 
early in the morning, and builded 
an altar under the hill, and twelve 
pillars, according to the twelve 
tribes of Israel. 5 And he sent 
young men of the children of Isra¬ 
el, who offered burnt-offerings, 
and sacrificed peace-offerings of 
oxen unto the Lord. 6 And Moses 
took half of the blood, and put it 
in basins; and half of the blood 
he sprinkled on the altar. 7 And 
he took the book of the covenant, 
and read in the hearing of the 
people: and they said, All that the 
Lord hath said will we do, and be 
obedient. “And Moses took the 
blood, and sprinkled it on the 
people, and said, Behold the blood 
of the covenant, which the Lord 
hath made with you concerning 
all these words. ®Then went up 
Moses, and Aaron, Nadab, and 
Abihu, and seventy of the elders 
of Israel: 10 And they saw the 
God of Israel: and there was un¬ 
der his feet as it were a paved 
work of brilliant sapphire, and as 
it were the body of heaven in its 
clearness. "And upon the nobles 
of the children of Israel he laid 
not his hand: also they saw God, 
and did eat and drink. 

lz And the Lord said unto Moses, 
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two cherubim of gold, of beaten 
work shalt thou make them, in 
the two ends of the mercy seat. 
,c And make one cherub on the one 
end, and the other cherub on the 
other end: even of the mercy seat 
shall ye make the cherubim on the 
two ends thereof. 20 And the cher¬ 
ubim shall stretch forth their 
wings on high, covering the mercy 
seat with their wings, and their 
faces shall look one to another; 
toward the mercy seat shall the 
faces of the cherubim be. 21 And 
thou shalt put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony 
that I shall give thee. 22 And there 
I will meet with thee, and I will 
commune with thee from above 
the mercy seat, from between the 
two cherubim which are upon the 
ark of the testimony, of all things 
which I will give thee in com¬ 
mandment unto the children of 
Israel. 

23 Thou shalt also make a table 
of shittim-wood: two cubits shall 
be the length thereof, and a cubit 
the breadth thereof, and a cubit 
and a half the height thereof. 
24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a 
crown of gold round about. “And 
thou shalt make untc it a border 
of a handbreadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden 
crown to the border thereof round 
about. 2B And thou shalt make for 
it four rings of gold, and put the 
rings in the four corners that are 
on the four feet thereof. 27 0ver 
against the border shall the rings 


be for places of the staves to bear 
the table. 28 And thou shalt make 
the staves of shittim-wood, and 
overlay them with gold, that the 
table may be borne with them. 
29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and 
bowls thereof, and purifying ves¬ 
sels thereof, to pour out withal: of 
pure gold shalt thou make them. 
30 And thou shalt set upon the 
table shewbreadbefore me always 
31 And thou shalt make a candle 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work 
shall the candlestick be made: i (m 
shaft, and its branches, its bowls, 
its knobs, and its flowers, shall 
be of the same. 32 And six branches 
shall come out of the sides of it; 
three branches of the candlestick 
out of the one side, and three 
branches of the candlestick out 
of the other side: 33 Three bowls 
made like unto almonds, with a 
knob and a flower in one branch; 
and three bowls made like almonds 
in the other branch, with a knob 
and a flower: so in the six 
branches that come out of the 
candlestick. 34 And in the candle¬ 
stick shall be four bowls made 
like unto almonds, with their 
knobs and their flowers. “And 
there shall be a knob under two 
branches of the same, and a knob 
under two branches of the same, 
and a knob under two branches 
of the same, according to the six 
branches that proceed out of the 
candlestick. 38 Their knobs and 
their branches shall be of the 
same: all it shall be one beaten 
work of pure gold. 37 And thou 
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shalt make the seven lamps there¬ 
of : and they shall light the lamps 
thereof, that they may give light 
over against it. 39 And the tongs 
thereof, and the snuff-dishes 
thereof, shall be of pure gold. 30 O/ 
•t lulent of pure gold shall he 
make it, with alt these vessels. 
,0 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was 
shewn thee in the mount. 

Of? Moreover thou shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet: with cheru¬ 
bim of cunning work shalt thou 
mnke them. 2 The length of one 
curtain shall be eight and twenty 
cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and every 
one of the curtains shall liave one 
measure. 3 The five curtains shall 
he coupled together one to an¬ 
other: and other five curtains 
shall be coupled one to another. 
4 And thou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one 
curtain from the selvage in the 
coupling; and likewise shalt thou 
make in the uttermost edge of 
another curtain, in the coupling 
of the second. '■Fifty loops shalt 
thou make in the one curtain, 
and fifty loops shalt thou make 
in the edge of the curtain that is 
in the coupling of the second ; that 
the loops may take hold one of 
another. e And thou shalt make 
fifty hooks of gold, and couple 
the curtains together with the 
hooks: and it shall be one taber¬ 
nacle. 

T And thou shalt make curtains 


of goats’ hair to be a covering 
upon the tabernacle: eleven cur¬ 
tains shalt thou make. "The length 
of one curtain shall be thirty 
cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and the e- 
leven curtains shall be all of one 
measure. ®And thou shalt couple 
five curtains by themselves, and 
six curtains by themselves, and 
shalt double the sixth curtain in 
the forefront of the tabernacle. 
I0 And thou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one curtain that 
is outmost in the coupling, and 
fifty loops in the edge of the cur¬ 
tain which coupleth the second. 
"And thou shalt make fifty hooks 
of brass, and put the hooks into 
the loops, and couple the tent to¬ 
gether, that it may be one. ll And 
the remnant that remaineth of 
the curtains of the tent, the half 
curtain that remaineth, shall hang 
over the backside of the taber¬ 
nacle. ,3 And a cubit on the one 
side, and a cubit on the other side 
of that which remaineth in the 
length of the curtains of the tent, 
it shall hang over the sides of the 
tabernacle on this side and on that 
side, to cover it. 

M And thou shalt make a cover¬ 
ing for the tent of rams’ skins 
dyed red, and a covering 0 /badg¬ 
ers' skins above. 

,s And thou shalt make boards 
for the tabernacle of shittim-wood 
standing up. 19 Ten cubits shall be 
the length of a board, and a cubit 
and a half shall be the breadth 
of one board. 17 Two tenons ftftaJJ 
1 there be in one board, set in order 
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one against another: thus shalt 
thou make for all the boards of 
the tabernacle. ,8 And thou shalt 
make the boards for the taber¬ 
nacle, twenty boards on the south 
Side southward. 19 And thou shalt 
make forty sockets of silver under 
the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for its two ten¬ 
ons, and two sockets under an¬ 
other board for its two tenons. 
20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards. 5, And 
their forty sockets of silver; two 
sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. z2 And 
for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward thou shalt make six 
boards. a3 And two boards shalt 
thou make for the corners of the 
tabernacle in the two sides. J4 And 
they shall be coupled together be¬ 
neath, and they shall be coupled 
together above the head of it unto 
one ring: thus shall it be for them 
both; they shall be for the two 
corners. * 5 And they shall be eight 
boards, and their sockets of silver, 
sixteen sockets; two sockets under 
one board, and two sockets under 
another board. 

20 And thou shalt make bars of 
ahittim-wood; five for the boards 
of the one side of the tabernacle, 
,T And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, 
and five bars for the boards of 
the side of the tabernacle, for the 
two sides westward. 28 And the 
middle bar in the midst of the 
boards shall reach from end to 
end. 2e And thou shalt overlay the 


boards with gold, and make their 
rings of gold for places for the 
bars: and thou shalt overlay the 
bars with gold. S0 And thou shalt 
rear up the tabernacle according 
to the fashion thereof which was 
shewn thee in the mount. 

31 And thou shalt make a veil 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen of cunning 
work: with cherubim shall it be 
made: 32 And thou shalt hang it 
upon four pillars of shittim-wnurf 
overlaid with gold: their hooks 
shall be of gold, upon the four 
sockets of silver. 33 And thou shalt 
hang up the veil under the hooks, 
that thou mayest bring in thither 
within the veil the ark of the 
testimony: and the veil shall di¬ 
vide unto you between the holy 
place and the most holy. 34 And 
thou shalt put the mercy seat upon 
the ark of the testimony in the 
most holy place. 3r, And thou shalt 
set the table without the veil, and 
the candlestick over against the 
table on the side of the taber¬ 
nacle toward the south: and thou 
shalt put the table on the north 
side. 36 And thou shalt make a 
hanging for the door of the ten I, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, wrought 
with needlework. 37 And thou shalt 
make for the hanging five pillars 
of shittim-ioood, and overlay them 
with gold, and their hooks shall be 
of gold: and thou shalt cast five 
sockets of brass for them. 

And thou shalt make an altar 
of shittim-wood, five cubils 
long, and five cubits broad; the 
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altar shall be four-square; and 
the height thereof shall be three 
cubits. 2 And thou shalt make the 
horns of it upon the four corners 
thereof: its horns shall be of the 
same: and thou Hhall overlay it 
»ilh brass. 3 And tfiou shalt make 
its pots to receive its ashes, and 
its shovels, and its basins, and 
its flesh-hooks, and its fire-pans: 
all the vessels thereof thou shalt 
make of brass. ‘And thou shalt 
mnke for it a grate of network 
of brass; and upon the net shalt 
thou make four brazen rings in 
the four corners thereof. *And 
thou shalt put it under the com- 
piiRB of the altar beneath, that the 
net may be even to the midst of 
the altar. ®And thou shalt make 
slaves for the Hltar, staves of 
shittim-wood, and overlay them 
with hrass. 'And the staves shall 
be put into the rings, and the 
staves shall be upon the two sides 
of the altar, to bear it. 8 Hollow 
with boards shalt thou make it: 
as it was shewn thee in the 
mount, so shall they make it. 

“And thou shalt make the court 
of the tabernacle: for the south 
side southward there shall be 
hangings for the court of fine 
twined linen of a hundred cubits 
long for one side: 10 And the twen¬ 
ty pillars thereof and their twenty 
sockets shall be of brass; the 
hooks of jLa pillars and their 
fillets shall be of silver. “And like¬ 
wise for the north side in length 
I here shall be hangings of a hun¬ 
dred cubits long, and its twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets 


of brass; the hooks of the pillars 
and their fillets of silver. 12 And 
for the breadth of the court on 
the west side shall be hangings 
of fifty cubits: their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten. “And the 
breadth of the court on the east 
side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 
“The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be fifteen cubits: their 
pillars three, and their sockets 
three. “And on the other side 
shall be hangings fifteen cubits: 
their pillars three, and their 
sockets three. “And for the gate 
of the court shall be a hanging 
of twenty cubits, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet,and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework: 
and their pillars shall be four, 
and their sockets four. “All the 
pillars round about the court shall 
be filleted with silver; their hooks 
shall be of silver, and their sockets 
of brass. “The length of the court 
shall be a hundred cubits, and 
the breadth fifty by fifty, and the 
height five cubits of fine twined 
linen, and their sockets of brass. 
“All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and the 
pins of the court, shall be of 
brass.

,0 And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring 
thee pure olive oil beaten for the 
tight, to cause the lamp to bum 
always. 2, In the tabernacle of the 
congregation without the veil, 
which is before the testimony, 
Aaron and his sons shall order it 
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from evening to morning before 
the Lord: it shall be a statute for 
ever unto their generations on 
the behalf of the children of 
Israel. 

And take thou unto thee 
Aaron thy brother, and his 
sons with him from among the 
children of Israel, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s 
office, even Aaron, Nadab and 
Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, Aar¬ 
on’s sons. 2 And thou shalt make 
holy garments for Aaron thy 
brother for glory and for beauty. 
3 And thou shalt speak unto all 
that are wise hearted, whom I 
have filled with the spirit of wis¬ 
dom, that they may make Aaron’s 
garments to consecrate him, that 
he may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office. 

*And these are the garments 
which they shall make; a breast¬ 
plate, and an ephod, and a robe, 
and a broidered coat, a mitre, and 
a girdle: and they shall make 
holy garments for Aaron thy 
brother, and his sons, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s 
office. “And they Bball take gold, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen. 

•And they shall make the ephod 
of gold, of blue, and of purple, of 
scarlet, and fine twined linen, with 
cunning work. 7 It shall have the 
two shoulder-pieces thereof joined 
at the two edges thereof; and so it 
shall be joined together. ®And the 
curious girdle of the ephod, which 
is upon it, shall be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; 


even of gold, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen. 
•And thou shalt take two onyx 
stones, and grave on them the 
names of the children of Israel: 
10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the other six names of the 
rest on the other stone, according 
to their birth. n With the work 
of an engraver in stone, like the 
engravings of a signet, shalt thou 
engrave the two stones with the 
names of the children of Israel: 
thou shalt make them to be set in 
ouches of gold. 12 And thou shall 
put the two stones upon the shoul¬ 
ders of the ephod for stones of 
memorial unto the children of 
Israel: and Aaron shall bear their 
names before the Lord upon his 
two shoulders for a memorial. 

13 And thou shalt make ouches 
of gold; 14 And two chains of pure 
gold at the ends; of wreathen 
work shalt thou make them, and 
fasten the wreatben chains to the 
settings. 

15 And thou shalt make the 
breastplate of judgment with cun¬ 
ning work; after the work of the 
ephod thou shalt make it; of gold, 
of blue, and of purple, and of 
scarlet, and of fine twined linen, 
shalt thou make it. 16 Four-squaro 
it shall be being doubled: a span 
shall be the length thereof, and a 
span shall be the breadth thereof. 
17 And thou shalt set in it settings 
of stones, even four rows of 
stones: the first row shall be 11 
sardius, a topaz, and a carbuncle: 
this shall be the first row. ,9 And 
the second row shall be an emer- 
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aid, a sapphire, and a diamond. 
»®And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 20 And the 
fourth row a beryl, and an onyx, 
and a jasper: they Bhall be set 
in gold in their inclosings. sl And 
Ihe stones shall be with the names 
of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like the 
engravings of a signet; everyone 
with his name shall they be ac¬ 
cording to the twelve tribes. 22 And 
thou shalt make upon the breast¬ 
plate chains At the ends of 
wreathen work of pure gold. aa And 
thou shalt make upon the breast¬ 
plate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends 
of the breastplate. 2< And thou 
shalt put the two wreathen chains 
of gold in the two rings which are 
on the ends of the breastplate. 
,ft And the other two ends of the 
two wreathen chains thou shalt 
fasten in the two ouches, and put 
them on the shoulder-pieces of 
the ephod before it. 2a And thou 
shalt make two rings of gold, and 
thou Bhalt put them upon the two 
ends of the breastplate in the 
border thereof, which is in the 
side of the ephod inward. 27 And 
two other rings of gold thou shalt 
make, and shalt put them on the 
two Bides of the ephod under¬ 
neath, toward the forepart thereof 
over against the other coupling 
thereof, above the girdle of the 
ephod. 28 And they shall bind the 
breastplate by the rings thereof 
unto the rings of the ephod with 
u lace of blue, that it may be above 
the girdle of the ephod, and that 


the breastplate be not loosed from 
the ephod. 1# And Aaron shall bear 
the names of the children of Isra¬ 
el in the breastplate of judgment 
upon his heart, when he goeth 
in unto the holy place, for a memo¬ 
rial before the Lord continually. 
10 And thou shalt put in the breast¬ 
plate of judgment the Urim and 
the Thummim; and they shall be 
upon Aaron's heart, when he 
goeth in before the Lord: and 
Aaron shall bear the judgment of 
the children of Israel upon his 
heart before the Lord continually. 

8l And thou shalt make the robe 
of the ephod all of blue. l2 And 
there shall be a hole in the top 
of it, in the midst thereof: it shall 
have a binding of woven work 
round about the hole of it, as it 
were the hole of a habergeon, 
that it be not rent. BS And beneath 
upon the hem of it thou shalt 
make pomegranates of blue, and 
of purple, and of scarlet, round 
about the hem thereof; and bells 
of gold between them round 
about: fl4 A golden bell and a 
pomegranate, a golden bell and a 
pomegranate, upon the hem of 
the robe round about. 8S And it 
shall be upon Aaron to minister: 
and his sound shall be heard when 
he goeth in unto the holy place 
before the Lord, and when he 
comcth out, that he die not. 

B6 And thou shalt make a plate 
of pure gold, and grave upon it, 
like the engravings of a signet, 
HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 
37 And thou shalt put it on a blue 
lace, that it may be upon the 
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mitre; upon the forefront of the 
mitre it shall be. 38 And it shall 
be upon Aaron's forehead, that 
Aaron may bear the iniquity of 
the holy things, which the children 
of Israel shall hallow in all their 
holy gifts; and it shall be always 
upon his forehead, that they may 
be accepted before the Lord. 

3e And thou shalt embroider the 
coat of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the mitre of fine linen, and 
thou shalt make the girdle of 
needlework. 40 And for Aaron’s 
sons thou shalt make coats, and 
thou shalt make for them girdles, 
and bonnets shalt thou make for 
them, for glory and for beauty. 
“And thou shalt put them upon 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons 
with him; and shalt anoint them, 
and consecrate them, and sanctify 
them, that they may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 42 And 
thou shalt make them linen 
breeches to cover their nakedness; 
from the loins even unto the 
thighs they shall reach; 43 And 
they shall be upon Aaron, and 
upon his sons, when they come in 
unto the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, or when they come near 
unto the altar to minister in the 
holy place; that they bear not 
iniquity, and die; it shall be a 
statute for ever unto him and his 
seed after him. 

And this is the thing that 
thou shalt do unto them to 
hallow them, to minister unto me 
in the priest’s office: Take one 
young bullock and two rams with¬ 
out blemish, 2 And unleavened 


bread, and cakes unleavened tem¬ 
pered with oil, and wafers un¬ 
leavened anointed with oil' of 
wheaten flour shalt thou make 
them. 3 And thou shalt put them 
into one basket, and bring them 
in the basket, with the bullock 
and the two rams. 4 And Aaron 
and his sons thou shalt bring un¬ 
to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and shalt wasli 
them with water. 5 And thou shall 
take the garments, and put upon 
Aaron the coat, and the robe of 
the ephod, and the ephod, and 
the breastplate, and gird him 
with the girdle of the ephod: 
G And thou shalt put the mitre 
upon his head, and put the holy 
crown upon the mitre. 7 Then shah 
thou take the anointing oil, and 
pour it upon his head, and anoint 
him. e And thou shalt bring his 
sons, and put coats upon them. 
"And thou shalt gird them with 
girdles, Aaron and his sons, and 
put the bonnets on them: and the 
priest's office shall be theirs for 
a perpetual statute: and thou 
shalt consecrate Aaron and Ijih 
sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock 
to be brought before the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation: and 
Aaron and his sons shall put their 
hands upon the head of the bul¬ 
lock. “And thou shalt kill the 
bullock before the Lord, by the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. “And thou shalt take 
of the blood of the bullock, and 
put it upon the horns of the altar 
with thy finger, and pour all the 
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blood beside the bottom of the 
filtar. J3 And thou shalt take all 
the fat that covercth the inwards, 
Hnd the caul that ia above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and 
the fat that ia upon them, and 
l<mn them upon the altar. 14 But 
the flesh of the bullock, and his 
skin, and his dung, shalt thou 
burn with fire without the camp: 
it is a sin-offering. 

“Thou shalt also take one ram; 
and Aaron and his sons shall put 
their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 10 And thou shalt slay the 
ram, and thou shalt take his blood, 
ami sprinkle it round about upon 
the altar. 17 And thou shalt cut the 
rain in pieces, and wash the in¬ 
wards of him, and his legs, and 
put them unto his pieces, and unto 
his head. 4fl And thou shalt burn 
the whole ram upon the altar; it 
ia a burnt-offering unto the Lord: 
it ia a sweet savour, an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

”And thou shalt take the other 
rain; and Aaron and his sons shall 
put their hands upon the head of 
the ram. 20 Then shalt thou kill 
the ram, and take of hiB blood, 
and put it upon the tip of the 
right ear of Aaron, and upon the 
tip of the right ear of his sons, 
and upon the thumb of their right 
band, and upon the great toe of 
their right foot, and sprinkle the 
hlnod upon the altar round about. 
*‘And thou shalt take of the blood 
that ia upon the altar, and of the 
anointing oil, and sprinkle it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, 
and upon his Bons, and upon the 


garments of his sons with him: 
and he shall be hallowed, and his 
garments, and his sons, and his 
sons' garments with him. 22 Also 
thou shalt take of the ram the 
fat and the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kid¬ 
neys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and the right shoulder; for 
it is a ram of consecration : 23 And 
one loaf of bread, and one cake 
of oiled bread, and one wafer out 
of the basket of the unleavened 
bread that is before the Lord: 
24 And thou shalt put all in the 
hands of Aaron, and in the hands 
of his sons; and shalt wave them 
for a wave-offering before the 
Lord. a5 And thou shalt receive 
them of their hands, and burn 
them upon the altar for a burnt- 
offering, for a sweetsavour before 
the Lord: it is an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord. “And thou 
shalt take the breast of the ram 
of Aaron's consecration, and wave 
it for a wave-offering before the 
Lord: and it shall be thy part. 
27 And thou shalt sanctify the 
breast of the wave-offering, and 
the shoulder of the heave-offering, 
which is waved, and which is 
heaved up, of the ram of the con¬ 
secration, even of that which is 
for Aaron, and of that which is 
for his sons: “And it shall be 
Aaron’s and his sons’ by a statute 
for ever from the children of Is¬ 
rael: for it ia a heave-offering: 
and it shall be a heave-offering 
from the children of Israel of the 
sacrifice of their peace-offerings, 
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even their heave-offering unto 
the Lord. 

29 And the holy garments of 
Aaron shall be his sons' after him, 
to be anointed therein, and to be 
consecrated in them. 30 And that 
son that is priest in his stead shall 
put them on seven days, when he 
cometh into the tabernacle of the 
congregation to minister in the 
holy place. 

31 And thou shalt take the ram 
of the consecration, and seethe 
his flesh in the holy place. 32 And 
Aaron and his sons shall eat the 
flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that is in the basket, by the door 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation. 33 And they shall eat those 
things wherewith the atonement 
was made, to consecrate and to 
sanctify them: but a stranger 
shall not eat thereof, because they 
are holy. 34 And if ought of the 
flesh of the consecrations, or of 
the bread, remain unto the morn¬ 
ing, then thou shalt burn the re¬ 
mainder with fire; it shall not be 
eaten, because it is holy. 

3S And thus shalt thou do unto 
Aaron, and to his sons, according 
to all things which I have com¬ 
manded thee: seven days shalt 
thou consecrate them. 30 And thou 
shalt offer every day a bullock for 
a sin-offering for atonement: and 
thou shalt cleanse the altar, when 
thou hast made an atonement for 
it, and thou shalt anoint it, to 
sanctify it. 37 Seven days thou 
shalt make an atonement for the 
altar, and sanctify it; and it shall 
be an altar most holy: whatsoever 


toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

38 Now this is that which thou 
shalt offer upon the altar; two 
lambs of the first year day by 
day continually. 30 The one lamb 
thou shalt offer in the morning; 
and the other lamb thou shall 
offer at even: 40 And with the 
one lamb a tenth deal of flour 
mingled with the fourth part 
of a hin of beaten oil; and the 
fourth part of a hin of wine for 
a drink-offering. 4, And the other 
lamb thou shalt offer at even, and 
shalt do thereto according to Mm 
meal-offering of the morning, and 
according to the drink-offering 
thereof, for a sweet savour, an 
offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. <2 This shall be a continual 
burnt-offering throughout your 
generations at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation be¬ 
fore the Lord: where I will meet 
you, to speak there unto thee. 
43 And there I will meet with the 
children of Israel, and it shall he 
sanctified by my glory. 44 And T 
will sanctify the tabernacle of tin; 
congregation, and the altar: I will 
sanctify also both Aaron and his 
sons, to minister to me in Hie 
priest’s office. 43 And I will dwell 
among the children of Israel, and 
will be their God. 40 And they shall 
know that I am the Lord their 
God, who brought them fortli out 
of the land of Egypt, that I may 
dwell among them: I am the Lord 
their God. 

And thou shalt make an altar 
to burn incense upon: of 
shittim-wood shalt thou make it 
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•A cubit skall be the length there¬ 
of, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof; four-square shall it be: 
and two cubits shall be the height 
thereof: the horns thereof shall be 
of the same. a And thou shalt over- 
hiv it with pure gold, the top 
thereof, and the sides thereof 
round about, and the horns there¬ 
of ; and thou shait make unto it 
a crown of gold round about. 
‘And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, 
by the two corners thereof, upon 
the two sides of it shalt thou make 
it; and they shall be for places 
for the staves to bear it withal. 
‘And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim-wood, and overlay them 
with gold. "And thou shalt put 
it before the veil that is by the 
ark of the testimony, before the 
merry seat that is over the tes¬ 
timony, where I will meet with 
thee. 7 And Aaron shall burn 
thereon sweet incense every morn¬ 
ing: when he dresseth the lamps, 
he shall burn incense upon it. 
•And when Aaron lighteth the 
lumps at even, he shall burn 
incense upon it, a perpetual in¬ 
cense before the Lord through¬ 
out your generations. ®Ye shall 
offer no strange incense thereon, 
nor burnt-sacrifice, nor meal of¬ 
fering; neither shall ye pour 
drink-offering thereon. 10 And Aar¬ 
on shall make an atonement upon 
the horns of it once in a year 
with the blood of the sin-offering 
nf atonements: once in the year 
Shall he make atonement upon 
it throughout your generations: 


it is most holy unto the Lord, 

urn '3 

n And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “When thou takest 
the sum of the children of Israel 
after their number, then shall 
they give every man a ransom for 
his soul unto the Lord, when thou 
numberest them; that there be no 
plague among them, when thou 
numberest them. “This they shall 
give, every one that passeth 
among them that are numbered, 
half a shekel after the shekel of 
the sanctuary: (a shekel is twenty 
gerahs:) half a shekel shall be 
the offering of the Lord. “Every 
one that passeth among them who 
are numbered, from twenty years 
old and above, shall give an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord. “The rich 
shall not give more, and the poor 
shall not give less than half a 
shekel, when they give an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for your souls. “And 
thou shalt take the atonement 
money of the children of Israel, 
and shall appoint it for the ser¬ 
vice of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation; that it may be a me¬ 
morial unto the children of Israel 
before the Lord, to make an atone¬ 
ment for your souls. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Thoushalt also make 
a laver of brass, and its foot also 
of brass, to wash withal : and thou 
shalt put it between the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation and the 
altar, and thou shalt put water 
therein. “For Aaron and his bozui 
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shall wash their hands and their 
feet thereat: 20 Whcn they go into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
they shall wash with water, that 
they die not; or when they come 
near to the altar to minister, to 
burn an offering made by fire un¬ 
to the Lord: 21 So they shall wash 
their hands and their feet, that 
they die not; and it shall be a 
statute for ever to them, even to 
him and to his seed throughout 
their generations. 

“Moreover the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, “Take thou also un¬ 
to thee principal spices, of pure 
myrrh five hundred shekels, and of 
sweet cinnamon half so much, 
even two hundred and fifty shek¬ 
els, and of sweet calamus two hun¬ 
dred and fifty shekels. 24 And of 
cassia five hundred shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, and of 
olive oil a hin: “And thou shalt 
make it an oil of holy ointment, 
an ointment compound after the 
art of the apothecary: it shall be 
a holy anointing oil. “And thou 
shalt anoint the tabernacle of the 
congregation therewith, and the 
ark of the testimony. “And the 
table and all its vessels, and the 
candlestick and its vessels, and 
the altar of incense. “And the 
altar of burnt-offering with all 
its vessels, and the laver and its 
foot. “And thou shalt sanctify 
them, that they may be most holy: 
whatsoever toucheth them shall 
be holy. 30 And thou shalt anoint 
Aaron and his sons, and conse¬ 
crate them, that they may minis¬ 
ter unto me in the priest’s office. 


3, And thou shalt speak unto tli 
children of Israel, saying, Thi 
shall be a holy anointing oil lint 
me throughout your generation? 
“Upon man’s flesh shall it not b 
poured, neither shall ye make an 
other like it, after the compositioi 
of it: it is holy, and it shall 1 y 
holy unto you. “Whosoever com 
poundeth any like it, or whoso 
ever putteth any of it upon j 
stranger, shall even be cut of 
from his people. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses 
Take unto thee sweet spices 
stacte, and onveha, and galban 
um; these sweet spices with pun 
frankincense; of each shall then 
be a like weight: “And thou shal 
make it a perfume, a confectioi 
after the art of the apothecary 
tempered together, pure and holy 
36 And thou shalt beat some of h 
very small, and put of it befon 
the testimony in the tabernarh 
of the congregation, where I wil 
meet thee: it shall be unto yoi 
most holy. “And as for the per 
fume which thou shalt make, v< 
shall not make to yourselves ac¬ 
cording to the composition there 
of: it shall be unto thee holy foi 
the Lord. “Whosoever shall makt 
like unto that, to smell thereof 
shall be cut off from his people 
And the Lord spoke unto Mo 
ses, saying, 2 See, I havt 
called by name Bezaleel the son of 
Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe 
of Judah: 3 And I have filled him 
with the spirit of God, in wisdom, 
and in understanding, and ir 
knowledge, and in all manner ol 
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workmanship. 4 To devise cunning 
works, to work in gold, and in 
silver, and in brass, ^And in cut¬ 
ting of stones, to set them, and in 
carving of timber, to work in all 
manner of workmanship. °And I, 
uuliuiil, I have given with him 
Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of 
the tribe of Dan: and in the 
hearts of all that arc wise hearted 
[ have put wisdom, that they may 
muke all that I have commanded 
dice; 7 The tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, and the ark of tiie tes¬ 
timony, and the mercy seat that ia 
.hereupon, and all the furniture 
if the tahernacle, *And the table 
ind its furniture, and the pure 
candlestick with all its furniture, 
iml the altar of incense, °And the 
Hilar of burnt-offering with all 
its furniture, and the laver and 
iIs foot, HI And the cloths of ser¬ 
vice, and the holy garments for 
\aion the priest, and the gar- 
nents of his sons, to minister in 
[he priest’s office, 11 And the a- 
loinLing oil, and sweet incense for 
ihe holy place: according to all 
bat I have commanded thee shall 
hey do. 

12 And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
ics, saying, ,3 Speak thou also 
into the children of Israel, saying, 
/crily my sabbaths ye shall keep: 
or it is a sign between me and 
fou throughout your generations; 
hat ye may know that I am the 
jord that doth sanctify you. ,4 Ye 
hull keep the Rabbath therefore; 
or it is holy unto you: every one 
hat defileth it shall surely be put 
o death: for whosoever doeth 


any work therein, that soul shall 
be cut off from among his people. 
’•'Six days may work be done; but 
in the Beventh is the sabbath of 
rest, holy to the Lord; whosoever 
doeth any work in the sabbath 
day, he shall surely be put to 
death. ‘^Wherefore the children 
of Israel shall keep the sabbath, 
to observe the sabbath throughout 
their generations, for a perpetual 
covenant. ,7 It is a sign between 
me and the children of Israel for 
ever: for in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, and on 
the seventh day he rested, and 
was refreshed. 

,fi And he gave unto Moses, when 
he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two 
tables of testimony, tables of 
stone, written with the finger of 
God. 

And when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down 
from the mount, the people gath¬ 
ered themselves together unto 
Aaron, and said unto him, Up, 
make us gods, that shall go be¬ 
fore us; for as for this Moses, the 
man that brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt, we know not 
what is become of him. 2 And 
Aaron said unto them. Take off 
the golden earrings, which are in 
the earB of your wives, of your 
sons, and of your daughters, and 
bring them unto me. 3 And all the 
people took off the golden earrings 
which were in their ears, and 
brought them unto Aaron. 4 And 
he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it in a mould, and 
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he made it a molten calf: and 
they said, These be thy gods, O 
Israel, that brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. B And when 
Aaron saw it, he built an altar 
before it; and Aaron made proc¬ 
lamation, and said, To-morrow is 
a feast to the Lord. 6 And they 
rose up early on the morrow, 
and offered burnt-offerings, and 
brought peace-offerings; and the 
people sat down to eat and to 
drink, and rose up to play. 

7 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go, get thee down; for thy people, 
whom thou broughtest out of the 
land of Egypt, have corrupted 
themselves: 8 They have turned 
aside quickly out of the way 
which I commanded them; they 
have made them a molten calf, 
and have worshipped it, and have 
sacrificed thereunto, and said, 
These be thy gods, 0 Israel, that 
have brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt. e And the Lord 
said unto Moses, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff- 
decked people: 10 Now therefore 
let me alone, that my wrath may 
wax hot against them, and that I 
may consume them: and I will 
make of thee a great nation. "And 
Moses besought the Lord his God, 
and said, Lord, why doth thy 
wrath wax hot against thy people, 
whom thou hast brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt with 
great power, and with a mighty 
hand? "Wherefore should the 
Egyptians speak, and say, For 
mischief did he bring them out, 
to slay them in the mountains, 


and to consume them from tli 
face of the earth? Turn from th 
fierce wrath, and repent of thi 
evil against thy people. "Remen 
ber Abraham, Isaac and Israe 
thy servants, to whom thou didt 
swear by thine own self, an 
saidst unto them, I will multipl 
your seed as the stars of heaver 
and all this land that I hav 
spoken of will I give unto von 
seed, and they shall inherit it- fn 
ever. "And the Lord repented e 
the evil which he thought to <1 
unto his people. 

"And Moses turned, and wer 
down from the mount, and Hi 
two tables of the testimony v'rr 
in his hand: the tables were wril 
ten on both their sides; on th 
one side and on the other i rer 
they written. "And the table 
were the work of God, and th 
writing was the writing of Got 
graven upon the tables. ,7 An 
when Joshua heard the noise o 
the people as they shouted, he sai 
unto Moses, There is a noise o 
war in the camp. "And he saic 
It is not the voice of them \>'h 
shout for mastery, neither is i 
the voice of them who cry for he 
ing overcome: but the noise o 
them who sing do I hear. "And i 
came to pass, as soon as he cam 
nigh unto the camp, that he sai 
the calf, and the dancing: an 
Moses’ anger waxed hot, and h 
cast the tables out of his hand? 
and broke them beneath th 
mount. 20 And he took the cal 
which they had made, and burr 
it in the fire, and ground it t 
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powder, and strewed it upon the 
water, and made the children of 
iHrael drink of it. 21 And Moses 
said unto Aaron, What did this 
people unto thee, that thou hast 
brought so great a sin upon them? 
•’And Aaron said, Let not the 
anger of my Lord wax hot: thou 
knowest the people, that they are 
set on mischief. 23 For they said 
unto me, Make us gods, that shall 
go before us: for as for this 
Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we 
know not what is become of him. 
,4 And I said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever hath any gold, let them take 
it off. So they gave it me: then 
1 cast it into the fire, and there 
came out this calf. “And when 
MoseB saw that the people had 
become unruly; (for Aaron had 
made them unruly, for a disgrace 
among their enemies:) “Then 
Moses stood in the gate of the 
camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto 
me. And all the sons of Levi gath¬ 
ered themselves together unto him. 
,7 And he said unto them, Thus 
B&ith the Lord God of Israel, Put 
every man his sword by his side, 
and go in and out from gate to 
gate throughout the camp, and 
slay every man his brother, and 
every man his companion, and 
every man his neighbour. “And 
the children of Levi did according 
to the word of Moses: and there 
fell of the people that day about 
three thousand men. “For Moses 
had said. Consecrate yourselves 
to-day to the Lord, even every 


man upon his son, and upon his 
brother; that he may bestow upon 
you a blessing this day. “And it 
came to pass on the morrow, that 
Moses said unto the people, Ye 
have sinned a great sin: and now 
I will go up unto the Lord; per- 
adventure I shall make an atone¬ 
ment for your sin. 31 And Moses 
returned unto the Lord, and said, 
Oh, this people have sinned a great 
sin, and have made them gods of 
gold. 32 Yet now, if thou wilt for¬ 
give their ein—; and if not, blot 
me, I pray thee, out of thy book 
which thou hast written. 33 And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Whosoever 
hath sinned against me, him will 
I blot out of my book. ^There¬ 
fore now go, lead the people unto 
the place of which I have spoken 
unto thee: behold mine angel shall 
go before thee: nevertheless in the 
day when I visit I will visit their 
sin upon them. “And the Lord 
plagued the people, because they 
made the calf, which Aaron made. 
And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Depart, and go up hence, 
thou and the people that thou 
hast brought up out of the land 
of Egypt, unto the land which I 
swore unto Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy 
seed will I give it: 2 And I will 
send an angel before thee; and 
I will drive out the Canaanite, 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the 
Jebusite: a Unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey; for I will 
not go up in the midst of thee: 
for thou art a stiff-necked people: 
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lest I consume thee in the way. 
•And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned: and 
no man did put on him his orna¬ 
ments. 5 For the Lord had said 
unto Moses, Say unto the children 
of Israel, Ye are a stiff-necked 
people: I will come up into the 
midst of thee in a moment, and 
consume thee: therefore now put 
off thy ornaments from thee, that 
I may know what to do unto thee. 
•And the children of Israel 
stripped themselves of their orna¬ 
ments by the mount Horeb. 

7 And Moses took the taber¬ 
nacle, and pitched it without the 
camp, afar off from the camp, 
and called it the Tabernacle of 
the congregation. And it came to 
pass, that every one who sought 
the Lord went out unto the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, which 
was without the camp. ®And it 
came to pass, when Moses went 
out unto the tabernacle, that all 
the people rose up, and stood 
every man at his tent door, and 
looked after Moses, until he was 
gone into the tabernacle. B And 
it came to pass, as Moses entered 
into the tabernacle, the cloudy 
pillar descended, and stood at the 
door of the tabernacle, and the 
Lord talked with Moses. 10 And all 
the people saw the cloudy pillar 
stand at the tabernacle door: and 
all the people rose up and wor¬ 
shipped, every man in his tent 
door. “And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses face to face, as a man 
speaketh unto hia friend. And he 
turned again into tfie camp: but 


his servant Joshua, the son of 
Nun, a young man, departed not 
out of the tabernacle. 

12 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
See, thou sayest unto me, Bring 
up this people: and thou hast not 
let me know whom thou wilt send 
with me. Yet thou hast said. 1 
know thee by name, and thou hast 
also found grace in my sight. 
,3 Now therefore, I pray thee, if 
I have found grace in thy sight, 
shew me now thy way, that I may 
know thee, that I may find grace 
in thy sight: and consider that 
this nation is thy people. 14 And 
he said, My presence shall go 
with thee, and I will give thee 
rest. 15 And he said unto him, If 
thy presence go not with me, carry 
us not up hence. ,6 For wherein 
shall it be known here that I and 
thy people have found grace in 
thy sight? is it not in that thou 
goest with us? so shall we be 
separated, I and thy people, from 
all the people that are upon the 
face of the earth.

,B A11 that openeth the womb is 
mine; and every firstling among 
thy cattle that is male, whether 
ox or sheep. “But the firstling 
of an ass thou shalt redeem with 
a lamb: and if thou redeem him 
not, then shalt thou break his 
neck. All the first-born of thy 
sons thou shalt redeem. And none 
shall appear before me empty. 

31 Six days thou shalt work, but 
on the seventh day thou shalt 
rest: in ploughing time and in 
harvest thou shalt rest. 

3a And thou shalt observe the 
feast of weeks, of the first-fruits 
of wheat harvest, and the feast 
of ingathering at the year’s end.

the veil of the covering, “The 
table, and its staves, and all itfl 
vessels, and the shewbread, “Tha 
candlesticks also for the light, and 
its furniture, and its lamps, with 
the oil for the light, 15 Ar»d the 
incense altar, and its staves, and 
the anointing oil, and the sweet 
incense, and the hanging for the 
door at the entrance of the 
tabernacle, “The altar of burnt- 
offering, with its brazen grate, 
its staves, and all its vessels, the 
laver and its foot, 17 The hangings 
of the court, its pillars, and their 
sockets, and the hanging for the 
door of the court, “The pins of 
the tabernacle, and the pins of 
the court, and their cords, “The 
cloths of service, to do service 
in the holy place, the holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron the priest, and 
the garments of his sons, to 
minister in the priest’s office. 

30 And all the congregation of 
the children of Israel departed 
from the presence of Moses. 21 And 
they came, every one whose heart 
stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and 
they brought the Lord’s offering 
to the work of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and for all his 
service, and for the holy garments. 
ZJ And they came, both men and 
women, as many as were willing- 
hearted, and brought bracelets, 
and earrings, and rings, and 



beads, all jewels of gold: and 
every man that offered an offer¬ 
ing of gold unto the Lord. “And 
every man, with whom was found 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats' hair, and 
red skins of rams, and badgers' 
skins, brought them. “Every one 
that did offer an offering of silver 
and brass brought the Lord’s 
offering: and every man, with 
whom was found shittim-wood 
for any work of the service, 
brought it. 25 And all the women 
who were wise-hearted did spin 
with their hands, and brought 
that which they had spun, both 
of blue, and of purple, and of 
scarlet, and of fine linen. “And 
all the women whose heart stirred 
them up in wisdom spun goats' 
hair. 27 And the rulers brought 
onyx stones, and stones to be set, 
, for the ephod, and for the breast¬ 
plate; “And spice, and oil for the 
light, and for the anointing oil, 
and for the sweet incense. “The 
children of Israel brought a will¬ 
ing offering unto the Lord, every 
man and woman, whose heart 
made them willing to bring for 
all manner of work, which the 
Lord had commanded to be made 
by the hand of Moses. 

30 And Moses said unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, See, the Lord hath 
called by name Bezaleel the son 
of Uri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah; 31 And he hath 
filled him with the spirit of God, 
in wisdom, in understanding, and 
in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship; 82 And to devise 


cunning works, to work in go 
and in silver, and in brass, 33 A 
in the cutting of stones, to i 
them , and in carving of wm 
to make any manner of cunni 
work. 34 And he hath put in I 
heart that he may teach, both i 
and Aholiab, the son of A 
samach, of the tribe of Ih 
3r, Them hath he filled with wis<l< 
of heart, to work all manner 
work, of the engraver, and of I 
cunning workman, and of 1 
embroiderer, in blue, and 
purple, in scarlet, and in fine )in< 
and of the weaver, even of lh< 
that do any work, and of tin 
that devise cunning work. 
Then wrought Bezaleel a 
Aholiab, and every wi: 
hearted man, in whom the Lc 
put wisdom and understanding 
know how to work all manner 
work for the service of the sai 
tuarv, according to all that { 
Lord had commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezaleel a 
Aholiab, and every wise-heavi 
man, in whose heart the Lord li 
put wisdom, even every one win 
heart stirred him up to come m 
the work to do it: 3 And tl 
received of Moses all the offerh 
which the children of Israel li 
brought for the work of the si 
vice of the sanctuary, to make 
nrithal. And they brought yet t 
to him free offerings every moi 
ing. 4 And all the wise men, w 
wrought all the work of the sai 
tuary, came every man from l 
work which they made; 5 And t!i 
spoke unto Moses, saying, T 
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people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the 
work, which the Lord commanded 
to make. a And Moses gave com- 
nandment, and they caused it 
/) be proclaimed throughout the 
Hinp, saying, Let neither man 
<jor woman make any more work 
or the offering of the sanctuary. 
io the people were restrained 
irom bringing. 7 For the stuff they 
md was sufficient for all the work 
o make it, and too much. 

' 8 And every wise-hearted man 
mong them that wrought the 
/ork of the tabernacle made ten 
urtains of fine twined linen, and 
Jue, and purple, and scarlet: with 
heruhim of cunning work made 
e them. *The length of one cur- 
lin was twenty and eight cubits, 
»d the breadth of one curtain 
inir cubits: the curtains were all 
f one size. “And he coupled the 
ve curtains one unto another: 
id the other five curtains he 
»upled one unto another. “And 
? made loops of blue on the edge 
f one curtain from the selvage 
i the coupling: likewise he made 
i the uttermost aide of another 
irtain, in the coupling of the 
tcond. “Fifty loops made he in 
ne curtain, and fifty loops made 
i in the edge of the curtain 
ihich was in the coupling of the 
•cond: the loops held one curtain 
• another. ,8 And he made fifty 
'joks of gold, and coupled the 
irtains one unto another with 
le hooks: so it became one taber- 
icle. 

1 “And he made curtains of goats’ 


hair for the tent over the taber¬ 
nacle: eleven curtains he made 
them. “The length of one curtain 
was thirty cubits, and four cubita 
was the breadth of one curtain: 
the eleven curtains were of one 
size. “And he coupled five cur¬ 
tains by themselves, and six cur¬ 
tains by themselves. “And he 
made fifty loops upon the utter¬ 
most edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he 
jpon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. “And he 
made fifty hooks of brass to couple 
the tent together, that it might 
be one. “And he made a cover¬ 
ing for the tent of rams’ skins 
dyed red, and a covering of badg¬ 
ers’ skins above that. 

“And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim-wood, stand¬ 
ing up. 2l The length of a board 
was ten cubits, and the breadth 
of a board one cubit and a half. 
“One board had two tenons, 
equally distant one from another: 
thus did he make for all the 
boards of the tabernacle. “And he 
made boards for the tabernacle; 
twenty boards for the south side 
southward: “And forty sockets of 
silver he made under the twenty 
boards; two sockets under one 
board for its two tenons, and two 
sockets under another board for 
its two tenons. “And for the 
other side of the tabernacle, which 
is toward the north corner, he 
made twenty boards, “And their 
forty sockets of silver; two sock¬ 
ets under one board, and two sock¬ 
ets under another board. “And 


for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward he made six boards. 
M And two boards made he for the 
comers of the tabernacle in the 
two sides. 2B And they were 
coupled beneath, and coupled to¬ 
gether at the head thereof, to one 
ring: thus he did to both of them 
in both the comers. 30 And there 
were eight boards; and their 
sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board two 
sockets. 

31 And he made bars of shittim- 
wood; five for the boards of the 
one side of the tabernacle, 33 And 
five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the 
tabernacle for the sides westward. 
33 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from 
the one end to the other. 3 *And 
he overlaid the boards with gold, 
and made their rings of gold to be 
places for the bars, and overlaid 
the bars with gold. 

35 And he made a veil of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen : with cherubim made 
he it of cunning work. 30 And he 
made thereunto four pillars of 
shittim-wood, and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks were of 
gold; and he cast for them four 
sockets of silver. 

37 And he made a hanging for 
the tabernacle door of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, of needlework; 38 And 
the five pillars of it with their 
hooks: and he overlaid their capi¬ 
tals and their fillets with gold: 


but their five sockets were 
brass. 

And Bezaleel made the a 
of shittim-wood: two cub 
and a half was the length of 
and a cubit and a half the bread 
of it, and a cubit and a half t 
height of it: 2 And he overlaid 
with pure gold within and wit 
out, and made a crown of gold 
it round about. 3 And he cast i 
it four rings of gold, to be set 
the four comers of it; even t 
rings upon the one side of it, a 
two rings upon the other side 
it. 4 And he made staves of shitti 
wood, and overlaid them w 
gold. 5 And he put the staves ii 
the rings Dy the sides of the a 
to bear the ark. 

6 And he made the mercy si 
of pure gold: two cubits and 
half was the length thereof, a 
one cubit and a half the breat 
thereof. 7 And he made two cl 
rubim of gold, beaten out of c 
piece made he them, on the t 
ends of the mercy seat; B One cl 
rub on the end on this side, n 
another cherub on the other v 
on that side; out of the mei 
seat made he the cherubim 
the two ends thereof. B And 1 
cherubim spread out their wir 
on high, and covered with tb 
wings over the mercy seat, w 
their faces one to another; ci 
toward the mercy seat were I 
faces of the cherubim. 

10 And he made the tabic 
shittim-wood: two cubits was 1 
length thereof, and a cubit 1 
breadth thereof, and a cubit a 
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a holf the height thereof: "And 
he overlaid it with pure gold, and 
made thereunto a crov/n of gold 
round about. 12 A Iso he made there¬ 
unto a border of a handbreadth 
round about; and made a crown 
'•f gold for the border thereof 
round about. 13 And he cast for 
it four rings of gold, and put the 
rings upon the four corners that 
were in the four feet thereof. 
4 Over against the border were 
<he rings, the places for the staves 
o bear the table. lfi And he made 
lie staves of shittim-wood, and 
•verlnid them with gold, to bear 
Jh* table. 10 And he made the ves- 
lels which were upon the table, 
'ts dishes, and its spoons, and 
Is purifying vessels, and its 
iowls to pour withal, of pure gold. 

1 17 And ho made the candlestick 
f pure gold : of beaten work made 
e the candlestick; its shaft, and 
Ls branch, its bowls, its knobs, 
>nd its flowers, were of the same: 
/And six branches going out of 
lie sides thereof; three branches 
f the candlestick out of the one 
Ide thereof, and three branches 
f the candlestick out of the oilier 
ide thereof: ‘“Three bowls made 
fler the fashion of almonds in 
no branch, a knob and a flower; 
hd three bowls made like almonds 
i another branch, a knob and a 
ower; so throughout the six 
ranches going out of the candle- 
tick. “And in the candlestick 
wre four bowls made like al- 
»onds, its knobs, and its flowers: 
And a knob under two branches 
f the same, and a ltnob under 


two branches of the same, and 
a knob under two branches of 
the same, according to the six 
branches going out of it. **Their 
knobs and their branches were of 
the same: all of it was one beaten 
work of pure gold. “And he made 
its seven lamps, and its snuffers, 
and its snuff-dishes, of pure gold. 
24 0/ a talent of pure gold made 
he it, and all the vessels thereof. 

“And he made the incense altar 
of shittim-wood: the length of it 
was a cubit, and the breadth of 
it a cubit; it was four-square; and 
two cubits was the height of it; 
the horns thereof were of the 
same. “And he overlaid it with 
pure gold, both the top of it, and 
the sides thereof round about, and 
the horns of it: also he made unto 
it a crown of gold round about. 
27 And he made two rings of gold 
for it under the crown thereof, by 
the two corners of it, upon the 
two aides thereof, to be places 
for the staves to bear it withal. 
28 And he made the staves of 
shittim-wood, and overlaid them 
with gold. 

“And he made the holy anoint* 
ing oil, and the pure incense of 
sweet spices, according to the 
work of the apothecary. 

And he made the altar 
of burnt-offering of shittim- 
wood: five cubits was the length 
thereof, and five cubits the breadth 
thereof; it was four-square; and 
three cubits the height thereof. 
2 And he made the horns thereof 
on the four corners of it; the 
horns thereof were of the same: 
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and he overlaid it with brass. 3 And 
he made all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basins, and the flesh- 
hooks, and the flre-pans: all the 
vessels thereof made he of brass. 
4 And he made for the altar a 
brazen grate of network under 
the compass thereof beneath unto 
the midst of it. 3 And he cast four 
rings for the four ends of the 
grate of brass, to be places for 
the staves. 8 And he made the 
staves of shittim-wood, and over¬ 
laid them with brass. 7 And he 
put the staves into the rings on 
the sides of the altar, to bear it 
withal; he made the altar hollow 
with boards. 

e And he made the laver of 
brass, and the foot of it of brass, 
of the looking-glasses of the wo¬ 
men assembling, who assembled 
at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

®And he made the court: on the 
south side southward the hang¬ 
ings of the court were of fine 
twined linen, a hundred cubits: 
10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their brazen sockets twenty; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fil¬ 
lets were of silver, J1 And for the 
north side the hangings were a 
hundred cubits, their pillars were 
twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty; the hooks of the pillars 
and their fillets of silver. 12 And 
for the west side were hangings 
of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten; the hooks 
of the pillars and their fillets 
of silver. 13 And for the east 


side eastward fifty cubits. 14 T 
hangings of the one side of < 
gate were fifteen cubits; their \ 
lars three, and their sockets thr 
15 And for the other side of 1 
court gate, on this hand and tl 
hand, were hangings of fifti 
cubits; their pillars three, a 
their sockets three.

l8 And the hanging for the g; 
of the court was needlework, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, a 
fine twined linen: and twei 
cubits was the length, and I 
height in the breadth was f 
cubits, answerable to the hangir 
of the court. 10 And their pilli 
were four, and their sockets 
brass four; their hooks of silv 
and the overlaying of their ra 
tals and their fillets of silv 
20 And all the pins of the tab 
nacle, and of the court run 
about, were of brass.

21 These are the accounts of 1 
tabernacle, even of the taberna 
of testimony, as they were nun 
according to the commandment 
Moses, for the service of the Li 
ites, by the hand of Ithamur, h 
to Aaron the priest. 22 And Be: 
leel the son of Uri, the son of Hi 
of the tribe of Judah, made 
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that the Lord commanded Moses. 
a3 And with him was Aholiab, eon 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of 
Dan, an engraver, and a cunning 
workman, and an embroiderer in 
blue, and in purple, and in scarlet, 
and fine linen. 2< A11 the gold that 
was occupied for the work in all 
the work of the holy place, even 
the gold of the offering, was 
twenty and nine talents, and seven 
hundred and thirty shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 20 And 
the silver of them that were num¬ 
bered of the congregation was a 
hundred talents, and a thousand 
seven hundred and threescore and 
fifteen shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary: 20 A beka for 
every man, that in, half a shekel, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary, 
for every one that went to be 
numbered, from twenty years old 
and upward, for six hundred thou¬ 
sand and three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty men. 27 And of 
the hundred talents of silver were 
cast the sockets of the sanctuary, 
and the sockets of the veil; a 
hundred sockets of the hundred 
talents, a talent for a socket. !H And 
Df the thousand seven hundred 
seventy and five shekels lie made 
hooks for the pillars, and overlaid 
their capitals, and filleted thorn. 
'"And the brass of the offering 
was seventy talents, and two thou¬ 
sand and four hundred shekels. 
30 And therewith he made the 
sockets to the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and the 
brazen altar, and the brazen grate 
for it, and all the vessels of the 


altar, 31 And the sockets of the 
court round about, and the sockets 
of the court gate, and all the pins 
of the tabernacle, and all the pins 
of the court round about. 

And of the blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, they made cloths 
of service, to do service in the 
holy place, and made the holy 
garments for Aaron; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

2 And he made the ephod of 
gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen. 3 And they 
did beat the gold into thin plates, 
and cut it into wires, to work it 
in the blue, and in the purple, and 
in the scarlet, and in the fine 
linen, with cunning work. «They 
made shoulder-pieces for it, to 
couple it together: by the two 
edges was it coupled together. 
'And the band for girding it on, 
that was upon it, was of the same, 
according to the work thereof; of 
gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. ®And they 
wrought onyx stones inclosed in 
ouches of gold, graven, as signets 
are graven, with the names of the 
children of Israel. 7 And he put 
them on the shoulders of the 
ephod, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of 
Israel; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

e And he made the breastplate 
of cunning work, like the work 
of the ephod; of gold, blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. B It was four-square; they 
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made the breastplate double: a 
span was the length thereof, and 
a span the breadth thereof, being 
doubled. 10 And they set in it four 
rows of stones: the first row was 
a sardius, a topaz, and a car¬ 
buncle: this was the first row. 
J1 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 12 And 
the third row, a figure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 13 And the fourth 
row, a beryl, an onyx, and a jas¬ 
per: they were inclosed in ouches 
of gold in their inclosings. “And 
the stones were according to the 
names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, 
like the engravings of a signet, 
every one with his name, accord¬ 
ing to the twelve tribes. 13 And 
they made upon the breastplate 
chains at the ends, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 16 And they 
made two .ouches of gold, and two 
gold rings; and put the two rings 
in the two ends of the breastplate. 
17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings 
on the ends of the breastplate. 
“And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in 
the two ouches, and put them on 
the shoulder-pieces of the ephod, 
before it. ,9 And they made two 
rings of gold, and put them on 
the two ends of the breastplate, 
upon the border of it, which was 
on the side of the ephod inward. 
20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two 
sides of the epnod underneath, 
toward the forepart of it, over 
against the other coupling there¬ 


of, above the band of the ephod. 
21 And they did bind the breast¬ 
plate by its rings unto the rings 
of the ephod with a lace of blue, 
that it might be above the band 
of the ephod, and that the breast' 
plate might not be loosed from 
the ephod; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

22 And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 
23 And there was a hole in the 
midst of the robe, as the hole of 
a habergeon, with a band round 
about the hole, that it should 
not rend. 2 *And they made upon 
the hems of the robe pomegran¬ 
ates of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and twined linen. 25 And 
they made bells of pure gold, and 
put the bells between the pome¬ 
granates upon the hem of the 
robe, round about between the 
pomegranates; 26 A bell and a 

pomegranate, a bell and a pome¬ 
granate, round about the hem of 
the robe to minister in; as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

27 And they made coats of fine 
linen of woven work for Aaron, 
and for his sons, “And a mitre 
of fine linen, and goodly bonnets 
of fine linen, and linen breeches 
of fine twined linen. “And a girdle 
of fine twined linen, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, of needle¬ 
work; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

30 And they made the plate of 
the holy crown of pure gold, and 
wrote upon it a writing, like the 
engravings of a signet, HOL1 
NESS TO THE LORD. 3 ‘And 
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they lied unto it a lace of blue, 
to fasten it on high upon the 
mitre; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

“Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the con- 
11 n tuition finished: and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel did according to 
ail that the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses, so did they. 

“And they brought the taber¬ 
nacle unto Moses, the tent, and 
ull its furniture, its hooks, its 
hoards, its bars, and its pillars, 
and its sockets, “And the cover¬ 
ing of rams’ skins dyed red, and 
the covering of badgers’ skins, 
and the veil of the covering, 3S The 
aik of the testimony, and the 
•ilaves thereof, and the mercy seat, 
“•The table, and all the vessels 
thereof, and the shewbread, “The 
pure candlestick, with the lamps 
thereof, even with the lamps to 
be oet in order, and all the vessels 
thereof, and the oil for light, 
"And the golden altar, and the 
anointing oil, and the sweet in¬ 
tense, and the hanging for the 
aibernacle door, 3# The brazen al- 
;ar, and its grate of brass, its 
itaves, and all its vessels, the 
iaver and its foot, 40 The hang- 
ngs of the court, its pillars, and 
ts sockets, and the hanging for 
'he court gate, its cords, and its 
'"ins, and all the vessels of the 
■ervice of the tabernacle, for the 
ent of the congregation, “The 
lotlm of service to do service in 
the holy place, and the holy gar- 
■leiila for Aaron the priest, and 
.is sons’ garments, to minister 


in the priest’s office. 

“According to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so the chil¬ 
dren of Israel made all the work. 
“And Moses did look upon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done 
it as the Lord had commanded, 
even so had they done it: and 
Moses blessed them. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 On the first day 
of the first month shalt thou set 
up the tabernacle of the tent of 
the congregation. 3 And thou shalt 
put therein the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, and cover the ark with the 
veil. ‘And thou shalt bring in 
the table, and set in order the 
things that are to be set in order 
upon it; and thou shalt bring in 
the candlestick, and light the 
lamps thereof. s And thou shalt 
set the altar of gold for the in¬ 
cense before the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, and put the hanging of the 
door to the tabernacle. a And thou 
shalt set the altar of the burnt- 
offering before the door of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the con¬ 
gregation. 7 And thou shalt set 
the Iaver between the tent of the 
congregation and the altar, and 
shalt put water therein. 8 And 
thou shalt set up the court round 
about, and hang up the hanging 
at the court gate. 

“And thou shalt take the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and anoint the tabernacle, 
and all that is therein, and shalt 
hallow it, and all the vessels there¬ 
of : and it shall be holy. 10 And thou 
shalt anoint the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and all its vessels, and 
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sanctify the altar: and it shall be 
an altar most holy. 11 And thou 
shalt anoint the laver and its foot, 
and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron 
and his sons unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and wash them with water. 13 And 
thou shalt put upon Aaron the 
holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him; that he may 
minister unto me in the priest's 
office. 14 And thou shalt bring his 
sons, and clothe them with coats: 
l5 And thou shalt anoint them, as 
thou didst anoint their father, 
that they may minister unto me 
in the priest’s office: for their 
anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood throughout 
their generations. 

ls Thus did Moses: according to 
all that the Lord commanded him, 
so did he. 

17 And it came to pass in the 
first month in the second year, 
on the first day of the month, 
that the tabernacle was reared 
up. 18 And Moses reared up the 
tabernacle, and fastened its sock¬ 
ets, and set up the boards there¬ 
of, and put in the bars thereof, 
and reared up its pillars. 10 And 
he spread abroad the tent over 
the tabernacle, and put the cover¬ 
ing of the tent above upon it; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

20 And he took and put the tes¬ 
timony into the ark, and set the 
staves on the ark, and put the 
mercy seat above upon the ark: 

And he brought the ark into 


the tabernacle, and set up the v< 
of the covering, and covered ti 
ark of the testimony; as the Lo 
commanded Moses.

29 And he set up the hanging 
the door of the tabernacle. 2a Ai 
he put the altar of burnt-offorii 
by the door of the tabernacle 
the tent of the congregation, ai 
offered upon it the burnt-offerii 
and the meal-offering; as t 
Lord commanded Moses. 

30 And he set the laver betwei 
the tent of the congregation ai 
the altar, and put water thei 
to wash withal. 31 And Moses ai 
Aaron and his sons washed the 
hands and their feet therea 
32 When they went into the to 
of the congregation, and win 
they came near unto the allu 
they washed; as the Lord coi 
manded Moses. 
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""And he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle and 
the altar, and set up the hang¬ 
ing of the court gate. So Moses 
, finished the work. 

“Then a cloud covered the tent 
i i-f ihc congregation, and the glory 
i of the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

1 “And Moses was not able to enter 
I Into the tent of the congregation, 

! because the cloud abode thereon, 
mnd the glory of the Lord filled 


the tabernacle. “And when the 
cloud was taken up from over the 
tabernacle, the children of Israel 
went onward in all their journeys: 
“But if the cloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till 
the day that it was taken up. 
88 For the cloud of the Lord was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and 
fire was on it by night, in the 
sight of all the house of Israel, 
throughout all their journeys.

“And if the whole congregation 
of Israel sin through ignorance, 
and the thing be hidden from the 
eyes of the assembly, and they 
have done somewhat against any 
of the commandments of the Lord 
concerning things which should 
not be done, and are guilty; 
“When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then 
the congregation shall offer a 
young hullock for the sin, and 
bring him before the tabernacle 
of the congregation. “And the 
elders of the congregation shall 
lay their hands upon the head of 
the bullock before the Lord: and 
the bullock shall be killed before 
the Lord. “And the priest that 
is anointed shall bring of the bul¬ 
lock's blood to the tabernacle of 
tie congregation: “And the priest 
shall dip his finger in some of 
the blood, and sprinkle it seven 
times before the Lord, even before 
the veil. “And he shall put some 
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of the blood upon the horns of 
the altar which is before the Lord, 
that is in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and shall pour out 
all the blood at the bottom of the 
altar of the burnt-offering, which 
is at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 10 And he 
shall take all his fat from him, 
and burn it upon the altar. 20 And 
he shall do with the bullock as 
he did with the bullock for a sin- 
offering, so shall he do with this: 
and the priest shall make an atone¬ 
ment for them, and it shall be 
forgiven them. 21 And he shall 
carry forth the bullock without 
the camp, and burn him as he 
burned the first bullock: it is a 
sin-offering for the congregation. 

22 When a ruler hath sinned, and 
done somewhat through ignorance 
against any of the commandments 
of the Lord his God concerning 
things which should not be done, 
and is guilty; 23 0r if his sin, 
wherein he hath sinned, come to 
his knowledge; he shall bring 
his offering, a kid of the goats, 
a male without blemish: 24 And 
he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of the goat, and kill it in 
the place where they kill the 
burnt-offering before the Lord: 
it is a sin-offering. 25 And the 
priest shall take of the blood of 
the sin-offering with his finger, 
and put it upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt-offering, and shall 
pour out its blood at the bot¬ 
tom of the altar of burnt-offering. 
ja And he shall burn all its fat 
upon the altar, as the fat of the 


sacrifice of peace-offerings: and 
the priest shall make an atone¬ 
ment for him as concerning his 
sin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

2T And if any one of the common 
people sin through ignorance, 
while he doeth somewhat against 
any of the commandments of the 
Lord concerning things which 
ought not to be done, and be 
guilty; 28 0r if his sin, which he 
hath sinned, come to his knowl¬ 
edge: then he shall bring hm 
offering, a kid of the goats, a fe¬ 
male without blemish, for his sin 
which he hath sinned. 20 And he 
shall lay his hand upon the head of 
the sin-offering, and slay the sin- 
offering in the place of the burnt- 
offering. 30 And the priest shall 
take of the blood thereof with his 
finger, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar of burnt-offering, and 
shall pour out all the blood there 
of at the bottom of the altar. 
31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat is taken 
away from off the sacrifice of 
peace-offerings; and the priest 
shall burn it upon the altar for a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; and 
the priest shall make an atone¬ 
ment for him, and it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for 
a sin-offering, he shall bring it 
a female without blemish. 33 Aml 
he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of the sin-offering, and 
slay it for a sin-offering in the 
place where they kill the burnt 
offering. 34 And the priest shall 
take of the blood of the sin-offer- 
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ing with his finger, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt-offering, and shall pour out 
all the blood thereof at the bot¬ 
tom of the altar: S5 And he shall 
take away all the fat thereof, as 
the fat of the lamb is taken away 
from the sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings; and the priest shall 
burn them upon the altar, accord¬ 
ing to the offerings made by fire 
unto the Lord: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for his 
sin that he hath committed, and 
it shall be forgiven him. 

£ And if a soul sin, and hear 
the voice of swearing, and is 
a witness, whether he hath seen 
or known of it; if he do not utter 
it, then he shall bear his iniquity. 
“Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it be a carcass 
of nn unclean beast, or a carcass 
of unclean cattle, or the carcass 
of unclean creeping things, and 
if it be hidden from him; lie also 
shall be unclean, and guilty. 3 0r if 
he touch the uncleanness of man, 
whatsoever uncleanness it be that 
n man shall be defiled withal, and 
it be hid from him; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be 
guilty. 4 0r if a soul swear, pro¬ 
nouncing with his lips to do evil, 
»r to do good, whatsoever it be 
that a man shall pronounce with 
nn oath, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of it, then he 
nhall be guilty in one of these. 
And it shall be, when he shall 
ne guilty in one of these things , 
hat he shall confess that he hath 
iimed in that thing: 8 And he 


Bhall bring his trespass-offering 
unto the Lord for his sin which 
he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin-offering; and 
the priest shall make an atone¬ 
ment for him concerning his sin. 
7 And if he be not able to bring 
a lamb, then he shall bring for 
his trespass, which he hath com¬ 
mitted, two turtle-doves, or two 
young pigeons, unto the Lord; 
one for a sin-offering, and the 
other for a burnt-offering. 8 And 
he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which 
is for the sin-offering first, and 
wring off its head from its neck, 
but shall not divide it asunder; 
e And he shall sprinkle of the 
blood of the sin-offering upon the 
side of the altar; and the rest of 
the blood shall be wrung out at 
the bottom of the altar: it is a 
sin-offering. 10 And he shall offer 
the second for a burnt-offering, 
according to the manner; and the 
priest shall make an atonement 
for him for his sin which he 
hath sinned, and it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

11 But if he be not able to bring 
two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons, then he that sinned shall 
bring for his offering the tenth 
part of an ephah of fine flour 
for a sin-offering; he shall put 
no oil upon it, neither shall he 
put any frankincense thereon: 
for it is a sin-offering. 1J Then 
shall he bring it to the priest, 
and the priest shall take his hand¬ 
ful of it, even a memorial thereof,

and bum it on the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire unto 
the Lord: it is a sin-offering. 
13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching 
his sin that he hath sinned in 
one of these, and it shall be for¬ 
given him: and the remnant shall 
be the priest's, as a meal-offering. 

X4 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, ,5 If a soul commit a 
trespass, and sin through igno¬ 
rance, in the holy things of the 
Lord; then he shall bring for his 
trespass unto the Lord a ram 
without blemish out of the flocks, 
with thy estimation by shekels of 
silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for a trespass-offering : 
16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in 
the holy thing, and shall add the 
fifth part thereto, and give it un¬ 
to the priest: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him with 
the ram of the trespass-offering, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

17 And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are 
forbidden to be done by the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord; though 
he know it not, yet is he guilty, 
and shall bear his iniquity. l8 And 
he shall bring a ram without 
blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass-offering, 
unto the priest: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
concerning his ignorance where¬ 
in he erred and knew it not, and 
it shall be forgiven him. 16 It is 
a trespass-offering: he hath cer¬ 
tainly trespassed against the Lord.

20 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, ai If a soul sin, and 
commit a trespass against tin 
Lord, and lie unto his neighboui 
in that which was delivered hirr 
to keep, or in fellowship, or in n 
thing taken away by violence, 01 
hath deceived his neighbour; 3 -()i 
have found that which was lost 
and lieth concerning it, atu 
sweareth falsely; in any of ol 
these that a man doeth, sinninp 
therein: 23 Then it shall be, be 
cause he hath sinned, and ir 
guilty, that he shall restore thal 
which he took violently away, m 
the thing which he hath deceit 
fully gotten, or that which waf 
delivered him to keep, or the losl 
thing which he found, 24 0r al 
that about which he hath sworr 
falsely; he shall even restore il 
in the principal, and shall add thf 
fifth part more thereto, and give 
it unto him to whom it apper¬ 
tained, in the day of his trespass- 
offering.

g And the Lord spoke unto Mo 
ses, saying, 2 Command Amor 
and his sons, saying, 

This is the law of the burnt 1 
offering: It is the burnt-offering, 
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because of the burning upon the 
altar all night unto the morning, 
and the fire of the altar shall be 
burning in it. a And the priest 
ahnll put on his linen garment, 
and his linen breeches shall he 
(ml upon his flesh, and take up 
the ashes which the fire hath 
consumed with the burnt-offering 
on the altar, and he shall put them 
beside the altar. ‘And he shall 
put off his garments, and put on 
other garments, and carry forth 
the ashes without the camp unto 
a clean place. 3 And the fire upon 
the altar shall be burning in it; 
it shall not be put out: and the 
priest shall burn wood on it every 
morning, and lay the burnt-offer¬ 
ing in order upon it; and he shall 
hum thereon the fat of the peace- 
offerings. "The fire shall ever be 
burning upon the altar; it shall 
never go out.

It shall be 
a statute for ever in your gene¬ 
rations concerning the offerings 
of the Lord made by fire: every 
one that toucheth them shall be 
holy. 

,2 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 13 This is the offering 
of Aaron and of his sons, which 
they shall offer unto the Lord in 
the day when he is anointed; the 
tenth part of an ephah of fine 
flour for a meal-offering per¬ 
petually, half of it in the morning, 
and half thereof at night. 14 In a 
pan it shall be made with oil; and 
when it is baked, thou shalt bring 
it in: and the baked pieces of the 
meal-offering shalt thou offer for 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 
,3 And the priest of his sons that 
is anointed in his stead shall offer 
it: it is a statute for ever unto 
the Lord; it shall be wholly burnt. 
,8 For every meal-offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt; it 
shall not be eaten. 

17 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 18 Speak unto Aaron 
and to his sons, saying, 

This is the law of the sin-offer¬ 
ing: In the place where the burnt- 
offering is killed shall the sin- 
offering be killed before the Lord: 
it is most holy. 1# The priest that 
offereth it for Bin shall eat it: in 
the holy place shall it be eaten, 
in the court of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. J0 Whatsoever 


shall touch the flesh thereof 
shall be holy: and when there is 
sprinkled of the blood thereof 
upon any garment, thou shalt 
wash that whereon it was 
sprinkled in the holy place. 21 But 
the earthen vessel wherein it is 
sodden shall be broken: and if it 
be sodden in a brazen pot, it shall 
be both scoured and rinsed in 
water.

H Likewise this is the law of 
the trespass-offering: it is 
most holy. 2 In the place where they 
kill the burnt-offering shall they 
kill the trespass-offering: and the 
blood thereof shall he sprinkle 
round about upon the altar. 3 And 
he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat 
that covereth the inwards, ‘‘And 
the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul that is above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall 
he take away: 5 And the priest 
shall burn them upon the altar 
for an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord: it is a trespass-offering. 
®Every male among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten 
in the holy place: it is most holy. 
7 As the sin-offering is, so is the 
trespass-offering: there is one law 
for them: the priest that maketh 
atonement therewith shall have it. 


8 And the priest that offereth an 
man’s burnt-offering, even th 
priest shall have to himself th 
skin of the burnt-offering whic 
he hath offered. 6 And all th 
meal-offering that is baked in th 
oven, and all that is dressed i 
the frying-pan, and in the pai 
shall be the priest’s that offeret 
it. ,0 And every mcal-offerini 
mingled with oil, and dry, shu 
all the sons of Aaron have, oh 
as much as another. 

“And this zs the law of tli 
sacrifice of peace-offerings, whic 
he shall offer unto the Lord. 1 -1 
he offer it for a thanksgivini 
then he shall offer with the sa< 
rifiee of thanksgiving unleavone 
cakes mingled with oil, and ui 
leavened wafers anointed with oi 
and cakes mingled with oil, c 
fine flour, fried. “Besides th 
cakes, he shall offer for his offei 
ing leavened bread with th 
sacrifice of thanksgiving of hi 
peace-offerings. “And of it h 
shall offer one out of the whol 
oblation for a heave-offering ur 
to the Lord, and it shall bo th 
priest's that sprinkleth the blon 
of the peace-offerings. “And th 
flesh of the sacrifice of his pear< 
offerings for thanksgiving sha 
be eaten the same day that it i 
offered; he shall not leave any c 
it until the morning. “But if lli 
sacrifice of his offering be a vou 
or a voluntary offering, it sha 
be eaten the same day that h 
offereth his sacrifice: and on tli 
morrow also the remainder of : 
shall be eaten: “But the n 
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mainder of the flesh of the sac- 
rifiee on the third day shall be 
burnt with fire. 18 And if any of 
the flesh of the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings be eaten at all on 
Hu* third day, it shall not be 
accepted, neither shall it be im¬ 
puted unto him that offereth it: 
it shall be an abomination, and 
the soul that cateth of it shall 
bear his iniquity. ,0 And the flesh 
that touchcth any unclean thing 
shall not be eaten; it shall be 
burnt with fire: and as for the 
flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 20 But the soul that eatetli 
of the flesh of the sacrifice of 
pence-offerings, that pertain unto 
the Lord, bavin# his unclcanncss 
upon him, even that soul shall be 
cut off from his people. ^More¬ 
over the soul that shall touch any 
unclean thing, aft the uncleanness 
of man, or any unclean beast, or 
*ny abominable unclean thing, and 
ent of the flesh of the sacrifice of 
peace-offerings, which pertain un¬ 
to the Lord, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

”And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
hps, saying, 21 Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying. 

Ye shall eat no manner of fat, 
pf ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

, And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
Which is tom by beasts, may be 
jsed in any other use: but ye 
dmll in no wise eat of it. 25 For 
whosoever eateth the fat of the 
H'leit, of which men offer an offer- 
ng made by fire unto the Lord, 
liven the soul that eateth it shall 


be cut off from his people. 2a More- 
over ye shall eat no manner of 
blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 
27 Whatsoever soul it be that eat¬ 
eth any manner of blood, even 
that soul shall be cut off from his 
people. 

29 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2l) Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, 

He that offereth the sacrifice of 
his peace-offerings unto the Lord 
shall bring his oblation unto the 
Lord of the sacrifice of his peace- 
offerings. ao His own hands shall 
bring the offerings of the Lord, 
made by fire, the fat with the 
breast, it shall he bring, that the 
breast may be waved for a wave- 
offering before the Ix>rd. 3, And 
the priest shall burn the fat upon 
the altar: but the breast shall be 
Aaron’s and his sons’. 32 And the 
right shoulder shall ye give unto 
the priest for a heave-offering 
of the sacrifices of your peace- 
offerings. aa He among the suns 
of Aaron, that offereth the blood 
of the peace-offerings, and the fat, 
shall have the right shoulder for 
his part. 81 For the wave-breast 
and the heave-shoulder have I 
taken of the children of Israel 
from off the sacrifices of their 
peace-offerings, and have given 
them unto Aaron the priest and 
unto his sons by a statute for 
ever from among the children of 
Israel. 

35 This is the portion of the a- 
nointing of Aaron, and of the 
anointing of his sons, out of the 
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offerings of the Lord made by 
fire, in the day when he presented 
them to minister unto the Lord 
in the priest’s office; 36 Which the 
Lord commanded to be given them 
of the children of Israel, in the 
day that he anointed them, by a 
statute for ever throughout their 
generations. 

3r This is the law of the burnt- 
offering, of the meal-offering, and 
of the sin-offering, and of the 
trespass-offering, and of the con¬ 
secrations, and of the sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings; 3fi Which 
the Lord commanded Moses in 
mount Sinai, in the day that he 
commanded the children of Israel 
to offer their oblations unto the 
Lord, in the wilderness of Sinai. 
Q And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
u ses, saying, 2 Take Aaron and 
his sons with him, and the gar¬ 
ments, and the anointing oil, and 
a bullock for the sin-offering, and 
two rams, and a basket of un¬ 
leavened bread; 3 And gather thou 
all the congregation together unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 4 And Moses did as 
the Lord commanded him; and 
the assembly was gathered to¬ 
gether unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 6 And 
Moses said unto the congregation, 
This is the thing which the Lord 
commanded to be done. G And Mo¬ 
ses brought Aaron and his sons, 
and washed them with water. 
7 And he put upon him the coat,

"Ar 
he sprinkled thereof upon the a 
tar seven times, and anointed fl 
altar and all its vessels, both U 
laver and its foot, to sanetif 
them. 12 And lie poured of the i 
nointing oil upon Aaron's heai 
and anointed him, to sanetif 
him. 13 And Moses brought Aa 
on’s sons, and put coats upc 
them, and girded them wit 
girdles, and put bonnets upo 
them; as the Lord command* 
Moses. 14 And he brought the bu 
lock for the sin-offering: an 
Aaron and his sons laid the 
hands upon the head of the bu 
lock for the sin-offering. 1 ' , An 
he slew him; and Moses took II 
blood, and put it upon the hon 
of the altar round about with h 
finger, and purified the altar, an 
poured the blood at the bottoi 
of the altar, and sanctified it, I 
make atonement upon it. 1,1 An 
lie took all the fat that was upo 
the inwards, and the caul aboi 
the liver, and the two kidney; 
and their fat, and Moses burne 
it upon the altar. 1T But the bu 
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lock, and his hide, his flesh, and 
his dung, he burnt with fire with¬ 
out the camp; as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. “And he brought 
the ram for the burnt-offering: 
pml Aaron and his sons laid their 
hands upon the head of the ram. 
'•And lie killed him; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. “And he cut the 
ram into pieces; and Moses burnt 
the head, and the pieces, and the 
fat. “And he washed the inwards 
ind the legs in water; and Moses 
jurnt the whole ram upon the 
iltar: it was a burnt-sacrifice for 
k sweet savour, and an offering 
nade by fire unto the Lord; as 
he liOrd commanded Moses. “And 
io brought the other ram, the ram 
if consecration: and Aaron and 
li« sons laid their hands upon the 
lend of the ram. “And he slew 
rim; and Moses took of the blood 
•f him, and put it upon the tip of 
taron’s right ear, and upon the 
humb of his right hand, and 
ipon the great toe of his right 
loot. 24 And he brought Aaron's 
Dns, nnd Moses put of the blood 
ipon the tip of their right ear, 
ind upon the thumbs of their 
tight hands, and upon the great 
bes of their right feet: and Mo¬ 
bs sprinkled the blood upon the 
iltur round about. “And he took 
he fat, and the rump, and all 
lie fat that was upon the inwards, 
ind the caul above the liver, and 
he two kidneys, and their fat, 
h' 1 the right shoulder: “And out 
f the basket of unleavened bread, 
i»at. was before the Lord, he took 


one unleavened cake, and a cake 
of oiled bread, and one wafer, and 
put them on the fat, and upon 
the right shoulder: “And he put 
all upon Aaron's hands, and upon 
his sons’ hands, and waved them 
for a wave-offering before the 
Lord. “And Moses took them 
from off their hands, and burnt 
them on the altar upon the burnt- 
offering: they were consecrations 
for a sweet savour: it is an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 
29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave-offering be¬ 
fore the Lord: for of the ram of 
consecration it was Moses’ part; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 
“And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was 
upon the altar, and sprinkled it 
upon Aaron, and upon his gar¬ 
ments, and upon his sons, and 
upon his sons’ garments with 
him; and sanctified Aaron, and 
his garments, and his sons, and 
his sons' garments with him. 
3l And Moses said unto Aaron and 
to his sons, Boil the flesh at the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation: and there eat it with 
the bread that is in the basket of 
consecrations, as I commanded, 
saying, Aaron and his sons shall 
eat it “And that which remaineth 
of the flesh and of the bread shall 
ye burn with fire. “And ye shall 
not go out of the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation in 
seven days, until the days of your 
consecration be at an end: for 
seven days shall he consecrate 
you. 84 As he hath done this day, 
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80 the Lord hath commanded to 
do, to make an atonement for you. 
8fi Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation day and night seven 
days, and keep the charge of the 
Lord, that ye die not: for so I 
am commanded . 36 So Aaron and 
his sons did all things which the 
Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses. 

ft And it came to pass on the 
eighth day, that Moses called 
Aaron and his sons, and the elders 
of Israel; 2 And he said unto Aar¬ 
on, Take thee a young calf for 
a sin-offering, and a ram for a 
burnt-offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the Lord. 
3 And unto the children of Israel 
thou shalt speak, saying, Take 
ye a he-goat for a sin-offering; 
and a calf and a lamb, both 
of the first year, without blemish, 
for a burnt-offering; 4 Also a bul¬ 
lock and a ram for peace-offer¬ 
ings, to sacrifice before the Lord; 
and a meal-offerings mingled with 
oil: for to-day the Lord will 
appear unto you. 5 And they 
brought that which Moses com¬ 
manded before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and all the 
congregation drew near and stood 
before the Lord. 6 And Moses said, 
This is the thing which the Lord 
commanded that ye should do: 
and the glory of the Lord shall 
appear unto you. 7 And Moses 
said unto Aaron, Go unto the al¬ 
tar, and offer thy sin-offering, and 


thy burnt-offering, and make at 
atonement for thyself, and for tin 
people: and offer the offering o 
the people, and make an atom* 
ment for them; as the Ixird rom 
manded. 8 Aaron therefore wen 
unto the altar, and slew the cal 
of the sin-offering, which im.<? fo 
himself. °And the sons of Aaroi 
brought the blood unto him: am 
he dipped his finger in the blood 
and put it upon the horns of th 
altar, and poured out the blom 
at the bottom of the altar: in Ru 
the fat, and the kidneys, and lh 
caul above the liver of the sin 
offering, he burnt upon the altar 
as the Lord commanded Moses 
n And the flesh and the hide h 
burnt with fire without the cnmr 
12 And he slew the burnt-offering 
and Aaron's sons presented unfc 
him the blood, which lie sprinkle 
round about upon the altar. 11 Am 
they presented the burnt-offerin: 
unto him, with the pieces thereoi 
and the head: and he burnt thry ; 
upon the altar. 14 And he did wmhI 
the inwards and the legs, nrr 
burnt them upon the burnt-odor 
ing on the altar. 15 And he brough 
the people’s offering, and too 
the goat, which was the sin-offer 
ing for the people, and slew il 
and offered it for sin, as th 
first. 16 And he brought the burnt 
offering, and offered it accordm 
to the manner. 17 And he brough 
the meal-offering, and took 
handful thereof, and burnt it upo 
the altar, besides the bumt-sacrj 
fice of the morning. 18 He slor 
also the bullock and the rar 
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for a sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
which was for the people: and 
Aaron's sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled upon 
the altar round about, 19 And the 
Lit of the bullock and of the ram, 
the rump, and that which cov- 
ereth the inwards, and the kid¬ 
neys, and the caul above the liver: 
2, ’And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat 
ujion the altar: 21 And the breasts 
and the right shoulder Aaron 
waved for a wave-offering before 
the I/ord; as Moses commanded. 
52 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed 
them, and came down from offer¬ 
ing of the sin-offering, and the 
humt-offering, and peace-offer¬ 
ings. z; *And Moses and Aaron 
went into the tahernacle of the 
congregation, and came out, and 
blessed the people: and the glory 
of the Lord appeared unto all the 
people. Z4 And there came a fire 
out from before the Lord, and 
consumed upon the altar the 
burnt-offering and the fat; and 
all the people saw it, and they 
shouted, and fell on their faces. 
And Nadab and Abihu, the 
sons of Aaron, took each of 
them his censer, and pui, fire 
therein, and put incense thereon, 
Hnd offered strange fire before 
the T/ord, which he commanded 
them not. s And there went out 
fire from the Lord, and devoured 
them, and they died before the 
7-ord. -’Then Moses said unto 
Aaron, This is it that the Lord 
Rpokc. saying, I will be sanctified 


in them that come nigh me, and 
before all the people I will be 
glorified. And Aaron held his 
peace. 4 And Moses called Mishael 
and Elzaphan, the sons of Uzziel 
the uncle of Aaron, and said unto 
them. Come near, carry your 
brethren from before the sanctu¬ 
ary out of the camp. 5 So they 
went near, and carried them in 
their coats out of the camp; as 
Moses had said. 

fi And Moses said unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Itha- 
mar, his sons, Uncover not your 
heads, neither rend your clothes; 
lest ye die, and lest wrath come 
upon all the people: but let your 
hrethren, the whole house of Isra¬ 
el, bewail the hurning which the 
Lord hath kindled. 7 And ye shall 
not go out from the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
lest ye die: for the anointing 
oil of the Lord is upon you. And 
they did according to the word 
of Moses. 

a And the Lord spoke unto Aar¬ 
on, saying, 6 Do not drink wine 
nor strong drink, thou, nor thy 
sons with thee, when ye go into 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, lest ye die: it shall be a 
statute for ever throughout your 
generations: l0 And that ye may 
put a difference between holy and 
unholy, and between unclean and 
clean; 11 And that ye may teach 
the children of Israel all the stat¬ 
utes which the Lord hath Bpoken 
unto them by the hand of Moses. 

12 And Moses spoke unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Itha- 
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mar, his sons that were left. 
Take the meal-offering that re- 
maineth of the offerings of the 
Lord made by fire, and eat it with¬ 
out leaven beside the altar: for 
it is most holy: “And ye shall 
eat it in the holy place, because 
it is thy due, and thy sons’ due, 
of the sacrifices of the Lord made 
by fire: for so I am commanded. 
14 And the wave-breast and heave- 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean 
place; thou, and thy sons, and 
thy daughters with thee; for they 
be thy due, and thy sons' due, 
which are given out of the sac¬ 
rifices of peace-offerings of the 
children of Israel. “The heave- 
shoulder and the wave-breast 
shall they bring with the offer¬ 
ings made by fire of the fat, to 
wave it for a wave-offering be¬ 
fore the Lord; and it shall be 
thine, and thy sons’ with thee, 
by a statute for ever; as the 
Lord hath commanded. 

lc And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin-offering, and, 
behold, it was burnt; and he 
was angry with Eleazar and Itha- 
mar, the sons of Aaron that 
were left alive, saying, ^Where¬ 
fore have ye not eaten the sin- 
offering in the holy place, seeing 
it is most holy, and God hath 
given it you to bear the iniquity 
of the congregation, to make 
atonement for them before the 
Lord? “Behold, the blood of it 
was not brought in within the 
holy place: ye should indeed have 
eaten it in the holy place, as I 
commanded. “And Aaron said 


unto Moses, Behold, this day have 
they offered their sin-offering 
and their burnt-offering before 
the Lord; and such things have 
befallen me: and if I had eaten 
the sin-offering to-day, should it 
have been accepted in the sight 
of the Lord? 20 And Moses heard 
that, and it was well-pleasing in 
his sight. 

11 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and to Aaron, saying un¬ 
to them, z Speak unto the children 
of Israel saying, 

These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts 
that are on the earth. Whatso¬ 
ever parteth the hoof, and is 
cloven-footed, and cheweth the 
cud, among the beasts, that shall 
ye eat. ‘•Nevertheless these shall 
ye not eat of them that chew the 
cud, or of them that divide the 
hoof: as the camel, because he 
cheweth the cud, but divideth 
not the hoof; he is unclean unto 
you. 5 And the cony, because he 
cheweth the cud, but divideth riot 
the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
c And the hare, because he chew¬ 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be cloven-footed, 
yet he cheweth not the cud; he is 
unclean to you. 8 Of their flesh 
shall ye not eat, and their carcass 
shall ye not touch; they are un¬ 
clean to you. 

°These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters: whatsoever 
hath fins and scales in the waters. 
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in the seas, and in the rivers, 
them shall ye eat. >0 And all that 
have not fins and scales in the 
seas, and in the rivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of any 
living thing which is in the wa¬ 
ters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you: ll They shall be even 
an abomination unto you; ye 
shall not eat of their flesh, but 
ye shall have their carcasses in 
abomination. “Whatsoever hath 
no fins nor scales in the waters, 
that shall be an abomination unto 
you. 

“And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among 
the fowls; they shall not be eaten, 
they are an abomination: the 
eagle, and the ossifrage, and the 
rmpray, “And the vulture, and 
the kite after its kind; “Every 
raven after its kind; “And the 
awl, and the night-hawk, and the 
juckow, and the hawk after its 
tind, “And the little owl, and 
iie cormorant, and the great owl, 
i*And the swan, and the pelican, 
And the gier-eagle, “And the 
itork, the heron after its kind, 
And the lapwing, and the bat. 

“All fowls that creep, going 
jpon all four, shall be an abomi¬ 
nation unto you. “Yet these may 
/e eat of every flying creeping 
,hing that goeth upon all four, 
Ivhich have legB above their feet, 
leap withal upon the eartli; 
,2 Even these of them ye may eat; 
he locust after its kind, and the 
juld locust after its kind, and 
;he beetle after its kind, and the 
grasshopper after its kind. “But 


all other flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall be 
an abomination unto you. 

“And for these ye shall be un¬ 
clean : whosoever toucheth the 
carcass of them shall be unclean 
until the even. ”And whosoever 
beareth ought of the carcass of 
them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even. 29 The 
carcasses of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and is not clo¬ 
ven-footed, nor cheweth the cud, 
are unclean unto you : every one 
that toucheth them shall be un¬ 
clean. 27 And whatsoever goeth 
upon its paws, among all manner 
of beasts that go on all four, 
those are unclean unto you: who¬ 
so toucheth their carcass shall be 
unclean until the even. “And he 
that beareth the carcass of them 
shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: they are 
unclean unto you. 

“These also shall be unclean 
unto you among the creeping 
things that creep upon the earth; 
the weasel, and the mouse, and 
the tortoise after its kind. “And 
the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and 
the mole. “These are unclean to 
you among all that creep: whoso¬ 
ever doth touch them, when they 
be dead, shall be unclean until 
the even. 3J And upon whatsoever 
any of them, when they are dead, 
doth fall, it shall be unclean; 
whether it be any vessel of wood, 
or raiment, or skin, or sack, what¬ 
soever vessel tf be, wherein any 
work is done, it must be put into 
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water, and it shall be unclean 
until the even; so it shall be 
cleansed. 33 And every earthen 
vessel, whereinto any of them 
falleth, whatsoever is in it shall 
be unclean; and ye shall break it. 
34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh 
shall be unclean: and all drink 
that may be drunk in every such 
vessel shall be unclean. 3r, And 
every thing whereupon any part 
of their carcass falleth shall be 
unclean; whether it be oven, or 
ranges for pots, they shall be 
broken down: for they are un¬ 
clean, and shall be unclean unto 
you. 36 Nevertheless a fountain or 
pit, wherein there is plenty of 
water, shall be clean: but that 
which toucheth their carcass shall 
be unclean. 37 And if any part of 
their carcass fall upon any sowing 
seed which is to be sown, it shall 
be clean. 38 But if any water be 
put upon the seed, and any part 
of their carcass fall thereon, it 
shall be unclean unto you. 

3 ®And if any beast, of which 
ye may eat, die; he that touoheth 
the carcass thereof shall be un¬ 
clean until the even. 40 And he 
that eateth of the carcass of it 
shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: he also 
that beareth the carcass of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 4, And every creep¬ 
ing thing that creepeth upon the 
earth shall be an abomination; 
it shall not be eaten. ^Whatso¬ 
ever goeth upon the belly, and 
whatsoever goeth upon all four, 


or whatsoever hath more feet 
among all creeping things that 
creep upon the earth, them ye 
shall not eat; for they are an 
abomination. 43 Ye shall not make 
yourselves abominable with any 
creeping thing that creepeth, 
neither shall ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, that ye should 
be defiled thereby. 41 For I am 
the Lord your God: ye shall 
therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
ye shall be holy; for I am holy: 
neither shall ye defile yourselves 
with any manner of creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the 
earth. 43 For I am the Lord that 
bringeth you up out of the land 
of Egypt, to he your God: ye 
shall therefore be holy, for I am 
holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every 
living creature that moveth in 
the waters, and of every creature 
that creepeth upon the earth: 
47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and 
between the beast that may he 
eaten and the beast that may not 
be eaten. 

ynm 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, 

If a woman have conceived 
seed, and borne a male: then 
she shall be unclean seven days; 
according to the days of the sep¬ 
aration for her infirmity shall 
she be unclean. 3 And in the eighth 
day the flesh of his foreskin shall 
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be circumcised. ‘And she shall 
then continue in the blood of her 
purifying three and thirty days; 
she shall touch no hallowed thing, 
nor come into the sanctuary, until 
the days of her purifying be ful¬ 
filled. 'But if she bear a fe¬ 
male, then she shall be unclean 
two weeks, as in her separation: 
and she shall continue in the 
blood of her purifying threescore 
and six days. “And when the days 
of her purifying are fulfilled, for 
a son, or for a daughter, she shall 
bring a lamb of the first year 
for a burnt-offering, and a young 
pigeon, or a turtle-dove, for a 
sin-offering, unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
unto the priest: 7 And he shall 
offer it hefore the Lord, and make 
nn atonement for her; and she 
shall he cleansed from the issue 
of her blood. 

This is the law for her that 
hath borne a male or a female. 
“And if she be not ahlc to bring 
a lamb, then she shall bring 
two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons; the one for the burnt- 
offering, and the other for a sin- 
offering: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her, and 
she shall be clean. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and Aaron, saying, 
•When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, 
or bright spot, and it be in the 
skin of his flesh like the plague 
of leprosy; then he shall be 
brought unto Aaron the priest, 
or unto one of his sons the 


priests: *And the priest shall look 
on the plague in the skin of the 
flesh: and when the hair in the 
plague is turned white, and the 
plague in sight be deeper than 
the skin of his flesh, it is a plague 
of leprosy: and the priest shall 
look on him, and pronounce him 
unclean. ‘If the bright spot be 
white in the skin of his flesh, and 
in sight be not deeper than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be not 
turned white; then the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the 
plague seven days: 'And the 
priest shall look on him the sev¬ 
enth day: and, behold, if the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, 
and the plague spread not in the 
skin; then the priest shall shut 
him up seven days more: “And 
the priest shall look on him again 
the seventh day: and, behold, if 
the plague be somewhat dark, 
and the plague spread not in the 
skin, the priest shall pronounce 
him clean: it is but a scab: and 
he shall wash his clothes, and be 
clean. 7 But if the scab spread 
much abroad in the skin, after 
that he hath been seen by the 
priest for his cleansing, he shall 
be seen by the priest again: 'And 
if the priest see that, behold, the 
scab spreadeth in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is leprosy. 

®When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be broughi 
unto the priest: ,0 And the priest 
shall see him: and, behold, if the 
rising be white in the skin, and 
it have turned the hair white, 
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and there be quick raw flesh in 
the rising; n It is an old leprosy 
in the skin of his flesh, and the 
priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean, and shall not shut him up: 
for he is unclean. 12 And if a lep¬ 
rosy break out abroad in the skin, 
and the leprosy cover all the skin 
of him that hath the plague from 
his head even to his foot, where¬ 
soever the priest looketh; 13 Then 
the priest shall consider: and, be¬ 
hold, if the leprosy have covered 
all his flesh, he shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague: 
it is all turned white: he is 
clean. 1 '*But when raw flesh ap- 
peareth in him, he shall be un¬ 
clean. 15 And the priest shall see 
the raw flesh, and pronounce him 
to be unclean: for the raw flesh 
is unclean: it is leprosy. 18 Or 
if the raw flesh turn again, and 
be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest; 17 And the 
priest shall see him: and, behold, 
if the plague be turned into 
white; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean that hath the 
plague: he is clean. 

18 The flesh also, in which, even 
in the skin thereof, was a boil, 
and is healed, 1B And in the place 
of the boil there be a white ris¬ 
ing, or a bright spot, white, and 
somewhat reddish, and it be 
shown to the priest; 20 And if, 
when the priest seeth it, behold, 
it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be 
turned white; the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a 
plague of leprosy broken out of 


the boil. 21 But if the priest look 
on it, and, behold, there be no 
white hairs therein, and if it be 
not lower than the skin, but be 
somewhat dark; then the pries! 
shall shut him up seven days: 
22 And if it spread much abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a 
plague. 23 But if the bright spot 
stay in its place, and spread nol. 
it is a burning boil; and the 
priest shall pronounce him clean. 

24 0r if there be any flesh, in 
the skin whereof there is a hoi 
burning, and the quick flesh thut 
burneth have a white bright spot, 
somewhat reddish, or white; 
25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, if the hair in the 
bright spot be turned white, and 
it be in sight deeper than the 
skin; it is leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the 
priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean : it is the plague of leprosy. 
2G But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in 
the bright spot, and it be no 
lower than the other skin, but he 
somewhat dark; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days: 
27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it 
be spread much abroad in the 
skin, then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unclean: it is flu* 
plague of leprosy. 28 And if the 
bright spot stay in its place, and 
spread not in the skin, but it be 
somewhat dark; it is a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: for it is 
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"If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the 
heard; "Then the priest shall 
see the plague: and, behold, if it 
he in sight deeper than the skin; 

there be in it a yellow thin 
hair; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unclean: it is a dry 
scall, even leprosy upon the 
head or beard. 3, And if the priest 
look on the plague of the scall, 
and, behold, it be not in sight 
deeper than the skin, and that 
there is no black hair in it; then 
the priest shall shut up him that 
hath the plague of the scall seven 
days; "And in the seventh day 
the priest shall look on the 
plague: and, behold, if the scall 
spread not, and there be in it no 
yellow hair, and the scall be not 
in sight deeper than the skin; 
"He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the 
scall seven days more: "And in 
the seventh day the priest shall 
look on the scall: and, behold, if 
the scall be not spread in the skin, 
nor be in Bight deeper than the 
skin; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean: and he shall 
wash his clothes, and be clean. 
"But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 
"Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, the priest 
"hall not seek for yellow hair; 
he is unclean. 37 But if the scall 
be in his sight at a stay, and 
Uiere is black hair grown up 


therein; the scall is healed, he ta 
clean: and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean. 

"If a man also or a woman 
have in the skin of their flesh 
bright spots, even white bright 
spots; "Then the priest shall 
look: and, behold, if the bright 
spots in the skin of their flesh 
be darkish-white; it is a freckled 
spot that groweth in the skin; 
he is clean. 

"And the man whose hair iB 
fallen off his head, he is bald; 
yet is he clean. "And he that 
hath his hair fallen off from the 
part of his head toward his face, 
he is forehead-bald: yet is he 
clean. "And if there be in the 
bald head, or bald forehead, a 
reddish-white sore; it is leprosy 
sprung up in his bald head, or 
his bald forehead. "Then the 
priest shall look upon it: and, be¬ 
hold, if the rising of the sore be 
reddish-white in his bald head, 
or in his bald forehead, as the 
leprosy appeareth in the skin of 
the flesh; "He is a leprous man, 
he is unclean: the priest shall 
pronounce him utterly unclean; 
his plague is in his head. 

"And the leper in whom the 
plague is, his clothes shall be 
rent, and his head bare, and he 
shall put a covering upon his 
upper lip, and shall cry, Unclean, 
unclean. "All the days wherein 
the plague shall be in him he shall 
be defiled, he is unclean: he shall 
dwell alone; without the camp 
shall his habitation be. 

"The garment also that the 
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plague of leprosy is in, whether 
it be a woollen garment, or a 
linen garment; 48 Whether it be 
in the warp, or woof; of linen, 
or of woollen; whether in a skin, 
or in any thing made of skin; 
49 And if the plague be greenish 
or reddish in the garment, or in 
the skin, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in any thing of 
skin; it is a plague of leprosy, 
and shall be shewn unto the 
priest: 50 And the priest shall 
look upon the plague, and shut 
up that which hath the plague 
seven days: 51 And he shall look 
on the plague on the seventh day: 
if the plague be spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in a skin, or in 
any work that is made of skin; 
the plague is a fretting leprosy; 
it is unclean. 52 He shall therefore 
burn that garment, whether warp 
or woof, in woollen or in linen, 
or any thing of skin, wherein 
the plague is: for it is a fretting 
leprosy; it shall be burnt in the 
fire. 53 And if the priest shall 
look, and, behold, the plague be 
not spread in the garment, either 
in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; 54 Then the 
priest shall command that they 
Wash the thing wherein the plague 
is, and he shall shut it up seven 
days more: 55 And the priest shall 
look on the plague, after that it 
is washed: and, behold, if the 
plague have not changed its col¬ 
our, and the plague be not spread; 
it is unclean; thou shalt bum it 
in the fire; it is a fret whether 


it be within or without. 68 And 
if the priest look, and, behold, 
the plague be somewhat dark 
after the washing of it; then he 
shall rend it out of the garment, 
or out of the skin, or out of the 
warp, or out of the woof: "And 
if it appear still in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, 
or in any thing of skin; it is a 
spreading plague: thou shalt burn 
that wherein the plague is wilh 
fire. 58 And the garment, either 
warp, or woof, or whatsoever 
thing of skin it be, which thou 
shalt wash, if the plague be de 
parted from them, then it shall 
be washed the second time, and 
shall be clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague 
of leprosy in a garment of wool¬ 
len or linen, either in the warp, 
or woof, or in any thing of skin, 
to pronounce it clean, or to pro¬ 
nounce it unclean. 

And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 

2 This shall be the law of the 
leper in the day of his cleansing: 
He shall be brought unto the 
priest: 3 And the priest shall go 
forth out of the camp; and the 
priest shall look, and, behold, if 
the plague of leprosy be healed 
in the leper; 4 Then shall the 
priest command to take for him 
that is to be cleansed two birds 
alive and clean, and cedar-wood, 
and scarlet, and hys3jp: B And 
the priest shall command that one 
of the birds be killed in an 
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earthen vessel over running wa¬ 
ter: “As for the living bird, he 
ahall take it, and the cedar-wood 
and the scarlet, und the hyssop, 
and shall dip them and the living 
hird in the blood of the bird that 
uas killed over the running wa¬ 
ter: 7 And he shall sprinkle upon 
him that is to be cleansed from 
the leprosy seven times, and shall 
pronounce him clean, and shall 
let the living bird loose into the 
open field. 8 And he that is to be 
cleansed shall wash his clothes, 
and shave off all his hair, and 
wash himself in water, that he 
may be clean: and after that he 
shnll come into the camp, and 
shall tarry abroad out of his tent 
seven days. 9 But it shall be on 
the seventh day, that he shall 
above all his hair off his head 
and his beard and his eyebrows, 
even all his hair he shall shave 
off: and he shall wash his clothes, 
also he shall wash his flesh in 
water, and he shall be clean. 
10 And on the eighth day he 
shall take two he-lambs without 
blemish, and one ewe-lamb of 
the first year without blemish, 
and three tenth deals of fine flour 
for a meal-offering, mingled with 
oil, and one log of oil. “And the 
prieBt that maketh him clean 
shall present the man that is to 
he made clean, and those things, 
before the Lord, at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion: “And the priest shall take 
one he-lamb, and offer him for a 
trespass-offering, and the log of 
oil, and wave them for a wave- 


offering before the Lord: 1# And 
he shall slay the lamb in the 
place where he shall kill the sin- 
offering and the burnt-offering, 
in the holy place: for as the sin- 
offering is the priest's, so is the 
trespass-offering: it is most holy : 
“And the priest shall take some 
of the blood of the trespass- 
offering, and the priest shall put 
it upon the tip of the right ear 
of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot: lft And the priest 
shall take some of the log of oil, 
and pour it into the palm of his 
own left hand: ia And the priest 
shall dip his right finger in the 
oil that ts in his left hand, and 
shall sprinkle of the oil with his 
finger seven times before the 
Lord: “And of the rest of the 
oil that ts in his hand shall the 
priest put upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot, upon the 
blood of the trespass-offering: 
ia And the remnant of the oil that 
is in the priest’s hand he shall 
pour upon the head of him that 
is to be cleansed: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
before the Lord. 1B And the priest 
shall offer the sin-offering, and 
make an atonement for him that 
is to be cleansed from his un- 
cleanness ; and afterward he shall 
kill the bumt-offering: ao And the 
priest shall offer the burnt-offer¬ 
ing and the meal-offering upon 
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the altar: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and 
he shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and can¬ 
not get so much; then he shall 
take one lamb for a trespass¬ 
offering to be waved, to make an 
atonement for him, and one tenth 
deal of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a meal-offering, and a log 
of oil; ”And two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons, such as he 
is able to get; and the one shall 
be a sin-offering, and the other 
a burnt-offering. 23 And he shall 
bring them on the eighth day for 
his cleansing unto the priest, un¬ 
to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, before the Lord. 
a *And the priest shall take the 
lamb of the trespass-offering, and 
the log of oil, and the priest shall 
wave them for a wave-offering 
before the Lord: Z5 And he shall 
kill the lamb of the trespass-offer¬ 
ing, and the priest shall take 
some of the blood of the trespass¬ 
offering, and put it upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is 
to be cleansed, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right 
foot: 26 And the priest shall pour 
of the oil into the palm of his 
own left hand: 27 And the priest 
shall sprinkle with his right 
finger some of the oil that is in 
his left hand seven times before 
the Lord: 28 And the priest shall 
put of the oil that is in his hand 
upon the tip of the right ear of 
him that is to be cleansed, and 
upon the thumb of hiB right hand, 


and upon the great toe of hie 
right foot, upon the place of the 
blood of the trespass-offering: 
28 And the rest of the oil that is 
in the priest's hand he shall put 
upon the head of him that is to 
be cleansed, to make an atonement 
for him before the Lord. 30 And he 
shall offer the one of the turtle¬ 
doves, or of the young pigeons, 
such as he can get; 3l Even such 
as he is able to get, the one for 
a sin-offering, and the other for 
a burnt-offering, with the meal¬ 
offering: and the priest slmll 
make an atonement for him that 
is to be cleansed before the Lord. 

32 This is the law of him in 
whom is the plague of leprosy, 
whose hand is not able to get 
that which pertaineth to his 
cleansing. 

S3 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and unto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the 
land of Canaan, which I give to 
you for a possession, and I put 
the plague of leprosy in a house 
of the land of your possession; 
35 And he that owneth the house 
shall come and tell the priest, 
saying, It seemeth to me there is 
as it were a plague in the house: 
36 Then the priest shall command 
that they empty the house, be¬ 
fore the priest go into it to sec 
the plague, that ail that is in the 
house be not made unclean: and 
afterward the priest shall go in 
to see the house: 37 And he shall 
look on the plague, and, behold, 
if the plague be in the walls of 
the house with hollow streaks. 
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greenish or reddish, which in 
sight are lower than the wall; 
“Then the priest ahall go out of 
the house to the door of the 
house, and shut up the house 
seven days: “And the priest shall 
«.«mu again the seventh day, and 
shall look; and, behold, if the 
plague be spread in the walls of 
the house; “Then the priest shall 
command that they take away the 
stones in which the plague is, and 
they shall cast them into an un¬ 
clean place without the city: 
4, And he shall cause the house 
to be scraped within round about, 
and they shall pour out the dust 
that they scrape off without the 
city into an unclean place: 42 And 
they shall take other stones, and 
put them in the place of those 
Mnne°; and he shall take other 
mortar, and ahall plaster the 
house. “And if the plague come 
again, and break out in the house, 
after that he hath taken away 
the stones, and after he hath 
scraped the house, and after it is 
plastered; 44 Then the priest shall 
come and look, and, behold, if the 
plague be spread in the house, it 
is a fretting leprosy in the house; 
it is unclean. “And he shall break 
down the house, the stones of it, 
and the timber thereof, and all 
the mortar of the house; and he 
shall carry them forth out of 
the city into an unclean place. 
“Moreover he that goeth into 
the house all the while that it is 
shut up shall be unclean until the 
even. 47 And he that lieth in the 
house shall wash his clothes; and 


he that eateth in the house shall 
wash his clothes. “And if the 
priest shall come in, and look 
upon it, and, behold, the plague 
hath not spread in the house, 
after the house was plastered: 
then the priest shall pronounce 
the house clean, because the 
plague is healed. “And he shall 
take to cleanse the house two 
birds, and cedar-wood, and scarlet, 
and hyssop: “And he shall kill 
the one of the birds in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 61 And 
he shall take the cedar-wood, and 
the hyssop, and the scarlet, and 
the living bird, and dip them in 
the blood of the slain bird, and 
in the running water, and sprinkle 
the house seven times: “And he 
shall cleanse the house with the 
blood of the bird, and with the 
running water, and with the liv¬ 
ing bird, and with the cedar-wood, 
and with the hyssop, and with 
the scarlet: “But he shall let 
go the living bird out of the city 
into the open fields, and make an 
atonement for the house: and it 
shall be clean. 

D4 This is the law for all manner 
of plague of leprosy, and scall, 
85 And for the leprosy of a gar¬ 
ment, and of a house, “And for 
a rising, and for a scab, and for 
a bright spot: 67 To teach when 
it is unclean, and when it is clean: 
this is the law of leprosy. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and to Aaron, saying, 
2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. 
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When any man hath a running 
issue out of his flesh, because of 
his issue he is unclean. 3 Andthis 
shall be his uncleanness in his 
issue: whether his flesh run with 
his issue, or his flesh be stopped 
from his issue, it is his unclean¬ 
ness. 4 Every bed, whereon he 
lieth that hath the issue, is un¬ 
clean: and every thing, whereon 
he sitteth, shall be unclean. 5 And 
whosoever toucheth his bed shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe him¬ 
self in water, and be unclean un¬ 
til the even. 6 And he that sitteth 
on any thing whereon he sat that 
hath the issue shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in wa¬ 
ter, and be unclean until the even. 
7 And he that toucheth the flesh of 
him that hath the issue shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the 
even. 8 And if he that hath the 
issue spit upon him that is clean; 
then he shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 9 And 
what saddle soever he rideth upon 
that hath the issue shall be un¬ 
clean. 10 And whosoever toucheth 
any thing that was under him 
shall be unclean until the even: 
and he that beareth any of those 
things shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 11 And 
whomsoever lie toucheth that hath 
the issue, and hath not rinsed 
his hands in water, he shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the 
even. 12 And the vessel of earth, 


that he toucheth which hath the 
issue, shall be broken: and every 
vessel of wood shall be rinsed in 
water. 

13 And when he that hath an 
issue is cleansed of his issue; 
then he shall number seven days 
for his cleansing, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe his flesh in 
running water, and shall be clean. 
14 And on the eighth day he shall 
take to him two turtle-doves, or 
two young pigeons, and come be 
fore the Lord unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congrega 
tion, and give them unto the 
priest: 15 And the priest shall offer 
them, the one for a sin-offering, 
and the other for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the 
Lord for his issue. 

ie And if any man's seed of 
copulation go out from him, then 
he shall wash all his flesh in wa¬ 
ter, and be unclean until the even. 
l7 And every garment, and every 
skin, whereon is the seed of copu¬ 
lation, shall be washed with wa¬ 
ter, and be unclean until the even. 
l9 The woman also with whom a 
man shall lie with seed of copula¬ 
tion, they shall both bathe them¬ 
selves in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

19 And if a woman have an 
issue, and her issue in her flesh 
be blood, she shall be put apart 
seven days: and whosoever 

toucheth her shall be unclean un¬ 
til the even. 20 And every thing 
that she lieth upon in her sepa- 
ration shall be unclean: every 
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Hiijiff also that she sittetli upon 
flhnll be unclean. 21 And whoso¬ 
ever toucheth her bed shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the 
even. “And whosoever toucheth 
any thing that she sat upon shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe him¬ 
self in water, and be unclean 
until the even. “And if it be on 
her bed, or on any thing where¬ 
on she sittetli, when lie toucheth 
it, he shall be unclean until the 
even. 24 And if any man lie with 
her at all, and her impurity be 
upon him, he shall be unclean 
seven days; and all the bed where¬ 
on he lieth shall be unclean. 

“And if a woman have an issue 
of her blood many days out of 
Ihe time of her separation, or if 
it run beyond the time of her 
separation; all the days of the 
issue of her uncleanness shall be 
as the days of her separation: 
she shall be unclean. “Every bed 
whereon she lieth ail the days of 
her issue shall be unto her a 9 the 
bed of her separation; and what¬ 
soever she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean, as the uncleanness of 
her Reparation. “And whosoever 
toucheth those tilings shall be un¬ 
clean, and shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. “BuL if 
she be cleansed of her issue, then 
Hhe shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she Bhall be 
clean. “And on the eighth day 
she shall take unto her two turtle¬ 
doves, or two young pigeons, 
and bring them unto the priest, 


to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. “And the priest 
shall offer the one for a sin-offer¬ 
ing, and the other for a burnt- 
offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her be¬ 
fore the Lord for the issue of 
her unclcanness. 

‘‘Thus shall ye separate the 
children of Israel from their un¬ 
cleanness; that they die not in 
their uncleanness, when they de¬ 
file my tabernacle that is among 
them. 

“This is the law of him that 
hath an issue, and of him whose 
seed goeth from him, and is 
defiled therewith; 33 And of her 
that is sick of her separation, and 
of him that hath an issue, of the 
man, and of the woman, and of 
him that lieth with her that is 
unclean.

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses after the death of the two 
sons of Aaron, when they offered 
before the Lord, and died; 2 And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Speak 
unto Aaron thy brother, that he 
come not at nil times into the 
holy place within the veil before 
the mercy seat, which is upon the 
ark; that he die not: for I will 
appear in the cloud upon the 
mercy seat. a Thus shall Aaron 
come into the holy place: with a 
young bullock for a sin-offering, 
and a ram for a burnt-offering. 
4 He shall put on the holy linen 
coat, and he shall have the linen 
breeches upon his flesh, and shall 
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be girded with a linen girdle, and 
with the linen mitre shall he be 
attired: these are holy garments; 
therefore shall he wash his flesh 
in water, and so put them on. 
b And he shall take of the con¬ 
gregation of the children of 
Israel two he-goats for a sin- 
offering, and one ram for a burnt- 
offering. 6 And Aaron shall offer 
his bullock of the sin-offering, 
which is for himself, and make an 
atonement for himself, and for 
his house. 7 And he shall take the 
two goats, and present them be¬ 
fore the Lord at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 
“And Aaron shall cast lots upon 
the two goats; one lot for the 
Lord, and the other lot for Azazel. 
•And Aaron shall bring the goat 
upon which the Lord’s lot fell, 
and offer him for a sin-offering. 
,0 But the goat, on which the lot 
fell for Azazel, shall be presented 
alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, and to 
let him go for Azazel into the 
wilderness. n And Aaron shall 
bring the bullock of the sin-offer¬ 
ing, which is for himself, and 
shall make an atonement for him¬ 
self, and for his house, and shall 
kill the bullock of the sin-offering 
which is for himself: 12 And he 
shall take a censer full of burn¬ 
ing coals of fire from off the altar 
before the Lord, and his hands 
full of sweet incense beaten small, 
and bring it within the veil: 
13 And he shall put the incense 
upon the fire before the Lord, 
that the cloud of the incense may 


cover the mercy seat that is upon 
the testimony, that he die not: 
14 And he shall take of the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it 
with his finger upon the mercy 
seat eastward; and before the 
mercy seat shall he sprinkle of 
the blood with his finger seven 
times. 15 Then shall he kill the 
goat of the sin-offering, that is 
for the people, and bring his 
blood within the veil, and do with 
that blood as he did with the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it 
upon the mercy seat, and before 
the mercy seat: 16 And he shall 
make an atonement for the holy 
place, because of the uncleanness 
of the children of Israel, and be¬ 
cause of their transgressions in 
all their sins: and so shall he do 
for the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, that remaineth among 
them in the midst of their un¬ 
cleanness. 17 And there shall he 
no man in the tabernacle of the 
congregation when he goeth in 
to make an atonement in the hoi} 
place, until he come out, and have 
made an atonement for himself, 
and for his household, and for 
all the congregation of Israel. 
18 And he shall go out unto the 
altar that is before the Lord, and 
make an atonement for it; and 
shall take of the blood of the bul¬ 
lock, and of the blood of the goal, 
and put it upon the horns of the 
altar round about. lfl And he shall 
sprinkle of the blood upon it with 
his finger seven times, and cleanse 
it, and hallow it from the un¬ 
cleanness of the children of Israel. 
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“And when he hath made an end 
of atoning for the holy place, and 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, and the altar, lie shall bring 
the live goat: 21 And Aaron shall 
lay both his hands upon the head 
of the live goat, and confess over 
him all the iniquities of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and all their trans¬ 
gressions in all their sins, putting 
them upon the head of the goat, 
and shall send him away by tbe 
hand of a fit man into the wilder¬ 
ness: “And the goat Bhall bear 
upon him all their iniquities unto 
u land not inhabited: and he shall 
let go the goat in the wilderness. 
“And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall put off the linen gar¬ 
ments, which he put on when he 
went into the holy place, and shall 
leave them there: “And he shall 
wush his flesh with water in the 
holy place, and put on his gar¬ 
ments, and come forth, and offer 
his burnt-offering, and the burnt- 
offering of the people, and make 
nn atonement for himself, and for 
the people. “And the fat of the 
sin-offering shall he burn upon 
the altar. “And he that let go 
the goat to Azazel shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe his flesh in 
water, and afterward come into 
the camp. 2T And the bullock for 
the sin-offering, and the goat for 
the sin-offering, whose blood was 
brought in to make atonement in 
the holy place, shall one carry 
forth without the camp; and they 
shull bum in the fire their skins, 
und their flesh, and their dung. 


28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his 
flesh in water, and afterward he 
shall come into the camp. 

“And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you : that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the 
month, ye shall afflict your souls, 
and do no work at all, whether it 
be one of your own country, or a 
stranger that sojourneth among 
you: 30 For on that day shall the 
priest make an atonement for you, 
to cleanse you, that ye may be 
clean from all your sins before 
the Lord. 8, It shall be a sabbath 
of rest unto you, and ye shall 
afflict your souls, by a statute 
for ever. 82 And the priest, whom 
he shall anoint, and whom he shall 
consecrate to minister in the 
priest’s office in his father’s stead, 
shall make the atonement, and 
shall put on the linen clothes, 
even the holy garments: 83 And 
he shall make an atonement for 
the holy sanctuary, and he shall 
make an atonement for the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar, and he shall make 
an atonement for the priests, and 
for all the people of the congre¬ 
gation. “And this shall be an 
everlasting statute unto you, to 
make an atonement for the chil¬ 
dren of Israel for all their sins 
once a year. 

And he did as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto Aar¬ 
on, and unto his sons, and unto 
all the children of Israel, and say

unto them; This is the thing 
which the Lord hath commanded, 
saying, 

3 What man soever there be of 
the house of Israel, that killeth 
an ox, or lamb, or goat, in the 
camp, or that killeth it out of the 
camp, 4 And bringeth it not unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, to offer an offering 
unto the Lord before the taber¬ 
nacle of the Lord; blood shall be 
imputed unto that man; he hath 
Bhed blood; and that man shall 
be cut off from among his people: 
8 To the end that the children of 
Israel may bring their sacrifices, 
which they offer in the open field, 
even that they may bring them 
unto the Lord, unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, unto the priest, and offer 
them for peace-offerings unto the 
Lord. °And the priest shall 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar 
of the Lord at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and burn the fat for a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord. 7 And they 
shall no more offer their sacri¬ 
fices unto evil spirits, after whom 
they have gone astray. This shall 
be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

8 And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the 
house of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among 
you, that offereth a burnt-offer¬ 
ing or sacrifice, ®And bringeth 
it not unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, to offer 
it unto the Lord; even that man 


shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

10 And whatsoever man there be 
of the house of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
that eateth any manner of blood; 
I will even set my face against 
that soul that eateth blood, and 
will cut him off from among his 
people. “For the life of the flesh 
is in the blood: and I have given 
it to you upon the altar to make 
an atonement for your souls: for 
it is the blood that maketh an 
atonement for the soul. “There¬ 
fore I said unto the children of 
Israel, No soul of you shall eat 
blood, neither shall any stranger 
that sojourneth among you eat 
blood. 

“And whatsoever man there be 
of the children of Israel, or of 
the strangers that sojourn among 
you, that hunteth and cateheth 
any beast or fowl that may be 
eaten; he shall even pour out the 
blood thereof, and cover it with 
dust. “For it is the life of all 
flesh; the blood of it is for the life 
thereof: therefore I said unto 
the children of Israel, Ye shall 
eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh: for the life of all flesh 
is the blood thereof: whosoever 
eateth it shall be cut off. “And 
every soul that eateth that which 
died of itself , or that which was 
torn by beasts, whether it be 
one of your own country, or a 
stranger, he shall both wash hia 
clothes, and bathe himself in wa¬ 
ter, and be unclean until the even : 
then shall he be clean. “But if 
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flesh; then he shall bear his in¬ 
iquity. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
llinn, 

I am the Lord your God. s After 
the doings of the land of Egypt, 
wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do: and after the doings of the 
land of Canaan, whither I bring 
you, shall ye not do: neither shall 
ye walk in their ordinances. 4 Ye 
shall do my judgments, and keep 
mine ordinances, to walk therein: 
I am the Lord your God. 5 Ye 
shall therefore keep my statutes, 
and my judgments: which if a 
man do, he shall live in them: 
I am the Lord. 

•None of you shall approach to 
nny that is near of kin to him, 
to uncover their nakedness: I am 
the Lord. 

7 The nakedness of thy father, 
or the nakedness of thy mother, 
shalt thou not uncover: she is thy 
mother; thou shalt not uncover 
her nakedness. 

fl The nakedness of thy father's 
wife shalt thou not uncover: it is 
thy father's nakedness. 

B The nakedness of thy siBter, 
the daughter of thy father, or 
daughter of thy mother, whether 
she be born at home, or born 
abroad, even their nakedness thou 
shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son's 
daughter, or of thy daughter's 
daughter, even their nakedness 


thou shalt not uncover: for theirs 
is thine own nakedness. 

n The nakedness of thy father's 
wife’s daughter, begotten of thy 
father, she is thy sister, thou 
shalt not uncover her nakedness. 

,2 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father’s sister: 
she is thy father’s near kins¬ 
woman. 

,3 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother's sister: 
for she is thy mother's near kins¬ 
woman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father's brother, 
thou shalt not approach to his 
wife: she is thine aunt. 

,s Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy daughter-in- 
law: she is thy son's wife: thou 
shalt not uncover her nakedness. 

18 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy brother's wife: 
it is thy brother's nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of a woman and her 
daughter, neither shalt thou take 
her son’s daughter, or her daugh¬ 
ter’s daughter, to uncover her 
nakedness; for they are her near 
kinswomen: it is wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife 
together with her sister, to vex 
her, to uncover her nakedness, be¬ 
side the other in her lifetime. 

"Also thou shalt not approach 
unto a woman to uncover her 
nakedness, as long as she is put 
apart for her uncleanness. 

"Moreover thou shalt not lie 
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carnally with thy neighbour’s 
wife, to defile thyself with her. 

J1 And thou shalt not let any 
of thy seed pass through the fire 
to Molech, neither shalt thou pro¬ 
fane the name of thy God: I am 
the Lord. 

zz Thou shalt not lie with man¬ 
kind, as with womankind: it is 
abomination. 

^Neither shalt thou lie with 
any beast to defile thyself there¬ 
with: neither shall any woman 
stand before a beast to lie down 
thereto: it is perversion. 

24 Defile not ye yourselves in 
any of these things: for in all 
these the nations are defiled which 
I cast out before you: z5 And the 
land is defiled: therefore I do 
visit the iniquity thereof upon 
it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out its inhabitants. 2e Ye shall 
therefore keep my statutes and 
my judgments, and shall not com¬ 
mit any of these abominations; 
neither any of your own nation, 
nor any stranger that sojourneth 
among you: 27 (For all these a- 
bominations have the men of the 
land done, that were before you, 
and the land has become defiled;) 
Z6 That the land vomit not you 
out also, when ye defile it, as it 
vomited out the nations that were 
before you. ze For whosoever shall 
commit any of these abominations, 
even the souls that commit them 
shall be cut off from among their 
people. 30 Therefore shall ye keep 
mine ordinance, that ye commit 
not any one of these abominable 
customs, which were committed 
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before you, and that ye defile not 
yourselves therein: I am the Lord 
your God.

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto all 
the congregation of the children 
of Israel, and say unto them, 

Ye shall be holy: for I the Lord 
your God am holy. 3 Ye shall fear 
every man his mother, and his 
father, and keep my sabbaths: I 
am the Lord your God. 

‘‘Turn ye not unto idols, nor 
make to yourselves molten gods: 
I am the Lord your God. 

5 And if ye offer a sacrifice of 
peace-offerings unto the Lord, ye 
shall offer it at your own will. 
°It shall be eaten the same day 
ye offer it, and on the morrow: 
and if ought remain until the 
third day, it shall be burnt in the 
fire. 7 And if it be eaten at all 
on the third day, it is abominable; 
it shall not be accepted. “There¬ 
fore every one that eateth it shall 
bear his iniquity, because he hath 
profaned the hallowed thing of 
the Lord: and that soul shall he 
cut off from among his people. 

e And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of thy field, 
neither shalt thou gather the 
gleanings of thy harvest. 10 And 
thou shalt not glean thy vineyard, 
neither shalt thou gather every 
grape of thy vineyard; thou shalt 
leave them for the poor and 
stranger: I am the Lord your 
God. 
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“Ye shall not steal, neither 
deal falsely, neither lie one to 
another. “And ye shall not swear 
by my name falsely, neither shalt 
thou profane the name of thy 
God: I am the Lord. 

“Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighbour, neither rob him: the 
wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night until 
the morning. “Thou shalt not 
curse the deaf, nor put a stum¬ 
bling-block before the blind, but 
shalt fear thy God: I am the Lord. 

lfl Ye shall do no unrighteous¬ 
ness in judgment: thou shalt not 
respect the person of the poor, 
nor honour the person of the 
mighty: but in righteousness 
shalt thou judge thy neighbour. 
“Thou shalt not go up and down 
as u talebearer among thy people: 
neither shalt thou stand against 
the blood of thy neighbour: I am 
the Lord. 

• Thou shalt not hate thy broth¬ 
er in thine heart: thou shalt in 
any wise rebuke thy neighbour, 
and not suffer sin upon him. 
“Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear 
any grudge against the children 
of thy people, but thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself: I am 
the Lord. 

“Ye shall keep my statutes. 
Thou shalt not let thy cattle 
gender with a diverse kind: thou 
shalt not sow thy field with 
mingled seed: neither shall a gar¬ 
ment mingled of linen and woollen 
come upon thee. 

iU And whosoever lieth carnally 
with a woman, that is a bond¬ 


maid, betrothed to a husband, 
and not at all redeemed, nor free¬ 
dom given her; there shall be 
punishment; they shall not be put 
to death, because she was not free. 
“And he shall bring his trespass- 
offering unto the Lord, unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, even a ram for a tres¬ 
pass-offering. “And the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
with the ram of the trespass¬ 
offering before the Lord for his 
sin which he hath done: and the 
sin which he hath done shall be 
forgiven him. 

“And when ye shall come into 
the land, and shall have planted 
all manner of trees for food, then 
ye shall count tfie fruit thereof 
as uncircumcised: three years 
shall it be as uncircumcised unto 
you : it shall not be eaten of. “But 
in the fourth year all the fruit 
thereof shall be holy for a cele¬ 
bration to the Lord. “And in the 
fifth year shall ye eat of the fruit 
thereof, that it may yield unto 
you the increase thereof: I am 
the Lord your God. 

20 Ye shall not eat any thing 
with the blood: neither shall ye 
use enchantment, nor practise 
magic. 

“Ye shall not round the corners 
of your heads, neither shalt thou 
mar the corners of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings 
in your flesh for the dead, nor 
print any marks upon you: I am 
the Lord. 

2fl Do not prostitute thy daugh¬ 
ter, to cause her to be a harlot: 
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lest ttie land fall to harlotry, and 
the land become full of wicked¬ 
ness. 

80 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary: I 
am the Lord. 

31 Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: 
I am the Lord your God. 

32 Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face 
of the old man, and fear thy God: 
I am the Lord. 

33 And if a stranger sojourn 
with thee in your land, ye shall 
not vex him. 3 *But the stranger 
that dwelleth with you shall be 
unto you as one born among you, 
and thou shalt love him as thy¬ 
self: for ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt: I am the Lord 
your God. 

35 Ye shall do no unrighteous¬ 
ness in judgment, in mete-yard, 
in weight, or in measure. 36 Just 
balances, just weights, a just 
ephah, and a just hin, shall ye 
have: I am the Lord your God, 
who brought you out of the land 
of Egypt. 37 Therefore shall ye 
observe all my statutes, and all 
my judgments, and do them: I 
am the Lord. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Again, thou 
shalt say to the children of Israel, 

Whosoever he he of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn in Israel, that giveth 
any of his seed unto Molech; he 
shall surely be put to death: the 
people of the land shall stone him 


with stones. 3 And I will set my 
face against that man, and will 
cut him off from among his 
people; because he hath given of 
his seed unto Molech, to defile my 
sanctuary, and to profane my 
holy name. 4 And if the people of 
the land do hide their eyes from 
the man, when he giveth of his 
seed unto Molech, and kill him 
not: 5 Then I will set my face 
against that man, and against his 
family, and will cut him off, and 
all that go astray after him, to 
go astray after Molech, from 
among their people. 6 And the soul 
that turneth after such as have 
familiar spirits, and after wiz 
ards, to go astray after them, I 
will even set my face against that 
soul, and will cut him off from 
among his people. 7 Sanctify your¬ 
selves therefore, and be ye holy: 
for I am the Lord your God. 8 And 
ye shall keep my statutes, and do 
them: I am the Lord who sancti¬ 
fy you. e For every one that 
curseth his father or his mother 
shall be surely put to death: he 
hath cursed his father or his 
mother; his blood shall be upon 
him. 10 And the man that com- 
mitteth adultery with another 
man's wife, even he that com- 
mitteth adultery with his neigh¬ 
bour's wife, the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to 
death. 1J And the man that lielh 
with his father’s wife hath un¬ 
covered his father’s nakedness: 
both of them shall surely be put 
to death; their blood shall be 
upon them. 12 And if a man lio 
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with his daughter-in-law, both of 
them shall surely be put to death: 
they have wrought corruption; 
their blood shall be upon them. 
••If a man also lie with a man, 
as he lieth with a woman, both 
,.f Hicnri have committed an a- 
bomination: they shall surely be 
put to death; their blood shall be 
upon them. 14 And if a man take 
a wife and her mother, it is wick¬ 
edness : they shall be burnt with 
fire, both he and they; that there 
be no wickedness among you. 
,tt And if a man lie with a beast, 
he shall surely be put to death: 
and ye shall slay the beast. lfl And 
If a woman approach unto any 
beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
slmlt kill the woman, and the 
beast: they shall surely be put 
to death; their blood shall be 
upon them. 17 And if a man shall 
Luke his sister, his father’s daugh¬ 
ter, or his mother’s daughter, and 
see her nakedness, and she uee 
his nakedness; it is a wicked 
thing; and they shall be cut off 
in the sight of their people: he 
hath uncovered his sister’s naked¬ 
ness; he shall bear his iniquity. 
ls And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and 
Bliall uncover her nakedness; he 
hath discovered her fountain, and 
she hath uncovered the fountain 
of her blood: and both of them 
shall be cut off from among their 
people. 10 And thou shalt not un¬ 
cover the nakedness of thy mo¬ 
ther's sister, nor of thy father’s 
i sister: for he uncovereth his near 
I kin: they shall bear their iniquity. 


*°And if a man shall lie with hia 
uncle's wife, he hath uncovered 
his uncle’s nakedness: they Bhall 
bear their sin; they Bhall die 
childless. 21 And if a man shall 
take his brother’s wife, it is an 
abomination: he hath uncovered 
his brother's nakedness; they 
shall be childless. 

”Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, 
and do them: that the land, 
whither I bring you to dwell 
therein, vomit you not out. a3 And 
ye shall not walk in the manners 
of the nation, which I cast out 
before you: for they committed 
all these things, and therefore I 
abhorred them. a4 But I have said 
unto you, Ye shall inherit their 
land, and I will give it unto you 
to possess it, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey: I am the 
Lord your God, who have sepa¬ 
rated you from other people. as Ye 
shall therefore make a distinction 
between clean beasts and unclean, 
and between unclean fowls and 
clean: and ye shall not make your 
souls abominable by beast, or by 
fowl, or by any manner of living 
thing that creepeth on the ground, 
which I have separated from you 
as unclean. 28 And ye shall be holy 
unto me: for I the Lord am holy, 
and have severed you from other 
people, that ye should be mine. 

a7 A man also or a woman that 
divineth by a ghost or a familiAr 
spirit, shall surely be put to 
death: they shall stone them with 
stones: their blood shall be upon 
them. 
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And the Jx>rd said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Speak unto the priests 
the sons of Aaron, and say unto 
them, 

There shall none be defiled for 
the dead *\mong his people: 2 But 
for his k’h, that is near unto him, 
that is, for his mother, and for 
his father, and for his son, and 
for Hs daughter, and for his 
brother, 3 And for his sister a 
virgin, that is nigh unto him, 
who hath had no husband; for 
her may he be defiled. *But he 
shall not defile himself, being a 
chief man among his people, to 
profane himself. 5 They shall not 
make baldness upon their head, 
neither shall they shave off the 
corner of their beard, nor make 
any cuttings in their flesh. 6 They 
shall be holy unto their God, and 
not profane the name of their 
God: for the offerings of the Lord 
made by fire, and the bread of 
their God, they do offer: therefore 
they shall be holy. 7 They shall 
not take a wife that is a harlot, 
or dishonored; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from herj 
husband: for he is holy unto his 
God. 8 Thou shait sanctify him 
therefore; for he offereth the 
bread of thy God: he shall be 
holy unto thee: for I the Lord, 
who sanctify you, am holy. 

B And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profane Herself by playing 
the harlot, she profaneth her fa¬ 
ther: she shall be burnt with fire. 

10 And he that is the high priest 


among his brethren, upon whos< 
head the anointing oil was poured 
and that is consecrated to put 01 
the garments, shall not uncove 
his head, nor rend his clothes 
"Neither shall he go in to an: 
dead body, nor defile himself fo 
his father, or for his mother 
12 Neither shall he go out of th< 
sanctuary, nor profane the sane 
tuary of his God; for the crowi 
of the anointing oil of his Go< 
is upon him: I am the Lord. "Am 
be shall take a wife in her virgin 
ity. 14 A widow, or a divorce* 
woman, or dishonored, or a har 
lot, these shall he not take: bu 
he shall take a virgin of his owi 
people to wife. "Neither shal 
he profane his seed among hii 
people: for I the Lord do sane 
til'y him. 

ie And the Lord spoke unto Mo 
ses, saying, "Speak unto Aaron 
saying, 

Whosoever he be of thy seed ir 
their generations that hath an\ 
blemish, let him not approach U 
offer the bread of his God. 18 Foi 
whatsoever man he be that hat! 
a blemish, he shall not approach: 
a blind man, or a lame, or ht 
that hath a fiat nose, or he thal 
hath a limb too long. 19 0r a mar 
that is broken-footed, or broken¬ 
handed, 20 Or crook-backed, or a 
dwarf, or that hath a blemish in 
his eye, or be scurvy, or scabbed, 
or hath his testacies broken; 2, No 
man that hath a blemish of the 
seed of Aaron the priest shall 
come nigh to offer the offerings 
of the Lord made by fire: he hath 
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m blemish; he shall not come nigh 
to offer the bread of his God. a2 He 
shall eat the bread of his God, 
both of the most holy, and of the 
holy. S3 OnIy he shall not go in 
unto the veil, nor come nigh unto 
<l««' altar, because he hath a 
blemish; that he profane not my 
sanctuaries: for I the Lord do 
sanctify them. 

“And Moses told it unto Aaron, 
and to iiis sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto Aar¬ 
on and to his sons, that they sep¬ 
arate themselves from the holy 
things of the children of Israel, 
which they hallow unto me, and 
that they profane not my holy 
name: I am the Lord. fl Say unto 
them, 

Whosoever he be of all your 
aecd among your generations, 
that goeth unto the holy things, 
which the children of Israel hal¬ 
low unto the Lord, having his 
uncleanness upon him, that soul 
ahull be cut off from my presence: 
I am the Lord. 4 What man soever 
of the seed of Aaron is a leper, 
or hath a running issue; he shall 
not cat of the holy tilings, until 
he be clean. And whoso toucheth 
any thing that is unclean by the 
dead, or a man whose seed goeth 
from him ; "Or whosoever toucheth 
any creeping thing, whereby he 
may he made unclean, or a man 
of whom he may take unclean- 
noRs, whatsoever uncleanness lie 
hath; “The soul that hath 
touched any such shall be unclean 


until even, and shall not eat of 
the holy things, unless he waah 
his flesh with water. ’And when 
the sun is down, he shall be clean, 
and Bhall afterward eat of the 
holy things; because it is his 
food. “That which dieth of itself, 
or is tom by beasts, he shall 
not eat to defile himself there¬ 
with : I am the Lord. “They shall 
therefore keep mine ordinance, 
lest they bear sin for it, and die 
therefore, if they profane it: I 
the Lord do sanctify them. “There 
shall no stranger eat of the holy 
thing: a sojourner of the priest, 
or a hired servant shall not eat 
of the holy thing. “But if the 
priest buy any soul with his mon¬ 
ey, he shall eat of it, and he that 
is born in his house: they shall 
eat of his meat. ia If the priest's 
daughter also be married unto a 
stranger, she may not eat of an 
offering of the holy things. 18 But 
if the priest's daughter be a 
widow, or divorced, and have no 
child, and is returned unto her 
father's house, as in her youth, 
she shall eat of her father's meat: 
but there shall no stranger eat 
thereof. “And if a man eat of the 
holy thing unwittingly, then he 
shall put the fifth part thereof 
unto it, and shall give it unto the 
priest with the holy thing. “And 
they shall not profane the holy 
things of the children of Israel, 
which they offer unto the Lord: 
“Or suffer them to bear the in¬ 
iquity of trespass, when they eat 
their holy things: for I the Lord 
do sanctify them. 
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,7 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, l8 Speak unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them, 

Whosoever he be of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers in 
Israel, that will offer his oblation 
for all his vows, and for all his 
freewill-offerings, which they will 
offer unto the Lord for a burnt- 
offering; i9 Ye shall offer at your 
own will a male without blemish, 
of the beeves, of the sheep, or of 
the goats. 20 But whatsoever hath 
a blemish, that shall ye not offer: 
for it shall not be acceptable for 
you. “And whosoever offereth a 
sacrifice of peace-offerings unto 
the Lord to accomplish his vow, 
or a freewill-offering in beeves or 
sheep, it shall be perfect to be 
accepted; there shall be no blem¬ 
ish therein. “Blind, or broken, 
or maimed, or having a wen, or 
scurvy, or scabbed, ye shall not 
offer these unto the Lord, nor 
make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the Lord. 
“Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath a limb too long, or that hath 
a limb too short, that mavest thou 
offer for a freewill-offering; but 
for a vow it shall not be ac¬ 
cepted. 24 Ye shall not offer unto 
the Lord that which is bruised, 
or crushed, or broken, or cut; 
neither shall ye make any offering 
thereof in your land. “Neither 
from a stranger's hand shall ye 
offer the bread of your God of 
any of these; because their cor¬ 
ruption is in them, and blemishes 


be in them: they shall not be 
accepted for you. 

aa And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

27 When a bullock, or a sheep, 
or a goat, is brought forth, then 
it shall be seven days under its 
mother; and from the eighth day 
and thenceforth it shall be ac¬ 
cepted for an offering made bv 
fire unto the Lord. 28 And ivhctlr r 
it be cow or ewe, ye shall not kill 
it and its young both in one day. 
“And when ye will offer a sacri¬ 
fice of thanksgiving unto the Ixml, 
offer it at your own will. :iu Ou 
the same day it shall be eaten 
up; ye shall leave none of it until 
the morrow: I am the Lord. 
31 Therefore shall ye keep my com¬ 
mandments, and do them: I am 
the Lord. 32 Neither shall ye pro¬ 
fane my holy name; but I will 
be hallowed among the children 
of Israel: I am the Lord who 
hallow you, “That brought you 
out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God: I am the Lord. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mri¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them. 

Concerning the feasts of the 
Lord, which ye shall proclaim to 
be holy convocations, even these 
are my feasts. 3 Six days shall 
work be done: but the seventh 
day is the sabbath of rest, a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no work 
therein: it is the sabbath of the 
Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 These are the feasts of the 
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1 4 }T<\, even holy convocations, 
which ye shall proclaim in their 
Mcasons. ''In the fourteenth day 
of the first month at even is the 
Lord's passover. G And on the 
fifteenth day of the same month 
(a ihp feast of unleavened bread 
unto the Lord: seven days ye 
must eat unleavened bread. 7 In 
the first day ye shall have a 
holy convocation: ye shall do no 
servile work therein. e But ye 
shall offer an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord seven days: 
In the seventh day is a holy con¬ 
vocation : ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

B And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
■eB, saying, I0 Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and Hay unto them, 

When ye he come into the land 
which I give unto you, and shall 
reap the harvest thereof, then ye 
shall bring a sheaf of the first- 
fruits of your harvest unto the 
priest: "And he shall wave the 
sheaf before the Lord, to be ac¬ 
cepted for you: on the morrow 
after the snhhath the priest shall 
wave it. "And ye shall offer that 
day when ye wave the sheaf a 
hc-lamb without blemish of the 
first year for a burnt-offering 
unto the Lord. "And the meal- 
offering thereof shall be two tenth 
deals of fine flour mingled with 
oil, an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord for a sweet savour: and 
the drink-offering thereof shall be 
of wine, the fourth part of a 
hin, "And ye shall eat neither 
bread, nor parched corn, nor green 
cars, until the selfsame day that 


ye have brought an offering unto 
your God: it shall be a statute 
for ever throughout your genera¬ 
tions in all your dwellings. 

"And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sab¬ 
bath, from the day that ye brought 
the sheaf of the wave-offering; 
seven sabbaths shall be complete: 
"Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number 
fifty days; and ye shall offer a 
new meal-offering unto the Lord. 
"Ye shall bring out of your habi¬ 
tations two wave-loaves of two 
tenth deals: they shall be of fine 
flour; they shall be baked with 
leaven; they are the first-fruits 
unto the Lord. "And ye shall of¬ 
fer with the bread seven lambe 
without blemish of the first year, 
and one young bullock, and two 
rams: they shall be for a burnt- 
offering unto the Lord, with their 
meal-offering, and their drink- 
offerings, even an offering made 
by fire, of sweet savour unto 
the Lord. "Then ye shall sacri¬ 
fice one he-goat for a sin- 
offering, and two lambs of the 
first year for a sacrifice of 
peace-offerings. 20 And the priest 
shall wave them with the bread 
of the first-fruits for a wave¬ 
offering before the Lord, with 
the two lambs: they shall be 
holy to the Lord for the priest. 
“And ye shall proclaim on the 
selfsame day, that it may be a 
holy convocation unto you: ye 
shall do no servile work there- 
in: it shall be a statute for ever 
in all your dwellings through- 
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out your generations. 

”And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou 
gather any gleaning of thy har¬ 
vest: thou shalt leave them unto 
the poor, and to the stranger: I 
am the Lord your God. 

23 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, 

In the seventh month, in the 
first day of the month, shall ye 
have a sabbath, a memorial of 
blowing of trumpets, a holy con¬ 
vocation. 25 Ye shall do no servile 
work therein : but ye shall offer 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. 

26 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

“Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there shall be a 
day of atonement: it shall be a 
holy convocation unto you; and 
ye shall afflict your souls, and 
offer an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 28 And ye shall do 
no work in that same day: for 
it is a day of atonement, to make 
an atonement for you before the 
Lord your God. 2B For whatsoever 
soul it be that shall not be afflicted 
in that same day, he shall be cut 
off from among his people. 30 And 
whatsoever soul it be that doeth 
any work in that same day, the 
same soul will I destroy from 
among his people. 3i Ye shall do 
no manner of work: it shall be 
a statute for ever throughout 
your generations in all your dwell¬ 


ings. 32 It shall be unto you a 
sabbath of rest, and ye shall afflict 
your bouIs: in the ninth day of 
the month at even, from even un¬ 
to even, shall ye celebrate your 
sabbath. 

33 And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
Bes, saying, 34 Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, 

The fifteenth day of this sev¬ 
enth month shall be the feast of 
tabernacles for seven days unto 
the Lord. 38 0n the first day shall 
be a holy convocation: ye shall 
do no servile work therein. 38 Sevn» 
days ye shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord: on 
the eighth day shall be a holy 
convocation unto you; and ye 
shall offer an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord: it is a solemn 
assembly; and ye shall do no 
servile work therein . 

“These are the feasts of the 
Lord, which ye shall proclaim to 
be holy convocations, to offer an 
offering made by fire unto the 
Lord, a burnt-offering, and a 
meal-offering, a sacrifice, and 
drink-offerings, every thing upon 
its day: a8 Besides the sabbaths of 
the Lord, and besides your gifts, 
and besides all your vows, and be¬ 
sides all your freewill-offerings, 
which ye give unto the Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day cf 
the seventh month, when ye have 
gathered in the fruit of the land, 
ye shall keep a feast unto the 
Lord seven days: on the first day 
shall be a sabbath, and on the 
eighth day shall be a sabbath. 
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•"And ye shall take you on the 
first day the boughs of goodly 
trees, branches of palm trees, and 
the boughs of thick trees, and 
willows of the brook; and ye shall 
rejoice before the I^ord your God 
in-vcn days. 41 And ye shall keep 
it a feast unto the Lord seven 
days in the year. It shall be a 
statute for ever in your genera¬ 
tions: ye shall celebrate it in the 
seventh month. 42 Ye shall dwell 
in booths seven days; all that 
are Israelites born shall dwell in 
booths: 4 'That your generations 
may know that I made the chil¬ 
dren of Israel to dwell in booths, 
when I brought them out of the 
land of Egypt: I am the Lord 
your God. 

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of 
the liOrd. 

And the Lord Bpoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Command the 
children of Israel, that they hring 
unto thee pure olive oil beaten 
for the light, to cause the lamps 
to burn continually. ’Without the 
veil of the testimony, in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, shall 
Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord 
continually: it shall be a statute 
for ever in your generations. 4 He 
shall order the lamps upon the 
pure candlestick before the Ix>rd 
continually. 

"And thou shalt take fine flour, 
and bake twelve cakes thereof: 
two tentli deals shall be in one 
cake. fl And thou shalt set them 
in two rows, six in a row, upon 
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the pure table before the Lord. 
7 And thou shalt put pure frank¬ 
incense upon each row, that it 
may be on the bread for a memo¬ 
rial, even an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 8 Every sabbath he 
shall set it in order before the 
Lord continually, being taken from 
the children of Israel by an ever¬ 
lasting covenant. e And it shall 
be Aaron's and his sons'; and they 
shall eat it in the holy place: for 
it is most holy unto him of the 
offerings of the Lord made by 
fire by a perpetual statute. 

,0 And the son of an Israelitish 
woman, whose father was an 
Egyptian, went out among the 
children of Israel: and this son 
of the Israelitish woman and a 
man of Israel strove together in 
the camp; 31 And the Israelitish 
woman’s son blasphemed the name 
of the Lord, and cursed. And they 
hrought him unto Moses: (and 
his mother’s name was Shelomith, 
the daughter of Dibri, of the tribe 
of Dan:) 12 And they put him in 
w'ard, that the mind of the Lord 
might be explained to them. 

13 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 14 Bring forth him 
that hath cursed without the 
camp; and let all that heard him 
lay their hands upon his head, 
and let all the congregation stonb 
him. “And thou shalt speak unto 
the children of Israel, saying, 
Whosoever curseth his God shall 
bear his sin. lfl And he that blaa- 
phemeth the name of the Lord, 
he shall surely be put to death, 
and all the congregation shall cer- 



tainly stone him: as well the 
stranger, as he that is bom in 
the land, when he blasphemeth 
the name of the Lord, shall be 
put to death. 

17 And he that killeth any man 
shall surely be put to death. 18 And 
he that killeth a beast shall make 
it good; beast for beast. ie And 
if a man cause a blemish in his 
neighbour; as he hath done, so 
shall it be done to him; “Breach 
for breach, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth: as he hath caused a blem¬ 
ish in a man, so shall it be done 
to him. 2, And he that killeth a 
beast, he shall restore it: and he 
that killeth a man, he shall be 
put to death. 22 Ye shall have one 
manner of law, as well for the 
stranger, as for the native: for 
I aw the Lord your God. 

“And Moses spoke to the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that they should 
bring forth him that had cursed 
out of the camp, and stone him 
with stones. And the children of 
Israel did as the Lord commanded 
Moses.

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses in mount Sinai, saying, 
a Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, 

When ye come into the land 
which I give you, then shall the 
land keep a sabbath unto the 
Lord. 3 Six years thou shalt sow 
thy field, and six years thou shalt 
prune thy vineyard, and gather 
in the fruit thereof; 4 But in the 
seventh year shall be a sabbath 


of rest unto the land, a sabbath 
for the Lord: thou shall neither 
sow thy field, nor prune thy vine¬ 
yard. 5 That which groweth of its 
own accord of thy harvest thou 
shalt not reap, neither gather the 
grapes of thy undressed vine: 
for it is a year of rest unto the 
land. 6 And the sabbath of the 
land shall be meat for you; for 
thee, and for thy servant, and 
for thy maid, and for thy hired 
servant, and for thy stranger 
that sojourneth with thee, 7 Aml 
for thy cattle, and for the beast 
that are in thy land, shall all the 
increase thereof be meat. 

8 And thou shalt number seven 
sabbaths of years unto thee, seven 
times seven years: and the space 
of the seven sabbaths of years 
shall be unto thee forty and nine 
years. B Then shalt thou send 
abroad the sounding trumpet on 
the tenth day of the seventh 
month, in the day of atonement 
shall ye send abroad the trumpet 
throughout all your land. 10 And 
ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, 
and proclaim liberty throughout 
all the land unto all the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof: it shall be a jubilee 
unto you; and ye shall return 
every man unto his possession, 
and ye shall return every man un¬ 
to his family. n A jubilee shall 
that fiftieth year be unto you: 
ye shall not sow, neither reap that 
which groweth of itself in it, nor 
gather the grapes in it of thy 
undressed vine. 12 For it is the 
jubilee; it shall be holy unto you: 
ye shall eat the increase there- 
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of out of the field. n In the year 
of this jubilee ye shall return 
every man unto his possession. 
“And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy 
neighbour's hand, ye shall not 
oppress one another: ,ri Aeeording 
to the numher of years after the 
Juhilon thou slialt huy of thy 
neiglibour, and according unto 
the number of years of the fruits 
he shall sell unto thee: ^Accord¬ 
ing to the multitude of years thou 
slialt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewness of 
years thou slialt diminish the 
price of it: for according to the 
number of the years of the fruits 
doth lie sell unto thee. ”Ye shall 
not therefore oppress one an¬ 
other; but thou shalt fear thy 
God: for I am the Lord your God. 
’"Wherefore ye shall do my stat¬ 
utes, and keep my judgments, and 
do them; and ye shall dwell in 
the land in safety. 18 And the land 
shall yield her fruit, and ye shall 
eat your fill, and dwell therein 
in safely. 2,1 And if yc shall say, 
What shall we eat the seventh 
year? behold, we shall not sow, 
nor gather in our increase: 
•’Then I will command my bless¬ 
ing upon you in the sixth year, 
and it shall bring forth fruit 
for three years. 22 And ye shall 
sow the eighth year, and cat yet 
of old fruit until the ninth year; 
until her fruits come in ve shall 
eat of the old store. 23 The land 
shall not be sold for ever: for the 
land is mine; for ye are strangers 
and sojourners with me. “And in 


all the land of your possession 
ye shall grant a redemption for 
the land. 

2 - r, If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of hiB 
possession, and if any of his kin 
come to redeem it, then shall he 
redeem that which his brother 
sold. 2c And if the man have none 
to redeem it, and himself be able 
to redeem it; 27 Then let him 
count the years of the sale there¬ 
of, and restore the overplus unto 
the man to whom lie sold it; that 
lie may return unto his posses¬ 
sion. 28 But if lie be not able to 
restore it to him, then that which 
is sold shall remain in the hand 
of him that hath bought it until 
the year of jubilee: and in the 
jubilee it shall go out, and he 
shall return unto his possession. 

20 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled city, then he 
may redeem it within a whole 
year after it is sold; vnthin a 
full year may he redeem it. 3n And 
if it be not redeemed within the 
space of a full year, then the 
house that is in the walled city 
shall be established for ever to 
him that brought it throughout 
his generations: it shall not go 
out in the jubilee. “But the 
houses of the villages which have 
no wall round about them shall 
be counted as the fields of the 
country: they may be redeemed, 
and they shall go out in the jubi¬ 
lee. ^Notwithstanding the cities 
of the Levites, and the houses of 
the cities of their possession, 
may the Levites redeem at any 
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time. 33 And if a man purchase 
of the Levites, then the house 
that was sold, and the city of his 
possession, shall go out in the 
year of jubilee: for the houses 
of the cities of the Levites are 
their possession among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 34 But the field of 
the suburbs of their cities may 
not be sold; for it is their per¬ 
petual possession. 

33 And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with 
thee; then thou shalt relieve him; 
yea, though he be a stranger, or 
a sojourner; that he may live 
with thee. 36 Take thou no usury 
of him, or increase: but fear thy 
God; that thy brother may live 
with thee. 37 Thou shalt not give 
him thy money upon usury, nor 
lend him thy victuals for increase. 
38 I am the Lord your God, who 
brought you forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to give you the 
land of Canaan, and to be your 
God. 

30 And if thy brother that dwel- 
leth by thee be waxen poor, and 
be sold unto thee; thou shalt not 
compel him to serve as a bond- 
servant: *°But as a hired ser¬ 
vant, and as a sojourner, he shall 
be with thee, and shall serve thee 
unto the year of jubilee. 41 And 
then shall he depart from thee, 
both he and his children with him, 
and shall return unto his own 
family, and unto the possession 
of his fathers shall he return. 
42 For they are my servants, whom 
I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt: they shall not be sold | 


as bondmen. 43 Thou shalt not 
rule over him with rigour; but 
shalt fear thy God. 44 Both thy 
bondmen, and thy bondmaids, 
whom thou shalt have, shall be 
of the heathen that are round 
about you; of them shall ye buy 
bondmen and bondmaids. ^More¬ 
over of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among 
you, of them shall ye buy, and 
of their families that are with 
you, which they have begotten 
in your land: and they shall be 
your possession. 46 And ye shall 
take them as an inheritance for 
your children after you, to in¬ 
herit them for a possession; they 
shall be your bondmen for ever: 
but over your brethren the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, ye shall not rule 
one over another with rigour. 

47 And if a sojourner or stranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy broth¬ 
er that dwelleth by him wax poor, 
and sell himself unto the stranger 
or sojourner by thee, or to the 
stock of the stranger's family: 
4B After that he is sold he may 
be redeemed again; one of his 
brethren may redeem him: 
46 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any 
that is nigh of kin unto him of 
his family may redeem him; or 
if he be able, he may redeem 
himself. 50 And he shall reckon 
with him that bought him from 
the year that he was sold to him 
unto the year of jubilee: and the 
price of liis sale shall be accord¬ 
ing unto the number of years, 
according to the time of a hired 
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servant shall he be with him. B1 If 
there be yet many years behind, 
according unto them he shall 
give again the price of his re¬ 
demption out of the money that 
lie was bought for. ca And if there 
I' lmiJn but few years unto the 
year of jubilee, then lie shall 
count with him, and according 
unto liis years shall he give him 
again the price of his redemption. 
B *And as a servant hired year by 
year shall lie be with him: he 
shall not rule with rigour over 
him in thy sight. “And if he be 
not redeemed in these years, then 
hr shall go out in the year of 
Jubilee, both lie, and his children 
witli him. B5 For unto me the chil¬ 
dren of Israel are servants; they 
are my servants whom I brought 
forth out of the land of Egypt: 

I nm the Lord your God. 

Ye shall make you no idols 
nor graven image, neither 
rear you up a standing image, 
[neither shall ye set up any image 
of stone in your land, to bow 
down unto it: for I am the Lord 
your God. *Yc shall keep my 
subhaths, and reverence my sanc¬ 
tuary: I am the Lord.

’If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do 
tliem; 4 Then I will give you rain 
in due season, and the land shall 
yield her increase, and the trees 
it the field shall yield their fruit. 
/And your threshing shall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage 
bhall reach unto the sowing time: 


and ye shall eat your bread to 
the full, and dwell in your land 
safely. °And I will give peace in 
the land, and yc shall lie down, 
and none shall make you afraid: 
and I will rid evil beasts out of 
the land, neither shall the sword 
go through your land. 7 And ye 
shall chase your enemies, and they 
shall fall before you by the sword. 
"And five of you shall chase a 
hundred, and a hundred of you 
shall put ten thousand to flight: 
and your enemies shall fall be¬ 
fore you by the sword. °For I 
will have respect unto you, and 
make you fruitful, and multi¬ 
ply you, and establish my cove¬ 
nant with you. ,0 And ye shall eat 
old store, and bring forth the 
old because of the new. n And I 
will set my tabernacle among you :

,z And I will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people. 18 I am the Lord your 
God, who brought you forth out 
of the land of Egypt, that ye 
should not be their bondmen; and 
I have broken the bands of your 
yoke, and made you go upright. 

“But if ye will not hearken 
unto me, and will not do all these 
commandments; J5 And if ye shall 
despise my statutes, or if your 
soul abhor my judgments, so that 
ye will not do all my command¬ 
ments, but that yc break my 
covenant: 10 I also will do this un¬ 
to you; I will even appoint over 
you terror, consumption, and the 
burning ague, that shall consume 
the eyes, and cause sorrow of 



heart: and ye shall sow your seed 
in vain, for your enemies shall 
eat it. 17 And I will set my face 
against you, and ye shall be slain 
before your enemies: they that 
hate you shall reign over you; and 
ye shall flee when none pursueth 
you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for 
all this hearken unto me, then I 
will punish you seven times more 
for your sins. 1B And I will break 
the pride of your power; and I 
will make your heaven as iron, 
and your earth as brass: 20 And 
your strength shall be spent in 
vain : for your land shall not yield 
her increase, neither shall the 
trees of the land yield their fruits. 

21 And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto 
me; I will bring seven times 
more plagues upon you according 
to your sins. 22 I will also send 
wild beasts among you, which 
shall rob you of your children, 
and destroy your cattle, and make 
you few in number; and your 
high ways shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be redeemed 
by me by these things, but will 
walk contrary unto me; 24 Then 
will I also walk contrary unto 
you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 25 And 
I will bring a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of 
my covenant: and when ye are 
gathered together within your 
cities, I will send the pestilence 
among you; and ye shall be de¬ 
livered into the hand of the ene¬ 
my.

2e And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 30 And I 
will destroy your high places, 
and cut down your images, ami 
cast your carcasses upon the car 
casses of your idols, and my soul 
shall abhor you. 31 And I will make 
your cities waste, and bring your 
sanctuaries unto desolation, and 
I will not smell the savour of your 
sweet odours. 32 And I will bring 
the land into desolation: and your 
enemies that dwell therein shall 
be astonished at it. 33 And I will 
scatter you among the heathen, 
and will draw out a sword after 
you: and your land shall be des¬ 
olate, and your cities waste.

“But I will for their sake re¬ 
member the covenant of their 
ancestors, whom I brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt in the 
sight of the heathen, that I 
might be their God: I am the 
Lord. 

“These are the statutes and 
judgments and laws, which the 
Ivord made between him and the 
children of Israel in mount Sinai 
by the hand of Moses. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Spcak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them, 

When a man shall make a sin¬ 
gular vow, the persons shall be for 
the Lord by thy estimation. a And 
if thy estimation be of the male 
from twenty years old even unto 
sixty years old, then thy esti¬ 
mation shall be fifty shekels of 
silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary. <And if it be a female, 
then thy estimation shall be 
thirty shekels. s And if it be from 
five years old even unto twenty 
years old, then thy estimation 
shall he of the male twenty shek¬ 
els, and for the female ten 
shekels. "And if it be from a 
month old even unto five years 
old, then thy estimation shall be 
of the male five shekels of silver, 
and for the female thy estima¬ 
tion shall be three shekels of sil¬ 
ver. 7 And if it be from sixty 
years old and above; if it be a 
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male, then thy estimation shall 
be fifteen shekels, and for the 
female ten shekels. 8 But if he be 
poorer than thy estimation, then 
he shall present himself before 
the priest, and the priest shall 
value him; according to his abili¬ 
ty that vowed shall the priest 
value him. 

®And if it be a beast, whereof 
men bring an offering unto the 
Lord, all that any man giveth of 
such unto the Lord shall be holy. 
10 He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for 
a good: and if he shall at all 
change beast for beast, then it 
and the exchange thereof shall be 
holy. “And if it be any unclean 
beast, of which they do not offer 
a sacrifice unto the Lord, then he 
shall present the beast before the 
priest: 12 And the priest shall esti¬ 
mate it, whether it be good or 
bad: according to the estimation 
of the priest, so shall it be. “But 
if he will at all redeem it, then 
he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

“And when a man shall sanc¬ 
tify his house to be holy unto the 
Lord, then the priest shall esti¬ 
mate it, whether it be good or 
bad: as the priest shall estimate 
it, so shall it stand. “And if he 
that sanctified it will redeem his 
house, then he shall add the fifth 
part of the money of thy estima¬ 
tion unto it, and it shall be his. 

10 And if a man shall sanctify 
unto the Lord some part of a 
field of his possession, then thy 
estimation shall be according to 


the seed thereof: a homer 
barley seed shall be valued 
fifty shekels of silver. “If 
sanctify his field from the yi 
of jubilee, according to thy 
mation it shall stand. 18 But if 
sanctify his field after the jubil 
then the priest shall reckon ui 
him the money according to 
years that remain, even unto 
year of the jubilee, and it si 
be abated from thy estimati 
10 And if he that sanctified 
field will in any wise redeem 
then he shall add the fifth p 
of the money of thy estimal 
unto it, and it shall be assured 
him.

and one thousand and five hun¬ 
dred. 

42 0f the children of Naphtali, 
throughout their generations, af¬ 
ter their families, by the house 
of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 
43 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Naph¬ 
tali, were fifty and three thousand 
and four hundred. 

44 These are those that were 
numbered, whom Moses and Aar¬ 
on numbered, and the princes of 
Israel, being twelve men: each 
one was for the house of his fa¬ 
thers. 43 So were all those that 
were numbered of the children of 
Israel, by the house of their fa¬ 


thers, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war in Israel; 4fi Even all 
they that were numbered were 
six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and 
fifty.

2 Every man of the children of 
Israel shall pitch by his own 
Standard, with the ensign of their 
father’s house: far off about 
fin' Lubernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion shall they pitch. 3 And on the 
leaHt side toward the rising of the 
sun shall they of the standard of 
the camp of Judah pitch through¬ 
out their armies: and Nahshon 
the son of Amminadah shall be 
captain of the children of Judah. 
^And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were 
threescore and fourteen thousand 
and six hundred. “And those that 
do pitch next unto him shall be 
the tribe of Issachar: and Netha- 
neel the son of Zuar shall be cap¬ 
tain of the children of Issachar. 
I’Aml his host, and those that 
Were numbered thereof, were fifty 
and four thousand and four hun¬ 
dred. 'Then the tribe of Zebulun: 
;»nd Eliab the son of Helon shall 
be captain of the children of Zeb- 
jlun. "And bis host, and those 
that were numbered thereof, were 
fifty and seven thousand and four 
Hundred, (, A11 that were numbered 
m the camp of Judah were a 
Hundred thousand and fourscore 
Jiousand and six thousand and 
[our hundred, throughout their 
Armies. These shall first set forth. 

"On the south side shall be 
fhe standard of the camp of Reu- 
pen according to their armies: 
Jnri the captain of the children 
V Reuben shall be Elizur the son 


of Shedeur. "And his host, and 
those that were numbered there¬ 
of, were forty and six thousand 
and five hundred. "And those 
that pitch by him shall be the 
tribe of Simeon: and the captain 
of the children of Simeon shall be 
Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 
"And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were 
fifty and nine thousand and three 
hundred. "Then the tribe of Gad: 
and the captain of the sons of 
Gad shall be Eliasaph the son of 
Reuel. "And his host, and those 
that were numbered of them, were 
forty and five thousand and six 
hundred and fifty. 

"All that were numbered in 
the camp of Reuben were a hun¬ 
dred thousand and fifty and one 
thousand and four hundred and 
fifty, throughout their armies. 
And they shall set forth in the 
second rank. 

"Then the tabernacle of the 
congregation shall set forward 
with the camp of the Levi tea in 
the midst of the camps: as they 
encamp, so shall they set forward, 
every man in his place by their 
standards. 

"On the west side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Eph¬ 
raim according to their armies: 
and the captain of the sons of 
Ephraim shall be Elishama the 
son of Ammihud. "And his host, 
and those that were numbered 
of them, were forty thousand and 
five hundred. 20 And by him shall 
be the tribe of Manasseh: and 
the captain of the children of 
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Manasseh shall be Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahzur. 21 And his host, 
and those that were numbered of 
them, were thirty and two thou¬ 
sand and two hundred. 22 Then the 
tribe of Benjamin: and the cap¬ 
tain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the son of Gide- 
oni. 23 And his host, and those 
that were numbered of them, were 
thirty and five thousand and four 
hundred. 24 All that were num¬ 
bered of the camp of Ephraim 
were a hundred thousand and 
eight thousand and a hundred, 
throughout their armies. And 
they shall go forward in the 
third rank. 

25 The standard of the camp of 
Dan shall be on the north side 
by their armies: and the captain 
of the children of Dan shall be 
Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 
28 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were 
threescore and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 27 And those that 
encamp by him shall be the tribe 
of Asher: and the captain of the 
children of Asher shall be Pagiel 
the son of Ochran. 2fl And his host, 
and those that were numbered 
of them, were forty and one thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. 29 Then the 
tribe of Naphtali: and the captain 
of the children of Naphtali shall 
be Ahira the son of Enan. 30 And 
his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and 
three thousand and four hundred. 
3l AU they that were numbered in 
the camp of Dan were a hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven 


thousand and six hundred. The; 
shall go hindmost with thei 
standards. 

”These are those that wor 
numbered of the children of Israf 
by the house of their fathers: al 
those that were numbered of th 
camps throughout their hnsl 
were six hundred thousand am 
three thousand and five hundrei 
and fifty. 33 But the Levites wer 
not numbered among the childm 
of Israel; as the Lord command** 
Moses. 

34 And the children of Israr 
did according to all that Mv 
Lord commanded Moses: so the; 
pitched by their standards, an* 
so they set forward, every oir 
after their families, accordini 
to the house of their fathers. 

9 These also are the genc-ra 
tions of Aaron and Moses ii 
the day that the Lord spoke witl 
Moses in mount Sinai. 2 And thrs 
are the names of the sons o 
Aaron; Nadab the first-horn, an* 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithnmnr 
3 These are the names of the sen 
of Aaron, the priests that wer 
anointed, whom he consecrated 1 
minister in the priest’s office. 4 An. 
Nadab and Abihu died before Mi 
Lord, when they offered strang 
fire before the Lord, in the wii 
derness of Sinai, and they ha 
no children: and Eleazar an 
Ithamar ministered in the priest’ 
office in the sight of Aaron thei 
father. 

5 And the Lord spoke unto Mr 
ses, saying, c Bring the tribe o 
Levi near, and present them hr 
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'fore Aaron the priest, that they 
may minister unto him. 7 And they 
ahull keep his charge, and the 
charge of the whole congregation 
before the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, to do the service of 
Iht Inhernacle. a And they shall 
keep all the vessels of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and the 
charge of the children of Israel, 
to do the service of the taber- 
mucle. ®And thou shalt give the 
Levites unto Aaron and to his 
sons: they are wholly given unto 
him out of the children of Israel. 
30 And thou shalt appoint Aaron 
and his sons, and they shall wait 
on their priest's officer and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall 
be put to death. 

"And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, Buying, “And I, behold, I 
hove taken the Levites from 
among the children of Israel in¬ 
stead of every first-born that 
ppeneth the womb among the 
Children of Israel: therefore the 
Levites shall be mine; “Because 
Ml the first-born are mine; for 
on the day that I smote all the 
Arst-born in the land of Egypt I 
imllowed unto me all the first¬ 
born in Israel, both man and 
oeust: mine shall they be: I am 
the Lord. 

"And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
les in the wilderness of Sinai, 
laying, “Number the children of 
Uevi after the house of their fa- 
ihers, by their families: every 
nale from a month old and up- 
*«»<! Bhalt thou number them. 

“And Moses numbered them 


according to the word of the Lord, 
as he was commanded. “And 
these were the sons of Levi by 
their names; Gershon, and Ke- 
hath, and Merari. “And these 
are the names of the sons of 
Gershon by their families; Libni, 
and Shimi. “And the sons of 
Kehath by their families; Amram, 
and Izehar, Hebron, and Uzziel. 
“And the sons of Merari by their 
families; Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites 
according to the house of their 
fathera. 

31 Of Gershon was the family 
of the Libnites, and the family of 
the Shimites: these are the fam¬ 
ilies of the Gershonites. “Those 
that were numbered of them, ac¬ 
cording to the number of all the 
males, from a month old and up¬ 
ward, even those that were num¬ 
bered of them were seven thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. “The 
families of the Gershonites shall 
pitch behind the tabernacle west¬ 
ward. “And the chief of the house 
of the father of the Gershonites 
shall be Eliasaph the son of Lael. 
“And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon i:i the tabernacle of the 
congregation shall be the taber¬ 
nacle, and the tent, the covering 
thereof, and the hanging for the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, “And the hangings of 
the court, and the curtain for 
the door of the court, which is 
by the tabernacle, and by the al¬ 
tar round about, and the cords 
of it for all the service thereof. 

37 And of Kehath toaa the family 
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of the Amramites, and the family 
of the Izeharites, and the family 
of the Hebronitea, and the family 
of the Uzzielitea: these are the 
families of the Kehathites. 28 ln 
the number of all the males, from 
a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hundred, 
keeping the charge of the sanc¬ 
tuary. 20 The families of the sons 
of Kehath shall pitch on the side 
of the tabernacle southward. 30 And 
the chief of the house of the fa¬ 
ther of the families of the Ke¬ 
hathites shall be Elizaphan the 
son of Uzziel. 31 And their charge 
shall be the ark, and the table, 
and the candlestick, and the al¬ 
tars, and the vessels of the sanc¬ 
tuary wherewith they minister, 
and the hanging, and all the ser¬ 
vice thereof. 32 And Eleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest shall be 
chief over the chief of the Levites, 
and have the oversight of them 
that keep the charge of the sanc¬ 
tuary. 

33 0f Merari was the family of 
the Mahlites, and the family of 
the Musliites: these are the fam¬ 
ilies of Merari. 34 And those that 
were numbered of them, according 
to the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, 
were six thousand and two hun¬ 
dred. 35 And the chief of the house 
of the father of the families of 
Merari was Zuriel the son of Abi- 
hail: these shall pitch on the side 
of the tabernacle northward. 3fl And 
under the custody and charge of 
the sons of Merari shall be the 
boards of the tabernacle, and the 


bars thereof, and the pillars there¬ 
of, and the sockets thereof, and 
all the vessels thereof, and all thul 
serveth thereto. 37 And the pil¬ 
lars of the court round about, 
and their sockets, and their piriH, 
and their cords. 

38 But those that* encamp before 
the tabernacle toward the east, 
even before the tabernacle of the 
congregation eastward, shall be 
Moses, and Aaron and his sons, 
keeping the charge of the sanc¬ 
tuary for the charge of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel: and the stranger 
that cometh nigh shall be pul to 
death. 

39 A11 that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and 
Aaron numbered at the command¬ 
ment of the Lord, throughout 
their families, all the males from 
a month old and upward, were 
twenty and two thousand. 

40 And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Number all the first-born of 
the males of the children of Isra¬ 
el from a month old and upward, 
and take the number of their 
names. 41 And thou shalt take the 
Levites for me (I am the Lord) 
instead of all the first-born among 
the children of Israel; and the 
cattle of the Levites instead of 
all the firstlings among the cattle 
of the children of Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as the 
Lord commanded him, all the 
first-born among the children of 
Israel. 43 And all the first-born 
males by the number of names, 
from a month old and upward, of 
those that were numbered oi 
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lliern, were twenty and two thou¬ 
sand two hundred and threescore 
and thirteen. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Take the Levites 
instead of all the first-born among 
H .*■ children of Israel, and the 
cattle of the Levites instead of 
their cattle; and the Levites Bhall 
be mine; I am the Lord. “And 
for those that are to be redeemed 
of the two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen of the first¬ 
born of the children of Israel, 
that are more than the Levites; 
4T Thou shalt even take five shek¬ 
els apiece by the poll, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary ahaltthou 
tuke them: (the shekel is twenty 
gerahs:) “And thou shalt give 
the money, wherewith the odd 
number of them is to be re¬ 
deemed, unto Aaron and to his 
i sons. 

46 And Moses took the redemp- 
I tion money of them that were 
lover and above them that were 
l redeemed by the Levites: ft0 Of 
I the first-born of the children of 
Israel took he the money; a 
ithousand three hundred and three- 
i score and five shekels, after the 
I shekel of the sanctuary: 61 And 
I Moses gave the money of them 
I that were redeemed unto Aaron 
land to his sons, according to the 
iword of the Lord, as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

^ And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, Bay¬ 
ing, “Take the sum of the 00 ns 
(of Kehath from among the sona 


of Levi, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, "From 
thirty years old and upward, even 
until fifty years old, all that enter 
into the host, to do the work in 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion. ‘This shall be the service 
of the sons of Kehath in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, about 
the most holy things: “And when 
the camp setteth forward, Aaron 
shall come, and his sons, and they 
shall take down the covering veil, 
and cover the ark of testimony 
with it: 6 And shall put thereon 
the covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall spread over it a cloth 
wholly of blue, and shall put in 
the staves thereof. 7 And upon 
the table of shewbread they shall 
spread a cloth of blue, and put 
thereon the dishes, and the spoons, 
and the purifying vessels, and 
the bowls to pour withal: and the 
continual bread shall be thereon: 
8 And they shall spread upon them 
a cloth of scarlet, and cover the 
same with a covering of badgers" 
skins, and shall put in the staves 
thereof. "And they shall take a 
cloth of blue, and cover the candle¬ 
stick of the light, and its lamps, 
and its tongs, and its snuff- 
dishes, and all the oil vessels 
thereof, wherewith they minister 
unto it: “And they shall put it 
and all the vessels thereof within 
a covering of badgers' skins, and 
shall put it upon a bar. “And 
upon the golden altar they shall 
spread a cloth of blue, and cover 
it with a covering of badgers' 
skins, and shall put in the staves 
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thereof: 12 And they shall take all 
the vessels of ministry, where¬ 
with they minister in the sanc¬ 
tuary, and put them in a cloth of 
blue, and cover them with a cover¬ 
ing of badgers' skins, and shall 
put them on a bar: 13 And they 
shall take away the ashes from 
the altar, and spread a purple 
cloth thereon: I4 And they shall 
put upon it all the vessels there¬ 
of, wherewith they minister about 
it, even the censers, the flesh- 
hooks, and the shovels, and the 
basins, all the vessels of the al¬ 
tar; and they shall spread upon 
it a covering of badgers' skins, 
and put in the staves of it. “And 
when Aaron and his sons have 
made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, and all the vessels of 
the sanctuary, as the camp is to 
set forward; after that, the sons 
of Kehath shall come to bear it: 
but they shall not touch any holy 
thing, lest they die. These things 
are the burden of the sons of Ke¬ 
hath in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. 16 And to the office of 
Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest pertaineth the oil for light, 
and the sweet incense, and the 
daily mcal-oilering, and the a- 
nointing oil, and the oversight of 
all the tabernacle, and of all that 
therein is, in the sanctuary, and 
in the vessels thereof. 

17 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and unto Aaron, saying, “Cut 
ye not off the tribe of the families 
of the Kehathites from among 
the Levites: “But thus do unto 
them, that they may live, and 


not die, when they approach unto 
the most holy things: Aaron and 
his sons shall go in, and appoint 
them every one to his service and 
to his burden: 20 But they shall 
not go in to see when the holy 
things are covered, lest they die. 

21 And the Lord spoKe unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 22 Take also the sum 
of the sons of Gershon, through¬ 
out the houses of their fathers, 
by their families; “From thirty 
years old and upward until fifty 
years old shalt thou number them ; 
all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 
“This is the service of the fam¬ 
ilies of the Gershonites, to serve, 
and for burdens: “And they shall 
bear the curtains of the taber¬ 
nacle, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, its covering, ana 
the covering of the badgers' skins 
that is above upon it, and the 
hanging for the door of the taber 
nacle of the congregation, “And 
the hangings of the court, and 
the hanging for the door of the 
gate of the court, which is by the 
tabernacle and by the altar round 
about, and their cords, and all 
the instruments of their service, 
and all that is made for them: 
so shall they serve. 27 At the 
appointment of Aaron and his 
sons shall be all the service of the 
sons of the Gershonites, in nil 
their burdens, and in all theiri 
service: and ye shall appoint un¬ 
to them in charge all their bur- 
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dons. 28 This is the service of the 
families of the sons of Gershon 
in the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation: and their charge shall be 
under the hand of Ilhamar the 
son of Aaron the priest. 

~°As for the sons of Merari, 
tliuii shalt number them after their 
families, by the house of their 
fathers; ' !0 From thirty years old 
and upward even unto fifty years 
old shalt thou number them, every 
one that entereth into the ser¬ 
vice, to do the work of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 31 And 
this is the charge of their burden, 
according to all their service in 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion ; the boards of the tabernacle, 
and the bars thereof, and the 
pillars thereof, and sockets there¬ 
of, n2 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sockets, 
and their pins, and their cords, 
with all their instruments, and 
with all their service: and by 
name ye shall reckon the instru¬ 
ments of the charge of their 
burden. • 13 This is the service of 
the families of the sons of Merari, 
according to all their service, in 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, under the hand of Ithamar 
the son of Aaron the priest. 

34 And Moses and Aaron and the 
chiefs of the congregation num¬ 
bered the sons of the Kehathites 
after their families, and after 
|the house of their fathers, 3S From 
jlhirty years old and upward even 
junto fifty years old, every one 
jtluit entereth into the service, 
|for the work in the tabernacle 


of the congregation: 88 And those 
that were numbered of them by 
their families were two thousand 
seven hundred and fifty. 37 These 
v)cre they that were numbered 
of the families of the Kehathites, 
all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
whom Moses and Aaron did num¬ 
ber according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

38 And those that were num¬ 
bered of the sons of Gershon, 
throughout their families, and by 
the house of their fathers, 3B From 
thirty years old and upward even 
unto fifty years old, every one 
that entereth into the service, for 
the work in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, 40 Even those that 
were numbered of them, through¬ 
out their families, by the house 
of their fathers, were two thou¬ 
sand and six hundred and thirty. 
41 These are they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons 
of Gershon, of all that might do 
service in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, whom Moses and 
Aaron did number according to 
the commandment of the Lord. 

42 And those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of 
Merari, throughout their families, 
by the house of their fathers, 
43 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward even unto fifty years old, 
every one that entereth into the 
service, for the work in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, 44 Even 
those that were numbered of them 
after their families, were three 
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thousand and two hundred. 45 These 
are those that were numbered of 
the families of the sons of Me- 
rari, whom Rioses and Aaron 
numbered according to the word 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

46 A11 those that were numbered 
of the Levites, whom Moses and 
Aaron and the chiefs of Israel 
numbered, after their families, 
and after the house of their fa¬ 
thers, 47 From thirty years old 
and upward even unto fifty years 
old, every one that came to do 
the service of the ministry, and 
the service of the burden in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
48 Even those that were numbered 
of them, were eight thousand and 
five hundred and fourscore. '“Ac¬ 
cording to the commandment of 
the Lord they were numbered by 
the hand of Moses, every one 
according to his service, and ac¬ 
cording to his burden: thus were 
they numbered of him, as the 
Lord commanded Moses, 
r And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 2 Command the 
children of Israel, that they put 
out of the camp every leper, and 
every one that hath an issue, and 
whosoever is defiled by the dead: 
3 Both male and female shall ye 
put out, without the camp shall 
ye put them; that they defile not 
their camps, in the midst where¬ 
of I dwell. 

4 And the children of Israel did 
so, and put them out without the 
camp: as the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 


5 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, e Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, 

When a man or a woman shall 
commit any sin that men commit, 
to do a trespass against the Lord, 
and that person be guilty; 7 Then 
they shall confess their sin which 
they have done: and he shall rec¬ 
ompense his trespass with the 
principal thereof, and add unto it 
the fifth part thereof, and give it 
unto him against whom he hath 
trespassed. 8 But if the man have 
no kinsman to recompense the 
trespass unto, let the trespass be 
recompensed unto the Lord, civu 
to the priest; besides the ram of 
the atonement, whereby an atone¬ 
ment shall be made for him. 

0 And every offering of all the 
holy things of the children of 
Israel, which they bring unto the 
priest, shall be his. I0 And every 
man's hallowed things shall he 
his: whatsoever any man giveth 
the priest, it shall be his. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and say unto them, 

If any man’s wife go aside, and 
commit a trespass against him, 
“And a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of 
her husband, and be kept secret 
and she be defiled, and there (h 
no witness against her, neilhui 
she be caught in the act, 14 Aiu: 
the spirit of jealousy come upor 
him, and he be jealous of hit 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the 
spirit of jealousy come upon him 
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urwl lif* be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled: ,s Then shall 
the man bring his wife unto the 
priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part 
of an ephah of barley meal; he 
sIimII pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it is an 
offering of jealousy, an offering 
of memorial, bringing iniquity to 
remembrance. 16 And the priest 
ahull bring her near and set her 
before the Lord: 17 And the priest 
shall take holy water in an earthen 
vessel; and of the dust that is on 
the floor of the tabernacle the 
priest shall take, and put it into 
the water: 18 And the priest shall 
set the woman before the Lord, 
and uncover the woman’s head, 
and put the offering of memorial 
in her hands, which is the jeal¬ 
ousy-offering: and the priest shall 
have in his hand the bitter water 
that causeth the curse: “And the 
priest shall charge her by an oath, 
and say unto the woman, If no 
man have lain with thee, and if 
thou hast not gone aside to un¬ 
cleanness urith another instead of 
thy husband, be thou free from 
this bitter water that causeth the 
curse: “But if thou hast gone 
aside to another instead of thy 
husband, and if thou be defiled, 
and some man have lain with thee 
besides thine husband; 2, Then the 
priest shall charge the woman 
with an oath of cursing, and the 
priest shall say unto the woman, 
The Lord make thee a curse and 
mi oath among thy people, when 
ithc Lord doth make thy thigh to 


fall away, and thy belly to swell; 
“And this water that causeth 
the curse shall go into thy bowels, 
to make thy belly to swell, and 
thy thigh to fall away: And the 
woman shall say. Amen, amen. 
“And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water: 
“And he shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that 
causeth the curse: and the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter 
into her, and become bitter. 25 Then 
the priest shall take the jealousy- 
offering out of the woman's hand, 
and shall wave the offering be¬ 
fore the Lord, and offer it upon 
the altar: “And the priest shall 
take a handful of the offering, 
even the memorial thereof, and 
burn it upon the altar, and after¬ 
ward shall cause the woman to 
drink the water. 27 And when he 
hath made her to drink the water, 
then it shall come to pass, that, 
if she be defiled, and have done 
trespass against her husband, that 
the water that causeth the curse 
shall enter into her, and beer me 
bitter, and her belly shall swell, 
and her thigh shall fall away: 
and the woman shall be a curse 
among her people. 28 And if the 
woman be not defiled, but be 
clean; then she shall be free, and 
shall conceive seed. 

2 ®This is the law of jealousies, 
when a wife goeth aside to an¬ 
other instead of her husband, and 
is defiled; 80 Or when the spirit 
of jealousy cometh upon him, and 
he be jealous over his wife, and 
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shall set the woman before the 
Lord, and the priest shall execute 
upon her all this law. 3l Then shall 
the man be guiltless from in¬ 
iquity, and this woman shall bear 
her iniquity. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, z Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them, 

When either man or woman 
shall separate themselves to vow 
a vow of a Nazarite, to separate 
themselves unto the Lord: 3 He 
shall separate himself from wine 
and strong drink, and shall drink 
no vinegar of wine, or vinegar of 
strong drink, neither shall he 
drink any liquor of grapes, nor 
eat moist grapes, or dried. 4 All 
the days of his separation shall 
he eat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kernels 
even to the husk. 5 A11 the days 
of the vow of his separation there 
shall no razor come upon his 
head: until the days be fulfilled, 
in which he separateth himself 
unto the Lord, he shall be holy, 
and shall let the locks of the hair 
of his head grow. 6 A11 the days 
that he separateth himself unto 
the Lord he shall come at no dead 
body. 7 He shall not make himself 
unclean for his father, or for his 
mother, for his brother, or for 
his sister, when they die: because 
the consecration of his God is 
upon his head. ®A11 the days of 
his separation he is holy unto 
the Lord. 9 And if any man die 
very suddenly hy him, and he 


hath defiled the head of his con¬ 
secration; then he shall shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, 
on the seventh day shall he shave 
it. 10 And on the eighth day he 
shall bring two turtle doves, or 
two young pigeons, to the priest, 
to the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: lx And the 
priest shall offer the one for a 
sin-offering, and Die other for 
a burnt-offering, and make an 
atonement for him, for that he 
sinned by the dead, and shall hal¬ 
low his head that same day. ‘-And 
he shall consecrate unto the Lord 
the days of his separation, and 
shall bring a lamb of the first 
year for a trespass-offering: hut 
the days that were before shall 
be lost, because his separation 
was defiled. 

J3 And this is the law of the 
Nazarite, when the days of his 
separation are fulfilled: he shall 
be brought unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 
14 And he shall offer his offering 
unto the Lord, one lie-lamb of 
the first year without blemish 
for a burnt-offering, and one ewe- 
lamb of the first year without 
blemish for a sin-offering, and 
one ram without blemish for 
peace-offerings, 1 'And a basket of 
unleavened bread, cakes of line 
flour mingled with oil, and wafers 
of unleavened bread anointed with 
oil, and their meal-offering, and 
their drink-offerings. ls And f 1 n- 
priest shall bring them before Hu 
Lord, and shall offer his sin-offer¬ 
ing, and his burnt-offering: ,7 Anc' 
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)h- Hliall offer the ram for a sac¬ 
rifice of peace-offerings unto the 
Lord, with the basket of un¬ 
leavened bread: the priest shall 
offer also his meal-offering, and 
his drink-offering. 1B And the Naz- 
utiir shall shave the head of his 
separation at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall take the hair of the 
head of his separation, and put 
it in the fire which is under the 
sacrifice of the peace-offerings. 
,w And the priest shall take the 
sodden shoulder of the ram, and 
one unleavened cake out of the 
basket, and one unleavened wafer, 
and shall put them upon the hands 
of the Nazarite, after the hair of 
his separation is shaven: 20 And 
the priest shall wave them for a 
rwuve-offering before the Lord: 
Itliia is holy for the priest, with 
Hhe wave-breast and heave-shoul- 
ider: and after that the Nazarite 
may drink wine. 

“This is the law of the Naz- 
Brite who hath vowed, and of his 
Offering unto the Lord for hia 
Reparation, besides that which he 
is able to give: according to the 
Vow which he vowed, so he must 
do after the law of his separa¬ 
tion. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
8es, saying, “Speak unto Aaron 
ftnd unto hia sons, saying, On this 
Wise ye shall bless the children of 
Israel, saying unto them, 24 The 
Lord bless thee, and keep thee: 
‘‘The Lord make liis face shine 
|ipon thee, and be gracious unto 
thee: 20 The Lord lift up hi 9 


countenance upon thee, and give 
thee peace. 

“And they shall put my name 
upon the children of Israel; and 
I will bless them. 

H And it came to pass on the 
* day that Moses had fully set 
up the tabernacle, and had a- 
nointed it, and sanctified it, and 
all the instruments thereof, both 
the altar and all the vessels there¬ 
of, and had anointed them, and 
sanctified them; 2 That the princes 
of Israel, heads of the house of 
their fathers, who were the 
princes of the tribes, and were 
over them that were numbered, 
offered: 8 And they brought their 
offering before the Lord, six cov¬ 
ered wagons, and twelve oxen; a 
wagon for two of the princes, 
and for each one an ox: and they 
brought them before the taber¬ 
nacle. 4 And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, °Take it of them, 
that they may be to do the ser¬ 
vice of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation ; and thou shalt give 
them unto the Levites, to every 
man according to his service. 
°And Moses took the wagons and 
the oxen, and gave them unto the 
Levites. 'Two wagons and four 
oxen he gave unto the sons of 
Gershon, according to their ser¬ 
vice: 8 And four wagons and eight 
oxen he gave unto the sons of 
Merari, according unto their ser¬ 
vice, under the hand of Ithamar 
the son of Aaron the priest. °But 
unto the sons of Kehath he gave 
none: because the service of the 
sanctuary belonging unto them 
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was that they should bear upon 
their shoulders. 

“And the princes offered for 
the dedicating of the altar in the 
day that it was anointed, even 
the princes offered their offering 
before the altar. “And the Lord 
said unto Moses, They shall offer 
their offering, each prince on his 
day, for the dedicating of the 
altar. 

“And he that offered his offer¬ 
ing the first day was Nahshon 
the son of Amminadab of the 
tribe of Judah: “And his offer¬ 
ing was one silver charger, the 
weight thereof was a hundred 
and thirty shekels, one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of 
them were full of fine flour 
mingled with oil for a mca:- 
offering: “One spoon of ten shek¬ 
els of gold, full of incense: 
“One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt- 
offering: “One male of the goats 
for a sin-offering: “And for a 
sacrifice of peace-offerings, two 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was 
the offering of Nahshon the son 
of Amminadab.

shekels, each bowl seventy: all 
the silver vessels weighed two 
thousand and four hundred shek¬ 
els, after the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary : 80 The golden spoons were 
twelve, full of incense, weighing 
ten shekels apiece, after the 
Bhekel of the sanctuary: all the 
gold of the spoons was a hun¬ 
dred and twenty shekels. ST All the 
oxen for the burnt-offering were 
twelve bullocks, the rams twelve, 
llm lambs of the first year twelve, 
with their meal-offerings: and the 
males of the goats for sin-offer¬ 
ing twelve. e8 And all the oxen for 
the sacrifice of the peace-offer¬ 
ings were twenty and four bul¬ 
locks, the rams sixty, the he-goata 
bixty, the lambs of the first year 
iixty.

•“And when Moses was gone in¬ 
to the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation to speak with him, then 
tie heard the voice of one speak¬ 
ing unto him from off the mercy 
peat that was upon the ark of 
testimony, from between the two 
tlwrubim: and he spoke unto 
iiim. 


Q And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
^ sea, saying, 2 Speak unto Aar¬ 
on, and say unto him. When thou 
lightest the lamps, the seven 
lamps shall give light over against 
the candlestick. 3 And Aaron did 
so; he lighted the lamps thereof 
over against the candlestick, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 4 And 
this work of the candlestick was 
of beaten gold, unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, 
was beaten work: according unto 
the pattern which the Lord had 
shewn Moses, so he made the 
candlestick. 

*And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 6 Take the Levites 
from among the children of Is¬ 
rael, and cleanse them. 7 And thus 
shalt thou do unto them, to cleanse 
them: Sprinkle purifying water 
upon them and let them pass a 
razor over all their flesh, and let 
them wash their clothes, and so 
make themselves clean. 8 Tlien let 
them take a young bullock with 
bis ineal-uffering, even fine flour 
mingled with oil, and another 

young bullock shalt thou take for 

a sin-offering. “And thou shalt 
bring the Levites before the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation: and 
thou shalt gather the whole as¬ 
sembly of the children of Israel 
together: J0 And thou shalt bring 
the Levites before the Lord: and 
the children of Israel shall put 
their hands upon the Levites: 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Le* 

vites before the Lord for an offer* 


ing of the children of Israel, that 
they may execute the service of 
the Lord. 12 And the Levites 
shall lay their hands upon the 
heads of the bullocks: and thou 
3halt offer the one for a sin- 
offering, and the other for a 
burnt-offering, unto the Lord, to 
make an atonement for the Le¬ 
vites. l3 And thou shalt set the 
Levites before Aaron, and before 
his sons, and offer them for an 
offering unto the Lord. 14 Thus 
shalt thou separate the Levites 
from among the children of Is¬ 
rael: and the Levites shall be 
mine. ,5 And after that shall the 
Levites go in to do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation: and thou shalt cleanse 
them, and offer them for an offer¬ 
ing. 16 For they are wholly given 
unto me from among the children 
of Israel; instead of such as open 
every womb, even instead of the 
first-born of all the children of 
Israel, have I taken them unto 
me. 17 For all the first-born of the 
children of Israel are mine, both 
man and beast: on the day that 
I smote every first-born in the 
land of Egypt I sanctified them 
for myself. 18 And I have taken 
the Levites for all the first-born 
of the children of Israel. 16 And 
I have given the Levites as a gift 
to Aaron and to his sons from 
among the children of Israel, to 
do the service of the children of 
Israel in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and to make an 
atonement for the children of 
Israel: that there be no plague 


among the children of Israel 
when the children of Israel conn 
nigh unto the sanctuary. 

20 Thus did Moses, and Aaron 
and all the congregation of tin 
children of Israel, to the Levites 
according unto all that the Lon 
commanded Moses concerning tin 
Levites, so did the children of Is 
rael unto them. 21 And the Levite: 
were purified, and they washes 
their clothes; and Aaron offenn 
them as an offering before tin 
Lord; and Aaron made an atone 
ment for them to cleanse them 
22 And after that went the Levi In 
in to do their service in tin 
tabernacle of the congregation 
before Aaron, and before hi: 
sons: as the Lord had commands 
Moses concerning the Levites, hi 
did they unto them. 

23 And the Lord spoke unti 
Moses, saying, 24 This is it tha 
belongeth unto the Levites: fron 
twenty and five years old and up 
ward they shall go in to wai 
upon the service of the tabor 
nacle of the congregation: 2, Am 
from the age of fifty years tin*] 
shall cease from the service there 
of, and shall serve no more: 2,i Ihi 
shall minister with their brethrei 
in the tabernacle of the congre 
gation, to keep the charge, am 
shall do no service. Thus shal 
thou do unto the Levites touch 
ing their charge. 

Q And the Lord spoke unt< 

^ Moses in the wilderness o 
Sinai, in the first month of tin 
second year after they were conn 
out of the land of Egypt, saying 
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*T>et the children of Israel also 
keep the passover at its ap¬ 
pointed season. 3 In the fourteenth 
day of this month, at even, ye 
Bliall keep it in its appointed 
season: according to all the rites 
of it, and according to all the 
ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep 
it. 

4 And Moses spoke unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that they should 
keep the passover. 5 And they 
kept the passover on the four¬ 
teenth day of the first month at 
even in the wilderness of Sinai: 
according to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. ®And there 
were certain men, who were de¬ 
filed by the dead body of a man, 
that they could not keep the pass- 
over on that day: and they came 
before Moses and before Aaron 
on that dey: 7 And those men 
said unto him, We are defiled by 
the dead body of a man: where¬ 
fore are we kept back, that we 
nmy not offer an offering of the 
Lord in its appointed season 
among the children of Israel? 
'And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the 
Lord will command concerning 
you. 

'And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
ecu, saying, «°Speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If any 
mun of you or of your posterity 
shall be unclean by reason of a 
dead body, or be in a journey 
afar off, yet he shall keep the 
|)UHBover unto the Lord. n The 
fourteenth day of the second, 


month at even they shall keep it, 
and eat it with unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs . 12 They shall 
leave none of it unto the morning, 
nor break any bone of it: accord* 
ing to all the ordinances of the 
paaaover they shall keep it. l8 But 
the man that is clean, and is not 
on a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same 
soul shall be cut off from among 
his people: because he brought 
not the offering of the Lord in 
its appointed season, that man 
shall bear his sin. 14 And if a 
stranger shall sojourn among you, 
and will keep the passover unto 
the Lord; according to the ordi¬ 
nance of the passover, and accord¬ 
ing to the manner thereof, so 
shall he do: ye shall have one 
ordinance, both for the stranger, 
and for the native of the land. 

15 And on the day that the taber¬ 
nacle was reared up the cloud 
covered the tabernacle, namely, 
the tent of the testimony: and 
at even there was upon the taber¬ 
nacle as it were the appearance 
of fire, until the morning. ,# So 
it was always: the cloud covered 
it by day, and the appearance of 
fire by night. 17 And when the 
cloud was taken up from the 
tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and 
in the place where the cloud abode, 
there the children of Israel 
pitched their tents. ,9 At the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord the chil¬ 
dren of Israel journeyed, and at 
the commandment of the Lord 
they pitched: as long as the cloud 
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abode upon the tabernacle they 
rested in their tents. 19 And when 
the cloud tarried upon the taber¬ 
nacle many days, then the chil¬ 
dren of Israel kept the charge 
of the Lord, and journeyed not. 
*°And sometimes the cloud was a 
few days upon the tabernacle; 
then according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord they abode in 
their tents, and according to the 
commandment of the Lord they 
journeyed. 21 And sometimes the 
cloud abode from even unto the 
morning, and when the cloud was 
taken up in the morning, then 
they journeyed; or a day and a 
night, when the cloud was taken 
up, they journeyed. 22 0r whether 
it were two days, or a month, or 
a year, that the cloud tarried 
upon the tabernacle, remaining 
thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in their tents, and jour¬ 
neyed not: but when it was taken 
up, they journeyed. 23 At the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord they rested 
in the tents, and at the command¬ 
ment of the Lord they journeyed: 
they kept the charge of the Lord, 
at the commandment of the Lord 
by the hand of Moses. 

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 Make thee two 
trumpets of silver; of a whole 
piece shalt thou make them; that 
thou mayest use them for the 
calling of the assembly, and for 
the journeying of the camps. 
•And when they shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall 
assemble themselves to thee at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 


congregation. 4 And if they blow 
but with one trumpet, then the 
princes, who are heads of the 
thousands of Israel, shall gather 
themselves unto thee. 5 When ye 
blow an alarm, then the camps 
that lie on the east parts shall go 
forward. 6 When ye blow an alarm 
the second time, then the camps 
that lie on the south side shall 
take their journey: they shall 
blow an alarm for their journeys 
7 But when the congregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall 
blow, but ye shall not sound an 
alarm. 8 And the sons of Aaron, 
the priests, shall blow with the 
trumpets; and they shall be l<> 
you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations. 
e And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppres¬ 
sed you, then ye shall blow an 
alarm with the trumpets; and 
ye shall be remembered before 
the Lord your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 
,D Also in the day of your glad¬ 
ness, and in your solemn days, 
and in the beginnings of your 
months, ye shall blow with I he 
trumpets over your burnt-offer- 
ings, and over the sacrifices of 
your peace-offerings; that they 
may be to you for a memorial 
before your God: I am the Lord 
your God. 

31 And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second 
month, in the second year, that 
the cloud was taken up from off 
the tabernacle of the testimony 
12 And the children of Israel took 
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their journeys out of the wilder¬ 
ness of Sinai; and the cloud 
rested in the wilderness of Paran. 
"And they first took their jour¬ 
ney according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. "In the first place went 
1ln< standard of the camp of the 
children of Judah according to 
their armies: and over his host 
ira* Nahshon the son of Ammi* 
nndab. ,5 And over the host of the 
tribe of the children of Tssachar 
wan Nethaneel the son of Zuar. 
'"And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Zebulun was 
Eliab the eon of Hclon. "And 
the tabernacle was taken down; 
and the eons of Gershon and the 
sons of Merari set forward, bear¬ 
ing the tabernacle. '"And the 
standard of the camp of R°uben 
set, forward according to their 
armies: and over his host was 
Llizur the son of Shedeur. 18 And 
over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon was Shelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai. “And 
over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Gad was Eliasaphthe 
son of Deuel. 2, And the Kehath- 
iti*s set forward, bearing the 
sanctuary: and the others did set 
up the tabernacle against they 
came. “And the standard of the 
camp of the children of Ephraim 
set forward according to their 
nrmies: and over his host was 
Elishama the son of Ammihud. 
”And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Manasseh was 
Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur. 
“And over the host of the tribe 


of the children of Benjamin was 
Abidan the son of Gideoni. “And 
the standard of the camp of the 
children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rear-guard of all 
the camps throughout their hosts: 
and over his host was Ahiezer 
the son of Ammishaddai. “And 
over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Asher was Pagiel the 
son of Ochran. 27 And over the 
host of the tribe of the children 
of Naphtali was Ahira the son 
of Enan. “Thus were the jour- 
neyings of the children of Israel 
according to their armies, when 
they set forward. 

“And Moses said unto Hobab, 
the son of Reuel the Midianite, 
Mosesf father-in-law, We are jour¬ 
neying unto the place of which 
the Lord said, I will give it you: 
come thou with us, and we will 
do thee good: for the Lord hath 
spoken good concerning Israel. 
“And he said unto him, I will 
not go; but I will depart to mine 
own land, and to my kindred. 
3l And he said, Leave us not, I 
pray thee; forasmuch as thou 
knowest how we are to encamp 
in the wilderness, and thou may- 
cst be to us instead of eyes. “And 
it shall be, if thou go with us, 
yea, it shall be, that what good¬ 
ness the Lord shall do unto us, 
the same will we do unto thee. 

33 And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three days* 
journey: and the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord went before 
them in the three days' journey, 
to search out a resting place for 
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them. "And the cloud of the 
Lord was upon them by day, when 
they went out of the camp. "And 
it came to pass, when the ark 
set forward, that Moses said, 
Rise up, and let thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate 
thee flee before thee. "And when 
it rested, he said. Return, 0 Lord, 
unto the many thousands of Isra¬ 
el. 

And when the people com¬ 
plained, it displeased the 
Lord: and the Lord heard it; and 
his anger was kindled; and the 
fire of the Lord burnt among 
them, and consumed them that 
were in the uttermost parts of 
the camp. 2 And the people cried 
unto Moses; and when Moses 
prayed unto the Lord, the fire 
was quenched. 3 And he called the 
name of the place Taberah: be¬ 
cause the fire of the Lord burnt 
among them. 

4 And the mixed multitude that 
was among them fell a lusting: 
and the children of Israel also 
wept again, and said, Who shall 
give us flesh to eat? B We re¬ 
member the fish, which we did 
eat in Egypt freely; the cucum¬ 
bers, and the melons, and the 
leeks, and the onions, and the 
garlic: e But now our soul is 
dried away: there is nothing at 
all, besides this manna, before our 
eyes. 7 And the manna was as 
coriander seed, and the colour 
thereof as the colour of bdellium. 
*And the people went about, and 
gathered it, and ground it in a 
mill, or beat it in a mortar, and 


baked it in pans, and made cakes 
of it: and the taste of it was as 
the taste of fresh oil. ®And when 
the dew fell upon the camp in 
the night, the manna fell upon it. 

10 Then Moses heard the people 
weep throughout their families, 
every man in the door of his tent: 
and the anger of the Lord wns 
kindled greatly; Moses also was 
displeased. "And Moses said un¬ 
to the Lord, Wherefore hast thou 
afflicted thy servant? and where¬ 
fore have I not found favour in 
thy sight, that thou layest the 
burden of all this people upon 
me? "Have I conceived all this 
people ? have I begotten them, 
that thou shouldest say unto me, 
Carry them in thy bosom, as a 
nursing father beareth the suck¬ 
ing child, unto the land which 
thou hast sworn unto their fa¬ 
thers? "Whence should I have 
flesh to give unto all this people, 
for they weep unto me, saying, 
Give us flesh, that we may eat. 
"I am not able to bear all this 
people alone, because it is too 
heavy for me. "And if thou deal 
thus with me, kill me, I pray 
thee, out of hand, if I have found 
favour in thy sight; and let me 
not see my wretchedness. 

"And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, GathCT* unto me seventy men 
of the elders of Israel, whom 
thou knowest to be the elders ol 
the people, and officers over them 
and bring them unto the taher 
nacle of the congregation, tlui! 
they may stand there with thre 
"And I will come down and tnIV> 
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with thee there: and I will take 
of the spirit which t a upon thee, 
and will put it upon them; and 
they shall bear the burden of the 
people with thee, that thou bear 
it not thyself alone. 1B And say 
thou unto the people, Sanctify 
lyoutselves against to-morrow, and 
ye shall eat flesh: for ye have 
wept in the ears of the Lord, 
saying, Who shall give us flesh 
ito eat? for it was well with us 
in Egypt: therefore the Lord will 
give you flesh, and ye shall eat. 
BB Ye shall not eat one day, nor 
two days, nor five days, neither 
ten days, nor twenty days; 20 But 
even a whole month, until it 
come out at your nostrils, and it 
be loathsome unto you: because 
that ye have despised the Lord 
who is among you, and have wept 
before him, saying, Why came we 
roi lh out of Egypt? 21 And Moses 
snitl, The people, among whom I 
aui, are six hundred thousand 
footmen; and thou hast said, I 
will give them flesh, that they 
(nay cat a whole month. “Shall 
.the flocks and the herds he slain 
for them, to suffice them? or shall 
Ml the fish of the sea be gathered 
together for them, to suffice them ? 
1:, And the Lord said unto Moses, 
[a the I,ord’s hand waxed short? 
■thou shalt sec now whether my 
vord shall come to pass unto thee 
jr not. 

2< And Moses went out, and 
10 Id the people the words of the 
i<ord, and gathered the seventy 
^en of the elders of the people, 
fnd set them round about the 


tabernacle. 2S And the Lord came 
down in a cloud, and spoke unto 
him, and took of the spirit that 
was upon him, and gave it unto 
the seventy elders: and it came 
to pass, that, when the spirit 
rested upon them, they prophe¬ 
sied, but they did so no longer. 
2fl But there remained two of the 
men in the camp, the name of 
the one was Eldad, and the name 
of the other Medad: and the 
spirit rested upon them; and they 
were of them that were written, 
but went not out unto the taber¬ 
nacle: and they prophesied in the 
camp. “And there ran a young 
man, and told Moses, and said, 
Eldad and Medad are prophesy¬ 
ing in the camp. 28 And Joshua the 
son of Nun, the servant of Moses, 
one of his young men, answered 
and said, My lord Moses, forbid 
them. 2B And Moses said unto 
him, Enviest thou for my sake? 
would God that all the Lord’s 
people were prophets, and that 
the Lord would put his spirit 
upon them! 30 And Moses with¬ 
drew into the camp, he and the 
elders of Israel. 

s, And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and drove up 
quails from the sea, and let them 
fall by the camp, as it were a 
day’s journey on this side, and 
as it were a day's journey on the 
other side, round about the camp, 
and as it were two cubits high 
over the face of the earth. “And 
the people stood up all that day, 
and all that night, and all the 
next day, and they gathered the 


quails: he that gathered least 
gathered ten homers: and they 
spread them all abroad for them¬ 
selves round about the camp. 
• 3 And while the flesh was yet 
between their teeth, ere it was 
chewed, the wrath of the Lord 
was kindled against the people, 
and the Lord smote the people 
with a very great plague. 34 And 
he called the name of that place 
Kibroth-hataavah: because there 
they buried the people that lusted. 

35 From Kibroth-hattaavah the 
people journeyed unto Hazeroth; 
and they abode at Hazeroth. 

And Miriam and Aaron spoke 
against Moses because of the 
Ethiopian woman whom he had 
married: for he had married an 
Ethiopian woman. 2 And they said, 
Hath the Lord indeed spoken only 
with Moses? hath he not spoken 
also with us? And the Lord heard 
it. 3 (Now the man Moses was 
very meek, above all the men that 
were upon the face of the earth.) 
•And the Lord spoke suddenly un¬ 
to Moses, and unto Aaron, and 
unto Miriam, Come out ye three 
unto the tebernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. And they three came 
out. 5 And the Lord came down 
in the pillar of the cloud, and 
stood in the door of the taber¬ 
nacle, and called Aaron and Mi¬ 
riam : and they both came forth. 
•And he said, Hear now my 
words: If there be a prophet 
among you, / the Lord will make 
myself known unto him in a 
vision, and will speak unto him 
in a dream. 7 My servant Moses 


is not so, he is faithful in al 
mine house. 8 With him will 
speak mouth to mouth, even mani 
festly, and not in dark speeches 
and the similitude of the Lon 
shall he behold: wherefore thei 
were ye not afraid to speak a 
gainst my servant Moses? °An< 
the anger of the Lord was kindlci 
against them; and he departed 
,0 And the cloud departed fror 
off the tabernacle; and, behold 
Miriam became leprous, white n 
snow: and Aaron looked upn 
Miriam, and, behold, she wa 
leprous. “And Aaron said uni. 
Moses, Alas, my lord, I besorc 
thee, lay not the sin upon in 
wherein we have done foolishlj 
and wherein we have sinned. 12 Le 
her not be as one dead, of wlmr 
the flesh is half consumed whn 
he cometh out of his mother' 
womb. “And Moses cried unt 
the Lord, saying, Heal her now 
0 God, I beseech thee. “And th 
Lord said unto Moses, If her fs 
ther had but spit in her fa™ 
should she not be ashamed seve 
days? let her be shut out fror 
the camp seven days, and afte 
that let her be received in ag <m 
“And Miriam was shut out froi 
the camp seven days: and th 
people journeyed not till Miriar 
was brought in again. “And al 
terward the people removed fror 
Hazeroth, and pitched in the wi 
derness of Paran. 

And the Lord spoke unt 
Moses, saying, 2 Send Iho 
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men, that they may spy out the 
laud of Canaan, which I give un¬ 
to the children of Israel: of every 
tribe of their fathers shall ye 
send a man, every one a leader 
among them, 3 And Moses by the 
ronunnndment of the Lord sent 
them from the wilderness of Pa¬ 
nin: all those men v)cre heads of 
the children of Israel. <And these 
U'cre their names: of the tribe 
of Reuhen, Shamua the son of 
Znccur. r Of the trihc of Simeon, 
Shnphat the son of Ilori. °Of the 
tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh. 7 Of the tribe of Issa- 
char, Igal the son of Joseph. 
"Of the tribe of Ephraim, Hoshea 
the son of Nun. °Of the tribe of 
Benjamin, Palti the son of Raphu. 
10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddi- 
ol the son of Sodi. n Of the tribe 
nf Joseph, namely, of the tribe of 
Manasseh, Gaddi the son of Susi. 
ia Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel 
the non of Gemalli. 13 Of the tribe 
Df Asher, Setliur the son of Mi- 
blmel. 14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, 
Nnhbi the son of Vophsi. ,B Of 
the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son 
bf Machi. 3 “These are the names 
Df the men whom Moses sent to 
ppy out the land. And Moses 
balled Hoshea the son of Nun 
Uchoshua. 17 And Moses sent them 
to Bpy out the land of Canaan, 
|ind said unto them, Get you up 
this way southward, and go up 
into the mountain: ls And see the 
land, what it is : and the people 
that dwollcth therein, whether 
Miry be strong or weak, few or 
(nany; lf, And what the land is 


that they dwell in, whether it be 
good or bad: and what cities they 
be that they dwell in, whether 
in tents, or in strongholds. 20 And 
what the land is, whether it be 
fat or lean, whether there be 
wood therein, or not. And be ye 
of good courage, and bring of 
the fruit of the land. Now the 
time was the time of the first- 
ripe grapes. 2, So they went up, 
and spied out the land from the 
wilderness of Zin unto Rehob, as 
men come to Hamath. 22 And they 
ascended by the south, and came 
unto Hebron ; where Ahiman, She- 
shai, and Talmai, the children of 
Anak, were. (Now Hebron was 
built seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt.) 23 And they came unto the 
brook of Eshcol, and cut down 
from thence a branch with one 
cluster of grapes, and they bore 
it between two upon a staff; and 
they brought of the pomegranates, 
and of the figs. ”The place was 
called the brook Eshcol, because 
of the cluster of grapes which 
the children of Israel cut down 
from thence. 2fi And they returned 
from spying out the land after 
forty days. za And they went and 
came to Moses, and to Aaron, and 
to all the congregation of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, unto the wilder¬ 
ness of Paran, to Kadesh; and 
brought back word unto them, 
and unto all the congregation, 
and shewed them the fruit of the 
land. 2T And they told him, and 
said, We came unto the land 
whither thou sentest us, and 
surely it floweth with milk and 
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honey; and this is the fruit of 
it. 28 But the people are strong 
that dwell in the land, and the 
cities are walled, and very great: 
and moreover we saw the chil¬ 
dren of Anak there. z9 Amalek 
dwelleth in the land of the south: 
and the Hittite, and the Jebusite, 
and the Amorite, dwell in the 
mountains: and the Canaanite 
dwelleth by the sea, and by the 
Jordan."°And Caleb stilled the peo¬ 
ple before Moses, and said, Let us 
go up at once, and possess it; for 
we are well able to overcome it. 
31 But the men that went up with 
him said, We are not able to go up 
against the people; for they are 
stronger than we. 32 And they 
brought up an evil report of the 
land which they had spied out un¬ 
to the children of Israel, saying, 
The land, through which we have 
gone to spy it out, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants thereof; 
and all the people that we saw in 
it are men of a great stature. 
33 And there we saw the Nephilim, 
the sons of Anak, who come of the 
Nephilim: and we were in our 
own sight as grasshoppers, and so 
we were in their sight. 

And all the congregation 
lifted up their voice, and 
cried; and the people wept that 
night. 2 And all the children of 
Israel murmured against Moses 
and against Aaron: and the whole 
congregation said unto them, 
Would God that we had died in 
the land of Egypt! or would God 
we had died in this wilderness! 
3 And wherefore hath the Lord 


brought us unto this land, to fal 
by the sword, that our wives urn 
our children should be a prey' 
were it not better for us to returr 
into Egypt? ■'And they said ont 
to another, Let us make a cap 
tain, and let us return into Egypt 
*Then Moses and Aaron fell oj 
their faces before all the as 
sembly of the congregation of tin 
children of Israel. c And Joshui 
the son of Nun, and Caleb tin 
son of Jephunneh, who were o 
them that spied out the land 
rent their clothes: 7 And tin 1 ’ 
spoke unto all the company o 
the children of Israel, saying 
The land, which we passei 
through to spy it out, is an ex 
ceeding good land. 8 If the Lon 
delight in us, then he will brini 
us into this land, and give it us 
a land which floweth with mill 
and honey. s Onlv rebel not v< 
against the Lord, neither fear vi 
the people of the land; for the; 
are bread for us: their defenci 
is departed from them, and tin 
Lord is with us: fear them not 
10 But all the congregation had* 
stone them with stones. And I hi 
glory of the Lord appeared in Mu 
tabernacle of the congregut ioi 
before all the children of Israel 
n And the Lord said unto Mo 
ses, How long will this peopli 
provoke me? and how long will i 
be ere they believe me, for al 
the signs which I have shewi 
among them? 12 I will smite then 
with the pestilence, and diaim 
herit them, and will make of the 
a greater nation and mighlio* 
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thnn they. 13 And Moses said unto 
the Lord, Then the Egyptians 
shall hear it (for thou broughtest 
up this people in thy might from 
among them;) 14 And they will 
tell it to the inhabitants of this 
land* for they have heard that 
thou ]jOT<\ art among this people, 
that thou Lord art seen face to 
face, and that thy cloud standcth 
over them, and that thou goest 
before them, by day time in a 
pillar of cloud, and in a pillar 
of fire by night. ls Now if thou 
Shalt kill all this people as one 
man, then the nations which have 
heard the fame of thee will speak, 
saving, "‘Because the Lord was 
not able to bring this people into 
the land which he swore unto 
them, therefore he hath slain 
them in the wilderness. 17 And 
now, I beseech thee, let the power 
nf my Lord he great, according 
os thou hast spoken, saying, 
'"The Lord in long-suffering, and 
of great mercy, forgiving in¬ 
iquity and transgression, and by 
no means clearing the guilty, 
visiting the iniquity of the fa¬ 
thers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation. 
'“Pardon, I beseech thee, the in- 
Jquity of this people according un- 
ito the greatness of thy mercy, and 
os thou hast forgiven this people, 
from Egypt even until now. 

“And the Lord said, I have 
pnrdoned according to thy word: 
“But an truly ns 1 live, all the 
eurtli shall be filled with the glory 
qf the Lord. “Because all those 
men who have seen my glory, and 


my miracles, which I did in E- 
gypt and in the wilderness, and 
have tempted me now these ten 
times, and have not hearkened 
to my voice; “Surely they shall 
not see the land which I swore 
unto their fathers, neither shall 
any of them that provoked me 
see it: 2i But my servant Caleb, 
because he had another spirit 
with him, and hath followed rae 
fully, him will I bring into the 
land whereinto he went; and hia 
seed shall possess it. 23 (Now 
the Amalekite and the Canaanite 
dwelt in the valley.) To-morrow 
turn you, and get you into the 
wilderness by the way of the Red 
Sea. 

26 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and unto Aaron, saying, 27 How 
long shall I bear with this evil 
congregation, that murmur a- 
gainst. me? I have heard the 
murmurings of the children of 
Israel, which they murmur a- 
gainst me. 28 Say unto them, As 
truly as I live, saith the Lord, 
as ye have spoken in mine ears, 
so will I do to you: ao Your car¬ 
casses shall fall in this wilder¬ 
ness; and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole 
number, from twenty years old 
and upward, that have murmured 
against me, S0 Doubtles3 ye Bhall 
not come into the land, concern- 
ing which I swore to make you 
dwell therein, save Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh, and Joshua the 
son of Nun. “But your little 
ones, that ye said should be a 
I prey, them will I bring in* and 
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they shall know the land which 
ye have despised. 32 But as for 
you, your carcasses, they shall 
fall in this wilderness. 33 And your 
children shall wander in the wil¬ 
derness forty years, and bear 
your backslidings, until your car¬ 
casses be wasted in the wilder¬ 
ness. “After the number of the 
days in which ye spied out the 
land, even forty days, each day 
for a year, shall ye bear your 
iniquities, even forty years, and 
ye shall know my enmity. 35 I the 
Lord have said, I will surely do 
it unto all this evil congregation, 
that are gathered together a- 
gainst me: in this wilderness 
they shall be consumed, and there 
they shall die. 

39 And the men, whom Moses 
Bent to spy out the land, who 
returned, and made all the con¬ 
gregation to murmur against him, 
by bringing up a slander upon 
the land, 37 Even those men that 
did bring up the evil report upon 
the land, died by the plague be¬ 
fore the Lord. 38 But Joshua the 
son of Nun, and Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh, who were of the 
men that went to spy out the 
land, lived still. 

38 And Moses told these sayings 
unto all the children of Israel: 
and the people mourned greatly. 
40 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and got them up into 
the top of the mountain, saying, 
Lo, we are here, and will go up 
unto the place which the Lord 
hath promised: for we have 
sinned. 41 And Moses said, Where¬ 


fore now do ye transgress th 
commandment of the Lord? bu 
it shall not prosper. 42 Go not ur 
for the Lord is not among you 
that ye be not smitten befor 
your enemies. 43 For the Ain.i 
lekite and the Canaanite a r 
there before you, and ye sha 
fall by the sword: because y 
are turned away from the Lon 
therefore the Lord will not b 
with you. 44 But they presume 
to go up unto the hilltop: nevei 
theless the ark of the covenar 
of the Lord, and Moses, depart*- 
not out of the camp. “Then th 
Amalekite came down, and th 
Canaanite that dwelt in that hil 
and smote them, and discomfit*.- 
them, even unto Hormah. 

And the Lord spoke unto M< 
ses, saying, 2 Speak unto th 
children of Israel, and say unt 
them. 

When ye be come into the lan 
of your habitations, which I giv 
unto you, 3 And will make a 
offering by fire unto the Tort 
a burnt-offering, or a sacrifice i 
performing a vow, or in a fre< 
will-offering, or in your solem 
feasts, to make a sweet savou 
unto the Lord, of the herd, or < 
the flock: 4 Then shall he that ni 
fereth his offering unto the Lor 
bring a meal-offerings of a tent 
deal of flour mingled with tli 
fourth part of a hin of oil. 5 An 
the fourth part of a hin of win 
for a drink-offering shalt tlm 
prepare with the hurnt-offemi 
or sacrifice, for one lamb. ' Or I* 
a ram, thou shalt prepare for 
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meal-offering two tenth deals of 
Hour mingled with the third part 
of a hin of oil. 7 And for a drink- 
offering thou shalt offer the third 
part of a hin of wine, for a sweet 
savour unto the Ix>rd. s And when 
fhou preparest a bullock for a 
hurnt-offering, or for a sacrifice 
in performing a vow, or peace- 
offerings unto the Lord: 9 Then 
shall he hring with a bullock a 
meal-offering of three tenth deals 
of flour mingled with half a hin 
of oil. I0 And thou shalt bring 
for a drink-offering half a hin of 
wine, for an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. “Thus shall it be done for 
one bullock, or for one ram, or 
for a lamb or a kid. “According to 
the number that ye shall prepare, 
ro shall ye do to every one accord¬ 
ing to their number. ,3 AI1 that are 
horn of the country shall do these 
things after this manner, in of¬ 
fering an offering made by fire, 
of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 
“And if a stranger sojourn with 
you, or whosoever be among you 
in your generations, and will offer 
an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; as 
ye do, so he shall do. “One ordi¬ 
nance shall be both for you of 
the congregation, and also for 
the stranger that sojourneth with 
you, an ordinance for ever in 
your generations: as ye are, so 
shall the stranger be before the 
Lord. 10 One law and one manner 
shall be for you, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth with 
you. 


“And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, ,8 Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and say unto them. 

When ye come into the land 
whither I bring you, “Then it 
shall be, that, when ye eat of the 
bread of the land, ye shall offer 
up a heave-offering unto the Lord. 
20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the 
first of your dough for a heave¬ 
offering: as ye do the heave¬ 
offering of the threshing-floor, 
so shall ye heave it. 21 Of the first 
of your dough ye shall give unto 
the Lord a heave-offering in your 
generations. 

22 And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
Moses, 22 Even all that the Lord 
hath commanded you by the hand 
of Moses, from the day that the 
Lord commanded Moses, and 
henceforward among your gen¬ 
erations; 24 Then it shall be, if 
ought be committed by ignorance 
without the knowledge of the 
congregation, that all the congre¬ 
gation shall offer one young bul¬ 
lock for a burnt-offering, for a 
sweet savour unto the Lord, with 
his incul-offering, and his drink- 
offering, according to the manner, 
and one he-goat for a sin-offer¬ 
ing. ”And the priest shall make 
an atonement for all the congre¬ 
gation of the children of Israel, 
and it shall be forgiven them; 
for it is ignorance; and they shall 
bring their offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire unto the Lord, and 
their sin-offering before the Lord, 
for their ignorance: 2fl And it shall 
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be forgiven all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, and the 
stranger that sojourneth among 
them; seeing all the people were 
in ignorance. 

27 And if any soul sin through 
ignorance, then he shall bring a 
she-goat of the first year for 
a sin-offering. 28 And the priest 
shall make an atonement for the 
soul that sinneth ignorantly, when 
he sinneth by ignorance before 
the Lord, to make an atonement 
for him; and it shall be forgiven 
him. 29 Ye shall have one law for 
him that sinneth through igno¬ 
rance, both for him that is bom 
among the children of Israel, and 
for the stranger that sojourneth 
among them. 30 But the soul 
that doeth ought presumptuously, 
whether he be born in the land, 
or a stranger, the same reproach- 
eth the Lord; and that soul 
shall be cut off from among his 
people. 3l Because he hath de¬ 
spised the word of the Lord, and 
hath broken his commandment, 
that soul shall utterly be cut off ; 
his iniquity shall be upon him. 

32 And while the children of Is¬ 
rael were in the wilderness, they 
found a man that gathered sticks 
upon the sabbath day. 33 And they 
that found him gathering sticks 
brought him unto Moses and Aar¬ 
on, and unto all the congregation. 
B4 And they put him in ward, be¬ 
cause it was not declared what 
should be done to him. 3S And the 
Lora said unto Moses, The man 
shall be surely put to death: 
all the congregation shall stone 


him with stones without the 
camp. 36 And all the congregation 
brought him without the camp, 
and stoned him with stones, and 
he died; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

37 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 38 Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and bid them 
that they make them fringes in 
the borders of their garments 
throughout their generations, and 
that they put upon the fringe of 
the border a thread of blue: 30 And 
it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments 
of the Lord, and do them; and 
that ye seek not after your own 
heart and your own eyes, after 
which ye use to go astray: '•“That 
ye may remember, and do all niv 
commandments, and be holy unto 
your God. 41 1 am the Lord your 
God, who brought you out of the 
land of Egypt, to be your God: 
I am the Lord your God.

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, 
the son of Kehath, the son 
of Levi, and Dathan and Abiram, 
the sons of Eliab, and On, the 
son of Peleth, sons of Reuben, 
took courage: 2 And they rose up 
before Moses, with certain of the 
children of Israel, two hundred 
and fifty princes of the congre 
gation, those called to the as¬ 
sembly, men of renown: 3 And 
they gathered themselves together 
against Moses and against Aar 
on, and said unto them. Ye take 
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loo much upon you, seeing 1 all 
the congregation arc holy, every 
one of them, and the Lord is 
among them: wherefore then lift 
ye up yourselves above the con¬ 
gregation of the Lord? 4 And when 
Moses heard it, he fell upon his 
face: f, And he spoke unto Korah 
and unto all his company, saying, 
Even to-morrow the Lord will 
shew who are his, and who is 
holy; and will cause him to come 
near unto him: even him whom 
he hath chosen will he cause to 
jnme near unto him. °This do; 
Take you censers, Korah, and all 
his company; 7 And put fire there¬ 
in, and put incense in them be¬ 
fore the Lord to-morrow: and it 
shall be that the man whom the 
Lord doth choose, he shall be 
holy: yc take too much upon you, 
ye sons of Levi. "And Moses 
wild unto Korah, Hear, I pray 
you, ye sons of Levi: g Seemeth 
it but a small thing unto you, 
that the God of Israel hath sep¬ 
arated you from the congregation 
of Israel, to bring you near to 
himself to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the Lord, and to 
stand before the congregation to 
minister unto them? J0 And he 
hath brought thee near to him, 
nnd all thy brethren the sons of 
Levi with thee: and seek ye the 
priesthood also? 1, For which 
cause both thou and all thy com¬ 
pany arc gathered together a- 
gainst the Lord: and what is 
Aaron, that ye murmur against 
him? 12 And Moses sent to call 
Ha than and Abiram, the sons of 


Eliab: and they said. We will 
not come up: t3 Is it a small thing 
that thou hast brought us up out 
of a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, to kill us in the wil¬ 
derness, that thou makest thy¬ 
self altogether a prince over us? 
14 Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with 
milk and honey, or given us in¬ 
heritance of fields and vineyards: 
wilt thou put out the eyes of 
these men? we will not come up. 
lfl And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lord, Respect not 
thou their offering: I have not 
taken one ass from them, neither 
have I hurt one of them. lfl And 
Moses said unto Korah, Be thou 
and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, 
to-morrow: 17 And take every man 
liia censer, and put incense in 
them, and bring ye before the 
Lord every man his censer, two 
hundred and fifty censers; thou 
also, and Aaron, each of you his 
censer. ,8 And they took every 
man his censer, and put fire in 
them, and laid incense thereon, 
nnd stood in the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moses and Aaron. 10 And 
Korah gathered all the congre¬ 
gation against them unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation : and the glory of the Lord 
appeared unto all the congrega¬ 
tion. 

20 And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
sea and unto Aaron, saying, 
2, Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may 
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consume them in a moment. “And 
they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man 
sin, and wilt thou be wroth with 
all the congregation? 

23 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Speak unto the 
congregation, saying, Get you up 
from about the tabernacle of Ko- 
rah, Dathan and Abiram. “And 
Moses ro9e up and went unto 
Dathan and Abiram; and the eld¬ 
ers of Israel followed him. “And 
he spoke unto the congregation, 
saying, Depart, I pray you, from 
the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of theirs, lest 
ye be consumed in all their sins. 
27 So they got up from the taber¬ 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abi¬ 
ram, on every side; and Dathan 
and Abiram came out, and stood 
in the door of their tents, and 
their wives, and their sons, and 
their little children. 28 And Mo¬ 
ses said, Hereby ye shall know 
that the Lord hath sent me to do 
all these works; for I have not 
done them of mine own mind. 20 If 
these men die the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited 
after the visitation of all men; 
then the Lord hath not sent me. 
“But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her 
mouth, and swallow them up, 
with all that appertain unto them, 
and they go down alive into the 
pit; then ye shall understand 
that these men have provoked 
the Lord. 

3, And it came to pass, as he 


had made an end of speaking all 
these words, that the ground 
clove asunder that i vary under 
them: “And the earth opened 
her mouth, and swallowed them 
up, and their houses, and all the 
men that appertained unto Korah, 
and all their goods. “They, and 
all that appertained to them, went 
down alive into the pit, and the 
earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congre¬ 
gation. “And all Israel that were 
round about them fled at the cry 
of them: for they said, Lest tin* 
earth swallow us up also. 3r, Aml 
there came out a fire from the 
Lord, and consumed the two hun¬ 
dred and fifty men that offered 
incense. 

And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 2 Speak unto 
Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest, that he take up the censers 
out of the burning, and scatter 
thou the fire yonder; for they 
are hallowed. 3 The censers of 
these sinners against their own 
souls, let them make them broad 
plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the 
Lord, therefore they are hallowed : 
and they shall be a sign unto 
the children of Israel. 4 And Ele¬ 
azar the priest took the brazen 
censers, wherewith they that were 
burnt had offered; and they made 
them broad plates for a covering 
of the altar: 5 To be a memorial 
unto the children of Israel, that 
no stranger, that is not of the 
seed of Aaron, come near to offer 
incense before the Lord; that he 
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be not as Korah, and as his com¬ 
pany: as the Lord said to him 
by the hand of Moses. 

"But on the morrow all the 
congregation of the children of 
Israel murmured against Moses 
and against Aaron, saying, Ye 
bn ve killed the people of the Lord. 
’And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered a- 
gainst Moses and against Aaron, 
that they looked toward the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 
and, behold, the cloud covered it, 
and the glory of the Lord ap¬ 
peared. “And Moses and Aaron 
cume before the tabernacle of 
the congregation. "And the Lord 
spoke unto Moses, saying, 10 Get 
you up from among this congre¬ 
gation, that I may consume them 
ns in a moment. And they fell 
upon their faces. n And Moses 
said unto Aaron, Take a censer, 
and put fire therein from off the 
nltar, and put on incense, and 
carry it quickly unto the congre¬ 
gation, and make an atonement 
for them: for there is wrath gone 
out from the Lord; the plague is 
begun. 12 And Aaron took as Mo¬ 
ses commanded, and ran into the 
midst of the congregation; and, 
behold, the plague was begun 
among the people: and he put 
on incense, and made an atone¬ 
ment for the people. 13 And he 
stood between the dead and the 
living; and the plague w r as stayed. 
14 Now they that died in the 
plngue were fourteen thousand 
and seven hundred, besides those 
that died about the matter of 


Korah. 15 And Aaron returned un¬ 
to Moses unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the plague was stayed. 

lc And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, ,7 Speak unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and take of every 
one of them a rod according to 
the house of their fathers, of all 
their princes according to the 
house of their fathers twelve 
rods: write thou every man’s 
name upon his rod. 18 And thou 
shalt write Aaron’s name upon 
the rod of Levi: for one rod shall 
be for the head of the house of 
their fathers. 10 And thou shalt 
lay them up in the tabernacle of 
the congregation before the tes¬ 
timony, where I will meet with 
you. 20 And it shall come to pass, 
that the rod of the man, whom I 
shall choose, shall blossom: and 
I will make to cease from me the 
murmurings of the children of 
Israel, wdiich they murmur a- 
gainst you. 

21 And Moses spoke unto the 
children of Israel, and every one 
of their princes gave him a rod, 
for each prince one, according 
to their fathers' houses, even 
twelve rods: and the rod of Aar¬ 
on was among their rods. 22 And 
Moses laid up the rods before the 
Lord in the tabernacle of testi¬ 
mony. 23 And it came to pass, that 
on the morrow Moses went into 
the tabernacle of testimony; and, 
behold, the rod of Aaron for the 
house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed 
blossoms, and yielded almonds. 
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24 And Moses brought out all the 
rods from before the Lord unto 
all the children of Israel: and 
they looked, and took every man 
his rod. 

25 And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Bring Aaron's rod again be¬ 
fore the testimony, to be kept for 
a token against the rebels, that 
their murmurings cease from me, 
and that they die not. 26 And Mo¬ 
ses did so : as the Lord com¬ 
manded him, so did he. 

27 And the children of Israel 
spoke unto Moses, saying, Behold, 
we die, we perish, we all perish. 
2B Every one that cometh near, 
that cometh near unto the taber¬ 
nacle of the Lord shall die: shall 
we totally perish? 

And the Lord said unto Aar¬ 
on, Thou and thy sons and 
thy father’s house with thee shall 
bear the iniquity of the sanc¬ 
tuary: and thou and thy sons 
with thee shall bear the iniquity 
of your priesthood. 2 And thy 
brethren also of the tribe of Levi, 
the tribe of thy father, bring 
thou with thee, that they may be 
joined unto thee, and minister 
unto thee: but thou and thy sons 
with thee shall minister before 
the tabemaele of witness. 3 And 
they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the tabernacle: 
only they shall not come nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the 
altar, that neither they, nor ye 
also, die. 4 And they shall be joined 
unto thee, and keep the eharge 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 


gation, for all the service of the 
tabernacle: and a stranger shall 
not come nigh ur.to you. 5 And ye 
shall keep the charge of the sanc¬ 
tuary, and the charge of the al¬ 
tar: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 
6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among 
the children of Israel: to you 
they are given as a gift for the 
Lord, to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 
7 Therefore thou and thy sons 
with thee shall keep your priest’s 
office for every thing of the altar, 
and within the veil; and ye shall 
serve: I have given your priest’s 
office unto you as a service of 
gift: and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put lo 
death. 

8 And the Lord spoke unto Aar¬ 
on, Behold, I also have given thee 
the charge of mine heave-offer¬ 
ings of all the hallowed things of 
the children of Israel: unto thee 
have I given them by reason of 
the anointing, and to thy sons, 
by an ordinance for ever. e This 
shall be thine of the most holy 
things, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of theirs, and every 
meal-offering of their3, and every 
sin-offering of theirs, and every 
trespass-offering of theirs, which 
they shall render unto me, shall 
be most holy for thee and for thy 
sons. 10 In the most holy place 
shalt thou eat it; every male shall 
eat it: it shall be holy unto thee. 
u And this is thine; the heave¬ 
offering of their gift, with all 
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the wave-offerings of the children 
of Israel: I have given them unto 
thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute 
for ever: every one that is clean 
in thy house shall eat of it. "All 
the best of the oil, and all the 
host of the wine, and of the 
wheat, the first-fruits of those 
which they shall offer unto the 
Lord, them have I given thee. 
'Mmf whatsoever is first ripe in 
the land, which they shall bring 
unto the Lord, shall be thine; 
every one that is clean in thine 
house shall eat of it. ,4 Every 
thing devoted in Israel shall be 
thine. '“Every thing that openelh 
the womb in all flesh, which they 
bring unto the Lord, whether it 
be of men or beasts, shall be 
thine: nevertheless the first-born 
of man shalt thou surely redeem, 
and the firstling of unclean beasts 
shall thou redeem. 16 And those 
that are to be redeemed from a 
month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to thy estimation, for 
the money of five shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, which 
in twenty gerahs. "But the first¬ 
ling of an ox, or the first¬ 
ling of a sheep, or the firstling 
of a goat, thou shalt not redeem; 
they are holy: thou shalt sprinkle 
their blood upon the altar, and 
shalt burn their fat for an offer¬ 
ing made by fire, for a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. "And the 
flesh of them shall be thine, as 
the wave-breast and as the right 
shoulder are thine. '•All the 
heave-offerings of the holy things, 


which the children of Israel offer 
unto the Lord, have I given thee, 
and thy sons and thy daughters 
with thee, by a statute for ever: 
it is a covenant of salt for ever 
before the Lord unto thee and to 
thy seed with thee. 

30 And the Lord spoke unto Aar¬ 
on, Thou shalt have no inherit¬ 
ance in their land, neither shalt 
thou have any part among them: 
I am thy part and thine inherit¬ 
ance among the children of Isra¬ 
el. 2t And, behold, I have given 
the children of Levi all the tenth 
in Israel for an inheritance, for 
their service which they serve, 
even the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. "Neither 
must the children of Israel hence¬ 
forth come nigh the tabernacle 
of the congregation, lest they 
bear sin, and die. "But the Le- 
vites shall do the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: 
it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, that 
among the children of Israel they 
have no inheritance. "But the 
tithes of the children of Israel, 
which they offer as a heave-offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord, I have given 
to the Levites to inherit: there¬ 
fore I have said unto them, A- 
mong the children of Israel they 
shall have no inheritance. 

"And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, "Thus speak unto 
the Levites, and say unto them, 
When ye take of the children of 
Israel the tithes which I have 
i given you from them for your 
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inheritance, then ye shall offer 
up a heave-offering of it for the 
Lord, even a tenth part of the 
tithe. 27 And this your heave- 
offering shall be reckoned unto 
you, as though it were the corn 
of the threshing-floor, and as the 
fulness of the wine-press. =8 Thus 
ye also shall offer a heave-offering 
unto the Lord of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children 
of Israel; and ye shall give there¬ 
of the Lord's heave-offering to 
Aaron the priest. 2£> 0ut of all 
your gifts ye shall offer every 
heave-offering of the Lord, of all 
the best thereof, even the hal¬ 
lowed part thereof out of it. 
30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the 
best thereof from it, then it shall 
be counted unto the Levites as 
the increase of the threshing- 
floor, and as the increase of the 
wine-press. 31 And ye shall eat it 
in every place, ye and your house¬ 
holds : for it is your reward for 
your service in the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 32 And ye shall 
Pear no sin by reason of it, when 
)e have heaved from it the best 
of it: neither shall ye profane 
the holy things of the children 
of Israel, lest ye die.

And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses and unto Aaron, saying, 
“This is the ordinance of the 
law which the Lord hath com¬ 
manded, saying, Speak unto the 
children of Israel, that they bring 
thee a red cow without spot, 


wherein is no blemish, and upon 
which never came a yoke: 3 And 
ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one 
shall slay her before his face: 
4 And Eleazar the priest shall 
take of her blood with his finger, 
and sprinkle of her blood directly 
before the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation seven times: 5 And one 
shall burn the cow in his sight; 
her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he 

burn: fl And the priest shall take 
cedar-wood, and hyssop, and 
scarlet, and cast it into the midst 
of the burning of the cow. 7 Then 
the priest shall wash his clothes, 
and he shall bathe his flesh in 
water, and afterward he shall 

come into the camp, and the 

priest shall be unclean until the 

even. 8 And he that burneth her 
shall wash his clothes in water 
and bathe his flesh in water, and 
shall be unclean until the even. 
B And a man that is clean shall 
gather up the ashes of the cow. 
and lay them up without the 
camp in a clean place, and it 
shall be kept for the congrega 
tion of the children of Israel for 
a water of sprinkling: it is an 
offering of purification. ,0 And he 
that gatliereth the ashes of the 
cow shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even; and it 
shall be unto the children of In 
rael, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among them, for a 
statute for ever. 

“He that toucheth the dead 
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body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 12 He shall purify 
himself with it on the third day, 
and on the seventh day he shall 
be clean: but if he purify not 
himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not be clean. 
1 ’Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, 
and purifieth not himgelf, defileth 
the tabernacle of the Lord; and 
that soul shall be cut off from 
Israel: because the water of 
sprinkling was not sprinkled upon 
him, he shnll be unclean; his un¬ 
cleanness is yet upon him. 

“This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come into 
the tent, and all that is in the 
tent, shall be unclean seven days. 
ir, And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering bound upon 
it, is unclean. “And whosoever 
toucheth one that is slain with 
n sword in the open field, or a 
dead body, or a bone of a man, 
or a grave, shall be unclean seven 
days. ,7 And for an unclean person 
they shall take of the ashes of the 
burnt cow of purification for sin, 
and running water shall be put 
thereto in a vessel: “And a clean 
person shall take hyssop, and dip 
it in the water, and sprinkle it 
upon the tent, and upon all the 
vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him 
that touched the bone, or the 
slain, or the dead, or the grave: 
“And the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unclean on the 
third day, and on the seventh 
duy: and on the seventh day he 


shall purify him; and he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe him¬ 
self in water, and shall be clean 
at even. 20 But the man that shall 
be unclean, and shall not purify 
himself, that soul shall be cut off 
from among the congregation, 
because he hath defiled the sanc¬ 
tuary of the Lord: the water 
of sprinkling hath not been 
sprinkled upon him: he is un¬ 
clean. 2, And it shall be a per¬ 
petual statute unto them, that he 
that sprinkloth the water of 
sprinkling shall wash his clothes; 
and he that toucheth the water 
of sprinkling shall be unclean 
until even. 2z And whatsoever the 
unclean person toucheth shall be 
unclean; and the soul that 
toucheth it shall be unclean until 
even. 

Then came the children of 
Israel, even the whole con¬ 
gregation, into the desert of Zin 
in the first month: and the peo¬ 
ple abode in Kadesh; and Miriam 
died there, and was buried there. 

2 And there was no water for 
the congregation: and they ga¬ 
thered themselves together a- 
gainst Moses and against Aaron. 
’And the people strove with Mo¬ 
ses, and spoke, saying, Would 
God that we had died when our 
brethren died before the Lord! 
4 And why have ye brought up 
the congregation of the Lord into 
this wilderness, that we and our 
cattle should die there? B And 
wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of Egypt, to bring 
us in unto this evil place? it is 
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no place of seed, or of figs, or 
of vines, or of pomegranates; 
neither is there any water to 
drink. 8 And Moses and Aaron 
went from the presence of the 
assembly unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they fell upon their faces: 
and the glory of the Lord ap¬ 
peared unto them. 7 And the Lord 
spoke unto Moses, saying, 8 Take 
the rod, and gather thou the as¬ 
sembly together, thou, and Aaron 
thy brother, and speak ye unto 
the rock before their eyes; and 
it shall give forth its water, and 
thou shalt bring forth to them 
water out of the rock: so thou 
shalt give the congregation and 
their beasts drink. B And Moses 
took the rod from before the Lord, 
as he commanded him. 10 And 
Moses and Aaron gathered the 
congregation together before the 
rock, and he said unto them, 
Hear now, ye rebels; must we 
fetch you water out of this rock? 
n And Moses lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he smote the 
rock twice: and the water came 
out abundantly, and the congre¬ 
gation drank, and their beasts 
also. l2 And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses and Aaron, Because ye be¬ 
lieved me not, to sanctify me in 
the eyes of the children of Israel, 
therefore ye shall not bring this 
congregation into the land which 
I have given them. 13 This is the 
water of Meribah; because the 
children of Israel strove with the 
Lord, and he was sanctified in 
them. 


l4 And Moses sent messengera 
from Kadesh unto the king of 
Edom, Thus saith thy brother 
Israel, Thou knowest all the tra¬ 
vail that hath befallen us; 15 How 
our fathers went down into E- 
gypt, and we have dwelt in Egypt 
a long time; and the Egyptians 
vexed us, and our fathers: lfl And 
when we cried unto the Lord, he 
heard our voice, and sent an 
angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt: and, behold, we 
are in Kadesh, a city in the utter¬ 
most of thy border: 17 Let us pass, 
I pray thee, through thy country: 
we will not pass through the 
fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the wa 
ter of the wells: we will go by 
the king’s highway, we will not 
turn to the right hand nor to 
the left, until we have passed thy 
borders. 1B And Edom said unto 
him, Thou shalt not pass by me, 
lest I come out against thee with 
the sword. 19 And the children of 
Israel said unto him, We will go 
by the highway: and if I and 
my cattle drink of thy water, then 
I will pay for it: I will only, 
without doing any thing else, go 
through on my feet. 20 And he 
said, Thou shalt not go through. 
And Edom came out against him 
with much people, and with a 
strong hand. 21 Thus Edom re¬ 
fused to give Israel passage 
through his border: wherefore Is¬ 
rael turned away from him. 

22 And the children of Israel, 
even the Whole congregation, jour¬ 
neyed from Kadesh, and came un- 
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to mount Hor. * 8 And the Lord 
spoke unto Moses and Aaron in 
mount Hor, by the border of the 
land of Edom, saying, 24 Aaron 
shall be gathered unto his people: 
for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the 
children of Israel, because ye re¬ 
belled against my word at the 
water of Meribah. 2G Take Aaron 
and Eleazar hie son, and bring 
them up unto mount Hor: 2 “And 
atrip Aaron of his garments, and 
put them upon Eleazar his son: 
and Aaron shall be gathered un¬ 
to his people, and shall die there. 
27 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded : and they went up into 
mount Hor in the sight of all 
the congregation. 28 And MoBes 
stripped Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his 
son; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount: and Moses 
and Eleazar came down from the 
mount. 2D And when all the con¬ 
gregation saw that Aaron was 
dead, they mourned for Aaron 
thirty days, even all the house of 
Israel. 

And when the Canaanite, the 
king of Arad, who dwelt in 
the south, heard tell that Israel 
came by the way of Atharim; 
then he fought against Israel, 
and took some of them prisoners. 
2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said, If thou wilt in¬ 
deed deliver this people into my 
hand, then I will utterly destroy 
their cities. 3 And the Lord 
hearkened to the voice of Israel, 
und delivered up the Canaanites; 


and they utterly destroyed them 
and their cities: and he called 
the name of the place Hormah. 

«And they journeyed from 
mount Hor by the way of the 
Red Sea, to compass the land of 
Edom: and the soul of the people 
was much discouraged because of 
the way. “And the people spoke 
against God, and against Moses, 
Wherefore have ye brought us up 
out of Egypt to die in the wilder¬ 
ness? for there is no bread, nei¬ 
ther is there any water; and our 
soul loatheth this light bread. 
“And the Lord sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit 
the people; and much people of 
Israel died. ’Therefore the people 
came to Moses, and said, We have 
sinned, for we have spoken a- 
gainst the Lord, and against thee; 
pray unto the Ix)rd, that he take 
away the serpents from us. And 
Moses prayed for the people. 
8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and 
set it upon a pole: and it shall 
come to pass, that every one that 
is bitten, when he looketh upon it, 
shall live. “And Moses made a 
serpent of brass, and put it upon 
a pole, and it came to pass, that 
if a serpent had bitten any man, 
when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived. 

10 And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 
n And they journeyed from Oboth, 
and pitched at Ije-abarim, in tha 
wilderness which is before Moab, 
toward the sunrising. 13 From 
thence they removed, and pitched 
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in the valley of Zered. 13 From 
thence they removed, and pitched 
on the other aide of Arnon, which 
is the wilderness that cometh out 
of the border of the Amorites: 
for Arnon is the border of Moab, 
between Moab and the Amorites. 
“Wherefore it is said in the book 
of the Wars of the Lord, Vaheb 
in Suphah, and the brooks of 
Arnon, 15 And the course of the 
brooks that inclineth toward the 
dwelling of Ar, and leaneth upon 
the border of Moab. 16 And from 
thence they went to Beer: that 
is the well whereof the Lord spoke 
unto Moses, Gather the people 
together, and I will give them 
water. 17 Then Israel sang this 
song, Spring up, 0 well; sing ye 
unto it: J8 The princes digged the 
well, the nobles of the people hal¬ 
lowed it with the sceptre, with 
their staves. And from the wilder¬ 
ness they went to Mattanah: 
19 And from Mattanah to Naha- 
liel: and from Nahaliel to Ba- 
moth: 20 And from Bamoth in the 
valley that is in the country of 
Moab, to the top of Pisgah, which 
looketh toward Jeshimon. 

21 And Israel sent messengers 
unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
saying, 2Z Let me pass through 
thy land: we will not turn into 
the fields, or into the vineyards; 
we will not drink of the waters 
of the well: but we will go along 
by the king's highway, until we 
be past thy borders. 23 And Sihon 
would not suffer Israel to pass 
through his border: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, 


and went out against Israel into 
the wilderness: and he came to 
Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 
“And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed 
his land from Arnon unto Jabbok, 
even unto the children of Am¬ 
mon: for the border of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon was strong. 2S And 
Israel took all these cities: and 
Israel dwelt in all the cities of 
the Amorites, in Heshbon, and in 
all the villages thereof. 26 For 
Heshbon was the city of Sihon 
the king of the Amorites, who 
had fought against the former 
king of Moab, and taken all his 
land out of his hand, even unto 
Arnon. 27 Wherefore they that 
speak in proverbs say, Come into 
Heshbon, let the city of Sihon be 
built and established. “For there 
is a fire gone out of Heshbon, a 
flame from the city of Sihon: it 
hath consumed Ar of Moab, and 
the lords of the high places of 
Arnon. 29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou 
art undone, 0 people of Chemo3h: 
he hath rendered his sons fugi¬ 
tives, and his daughters captives 
unto Sihon king of the Amorites. 
30 We have shot at them; Hesh¬ 
bon is perished even unto Dibon, 
and we have laid them waste even 
unto Nophah, which reacheth un¬ 
to Medeba. 

31 And Israel dwelt in the land 
of the Amorites. 32 And Moses 
sent to spy out Jaazer, and they 
took the villages thereof, and 
drove out the Amorites that were 
there. 33 And they turned and went 
up by the way of Bashan: and Ov 
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the king of Bashan went out 
against them, he, and all his peo¬ 
ple*, to the battle at Edrei. 34 And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Fear 
him not: for I have delivered 
him into thy hand, and all his 
people, and his land; and thou 
Bhait do to him as thou didst 
unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt at Heshbon. 8S So they 
smote him, and his sons, and all 
his people, until there was none 
left him alive: and they possessed 
his land. 

And the children of Israel 
set forward, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab beyoud the 
Jordan by Jericho. 

2 And Balak the son of Zippor 
flaw all that Israel had done to 
the Amorites. 8 And Moab was 
nore afraid of the people, because 
they were many: and Moab was 
distressed because of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 4 And Moab said 
unto the elders of Midian, Now 
shall this company lick up all 
that are round about us, as the 
ox licketh up the grass of the 
field. And Balak the son of Zip¬ 
por wan king of the Moabites at 
that time. 5 He sent messengers 
therefore unto Balaam the son 
of Beor to Petlior, which is by 
the river of the land of the chil¬ 
dren of his people, to call him, 
saying, Behold, there is a people 
come out from Egypt: behold, 
they cover the face of the earth, 
and they abide over against me:

7 And the elders of Moab and 
the elders of Midian departed 
with the rewards of divination 
in their hand; and they came un¬ 
to Balaam, and spoke unto him 
the words of Balak. 8 And he said 
unto them. Lodge here this 
night, and I will bring you word 
again, as the Lord shall speak 
unto me: and the princes of Mo¬ 
ab abode with Balaam. e And God 
came unto Balaam, and said, 
What men are these with thee? 
10 And Balaam said unto God, 
Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moab, hath sent unto me, saying,

a trance, but having his eyes 
open: 1T I shall see him, but not 
now: I shall behold him, but not 
nigh: there shall come a star out 
of Jacob, and a sceptre shall rise 
out of Israel, and shall smite 
the corners of Moab, and destroy 
all the children of Sheth. ,8 And 
Edom shall be a possession, Seir 
also shall be a possession for his 
enemies; and Israel shall do 
valiantly. lD Out of Jacob shall 
come lie that shall have dominion, 
and shall destroy him that re- 
maineth of the city. 20 And when 
he looked on Amalek, he took up 
his parable, and said, Amalek 
was the first of the nations; but 
his latter end shall be that he 
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perish for ever. 21 And he looked 
on the Kenite, and took up his 
parable, and said, Strong i9 thy 
dwelling-place, and thou puttest 
thy nest in a rock. “Nevertheless 
the Kenite shall be wasted, until 
Asshur shall carry thee away 
captive. “And he took up his 
parable, and said, Alas, who shall 
live when God doeth this! 24 And 
ships shall come from the coast 
of Chittim, and shall afflict As¬ 
shur, and shall afflict Ebcr, and 
he also shall perish for ever. 

“And Balaam rose up, and 
went and returned to his place: 
and Balak also went his way. 
And Israel abode in Shittim, 
and the people began to com¬ 
mit harlotry with the daughters 
of Moab. 2 And they called the 
people unto the sacrifices of their 
gods: and the people did eat, and 
bowed down to their gods. 3 And 
Israel joined himself unto Baal- 
peor: and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel. 4 And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Take 
all the heads of the people, and 
hang them up before the Lord 
against the sun, that the fierce 
anger of the Lord may be turned 
away from Israel. 5 And Moses 
said unto the judges of Israel, 
Slay ye every one his men that 
were joined unto Baal-peor. 6 And, 
behold, one of the children of 
Israel came and brought unto his 
brethren a Midianitish woman in 
the sight of Moses, and in the 
sight of all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, who were 
weeping before the door of the 


tabernacle of the congregation. 
T And when Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, saw it, he rose up from 
among the congregation, and took 
a javelin in his hand; 8 And ho 
went after the man of Israel into 
the tent, and thrust both of them 
through, the man of Israel, and 
the woman through her belly. So 
the plague was stayed from the 
children of Israel. °And tlioBe 
that died in the plague were 
twenty and four thousand.

10 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Phinehas, the boh 
of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, hath turned my wrath 
away from the children of Israel, 
while he was zealous for my sake 
among them, and I consumed not 
the children of Israel in my 
jealousy. “Wherefore say, Be¬ 
hold, I give unto him my covenant 
of peace: “And lie shall have it, 
and his seed after him, the cove¬ 
nant of an everlasting priest¬ 
hood ; because he was zealous for 
his God, and made an atonement 
for the children of Israel. “Now 
the name of the Israelite that was 
slain, that was slain with the 
Midianitish woman, was Zimri, 
the son of Salu, a prince of a fa¬ 
ther’s house among the Simeon- 
ites. 15 And the name of the Mi¬ 
dianitish woman that was slain 
was Cozbi, the daughter of Zur; 
he was head over a people, and 
of a father's house in Midian. 

1# And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
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ues, saying, 17 Vex the Midianitea, 
and smile them: “For they vex 
yuu with their wiles, wherewith 
they have beguiled you in the 
matter of Peor, and in the matter 
of Cozbi, the daughter of a prince 
of Midian, their sister, who was 
slain in the day of the plague 
f«»i l’eor's sake. 

OAnd it came to pass after 
the plague, ‘That the Lord 
spoke unto Moses and unto Ele- 
azar the son of Aaron the priest, 
saying, 2 Take the sum of all the 
congregation of the children of 
Israel, from twenty years old 
und upward, after their fathers' 
houses, all that are able to go 
to war in Israel.

that were numbered of them were 
forty and three thousand and 
seven hundred and thirty. 8 And 
the sons of Pallu: Eliab. »And 
the sons of Eliab; Nemuel, and 
Duthan, and Abiram. These are 
Dathan and Abiram, men con¬ 


voked by the congregation, who 
strove against Moses and against 
Aaron in the company of Korah, 
when they strove against the 
Lord: 10 And the earth opened 
her mouth, and swallowed them 
up together with Korah, when 
that company died, when the fire 
devoured two hundred and fifty 
men: and they became a warning. 
“But the children of Korah died 
not. 

“The sons of Simeon after their 
families: of Nemuel, the family 
of the Nemuelites: of Jamin, the 
family of the Jaminites: of Ja- 
chin, the family of the Jachinites: 
,3 Of Zerah, the family of the 
Zerahites: of Shaul, the family of 
the Shaulites. “These are the 
families of the Simeonites, twen¬ 
ty and two thousand and two 
hundred.

26 0/ the sons of Zebulun after 
their families: of Sered, the fam¬

“These are the families of the 
Zebulunites according to those 
that were numbered of them, 
threescore thousand and five hun¬ 
dred. 

“The sons of Joseph after their 
families were Manasseh and Eph¬ 
raim.

of Machir, the family of the 
Machirites: and Machir begot 
Gilead: of Gilead come the family 
of the Gileadites. “These are the

“These were the numbered of 
the children of Israel, six hun¬ 
dred thousand and a thousand 


seven hundred and thirty. 

“And the Lx>rd spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Unto these the land 
shall be divided for an inherit¬ 
ance according to the number of 
names. “To many thou shalt give 
the more inheritance, and to few 
thou shalt give the less inherit¬ 
ance: to every one shall his in¬ 
heritance be given according to 
those that were numbered of 
him. “Notwithstanding the land 
shall be divided by lot: accord¬ 
ing to the names of the tribes of 
their fathers they shall inherit. 
“According to the lot shall the 
possession thereof be divided 
between many and few. 

07 And these are they that were 
numbered of the Levites after 
their families: of Gershon, the 
family of the Gershonites: of 
Kehath, the family of the Kehath- 
ites: of Merari, the family of 
the Merarites. “These are the 
families of the Levites: the fam¬ 
ily of the Libnites, the family 
of the Hebronites, the family of 
the Mahlites, the family of the 
Mushites, the family of the Ko- 
rahites.

63 These are they that were 
numbered by Moses and Eleazar 
the priest, who numbered the 
children of Israel in the plains of 
Moab by the Jordan near Jericho. 
64 But among these there was not 
a man of them whom Moses and 
Aaron the priest numbered, when 
they numbered the children of 
Israel in the wilderness of Sinai. 
65 For the Lord had said of them, 
They shall surely die in the wil¬ 
derness. And there was not left 
a man of them, save Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh, and Joshua 
the son of Nun. 

Then came the daughters of 
Zelophehad, the son of He- 
pher, the son of Gilead, the son 
of Machir, the son of Manasseh, 
of the families of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph: and these are the 
names of his daughters; Mahlah, 
Noah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, 
and Tirzah. 2 And they stood be¬ 
fore Moses, and before Eleazar 
the priest, and before the princes 
and ail the congregation, by the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, saying, 3 Our father 
died in the wilderness, and he 
was not in the company of them 
that gathered themselves togeth¬ 
er against the Lord in the com¬ 
pany of Korah; but died in his 
own sin, and had no sons. 4 Why 


should the name of our father 
be done away from among his 
family, because he hath no son? 
Give unto us therefore a posses¬ 
sion among the brethren of our 
father. 8 And Moses brought their 
cause before the Lord. e And the 
Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, 
’The daughters of Zelophehad 
speak right: thou shalt surely 
give them a possession of an in¬ 
heritance among their father's 
brethren; and thou shalt cause 
the inheritance of their father 
to pass unto them. B And tlmu 
shalt speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, If a man die, and 
have no son, then ye shall cause 
his inheritance to pass unto his 
daughter. ®And if he have no 
daughter, then ye shall give his 
inheritance unto his brethren. 
10 And if he have no brethrm, 
then ye shall give his inheritance 
unto his father’s brethren. “And 
if his father have no brethren, 
then ye shall give his inheritance 
unto his kinsman that is next to 
him of his family, and he shall 
possess it: and it shall be unto 
the children of Israel a statute 
of judgment, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

12 And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Get thee up into this mount 
Abarim, and see the land which 
I have given unto the children of 
Israel. ,3 And when thou hast 
seen it, thou also shalt be gath¬ 
ered unto thy people, as Aaron 
thy brother was gathered. 14 For 
ye rebelled against my command 
ment in the desert of Zin, in the 
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nLrlfe of the congregation, to 
Hnnctify me at the water before 
their eyea: that is the water of 
Meribah in Kadesh in the wilder¬ 
ness of Zin. 15 And Mosea spoke 
unto the Lord, saying, 16 Let the 
Lord, the God of the spirits of 
all flesh, set a man over the con- 
m i •■Nation, ,7 Who may go out 
before them, and who may go in 
before them, and who may lead 
them out, and who may bring 
them in; that the congregation of 
the Lord be not as sheep which 
have no shepherd. ,8 And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Take thee 
Joshua the son of Nun, a man 
in whom is the spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him; 19 And set 
him before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the congregation; 
and give him a charge in their 
night. 2 "And thou shalt put some 
of thine honour upon him, that 
all the congregation of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel may be obedient. 
"And he shall stand before Ele¬ 
azar the priest, who shall ask 
counsel for him after the judg¬ 
ment of the Urim before the 
Ix>rd; at his word shall they go 
out, and at his word they shall 
come in, both he, and all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel with him, even 
all the congregation: 

2a And Moses did as the Lord 
commanded him: and he took 
Joshua, and set him before Ele¬ 
azar the priest, and before All 
the congregation: a3 And he laid 
his hands upon him, and gave 
him a charge, as the Lord com¬ 
manded by the hand of Moses. 


And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 2 Command the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them, 

My offering, and my bread for 
my sacrifices made by fire, for a 
sweet savour unto me, shall ye 
observe to offer unto me in their 
due season. B And thou shalt say 
unto them, This is the offering 
made by fire which ye shall offer 
unto the Lord; two lambs of the 
first year without spot day by 
day, for a continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing. 4 The one lamb shalt thou 
offer in the morning, and the 
other lamb shalt thou offer at 
even; B And a tenth part of an 
ephah of flour for a meal -offer¬ 
ing, mingled with the fourth part 
of a hin of beaten oil. 9 It is a 
continual burnt-offering, which 
was ordained in mount Sinai for 
a sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 7 And the 
drink-offering thereof shall be 
the fourth part of a hin for the 
one lamb: in the holy place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be 
poured unto the Lord for a drink- 
offering. “And the other lamb 
shalt thou offer at even: as the 
meul-offering of the morning, and 
as the drink-offering thereof, thou 
shalt offer it, a sacrifice made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

B And on the sabbath day two 
lambs of the first year without 
spot, and two tenth deals of flour 
for a meal-offering, mingled with 
oil, and the drink-offering there¬ 
of : 10 Thia is the burnt-offering 
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of every sabbath, besides the con¬ 
tinual burnt-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

ll And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt- 
offering unto the Lord; two young 
bullocks, and one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish: 12 And three tenth deals of 
flour for a meal-offering, mingled 
with oil, for one bullock; and 
two tenth deals of flour for a 
meal-offering, mingled with oil, 
for one ram; 13 And a several 
tenth deal of flour mingled with 
oil for a meal-offering unto one 
lamb; for a burnt-offering of a 
sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. “And their 
drink-offerings shall be half a hin 
of wine unto a bullock, and the 
third part of a hin unto a ram, 
and a fourth part of a hin unto 
a lamb: this is the burnt-offering 
of every month throughout the 
months of the year. 15 And one 
he-goat for a 6in-offering unto 
the Lord shall be offered, besides 
the continual burnt-offering, and 
its drink-offering. 

“And in the fourteenth day of 
the first month is the passover 
of the Lord. 17 And in the fif¬ 
teenth day of this month is the 
feast: seven days shall unleavened 
bread be eaten. 18 In the first day 
shall be a holy convocation; ye 
shall do no manner of servile 
work therein : “But ye shall offer 
a sacrifice made by fire for a 
burnt-offering unto the Lord; two 
young bullocks, and one ram, and 
seven lambs of the first year: 


they shall be unto you without 
blemish: ao And their meal-offer¬ 
ing shall be of flour mingled with 
oil: three tenth deals shall ye 
offer for a bullock, and two tenth 
deals for a ram; ai A several tenth 
deal shalt thou offer for every 
lamb of the seven lambs: aa And 
one goat for a sin-offering, to 
make an atonement for you. a3 Ye 
shall offer these besides the burnt- 
offering in the morning, which is 
for a continual burnt-offering. 
“After this manner ye shall offer 
daily, throughout the seven days, 
the food of the sacrifice made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lord: it shall be offered be¬ 
sides the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and its drink-offering. “And 
on the seventh day ye shall have 
a holy convocation; ye shall do 
no servile work. 

“Also in the day of the first- 
fruits, when ye bring a new 
meal-offering unto the Lord, after 
your weeks be out, ye shall have 
a holy convocation; ye shall 
do no servile work: “But ye shall 
offer the burnt-offering for a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; two 
young bullocks, one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year; “And 
their meal-offering of flour min¬ 
gled with oil, three tenth deals 
unto one bullock, two tenth deals 
unto one ram, “A several tenth 
deal unto each Iamb of the seven 
lambs; 30 And one he-goat, to 
make an atonement for you. 31 Yo 
shall offer them besides the con¬ 
tinual burnt-offering, and its 
meal-offering, (they shall be unto 
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you without blemish) and their 
drink-offerings. 

IQ And in the seventh month, 
^on the first day of the month, 
ye shall have a holy convocation; 
ye shall do no servile work: it 
iB a day of blowing the trumpets 
unto you. a And ye shall offer a 
burnt offering for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord; one young bullock, 
one ram, and seven Iambs of the 
first year without blemish: 3 And 
their meal-offering shall be of 
flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals for a bullock, and two tenth 
deals for a ram, 4 And one tenth 
deal for each lamb of the seven 
lambs: “And one he-goat for a 
sin-offering, to make an atone¬ 
ment for you: "Besides the burnt- 
offering of the month, and its 
meal-offering, and the daily burnt- 
offering, and its meal-offering, 
and their drink-offerings, accord¬ 
ing unto their manner, for a 
sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

7 And ye shall have on the tenth 
day of this seventh month a holy 
convocation; and ye shall afflict 
your souls: ye shall not do any 
work therein : 8 But ye shall offer 
a burnt-offering unto the Lord 
for a sweet savour; one young 
bullock, one ram, and seven lambs 
of the first year; they shall be 
unto you without blemish: B And 
their meal-offering shall be of 
flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals to a hulloek, and two tenth 
deals to one ram, ,0 A several 
tenth deal for each lamb of the 
Bcven lambs: “One hc-goat for 


a sin-offering; besides the sin- 
offering of atonement, and the 
continual burnt-offering, and the 
meal-offering of it, and their 
drink-offeringB. “And on the fif¬ 
teenth day of the seventh month 
ye shall have a holy convocation; 
ye shall do no servile work, and 
ye shall keep a feast unto the 
Lord seven days: “And ye shall 
offer a burnt-offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord; thirteen young 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year; they shall 
be without blemish: “And their 
meal-offering shall be of flour 
mingled with oil, three tenth deals 
unto every bullock of the thirteen 
bullocks, two tenth deals to each 
ram of the two rams, “And a 
several tenth deal to each lamb 
of the fourteen lambs: “And 
one he-goat for a sin-offering; 
besides the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, its meal-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

i7 And on the second day ye 
shall offer twelve young bullocks, 
two rams, fourteen lambs of the 
first year without blemish: 18 And 
their meal-offering und their 
drink-offerings for the bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, 
shall be according to their num¬ 
ber, after the manner: “And one 
hc-goat for a sin-offering; be¬ 
sides the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and the meal-offering there¬ 
of, and their drink-offerings. 

30 And on the third day eleven 
bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish: 
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"And their meal-offering and 
their drink-offerings for the bul¬ 
locks, for the rams, and for the 
iambs, shall be according to their 
number, after the manner: a3 And 
one goat for a sin-offering; be¬ 
sides the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and its meal-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

“And on the fourth day ten 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish: “Their meal-offering 

and their drink-offerings for the 
bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, shall be according to 
their number, after the manner: 
“And one he-goat for a sin-offer¬ 
ing; besides the continual burnt- 
offering, its meal-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

“And on the fifth day nine 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish: 27 And their meal-offering 
and their drink-offerings for the 
bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, shall be according to 
their number, after the manner: 
“And one goat for a sin-offering; 
besides the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and its meal-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

“And on the sixth day eight 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish: “And their meal-offer¬ 
ing and their drink-offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and 
for the lambs, shall be according 
to their number, after the man¬ 
ner: 31 And one goat for a sin- 
offering; besides the continual 


burnt-offering, its meal-offering, 
and its drink-offerings. 

“And on the seventh day seven 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish: “And their meal-offer¬ 
ing and their drink-offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and 
for the lambs, shall be according 
to their number, after the man¬ 
ner: “And one goat for a sin- 
offering; besides the continual 
burnt-offering, its meal-offering, 
and its drink-offering. 

“On the eighth day ye shall 
have a solemn assembly: ye shall 
do no servile work therein : “But 
ye shall offer a burnt-ofFcring, a 
sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord: one bul¬ 
lock, one ram, seven lambs of 
the first year without blemish: 
“Their meal-offering and their 
drink-offerings for the bullock, 
for the ram, and for the lambs, 
shall be according to their num¬ 
ber, after the manner: “And one 
goat for a sin-offering; besides 
the continual burnt-offering, and 
its meal-offering, and its drink- 
offering. 

“These things ye shall do unlo 
the Lord in your set feasts, be¬ 
sides your vows, and your free¬ 
will-offerings, for your burnt- 
offerings, and for your meal- 

offerings, and for your drink- 

offerings, and for your peace- 

offerings. 

'ZQAnd Moses told the children 
J of Israel according to all that 
the Lord commanded Moses. 
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■And Moses spoke unto the 
heads of the tribes of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, This ia 
the thing which the Lord hath 
commanded. 

"If a man vow a vow unto the 
I '■•rrl, or swear an oath to bind 
hiB soul with a bond; he shall 
not break his word, he shall do 
according to all that proceedeth 
out of his mouth. 4 If a woman 
also vow a vow unto the Lord, 
and bind herself by a bond, being 
in her father’s house in her 
youth; s And her lather hear her 
vow, and her bond wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, and her fa¬ 
ther shall hold his peace at her: 
then all her vows shall stand, and 
every bond wherewith she hath 
hound her soul shall stand. e But 
if her father disallow her in the 
day that he heareth; not any of 
her vows, or of her bonds where¬ 
with she hath bound her soul, 
shall stand: and the Lord shall 
forgive her, because her father 
disallowed her. 'And if she had 
at all a husband, when she vowed, 
or uttered ought out of her lips, 
wherewith she bound her soul; 
"And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day 
that he heard it: then her vows 
Bhall stand, and her bonds where¬ 
with she bound her soul shall 
stand. 9 But if her husband dis¬ 
allowed her on the day that he 
heard it; then he shall make 
void her vow which she vowed, 
and that which she uttered with 


her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul; and the Lord shall for¬ 
give her. ,0 But every vow of a 
widow, and of her that is 
divorced, wherewith they have 
bound their souls, shall stand a- 
gainst her. ”And if she vowed 
in her husband’s house, or bound 
her bouI by a bond with an oath; 
”And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disal¬ 
lowed her not: then all her vows 
shall stand, and every bond 
wherewith she bound her soul 
shall stand. 13 But if her husband 
hath utterly made them void on 
the day he heard them; then 
whatsoever proceeded out of her 
lips concerning her vows, or con¬ 
cerning the bond of her soul, 
shall not stand: her husband 
hath made them void; and the 
Lord shall forgive her. 14 Every 
vow, and every binding oath to 
afflict the soul, her husband may 
establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 13 But if her hus¬ 
band altogether hold his peace at 
her from day to day; then he 
establisheth all her vows, or all 
her bonds, which are upon her: 
he confirmeth them, because he 
held his peace at her in the day 
that he heard them. 18 But if he 
shall make them void after that 
he hath heard them; then he shall 
bear her iniquity. 

*'These are the statutes, which 
the Lord commanded Moses, be¬ 
tween a man and his wife, be¬ 
tween the father and his daugh¬ 
ter, being yet in her youth in 
her father’s house. 
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And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying”, 2 Avenge the 
children of Israel of the Midian- 
ites: afterward shalt thou be 
gathered unto thy people. 

3 And Moses spoke unto the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Arm some of your¬ 
selves unto the war, and let them 
go against the Midianites, to ex¬ 
ecute the Lord’s vengeance on 
Midian. 4 Of every tribe a thou¬ 
sand, throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, shall ye send to the war. 

5 So there were delivered out of 
the thousands of Israel, a thou¬ 
sand of every tribe, twelve thou¬ 
sand armed for war. e And Moses 
sent them to the war, a thousand 
of every tribe, them and Phine- 
has the son of Eleazar the priest, 
to the war, with the holy vessels, 
and the trumpets to blow in his 
hand. 7 And they warred against 
the Midianites, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses; and they slew all 
the males. 8 And they slew the 
kings of Midian, besides the rest 
of them that were slain; namely, 
Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and 
Hur, and Reba, five kings of 
Midian: Balaam also the son of 
Beor they slew with the sword. 
•And the children of Israel took 
all the women of Midian captives, 
and their little ones, and took the 
spoil of all their cattle, and all 
their flocks, and all their goods. 
,0 And all their cities wherein 
they dwelt, and all their castles, 
they burnt with fire. n And they 
took all the spoil, and all the prey, 
both of men and of beasts. 12 And 
they brought the captives, and 


the prey, and the spoil, unto Mo¬ 
ses, and Eleazar the priest, and 
unto the congregation of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, unto the camp at 
the plains of Moab, which are by 
the Jordan near Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eleazar the 
priest, and all the princes of the 
congregation, went forth to meet 
them without the camp. l4 And 
Moses was wroth with the officers 
of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, that came from the 
battle- ls And Moses said unto 
them, Have ye saved all the wo¬ 
men alive? 16 Behold, these caused 
the children of Israel, through 
the counsel of Balaam, to commit 
trespass against the Lord in the 
matter of Peor, and there was a 
plague among the congregation of 
the Lord. 17 Now therefore kill 
every male among the little ones, 
and kill every woman that hath 
known man by lying with him 
18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying 
with him, keep alive for your¬ 
selves. 1B And do ye abide with¬ 
out the camp seven days: who¬ 
soever hath killed any person, and 
whosoever hath touched any slain, 
purify both yourselves and your 
captives on the third day, and on 
the seventh day. 20 And purify 
all your raiment, and all that is 
made of skins, and all work of 
goats' hair, and all things made 
of wood. 

21 And Eleazar the priest said 
unto the men of war that went 
to the battle. This is the ordi 
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nance of the law which the Lord 
commanded Moses; 22 0nly the 
gold, and the silver, the brass, 
the iron, the tin, and the lead, 
“Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through 
the lire, and it shall be clean: 
ni-w*rthcless it shall be purified 
with the water of sprinkling: and 
all that abideth not the Arc ye 
shall make go through the water. 
24 And ye shall wash your clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall 
he clean, and afterward ye shall 
come into the camp. 

21 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, “Take the sum of 
the prey that was taken, both of 
mun and of beast, thou, and Ele- 
uzar the priest, and the chief 
fathers of the congregation: 
“And divide the prey into two 
parts; between them that took 
1 lie war upon them, who went out 
to battle, and between all the 
congregation: “And levy a trib¬ 
ute unto the Lord of the men 
of war that went out to battle: 
one soul of five hundred, both of 
the persons, and of the beeves, 
and of the asses, and of the 
sheep: “Take it of their half, 
and give it unto Eleazar the 
priest, for a heave-offering of the 
Lord. “And of the children of 
Israel’s half, thou shalt take one 
portion of fifty, of the persons, 
of the beeves, of the asses, and 
of the flocks, of all manner of 
beasts, and give them unto the 
Leviles, that keep the charge of 
Hie tabernacle of the Lord. 

11 And Moses and Eleazar the 


priest did as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. “And the booty, 
being the rest of the prey which 
the men of war had caught, was 
six hundred thousand and sev¬ 
enty thousand and five thousand 
sheep, “And threescore and 
twelve thousand beeves, S4 And 
threescore and one thousand asses, 
“And thirty and two thousand 
persons in all, of women that had 
not known man by lying with 
him. “And the half, which was 
the portion of those that went 
out to war, was in number three 
hundred thousand and seven and 
thirty thousand and five hundred 
sheep: “And the Lord’s tribute 
of the sheep was six hundred and 
threescore and fifteen. “And the 
beeves were thirty and six thou¬ 
sand; of which the Lord's tribute 
teas threescore and twelve. “And 
the asses were thirty thousand 
and five hundred; of which the 
Lord’s tribute was threescore and 
one. ‘‘''And the persons were six¬ 
teen thousand; of which the 
Lord’s tribute was thirty and two 
persons. 41 And Moses gave the 
tribute, which was the Lord's 
heave-offering, unto Eleazar the 
priest, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 4Z And of the children of 
Israel's half, which Moses di¬ 
vided from the men that warred, 
41 (Now the half that pertained 
unto the congregation was three 
hundred thousand and thirty 
thousand and seven thousand and 
five hundred sheep, 44 And thirty 
and six thousand beeves, 40 And 
thirty thousand asses and five 
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hundred, 4s And sixteen thousand 
persons;) 47 Even of the children 
of Israel’s half, Moses took one 
portion of fifty, both of man and 
of beast, and gave them unto the 
Levites, that kept the charge of 
the tabernacle of the Lord, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 And the officers that were 
over thousands of the host, the 
captains of thousands, and cap* 
tains of hundreds, came near un¬ 
to Moses: 48 And they said unto 
Moses, Thy servants have taken 
the sum of the men of war that 
are under our charge, and there 
lacketh not one man of us. 50 We 
have therefore brought an offer¬ 
ing for the Lord, what every man 
hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, ear¬ 
rings, and tablets, to make an 
atonement for our souls before 
the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest took the gold of them, even 
all wrought jewels. 52 And all the 
gold of the offering that they 
offered up to the Lord, of the 
captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was six¬ 
teen thousand seven hundred and 
fifty shekels. 53 (For the men of 
war had taken spoil, every man 
for himself.) 54 And Moses and 
Eleazar the priest took the gold 
of the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, and brought it into 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, for a memorial for the chil¬ 
dren of Israel before the Lord. 
Now the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad had 


a very great multitude of cattk 
and when they saw the land < 
Jazer, and the land of Gilea 
that, behold, the place was 
place for cattle; 2 The children < 
Gad and the children of Reube 
came and spoke unto Moses, ar 
to Eleazar the priest, and un:

bring us not over the Jordan. 

6 And Moses said unto the chi 
dren of Gad and to the chi Id it 
of Reuben, Shall your brethre 
go to war, and shall ye sit here 
7 And wherefore discourage ye tli 
heart of the children of Israi 
from going over into the Ian 
which the Lord hath given them 
8 Thus did your fathers, when 
sent them from Kadesh-bane 
to see the land. 9 For when the 
went up unto the valley of Ksl 
col, and saw the land, they di> 
couraged the heart of the chi 
dren of Israel, that they shoul 
not go into the land which th 
Lord had given them. 10 And Hi 
Lord's anger was kindled Ih 
same time, and he swore, savin* 
11 Surely none of the men thu 
came up out of Egypt, fun

.hKer was kindled against Israel, 
nd he made them wander in the 
wilderness forty years, until all 
he generation, that had done evil 
n the sight of the Lord, was 
onsumed. “And, behold, ye are 
isen up in your fathers’ stead, 
n increase of sinful men, to 
ugment yet the fierce anger of 
ne Lord toward Israel. “For if 
e turn away from after him, 
e will yet again leave them in 
le wilderness; and ye shall de¬ 
troy all this people. 

1 “And they came near unto 
im, and said, We will build 
leep-folds here for our cattle, 
hd cities for our little ones: 
But we ourselves will go ready 
mied before the children of Is- 
tel, until we have brought them 
nto their place: and our little 
nes shall dwell in the fenced 
ties because of the inhabitants 
( the land. 1B We will not return 
ito our houses, until the chil- 
ren of Israel have inherited 
'ery man his inheritance. “For 
e will not inherit with them on 
le other side of the Jordan, or 
irward; because our inheritance 
I fallen to us on this side of the 
Drdan eastward. 

1 “And Moses said unto them, 

* ye will do this thing, if ye 


will go armed before the Lord 
to war, “And every armed man 
of you will pass over the Jordan 
before the Lord, until he hath 
driven out his enemies from be¬ 
fore him, “And the land be sub¬ 
dued before the Lord: then after¬ 
ward ye shall return, and be 
guiltless before the Lord, and be¬ 
fore Israel; and this land shall 
be your possession before the 
Lord. “But if ye will not do 
so, behold, ye have sinned against 
the Lord: and be sure your sin 
will find you out. “Build you 
cities for your little ones, and 
folds for your sheep; and do that 
which hath proceeded out of your 
mouth. 

“And the children of Gad and 
the children of Reuben spoke un¬ 
to Moses, saying, Thy servants 
will do as my lord corrmfandeth. 
2 *Our little ones, our wives, our 
flocks, and all our cattle, shall 
be there in the cities of Gilead: 
“But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before 
the Lord to battle, as my lord 
saith. 

2B So concerning them Moses 
commanded Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshua the Bon of Nun, and 
the chief fathers of the tribes of 
the children of Israel: “And Mo¬ 
ses said unto them, If the chil¬ 
dren of Gad and the children of 
Reuben will pass with you over 
the Jordan, every man armed to 
battle, before the Lord, and the 
land shall be subdued before you ; 
then ye shall give them the land 
of Gilead for a possession: ao But 
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if they will not pass over with 
you armed, they shall have pos¬ 
sessions among you in the land 
of Canaan. 

31 And the children of Gad and 
the children of Reuben an¬ 
swered, saying As the Lord hath 
said unto thy servants, so will 
we do. 32 We will pass over armed 
before the Lord into the land of 
Canaan, that the possession of 
our inheritance on this side of 
the Jordan, may be ours. 

33 And Moses gave unto them, 
even to the children of Gad, and 
to the children of Reuben, and 
unto half the tribe of Manassch 
the son of Joseph, the kingdom 
of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and the kingdom of Og king of 
Bashan, the land, with the cities 
thereof in the borders, even the 
cities of the country round about. 
,4 And the children of Gad built 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Aroer, 
35 And Atroth-shophan, and Jaa- 
zer, and Jogbehah, 3a And Beth- 
nimrah, and Beth-haran, fenced 
cities: and folds for sheep. 

S7 And the children of Reuben 
built Heshbon, and Elealeh, and 
Kirjathaim, 38 And Nebo, and 
Baal-meon, (their names being 
changed.) and Shibmah: and gave 
other names unto the cities which 
they builded. 39 And the children 
of Machir the son of Manasseh 
went to Gilead, and took it, and 
dispossessed the Amorite that urns 
in it. 40 And Moses gave Gilead 
unto Machir the son of Manasseh ; 
and he dwelt therein. 41 And Jair 
the son of Manasseh went and 


took the small towns thereof, and 
called them Havoth-jair. 42 And 
Nobah went and took Kenath, 
and the villages thereof, and 
called it Nobah, after his own 
name.

These are the journeys of 
the children of Israel, that 
went forth out of the land of 
Egypt W'ith their armies under 
the hand of Moses and Aaron. 
2 And Moses wrote their goings 
out according to their journeys 
by the commandment of the 
Lord: and these are their jour¬ 
neys according to their goings 
out. 

3 And they departed from Rame- 
ses in the first month, on the 
fifteenth day of the first month;

10 And they removed from 
Klim, and encamped by the Red 
Sea. “And they removed from 
the Red Sea, and encamped in 
the wilderness of Sin. “And they 
took their journey out of the 
wilderness of Sin, and encamped 
In Dophkah. ,8 And they departed 
from Dophkah, and encamped in 
A lush. “And they removed from 
A lush, and encamped at Rephi- 
dini, where was no water for the 
people to drink. ,fl And they 
departed from Rephidim, and 
pitched in the wilderness of Sinai. 
'•And they removed from the des¬ 
ert of Sinai, and pitched at 
Kibroth-hattaavah. “And they de¬ 
parted from Kibroth-hattaavah, 
and encamped at Hazeroth. “And 
they departed from Hazeroth, and 
pitched in Rithmah. “And they 
departed from Rithmah, and 
pitched at Rimmon-perez. “And 
they departed from Rimmon-pe¬ 
rez, and pitched in Libnah. 21 And 
they removed from Libnah, and 
pitched at Rissah. 22 And they 
journeyed from RiBsah, and 
I'itched in Kehelathah. J8 And 
they went from Kehelathah, and 
pitched in mount Shepher. “And 
ihoy removed from mount She¬ 
lter. and encamped in Haradah. 
''‘And they removed from Hara¬ 
dah, and pitched in Makheloth. 


“And they removed from Mak¬ 
heloth, and encamped at Tahath. 
27 And they departed from Ta¬ 
hath, and pitched at Terah. “And 
they removed from Terah, and 
pitched in Mithcah. “And they 
went from Mithcah, and pitched 
in Hashmonah. “And they de¬ 
parted from Hashmonah, and en¬ 
camped at Moseroth. 8, And they 
departed from Moseroth, and 
pitched in Bene-jaakan. 32 And 
they removed from Bene-jaakan, 
and encamped at Hor-hagidgad. 
3a And they went from Hor-ha¬ 
gidgad, and pitched in Jotba- 
thah. 84 And they removed from 
Jotbathah, and encamped at Ab- 
ronah. 85 And they departed from 
Abronah, and encamped at Ezion- 
geber. “And they removed from 
Ezion-geber, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Zin, which is Ka- 
desh. a7 And they removed from 
Kadesh, and pitched in mount

“And Aaron the priest went 
up into mount Hor at the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord, and died 
there, in the fortieth year after 
the children of Israel were come 
out of the land of Egypt, in the 
first day of the fifth month.

50 And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses in the plains of Moab by the 
Jordan near Jericho, saying, 
BI Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, 

When ye are passed over the 
Jordan into the land of Canaan; 
“Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from be¬ 
fore you, and destroy all their 
pictures, and destroy all their 
molten images, and demolish all 
their high places: “And ye shall 
dispossess the inhabitants of the 
land, and dwell therein: for I 
have given you the land to pos¬ 
sess it.

statute of judgment unto you 
throughout your generations in 
all your dwellings. 

S0 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put to death 
by the mouth of witnesses: but 
one witness shall not testify 
against any person to cause him 
to die. “Moreover ye shall take re¬ 
demption money for the life of a 
murderer, that is guilty of death : 
but he shall be surely put to 
death. 32 And ye shall take no re¬ 
demption money for him that is 
fled to the city of his refuge, that 
he should come again to dwell in 
the land, until the death of the 
priest. a3 So ye shall not pollute 
the land wherein ye are: for 
blood it deflleth the land: and no 
atonement can be made to the 
land for the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him 
that shed it. “Defile not there¬ 
fore the land which ye shall in¬ 
habit, wherein I dwell: for I the 
Lord dwell among the children of 
Israel. 

Of? And the chief fathers of the 
families of the children of 
Gilead, the son of Machir, the 
son of Manasseh, of the families 
of the sons of Joseph, came near, 
and spoke before Moses, and be¬ 
fore the princes, the chief fa¬ 
thers of the children of Israel: 
2 And they said, The Lord com¬ 
manded my lord to give the land 
for an inheritance by lot to the 
children of Israel: and my lord 
was commanded by the Lord to 
give the inheritance of Zelophe- 
had our brother unto his daugh- 
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ten. "And if they be married 
to any of the eons of the other 
tribes of the children of Israel, 
then shall their inheritance be 
taken from the inheritance of our 
fathers, and shall be put to the 
inheritance of the tribe where- 
unto they are received: so shall 
it be taken from the lot of our 
inheritance. 4 And when the ju¬ 
bilee of the children of Israel 
shall be, then shall their inheri¬ 
tance be put unto the inheritance 
of the tribe whereunto they are 
received: so shall their inheri¬ 
tance be taken away from the in¬ 
heritance of the tribe of our fa¬ 
thers. 

8 And Moses commanded the 
children of Israel according to 
the word of the Lord, saying, 
The tribe of the sons of Joseph 
hath said well. 6 This is the thing 
which the Lord doth command 
concerning the daughters of Ze- 
lophehad, saying, Let them marry 
to whom they think best; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
father shall they marry. 7 So shall 
not the inheritance of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel remove from tribe 
to tribe: for every one of the 
children of Israel shall keep him¬ 


self to the inheritance of the tribt 
of his fathers. 8 And every daugh¬ 
ter, that possesseth an inherit- 
ance in any tribe of the children 
of Israel, shall be wife unto one 
of the family of the tribe of her 
father, that the children of Israel 
may enjoy every man the inherit¬ 
ance of his fathers. e So shall no 
inheritance remove from one tribe 
to another tribe; but every one 
of the tribes of the children of 
Israel shall keep himself to his 
own inheritance. 

10 Even as the Lord commanded 
Moses, so did the daughters of 
Zelophehad: T1 For Mahlah, Tir- 
zah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and 
Noah, the daughters of Zelophe¬ 
had, were married unto their fa¬ 
ther’s brothers’ sons: 12 And they 
were married into the families of 
the sons of Manasseh the son of 
Joseph, and their inheritance re¬ 
mained in the tribe of the family 
of their father. 

13 These are the commandments 
and the judgments, which the 
Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses unto the children of Israel 
in the plains of Moab by the Jor¬ 
dan near Jericho. 


DEUTERONOMY 


1 These are the words which 
■*" Moses spoke unto all Israel on 
this aide of the Jordan in the wil¬ 
derness, in the plain over against 
the Red Sea, between Paran, and 
Tophel, and Laban, and Hazeroth, 
and Di-zahab. 2 (There are eleven 
days' journey from Horeb by the 
way of mount Seir unto Kadesh- 
barnea.) 3 And it came to pass 
in the fortieth year, in the 
eleventh month, on the first day 
of the month, that Moses spoke 
unto the children of Israel, ac¬ 
cording unto all that the Lord 
had given him in commandment 
unto them; ‘After he had slain 
Sihon the king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt in Heshbon, and Og 
the king of Bashan, who dwelt 
at Ashtaroth in Edrei: “On this 
side of the Jordan, in the land of 
Moab, began Moses to declare 
this law, saying, 

•The Lord our God spoke unto 
us in Horeb, saying, Ye have 
dwelt long enough in this mount; 
'Turn you, and take your jour¬ 
ney, and go to the mount of the 
Amorites, and unto all the places 
nigh thereunto, in the plain, in 
the hills, and in the vale, and in 
the Boulh, and by the seaside, 
to the land of the Canaanites, 
arid unto Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates. •Be¬ 


hold, I have set the land before 
you: go in and possess the land 
which the Lord swore unto your 
fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Ja¬ 
cob, to give unto them and to 
their seed after them. 

•And I spoke unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to 
bear you myself alone: I0 The 
Lord your God hath multiplied 
you, and, behold, ye are this day 
as the stars of heaven for multi¬ 
tude. 11 (The Lord God of your 
fathers make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, 
and bless you, as he hath prom¬ 
ised you!) 12 How can I myself 
alone bear your cumbrance, and 
your burden, and your strife; 
l8 Take you wise men, and under¬ 
standing, and known among your 
tribes, and I will make them 
rulers over you. 14 And ye an¬ 
swered me, and said, The thing 
which thou hast spoken is good 
for us to do. I5 So I took the chief 
of your tribes, wise men, and 
known, and made them heads 
over you, captains over thou¬ 
sands, and captains over hun¬ 
dreds, and captains over fifties, 
and captains over tens, and of¬ 
ficers among your tribes. lfl And 
I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
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righteously between every man 
and his brother, and the Btranger 
that is with him. 17 Ye shall not 
respect persons in judgment; but 
ye shall hear the Bmall as well as 
the great; ye shall not be afraid 
of the face of any man; for 
the judgment is God's: and the 
cause that is too hard for you, 
bring it unto me, and I will hear 
it. “And I commanded you at 
that time all the things which ye 
should do. 

“And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, 
which ye saw by the way of the 
mountain of the Amorites, as the 
Lord our God commanded ub; and 
we came to Kadesh-bamea. “And 
I said unto you, Ye are come un¬ 
to the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth 
give unto us. “Behold, the Lord 
thy God hath set the land before 
thee: go up and possess it, as 
the Lord God of thy fathers hath 
said unto thee; fear not, neither 
be dismayed. “And ye came near 
unto me every one of you, and 
said. We will send men before 
us, and they shall search us out 
the land, and bring us word 
again by what way we must go 
up, and into what cities we shall 
come. “And the saying pleased 
me well: and I took twelve men 
of you, one of a tribe: “And 
they turned and went up into 
the mountain, and came unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and spied it out. 
“And they took of the fruit of 
the land in their hands, and 


brought it down unto us, an 
brought us word again, and sair 
It is good land which the Lor 
our God doth give us. “Nol 
withstanding ye would not go u] 
but rebelled against the com 
mandment of the Lord your God 
“And ye murmured in your tenh 
and said, Because the Lord hatr> 
us, he hath brought us forth ou 
of the land of Egypt, to delive 
us into the hand of the Amoritef 
to destroy us. “Whither sha 1 
we go up? our brethren Imv 
discouraged our heart, sayinp 
The people is greater and tallc 
than we; the cities are great an 
walled up to heaven; and more 
over we have seen the Bons <> 
the Anakim there. “Then I sal 
unto you, Dread not, neither h 
afraid of them. “The Lord you 
God who goeth before you, h 
shall fight for you, according t 
all that he did for you in Egyp 
before your eyes; 3, And in th 
wilderness, where thou hast oeei 
how that the Lord thy God bor 
thee, as a man doth bear his son 
in all the way that ye went, unli 
ye came into this place. “Yet ii 
this thing ye did not believe tin 
Lord your God, “Who went ii 
the way before you, to seard 
you out a place to pitch you! 
tents in, in fire by night, U 
shew you by what way ye shoul< 
go, and in a cloud by day. 

“And the Lord heard thevoic< 
of your words, and was wroth 
and swore, saying, “Surely then 
shall not one of these men ol 
this evil generation see that gooc 
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land, which I swore to give unto 
your fathers, 8 *Save Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh; he shall see 
it, and to him will I give the 
land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children, because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 
•’Also the Lord was angry with 
me for your sake, saying, Thou 
also ahalt not go in thither. **But 
Joshua the son of Nun, who 
alandeth before thee, he shall go 
in thither: encourage him: for 
he shall cause Israel to inherit 
it. 8B Moreover your little ones, 
that ye said should be a prey, 
and your children, who in that 
day had no knowledge between 
good and evil, they shall go in 
thither, and unto them will I give 
it, and they shall possess it. 40 But 
ao for you, turn you, and take 
y»ur journey into the wilderness 
by the way of the Red Sea. 

“Then ye answered and said 
unto me, We have sinned against 
the Lord, we will go up and fight, 
according to all that the Lord our 
God commanded us. And when 
ye had girded on every man his 
weapons of wur, ye endeavoured 
to go up into the hill. 4J And the 
Lord said unto me, Say unto 
them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest 
ye be smitten before your ene¬ 
mies. 4S So I spoke unto you; and 
ye would not hear, but rebelled 
nguinst the commandment of the 
Lord, and went presumptuously 
up into the hill. “And the Amor- 
ites, that dwelt in that mountain, 
l ame out against you, and chased 


you, as bees do, and destroyed 
you in Seir, even unto Hormah. 
48 And ye returned and wept be¬ 
fore the Lord; but the Lord would 
not hearken to your voice, nor 
give ear unto you. 4fl So ye abode 
in Kadesh many days, according 
unto the days that ye abode 
there. 

p Then we turned, and took 
“ our journey into the wilder¬ 
ness by the way of the Red Sea, 
as the Lord spoke unto me: and 
we compassed mount Seir many 
days. 

•And the Lord spoke unto me, 
saying, B Ye have compassed this 
mountain long enough: turn you 
northward. *And command thou 
the people, saying, Ye are to pass 
through the border of your breth¬ 
ren the children of Esau, that 
dwell in Seir; and they shall be 
afraid of you: take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore: 
“Meddle not with them; for 1 
will not give you of their land, 
no, not so much as a foot 
breadth; because I have given 
mount Seir unto Esau for a pos¬ 
session. 6 Ye shall buy meat of 
them for money, that ye may 
eat; and ye shall also buy water 
of them for money, that ye may 
drink. ’For the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee in all the works 
i of thy hand: he knoweth thy 
| walking through this great wil¬ 
derness: these forty years the 
Lord thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 
•And we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau* 


that dwelt in Seir, through the 
way of the plain, from Elath, and 
from Ezion-geber. 

And we turned and passed by 
the way of the wilderness of 
Moab. p And the Lord said unto 
me, Distress not the Moabites, 
nor stir up a war with them: 
for I will not give thee of their 
land for a possession; because I 
have given Ar unto the children 
of Lot for a possession. ,0 The 
Emim dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, 
and tall, as the Anakim; n They 
also were accounted Rephaim as 
the Anakim; but the Moabites 
called them Emim. 12 The Horim 
also dwelt in Seir aforetime; but 
the children of Esau succeeded 
them, when they had destroyed 
them from before them, and dwelt 
in their stead; as Israel did unto 
the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 13 Now 
rise up, said I, and get you over 
the brook Zered. 

And we went over the brook 
Zered. 14 And the days in which 
we came from Kadesh-barnea, 
until we were come over the 
brook Zered, were thirty and eight 
years; until all the generation of 
the men of war were consumed 
from among the host, as the Lord 
swore unto them. 15 For indeed 
the hand of the Lord was against 
them, to destroy them from 
among the host, until they were 
consumed. 

ia So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed 
and dead from among the people, 


l7 That the Lord spoke unto me 
saying, 18 Thou art to pass ovei 
through Ar, the border of Moah 
this day: 19 And when thou comes! 
nigh over against the children oi 
Ammon, distress them not, noi 
stir war with them: for I wil 
not give thee of the land of th( 
children of Ammon any posses 
sion; because I have given it un¬ 
to the children of Lot for a pos 
session. 20 (That also was ae 
counted a land of Rephaim: Ite 
phaim dwelt therein aforetime 
and the Ammonites called then 
Zamzummim; 21 A people great 
and many, and tall, as the Anak 
im; but the Lord destroyed then 
before them; and they succeedet 
them, and dwelt in their stead 
22 As he did to the children o: 
Esau, that dwelt in Seir, whet 
he destroyed the Horim from be 
fore them; and they succeedet 
them, and dwelt in their stent 
even unto this day: 23 And tin 
Avim that dwelt in Hazerim, evn 
unto Azzah, the Caphtorim, tha 
came forth out of Caphtor, de 
stroyed them, and dwelt in thri: 
stead.) 24 Rise ye up, take youi 
journey, and pass over the rivei 
Arnon: behold, I have given in 
to thine hand Sihon the Amorite 
king of Heshbon, and his land 
begin to possess it, and content 
with him in battle. Z3 This day wil 
I begin to put the dread of the< 
and the fear of thee upon (lit 
nations that are under the wholi 
heaven, who shall hear report o: 
thee, and shall tremble, and bt 
in anguish because of thee. 
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••And I sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto 
Mlhon king of Heshbon with 
words of peace, saying, * 7 Let me 
pass through thy land: I will go 
■long by the highway, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. 2B Thou shalt sell 
hi<* meat for money, that I may 
eat; and give me water for mo¬ 
ney, that I may drink; only I 
will pass through on my feet; 
"“(As the children of Esau that 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites 
that dwell in Ar, did unto me;) 
until I shall pass over the Jordan 
into the land which the Lord our 
God giveth ua. 30 But Sihon king 
of Heshbon would not let ua pass 
by him: for the Lord thy God 
hardened his spirit, and made his 
heart obstinate, that he might 
deliver him into thy hand, as on 
lids day, 

HI And the Lord said unto me, 
Behold, I have begun to give Si¬ 
hon and his land before thee; 
begin to possess, that thou mayest 
inherit his land. 8a Then Sihon 
came out against us, he and all 
his people, to fight at Jahaz. 03 And 
the Lord our God delivered him 
before us; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 
•‘And we took all his cities at 
that time, and utterly destroyed 
the men, and the women, and the 
little ones, of every city, we left 
none to remain: 93 0nly the cattle 
we took for a prey unto our¬ 
selves, and the spoil of the cities 
which we took. 88 From Aroer, 
which is by the brink of the 


river of Amon, and from the city 
that is by the river, even unto 
Gilead, there was not one city 
too strong for us: the Lord our 
God delivered ail unto us: 8T Only 
unto the land of the children of 
Ammon thou earnest not, nor un¬ 
to any place of the river Jab- 
bok, nor unto the cities in the 
mountains, nor unto whatsoever 
the Lord our God forbade us. 

O Then we turned, and went 
^ up the way to Baahan: and 
Og the king of Bashan came out 
against us, he and all his people, 
to battle at Edrei. a And the Lord 
said unto me, Fear him not: for 
I will deliver him, and all his 
people, and his land, into thy 
hand; and thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, who dwelt at 
Heshbon. 8 So the Lord our God 
delivered into our hands Og also, 
the king of Bashan, and all his 
people: and we smote him until 
none was left to him remaining. 
•And we took all his cities at 
that time, there was not a city 
which we took not from them, 
threescore cities, all the region of 
Argob, the kingdom of Og in Ba¬ 
shan. s All these cities were fenced 
with high walls, gates, and bars; 
besides unwalled towns a great 
many. 6 And we utterly destroyed 
them, as we did unto Sihon king 
of Heshbon, utterly destroying 
the men, women, and children, of 
every city. 7 But all the cattle, and 
the spoil of the cities, we took 
for prey to ourselves. 

•And we took at that time out

of the hand of the two kings of 
the Amorites the land that was on 
this side of the Jordan, from the 
river of Arnon unto mount Her- 
mon; 9 {Which Hermon the Si- 
donians call Sirion; and the 
Amorites call it Shenir;) 10 A11 
the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Sal- 
chah and Edrei, cities of the king¬ 
dom of Og in Bashan. “For only 
Og king of Bashan remained of 
the remnant of the Rephaim; be¬ 
hold, his bedstead is a bedstead 
of iron; it is in Rabbath of the 
children of Ammon: nine cubits 
is the length thereof, and four 
cubits the breadth of it, after 
the cubit of a man. 

“And this land, which we pos¬ 
sessed at that time, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, and 
half mount Gilead, and the cities 
thereof, gave I unto the Reuben- 
ites and to the Gadites. 13 And the 
rest of Gilead, and all Bashan, 
being the kingdom of Og, gave I 
unto the half-tribe of Manasseh: 
all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan, which was called the land 
of Rephaim. “Jair the son of 
Manasseh took all the country of 
Argob unto the border of Geshuri 
and Maachathi; and called them 
after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth-jair, unto this day. “And 
I gave Gilead unto Machir. “And 
unto the Reubenites and unto the 
Gadites X gave from Gilead even 
unto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto 
the river Jabbok, which is the 
border of the children of Ammon; 


“The plain also, and the Jordan 
and the border thereof from Chin 
nereth even unto the sea of th 
plain, the Salt Sea, under th 
slopes of Pisgah eastward. 

“And I commanded you at tha 
time saying, The Lord your Go< 
hath given you this land to poa 
sess it; ye shall pass over armei 
before your brethren the childre 
of Israel, all that are meet fo 
the war. “But your wives, an 
your little ones, and your cattle 
(for I know that ye have mue 
cattle,) shall abide in your citic 
which I have given you; 20 Unt 
the Lord have given rest unt 
your brethren, as well as unt 
you, and until they also posse* 
the land which the Lord your Go 
hath given them beyond the Joi 
dan: and then shall ye retur 
every man unto his possessior 
which I have given you.

3 Your eyes have seen 
what the Lord did because of 
Ilaal-peor: for all the men that 
followed Baal-peor, the Lord thy 
God hath destroyed them from 
uniong you. <But ye that did 
cleave unto the Lord your God 
arc alive every one of you this 
day. c Beliold, I have taught you 
statutes and judgments, even as 


the Lord my God commanded me, 
that ye should do so in the land 
whither ye go to possess it. *Keep 
therefore and do them; for this 
ia your wisdom and your under¬ 
standing in the sight of the 
nations, that shall hear all these 
statutes, and say, Surely this 
great nation ia a wise and under¬ 
standing people.

Gather me the people together, 
and I will make them hear my 
words, that they may learn to 
fear me all the days that they 
shall live upon the earth, and that 
they may teach their children. 
"And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain; and the 
mountain burned with fire unto 
the midst of heaven, with dark¬ 
ness, clouds, and thick darkness. 
12 And the Lord spoke unto you 
out of the midst of the fire: ye 
heard the voice of the words, but 
saw no similitude; only a voice. 
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“And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded 
you to perform, even ten com¬ 
mandments; and he wrote them 
upon two tables of stone. “And 
the Lord commanded me at that 
time to teach you statutes and 
judgments, that ye might do them 
in the land whither ye go over 
to possess it.

whole heaven. 20 But the Lord hath 
taken you, and brought you forth 
out of the iron furnace, even out 
of Egypt, to be unto him a people 
of inheritance, as ye are this 
day. 21 Furthermore the Lord was 
angry with me for your sake, and 
swore that I should not go over 
the Jordan, and that I should not 
go in unto that good land, which 


the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance: 22 But I must die 
in this land, I must not go over 
the Jordan: but ye shall go over, 
and possess that good land. “Take 
heed unto yourselves, lest ye for¬ 
get the covenant of the Lord youi 
God, which he made with you 
and make you a graven image 
or the likeness of any thing 
which the Lord thy God hail 
forbidden thee.

it, but shall utterly be destroyed 
“And the Lord shall scatter yoi 
among the nations, and ye slrnl 
be left few in number among th 
heathen, whither the Lord .shal 
lead you. 2S And there ye sha! 
serve gods, the work of men’ 
hands, wood and stone, whir! 
neither see, nor hear, nor eai 
nor smell. 29 But if from them- 
thou shalt seek the Lord thy Got 
thou shalt find him, if thou see 
him with all thy heart and wit 
all thy soul. 30 When thou art 1 
tribulation, and all these thing 
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are come upon thee, even in the 
latter daye, if thou turn to the 
Lord thy God, and shalt be obe¬ 
dient unto his voice; 81 (For the 
Lord thy God ia a merciful God;) 
he will not forsake thee, neither 
destroy thee, nor forget the cove- 
n a mI of thy fathers which he 
swore unto them. 

“For ask now of the days that 
are past, which were before thee, 
Hince the day that God created 
man upon the earth, and oak from 
the one Bide of heaven unto the 
other, whether there hath been 
any such thing as this great thing 
ia, or hath been heard like it? 
83 Did ever a people hear the voice 
of God Bpeaking out of the midst 
of the fire, as thou hast heard, 
and live? “Or hath God assayed 
to go and take him a nation from 
the midst of another nation, by 
temptations, by signs, and by 
wonders, and by war, and by a 
mighty hand, and by a stretched 
out arm, and by great terrors, 
according to all that the Lord 
your God did for you in Egypt 
before your eyes? B0 Unto thee it 
was shewn, that thou mightest 
know that the Lord he is God; 
there ia none else besides him. 
“Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might 
instruct thee: and upon earth he 
shewed thee his great fire; and 
thou heardest his words out of 
the midst of the fire. “And be¬ 
cause he loved thy fathers, there¬ 
fore he chose their seed after 
them, and brought thee out in 
bis sight with his mighty power 


out of Egypt; “To drive out 
nations from before thee greater 
and mightier than thou art, to 
bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as it is 
this day. “Know therefore this 
day, and consider it in thine 
heart, that the Lord he is God in 
heaven above, and upon the earth 
beneath: there is none else. 
“Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, 
that it may go well with thee, 
and with thy children after thee, 
and that thou mayest prolong thy 
days upon the earth, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, for 
ever. 

“Then Moses severed three ci¬ 
ties on this side of the Jordan to¬ 
ward the sunrising; “That the 
slayer might flee thither, thatkil- 
leth his neighbour unawares, and 
hated him not in times past; and 
that fleeing unto one of these ci¬ 
ties he might live: 43 Namely , Be- 
zer in the wilderness, in the plain 
country, of the Reubenites; and 
Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gad- 
ites; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. 

“And this is the law which 
Moses set before the children of 
Israel; “These are the testi¬ 
monies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which Moses spoke 
unto the children of Israel, after 
they came forth out of Egypt, 
“On this side of the Jordan, in the 
valley over against Beth-peor, In 
the land of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, who dwelt at Heshbon, 
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whom Moses and the children of 
Israel smote, after they were 
come forth out of Egypt: 47 And 
they possessed his land, and the 
land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings of the Amorites, who were 
on this side of the Jordan to¬ 
ward the sunrising; 48 From Aro- 
er, which is by the bank of the 
river Arnon, even unto mount 
Sion, which is Hermon, 4e And all 
the plain on this side of the Jor¬ 
dan eastward, even unto the sea 
of the plain, under the slopes of 
Pisgah. 

C And Moses called all Israel, 

u and said unto them, Hear, 0 
Israel, the statutes and judg¬ 
ments which I speak in your ears 
this day, that ye may learn them, 
and keep, and do them. 2 The 
Lord our God made a covenant 
with us in Horeb. 3 The Lord made 
not this covenant with our fa¬ 
thers, but with us, even us, who 
are all of us here alive this day. 
4 The Lord talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire. 5 (I stood be¬ 
tween the Lord and you at that 
time, to tell you the word of 
the Lord: for ye were afraid by 
reason of the fire, and went not 
up into the mount;) saying, 

*1 am the Lord thy God, who 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bond¬ 
age. 

7 Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me. 8 Thou shalt not make 
thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the 


earth beneath, or that is in the 
waters beneath the earth: ®Thou 
shalt not bow down thyself unto 
them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fa¬ 
thers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation of 
them that hate me, *°And shew¬ 
ing mercy unto thousands of them 
that love me and keep my com¬ 
mandments. 

“Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain: for 
the Lord will not hold him guilt¬ 
less that taketh his name in vain. 

lz Keep the sabbath day to sane 
tify it, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee. J3 Six days thou 
shalt labour, and do all thy 
work: “But the seventh day is 
the sabbath of the Lord thy God: 
in it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daugh¬ 
ter, nor thy man-servant, nor thy 
maid-servant, nor thine ox, nor 
thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is within 
thy gates; that thy man-servant 
and thy maid-servant may rest 
as well as thou. ,5 And remember 
that thou wast a servant in the 
land of Egypt, and that the Lord 
thy God brought thee out thence 
through a mighty hand and by a 
stretched out arm: therefore the 
Lord thy God commanded thee 
to keep the sabbath day. 

18 Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee; that thy days 
may be prolonged, and that it 
may go well with thee, in tho 
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laud which the Lord thy God 
givelli thee. 

l, Thou shalt not kill. 

Neither shalt thou commit a- 
dultery. 

Neither shalt thou steal. 

Neither shalt thou bear false 
viltiruH against thy neighbour. 

’•Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour's wife, neither shalt 
thou covet thy neighbour’s house, 
his field, or his man-servant, or 
his maid-servant, his ox, or his 
ass, or any thing that is thy 
neighbour’s. 

‘•These words the Lord spoke 
unto all your assembly in the 
mount out of the midst of the 
fire, of the cloud, and of the 
thick darkness, with a great 
voice: and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables 
of stone, and delivered them unto 
me. 

•°And it came to pass, when 
ye heard the voice out of the 
midst of the darkness, while the 
mountain did burn with fire, that 
ye came near unto me, even all 
the heads of your tribes, and 
your elders; a ‘And ye said, Be¬ 
hold, the Lord our God hath 
shewn us his glory and his great¬ 
ness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we 
have seen this day that God doth 
talk with man, and he liveth. 
■•Now therefore why should we 
die? for this great fire will con¬ 
sume us: if we hear the voice of 
the Lord our God any more, then 
wc shall die. 33 For who is there 
of all flesh, that hath heard the 


voice of the living God speaking 
out of the midst of the fire, as 
we have, and lived? a4 Go thou 
near, and hear all that the Lord 
our God shall say: and speak 
thou unto us all that the Lord 
our God shall speak unto thee; 
and we will hear it, and do it. 

2S And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, when ye spoke un¬ 
to me; and the Lord said unto 
me, I have heard the voice of the 
words of this people, which they 
have spoken unto thee: they have 
well said all that they have 
spoken. 2B 0 that there were such 
a heart in them, that they would 
fear me, and keep all my com¬ 
mandments always, that it might 
be well with them, and with their 
children for ever! 27 Go say to 
them. Get you into your tents 
again. 28 But as for thee, stand 
thou here by me, and I will speak 
unto thee all the commandments, 
and the statutes, and the judg¬ 
ments, which thou shalt teach 
them, that they may do them in 
the land which I give them to 
possess it. 2B Ye shall observe 
to do therefore as the Lord your 
God hath commanded you: ye 
shall not turn aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 80 Ye shall 
walk in all the ways which the 
Lord your God hath commanded 
you, that ye may live, and that it 
may be well with you, and that 
ye may prolong your days in the 
land which ye shall possess. 

0 Now these are the command¬ 
ments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord your 
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God commanded to teach you, 
that ye might do them in the land 
whither ye go to possess it: 2 That 
thou mightest fear the Lord thy 
God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I com¬ 
mand thee, thou, and thy son, and 
thy son's son, all the days of thy 
life; and that thy days may be 
prolonged. 3 Hear therefore, O Is¬ 
rael, and observe to do it; that 
it may be well with thee, and that 
ye may increase mightily, as the 
Lord God of thy fathers hath 
promised thee, in the land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

•Hear, O Israel: The Lord our 
God is one Lord: 5 And thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy might. 6 And 
these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart: 7 And thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy chil¬ 
dren, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. fl And thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon 
thine hand, and they shall be 
as frontlets between thine eyes. 
6 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on 
thy gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the 
Lord thy God shall have brought 
thee into the land which he swore 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee 
great and goodly cities, which 
thou buildedst not, “And houses 


full of all good things, which th 
filledst not, and wells digg 
which thou diggedst not, vii 
yards and olive trees, which tli 
plantedst not; when thou sh 
have eaten and be full; l2 Th 
beware lest thou forget the Lo 
who brought thee forth out of i 
land of Egypt, from the house 
bondage. “Thou shalt fear i 
Lord thy God, and serve him, a 
shalt swear by his name. 14 
shall not go after other gods, 
the gods of the people that < 
round about you; 15 For the L< 
thy God is a jealous God ana 
you; lest the anger of the Lc 
thy God be kindled against th 
and destroy thee from off i 
face of the earth. 

16 Ye shall not tempt the L< 
your God, as ye tempted him 
Massah. ir Ye shall diligently kt 
the commandments of the L< 
your God, and his testimoni 
and his statutes, which he h< 
commanded thee. 18 And thou sh 
do that which is right and gc 
in the sight of the Lord: that 
may be well with thee, and tl 
thou mayest go in and poss. 
the good land which the I a 
swore unto thy fathers, 18 To c; 
out all thine enemies from i 
fore thee, as the Lord h( 
spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh tl 
in time to come, saying, Wl 
mean the testimonies, and 1 
statutes, and the judgmen 
which the Lord our God h; 
commanded you? “Then tli 
shalt say unto tiiv son. We w( 
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Pharaoh's bondmen in Egypt; and 
the Lord brought us out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand: ”And the 
Lord shewed signs and wonders, 
great and sore, upon Egypt, upon 
Pharaoh, and upon all his house¬ 
hold, before our eyes: a3 And he 
l«r»iiight us out from thence, that 
he might bring us in, to give us 
the land which he swore unto our 
fathers. *‘And the Lord com¬ 
manded us to do all these stat¬ 
utes, to fear the Lord our God, 
for our good always, that he 
might preserve us alive, as it is 
at this day. 29 And it shall be 
our righteousness, if we observe 
to do all these commandments 
before the Lord our God, as he 
hath commanded us. 

H When the Lord thy God shall 
bring thee Into the land 
whither thou goest to possess it, 
and hath cast out many nations 
before thee, the Hittite, and the 
Girgashite, and the Amorite, and 
the Canaanite, and the Perizzite, 
□nd the Hivite, and the Jebusite, 
seven nations greater and might¬ 
ier than thou; 2 And when the 
Lord thy God shall deliver them 
before thee; thou shalt smite 
them, and utterly destroy them; 
thou Bhalt make no covenant with 
them, nor shew mercy unto them: 
•Neither shalt thou make mar¬ 
riages with them; thy daughter 
thou shalt not give unto his son, 
nor his daughter shalt thou take 
unto thy son. 4 For they will turn 
away thy son from following me, 
that they may serve other gods: 
■o will the anger of the Lord be 


kindled against you, and destroy 
thee suddenly. 8 But thus shall 
ye deal with them; ye shall de¬ 
stroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down 
their groves and burn their 
graven images with fire. “For 
thou art a holy people unto the 
Lord thy God: the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special 
people unto himself, above all 
people that are upon the face of 
the earth. 'The Lord did not set 
his love upon you, nor choose 
you, because ye were more in 
number than any people; for ye 
were the fewest of all people: 
•But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the 
oath which he had sworn unto 
your fathers, hath the Lord 
brought you out with a mighty 
hand, and redeemed you out of 
the house of bondmen, from the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 
•Know therefore that the Lord 
thy God, he is God, the faithful 
God, who keepeth covenant and 
mercy with them that love him 
and keep his commandments to 
a thousand generations; 10 And 
repayeth them that hate him to 
their face, to destroy them: he 
will not be slack to him that 
hateth him, he will repay him to 
his face. “Thou shalt therefore 
keep the commandments, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, 
which I command thee this day, 
to do them.

'•Wherefore it shall come to 


pass, if ye hearken to these 
judgments, and keep, and do 
them, that the Lord thy God shall 
keep unto thee the covenant and 
the mercy which he swore unto 
thy fathers: ,3 And he will love 
thee, and bless thee, and multi¬ 
ply thee: he will also bless the 
fruit of thy womb, and the fruit 
of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase 
of thy kine, and the multipli¬ 
cation of thy sheep, in the land 
which he swore unto thy fathers 
to give thee. ,4 Thou shalt be 
blessed above all people: there 
shall not be male or female barren 
among your cattle. 15 And the 
Lord will take away from thee 
all sickness, and will put none of 
the evil diseases of Egypt, which 
thou knowest, upon thee; but will 
lay them upon all those that hate 
thee. 

10 And thou shalt consume all 
the people that the Lord thy God 
shall deliver thee; thine eye shall 
have no pity upon them: neither 
shalt thou serve their gods, for 
that will be a snare unto thee. 
,7 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; 
how can I dispossess them? 39 Thou 
shalt not be afraid of them: but 
shalt well remember what the 
Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, 
and unto all Egypt; 10 The great 
temptations which thine eyes saw, 
and the signs, and the wonders, 
and the mighty hand, and the 
stretched out arm, whereby the 
Lord thy God brought thee out: 
bo shall the Lord thy God do onto 


all the people of whom thou ar 
afraid. 20 Moreover the Lord thj 
God will send the hornet amon> 
them, until they that are left 
and hide themselves from thee 
be destroyed. 21 Thou shalt not h< 
affrighted at them: for the Lov< 
thy God is among you, a might] 
God and terrible. 22 And the Lon 
thy God will put out those nation: 
before thee little by little: thoi 
mayest not consume them at onn 
lest the beasts of the field in 
crease upon thee. 23 But the Lon 
thy God shall deliver them uni- 
thee, and shall destroy them will 
a mighty destruction, until the 
be destroyed. 24 And he shall 
liver their kings into thine ham) 
and thou shalt destroy their nam 
from under heaven: there shni 
no man be able to stand befor 
thee, until thou have destroye- 
them. 25 The graven images o 
their gods shall ye burn with firo 
thou shalt not desire the silvo 
or gold that is on them, nor tak 
it unto thee, lest thou be snare- 
therein: for it is an abominatioi 
to the Lord thy God. 26 Ncith(* 
shalt thou bring an abominatioi 
into thine house, lest thou he , 
cursed thing like it: but thoi 
shalt utterly detest it, and thoi 
shalt utterly abhor it; for it i 
a cursed thing. 

Q All the commandments whit*] 
I command thee this da; 
shall ye observe to do, that y 
may live, and multiply, and g 
in and possess the land whirl 
the Lord swore unto your fn 
there. 2 And thou shalt rememhe 
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at) the way which the Lord thy 
God led thee these forty years 
in the wilderness, to humble thee, 
and to prove thee, to know what 
was in thine heart, whether thou 
wouldest keep his commandments, 
or no. “And lie humbled thee, and 
suffered thee to hunger, and fed 
Uiuu with manna, which thou 
knewest not, neither did thy fa¬ 
thers know; that he might make 
thee know that man doth not live 
by bread only, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of the Lord doth man live. 4 Thy 
raiment waxed not old upon thee, 
neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. “Thou slialt also con¬ 
sider in thine heart, that, as a 
mun chasteneth his son, so the 
I/Oid thy God chasteneth thee. 
"Therefore thou 9halt keep the 
commandments of the Lord thy 
God, to walk in his ways, and to 
fear him. 7 For the Lord thy God 
bringeth thee into a good land, 
a land of brooks of water, of 
fountains and depths that apring 
out of valleys and hills; e A land 
of wheat, and barley, and vines, 
and fig trees, and pomegranates; 
a land of olive oil, and honey; 
®A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack any thing in it; 
a land whose stones ure iron, and 
out of whose hills thou mayest 
dig brass. 10 When thou hast 
eaten and art full, then thou shalt 
bless the Lord thy God for the 
good land which he hath given 
thee. "Beware that thou forget 
hot the Lord thy God, in not 


keeping his commandments, and 
his judgments, and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day: 
"Lest when thou hast eaten and 
art full, and hast built goodly 
houses, and dwelt therein; "And 
when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy 
gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied; "Then 
thine heart be lifted up, and 
thou forget the Lord thy God, 
who brought thee forth out of 
the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage; "Who led thee 
through that great and terrible 
wilderness, wherein were fiery 
serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no wa¬ 
ter; who brought thee forth wa¬ 
ter out of the rock of flint; "Who 
fed thee in the wilderness with 
manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, 
and that he might prove thee, to 
do thee good at thy latter end; 
"And thou say in thine heart, 
My power and the might of mine 
hand hath gotten me this wealth. 
"But thou shalt remember the 
Lord thy God; for it is he that 
giveth thee power to get wealth, 
that he may establish his cove¬ 
nant which he swore unto thy 
fathers, as it is this day. 

"And it shall be, if thou do 
at all forget the Lord thy God, 
and walk after other gods, and 
serve them, and worship them, 
I testify against you this day 
that ye shall surely periBh. 90 As 
the nations that the Lord de- 
stroyeth before your face, so shall 


ye perish; because ye would not 
be obedient unto the voice of the 
Lord your God. 

Hear, 0 Israel: Thou art to 
pass over the Jordan this day, 
to go in to possess nations greater 
and mightier than thyself, cities 
great and fenced up to heaven, 
2 A people great and tall, the chil¬ 
dren of the Anakim, whom thou 
knowest, and of whom thou hast 
heard say, Who can stand before 
the children of Anak! Under¬ 
stand therefore this day, that the 
Lord thy God is he who goeth 
over before thee; as a consum¬ 
ing fire he shall destroy them, 
and he shall bring them down 
before thy face: so shalt thou 
drive them out, and destroy them 
quickly, as the Lord hath said 
unto thee. 4 Speak not thou in 
thine heart, after that the Lord 
thy God hath cast them out 
from before thee, saying, For 
my righteousness the Lord hath 
brought me in to possess this 
land, and for the wickedness of 
these nations the Lord doth drive 
them out from before thee. 5 Not 
for thy righteousness, or for the 
uprightness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land: 
but for the wickedness of these 
nations the Lord thy God doth 
drive them out from before thee, 
and that he may perform the 
word which the Lord swore unto 
thy fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob. Understand therefore, that 
the Lord thy God giveth thee not 
this good land to possess it for 
thy righteousness; for thou art 


a stiff-necked people. 

’Remember, and forget not 
how thou provokedst the Lord thj 
God to wrath in the wilderness 
from the day that thou didst de 
part out of the land of Egypt 
until ye came unto this place 
ye have been rebellious agains 
the Lord. 8 Also in Horeb ye pro 
voked the Lord to wrath, so tha 
the Lord was angry with you t< 
have destroyed you. “When I win 
gone up into the mount to receivi 
the tables of stone, even tin 
tables of the covenant which (In 
Lord made with you, then I al>od< 
in the mount forty days and foi lj 
nights, I neither did eat brem 
nor drink water: ,0 And the Lon 
delivered unto me two tables n 
stone written with the finger o 
God; and on them was writtei 
according to all the words, whirl 
the Lord spoke with you in fin 
mount out of the midst of tin 
fire in the day of the assembly 
“And it came to pass at the en< 
of forty days and forty nights 
that the Lord gave me two table) 
of stone, even the tables of (In 
covenant. 12 And the Lord sui< 
unto me, Arise, get thee dowi 
quickly from hence; for thy pm 
pie that thou hast brought fori 1 
out of Egypt have corrupted thr»i 
selves; they are quickly turner 
aside out of the way which 
commanded them; they have math 
them a molten image. “Further 
more the Lord spoke unto me 
saying, I have seen this people 
and, behold, it is a stiff-neekrr 
people: 14 Let me alone, thai 
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may destroy them, and blot out 
ilteir name from under heaven; 
and I will make of thee a nation 
mightier and greater than they. 
“So I turned and came down 
from the mount, and the mount 
burned with fire: and the two 
of the covenant were in my 
two hands. “And I looked, and, 
behold, ye had sinned against the 
Lord your God, and had made 
you a molten calf: ye had turned 
aside quickly out of the way 
which the Lord had commanded 
you. 1? And I took the two tables, 
and cast them out of my two 
hands, and broke them before 
your eyes. “And I fell down be¬ 
fore the Lord, as at the first, 
forty days and forty nights: I 
did neither eat bread, nor drink 
water, because of all your sins 
which ye sinned, in doing wicked¬ 
ly in the sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. “For I 
was afraid of the anger and hot 
displeasure, wherewith the Lord 
was wroth against you to destroy 
you. But the Lord hearkened un¬ 
to me at that time also. “And 
the Lord was very angry with 
Aaron to have destroyed him: 
und I prayed for Aaron also the 
same time. “And I took your 
sin, the calf which ye had made, 
and burnt it with fire, and 
stamped it, and ground it very 
small, even until it was as small 
as dust: and I cast the dust there¬ 
of into the brook that descended 
out of the mount. “And at Ta- 
berah, and at Massah, and at 
Kihroth-hattaavah, ye provoked 


the Lord to wrath. “Likewise 
when the Lord sent you from 
Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go up and 
possess the land which I have 
given you; then ye rebelled a- 
gainst the commandment of the 
Lord your God, and ye believed 
him not, nor hearkened to his 
voice. a4 Ye have been rebelliouz 
against the Lord from the day 
that I knew you. “Thus I fell 
down before the Lord forty days 
and forty nights, as I fell down 
at the first; because the Lord had 
said he would destroy you. 2a I 
prayed therefore unto the Lord, 
and said, 0 Lord God, destroy 
not thy people and thine inheri¬ 
tance, which thou hast redeemed 
through thy greatness, which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand. “Remember 
thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob; look not unto the stub¬ 
bornness of this people, nor to 
their wickedness, nor to their 
sin: “Lest the land whence thou 
broughtest us out say, Because 
the Lord was not able to bring 
them into the land which he 
promised them, and because he 
hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilder¬ 
ness. 26 Yet they are thy people 
and thine inheritance, that thou 
broughtest out by thy mighty 
power and by thy stretched out 
arm. 

2Q At that time the Lord said 
unto me, Hew thee two 
tables of stone like unto the firet, 
and come up unto me into the 
mount, and make thee an ark of 
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wood. 2 And I will write on the 
tables the words that were in 
the first tables which thou hast 
broken, and thou shalt put them 
in the ark. 8 And I made an ark 
of shittim-wood, and hewed two 
tables of stone like unto the first, 
and went up into the mount, hav¬ 
ing the two tables in mine hand. 
•And he wrote on the tables, 
according to the first writing, the 
ten commandments, which the 
Lord spoke unto you in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire in 
the day of the assembly: and the 
Lord gave them unto me. 5 And 
I turned myself and came down 
from the mount, and put the 
tables in the ark which 1 had 
made; and there they be, as the 
Lord commanded me. ®And the 
children of Israel took their jour¬ 
ney from Beeroth of the children 
of Jaakan to Mosera: there Aar¬ 
on died, and there he was buried; 
and Eleazar his son ministered 
in the priest’s office in his stead. 
r From thence they journeyed un¬ 
to Gudgodah; and from Gudgodah 
to Jotbatha, a land of rivers of 
water. 8 At that time the Lord 
separated the tribe of Levi, to 
bear the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, to stand before the 
Lord to minister unto him, and 
to bless in his name, unto this 
day. ®Wherefore Levi hath no 
part nor inheritance with his 
brethren; the Lord is his inheri¬ 
tance, according as the Lord thy 
God promised him. 10 And I stayed 
in the mount, according to the 
first time, forty days and forty 


nights; and the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time also, and 
the Lord would not destroy thee. 
”And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before 
the people, that they may go in 
and possess the land, which I 
swore unto their fathers to give 
unto them. 

J2 And now, Israel, what doth 
the Lord thy God require of then, 
but to fear the Lord thy God, 
to walk in all his ways, and to 
love him, and to serve the Lon! 
thy God with all thy heart and 
with all thy soul, 13 To keep Mu' 
commandments of the Lord, and 
his statutes, which I command 
thee this day for thy good? 14 Be- 
hold, the heaven and the heaven 
of heavens is the Lord’s thy God, 
the earth also, with all that there¬ 
in is. 15 Only the Lord had a de¬ 
light in thy fathers to love them, 
and he chose their seed after 
them, even you above all people, 
as at this day. 16 Circumcise there¬ 
fore the foreskin of your heart, 
and be no more stiff-necked. 17 For 
the Lord your God is God of gods, 
and Lord of lords, a great God, 
a mighty, and a terrible, who 
regardeth not persons, nor takelli 
reward: ,B He doth execute the 
judgment of the fatherless and 
widow, and loveth the stranger, 
in giving him food and raiment. 
19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were strangers in the lnnd 
of Egypt. 20 Thou shalt fear the 
Lord thy God; him shalt thou 
serve, and to him shalt thou 
cleave, and swear by his name 
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11 lie is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which 
tiline eyes have seen. ”Thy fa¬ 
thers went down into Egypt with 
threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lord thy God hath made 
thee as the stars of heaven for 
ifillitude. 

Therefore thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God, and keep his 
charge, and his statutes, and his 
judgments, and his command- 
me?its, always. 2 And know ye 
this day: for I speak not with 
your children that have not 
known, and that have not seen 
the chastisement of the Lord your 
God, his greatness, his mighty 
lmnd, and his stretched out arm, 
"And his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in the midst of E- 
gypt unto Pharaoh the king of 
Egypt, and unto all his land; 
•And what he did unto the army 
of Egypt, unto their horses, and 
to their chariots; how he made 
the water of the Red Sea to over¬ 
flow them as they pursued after 
you, and how the Lord hath de¬ 
stroyed them unto this day; "And 
whul he did unto you in the wil¬ 
derness, until ye came into this 
place, °And what he did unto 
Duthan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, the son of Reuben: how 
the earth opened her mouth, and 
Hwallowed them up, and their 
households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that followed 
them, in the midst of all Israel: 
T Ihit your eyes have seen all the 
great acta of the Lord which he 


did. 'Therefore shall ye keep all 
the commandments which I com¬ 
mand you in this day, that ye 
may be strong, and go in and 
possess the land whither ye go 
to possess it; 9 And that ye may 
prolong your days in the land, 
which the Lord swore unto your 
fathers to give unto them and 
to their seed, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey. 10 For the 
land, whither thou goest in to 
possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and 
wateredst it with thy foot, as a 
garden of herbs: J1 But the land, 
whither ye go to possess it, is a 
land of hills and valleys, and 
drinketh water of the rain of 
heaven: 12 A land which the Lord 
thy God careth for: the eyes of 
the Lord thy God are always 
upon it, from the beginning of 
the year even unto the end of the 
year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if 
ye shall hearken diligently unto 
my commandments which I com¬ 
mand you this day, to love the 
Lord your God, and to serve him 
with all your heart and with all 
your soul, 14 That I will give you 
the rain of your land in its due 
season, the first rain and the 
latter rain, that thou mayest 
gather in thy corn, and thy wine, 
and thine oil. ,B And I will send 
grass in thy fields for thy cattle, 
that thou mayest eat and be full. 
‘•Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and 
ye turn aside, and serve other 
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gods, and worship them; 17 And 
then the Lord’s wrath be kindled 
against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, 
and that the land yield not her 
fruit; and lest ye perish quickly 
from off the good land which the 
Lord giveth you. 

18 Therefore shall ye lay up 
these my words in your heart and 
in your soul, and bind them for a 
sign upon your hand, that they 
may be as frontlets between your 
eyes. 1B And ye shall teach them 
your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the 
way, when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. “And thou 
shalt write them upon the door¬ 
posts of thine house, and upon 
thy gates: 2, That your days may 
be multiplied, and the days of 
your children, in the land which 
the Lord swore unto your fathers 
to give them, as the days of 
heaven upon the earth. 

“For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love 
the Lord your God, to walk in 
all his ways, and to cleave unto 
him; “Then will the Lord drive 
out all these nations from before 
you, and ye shall possess greater 
nations and mightier than your¬ 
selves. “Every place whereon the 
soles of your feet shall tread shall 
be yours: from the wilderness and 
Lebanon, from the river, the river 
Euphrates, even unto the utter¬ 
most sea shall your border be. 
“Therefore shall no man be able 


to stand before you: for the Lord 
your God shall lay the fear of 
you and the dread of you upon 
all the land that ye shall tread 
upon, as he hath said unto you. 

run 

“Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse; 27 A 
blessing, if ye obey the command¬ 
ments of the Lord your God, 
which I command you this day: 
“And a curse, if ye will not obey 
the commmandments of the Lord 
your God, but turn aside out of 
the way which I command you 
this day, to go after other godH, 
which ye have not known. 2B An<l 
it shall come to pass, when tin; 
Lord thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land whither thou 
goest to possess it, that thou shalt 
put the blessing upon mount Gc- 
rizim, and the curse upon mount 
Ebal. “Behold, they are on the 
other side of the Jordan, by the 
way where the sun goeth down, 
in the land of the Canaanites, that 
dwell in the plain over against 
Gilgal, beside the plains of Morch. 
3l For ye shall pass over the Jor¬ 
dan to go in to possess the land 
which the Lord your God givclh 
you, and ye shall posses it, and 
dwell therein. “And ye shall ob¬ 
serve to do all the statutes and 
judgments which I set before you 
this day. 

These ore the statutes and 
judgments, which ye shnll 
observe to do in the land, which 
the Lord God of thy fathers 
giveth thee to possess it, all the 
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days that ye live upon the earth. 
a Y<- shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations that 
ye shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and 
upon the hills, and under every 
green tree; 3 And ye shall over¬ 
throw their altars, and break 
thiilr pillars, and burn their 
groves with fire; and ye shall hew 
down the graven images of their 
gods, and destroy the names of 
them out of that place. 4 Ye shall 
not do so unto the Lord your God. 
"Cut unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out 
of all your tribes to put his name 
there, even unto his habitation 
shall ye seek, and thither thou 
shalt come: '‘And thither ye ahall 
bring your burnt-offerings, and 
your sacrifices, and your tithes, 
and heave-offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your free¬ 
will offerings, and the firstlings 
of your herds and of your flocks: 
T And there ye shall eat before 
the Lord your God, and ye shall 
rejoice in all that ye put your 
hand unto, ye and your house¬ 
holds, wherein the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee. s Ye shall not 
do after all the things that we 
do here this day, every man what¬ 
soever is right in his own eyes. 
"For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which 
it.lie Lord your God giveth you. 
Kl Btil when ye go over the Jor¬ 
dan, and dwell in the land which 
Ithe Lord your God giveth you to 
inherit, and when he giveth you 
renl from all your enemies round 


about, so that ye dwell in safety; 
"Then it ehall come to pass that 
the place which the Lord your 
God shall choose to cause his 
name to dwell there, thither shall 
ye bring all that I command you; 
your burnt-offerings, and your 
sacrifices, your tithes, and the 
heave-offering of your hand, and 
all your choice vows which ye 
vow unto the Lord: "And ye 
shall rejoice before the Lord your 
God, ye, and your sons, and your 
daughters, and your men-ser¬ 
vants, and your maid-servants, 
and the Levite that is within your 
gates; forasmuch as he hath no 
part nor inheritance with you. 
"Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt-offerings in 
every place that thou seest: "But 
in the place which the Lord shall 
choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt-offer¬ 
ings, and there thou shalt do all 
that I command thee. 

"Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, 
after all the lust of thy soul, ac¬ 
cording to the blessing of the 
Lord thy God which he hath 
given thee: the unclean and the 
clean may eat thereof, as of the 
roebuck, and as of the hart. 
"Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth 
as water. 

"Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy corn, 
or of thy wine, or of thy oil, or 
the firstlings of thy herd or of 
thy flock, nor any of thy vows 
which thou vowest, nor thy free- 


will-offerings, or heave-offering 
of thine hand: “But thou must 
eat them before the Lord thy God 
in the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-ser¬ 
vant, and the Levite that is with¬ 
in thy gates: and thou shalt re¬ 
joice before the Lord thy God in 
all that thou puttest thine hands 
unto. “Take heed to thyself that 
thou forsake not the Levite as 
long as thou livest upon thy land. 

“When the Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath 
promised thee, and thou shalt say, 
I will eat flesh, because thy soul 
longeth to eat flesh; thou mayest 
eat flesh, after all the lust of thy 
soul. ?1 If the place which the 
Lord thy God hath chosen to put 
his name there be too far from 
thee, then thou shalt kill of thy 
herd and of thy flock, which the 
Lord hath given thee, as I have 
commanded thee, and thou shalt 
eat in thy gates after all the lust 
of thy soul. 22 Even as the roebuck 
and the hart are eaten, so thou 
shalt eat them: the unclean and 
the clean shall eat of them alike. 
“Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood: for the blood is the 
life; and thou mayest not eat 
the life with the flesh. 24 Thou 
shalt not eat it; thou shalt pour 
it upon the earth as water. 25 Thou 
shalt not eat it; that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy chil¬ 
dren after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the 
sight of the Lord. 


a9 Only thy holy things which 
thou hast, and thy vows, thou 
shalt take, and go unto the place 
which the Lord shall choose: 
27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood 
upon the altar of the Lord th> 
God: and the blood of thy sacri 
flees shall be poured out upon the 
altar of the Lord thy God, am 
thou shalt eat the flesh. “Observe 
and hear all these words whirl 
I command thee, that it may g< 
well with thee, and with thy cliil 
dren after thee for ever, whci 
thou doest that which is good am 
right in the sight of the Lore 
thy God. 

“When the Lord thy God shal 
cut off the nations from before 
thee, whither thou goest to pos 
sess them, and thou succeedes 
them, and dwellest in their land 
“Take heed to thyself that thoi 
be not snared by following them 
after that they be destroyed fron 
before thee; and that thou in 
quire not after their gods, say 
ing, How did these nations servi 
their gods? even so will I dt 
likewise. 31 Thou shalt not do s< 
unto the Lord thy God: for even 
abomination to the Lord, wind 
he hateth, have they done unl< 
their gods; for even their soni 
and their daughters they havi 
burnt in the fire to their gods. 

What thing soever I com 
mand you, observe to do it 
thou shalt not add thereto, no 
diminish from it. 

2 If there arise among you . 
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prophet, or a dreamer of dreams, 
and giveth thee a sign or a 
wonder, B And the sign or the 
wonder come to pass, whereof he 
■poke unto thee, saying. Let us 
go after other gods, which thou 
hast not known, and let us serve 
them; ‘Thou shalt not hearken 
kmlu the words of that prophet, 
or that dreamer of dreams: for 
the Lord your God proveth you, 
to know whether ye love the Lord 
your God with all your heart and 
with all your soul. °Ye shall walk 
after the Lord your God, and fear 
him, and keep his commandments, 
and ohey his voice, and ye shall 
serve him, and cleave unto him. 
“And that prophet, or that 
dreamer of dreams, shall be put 
to death; because he hath spoken 
to turn you away from the Lord 
your God, who hrought you out 
of the land of Egypt, and re¬ 
deemed you out of the house of 
bondage, to thrust thee out of 
the way which the Lord thy God 
commanded thee to walk in. So 
shalt thou put the evil away from 
(he midst of thee. 

7 If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daugh¬ 
ter, or the wife of thy bosom, 
or thy friend, that is as thine 
own soul, entice thee secretly, 
saying, Let us go and serve other 
gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers; *Namely, 
of the gods of the peoples that 
arr round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far from thee, from the 
ove end of the earth even unto 
(he other end of the earth; “Thou 


shalt not consent unto him, nor 
hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt 
thou spare, neither shalt thou 
conceal him: 10 But thou Bhalt 
surely kill him; thine hand shall 
be first upon him to put him to 
death, and afterwards the hand 
of all the people. n And thou shalt 
stone him with stones, that he 
die; because he hath sought to 
thrust thee away from the Lord 
thy God, who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 12 And all Isra¬ 
el shall hear, and fear, and shall 
do no more any such wickedness 
as this is in thy midst. 

13 If thou shalt hear say in one 
of thy cities, which the Lord thy 
God hath given thee to dwell 
there, saying, u Certain men, 
wicked fellows, are gone out from 
thy midst, and have withdrawn 
the inhabitants of their city, say¬ 
ing, Let us go and serve other 
gods, which ye have not known; 
13 Then shalt thou inquire, and 
make search, and ask diligently: 
and, behold, if it be truth, and 
the thing certain, that such a- 
bomination is wrought in thy 
midst; ie Thou shalt surely smite 
the inhabitants of that city with 
the edge of the sword, destroying 
it utterly, and all that is therein, 
and the cattle thereof, with the 
edge of the sword. ,7 And thou 
shalt gather all the spoil of it 
into the midst of the street there¬ 
of, and shalt burn with fire the 
city, and all the spoil thereof 
entirely, for the Lord thy God: 
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and it shall be a heap for ever; 
it shall not be built again. 1B And 
there shall cleave nought of the 
cursed thing to thine hand: that 
the Lord may turn from the 
fierceness of his anger, and shew 
thee mercy, and have compassion 
upon thee, and multiply thee, as 
he hath sworn unto thy fathers; 
19 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to 
keep all his commandments which 
I command thee this day, to do 
that which is right in the eyes 
of the Lord thy God. 

1 A Ye are the children of the 
Lord your God: ye shall not 
cut yourselves, nor make any bald¬ 
ness between your eyes for the 
dead. 2 For thou art a holy peo¬ 
ple unto the Lord thy God, and 
the Lord hath chosen thee to be 
a peculiar people unto himself, 
above all the nations that are 
upon the earth. 

“Thou shalt not eat any abomi¬ 
nable thing. 4 These are the beasts 
which ye shall eat: the ox, the 
sheep, and the goat, “The hart, 
and the roebuck, and the fallow 
deer, and the wild goat, and the 
antelope, and the wild ox, and 
the chamois. “And every beast 
that parteth the hoof, and cleaveth 
the cleft into two claws, and 
cheweth the cud among the 
beasts, that ye shall eat. 7 Never- 
theless these ye shall not eat of 
them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the cloven hoof; 
as the camel, and the hare, and 
the cony: for they chew the cud, 
but divide not the hoof; there¬ 


fore they are unclean unto you. 
“And the swine, because it di- 
videth the hoof, yet cheweth not 
the cud, it is unclean unto you: 
ye shall not eat of their flesh, 
nor touch their dead carcass. 

“These ye shall eat of all that 
are in the waters: all that have 
fins and scales shall ye eat: 10 And 
whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it is un¬ 
clean unto you. 

11 Of all clean birds ye shall 
eat. 12 But these are they of whiHi 
ye shall not eat: the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the osprav 
,3 And the glede, and the k i I «* 
and the vulture after its kind 
14 And every raven after its kind 
15 And the owl, and the nighl 
hawk, and the euckow, and th( 
hawk after its kind, 19 The little 
owl, and the great owl, and the 
swan, ”And the pelican, and tl« 
gier eagle, and the cormorant 
18 And the stork, and the heror 
after its kind, and the lapwing 
and the bat. 19 And every creep¬ 
ing thing that flieth is unclear 
unto you: they shall not be eaten 
20 But of all clean fowls ye may 
eat. 

21 Ye shall not eat of any thinp 
that dieth of itself: thou shall 
give it unto the stranger that i> 
in thy gates, that he may eat it 
or thou mayest sell it unto ar 
alien: for thou art a holy peoph 
unto the Lord thy God. 

Thou shalt not seethe a kid it 
its mother's milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all tli« 
increase of thy seed, that thi 
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field bringeth forth year by year. 
••And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which 
he shall choose to place his name 
there, the titl?e of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and df thine oil, and 
the firstlings of thy herds and 
of thy flocks; that thou mayest 
h-nrii to fear the Lord thy God 
always. ,4 And if the way be too 
long for thee, so that thou art 
not able to carry it; or if the 
place be too far from thee, which 
the Lord thy God shall choose to 
set his name there, when the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee: 
“Then Bhalt thou turn it into 
money and bind up the money 
In thine hand, and shalt go unto 
the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose: 2 "And thou shalt 
bestow that money for whatso¬ 
ever thy soul lusteth after, for 
oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, 
or for strong drink, or for what¬ 
soever thy soul asketh of thee: 
and thou shalt eat there before 
the Lord thy God, and thou shalt 
rejoice, thou, and thine house¬ 
hold, ’ T And the Levite that is 
within thy gates; thou shalt not 
forsake him; for he hath no part 
nor inheritance with thee. 

’•At the end of three years thou 
Bhalt bring forth all the tithe of 
thine increase the same year, and 
■holt lay it up within thy gates: 

1 **And the Levite, (because he 
'hath no part nor inheritance with 
thee,) and the stranger, and the 
'fatherless, and the widow, that 
i are within thy gates, shall come, 
itnd shall eat and be satisfied; 


that tbe Lord thy God may bless 
thee in all the work of thine hand 
which thou doest. 

At the end of every seven 
years thou shalt make a re¬ 
lease. ‘And this is the manner 
of the release: Every creditor 
that lendeth ought unto his neigh ¬ 
bour shall release it; he shall 
not exact it of his neighbour, or 
of his brother; because a release 
hath been proclaimed unto the 
Lord. 8 Of a foreigner thou mayest 
exact it again: but that which is 
thine with thy brother thine hand 
shall release; 4 But there shall be 
no poor among you ; for the Lord 
shall greatly bless thee in the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance to 
possess it; 9 Only if thou care¬ 
fully hearken unto the voice of 
the Lord thy God, to observe to 
do all these commandments which 
I command thee this day. ®For 
the Lord thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and thou 
shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow ; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, 
but they shall not reign over 
tliee. 

7 If there be with thee a poor 
man of one of thy brethren with¬ 
in any of thy gates in thy land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from 
thy poor brother: fl But thou 
shalt open thine hand wide unto 
him, and shalt surely lend him 
sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wantelh. *Beware that 



there be not a wicked thought in 
thine heart, saying, The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at 
hand; and thine eye be evil 
against thy poor brother, and 
thou givest him nought; and he 
cry unto the Lord against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. 10 Thou 
shalt surely give him, and thine 
heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him; because 
that for this thing the Lord thy 
God shall bless thee in all thy 
works, and in all that thou put- 
test thine hand unto. 11 For the 
poor shall never cease out of the 
land: therefore I command thee, 
saying, Thou shalt open thine 
hand wide unto thy brother, to 
thy poor, and to thy needy, in 
thy land. 

12 And if thy brother, a Hebrew 
man, or a Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, he shall serve thee six 
years; and in the seventh year 
thou shalt let him go free from 
thee. 13 And when thou sendest 
him out free from thee, thou shalt 
not let him go away empty: 
14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy 
floor, and out of thy wine-press: 
of that wherewith the Lord thy 
God hath blessed thee thou shalt 
give unto him. 15 And thou shalt 
remember that thou wast a bond- 
man in the land of Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee; 
therefore I command thee this 
thing to-day. 18 And it shall be, 
if he say unto thee, I will not go 
away from thee; because he 
loveth thee and thine house, be¬ 


cause he is well with thee; J7 Then 
thou shalt take an awl, and 
thrust it through his ear unto 
the door, and he shall be thy ser¬ 
vant for ever. And also unto thy 
maid-servant thou shalt do like¬ 
wise. 1B It shall not seem hard 
unto thee, when thou sendest him 
away free from thee; for to the 
double of the hire of a hireling 
hath he served thee six yearn: 
and the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all that thou doest. 

10 A11 the firstling males that 
come of thy herd and of thy flock 
thou shalt sanctify unto the I^rd 
thy God; thou shalt do no work 
with the firstling of thine ox, 
nor shear the firstling of thy 
sheep. 20 Thou shalt eat it before 
the Lord thy God year by year 
in the place which the Lord shall 
choose, thou and thy household. 
zl And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, 
or have any ill blemish, thou shalt 
not sacrifice it unto the Lord thy 
God. 22 Thou shalt eat it within 
thy gates; the unclean and the 
clean person shall eat it alike, aa 
the roebuck, and as the hart. 
23 0nly thou shalt not eat the blond 
thereof; thou shalt pour i"; upon 
the ground as water. 

Observe the month of Abih, 
and keep the passover unto 
the Lord thy God; for in the 
month of Abib the Lord thy God 
brought thee forth out of Egypt 
by night. 2 Thou shalt therefore 
sacrifice the passover unto the 
Lord thy God, of the flock and 
the herd, in the place which the 
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DEUTERONOMY 16 1 * 

Lord shall choose to place his 
name there. ‘Thou shalt eat no 
leavened bread with it; seven 
days shalt thou eat unleavened 
bread therewith, even the bread 
of affliction; for thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egypt 
in haste: that thou mayest re¬ 
number the day when thou 
earnest forth out of the land of 
Egypt all the days of thy life. 
4 And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy 
border seven days; neither shall 
there any thing of the flesh, which 
thou sacrificedst the first day at 
*ven, remain all night until the 
morning. 5 Thou mayest not sacri- 
Jlcc the passover -offering within 
>.ny of thy gateB, which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee: ‘But at the 
^lacc which the Lord thy God 
(hall choose to place his name 
»i), there thou shalt sacrifice the 
itaBBover-offering at even, at the 
doing down of the sun, at the 
season that thou earnest forth 
out of Egypt. T And thou Bhalt 
roast and eat it in the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose: 
and thou shalt turn in the morn¬ 
ing, and go unto thy tents. 8 Six 
days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and on the seventh day 
shall be a solemn assembly to 
the Lord thy God: thou shalt do 
no work therein. 

•Seven weeks shalt thou num¬ 
ber unto thee: begin to number 
the seven weeks from suefc time 
as thou beginnest to put the sickle 
to the com. 10 And thou shalt 
keep the feaBt of weeks unto the 


Lord thy God with a tribute of 
a freewill-offering of thine hand, 
which thou Bhalt give unto the 
Lord thy God, according as the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee: 
"And thou shalt rejoice before 
the Lord thy God, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-ser¬ 
vant, and the Levite that is with¬ 
in thy gates, and the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, 
that are in thy midst, in the 
place which the Lord thy God 
hath chosen to place his name 
there. 1J And thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in E- 
gypt: and thou shalt observe and 
do these statutes. 

l9 Thou shalt observe the feast 
of tabernacles seven days, after 
that thou hast gathered in from 
thy threshing-floor and from thy 
wine-press. 14 And thou shalt re¬ 
joice in thy feast, thou and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-ser¬ 
vant, and the Levite, the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the wid¬ 
ow, that are within thy gates. 
,3 Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solemn feast unto the Lord thy 
God in the place which the Lord 
shall choose: because the Lord 
thy God shall bless thee in all 
thine increase, and in all the 
works of thine hands, therefore 
thou shalt surely rejoice. 

16 Three times in a year shall 
all thy males appear before the 
Lord thy God in the place which 
he shall choose; in the feast of 
unleavened bread, and in the feast

of weeks, and in the feast of 
tAbernacles: and they shall not 
appear before the Lord empty: 
“Every man shall give as he is 
able, according to the blessing 
of the Lord thy God which he 
hath given thee. 

D'DDK' 

18 Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
throughout thy tribes: and they 
shall judge the people with just 
judgment. 18 Thou shalt not wrest 
judgment; thou shalt not respect 
persons, neither take a gift: for 
a gift doth blind the eyes of the 
wise, and pervert the words of 
the righteous. 20 That which is 
altogether just shalt thou follow, 
that thou mayest live, and inherit 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

ai Thou shalt not plant thee a 
grove of any trees near unto the 
altar of the Lord thy God, which 
thou shalt make thee. “Neither 
shalt thou set thee up any pillar; 
which the Lord thy God hateth. 

Tliou shalt not sacrifice unto 
the Lord thy God any ox, or 
Bheep, wherein is a blemish, or 
any evil thing: for that is an 
abomination unto the Lord thy 
God. 

*If there be found in thy midst, 
within any of thy gates which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
man or woman, that hath wrought 
wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord thy God, in transgressing 


his covenant, 8 And hath |OM 
and served other gods, and wor¬ 
shipped them, either the sun, or 
moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not com¬ 
manded ; 4 And it be told thee, 
and thou hast heard of it, and 
inquired diligently, and, behold, 
it be true, and the thing certain, 
that such abomination is wrought 
in Israel: B Then Bhalt thou bring 
forth that man or that woman, 
who have committed this wicked 
thing, unto thy gates, even that 
man or that woman, and shalt 
stone them with stones, till they 
die. a At the mouth of two witness¬ 
es, or three witnesses, shall he 
that is worthy of death be put 
to death; but at the mouth of one 
witness he shall not be put to 
death. 7 The hands of the wit¬ 
nesses shall be first upon him to 
put him to death, and afterward 
the hands of all the people. So 
thou shalt put the evil away from 
thy midst. 

8 If there arise a matter too 
hard for thee in judgment, be¬ 
tween blood and blood, between 
plea and plea, and between stroke 
and stroke, being matters of con¬ 
troversy within thy gates: then 
shalt thou arise, and get thee up 
into the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose; B And thou shalt 
come unto the priests the Levites, 
and unto the judge that shall be 
in those days, and inquire; and 
they shall tell thee the sentence 
of judgment: 10 And thou shalt 
do according to the sentence, 
which they of that place which 
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the Lord shall choose shall tell 
thee; and thou shalt observe to 
do according to all that they in¬ 
form thee: “According to the 
sentence of the law which they 
shall teach thee, and according to 
the judgment which they shall tell 
thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt 
* *•< decline from the sentence 
which they shall tell thee, to 
the right hand, nor to the left. 
“And the man that will do pre¬ 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that standeth to 
minister there before the Lord 
thy God, or unto the judge, even 
that man shall die: and thou shalt 
put away the evil from Israel. 
“And all the people shall hear, 
and fear, and do no more pre¬ 
sumptuously. 

“When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, and shalt possess it, 
and shalt dwell therein, and shalt 
say, I will set a king over me, 
like all the nations that are about 
me; “Thou shalt in any wise set 
him king over thee, whom the 
Lord thy God shall choose: one 
from among thy brethren Bhalt 
thou set king over thee: thou 
mayest not set a stranger over 
thee, who ia not thy brother. 
“But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people 
to return to Egypt, to the end 
that he should multiply horses: 
forasmuch as the Lord hath said 
unto you, Ye shall henceforth 
return no more that way. “Nei¬ 
ther shall he multiply wives to 
himself, that his heart turn not 


away: neither shall he greatly 
multiply to himself silver and 
gold. “And it shall be, when he 
sitteth upon the throne of his 
kingdom, that he shall write him 
a copy of this law in a book out 
of that which is before the priests 
the Levites: “And it shall be 
with him, and he shall read there¬ 
in all the days of his life: that 
he may learn to fear the Lord 
his God, to keep all the words of 
this law and these statutes, to do 
them: “That his heart be not 
lifted up above his brethren, and 
that he turn not aside from the 
commandment, to the right hand, 
or to the left: to the end that he 
may prolong his days in his king¬ 
dom, he, and his children, in the 
midst of Israel. 

The priests the Levites, and 
all the tribe of Levi, shall 
have no part nor inheritance with 
Israel: they shall eat the offer¬ 
ings of the Lord made by fire, 
and his inheritance, therefore 
shall they have no inheritance 
among their brethren: the Lord 
is their inheritance, as he hath 
said unto them. 

“And this shall be the priest's 
due from the people, from them 
that offer a sacrifice, whether it 
he ox or sheep; and they shall 
give unto the priest the shoulder, 
and the two cheeks, and the maw. 
4 The first-fruit also of thy com, 
of thy wine, and of thine oil, and 
the first of the fleece of thy sheep, 
shalt thou give him. “For the 
Lord thy God hath chosen him 
out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
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minister in the name of the Lord, 
he and his sons for ever. 

a And if a Levite come from any 
of thy gates out of all Israel, 
where he sojourned, and come 
with all the desire of his mind 
unto the place which the Lord 
shall choose; 7 Then he shall min¬ 
ister in the name of the Lord 
his God, as all his brethren the 
Levites do, who stand there be¬ 
fore the Lord. 8 They shall have 
like portions to eat, besides that 
which cometh of the sale of his 
patrimony. 

? When thou art come into the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not learn 
to do after the abominations of 
those nations. 10 There shall not 
be found among you any one that 
maketh his son or his daughter 
to pass through the fire, or that 
useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a 
sorcerer, 21 Or a charmer, or a 
consulter with familiar spirits, or 
a wizard, or a necromancer. 12 For 
all that do these things are an 
abomination unto the Lord: and 
because of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them 
out from before thee. 13 Thou 
Bhalt be perfect with the Lord 
thy God. 14 For these nations, 
which thou shalt dispossess, 
hearkened unto observers of times, 
and unto diviners: but as for 
thee, the Lord thy God hath not 
suffered thee so to do. ls The Lord 
thy God will raise up unto thee 
a prophet from the midst of thee, 
of thy brethren, like unto me; 


unto him ye shall hearken; **Ae- 
cording to all that thou desiredst 
of the Lord thy God in Horeb in 
the day of the assembly, saying, 
Let me not hear again the voice 
of the Lord my God, neither let 
me see this great fire any more, 
that I die not. ,7 And the Lord 
said unto me, They have well 
spoken that which they have 
spoken. 18 I will raise them up ft 
prophet from among their breth¬ 
ren, like unto thee, and will put 
my words in his mouth; and he 
shall speak unto them all that T 
shall command him. 19 And it shall 
come to pass, that whosoever will 
not hearken unto my words which 
he shall speak in my name, I will 
require it of him. 20 But the pro 
phet, that shall presume to speak 
a word in my name, which I have 
not commanded him to speak, or 
that shall speak in the name of 
other gods, even that prophet 
shall die. 21 And if thou say in 
thine heart, How shall we know 
the word which the Lord hath 
not spoken? 22 When a prophet 
speaketh in the name of the Lord, 
if the thing follow not, nor come 
to pass, that is the thing which 
the Lord hath not spoken, hut 
the prophet hath spoken it pre¬ 
sumptuously: thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 

When the Lord thy God hath 
cut off the nations, whoso 
land the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
and thou succeedest them, and 
dwellest in their cities, and in 
their houses; z Thou shalt sep¬ 
arate three cities for thee in the 
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midst of thy land, which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 
•Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the border of thy land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to inherit, into three parts, 
that every slayer may flee thither. 
♦And this is the case of the slayer, 
that shall flee thither, that he 
may live: Whoso killelh his neigh¬ 
bour ignorantly, whom he hated 
not in time past; "As when a 
man goeth into the wood with his 
neighbour to hew wood, and his 
hand fetclieth a stroke with the 
axe to cut down the tree, and the 
head slippeth from the helve, and 
lighteth upon his neighbour, that 
he die; he shall flee unto one of 
those cities, and live: "Lest the 
avenger of the blood pursue the 
slayer, while his heart is hot, 
and overtake him, because the 
way is long, and slay him; where¬ 
as he was not worthy of death, 
Inasmuch as he hated him not in 
time past. ’Wherefore I com¬ 
mand thee, saying, Thou shalt 
separate three cities for thee. 
*And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy border, as he hath sworn un¬ 
to thy fathers, and give thee all 
the land which he promised to 
give unto thy fathers; »If thou 
flhult keep all these command¬ 
ments to do them, which I com¬ 
mand thee this day, to love the 
Lord thy God, and to walk ever 
In his ways; then shalt thou add 
three cities more for thee, be¬ 
sides these three: 10 That in¬ 
nocent blood be not shed in thy 
land, which the Lord thy God 


giveth thee for an inheritance, 
and so blood be upon thee. 

“But if any man hate hil 
neighbour, and lie in wait for 
him, and rise up against him, and 
smite him mortally that he die, 
and fleeth into one of these cities: 
“Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and 
deliver him into the hand of the 
avenger of blood, that he may 
die. “Thine eye shall not pity 
him, but thou shalt put away the 
guilt of innocent blood from Is¬ 
rael, that it may go well with 
thee. 

“Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbour’s landmark, which they 
of old time have set in thine in¬ 
heritance, which thou shalt in¬ 
herit in the land that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

“One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, 
or for any sin, in any sin that 
he sinneth: at the mouth of two 
witnesses, or at the mouth of 
three witnesses, shall the matter 
be established. “If a false wit¬ 
ness rise up against any man to 
testify against him that which is 
wrong; “Then both the men, 
between whom the controversy is, 
shall stand before the Lord, be¬ 
fore the priests and the judges, 
that shall be in those days; “And 
the judges shall make diligent 
inquisition: and, behold, if the 
witness be a false witness, and 
has testified falsely against his 
brother; “Then shall ye do unto 
him, as he had thought to have 
done unto his brother: so shalt 
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thou put the evil away from thy 
midst. ,0 And those that remain 
shall hear, and fear, and shall 
henceforth commit no more any 
such evil in thy midst. 21 And 
thine eye shall not pity; but life 
shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
foot for foot. 

When thou goest out to 
battle against thine enemies, 
and seest horses, and chariots, 
and a people more than thou, be 
not afraid of them: for the Lord 
thy God is with thee, who brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt. 
*And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the 
priest shall approach and speak 
unto the people, 3 And shall say 
unto them. Hear, 0 Israel, ye 
approach this day unto battle 
against your enemies: let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and 
do not tremble, neither be ye ter¬ 
rified because of them; 4 For the 
Lord your God is he that goeth 
with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 5 And 
the officers shall speak unto the 
people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and 
hath not dedicated it? let him go 
and return to his house, lest he 
die in the battle, and another man 
dedicate it. 6 And what man is he 
that hath planted a vineyard, and 
hath not yet made use of it? let 
him also go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, 
and another man make use of it. 
f And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not 


taken her? let him go and return 
unto his house, lest he die in the 
battle, and another man take her. 
•And the officers shall speak fur¬ 
ther unto the people, and they 
shall say, What man is there that 
is fearful and faint-hearted: let 
him go and return unto his house, 
lest his brethren’s heart faint as 
well as his heart. e And it shall 
be, when the officers have made 
an end of speaking unto the peo¬ 
ple, that they shall make captains 
of armies at the head of the peo¬ 
ple. 

10 When thou comest nigh unto 
a city to fight against it, then 
proclaim peace unto it. ll And it 
shall be, if it make thee answer 
of peace, and open unto thee, then 
it shall be, that all the people 
that are found therein shall be 
tributary unto thee, and shall 
serve thee. 12 And if it will make 
no peace with thee, but will make 
war against thee, then thou shalt 
besiege it: 13 And when the Lord 
thy God hath delivered it into 
thine hands, thou shalt smite 
every male thereof with the edge 
of the sword: 14 But the women, 
and the little ones, and the cattle, 
and ail that is in the city, even 
all the spoil thereof, shalt thou 
take unto thyself; and thou shalt 
eat the spoil of thine enemies, 
which the Lord thy God hath 
given thee. 15 Thus shalt thou do 
unto all the cities which are very 
far off from thee, which are not 
of the cities of these nations, 
,6 But of the cities of these people, 
which the Lord thy God doth 
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give thee for an inheritance, thou 
shalt save alive nothing that 
breatheth: 17 But thou shalt ut¬ 
terly destroy them: namely, the 
Hittite, and the Amorite, the 
Canaanite, and the Perizzite, the 
Ill/ite, and the Jebusite; as the 
Lord thy God hath commanded 
thee: ,8 That they teach you not 
to do after all their abominations, 
which they have done unto their 
gods; bo should ye sin against 
the Lord your God. 

‘•When thou shalt besiege a 
city a long time, in making war 
against it to take it, thou Bhalt 
not destroy the trees thereof by 
forcing an axe against them: for 
thou mayest eat of them, and 
thou shalt not cut them down 
(for the tree of the field is man's 
life ) to employ them in the siege: 
•"Only the trees which thou 
knowest, that they are not trees 
for meat, thou shalt destroy and 
cut them down; and thou shalt 
build bulwarks against the city 
that maketh war with thee, until 
it be subdued. 

If one be found slain in the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee to possess it, lying in 
the field, and it be not known 
who hath slain him: 2 Then thy 
elders and thy judges shall come 
forth, and they shall measure 
unto the cities which are round 
about him that is slain: 8 And 
it shall be, that the city which is 
next unto the Blain man, even 
the elders of that city shall take 
it heifer, which hath not been 
wrought with, and which hath 


not drawn in the yoke; ‘And the 
elders of that city shall bring 
down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither tilled nor 
sown, and shall break the heifer's 
neck there in the valley: “And the 
priests the sons of Levi shall 
come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to minister 
unto him, and to bless in the 
name of the Lord; and by their 
word shall every controversy and 
every stroke be tried : “And all 
the elders of that city, that are 
next unto the slain man, shall 
wash their hands over the heifer 
with the broken neck in the val¬ 
ley: ’And they shall answer and 
say, Our hands have not shed 
this blood, neither have our eyes 
seen it. “Forgive, 0 Lord, unto 
thy people Israel, whom thou hast 
redeemed, and lay not innocent 
blood unto thy people of Israel's 
charge. And the blood shall be 
forgiven them. 9 So shalt thou put 
away the guilt of innocent blood 
from among you, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the 
sight of the Lord. 

KVD 8 3 

1D When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the 
Lord thy God hath delivered them 
into thine hands, and thou hast 
taken them captive, n And seest 
among the captives a beautiful 
woman, and hast a desire unto 
her, that thou wouldest have her 
to thy wife; 12 Then thou shalt 
bring her home to thine house; 
and she shall shave her head, and 
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pare her nails; “And she shall 
put the raiment of her captivity 
from off her, and shall remain in 
thine house, and bewail her fa¬ 
ther and her mother a full month: 
and after that thou shalt go in 
unto her, and be her husband, 
and she shall be thy wife. “And 
it shall be, if thou have no de¬ 
light in her, then thou shalt let 
her go whither she will; but thou 
shalt not sell her at all for money, 
thou shalt not make a slave of 
her, because thou hast humbled 
her. 

“If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and 
they have borne him children, 
both the beloved and the hated; 
and if the first-born son be hers 
that was hated: “Then it shall 
be, when he maketh his sons to 
inherit that which he hath, that 
he may not make the son of the 
beloved first-born before the son 
of the hated who is indeed the 
first-born ; 17 But he shall acknowl¬ 
edge the son of the hated for the 
first-born, by giving him a double 
portion of all that he hath: 
for he is the beginning of his 
Btrength; the right of the first¬ 
born is his. 

“If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, that will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the 
Poice of his mother, and that, 
when they have chastened him, 
will not hearken unto them: 
“Then shall his father and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his 
city, and unto the gate of his 


place; ao And they shall say unto 
the elders of his city, This our 
son is stubborn and rebellious, he 
will not obey our voice; he is u 
glutton, and a drunkard. 2, And 
all the men of his city, shall stone 
him with stones, that he die: so 
shalt thou put evil away from 
among you; and all Israel shall 
hear, and fear. 

“And if a man have commit 
ted a sin worthy of death, and 
he be put to death, and thou 
hang him on a tree: 23 His body 
shall not remain all night upon 
the tree, but thou shalt in any 
wise bury him that day; (for 
he that is hanged is accursed of 
God:) that thou defile not thy 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance. 
Thou shalt not see thy broth¬ 
er’s ox or his sheep go a- 
stray, and hide thyself from 
them; thou shalt in any case 
bring them again unto thy broth¬ 
er. 2 And if thy brother be not 
nigh unto thee, or if thou know 
him not, then thou shalt bring it 
unto thine own house, and it shall 
be with thee until thy brother 
seek after it, and thou shalt re¬ 
store it to him again. 3 In like 
manner shalt thou do with his 
ass; and so shalt thou do with 
his raiment; and with every lost 
thing of thy brother’s, which he 
hath lost, and thou hast found, 
shalt thou do likewise: thou 
mayest not hide thyself. 

4 Thou shalt not see thy broth¬ 
er’s ass or his ox fall down by 
the way, and hide thyself from 
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them: thou shalt surely help him 
to lift them up again. 

"The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, 
neither shall a man put on a 
woman's garment: for all that 
do so are an abomination unto 
the Lord thy God. 

"If a bird's nest chance to be 
before thee in the way in any 
tree, or on the ground, whether 
they be young ones, or eggs, and 
the dam sitting upon the young, 
or upon the eggs, thou shalt not 
take the dam with the young: 
'But thou shalt in any wise let 
the dam go, and take the young 
to thee; that it may be well with 
thee, and that thou mayest pro¬ 
long thy days. 

“When thou buildest a new 
house, then thou shalt make a 
battlement for thy roof, that thou 
bring not blood upon thine house 
if any man fall from thence. 

9 Thou shalt not sow thy vine¬ 
yard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
sown, and the fruit of thy vine¬ 
yard, be defiled. 

“Thou shalt not plow with an 
ox and an ass together. 

u Thou shalt not wear a gar¬ 
ment of divers sorts, as of woolen 
and linen together. 

12 Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon the four corners of thy 
vesture, wherewith thou coverest 
thyself. 

ls If any man take a wife, and 
go in unto her, and hate her, 
“And give occasions of speech 


against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took 
this woman, and when I came to 
her, I found her not a maid: 
“Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take and 
bring forth the tokens of the 
damsel’s virginity unto the elders 
of the city in the gale: “And 
the damsel's father shall say un¬ 
to the elders, I gave my daughter 
unto this man to wife, and he 
hateth her; “And, lo, he hath 
given occasions of speech against 
her, saying, I found not thy 
daughter a maid; and yet these 
are the tokens of my daughter’s 
virginity. And they shall spread 
the cloth before the elders of the 
city. “And the elders of that 
city shall take that man and 
chastise him; “And they shall 
amerce him in a hundred shekels 
of silver, and give them unto the 
father of the damsel, because he 
hath brought up an evil name 
upon a virgin of Israel: and she 
shall be his wife; he may not put 
her away all his days. 

ao But if this thing be true, and 
the tokens of virginity be not 
found for the damsel: ai Then 
they shall bring out the damsel 
to the door of her father’s house, 
and the men of her city shall 
stone her with stones that she 
die: because she hath wrought 
folly in Israel, to play the harlot 
in her father's house: so shalt 
thou put evil away from thy 
midst. 

aa If a man be found lying with 
a woman married to a husband, 
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then they ahall both of them die, 
both the man that lay with the 
woman, and the woman: so shait 
thou put away evil from Israel. 

23 If a damsel that is a virgin 
be betrothed unto a husband, and 
a man find her in the city, and 
lie with her; 2 *Then ye shall 
bring them both out unto the gate 
of that city, and ye shall stone 
them with stones that they die; 
the damsel, because she cried not, 
being in the city; and the man, 
because he hath humbled his 
neighbour's wife: so thou shait 
put away evil from thy midst. 

2i But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her: then 
the man only that lay with her 
shall die: 2a But unto the damsel 
thou shait do nothing: there is 
in the damsel no sin worthy of 
death: for as when a man riseth 
against his neighbour, and slayeth 
him, even so is this matter: 27 For 
he found her in the field, and 
the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her. 

28 If a man find a damsel that is 
a virgin, that is not betrothed, 
and lay hold on her, and lie with 
her, and they be found; 20 Then 
the man that lay with her shall 
give unto the damsel's father 
fifty shekels of silver, and she 
shall be his wife; because he hath 
humbled hei\ he may not put her 
away all his days. 

A man shall not take his 
father’s wife, nor uncover 
his father's skirt. 

3 He that is wounded in the tes¬ 


ticles, or hath his privy member 
cut off, shall not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord. 

3 A bastard shall not enter into 
the congregation of the Lord; 
even to his tenth generation shall 
he not enter into the congrega- 
tion of the Lord. 

4 An Ammonite or Moabite shall 
not enter into the congregation 
of the Lord; even to their tenth 
generation shall they not enter 
into the congregation of the Lord 
for ever: 5 Because they met you 
not with bread and with water 
in the way, when ye came forth 
out of Egypt; and because they 
hired against thee Balaam the sun 
of Beor of Pethor of Mesopola 
mia, to curse thee. Neverthe¬ 
less the Lord thy God would not 
hearken unto Balaam; but the 
Lord thy God turned the curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because 
the Lord thy God loved thee. 
7 Thou shait not seek their peace 
nor their prosperity all thy days 
for ever. 

B Thou shait not abhor an E- 
domite; for he is thy brother: 
thou shait not abhor an Egyp¬ 
tian; because thou wast a stran¬ 
ger in his land. 9 The children that 
are begotten of them shall enter 
into the congregation of the Lord 
in their third generation. 

10 When thou goest forth in 
camp against thine enemies, then 
keep thee from every wicked 
thing. 31 If there be among you 
any man, that is not clean 
by reason of uncleanness 1hnt 
chanceth him by night, then shall 
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hfl go abroad out of the camp, he 
shall not come within the camp: 
,3 But it shall be, when evening 
cometh on, he shall wash himself 
with water: and when the sun is 
down, he shall come into the camp 
again. 

13 Thou flhalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou 
shall go forth abroad: “And 
thou shalt have a paddle upon thy 
weapon; and it shall be, when 
thou wilt ease thyself abroad, 
thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and cover that which 
cometh from thee: 15 For the 
I.<ord thy God walketh in the 
midst of thy camp, to deliver 
thee, and to give up thine ene¬ 
mies before thee; therefore shall 
thy camp be holy: that he see 
no unclean thing in thee, and 
turn away from thee. 

“Thou shalt not deliver unto 
his master the servant that is 
escaped from his master unto 
thee: 17 He shall dwell with thee, 
even in thy midst, in that place 
which he shall choose in one of 
thy galea, where it liketh him 
best: thou shalt not oppress him. 

“There shall be no harlot of 
the daughters of Israel, nor a 
sodomite of the sons of Israel. 

“Thou shalt not bring the hire 
of a harlot, or the price of a 
dog, into the house of the Lord 
thy God for any vow: for even 
both these are abomination unto 
the Lord thy God. 

a0 Thou shalt not lend upon 
usury to thy brother; usury of 
money, usury of victuals, usury 


of any thing that is lent upon 
usury: a, Unto a stranger thou 
mayest lend upon usury; but un¬ 
to thy brother thou shalt not lend 
upon usury: that the Lord thy 
God may bless thee in all that 
thou settest thine hand to in the 
land whither thou goest to pos¬ 
sess it 

“When thou shalt vow a vow 
unto the Lord thy God, thou shalt 
not slack to pay it: for the Lord 
thy God will surely require it of 
thee; and it would be sin in thee. 
“But if thou shalt forbear to 
vow, it shall be no sin in thee. 
“That which is gone out of thy 
lips thou shalt keep and perform; 
even a freewill-offering, accord¬ 
ing as thou hast vowed unto the 
Lord thy God, which thou hast 
promised with thy mouth. 

“When thou comest into thy 
neighbour’s vineyard, then thou 
mayest eat grapee thy fill at thine 
own pleasure; but thou shalt not 
put any in thy vessel. 

“When thou comest into the 
standing corn of thy neighbour, 
then thou mayest pluck the ears 
with thine hand; but thou shalt 
not move a sickle unto thy neigh¬ 
bour’s standing corn. 

When a man hath taken a 
wife, and married her, and it 
come to pass that she find no 
favour in his eyes, because he 
hath found some uncleanness in 
her: then let him write her a bill 
of divorcement, and give it in 
her hand, and send her out of his 
house. 2 And when she i'b de¬ 
parted out of his house, she may 
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go and be another man's wife . 
s And if the latter husband hate 
her, and write her a bill of di¬ 
vorcement, and giveth it in her 
hand, and aendeth her out of his 
house; or if the latter husband 
die, who took her to be his wife; 
♦Her former husband, who sent 
her away, may not take her again 
to be his wife, after that she is 
defiled; for that is abomination 
before the Lord: and thou shalt 
not cause the land to sin, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance. 

5 When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, 
neither shall he be charged with 
any business: but he shall be 
free at home one year, and Blia.Il 
cheer up his wife whom he hath 
taken. 

e No man shall take the nether 
or the upper millstone to pledge: 
for he taketh a man’s life to 
pledge. 

7 If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children 
of Israel, and maketh a slave of 
him, or selleth him; then that 
thief shall die: and thou shalt 
put evil away from among you. 

8 Take heed in the plague of 
leprosy, that thou observe dili¬ 
gently, and do according to all 
that the priests the Levites shall 
teach you: as I commanded them, 
so ye shall observe to do. ®Re- 
member what the Lord thy God 
did unto Miriam by the way, 
after that ye were come forth 
out of Egypt. 

10 When thou dost lend thy 


brother any thing, thou shalt not 
go into his house to fetch his 
pledge. "Thou shalt stand abroad, 
and the man to whom thou dost 
lend shall bring out the pledge 
abroad unto thee. 12 And if the 
man be poor, thou shalt not sleep 
with his pledge: 13 In any case 
thou shalt deliver him the pledge 
again when the sun goeth down, 
that he may sleep in his own 
raiment, and bless thee: and it 
shall be righteousness unto thee 
before the Lord thy God. 

"Thou shalt not oppress a hired 
servant that is poor and needy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, 
or of thy strangers that are in 
thy land within thy gates: "At 
his day thou shalt give him his 
hire, neither shall the sun go 
down upon it; for he is poor, 
and settetb his heart upon it: 
lest he cry against thee unto the 
Lord, and it be sin unto thee. 

"The fathers shall not be put 
to death for the children, neither 
shall the children be put to death 
for the fathers: every man shall 
be put to death for his own sin. 

"Thou shalt not pervert the 
judgment of the stranger, nor of 
the fatherless; nor take a wid¬ 
ow’s raiment to pledge: "But 
thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee 
thence: therefore I command thee 
to do this thing. 

"When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast 
forgotten a sheaf in the field, 
thou shalt not go again to fetch 
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11: It shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the 
widow: that the Lord thy God 
mny bless thee in all the work 
of thine handB. “When thou 
beatest thine olive tree, thou shalt 
not go over the boughs again: it 
shall be for the stranger, for the 
fulherlesB, and for the widow. 
■‘When thou gathereat the grapes 
of thy vineyard, thou shall not 
glean it afterward: it shall be 
for the stranger, for the father¬ 
less, and for the widow. “And 
thou shalt remember that thou 
waat a bondman in the land of 
Egypt: therefore I command to 
do this thing. 

If there be a controversy 
between men, and they come 
nnto judgment, that the judges 
may judge them; then they shall 
justify the righteous, and con¬ 
demn the wicked. z And it shall 
he, if, the wicked man be worthy 
to be beaten, that the judge shall 
cause him to lie down, and to be 
beaten before hTs face, according 
to his fault, by a certain number. 
"Forty stripes he may give him, 
and not exceed: lest, if he should 
exceed, and beat him above these 
with many stripes, then thy 
brother should seem vile unto 
thee. 

4 Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
when he treadeth out the corn. 

"If brethren dwell together, and 
one of them die, and have no 
child, the wife of the dead shall 
not marry without unto a stran¬ 
ger: her husband’s brother shall 
go in unto her, and take her to 


him to wife, and perform the 
duty of a husband's brother unto 
her. "And it shall be, that the 
first-born that she beareth shall 
succeed in the name of his broth¬ 
er who is dead, that his name be 
not put out of Israel. T And if the 
man like not to take his brother's 
wife, then let his brother's wife 
go up to the gate unto the elders, 
and say, My husband's brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his 
brother a name in Israel, lie will 
not perform the duty of my hus¬ 
band’s brother. 8 Then the elders 
of his city shall call him, and 
speak unto him: and if he stand 
to it, and say, I like not to take 
her; ®Then shall his brother's 
wife come unto him in the pres¬ 
ence of the elders, and loose his 
shoe from off his foot, and spit 
in his face, and shall answer and 
say, So shall it be done unto that 
man that will not build up his 
brother’s house. 10 And his name 
shall be called in Israel, The house 
of him that had his shoe loosed. 

“When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of 
the one draweth near for to de¬ 
liver her husband out of the hand 
of him that smiteth him, and 
putteth forth her hand, and 
taketh him by the privy parts: 
“Then thou shalt cut off her 
hand, thine eye shall not pity 
her . 

“Thou shalt not have in thy 
bag divers weights, a great and 
a small. u Thou shalt not have in 
thine house divers measures, a 
great and a small. 10 But thou 
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shalt have a perfect and just 
weight, a perfect and just mea¬ 
sure shalt thou have: that thy 
days may be lengthened in the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. “For all that do 
such things, and all that do un¬ 
righteously, are an abomination 
unto the Lord thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalek did 
unto thee by the way, when ye 
were come forth out of Egypt: 
“How he met thee by the way, 
and smote the hindmost of thee, 
even all that were feeble behind 
thee, when thcu wast faint and 
weary; and he feared not God. 
“Therefore it shall be, when the 
Lord thy God hath given thee rest 
from all thine enemies round 
about, in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an in¬ 
heritance to possess it that thou 
shalt blot out the remembrance 
of Amalek from under heaven; 
thou shalt not forget it. 

Kun o 

And it shall be, when thou 
art come in unto the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance, and pos- 
sessest it, and dwellest therein; 
2 That thou shalt take of the first 
of all the fruit of the earth, 
which thou shalt bring of thy 
land that the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt put it in a basket, 
and shalt go unto the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose to 
place his name there. 3 And thou 
shalt go unto the priest that shall 
be in those days, and say unto 


him, I profess this day unto the 
Lord thy God, that I am come 
unto the country which the Lord 
swore unto our fathers for to 
give us. 4 And the priest shall 
take the basket out of thine hand, 
and set it down before the altar 
of the Lord thy God. 5 And thou 
shalt speak and say before the 
Lord thy God, A Syrian ready 
to perish was my father, and lie 
went down into Egypt, and so¬ 
journed there with a few, and 
became there a nation, great, 
mighty, and populous: °And the 
Egyptians treated us ill, and af¬ 
flicted us, and laid upon us hard 
bondage: 7 And when we cried 
unto the Lord God of our fa¬ 
thers, the Lord heard our voice, 
and looked on our affliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression: 
8 And the Lord brought us forth 
out of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and with an outstretched arm, 
and with great terribleness, and 
with signs, and with wonders: 
e And he hath brought us into 
this place, and hath given us this 
land, even a land that floweth 
with milk and honey. “And now, 
behold, I have brought the first- 
fruits of the land, which thou, 
0 Lord, hast given me. And thou 
shalt set it before the Lord thy 
God, and worship before the Lord 
thy God: 11 And thou shalt re¬ 
joice in every good thing which 
the Lord thy God hath given un¬ 
to thee, and unto thine house, 
thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is in thy midst. 

12 When thou hast made an end 
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of tithing all the tithes of thine 
increase the third year, which is 
the year of tithing, and hast 
given it unto the Levite, the 
stranger, the fatherless, and the 
widow, that they may eat within 
thy gates, and be filled; 13 Then 
thou shalt say before the Lord 
Hi/ God, I have brought away the 
hallowed things out of mine 
house, and also have given them 
unto the Levite, and unto the 
stranger, to the fatherless, and 
to the widow, according to all 
thy commandments which thou 
hast commanded me: I have not 
transgressed thy commandments, 
neither have I forgotten them: 
,4 I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither hove I taken 
away ought thereof for any un¬ 
clean use, nor given ought there¬ 
of for the dead: but I have 
hearkened to the voice of the 
Lord my God, and have done ac¬ 
cording to all that thou hast com¬ 
manded me. ’"Look down from 
thy holy habitation, from heaven, 
and bless thy people Israel, and 
the land which thou hast given 
ua, as thou hast sworn unto our 
fathers, a land that floweth with 
milk and honey. 

,0 This day the Lord thy God 
hath commanded thee to do these 
statutes and judgments: thou 
shalt therefore keep and do them 
with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul. ‘ 7 Thou hast avouched 
the Lord this day to be thy God, 
and to walk in his ways, and to 
keep his statutes and his com¬ 
mandments, and his judgments, 


and to hearken unto his voice: 
‘"And the Lord hath avouched 
thee this day to be his peculiar 
people, as he hath promised thee, 
and that thou shouldest keep all 
his commandments; ‘“And to 
make thee high above all nations 
that he hath made, in praise, 
and in name, and in honour; and 
that thou mayest be a holy peo¬ 
ple unto the Lord thy God, as he 
hath spoken.

"And there shalt thou build 
an altar unto the Lord thy God, 
an altar of stones: thou shalt 
not lift up any iron tool upon 
them. "Thou shalt build the altar 
of the Lord thy God of whole 
stones: and thou shalt offer 
burnt-offerings thereon unto the 
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Lord thy God: ’And thou shalt 
offer peace-offerings, and shalt 
eat there, and rejoice before the 
Lord thy God. 8 And thou shalt 
write upon the stones all the 
words of this law very plainly.

18 Cursed be he that maketh the 
blind to wander out of the way. 

And all the people shall say.

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OQ And it shall come to pass, if 
thou shalt hearken diligently 
unto the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to observe and to do all his 
commandments which I command 
thee this day, that the Lord thy 
God will Bet thee on high above 
all nations of the earth: *And all 
♦ l.ene blessings shall come on thee, 
and overtake thee, if thou shalt 
hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God. 

•Blessed shalt thou be in the 
city, and blessed shalt thou be 
In the field. 


•Blessed shall be the fruit of 
thy body, and the fruit of thy 
ground, and the fruit of thy 
cattle, the increase of thy kine, 
and the multiplication of thy 
sheep.

T The Lord shall cause thine 
enemies that rise up against thee 
to be smitten before thy face:

•The Lord shall command the 
blessing upon thee in thy store¬ 
houses, and in all that thou set- 
test thine hand unto; and he shall 
bless thee in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. B The 
Lord shall establish thee a holy 
people unto himBelf, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt 
keep the commandments of the 


Lord thy God, and walk in his 
ways. 10 And all the people of the 
earth shall see that thou art 
called by the name of the Lord ;

20 The Lord shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, and rebuke, in 
all that thou settest thine hand 
unto for to do, until thou be 
destroyed, and until thou perish 
quickly; because of the wicked¬ 
ness of thy doings, whereby thou 
hast forsaken me. 21 The Lord 
shall make the pestilence cleave 
unto thee, until he have consumed 
thee from off the land, whither 
thou goest to possess it. Z2 The 
Lord shall smite thee with a con¬ 
sumption, and with a fever, and 
with an inflammation, and with 
an extreme burning, and with the 
sword, and with blasting, and 
with mildew; and they shall pur¬ 
sue thee until thou perish.

28 The Lord shall 
smite thee with madness, and 
blindness, and astonishment of 
heart: 20 And thou shalt grope at 
noonday, as the blind gropeth in 
darkness, and thou shalt not 
prosper in thy ways: and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and 
spoiled evermore, and no man 
shall save thee.

33 The 
fruit of thy land, and all thy 
labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and 
crushed always: 34 So that thou 
shalt be mad for the sight of 
thine eyes which thou shalt see. 
89 Tbe Lord shall smite thee iti 
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the knees, and in the legs, with 
a sore botch that cannot be 
healed, from the sole of thy foot 
unto the top of thy head. “The 
Lord shall bring thee, and thy 
king whom thou shalt set over 
thee, unto a nation which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known; 
and there shalt thou serve other 
gods, wood and stone. 37 And thou 
shalt become an astonishment, a 
proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lord shall 
lead thee. 

“Thou shalt carry much seed 
out into the field, and shalt ga¬ 
ther but little in; for the locust 
shall consume it. “Thou shalt 
plant vineyards, and dress them, 
but shalt neither drink of the 
wine, nor gather the grapes ; for 
the worms shall eat them. “Thou 
shalt have olive-trees throughout 
nil thy borders, but thou shalt 
not anoint thyself with the oil; 
for thine olive shall cast its fruit. 
“Thou shalt beget sons and 
daughters, but they shall not be 
with thee; for they shall go into 
captivity. 42 A11 thy trees and fruit 
of thy land shall the locust con¬ 
sume. 

“The stranger that is within 
thee shall get up above thee very 
high; and thou shalt come down 
very low. “He shall lend to thee, 
and thou shalt not lend to him; 
he shall be the head, and thou 
shalt be the tail. 

“Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thou 
be destroyed; because thou hear- 


kenedst not unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to keep his com¬ 
mandment^ and his statutes which 
he commanded thee: “And they 
shall be upon thee for a sign and 
for a wonder, and upon thy seed 
for ever. 47 Because thou ser- 
vedst not the Lord thy God with 
joyfulness, and with gladness of 
heart, for the abundance of all 
things; “Therefore shalt thou 
serve thine enemies whom the 
Lord shall send against thee, in 
hunger, and in thirst, and in na¬ 
kedness, and in want of all 
things : and he shall put a yoke 
of iron upon thy neck, until he 
have destroyed thee. 

“The Lord shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the 
end of the earth, as swift as the 
eagle flieth; a nation whose 
tongue thou shalt not understand; 
60 A nation of fierce countenance, 
that shall not regard the person 
of the old, nor shew favour to 
the young: B1 And he shall eat 
the fruit of thy cattle, and the 
fruit of thy land, until thou be 
destroyed: that also shall not 
leave thee either corn, wine, or 
oil, or the increase of thy kine, 
or the multiplication of thy sheep, 
until he have destroyed thee. 
“And he shall besiege thee in all 
thy gates, until thy high and 
fenced wails come down, wherein 
thou trustedst, throughout all thy 
land: and he shall besiege thee in 
all thy gates throughout all thy 
land, which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee. “And thou shalt 
eat the fruit of thine own body, 
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the flesh of thy sons and of thy 
daughters, whom the Lord thy 
God hath given thee, in the siege, 
and in the straitness, wherewith 
thine enemies shall distress thee: 
**So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his broth¬ 
er, and toward the wife of his 
bosom, and toward the remnant 
of his children whom he shall 
leave: 55 So that he will not give 
to any of them of the flesh of his 
children whom he shall eat: be¬ 
cause he hath nothing left him 
in the siege, and in the strait¬ 
ness, wherewith thine enemies 
shall distress thee in all thy gates. 
66 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, who would not ad¬ 
venture to set the sole of her foot 
upon the ground for delicateness 
and tenderness, her eye shall be 
evil toward the husband of her 
bosom, and toward her son, and 
toward her daughter, 57 And to¬ 
ward her young one that cometh 
out from between her feet, and 
toward her children whom she 
shall bear: for she shall eat them 
for want of all things secretly in 
the siege and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemy shall dis¬ 
tress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to 
do all the words of this law that 
are written in this book, that 
thou mayest fear this glorious 
and fearful name, the Lord thy 
God; 50 Then the Lord will make 
thy plagues wonderful, and the 
plagues of thy seed, even great 
plagues, and of long continuance, 


and sore sickness, and of long 
continuance. °°Moreover he will 
bring upon thee all the diseases 
of Egypt, which thou wast afraid 
of; and they shall cleave unto 
thee. fll Also every sickness, and 
every plague, which is not written 
in the book of this law, them will 
the Lord bring upon thee, until 
thou be destroyed. fl2 And ye shall 
be left few in number, where¬ 
as ye were as the stars ot 
heaven for multitude; because 
thou wouldest not obey the voice 
of the Lord thy God. 63 And it 
shall come to pass, that as the 
Lord rejoiced over you to do you 
good, and to multiply you; ho 
the Lord will rejoice over you to 
destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought; and ye shall be plucked 
from off the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 64 And the Lord 
shall scatter thee among all peo¬ 
ples, from the one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the 
earth; and there thou shalt serve 
other gods, which neither thou 
nor thy fathers have known, even 
wood and stone. cr, And among 
these nations shalt thou find no 
ease, neither shall the sole of thy 
foot have rest: but the Lord 
shall give thee there a trembling 
heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind: 00 And thy life 
shall hang in doubt before thee; 
and thou shalt fear night and 
day, and shalt have no assurance 
of thy life: 67 In the morning 
thou shalt say, Would God it 
were even! and at even thou shalt 
say. Would God it were morning I 
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for the fear of thine heart where¬ 
with thou shalt fear and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou 
shall see. * 8 And the Lord shall 
bring thee into Egypt again with 
ships, by the way whereof I 
spoke unto thee, Thou shalt see 
it no more again: and there ye 
shall be sold unto your enemies 
hi bondmen and bondwomen, 
arid no man shall buy you. 

8# These are the words of the 
covenant, which the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses to make with the 
children of Israel in the land of 
Moab, besides the covenant which 
he mude with them in Horeb. 
And Moses called unto ail Is¬ 
rael, and said unto them, 

Ye have seen all that the Lord 
diri before your eyes in the land 
of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and un¬ 
to all his servants, and unto all 
Ihh lund; 2 The great temptations 
which thine eyes have seen, the 
signs, and those great miracles: 
"Vet the Lord hath not given you 
a heart to perceive, and eyes to 
see, and ears to hear, unto this 
day. 4 And I have led you forty 
years in the wilderness: your 
clothes are not waxen old upon 
you, and thy shoe is not waxen 
old upon thy foot. fl Ye have not 
eaten bread, neither have ye 
drunk wine or strong drink: that 
ye might know that I am the Lord 
your God. 8 And when ye came 
unto this place, Sihon the king 
of Heshbon, and Og the king of 
Bashan, came out against us unto 
battle, and we smote them: 7 And 
we took their land, and gave it 


for an inheritance unto the Reu- 
benites, and to the Gadites, and 
to the half-tribe of Manasaeh. 
’Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye 
may prosper in all that ye do. 

8 Ye stand this day all of you 
before the Lord your God; your 
captains of your tribes, your el¬ 
ders, and your officers, vrith all the 
men of Israel. 10 Your little ones, 
your wives, and thy stranger that 
is in thy camp, from the hewer 
of thy wood unto the drawer of 
thy water: u That thou shouldest 
enter into covenant with the Lord 
thy God, and into his oath, which 
the Lord thy God maketh with 
thee this day: 12 That he may 
establish thee to-day for a people 
unto himself, and that he may 
be unto thee a God, as he hath 
said unto thee, and as he hath 
sworn unto thy fathers, to A- 
braham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 
J3 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 14 But 
with him that standeth here with 
us this day before the Lord our 
God, and also with him that is 
not here with us this day: 15 (For 
ye know we have dwelt in the 
land of Egypt; and how we came 
through the nations which ye 
passed by; 18 And ye have seen 
their abominations, and their id¬ 
ols, wood and stone, silver and 
gold, which were among them:) 
17 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or 
tribe, whose heart turneth away 
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this day from the Lord our God, 
to go and serve the gods of these 
nations; lest there should be 
among you a root that beareth 
gall and wormwood; “And it 
come to pass, when he heareth 
the words of this curse, that he 
bless himself in his heart, say¬ 
ing, I shall have peace, though 
I walk in the imagination of mine 
heart, to add drunkenness to 
thirst; 19 The Lord will not par¬ 
don him, but then the anger of 
the Lord and his jealousy shall 
smoke against that man, and all 
the curse that is written in this 
book shall lie upon him, and the 
Lord shall blot out his name from 
under heaven. “And the Lord 
shall separate him unto evil out 
of all the tribes of Israel, accord¬ 
ing to all the curses of the cov¬ 
enant that are written in this 
book of the law: 21 So that the 
generation to come of your chil¬ 
dren that shall rise up after you, 
and the stranger that shall come 
from a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, 
and the sickness which the Lord 
hath laid upon it; 22 And that the 
whole land thereof is brimstone, 
and salt, and burning, that it is 
not sown, nor beareth, nor any 
grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom, and Go¬ 
morrah, Admah, and Zeboim, 
which the Lord overthrew in his 
anger, and in his wrath: “Even 
all nations shall say, Wherefore 
hath the Lord done thus unto this 
land? what meanetk the heat of 
this great anger? “Then men 


shall say, Because they have for¬ 
saken the covenant of the Lord 
God of their fathers, which he 
made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the land of E- 
gypt: “For they went and served 
other gods, and worshipped them, 
gods whom they knew not, and 
whom he had not given unto 
them; “And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against this 
land, to bring upon it all the 
curse that is written in this book: 
27 And the Lord rooted them out 
of their land in anger, and in 
wrath, and in great indignation, 
and cast them into another land, 
as it is this day. 

“The secret things belong un¬ 
to the Lord our God: but those 
things which are revealed belong 
unto us and to our children for 
ever, that we may do all the 
words of this law. 

And it shall come to pass, 
when all these things are 
come upon thee, the blessing and 
the curse, which I have set be¬ 
fore thee, and thou shalt call them 
to mind among all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath 
driven thee. 2 And shalt return 
unto the Lord thy God, and shall 
obey his voice according to all 
that I command thee this day, 
thou and thy children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul; 
2 That then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have com¬ 
passion upon thee, and will re 
turn and gather thee from all the 
nations, whither the Lord thy 
God hath scattered thee. 4 If any 
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of thine be driven out unto the 
outmost parts of heaven, from 
thence will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will 
he fetch thee: "And the Lord thy 
God will bring thee into the land 
which thy fathers possessed, and 
thou shalt possess it; and he will 
il.> I hce good, and multiply thee 
above thy fathers. “And the Lord 
thy God will circumcise thine 
heart, and the heart of thy seed, 
to love the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mavest live. 7 And 
the Lord thy God will put all 
these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, that 
persecuted thee. H And thou shalt 
return and obey the voice of the 
Lord, and do all his command¬ 
ments which I command thee this 
dny. B And the Lord thy God will 
give thee abundance in every 
work of thine hand, in the fruit 
of thy body, and in the fruit of 
thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
land, for good : for the Lord will 
again rejoice over thee for good, 
ah he rejoiced over thy fathers: 
JU If thou shalt hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to 
keep his commandments and his 
statutes which are written in this 
book of the law, and if thou turn 
unto the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul. 
11 For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it is not 
hidden from thee, neither is it 
far off. “It is not in heaven, that 
thou Hliouldest say, Who shall go 
up for us to heaven, and bring 


it unto us, and cause us to hear 
it, that we may do it? “Neither 
is it beyond the sea, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring it unto 
us, and cause us to hear it, that 
we may do it? “But the word is 
very nigh unto thee, in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart, that 
thou mayest do it. 

“See, I have set before thee 
this day life and good, and death 
and evil; “In that I command 
thee this day to love the Lord 
thy God, to walk in his ways, and 
to keep his commandments and 
his statutes and his judgments, 
that thou mayest live and multi¬ 
ply: and the Lord thy God shall 
bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. “But if 
thine heart turn away, so that 
thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other 
gods, and serve them; 18 I an¬ 
nounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days 
upon the land, whither thou pass- 
est over the Jordan to go to pos¬ 
sess it. 1B I call heaven and earth to 
witness this day against you, that 
I have set before you life and 
death, blessing and cursing: 
therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live: 
“That thou mayest love the Lord 
thy God, and that thou mayest 
obey his voice, and that thou 
mayest cleave unto him: for he 
is thy life, and the length of thy 
days: that thou mayest dwell in 
the land which the Lord swore 
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unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them. 

And Moses went and spoke 
these words unto all Israel. 
3 And he said unto them, I am a 
hundred and twenty years old 
this day; I can no more go out 
and come in: also the Lord hath 
said unto me, Thou shalt not go 
over this Jordan. a The Lord thy 
God, he will go over before thee, 
and he will destroy these nations 
from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he 
shall go over before thee, as the 
Lord hath said. 4 And the Lord 
shall do unto them as he did to 
Sihon and to Og, kings of the 
Amorites, and unto their land, 
whom he destroyed. ! And the 
Lord shall give them up before 
your face, that ye may do unto 
them according unto all the com¬ 
mandments which I have com¬ 
manded you. 0 Be strong and of 
good courage, fear not, nor be 
afraid of them: for the Lord thy 
God, he it is that doth go with 
thee; he will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee. 

7 And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight 
of all Israel, Be strong and of 
good courage: for thou must go 
with this people unto the land 
which the Lord hath sworn un¬ 
to their fathers to give them; 
and thou shalt cause them to in¬ 
herit it. e And the Lord, he it is 
that doth go before thee; he will 
be with thee, he will not fail thee, 


neither forsake thee: fear not, 
neither be dismayed. 

®And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the 
sons of Levi, that bore the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, and 
unto all the elders of Israel. 10 And 
Moses commanded them, saying, 
At the end of every seven years, 
in the appointed time of the year 
of release, in the feast of taber¬ 
nacles, “When all Israel is come 
to appear before the Lord thy 
God in the place which he shall 
choose, thou shalt read this law 
before all Israel in their hearing, 
“Gather the people together, men. 
and women, and children, and thy 
stranger that is within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the Lord 
your God, and observe to do all 
the words of this law: “And 
that their children, who have not 
known any thing, may hear, and 
learn to fear the Lord your God, 
as long as ye live in the land 
whither ye go over the Jordan to 
possess it. 

“And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Behold, thy days approach 
that thou must die: call Joshuu, 
and present yourselves in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
that I may give him a charge. 
And Moses and Joshua went, and 
presented themselves in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. “And 
the Lord appeared in the taber¬ 
nacle in a pillar of cloud: and 
the pillar of cloud stood over 
the door of the tabernacle. “And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Behold, 
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thou shalt sleep with thy fa¬ 
thers; and this people will rise 
up, and go astray after the 
gods of the strangers of the land, 
whither they go to be among 
them, and will forsake me, and 
break my covenant which I have 
made with them. 17 Then my anger 
Hhul) be kindled against them in 
Uiiit day, and I will forsake them, 
and I will hide my face from 
them, and they shall be devoured, 
and many evils and troubles shall 
befall them; so that they will say 
in that day, Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God 
is not among us? 18 And I will 
surely hide my face in that day 
for all the evils which they shall 
have wrought, in that they are 
turned unto other gods. “Now 
therefore write ye this song for 
you, and teach it the children of 
Israel: put it in their mouths, 
that this song may be a witness 
for me against the children of 
Israel. ,0 For when I shall have 
hrought them into the land which 
I swore unto their fathers, that 
floweth with milk and honey; and 
they shall have eaten and filled 
themselves, and waxen fat; then 
will they turn unto other gods, 
nnd serve them, and provoke me, 
and break my covenant. #1 And it 
Bhall come to pass, when many 
evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for 
it shall not be forgotten out of 
the mouths of their seed: for 
I know their imagination which 
they go about, even now, before 


I have brought them into the 
land which I swore. 

“And Moses wrote down this 
song the same day, and taught 
it the children of Israel. “And 
he gave Joshua the son of Nun 
a charge, and said. Be Btrongand 
of good courage: for thou shalt 
bring the children of Israel into 
the land which I swore unto 
them: and I will be with thee. 

“And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writ¬ 
ing the words of this law in a 
book, until they were finished, 
“That Moses commanded the 
Levites, that bore the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, saying, 
“Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord your 
God, that it may be there for a 
witness against thee. 27 For I 
know thy rebellion, and thy stiff 
neck: behold, while I am yet alive 
with you this day, ye have been 
rebellious against the Lord; and 
how much more after my death? 
“Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, 
that I may speak these words in 
their ears, and call heaven and 
earth to witness against them. 
“For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, 
and turn aside from the way 
which I have commanded you; 
and evil will befall you in the 
latter days; because ye will do 
evil in the sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger through 
the work of your hands. 

*°And Moses spoke in the ears 
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of all the congregation of Israel 
the words of this song”, until they 
were ended.

Give ear, 0 ye heavens, and 
I will speak; and hear, 0 
earth, the words of my mouth. 
2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as 
the dew, as the small rain upon 
the tender herb, and as the show¬ 
ers upon the grass: 3 Because I 
wilt call the name of the Lord: 
ascribe ye greatness unto our 
God. 

*He is the Rock, his work is 
perfect: for all his ways are 
justice: a God of truth and with¬ 
out iniquity, just and right is he. 
°They have corrupted themselves ; 
they are not his children because 
of their blemish; they are a per¬ 
verse and crooked generation. a Do 
ye thus requite the Lord, 0 fool¬ 
ish people and unwise? is not he 
thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and es¬ 
tablished thee? 

7 Remember the days of old, 
consider the years of many gen¬ 
erations ask thy father, and he 
will tell thee; thy elders, and 
they will say unto thee. 8 When 
the Most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, 
he set the bounds of the peoples 
according to the number of the 
children of Israel. 9 For the Lord’s 
portion is his people; Jacob is 
the lot of his inheritance. 10 He 
found him in a desert land, and 


in the waste of a howling wilder¬ 
ness; he led him about, he in¬ 
structed him, he kept him as the 
apple of his eye. “As an eagle 
stirreth up her nest, fluttereth 
over her young, spreadeth abroad 
her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: 12 So the Lord 
alone did lead him, and there was 
no strange god with him. 13 IIe 
made him ride on the high places 
of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and lie 
made him to suck honey out of 
the rock, and oil out of the flinty 
rock; “Butter of kine, and milk 
of sheep, with fat of lambs, and 
rams of the breed of Bashan, and 
goats, with the fat of kidneys of 
wheat; and of the blood of the 
grape thou drankest wine. 

15 And Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou 
art grown thick, thou art covered 
with fatness; then he forsook 
God who made him, and lightly 
esteemed the Rock of his salva¬ 
tion. 10 They provoked him to 
jealousy with strange gods, with 
abominations provoked they him 
to anger. “They sacrificed unto 
devils, not to God; to gods whom 
they knew not, to new gods that 
came newly up, whom your fa¬ 
thers feared not. 18 Of the Rock 
that begot thee thou art unmind¬ 
ful, and hast forgotten God that 
formed thee. 

10 And the Lord saw it, and ab¬ 
horred them, because of the pro¬ 
voking of his sons, and of his 
daughters. 20 And he said, I will 
hide my face from them, I will 
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see what their end shall be: for 
they are a very froward genera¬ 
tion, children in whom is no faith. 
“‘They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God; they 
have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities: and I will move 
them to jealousy with those that 
if - nut a people; I will provoke 
them to anger with a vile nation. 
"For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall bum unto the 
lowest hell, and shall consume the 
earth with her increase, and set 
on fire the foundations of the 
mountains. 23 I will heap mischiefs 
upon them; I will spend mine 
arrows upon them. 2i They shall 
he burnt with hunger, and de¬ 
voured with hurning heat, and 
with bitter destruction: I will 
also send the teeth of beasts upon 
them, with the poison of serpents 
crawling in the dust. 25 The Bword 
slmll destroy without, and terror 
within: both the young man and 
the virgin, the suckling also with 
the man of gray hairs. 

a8 I said, I would scatter them 
into corners, I would make the 
rcmemhrance of them to cease 
from among men: a7 Were it not 
that I feared the wrath of the 
enemy, lest their adversaries 
Bhould behave themselves strange¬ 
ly, and lest they should say, Our 
hand ia high, and the Lord hath 
Hot done all this. 

■"For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any un¬ 
derstanding in them. ”0 that 
they were wise, that they under¬ 
stood this, that they would con¬ 


sider their latter end! ,0 How 
should one chase a thousand, and 
two put ten thousand to flight, 
except their Rock had sold them, 
and the Lord had delivered them 
up? sl For their rock is not as 
our Rock, even our enemies them¬ 
selves being judges. s2 For their 
vine is of the vine of Sodom, 
and of the fields of Gomorrah; 
their grapes are grapes of gall, 
their clusters are bitter: 81 Their 
wine is the poison of dragons, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 

not this laid up in store 
with me, and sealed up among 
my treasures? 33 To me belongeth 
vengeance, and recompense, at the 
time when their foot shall slip: 
for the day of their calamity is 
at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 8e For 
the Lord shall judge his people, 
and repent himself for his ser¬ 
vants, when he seeth that their 
power is gone, and there is none 
Bhut up, or left "And he shall 
say, Where are their gods, their 
rock in whom they trusted, 38 Who 
did eat the fat of their sacrifices, 
and drank the wine of their 
drink-offerings? let them rise up 
and help you, and be your pro¬ 
tection. 

S0 See now that I, even I, am 
he, and there is no god with me: 

I kill, and I make alive; I wound, 
and I heal: neither is there one 
that can deliver out of my hand. 
*°For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. "If I 
whet my glittering sword, and 
mine hand take hold on judg- 
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ment; I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and will reward 
them that hate me. 4Z I will make 
mine arrowB drunk with blood, 
and my sword shall devour flesh; 
and that with the blood of the 
slain and of the captives, from 
the bared head of the enemy. 
43 Rejoice, 0 ye nations, with his 
people: for he will avenge the 
blood of his servants, and will 
render vengeance to his adver¬ 
saries, and will be merciful unto 
his land, and to his people. 

44 And Moses came and spoke 
all the words of this song in the 
ears of the people, he, and Hoshea 
the son of Nun. “And Moses 
made an end of speaking all these 
words to all Israel: “And he said 
unto them, Set your hearts unto 
all the words which I testify 
among you this day, which ye 
shall command your children to 
observe to do, all the words of 
this law. “For it is not a vain 
thing for you; because it is your 
life: and through this thing ye 
shall prolong your days in the 
land, whither ye go over the Jor¬ 
dan to possess it. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Mo¬ 
ses that selfsame day, saying, 
“Get thee up into this mountain 
Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which 
is in the land of Moab, that is 
over against Jericho; and behold 
the land of Canaan, which I give 
unto the children of Israel for 
possession: 50 And die in the mount 
whither thou goest up, and be 
gathered unto thy people; as Aar¬ 
on thy brother died in mount 


Hor, and was gathered unto his 
people: 81 Because ye trespassed 
against me among the children 
of Israel at the waters of Me- 
ribah-Kadesh, in the wilderness 
of Zin; because ye sanctified me 
not in the midst of the children 
of Israel. 52 For thou shalt see 
the land before thee; but thou 
shalt not go thither unto the land 
which I give the children of Is¬ 
rael.

And this is the blessing, 
wherewith Moses the man of 
God blessed the children of Isra¬ 
el before his death. 2 And he said, 
The Lord came from Sinai, and 
rose up from Seir unto them; 
he shined forth from mount Pu- 
ran, and he came with ten thou¬ 
sands of saints: from his right 
hand went a fiery law for them. 
3 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand; and they 
were prostrate at thy feet; every 
one shall receive of thy words. 
4 Moses commanded us a law, even 
the inheritance of the congrega¬ 
tion of Jacob. “And he was king 
in Jeshurun when the heads of 
the people and the tribes of Is¬ 
rael were gathered together. 

6 Let Reuben live, and not die; 
and let not his men be few. 

7 And this is the blessing of Ju¬ 
dah : and he said, Hear, Ixrnl, 
the voice of Judah, and bring him 
unto his people: let his hands he 
sufficient for him; and be Hum 
a help to him from his enemies 

8 And of Levi he said, Let thy 
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Thummim and thy Urim be with 
thy holy one, whom thou didst 
prove at Massah, and with whom 
thou didst strive at the waters 
of Meribah; 0 Who said unto his 
father and to his mother, I have 
not seen him; neither did he 
to knowledge his brethren, nor 
knew his own children; for they 
have observed thy word, and kept 
thy covenant. 10 They shall teach 
Jacob thy judgments, and Israel 
thy law: they shall put incense 
before thee, and whole burnt- 
sacrifice upon thine altar. n Bleas, 
I/ird, his substance, and accept 
the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of those that 
rise against him, and of those 
that hate him, that they rise not 
again. 

■Mnd of Benjamin he said, 
The beloved of the Lord shall 
dwell in safety by him; and the 
Lord shall cover him all the day 
long, and he shall dwell between 
his shoulders. 

,3 And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the Lord be his land, for the 
precious things of heaven, for the 
dew, and for the deep that couch- 
elh beneath, 14 And for the pre¬ 
cious fruits brought forth by the 
sun, and for the precious things 
put forth by the moon, 10 And for 
the chief things of the ancient 
mountains, and for the precious 
things of the lasting hills, lfl And 
for the precious things of the 
earth and fulness thereof, and 
for the good will of him that 
dwelt in the bush: let the bless¬ 
ing come upon the head of Jo¬ 


seph, and upon the top of the 
head of him that was the prince 
of his brethren. l7 His glory is 
like the firstling of his bullock, 
and his horns are like the horns 
of a wild ox: with them he shall 
push the people together to the 
ends of the earth: and they are 
the ten thousands of Ephraim, 
and they are the thousands of 
Manasseh. 

JI, And of Zebulun he said, Re¬ 
joice, Zebulun, in thy going out; 
and, Issachar, in thy tents. 1B They 
shall call the people unto the 
mountain; there they shall offer 
sacrifices of righteousness: for 
they shall suck of the abundance 
of the seas, and of treasures hid¬ 
den in the sand. 

20 And of Gad he said, Blessed 
be he that enlargeth Gad: he 
dwelleth as a lion, and teareth 
the arm with the crown of the 
head. 21 And he provided the first 
part for himself, because there 
the portion of the lawgiver was 
hidden; and he came with the 
heads of the people, he' executed 
the justice of the Lord, and his 
judgments with Israel. 

22 And of Dan he said, Dan ta 
a lion's whelp: he leapeth from 
Basham 

23 And of Naphtali he said, 0 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, 
and full with the blessing of the 
Lord: possess thou the west and 
the south. 

24 And of Asher he said, Let 
Asher be blessed with children; 
let him be acceptable to his breth¬ 
ren, and let him dip his foot in 
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oil. ts Thy bolts shall be iron and 
brass; and as thy days, so shall 
thy strength be. 

2 *There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in 
his excellency on the skies. 27 The 
eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out 
the enemy fron> before thee; and 
shall say, Destroy them. “Israel 
then shall dwell in safety alone: 
the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; 
also his heavens shall drop down 
dew. “Happy art thou, O Israel: 
who is like unto thee, 0 people 
saved by the Lord, the shield of 
thy help, and who is the sword 
of thy excellency! and thine ene¬ 
mies shall be servile unto thee; 
and thou shalt tread upon their 
high places. 

And Moses went up from 
the plains of Moab unto the 
mountain of Nebo, to the top of 
Pisgah, that is over against Je¬ 
richo. And the Lord shewed him 
all the land of Gilead, unto Dan. 
2 And all Naphtali, and the land 
of Ephraim, and Manasseh, and 
all the land of Judah, unto the 
utmost sea, 3 And the south, and 
the plain of the valley of Jericho, 
the city of palm trees, unto Zoar. 
4 And the Lord said unto him, 
This is the land which I swore 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 


unto Jacob, saying, I will give 
it unto thy seed: I-have caused 
thee to see it with thine eyes, 
but thou shalt not go over thith¬ 
er. 

■'So Moses the servant of the 
Lord died there in the land of 
Moab, according to the word of 
the Lord. a And he buried him in 
a valley in the land of Moab, over 
against Beth-peor: but no man 
knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day. 7 And Moses was a hun¬ 
dred and twenty years old when 
he died: his eye was not dim. 
nor his vigor abated. 8 And the 
children of Israel wept for Mo¬ 
ses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days: so the days of weepingain/ 
mourning for Moses were ended. 

D And Joshua the son of Nun 
was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Moses had laid his hands 
upon him: and the children of 
Israel hearkened unto him, and 
did as the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses. 

10 And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like unto Moses, 
whom the Lord knew face to 
face, “In all the signs and the 
wonders, which the Lord sent 
him to do in the land of Egypt 
to Pharaoh, and to all his ser¬ 
vants, and to all his land, “And 
in all that mighty hand, and in 
all the great terror which Mo¬ 
ses shewed in the sight of all Is¬ 
rael. 
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1 Now after the death of Mo- 
■ii'fi the servant of the Lord 
!t came to pass, that the Lord 
ipoke unto Joshua the son of 
!^un, Moses 1 minister, saying, 
‘Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jor- 
Inn, thou, and all this people, un¬ 
to the land which I do give to 
them, even to the children of Is- 
•ael. 8 Every place that the sole 
your foot shall tread upon, 
duit have I given unto you, as 
R/tid unto Moses. 4 From the 
vilderness and this Lebanon even 
into the great river, the river 
fhiphrates, all the land of the 
iiltites, and unto the great sea 
oward the going down of the 
un, shall be your border. c There 
hall not any man be able to stand 
tefore thee all the days of thy 
tfc: as I was with Moses, so I 
kill be with thee: I will not fail 
hee, nor forsake thee. c Be strong 
md of good courage: for unto 
his people shalt thou divide for 
in inheritance the land, which 
1 swore unto their fathers to give 
hem. 7 Only be thou strong and 
ery courageous, that thou mayest 
bserve to do according to all 
ue law, which Moses my servant 
ommanded thee: turn not from 
. tn the right hand or to the left, 
hat thou mayest prosper whither¬ 


soever thou goest. ‘This book of 
the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth ; but thou shalt med¬ 
itate therein day and night, that 
thou mayest observe to do accord¬ 
ing to all that is written there¬ 
in : for then thou shalt make thy 
way prosperous, and then thoti 
shalt have good success. ®Have 
not I commanded thee? Be strong 
and of good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed : 
for the Lord thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

"Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 
11 Pass through the host, and com¬ 
mand the people, saying, Pre¬ 
pare you victuals; for within 
three days ye shall pass over this 
Jordan, to go in to possess the 
land, which the Lord your God 
giveth you to possess it. 

"And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe 
of Manasseh, spoke Joshua, say¬ 
ing, "Remember the word which 
Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded you, saying, The 
Lord your God hath given you 
rest, and hath given you this 
land. "Your wives, your little 
ones, and your cattle, Bhall re¬ 
main in the land which Moses 
gave you on this side of the Jor¬ 
dan ; but ye shall pass before your 



brethren armed, all the mighty 
men of valour, and help them; 
“Until the Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given 
you, and they also have possessed 
the land which the Lord your 
God giveth them: then ye shall 
return unto the land of your pos¬ 
session, and enjoy it, whieh Moses 
the Lord’s servant gave you on 
this side of the Jordan toward 
the sunrising. 

16 And they answered Joshua, 
saying, All that thou commandest 
us we will do, and whithersoever 
thou sendest us, we will go. ^Ac¬ 
cording as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we 
hearken unto thee: only the Lord 
thy God be with thee, as he was 
with Moses. “Whosoever he be 
that doth rebel against thy com¬ 
mandment, and will not hearken 
unto thy words in all that thou 
commandest him, he shall be put 
to death: only be strong and of 
good courage. 

O And Joshua the son of Nun 
sent out of Shittim two men 
as spies secretly, saying, Go view 
the land, even Jericho. And they 
went, and came into a harlot's 
house, named Rahab, and lodged 
there. 2 And it was told the king 
of Jericho, saying, Behold, there 
came men in hither to-night of 
the children of Israel to search 
out the country. 3 And the king 
of Jericho sent unto Rahab, say¬ 
ing, Bring forth the men that 
are come to thee, that are entered 
into thine house: for they are 
come to search out all the country. 


4 And the woman took the tw 
men, and hid them, and said thu 
There came men unto me, but 
knew not whence they were. °Ar 
it came to pass about the time < 
shutting of the gate, when it wi 
dark, that the men went oir 
whither the men went I kno 
not: pursue after them quickb 
for ye shall overtake them. "Hi 
she had brought them up to tl 
roof of the house, and hid the 
with the stalks of flax, which s! 
had laid in order upon the roc 
7 And the men pursued after the 
the way to the Jordan unto tl 
fords: and as soon as they th, 
pursued after them were gone on 
they shut the gate. 8 And befu 
they were laid down, she came i 
unto them upon the roof; 0 And si 
said unto the men, I know th; 
the Lord hath given you the lan 
and that your terror is falh 
upon us, and that all the inhat; 
tants of the land are faint-heart* 
because of you. 10 For we ha 1 
heard how the Lord dried up tl 
water of the Red Sea for yn 
when ye came out of Egypt; at 
what ye did unto the two kin/ 
of the Amorites, that were on tl 
other side of the Jordan, Sihr 
and Og, whom ye utterly destroy** 
"And as soon as we had hem 
these things, our hearts did me! 
neither did there remain any mo: 
courage in any man, because < 
you: for the Lord your God, l 
is God in heaven above, and ; 
earth beneath. 12 Now therefor 
I pray you, swear unto me 1 
the Lord, since I have shewn yc 
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kindness, that ye will also shew 
kindness unto my father’s house, 
and Rive me a true token: lB And 
that ye will save alive my father, 
and my mother, and my brethren, 
and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives from 
denth. 14 And the men answered 
hi i. Our life for yours, if ye 
utter not this our business. And 
it shall be, when the Lord hath 
given us the land, that we will 
Ideal kindly and truly with thee. 
’"Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
ihouse was upon the town wall, 
and she dwelt upon the wall. ,8 And 
she said unto them, Get you to 
the mountain, lest the pursuers 
(meet you; and hide yourselves 
there three days, until the pur¬ 
suers be returned: and after¬ 
ward may ye go your way. 17 And 
the men said unto her, We will 
bn hlnmeless of this thine oath 
/which thou hast made us swear. 
B8 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of 
scarlet thread in the window 
which thou didst let us down by: 
and thou shalt bring thy father, 
find thy mother, and thy breth¬ 
ren, and all thy father’s house¬ 
hold, home unto thee. 18 And it 
fihnll be, that whosoever shall go 
out of the doors of thy house 
Into the street, his blood shall be 
ppon his head, and we will be 
guiltless: and whosoever shall be 
with thee in the house, his blood 
shall be on our head, if any hand 
f>e upon him. 30 And if thou utter 
piiB our business, then we will 


be quit of thine oath which thou 
hast made us swear. ai And she 
said, According unto your words, 
so be it. And Bhe sent them away, 
and they departed: and she 
bound the scarlet line in the 
window. 22 And they went, and 
came unto the mountain, and 
abode there three days, until the 
pursuers were returned: and the 
pursuers sought them through¬ 
out all the way, but found them 
not. 23 So the two men returned, 
and descended from the mountain, 
and passed over, and came to Jo¬ 
shua the son of Nun, and told him 
all the things that befell them: 
24 And they said unto Joshua, 
Truly the Lord hath delivered 
into our hands all the land; for 
even all the inhabitants of the 
country are faint-hearted be¬ 
cause of us. 

^ And Joshua rose early in 
the morning; and they re¬ 
moved from Shittim, and came to 
the Jordan, he and all the children 
of Israel, and lodged there before 
they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after 
three days, that the officers went 
through the host; 8 And they 
commanded the people, saying, 
When ye see the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, 
then ye shall remove from your 
place, and go after it. «Yet there 
shall be a space between you and 
it, about two thousand cubits by 
measure: come not near unto it, 
that ye may know the way by 
which ye must go: for ye have 


not passed this way heretofore. 

°And Joshua said unto the peo¬ 
ple, Sanctify yourselves: for to¬ 
morrow the Lord will do wonders 
among you. °And Joshua spoke 
unto the priests, saying, Take up 
the ark of the covenant, and pass 
over before the people. And they 
took up the ark of the covenant, 
and went before the people. 

7 And the Lord said unto Jo- 
ehua, This day will I begin to 
magnify thee in the sight of all 
Israel, that they may know that, 
as I was with Moses, so I will be 
with thee. 8 And thou shalt com¬ 
mand the priests that bear the 
ark of the covenant, saying, When 
ye are come to the brink of the 
water of the Jordan, ye shall 
stand still in the Jordan. 

e And Joshua said unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and 
hear the words of the Lord your 
God. 10 And Joshua said, Hereby 
ye shall know that the living God 
is among you, and that he will 
without fail drive out from be¬ 
fore you the Canaanite, and the 
Hittite, and the Hivite, and the 
Perizzite, and the Girgashite, and 
the Amorite, and the Jebusite. 
"Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth pass- 
eth over before you into the 
Jordan. "Now therefore take you 
twelve men out of the tribes of 
Israel, out of every tribe a man. 
"And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
Lord, the Lord of all the earth, 
shall rest in the waters of the Jor¬ 


dan, that the waters of the Jord 
shall be cut off from the watt 
that come down from above; a 
they shall stand as one heap. 

"And it came to pass, when t 
people removed from their ten 
to pass over the Jordan, and 1 
priests bearing the ark of 1 
covenant before the people; ir A 
as they that bore the ark \v» 
come unto the Jordan, and thef» 
of the priests that bore the jj 
were dipped in the brim of 1 
water, (for the Jordan overflo 
eth all its banks all the time 
harvest,) 1G That the waters wh 
came down from above stood a 
rose up as one heap very 1 
from the city Adam, that is I 
side Zarethan: and those tl 
came down toward the sea of 1 
plain, even the Salt Sea, fail 
and were cut off: and the poo 
passed over right against Jeric 
"And the priests that bore 1 
ark of the covenant of the L( 
stood firm on dry ground in 1 
midst of the Jordan, and all 1 
Israelites passed over on c 
ground, until all the people wi 
passed clean over the Jordan. 

A And it came to pass, wl 
all the people were cl< 
passed over the Jordan, that i 
Lord spoke unto Joshua, sayi 
2 Take you twelve men out of i 
people, out of every tribe a m 
3 And command ye them, sayi 
Take you hence out of the mi. 
of the Jordan, out of the pis 
where the priests' feet stood fii 
twelve stones, and ye shall tai 
them over with vou. and ler 
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them in the lodging place, where 
ye shall lodge this night. 

•Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of 
the children of Israel, out of 
every tribe a man; “And Joshua 
said unto them, Pass over before 
the ark of the Lord your God 
Imim Hie midst of the Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a 
stone upon his shoulder, accord- 
ing unto the number of the 
tribes of the children of Israel; 
•That this may be a sign among 
you, that when your children ask 
their fathers in time to come, 
saying, What mean ye by these 
stones? T Then ye shall answer 
them. That the waters of the Jor¬ 
dan were cut off before the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord; when 
it passed over the Jordan, the 
waters of the Jordan were cut 
off: and these stones shall be for 
a memorial unto the children of 
Israel for ever. 

•And the children of Israel did 
so as Joshua commanded, and 
took up twelve stones out of the 
midst of the Jordan, as the Lord 
spoke unto Joshua, according to 
'the number of the tribes of the 
children of Israel, and carried 
Ithem over with them unto the 
place where they lodged, and laid 
Ithem down there. 

•And Joshua set up twelve 
Btones in the midst of the Jordan, 
in the place where the feet of the 
prieBts that bore the ark of the 
covenant stood; and they are 
there unto this day. “For the 
priests that bore the ark stood 


in the midst of the Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the 
Lord commanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all 
that Moaes commanded Joshua: 
and the people hastened and 
passed over. “And it came to 
pass, when all the people were 
clean passed over, that the ark 
of the Lord passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the 
people. 

“And the children of Reuben, 
and the children of Gad, and half 
the tribe of Manasseh, passed 
over armed before the children 
of Israel, as Moses spoke unto 
them: “About forty thousand 

armed for war passed over before 
the Lord unto battle, to the plains 
of Jericho. 

“On that day the Lord mag¬ 
nified Joshua in the sight of all 
Israel; and they feared him, as 
they feared Moses, all the days 
of his life. 

“And the Lord spoke unto Jo¬ 
shua, saying, “Command the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
testimony, that they come up out 
of the Jordan, 

“Joshua therefore commanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye up 
out of the Jordan. “And it came 
to pass, when the priests that bore 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord were come up out of the 
midst of the Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted 
up unto the dry land, that the 
waters of the Jordan returned 
unto their place, and flowed ovei 
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all its banks, as they did before. 

18 And the people came up out of 
the Jordan on the tenth day of the 
first month, and encamped in Gil- 
gal, on the east border of Jericho. 
ao And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of the Jordan, did 
Joshua pitch in Gilgal. 21 And he 
spoke unto the children of Israel, 
saying, When your children shall 
ask their fathers in time to come, 
saying, What mean these stones? 
,a Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over 
this Jordan on dry land. aa For 
the Lord your God dried up the 
waters of the Jordan from before 
you, until ye were passed over, 
as the Lord your God did to the 
Red Sea, which he dried up from 
before us, until we were gone 
over: 24 That all the people of 
the earth might know the hand 
of the Lord, that it is mighty: 
that ye might fear the Lord your 
God for ever. 

C And it came to pass, when 

w all the kings of the Amorites, 
that were on the side of the Jor¬ 
dan westward, and all the kings of 
the Canaanites, that were by the 
sea, heard that the Lord had 
dried up the waters of the Jordan 
from before the children of Isra¬ 
el, until they were passed over, 
that their heart melted, neither 
was there spirit in them any 
more, because of the children 
of Israel. 

■At that time the Lord said 
unto Joshua, Make thee sharp 
knives, and circumcise again the 
children of Israel the second time. 


3 And Joshua made him sharp 
knives, and circumcised the chil¬ 
dren of Israel at the hill of Ara- 
loth. 

4 And this is the cause why 
Joshua did circumcise: All the 
people that came out of Egypt 
that were males, even all the mer 
of war, died in the wilderness by 
the way, after they came out ol 
Egypt. “Now all the people thal 
came out were circumcised: bul 
all the people that were born ir 
the wilderness by the way as they 
came forth out of Egypt, them 
they had not circumcised. fl Foi 
the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, til 
all the people that were men oi 
war, that came out of Egypt, wer* 
consumed, because they obnyec 
not the voice of the Lord: untx 
whom the Lord swore that lit 
would not shew them the land 
which the Lord swore unto theii 
fathers that he would give us, s 
land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 7 And their children, whom 
he raised up in their stead, therr 
Joshua circumcised: for they 
were uncircumcised, because they 
had not circumcised them by tlu 
way. B And it came to pass, wher 
the whole people had been circum¬ 
cised, that they abode in theii 
places in the camp, till they wen 
well. 

®And the Lord said unto Jo 
shua, This day have I rolled awn? 
the reproach of Egypt from of 
you. Wherefore the name of the 
place is called Gilgal unto thli 
day. 
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’"And the children of Israel en¬ 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the 
Passover on the fourteenth day 
of the month at even in the plains 
of Jericho. 31 And they did eat of 
the produce of the land on the 
morrow after the passover, un¬ 
leavened cakes, and parched com 
lin the selfsame day. 12 And the 
Itimiina ceased on the morrow af¬ 
ter they had eaten of the produce 
of the land; neither had the chil¬ 
dren of Israel manna any more; 
but they did eat of the fruit of 
the land of Canaan that year. 

’■And it came to pass, when 
Joshua was by Jericho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and, 
behold, there stood a man over 
against him with his Bword drawn 
In his hand; and Joshua went 
unto him, and said unto him, Art 
thou for us, or for our adver¬ 
saries? 14 And he said, Nay; but 
(is captain of the host of the Lord 
am I now come. And Joshua fell 
on his face to the earth, and did 
worship, and said unto him, 
SVhat saith my lord unto his ser¬ 
vant? 15 And the captain of the 
Lord's host said unto Joshua, 
Loose thy shoe from off thy 
foot; for the place whereon thou 
titandest is holy. And Joshua did 
so. 

Now Jericho was straitly 

shut up because of the chil- 
iren of Israel: none went out, 
ind none came in. 

■And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
flee, I have given into thine 
(land Jericho, and the king there¬ 
of, and the mighty men of valour. 


■And ye shall compass the city, 
all ye men of war, and go round 
about the city once. Thus Bhalt 
thou do six days. 4 And seven 
priests shall bear before the ark 
seven trumpets of rams' horns; 
and the seventh day ye shall com¬ 
pass the city seven times, and the 
priests shall blow with the trum¬ 
pets. 5 And it shall come to pass, 
that when they make a long blast 
with the ram'B horn, and when 
ye hear the sound of the trum¬ 
pet, all the people shall shout 
with a great shout; and the wall 
of the city shall fall down flat, 
and the people shall ascend up 
every man straight before him. 

6 And Joshua the Bon of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto 
them, Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven priests 
bear seven trumpets of rams 1 
horns before the ark of the Lord. 
7 And he said unto the people. 
Pass on, and compass the city, 
and let the armed men pass on 
before the ark of the Lord. 

8 And it came to pass, when Jo¬ 
shua had spoken unto the people, 
that the seven priests bearing 
the seven trumpets of rams' 
horns passed on before the Lord, 
and blew with the trumpets: and 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord followed them. ®And the 
armed men went before the 
priests that blew with the trum¬ 
pets, and the rearguard came 
after the ark, the priests going 
on, and blowing with the trum¬ 
pets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded 



the people, saying. Ye shall not 
shout, nor make any noise with 
your voice, neither shall any 
word proceed out of your mouth, 
until the day I bid you shout; 
then shall ye shout. “So the ark 
of the Lord compassed the city, 
going about it once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged 
In the camp. 

,2 And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took 
up the ark of the Lord. 1B And 
seven priests bearing seven trum¬ 
pets of rams' horns before the 
ark of the Lord went on con¬ 
tinually, and blew with the trum¬ 
pets : and the armed men went 
before them; but the rearguard 
came after the ark of the Lord, 
the priests going on, and blow¬ 
ing with the trumpets. “And the 
second day they compassed the 
city once, and returned into the 
camp: so they did six days. “And 
it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and 
compassed the city after the 
same manner seven times: only 
on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. “And it came 
to pass at the seventh time, when 
the priests blew with the trum¬ 
pets, Joshua said unto the peo¬ 
ple, Shout; for the Lord hath 
given you the city. “And the 
city shall be accursed, even it, 
and all that are therein, to the 
Lord: only Rahab the harlot shall 
live, she and all that are with 
her in the house, because she hid 
the messengers that we sent. 


“And ye, in any wise keep yo\ 
selves from the accursed thii 
lest ye make yourselves aceurs 
when ye take of the accur: 
thing, and make the camp of 
rael a curse, and trouble it. 1B I 
all the silver, and gold, and v 
sels of brass and iron, are o 
secrated unto the Lord: tl 
shall come into the treasury 
the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted wl 
the priests blew with the In 
pets: and it came to pass, wl 
the people heard the sound 
the trumpet, and the pen 
shouted with a great shout, 1 
the wall fell down flat, so t 
the people went up into the c 
every man straight before li 
and they took the city. “And tl 
utterly destroyed all that was 
the city, both man and worn 
young and old, and ox, and sht 
and ass, with the edge of 
sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto 
two men that had spied out 
country, Go into the har!< 
house, and bring out thence 
woman, and all that she hr 
as ye swore unto her. 2t / 
the young men that were rj 
went in, and brought out Rah 
and her father, and her moti 
and her brethren, and all t 
she had; and they brought 
all her kindred, and left Mi 
without the camp of Israel. 24 / 
they burnt the city with fire, i 
all that was therein: only 
silver, and the gold, and the \ 
sels of brass and of iron, tl 
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put into the treasury of the 
house of the Lord. "And Joshua 
i saved Rehab the harlot alive, and 
her father’s household, and all 
that she had; and she dwelleth 
in Israel even unto thiB day; be¬ 
cause she hid the messengers, 

1 whom JoBhua sent to spy out 
, Jr'll-hO. 

"And Joshua adjured them at 
' that time, saying, Cursed be the 
iman before the Lord, that riseth 
up and buildeth this city Jericho: 
he shall lay the foundation there¬ 
of with his first-born, and with 
his youngest son shall he set up 
the gates of it. 

"So the Lord was with Joshua; 
innd his fame was spread through¬ 
out all the country. 

y But the children of Israel 
committed a trespass on the 
accursed thing: for Achan, the 
won of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, 
tin! son of Zerah, of the tribe of 
I Judah, took of the accursed thing: 
£nd the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against the children of 
ilsrael. 

*And Joshua sent men from 
Jericho to Ai, which is beside 
IBeth-uven, on the east side of 
(Beth-el, and spoke unto them, 
saying, Go up and view the coun¬ 
try. And the men went up and 
Viewed Ai. 3 And they returned 
to Joshua, and said unto him, 
l»et not all the people go up; but 
let about two or three thousand 
men go up and smite Ai; and 
make not all the people to labour 
thither; for they are but few. 


4 So there went up thither of 
the people about three thousand 
men: and they fled before the 
men of Ai. ®And the men of Ai 
smote of them about thirty and 
six men: for they chased them 
from before the gate unto the 
quarries, and smote them at the 
descent: wherefore the hearts of 
the people melted, and became as 
water. 

e And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his 
face before the ark of the Lord 
until the eventide, he and the 
elders of Israel, and put dust 
upon their heads. T And Joshua 
said, Alas, 0 Lord God, where¬ 
fore hast thou at all brought this 
people over the Jordan, to deliver 
us into the hand of the Amorites, 
to destroy us ? would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side of the Jordan! a 0 
Lord, what shall I say, when Isra¬ 
el have turned their backs before 
their enemies! s For the Canaan- 
ites and all the inhabitants of 
the land shall hear of it, and shall 
environ us round, and cut off 
our name from the earth: and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great 
name? 

,0 And the Lord said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Get thee up; wherefore 
best thou thus upon thy face? 
“Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my cov¬ 
enant which I commanded them: 
for they have even taken of the 
accursed thing, and have also 
stolen, and dissembled also, and 
they have put it even among their

own stuff. 12 Therefore the chil¬ 
dren of Israel could not stand be¬ 
fore their enemies, but turned 
their backs before their enemies, 
because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any 
more, except ye destroy the 
accursed from among you. 19 Up, 
sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to¬ 
morrow: for thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, There is an ac¬ 
cursed thing in the midst of thee. 
0 Israel: thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye 
take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 14 In the morn¬ 
ing therefore ye shall be brought 
near according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the Lord taketh shall come 
near according to the families 
thereof; and the family which 
the Lord shall take shall come 
near by households; and the 
household which the Lord shall 
take shall come near man by man. 
“And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing 
shall be burnt with fire, he and 
all that he hath: because he hath 
transgressed the covenant of the 
Lord, and because he hath com¬ 
mitted villainy in Israel. 

lfl And Joshua rose up early in 
the morning, and brought Israel 
by their tribes; and the tribe of 
Judah was taken: 17 And he 
brought near the family of Ju¬ 
dah; and he took the family of 
the Zerahites: and he brought 
near the family of the Zerahites 
man by man; and Zabdi was 


taken: “And he brought neat 
his household man by man; and 
Achan, the son of Carmi, the son 
of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the 
tribe of Judah, was taken. 1B And 
Joshua said unto Achan, My son, 
give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Lord God of Israel, and make 
confession unto him; and tell me 
now what thou hast done; hide il 
not from me. 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned 
against the Lord God of Israel, 
and thus and thus have I done: 
2, When I saw among the spoil fi 
goodly Babylonish garment, and 
two hundred shekels of silver, and 
a wedge of gold of fifty shekel* 
weight, then I coveted them, anc 
took them; and, behold, they an 
hid in the earth in the midst oi 
my tent, and the silver under it 

22 So Joshua sent messengers 
and they ran unto the tent; and 
behold, it was hid in his tent, ant 
the silver under it. 23 And the} 
took them out of the midst of tin 
tent, and brought them unto Jo 
shua, and unto all the childrei 
of Israel, and laid them out he 
fore the Lord. 24 And Joshua, am 
all Israel with him, took A'diai 
the son of Zerah, and the silver 
and the garment, and the wedg< 
of gold, and his sons, and hi 
daughters, and his oxen, and hi 
asses, and his sheep, and his tenl 
and all that he had: and the 
brought them unto the valley o 
Achor. 25 And Joshua said, Wh 
hast thou troubled us? the J.or 
shall trouble thee this day. An 
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all Israel stoned him with stones, 
and them they burned with fire 
and stoned with stones. “And 
they raised over him a great heap 
of stones, that remainetk unto 
this day. So the Lord turned 
from the fierceness of his anger. 
Wherefore the name of that place 
wmn called, The valley of Achor, 
unto this day. 

Q And the Lord said unto Jo- 

u shua, Fear not, neither be 
thou dismayed: take all the peo¬ 
ple of war with thee, and arise, 
go up to Ai: see, I have given 
into thy hand the king of Ai, and 
his people, and his city, and his 
land: “And thou slialt do to Ai 
ond her king aB thou didst unto 
Jericho and her king: only the 
spoil thereof, and the cattle there¬ 
of, shall ye take for a prey unto 
yourselves: lay thee an ambush 
for the city behind it 

s So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against 
Ai: and Joshua chose out thirty 
thousand mighty men of valour, 
and Bent them away by night. 
‘And he commanded them, Bay¬ 
ing, Behold, ye shall lie in wait 
against the city, even behind the 
city: go not very far from the 
city, but be ye all ready: “And 
I, and all the people that are with 
me, will approach unto the city: 
and it shall come to pass, when 
they come out against us, as at 
the first, that we will flee before 
them; “And they will come out 
after us, till we have drawn them 
from the city; for they will say, 
They flee before us, as at the 


first; therefore we will flee be¬ 
fore them. ’Then ye shall rise np 
from the ambush, and seize upon 
the city: for the Lord your God 
will deliver it into your hand. 
“And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set 
the city on fire: according to the 
commandment of the Lord shall 
ye do. See, I have commanded 
you. “Joshua therefore sent them 
forth: and they went to lie In 
ambush, and abode between Beth¬ 
el and Ai, on the west side of Ai: 
but Joshua lodged that night 
among the people. 

“And Joshua rose up early in 
the morning, and numbered the 
people, and went up, he and the 
elders of Israel, before the peo¬ 
ple of Ai. 11 And all the people, 
even the people of war that were 
with him, went up, and drew 
nigh, and came before the city, 
and pitched on the north Bide of 
Ai: now there was a valley be¬ 
tween them and Ai. “And he 
took about five thousand men, 
and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the 
west side of the city. 18 And when 
they had set the people, even all 
the host that was on the north 
of the city, and their liers in 
wait on the west of the city, 
Joshua went that night into the 
midst of the valley. 

“And it came to pass, when 
the king of Ai saw it, that they 
hastened and rose up early, and 
the men of the city went out 
against Israel to battle, he and 
all his people, at a time appointed, 
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before the plain; but he knew 
not that there were Here in am¬ 
bush against him behind the 
city. IB And Joshua and all Isra¬ 
el made as if they were beaten 
before them, and fled by the way 
of the wilderness. 10 And all the 
people that were in Ai were 
called together to pursue after 
them: and they pursued after 
Joshua, and were drawn away 
from the city. 17 And there was 
not a man left in Ai or Beth-el, 
that went not out after Israel: 
and they left the city open, and 
pursued after Israel. 

ia And the Lord said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Stretch out the spear that 
is in thy hand toward Ai; for I 
will give it into thine hand. And 
Joshua stretched out the spear 
that he had in his hand toward 
the city. ie And the ambush arose 
quickly out of their place, and 
they ran as soon as he had 
stretched out his hand: and they 
entered into the city, and took it, 
and hastened and set the city on 
lire. 20 And when the men of Ai 
looked behind them, they saw, 
and, behold, the smoke of the 
city ascended up to heaven, and 
they had no power to flee this 
way or that way: and the people 
that fled to the wilderness turned 
back upon the pursuers. 21 And 
when Joshua and all Israel saw 
that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the 
city ascended, then they turned 
again, and slew the men of Ai. 
fl2 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were 


in the midst of Israel, some on 
this side, and some on that side: 
and they smote them, so that they 
let none of them remain or es¬ 
cape. a3 And the king of Ai they 
took alive, and brought him to 
Joshua. 

24 And it came to pas3, when 
Israel had made an end of slay¬ 
ing all the inhabitants of Ai in 
the field, in the wilderness where¬ 
in they chased them, and when 
they were all fallen by the edge 
of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israel (ten 
returned unto Ai, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword. 25 A ml 
so it was, that all that fell that 
day, both of men and women 
were twelve thousand, even at 
the men of Ai. 26 For Joshua drew 
not his hand back, wherewith he 
stretched out the spear, until lit 
had utterly destroyed all the in¬ 
habitants of Ai. 27 0nly the catllt 
and the spoil of that city Israe 
took for a prey unto themselves 
according unto the word of the 
Lord which he commanded Jo 
shua. 28 And Joshua burnt Ai 
and made it a heap for ever, ever 
a desolation unto this day. 2fl Am 
the king of Ai he hanged on t 
tree until eventide: and as soni 
as the sun was down, Joslnu 
commanded, and they took hi? 
carcass down from the tree, am 
cast it at the entrance of the gab 
of the city, and raised thereon f 
great heap of stones, that re 
maineth unto this day. 

30 Then Joshua built an nltm 
unto the Lord God of Israel ii 
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mount Ebal, 8l As Moses the ser¬ 
vant of the Lord commanded the 
children of Israel, as it is written 
in the book of the law of Moses, 
an altar of whole stones, over 
which no man hath lifted up any 
Iron: and they offered thereon 
burnt-offerings unto the Lord, 
find sacrificed peace-offerings. 

And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Mo¬ 
ses, which he wrote in the pre¬ 
sence of the children of Israel. 
8fl And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, 
stood on this side the ark and 
on that side before the priests the 
Leviles, that bore the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, as well tike 
stranger, as he that was born 
among them; half of them over 
against mount Gerizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; 
as Moses the servant of the Lord 
had commanded, that tTiey should 
bless the people of Israel at first. 
84 And afterward he read all the 
wurds of the law, the blessings 
and curses, according to all that 
is written in the book of the law. 

“ There was not a word of all 
that Moses commanded, which Jo¬ 
shua read not before all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, with the 
women, und the little ones, and 
the strangers that walked among 
them. 

0 And it came to pass, when 
all the kings that were, on 
this side of the Jordan, in the 
hills, and in the valleys, and on 
all the coast of the Great Sea 
over against Lebanon, the Hit- 


tite, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, heard thereof; 
2 That they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord. 

3 And when the inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had 
done unto Jericho and to Ai, 
4 They also did work wilily, and 
went and made as if they had 
been messengers, and took old 
sacks upon their asses, and wine¬ 
skins, old, and rent, and bound 
up; “And old sandals and clouted 
upon their feet, and old garments 
upon them; and all the bread of 
their provision was dry and 
mouldy. 0 And they went to Jo¬ 
shua unto the camp at Gilgal, 
and said unto him, and to the 
men of Israel, We are come from 
a far country: now therefore 
make ye a league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said 
unto the Hivites, Peradventure 
ye dwell among us; and how 
shall we make a league with you? 
a And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua 
said unto them. Who are ye? and 
from whence come ye? B And they 
said unto him, From a very far 
country thy servants are come 
because of the name of the Lord 
thy God: for we have heard the 
fame of him, and all that he did 
in Egypt, 10 And all that he did 
to the two kings of the Amorites, 
that were beyond the Jordan, to 
Sihon king of Heshbon, and to 
Og king of Bashan, who was at 
Ashtaroth. ^Wherefore our eld- 
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ere and all the inhabitants of our 
country spoke to us, saying, Take 
victuals with you for the journey, 
and go to meet them, and say 
unto them, We ere your servants: 
therefore now make ye a league 
with us. 12 This our bread we took 
hot for our provision out of our 
houses on the day we came forth 
to go unto you; but now, be¬ 
hold, it is dry, and it is mouldy: 
,3 And these wine-skins, which we 
filled, were new; and, behold, they 
are rent: and these our garments 
and our sandals are become old by 
reason of the very long journey. 
,4 And the men took of their vic¬ 
tuals, and asked not counsel at 
the mouth of the Lord. 15 And 
Joshua made peace with them, 
and made a league with them, to 
let them live: and the princes 
of the congregation swore unto 
them. 

lfl And it came to pass at the 
end of three days after they had 
made a league with them, that 
they heard that they were their 
neighbours, and that they dwelt 
among them. 17 And the children 
of Israel journeyed, and came un¬ 
to their cities on the third day. 
Now their cities were Gibeon, 
and Chephirah, and Beeroth, and 
Kirjath-jearim. 18 And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel smote them not, 
because the princes of the con¬ 
gregation had sworn unto them 
by the Lord God of Israel. And 
all the congregation murmured 
against the princes. 19 But all the 
princes said unto all the con¬ 
gregation, We have sworn unto 


them by the Lord God of Israel: 
now therefore we may not touch 
them. 20 This we will do to them: 
we will let them live, lest wrath 
be upon us, because of the oath 
which we swore unto them. “And 
the princes said unto them. Let 
them live; but let them be hewers 
of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as t.h<> 
princes had promised them. 22 And 
Joshua called for them, and he 
spoke unto them, saying, Where¬ 
fore have ye beguiled us, saying. 
We ore very far from you; when 
ye dwell among us? 23 Now there¬ 
fore ye are cursed, and there 
shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for 
the house of my God. 24 And they 
answered Joshua, and said, Be¬ 
cause it was certainly told thy 
servants, how that the Lord thy 
God commanded his servant Mo¬ 
ses to give you all the land, arid 
to destroy all the inhabitants of 
the land from before you, there¬ 
fore we were sore afraid of our 
lives because of you, and have 
done this thing. 25 And now, be¬ 
hold, we are in thine hand: ns il 
seemeth good and right unto Ihee 
to do unto us, do. 2G And so did 
he unto them, and delivered them 
out of the hand of the children of 
Israel, that they slew them not 
“And Joshua made them thal 
day hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the congregation 
and for the altar of the Lord 
even unto this day, in the plact 
which he should choose. 
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Now It came to paas, when 

Adoni-zedek king of Jerusa¬ 
lem had heard how Joshua had 
taken A I, and had utterly de¬ 
stroyed it; as he had done to 
Jericho and her king, so he had 
done to Ai and her king; and how 
the inhabitants of Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel, and were 
among them; 8 That they feared 
greatly, because Gibeon was a 
great city, as one of the royal 
cities, and hecause it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof 
were mighty. 8 Wherefore Adoni- 
zedek king of Jerusalem sent un¬ 
to Hoham king of Hebron, and 
unto Piram king of Jarmuth, and 
unto Japhia king of Lachish, and 
unto Debir king of Eglon, say¬ 
ing, 4 Come up unto me, and help 
me, that we may smite Gibeon: 
for it hath made peace with Jo- 
ahua and with the children of 
Israel. 

"And the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, 
tin* king of Eglon, gathered them¬ 
selves together, and went up, they 
and all their hosts, and encamped 
before Gibeon, and made war 
against it 

*And the men of Gibeon sent 
unto Joshua to the camp of Gil- 
gal, saying, Slack not thy hand 
from thy servants; come up to 
us quickly, and save us, and help 
us; for all the kingB of the Amo¬ 
rites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 
’So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 


he, and all the people of war with 
him, and all the mighty men of 
valour. 8 And the Lord said un¬ 
to Joshua, Fear them not: for 
I have delivered them into thine 
hand; there shall not a man of 
them stand before thee. ^Joshua 
therefore came unto them sud¬ 
denly, and went up from Gilgal 
all night. 10 And the Lord dis¬ 
comfited them before Israel, and 
slew them with a great slaughter 
at Gibeon, and chased them along 
the way that goeth up to Beth- 
horon, and smote them to Azekah, 
and unto Makkedah. n And it 
came to pass, as they fled from 
before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that 
the Lord cast down great stones 
from heaven upon them unto 
Azekah, and they died: they were 
more who died with hailstones 
than they whom the children of 
Israel slew with the sword. 

12 Then spoke Joshua to the 
Lord in the day when the Lord 
delivered up the Amorites before 
the children of Israel, and he 
said in the sight of Israel, Sun, 
stand thou still upon Gibeon; 
and thou, Moon, in the valley of 
Ajalon. 18 And the sun stood still, 
and the moon stayed, until the 
people had avenged themselves 
upon their enemies. Is not this 
written in the book of Jashar? 
So the sun stood still in the midst 
of heaven, and hastened not to 
go down about a whole day. “And 
there was no day like that before 
it or after It, that the Lord heark¬ 
ened unto the voice of a man:

for the Lord fought for Israel. 

"And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp 
to Gilgal. "But these five kings 
fled, and hid themselves in a cave 
at Makkedah. 17 And it was told 
Joshua, saying, The five kings are 
found hidden in a cave at Mak¬ 
kedah. "And Joshua said, Roll 
great stones upon the mouth of 
the cave, and set men by it to 
guard them: "And stay ye not, 
but pursue after your enemies, 
and smite the hindmost of them; 
auffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the Lord your 
God hath delivered them into your 
hand. 

"And it came to pass, when 
Joshua and the children of Israel 
had made an end of slaying them 
with a very great slaughter, till 
they were consumed, that the rest 
who remained of them entered 
into fortified cities. 2l And all the 
people returned to the camp to 
Joshua at Makkedah in peace: 
none moved his tongue against 
any of the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the 
mouth of the cave, and bring out 
those five kings unto me out of 
the cave. 23 And they did so, and 
brought forth those five kings un¬ 
to him out of the cave, the king 
of Jerusalem, the king of Heb¬ 
ron, the king of Jarmuth, the 
king of Lachish, and the king of 
Eglon. 24 And it came to pass, 
when they brought out those 
kings unto Joshua, that Joshua 
called for all the men of Israel, 
and said unto the captains of the 


men of war that went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon 
the necks of these kings. And 
they came near, and put their feet 
upon the necks of them. "And 
Joshua said unto them, Fear not, 
nor be dismayed, be strong and 
of good courage: for thus shall 
the Lord do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. "And 
afterward Joshua smote them, 
and slew them, and hanged them 
on five trees: and they were 
hanging upon the trees until the 
evening. 27 And it came to pass 
at the time of the going down of 
the sun, that Joshua commanded, 
and they took them down off the 
trees, and cast them into the 
cave wherein they had been hid¬ 
den, and laid great stones in the 
cave's mouth, which remain un¬ 
til this very day. 

28 And that day Joshua took 
Makkedah, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof he utterly destroyed, 
them, and all the souls that were 
therein; he let none remain: and 
he did to the king of Makkedah 
as he did unto the king of Je¬ 
richo. 

"Then Joshua passed from 
Makkedah, and all Israel with 
him, unto Libnah, and foughl 
against Libnah: 30 And the lore 
delivered it also, and the kin$ 
thereof, into the hand of Israeli 
and he smote it with the edgi 
of the sword, and all the souli 
that were therein; he let now 
remain in it; and he did unt< 
the king thereof as he did unfa 
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the kin? of Jericho. 

“And Joshua passed from Lib- 
nnh, and all Israel wilh him, un¬ 
to Lachish, and encamped against 
it, and fought against it: “And 
the Lord delivered Lachish into 
the hand of Israel; and he took 
it on the second day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, 
ihhI ail the souls that were there¬ 
in, according to ail that he had 
done to Libnah. 

“Then Horam king of Gezer 
came up to help Lachish; and Jo¬ 
shua smote him and his people, 
until he had left him none re¬ 
maining. 

“And from Lachish Joshua 
passed unto Eglon, and all Israel 
with him; and they encamped 
against it, and fought against it: 
“And they took it on that day, 
And smote it with the edge of 
the Bword, and all the souls that 
were therein he utterly destroyed 
that day, according to all that he 
hud done to Lachish. 

“And Joshua went up from Eg¬ 
lon, and all Israel with him, un¬ 
to Hebron; and they fought 
against it: “And they took it, 
and smote it with the edge of 
the sword, and the king thereof, 
and all the cities thereof, and all 
the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining, according to 
all that he had done to Eglon; 
but destroyed it utterly, and all 
the souls that were therein. 

“And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and 
fought against it: “And he took 
it, and the king thereof, and all 


the cities thereof; and they 
smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and utterly destroyed all 
the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining: as he had 
done to Hebron, so he did to De- 
bir, and to the king thereof; as 
he had done also to Libnah, and 
to her king. 

40 So Joshua smote all the coun¬ 
try of the hills, and of the south, 
and of the lowland, and of the 
slopes, and all their kings; he 
left none remaining, but utterly 
destroyed all that breathed, as 
the Lord God of Israel command¬ 
ed. “And Joshua smote them 
from Kadesh-barnea even unto 
Gaza, and all the country of 
Goshen, even unto Gibeon. “And 
all these kings and their Land 
did Joshua take at one time, be¬ 
cause the Lord God of Israel 
fought for Israel. “And Joshua 
returned, and all Israel with him, 
unto the camp to Gilgal. 

And it came to pass, when 
Jabin king of Hazor had 
heard those things, that he Bent 
to Jobab king of Madon, and to 
the king of Shimron, and to the 
king of Achshaph, 2 And to the 
kings that were on the north, in 
the mountains, and in the plains 
south of Chinneroth, and in the 
lowland, and in the heights of 
Dor on the west, b And to the 
Canaanite on the east and on the 
west, and to the Amorite, and the 
Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Jebusite in the mountains, and to 
the Hivite under Hermon in the 
land of Mizpah. ‘And they went 
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out, they and all their hosts with 
them, much people, even as the 
sand that is upon the seashore in 
multitude, with horses and char¬ 
iots very many. “And all these 
kings met together: and they 
came and pitched together at the 
waters of Merom, to fight against 
Israel. 

"And the Lord said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Be not afraid because of 
them: for to-morrow about this 
time will I deliver them up all 
slain before Israel: thou shalt. 
hough their horses, and bum 
their chariots with fire. 7 So Jo¬ 
shua came, and all the people of 
war with him, against them by 
the waters of Merom suddenly; 
and they fell upon them. "And 
the Lord delivered them into the 
hand of Israel, who smote them, 
and chased them unto great Zi- 
don, and unto Misrephoth-maim, 
and unto the valley of Mizpeh 
eastward; and they smote them, 
until they left them none remain¬ 
ing. ®And Joshua did unto them 
as the Lord bade him: he houghed 
their horses, and burnt their 
chariots with fire. 

10 And Joshua at that time 
turned back, and took Hazor, 
and smote the king thereof with 
the sword: for Hazor before¬ 
time was the head of all those 
kingdoms. xl And they smote all 
the souls that were therein with 
the edge of the sword, utterly 
destroying them : there was none 
left to breathe: and he burnt Ha¬ 
zor with fire. 12 And all the cities 
of those kings, and all the kings 


of them, did Joshua take, an & 
smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and he utterly destroyed 
them, as Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded. 13 But as for 
the cities that stood still in their 
fastnesses, Israel burned none of 
them, save Hazor only; that did 
Joshua burn. 14 And all the spoil 
of these cities, and the cattle, the 
children of Israel took for a prey 
unto themselves; but every man 
they smote with the edge of the 
sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to 
breathe. 15 As the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses his servant, so did 
Moses command Joshua, and ho 
did Joshua; he left nothing un¬ 
done of all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 10 So Joshua took 
all that land, the hills, and all 
the south country, and all the 
land of Goshen, and the lowland, 
and the plain, and the mountain 
of Israel, and the lowland of the 
same; 17 Even from the bure 
mountain that goeth up to Scir, 
even unto Baal-gad in the valley 
of Lebanon under mount Her- 
mon: and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 
18 Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. 19 There wan 
not a city that made peace with 
the children of Israel, save tlu 
Hivites the inhabitants of Gibe- 
on: all other they took in battle 
20 For it was of the Lord to harder 
their hearts, that they shouk 
come against Israel in battle 
that he might destroy them ut 
terly, and that they might Imvi 
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no favour, but that he might de¬ 
stroy them, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

"And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakim from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from 
Dcbir, from Anab, and from ail 
the mountains of Judah, and 
from all the mountains of Israel: 
Junhua destroyed them utterly 
with their cities. "There was 
none of the Anakim left in the 
land of the children of Israel: 
only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. "So 
Joshua took the whole land, ac¬ 
cording to all that the Lord said 
unto MoseB; and JoBhua gave it 
for an inheritance unto Israel 
according to their divisions by 
their tribes. And the land rested 
from war. 

Now these are the kings of 
the land, whom the children 
Df Israel smote, and possessed 
Iholr land on the other side of 
the Jordan toward the rising of 
the sun, from the river Arnon 
unto mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the east: 2 Sihon king 
&f the Amorites, who dwelt in 
Heshbon, and ruled from Aroer, 
which ia upon the edge of the val¬ 
ley of Arnon, and from the middle 
t>f the valley, and from half Gi- 
ead, even unto the river Jabbok, 
which ia the border of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon; “And from the 
Slain to the sea of Chinneroth on 
.he east, and unto the sea of the 
>l»in, even the Salt Sea on the 
mat, the way to Beth-jeshimoth; 
md from the south, under the 


slopes of Pisgah: 4 And the border 
of Og king of Bashan, of the rem¬ 
nant of the Eephaim, who dwelt 
at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, “And 
reigned in mount Hermon, and in 
Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto 
the border of the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites, and half Gilead, 
the border of Sihon king of Hesh¬ 
bon. a Them did Moses the ser¬ 
vant of the Lord and the children 
of Israel smite: and Moses the 
servant of the Lord gave it for 
a possession unto the Heubenites, 
and the Gadites, and the half¬ 
tribe of Manasseh. 

7 And these are the kings of 
the country whom Joshua and 
the children of Israel smote on 
this side of the Jordan west¬ 
ward, from Baal-gad in the valley 
of Lebanon even unto the bare 
mountain, that goeth up to Seir; 
and Joshua gave it unto the 
tribes of Israel for a possession 
according to their divisions; “In 
the mountains, and in the low¬ 
land, and in the plain, and in the 
slopes, and in the wilderness, and 
in the south country; the Hit- 
tite, the Amorite, and the Oa- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite: 

•The king of Jericho, one; the 
king of Ai, which is beside Beth¬ 
el, one; “The king of Jerusalem, 
one; the king of Hebron, one; 
"The king of Jarmuth, one; the 
king of Lachish, one; "The king 
of Eglon, one; the king of Gezer, 
one; "The king of Debir, one; 
the king of Geder, one; "The 
king of Hormah, one; the king 
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of Arad, one; “The king of 
Libnah, one; the king of Adul- 
lam, one; “The king of Makke- 
dah, one; the king of Beth-el, 
one; ,7 The king of Tappuah, one; 
the king of Hepher, one; “The 
king of Aphek, one; the king of 
Sharon, one; “The king of Ma- 
don, one; the king of Hazor, one; 
20 The king of Shimrom-meron, 
one; the king of Achshaph, one; 
2l The king of Taanach, one; the 
king of Megiddo, one; 22 The king 
of Kedesh, one; the king of Jo- 
kneam of Carmel, one; 23 The king 
of Dor in the height of Dor, one; 
the king of the nations of Gil- 
gal, one; 24 The king of Tirzah, 
one: all the kings thirty and one. 
Now Joshua was old and 
stricken in years; and the 
Lord said unto him, Thou art 
old and stricken in years, and 
there remaineth yet very much 
land to be possessed. 2 This is 
the land that yet remaineth: all 
the districts of the Philistines, 
and the whole of Geshur. 3 From 
Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the border of Ekron 
northward, which is counted to 
the Canaanite: the five lords of 
the Philistines; the Gazathite, 
and the Ashdodite, the Eshke- 
lonite, the Gittite, and the Ek- 
ronite; also the Awim: 4 On the 
south; all the land of the Ca- 
naanites, and Mearah that be- 
longeth to the Sidonians, unto 
Aphek, to the border of the A- 
morites: B And the land of the 
Giblites, and all Lebanon, toward 
the sunrising, from Baal-gad un¬ 


der mount Hermon unto the en¬ 
trance of Hamath. fl All the inhab¬ 
itants of the hill country from 
Lebanon unto Misrephothmaim, 
and all the Sidonians, them will I 
drive out from before the children 
of Israel: only divide thou it by 
lot unto the Israelites for an in¬ 
heritance as I have commanded 
thee. 7 Now therefore divide this 
land for an inheritance unto the 
nine tribes, and the half-tribe of 
Manasseh, 8 With whom the Rea 
benites and the Gadites have 
received their inheritance, which 
Moses gave them, beyond the Jor 
dan eastward, even as Moses the 
servant of the Lord gave them; 
e From Aroer, that is upon the 
edge of the valley of Arnon, and 
the city that is in the midst of tin 
valley, and all Ihe plain of Me- 
deba unto Dibon; “And all the 
cities of Sihon king of the Amo- 
rites, who reigned in Heshbon, 
unto the border of the children 
of Ammon; “And Gilead, and the 
border of the Geshurites and 
Maaehathites, and all mount Iler- 
mon, and all Bashan unto Salcah; 
“All the kingdom of Og in Ihi 
shan, who reigned in Ashtaroth 
and in Edrei, who remained of the 
remnant of the Rephaim: for 
these did Moses smite, and cast 
them out. “Nevertheless the chil¬ 
dren of Israel expelled not the 
Geshurites, nor the Maachathi- 
tes: but the Geshurites and the 
Maaehathites dwell among Ihe 
Israelites until this day. 

“Only unto the tribe of Levi 
he gave no inheritance; the sacn- 
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ticca of the Lord God of Israel 
made by fire are their inheri¬ 
tance, as he said unto them. 

‘“And Moses gave unto the 
tribe of the children of Reuben 
inheritance according to their 
f i in dies. ia And their border was 
from Aroer, that ia on the edge 
of the valley of Arnon, and the 
city that ia in the midst of the 
vulley, and all the plain by Mede- 
hu; ‘’Heshbon, and all her cities 
that are in the plain; Dibon, and 
IJamotli-baal, and Beth-baal-meon, 
‘“And Jahaza, and Kedemoth, and 
Mephaath, 18 And Kirjathaim, and 
Sibinah, and Zereth-shahar in the 
mount of the valley, 20 And Beth* 
peor, and the slopes of Plsgah, 
and Beth-jeshimoth, 21 And all the 
cities of the plain, and all the 
kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, who reigned in Heah- 
bon, whom Moses smote with the 
princes of Midian, Evi, and Re- 
kem, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, 
the dukes of Sihon, dwelling in 
the country. 22 Balaam also the 
i son of Beor, the soothsayer, did 
the children of Israel slay with 
• the sword among them that were 
i slain by them. 2a And the border 
i of the children of Reuben was the 
i Jordan, and the border thereof. 

This was the inheritance of the 
i children of Reuben after their 
I families, the cities and the vil- 
I luges thereof. 

11 And Moses gave inheritance 
I unto the tribe of Gad, even unto 
I the children of Gad according to 
I their families. 25 And their bor- 
i der was Jazer, and all the cities 


of Gilead, and half the land of 
the children of Ammon, unto A- 
roer that is before Rabbah; 26 And 
from Heshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpeh, and Betonim; and from 
Mahanaim unto the border of De* 
bir; 27 And in the valley, Beth- 
haram, and Beth-nimrah, and 
Succoth, and Zaphon, the rest of 
the kingdom of Sihon king of 
Heshbon, the Jordan and its bor¬ 
der, even unto the edge of the sea 
of Chinnereth on the other side 
of the Jordan eastward. 

28 This is the inheritance of the 
children of Gad after their fam¬ 
ilies, the cities, and their vil¬ 
lages. 

2# And Moses gave inheritance 
unto the half-tribe of Manasseh: 
and this was the possession of 
the half-tribe of the children of 
Manasseh by their families. 80 And 
their border was from Mahanaim, 
all Bashan, all the kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, and all the 
towns of Jair, which are in Ba¬ 
shan, threescore cities: 81 And 
half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and 
Edrei, cities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan, were pertaining 
unto the children of Machir the 
son of Manasseh, even to the one 
half of the children of Machir by 
their families. 

82 Theae are the portions which 
Moses did distribute for inheri¬ 
tance in the plains of Moab, on 
the other aide of the Jordan, by 
Jericho, eastward. 88 But unto the 
tribe of Levi Moses gave not any 
inheritance: the Lord God of 
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Israel was their inheritance, as 
he said unto them. 

And these are the countries 
which the children of Israel 
inherited in the land of Canaan, 
which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, distrib¬ 
uted for inheritance to them. 2 By 
lot was their inheritance, as the 
Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses, for the nine tribes, and 
for the half-tribe. 9 For Moses 
had given the inheritance of the 
two tribes and the half-tribe on 
the other side of the Jordan: but 
unto the Levites he gave no in¬ 
heritance among them. 4 For the 
children of Joseph were two 
tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim: 
therefore they gave no part unto 
the Levites in the land, save 
cities to dwell in, with their sub¬ 
urbs for their cattle and for their 
substance. ®As the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses, so the children of 
Israel did, and they divided the 
land. 

®Then the children of Judah 
came unto Joshua in Gilgal: and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh the 
Kenezite said unto him, Thou 
knowest the thing that the Lord 
said unto Moses the man of God 
concerning me and thee in Ka- 
desh-barnea. 7 Forty years old 
was I when Moses the servant 
of the Lord sent me from Kadesh- 
barnea to spy out the land; and 
I brought him word back as it 
was in mine heart. Nevertheless 
my brethren that went up with 


me made the heart of the people 
Lord my God. B And Moses swore 
on that day, saying, Surely the 
melt: but I wholly followed the 
land whereon thy feet have trod¬ 
den shall be thine inheritance 
and thy children’s for ever, be¬ 
cause thou hast wholly followed 
the Lord my God. 10 And now, 
behold, the Lord hath kept me 
alive, as he said, these forty and 
five years, even since the Lord 
spoke this word unto Moses, 
while the children of Israel wan¬ 
dered in the wilderness: and 
now, lo, I am this day fourscore 
and five years old. ”As yet 1 
am as strong this day as I was 
in the day that Moses sent me: 
as my strength was then, even 
so is my strength now, for war, 
both to go out, and to come in. 
12 Now therefore give me this 
mountain, whereof the Lord 
spoke in that day; for thou 
heardest in that day how the 
Anakim were there, and that the 
cities were great and fortified: if 
the Lord will he with me, I shall 
be able to drive them out, ns 
the Lord said. 13 And Joshua 
blessed him, and gave unto Ca¬ 
leb the son of Jephunneh Heb¬ 
ron for an inheritance. “Heb¬ 
ron therefore became the inheri¬ 
tance of Caleb the son of Jephun¬ 
neh the Kenezite unto this day, 
because that he wholly followed 
the Lord God of Israel. ,s Aml 
the name of Hebron before nvi# 
Kirjath-arba; which Arba was n 
great man among the Anakim. 
And the land had rest from war. 
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1 C And the lot of the tribe of 
the children of Judah by 
their families, near the border of 
Edom, was the wilderness of Zin 
southward, at the uttermost part 
of the south. a And their south 
border was from the shore of the 
Balt Sea, from the bay that 
looketh southward: a And it went 
out to the south side to Maaleh- 
okrabhim, and passed along to 
Zin, and ascended up on the south 
side unto Kadesh-bamea, and 
passed along to Hezron, and went 
up to Adar, and made a cir¬ 
cuit to Karka: 4 From thence it 
puHsed toward Azmon, and went 
out unto the river of Egypt; and 
the goings out of that border 
were at the seu: this shall be your 
south border. "And the east 
Du*\Jer waa the Salt Sea, even 
unto the end of the Jordan. And 
the border in the north quarter 
was from the bay of the sea at 
the uttermost part of the Jordan: 
"And the border went up to 
Beth-hogla, and passed along by 
the north of Beth-arabah; and 
the border went up to the stone 
of Bohan the son of Reuben: 
’And the border went up toward 
Debir from the valley of Achor, 
and so northward, looking to¬ 
ward Gilgal, that is before the 
going up to Adummim, which is 
on the south side of the river: 
and the border passed toward 
the waters of En-shemesh, and 
the goings out thereof were at 
En-rogel: "And the border went 
up by the valley of the son of 
Hinnom unto the south side of 


the Jebusite; the same is Jeru¬ 
salem: and the border went up 
to the top of the mountain that 
lieth before the valley of Hinnom 
westward, which is at the end of 
the valley of the Rephaim north¬ 
ward: B And the border was drawn 
from the top of the hill unto the 
fountain of the water of Neph- 
toah, and went out to the cities 
of mount Ephron; and the bor¬ 
der was drawn to Baalah, which 
is Kirjath-jearim: 10 And the bor¬ 
der compassed from Baalah west¬ 
ward unto mount Seir, and passed 
along unto the side of mount 
Jearim, which is Chesalon, on 
the north aide, and went down 
to Beth-shemesh, and passed on 
to Timnah: u And the border 
went out unto the side of Ekron 
northward: and the border was 
drawn to Shikron, and passed 
along to mount Baalah, and went 
out unto Jabneel; and the go¬ 
ings out of the border were at 
the sea. 12 And the west border 
was to the Great Sea, and the 
coast thereof. This is the bor¬ 
der of the children of Judah round 
about according to their families. 

18 And unto Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh he gave a part among 
the children of Judah, according 
to the commandment of the Lord 
to Joshua, even the city of Arba 
the father of Anak, which city is 
Hebron. 14 And Caleb drove thence 
the three sons of Anak, Sheshai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmal, the 
children of Anak. 1B And he went 
up thence to the inhabitants of 
Debir: and the name of Debir 
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before was Kirjath-sepher. 16 And 
Caleb said, He that smiteth Kir¬ 
jath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter 
to wife. 17 And Othniel the son 
of Kenaz, the brother of Caleb, 
took it: and he gave him Achsah 
his daughter to wife. 1B And it 
came to pass, as she came unto 
him, that she moved him to ask 
of her father a field: and she 
lighted off her ass; and Caleb 
said unto her, What wouldest 
thou? 1B And she said, Give me a 
blessing; for thou hast given me 
a south land; give me also 
springs of water. And he gave 
her the Upper Springs, and the 
Nether Springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Judah 
according to their families. 

“And the uttermost cities of 
the tribe of the children of Ju¬ 
dah toward the border of Edom 
southward were Kabzeel, and 
Eder, and Jagur, 22 And Kinah, 
and Dimonah, and Adadah, 23 And 
Kedesh, and Hazor, and Ithnan, 
24 Ziph, and Telem, and Bealoth, 
28 And Hazor, Hadattah, and Ke- 
rioth, and Hezron, which is Ha¬ 
zor, 28 Amam and Shema, and 
Moladah, “And Hazar-gaddah, 
and Heshmon, and Beth-pelet, 
28 And Hazar-shual, and Beer- 
Bheba, and Bizjothjah, 20 Baalah, 
and Iim, and Azem, 80 And El- 
tolad, and Chesil, and Hormah, 
81 And Ziklag, and Madmannah, 
and Sansannah, 32 And Lebaoth, 
and Shilhim, and Ain, and Rim- 
mon: all the cities are twenty 


and nine with their villages: 

B3 And in the lowland, Eshtaol, 
and Zoreah, and Ashnah, 34 And 
Zanoah, and En-gannim, Tap- 
puah, and Enam, 35 Jarmuth, and 
Adullam, Socoh, and Azekali, 
38 And Shaaraim, and Adithaim, 
and Gederah, and Gederothaim; 
fourteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages:

cities with their villages:

fi3 As for the Jebusites the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem, the chil¬ 
dren of Judah could not drive 
them out: but the Jebusites dwell 
with the children of Judah at 
Jerusalem unto this day. 

"^0 And the lot of the children 
of Joseph fell from the Jor¬ 
dan by Jericho, unto the water of 
Jericho on the east, to the wil¬ 
derness that goeth up from Je¬ 
richo throughout mount Betb-el, 
2 And goeth out from Beth-el to 
Luz, and passeth along unto the 
borders of Archi to Ataroth, 
"And goeth down westward to the 
border of Japhleti, unto the bor¬ 
der of Beth-horon the Nether, and 
to Gezer: and the goings out 
thereof are at the sea. 4 So the 
children of Joseph, Manasseh and 
Ephraim, took their inheritance. 
"And the border of the children 
of Ephraim according to their 


families was thus: even the bor¬ 
der of their inheritance on the 
east side was Ataroth-addar, un¬ 
to Beth-horon the Upper; “And 
the border went out toward the 
sea to Michmethath on the north 
side; and the border went about 
eastward unto Taanath-shiloh, 
and passed by it on the east to 
Janoah; 7 And it went down from 
Janoah to Ataroth, and to Naa- 
rah, and came to Jericho, and 
went out at the Jordan. “The 
border went out from Tappuah 
westward unto the river Kanah; 
and the goings out thereof were 
at the sea. This is the inheri¬ 
tance of the tribe of the children 
of Ephraim by their families. 
“And the separate cities for the 
children of Ephraim were among 
the inheritance of the children 
of Manasseh, all the cities with 
their villages. ,0 And they drove 
not out the Canaanites that dwelt 
in Gezer: but the CanaaniteB 
dwell among the Ephraimites unto 
this day, and serve under tribute. 
There was also a lot for the 
tribe of Manasseh; for he 
was the first-born of Joseph; 
to wit, for Machir the first-born 
of Manasseh, the father of Gile¬ 
ad: because he was a man of 
war, therefore he had Gilead and 
Bashan. “There was also a lot 
for the rest of the children of 
Manasseh by their families; for 
the children of Abiezer, and for 
the children of Helek, and for 
the children of Asriel, and for 
the children of Shechem, and for 
the children of Hepher, and for 
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the children of Shemida: these 
were tfie male children of Manas- 
seh the son of Joseph by their 
families. 

fl But Zelophehad, the son of 
Hepher, the son of Gilead, the 
son of Machir, the son of Ma- 
nasseh, had no sons, but daugh¬ 
ters : and these are the names of 
his daughters, Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 4 And 
they came near before Eleazar the 
priest, and before Joshua the son 
of Nun, and before the princes, 
saying, The Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses to give us an inheritance 
among our brethren. Therefore 
according to the commandment 
of the Lord he gave them an in¬ 
heritance among the brethren of 
their father. B And there fell ten 
portions to Manasseh, besides the 
land of Gilead and Bashan, which 
was on the other side of the Jor¬ 
dan; a Because the daughters of 
Manasseh had an inheritance 
among his sons: and the rest of 
Manasseh's sons had the land of 
Gilead. 

7 And the border of Manasseh 
was from Asher to Michmethath, 
that lieth before Shechem; and 
the border went along on the 
right hand unto the inhabitants 
of En-tappuah. *Now Manasseh 
had the land of Tappuah: but 
Tappuah on the border of Ma¬ 
nasseh belonged to the children 
of Ephraim; ®And the border 
descended unto the river Kanah, 
southward of the river: these 
cities of Ephraim are among the 
cities of Manasseh: the border 


of Manasseh also was on the north 
side of the river, and the out¬ 
goings of it were at the sea: 
“Southward it was Ephraim's, 
and northward it was Manas¬ 
seh’s, and the sea is his border; 
and they met together in Asher 
on the north, and in Issachar on 
the east. “And Manasseh had in 
Issachar and in Asher Beth-shean 
and her towns, and Ibleam and 
her towns, and the inhabitants 
of Dor and her towns, and the 
inhabitants of En-dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of 
Taanach and her towns, and the 
inhabitants of Megiddo and her 
towns, even three districts. “Yet 
the children of Manasseh could 
not drive out the inhabitants of 
those cities; but the CanaaniteR 
would dwell in that land. “Yet 
it came to pass, when the chil¬ 
dren of Israel were waxen strong, 
that they put the Canaanites to 
tribute; but did not utterly drive 
them out. 

“And the children of Joseph 
spoke unto Joshua, saying. Why 
hast thou given me but one lot 
and one portion to inherit, seeing 
I am a great people, forasmuch 
as the Lord hath blessed me hi¬ 
therto? “And Joshua answered 
them, If thou be a great people, 
then get thee up to the wood 
country, and cut down for thy¬ 
self there in the land of the 
Perizzites and of the Rephaim, 
if mount Ephraim be too narrow 
for thee. “And the children of 
Joseph said. The hill is not enough 
for us: and all the Canaanites 
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Umt dwell in the land of the 
valley have chariots of iron, both 
they who are of Beth-shean and 
her towns, and they who ore of 
the valley of Jezreel. 17 And Jo¬ 
shua spoke unto the house of 
Jotfeph, even to Ephraim and to 
Mnnasseh, saying, Thou art a 
great people, and hast great 
power: thou shalt not have one 
lot only: "But the mountain shall 
be thine; for it is a wood, and 
thou shalt cut it down: and the 
outgoings of it shall be thine: 
for thou shalt drive out the Ca- 
naanites, though they have iron 
chariots, and though they be 
strong. 

And the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel as¬ 
sembled together at ShIToh, and 
set up the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation there. And the land 
was subdued before them. a And 
there remained among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel seven tribes, which 
had not yet received their in- 
, heritance. 8 And Joshua said un¬ 
to the children of Israel, How 
long ore ye slack to go to pos- 
i sess the land, which the Lord God 
i of your fathers hath given you? 

' 4 Give out from among you three 
men for each tribe: and I will 
i send them, and they shall rise, 
i and go through the land, and de- 
1 scribe it according to the inheri¬ 
tance of them; and they shall 
1 come again to me. "And they 
i shall divide it into seven parts: 
Judah shall abide in his border 
i on the south, and the house of 
i Joseph shall abide in their border 


on the north. 4 Ye shall therefore 
describe the land into seven parts, 
and bring the description hither 
to me, that I may cast lots for 
you here before the Lord our 
God. 7 But the Levites have no 
part among you; for the priest¬ 
hood of the Lord is their inheri¬ 
tance: and Gad, and Reuben, and 
half the tribe of Manasseh, have 
received their inheritance beyond 
the Jordan on the east, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord 
gave them. 

e And the men arose, and went 
away: and Joshua charged them 
that went to describe the land, 
saying, Go and walk through the 
land, and describe it, and come 
again to me, that I may here 
cast lots for you before the Lord 
in Shiloh. e And the men went 
and passed through the land, and 
described it by cities into seven 
parts in a book, and came again 
to Joshua to the camp at Shiloh. 
10 And Joshua cast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord: and 
there Joshua divided the land un¬ 
to the children of Israel accord¬ 
ing to their divisions. 

1! And the lot of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin came 
up according to their families: 
and the border of their lot came 
forth between the children of 
Judah and the children of Jo¬ 
seph. "And their border on the 
north side was from the Jordan; 
and the border went up to the 
side of Jericho on the north side, 
and went up through the mount¬ 
ains westward; and the goings 
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out thereof were at the wilder¬ 
ness of Beth-aven. 1B And the bor¬ 
der went over from thence to¬ 
ward Luz, to the side of Luz, 
which is Beth-el, southward; and 
the border descended to Ataroth- 
adar, near the hill that lietk on 
the south side of the Nether Beth- 
horon. 14 And the border was 
drawn thence, and compassed the 
corner of the sea southward, 
from the hill that lietk before 
Beth-horon southward; and the 
goings out thereof were at Kir- 
jath-baal, which is Kirjath- 
jearim, a city of the children of 
Judah; this was the west quarter. 
16 And the south quarter was from 
the end of Kirjath-jearim, and 
the border went out on the west, 
and went out to the well of wa¬ 
ters of Nephtoah: 18 And the bor¬ 
der came down to the end of 
the mountain that lietk before 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, 
a ?id which is in the valley of 
Rephaim on the north, and de¬ 
scended to the valley of Hinnom, 
to the side of the Jebusite on 
the south, and descended to En- 
rogel, 1T And was drawn from the 
north, and went forth to En- 
shemesh, and went forth toward 
Geliloth, which is over against the 
going up of Adummim, and de¬ 
scended to the stone of Bohan the 
son of Reuben, 18 And passed along 
toward the side over against 
Beth-arabah northward, and went 
down unto Arabah: ie And the 
border passed along to the side 
of Beth-hoglah northward: and 
the outgoings of the border were 


at the north bay of the Salt Sea 
at the south end of the Jordan; 
this was the south border. l0 And 
the Jordan was the border of it 
on the east side. 

This was the inheritance of 
the children of Benjamin, by the 
border thereof round about, ac¬ 
cording to their families. 

21 Now the cities of the trihe 
of the children of Benjamin ac¬ 
cording to their families were 
Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, and 
Emek-Keziz, 22 And Beth-arabah, 
and Zemaraim, and Beth-el, 29 And 
Awim, and Parah, and Ophrnh, 
24 And Chephar-haammonah, and 
Ophni, and Geba; twelve cities 
with their villages: 25 Gibeon, and 
Ramah, and Beeroth, 26 And Miz- 
peh, and Chephirah, and Moznh, 
Z7 And Rekem, and Irpeel, and 
Taralah, 28 And Zelah, Eleph, and 
Jebusi, which is Jerusalem, Gi- 
beath, and Kirjath; fourteen 
cities with their villages. 

This is the inheritance of the 
children of Benjamin according 
to their families. 

And the second lot came 
forth to Simeon, even for the 
tribe of the children of Simeon 
according to their families: and 
their inheritance was within tin? 
inheritance of the children of Ju¬ 
dah. 2 And they had in their in¬ 
heritance Beer-sheba, and Sheba, 
and Moladah, 3 And Hazar-shual, 
and Balah, and Ezem, 4 And El- 
tolad, and Bethul, and Hormah, 
8 And Ziklag, and Beth-marea- 
both, and Hazar-susah, 8 And 
Beth-lebaoth, and Sharuhen; thir- 
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teen cities and their villages: 
7 A in, Rimmon, and Ether, and 
Ashan; four cities and their vil¬ 
lages: 8 And all the villages that 
were round about these cities 
to Baalath-beer, Hamah of the 

This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon 
according to their families. e Out 
of the portion of the children of 
Judah was the inheritance of the 
children of Simeon: for the part 
of the children of Judah was too 
much for them: therefore the 
children of Simeon had their in¬ 
heritance within the inheritance 
of them. 

"’And the third lot came up for 
the children of Zebulun according 
to their families: and the border 
of their inheritance was unto 
Snrid: u And their border went 
up toward the sea, and Maralah, 
and reached to Dabbesheth, and 
reached to the river that is be¬ 
fore Jokneam; 12 And turned from 
Surid eastward toward the sun- 
rising unto the border of Chis- 
loth-tabor, and then goeth out to 
Daberath, and goeth uptoJaphia, 
"'And from thence passeth on 
along the cast to Gath-hephcr, to 
Eth-kazin, and goeth out to Rim- 
mon-methoar and on to Neah; 
u And the border compasseth it 
on the north side to Hannathon: 
and the outgoings thereof are in 
the valley of Jiphthah-el: 1B And 
Kuttuth, and Nahalal, and Shim¬ 
on. and Idalah, and Beth-lehem: 
twelve cities with their villages. 

J,, This is the inheritance of the 


children of Zebulun according to 
their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

u And the fourth lot came out 
to Issachar, for the children of 
Issachar according to their fam¬ 
ilies. 1B And their border was to¬ 
ward Jezreel, and Chesulloth, and 
Shunem, 1B And Hapharaim, and 
Shion, and Anaharath, 20 And 
Rabbith, and Kishion, and Ebez, 
2I And Remeth, and En-gannim, 
and En-haddah, and Beth-pazzez; 
22 And the border reacheth to 
Tabor, and Shahazimah, and 
Beth-shemesh; and the outgoings 
of their border were at the Jor¬ 
dan: sixteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

2a This is the inheritance of 
the tribe of the children of Issa- 
char according to their families, 
the cities and their villages. 

24 And the fifth lot came out 
for the tribe of the children of 
Asher according to their fam¬ 
ilies. 2a And their border was 
Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, and 
Aclishaph, 2fl And Allammelech, 
and Amad, and Misheal; and 
reacheth to Carmel westward, and 
to Shihor-libnath; 2T And turneth 
toward the sunrising to Beth- 
dagon, and reacheth to Zebulun, 
and to the valley of Jiphthah-el 
toward the north side of Beth- 
emek, and Neiel, and goeth out 
to Cabul on the left hand, z8 And 
Ebron, and Rehob, and Hammon, 
and Kanah, even unto great Si- 
don ; 2B And then the border turneth 
to Ramah, and to the strong city 
Tyre: and the border turneth to 
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Hosah; and the outgoings there¬ 
of are to the south of the district 
of Achzib: ao Ummah also, and 
Aphek, and Rehob: twenty and 
two cities with their villages. 

8, This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Asher ac¬ 
cording to their families, these 
cities with their villages. 

B2 The sixth lot came out to the 
children of Naphtali, even for the 
children of Naphtali according to 
their families. 33 And their border 
was from Heleph, from Ellon- 
bezaanannim, and Adami-nekeb, 
and Jabneel, unto Lakum; and 
the outgoings thereof were at 
the Jordan: 34 And then the bor¬ 
der turneth westward to Aznoth- 
tabor, and goeth out from thence 
ito Hukkok, and reacheth to Ze- 
bulun on the south side, and 
reacheth to Asher on the west 
side, and to Judah upon the Jor¬ 
dan toward the sunrising. BB And 
the fortified cities are Ziddim, 
Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, and 
Chinnereth. 36 And Adamah, and 
Ramah, and Hazor, B7 And Kedesh, 
and Edrei, and En-hazor, 38 And 
Iron, and Migdal-el, Horem, and 
Beth-anath, and Beth-shemesh; 
nineteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

BB This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Naphtali 
according to their families, the 
cities and their villages. 

40 And the seventh lot came out 
for the tribe of the children of 
Dan according to their families. 
4, And the border of their inheri¬ 
tance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and 


Ir-shemesh, 49 And Shaalabbfn, 
and Ajalon, and Jithlah, 43 And 
Elon, and Thimnathah, and Ek- 
ron, 44 And Eltekeh, and Gib- 
bethon, and Baalath, 45 And Je- 
hud, and Bene-berak, and Gath- 
rimmon, 48 And Me-jarkon, and 
Rakkon, with the border before 
Japho. 

47 And the border of the chil¬ 
dren of Dan went out too little 
for them: therefore the children 
of Dan went up to fight against 
Leshem, and took it, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, 
and possessed it, and dwelt there¬ 
in, and called Leshem, Dan, after 
the name of Dan their father. 

48 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Dan ac¬ 
cording to their families, these 
cities with their villages. 

4B When they had made an end 
of dividing the land for inherit¬ 
ance by their borders, the chil¬ 
dren of Israel gave an inherit¬ 
ance to Joshua the son of Nun 
among them: ^According to the 
word of the Lord they gave him 
the city which he asked, even 
Timnath-serah in mount Ephra¬ 
im: and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, 
which Eleazar the priest, and Jo¬ 
shua the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, divided 
for an inheritance by lot in Shi¬ 
loh before the Lord, at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation. So they made an end of 
dividing the country. 
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The Lord also spoke unto 
Joshua, saying, "Speak to 
the children of Israel, saying. 
Appoint for you cities of re¬ 
fuge, whereof I spoke unto you 
by the hand of Mosea: 8 That the 
slayer that killeth any person un¬ 
awares and unwittingly may flee 
thither: and they shall be your 
refuge from the avenger of blood. 
"And when he that doth flee un¬ 
to one of those cities shall stand 
at the entrance of the gate of the 
city, and shall declare his cause 
In the ears of the elders of that 
city, they shall take him into the 
city unto them, and give him a 
place, that he may dwell among 
them. “And if the avenger of 
blood pureue after him, then 
they shall not deliver the slayer 
up into his hand; because he 
smote his neighbour unwittingly, 
and hated him not beforetime. 
"And he shall dwell in that city, 
until he stand before the con¬ 
gregation for judgment, and un¬ 
til the deatli of the high priest 
that shall be in those days; then 
shall the slayer return, and come 
unto his own city, and unto his 
own house, unto the city from 
whence he fled. 

’And they appointed Kedesh in 
Galilee in mount Naphtali, and 
Shechem in mount Ephraim, and 
Kirjath-arba, which ia Hebron, 
in the mountain of Judah. B And 
on the other side of {Tie Jordan 
by Jericho eastward, they as¬ 
signed Bezer in the wilderness 
upon the plain out of the tribe 
of Reuben, and Ramoth in Gilead 


out of the tribe of Gad, and Golan 
in B&shan out of the tribe of 
Manasseh. 

"These were the cities appoint¬ 
ed for all the children of Israel, 
and for the stranger that so- 
journeth among them, that who¬ 
soever killeth any person at un¬ 
awares might flee thither, and 
not die by the hand of the aveng¬ 
er of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation. 

Then came near the heads 
of the fathers of the Levi tea 
unto Eleazar the priest, and unto 
Joshua the son of Nun, and unto 
the heads of the fathers of the 
tribes of the children of Israel; 
2 And they spoke unto them at 
Shiloh in the land of Canaan, 
saying, The Lord commanded by 
the hand of Moses to give us 
cities to dwell in, with the sub¬ 
urbs thereof for our cattle. 

"And the children of Israel gave 
unto the Levites out of their in¬ 
heritance, at the commandment 
of the Lord, these cities and their 
suburbs. 

"And the lot came out for the 
families of the Kehathites: and 
the children of Aaron the priest, 
who were of the Levites, had by 
lot out of the tribe of Judah, and 
out of the tribe of Simeon, and 
out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
thirteen cities. 

“And the rest of the children 
of Kehath had by lot out of the 
families of the tribe of Ephraim, 
and out of the tribe of Dan, and 
out of the half-tribe of Manas¬ 
seh, ten cities. 
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•And the children of Gershon 
had by lot out of the families of 
the tribe of Issachar, and out of 
the tribe of Asher, and out of 
the tribe of Naphtali, and out 
of the half-tribe of Manasseh in 
Bashan, thirteen cities. 

’The children of Merari by 
their families had out of the tribe 
of Reuben, and out of the tribe 
of Gad, and out of the tribe of 
Zebulun, twelve cities. 

e And the children of Israel 
gave by lot unto the Levites 
these cities with their suburbs, 
as the Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses. 

e And they gave out of the 
tribe of the children of Judah, 
and out of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Simeon, these cities which 
are here mentioned by name, 
“Which the children of Aaron, 
being of the families of the Ke- 
hathites, who were of the chil¬ 
dren of Levi, had: for theirs was 
the first lot. “And they gave 
them the city of Arba the father 
of Anak, which city is Hebron, 
in the hill-country of Judah, with 
the suburbs thereof round about 
it. 12 But the fields of the city, 
and the villages thereof, gave 
they to Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh for his possession. 

“Thus they gave to the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron the priest Heb¬ 
ron with her suburbs, to be a 
city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Libnah with her suburbs, 
“And Jattir with her suburbs, 
and Eshtemoa with her suburbs. 


“And Holon with her suburbs, 
and Debir with her suburbs, 
“And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and 
Beth-shemesh with her suburbs; 
nine cities out of those two 
tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Ben¬ 
jamin, Gibeon with her suburbs, 
Geba with her suburbs, 18 Ana- 
thoth with her suburbs, and A) 
mon with her suburbs; four ci¬ 
ties. 

“All the cities of the children 
of Aaron, the priests, were thir¬ 
teen cities with their suburbs. 

20 And the families of the chil¬ 
dren of Kehath, the Levites that 
remained of the children of Ke¬ 
hath, even they had the cities of 
their lot out of the tribe of 
Ephraim. zl For they gave them 
Shechem with her suburbs in 
mount Ephraim, to be a city ot 
refuge for the slayer; and Gezer 
with her suburbs, 22 And KfBzaim 
with her suburbs, and Beth-horon 
with her suburbs; four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, 
Eltekeh with her suburbs, Gib- 
bethon with her suburbs, 24 Aija- 
lon with her suburbs, Gath-rim- 
mon with her suburbs; four cities. 

2S And out of the half-tribe of 
Manasseh, Tanacli with her sub 
urbs, and Gath-rimmon with her 
suburbs; two citieB. 

2S All the cities were ten with 
their suburbs for the families of 
the children of Kehath that re 
mained. 

27 And unto the children of Ger- 
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alion, of the families of the Lev¬ 
ites, out of the other half-tribe 
of Manasaeh they gave Golan in 
Bashan with her suburbs, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Beeshterah with her sub¬ 
urbs; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Is- 
snchar, Kishion with her suburbs, 
Daberath with her auburbs, 29 Jar- 
muth with her suburbs, En-gan- 
nlm with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

*°And out of the tribe of A- 
sher, Mishal with her suburbs, 
Abdon with her suburbs, ai Hel- 
kath with her suburbs, and Re¬ 
hob with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

BJ And out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, Kcdcsh in Galilee with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge 
for the slayer; and Hammoth- 
dor with her suburbs, and Kar- 
tan with her suburbs; three 
cities. 

38 All the cities of the Ger- 
shonites according to their fam¬ 
ilies were thirteen cities with 
their suburbs. 

B4 And unto the families of the 
children of Merari, the rest of 
the Levites, out of the tribe of 
Zebulun, Jokneam with her sub¬ 
urbs, and Knrtah with her sub¬ 
urbs, 3fl Dimnah with her sub¬ 
urbs, Nahalal with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

And out of the tribe of Reu¬ 
ben, Bezer with her suburbs, and 
Jahazah with her suburbs, Ke- 
demoth with her suburbs, and 
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Mephaath with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

flfl And out of the tribe of Gad, 
Ramoth in Gilead with her sub¬ 
urbs, to be a city of refuge for 
the slayer; and Mahanaim with 
her suburbs, a7 Heshbon with her 
suburbs, Jazer with her suburbs; 
four cities in all. 

3B So all the cities for the chil¬ 
dren of Merari by their families, 
who were remaining of the fam¬ 
ilies of the Levites, were by their 
lot twelve cities. 

80 All the cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel were forty and eight 
cities with their suburbs. 40 These 
cities were every one with their 
suburbs round about them; thus 
were all these cities. 

41 And the Lord gave unto Is¬ 
rael all the land which he swore 
to give unto their fathers; and 
they possessed it, and dwelt there¬ 
in. 4a And the Lord gave them 
rest round about, according to 
all that he swore unto their fa¬ 
thers: and there stood not a man 
of all their enemies before them; 
the Lord delivered all their ene¬ 
mies into their hand. 4S There 
failed not ought of any good 
thing which the Lord had spoken 
unto the house of Israel; all came 
to pass. 

£0 Then Joshua called the Reu- 
w benites, and the Gadites, and 
the half-tribe of Manasseh, 2 And 
said unto them, Ye have kept all 
that Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded you, and have 
obeyed my voice in all that 1 
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commanded you: 8 Ye have not 
left your brethren these many 
days unto this day, but have 
kept the charge of the command¬ 
ment of the Lord your God. ‘And 
now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, 
as he promised them: therefore 
now return ye, and get you unto 
your tents, and unto the land of 
your possession, which Moses the 
servant of the Lord gave you on 
the other side of the Jordan. 
‘But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord 
charged you, to love the Lord 
your God, and to walk in all his 
ways, and to keep his command¬ 
ments, and to cleave unto him, 
and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul. 6 So 
Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away: and they went un¬ 
to their tents. 

7 Now to the one half of the 
tribe of Manasseh Moses had 
given possession in Bashan: but 
unto the other half thereof gave 
Joshua among their brethren on 
this side of the Jordan westward. 
And when Joshua sent them 
away also unto their tents, then 
he blessed them, 8 And he spoke 
unto them, saying, Return with 
much riches unto your tents, 
and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with 
very much raiment: divide the 
spoil of your enemies with your 
brethren. 

•And the children of Reuben 


and the children of Gad and tke 
half-tribe of Manasseh returned 
and departed from the children 
of Israel out of Shiloh, which i» 
in the land of Canaan, to go un¬ 
to the country of Gilead, to the 
land of their possession, whereof 
they were possessed, according to 
the word of the Lord by the hand 
of Moses. 10 And when they came 
unto the districts of the Jordan, 
that are in the land of Canaan, 
the children of Reuben and tba 
children of Gad and the half-triba 
of Manasseh built there an altar 
by the Jordan, a great altar to 
look at. 

17 And the children of Israel 
heard say, Behold, the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad 
and the half-tribe of Manasseh 
have built an altar over against 
the land of Canaan, in the dis¬ 
tricts of the Jordan, at the side 
of the children of Israel. ls And 
when the children of Israel heard 
of it, the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to 
go up to war against them. 11 And 
the children of Israel sent unto 
the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the 
half-tribe of Manasseh, into the 
land of Gilead, Phinehas the son 
of Eleazar the priest, 14 And with 
him ten princes, of each chief 
house a prince throughout all the 
tribes of Israel; and each one 
was a head of the house of their 
fathers among the thousands of 
Israel. lfl And they came unto tbo 
children of Reuben, and to tbe 
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children of Gad, and to the half- 
Iribe of Manasseh, unto the land 
of Gilead, and they apoke with 
them, saying, ,8 Thus saith the 
whole congregation of the Lord, 
What trespass ia this that ye 
hrivu committed against the God 
of Israel, to turn away this day 
from following the Lord, in that 
ye have builded you an altar, that 
yc might rebel this day against 
the Lord? 11 Is the iniquity of 
Peor too little for us, from which 
we are not cleansed until this 
day, although there was a plague 
in the congregation of the Lord, 
,H IJuL that ye must turn away this 
day from following the Lord? 
and it will be, seeing ye rebel to¬ 
day against the Lord, that to¬ 
morrow he will be wroth with 
the whole congregation of Israel. 
“Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession be unclean, then 
pass ye over unto the land of the 
possession of the Lord, wherein 
the Lord's tabernacle dwelleth, 
and take possession among us: 
but rebel not against the Lord, 
nor rebel against us, in building 
you an altar besides the altar of 
the Lord our God. 20 Did not 
Achan the son of Zerah commit a 
trespass upon the accursed thing, 
and wrath fell on all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel 7 and that man 
perished not alone in his in¬ 
iquity. 

•'Then the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the 
half-tribe of Manasseh answered, 
and said unto the heads of the 
thousands of Israel, “The Lord 


God of gods, the Lord God of 
gods, he knoweth, and Israel also 
shall know; if it be in rebellion, 
or if in transgression against the 
Lord, (save us not this day,) 
23 That we have built us an altar 
to turn from following the Lord, 
or if to offer thereon burnt-offer¬ 
ing or meal-offering, or if to 
offer peace-offerings thereon, let 
the Lord himself require it; "And 
if we have not rather done it for 
fear of this thing, saying. In time 
to come your children might 
speak unto our children, Baying, 
What have ye to do with the 
Lord God of Israel? "For the 
Lord hath made the Jordan a 
border between us and you, ye 
children of Reuben and children 
of Gad; ye have no part in 
the Lord: so shall your children 
make our children cease from 
fearing the Lord. "Therefore 
we said, Let us now prepare to 
build us an altar, not for burnt- 
offering, nor for sacrifice: 2T But 
that it may be a witness be¬ 
tween us, and you, and our gen¬ 
erations after us, that we might 
do the service of the Lord be¬ 
fore him with our burnt-offer¬ 
ings, and with our sacrifices, 
and with our peace-offerings; 
that your children may not say 
to our children, in time to come. 
Ye have no part in the Lord. 
"Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to 
us or to our generations in 
time to come, that we may say 
again, Behold the pattern of the 
altar of the Lord, which our fa- 
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there made, not for burnt-offer-1 children of Reuben and Gad 


ings, nor for sacrifices; but it is 
a witness between us and you. 
28 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lord, and turn this 
day from following the Lord, to 
build an altar for burnt-offer¬ 
ings, for meal-offering, or for 
sacrifices, besides the altar of the 
Lord our God that is before his 
tabernacle. 

S0 And when Phinehas the 
priest, and the princes of the 
congregation and the heads of 
the thousands of Israel that were 
with him, heard the words that 
the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children 
of Manasseh spoke, it pleased 
them. 31 And Phinehas the son 
of Eleazar the priest said unto 
the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the 
children of Manasseh, This day 
we perceive that the Lord is 
among us, because ye have not 
committed this trespass against 
the Lord: now ye have delivered 
the children of Israel out of the 
hand of the Lord. 

32 And Phinehas the son of 
Eleazar the priest, and the prin¬ 
ces, returned from the children of 
Reuben, and from the children 
of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, 
unto the land of Canaan, to the 
children of Israel, and brought 
them word again. 33 And the 
thing pleased the children of Is¬ 
rael; and the children of Israel 
blessed God, and did not intend 
to go up against them in battle, 
to destroy the land wherein the 


dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad called 
the altar Ed: for it shall be a 
witness between us that the Lord 
is God. 

And it came to pass a long 
time after that the Lord had 
given rest unto Israel from all 
their enemies round about, that 
Joshua waxed old and stricken 
in age. 2 And Joshua called for 
all Israel, and for their elders, 
and for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers, and 
said unto them, I am old and 
stricken in age: 3 And ye have 
seen all that the Lord your God 
hath done unto all these nations 
because of you; for the Lord your 
God is be that hath fought for 
you. 4 Behold, I have divided un¬ 
to you by lot these nations that 
remain, to be an inheritance for 
your tribes, from the Jordan, 
with all the nations that I have 
cut off, even unto the Great Sea 
westward. 5 And the Lord your 
God, he shall expel them from 
before you, and drive them from 
out of your sight; and ye shall 
possess their land, as the Lord 
your God hath promised unto 
you. 6 Be ye therefore very coura¬ 
geous to keep and to do all that 
is written in the book of the law 
of Moses, that ye turn not aside 
therefrom to the right hand or 
to the left; 7 That ye come not 
among these nations, these that 
remain among you: neither make 
mention of the name of their 
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Rods, nor cause to swear by them, 
neither serve them, nor bow your¬ 
selves unto them: 8 But cleave 
unto the Lord your God, as ye 
havo done unto this day. *For 
the Lord hath driven out from 
l><<fure you great nations and 
strong: but as for you, no man 
hath beer able to Btand before 
you unto this day. 10 One man of 
you shall chase a thousand: for 
the Lord your God, he it is that 
fighteth for you, as he hath pro¬ 
mised you. Il Take good heed 
therefore unto yourselves, that ye 
love the Lord your God. 12 Else 
if ye do in any wise go back 
and cleave unto the remnant of 
these nations, even these that re¬ 
main among you, and shall make 
marriages with thorn, and go in 
unto them, and they to you: 
'"Know for a certainty that the 
lord your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from be¬ 
fore you; but they shall be snares 
and traps unto you, and scourges 
in your sides, and thorns in your 
eyes, until ye perish from off this 
good land which the Lord your 
God hath given you. “And, be¬ 
hold, this day I am going the way 
of all the earth: and ye know 
in all your hearts and in nil your 
souls, that not one thing hath 
failed of all the good things 
which the Lord your God spoke 
concerning you; all are come to 
pass unto you, and not one thing 
hath failed thereof. “Therefore 
it shall come to pass, that as all 
good things are come upon you, 
which the Lord your God pro¬ 


mised you ; so shall the Lord bring 
upon you all evil things, until 
he have destroyed you from off 
this good land which the Lord 
your God hath given you. “When 
ye have transgressed the cove¬ 
nant of the Lord your God, which 
he commanded you, and have gone 
and served other gods, and bowed 
yourselves to them; then shall 
the anger of the Lord be kindled 
against you, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the good land 
which he hath given unto you. 
And Joshua gathered all the 
tribes of Israel to Shechem, 
and called for the elders of Israel, 
and for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers; and 
they presented themselves before 
God. *And Joshua said unto al! 
the people, Thu3 saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Your fathers dwelt 
on the other side of the River 
in old time, even Terah, the fa¬ 
ther of Abraham, and the father 
of Nachor: and they served other 
gods. s And I took your father A- 
braham from the other side of 
the River, and led him through¬ 
out all the land of Canaan, and 
multiplied his seed, and gave him 
Isaac. *And I gave unto Isaac 
Jacob and Esau: and I gave un¬ 
to Esau mount Seir, to possess 
it; but Jacob and his children 
went down into Egypt. 8 I sent 
Moses also and Aaron, and I 
plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did among them: and 
afterward I brought you out. 
*And I brought your fathers out 
of Egypt: and ye came unto the 
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sea; and the Egyptians pursued 
after your fathers with chariots 
and horsemen unto the Red Sea. 
’And when they cried unto the 
Lord, he put darkness between 
you and the Egyptians, and 
brought the sea upon them, and 
covered them; and your eyes have 
seen what I have done in Egypt; 
and ye dwelt in the wilderness a 
long season. e And I brought you 
into the land of the Amorites, 
that dwelt on the other side of 
the Jordan; and they fought with 
you: and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their 
land; and I destroyed them from 
before you. 9 Then Balak the son 
of Zippor, king of Moab, arose 
and warred against Israel, and 
sent and called Balaam the son 
of Beor to curse you: 10 But I 
would not hearken unto Balaam; 
therefore he blessed you still: so 
I delivered you out of his hand. 
J1 And ye went over the Jordan, 
and came unto Jericho: and the 
men of Jericho fought against 
you, the Amorite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Canaanite, and the 
Hittite, and the Girgashite, the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite: and I 
delivered them into your hand. 
l2 And I sent the hornet before 
you, which drove them out from 
before you, even the two kings 
of the Amorites; but not with thy 
sword, nor with thy bow. 13 And 
I have given you a land for which 
ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell 
in them; of the vineyards and 
oliveyards which ye planted not 


do ye eat. 14 Now therefore fear 
the Lord, and serve him in sin¬ 
cerity and in truth: and put away 
the gods which your fathers 
served on the other side of the 
River, and in Egypt; and serve 
ye the Lord. ir, And if it seem 
evil unto you to serve the Lord, 
choose you this day whom ye 
will serve; whether the gods 
which your fathers served that 
were on the other side of the 
River, or the gods of the Amo¬ 
rites, in whose land ye dwell: but 
as for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord. 

,6 And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should 
forsake the Lord, to serve other 
gods; 17 For the Lord our God, 
he it is that brought us up and 
our fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bond¬ 
age, and that did those great 
signs in our sight, and preserved 
us in all the way wherein we 
went, and among all the people 
through whom we passed: 10 And 
the Lord drove out from before 
us all the people, even the Amo¬ 
rites that dwelt in the land: 
therefore will we also serve the 
Lord; for he is our God. 

ie And Joshua said unto the 
people, Ye cannot serve the Lord: 
for he is a holy God; he is a 
jealous God; he will not forgive 
your transgressions nor your sins 
z0 If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will 
turn and do you hurt, and con¬ 
sume you, after that he hath done 
you good. 
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n And the people said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Nay; but we will serve the 
1/ord. 33 And Joshua said unto 
the people, Ye are witnesses 
against yourselves that ye have 
chosen you the Lord, to serve 
him. And they said. We are wit¬ 
nesses. “Now therefore put away, 
said he, the strange gods which 
are among you, and incline your 
heart unto the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael. S4 And the people said unto 
Joshua, The Lord our God will 
we serve, and his voice will we 
obey. 

"So Joshua made a covenant 
with the people that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance 
In Shechem. “And Joshua wrote 
these words in the book of the 
law of God, and took a great 
stone, and set it up there under 
ait oak, that was by the sanctu¬ 
ary of the Lord. 27 And Joshua 
said unto all the people, Behold, 
ttiis stone shall be a witness unto 
us; for it hath heard all the 
words of the Lord which he spoke 
unto us: it shall be therefore a 
witness unto you, lest ye deny 
your God. “So Joshua let the 


people depart, every man unto 
his inheritance. 

“And it came to pass after 
these things, that Joshua the son 
of Nun, the servant of the Lord, 
died, being a hundred and ten 
years old. 80 And they buried him 
in the border of his inheritance 
in Timnath-serah, which is in 
mount Ephraim, on the north 
side of the hill of Gaash. 

ai And Israel Berved the Lord 
all the days of Joshua, and all 
the days of the elders that lived 
long after Joshua, and had known 
ail the works of the Lord, that 
he had done for Israel. 

82 And the bones of Joseph, 
which the children of Israel 
brought up out of Egypt, buried 
they in Shechem, in the parcel of 
the ground which Jacob bought 
of the sons of Hamor the father 
of Shechem for a hundred Ke- 
sitas: and it became the in¬ 
heritance of the children of Jo¬ 
seph. 

33 And Eleazar the son of Aar¬ 
on died; and they buried him in 
the hill that pertained to Phinehas 
his son, which was given him in 
mount Ephraim. 
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1 Now after the death of Jo- 

A shua it came to pass, that the 
children of Israel asked the Lord, 
saying. Who shall go up for us 
against the Canaanites first, to 
fight against them? 2 And the 
Lord said, Judah Bhall go up; 
behold, I have delivered the land 
into his hand. 3 And Judah said 
unto Simeon his brother. Come 
up with me into my lot, that we 
may fight against the Canaan¬ 
ites; and I likewise will go with 
thee into thy lot. So Simeon 
went with him. 4 And Judah went 
up; and the Lord delivered the 
Canaanites and the Perizzites in¬ 
to their hand: and they slew of 
them in Bezek ten thousand men. 
“And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek: and they fought against 
him, and they slew the Canaan¬ 
ites and the Perizzites. 6 But 
Adoni-bezek fled; and they pur¬ 
sued after him, and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his 
great toes. 7 And Adoni-bezek 
said, Threescore and ten kings, 
having their thumbs and their 
great toes cut off, gathered their 
meat under my table: as I have 
done, so God hath requited me. 
And they brought him to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and there he died. 

9 Now the children of Judah 
had fought against Jerusalem, 
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and had taken it, and smitten it 
with the edge of the sword, and 
set the city on fire. e And after¬ 
ward the children of Judah went 
down to fight against the Ca¬ 
naanites, that dwelt in the moun¬ 
tain, and in the south, and in the 
lowland. ,0 And Judah went a- 
gainst the Canaanites that dwelt 
in Hebron: (now the name of 
Hebron before was Kirjath-ar- 
ba:) and they slew Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Talmai. J1 And from 
thence he went against the in¬ 
habitants of Debir: and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath- 
sepher: 

12 And Caleb said, He thnt 
smiteth Kirjath-sepher, and tak- 
eth it, to him will I give Achsali 
my daughter to wife. 13 And Oth- 
niel the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s 
younger brother, took it: and he 
gave him Achsah his daughtei 
to wife. 14 And it came to pass, 
when she came to him, that six' 
moved him to ask of her father 
a field: and she lighted from off 
her ass; and Caleb said unto her. 
What wilt thou? 15 And she said 
unto him, Give me a blessing. 
for thou hast given me a south 
land; give me also springs of 
water. And Caleb gave her the 
Upper Springs and the Nether 
Springs. 
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’■And the children of the Ke- 
nite, Moses’ father-in-law, went 
up out of the City of Palm-trees 
with the children of Judah in¬ 
to the wilderness of Judah, which 
linth in the south of Arad; and 
(buy went and dwelt among the 
people. 

,7 And Judah went with Si¬ 
meon his brother, and they slew 
the Canaanites that inhabited 
Zephath, and utterly destroyed it. 
And the name of the city was 
called Hormah. “Also Judah 
took Gaza with the border there¬ 
of, and Askelon with the border 
thereof, and Ekron with the 
border thereof. 19 And the Lord 
was with Judah; and he drove 
out the inhabitants of the mount¬ 
ain; but could not drive out the 
Inhabitants of the valley, because 
they had chariots of iron. “And 
they gave Hebron unto Caleb, as 
Moses said: and he expelled 
thence the three sons of Anak. 

a, And the children of Benjamin 
did not drive out the Jebusites 
that inhabited Jerusalem; but 
the Jebusites dwell with the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin in Jerusalem 
unto this day. 

32 And the house of Joseph, they 
also went up against Beth-el: 
and the Lord was with them. 
“And the house of Joseph sent 
to spy out Beth-el. (Now the 
name of the city before was Luz.) 
84 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they 
said unto him, Shew us, we pray 
thee, the entrance into the city, 
and we will shew thee mercy. 


“And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote 
the city with the edge of the 
sword; but they let go the man 
and all his family. “And the 
man went into the land of the 
Hittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz; 
which ia the name thereof unto 
this day. 

a7 Neither did Manasseh drive 
out the inhabitants of Beth-shean 
and her towns, nor Taanach and 
her towns, nor the inhabitants 
of Dor and her towns, nor the 
inhabitants of Ibleam and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns; but the 
Canaanites would dwell in that 
land. “And it came to pass, 
when Israel was strong, that they 
put the Canaanites to tribute, 
and did not utterly drive them 
out. 

“Neither did Ephraim drive 
out the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Gezer; but the Canaanites dwelt 
in Gezer among them. 

“Neither did Zebulun drive 
out the inhabitants of Kitron, 
nor the inhabitants of Nahalol; 
but the Canaanites dwelt among 
them, and became tributary. 

3I Neither did Asher drive out 
the inhabitants of Accho, nor the 
inhabitants of Sidon, nor of Ah- 
lab, nor of Achzib, nor of Hel- 
bah, nor of Aphik, nor of Re¬ 
hob: “But the Asherites dwelt 
among the Canaanites, the in¬ 
habitants of the land: for they 
did not drive them out. 

“Neither did Naphtali drive 
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out the inhabitants of Beth- 
shemesh, nor the inhabitants of 
Beth-anath; but he dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants 
of the land: nevertheless the in¬ 
habitants of Beth-shemesh and 
of Beth-anath became tributary 
unto them. 

84 And the Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into the moun¬ 
tain: for they would not suffer 
them to come down to the valley: 
85 But the Amorites would dwell 
in mount Heres and Aijalon, and 
in Shaalbim: yet the hand of the 
house of Joseph prevailed, so that 
they became tributary. aa And the 
border of the Amorites was from 
the slope of Akrabbim, from Sela, 
and upward. 

O And an angel of the Lord 
came up from Gilgal to Bo- 
chim, and said, I made you to 
go up out of Egypt, and have 
brought you unto the land which 
I swore unto your fathers; and 
I said, I will never break my 
covenant with you. 2 And ye shall 
make no league with the inhabi¬ 
tants of this land; ye shall throw 
down their altars: but ye have 
not obeyed my voice: why have 
ye done this? 3 Wherefore I also 
said, I will not drive them out 
from before you; but they shall 
be os thorns in your sides, and 
their gods shall be a snare unto 
you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lord spoke these 
words unto all the children of 
Israel, that the people lifted up 
their voice, and wept. ®And they 


called the name of that place 
Bochim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the Lord. 

fl And when Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel 
went every man unto his inheri 
tance to possess the land. 7 And 
the people served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the 
days of the elders that outlived 
Joshua, who had seen all the 
great works of the Lord, that he 
did for Israel. 6 And Joshua the 
son of Nun, the servant of the 
Lord, died, being a hundred and 
ten years old. B And they buried 
him in the border of his inheri 
tance in Timnath-heres, in the 
mount of Ephraim, on the north 
side of the hill Gaash. 10 And also 
all that generation were gathered 
unto their fathers: and there 
arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lord, 
nor yet the works which he had 
done for Israel. n And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel did evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and served 
Baalim: 12 And they forsook 

the Lord God of their fathers, 
who brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people 
that were round about them, and 
bowed themselves unto them, and 
provoked the Lord to anger. ,a Aml 
they forsook the Lord, and served 
Baal and Ashtaroth. 14 And the 
anger of the Lord was hot against 
Israel, and he delivered them in¬ 
to the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them 
into the hands of their enemies 
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round about, bo that they could 
not any longer stand before their 
enemies. ,s Whithersoever they 
went out, the hand of the Lord 
was against them for evil, as the 
Lord had said, and as the Lord 
had sworn unto them: and they 
were greatly distressed. lfl Never- 
Iholess the Lord raised up judges, 
who delivered them out of the 
hand of those that spoiled them. 
17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went 
astray after other gods, and 
bowed themselves unto them: 
they turned quickly out of the 
way which their fathers walked 
in, obeying the commandments 
of the Lord; but they did not so. 
1H And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was 
with the judge, and delivered 
them out of the hand of their 
enemies all the days of the judge: 
for it repented the Lord because 
of their groanings by reason of 
them that oppressed them and 
vexed them. 19 And it came to 
pass, when the judge was dead, 
that they returned, and corrupted 
themselves more than their fa¬ 
thers, in following other gods to 
serve them, and to bow down 
unto them; they ceased not from 
Iheir own doings, nor from their 
stubborn way. 20 And the anger 
of the Lord was hot against Is¬ 
rael; and he said, Because that 
this people hath transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded 
their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 21 I 
also will not henceforth drive out 


any from before them of the 
nations which Joshua left when 
he died: 22 That through them I 
may prove Israel, whether they 
will keep the way of the Lord 
to walk therein, as their fathers 
did keep it, or not. 23 Therefore 
the Lord left those nations, with¬ 
out driving them out hastily; 
neither delivered he them into 
the hand of Joshua. 

O Now these are the nations 
^ which the Lord left, to prove 
Israel by them, even as many of 
Israel as had not known all the 
wars of Canaan; z Only that the 
generations of the children of 
Israel might know, to teach them 
war, at the least such as before 
knew nothing thereof; 3 Namely, 
five lords of the Philistines, and 
all the Canaanites, and the SI* 
donians, and the Hivites that 
dwelt in mount Lebanon, from 
mount Baal-hermon unto the en¬ 
trance of Hamath. 4 And they 
were to prove Israel by them, to 
know whether they would hearken 
unto the commandments of the 
Lord, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. 
°And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, 
and Amorites, and Perizzites, 
and Hivites, and Jebusites: ®And 
they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daugh¬ 
ters to their sons, and served 
their gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
forgot the Lord their God, and 
served Baalim and the groves. 
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«Therefore the anger of the Lord 
was hot against Israel, and he 
sold them into the hand of Chu- 
shan-rishathaim king of Meso¬ 
potamia: and the children of Is¬ 
rael served Chushan-rishathaim 
eight years. ®And when the chil¬ 
dren of Israel cried unto the 
Lord, the Lord raised up a de¬ 
liverer to the children of Israel, 
who delivered them, even Othniel 
the son of Kenaz, Caleb's younger 
brother. 10 And the spirit of the 
Lord came upon him, and he 
judged Israel, and went out to 
war: and the Lord delivered 
Chushan-rishathaim king of Me¬ 
sopotamia into his hand; and 
his hand prevailed against Chu¬ 
shan-rishathaim. n And the land 
had rest forty years. And Oth- 
niel the son of Kenaz died. 

“And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the 
Lord: and the Lord strengthened 
Eglon the king of Moab against 
Israel, because they had done 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 
“And he gathered unto him the 
children of Ammon and Amalek, 
and went and smote Israel, and 
possessed the City of Palm-trees. 
“And the children of Israel served 
Eglon the king of Moab eighteen 
years. “But when the children 
of Israel cried unto the Lord, the 
Lord raised them up a deliverer, 
Ehud the son of Gera, a Ben- 
jamite, a man lamed in his right 
hand: and by him the children 
of Israel sent a present unto 
Eglon the king of Moab. “But 
Ehud made him a dagger which 


had two edges, of a cubit length; 
and he did gird it under his rai¬ 
ment upon his right thigh. 17 And 
he brought the present unto Eg¬ 
lon king of Moab: and Eglon was 
a very fat man. “And when he 
had made an end to offer the 
present, he sent away the people 
that bore the present. “But he 
himself turned again from the 
quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
said, I have a secret errand un¬ 
to thee, O king: who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by 
him went out from him. “And 
Ehud came unto him; and he was 
sitting in the cooling chamber, 
which he had for himself alone. 
And Ehud said, I have a message 
from God unto thee. And he arose 
out of kis seat. 21 And Ehud put 
forth his left hand, and took the 
dagger from his right thigh, and 
thrust it into his belly: 22 And 
the haft also went in after the 
blade; and the fat closed upon 
the blade, so that he could not 
draw the dagger out of his belly: 
and the dirt came out. “Then 
Ehud went forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the 
chamber upon him, and locked 
them. “When he was gone out, 
his servants came; and when they 
saw that, behold, the doors of the 
chamber were locked, they said, 
Surely he covereth his feet in 
his cooling chamber. “And they 
tarried very long: and, behold, 
he opened not the doors of the 
chamber; therefore they took a 
key, and opened them: and, be¬ 
hold, their lord was fallen down 
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dead on the earth. “And Ehud 
escaped while they tarried, and 
passed beyond the quarries, and 
escaped unto Seirah. 27 And it 
came to pass, when he was come, 
that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the 
children of Israel went down with 
him from the mount, and he be¬ 
fore them. 28 And he said unto 
them, Follow after me: for the 
Lord hath delivered your enemies 
the Moabites into your hand. 
And they went down after him, 
and took the fords of the Jordan 
toward Moab, and suffered not a 
man to pass over. 28 And they 
slew of Moab at that time about 
ten thousand men, all lusty, and 
all men of valour; and there es¬ 
caped not a man. ,,,n So Moab was 
subdued that day under the hand 
of Israel, And the land had rest 
fourscore years. 

a, And after him was Shamgar 
the son of Anath, who slew of 
the Philistines six hundred men 
with an ox-goad: and he also de¬ 
livered Israel. 

^ And the children of Israel 
again did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, when Ehud was dead. 

3 And the Lord sold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, 
that reigned in Hazor; the cap¬ 
tain of whose host v>as Si sera, 
who dwelt in Harosheth-goyim, 
s A»d the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord: for he had nine 
hundred chariots of iron; and 
twenty years he mightily op¬ 
pressed the children of Israel. 

4 And Deborah, a prophetess, 


the wife of Lapidoth, she judged 
Israel at that time. “And she 
dwelt under the palm-tree of De¬ 
borah between Ramah and Beth¬ 
el in mount Ephraim: and the 
children of Israel came up to her 
for judgment. 8 And she sent and 
called Barak the son of Abinoam 
out of Kedesh-naphtali, and said 
unto him. Hath not the Lord God 
of Israel commanded, saying, Go 
and draw toward mount Tabor, 
and take with thee ten thousand 
men of the children of Naphtali 
and of the children of Zebulun? 
7 And I will draw unto thee to the 
river Kishon Sisera, the captain 
of Jabin's army, with his chariots 
and his multitude; and I will de¬ 
liver him into thine hand. 8 And 
Barak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will go: 
but if thou wilt not go with me, 
then I will not go. ®And she said, 
I will surely go with thee: not¬ 
withstanding the journey that 
thou takest shall not be for thine 
honour; for the Lord shall sell 
Sisera into the hand of a woman. 

And Deborah arose, and went 
with Barak to Kedesh. 10 And 
Barak called Zebulun and Naph¬ 
tali to Kedesh; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his 
feet: and Deborah went up 

with him. 

71 Now Heber the Kenite, even 
from the children of Hobab the 
father-in-law of Moses, had sev¬ 
ered himself from the Kenites, 
and pitched his tent unto the 
plain of Zaanaim, which is by 
Kedesh. 
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,2 And they told Sisera that Ba¬ 
rak the son of Abinoam was gone 
up to mount Tabor. 13 And Sisera 
gathered together all his chari¬ 
ots, even nine hundred chariots 
of iron, and all the people that 
were with him, from Harosheth- 
goyim unto the brook Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Ba¬ 
rak, Up; for this is the day in 
which the Lord hath delivered 
Sisera into thine hand: is not 
the Lord gone out before thee? 
So Barak went down from mount 
Tabor, and ten thousand men 
after him. 15 And the Lord dis¬ 
comfited Sisera, and all his chari¬ 
ots, and all his host, with the 
edge of the sword before Barak; 
eo that Sisera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. 16 But Barak pursued after 
the chariots, and after the host, 
unto Harosheth-goyim: and all 
the host of Sisera fell by the 
edge of the sword; and there 
was not a man left. 

17 But Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife 
of Heber the Kenite: for there 
was peace between Jabin the king 
of Hazor and the house of Heber 
the Kenite. 18 And Jael went out 
to meet Sisera, and said unto 
him, Turn in, my lord, turn in 
to me; fear not. And when he 
had turned in unto her into the 
tent, she covered him with a 
mantle. *®And he said unto her, 
Give me, I pray thee, a little wa¬ 
ter to drink; for I am thirsty. 
And she opened a bottle of milk, 
and gave him drink, and covered 


him. 20 Again he said unto her. 
Stand in the door of the tent, and 
it shall be, when any man doth 
come and inquire of thee, and 
say, Is there any man here? that 
thou shalt say, No. 2, Then Jael 
Heber’s wife took a nail of the 
tent, and took a hammer in her 
hand, and went softly unto him, 
and smote the nail into his tem¬ 
ples, and it pierced through into 
the ground: for he was fast a- 
sleep and weary. So he died 
“And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jael came out to meet 
him, and said unto him, Come, 
and I will shew thee the man 
whom thou seekest. And when 
he came into her tent, behold, 
Sisera lay dead, and the nail was 
in his temples. 

23 So God subdued on that day 
Jabin the king of Canaan before 
the children of Israel. 24 And the 
hand of the children of Israel 
prospered, and prevailed against 
Jabin the king of Canaan, until 
they had destroyed Jabin king 
of Canaan. 

fT Then sang Deborah and Ba¬ 
rak the son of Abinoam on 
that day, saying, 

2 For that the leaders in Israel 
led, and the people willingly of¬ 
fered themselves, bless ye the 
Lord. 3 Hear, 0 ye kings; give* 
ear, 0 ye princes; I even I, will 
sing unto the Lord; I will sing 
praise to the Lord God of Israel. 

4 Lord, when thou wentest out 
of Seir, when thou marchedst 
out of the field of Edom, the 
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earth trembled, and the hesvens 
dropped, the clouds also dropped 
water. “The mountains melted 
from before the Lord, even that 
Sinai from before the Lord God 
of Israel. 

“In the days of Shamgar the 
son of Anath, in the days of 
Jael, the highways were unoc¬ 
cupied, and the travellers walked 
through byways. 7 The rulers 
ceased in Israel, they ceased, un¬ 
til that I Deborah arose, that I 
arose a mother in Israel. 

■They chose new gods; then 
war in the gates: was there 
a Bhield or spear seen among 
forty thousand in Israel? | 

®My heart is toward the gov¬ 
ernors of Israel, that offered 
themselves willingly among the 
people. Bless ye the Lord. 

“Speak, ye that ride on white 
aHses, ye that sit in judgment, 
and walk by the way. «Louder 
than the voice of those who 
march in rows in the places of 
drnwing water, there shall they 
rehearse the righteous acts of 
the Lord, even the righteous acts 
of his rule in Israel: then shall 
the people of the Lord go down 
to the gates. 

"Awake, awake, Deborah: a- 
wake, awake, utter a song: arise, 
Barak, and lead thy captivity 
captive, thou son of Abinoam. 

"Then he made him that re- 
muineth have dominion over the 
nobles among the people: the 
Lord made me have dominion 
over the mighty. "They whose 


root is out of Ephraim were 
against Amalek; after thee, Ben* 
jamin, among thy people; out of 
Machir came down governors, 
and out of Zebulun they that 
handle the pen of the writer. 
"And the princes of Issachar 
were with Deborah; even Issa¬ 
char, and also Barak: he was 
sent on foot into the valley. For 
the divisions of Reuben there 
were great thoughts of heart. 
"Why abodest thou among the 
sheepfolds, to hear the bleatings 
of the flocks? For the divisions 
of Reuben there were great 
searchings of heart. 

"Gilead abode beyond the Jor¬ 
dan: and why did Dan remain 
in ships? Asher continued on 
the seashore, and abode in his 
bays. 

"Zebulun and Naphtali were a 
people that jeoparded their lives 
unto the death in the high places 
of the field. "The kings came 
and fought, then fought the kings 
of Canaan in Taanach hy the 
waters of Megiddo; they took no 
gain of money. “They fought 
from heaven; the stars in their 
courses fought against Sisera. 
2, The river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, th€ 
river Kishon. 0 my soul, thou 
hast trodden along with strength. 
“Then were the horsehoofs 
broken by the prancings, the 
prancings of their mighty ones. 

“Curse ye Meroz, said the 
angel of the Lord, curse ye bit¬ 
terly the inhabitants thereof; 
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because they came not to the help 
of the Lord, to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty. 

“Blessed above women shall 
Jael the wife of Heber the Ke- 
nite be, blessed shall she be above 
women in the tent. 25 He asked 
water, and she gave him milk; 
she brought forth butter in a 
lordly dish. 26 She put her hand 
to the nail, and her right hand 
to the workmen's hammer; and 
she hammered Sisera, she struck 
his head, yea, she pierced and 
struck through his temples. 27 At 
her feet he bowed, he fell, he 
lay down: at her feet he bowed, 
he fell: where he bowed, there 
he fell down dead. 

26 The mother of Sisera looked 
out at a window, and cried 
through the lattice, Why is his 
chariot so long in coming? why 
tarry the wheels of his chariots? 
29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
yea, she returned answer to her¬ 
self, 30 Behold, they have found, 
they have divided: to every man 
a damsel or two; to Sisera a spoil 
of garments of divers colours, a 
spoil of varicoloured embroidery, 
of varicoloured embroidered stuffs 
on the necks of the captives. 

B1 So let all thine enemies perish, 
O Lord: but let them that love 
him be as the sun when he goeth 
forth in his might. 

And the land had rest forty 
years. 

And the children of Israel 

did evil in the sight of the 
Lord: and the Lord delivered 
them into the hand of Midian 


seven years. 2 And the hand of 
Midian prevailed against Israel: 
and because of the Midianiles 
the children of Israel made them 
the dens which are in the moun¬ 
tains, and caves, and strong¬ 
holds. s And so it was, when Is¬ 
rael had sown, that the Midiau- 
ites came up, and the Amalekites, 
and the children of the east, even 
they came up against them; 
♦And they encamped against them, 
and destroyed the increase of the 
earth, till thou come unto Gaza, 
and left no sustenance for Israel, 
neither sheep, nor ox, nor ass. 
5 For they came up with their 
cattle and their tents, and they 
came as grasshoppers for multi¬ 
tude; for both they and their 
camels were without number: and 
they entered into the land to de¬ 
stroy it. 6 And Israel was greatly 
impoverished because of the Mi- 
dianites; and the children of Is¬ 
rael cried unto the Lord. 

7 And it came to pass, when 
the children of Israel cried unto 
the Lord because of the Midian- 
ites, 8 That the Lord sent a 
prophet unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, who said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel. I 
brought you up from Egypt, Hiid 
brought you forth out of the 
house of bondage; B And I de¬ 
livered you out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all that oppressed you, 
and drove them out from before 
you, and gave you their land; 
10 And I said unto you, I am the 
Lord your God; fear not the 
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gods of the Amorites, in whose 
land ye dwell: but ye have not 
obeyed my voice. 

"And there came an angel of 
the Lord, and sat under an oak 
which was in Ophrah, that per- 
f,imet/ unto Joash the Abiezrite: 
and his son Gideon threshed 
wheat by the wine-press, to hide 
it from the Midianites. “And 
the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto him, and said unto him, 
The Lord is with thee, thou 
mighty man of valour. ‘"And Gi¬ 
deon said unto him, Oh my Lord, 
if the Lord be with us, why then 
is all this befallen us? and where 
ure all his miracles which our fa¬ 
thers told us of, saying, Did not 
the Lord bring us up from E- 
gypt? but now the Lord hath 
forsaken us, and delivered us in¬ 
to tho hands of the Midianites. 
"And the Lord looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, 
and thou shaft save Israel from 
the hand of the Midianites: have 
not I sent thee? 18 And he said 
unto him, Oh my Lord, where¬ 
with shall I save Israel? behold, 
my family is poor in Manasseh, 
and I am the least in my fa¬ 
ther's house. “And the Lord 
said unto him, Surely I will be 
with thee, and thou shalt smite 
the Midianites as one man. "And 
he said unto him, If now I have 
found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou talkest 
with me. “Depart not hence, I 
pray thee, until I come unto thee, 
and bring forth my present, and 
set it before thee. And he said, 


I will tarry until thou come again. 
“And Gideon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes 
of an ephah of flour; the flesh 
he put in a basket, and be put 
the broth in a pot, and brought 
it out unto him under the oak, 
and presented it. 80 And the angel 
of God said unto him. Take the 
flesh and the unleavened cakes, 
and lay them upon this rock, and 
pour out the broth. And he did 
so. 21 Then the angel of the Lord 
put forth the end of the staff 
that waa in his hand, and touched 
the flesh and the unleavened 
cakes; and there rose up Are out 
of the rock, and consumed the 
flesh and the unleavened cakes. 
Then the angel of the Lord de¬ 
parted out of his sight. aa And 
when Gideon perceived that he 
was an angel of the Lord, Gideon 
said, Alas, 0 Lord Godf because 
I have seen an angel of the 
Lord face to face. S8 And the 
Lord said unto him, Peace be 
unto thee; fear not: thou shalt 
not die. “Then Gideon built an 
altar there unto the Lord, and 
called it Jehovah-ahalom: unto 
this day it is yet in Ophrah of 
the Abiezrites. 

2B And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lord said unto 
him, Take thy father's young bul¬ 
lock, and the second bullock of 
seven years old, and throw down 
the altar of Baal that thy father 
hath, and cut down the grove that 
is by it; ,fl And build an altar un¬ 
to the Lord thy God upon the 
top of this rock, according to tfa 
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arrangement, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt-sacri¬ 
fice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt cut down. 27 Then 
Gideon took ten men of his ser¬ 
vants, and did as the Lord had 
said unto him: and so it was, be¬ 
cause he feared his father's 
household, and the men of the 
city, that he could not do it by 
day, that he did it by night. 
* 8 And when the men of the city 
arose early in the morning, be¬ 
hold, the altar of Baal was cast 
down, and the grove was cut 
down that was by it, and the 
second bullock was offered upon 
the altar that was built. 2e And 
they said one to another, Who 
hath done this thing? And when 
they inquired and asked, they 
said, Gideon the son of Joash 
hath done this thing. 80 Then the 
men of the city said unto Joash, 
Bring out thy son, that he may 
die: because he hath cast down 
the altar of Baal, and because he 
hath cut down the grove that was 
by it. 31 And Joash said unto all 
that stood against him, Will ye 
plead for Baal? will ye save him? 
he that will plead for him, let 
him be put to death before the 
morning: if he be a god, let him 
plead for himself, because one 
hath cast down his altar. ^There¬ 
fore on that day he called him 
Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead 
against him, because he hath 
thrown down his altar. 

"“Then all the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and the children 
of the east were gathered to¬ 


gether, and went over, and 
pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 
34 But the spirit of the Lord came 
upon Gideon, and he blew n 
trumpet; and Abiezer was gath¬ 
ered after him. 35 And he sent 
messengers throughout all Manaa- 
seh; who also was gathered after 
him: and he sent messengers un¬ 
to Asher, and unto Zebulun, and 
unto Naphtali; and they came up 
to meet them. 

36 And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said, 87 lie - 
hold, I will put a fleece of wool 
on the floor; and if the dew be 
on the fleece only, and it be dry 
upon all the ground beside , then 
shall I know that thou wilt snve 
Israel by mine hand, as thou hast 
said. 3S And it was so: for he rose 
up early on the morrow, and he 
squeezed the fleece, and wrung 
the dew out of the fleece, a bowl 
full of water. 39 And Gideon said 
unto God, Let not thine anger be 
hot against me, and I will speak 
but this once: let me prove, l 
pray thee, but this once with (he 
fleece; let it now be dry only 
upon the fleece, and upon all the 
ground let there be dew. 4 °An<( 
God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the fleece only, 
and there was dew on all the 
ground. 

H Then Jerubbaal, who is Gi¬ 
deon, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, 
and pitched beside the well of 
Harod: so that the host of the 
Midianites were on the north 
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Bide of them, by the hill of Mo- 
reh, in the valley. 

*And the Lord said unto Gi¬ 
deon, The people that are with 
thee are too many for me to give 
the Midianites into their hands, 
lei*I Israel vaunt themselves a- 
goinst me, Baying, Mine own 
hand hath saved me. a Now there¬ 
fore go to, proclaim in the ears 
of the people, saying, Whosoever 
is fearful and afraid, let him re¬ 
turn and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of 
the people twenty and two thou¬ 
sand ; and there remained ten 
thousand. 

4 And the Lord said unto Gide¬ 
on, The people are yet too many; 
hring them down unto the water, 
and I will try them for thee 
there: and it shall be, that of 
whom I say unto thee, This shall 
go with thee, the same shall go 
with thee; and of whomsoever I 
say unto thee, This shall not go 
with thee, the same shall not go. 
\So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the Lord 
said unto Gideon, Every one that 
luppeth of the water with his 
tongue, as a dog lappeth, him 
fllialt thou set by himself; like¬ 
wise every one that boweth down 
upon his knees to drink. 0 And 
the number of them that lapped, 
putting their hand to their mouth, 
were three hundred men: but all 
the rest of the people bowed 
down upon their knees to drink 
wnter. 7 And the Lord said unto 
Gideon, By the three hundred 
men that lapped will I save you, 


and deliver the Midianites into 
thine hand: and let all the other 
people go every man unto his 
place. fi So the people took victuals 
in their hand, and their trum¬ 
pets: and he sent all the rest of 
Israel every man unto his tent, 
and retained those three hundred 
men: and the host of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley. 

•And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, get thee down unto 
the host; for I have delivered It 
into thine hand. ,0 Butif thou fear 
to go down, go thou with Purah 
thy servant down to the camp: 
”And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine 
hands be strengthened to go down 
unto the camp. Then went he 
down with Purah his servant un¬ 
to the outside of the armed men 
that were in the camp. n And the 
Midianites and the Amalekites 
and all the children of the east 
lay along in the valley like grass¬ 
hoppers for multitude; and their 
camels were without number, as 
the sand by the seashore for 
multitude. lfl And when Gideon 
was come, behold, there was a 
man that told a dream unto 
hiB fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake 
of barley bread tumbled into the 
camp of Midian, and came unto 
a tent, and smote it that it fell, 
and overturned it, that the tent 
lay along. 14 And his fellow an¬ 
swered and said, This fa nothing 
else save the sword of Gideon 
the son of Joash, a man of Isra* 
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el: for into his hand hath God 
delivered Midian, and all the host. 

,B And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof, 
that he worshipped, and returned 
into the camp of Israel, and said, 
Arise; for the Lord hath de¬ 
livered into your hand the host 
of Midian. Ifl And he divided the 
three hundred men into three 
companies, and he put a trumpet 
in every man’s hand, with empty 
pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers. ,T And he said unto them, 
Look on me, and do likewise: and, 
behold, when I come to the out¬ 
side of the camp, it shall be that, 
as I do, so shall ye do. 18 When I 
blow with a trumpet, I and all 
that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets also on every side 
of all the camp, and say, For the 
Lord, and for Gideon. 

10 So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came 
unto the outside of the camp in 
the beginning of the middle 
watch; and they had but newly 
set the watch: and they blew the 
trumpets, and broke the pitchers 
that were in their hands. 2 °And 
the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and broke the pitchers, 
and held the lamps in their left 
hands, and the trumpets in their 
right hands to blow withal: and 
they cried, The sword for the 
Lord, and for Gideon. 21 And they 
stood every man in his place 
round about the camp; and all 
the host ran, and cried, and fled. 
a2 And the three hundred blew 


the trumpets, and the Lord aei 
every man’s sword against hie 
fellow, even throughout all th< 
host: and the host fled to Beth 
shittah in Zererah, and to tin 
border of Abel-meholah unto Tab- 
bath. 23 And the men of Israe 
gathered themselves together out 
of Naphtali, and out of Asher 
and out of all Manasseh, and pur¬ 
sued after the Midianites. 24 Anc 
Gideon sent messengers through¬ 
out all the mount of Ephraim 
saying, Come down against tht 
Midianites, and take before theit 
the waters unto Beth-barah ant 
the Jordan. Then all the men ol 
Ephraim gathered themselves to¬ 
gether, and took the waters untc 
Beth-barah and the Jordan. 2S And 
they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and 
they slew Oreb upon the rock 
Oreb, and Zeeb they slew at the 
wine-press of Zeeb, and pursued 
Midian, and brought the heads ol 
Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon on the 
other side of the Jordan. 

Q And the men of Ephraim 
said unto him, Why hast 
thou served us thus, that thou 
calledst us not, when thou wot li¬ 
es t to fight with the Midianites? 
And they did chide with him 
sharply. 2 And he said unto them. 
What have I done now in com¬ 
parison with you ? Is not the 
gleaning of the grapes of Eph¬ 
raim better than the vintage of 
Abiezer? 3 God hath delivered in¬ 
to your hands the princes of 
Midian, Oreb and Zeeb: and what 
was I able to do in comparison 
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with you? Then their anger was 
abated toward him, when he had 
said that. 

•And Gideon came to the Jor¬ 
dan, and passed over, he, and the 
three hundred men that were 
wilh him, faint, yet pursuing 
them. 9 And he said unto the men 
of Succoth, Give, I pray you, 
loaves of bread unto the people 
that follow me; for they are faint, 
and I am pursuing after Zebah 
and Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 
•And the princes of Succoth said, 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zal¬ 
munna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thine 
Hrmy? 7 And Gideon Baid, There¬ 
fore when the Lord hath delivered 
Zebah and Zalmunna into thine 
hand, then I will tear your flesh 
with the thorns of the wilderness 
and with briers. 

•And he went up thence to Pe- 
nuel, and spoke unto them like¬ 
wise: and the men of Penuel 
answered him as the men of Suc¬ 
coth had answered him. ®And he 
Bpoke also unto the men of Penu¬ 
el, saying, When I come again 
in peace, I will break down this 
tower. 

10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna 
were in Karkor, and their hosts 
with them, about fifteen thousand 
men, ail that were left of all the 
hosts of the children of the east: 
for there fell a hundred and 
twenty thousund men that drew 
sword. ,! And Gideon went up by 
the way of them that dwelt in 
tents on the east of Nobah and 


Jogbehah, and smote the host: 
for the host was secure. 12 And 
when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, 
he pursued after them, and took 
the two kings of Midian, Zebah 
and Zalmunna, and discomfited 
all the host. 

13 And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the 
sun was up, 14 And caught a young 
man of the men of Succoth, and 
inquired of him: and he described 
unto him the princes of Succoth, 
and the elders thereof, even 
threescore and seventeen men. 
19 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah 
and Zalmunna, with whom ye did 
upbraid me, saying, Are the 
hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
now in thine hand, that we should 
give bread unto thy men that are 
weary? ie And he took the elders 
of the city, and thorns of the 
wilderness and briers, and with 
them he punished the men of 
Succoth. 17 And he beat down the 
tower of Penuel, and slew the men 
of the city. 18 Then said he unto 
Zebah and Zalmunna, What man¬ 
ner of men were they whom ye 
slew at Tabor? And they an¬ 
swered, As thou art, so were they; 
each one resembled the children 
of a king. 1# And he said, They 
were my brethren, even the sons 
of my mother: as the Lord liveth, 
if ye had saved them alive, I 
would not slay you. 20 And he said 
unto Jether his first-born, Up, 
and slay them. But the youth 
drew not his sword: for he feared, 
because he was yet a youth. 
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fl Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fail upon us: for 
as the man is, so is his strength. 
And Gideon arose, and slew Ze¬ 
bah and Zalmunna, and took away 
the ornaments that were on their 
camels' necks. 

“Then the men of Israel said 
unto Gideon, Rule thou over us, 
both thou, and thy son, and thy 
son’s son also: for thou hast 
delivered us from the hand of 
Midian. 23 And Gideon said unto 
them, I will not rule over you, 
neither shall my son rule over 
you: the Lord shall rule over 
you. 24 And Gideon said unto 
them, I would desire a request 
of you, that ye would give me 
every man the earrings of his 
prey. (For they had golden ear¬ 
rings, because they were Ishma- 
elites.) 25 And they answered. 
We will willingly give them. And 
they spread a garment, and did 
cast therein every man the ear¬ 
rings of his prey. 2S And the 
weight of the golden earrings 
that he requested was a thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred shekels 
of gold: besides crescents, and 
pendants, and purple raiment 
that was on the kings of Midian, 
and besides the chains that were 
about their camels’ necks. 27 And 
Gideon made an ephod thereof, 
and put it in his city, even in 
Ophrah: and all Israel went 
thither astray after it: which 
thing became a snare unto Gi¬ 
deon, and to his house. 

29 Thus was Midian subdued be¬ 
fore the children of Israel, so 


that they lifted up their heads 
no more. And the country was 
quiet forty years in the days of 
Gideon. 

“And Jerubbaal the son of 
Joash went and dwelt in his own 
house. “And Gideon had three¬ 
score and ten sons of his body 
begotten: for he had many wives. 
“And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bore him a 
son, whose name he called Abi- 
melech. “And Gideon the son of 
Joash died in a good old age, and 
was buried in the sepulchre nf 
Joash his father, in Ophrah of 
the Abiezrites. 

“And it came to pass, as soon 
as Gideon was dead, that the chil¬ 
dren of Israel turned again, and 
went astray after Baalim, and 
made Baal-berith their god. 34 And 
the children of Israel remembered 
not the Lord their God, who had 
delivered them out of the hands 
of all their enemies on every side: 
“Neither shewed they kindness 
to the house of Jerubbaal, name- 
ly, Gideon, according to all the 
goodness which he had shewn 
unto Israel. 

Q And Abimelech the son of 
Jerubbaal went to Shechem 
unto his mother’s brethren, and 
communed with them, and with 
all the family of the house of 
his mother's father, saying, 
2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears 
of all the men of Shechem, What 
is better for you, either that all 
the sons of Jerubbaal, who am 
threescore and ten persons, reign 
over you, or that one reign over 
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you ? remember also that I am 
your bone and your flesh. 8 And 
his mother’s brethren spoke of 
him in the ears of all the men 
of Shechem all these words: and 
their hearts inclined to follow 
A htmelech; for they said, He ia 
our brother. 4 And they gave him 
threescore and ten pieces of silver 
out of the house of Uaal-berith, 
wherewith Abimelech hired vain 
and light persons, who followed 
him. “And he went unto his fa¬ 
ther's house at Ophrali, and slew 
his brethren the sons of Jerub- 
bnnl, being threescore and ten 
persona, upon one stone: and 
there was left Jotham the young¬ 
est son of Jerubbaal, for he hid 
himself. 

“And all the men of Shechem 
gathered together, and all the 
house of Millo, and went, and 
made Abimelech king, by the oak 
set in Shechem. 7 And when they 
told it to Jotham, he went and 
stood in the top of mount Ge- 
rizim, and lifted up his voice, 
ami cried, and said unto them, 
Hearken unto me, ye men of She- 
ehem, that God may hearken un¬ 
to you. "The trees went forth 
on a time to anoint a king over 
them: and they said unto the 
olive-tree, Reign thou over us. 
■But the olive-tree said unto 
them, Should I leave my fatness, 
wherewith by me they honour 
God and man, and go to hold 
sway over the trees? 10 And the 
trees said to the fig-tree, Come 
thou, and reign over us. ll But 
the fig-tree Baid unto them. 


Should I forsake my sweetness, 
and my good fruit, and go to 
hold sway over the trees? ia Then 
said the trees unto the vine, Come 
thou, and reign over us. ,8 And 
the vine said unto them, Should 
I leave my wine, which cheereth 
God and man, and go to hold 
sway over the trees? ,4 Then 
said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign 
over us. lfl And the bramble said 
unto the trees, If in truth ye 
anoint me king over you, then 
come and put your trust in my 
shadow: and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour 
the cedars of Lebanon. ia Now 
therefore, if ye have done truly 
and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye 
have dealt well with Jerubbaal 
and his house, and have done 
unto him according to the de¬ 
serving of his hands; 17 (For my 
father fought for you, and risked 
his life, and delivered you out 
of the hand of Midian: 18 And 
ye are risen up against my fa¬ 
ther's house this day, and have 
slain his sons, threescore and ten 
persons, upon one stone, and have 
made Abimelech, the son of his 
maid-servant, king over the men 
of Shechem, because he is your 
brother;) lfl If ye then have dealt 
truly and sincerely with Jerub¬ 
baal and with his house this day, 
then rejoice ye in Abimelech, and 
let him also rejoice in you; at> But 
if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men 
of Shechem, and the house of 
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Millo; and let fire come out from 
the men of Shechem, and from 
the house of Millo, and devour 
Abimeiech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and 
fled, and went to Beer, and dwelt 
there, for fear of Abimeiech his 
brother. 

“When Abimeiech had reigned 
three years over Israel, “Then 
God sent an evil spirit between 
Abimeiech and the men of She¬ 
chem; and the men of Shechem 
dealt treacherously with Abi¬ 
meiech : 24 That the cruelty done 
to the threescore and ten sons of 
Jerubbaal might come, and their 
blood be laid upon Abimeiech 
their brother, who slew them; 
and upon the men of Shechem, 
who strengthened his hands to 
kill his brethren. “And the men 
of Shechem set liers-in-wait for 
him in the top of the mountains, 
and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it 
was told Abimeiech. 

“And Gaal the son of Ebed 
came with his brethren, and went 
over to Shechem: and the men 
of Shechem put their confidence 
in him. 27 And they went out into 
the fields, and gathered their 
vineyards, and trod the grapes, 
and made merry, and went into 
the house of their god, and did 
eat and drink, and cursed Abi¬ 
meiech. “And Gaal the son of 
Ebed said, Who is Abimeiech, and 
who i3 Shechem, that we should 
serve him? is not he the son of 
Jerubbaal? and Zebul his officer? 
wrve the men of Hamor the fa¬ 


ther of Shechem: for why should 
we serve him? “And would to 
God this people were under my 
hand! then would I remove Abi¬ 
meiech. And he said to Abime¬ 
iech, Increase thine army, and 
come out. 

30 And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal 
the son of Ebed, his anger was 
kindled. “And he sent messen¬ 
gers unto Abimeiech privily, say¬ 
ing, Behold, Gaal the son of Ebed 
and his brethren are come to She¬ 
chem; and, behold, they besiege 
the city against thee. “Now 
therefore up by night, thou and 
the people that are with thee, 
and lie in wait in the field: “And 
it shall be, that in the morning, 
as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shalt rise early, and set upon the 
city: and, behold, when he and 
the people that are with him 
come out against thee, then may- 
est thou do to them as thou shall 
find occasion. 

“And Abimeiech rose up, anc 
all the people that were with him 
by night, and they laid war 
against Shechem in four com 
panies. “And Gaal the son ol 
Ebed went out, and stood in the 
entrance of the gate of the city > 
and Abimeiech rose up, and tin 
people that were with him, from 
the ambush. “And when Gaa 
saw the people, he said to Zebul 
Behold, there come people dowi' 
from the tops of the mountains 
And Zebul said unto him, Thor 
seest the shadow of the moun 
tains as if they were men. #7 Anci 
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Gaal spoke again and said, See 
i there come people down by the 
i middle of the land, and another 
company come along by the plain 
of Meonenim. 38 Then said Zebul 
unto him, Where is now thy 
month, wherewith thou saidst, 
W hu is Abimelech, that we should 
serve him? is not this the people 
that thou hast despised? go out, 
I pray now, and fight with them. 
•'And Gaal went out before the 
' men of Shechem, and fought 
with Abimelech. “And Abimelech 
chased him, and he fled before 
i him, and many fell wounded, 
even unto the entrance of the 
I gale 

“And Abimelech dwelt at Aru¬ 
ms h: and Zebul thrust out Gaal 
iand his brethren, that they 
(Should not dwell in Shechem. 

“And it came to pass on the 
imorrow, that the people went out 
i into the field; and they told Abi- 
tmelech. “And he took the peo¬ 
ple, and divided them into three 
companies, and laid wait in the 
’field, and looked, and, behold, the 
people were come forth out of 
the city; and he rose up against 
them, and smote them. “And 
Abimelech, and the companies 
that were with him, rushed for¬ 
ward, and stood in the entrance 
•of the gate of the city; and the 
two other companies ran upon all 
d hr people that were in the fields, 
ami slew them. “And Abimelech 
fought against the city all that 
day; and he took the city, and 
rflrw the people that were therein, 
and beat down the city, and 


sowed it with salt. 

“And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, 
they entered into the hold of the 
house of the god Berith. 47 And 
it was told Abimelech, that all 
the men of the tower of Shechem 
were gathered together. “And 
Abimelech got him up to mount 
Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and Abi¬ 
melech took an axe in his hand, 
and cut down a bough from the 
trees, and took it, and laid it on 
his shoulder, and said unto the 
people that were with him, What 
ye have seen me do, make haste, 
and do as I have done. “And all 
the people likewise cut down 
every man his bough, and fol¬ 
lowed Abimelech, and put them 
to the hold, and set the hold on 
fire upon them; so that all the 
men of the tower of Shechem 
died also, about a thousand men 
and women. 

60 Then went Abimelech to The- 
bez, and encamped against The- 
bez, and took it. M But there was 
a strong tower within the city, 
and thither fled all the men and 
women, and all they of the city, 
and shut themselves in, and got 
them up to the top of the tower. 
B2 And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and 
went hard unto {he door of the 
tower to burn it with fire. ofl And 
a certain woman cast a piece of 
a millstone upon Abimelech’s 
head, and broke his skull. “Then 
he called hastily unto the young 
man his armour-bearer, and said 
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unto him. Draw thy sword, and 
slay me, that men say not of me, 
A woman slew him. And his 
young man thrust him through, 
and he died. “And when the men 
of Israel saw that Abimelech was 
dead, they departed every man 
unto his place. 

“Thus God rendered the wick¬ 
edness of Abimelech, which he 
did unto his father, in slaying 
his seventy brethren: “And all 
the evil of the men of Shechem 
did God render upon their heads: 
and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal. 
And after Abimelech there 
arose to defend Israel Tola 
the son of Puah, the son of Dodo, 
a man of Issachar; and he dwelt 
in Shamir in mount Ephraim. 
a And he judged Israel twenty 
and three years, and died, and 
was buried in Shamir. 

■And after him arose Jair, a 
Gileadite, and judged Israel twen¬ 
ty and two years. 4 And he had 
thirty sons that rode on thirty 
ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth- 
jair unto this day, which are in 
the land of Gilead. 5 And Jair 
died, and was buried in Camon. 

•And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the 
Lord, and served Baalim, and 
Ashtaroth, and the gods of Syria, 
and the gods of Sidon, and the 
gods of Moab, and the gods of 
the children of Ammon, and the 
gods of the Philistines, and for¬ 
sook the Lord, and served not 
him. 7 And the anger of the Lord 


was hot against Israel, and he 
sold them into the hands of the 
Philistines, and into the hands of 
the children of Ammon. 8 And that 
year they vexed and oppressed 
the children of Israel: eight¬ 
een years, all the children of 
Israel that were on the other 
side of the Jordan in the land 
of the Amorites, which is in Gi¬ 
lead. ®Moreover the children of 
Ammon passed over the Jordan 
to fight also against Judah, and 
against Benjamin, and against 
the house of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sore distressed. 

10 And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord, saying, We 
have sinned against thee, both be¬ 
cause we have forsaken our God, 
and also served Baalim. 1T And the 
Lord said unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, Did not I deliver you from 
the Egyptians, and from th€ 
Amorites, from the children ol 
Ammon, and from the Philistines ? 
12 The Sidonians also, and th< 
Amalekites, and the Maonites, die 
oppress you; and ye cried to me 
and I delivered you out of theii 
hand. 13 Yet ye have forsaken me 
and served other gods: where 
fore I will deliver you no more 
,4 Go and cry unto the gods whicl 
ye have chosen; let them delive) 
you in the time of your tribula 
tion. 

1B And the children of Israe 
said unto the Lord, We hav« 
sinned: do thou unto us what 
soever seemeth good unto thee 
deliver u9 only, we pray thee 
this day. “And they put awa; 
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thn strange gods from among 
them, and served the Lord: and 
his soul was grieved for the 
misery of Israel. 

,7 Then the children of Ammon 
were gathered together, and en¬ 
camped in Gilead. And the chil- 
of Israel assembled them¬ 
selves together, and encamped in 
iMizpah. 1B And the people, the 
(princes of Gilead, said one to an¬ 
other, What man is he that will 
begin to light against the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon? he shall be 
Ihead over all the inhabitants of 
Cilead. 

ill Now Jephthali the Gileadite 
was a mighty man of valour, 
and he was the son of a harlot: 
and Gilead begot Jephthah. a And 
Gilead's wife bore him sons; and 
•ila wife’s sons grew up, and they 
(thrust out Jephthah, and said 
*hi(m him, Thou shalt not inherit 
In our father’s house; for thou 
nrt the son of a strange woman. 
’Then Jephthah fled from his 
brethren, and dwelt in the land 
•f Tob: and there were gathered 
vain men to Jephthah, and went 
*ut with him. 

4 And it came to pass in process 
»f time, that the children of Am- 
nnn made war against Israel. 
‘And it was so, that when the 
li'Mren of Ammon made war 
.against Israel, the elders of Gi- 
“d went to fetch Jephthah out 
f the land of Tob: fl And they 
'»id unto Jephthah, Come, and 
** our captain, that we may 
*l>t with the children of Am- 
non ’And Jephthah said unto 


the elders of Gilead, Did not ye 
hate me, and expel me out of 
my father’s house? and why are 
ye come unto me now when ye 
are in distress? 8 And the elders 
of Gilead said unto Jephthah, 
Therefore we turn again to thee 
now, that thou mayest go with 
us, and fight against the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and be our head 
over all the inhabitants of Gi¬ 
lead. 9 And Jephthah said unto 
the elders of Gilead, If ye bring 
me home again to fight against 
the children of Ammon, and the 
Lord deliver them before me, 
shall I be your head? 10 And the 
elders of Gilead said unto Jeph¬ 
thah, The Lord be witness be¬ 
tween us, if we do not so ac¬ 
cording to thy words. “Then 
Jephthah went with the elders 
of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: 
and Jephthah uttered all his 
words before the Lord in Miz- 
pah. 

“And Jephthah sent messen¬ 
gers unto the king of the children 
of Ammon, saying, What hast 
thou to do with me, that thou 
art come against me to fight in 
my land? ls And the king of the 
children of Ammon answered un¬ 
to the messengers of Jephthah, 
Because Israel took away my land, 
when they came up out of Egypt, 
from the Arnon even unto the 
Jabbok, and unto the Jordan: 
now therefore restore those lands 
again peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messen¬ 
gers again unto the king of the 


children of Ammon: 18 And said 
unto him. Thus saith Jephthah, 
Israel took not away the land of 
Moab, nor the land of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon: 1B But when Is¬ 
rael came up from Egypt, and 
walked through the wilderness 
unto the Red Sea, and came to 
Kadesh; 17 Then Israel sent mes¬ 
sengers unto the king of Edom, 
saying, Let me, I pray thee, pass 
through thy land: but the king 
of Edom would not hearken there¬ 
to. And in like manner they sent 
unto the king of Moab: but he 
would not consent: and Israel 
abode in Kadesh. 79 Then they 
went along the wilderness, and 
compassed the land of Edom, and 
the land of Moab, and came by 
the east side of the land of Moab, 
and pitched on the other side of 
the Arnon, but came not within 
the border of Moab: for the Ar¬ 
non was the border of Moab. 
1B And Israel sent messengers un¬ 
to Sihon king of the Amorites, 
the king of Heshbon; and Israel 
said unto him, Let us pass, we 
pray thee, through thy land into 
my place. 20 But Sihon trusted not 
Israel to pass through his border: 
but Sihon gathered all his people 
together, and pitched in Jahaz, 
and fought against Israel. 2l And 
the Lord God of Israel delivered 
Sihon and all his people into the 
hand of Israel, and they smote 
them: so Israel possessed all the 
land of the Amorites, the inhabi¬ 
tants of that country. 22 And they 
possessed all the border of the 
Amorites, from the Arnon even 


unto the Jabbok, and from the 
wilderness even unto the Jordan 
a3 So now the Lord God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amoritep 
from before his people Israel, and 
shouldest thou possess it? 24 Wilt 
not thou possess that which Che- 
mosh thy god giveth thee to pos¬ 
sess? So whomsoever the Lord our 
God shall drive out from before 
us, them will we possess. 25 And 
now art thou any thing bettor 
than Balak the son of Zippor, kina 
of Moab? did he ever strive h- 
gainst Israel, or did he ever fight 
against them, 26 While Israel dwelt 
in Heshbon and her towns, and in 
Aroer and her towns, and in all 
the cities that are along by the 
bank of the Arnon, three hundred 
years? why therefore did ye not 
recover them within that time? 
27 Wherefore I have not sinned 
against thee, but thou doest me 
wrong to war against me: the 
Lord the judge be judge this day 
between the children of Israel and 
the children of Ammon. 2fi Yot 
the king of the children of 
Ammon hearkened not unto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent 
him. 2e Then the spirit of the 
Lord came upon Jephthah, and he 
passed over Gilead, and Manus- 
seh, and passed over Mizpeh of 
Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gi¬ 
lead he passed over unto the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon. 

30 And Jephthah vowed unto the 
Lord, and said, If thou shalt with¬ 
out fail deliver the children of 
Ammon into mine hands, 31 Then 
it shall be, that whatsoever 
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ewneth forth of the doors of my 
house to meet me, when I return 
in peace from the children of 
Ammon, shall surely be the 
Lord’s, and I will offer it up for 
a burnt-offering. 

^Ro Jephthah passed over unto 
the children of Ammon to fight 
against them; and the Lord de¬ 
livered them into his hands. 3a And 
he smote them from Aroer; even 
till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto Abel- 
cheramim, with a very great 
slaughter. Thus the children of 
Ammon were subdued before the 
children of Israel. 

* 4 And Jephthah came to Miz- 
pnh unto his house, and, behold, 
his daughter came out to meet 
him with timbrels and with 
dsnccs: and she was his only 
child: besides her he had neither 
non nor daughter. a5 And it came 
to pass, when he saw her, that 
he rent his clothes, and said, Alas, 
my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of 
thpm that trouble me: for I have 
opened my mouth unto the Lord, 
and I cannot go back. ao And she 
snid unto him, My father, if thou 
hast, opened thy mouth unto the 
Lord, do to me according to that 
which hath proceeded out of thy 
mouth; forasmuch as the Lord 
hath taken vengeance for thee of 
thine enemies, even of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon. 87 And she said 
unto her father, Let this thing 
be done for me: let me alone two 
•Hunt iis, that I may go up and 
down upon the mountains, and be¬ 


wail my virginity, I and my 
companions. 38 And he said, Go. 
And he sent her away for two 
months: and she went with her 
companions, and bewailed her 
virginity upon the mountains. 
3# And it came to pass at the end 
of two months, that she returned 
unto her father, who did with 
her according to his vow which 
he had vowed: and she knew no 
man. 

And it was a custom in Israel, 
4D Tkat the daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament the daugh¬ 
ter of Jephthah the Gileadite 
four days in a year. 

And the men of Ephraim 
gathered themselves together, 
and went northward, and said 
unto Jephthah, Wherefore pass- 
edst thou over to fight against 
the children of Ammon, and didst 
not call us to go with tliee? we 
will burn thine house upon thee 
with fire. 2 And Jephthah said un¬ 
to them, I and my people were 
at great strife with the children 
of Ammon; and when I called 
you, ye delivered me not out of 
their hands. a And when I saw 
that ye delivered me not, I put 
my life in my hands, and passed 
over against the children of Am¬ 
mon, and the Lord delivered them 
into my hand: wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, 
to figlit against me? 

4 And Jephthah gathered to¬ 
gether all the men of Gilead, and 
fought with Ephraim: and the 
men of Gilead smote Ephraim, 
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because they said. Ye Gileadites rode on threescore and ten i 
ore fugitives of Ephraim among colts: and he judged Israel eij, 
the Ephraimites, and among the years. 15 And Abdon the son 
Manassites. B And the Gileadites Hillel the Pirathonite died, a 
took the passages of the Jordan was buried in Pirathon in 1 
before the Ephraimites: and it land of Ephraim, in the moi 
was so, that when those Eph- of the Amalekites.

18 And 
ie men of the city said urto 
m on the seventh day hefore 
e sun went down, What is 
/eeter than honey? and what is 
ronger than a lion? And he 
id unto them, If ye had not

'"And the spirit of the Lord 
ime upon him, and he went down 
1 Ashkelon, and slew thirty men 
them, and took their spoil, 
id ^ave changes of garments 
ito them that expounded the 
idle.

£ But it came to pass within 
a while after, in the time of

sited his wife with a kid; and 
• said, I will go in to my wife 
to the chamber. But her father 
>uld not suffer him to go in. 
nd her father said, I verily 
ought that thou hadst utterly 
ted her; therefore I gave her 
thy companion: is not her 


younger sister fairer than she? 
take her, I pray thee, instead of 
her. *And Samson said unto them. 
Now shall I be more blamelens 
than the Philistines, though I 
do them evil. «And Samson went 
and caught three hundred foxes, 
and took firebrands, and turned 
tail to tail, and put a firebrand 
in the midst between two tails. 
5 And when he had set the brands 
on fire, he let them go into the 
standing corn of the Philistines, 
and burnt up both the shocks, 
and also the standing corn, with 
the vineyards and olives. "Then 
the Philistines said, Who hath 
done this? And they answered, 
Samson, the son-in-law of the 
Timnite, because he had taken 
hiB wife, and given her to his 
companion. And the Philistines 
came up, and burnt her and her 
father with fire. 7 And Samson 
said unto them, If ye will do this, 
I will be avenged of you, and 
after that I will cease. "And he 
smote them hip and thigh with 
a great slaughter: and he went 
down and dwelt in the cleft of 
the rock Etam. 

"Then the Philistines went up, 
and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themselves in Lehi. 10 And the 
men of Judah said, Why are ye 
come up against us? And they 
answered, To bind Samson are 
we come up, to do to him as he 
hath done to us. n Then three 
thousand men of Judah went 
down to the cleft of the rock of 
Etam, and aaid to Samson, Know- 
est thou not that the Philistines 


are rulers over us? what is this 
that thou hast done unto us? 
And he said unto them, As they 
did unto me, so have I done un¬ 
to them. 12 And they said unto 
him, We are come down to bind 
thee, that we may deliver thee 
into the hand of the Philistines. 
And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not 
fall upon me yourselves. 13 And 
they spoke unto him, saying, No; 
but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand: but 
surely we will not kill thee. And 
they bound him with two new 
cords, and brought him up from 
the rock. 

14 And when he came unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against 
him: and the spirit of the Lord 
came mightily upon him, and the 
cords that were upon his arms 
became as flax that was burnt 
with fire, and his bands loosed 
from off his hands. 15 And he 
found a fresh jawbone of an ass, 
and put forth his hand, and took 
it, and slew a thousand men 
therewith. 18 And Samson said, 
With the jawbone of an ass, 
heaps upon heaps, with the jaw 
of an ass have I slain a thousand 
men. 17 And it came to pass, when 
he had made an end of speaking, 
that he cast away the jawbone 
out of his hand; and he called 
that place Ramath-lehi. 18 And he 
was sore athirst, and called on 
the Lord, and said, Thou ha3t 
given this great deliverance into

20 And he judged Israel in 11 
days of the Philistines twenl 
years. 

Then went Samson to Cass 
and saw there a harlot, ar 
went in unto her.

And they con 
passed him in, and laid wail f< 
him all night in the gate of tl 
city, and were quiet all the nigh 
saying, In the morning, when 
is day, we shall kill him.

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ITell me, I pray thee, wherein thy 
igrcal strength lieth, and where¬ 
with thou’ mighlest be bound to 
afflict thee. 7 And Samson said 
lunto her, If they bind me with 
sever* fresh cords that were never 
Idried, then shall i be weak, and 
ihf m /mother man. 

*Then the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines brought up to her seven 
fresh cords which had not been 
dried, and she bound him with 
Ithom, “Now there were men lying 
an wait, abiding with her in the 
fchiimber. And she said unto him, 
The Philistines are upon thee, 
Samson. And he broke the cords, 
as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire. So his 
Strength was not known. 

,ft And Delilah said unto Sam- 
Bon, Behold, thou hast mocked 
fne, and told me lies: now tell 
fne, I pray thee, wherewith thou 
mJghtest be bound, u And he said 
tfnto her, If they bind me fast 
with new ropes that never were 
psed, then shall I be weak, and 
be as another man. 

13 Delilah therefore took new 
ropes, and bound him therewith, 
ftnd said unto him, The Philis¬ 
tines are upon thee, Samson. 
And there were liers-in-wait abid¬ 
ing in the chamber. And he broke 
them from off his arms like a 
thread. 

i ,: 'And Delilah said unto Sam¬ 
son, Hitherto thou hast mocked 
(ne, and told me lies: tell me 
^herewith thou mighlest be 
fwuml And he said unto her, 
11 thou weavest the seven locks 


of my head with the web. 

•♦And she fastened it with the 
pin, and said unto him, The Phi¬ 
listines are upon thee, Samson, 
And he awoke out of his sleep, 
and went away with the pin of 
the beam, and with the web. 

,5 And bIic said unto him, How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart is not with me? thou 
hast mocked me these three times, 
and hast not told me wherein 
thy great strength lieth. ia And 
it came to pass, when she pressed 
him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death; 17 That he told 
her all his heart, and said unto 
her, There hath not come a razor 
upon mine head; for I have been 
a Nazarite unto God from my 
mother’s womb: if I be shaven, 
then my strength will go from 
me, and I shall become weak, 
and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that 
he had told her all his heart, she 
sent and called for the lords of 
the Philistines, saying, Come up 
this once, for he hath told me 
nil his heart. Then the lords of 
the Philistines came up unto her, 
and brought money in their hand. 
1B And she made him sleep upon 
her knees; and she called for a 
man, and she caused him to shave 
off the seven locks of his head; 
and she began to afflict him, 
and his strength went from him. 
20 And she said, The Philistines 
are upon thee, Samson. And he 
awoke out of his sleep, and said, 
I will go out as at other limes 
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before, and shake myself. And 
he knew not that the Lord was 
departed from him. 

21 And the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and bound 
him with fetters of brass; and 
he did grind in the prison-house. 
22 But the hair of his head began 
to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Phi¬ 
listines gathered them together 
for to offer a great sacrifice un¬ 
to Dagon their god, and to re¬ 
joice: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered Samson our enemy 
into our hand. 24 And when the 
people saw him, they praised 
their god: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of 
our country, who slew many of 
us. 25 And it came to pass, when 
their hearts were merry, that 
they said. Call for Samson, that 
he may make us sport. And they 
called for Samson out of the 
prison-house; and he made them 
sport: and they set him between 
the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the 
lad that held him by the hand, 
Suffer me that I may feel the pil¬ 
lars whereupon the house stand- 
eth, that I may lean upon them. 
27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of 
the Philistines were there; and 
there were upon the roof about 
three thousand men and women, 
that beheld while Samson made 
sport. 2B And Samson called unto 


the Lord, and said, O Lord God 
remember me, I pray thee, am 
strengthen me, I pray thee, onl; 
this once, 0 God, that I may hi 
but once avenged of the Philis 
tines for my two eyes. 2(l Aiu 
Samson took hold of the lw< 
middle pillars upon which lln 
house stood, and he leaned «u 
them, on the one with his righ 
hand, and on the other will) hi 
left. 30 And Samson said, Lei mi 
die with the Philistines. And In 
bowed himself with all his might 
and the house fell upon the lords 
and upon all the people that m r 
therein. So the dead that h 
slew at his death were more Him 
they that he slew in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all th 
house of his father came down 
and took him, and brought kin 
up, and buried him between Zo 
rah and Eshtaol in the burying 
place of Manoah his father. 

And he judged Israel twenl; 
years. 

And there was a mar o 
mount Ephraim, whose nam 
was Micah. 2 And he said uni 
his mother, The eleven bundle 
shekels of silver that were lake 
from thee, about which Urn 
cursedst, and spokest of also i 
mine ears, behold, the silver i 
with me; I took it. And his moll 
er said. Blessed be thou of th 
Lord, my son. 3 And when he ha 
restored the eleven hundred sheh 
els of silver to his mother, hi 
mother said, I had wholly d< 
dicated the silver unto the Lor 
from my hand for my son, 1 
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make a graven image and a 
molten image: now therefore I 
will restore it unto thee. 4 So he 
restored the money unto his moth¬ 
er; and his mother took two 
hundred shekels of silver, and 
gave them to the founder, who 
made thereof a graven image 
m.<! u molten image: and they 
were in the house of Micah. 5 And 
the man Micah had a house of 
gods, and made an ephod, and 
teraphim, and consecrated one of 
his Hons, who became his priest. 

fl In those days there was no 
king in Israel, but every man did 
that which was right in his own 
eyes. 

*And there was a young man 
out of Beth-lehem-judah of the 
family of Judah, who was a Le¬ 
vi le, and he sojourned there. 8 And 
the man departed out of the city 
from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn 
where he could find a place: and 
he came to mount Ephraim to 
the house of Micah, as lie jour¬ 
neyed. 9 And Micah said unto him, 
Whence comest thou? And he 
suid unto him, I am a Levite of 
IBelh-lehem-judah, and I go to 
i/ojourn where I may find a place. 
ll0 And Micah said unto him, Dwell 
'with me, and be unto me a father 
iand a priest, and I will give thee 
ten shekels of silver by the year, 
and a suit of apparel, and thy 
Jvictuals. So the Levite went in. 
iM And the Levite was content to 
tdwell with the man; and the 
‘young man was unto him as one 
f his sons. u And Micah con¬ 
cern ted the Levite; and the 


young man became his priest, 
and was in the house of Micah. 
,a Then said Micah, Now know 
I that the Lord will do me good, 
seeing I have a Levite as my 
priest. 

In those days there was no 
king in Israel: and in those 
days the tribe of the Danitcs 
sought them an inheritance to 
dwell in; for unto that day all 
their inheritance had not fallen 
unto them among the tribes of 
Israel. 2 And the children of Dan 
sent of their family five men 
from among them, men of valour, 
from Zorah, and from Eahtaol, 
to spy out the land, and to search 
it: and they said unto them. 
Go, search the land; and they 
came to mount Ephraim, to the 
house of Micah, and lodged there. 
3 When they were by the house 
of Micah, they knew the voice 
of the young man the Levite: 
and they turned in thither, ana 
said unto him, Who brought thee 
hither? and what doest thou in 
this place? and what hast thou 
here? 4 And he said unto them. 
Thus and thus dealeth Micah 
with me, and hath hired me, and 
I am his priest. 8 And they said 
unto him, Ask counsel, we pray 
thee, of God, that we may know 
whether our way which we go 
shall be prosperous. e And the 
priest said unto them, Go in 
peace: before the Lord is your 
way wherein ye go. 

7 Then the five men departed, 
and came to Laish, and saw the 
people that were therein, how 
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they dwelt in security, after the 
manner of the Sidonians, quiet 
and secure; and there was no one 
in the land that might injure 
them in any thing, nor one pos¬ 
sessing dominion, and they were 
far from the Sidonians, and had 
no business with any man. 

8 And they came unto their 
brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol: 
and their brethren said unto 
them, What say ye? 9 And they 
said, Arise, that we may go up 
against them: for we have seen 
the land, and, behold, it is very 
good: and are ye still? be not 
slothful to go, and to enter to 
possess the land.

18 And thesi 
went into Micah’s house, am 
fetched the carved image, tb 
ephod, and the teraphim, an< 
the molten image. Then said th 
priest unto them, What do ye 
1B And they said unto him, Holt 
thy peace, lay thine hand upoi 
thy mouth, and go with us, ar.i 
be to us a fattier and a priest 
is it better for thee to be a pries 
unto the house of one nan, o 
that thou be a priest unto a trih 
and a family in Israel? 20 Aii' 
the priest’s heart was glad, an 
he took the ephod, and the ti: 
raphim, and the graven imagt 
and went in the midst of th 
people. 21 So they turned and <lt 
parted, and put the little one 
and the cattle and the earring 
before them. 

22 And when they were a goo 
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way from the house of Micah, 
the men that were in the houses 
near to Micah’s house were gath¬ 
ered together, and overtook the 
children of Dan. “And they 
cried unto the children of Dan. 
And they turned their faces, and 
said unto Micah, What aileth 
thro, that thou contest with such 
a company? “And he said, Ye 
have taken away my gods which 
I made, and the priest, and ye 
are gone away: and what have 
I more? and what is this that 
ye say unto me, What aileth 
thee? “And the children of Dan 
said unto him, Let not thy voice 
be heard among us, lest angry 
fellows run upon thee, and thou 
Ioho thy life, with the lives of 
thy household. 

“And the children of Dan went 
their way: and when Micah saw 
that they were too strong for 
him, he turned and went back 
unto his house. 

37 And they took the things 
which Micah had made, and the 
priest whom he had, and came 
Unto Laish, unto a people that 
Were quiet and secure: and they 
smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city 
with fire. “And there was no 
deliverer, because it was far from 
Sidon, and they had no business 
With any man; and it was in the 
galley that lieth by Beth-rehob. 

And they rebuilt the city, and 
dwelt therein. “And they called 
the name of the city Dan, after 
the name of Dan their father, 
frho was born unto Israel: butl 
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the name of the city was Laiah 
at the first. 

“And the children of Dan set 
up the graven image: and Jo¬ 
nathan, the son of Gershom, the 
son of Manasseh, he and his sons 
were priests to the tribe of Dan 
until the day of the captivity 
of the land. “And they set them 
up Micah’s graven image, which 
he made, all the time that the 
house of God was in Shiloh. 

And it came to pass in those 
days, when there was no 
king in Israel, that there was a 
certain Levite sojourning on the 
side of mount Ephraim, who took 
to him a concubine out of Beth- 
lehem-judah. *And his concubine 
played the harlot against him, 
and went away from him unto 
her father's house to Beth-lehem- 
judah, and was there four months. 
8 And her husband arose, and 
went after her, to speak friendly 
unto her, and to bring her again, 
having his servant with him, 
and a couple of asses: and she 
brought him into her father's 
house: and when the father of 
the damsel saw him, he rejoiced 
to meet him. 4 And his father-in- 
law, the damsel’s father, retained 
him; and he abode with him three 
days: so they did eat and drink, 
and lodged there. 

B And it came to pass on the 
fourth day, when they arose early 
in the morning, that he rose up 
to depart: and the damsel’s fa¬ 
ther said unto his son-in-law, 
Comfort thine heart with a mor¬ 
sel of bread, and afterward go 
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your way. fl And they sat down, 
and di'd eat and drink both of 
them together: for the damsel’s 
father had said unto the man, 
Be content, I pray thee, and tarry 
all night, and let thine heart be 
merry. 7 And when the man rose 
up to depart, his father-in-law 
urged him: therefore he lodged 
there again. B And he arose early 
in the morning on the fifth day 
to depart: and the damsel’s fa¬ 
ther said, Comfort thine heart, 

I pray thee. And they tarried 
until afternoon, and they did eat 
both of them. 

6 And when the man rose up 
to depart, he, and his concubine, 
and his servant, his father-in- 
law, the damsel’s father, said 
unto him, Behold, now the day 
draweth toward evening, I pray 
you tarry all night: behold, the 
day groweth to an end, lodge 
here, that thine heart may be 
merry; and to-morrow get you 
early on your way, that thou 
mayest go home. 10 But the man 
would not tarry that night, but 
he rose up and departed, and 
came over against Jebus, which 
is Jerusalem; and there were 
with him two asses saddled, his 
concubine also was with him. 

i: And when they were by Je¬ 
bus, the day was far spent; and 
the servant said unto his master, 
Come, I pray thee, and let us 
turn in into this city of the Je- 
busites, and lodge ip it. 12 And 
his master said unto him, We 
will not turn aside hither into 
the city of a stranger, that is 


not of the children of Israel; w< 
will pass over to Gibeah. 13 Ant 
he said unto his servant, Come 
and let us draw near to one o 
these places to lodge all nighl 
in Gibeah, or in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and wen 
their way; and the sun wen 
down upon them when they wer 
by Gibeah, which belongeth t 
Benjamin. 15 And they turne 
aside thither, to go in and t 
lodge in Gibeah: and when h 
went in, he sat him down in 
street of the city: for there ira 
no man that took them into hi 
house to lodge. ,c And, belmk 
there came an old man from hi 
work out of the field at even, an 
this man was of mount Ephraim 
and he sojourned in Gibeah: bu 
the men of the place were Ber 
jamites. 17 And when he had lifte 
up his eyes, he saw a wayfarin 
man in the street of the city 
and the old man said, Whilhe 
goest thou? and whence cornea 
thou? 18 And he said unto hin 
We are passing from Beth-leheir 
judah toward the side of moui 
Ephraim; from thence am I: an 
I went to Beth-lehem-judah, bi 
I am now going to the house r 
the Lord; and there is no mu 
that receiveth me to his hous' 
10 Yet there is both straw and pro’ 
ender for our asses; and there 
bread and wine also for me, an 
for thy handmaid, and for tl 
young man that is with thy so 
vants: there is no want of nr 
thing. 20 And the old man uni 
Peace 6e with thee; howsoev* 
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let all thy wants lie upon me; 
only lodge not in the street. sl So 
he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the 
asses: and they washed their feet, 
and did eat and drink. 

™Now as they were making 
their hearts merry, behold, the 
ni**n of the city, wicked people, 
beset the house round about, and 
beat at the door, and spoke to 
the master of the house, the old 
man, saying, Bring forth the man 
that came into thine house, that 
we may know him. “And the 
ninn, the master of the house, 
went out unto them, and said 
unto them, Nay, my brethren, 
7iay, I pray you, do not eo wicked¬ 
ly, seeing that this man is come 
into mine house, do not this 
villainy. 2 ‘Behold, here is my 
daughter a maiden, and his con¬ 
cubine; them I will bring out 
now, and humble ye them, and 
do with them what seemeth good 
unto you: but unto this man do 
not so vile a thing. 

“But the men would not heark¬ 
en to him: so the man took 
[his concubine, and brought her 
(forth unto them; and they knew 
(her, and ubused her all the night 
Until the morning: and when the 
Iday began to dawn, they let her 
go. “Then came the woman in 
(the dawning of the day, and fell 
down at the door of the man’s 
pouse where her lord was, till it 
Hfcii.s light. 

i “And her lord rose up in the 
fnorning, and opened the doors 
J»f the house, and went out to go 


his way: and, behold, the woman 
his concubine was fallen down at 
the door of the house, and her 
hands were upon the threshold. 
“And he said unto her, Up, and 
let us be going. But none an¬ 
swered. Then the man took her 
wp upon an ass, and the man rose 
up, and got him unto his place. 

“And when he was come into 
his house, he took a knife, and 
laid hold on his concubine, and 
divided her, according to her 
bones, into twelve pieces, and 
sent her throughout all the bor¬ 
ders of Israel. 30 And it was so, 
that all that saw it said, There 
was no such deed done nor seen 
from the day that the children 
of Israel came up out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day: con¬ 
sider it, take counsel, and speak 
your minds. 

2Q Then all the children of Is¬ 
rael went out, and the con¬ 
gregation was gathered together 
as one man, from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba, with the land of Gi¬ 
lead, unto the Lord in Mizpah. 
2 And the chief of all the people, 
even of all the tribes of Israel, 
presented themselves in the as¬ 
sembly of the people of God, four 
hundred thousand footmen that 
drew sword. 3 (Now the children 
of Benjamin heard that the chil¬ 
dren of Israel were gone up to 
Mizpah.) Then said the children 
of Israel, Tell us, how was this 
wickedness? 

4 And the Levite, the husband 
of the woman that was slain, 
answered and said, I came into

Gibeah that belongeth to Benja¬ 
min, I and my concubine, to lodge. 

5 And the men of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house 
round about upon me by night; 
me they thought to slay, and my 
concubine they forced, so that 
she is dead. fl And I took my 
concubine, and cut her in pieces, 
and sent her throughout all the 
country of the inheritance of Is¬ 
rael : for they have committed 
lewdness and villainy in Israel. 
’Behold, ye are all children of 
Israel; give here your advice and 
counsel. 

e And all the people arose as 
one man, saying, We will not 
any of us go to his tent, neither 
will we any of us turn into his 
house. 9 But now this shall be the 
thing which we will do to Gibeah; 
we will go up by lot against it; 
10 And we will take ten men of 
a hundred throughout all the 
tribes of Israel, and a hundred 
of a thousand and a thousand out 
of ten thousand, to fetch victual 
for the people, that they may do, 
when they come to Gibeah of Ben¬ 
jamin, according to all the vil¬ 
lainy that they have wrought in 
Israel. 

“So all the men of Israel were 
gathered against the city, knit 
together as one man. “And the 
tribes of Israel sent men through 
all the tribe of Benjamin, saying, 
What wickedness is this that is 
done among you? “Now there¬ 
fore deliver us the men, the 
wicked people, that are in Gi¬ 
beah, that we may put them to 


death, and put away evil from 
Israel. 

But the children of Benjamir 
would not hearken to the voict 
of their brethren the children oi 
Israel: “But the children ol 
Benjamin gathered themselves to 
gether out of the cities unt< 
Gibeah, to go out to battle again* 
the children of Israel. 15 And 11 m 
children of Benjamin were num 
bered at that time out of tin 
cities twenty and six thousam 
men that drew sword, besidci 
the inhabitants of Gibeah, tlm 
were numbered seven hundm 
chosen men. “Among all thii 
people there were seven hundrci 
chosen men left-handed; ever; 
one could sling stones at a hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

“And the men of Israel, be 
sides Benjamin, were numhcrei 
four hundred thousand men tha 
drew sword: all these were me: 
of war. 19 And the children o 
Israel arose, and went up to th 
house of God, and asked conns* 
of God, and said, Who of us aha 
go up first to the battle again* 
the children of Benjamin? An 
the Lord said, Judah shall go u 
first. 

“And the children of Isrn* 
rose up in the morning, and ei 
camped against Gibeah. 2u An 
the men of Israel went out i 
battle against Benjamin; and tt 
men of Israel put themselves i 
array to fight against them < 
Gibeah. “And the children < 
Benjamin came forth out of G 
beah, and destroyed down to II 
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ground of the Israelites that day 
twenty and two thousand men. 
”And the people, the men of Is¬ 
rael, encouraged themselves, and 
set their battle again in array 
in the place where they put them¬ 
selves in array the first day. 

“(And the children of Israel 
vn-nl up and wept before the Ixird 
until even, and asked counsel of 
the Lord, saying, Shall I go up 
again to battle against the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin my brother? 
And the Lord said. Go up against 
him.) 

“And the children of Israel 
came near against the children 
of Benjamin the second day. 
88 And Benjamin went forth a- 
gainst them out of Gibeah the 
second day, and destroyed down 
to the ground of the children of 
i Isruel again eighteen thousand 
| men; all these drew the sword. 

“Then all the children of Is- 
I rod, and all the people, went up, 
land came unto the house of God, 
land wept, and sat there before 
(the Lord, and fasted that day 
I until even, and offered burnt-of- 
(ferings and peace-offerings be¬ 
fore the Lord. 27 And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel inquired of the 
I Lord, (for the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of God was there in those 
<d«ys ; “And Phinehas, the son 
iof ICIeazar, the son of Aaron, 
|Btood before it in those days,) 
issying, Shall I yet again go out 
do Imttle against the children of 
IBenjnmin my brother, or shall I 
icease? And the Lord said, Go up; 
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for to-morrow I will deliver them 
into thine hand. 

“And Israel set liers-in-wait 
round about Gibeah. 80 And the 
children of Israel went up against 
the children of Benjamin on the 
third day, and put themselves in 
array against Gibeah, as at other 
times. ai And the children of Ben¬ 
jamin went out against the peo¬ 
ple, and were drawn away from 
the city; and they began to 
smite of the people, and kill, as 
at other times, in the highways, 
of which one goeth up to the 
house of God, and the other to 
Gibeah in the field, about thirty 
men of Israel. 32 And the children 
of Benjamin said, They are smit¬ 
ten down before us, as at the 
first. But the children of Israel 
said, Let us flee, and draw them 
from the city unto the high¬ 
ways. “And all the men of Is¬ 
rael rose up out of their place, 
and put themselves in array at 
Baal-tamar: and the liers-in-wait 
of Israel came forth out of their 
place, even out of the meadows 
of Gibeah. “And there eame 
against Gibeah ten thousand 
chosen men out of all Israel, and 
the hattle was sorer but they 
knew not that evil was near them. 
“And the Lord smote Benjamin 
before Israel: and the children 
of Israel destroyed of the Ben- 
jam ites that day twenty thou¬ 
sand and a hundred men: all 
these drew the sword. 

88 So the children of Benjamin 
saw that they were smitten: for 
the men of Israel gave place to the 
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Benjamites, because they trusted thousand men; all these were tner 


onto the liers-in-wait that they 
had set beside Gibeah. 37 And the 
liers-in-wait hastened, and rushed 
upon Gibeah; and the liers-in- 
wait drew themselves along, and 
smote all the city with the edge 
of the sword. 

88 Now there was an appointed 
sign between the men of Israel 
and the liers-in-wait, that they 
should make a great cloud of 
smoke rise up out of the city. 
88 And when the men of Israel 
retired in the battle, Benjamin 
began to smite and kill of the 
men of Israel about thirty per¬ 
sons: for they said. Surely they 
are smitten down before us, as 
in the first battle. “But when 
the cloud began to arise up out 
of the city in a pillar of smoke, 
the Benjamites looked behind 
them, and behold, the whole city 
ascended up in flames to heaven. 
“And when the men of Israel 
turned again, the men of Ben¬ 
jamin were amazed: for they 
saw that evil was come upon 
them. “Therefore they turned 
their backs before the men of 
Israel unto the way of the wil¬ 
derness ; but the battle overtook 
them; and them that came out 
of the cities they destroyed in 
the midst of them. 43 Thus they 
inclosed the Benjamites round 
about, and chased them, and drove 
them from their place of refuge 
to the place over against Gibeah 
toward the sunrising. 44 And 
^there fell of Benjamin eighteen 


of valour. 

“And they turned and fled to 
ward the wilderness unto tin 
rock of Rimmon: and thej 
gleaned of them in the highwayi 
five thousand men; and pursue 
hard after them unto Gidom, an< 
slew two thousand men of them 
4fl So that all that fell that day o 
Benjamin were twenty and fiv 
thousand men that drew lh 
sword; all these were men o 
valour. “But six hundred mo 
turned and fled to the wildernos 
unto the rock Rimmon, and abml 
in the rock Rimmon four month* 

“And the men of Israel tunic 
again upon the children of Bet 
jamin, and smote them with th 
edge of the sword, as well th 
men of every city, as the boas 
and all that was found; also a 
the cities which were found they 
they set on fire. 

Now the men of Israel ha 
sworn in Mizpah, sayinj 
There shall not any of us giv 
his daughter unto Benjamin < 
wife. 2 And the people came 1 
the house of God, and abode thoi 
till even before God, and lil'te 
up their voices, and wept sort 
3 And said, 0 Lord God of Israe 
why is this come to pass in li 
rael, that there should be to-da 
one tribe lacking in Israel? 

4 And it came to pass on tl 
morrow, that the people rot 
early, and built there an alia 
and offered burnt-offerings an 
peace-offerings. 5 And the chi 
dren of Israel said, Who is thci 
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nmong all the tribes of Israel 
that came not up with the con¬ 
gregation unto the Lord? For 
they had taken a great oath con¬ 
cerning him that came not up 
to the Lord to Mizpah, saying, 
He shall Burely be put to death. 

°And the children of Israel re¬ 
pented them for Benjamin their 
In "Un i, and said, There is one 
tribe cut off from Israel this 
day. 7 How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing we 
have sworn by the Lord that we 
will not give them of our daugh¬ 
ters to wives? 8 And they said, 
What one is there of the tribes 
of Israel that came not up to 
Mizpah to the Lord? And, be¬ 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to the as¬ 
sembly. e For the people were 
numbered, and, behold, there was 
none of the inhabitants of Ja- 
hosh-gilead there. 

,n And the congregation sent 
thither twelve thousand men of 
the bravest, and commanded them, 
paying, Go and smite the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jabesh-gilead with the 
i edge of the sword, with the 
| women and the children. "And 
I this is the thing that ye shall do, 
Ye shall utterly destroy every 
j male, and every woman that hath 
(known man by lying with him. 

"And they found among the 
Inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead four 
hundred young virgins, that had 
known no man by lying with him: 
(and they brought them unto the 
camp to Shiloh, which is in the 
I land of Canaan. 


13 And the whole congregation 
sent some to speak to the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin that were in 
the rock Rimmon, and proclaimed 
peace unto them. 14 And Ben¬ 
jamin came again at that time; 
and they gave them wives whom 
they had saved alive of the women 
of Jabesh-gilead: and yet they 
sufficed them not. 

1B And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, because that the 
Lord had made a breach in the 
tribes of Israel. Ifl Then the eld¬ 
ers of the congregation said, 
How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing the 
women are destroyed out of 
Benjamin?"And they said. There 
must be an inheritance for them 
that are escaped of Benjamin, 
that a tribe be not destroyed 
out of Israel. 18 But we may not 
give them wives of our daugh¬ 
ters : for the children of Israel 
have sworn, saying, Cursed be he 
that giveth a wife to Benjamin. 
1D Then they said, Behold, there is 
a feast of the Lord in Shiloh 
yearly in a place which is on the 
north side of Beth-el, on the east 
side of the highway that goeth 
up from Beth-el to Shechem, and 
on the south of Lebonah. 

2 “Therefore they commanded 
the children of Benjamin, saying, 
Go and lie in wait in the vine¬ 
yards; ai And see, and, behold, 
if the daughters of Shiloh come 
out to dance in dances, then come 
ye out of the vineyards, and 
catch you every man his wife of 
I the daughters of Shiloh, and go 
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to the land of Benjamin. 22 And 
it shall be, when their fathers or 
their brethren come unto us to 
complain, that we will say unto 
them, Grant them unto us: be¬ 
cause we took not for each man 
his wife in the war: neither did 
ye give them unto them, that ye 
should now be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benja¬ 
min did so, and took t/ie?n wives, 
according to their number, of 
them that danced, whom they 
caught: and they went and re¬ 


turned unto their inheritance, and 
repaired the cities, and dwelt in 
them. 

2 *And the children of Israel de¬ 
parted thence at that time, every 
man to his tribe and to his fam¬ 
ily, and they went out from 
thence every man to his inheri¬ 
tance. 

25 In those days there was no 
king in Israel: every man did 
that which was right in his own 
eyes.

1 Now there was a certain 
* man of Ramathaim-zophim, 
of mount Ephraim, and his name 
was Elkanali. the son ofJeroham, 
the son of Elihu, the son of Tohu, 
the son of Zuph, an Ephrathite: 
a And he had two wives; the name 
of the one was Hannah, and the 
name of the other Peninnah: and 
Peninnah had children, but Han¬ 
nah had no children. 3 And this 
man went up out of his city 
yearly to worship and to sacrifice 
unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh. 
And the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, the priests of the 
I,ord, were there. 4 And when the 
time was that Elkanah offered, 
he gave to Peninnah his wife, 
and to all her sons and her daugh¬ 
ters, portions: “But unto Han¬ 
nah he gave a double portion; 
for he loved Hannah: but the 
Lord had shut up her womb. 
"And her rival also provoked her 
Bore, for to make her fret, be¬ 
cause the Lord had shut up her 
womb. 7 And as he did so year 
i by year, when she went up to the 
I house of the Lord, so she pro- 
ivoked her; therefore she wept, 
land did not eat. "Then said El- 
Ikanah her husband to her, Han¬ 
nah, why weepest thou? and why 
:eatest thou not 7 and why la thy 


heart grieved? am not I better 
to thee than ten sons? 

°And Hannah rose up after they 
had eaten in Shiloh, and after 
they had drunk. Now Eli the 
priest sat upon a seat by the 
door-post of the temple of the 
Lord. ,0 And she was in bitterness 
of soul, and prayed unto the Lord, 
and wept sore. n And she vowed 
a vow, and said, 0 Lord of hosts, 
if thou wilt indeed look on the 
affliction of thine handmaid, and 
remember me, and not forget 
thine handmaid, but wilt give un¬ 
to thine handmaid a man-child, 
then I will give him unto the 
Lord all the days of his life, and 
there shall no razor come upon 
his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she 
continued praying before the 
Lord, that Eli watched her mouth. 
13 Now Hannah, she spoke in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but 
her voice was not heard: there¬ 
fore Eli thought she was drunken: 
M And Eli said unto her, How 
long wilt thou be drunken? put 
away thy wine from thee. l8 And 
Hannah answered and said, No, 
my lord, I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit: I have drunk 
neither wine nor strong drink, 
but have poured out my soul be- 
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fore the Lord. “Count not thine 
handmaid for a wicked woman: 
for out of the abundance of my 
complaint and grief have I spoken 
hitherto. 17 Then Eli answered 
and said, Go in peace: and the 
God of Israel grant thee thy pe¬ 
tition that thou hast asked of 
him. “And she said, Let thine 
handmaid find grace in thy sight. 

So the woman went her way, 
and did eat, and her countenance 
was no more sad. “And they 
rose up in the morning early, and 
worshipped before the Lord, and 
returned, and came to their house 
to Hamah: and Elkanah knew 
Hannah his wife; and the Lord 
remembered her. 20 And it came 
to pass, when the time was come 
about, that Hannah conceived, 
and bore a son; and she called 
his name Samuel, saying. Be¬ 
cause I have asked him of the 
Lord. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and 
all his house, went up to offer 
unto the Lord the yearly sacri¬ 
fice, and his vow. 22 But Hannah 
went not up; for she said unto 
her husband, I urill not go up 
until the child be weaned, and 
then I will bring him, that he 
may appear before the Lord, and 
there abide for ever. Z3 And El¬ 
kanah her husband said unto her, 
Do what seemeth thee good; 
tarry until thou have weaned him ; 
only the Lord establish his word. 
So the woman abode, and gave 
her son suck until she weaned 
him. 

**And when she had weaned 


him, she took him up with her, 
with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of flour, and a bottle of 
wine, and brought him unto the 
house of the Lord in Shiloh: and 
the child was young. 25 And they 
slew a bullock, and brought the 
child to Eli. “And she said, Oh 
my lord, as thy soul Kveth, iny 
lord, I am the woman that stood 
by thee here, praying unto the 
Lord. 27 For this child I prayed; 
and the Lord hath granted me 
my petition which I asked of 
him: “Therefore also I have 
lent him to the Lord; as long as 
he liveth he shall be lent to the 
Lord. And he worshipped the 
Lord there. 

O And Hannah prayed, and 
* said, 

My heart rejoiceth in the Lord, 
mine horn is exalted in the Lord: 
my mouth is enlarged over mine 
enemies; because I rejoice in thy 
salvation. 

2 There is none holy as the 
Lord: for there is none besides 
thee: neither is there any rock 
like our God. 

3 Talk no more so exceeding 
proudly; let not arrogancy come 
out of your mouth: for the J.nrc 
is a God of knowledge, and h> 
him actions are weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty mei 
are broken, and they tha 
stumbled are girded with strength 

*They that were full have hire* 
out themselves for bread ; and the, 
that were hungry ceased: so tha 
the barren hath borne seven; am 
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she that hath many children is 
waxed feeble. 

"The Lord killeth, and maketh 
alive: he bringeth down to the 
grave, and bringeth up. 

7 The Lord maketh poor, and 
maketh rich: he bringeth low, 
und lifteth up. 

H IIe raiseth up the poor out of 
the dust, and lifteth up the beggar 
fi uiu the dunghill, to set them 
among princes, and to make them 
inherit the throne of glory: for 
the pillars of the earth are the 
Lord’s, and he hath set the world 
upon them. 

°IIe will guard the feet of hia 
pious ones, and the wicked shall 
he silent in darkness; for by 
strength shall no man prevail. 

"'The adversaries of the Lord 
shall be broken to pieces; out of 
heaven shall be thunder upon 
them: the Lord shall Judge the 
ends of the earth; and he shall 
give strength unto his king, and 
exalt the horn of his anointed. 

“And Elkanah went to Hamah 
to liia house. And the child did 
minister unto the Lord before Eli 
the priest. 

“Now the sons of Eli were 
wicked men; they knew not the 
Lord. ,3 And the priest’s custom 
with the people was, that, when 
any man offered sacrifice, the 
priest’s servant came, while the 
flesh was in seething, with a 
flesh-hook of three teeth in his 
hand; “And he struck it into the 
pan, or kettle, or caldron, or pot; 
ell that the flesh-hook brought 
jup the priest took for himself. 


So they did in Shiloh unto all the 
Israelites that came thither. 
“Also before they burnt the fat, 
the priest's servant came, and 
said to the man that sacrificed. 
Give flesh to roast for the priest; 
for he will not have sodden flesh 
of thee, but raw. “And if any 
man said unto him, Let them not 
fail to burn the fat presently, 
and then take as much as thy 
soul desireth; then he would 
answer him, Nay; but thou shalt 
give it me now: and if not, I 
will take it by force. “Wherefore 
the Bin of the young men was 
very great before the Lord: for 
men abhorred the offering of the 
Lord. 

“But Samuel ministered before 
the Lord, being a child girded 
with a linen ephod. “Moreover 
his mother made him a little coat, 
and brought it to him from year 
to year, when she came up with 
her husband to offer the yearly 
sacrifice. “And Eli blessed El¬ 
kanah and his wife, and said, The 
Lord give thee seed of this wo¬ 
man for the loan which is lent to 
the Lord.

^liild I-chabod, saying, The glory 
js departed from Israel: because 
(the ark of God was taken, and 
because of her father-in-law and 
her husband. J2 And she said, The 
glory is departed from Israel: 
for the ark of God is taken. 

IT And the Philistines took the 
ark of God, and hrought it 
from Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. 
IWhen the Philistines took the 
ark of God, they brought it into 
the house of Dagon, and set it 
f)y Dagon. “And when they of 
Ashdod arose early on the mor¬ 


row, behold, Dagon was fallen 
upon his face to the earth before 
the ark of the Lord. And they 
took Dagon, and set bim in his 
place again. “And when they 
arose early on the morrow morn¬ 
ing, behold, Dagon was fallen 
upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the Lord; and the head 
of Dagon and both the palms of 
his hands were cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump of 
Dagon was left to him. “There¬ 
fore neither the priests of Dagon, 
nor any that come into Dagon’s 
house, tread on the threshold of 
Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and 
he destroyed them, and smote 
them with piles, even Ashdod, 
and the borders thereof. 7 And 
when the men of Ashdod saw that 
it was so, they said, The ark of 
the God of Israel shall not abide 
with us: for his hand is sore 
upon us, and upon Dagon our 
god. 

“They sent therefore and gath¬ 
ered all the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines unto them, and said, What 
shall we do with the ark of the 
God of Israel? And they an¬ 
swered, Let the ark of the God 
of Israel be carried about unto 
Gath. And they carried the ark 
of the God of Israel about thither. 

“And it was ao, that, after they 
had carried it about, the hand 
of the Lord was against the city 
with a very great destruction: 
and he smote the men of the city, 
both small and great, and they 


had piles in their secret parts. 
,0 Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. 

And it came to pass, as the ark 
of God came to Ekron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying, They 
have brought about the ark of 
the God of Israel to us, to slay 
us and our people. M So they sent 
and gathered together all the 
lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God 
of Israel, and let it go again to 
its own place, that it slay us not, 
and our people: for there was a 
deadly destruction throughout all 
the city; the hand of God was 
very heavy there. 12 And the men 
that died not were smitten with 
the piles: and the cry of the city 
went up to heaven. 

And the ark of the Lord 
was in the country of the 
Philistines seven months. 2 And 
the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, 
What shall we do to the ark of 
the Lord? tell us wherewith we 
shall send it to its place. a And 
they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Israel, send 
it not empty; but in any wise 
return him a trespass-offering: 
then ye shall be healed, and it 
shall be known to you why his 
hand is not removed from you. 
‘Then said they, What shall be 
the trespass-offering which we 
shall return to him? They an¬ 
swered, Five golden piles, and 
five golden mice, according to 
the number of the lords of the 
Philistines: for one plague was 


on you all, and on your lordi 
“Wherefore ye shall make imagt 
of your piles, and images of you 
mice that mar the land; and > 
shall give glory unto the Gu 
of Israel: peradventure he wi 
lighten his hand from off yoi 
and, from off your gods, and frui 
off your land. “Wherefore tin 
do ye harden your hearts, as II 
Egyptians and Pharaoh hardem 
their hearts? when he l»;i 
wrought wonderfully among thei 
did they not let the people g 
and they departed? 'Now then 
fore make a new cart, and tnI 
two milch kine, on which Midi 
hath come no yoke, and tie M 
kine to the cart, and bring Mid 
calves home from them: M Ar 
take the ark of the Lord, and l. 
it upon the cart; and put U 
jewels of gold, which ye retui 
him for a trespass-offering, i 
a coffer by the side thereof; a? 
send it away, that it may g 
“And see, if it goeth up by tl 
way of its own border to IMI 
shemesh, then he hath done i 
this great evil: but if not, flit 
we shall know that it is not it 
hand that smote us; it wyi.< 
chance that happened to us. 

,0 And the men did so; and lot: 
two milch kine, and tied Midi 
to the cart and shut up Iho 
calves at home: n And they lai 
the ark of the Lord upon the car 
and the coffer with the mice < 
gold and the images of their pile 
12 And the kine took the straigl 
way to the way of Beth-shemesl 
and went along the highwaj 
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lowing as they went, and turned 
not aside to the right hand or to 
the left; and the lords of the 
Philistines went after them unto 
the border of Beth-shemesh. 

1B And they of Beth-shemesh 
were reaping their wheat harvest 
in the valley: and they lifted up 
their eyes, and saw the ark, and 
rejoiced to see it. u And the cart 
came into the field of Joshua, 
a Lleth-shemite, and stood there, 
where there was a great atone; 
and they clove the wood of the 
carl, and offered the kine a burnt- 
offering unto the Lord. J5 And the 
Levites took down the ark of the 
Lord, and the coffer that was 
with it, wherein the jewels of 
gold were, and put them on the 
great stone : and the men of Beth- 
shemesh offered burnt-offerings 
and sacrificed sacrifices the same 
day unto the Lord. 

'*And when the five lords of 
the Philistines had seen it, they 
returned to Ekron the same day. 

’’And these are the golden piles 
iwhich the Philistines returned 
for a trespass-offering unto the 
iLord; for Ashdod one, for Gaza 
(one, for Askelon one, for Gath 
one, for Ekron one; 1B And the 
[golden mice, according to the 
(number of all the cities of the 
■Philistines belonging to the five 
[lords, both of fortified cities, and 
of country villages, even unto the 
(great stone of Abel, whereon they 
eet down the ark of the Lord: 
which 8tone remaineth unto this 
jday in the field of Joshua, the 
IBeth-shemite. 


18 And he smote the men of 
Beth-shemesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the Lord, 
even he smote of the people fifty 
thousand and threescore and ten 
men: and the people lamented, 
because the Lord had smitten 
many of the people with a great 
slaughter. 20 And the men of Beth- 
shemesh said, Who is able to 
stand before this holy Lord God? 
and to whom shall it go up from 
us? 

2J And they sent messengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, 
saying, The Philistines have 
brought back the ark of the 
Lord; come ye down, and fetch 
it up to you. 

H And the men of Kirjath- 
jearim came, and fetched up 
the ark of the Lord, and brought 
it into the house of Abinadab in 
the hill, and sanctified Eleazar his 
Bon to keep the ark of the Lord. 

a And it came to pass, while 
the ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, 
that the time was long; for it was 
twenty years: and all the house of 
Israel lamented after the Lord. 
8 And Samuel spoke unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do 
return unto the Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among 
you, and prepare your hearts unto 
the Lord, and serve him only: 
and he will deliver you out of the 
hand of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Inrael did 
put away Baalim and Aihtaroth, 
and served the Lord only. fl And 
Samuel said, Gather all Israel 
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to Mizpah, and I will pray for 
you unto the Lord. 

“And they gathered together to 
Mizpah, and drew water, and 
poured it out before the Lord, 
and fasted on that day, and said 
there, We have sinned against 
the Lord. 

And Samuel judged the children 
of Israel in Mizpah. 

7 And when the Philistines 
heard that the children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpah, 
the lords of the Philistines went 
up against Israel. And when the 
children of Israel heard it, they 
were afraid of the Philistines. 
8 And the children of Israel said 
to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto 
the Lord our God for us, that he 
will save us out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

“And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and offered it for a burnt- 
offering wholly unto the Lord: 
and Samuel cried unto the Lord 
for Israel; and the Lord heard 
him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering 
up the burnt-offering, the Philis¬ 
tines drew near to battle against 
Israel: but the Lord thundered 
with a great thunder on that day 
upon the Philistines, and dis¬ 
comfited them; and they were 
smitten before Israel. 11 And the 
men of Israel went out of Mizpah, 
and pursued the Philistines, and 
smote them, until they came under 
Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpah and Shen, 


and called the name of it Ebe 
ezer, saying, Hitherto hath t 
Lord helped us. 

13 So the Philistines were sn 
dued, and they came no more ir 
the border of Israel: and 1 
hand of the Lord was against t 
Philistines all the days of Samu 
14 And the cities which the Phil 
tines had taken from Israel wf 
restored to Israel, from Ekr 
even unto Gath; and the bord< 
thereof did Israel deliver out 
the- hands of the Philistines. 

And there was peace betwe 
Israel and the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel 
the days of his life. 

’“And he went from year 
year in circuit to Beth-el, a 
Gilgal, and Mizpah, and jud*; 
Israel in all those places. 17 A 
his return was to Ramah; i 
there was his house; and tin 
he judged Israel; and there 
built an altar unto the Lord. 

Q And it came to pass, wdi 
Samuel was old, that he ma 
his sons judges over Israel. 2 Ni 
the name of his first-born w 
Joel; and the name of his secoi 
Abiah: they were judges in Bei 
sheba. 3 And his sons walked i 
in his ways, but turned nsi 
after lucre, and took bribes, a 
perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Isn 
gathered themselves together, a 
came to Samuel unto Ram; 
5 And said unto him, Behold, Hi 
art old, and thy sons walk nol 
thy ways: now make us a ki 
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to Judge us like all the nations. 

°But the thing displeased Samu¬ 
el. when they said, Give us a king 
to judge us. And Samuel prayed 
unto the Lord. 7 And the Lord 
said unto Samuel, Hearken unto 
the voice of the people in all that 
they say unto thee: for they have 
not rejected thee, but they have 
rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them. 8 According to 
nil the works which they have 
done since the day that I brought 
them up out of Egypt even unto 
this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other 
gods, so do they also unto thee. 
“Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: nevertheless protest so¬ 
lemnly unto them, and shew them 
the manner of the king that shall 
reign over them. 

,(1 And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
asked of him a king. n And he 
said, This will be the manner of 
the king that shall reign over 
you; He will take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for 
his chariots, and to be his horse¬ 
men ; and some shall run before 
Ins chariots. I2 And he will ap¬ 
point him captains over thou¬ 
sands, and captains over fifties; 
and will set them to plow his 
Iground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of 
Iwar, and instruments of his cha- 
Iriots. u And he will take your 
daughters to be confectionaries, 
Bud to be cooks, and to be bakers. 
l ,4 And he will tike your fields, 
land your vineyards, and your 


oliveyards, even the best of them , 
and give them to his servants. 
,3 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
and give to his officers, and to 
his servants. ia And he will take 
your men-servants, and your 
maid-servants, and your good¬ 
liest young men, and your asses, 
and put them to his work. ,7 He 
will take the tenth of your sheep: 
and ye shall be his servants. J8 And 
ye shall cry out in that day be¬ 
cause of your king whom ye 
shall have chosen you; and the 
Lord will not hear you in that 
day. 

10 NeverthelesB the people re¬ 
fused to obey the voice of Samu¬ 
el ; and they said, Nay; but we 
will have a king over us; 20 That 
we also may be like all the na¬ 
tions ; and that our king may 
judge us, and go out before us, 
and fight our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the 
words of the people, and he re¬ 
hearsed them in the ears of the 
Lord. 22 And the Lord said to 
Samuel, Hearken unto their voice, 
and make them a king. 

And Samuel said unto the men 
of Israel, Go ye every man unto 
his city. 

0 Now there was a man of 
Benjamin, whose name was 
Kish, the son of Abiel, the son 
of Zeror, the son of Bechorath, 
the son of Aphiah, a Benjamite, 
a mighty man of power. 2 And 
he had a son, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and 
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goodly: and there was not among 
the children of Israel a goodlier 
person than he: from his shoul¬ 
ders and upward he was higher 
than any of the people. 

9 And the asses of Kish Saul's 
father were lost. And Kish said 
to Saul his son, Take now one 
of the servants with thee, and 
arise, go seek the asses. 

4 And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through 
the land of Shalisha, but they 
found them not: then they passed

Z0 And as 
for thine asses that were lost 
three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; for they are found. 
And on whom is all the desire 
of Israel? Is it not on thee, and 
on all thy father’s house? 21 And 
Suul answered and said, Am not 
J u Benjamite, of the smallest 
of the trihes of Israel? and my 
family the least of all the fam¬ 
ilies of the tribe of Benjamin? 
wherefore then speakest thou so 
to me? 

23 And Samuel took Saul and 
his servant, and brought them 
into the parlour, and made them 
wit in the chiefest place among 
Ithem that were bidden, who were 
inbout thirty persons. 23 And Samu- 
iel said unto the cook, Bring the 
Iporlion which I gave thee, of 
(which I said unto thee, Set it by 
Ithee. 24 And the cook took up the 
(shoulder, and that which was 
(upon it, and set it before Saul. 
(And Samuel said, Behold that 
(which is left! set it before thee, 


and eat: for unto this time hath 
it been kept for thee since I said, 
I have invited the people. 

So Saul did eat with Samuel 
that day. 2S And when they were 
come down from the high place 
into the city, Samuel communed 
with Saul upon the top of the 
house. 

Sfl And they arose early: and it 
came to pass about the dawn 
of the day, that Samuel called 
Saul to the top of the house, say¬ 
ing, Up, that I may send thee 
away. And Saul arose, and they 
went out both of them, he and 
Samuel, abroad. 27 And as they 
were going down to the end of 
the city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid 
the servant pass on before us, 
(and he passed on,) but stand 
thou still a while, that I may 
make known to thee the word of 
God. 

Then Samuel took a vial of 
oil, and poured it upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said. 
Is it not because the Lord hath 
anointed thee to be chief over hia 
inheritance? 2 When thou art de¬ 
parted from me to-day, then thou 
shalt find two men by Rachel's 
sepulchre in the border of Ben¬ 
jamin at Zelzah; and they will 
say unto thee, The asses which 
thou wentest to seek are found: 
and, Io, thy father hath left the 
care of the asses, and sorroweth 
for you, saying, What shall I do 
for my son? 3 Then shalt thou 
go on forward from thence, and 
thou shalt come to the plain of 
Tabor, and there shall meet thee 



three men going up to God to 
Beth-el, one carrying three kids, 
and another carrying three loaves 
of bread, and another carrying a 
bottle of wine: 4 And they will 
salute thee, and give thee two 
loaves of bread; which thou shalt 
receive of their hands. 'After 
that thou shalt come to the hill 
of God, where is the garrison of 
the Philistines: and it shall come 
to pass, when thou art come thith¬ 
er to the city, that thou shalt 
meet a company of prophets com¬ 
ing down from the high place 
with a psaltery, and a tabret, and 
a pipe, and a harp, before them; 
and they shall prophesy: 6 And 
the spirit of the Lord will come 
upon thee, and thou shalt pro¬ 
phesy with them, and shalt be 
turned into another man. 7 And 
let it be, when these signs are 
come unto thee, that thou do as 
occasion serve thee; for God is 
with thee. 8 And thou snalt go 
down before me to Gilgal; and, 
behold, I will come down unto 
thee, to offer burnt-offerings, and 
to sacrifice sacrifices of peace- 
offerings : seven days shalt thou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and 
shew thee what thou shalt do. 

fc And it was so, that when he 
had turned his back to go from 
Samuel, God gave him another 
heart: and all those signs came 
to pass that day. 10 And when 
they came thither to the hill, be¬ 
hold, a company of prophets met 
him; and the spirit of God came 
upon him, and he prophesied 
among them. "And it came to 


pass, when all that knew him b 
foretime saw that, behold, ) 
prophesied among the prophei 
then the people said one to a 
other. What is this that is cor 
unto the son of Kish? Is Sn 
also among the prophets? ,2 Ai 
one of the same place answer 
and said, But who is their fathe 
Therefore it became a provei 
I 3 Saul also among the prophet 

13 And when he had made 1 
end of prophesying, he came 
the high place. 

"And Saul's uncle said un 
him and to his servant, Whilh 
went ye? And he said, To se 
the asses: and when we saw th 
they were nowhere, we came 
Samuel. "And Saul's uncle sni 
Tell me, I pray thee, what Sam 
el said unto you. "And Saul sa 
unto his uncle, He told us plain 
that the asses were found. B 
of the matter of the kingdo: 
whereof Samuel spoke, he tr 
him not. 

"And Samuel called the peof 
together unto the Lord to M. 
pah; "And said unto the c!. 
dren of Israel, Thus saith t 
Lord God of Israel, I broug 
up Israel out of Egypt, and d 
livered you out of the hand of 1 
Egyptians, and out of the hand 
all the kingdoms that oppress 
you: "And ye have this <1 
rejected your God, who hims< 
saved you out of all your advc 
sities and your tribulations; a 
ye have said unto him, Nay, b 
set a king over us. Now thei 
fore present yourselves hefo 
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i tlie Lord hy your tribes, and by 
;your thousands. 

,0 And when Samuel had caused 
lull the tribes of Israel to come 
inpnr, the tribe of Benjamin was 
! taken. '-"When he had caused the 
Uribe of Benjamin to come near 
!by their families, the family of 
Matri was taken, and Saul the 
son of Kish was taken: and when 
they sought him, he could not be 
'found. ‘‘Therefore they inquired 
of the Lord further, if the man 
ishould yet come thither. And the 
Lord answered, Behold, he hath 
hid himself among the vessels. 
”And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among 
the people, he was higher than 
any of the people from his shoul- 
Iders and upward. 

2 *And Samuel said to all the 
people, See ye him whom the 
Lord hath chosen, that there is 
none like him among all the peo¬ 
ple? And all the people shouted, 
and said, Long live the king. 

ar Then Samuel told the people 
the manner of the kingdom, and 
wrote it in a book, and laid it 
-up before the Lord. And Samuel 
Bent all the people away, every 
tnan to his house. 

2y And Saul also went home to 
tjibcah: and there went with him 
i a band of men, whose hearts God 
had touched. Z7 But the wicked 
theople said, How Bhall this man 
i save us ? And they despised him, 
knd brought him no presents. But 
lie held his peace. 

111 Then Nahash the Ammonite 
^ came up, and encamped a¬ 


gainst Jabesh-gilead: and all th<3 
men of Jabesh said unto Nahash, 
Make a covenant with us, and 
we will serve thee. 3 And Nahash 
the Ammonite answered them, 
On this condition will I make a 
covenant with you, that I may 
thrust out all your right eyes, 
and lay it for a reproach upon 
all Israel. B And the elders of 
Jabesh said unto him, Give us 
seven days' respite, that we may 
send messengers unto all the bor¬ 
ders of Israel: and then, if tker a 
be no man to save us, we will 
come out to thee. 

4 Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the ti¬ 
dings in the ears of the people: 
and all the people lifted up their 
voices, and wept. °And, behold, 
Saul came after the herd out of 
the field; and Saul said, What 
aileth the people that they weep? 
And they told him the tidings 
of the men of Jabesh. 6 And the 
spirit of God came upon Saul 
when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 
7 And he took a yoke of oxen, 
and hewed them in pieces, and 
sent them throughout all the 
coasts of Israel by the hands of 
messengers, saying, Whosoever 
cometh not forth after Saul and 
after Samuel, so shall it be done 
unto his oxen. And the fear of 
the Lord fell on the people, and 
they came out as one man. 8 And 
when he numbered them in Be¬ 
zels, the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the 
men of Judah thirty thousand. 
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*And they said unto the messen¬ 
gers that came, Thus shall ye say 
unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, 
To-morrow, by the time the sun 
is hot, ye shall have help. 

And the messengers came and 
told it to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. i0 Therefore the 
men o* Jabesh said, To-morrow 
we will come out unto you, and 
ye Bhall do with us all that 
seemeth good unto you. 

ll And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three 
companies; and they came into 
the midst of the host in the 
morning watch, and slew the Am¬ 
monites until the heat of the day: 
and it came to pass, that they 
that remained were scattered, so 
that two of them were not left 
together. 

J2 And the people said unto 
Samuel, Who is he that said, 
Shall Saul reign over us? bring 
the men, that we may put them 
to death. 13 And Saul said, There 
shall not a man be put to death 
this day: for to-day the I.ord 
hath wrought salvation in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the peo¬ 
ple, Come, and let us go to Gilgal, 
and renew the kingdom there. 
15 And all the people went to Gil¬ 
gal; and there they made Saul 
king before the Lord in Gilgal; 
and there they sacrificed sacri¬ 
fices of peace-offerings before the 
Lord; and there Saul and all the 
men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 
And Samuel said unto all 
Israel, Behold, I have heark¬ 
ened unto your voice in all that 


ye said unto me, and have madt 
a king over you. 2 And now, be 
hold, the king walketh befon 
you: and I am old and gray 
headed; and, behold, my sons an 
with you: and I have walked be 
fore you from my childhood un 
to this day. 3 Behold, here I am 
witness against me before thi 
Lord, and before his anointed 
whose ox have I taken? or whos< 
ass have I taken ? or whom hnv< 
I defrauded? whom have I op 
pressed? or of whose hand lmv' 
I received any bribe to blind miiv 
eyes therewith? and I will re 
store it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast no 
defrauded us, nor oppressed us 
neither hast thou taken ought o 
any man’s hand. 5 And he sail 
unto them, The Lord is witnes 
against you, and his anointed i 
witness this day, that ye hav 
not found ought in my hand. Ain 
they answered, He is witness. 

f> And Samuel said unto the pea 
pie, It is the Lord that advancei 
Moses and Aaron, and Ilia 
brought your fathers up out o 
the land of Egypt. 7 Now there 
fore stand still, that I may reaso; 
with you before the Lord of a 
tbe righteous acts of the Loir 
which he did to you and to you 
fathers. 8 When Jacob was rom 
into Egypt, and your father 
cried unto the Lord, then th 
Lord sent Moses and Aaron, wh 
brought forth your fathers ou 
of Egypt, and made them dwe 
in this place. ®And when the 
forgot the Lord their God. h 
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sold them into the hand of Sisera, 
CAptain of the ho3t of Hazor, and 
into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king: of 
Moab, and they fought against 
them. '"And they cried unto the 
Lord, and said, We have sinned, 
hecnuae we have forsaken the 
Lord, and have served Baalim 
and Ashlaroth: but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our ene- 
and we will serve thee. 
11 And the Lord sent Jerubbaal, 
and Bedan, and Jeplithah, and 
Samuel, and delivered you out of 
the hand of your enemies on every 
side, and ye dwelled safe. “And 
when ye saw that Nahash the 
king of the children of Ammon 
came against you, ye said unto 
me, Nay; but a king shall reign 
over us: when the ^ord your 
God was your king. u Njw there¬ 
fore behold the king whom ye 
have chosen, and whom ye have 
desired! and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. u If 
ye will fear the Lord, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not 
rebel against the commandment 
of the Lord, then shall both ye 
and also the king that reigneth 
over you continue following the 
Xx)rd your God: “But if ye will 
inot obey the voice of the Lord, 
but rebel against the command¬ 
ant of the Lord, then snail the 
hand of the Lord be against you, 
hs it was against your fathers. 
(’“Now therefore stand and see 
Ithis great thing, whieh the Lord 
Will do before your eyes. ,7 /s it 
hot wheat harvest to day? I will 


call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rafn; that ye 
may perceive and see that your 
wickedness is great, which ye 
have done in the sight of the 
Lord, in asking you a king. 

,8 So Samuel called unto the 
Lord; and the Lord sent thunder 
and rain that day: and all the 
people greatly feared the Lord 
and Samuel. ie And all the people 
said unto Samuel, Pray for thy 
servants unto the Lord thy God, 
that we die not: for we have 
added unto all our sins this evil, 
to ask us a king. “And Samuel 
said unto the people, Fear not: 
ye have done all this wickedness: 
yet turn not aside from following 
the Lord, but serve fhe Lord 
with all your heart; 21 And turn 
ye not aside: for then should ye 
go after vain things, which can¬ 
not profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. “For the Lord will not 
forsake his people for his great 
name's sake: because it hath 
pleased the Lord to make you his 
people. “Moreover as for me, 
God forbid that I should sin 
against the Lord in ceasing to 
pray for you: but I will teach 
you the good and the right way: 
* 4 0nly fear the Lord, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart: 
for consider how great things he 
hath done for you. “But if ye 
shall still do wickedly, ye shall be 
consumed, both ye and your king. 
Jg Saul was . . . years old when 
he became king; and when 
he had reigned two years over 
Israel, 2 Saul chose him three 
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thousand men of Israel; whereof 
two thousand were with Saul in 
Michmash and in mount Beth-el, 
and a thousand were with Jo¬ 
nathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
and the rest of the people he 
sent every man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the gar¬ 
rison of the Philistines that was 
in Geba, and the Philistines heard 
of it. And Saul blew the trumpet 
throughout all the land, saying, 
Let the Hebrews hear. 4 And all 
Israel heard say that Saul had 
smitten a garrison of the Phi¬ 
listines, and also that Israel was 
now in bad odor with the Philis¬ 
tines. And the people were called 
together after Saul to Gilgal. 
"And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with 
Israel, thirty thousand chariots, 
and six thousand horsemen, and 
people as the sand which is on 
the seashore in multitude: and 
they came up, and pitched in 
Michmash, eastward from Beth- 
aven. 

"When the men of Israel saw 
that they were in a strait, (for 
the people were distressed,) then 
the people did hide themselves in 
caves, and in thickets, and in 
rocks, and in high places, and in 
pits. 7 And some of the Hebrews 
went over the Jordan to the land 
of Gad and Gilead. As for Saul, 
he i^as yet in Gilgal, and all the 
people followed him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven days, 
according to the set time that 
Samuel had appointed: but Samu¬ 
el came not to Gilgal; and the 


people were scattered from him. 
°And Saul said, Bring hither n 
burnt-offering to me, and peace- 
offerings. And he offered the 
burnt-offering. 10 And it came to 
pass, that as soon as he had 
made an end of offering the burnt- 
offering, behold, Samuel came: 
and Saul went out to meet him. 
that he might greet him. H Aml 
Samuel said, What hast thou 
done? And Saul said, Because I 
saw that the people were sent 
tered from me, and that thou 
earnest not within the days ap¬ 
pointed, and that the Philistines 
gathered themselves together at 
Michmash; 12 Therefore said I, 
The Philistines will come down 
now upon me to Gilgal, and 1 
have not made supplication mile 
the Lord: I forced myself there¬ 
fore, and offered a burnt-offer¬ 
ing. 13 And Samuel said fo Saul. 
Thou hast done foolishly: thou 
hast not kept the commandmenl 
of the Lord thy God, which lit 
commanded thee: for now woulc 
the Lord have established thj 
kingdom upon Israel for ever 
l4 But now thy kingdom shall nol 
continue: the Lord hath sought 
him a man after his own heart 
and the Lord hath commander 
him to he chief over his people 
because thou hast not kept (ha 
which the Lord commanded thee 
15 And Samuel arose, and go 
him up from Gilgal unto Gibeal 
of Benjamin. And Saul numbers 
the people that were present will 
him, about six hundred men 
16 And Saul and Jonathan hi 
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son, and the people that were 
present with them, abode in Geba 
of Benjamin: but the Philistines 
rncamped in Michmash. 17 And the 
spoilers came out of the camp 
of the Philistines in three com¬ 
panies: one company turned un¬ 
to the way that leadeth to Oph- 
rah, unto the land of Shual: 
‘"And another company turned 
the way to Beth-horon: and an¬ 
other company turned to the way 
of the border that looketh to the 
valley of Zeboim toward the wil¬ 
derness. 

l9 Now there was no smith 
found throughout all the land of 
Israel: for the Philistines said, 
Lest the Hebrews make them 
swords or spears: J0 But all the 
Israelites went down to the Phi¬ 
listines, to sharpen every man 
his share, and his coulter, and 
his axe, and his mattock. 21 Yet 
they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the coulters, and for the 
three-pronged forks, and for the 
axes, and to sharpen the goads. 
• 8 So it came to pass in the day 
of battle, that there was neither 
sword nor spear found in the 
hand of any of the people that 
were with Saul and Jonathan: 
but with Saul and with Jonathan 
his son was there found. 

S8 And the garrison of the Phi¬ 
listines went out to the passage 
of Michmash, 

Now it came to pass upon a 

day, that Jonathan the son 
of Saul said unto the young man 
that bore his armour. Come, and 
let us go over to the Philistines’ 


garrison, that is on the other 
side. But he told not his father. 
3 And Saul tarried in the utter¬ 
most part of Gibeah under a 
pomegranate tree which is in 
Migron: and the people that were 
with him were about six hundred 
men; a And Ahiali, the son of Ahi- 
tub, I-chabod’s brother, the son 
of Phinehas, the son of Eli, the 
Lord's priest in Shiloh, wearing 
an cphod. And the people knew 
not that Jonathan was gone. 

4 And between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines' garrison, 
there was a sharp rock on the 
one side, and a sharp rock on the 
other side: and the name of the 
one was Bozez, and the name of 
the other Seneh. '’The forefront 
of the one situated northward 
over against Michmash, and the 
other southward over against Ge¬ 
ba. 

e And Jonathan said to the 
young man that bore his armour, 
Come, and let us go over unto 
the garrison of these uncircum¬ 
cised : it may be that the Lord 
will work for us: for there is 
no restraint to the Lord to save 
by many or by few. 7 And his 
armour-bearer said unto him, Do 
all that is in thine heart: turn 
thee; behold, I am with thee ac¬ 
cording to thy heart. B Then said 
Jonathan, Behold, we will pass 
over unto these men, and we will 
disclose ourselves unto them. ®If 
they say thus unto us, Tarry un¬ 
til we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will 
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not go up unto them. 10 But if 
they say thus, Come up unto us; 
then we will go up: for the Lord 
hath delivered them into our 
hand: and this shall be a sign 
unto us. 

“And both of them disclosed 
themselves unto the garrison of 
the Philistines: and the Philis¬ 
tines said, Behold, the Hebrews 
come forth out of the holes where 
they had hid themselves. 12 And 
the men of the garrison answered 
Jonathan and his armour-bearer, 
and said, Come up to us, and we i 
will shew you a thing. And Jo¬ 
nathan said unto his armour- 
bearer, Come up after me: for 
the Lord hath delivered them in¬ 
to the hand of Israel. 

l3 And Jonathan climbed up 
upon his hands and upon his feet, 
and his armour-bearer after him: 
and they fell before Jonathan; 
and his armour-bearer slew after 
him. “And that first slaughter, 
which Jonathan and his armour- 
bearer made, was about twenty 
men, within as it were half an 
acre of land, which a yoke of 
oxen might plow. 15 And there 
was trembling in the host, in 
the field* and among all the peo¬ 
ple : the garrison, and the spoil¬ 
ers, they also trembled, and the 
earth quaked: so it was n very 
great trembling. 

1B And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted 
away, and they went on beating 
down one another. 17 Then said 


Saul unto the people that were 
with him, Number now, and see 
who is gone from us. And when 
they had numbered, behold, Jo¬ 
nathan and his armour-bearer 
were not there. 18 And Saul said 
unto Ahiali, Bring hither the ark 
of God. For the ark of God was 
at that time with the children of 
Israel. 

1B And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that 
the noise that was in the host of 
the Philistines went on and in 
creased: and Saul said unto the 
priest. Withdraw thine hand. 
20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled 
themselves, and they came to the 
battle: and, behold, every man’s 
sword was against his fellow, 
and there was a very great dis¬ 
comfiture. 

“Moreover the Hebrews that 
were with the Philistines before 
that time, that went up with 
them into the camp from the 
country round about, even they 
also turned to be with the Israel¬ 
ites that were with Saul and Jo¬ 
nathan. 22 Likewise all the men of 
Israel that had hid themselves in 
mount Ephraim, when they heard 
that the Philistines fled, even 
they also followed hard after 
them in the battle. 23 So the Lord 
saved Israel that day: 

; And the battle passed over un¬ 
to Beth-aven. 24 And the men of 
Israel were distressed that day: 
for Saul had adjured the people, 
saying, Cursed be the man that 
eatetb any food until evening, 


that I may be avenged on mine 
enemies. So none of the people 
tasted any food. 

a!l And all they of the land came 
to a wood; and there was honey 
upon the ground. 2fl And when the 
people were come into the wood, 
behold, the honey dropped; but 
no man put his hand to his 
mouth: for the people feared the 
oath. 27 But Jonathan heard not 
when his father charged the peo¬ 
ple with the oath: wherefore he 
put forth the end of the rod that 
was in his hand, and dipped it 
in a honeycomb, and put his hand 
to his mouth; and his eyes 
brightened. 2t( Then answered one 
of the people, and said, Thy fa¬ 
ther straitly charged the people 
with an oath, saying. Cursed be 
the man that eateth any food this 
day. And the people were faint. 
2H Then said Jonathan, My father 
huth troubled the land: see, I 
pray you, how mine eyes have 
brightened, because I tasted a 
little of this honey. 30 How much 
more, if the people had eaten 
freely to-day of the spoil of their 
enemies which they found? for 
had there not been now a much 
greater slaughter among the Phi¬ 
listines ? 

31 And they smote the Philis¬ 
tines that day from Michmash to 
Aijalon: and the people were 
very faint. 32 And the people flew 
upon the spoil, and took sheep, 
and oxen, and calves, and slew 
them on the ground: and the 
people did eat them with the 
blood. 


"“Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against 
the Lord in that they eat with 
the blood. And he said, Ye have 
transgressed: roll a great stone 
unto me this day. 34 And Saul 
said, Disperse yourselves among 
the people, and say unto them, 
Bring me hither every man hia 
ox, and every man his sheep, and 
slay them here, and eat; and 
sin not against the Lord in eat¬ 
ing with the blood. And all the 
people brought every man his ox 
with him that night, and slew 
them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto 
the Lord: the same was the first 
altar that he built unto the 
Lord. 

aa And Saul said, Let us go 
down after the Philistines by 
night, and spoil them until the 
morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them. And they 
said, Do whatsoever seemeth good 
unto thee. Then said the priest, 
Let us draw near hither unto 
God. 3T And Saul asked counsel 
of God, Shall I go down after 
the Philistines? wilt thou deliver 
them into the hand of Israel? 
But he answered him not that 
day. 38 And Saul said, Draw ye 
near hither, all the chief of the 
people: and know and see where¬ 
in this sin hath been this day. 
39 For, as the Lord liveth, who 
saveth Israel, though it be in 
Jonathan my son, he shall surely 
die. But there was not a man 
among all the people that an¬ 
swered him. 40 Then said he unto 
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all Israel, Be ye on one side, and 
I and Jonathan my son will be 
on the other side. And the people 
said unto Saul, Do what seemeth 
good unto thee. 4 ‘Therefore Saul 
said unto the Lord God of Israel, 
Give a perfect lot. And Saul and 
Jonathan were taken: but the 
people escaped. 4Z And Saul said, 
Cast lots between me and Jona¬ 
than my son. And Jonathan was 
taken. 43 Then Saul said to Jo¬ 
nathan, Tell me what thou hast 
done. And Jonathan told him, 
and said, I did but taste a little 
honey with the end of the rod 
that was in mine hand, and, lo, 
I must die. 44 And Saul answered, 
God do so and more also: for 
thou shalt surely die, Jonathan. 
45 And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath 
wrought this great salvation in 
Israel? God forbid: as the Lord 
liveth, there shall not one hair 
of his head fall to the ground; 
for he hath wrought with God 
this day. So the people rescued 
Jonathan, that he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from fol¬ 
lowing the Philistines: and the 
Philistines went to their own 
place. 

47 So Saul took the kingdom 
over Israel, and fought against 
all his enemies on every side, 
against Moab, and against the 
children of Ammon, and against 
Edom, and against the kings of Zo- 
bah, and against the Philistines: 
and whithersoever he turned him¬ 
self, he vexed them. 48 And he 
gathered a host, and smote the 


Amalekites, and delivered Israel 
out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

40 Now the sons of Saul were 
Jonathan, and Ishvi, and Malchi- 
shua: and the names of his two 
daughters were these; the name 
of the first-born Merab, and the 
name of the younger Michal: 
50 And the name of Saul’s wife 
was Ahinoam, the daughter of 
Aliimaaz: and the name of the 
captain of his host was Abner, 
the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. r,1 Aii<l 
Kish was the father of Saul; and 
Ner the father of Abner was the 
son of Abiel. 

52 And there was sore war 
against the Philistines all the 
days of Saul: and when Saul saw 
any strong man, or any valiant 
man, he took him unto him. 

Samuel also said unto Saul, 
The Lord sent me to anoint 
thee to be king over his people, 
over Israel: now therefore heark¬ 
en thou unto the voice of the 
words of the Lord. 2 Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I remember 
that which Amalek did to Israel, 
how he laid wait for him in the 
way, when he came up from 
Egypt. 3 Now go and smite Ama¬ 
lek, and utterly destroy all that 
they have, and spare them nnl ; 
but slay both man and woman, 
infant and suckling, ox and sheep, 
camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people 
together, and numbered them in 
Telaim, two hundred thousand 
footmen, and ten thousand met: 
of Judah. “And Saul came to «i 



city of Amalek, and laid wait in 
the valley. ‘And Saul said unto 
the Kenites, Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Amalek- 
lU'H, lest I destroy you with them: 
for ye shewed kindness to all the 
children of Israel, when they 
came up out of Egypt. So the 
Kenites departed from among 
the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Ama- 
lekiles from Havilah until thou 
comest to Shur, that is over 
nguinst Egypt. 8 And he took 
Agag the king of the Amalekites 
alive, and utterly destroyed all 
the people with the edge of the 
sword. “But Saul and the people 
spared Agag, and the best of the 
sheep, and of the oxen, and of 
the fatlings, and the lambs, and 
all that was good, and would not 
utterly destroy them: but every 
thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

"’Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Samuel, Baying, ,1 It 
repenteth me that I have Bet 
up Saul to be king: for lie is 
turned back from following me, 
and hath not performed my com¬ 
mandments. And it grieved Sam¬ 
uel; and he cried unto the Lord 
all night. 12 And when Samuel rose 
early to meet Saul in the morn¬ 
ing, it was told Samuel, saying, 
Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, 
he set him up a place, and is gone 
about, and passed on, and gone 
down to Gilgal. 13 And Samuel 
came to Saul: and Saul said unto 
him, Blessed be thou of the Lord: 
I have performed the command¬ 


ment of the Lord. “And Samuel 
said, What meaneth then this 
bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear? “And Saul said. 
They have brought them from 
the Amalekites: for the people 
spared the best of the sheep and 
of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God; and the rest we 
have utterly destroyed. “Then 
Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, and 
I will tell thee what the Lord 
hath said to me this night. And 
he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said. When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, 
wast thou not made the head of 
the tribes of Israel, and the Lord 
anointed thee king over Israel? 
“And the Lord sent thee on a 
journey, and said, Go and utterly 
destroy the sinners the Amalek¬ 
ites, and fight against them until 
they be consumed. “Wherefore 
then didst thou not obey the 
voice of the Lord, but didst fly 
upon the spoil, and didst evil in 
the sight of the Lord? 20 And 
Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I 
have obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, and have gone the way 
which the Lord sent me, and 
have brought Agag the king of 
Amalek, and have utterly de¬ 
stroyed the Amalekites. J1 Butthe 
people took of the Bpoil, sheep 
and oxen, the chief of the things 
which should have been utterly 
destroyed, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God in Gilgal. “And 
Samuel said, Hath the Lord as 
great delight in burnt-offerings 
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and sacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the Lord ? Behold, to 
obey is better than sacrifice, and 
to hearken than the fat of rams. 
23 For rebellion is as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is 
as idolatry and image-worship. 
Because thou hast rejected the 
word of the Lord, he hath also 
rejected thee from being king. 
24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned: for I have trans¬ 
gressed the commandment of the 
Lord, and thy words: because I 
feared the people, and obeyed 
their voice. 25 Now therefore, I 
pray thee, pardon my sin, and 
turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord. 26 And Samuel 
said unto Saul, I will not return 
with thee: for thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, and the 
Lord hath rejected thee from 
being king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about 
to go away, he laid hold upon 
the skirt of his mantle, and it 
rent. 28 And Samuel said unto 
him. The Lord hath rent the king¬ 
dom of Israel from thee this day, 
and hath given it to a neighbour 
of thine, that is better than thou. 
2P And also the Strength of Is¬ 
rael will not lie nor repent: for 
he is not a man, that he should 
repent. 30 Then he said, I have 
sinned: yet honour me now, I 
pray thee, before the elders of 
my people, and before Israel, and 
turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord thy God. 31 So 
Samuel turned again after Saul; 
and Saul worshipped the Lord. 


32 Then said Samuel, Bring ye 
hither to me Agag the king of 
the Amalekites. And Agag came 
unto him in chains. And Agag 
said, Surely the bitterness of 
death is past. 3 'And Samuel said, 
As thy sword hath made women 
childless, so shall thy mother be 
childless among women. And Sam¬ 
uel hewed Agag in pieces be¬ 
fore the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Ramah , 
and Saul went up to his house to 
Gibeah of Saul. 3r, And Samuel 
came no more to see Saul until 
the day of his death: for Samuel 
mourned for Saul: and the Lord 
repented that he had made Saul 
king over Israel. 

And the Lord said unto 
Samuel, How long wilt thou 
mourn for Saul, seeing I have re 
jected him from reigning over 
Israel? fill thine horn with oil, 
and go, I will send thee to Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite: for I have 
provided me a king among his 
sons. 2 And Samuel said, How can 
I go? if Saul hear it, he will kill 
me. And the Lord said, Take a 
heifer with thee, and say, I am 
come to sacrifice to the Lord. 
3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will shew thee what thou 
shalt do: and thou shalt anoint 
unto me him whom I name unto 
thee. 

4 And Samuel did that which 
the Lord spoke, and came to Beth¬ 
lehem. And the elders of the 
town hastened to meet him, and 
said, Peace to thee at thy com¬ 
ing! 5 And he said, Peace: I am 




sanctify yourselves, and come 
with me to the sacrifice. And he 
sanctified Jesse and his sons, and 
called them to the sacrifice. 

•And it came to pass, when 
they were come, that he looked 
on Eliab, and said, Surely the 
Lord’s anointed ia before him. 
’Hut the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or 
on the height of his stature; be¬ 
cause I have refused him: for 
fht Lord eeeth not as man seetli; 
for man looketh on the outward 
appearance, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart. 8 Then Jesse called 
Abinadab, and made him pass be¬ 
fore Samuel. And he said, Nei¬ 
ther hath the Lord chosen this. 
"Then Jesse made Shammah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither 
hath the Lord chosen this. 10 A- 
gain, Jesse made seven of his 
sour to pass before Samuel. And 
Sumuel said unto Jesse, The 
Lord hath not chosen these. ’'And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here 
nil thy children? And he said, 
There remaineth yet the young¬ 
est, and, behold, he keepeth the 
sheep. And Samuel said unto 
JesBe, Send and fetch him: for 
we will not sit down till he come 
hither. ia And he Rent, and brought 
him in. Now he was ruddy, and 
withal of a beautiful counte¬ 
nance, and goodly to look at. And 
the Lord said, Arise, anoint him: 
for this ia he. 18 Then Samuel 
took the horn of oil, and anointed 
him in the midst of his brethren: 
and the spirit of the Lord came 


ward. So Samuel rose up, and 
went to Ramah. 

’•But the spirit of the Lord de¬ 
parted from Saul, and an evil 
spirit from the Lord troubled 
him. 16 And Saul’s servants said 
unto him, Behold now, an evil 
spirit from God troubleth thee. 
’•Let our Lord now command 
thy servants, that are before thee, 
to seek out a man, who is a cun¬ 
ning player on a harp: and it 
shall come to pass, when the evil 
spirit from God is upon thee, 
that he shall play with hiB hand, 
and thou shalt be well. 1T And 
Saul said unto his servants, Pro¬ 
vide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him, to me. 1B Then 
answered one of the servants, 
and said, Behold, I have seen a 
son of Jesse the Beth-Iehemite, 
that is cunning in playing, and a 
mighty valiant man, and a man 
of war, and prudent in matters, 
and a comely person, and the 
Lord is with him. 

’•Wherefore Saul sent messen¬ 
gers unto Jesse, and said, Send me 
David thy son, who is with the 
sheep. ao And Jesse took an ass 
laden with bread, and a bottle 
of wine, and a kid, and sent them 
by David his son unto Saul. a, And 
David came to Saul, and stood 
before him: and he loved him 
greatly; and he became his ar¬ 
mour-bearer. ”And Saul sent to 
Jesse, saying, Let David, I pray 
thee, stand before me; for he 
hath found favour in my sight. 

aa And it came to pass, when the 
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evil spirit from God was upon 
Saul, that David took a harp, 
and played with his hand: so 
Saul was refreshed, and was well, 
and the evil spirit departed from 
him. 

Now the Philistines gathered 
together their armies to 
battle, and were gathered together 
at Shoehoh, which belongeth to 
Judah, and pitched between Sho- 
choh and Azekah, in Ephes-dam- 
mim. 

2 And Saul and the men of Is¬ 
rael were gathered together, and 
pitched by the valley of Elah, and 
set the battle in array against 
the Philistines. 3 And the Philis¬ 
tines stood on a mountain on the 
one side, and Israel stood on a 
mountain on the other side: and 
there was a valley between them. 
‘And there went out a champion 
out of the camp of the Philis¬ 
tines named Goliath, of Gath, 
whose height was six cubits and 
a span. 5 And he had a helmet of 
brass upon his head, and he was 
armed with a coat of mail; and 
the weight of the coat was five 
thousand shekels of brass. s And 
he had greaves of brass upon his 
legs, and a javelin of brass be¬ 
tween his shoulders. 7 And the 
staff of his spear was like a 
weaver’s beam; and his spear's 
head weighed six hundred shekels 
of iron: and one bearing a shield 
went before him. 

“And he stood and cried unto 
the armies of Israel, and said 
unto them, Why are ye come out 


to set your battle in array? am 
not I a Philistine, and ye ser¬ 
vants to Saul 7 choose you a man 
for you, and let him come down 
to me. “If he be able to fight 
with me, and to kill me, then 
will we be your servants: but if 
I prevail against him, and kill 
him, then shall ye be our ser¬ 
vants, and serve us. 10 And the 
Philistine said, I defy the armies 
of Israel this day; give me a man, 
that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all Israel 
heard those words of the Philis¬ 
tine, they were dismayed, and 
greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathite of Bcth-lchem- 
judah, whose name was Jesse; 
and he had eight sons: and the 
man was old in the days of Saul, 
advanced in years among men 
,3 And the three eldest sons nf 
Jesse went and followed Saul to 
the battle: and the names of his 
three sons that went to the battle 
were Eliab the first-born, and 
next unto him Abinadab, and 
the third Shammah. ’‘And David 
was the youngest: and the three 
eldest followed Saul. ,r, But David 
went and returned from Saul to 
feed his father's sheep at Beth¬ 
lehem. 

,s And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and pre¬ 
sented himself forty days. 

,7 And Jesse said unto David 
his son, Take now for thy breth¬ 
ren an ephah of this parched 
corn, and these ten loaves, and 




run to the camp to thy brethren; 
’"And carry these ten cheeses 
unto the captain of their thou¬ 
sand, and look how thy brethren 
fare, and take their pledge. 

“'Now Saul, and they, and all 
the men of Israel, were in the 
valley of Elah, fighting with the 
Philistines. 

“And David rose up early in 
the morning, and left the sheep 
with a keeper, and took, and went, 
as Jesse had commanded him; 
and ho came to the enclosure of 
the camp, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted 
for the battle. 21 For Israel and 
the Philistines had put the battle 
in array, army against army. 
“And David left his carriage in 
the hand of the keeper of the 
carriage, and ran into the army, 
and came and greeted his breth¬ 
ren. “And as he talked with 
them, behold, there came up the 
champion, the Philistine of Gath, 
Goliath by name, out of the 
armies of the Philistines, and 
Rpoke according to the same 
words: and David heard them. 

a, And all the men of Israel, 
when they saw the man, fled 
from him, and were sore afraid. 
■’’And the men of Israel said, 
Have ye seen this man that is 
come up? surely to defy Israel 
is he come up: and it shall be, 
that the man who killeth him, 
the king will enrich him with 
great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make hie fa¬ 
ther’s house free in Israel. 

vfl And David spoke to the men 


that stood Dy mm, saying, wnai 
shall be done to the man that 
killeth this Philistine, and taketh 
away the reproach from Israel? 
for who is this uncircumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy 
the armies of the living God? 

“And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying, So 
shall it be done to the man that 
killeth him. 

“And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spoke unto the 
men; and Eliab's anger was 

kindled against David, and he 
said, Why earnest thou down 

hither? and with whom hast thou 
left those few sheep in the wil¬ 
derness? I know thy pride, and 
the naughtiness of thine heart; 
for thou art come down that thou 
mightest see the battle. “And 
David said, What have I now 

done? Waa it not but talk? “And 
he turned from him toward an¬ 
other, and spoke after the same 
manner: and the people answered 
him again after the former man¬ 
ner. 

31 And when the words were 
heard which David spoke, they 
rehearsed them before Saul: and 
he sent for him. “And David 
said to Saul, Let no man’s heart 
fail because of him; thy servant 
will go and fight with this Philis¬ 
tine. “And Saul said to David, 
Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him: 
for thou art but a youth, and he 
a man of war from his youth. 
34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, 
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and there came a lion, or a bear, 
and took a lamb out of the flock; 
33 And I went out after him, and 
smote him, and delivered it out 
of his mouth; and when he arose 
against me, I caught him by his 
beard, and smote him, and slew 
him. a6 Thy servant slew both the 
lion and the bear: and this un¬ 
circumcised Philistine shall be 
as one of them, seeing he hath 
defied the armies of the living 
God. 37 David said moreover, The 
Lord that delivered me out of 
the paw of the lion, and out of 
the paw of the bear, he will de¬ 
liver me out of the hand of the 
Philistine. And Saul said unto 
David, Go, and the Lord be with 
thee. 

3e And Saul armed David with 
his armour, and he put a helmet 
of brass upon his head; also he 
armed him with a coat of mail. 
39 And David girded his sword 
upon his armour, and assayed 
to go; for he had not tried it. 
And David said unto Saul, I can¬ 
not go with these; for I have not 
tried them. And David put them 
off him. 40 And he took his staff 
in his hand, and chose him five 
smooth stones out of the brook, 
and put them in a shepherd's 
bag which he had, even in a scrip; 
and his sling was in his hand; 
and he drew near to the Philistine. 

41 And the Philistine came on 
and drew near unto David; and 
the man that bore the shield went 
before him. 42 And when the 
Philistine looked about, and saw 
David, he disdained him: for he 


was but a youth, and ruddy, and 
of a fair countenance. 43 And the 
Philistine said unto David, Am 
1 a dog, that thou comest to me 
with staves? And the Philistine 
cursed David by his gods. 44 And 
the Philistine said to David, Come 
to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to 
the beasts of the field. 43 Then 
said David to the Philistine, Thou 
comest to me with a sword, ami 
with a spear, and with a shield : 
but I come to thee in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast 
defied. 4fl This day will the Lord 
deliver thee into mine hand; and 
I will smite thee, and take thine 
head from thee; and I will give 
the carcasses of the host of the 
Philistines this day unto the fowls 
of the air, and to the wild beasts 
of the earth; that all the earth 
may know that there is a God in 
Israel. 47 And all this assembly 
shall know that the Lord saveth 
not with sword and spear: for 
the battle is the Lord’s, and he 
will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and 
drew nigh to meet David, that 
David hastened and ran toward 
the army to meet the Philistine. 
48 And David put his hand in his 
bag and took thence a stone, and 
slang it, and smote the Philistine 
in his forehead, that the stone 
sank into his forehead; and lie 
fell upon his face to the earth. 

50 So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with 
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n alone, and smote the Philistine, 
mid slew him; but there was no 
sword in the hand of David. 
:i, Therefore David ran, and stood 
upon the Philistine, and took his 
sword, and drew it out of the 
rthwdh thereof, and slew him, 
and cut off his head therewith. 

And when the Philistines saw 
that their champion was dead, 
they fled. r,2 And the men of Israel 
and of Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursued the Philistines, until 
thou comest to the valley, and to 
the gates of Ekron. And the 
wounded of the Philistines fell 
down by the way of Shaaraim, 
even unto Gath, and unto Ekron. 
0J And the children of Israel re¬ 
turned from chasing after the 
Philistines, and they spoiled their 
tents. 

" 4 And David took the head of 
the Philistine, and brought it to 
Jerusalem; but he put his armour 
in his tent. 

r,:i And when Saul saw David 
go forth against the Philistine, 
he said unto Abner, the captain of 
the host, Abner, whose son is 
this youth? And Abner said, As 
thy soul liveth, O king, I cannot 
tell, "And the king said, Inquire 
thou whose son the stripling is. 

01 And as David returned from 
the slaughter of the Philistine, 
Abner took him, and brought him 
before Saul with the head of the 
Philistine in his hand. "And Saul 
said to him. Whose eon art thou, 
thmi young man? And David 
answered, I am the son of thy 


servant Jesse the Beth-lehemite. 
And it came to pass, when 
he had made an end of speak¬ 
ing unto Saul, that the soul of 
Jonathan was knit with the soul 
of David, and Jonathan loved him 
as his own soul. 2 And Saul took 
him that day, and would let him 
go no more home to his father's 
house. 8 Then Jonathan and David 
made a covenant, because he loved 
him as his own soul. 4 And Jona¬ 
than stripped himself of the robe 
that was upon him, and gave it 
to David, and his garments, even 
to his sword, and to his bow, and 
to his girdle. 

9 And David went out whither¬ 
soever Saul sent him, and he suc¬ 
ceeded: and Saul set him over 
the men of war, and he was ac¬ 
cepted in the sight of all the 
people, and also in the sight of 
Saul’s servants. 

fl And it came to pass as they 
came, when David returned from 
the slaughter of the Philistine, 
that the women came out of all 
the cities of Israel, singing and 
dancing, to meet king Saul, with 
tabrets, with joy, and with in¬ 
struments of music. 7 And the 
women answered one another as 
they played, and said, Saul hath 
slain his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands. B And Saul was very 
wroth, and the saying displeased 
him; and he said, They have 
ascribed unto David ten thou¬ 
sands, and to me they have a- 
scribed but thousands: and what 
can he have more but the king¬ 
dom ? e And Saul looked askance 
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at David from that day and for¬ 
ward. 

10 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the evil spirit from 
God came upon Saul, and he 
raved in the midst of the house: 
and David played with his hand, 
as on other days: and there was 
a javelin in Saul's hand. "And 
Saul cast the javelin; for he said, 
I will smite David even to the wall 
with it. And David escaped from 
his presence twice. 

“And Saul was afraid of David, 
because the Lord was with him, 
and was departed from Saul. 
“Therefore Saul removed him 
from him, and made him his 
captain over a thousand; and 
he went out and came in before 
the people. "And David suc¬ 
ceeded in all his ways; and the 
Lord was with him. “And when 
Saul saw that he succeeded 
greatly, he was afraid of him. 
“But all Israel and Judah loved 
David, because he went out and 
came in before them. 

“And Saul said to David, Be¬ 
hold my elder daughter Merab, 
her will I give thee to wife: 
only be thou valiant for me, and 
fight the Lord’s battles. For Saul 
said. Let not mine hand be upon 
him, but let the hand of the Phi¬ 
listines be upon him. “And David 
said unto Saul, Who am I? and 
what is my life, or my father’s 
family in Israel, that I should 
be son-in-law to the king? 

“But it came to pass at the 
time when Merab Saul's daughter 
should have been given to David, 


that she was given unto Adriel 
the Meholathite to wife. 

20 And Michal Saul’s daughter 
loved David: and they told Saul, 
and the thing pleased him. 21 And 
Saul said, I will give him lu*r 
that she may be a snare to him, 
and that the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines may be against him. Where¬ 
fore Saul said to David, Thou 
shalt this day be my son-in-law 
by the other of the two. 22 And 
Saul commanded his servants, 
saying. Commune with David 
secretly, and say, Behold, the king 
hath delight in thee, and all his 
servants love thee: now there¬ 
fore be the king’s son-in-law. 
“And Saul’s servants spoke those 
words in the ears of David. And 
David said, Seemeth it to you 
a light thing to be a king’s son- 
in-law, seeing that I am a poor 
man, and lightly esteemed? 24 And 
the servants of Saul told him, 
saying, On this manner spoke 
David. “And Saul said, Thus 
shall ye say to David, The king 
desireth not any dowry, but a 
hundred foreskins of the Philis¬ 
tines, to be avenged of the king's 
enemies. But Saul thought to 
make David fall by the hand of 
the Philistines. “And when his 
servants told David these wordH, 
it pleased David well to be the 
king’s son-in-law: and the days 
were not expired. “Wherefore 
David arose and went, he and hie 
men, and slew of the Philistinee 
two hundred men; and Dnvid 
brought their foreskins, and they 
gave them in full to the king- 
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that he might be the kind's son- 
iji-law. And Saul gave him Michal 
Ilia daughter to wife. 

2B And Saul saw and knew that 
the Lord was with David, and 
that Michal Saul's daughter loved 
him. au And Soul was yet the 
more afraid of David; and Saul 
became David's enemy continually. 

J0 Then the princes of the Philis¬ 
tines went forth: and it came to 
pass, after they went forth, that 
David succeeded more than all 
the servants of Saul; so that 
his name was highly esteemed. 

And Saul spoke to Jonathan 
his son, and to all his ser¬ 
vants, that they should kill David. 
a Iiut Jonathan Saul's son delight¬ 
ed much in David: and Jonathan 
told David, saying, Saul my father 
seeketh to kill thee: now there¬ 
fore, I pray thee, take heed to 
thyself until the morning and 
abide in a secret place, and hide 
thyself. 3 And I will go out and 
stand beside my father in the 
field where thou art, and I will 
commune with my father of thee; 
and what I see, that I will tell 
thee. 

‘And Jonathan spoke good of 
David unto Saul his father, and 
said unto him, Let not the king 
sin against his servant, against 
David ; because he hath not sinned 
against thee, and because his 
works have been very good to¬ 
wards thee: r, For he did put 
liis life in his hand, and slew 
1 lie Philistine, and the Lord 
wrought a great salvation for all 


Israel; thou Bawest it, and didst 
rejoice: wherefore then wilt thou 
sin against innocent blood, to 
slay David without a cause? e And 
Saul hearkened unto the voice of 
Jonathan: and Saul swore, Aa 
the Lord liveth, he shall not be 
slain. 

T And Jonathan called David, 
and Jonathan told him all those 
words. And Jonathan brought 
David to Saul, and he was in his 
presence, as in times past. 

8 And there was war again: 
and David went out, and fought 
with the Philistines, and slew 
them with a great slaughter; 
and they fled from him. 

0 And the evil spirit from the 
Lord was upon Saul, as he sat 
in his house with his javelin in 
his hand: and David played with 
hia hand. 10 And Saul sought 
to smite David even to the wall 
with the javelin; but he slipped 
away out of Saul’s presence, and 
he smote the javelin into the wall: 
and David fied, and escaped that 
night. 

u Saul also sent messengers 
unto David’s house, to watch him, 
and to slay him in the morning: 
and Michal David’s wife tol<f 
him, saying, If thou save not thy 
life to-night, to-morrow thou shalt 
be slain. 12 So Michal let David 
down through a window: and he 
went, and fled, and escaped. 13 And 
Michal took an image, and laid 
it in the bed, and put a pillow 
of goat’s hair at the head thereof, 
and covered it with a cloth. “And 
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when Saul sent messengers to 
take David, she said, He is sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers 
again to see David, saying, Bring 
him up to me in the bed, that I 
may slay him. 10 And when the 
messengers came in, behold, there 
was an image in the bed, with 
a pillow of goat’s hair at the 
head thereof. 17 And Saul said 
unto Michal, Why hast thou de¬ 
ceived me so, and sent away mine 
enemy, that he is escaped? And 
Michal answered Saul, He said 
unto me, Let me go; why should 
I kill thee? 

:8 So David fled, and escaped, 
and came to Samuel to Ramah, 
and told him all that Saul had 
done to him. And he and Samuel 
went and dwelt in Naioth. 

10 And it was told Saul, saying, 
Behold, David is at Naioth in 
Ramah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to 
take David: and when they saw 
the company of the prophets 
prophesying, and Samuel standing 
as appointed over them, the spirit 
of God was upon the messengers 
of Saul, and they also prophe¬ 
sied. 21 And when it was told 
Saul, he sent other messengers, 
and they prophesied likewise. 
And Saul sent messengers again 
the third time, and they prophe¬ 
sied also. 

22 Then went he also to Ramah, 
and came to a great well that is 
in Sechu: and he asked and said, 
Where are Samuel and David? 
And one said, Behold, they are 
at Naioth in Ramah. 


23 And he went thither to Na¬ 
ioth in Ramah: and the spirit 
of God was upon him also, and 
he went on, and prophesied, until 
he came to Naioth in Ramah. 
^And he stripped off his clothes 
also, and prophesied before Sam¬ 
uel in like manner, and lay down 
naked all that day and all that 
night. Wherefore they say, is 
Saul also among the prophets? 
And David fled from Naioth 
in Ramah, and came and said 
before Jonathan, What have T 
done? what is mine iniquity? and 
what is my sin before thy fa¬ 
ther, that he seeketh my life? 
2 And he 3aid unto him, God for¬ 
bid; thou shalt not die: behold, 
my father will do nothing either 
great or small, but that he will 
disclose it to me: and why should 
my father hide this thing from 
me? it is not so. 3 And David 
swore moreover, and said. Thy 
father certainly knoweth that I 
have found grace in thine eyes; 
and he saith, Let not Jonathan 
know this, lest he be grieved: 
but truly as the Lord liveth, and 
as thy soul liveth, there is but 
a step between me and death. 
4 Tlien said Jonathan unto David, 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I 
will even do it for thee. 5 And 
David said unto Jonathan, Be¬ 
hold, to-morrow is the new moon, 
and I should not fail to sit with 
the king to eat: but let me go, 
that I may hide myself in the 
field unto the third day at even. 
c If thy father at all miss nir, 
then say, David earnestly asked 
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leave of me that he might run 
to Beth-lehem his city: for there 
is a yearly sacrifice there for all 
the family. T If he say thus, It is 
well; thy servant shall have 
peace: but if he be very wroth, 
then be sure that evil is deter¬ 
mined by him. “Therefore thou 
Bhult deal kindly with thy ser¬ 
vant; for thou hast brought thy 
servant into a covenant of the 
Lord with thee: but if there be 
in me iniquity, slay me thyself; 
for why shouldest thou bring me 
to thy father? e And Jonathan 
said, Far be it from thee: for 
if I knew certainly that evil were 
determined by my father to come 
upon thee, then would not I tell 
it thee? 10 Then said David to 
Jonathan, Who shall tell me? 
or what if thy father answer 
thee roughly? 11 And Jonathan 
said unto David, Come, and let 
us go out into the field. 

And they went out both of 
them into the field. I2 And Jona¬ 
than said unto David, O Lord 
God of Israel, when I have sound¬ 
ed my father about to-morrow 
any time, or the third day, and, 
behold, if he be good toward 
David, and I then send not unto 
thee, and disclose it unto thee; 
“The Lord do so and much more 
to Jonathan: but if it please my 
father to do thee evil, then I will 
disclose it unto thee, and send 
thee away, that thou mayest go 
in peace: and the Lord be with 
thee, as he hath been with my 
father. “And thou shalt not only 
while yet I live shew me the 


kindness of the Lord, that I die 
not: 16 But also thou shalt not 
cut off thy kindness from my 
house for ever: no, not when the 
Lord hath cut off the enemies of 
David every one from the face 
of the earth. 

ia So Jonathan made a covenant 
with the house of David, saying, 
Let the Lord even require it at 
the hand of David’s enemies. 
17 And Jonathan caused David to 
swear again, because he loved 
him: for he loved him as he loved 
his own soul. “Then Jonathan 
said to David, To-morrow is the 
new moon: and thou shalt be 
missed, because thy seat will be 
empty. “And when thou hast 
stayed three days, then thou shalt 
go down quickly, and come to the 
place where thou didst hide thy¬ 
self when the business was in 
hand, and shalt remain by the 
stone Ezel. ao And I will shoot 
three arrows on the side thereof, 
as though I shot at a mark. “And, 
behold, I will send a lad, saying, 
Go, find the arrows. If I ex¬ 
pressly say unto the lad, Behold, 
the arrows are on this side of 
thee, take them; then come thou: 
for there is peace to thee, and no 
hurt; as the Lord liveth. “But 
if I say thus unto the young man, 
Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the Lord 
hath sent thee away. “And as 
touching the matter which thou 
and I have spoken of, behold, the 
Lord be between thee and me for 
ever. 

3< So David hid himself in the 
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field: and when the new moon 
was come, the king sat him down 
to the meal to eat. “And the king 
sat upon his seat, as at other 
times, even upon a seat by the 
wall: and Jonathan arose, and 
Abner sat by Saul’s side, and 
David's place was empty. “Never¬ 
theless Saul spoke not any thing 
that day: for he thought, Some¬ 
thing hath befallen him, he is 
not clean; surely he is not clean. 

27 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, which was the second 
day of the month, that David’s 
place was empty: and Saul said 
unto Jonathan his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jesse to 
the meal, neither yesterday, nor 
to-day? 28 And Jonathan answered 
Saul, David earnestly asked leave 
of me to go to Beth-lehem: “And 
he said, Let me go, I pray thee; 
for our family hath a sacrifice 
in the city; and my brother, he 
hath commanded me to be there: 
and now, if I have found favour 
in thine eyes, let me get away, 
I pray thee, and see my brethren. 
Therefore he cometh not unto the 
king’s table. “Then Saul’s anger 
was kindled against Jonathan, 
and he said unto him, Thou son 
of the perverse rebellious woman, 
do not I know that thou hast 
chosen the son of Jesse to thine 
own shame, and unto the shame 
of thy mother's nakedness? 31 For 
as long as the son of Jesse liveth 
upon the earth, thou shalt not 
be established, nor thy kingdom. 
Wherefore now send and fetch 
him unto me, for he is worthy 


of death. a2 And Jonathan a 
swered Saul his father, and sa 
unto him. Wherefore shall he 
slain? what hath he done? 33 A 
Saul cast a javelin at him 
smite him: whereby Jonath 
knew that it was determined 1 
his father to slay David. 34 
Jonathan arose from the lal 
in fierce anger, and did eat 
food the second day of the mont 
for he was grieved for David, 1 
cause his father had done li 
shame. 

“And it came to pass in I 
morning, that Jonathan went .i 
into the field at the time a 
pointed with David, and a lil 
lad with him. “And he said un 
his lad, Run, find now the s 
rows which I shoot. And 
the lad ran, he shot an arr< 
beyond him. 37 And when the 1 
was come to the place of t 
arrow which Jonathan had sin 
Jonathan cried after the lad, ai 
said, Is not the arrow beyoi 
thee? “And Jonathan cried aft 
the lad, Make speed, hasten, sh 
not. And Jonathan’s lad gatln r 
up the arrows, and came to li 
master. “But the lad knew n 
any thing: only Jonathan ai 
David knew the matter. ‘‘°Aj 
J onathan gave his weapons un 
his lad, and said unto him, G 
carry them to the city. * l And i 
soon as the lad was gone, Dav 
arose out of a place toward H 
south, and fell on his face to tl 
ground, and bowed himself 11m 
times: and they kissed one m 
other, and wept one with anofhe 
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util David exceeded. “And Jo- 
athan said to David, Go in 
eace, forasmuch as we have 
vorn both of us in the name of 
le Lord, saying, The Lord be 
;tween me and thee, and be- 
voen my seed and thy seed for 
:er. 

And lie arose and departed: 
and Jonathan went into the 
ty. 

3 Then came David to Nob to 
!iimelech the priest: and Ahi- 
elech hastened to meet David, 
d said unto him, Why art thou 
one, and no man with thee? 
nd David said unto Ahimelech 
e priest, The king hath com- 
anded me a business, and hath 
Id unto me, Let no man know 
y thing of the business where- 
cut I send thee, and what I 
ive commanded thee: and I 
ve appointed my servants to 
ch and such a place. 4 Now 
?refore what iB under thine 
nd? give me five loaves of 
ead in mine hand, or what there 
i present. B And the priest an- 
tered David, and said, There is 
common bread under mine 
nd, but there is hallowed bread; 
the young men have kept them- 
ives at least from women. °And 
ivid answered the priest, and 
id unto him, Of a truth women 
rve been kept from us about 
ese three days, since I came 
t, and the vessels of the young 
en are holy, and the bread is 
.a manner common, yea, though 
i were sanctified this day in the 
usel. 7 So the priest gave him 


hallowed bread: for there was no 
bread there but the shewbread, 
that was taken from before the 
Lord, to put hot bread in the 
day when it was taken away. 

8 Now a certain man of the ser¬ 
vants of Saul was there that day, 
detained before the Lord; and 
his name was Do eg, an Edom¬ 
ite, the chiefest of the herdmen 
that belonged to Saul. 

“And David said unto Ahime¬ 
lech, And is there not here under 
thine hand spear or sword? for I 
have neither brought my sword 
nor my weapons with me, because 
the king's business was press¬ 
ing. “And the priest said, The 
sword of Goliath the Philistine, 
whom thou slewest in the valley 
of Elali, behold, it is here wrapped 
in a cloth behind the ephod: if 
thou wilt lake that, take it: for 
there is no other save that here. 
And David said, There is none 
like that; give it me. 

“And David arose, and fled 
that day for fear of Saul, and 
went to Achish the king of Gath. 

“And the servants of Achish 
said unto him, la not this David 
the king of the land? did they 
not sing one to another of him 
in dances, saying, Saul hath slain 
his thousands, and David his ten 
thousands? “And David laid up 
these words in his heart, and was 
sore afraid of Achish the king of 
Gath. “And he changed his be¬ 
haviour before them, and feigned 
himself mad in their hands, and 
scribbled on the doors of the 
gate, and let his spittle fall down 
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upon his beard. 19 Then said 
Achish unto his servants, Lo, ye 
see the man is mad: wherefore 
then have ye brought him to me? 
16 Have I need of madmen, that 
ye have brought this fellow to 
play the madman in my presence? 
shall this fellow come into my 
house ? 

David therefore departed 
thence, and escaped to the 
cave of Adullam: and when his 
brethren and all his father's 
house heard it, they went down 
thither to him. 2 And every one 
that was in distress, and every 
one that was in debt, and every 
one that was discontented, gath¬ 
ered themselves unto him; and 
he became a captain over them: 
and there were with him about 
four hundred men. 

3 And David went thence to 
Mizpeh of Moab: and he said un¬ 
to the king of Moab, Let my fa¬ 
ther and my mother, I pray thee, 
come forth, and be with you, till 
I know what God will do for me. 
4 And he brought them before the 
king of Moab: and they dwelt 
with him all the while that David 
was in the stronghold. 

5 And the prophet Gad said un¬ 
to David, Abide not in the strong¬ 
hold ; depart, and get thee into 
the land of Judah. Then David 
departed, and came into the forest 
of Hereth. 

6 When Saul heard that David 
was discovered, and the men that 
were with him, (now Saul abode 
in Gibeah under a tree in Ra- 


mah, having his spear in hi 
hand, and all his servants wer 
standing about him-) 7 Then Sai 
said unto his servants that stoo 
about him. Hear now, ye Her 
jamites; will the son of Jesse giv 
every one of you fields and vim 
yards, and make you all captain 
of thousands, and captains « 
hundreds; 8 That all of you hav 
conspired against me, and tin r 
is none that disclosetli to in 
that my son hath made a leagu 
with the son of Jesse, and tin r 
is none of you that is sorry to 
me, or discloseth unto mo (ha 
my son hath stirred up my sei 
vant against me, to lie in wail 
as at this day? “Then answere 
Doeg the Edomite, who was so 
over the servants of Saul, an 
said, I saw the son of Jesse com 
ing to Nob, to Ahimelech the so 
of Ahitub. ,0 And he inquired o 
the Lord for him, and gave hir 
victuals, and gave him the swor 
of Goliath the Philistine. 

n Then the king sent to ca 
Ahimelech the priest, the son o 
Ahitub, and all his father’s hmis* 
the priests that were in Nob 
and they came all of them to tli 
king. 12 And Saul said, Hear now 
thou son of Ahitub. And he tin 
swered. Here I am, my lore 
13 And Saul said unto him, Wh 
have ye conspired against nu 
thou and the son of Jesse, i 
that thou hast given him breac 
and a sword, and hast inquire- 
of God for him, that he shoul- 
rise against me, to lie in wail 
as at this day? 14 Then Ahimelec: 
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answered the king, and said, And 
who is so faithful among all thy 
servants as David, who is the 
king’s son-in-law, and goeth at 
thy hidding, and is honourable 
in thine house? ,5 Did I to-day 
begin to inquire of God for him? 
hi' it far from me: let not the 
king impute any thing unto his 
servant, nor to all the house of 
my father: for thy servant knew 
nothing of all this, less or more. 
1fl And the king said, Thou ahalt 
surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and 
all thy father's house, 

17 And the king said unto the 
fonlmen that stood about him, 
iTurn, and slay the priests of the 
Lord; because their hand al9o is 
1 witli David, and because they 
iknew when he fled, and did not 
Idisdose it to me. But the ser¬ 
vants of the king would not put 
'forth their hand to fall upon the 
Ipriests of the lord. 19 And the 
Iking said to Doeg, Turn thou, 
and fall upon the priests. And 
|Doeg the Edomite turned, and he 
J fell upon the priests, and slew 
on that day fourscore and five 
(persons that did wear n linen 
ephod. 

ll, And Nob, the city of the 
priests, smote he with the edge 
of the sword, both men and wo- 
ffnt'ii, children and sucklings, and 
oxen, and asses, and sheep, with 
Jthe edge of the sword. 

ao And one of the sons of Ahi- 
fnelech the Bon of Ahitub, named 
biathar, escaped, and fled after 
avid 21 And Abiathar told David 
(that Saul had slain the Lord’s 


priests. “And David said unto 
Abiathar, I knew it that day, 
when Doeg the Edomite was 
there, that he would surely tell 
Saul: I have occasioned the death 
of all the persons of thy father’s 
house. 2a Abide thou with ms, 
fear not: for he that seeketh 
my life seeketh thy life: but 
with me thou shalt be in safe¬ 
guard. 

Then they told David, say¬ 
ing, Behold, the Philistines 
fight against Keilah, and they rob 
the threshing-floors, therefore 
David inquired of the Lord, say¬ 
ing, Shall I go and smite these 
Philistines? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go, and smite the 
Philistines, and save Keilah. 3 And 
David’s men said unto him, Be¬ 
hold, we are afraid here in Judah: 
how much more then if we come 
to Keilah against the armies of 
the Philistines? 4 Then David in¬ 
quired of the Lord yet again. 
And the Lord answered him and 
said, Arise, go down to Keilah; 
for I will deliver the Philistines 
into thine hand. 3 So David and 
his men went to Keilah, and 
fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their cattle, and 
smote them with a great slaugh¬ 
ter. So David saved the inhabi¬ 
tants of Keilah. 

fl And it came to pass, when 
Abiathar the son of Ahimelech 
fled to David to Keilah, that he 
came down with an ephod in his 
hand. 

7 And it was told Saul that Da- 



vid was come to Keilah. And 
Saul said, God hath delivered 
him into mine hand; for he is 
shut in, by entering into a town 
that hath gates and bars. 8 And 
Saul called all the people together 
to war, to go down to Keilah, to 
besiege David and his men. 

e And David knew that Saul se¬ 
cretly devised mischief against 
him; and he said to Abiathar the 
priest, Bring hither the ephod. 
10 Then said David, 0 Lord God 
of Israel, thy servant hath cer¬ 
tainly heard that Saul seeketh 
to come to Keilah, to destroy the 
city for my sake. ''Will the men 
of Keilah deliver me up into 
his hand? will Saul come down, 
as thy servant hath heard? 0 
Lord God of Israel, I beseech 
thee, tell thy servant. And the 
Lord said, He will come down. 
32 Then said David, Will the men 
of Keilah deliver me and my men 
into the hand of Saul? And the 
Lord said. They will deliver thee 
up. 13 Then David and his men, 
who were about six hundred, 
arose and departed out of Keilah, 
and went whithersoever they 
could go. And it was told Saul 
that David was escaped from 
Keilah; and he forbore to go 
forth. 

14 And David abode in the wil¬ 
derness in strongholds, and re¬ 
mained in a mountain in the wil¬ 
derness of Ziph. And Saul sought 
him every day, but God delivered 
him not into his hand. ,5 And 
David saw that Saul was come 
out to seek his life: and David 


was in the wilderness of Ziph 
a wood. 

38 And Jonathan Saul’s son 
rose, and went to David into 
wood, and strengthened his lu 
in God. 17 And lie said unto h 
Fear not: for the hand of S 
my father shall not find th 
and thou shalt be king over 
rael, and I shall be next u 
thee; and that also Saul my 
ther knoweth. ,s And they t 
made a covenant before the Lo: 
and David abode in the wood, ; 
Jonathan went to his house. 

,e Then came up the Ziphit.es 
Saul to Gibeah, saying, Belli 
David hideth himself with us 
strongholds in the wood, in 
hill of Hachilah, which is on 
south of Jeshimon? 20 Now Hit 1 
fore, 0 king, come down acco 
ing to all the desire of thy a 
to come down; and our part si 
be to deliver him into the kin 
hand. 21 And Saul said, Blessed 
ye of the Lord; for ye have e< 
passion on me. 22 Go, I pray y 
prepare yet, and know and 
his place where his haunt 
and who hath seen him the 
for it is told me that he deal 
very subtly. 23 See therefore, n 
take knowledge of all the lurk 
places where he hideth himsi 
and come ye again to me with 
certainty, and I will go with yc 
and it shall come to pass, if 
be in the land, that I will sen 
him out throughout all the th 
sands of Judah. 24 And they arc 
and went to Ziph before Sn 
but David and his men were

•"Saul also and his men went 
to seek him. And they told David: 
wherefore he came down to the 
rock, and abode in the wilder¬ 
ness of Maon. And when Saul 
Ih-mtcI that, he pursued after 
David in the wilderness of Maon. 
••And Saul went on this side of 
the mountain, and David and 
his men on that side of the moun¬ 
tain: and David made haste to 
get away for fear of Saul; for 
Saul and his men compassed Da¬ 
vid and his men round about 
to take them. 37 But there came 
a messenger unto Saul, saying, 
Haste thee, and come; for the 
Philistines have invaded the land. 
••Wherefore Saul returned from 
pursuing after David, and went 
against the Philistines: therefore 
'they called that place Sela-ham- 
Unuhlekoth. Z0 And David went up 
from thence, and dwelt in strong¬ 
holds at En-gedi. 

And it came to pass, when 
Saul was returned from fol¬ 
lowing the Philistines, that it 
was told him, saying, Behold, 
David is in the wilderness of 
'En-gedi. a Then Saul took three 
thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and went to seek David 
and his men upon the rocks of 
the wild goats. "And he came to 
the sheepcotes by the way, where 
was a cave; and Saul went in to 
cover his feet: and David and hiB 
men remained in the sides of the 
cave. ‘And the men of David 
fluid unto him, Behold the day 


of which the Lord said unto thee, 
Behold, I will deliver thine enemy 
into thine hand, that thou mayest 
do to him as it shall seem good 
unto thee. Then David arose, and 
cut off the skirt of Saul's robe 
privily. 

•And it came to pass after¬ 
ward, that David's heart Bmote 
him, because he had cut off Saul’s 
skirt. 8 And he said unto his men. 
The Lord forbid that I should 
do this thing unto my master, 
the Lord’s anointed, to stretch 
forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he is the anointed of the 
Lord. 7 So David stayed his ser¬ 
vants with these words, and suf¬ 
fered them not to rise against 
Saul. But Saul rose up out of the 
cave, and went on his way. 

•David also arose afterward, 
and went out of the cave, and 
cried after Saul, saying, My lord 
the king. And when Saul looked 
behind him, David stooped with 
his face to the earth, and bowed 
himself. ®And David said to Saul, 
Wherefore hearest thou men's 
words, saying, Behold, David 
seeketh thy hurt? 10 Behold, this 
day thine eyes have seen how 
that the Lord had delivered thee 
to-day into mine hand in the cave: 
and some bade me kill thee: but 
mine eye spared thee; and I said, 
I will not put forth mine hand 
against my lord; for he is the 
Lord’s anointed. "Moreover, my 
father, see, yea, see the skirt of 
thy robe in my hand: for in that 
I cut off the skirt of thy robe, 
and killed thee not, know thou 
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and see that there is neither evil 
nor transgression in mine hand, 
and I have not sinned against 
thee; yet thou huntest my soul 
to take it. ”The Lord judge be¬ 
tween me and thee, and the Lord 
avenge me of thee: but mine 
hand shall not be upon thee. 13 As 
saith the proverb of the ancients, 
Wickedness proceedeth from the 
wicked: but mine hand shall not 
be upon thee. 14 After whom is 
the king of Israel come out? af¬ 
ter whom dost thou pursue? after 
a dead dog, after a flea. 15 The 
Lord therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and 
see, and plead my cause, and de¬ 
liver me out of thine hand. 

18 And it came to pass, when 
David had made an end of speak¬ 
ing these words unto Saul, that 
Saul said, Js this thy voice, my 
son David? And Saul lifted up 
his voice and wept. 17 And he said 
to David, Thou art more right¬ 
eous than I: for thou hast re¬ 
warded me good, whereas I have 
rewarded thee evil. 18 And thou 
hast shewn this day how that 
thou hast dealt well with me: 
forasmuch as when the Lord had 
delivered me into thine hand, 
thou killedst me not. ie For if a 
man find his enemy, will he let 
him go well away? wherefore the 
Lord reward thee good for that 
thou hast done unto me this day. 
20 And now, behold, I know well 
that thou shalt surely be king, 
and that the kingdom of Israel 
shall be established in thine hand. 
31 Swear now therefore unto me 


by the Lord, that thou wilt no 
cut off my seed after me, am 
that thou wilt not destroy m; 
name out of my father's house 
22 And David swore unto Saul 
And Saul went home; but Davii 
and his men got them up unh 
the stronghold. 

And Samuel died; and nl 
the Israelites were gathern 
together, and lamented him, am 
buried him in his house at Ha 
mah. And David arose, and wi n 
down to the wilderness of Pa ran 

2 And there was a man in Maun 
whose possessions were in far 
mel; and the man was very gival 
and he had three thousand sIhvji 
and a thousand goats: and h 
was shearing his sheep in Car 
mel. 3 Now the name of the niai 
was Nabal; and the name of hi 
wife Abigail: and she was i 
woman of good understanding 
and of a beautiful countenance 
but the man was hard and evi 
in his doings; and he was of th< 
house of Caleb. 

4 And David heard in the wil 
derness that Nabal did shear hii 
sheep. s And David sent out tei 
young men, and David said unt* 
the young men, Get you up 1* 
Carmel, and go to Nabal, am 
greet him in my name: 6 And thui 
shall ye say, For life, peace b< 
both to thee, and peace be to thin< 
house, and peace be unto all tha 
thou hast. 7 And now I have hear* 
that thou hast shearers: now tli; 
shepherds that were with us, w 
hurt them not, neither was Hut 
ought missing unto them, all tli 
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while they were in Carmel. 8 Ask 
thy young men, and they will tell 
thee. Wherefore let the young 
men find favor in thine eyes: for 
we come in a good day: give, I 
pray thee, whatsoever cometh to 
thine hand unto thy servants, and 
In thy son David. 

p And when David's young men 
came, they spoke to Nabal ac¬ 
cording to all those words in the 
name of Duvid, and ceased. 10 And 
Nabal answered David’s servants, 
and said, Who ia David? and who 
is the son of Jesse? there are 
many servants now-a-days that 
break away every man from his 
maBter. 1 ‘Shall I then take my 
breud, and my water, and my 
flesh that I have killed for my 
shearers, and give it unto men, 
whom I know not whence they 
are? 

“So David’s young men turned 
their way, and went again, and 
came and told him all those say¬ 
ings. 13 And David said unto his 
men, Gird ye on every man his 
sword. And they girded on every 
man his sword; and David also 
girded on his sword: and there 
went up after David about four 
hundred men; and two hundred 
abode by the stuff. 

,4 But one of the young men 
told Abigail, Nabal’s wife, say¬ 
ing, Behold, David sent messen¬ 
gers out of the wilderness to greet 
our master; and he was harsh 
to them. “But the men were 
'very good unto us, and we were 
mot hurt, neither missed we any 
Ithing, as long as we were con¬ 


versant with them, when we were 
in the fields: “They were a wall 
unto us both by night and day, 
all the while we were with them 
keeping the sheep: ,7 Now there¬ 
fore know and consider what thou 
wilt do; for evil is determined 
against our master, and against 
all his household: for he is such 
a wicked man, that one cannot 
Bpeak to him. 

“Then Abigail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two 
bottles of wine, and five sheep 
ready dressed, and five measures 
of parched com, and a hundred 
clusters of raisins, and two hun¬ 
dred cakes of figs, and laid them 
on asses. “And she said unto 
her servants, Go on before me; 
behold, I come after you. But 
she told not her husband Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode 
on the ass, that she came down 
by the covert of the hill, and, 
behold, David and his men came 
down against her; and she met 
them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely 
in vain have I kept all that this 
fellow hath in the wilderness, so 
that nothing was missed of all 
that pertained unto him: and he 
hath requited me evil for good. 
“So and more also do God unto 
the enemies of David, if I leave 
of all that pertain to him by the 
morning light as much as a single 
male. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, 
she hastened, and lighted off the 
ass, and fell before David on her 
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face, and bowed herself to the 
ground. 24 And fell at his feet, 
and said, Upon me, my lord upon 
me let this iniquity be: and let 
thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine ears, and hear the 
words of thine handmaid. 25 Let 
not my lord, I pray thee, regard 
this wicked man, even Nabal: 
for as his name is, so is he; Na¬ 
bal is his name, and villainy is 
with him: but I thine handmaid 
saw not the young men of my 
lord, whom thou didst send. 
26 Now therefore, my lord, as the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, seeing the Lord hath with- 
holden thee from coming to shed 
blood, and from avenging thyself 
with thine own hand, now let 
thine enemies, and they that seek 
evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 27 And 
now this blessing which thine 
handmaid hath brought unto my 
lord, let it even be given unto the 
young men that follow my lord. 
28 I pray thee, forgive the tres¬ 
pass of thine handmaid: for the 
Lord will certainly make my lord 
a sure house; because my lord 
fighteth th~e battles of the Lord, 
and evil hath not been found in 
thee all thy days. 20 Yet a man 
is risen to pursue thee, and to 
seek thy soul: but the soul of my 
lord shall be bound in the bundle 
of life with the Lord thy God; 
and the souls of thine enemies, 
them shall he sling out, as out of 
the middle of a sling. 30 And it 
shall come to pass, when the 
Lord shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that he 


hath spoken concerning thee, an 
shall have appointed thee rule 
over Israel; 31 That this shall b 
no grief unto thee, nor offenc 
of heart unto my lord, eithe 
that thou hast shed blood withon 
cause, or that my lord hat 
avenged himself: but when th 
Lord shall have dealt well wit 
my lord, then remember thin 
handmaid. 

32 And David said to Abigai 
Blessed be the Lord God of Israe 
who sent thee this day to mot* 
me: 33 And blessed be thy advice 
and blessed be thou, who hast kop 
me this day from coming to she 
blood, and from avenging myscj 
with mine own hand. 3< For i 
very deed, as the Lord God o 
Israel liveth, who hath kepi m 
back from hurting thee, exeop 
thou hadst hastened and come t 
meet me, surely there had no 
been left unto Nabal by th 
morning light as much as a singl 
male. 

33 So David received of her ban 
that which she had brought bur 
and said unto her. Go up in pone 
to thine house; see, I have heark 
ened to thy voice, and have ai 
cepted thy person. 

3<5 And Abigail came to Nabal 
and, behold, he held a feast i 
his house, like the feast of 
king; and Nabal’s heart iva 
merry within him, for he ten 
very drunken: wherefore she tol 
him nothing, less or more, unt 
the morning light. 

3T But it came to pass in lh 
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morning, when the wine was 
gone out of Nabal, and his wife 
had told him these things, that 
his heart died within him, and he 
became as a stone. riH And it came 
to pass about ten days after, that 
the Lord smote Nabal, that he 
died. 

"•And when David heard that 
NAhal was dead, he said, Blessed 
be the Lord, that hath pleaded 
the cause of my reproach from 
the hand of Nabal, and hath kept 
his servant from evil: for the 
lord hath returned the wicked¬ 
ness of Nabal upon his own head. 
And David sent and communed 
with Abigail, to take her to him 
to wife. 

40 And when the servants of 
David were come to Abigail to 
Carmel, they spoke unto her, say 
ing, David sent us unto thee, to 
take thee to him to wife. 41 And 
she arose, and bowed herself on 
her face to the earth, and said, 
Behold, let thine handmaid be a 
servant to wash the feet of the 
servants of my lord. 4a And Abi¬ 
gail hastened, and arose, and rode 
upon an ass, with five damsels 
of hers that went after her; and 
she went after the messengers 
of David, and became his wife. 

* n David also took Ahinoam of 
Jezreel; and they were also both 
of them his wives. 44 But Saul 
had given Michal his daughter, 
David’s wife, to Palti the son of 
Laish, who was of Gallim. 

And the Ziphites came unto 
Saul to Gibeah, saying, Be¬ 
hold, David hideth himself in the 


hill of Hachilah, which is before 
Jeshimon. 2 Then Saul arose, and 
went down to the wilderness of 
Ziph, having three thousand 
chosen men of Israel with him, 
to seek David in the wilderness 
of Ziph. a And Saul pitched in the 
hill of Hachilah, which is before 
Jeshimon, by the way. But David 
abode in the wilderness, and he 
saw that Saul came after him in¬ 
to the wilderness. 4 David there¬ 
fore sent out spies, and under¬ 
stood that Saul was come in very 
deed. 5 And David arose, and 
came to the place where Saul had 
pitched; and David beheld the 
place where Saul lay, and Abner 
the son of Ner, the captain of his 
host: and Saul lay in the en¬ 
closure of the camp and the peo¬ 
ple pitched round about him. 

8 Then answered David and said 
to Ahimelech the Hitfite, and to 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah, broth¬ 
er to Joab, saying, Who will go 
down with me to Saul to the 
camp? And Abishai said, I will 
go down with thee. 7 So David 
and Abishai came to the people 
by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the enclosure, and 
his spear stuck in the ground 
at his head: but Abner and the 
people lay round about him. 

8 Then said Abishai to David, 
God hath delivered thine enemy 
into thine hand this day: now 
therefore let me smite him, I 
pray thee, with the spear even 
to the earth at once, and I will 
not smite him the second time. 
“And David said to Abishai, De- 



stroy him not: for who can 
stretch forth his hand against 
the Lord's anointed, and be guilt¬ 
less? 10 David said furthermore, 
As the Lord liveth, the Lord shall 
smite him; or his day shall come 
to die; or he shall descend into 
battle, and perish. "The Lord 
forbid that I should stretch forth 
mine hand against the Lord’s 
anointed: but, I pray thee, take 
thou now the spear that is at his 
head, and the cruse of water, and 
let us go. 

12 So David took the spear and 
the cruse of water from Saul’s 
head; and they went their way, 
and no man saw it, nor knew it, 
neither awaked: for they were 
all asleep; because a deep sleep 
from the Lord was fallen upon 
them. 

13 Then David went over to the 
other side, and stood on the top 
of a hill afar off; a great space 
being between them: "And Da¬ 
vid cried to the people, and to 
Abner the son of Ner, saying, 
Answerest thou not, Abner? Then 
Abner answered and said, Who 
art thou that criest to the king? 
"And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man? and 
who is like to thee in Israel? 
wherefore then hast thou not 
kept guard over thy lord the king? 
for there came one of the people 
in to destroy the king thy lord. 
"This thing is not good that thou 
hast done. As the Lord liveth, 
ye are worthy to die, because ye 
have not kept guard over your 
master, the Lord's anointed. And 


now see where the king's spear i 
and the cruse of water that w 
at his head. 

"And Saul knew David's voic 
and said, Is this thy voice, n 
son David? And David said, It 
my voice, my lord, 0 king. 19 Ai 
he said, Wherefore doth my lo 
thus pursue after his servan 
for what have I done? or wh 
evil is in mine hand? 10 Nr. 
therefore, I pray thee, let n 
lord the king hear the words 
his servant. If the Lord hn 
stirred thee up against mo, 1 
him accept an offering: bul 
they be the children of mo 
cursed be they before the Lon 
for they have driven me out ill 
day from abiding in the inliei 
tance of the Lord, saying, G 
serve other gods. 20 Now thor 
fore, let not my blood fall to tl 
earth before the face of the lion 
for the king of Israel is come o 
to seek a flea, as when one do 
hunt a partridge in the mou 
tains. 

2, Then said Saul, I have sinnet 
return, my son David: for I w 
no more do thee harm, becaui 
my soul was precious in tliii 
eyes this day: behold, I ha' 
played the fool, and have em 
exceedingly. “And David a 
swered and said, Behold tl 
king’s spear! and let one of tl 
young men come over and felt 
it. “The Lord render to evoi 
man his righteousness and h 
faithfulness: for the Lord d 
livered thee into my hand to-da 
but I would not stretch forth mil 
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Itund against the Lord's anointed. 
a< And, behold, as thy life was 
greatly valued this day in mine 
eyes, so let my life be greatly 
valued in the eyes of the Lord, 
and let him deliver me out of all 
tribulation. “Then Saul said to 
David, Blessed be thou, my son 
l*«vid: thou shalt both do great 
things, and also shall still prevail. 
So David went on his way, and 
Saul returned to his place. 

And David said in his hear^, 
I shall now perish one day 
by the hand of Saul: there is 
nothing better for me than that 
I should speedily escape into the 
land of the Philistines; and Saul 
shall despair of me, to seek me 
any more in all the borders of 
Israel: so shall I escape out of 
his hand. 

'■'And David arose, and he 
pussed over with the six hundred 
men that were with him unto 
Aehish, the son of Maoch, king 
of Gath. n And David dwelt with 
Aehish at Gath, he and his men, 
every man with his household, 
even David with his two wives, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal's 
I wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that Da- 
,’vid was fled to Gath: and he 
iflought no more again for him. 

r, And David said unto Aehish, 
df I have now found grace in 
(thine eyes, let them give me a 
place in some town in the country, 
Ithat I may dwell there: for why 
Should thy servant dwell in the 


royal city with thee? e Then 
Aehish gave him Ziklag that 
day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth 
unto the kings of Judah unto this 
day. 

7 And the time that David dwelt 
in the country of the Philistines 
was a full year and four months. 

g And David and his men went 
up, and invaded the Geshurites, 
and the Gezrites, and the Ama- 
lekites: for those nations were of 
old the inhabitants of the land, 
as thou goest to Shur, even unto 
the land of Egypt. e And David 
smote the land, and left neither 
man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, 
and the asses, and the camels, 
and the apparel, and returned, 
and came to Aehish. “And A- 
chish said, Whither have ye made 
a raid to-day? And David said, 
Against the south of Judah, and 
against the south of the Jerah- 
meelites, and against the south 
of the Kenites. 

"And David saved neither man 
nor woman alive, to bring ti¬ 
dings to Gath, saying. Lest they 
should tell on us, saying, So did 
David, and so will be his manner 
all the while he dwelleth in the 
country of the Philistines. “And 
Aehish believed David, saying, He 
hath made himself utterly loath¬ 
some to his people, to Israel; 
therefore he shall be my servant 
for ever. 

And it came to paSB in those 
days, that the Philistines 
gathered their armies together 
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for warfare, to fight with Israel. 
And Achish said unto David, 
Know thou assuredly, that thou 
shalt go out with me to battle, 
thou and thy men. 2 And David 
said to Achish, Surely thou shalt 
know what thy servant can do. 
And Achish said to David, There¬ 
fore wilT I make thee keeper of 
mine head for ever. 

8 Now Samuel was dead, and all 
Israel had lamented him, and 
buried him in Ramah, even in 
his own city. 

And Saul had put away those 
that had familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of the land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came and 
pitched in Shunem: and Saul 
gathered all Israel together, and 
they pitched in Gilboa. 5 And when 
Saul saw the host of the Philis¬ 
tines, he was afraid, and his 
heart greatly trembled. fl And 
when Saul inquired of the Lord, 
the Lord answered him not, nei¬ 
ther by dreams, nor by Urim, nor 
by prophets. 7 Then said Saul unto 
his servants, Seek me a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit, that 
I may go to her, and inquire of 
her. And his servants said to him, 
Behold, there is a woman that 
hath a familiar spirit at En-dor. 

B And Saul disguised himself, 
and put on other raiment, and 
he went, and two men with him, 
and they came to the woman by 
night: and he said, I pray thee, 
divine unto me by the familiar 
spirit, and bring me him up, 


whom I shall name unto thee. 
®And the woman said unto him, 
Behold, thou knowest what Saul 
hath done, how he hath cut off 
those that have familiar spirits, 
and the wizards, out of the land: 
wherefore then layest thou r 
snare for my life, to cause mu 
to die? ,0 So Saul swore to her 
by the Lord, saying, As the lord 
liveth, there shall no punishment 
happen to thee for this thing 
"Then said the woman, Whom 
shall I bring up unto thee? And 
he said. Bring me up Samuel 
,2 And when the woman saw Sam¬ 
uel, she cried with a loud voice: 
and the woman spoke to Siml 
saying, Why hast thou deceived 
me? for thou art Saul. 13 And the 
king said unto her, Be not afraid: 
for what sawest thou? And tin 
woman said unto Saul, I saw i 
divine being ascending out of the 
earth. 14 And he said unto her 
What form is he of? And she 
said, An old man cometh up; anc 
he is covered with a mantle. Anr 
Saul perceived that it was Samu 
el, and he stooped with his fa cm 
to the ground, and bowed him 
self. 

15 And Samuel said to Saul, Whj 
hast thou disquieted me, to brinj 
me up? And Saul answered, 
am sore distressed; for the Phi 
listines make war against me, anc 
God is departed from me, nn« 
answereth me no more, neithe 
by prophets, nor by dreams 
therefore I have called thee, tha 
thou mayest make known unt 
me what I shall do. l6 Then «ai 
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Samuel, Wherefore then dost thou 
BAk of me, .seeing - the Lord is de- 
pa lied from thee, and is become 
thine enemy? I7 And the Lord 
hath done to him, as he spoke 
by me: for the Ix>rd hath rent 
the kingdom out of thine hand, 
and given it to thy neighbour, 
ri'iii to David: ’“Because thou 
obeyedst not the voice of the Lord, 
nor executedst his fierce wrath 
upon Amalek, therefore hath the 
Lord done this thing unto thee 
this day. ,6 Moroover the Lord will 
also deliver Israel with thee into 
the hand of the Philistines: and 
to-morrow shall thou and thy sons 
be with me: the I/>rd also shall 
deliver the host of Israel into the 
hand of the Philistines. 

“"Then Saul fell straightway 
all along on the earth, and was 
sore afraid, because of the words 
i of Samuel: and there was no 
i(itrengt.h in him; Tor lie had eaten 
i no bread all the day, nor all the 
i night. 

21 And the woman came unto 
Saul, and saw that lie was sore 
I troubled, and said unto him, Be¬ 
hold, thine handmaid hath obeyed 
:thy voice, and I have put my life 
iin my hand, and have hearkened I 
unto thy words which thou s pok¬ 
iest unto me. 22 Now therefore, I 
(pray thee, hearken thou also un- 
|to the voice of thine handmaid, 
land let me set a morsel of bread 
ibefore thee; and eat, that thou 
muyest have strength, when thou 
goest on thy way. “But he re¬ 
fused, and said, I will not eat. 
But his servants, together with 


the woman, compelled him; and 
he hearkened unto their voice. So 
he arose from the earth, and sat 
upon the bed. 24 And the woman 
had a fatted calf in the house; 
and she hastened, and killed it, 
and took flour, and kneaded it, 
and did bake unleavened bread 
thereof: “And she brought it 
before Saul, and before his ser¬ 
vants; and they did eat. Then 
they rose up, and went away that 
night. 

Now the Philistines gathered 
together all their armies to 
Aphok: and the Israelites pitched 
by a fountain which is in Jezreel. 
2 And the lords of the Philistines 
passed on by hundreds, and by 
thousands: but David and hia 
men passed on in the rear with 
Achish. 

“Then said the princes of the 
Philistines, What do these He¬ 
brews here? And Achish said un¬ 
to the princes of the Philistines, 
Is not this David, the servant of 
Saul the king of Israel, who hath 
been with me these days, or these 
years, and I have found no fault 
in him since he fell unto me 
unto this day? 4 And the princes 
of the Philistines were wroth 
with him; and the princes of 
the Philistines said unto him, 
Make this fellow return, that he 
may go back to his place which 
thou hast appointed him, and let 
him not go down with us to 
battle, lest in the battle he be 
an adversary to us: for where¬ 
with should he reconcile himself 
unto his master? should it not be 




with the heads of these men? 
8 /s not this David, of whom they 
sang one to another in dances, 
saying, Saul sTew his thousands, 
and David his ten thousands? 

G Then Achish called David, and 
said unto him, Surely, as the 
Lord liveth, thou hast been up¬ 
right, and thy going out and thy 
coming in with me in the host 
is good in my sight: for I have 
not found evil in thee since the 
day of thy coming unto me unto 
this day: nevertheless the lords 
favour thee not. 7 Wherefore now 
return, and go in peace, that 
thou displease not the lords of the 
Philistines. B And David said un¬ 
to Achish, But what have I done? 
and what hast thou found in thy 
servant so long as I have been 
with thee unto this day, that I 
may not go and fight against the 
enemies of my lord the king? °And 
Achish answered and said to Da¬ 
vid, I know that thou art good in 
my sight, as an angel of God: 
notwithstanding the princes of 
the Philistines have said, He shall 
not go up with us to the battle. 
10 Wherefore now rise up early in 
the morning with thy master's 
servants that are come with thee: 
and as soon as ye are up early 
in the morning, and have light, 
depart. 

M So David and his men rose up 
early to depart in the morning, 
to return into the land of the 
Philistines. And the Philistines 
went up to Jezreel. 

And it came to pass, when 
David and his men were 


come to Ziklag on the third da> 
that the Amalekites had invadei 
the south, and Ziklag, and am it 
ten Ziklag, and burned it witl 
fire; 2 And had taken the womei 
captive, that were therein: the; 
slew not any, either great o 
small, but carried them away, am 
went on their way. a And when Da 
vid and his men came to the city 
and, behold, it was burned witl 
fire; and their wives, and thei 
sons, and their daughters, wcr 
taken captive. 

4 Then David and the people tha 
were with him lifted up thei 
voice and wept, until they hm 
no more power to weep. a Ani 
David’s two wives were lake 
captive, Ahinoam the Jezreeli 
tess, and Abigail the wife of Na 
bal the Carmelite. 

fl And David was greatly dis 
tressed; for the people spoke o 
stoning him, because the soul o 
all the people was grieved, over; 
man for his sons and for hi 
daughters: but David encourage 
himself in the Lord his God. 7 Am 
David said to Abiathar the priesl 
Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee 
bring me hither the ephod. Am 
Abiathar brought thither Ih 
ephod to David. "And David in 
quired of the Lord, saving, filial 
I pursue after this troop? slial 
I overtake them? And he an 
swered him, Pursue: for thoi 
shalt surely overtake them, am 
without fail recover all. 

9 So David went, he and the si: 
hundred men that were with hirn 
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hikI came to the brook Besor, 
i where those that were left be¬ 
hind stayed. l0 But David pur¬ 
sued, he and four hundred men: 
i. for two hundred abode behind, 
■■ who were ao faint that they could 
not go over the brook Besor. 

1l And they found an Egyptian 
Iti 1 he field, and brought him to 
David, and gave him bread, and 
I he did eat; and they made him 
i drink water; “And they gave 
I him a piece of a cake of figs, and 
I two clusters of raisins; and when 
ihe had eaten, his spirit came 
•again to him: for he had eaten 
i no bread, nor drunk any water, 
i three days and three nights. “And 
i David said unto him, To whom 
}bdongest thou? and whence art 
I thou? And he said, I am a young 
imnn of Egypt, servant to an Ama- 
llekile; and my master left me, 
because three days ago I fell sick. 
“We made an invasion upon the 
mouth of the Cherethites, and 
upon that which belongeth to Ju¬ 
dah, and upon the south of Ca¬ 
leb; and we burned Ziklag with 
fire. “And David said to him, 
Canst thou hring me down to this 
company? And he said, Swear 
;unto me by God, that thou wilt 
neither kill me, nor deliver me 
into the hands of my master, 
mnd I will bring thee down to 
this company. “And when he had 
ibrought him down, behold, they 
* were spread upon the face of ail 
'the land, eating and drinking, 
and dancing, because of all the 
!(treat spoil that they had taken 
out of the land of the Philistines, 


and out of the land of Judah. 

“And David smote them from 
the twilight even unto the eve¬ 
ning of the next day: and there 
escaped not a man of them, save 
four hundred young men, who 
rode upon camels, and fled. “And 
David recovered all that the Ama- 
lekites had carried away; and 
David rescued his two wives. 
“And there was nothing lacking 
to them, neither small nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, nei¬ 
ther spoil, nor any thing that 
they had taken to them: David 
recovered all. 20 And David took 
all the flocks and the herds, which 
they drove before those other 
cattle, and said. This is David’s 
spoil. 

2, And David came to the two 
hundred men, who were so faint 
that they could not follow David, 
whom they had made also to abide 
at the brook Besor: and they 
went forth to meet David, and 
to meet the people that were with 
him: and when David came near 
to the people, he saluted them. 
“Then answered all the evil and 
wicked men, of those that went 
with David, and Baid, Because 
they went not with us, we will 
not give them aught of the spoil 
that we have recovered, save to 
every man his wife and his chil¬ 
dren, that they may lead them 
away, and depart. “Then Baid 
David, Ye shall not do so, my 
brethren, with that which the 
Lord hath given us, who hath 
preserved us, and delivered the

35 And it was so from that day 
forward, that he made it a stat¬ 
ute and an ordinance for Israel 
unto this day. 

20 And when David came to Zik- 
lag, lie sent of the spoil unto the 
elders of Judah, everi to his 
friends, saying, Behold a present 
for you of the spoil of the ene¬ 
mies of the Lord; 27 To them that 
were in Beth-el, and to them that 
were in south Ramoth, and to 
them that were in Jattir, 2B And 
to them that were in Aroer, and 
to them that were in Siphmoth, 
*nd to them that were in Esh- 
temoa, 20 And to them that were 
in Rachal, and to them that were 
in the cities of the Jerahmeelites, 
and to them that were in the 
cities of the Kenites, 30 And to 
them that were in Hormah, and 
to them that were in Chor-ashan, 
and to them that were in Athach, 
ai And to them that were in He¬ 
bron, and to all the places where 
David himself and his men were 
wont to haunt. 

Now the Philistines fought 
against Israel: and the men 
of Israel fled from before the 
Philistines, and fell down slain 
in mount Gilboa. 2 And the Phi¬ 
listines followed hard upon Saul 
and upon his sons; and the Phi¬ 
listines slew Jonathan, and Abi- 


nadab, and Melchi-shua, Saul’s 
sons. 3 And the battle went sort* 
against Saul, and the men shoot¬ 
ing with the bow hit him; and 
he was sore wounded of the arch¬ 
ers. 4 Then said Saul unto his 
armour-bearer, Draw thy sword, 
and thrust me through therewith ; 
lest these uncircumcised come ami 
thrust me through, and abuse mo 
But his armour-bearer would not ; 
for he was sore afraid. Therefore 
Saul took a sword, and fell upon 
it. 5 And when his armour-beano 
saw that Saul was dead, he foil 
likewise upon his sword, and 
died with him. fl So Saul died, 
and his three sons, and his ar¬ 
mour-bearer, and all his men, 
that same day together. 

7 And when the men of Israel 
that were on the other side of 
the valley, and they that were on 
the other side of the Jordan, saw 
that the men of Israel fled, and 
that Saul and his sons were dead, 
they forsook the cities, and fled; 
and the Philistines came and 
dwelt in them. 

B And it came to pass on the 
morrow, when the Philistines 
came to strip the slain, that they 
found Saul and his three sons 
fallen in mount Gilboa. °And 
they cut off his head, am) 
stripped off his armour, and sen! 
into the land of the Philistines 
round about, to publish it ir 
the house of their idols, ant 
among the people. 10 And Ihoj 
put his armour in the house o‘ 
Ashtaroth: and they fastened hii 
body to the wall of Beth-shan. 
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"And when the inhabitants of 
abesh-gilead heard of that which 
ihe Philistines had done to Saul; 
a A11 the valiant men arose, and 
vent all night, and took the body 
if Saul and the bodies of his 


sons from the wall of Beth-shan, 
and came to Jabesh, and burnt 
them there. ,a And they took their 
bones, and buried them under a 
tree at Jabesh, and fasted seven 
days.

"I Now it came to pass after 
the death of Saul, when Da¬ 
vid was returned from the 
slaughter of the Amalekites, and 
David had abode two days in

12 And Abner sent messengers 
to David on his behalf, saying, 
Whose is the land? saying also, 
Make thy league with me, and, 
behold, my hand shall be with 
thee, to bring about all Israel 
unto thee. 13 And he said, Well; 
I will make a league with thee: 
but one thing I require of thee, 
that is, Thou shalt not see my 
face, except thou first bring 
Michal Saul's daughter, when 
thou comest to see my face. 

14 And David sent messengers 
to Ish-bosheth Saul’s son, saying, 
Deliver me my wife Michal, whom 
I espoused to me for a hundred 
foreskins of the Philistines. 15 And 
Ish-bosheth sent, and took her 
from her husband, even from 
Paltiel the son of Laish. lc And 
her husband went with her along 
weeping behind her to Bahurim. 
Then said Abner unto him, Go, 
return. And he returned. 

“And Abner had communica¬ 
tion with the elders of Israel, 
saying, Ye sought for David in 
times past to be king over you: 
,8 Now then do it: for the Lord 
hath spoken of David, saying,

(.hat lacketh bread. s °So Joab and 
Abislmi his brother slew Abner, 
because he had slain their broth¬ 
er Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 

31 And David said to Joab, and 
to nil the people that were with 
fiim, Rend your clothes, and gird 
t'ou with sackcloth, and mourn 
Otfore Abner. And king David 
himself followed the bier. 3J And 
they buried Abner in Hebron: 
ind the king lifted up his voice, 
ind wept at the grave of Abner; 
ind all the people wept. 93 And 
(he king lamented over Abner, 
ind said. Should Abner die as a 
Nllain dieth? 34 Thy bands were 
Jiot bound, nor thy feet put into 
fetters: as a man falleth before 
picked men, so fellest thou. And 
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all the people wept again over 
him. 

afl And when all the people came 
to cause David to eat meat while 
it was yet day, David swore, say¬ 
ing, So do God to me, and more 
also, if I taste bread, or aught 
else, till the sun be down. 3fl And 
all the people took notice of it, 
and it pleased them: as whatso¬ 
ever the king did pleased all the 
people. 3T And all the people and 
all Israel understood that day 
that it was not of the king to 
slay Abner the son of Ner. 

38 And the king said unto his 
servants, Know ye not that there 
is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Israel? 3B And I am 
this day weak, though anointed 
king; and these men the sons of 
Zeruiah are too hard for me: the 
Lord shall reward the doer of 
evil according to his wickedness. 

\ And when Saul’s son heard 
that Abner was dead in He¬ 
bron, his hands were feeble, and 
all the Israelites were troubled. 

2 And Saul’s son had two men 
that were captainB of bands: the 
name of the one was Baanah, and 
the name of the other Rechab, 
the sons of Rimmon a Beerothitc, 
of the children of Benjamin: (for 
Beeroth also was reckoned to 
Benjamin: 3 And the Beerothites 
fled to Gittaim, and were sojourn¬ 
ers there until this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul’s son, had 
a son that was lame of his feet. 
He was five years old when the 
tidings came of Saul and Jona- 
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than out of Jezreel, and his nurse 
took him up, and fled, and it 
came to pass, as she made haste 
to flee, that he fell, and became 
lame. And his name was Mephi- 
bosheth. 

5 And the sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, Rechab and Baanah, 
went, and came about the heat 
of the day to the house of Ish- 
bosheth, who lay on a bed at noon. 
"And they came thither into the 
midst of the house, os though 
they would have fetched wheat; 
and they smote him under the 
fifth rib: and Rechab and Baanah 
his brother escaped. 7 For when 
they came into the house, he lay 
on his bed in his bed-chamber, 
and they smote him, and slew 
him, and beheaded him, and took 
his head, and got them away 
through the plain all night. a And 
they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, 
and said to the king, Behold the 
head of Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul thine enemy, who sought 
thy life; and the Lord hath 
avenged my lord the king this 
day of Saul, and of his seed. 

B And David answered Rechab 
and Baanah his brother, the sons 
of Rimmon the Beerothite, and 
said unto them, As the Lord 
liveth, who hath redeemed my 
soul out of all adversity, 10 When 
one told me, saying, Behold, Saul 
is dead, thinking to have brought 
good tidings, I took hold of him, 
and slew him in Ziklag, who 
thought that I would have given 
him a reward for his tidings: 


M How much more, when wicke 
men have slain a righteous pe 
son in his own house upon h 
bed? shall I not therefore no 
require his blood of your han< 
and take you away from 11 
earth ? 

12 And David commanded h 
young men, and they slew ther 
and cut off their heads and the 
feet, and hanged them up ov< 
the pool in Hebron. But 1 lit 
took the head of Ish-bosheth, ar 
buried it in the sepulchre of A1 
ner in Hebron. 

ff Then came all the tribes i 
Israel to David unto Hebro 
and spoke, saying, Behold, we a ; 
thy bone and thy flesh. 2 Also : 
time past, when Saul was kir 
over us, thou wast he that ledde, 
out and broughtest in Israel: ar 
the Lord said to thee. Thou shn 
feed my people Israel, and the 
shalt be a captain over Israel. 

3 So all the elders of Israel can 
to the king to Hebron; and kir 
David made a league with Hie 
in Hebron hefore the Lord: ai 
they anointed David king ovi 
Israel. 

4 David was thirty years o 
when he began to reign, and 1 
reigned forty years. r, In Hohrc 
he reigned over Judah sevr 
years and six months: and 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty ar 
three years over all Israel ar 
Judah. 

"And the king and his rm 
went to Jerusalem unto the .1 
busites, the inhabitants of tl 
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land: who spoke unto David, 
saying, Except thou take away 
the blind and the lame, thou 
Blialt not come in hither: think¬ 
ing, David cannot come in hither. 
'Nevertheless David took the 
■ l rmigliold of Zion: the same is 
the city of David. 8 And David 
said on that day, Whosoever get- 
lelli up to the gutter, and smiteth 
the Jebusites, and the lame and 
the blind, that are hated of Da¬ 
vid’s soul, he shall be chief and 
captain. Wherefore they said, The 
blind and the lame shall not come 
into Lhe house. 

°Ho David dwelt in the fort, 
mnd called it the city of David. 
iAnd David built round about

“And Hiram king of Tyre 
sent messengers to David, and

ple Israel’s sake. 

,;, And David took him more

“But when the Philistines 
heard that they had anointed Da¬ 
vid king over Israel, all the Phi 
listines came up to seek David, 
and David heard of it, and went 
down to the stronghold. 1B The 
Philistines also came and spread 
themselves in the valley of Re- 
phaim. 

ie And David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go up to 
the Philistines? wilt thou deliver 
them into mine hand? And the 
Lord said unto David, Go up: 
for I will doubtless deliver the 
Philistines into thine hand. 20 And 
David came to Baal-perazim, and 
David smote them there, and said, 
The Lord hath broken forth upon 
mine enemies before me, as the 
breach of waters. Therefore he 
called the name of that place 
Baal-perazim. “And there they 
left their images, and David and 
his men carried them away. 

aa And the Philistines came up 
yet again, and spread themselves 
in the valley of Rephaim. aa And 
when David inquired of the Lord, 
he said, Thou shalt not go up; 
but go around to their rear, and 
come upon them over againBt the 
mulberry-trees. “And let it be, 
when thou hearest the sound of 
marching in the tops of the mul¬ 
berry-trees, that then thou shalt 
bestir thyself: for then shall the 
Lord go out before thee, to smite 
the host of the Philistines. aB And 
David did so, as the Lord had 
commanded him; and smcte the 
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Philistines from Geba until thou 
comest to Gezer. 

0 Again, David gathered all 
the chosen men of Israel, 
thirty thousand. 2 And David 
arose, and went with ail the peo¬ 
ple that were with him from 
Baale-judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God, whose 
name is called by the name of 
the Lord of hosts that dwelleth 
between the cherubim. 3 And they 
set the ark of God upon a new 
cart, and brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab that was in 
Gibeah; and Uzzah and Ahio, 
the sons of Abinadab, drove the 
new cart. 4 And they brought it 
out of the house of Abinadab 
which was at Gibeah, accompany¬ 
ing the ark of God: and Ahio 
went before the ark. 5 And David 
and all the house of Israel played 
before the Lord on all manner of 
instruments made of fir-wood, 
even on harps, and on psalteries, 
and on timbrels, and on sistrums, 
and on cymbals. 

6 And when they came to Na- 
chon’s threshing-floor, Uzzah put 
forth his hand to the ark of God, 
and took hold of it; for the oxen 
shook it. 7 And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Uzzah; 
and God smote him there for his 
error; and there he died by the 
ark of God. 

B And David was displeased, be¬ 
cause the Lord had broken forth 
upon Uzzah: and he called the 
name of the place Perez-uzzah to 
this day. ®And David was afraid 
of the Lord that day, and said, 


How shall the ark of the Lo 
come to me? 10 So David woi 
not remove the ark of the Lo 
unto him into the city of Davi 
but David carried it aside ii 
the house of Obed-edom the G 
tite. 11 And the ark of the Lo 
continued in the house of Olu 
edom the Gittite three month 
and the Lord blessed Obed-edo 
and all his household. 

12 And it was told king Davi 
saying, The Lord hath bless 
the house of Obed-edom, and ; 
that pertaineth unto him, beenu 
of the ark of God. So Dav 
went and brought up the ark 
God from the house of Obed-odo 
into the city of David with gla 
ness. 13 And it was so, that win 
they that bore the ark of t 
Lord had gone six paces, he sai l 
ficed oxen and fatlings. 14 And I) 
vid danced before the Lord wi 
all his might; and David «> 
girded with a linen ephod. 
David and all the house of Isra 
brought up the ark of the I^» 
with shouting, and with the som 
of the trumpet. 

,6 And as the ark of the Lo 
came into the city of Davi 
Michal Saul’s daughter look) 
through a window, and saw kii 
David leaping and dancing belo 
the Lord; and she despised hi 
in her heart. 

17 And they brought in the ai 
of the Lord, and set it in i 
place, in the midst of the tain* 
nacle that David had pitched f< 
it: and David offered burnt-offe 
ings and peace-offerings befoi 
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the Lord. 10 And as soon as Da¬ 
vid had made an end of offering 
burnt-offerings and peace-offer¬ 
ings, he blessed the people in the 
name of the Lord of hosts. 1B And 
he dealt among all the people 
even among the whole multitude 
ui Israel, as well to the women 
as men, to every one a cake of 
bread, and a good piece of flesh, 
and a flagon of wine. So all the 
people departed every one to his 
house. 

20 Then David returned to bless 
his household. And Michal the 
duughter of Saul came out to meet 
David, and said, How glorious 
wns the king of Israel to-day, 
who uncovered himself to-day in 
the eyes of the handmaids of his 
servants, as one of the vain fel¬ 
lows shamelessly uncovereth him¬ 
self! 31 And David said unto Mi- 
chnl, 7t was before the Lord, who 
(hose me before thy father, and 
before all his house, to appoint 
me ruler over the people of the 
| Lord, over Israel: therefore will 
11 play before the Lord. ”And I 
will yet be more vile than thus, 

I and will be hase in mine own 
isight: and of the maid-servants 
(whom thou hast spoken of, of 
ithem shall I be had in honour. 

“Therefore Michal the daugh¬ 
ter of Saul had no child unto the 
Iday of her death, 
i H And it came to pass, when 
the king sat in his house, 
nnd the Lord had given him rest 
(round ahout from all his enemies; 
s Thnt the king said unto Nathan 
|the prophet. See now. I dwell in 


a house of cedar, but the ark of 
God dwelleth within a curtain- 
tent. a And Nathan said to the 
king, Go, do all that is in thine 
heart; for the Lord is with thee. 

‘And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lord came 
unto Nathan, saying, 5 Go and tell 
my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord, Shalt thou build me a 
house for me to dwell in? e For 
I have not dwelt in a house since 
the time that I brought up the 
children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked 
in a tent and in a tabernacle. 7 In 
all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of 
Israel spoke I a word with any 
of the tribes of Israel, whom I 
commanded to feed my people Is¬ 
rael, saying. Why build ye not 
me a house of cedar? 8 Now there¬ 
fore so shalt thou say unto my 
servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel: e And I was with 
thee whithersoever thou wentest, 
and have cut off all thine enemies 
out of thy sight, and have made 
thee a great name, like unto the 
name of the great men that are 
in the earth. 10 Moreover I will 
appoint a place for my people 
Israel, and will plant them, that 
they may dwell in a place of their 
own, and move no more; neither 
shall the children of wickedness 
, afflict them any more, as before- 
I time, “And ns since the time that 
i I commanded judges to be over 
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my people Israel, and have caused 
thee to rest from all thine ene¬ 
mies. Also the Lord telleth thee 
that he will make thee a house. 
“And when thy days'be fulfilled, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fa¬ 
thers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, that shall proceed out of 
thy bowels, and I will establish 
his kingdom. 13 He shall build a 
house for my name, and I will 
establish the throne of his king¬ 
dom for ever. 14 I will be his fa¬ 
ther, and he shall be my son. If 
he commit iniquity, I will chasten 
him with the rod of men, and 
with the stripes of the children 
of men: “But my mercy shall 
not depart away from him, as I 
took it from Saul, whom I put 
away before thee. “And thine 
house and thy kingdom shall be 
established for ever before thee: 
thy throne shall be established 
for ever. 

“According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, 
so did Nathan speak unto David. 

“Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and he said, 
Who am I, 0 Lord God? and what 
is my house, that thou hast 
brought me hitherto? “And this 
was yet a small thing in thy 
sight, O Lord God; but thou hast 
spoken also of thy servant’s house 
for a great while to come. And 
is this the manner of man, O Lord 
God? 20 And what can David say 
more unto thee? for thou, Lord 
God, knowest thy servant. 21 For 
thy word's sake, and according to 
thine own heart, hast thou done 


all these great things, to mnk 
thy servant know them . “Where 
fore thou art great, O Lord God 
for there is none like thee, neithe 
is there any God besides thee, a< 
cording to all that we have hear 
with our ears. 23 And what on 
nation in the earth is like th 
people, even like Israel, whoi 
God went to redeem for a peopl 
to himself, and to make him 
name, and to do for you gro.i 
things and terrible, for thy lam 
before thy people, whom thou n 
deemedst to thee from Egyp 
from the nations and their god>i 
“For thou hast confirmed to th> 
self thy people Israel to be a pn 
pie unto thee for ever: and thoi 
Lord, art become their God. 25 An 
now, 0 Lord God, the word thn 
thou hast spoken concerning th 
servant, and concerning his honsi 
establish it for ever, and do a 
thou hast said. 2G And let tli 
name be magnified for ever, snj 
ing, The Lord of hosts is the Go 
over Israel: and let the house c 
thy servant David be establishe 
before thee. “For thou, 0 Lor 
of hosts, God of Israel, hast r< 
vealed to thy servant, saying, 
will build thee a house: therefoi 
hath thy servant found in hi 
heart to pray this prayer unt 
thee. 28 And now, 0 Lord God. tho 
art that God, and thy words ai 
true, and thou hast promise 
this goodness unto thy servant 
“Therefore now let it please the 
to bless the house of thy servan 
that it may continue for ever ht 
fore thee: for thou, O Lord Got 
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liaHt spoken it: and with thy 
blessing let the house of thy ser¬ 
vant be blessed for ever. 

Q And after this it came to 
u pass, that David smote the 
Philistines, and subdued them: 
and David took Metheg-ammah 
(mi iif the hand of the Philistines. 

‘’And he smote Moab, and mea¬ 
sured them with a line, casting 
them down to the ground; even 
with two lines measured he to 
pul to death, and with one full 
line to keep alive. And so the 
Moabites became David’s ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

J David smote also Hadadezer, 
the son of Rehob, king of Zobah, 
uh he went to recover his domin¬ 
ion ut the river Euphrates. 4 And 
David took from him a thousand 
and seven hundred horsemen, and 
twenty thousand footmen: and 
David houghed all the chariot 
ho rues, but reserved of them for 
!i hundred chariots. 

6 And when the Syrians of Da¬ 
mascus came to succour Hadad- 
fczcr king of Zobah, David slew 
bf the Syrians two and twenty 
thousand men. c Then David put 
trarrisons in Syria of Damascus: 
Uid the Syrians became servants 
10 David, and brought gifts. And 
the Lord helped David whither- 
loever he went. 

7 And David took the shields 
If gold that were on the servants 
if Hadadezer, and brought them 
to Jerusalem, ®And from Betah, 
hid from Berothai, cities of Ha- 
(adozer, king David took cxceed- 
jig much brass. 


"When Toi king of Hamath 
heard that David had smitten all 
the host of Hadadezer, l0 Then 
Toi sent Joram his son unto king 
David, to greet him, and to bless 
him, because he had fought a- 
gainst Hadadezer, and smitten 
him: for Hadadezer had wars 
with Toi. And Joram brought with 
him vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and vessels of brass: 
‘‘These also did king David de¬ 
dicate unto the Lord, with the 
silver and gold that he had de¬ 
dicated of all nations which lie 
subdued; 12 Of Syria, and of Mo¬ 
ab, and of the children of Ammon, 
and of the Philistines, and of 
Amalek, and of the spoil of Ha¬ 
dadezer, son of Rehob, king of 
Zobah. 

13 And David got him a name 
when he returned from smiting 
the Syrians in the Valley of Salt, 
being eighteen thousand men. 
“And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he gar¬ 
risons, and all they of Edom be¬ 
came David’s servants. And the 
Lord helped David whithersoever 
he went. 1B And David reigned 
over all Israel; and David exe¬ 
cuted judgment and justice unto 
all his people. 

lfl And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehosha- 
phat the son of Ahilud was re¬ 
corder; 17 And Zadok the son of 
Ahitub, and Ahimelech the son 
of Abiathar, were the priests; 
and Seraiah was the scribe; ,8 And 
Benaiah the Bon of Jehoiada was 
over both the Cherethites and the 
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Pelethites; and David's sons were 
chief rulers. 

Q And David said. Is there yet 
any that is left of the house 
of Saul, that I may shew him 
kindness for Jonathan’s sake? 
2 And there was of the house of 
Saul a servant whose name was 
Ziba. And when they had called 
him unto David, the king said 
unto him, Art thou Ziba? And 
he said, Thy servant is he. 3 And 
the king said, Is there not yet 
any of the house of Saul, that I 
may shew the kindness of God un¬ 
to him? And Ziba said unto the 
king, Jonathan hath yet a son, 
who is lame on his feet. 4 And the 
king said unto him, Where is he? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Be¬ 
hold, he is in the house of Ma- 
chir, the son of Ammiel, in Lo- 
debar. G Then king David sent, and 
fetched him out of the house of 
Machir, the son of Ammiel, from 
Lo-debar. 6 Now when Mephibo- 
sheth the son of Jonathan, the son 
of Saul, was come unto David, 
he fell on his face, and did rev¬ 
erence. And David said, Mephi- 
bosheth. And he answered, Behold 
thy servant! 7 And David said 
unto him, Fear not: for I will 
surely shew thee kindness for 
Jonathan thy father’s sake, and 
will restore thee all the land of 
^aul thy father; and thou shalt 
eat bread at my table continually. 
8 And he bowed himself, and said. 
What is thy servant, that thou 
shouldest look upon such a dead 
dog as I am? 

®Then the king called to Ziba, 


Saul’s servant, and said unto hir 
I have given unto thy master 
son all that pertained to Saul ar 
to all his house. 10 Thou ther 
fore, and thy sons, and thy sc 
vants, shall till the land for hit 
and thou shalt bring in the fruit 
that thy master’s son may h.r 
food to eat: but Mephiboshe 
thy master’s son shall eat broi 
always at my table. Now Zil 
had fifteen sons and twenty sc 
vants. n Then said Ziba unto tl 
king, According to all that n 
lord the king hath command) 
his servant, so shall thy serva 
do. As for Mephibosheth, 
the king, he shall eat at my laid 
as one of the king’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had 
young son, whose name wan M 
cha. And all that dwelt in tl 
house of Ziba were servants un 
Mephibosheth. ”So Mephiboshe 
dwelt in Jerusalem: for he d 
eat continually at the kinp 
table; and he was lame on ho 
his feet. 

And it came to pass aft 
this, that the king of the eh 
dren of Ammon died, and Ham 
his son reigned in his *len 
2 Then said David, I will slit 
kindness unto Hanun the son 
Nahash, as his father shew 
kindness unto me. And Dnv 
sent to comfort him by the lm: 
of his servants for his fallu 
And David's servants came in 
the land of the children of A: 
mon. 

3 And the princes of the ch ( 
dren of Ammon said unto Han’ 
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their lord, Tliinkest thou that 
David doth honour thy father, 
that he hath sent comforters un¬ 
to thee? hath not David rather 
sent l)ia servants unto thee, to 
search the city, and to spy it out, 
i and to overthrow it? 4 Wherefore 
I Ihimin took David's servants, and 
I shaved off the one half of their 
j beards, and cut off their garments 
1 in the middle, even to their but- 
I tocks, and sent them away, 
i ‘•When they told it unto David, 

| he sent to meet them, because 
(the men were greatly ashamed: 
land the king said. Tarry at Je- 
jriclio until your beards be grown, 
i and then return. 

"And when the children of Am- 
|mon saw that they were become 
I loathsome to David, the children 
(of Ammon sent and hired the 
(Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the 
(Syrians of Zoba, twenty thousand 
Ifootmen, and of king Maacah a 
ithousand men, and of the people 
(of Tob twelve thousand men. 
7 And when David heard of it, he 
(iient Joab, and all the host of the 
(mighty men. 

"And the children of Ammon 
(came out, and put the battle in 
inrray at the entrance of the gate: 
pud the Syrians of Zoba, and of 
{Rehob, and the people of Tob, 
r-hnd Maacah, were by themselves 
jin the field. *When Joab saw that 
he front of the battle was against 
■ ■ in before and behind, he chose 
pf all the choice men of Israel, 
and put them in array against 
he Syrinns: 10 And the rest of 
he people he delivered into the 


hand of Abishai his brother, that 
he might put them in array a- 
gainst the children of Ammon. 
"And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me: but if the children of 
Ammon be too strong for thee, 
then I will come and help thee. 
12 Be of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and 
for the cities of our God: and 
the Lord do that which seemeth 
him good. 

13 And Joab drew nigh, and the 
people that were with him, unto 
the battle against the Syrians: 
and they fled before him. "And 
when the children of Ammon saw 
that the Syrians were fled, then 
fled they nlso before Abishai, and 
entered into the city. So Joab 
returned from the children of 
Ammon, and came to Jerusalem. 

,5 And when the Syrians saw 
that they were smitten before 
Israel, they gathered themselves 
together. J0 And Hadadezer sent, 
and brought out the Syrians that 
were beyond the river: and they 
eame to Helam; and Shobach the 
captain of the host of Hadadezer 
went before them. 

"And when it was told David, 
he gathered all Israel together, 
and passed over the Jordan, and 
came to Helam. And the Syrians 
set themselves in array against 
David, and fought with him. 
19 And the Syrians fled before Is¬ 
rael ; and David slew the men of 
seven hundred chariots of the 
Syrians, and forty thousand 
horsemen, and smote Shobach the 
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captain of their host, who died 
there. 

,9 And when all the kings that 
were servants to Hadadezer saw 
that they were smitten before 
Israel, they made peace with Is¬ 
rael, and served them. So the 
Syrians feared to help the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon any more. 

And it came to pass, at the 
return of the year, at the 
time when kings go forth to 
battle, that David sent Joab, and 
his servants with him, and all 
Israel; and they destroyed the 
children of Ammon, and besieged 
Rabbah. But David tarried still 
at Jerusalem. 

2 And it came to pass in an 
eventide, that David arose from 
off his bed, and walked upon the 
roof of the king’s house: and 
from the roof he saw a woman 
washing herself; and the woman 
was very beautiful to look upon.

him, David inquired of him In 
Joab did, and how the peo| 
did, and how the war prospert 
8 And David said to Uriah, ( 
down to thy house, and wash tl 
feet. And Uriah departed ouf 
the king’s house, and there f< 
lowed him a present from t 
king. e But Uriah slept at the do 
of the king’s house with all t 
servants of his lord, and we 
not down to his house.

when they had told David, so 
ing, Uriah went not down uti 
his bouse,David said unto It- 
ah, Camest thou not from t 
journey? why then didst thou n 
go down unto thine house? 11 A 
Uriah said unto David, The ;u 
and Israel, and Judah, abide 
tents; and my lord Joab, a 
the servants of my lord, are e 
camped in the open fields; sh, 
I then go into mine house, 
eat and to drink, and to lie wi 
my wife? as thou livest, and 
thy soul liveth, I will not do ti 
thing. lz And David said to U:

So Uriah abode in Jerusalem ih 
day, and the morrow.

14 And it came to pass in I. 
morning, that David wrote a h 
ter to Joab, and sent it by t 
hand of Uriah. 15 And he wru 
in the letter, saying, Set ye IJi 
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uh in the forefront of the hottest 
battle, and retire ye from him, 
that he may be smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when 
Joab observed the city, that he 
assigned Uriah unto a place 
where he knew that valiant men 
ir>>rr 17 And the men of the city 
went out, and fought with Joab: 
and there fell some of the people 
of the servants of David; and 
Uriah the Hittite died also. 

18 Then Joab sent and told Da¬ 
vid all the things concerning the 
war; l9 And charged the messen- 
i ger, saying, When thou hast made 
I an end of telling Hie matters of 
I the war unto the king, 20 And if 
i so be that the king’s wrath arise, 

I and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
I approached ye so nigh unto the 
s city when ye did fight? knew ye 
I not that they would shoot from 
(the wall? 21 Who smote Abimelech 
I the non of Jerubbesheth? did not 
la woman cast a piece of a mill- 
Istone upon him from the wall, 
that he died in Thebez? why 
I went ye nigh the wall? then say 
I thou, Thy servant Uriah the Hit- 
’tite is dead also. 

“So the messenger went, and 
icnme and told David alt that Joab 
ihad sent him for.

JB Then David 
said unto the messenger. Thus 
shalt thou say unto Joab, Let 
not this thing displease thee, for 
the sword devoureth one as well 
as another: make thy battle more 
strong against the city, and over¬ 
throw it: and encourage tbou 
him. 

2e And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband 
was dead, she mourned for her 
husband. 27 And when the mourn¬ 
ing was past, David sent and 
fetched her to his house, and she 
became his wife, and bore him a 
son. But the thing that David 
had done displeased the Lord. 
And the Lord sent Nathan 
unto David. And he came 
unto him, and said unto him, 
There were two men in one city; 
the one rich, and the other poor. 
2 The rich man had exceeding 
many flocks and herds: 3 But the 
poor man had nothing, save one 
little ewe-lamb, which he had 
bought and nourished up: and it 
grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of 
his own meat, and drank of his 
own cup, and lay in his bosom, 
and was unto him as a daughter. 
‘And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to 
take of his own flock and of his 
own herd, to dress for the way¬ 
faring man that was come unto 
him; but took tbe poor man’s 
lamb, and dressed it for the man 
that was come to him.

“'And he sent by the hand of 
Nathan the prophet; and he called 
his name Jedidiah, because of the 
Tord. 

“And Joab fought against Rab- 
bnh of the children of Ammon, 
and took the royal city. “And 
Joab sent messengers to David, 
nrnl said, I have fought against 
Kabbah, and have taken the city 
of waters. “Now therefore gather 
the rest of the people together, 
and encamp against the city, and 
take it: lest I take the city, and 
it be called after my name. “And 
David gathered all the people to¬ 
gether, and went to Rabbah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 
""And he took their king's crown 
from off his head, the weight 
whereof was a talent of gold 
with the precious stones: and it 
wnn set on David’9 bead. And he 


brought forth the spoil of the 
city in great abundance. “And 
he brought forth the people that 
were therein, and put them un¬ 
der saws, and under harrows of 
iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them pass through the 
brickkiln: and thus did he unto 
all the cities of the children of 
Ammon. So David and all the 
people returned unto Jerusalem. 
And it came to pass after 
this, that Absalom the son of 
David had a fair sister, whose 
name was Tamar; and Amnon the 
son of David loved her. “And 
Amnon was so vexed, that he fell 
sick for his sister Tamar; for 
she was a virgin; and Amnon 
thought it hard for him to do 
any thing to her. 

“But Amnon had a friend, 
whose name was Jonadab, the Hon 
of Shimeah David’s brother: and 
Jonadab was a very subtle man. 
4 And he said unto him, Why, 0 
son of the king, growest thou so 
lean from morning to morning? 
wilt thou not tell me? And Am¬ 
non said unto him, I love Tamar, 
my brother Absalom's sfster. “And 
Jonadab said unto him, Lay thee 
down on thy bed, and make thy¬ 
self sick: and when thy father 
cometh to see thee, say unto him, 
I pray thee, let my sister Tamar 
come, and give me bread to eat, 
and prepare the food in my sight, 
that I may see it, and eat it at 
her hand. “So Amnon lay down, 
and made himself sick: and when 
the king was come to see him, 
Amnon said unto the king, I pray 
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thee, let Tamar my ai9ter come, 
and make me a couple of cakes 
in my sight, that I may eat at 
her hand. 

’Then David sent home to Ta¬ 
mar, saying, Go now to thy broth¬ 
er Amnon's house, and prepare 
for him food. B So Tamar went 
to her brother Amnon's house; 
and he was lying down. And she 
took dough, and kneaded it, and 
made cakes in his sight, and did 
bake the cakes. 9 And she took a 
pan, and poured them out before 
him; but he refused to eat. And 
Amnon said, Have out all men 
from me. And they went out 
every man from him. 10 And Am- 
non said unto Tamar, Bring the 
food into the chamber, that I may 
eat of thine hand. And Tamar 
took the cakes which she had 
made, and brought them into the 
chamber to Amnon her brother. 
IJ And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of 
her, and said unto her, Come lie 
with me, my sister. 12 And she 
answered him, Nay, my brother, 
do not force me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel: 
do not thou this villainy. ,3 And 
I, whither shall I cause my shame 
to go? and as for thee, thou shalt 
be as one of the villains in Israel. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, speak 
unto the king; for he will not 
withhold me from thee. 14 But he 
would not hearken unto her voice; 
and being stronger than she, 
forced her, and lay with her. 

15 Then Amnon hated her ex¬ 
ceedingly ; so that the hatred 


wherewith he hated her iru 
greater than the love wherewitl 
he had loved her. And Amnoi 
said unto her, Arise, be gom 
,fi And she said unto him, Ther 
is no cause: this evil in sendin; 
me away is greater than th 
other that thou didst unto me 
But he would not hearken unt 
her. 1T Then he called his servan 
that ministered unto him, air 
said, Put now this woman on 
from me, and bolt the door aflo 
her. 18 And she had a garment o 
divers colours upon her: for wit 
such robes were the king’s daugli 
ters that were virgins apparellei 
Then his servant brought her mil

20 And Absalom her brother sni» 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy broth 
er been with thee? but hold no\ 
thy peace, my sister: he is th; 
brother; regard not this thinp 
So Tamar remained desolate ii 
her brother Absalom’s house. 

21 But when king David hoar 
of all these things, he was vor; 
wroth. 

2z And Absalom spoke unto hi 
brother Amnon neither good no 
bad: for Absalom hated Amnon 
because he had forced his sislo 
Tamar. 

23 And it came to pass affe 
two full years, that Absalon 
had sheep-shearers in Baal-ha/or 
which is beside Ephraim: an 
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Absalom invited all the king’s 
Rons. 24 And Absalom came to 
the king, and said, Behold now, 
thy servant hath sheep-shearers; 
let the king, I beseech thee, and 
his servants go witli thy servant. 
Br Aml the king said to Absalom, 
N«v, my son, let us not all now 
tjo, lest we be burdensome to 
thee. And lie pressed him: how- 
beit he would not go, but blessed 
iiim. 2,i Then said Absalom, If not, 
l pray thee, let my brother Am- 
non go with us. And the king 
laid unto him, Why should he 
jo with thee? Z7 But Absalom 
oressed him, that he let Amnon 
ind all the king’s sons go with 
kim. 28 Now Absalom hud com- 
nunded his servants, saying, 
dark ye now when Amnon's heart 
a merry with wine, and when 
say unto you, Smite Amnon; 
hen kill him, fear not: have not 
commanded you? be courage- 
IU8 and be valiant. 29 And the 
ervants of Absalom did unto Am- 
lon as Absalom had commanded. 
Then all the king's sons arose, 
ind every man got him up upon 
iis mule, and fled. 

Su And it came to pass, while 
hoy were in the way, that ti¬ 
lings came to David, saying, Ab- 
ttlom hath slain all the king’s 
ons and there is not one of them 
ift. 3, Then the king arose, and 
pul his garments, and lay on the 
lirth; and all his servants stood 
y with their clothes rent. a2 And 

f inudab, the son of Shimeah Da¬ 
d's brother, answered and said, 
k*l not my lord suppose that 


they have slain all the young men 
the king's sons; for Amnon only 
is dead: for by the appointment 
of Absalom this hath been de- 
termined from the day that he 
forced his sister Tamar. 33 Now 
therefore let not my lord the king 
take the thing to his heart, to 
think that all the king's sons are 
dead: for Amnon only is dead, 

a4 But Absalom fled. And the 
young man that kept the watch 
lifted up his eyes, and looked, 
and, behold, there came much 
people by the way of the hill-side 
behind him. 35 And Jonadab said 
unto the king, Behold, the king's 
sons come: as thy servant said, 
so it is. 3a And it came to pass, 
as soon as he had made an end 
of speaking, that, behold, the 
king’s sons came, and lifted up 
their voice and wept: and the 
king also and all his servants 
wept very sore. 

37 But Absalom fled, and went 
to Talmai, tbe son of Ammihud, 
king of Geshur. And David 
mourned for his son every day. 

ee So Absalom fled, and went 
to Geshur, and was there three 
years. 

3e And the soul of king David 
longed to go forth unto Absalom: 
for he was comforted concerning 
Amnon who was dead. 

Now Joab the son of Zeruiah 
perceived that the king's 
heart was toward Absalom. 2 And 
Joab sent to Tekoah, and fetched 
thence a wise’ woman, and said 
unto her, I pray thee, feign thy* 



self to be a mourner, and put 
on now mourning apparel, and 
anoint not thyself with oil, but be 
as a woman that had a long time 
mourned for the dead: 3 And come 
to the king, and speak on this 
manner unto him.

“Then the woman said, L 
thine handmaid, I pray thee, spei 
one word unto my lord the km 
And he said, Say on. “And II 
woman said, Wherefore tin 
hast thou thought such a thii 
against the people of God? 1 
in speaking this thing the ku 
is as one that is guilty, in lh 
the king doth not fetch hor 
again his banished. “For ^ 
must needs die, and are as wat 
spilt on the ground, which cann 
be gathered up again; and y 
doth God not take away life, b 
deviseth means, that the banish' 
be not expelled from him. K, Nc 
therefore that I am come to spej 
of this thing unto my lord tl 
king, it is because the peop 
have made me afraid: and tl 
handmaid said, I will now spci 
unto the king; it may be that tl 
king will perform the request 
his handmaid.

i 3:, So Joab arose and went to 
Ceohur, and brought Absalom to 
lerusalem. 24 And the king said, 
* Let him turn to his own house, 
. nd let him not see my face. So 
^jHulom returned to his own 


house, and saw not the king’s 
face. 

9B But Id all Israel there was 
none to be so much praised as 
Absalom for his beauty: from 
the sole of his foot even to the 
crown of his head there was no 
blemish in him. afl And when he 
shaved his head, (for it was at 
every year’s end that ha shaved 
it: because the hair was heavy 
on him, therefore he shaved it:) 
he weighed the hair of his head 
at two hundred shekels after the 
king’s weight. 

2T And unto Absalom there were 
born three sons, and one daugh¬ 
ter, whose name was Tamar: she 
was a woman of a fair counte¬ 
nance. 

28 So Absalom dwelt two full 
years in Jerusalem, and saw not 
the king’s face. 29 Therefore Ab¬ 
salom sent for Joab, to have sent 
him to the king; but he would 
not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he 
would not come. BU Therefore he 
said unto his servants, See, Joab’s 
field is near mine, and he hath 
barley there; go and set it on 
fire. And Absalom’s servants set 
the field on fire. 

31 Then Joab arose, and came 
to Absalom unto his house, and 
said unto him, Wherefore have 
thy servants set my field on fire? 
32 And Absalom answered Joab, 
Behold, I sent unto thee, saying, 
Come hither, that I may send 
thee to the king, to say, Where¬ 
fore am I come from Geshur?

And it came to pass after 
this, that Absalom prepared 
him chariots and horses, and fifty 
men to run before him.

So he arose, and went i 
Hebron. 

,0 But Absalom sent spii 
throughout all the tribes of I. 
rael, saying, As soon as ye he* 
the sound of the trumpet, the 
ye shall say, Absalom reigr.ol 
in Hebron. “And with Absaloi 
went two hundred men out < 
Jerusalem, that were called; ai 
they went in their simplicity, ;n 
they knew not any thing. ,2 Ar 
Absalom sent for Ahithophel tl 
Gilonite, David’s counsellor, fro 
his city, even from Giloh, whi 
he offered sacrifices. And tl 
conspiracy was strong; for tl 
people increased continually wii 
Absalom. 

13 And there came a messengi 
to David, saying, The hearts < 
the men of Israel are after A 
salom. ,4 And David said unto ; 
his servants that were with hi 
at Jerusalem, Arise, and let \ 
flee; for we shall not else esca] 
from Absalom: make speed 
depart, lest he overtake us mu 
denly, and bring evil upon u 
and smite the city with the edj 
of the sword. 15 And the kin# 
servants said unto the king, B 
hold, thy servants are ready to < 
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iwhalsoever my lord the king 
ahull appoint. 

“And the king went forth, and 
ial) hia household after him. And 
the king left ten women, who were 
concubines, to keep the house. 
,7 Aml the king went forth, and 
iali the people after him, and 
tarried in Beth-merhak. ia And 
all his servants passed on beside 
him; and all the Cherethites. and 
ail the Pelethites, and all the 
Cittitea, six hundred men that 
came after him from Gall), passed 
on before the king. 

,l 'Then said the king to Ittai 
the Gillite, Wherefore goest thou 
blso with us? return to thy place, 
mil abide with the king: for 
hou art a stranger, and also an 
:xile. “Thou earnest but yester- 
lay: should I this day make thee 
trn up and down with us? seeing 
I go whither I may, return thou, 
knd take back thy brethren with 
thee in mercy and truth. 21 And 
Ittai answered the king, and said, 
4s the Lord liveth, and as my 
brd the king liveth, surely in 
vhnt place my lord the king shall

2 °Then said Absalom to Ahi¬ 
thophel, Give your counsel what 
we shall do. 21 And Ahithophel 
said unto Absalom, Go in unto 
thy father’s concubines, whom 
he hath left to keep the house; 
and all Israel shall hear that 
thou art abhorred of thy father: 
then shall the hands of all that 
are with thee be strong. 22 So 
they spread Absalom a tent upon 
the top of the house; and Ab¬ 
salom went in unto his father’s 
concubines in the sight of all 
Israel. 

23 And the counsel of Ahitho¬ 
phel, which he counselled in those 
days, wa9 as if a man had in¬ 
quired at the oracle of God: so 
was all the counsel of Ahithophel 
both with David and with Ab¬ 
salom. 

Moreover Ahithophel said un¬ 
to Absalom, Let me now 
choose out twelve thousand men, 
and I will arise and pursue after 
David this night: 2 And I will 
come upon him while he is weary 
and weak-handed, and will make 
him afraid: and all the people 
that are with him shall flee; and 
I will smite the king only: B And 
I will bring back all the people 
unto thee: when every man will 
return, as thou desirest, all the 
people shall be in peace. 4 And 
the saying pleased Absalom well, 
and all the elders of Israel. 

"Then said Absalom, Call now 
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Hushai the Archite also, and let 
ua hear likewise what he saith. 
®And when Hushai was come to 
Absalom, Absalom spoke unto 
him, saying, Ahithophel hath 
spoken after this manner: shall 
we do after his saying? if not; 
speak thou. 7 And Hushai said 
unto Absalom, The counsel that 
Ahithophel hath given is not 
good at this time. ®For, said 
Hushai, thou knowest thy father 
and his men, that they are mighty 
men, and they are chafed in spirit, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps 
in the field: and thy father is a 
man of war, and will not lodge 
with the people. e Behold, he is 
hid now in some pit, or in some 
other place: and it will come to 
pass, when some of them should 
fall at the first, that whosoever 
heareth it will say. There is a 
slaughter among the people that 
follow Absalom. 10 And he also 
that is valiant, whose heart is as 
the heart of a lion, shall utterly 
melt: for all Israel knoweth that 
thy father is a mighty man, and 
they that are with him are valiant 
men. "Therefore I counsel that 
all Israel be generally gathered 
unto thee, from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba, as the sand that is by the 
sea for multitude; and that thou 
go to battle in thine own person. 
12 So shall we come upon him in 
some place where he shall be 
found, and we will light upon 
him as the dew falleth on the 
ground: and of him and of all 
the men that are with him there 
shall not be left so much as one. 


18 Moreover, if he be gotten in 
a city, then shall all Israel brii 
ropes to that city, and we w 
draw it into the river, until the 
be not one small stone foui 
there. 

14 And Absalom and all the nv 
of Israel said, The counsel 
Hushai the Archite is better th; 
the counsel of Ahithophel. F 
the Lord had appointed to defo 
the good counsel of Ahithoph 
to the intent that the Lord mig 
bring evil upon Absalom. 

15 Then said Hushai unto Zud 
and to Abiathar the priests, Th 
and thus did Ahithophel conn; 
Absalom and the elders of Isra< 
and thus and thus have I cou 
selled. lfl Now therefore so 
quickly, and tell David, sayir 
Lodge not this night in the plai 
of the wilderness, but speed 
pass over; lest it be ruinous f 
the king, and for all the pcoj 
that are with him. 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahima 
stayed by En-rogel; and a inai 
servant went and told them, a 
they went and told king Davi 
for they might not be seen 
come into the city. 18 Nevertl 
less a lad saw them, and tf 
Absalom: but they went both 
them away quickly, and came 
a man’s house in Bahurim, \v 
had a well in his court; whilh 
they went down. 10 And the worn, 
took and spread a covering ov 
the well’s mouth, and spr«- 
ground corn thereon; and ‘ 
thing was not known. 20 And w!i 
Absalom’s servants came to I 
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woman to the house, they said, 
Where ia Ahimaaz and Jonathan? 
And the woman said unto them, 
They are gone over the brook 
of water. And when they had 
hoi ight and could not find them, 
they returned to Jerusalem. 

2, And it came to pass, after 
they were departed, that they 
came up out of the well, and went 
and told king David, and said 
unto David, Arise, and pass quick¬ 
ly over the water: for thus 
hath Ahithophel counselled a- 
gainst you. 

“Then David arose, and all the 
people that were with him, and 
l they passed over the Jordan: by 
the morning light there lacked 
not one of them that was not 
| gone over the Jordan. 

z, And when Ahithophel saw 
Unit his counsel was not followed, 
he saddled his ass, and arose, 
and got him home to his house, 

! to his city, and put his house¬ 
hold in order, and strangled him¬ 
self, and died, and was buried in 
the sepulchre of his father. 

-‘‘Then David came to Maha- 
:nuim. And Absalom passed over 
(the Jordan, he and all the men of 
(Israel with him. 2r, And Absalom 
ininde Amasa captain of the host 

I instead of Joab: and Amasa was 
jn man’s son, whose name was 

II tli r a the Israelite, that went in 
ito Abigail the daughter of Na- 
|hush, sister to Zeruiah Joab’s 
jmother. 2, ‘So Israel and Absalom 
(pitched in the land of Gilead. 

| 27 And it came to pass, when 


David was come to Mahanaim, 
that Shobi the son of Nahash of 
Rabbah of the children of Am¬ 
mon, and Machir the son of Am- 
miel of Lo-debar, and Barzillai the 
Gileadite of Rogelim, ZB Brought 
heds, and basins, and earthen ves¬ 
sels, and wheat, and barley, and 
flour, and parched corn, and 
beans, and lentiles, and parched 
pulse, se And honey, and butter, 
and sheep, and cheese of kine, for 
David, and for the people that 
were with him, to eat: for they 
said, The people is hungry, and 
weary, and thirsty, in the wil¬ 
derness. 

And David numbered the 
people that were with him, 
and set captains of thousands 
and captains of hundreds over 
them. z And David sent forth a 
third part of the people under the 
hand of Joab, and a third part un¬ 
der the hand of Abishai the son 
of Zeruiah, Joab’s brother, and a 
third part under the hand of Ittai 
the Gittite. And the king said 
unto the people, I will surely go 
forth with you myself also. a But 
the people answered. Thou shalt 
not go forth: for if we flee away, 
they will not care for us; neither 
if half of us die, will they care 
for us: but now thou art worth 
ten thousand of us: therefore 
now it is better that thou succour 
us out of the city. 4 And tl>e king 
said unto them, What rvemeth 
you best I will do. And the king 
stood by the gate-side, and all the 
people came out by hundreds and 
by thousands. 



“And the king commanded Joab 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying, 
Deal gently for my sake with 
the young man, even with Ab¬ 
salom. And all the people heard 
when the king gave *11 the cap¬ 
tains charge concerning Absalom. 

6 So the people went out into 
the held against Israel: and the 
battle was in the wood of Eph¬ 
raim; ’Where the people of Is¬ 
rael were slain before the ser¬ 
vants of David, and there was 
there a great slaughter that day 
of twenty thousand men. 8 For 
the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country: 
and the wood devoured more peo¬ 
ple that day than the sword de¬ 
voured. 

e And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode 
upon a mule, and the mule went 
under the thick boughs of a great 
oak, and his head caught hold of 
the oak, and lie was taken up 
between the heaven and the earth; 
and the mule that was under him 
went away. 10 And a certain man 
saw it, and told Joab, and said, 
Behold, I saw Absalom hanging in 
an oak. u And Joab said unto the 
man that told him, And, behold, 
thou sawest him, and why didst 
thou not smite him there to the 
ground? and I would have given 
thee ten shekels of silver, and a 
girdle. ,2 And the man said unto 
Joab, Though I should receive a 
thousand shekels of silver in mine 
hand, yet would I not put forth 
mine hand against the king's son: 
for in our hearing the king 


charged thee and Abishai and 
Ittai, saying, Spare for my sake 
the young man Absalom. 13 Othcr- 
wise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life: 
for there is no matter hid from 
the king, and thou thyself 
wouldest have stood afar off. 
34 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three 
darts in his hand, and thrust 
them through the heart of Abs.-i 
lorn, while he was yet alive in the 
midst of the oak. 15 And ten young 
men that bore Joab's armour com 
passed about and smote Absalom, 
and slew him. 

10 And Joab blew the trumpet, 
and the people returned from 
pursuing after Israel: for Joah 
held back the people. 17 And they 
took Absalom, and cast him into 
a great pit in the wood, and laid 
a very great heap of stones upon 
him: and all Israel fled every one 
to his tent. 

ls Now Absalom in his lifetime 
had taken and reared up for him¬ 
self a pillar, which is in the king’s 
dale: for he said, I have no son 
to keep my name in remembrance : 
and he called the pillar after Iiih 
own name: and it is called unto 
this day, Absalom's monument. 

lfl Then said Ahimaaz the son 
of Zadok, Let me now run, and 
bear the king tidings, how that 
the Lord hath avenged him of 
his enemies. 20 And Joab said un¬ 
to him, Thou shalt not bear ti¬ 
dings this day: but thou shalt 
bear tidings another day: but this 
day thou shalt bear no tidings, 
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hccause the king’s son is dead. 
“Then said Joab to the Cushite, 
Co tell the king what thou hast 
seen. And the Cushite bowed 
himself unto Joab, and ran. 
“Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zmiok yet again to Joab, But 
howsoever, let me, I pray thee, 
also run after the Cushite. And 
Joab said, Wherefore wilt thou 
run, my son, seeing that thou 
hast no tidings ready? “But how¬ 
soever, mid he, let me run. And 
he said unto him, Run. Then Ahi¬ 
maaz ran by the way of the plain, 
and overran the Cushite. 

V4 And David sat between the 
two gates: and the watchman 
went up to the roof over the gate i 
unto the wall, and lifted up his 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, a 
man running alone. “And the 
watchman cried, and told the king. 
And the king said, If he be alone, 
thrre are tidings in his mouth. 
And he came apace, and drew 
near. “And the watchman saw 
unother man running: and the 
watchman called unto the porter, 
nnd said, Behold, another man 
running alone. And the king said, 
He also bringeth tidings. “And 
the watchman said, Me thinketh 
the running of the foremost is 
like the running of Ahimaaz the 
son of Zadok. And the king said, 
He is a good man, and cometh 
with good tidings. 

“And Ahimaaz called, and said 
unto the king, All is well. And 
lie fell down to the earth upon 
his face before the king, and said, 
[Blessed be the Lord thy God, who 


hath delivered up the men that 
lifted up their hand against my 
lord the king. “And the king 
said, Is the young man Absalom 
safe? And Ahimaaz answered, I 
saw a great tumult when Joab 
sent the king's servant, and me 
thy servant, but I knew not what 
it was. 30 And the king Baid unto 
him, Turn aside, and stand here. 
And he turned aside, and stood 
still. 

“And, behold, the Cushite came; 
and the Cushite said, Let my lord 
the king receive the good tidings, 
that the Lord hath avenged thee 
this day of all them that rose up 
against thee. “And the king said 
J unto the Cushite, Is the young 
I man Absalom safe? And the Cu¬ 
shite answered, The enemies of 
my lord the king, and all that 
rise against thee to do thee hurt, 
be as that young man is. 

And the king was much 
moved, and went up to the 
chamber over the gate, and wept: 
and as he went, thus he said, 0 
my son Absalom, my son, my son 
Absalom! would God I had died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my 
son! 

? And it wa3 told Joab, Behold, 
the king weepeth and mourneth 
for Absalom. 

3 And the victory that day was 
turned into mourning unto all the 
people: for the people heard say 
that day how the king was grieved 
for his son. 4 And the people stole 
away that day to come into the 
city, as people that are ashamed 
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steal away when they flee in 
battle. 5 But the king covered his 
face, and the king cried with a 
loud voice, O my son Absalom, 
O Absalom, my son, my son! 

8 And Joab came into the house 
to the king, and said, Thou hast 
shamed this day the faces of all 
thy servants, who this day have 
saved thy life, and the lives of 
thy sons and of thy daughters, 
and the lives of thy wives, and 
the lives of thy concubines; 7 In 
that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou 
hast declared this day, that thou 
regardest neither princes nor ser¬ 
vants: for this day I perceive, 
that if Absalom had lived, and 
all we had died this day, then it 
had pleased thee well. 8 Now there¬ 
fore arise, go forth, and speak 
reassuringly unto thy servants: 
for I swear by the Lord, if thou 
go not forth, there will not tarry 
one with thee this night: and 
that will be worse unto thee than 
all the evil that befell thee from 
thy youth until now. 

®Then the king arose, and sat 
in the gate. And they told unto 
all the people, saying, Behold, the 
king doth sit in the gate. And all 
the people came before the king. 

Now Israel fled every man to 
his tent. 10 And all the people 
were at strife throughout all the 
tribes of Israel, saying, The king 
saved us out of the hand of our 
enemies, and he delivered us out 
of the hand of the Philistines; 
and now he is fled out of the land 
on account of Absalom. n And 


Absalom, whom we anointed ove 
us, is dead in battle. Now there 
fore why speak ye not a word oi 
bringing the king back? 

lz And king David sent to Za 
dok and to Abiathar the priests 
saying, Speak unto the elders o 
Judah, saying, Why are ye tli> 
last to bring the king back t» 
his house? seeing the speech o 
all Israel is come to the king, cvn 
to his house. 13 Ye are my breth 
ren, ye are my bones and m; 
flesh: wherefore then are ye th> 
last to bring back the king? M Ain 
say ye to Amasa, Art thou not <> 
my bone, and of my flesh? G<u 
do so to me, and more also, i 
thou be not captain of the hos 
before me continually in the roon 
of Joab. 15 And he bowed tin 
heart of all the men of Judnh 
even as the heart of one man 
so that they sent this word unt,< 
the king, Return thou, and al 
thy servants. 

16 So the king returned, an< 
came to the Jordan. And Judal 
came to Gilgal, to go to meet tin 
king, to conduct the king ove: 
the Jordan. 

17 And Shimei the son of Gera 
a Benjamite, who was of Bu 
hurim, hastened and came dowi 
with the men of Judah to meo 
king David. 18 And there were i 
thousand men of Benjamin witl 
him, and Ziba the servant of th< 
house of Saul, and his fifteer 
sons and his twenty servant* 
with him; and they went ovei 
the Jordan before the king. 19 Aik 
there went over a ferry-boat U 
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carry over the king’s household, 
and to do what he thought good. 
And Shimei the son of Gera fell 
down before the king, as he was 
come over the Jordan; 20 And 
nnid unto the king, Let not my 
tnid impute iniquity unto me, 
neither do thou remember that 
which thy servant did perversely 
the day that my lord the king 
went out of Jerusalem, that the 
king should take it to his heart. 
v, For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned: therefore, behold, 
I am come the first this day of 
all the house of Joseph to go down 
to meet my lord the king. 22 But 
Ahishai the eon of Zeruiah an¬ 
swered and said, Shall not Shi¬ 
mei be put to death for this, be¬ 
cause he cursed the Lord's a- 
nointed? 23 Ar.d David said, What 
have I to do with you, ye sons 
of Zeruiah, that ye should this 
day be adversaries unto me? shall 
there any man be put to death 
this day in Israel? for do not 
I know that I am this day king 
over Israel? 2< And the king said 
unto Shimei, Thou slialt not die. 
And the king swore unto him. 

2s And Mephibosheth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, 
nor trimmed his beard, nor 
washed his clothes, from the day 
the king departed until the day 
he came ftnefe in peace. 

IR And it came to pass, when 
he was come to Jerusalem to meet 
Ihe king, that the king said un¬ 
to him, Wherefore wentest not 
thou with me, Mephibosheth? 


27 And he answered, My lord, 0 
king, my servant deceived me: 
for thy servant said, I will saddle 
me an ass, that I may ride there¬ 
on, and go to the king; because 
thy servant is lame. 28 And he 
hath slandered thy servant unto 
my lord the king; but my lord 
the king is as an angel of God: do 
therefore what is good in thine 
eyes. 2 ®For all of my father’s 
house were but men condemned 
to death before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant 
among them that did eat at thine 
own table. What right therefore 
have I yet to cry any more unto 
the king? 30 And the king said 
unto him, Why speakest thou 
any more of thy matters? I have 
said, Thou and Ziha divide the 
land. 31 And Mephibosheth said 
unto the king, Yea, let him take 
all, forasmuch as my lord the 
king is come back in peace un¬ 
to his own house. 

8a And Barzillni the Gileadite 
came down from Rogelim, and 
went over the Jordan with the 
king, to conduct him over the 
Jordan. 03 Now Barzillai was a 
very aged man, even fourscore 
years old: and he had provided 
the king with sustenance while 
he lay at Mahanaim; for he was 
a very great man. 

94 And the king said unto Bar¬ 
zillai, Come thou over with me, 
and I will sustain thee with me 
in Jerusalem. 35 And Barzillai 
said unto the king. How long 
have I to live, that I should go 
up with the king unto Jerusalem? 
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S8 I am this day fourscore years 
old: and can I discern between 
good and evil? can thy servant 
taste what I eat or what I drink? 
can I hear any more the voice of 
singing men and singing women? 
wherefore then should thy ser¬ 
vant be yet a burden unto my 
lord the king? a7 Thy servant will 
hardly be able to go over the 
Jordan with the king: and why 
should the king recompense it 
me with such a reward? "Let 
thy servant, I pray thee, turn 
back again, that I may die in 
mine own city, and be buried by 
the grave of my father and of mv 
mother. But behold, thy servant 
Chimham; let him go over with 
my lord the king; and do to him 
what shall seem good unto thee. 
"And the king answered, Chim¬ 
ham shall go over with me, and 
I will do to him that which shall 
seem good unto thee: and what¬ 
soever thou shalt require of me, 
that will I do for thee. 

40 And all the people went over 
the Jordan. And when the king 
was come over, the king kissed 
Barzillai, and blessed him; and 
he returned unto his own place. 

41 Then the king went on to Gil- 
gal, and Chimham went on with 
him: and all the people of Judah 
conducted the king, and also half 
the people of Israel. 

42 And, behold, all the men of 
Israel came to the king, and said 
unto the king, Why have our 
brethren the men of Judah stolen 
thee away, and have brought the 
king, and his household, and all 


David's men with him, over the 
Jordan? 48 And all the men of 
Judah answered the men of Is¬ 
rael, Because the king is near of 
kin to us: wherefore then are ye 
angry for this matter? have wo 
eaten at all of the king’s cost? 
or hath he given us any gift? 
■“•And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said, We 
have ten parts in the king, and 
we have also more right in David 
than ye: why then did ye despise 
us, that our advice should not he 
first had in bringing back our 
king? And the words of the mm 
of Judah were fiercer than the 
words of the men of Israel. 

And there happened to ho 
there a wicked man, whoso 
name was Sheba, the son of Birh- 
ri, a Benjamite: and he blew 
a trumpet, and said. We have no 
part in David, neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jes.se: 
every man to his tents, O Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went 
up from after David, and followed 
Sheba the son of Bichri: hut 
the men of Judah clove unto their 
king, from the Jordan even to 
Jerusalem. 

3 And David came to his house 
j at Jerusalem; and the king took 
the ten women his concubines, 
whom he had left to keep the 
house, and put them in ward, 
and fed them, but went not in 
unto them. So they were shut 
up unto the day of their death, 
living in widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amaaa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah 
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within three days, and be thou 
here present. fi So Amasa went to 
assemble the men of Judah: but 
he tarried longer than the set 
time which he had appointed him. 
H And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do 
u« more harm than did Absalom: 
take thou thy lord’s servants, and 
pursue after him, lest he get him 
fortified cities, and escape our 
sight. 

’And there went out after him 
Jnab’s men, and the Cherethites, 
and the Pelethites, and all the 
mighty men: and they went out 
of Jerusalem, to pursue after She¬ 
ba the son of Bichri. 8 When they 
were at the great stone which is 
in Gibeon, Amasa went before 
them. And Joab was girded with 
his mantle, his garment, and upon 
it n girdle with n sword fastened 
upon his loins in the sheath there¬ 
of ; and as he went forth it fell 
out. e And Joab said to Amasa, 
Art thou in health, my brother? 
And Joab took Amasa by the 
heard with the right hand to 
kiss him. ,0 But Amasa took no 
heed to the sword that was in 
Joab’s hand: so he smote him 
therewith in the fifth rib, and 
Bhed out his bowels to the ground, 
and struck him not again; and 
he died. 

So Joab and Abishai his broth¬ 
er pursued after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. "And one of Joab’s 
men Btood by him, and said, He 
that favoureth Joab, and he that 
is for David, let him go after 
Joab. "And Amasa wallowed in 


blood in the midst of the high¬ 
way. And when the man saw that 
all the people stood still, he re¬ 
moved Amasa out of the high¬ 
way into the field, and cast a 
cloth upon him, when he saw 
that every one that came by him 
stood still. "When he was re¬ 
moved out of the highway, all the 
people went on after Joab, to 
pursue after Sheba the son of 
Bichri. 

"And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and 
to Beth-maachah, and all the Ber- 
itea: and they were gathered to¬ 
gether, and went also after him. 
"And they came and besieged 
him in Abel of Beth-maachah, 
and they cast up a mound against 
the city, and it stood against the 
rampart: and all the people that 
were with Joab battered the wall, 
to throw it down. 

"Then cried a wise woman out 
of the city, Hear, hear; say, I 
pray you, unto Joab, Come near 
hither, that I may speak with 
thee. "And when he was come 
near unto her, the woman said. 
Art thou Joab? And he an¬ 
swered, I am he. Then she said 
unto him. Hear the words of 
thine handmaid. And he an¬ 
swered, I do hear. "Then she 
spoke, saying, They were wont 
to speak in old time, saying, They 
shall surely ask counsel at Abel: 
and so they ended the matter. 
1B I am one of them that are peace¬ 
able and faithful in Israel: thou 
seekest to destroy a city and a 
mother in Israel: why wilt thou 
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ruin the inheritance of the Lord? 
20 And Joab answered and said, 
Far be it, far be it from me, 
that I should ruin or destroy. 
21 The matter is not so: but a 
man of mount Ephraim, Sheba 
the son of Bichri by name, hath 
lifted up his hand against the 
king, even against David: deliver 
him only, and I will depart from 
the city. And the woman said 
unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto 
all the people in her wisdom. And 
they cut off the head of Sheba 
the son of Bichri, and cast it 
out to Joab. And he blew a trum¬ 
pet, and they retired from the 
city, every man to his tent. And 
Joab returned to Jerusalem un¬ 
to the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the 
host of Israel: and Benaiah the 
eon of Jehoiada was over the Che- 
rethites and over the Pelethites: 
24 And Adoram was over the trib¬ 
ute: and Jehoshaphat the son 
of Ahilud was recorder: 2r \And 
Sheva was scribe: and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests: 26 And 
Ira also the Jairite was a minister 
unto David. 

Then there was a famine in 
the days of David three 
years, year after year; and Da¬ 
vid inquired of the Lord. And 
the Lord answered, It is for Saul, 
and for his bloody house, because 
he slew the Gibeonites. 

2 And the king called the Gibe¬ 
onites, and said unto them; (now 


the Gibeonites were not of the 
children of Israel, but of the 
remnant of the Amorites; and 
the children of Israel had sworn 
unto them: and Saul sought to 
slay them in his zeal to the chil¬ 
dren of Israel and Judah.') 
3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeonites, What shall I do for 
you? and wherewith shall I make 
the atonement, that ye may bless 
the inheritance of the Lord V 
4 And the Gibeonites said unlo 
him, We will have no silver nor 
gold of Saul, nor of his house; 
neither for us shalt thou kill 
any man in Israel. And he said, 
What ye shall say, that will 1 do 
for you. = And they answered the 
king, The man that consumed us, 
and that devised against us that 
we should be destroyed from re¬ 
maining in any of the borders 
of Israel, 6 Let seven men of his 
sons be delivered unto us, and we 
will hang them up unto the Lord 
in Gibeah of Saul, whom the 
Lord did choose. And the king 
said, I will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mephi- 
bosheth, the son of Jonathan Hie 
son of Saul, because of the Lord’s 
oath that was between them, be¬ 
tween David and Jonathan the 
son of Saul. 8 But the king took 
the two sons of Rizpah the daugh¬ 
ter of Aiah, whom she bore unto 
Saul, Armoni and Mephibosheth; 
and the five sons of Michal the 
daughter of Saul, whom she bore 
to Adriel the son of Barzillai Ihe 
Meholathite: °And he delivered 
them into the hands of the Gih- 
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eonites, and they hanged them 
in the hill before the Lord: and 
they fell all seven together, and 
were put to death in the days 
of harvest, in the first day 9 , in 
the beginning of barley harvest. 

1fi And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread 
it for her upon the rock, from 
the beginning of harvest until 
water dropped upon them out of 
heaven, and suffered neither the 
hirds of the air to rest on them 
by day, nor the beasts of the field 
by night. 

x1 And it was told David what 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, the 
concubine of Saul, had done. ,z And 
David went and took the bones 
of Saul and the bones of Jonathan 
his son from the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, who had stolen them from 
the street of Beth-shan, where 
Ihe Philistines had hanged them, 
when the Philistines had slain 
Saul in Gilboa: u And he brought 
up from thence the bones of Saul 
and the bones of Jonathan his 
son; and they gathered the bones 
of them that were hanged. 14 And 
the bones of Saul and Jonathan 
his son buried they in the country 
of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father: and 
they performed all that the king 
commanded. And after that God 
was entreated for the land. 

,fl Moreover the Philistines had 
yet war again with Israel; and 
David went down, and his ser¬ 
vants with him, and fought 
against the Philistines: and Da¬ 
vid waxed faint. Jfl And Ishbi at 


Nob, who was of the sons of the 
giant, the weight of whose spear 
was three hundred shekels of 
brass in weight, he being girded 
with a new sword, thought to 
have slain David. J7 But Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah succoured him, 
and smote the Philistine, and 
killed him. Then the men of Da¬ 
vid swore unto him, saying, Thou 
shalt go no more out with us to 
battle, that thou quench not the 
light of Israel. 

18 And it came to pass after 
this, that there was again a 
battle with the Philistines at 
Gob: then Sibbechai the Hu- 
shathite slew Saph, who was of 
the sons of the giant. 

10 And there was again a battle 
in Gob with the Philistines, where 
Elhanan the son of Jaare-oregim, 
a Beth-lehemite, slew the brother 
of Goliath the Gittite, the staff 
of whose spear was like a weaver's 
beam. 

*°And there was yet a battle 
in Gath, where was a man of 
great stature, that had on every 
hand six fingers, and on every 
foot six toes, four and twenty 
in number; and he also was born 
to the giant. 21 And when he de¬ 
fied Israel, Jonathan the son of 
Shimeah the brother of David 
slew him. 

22 These four were born to the 
giant in Gath, and fell by the 
hand of David, and by the hand 
of his servants. 

And David spoke unto the 
Lord the words of this song 
in the day that the Lord had de- 
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Iivered him out of the hand of 
all his enemies, and out of the 
hand of Saul: 2 And he said, 

The Lord is my rock, and my 
fortress, and my deliverer; 3 The 
God of my rock; in him will I 
trust: he is my shield, and the 
horn of my salvation, my high 
tower, and my refuge, my sav¬ 
iour; thou savest me from vio¬ 
lence. 4 I will call on the Lord, 
who is worthy to be praised: so 
shall I be saved from mine ene¬ 
mies. 

5 When the waves of death 
compassed me, the floods of un¬ 
godly men made me afraid; 6 The 
sorrows of hell compassed me 
about; the snares of death en¬ 
countered me: 7 In my distress I 
called upon the Lord, and cried 
to my God: and he did hear my 
voice out of his temple, and my 
cry did enter into his ears. ®Then 
the earth shook and trembled; the 
foundations of heaven moved and 
shook, because he was wroth. 
®There went up a smoke out of 
his nostrils, and fire out of 
his mouth devoured: coals were 
kindled by it. 10 He bowed the 
heavens also, and came down; 
and darkness was under his feet. 
“And he rode upon a cherub, 
and did fly: and he was seen 
upon the wings of the wind. “And 
he made darkness pavilions round 
about him, gathering of waters, 
and thick clouds of the skies. 
“Through the brightness before 
him were coals of fire kindled. 
“The Lord thundered from heav¬ 
en, and the Most High uttered 


his voice. “And he sent out 
arrows, and scattered them; 
lightning, and discomfited them. 
“And the channels of the sea 
appeared, the foundations of the 
world were discovered, at the re¬ 
buking of the Lord, at the blast 
of the breath of his nostrils. 

17 He sent from above, he took 
me; he drew me out of many 
waters; “He delivered me from 
my strong enemy, and from them 
that hated me: for they were 
too strong for me. “They en¬ 
countered me in the day of my 
calamity: but the Lord was my 
stay. 20 He brought me forth also 
into a large place: he delivered 
me, because he delighted in me. 
2, The Lord rewarded me accord¬ 
ing to my righteousness: accord¬ 
ing to the cleanness of my hands 
hath he recompensed me. 22 For 
I have kept the ways of the Lord, 
and have not wickedly departed 
from my God. 23 For all his judg¬ 
ments were before me: and as for 
his statutes, I did not depart 
from them. 24 I was also upright 
before him, and have kept myself 
from mine iniquity. 25 Therefnre 
the Lord hath recompensed me 
according to my righteousness; 
according to my cleanness in his 
eyes. 

2e With the merciful thou wilt 
shew thyself merciful, and with 
the mighty upright man thou 
wilt shew thyself upright. 27 With 
the pure thou wilt shew thyself 
pure; and with the froward thou 
wilt shew thyself perverse. 28 Aml 
the afflicted people thou wilt save: 
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but thine eyes are upon the 
huughly, that thou mayest bring 
them down. 

20 For thou art my lamp, 0 
Lord: and the Lord will lighten 
my darkness. 30 For by thee I have 
run through a troop: by my God 
have I leaped over a wall. fl, As 
for God, his way is perfect; the 
word of the Lord is tried: he ia 
a huckler to all them that trust 
in him. 

1S( For who is God, save the 
Lord? and who is a rock, save 
our God? a3 God ts my strength 
and power: and he maketh my 
way perfect. 34 He maketh my 
feet like hinds' feet: and setteth 
me upon my high places. 35 He 
teachelh my hands to war; so 
that a how of brass is broken by 
mine arms. 30 Thou hast also given 
me the shield of thy salvation: 
and thy gentleness hath made me 
great. B7 Thou hast enlarged my 
steps under me; so that my 
ankles did not slip. 

38 I have pursued mine enemies, 
und destroyed them; and turned 
not again until I had consumed 
them. 8fl And I have consumed 
them, and wounded them, that 
they could not arise: yea, they 
nre fallen under my feet. 40 For 
thou hast girded me with strength 
to battle: them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued un¬ 
der me. 4, Thou bast also given 
me the necks of mine enemies, 
that I might destroy them that 
hate me. 42 They looked, but there 
was none to save; even unto the 


Lord, but he answered them not. 
43 Then did I beat them as small 
as the dust of the earth, I did 
stamp them as the mire of the 
street, and did spread them 
abroad. 44 Thou also hast delivered 
me from the strivings of my peo¬ 
ple, thou hast kept me to be head 
of the nations: a people whom 
I knew not shall serve me. 
^’Strangers shall submit them¬ 
selves unto me: as soon as they 
hear, they shall be obedient unto 
me. ifl Strangers shall fade away, 
and they shall be afraid out of 
their close places. 

47 The Lord liveth ; and blessed 
be my rock; and exalted be the 
God of the rock of my salvation. 
4ft It ia God that avengeth me, and 
that bringeth down the peoples 
under me. 49 And that bringeth 
me forth from mine enemies: 
thou also hast lifted me up on 
high above them that rose up 
against me: thou hast delivered 
me from the violent man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks 
unto thee, O Lord, among the 
nations, and I will sing praises 
unto thy name. a: He is the tower 
of salvation for his king: and 
slieweth mercy to his anointed, 
unto David, and to his seed for 
evermore. 

Now these are the last words 
of David. David the son of 
Jesse said, and the man who was 
raised up on high, the anointed 
of the God of Jacob, and the 
sweet psalmist of Israel, said, 
2 The spirit of the Lord spoke by 
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me, and hia word was upon my 
tongue. 

3 The God of Israel said, the 
Rock of Israel spoke to me, He 
that ruleth over men must be 
just, ruling in the fear of God. 
4 And he shall be as the light of 
the morning, when the sun riseth, 
even a morning without clouds; 
as the tender grass springing out 
of the earth by clear shining 
after rain. 5 Is not so my house 
with God? for he hath made with 
me an everlasting covenant, or¬ 
dered in all things, and sure; 
yea, will he not cause to succeed 
all my salvation, and all my de¬ 
sire? e But the wicked shall be 
all of them as thorns thrust away, 
because they cannot be taken 
with hands: 7 But the man that 
shall touch them must be armed 
with iron and the staff of a spear; 
and they shall be utterly burned 
with fire in the same place. 

8 These arc the names of the 
mighty men whom David had: 
Josheb-bashebeth, a Tahchemon- 
ite, chief among the captains; the 
same was Adino the Eznite: he 
lifted up his spear against eight 
hundred, whom he slew at one 
time. 

®And after him was Eleazar 
the son of Dodo, the son of Ahohi, 
one of the three mighty men with 
David, when they defied the Phi¬ 
listines that were there gathered 
together to battle, and the men 
of Israel were gone away: 10 He 
arose, and smote the Philistines 
until his hand was weary, and his 
hand clove unto the sword: and 


the Lord wrought a great victory 
that day: and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

"And after him was Shammah 
the son of Agee the Hararito. 
And the Philistines were gathered 
together into a troop, where was 
a piece of ground full of lentils: 
and the people fled from the Phi 
Iistines. 12 But he stood in the 
midst of the ground, and defended 
it, and slew the Philistines: ami 
the Lord wrought a great victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief 
went down, and came to David 
in the harvest time unto the rave 
of Adullam: and the troop of the 
Philistines pitched in the valley 
of Rephaim. "And David urn* 
then in a stronghold, and the gar¬ 
rison of the Philistines was then 
in Beth-Iehem. 15 And David 
longed, and said, Oh that one 
would give me a drink of water 
of the well of Beth-lehem, which 
is by the gate! 1G And the three 
mighty men broke through the 
host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Beth¬ 
lehem, that was by the gate, and 
took it, and brought it to David: 
nevertheless he would not drink 
thereof, but poured it out unto 
the Lora. 1T And he said, Be it 
far from me, 0 Lord, that I should 
do this: is not this the blood of 
the men that went in jeopardy 
of their lives? therefore he would 
not drink it. These things did 
these three mighty men. 

18 And Abishai the brother of 
Joab, the son of Zeruiah, was 
chief among the three. And hu 
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lifted up his spear against three 
hundred, and slew them, and had 
the name among the three. ^Al¬ 
though he was the most honour¬ 
able of the three, and he was 
their captain: nevertheless he at¬ 
tained not unto the first three. 

"' And Benaiah the son of Je- 
hoinda, the son of a valiant man, 
of Kabzeel, who had done many 
acts, he slew two sons of Ariel 
of Moab: he went down also and 
slew a lion in the midst of a pit 
in time of snow: 21 And he slew 
an Egyptian, a goodly man: and 
the Egyptian had a spear in his 
hand; but he went down to him 
with a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the Egyptian’s hand, and 
slew him with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiadu, and had the name 
among the three mighty men. 
3-1 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not 
to the first three. And David set 
him over his guard. 

2 *Asahel the brother of Joab 
wus one of the thirty; Elhanan 
the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem, 
2!, Shammah the Harodite, Elika 
the Harodite, 2n Helez the Pattite, 
Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, 
2 Abiezer the Anethothite, Me- 
bunnai the Hushathite, 2H Znlmon 
the Ahohite, Maharai the Neto- 
phathite, 20 Heleb the son of 
Bnunah, a Netophathite, Ittai the 
son of Ribai out of Gibeah of 
the children of Benjamin, 30 Be- 
nuinh the Pirathonite, Hiddai of 
the brooks of Gaash, s, Abi-albon 
the Arbathite, Azmaveth the Bar- 


humite, 32 Eliahba the Shaalbon- 
ite, of the sons of Jashen, Jona¬ 
than, 2:, Shammah the Hararite, 
Ahiam the son of Sharar the 
Ararite, ;H Eliphelet the son of 
Ahasbai, the son of Maachathite, 
Eliam the son of Ahithophel the 
Gilonite, 35 Hezrai the Carmelite, 
Paarai the Arbite, 38 IgaI the son 
of Nathan of Zobah, Bani the 
Gadite, 37 Zelek the Ammonite, 
Nahari the Beerothite, armour- 
bearer to Joab the son of Zeruiah, 
• 18 Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the lth- 
rite, 3D Uriah the Hittite: thirty 
and seven in all. 

And again the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Is¬ 
rael, and he moved David against 
them to say, Go, number Israel 
and Judah. 2 And the king said 
to Joab the captain of the host, 
that was with him, Go now 
through all the tribes of Israel, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
and number ye the people, that I 
may know the number of the peo¬ 
ple. 3 And Joab said unto the 
king, Now the Lord thy God add 
unto the people, huw many so¬ 
ever they be, a hundredfold, and 
that the eyes of my lord the king 
may see it: but why doth my lord 
the king delight in this thing? 

♦Notwithstanding the king's 
word prevailed against Joab, and 
against the captains of the host. 
And Joab and the captains of the 
host went out from the presence 
of the king, to number the people 
of Israel. °And they passed over 
the Jordan, and pitched in Aroer,

on the right side of the city that 
lietk in the midst of the valley 
of Gad and toward Jazer: 6 Then 
they came to Gilead, and to the 
land of Tahtim-hodshi; and they 
came to Dan-jaan, and about to 
Sidon, 7 And came to the strong¬ 
hold of Tyre, and to all the cities 
of the Hivites, and of the Ca- 
naanites: and they went out to 
the south of Judah, even to Beer- 
sheba. s So when they had gone 
through all the land, they came 
to Jerusalem at the end of nine 
months and twenty days. e And 
Joab gave up the sum of the num¬ 
ber of the people unto the king: 
and there were in Israel eight 
hundred thousand valiant men 
that drew the sword; and the 
men of Judah were five hundred 
thousand men.

"And 
when David was up in the morn¬ 
ing, the word of the Lord came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s 
seer, saying, 12 Go and say unto 
David, Thus saith the Lord, I 
offer thee three things; choose 
thee one of them, that I may do 
it unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and 
told him, and said unto him, Shall 
seven years of famine come unto 
thee in thy land? or wilt thou 
flee three months before thine 


enemies, while they pursue thee: 
or that there be three days' pes¬ 
tilence in thy land? now advise, 
and see what answer I shall re¬ 
turn to him that sent me. "And 
David said unto Gad, I am in a 
great strait: let us fall now in¬ 
to the hand of the Lord; for his 
mercies are great: and let me not 
fall into the nand of man. 

15 So the Lord sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning 
even to the time appointed: and 
there died of the people from 
Dan even to Beer-sheba seventy 
thousand men. 16 And when the 
angel stretched out his hand upon 
Jerusalem to destroy it, the Lord 
repented him of the evil, and said 
to the angel that destroyed the 
people, It is enough: stay now 
thine hand. And the angel of tin* 
Lord was by the threshing-floor 
of Aravnah the Jebusite. ir And 
David spoke unto the Lord when 
he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, I have 
sinned, and I have done wicked¬ 
ly : but these sheep, what have 
they done? let thine hand, I pray 
thee, be against me, and against 
my father’s house. 

18 And Gad came that day to 
David, and said unto him, Go up, 
rear an altar unto the Lord in the 
threshing-floor of Aravnah the 
Jebusite. 1B And David, according 
to the saying of Gad, went up 
as the Lord commanded. 20 And 
Aravnah looked, and saw the king 
and his servants coming on to¬ 
ward him : and Aravnah went out, 
and bowed himself before the 
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king on his face upon the ground. 
ai And Aravnah said, Wherefore 
is my lord the king come to his 
servant? And David said, To buy 
the threshing-floor of thee, to 
build an altar unto the Lord, that 
the plague may be stayed from 
Hie ppople. “And Aravnah said 
unto David, Let my lord the king 
take and offer up what seemeth 
good unto him: behold, here are 
oxen for the burnt-sacrifice, and 
threshing instruments and the 
harness of the oxen for wood. 
S, A11 these things did Aravnah, 
as a king, give unto the king. 


And Aravnah said unto the king, 
The Lord thy God accept thee. 
“And the king said unto Arav¬ 
nah, Nay; but I will surely buy 
it of thee at a price: neither will 
I offer burnt-offerings unto the 
Lord my God of that which doth 
cost me nothing. 

So David bought the threshing- 
floor and the oxen for fifty shek¬ 
els of silver. 23 And David built 
there an altar unto the Lord, and 
offered burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings. So the Lord was en¬ 
treated for the land, and the 
plague was stayed from Israel.

10 But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the mighty men. 
and Solomon his brother, he 
called not. 

11 Wherefore Nathan spoke un¬ 
to Bath-sheba the mother of Sol¬ 
omon, saying, Hast thou not 
heard that Adonijah the son of 
Haggith doth reign, and David 
our lord knoweth it not?

17 And she said 
unto him. My lord, thou sworest 
by the Lord thy God unto thine 
handmaid, saying, Assuredly Sol¬ 
omon thy son shall reign after 
nu*, and lie shall sit upon my 
throne. 18 And now, behold, Ado- 
nijah reigneth; and now, my lord 
the king, thou knowest it not:

^ Now the days of David drew 
nigh that he should die; and 
he charged Solomon his son, say¬ 
ing, 2 I go the way of all the 
eurth: be thou strong therefore, 
and shew thyself a man; 8 And 
keep the charge of the Lord thy 
Grid, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his command¬ 
ments, and his judgments, and his 
testimonies, as it is written in the 
law of Mo9es, that thou mayest 
prosper in all that thou doest, 
and whithersoever thou turnest 
thyself: 4 That the Lord may es¬ 
tablish his word which he Bpoke 
concerning me, saying, If thy 
children take heed to their way, 
to walk before me in truth with 
all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said 
he) a man on the throne of Is¬ 
rael 

'Moreover thou knowest also 
what Joab the son of Zeruiah did 
to me, and what he did to the 
two captains of the hosts of Is¬ 
rael, unto Abner the son of Ner, 


and unto Amasa the son of Je- 
ther, whom he slew, and shed the 
blood of war in peace, and put 
the blood of war upon his girdle 
that was about his loins, and upon 
his sandals that were on his feet. 
6 Do therefore according to thy 
wisdom, and let not his hoary 
head go down to the grave in 
peace. 7 But shew kindness unto 
the sons of Barzillai the Gilead- 
ite, and let them be of those that 
eat at thy table: for so they came 
near to me when I fled because 
of Absalom thy brother. B And, 
behold, thou hast with thee Shi- 
mei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Bahurim, who cursed me with 
a grievous curse in the day when 
I went to Mahanaim: but he 
came down to meet me at the 
Jordan, and I swore to him by 
the Lord, saying, I will not put 
thee to death with the sword. 
^Now therefore hold him not 
guiltless: for thou art a wise man, 
and knowest what thou oughtest 
to do unto him, and thou shalt 
bring down his hoary head to the 
grave with blood. 

10 And David slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the city 
of David. u And the days that 
David reigned over Israel were 
forty year9: seven years reigned 
he in Hebron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

12 Then sat Solomon upon the 
throne of David his father; 
and his kingdom was established 
greatly. 

13 And Adonijah the son of 
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Haggith came to Bath-sheba the 
mother of Solomon. And she said, 
Comest thou peaceably? And he 
said, Peaceably. 14 He said more¬ 
over, I have somewhat to say un¬ 
to thee. And she said, Say on. 
ls And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that 
all Israel set their faces on me, 1 
that I should reign: yet the king¬ 
dom is turned about, and is be¬ 
come my brother’s: for it was 
his from the Lord. 14 And now I 
ask one petition of thee, deny me 
not. And she said unto him. Say 
on. 17 And he said, Speak, I pray 
thee, unto Solomon the king, (for 
he will not refuse thee,) that he 
give me Abishag the Shunammite 
to wife. 18 And Bath-sheba said, 
Well; I will speak for thee unto 
the king. 

19 Bath-sheba therefore went un¬ 
to king Solomon, to speak unto 
him for Adonijah. And the king 
rose up to meet her, and bowed 
himself unto her, and sat down 
on his throne, and caused a seat 
to be set for the king’s mother; 
and she sat on his right hand. 
20 Then she said, I ask one small 
petition of thee; I pray thee, re¬ 
fuse me not. And the king said 
unto her, Ask on, my mother: for 
I will not refuse thee. 21 And she 
said. Let Abishag the Shunam¬ 
mite be given to Adonijah thy 
brother to wife. 2Z And king Sol¬ 
omon answered and said unto 
his mother, And why dost thou 
ask Abishag the Shunammite for 
Adonijah? ask for him the king¬ 
dom also; for he is mine elder 


brother; even for him, and fm 
Abiathar the priest, and for Joal 
the son of Zeruiah. 

23 Then king Solomon swore b> 
the Lord, saying, God do so U 
me, and more also, if Adonijal 
have not spoken this word againsi 
his own life. 24 Now therefore, m 
the Lord liveth, who hath estab 
1 ished me, and set me on flu 
throne of David my father, mu 
who hath made me a house, as 
he promised, Adonijah shall h< 
put to death this day. 2S And kin* 
Solomon sent by the hand of Be 
naiah the son of Jehoiada; am 
he fell upon him that he died 

2fl And unto Abiathar the priesl 
said the king, Get thee to Ana- 
thoth, unto thine own fields; foi 
thou art worthy of death: but ) 
will not at this time put thee t( 
death, because thou didst beai 
the ark of the Lord God befon 
David my father, and becauat 
thou hast been afflicted in al 
wherein my father was afflicted 
27 So Solomon thrust out Abi 
athar from being priest unto tin 
Lord; that he might fulfil tin 
word of the Lord, which he spoki 
concerning the house of Eli ir 
Shiloh. 

28 Then tidings came to Joab 
for Joab had turned after Adoiii 
jah, though he turned not aftei 
Absalom. And Joab fled unto Uu 
tabernacle of the Lord, aru 
caught hold on the horns of tin 
altar. 29 And it was told king Sol 
omon that Joab was fled unit 
the tabernacle of the Lord; and 
behold, he is by the altar. Tlu-r 
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Solomon sent Benaioh the son of 
Jehoiada, saying, Go, fall upon 
him. 30 And Benaiah came to the 
tabernacle of the Lord, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the king, 
Come forth. And he said, Nay; 
hoi T will die here. And Benaiah 
brought the king word again, 
saying, Thus said Joab, and thus 
lie answered me. 31 And the king 
said unto him, Do as he hath 
said, and fall upon him, and bury 
him: that thou mayest take away 
the innocent blood, which Joab 
shed, from me, and from the house 
of my father. 3z And the Lord 
shall return his blood upon his 
own head, who fell upon two men 
more righteous and better than 
he, and slew them with the sword, 
my father David not knowing 
thereof, to vnt, Abner the son of 
Ner, captain of the host of Israel, 
and Amaaa the son of Jether, 
captain of the host of Judah. 
33 Their blood shall therefore re¬ 
turn upon the head of Joab, and 
upon the head of his seed for 
ever; but upon David, and upon 
his seed, and upon his house, and 
upon his throne, shall there be 
peace for ever from the Lord. 34 So 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went 
up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him: and lie was buried in his 
own house in the wilderness. 
fl0 And the king put Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over 
the host: and Zadok the priest 
did the king put in the room of 
Abiathar. 

“And the king sent and called 
for Shimei, and said unto him, 


Build thee a house in Jerusalem, 
and dwell there, and go not forth 
thence hither or thither. 37 For 
it shall be, that on the day thou 
goest out, and passest over the 
brook Kidron, thou shalt know for 
certain that thou shalt surely die: 
thy blood shall be upon tliine 
own head. 38 And Shimei said un¬ 
to the king. The saying is good: 
as my lord the king hath said, 
so will thy servant do. And Shi¬ 
mei dwelt in Jerusalem many 
I days. 

39 And it came to pass at the 
end of three years, that two of 
the servants of Shimei ran away 
unto Achish, son of Maachah, 
king of Gath. And they told Shi¬ 
mei, saying, Behold, thy servants 
are in Gath. 40 And Shimei arose, 
and saddled his ass, and went to 
Gath to Achish to seek his ser¬ 
vants: and Shimei went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem 
to Gath, and was come back. 
42 And the king sent and called 
for Shimei, and said unto him. 
Did I not make thee to swear 
by the Lord, and protested unto 
thee, saying, Know for a certain, 
on the day thou goest out, and 
walkest abroad hither or thither, 
that thou shalt surely die? and 
thou saidest unto me, The word 
that I have heard is good. 43 Why 
then hast thou not kept the oath 
of the Lord, and the command¬ 
ment that I have charged thee 
with? 44 The king said moreover 
to Shimei, Thou knowest all the 
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wickedness which thine heart is 
privy to, that thou didst to Da¬ 
vid my father: therefore the 
Lord shall return thy wickedness 
upon thine own head; 4r, And king 
Solomon shall be blessed, and the 
throne of David shall be estab¬ 
lished before the Lord for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada; and he 
went out, and fell upon him, that 
he died. And the kingdom was 
established in the hand of Solo¬ 
mon. 

9 And Solomon made affinity 
with Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and took Pharaoh’s daughter, and 
brought her into the city of Da¬ 
vid, until he had made an end 
of building his own house, and 
the house of the Lord, and the 
wall of Jerusalem round about. 
2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places, because there was no 
house built unto the name of the 
Lord, until those days. 3 And Sol¬ 
omon loved the Lord, walking in 
the statutes of David his father: 
only he sacrificed and burnt in¬ 
cense in high places. 

‘And the king went to Gibeon 
to sacrifice there: for that was 
the great high place: a thousand 
burnt-offerings did Solomon offer 
upon that altar. 

5 In Gibeon the Lord appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night: 
and God said, Ask what I shall 
give thee. “And Solomon said, 
Thou hast shewn unto thy ser¬ 
vant David my father great mer¬ 
cy, according as he walked before 


thee in truth, and in righteous 
ness, and in uprightness of hear 
with thee; and thou hast kep 
for him this great kindness, tha 
thou hast given him a son to si 
on his throne, as it is this da\ 
\And now, 0 Lord my God, the 
hast made thy servant king in 
stead of David my father: ait 
I am but a little lad: I know no 
how to go out or come in. "Alt' 
thy servant is in the midst of tli; 
people whom thou hast chosen, ; 
great people, that cannot be num 
bered nor counted for multitude 
9 Give therefore thy servant ai 
understanding heart to judge th; 
people, that I may discern !>e 
tween good and bad: for who ii 
able to judge this thy so grea 
a people? 

10 And the speech pleased thi 
Lord, that Solomon had askec 
this thing. u And God said untt 
him, Because thou hast askec 
this thing, and hast not askec: 
for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast 
asked the life of thine enemies; 
but hast asked for thyself under¬ 
standing to discern judgment; 
,2 Behold, I have done according 
to thy words: lo, I have given 
thee a wise and an understand 
ing heart; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neiLhei 
after thee shall any arise like 
unto thee. 13 And I have nine 
given thee that which thou haul 
not asked, both riches, and hon¬ 
our: so that there 3hall not he 
any among the kings like unto 
thee all thy days. 14 And if thou 
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wilt walk in my ways, to keep 
' my statutes and my command- 
i ments, as thy father David did 
walk, then I will lengthen thy 
> days. 

“And Solomon awoke; and, be- 
i h'-ld, it was a dream. And he 
came to Jerusalem, and stood be- 
i fore the ark of the covenant of 
i the Lord, and offered up burnt- 
offerings, and offered peace-offer- 
i ings, and made a feast to all his 
servants. 

“Then came there two women, 

! that were harlots, unto the king, 
and stood before him. 1T And the 
one woman said, 0 my lord, I and 
this woman dwell in one house; 
and I was delivered of a child 
with her in the house. 18 And it 
came to pass the third day after 
that I was delivered, that this 
woman was delivered also: and 
we were together; there was no 
iBtranger with us in the house, 
save we two in the house. ie And 
this woman's child died in the 
night; because she lay upon it. 
“And she arose at midnight, and 
took my son from beside me, 
while thine handmaid slept, and 
laid it in her bosom, and laid 
her dead child in rny bosom. “And 
when I rose in the morning to 
give my child suck, behold, it was 
idend: but when I had considered 
it in the morning, behold, it was 
not my son, whom I did bear. 
aa And the other woman said, Nay; 
ibut the living is my son, and the 
(dead is thy son. And this said, 
‘No; but the dead is thy son, and 
I the living is my son. Thus they 


Spoke before the king. 

“Then said the king, The one 
saith, This is my son that liveth, 
and thy son is the dead: and 
the other saith. Nay; but thy 
son is the dead, and my son is 
the living. 24 And the king said, 
Bring me a sword. And they 
brought a sword before the king. 
“And the king said, Divide the 
living child in two, and give half 
to the one, and half to the other. 

“Then spoke the woman whose 
the living child wa3 unto the 
king, for her affection toward her 
son was kindled, and she said, 
O my lord, give her the living 
child, and in no wise slay it. 
But the other said, Let it be 
neither mine nor thine, but divide 
it. “Then the king answered and 
said, Give her the living child, 
and in no wise elay it: she is 
the mother thereof. 

“And all Israel heard of the 
judgment which the king had 
judged; and they feared the king: 
for they saw that the wisdom 
of God was in him, to do judg¬ 
ment. 

A So king Solomon was king 
over all Israel. 2 And these 
were the chiefs whom he had; 
Azariah the son of Zadok the 
priest, 8 Elihoreph and Ahiah, the 
sons of Shisha, scribes; Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Ahilud, the 
recorder. 4 And Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada was over the host: 
and Zadok and Abiathar were the 
priests: “And Azariah the son 
of Nathan was over the officers: 
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and Zabud the son of Nathan 
was principal officer, and the 
king's friend: G And Ahishar was 
over the household: and Adoni- 
ram the son of Abda was over 
the tribute. 

7 And Solomon had twelve of¬ 
ficers over all Israel, who pro¬ 
vided victuals for the king and 
his household: each man had to 
make provision for one month in 
the year. 8 And these are their 
names: The son of Hur, in 
mount Ephraim: °The son of 
Deker, in Makaz, and in Shaal- 
bim, and Beth-shemesh, and Elon- 
bcth-hanan: 10 The son of Hesed, 
in Aruboth; to him pertained 
Sochoh, and all the land of He- 
pher: 11 The son of Abinadab, in 
all the region of Dor; he had 
Taphath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife: ,2 Baana the son of Ahi- 
lud; to him pertained Taanach 
and Megiddo, and all Beth-shean, 
which is by Zarethan beneath 
Jezreel, from Beth-shean to Abel- 
meholah, even unto the place that 
is beyond Jokneam: 13 The son of 
Geber, in Ramoth-gilead; to him 
pertained the towns of Jair the 
son of Manasseh, which are in 
Gilead; to him also pertained the 
region of Argob, which is in Ba- 
shan, threescore great eities with 
walla and brazen bars: 14 Ahi- 
nadab the son of Iddo in Maha- 
naim: 15 Ahimaaz was in Naph- 
tali; he also took Basmath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 
16 Baanah the son of Hushai was 
in Asher and in Aloth: 17 Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Paruah, in 


Issachar: ,8 Shimei the son < 
Elah, in Benjamin: 10 Geber th 
son of Uri was in the country i 
Gilead, in the country of Silw 
king of the Amorites, and of 0 
king of Bashan; and he was 1h 
only officer that was in the lane 

20 Judah and Israel were manj 
as the sand which is by the sc 
in multitude, eating and drink 
ing, and making merry. 

Ej And Solomon reigned ove 
alt the kingdoms from (h 
River unto the land of the Philis 
tines, and unto the border o 
Egypt: they brought present 
and served Solomon all the day 
of his life. 

2 And Solomon's provision fo 
one day was thirty measures o 
fine flour, and threescore men 
sures of meal, ? Ten fat oxen, an< 
twenty oxen out of the pastures 
and a hundred sheep, beside, 
harts, and roebucks, and fallov 
deer, and fatted fowl. 4 For In 
had dominion over all the rcgiai 
on this side the River, from Tiph 
sah even to Azzah, over all tin 
kings on this side the River: am 
he had peace on all sides room 
about him. 5 And Judah and In 
rael dwelt safely, every man tin 
der his vine and under his lig 
tree, from Dan even to Beer 
sheba, all the days of Solomon. 

c And Solomon had forty thou 
sand stalls of horses for his rhari 
ots, and twelve thousand horse 
men. 7 And those officers provide 
victuals for king Solomon, am 
for all that came unto king Sol 
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omoii’n table, every man in his 
month: they lacked nothing. “Bar¬ 
ley also and straw for the horses 
and dromedaries brought they 
unto the place where the officers 
were, every man according to his 
charge. 

‘‘And God gave Solomon wis¬ 
dom and understanding exceeding 
much, and largeness of heart, 
even as the sand that is on the 
Beasliore. ,0 And Solomon's wis¬ 
dom excelled the wisdom of all 
the children of the east country, 
and all the wisdom of Egypt. 
31 For he was wiser than all men; 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, and 
liemuii, and Chalcol, and Darda, 
Ihe sons of Mahol: and his fame 
was in all nations round about. 
,a And he spoke three thousand 
proverbs: and his songs were a 
thousand and five. ,s And he spoke 
l»l’ trees, from the cedar-tree that 
is in Lebanon even unto the hys¬ 
sop that springeth out of the 
wall: he spoke also of beasts, 
und of fowl, and of creeping 
things, and of fishes. 14 And there 
came of all peoples to hear the 
wiRdom of Solomon, from all 
Kings of the earth, who had heard 
)f his wisdom. 

K, And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
liifl servants unto Solomon; for 
ne had heard that they had a- 
nointed him king in the room of 
ds father: for Hiram was ever 
\ lover of David. 

,(i And Solomon sent to Hiram, 
laying, 17 Thou knowest how that 
!>uvid my futher could not build 
i house unto the name of the 


Lord his God for the wars which 
were about him on every side, 
until the Lord put them under 
the soles of his feet. 18 But now 
the Lord my God hath given me 
rest on every side, so that there 
is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrence. 3 ®And, behold, I pur¬ 
pose to build a house unto the 
name of the Lord my God, as 
the Lord spoke unto David my 
father, saying, Thy son, whom I 
will set upon thy throne in thy 
room, he shall build a house unto 
my name. 20 Now therefore com¬ 
mand thou that they hew me 
cedar-trees out of Lebanon; and 
my servants shall be with thy 
servants: and unto thee will I 
give hire for thy servants accord¬ 
ing to all that thou shalt ap¬ 
point: for thou knowest that 
there is not among us any that 
hath skill to hew timber like un¬ 
to the Sidonians. 

21 And it came to pass, when 
Hiram heard the words of Solo¬ 
mon, that he rejoiced greatly, 
and said, Blessed be the lord 
this day, who hath given unto 
David a wise son over this great 
people. 22 And Hiram sent to Sol¬ 
omon, saying, I have considered 
the things which thou sentest to 
me for: and I will do all thy de¬ 
sire concerning timber of cedar, 
and concerning timber of fir. 23 My 
servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: and 
I will convey them by sea in floats 
unto the place that thou shalt 
appoint me, and will cause them 
to be broken up there, and thou 


shalt receive them: and thou sHalt 
accomplish my desire, in giving 
food for my household. 

24 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar- 
trees and fir-trees according to all 
his desire. 25 And Solomon gave 
Hiram twenty thousand measures 
of wheat for food to his house¬ 
hold, and twenty measures of 
pure oil: thus gave Solomon to 
Hiram year by year. 

2fl And the Lord gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him: and 
there was peace between Hiram 
and Solomon; and they two made 
a league together. 

27 And king Solomon raised a 
levy out of all Israel; and the 
levy was thirty thousand men. 
28 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month by courses: 
a month they were in Lebanon, 
and two months at home: and 
Adoniram was over the levy. 

2e And Solomon had threescore 
and ten thousand that bore bur¬ 
dens, and fourscore thousand hew¬ 
ers in the mountains; 30 Besides 
the chief of Solomon's officers who 
were over the work, three thou¬ 
sand and three hundred, who 
ruled over the people that wrought 
in the work. 

3l And the king commanded, 
and they quarried great stones, 
costly stones, to lay the founda¬ 
tion of the house with hewed 
stones. 32 And Solomon's builders 
and Hiram’s builders did hew 
them, and the Gibelites: so they 
prepared timber and stones to 
build the house. 


And it came to pass in l 
four hundred and eighlio 
year after the children of Isr* 
were come out of the land 
Egypt, in the fourth year 
Solomon's reign over Israel, 
the month Ziv, which is the sc 
ond month, that he began to Imi 
the house of the Lord. 

2 And the house which kii 
Solomon built for the Lord, I 
length thereof was threcaw 
cubits, and the breadth then- 
twenty cubits, and the heig 
thereof thirty cubits. s And I 
porch before the temple of I 
house, twenty cubits was t 
length thereof, according to t 
breadth of the house; and t 
cubits was the breadth there 
before the house. *And for t 
house he made windows bro; 
within and narrow without. r, At 
against the wall of the house ! 
built a gallery round ahm 
against the walls of the hou 
round about, both of the temp 
and of the inner sanctuary: ai 
he made side-chambers roui 
about: 6 The nethermost guile 
was five cubits broad, and II 
middle was six cubits broad, ar 
the third was seven cubits broac 
for without in the wall of (I 
house he made narrowed res 
round about, that the bran 
should not be fastened in (I 
walls of the house. 7 And (I 
house, when it was in buildin 
was built of stones made reac 
at the quarry: so that llu-i 
was neither hammer nor axe n< 
any tool of iron heard in (I 
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house, while it was in building. 
•The door for the middle side- 
chamber was in the right side 
of the house: and they went up 
with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber , and out of the 
middle Into the third. 

‘'So he built the house, and 
finished it; and covered the house 
with hcams and boards of cedar. 
10 And he built the gallery against 
all the house, five cubits high: 

E nd it rested on the house with 
imber of cedar. 

“And the word of the Lord 
tame to Solomon, saying, l2 Con- 
kerning this house which thou 
iirt in building, if thou wilt walk 
|n my statutes, and execute my 
judgments, and keep all my com- 
hinndments to walk in them; then 
will I perform my word with 
thee, which I spoke unto David 
thy father: ,3 And I will dwell 
among the children of Israel, and 
Will not forsake my people Is¬ 
rael. 

“So Solomon built the house, 
Sind finished it. “And he built 
the walls of the house within 
With boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls 
f>f the ceiling: and he covered 
them on the inside with wood, 
knd covered the floor of the house 
With planks of fir. “And he built 
twenty cubits on the sides of the 
house, from the floor to the height 
’>/ the walls with boards of cedar: 
find he built in the interior the 
ilchir, even the moBt holy place. 
l T And the house, that is, the 
temple before it, was forty cubits 


long. “And the cedar of the 
house within was carved with 
knohs and open flowers: all was 
cedar; there was no stone seen. 
“And the sanctuary he prepared 
in the house within, to set there 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord. “And the inner sanctuary 
in the forepart was twenty cubits 
in length, and twenty cubits in 
breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof: and he over¬ 
laid it with pure gold; and so 
covered the altar with cedar. 2, So 
Solomon overlaid the house with¬ 
in with pure gold: and he made 
pass chains of gold before the 
inner sanctuary; and he overlaid 
it with gold. 22 And the whole 
house he overlaid with gold, un¬ 
til he had finished all the house: 
also the whole altar that was by 
the sanctuary he overlaid with 
gold. 

23 And within the sanctuary he 
made two cherubim of olive-wood, 
each ten cubits high. 24 And five 
cubits was the one wing of the 
cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the 
uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost part of the 
other were ten cubits. “And the 
other cherub was ten cubits: both 
the cherubim were of one mea¬ 
sure and one form. “The height 
of the one cherub was ten cubits, 
and so was it of the other cherub. 
27 And he set the cherubim with¬ 
in the inner house: and they 
stretched forth the wings of the 
cherubim, so that the wing of 
the one touched the one wall, and 
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the wing of the other cherub 
touched the other wall; and their 
wings touched one another in the 
midst of the house. 20 And he 
overlaid the cherubim with gold. 

2e And he carved all the walls 
of the house round about with 
carved figures of cherubim and 
palm-trees and open flowers, 
within and without. 30 And the 
floor of the house he overlaid 
with gold, within and without. 
31 And for the entrance of the 
sanctuary he made doors of olive- 
wood: the lintel and side posts 
were a fifth part of the wall. 
32 The two doors also were of 
olive-wood; and he carved upon 
them carvings of cherubim and 
palm-trees and open flowers, and 
overlaid them with gold, and 
spread gold upon the cherubim, 
and upon the palm-trees. 33 So 
also made he for the door of the 
temple posts of olive-wood, a 
fourth part of the wall. 34 And 
the two doors were of fir-wood: 
the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves 
of the other door were folding. 
3r, And he carved thereon cherub¬ 
im and palm-trees and open flow¬ 
ers : and covered them with gold 
fitted upon the carved work. 

36 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, 
and a row of cedar beams. 

37 In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the 
Lord laid, in the month Ziv: 
3a And in the eleventh year, in 
the month Bui, which is the 
eighth month, was the house 


finished throughout all the pm 
thereof, and according to all t 
fashion of it. So was he sev 
years in building it. 
y But Solomon was buildi 
his own house thirteen yea 
and he finished all his house. 

2 He built also the house 
the forest of Lebanon; the leng 
thereof was a hundred cubits, a 
the breadth thereof fifty culti 
and the height thereof thir 
cubits, upon four rows of cod 
pillars, with cedar beams up 
the pillars. 3 And it was cover 
with cedar above over the chai 
bers, that lay on forty-five p 
lars, fifteen in a row. 4 And th. 
were windows in three rows, a 
window was against window 
three ranks. 5 And all the doe 
and posts were square, with t 
windows: and window was 
gainst window in three ranks. 

6 And he made a porch of p 
lars; the length thereof was fif 
cubits, and the breadth there 
thirty cubits: and the porch w 
before them: and the other p 
lars and the thick beam wv 
before them. 

7 Then he made a porch for fl 
throne where he might judw 
even the porch of judgment: and 
was covered with cedar from <>i 
side of the floor to the other 

8 And his house where he dwi 
had another court within U 
porch, which was of the like wor 
Solomon made also a house f< 
Pharaoh's daughter, whom ho Ik 
taken to wife, like unto th 
porch. 
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“All these were of costly stones, 
according to the measures of 
liewed stones, sawed with saws, 
within and without, even from 
the foundation unto the coping, 
and so on the outside toward the 
grrnt court. ,D And the founda- 
tiuti was of costly stones, even 
great stones, stones of ten cubits, 
and stones of eight cubits. “And 
above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and 
cedars. “And the great court 
round about was with three rows 
of hewed stones, and a row of 
cedar beams, both for the inner 
court of the house of the Lord, 
and for the porch of the house. 

“And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. “He 
wan a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, a worker in brass: 
and he was filled with wisdom, 
and understanding, and cunning 
to work all works in brass. And 
he came to king Solomon, and 
wrought all his work. 

“And he cast two pillars of 
brass, eighteen cubits was the 
height of one pillar, and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass about 
the second pillar. “And he made 
two capitals of molten brass, to 
set upon the tops of the pillars: 
the height of the one capital was 
five cubits, and the height of the 
pther capital was five cubits: 
l Mnd nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the 
capitals which were upon the top 
the pillars; seven for the one 
capital, and seven for the other 


capital. “And he made the pil¬ 
lars, and two rows of pome¬ 
granates round about upon the 
one network, to cover the capi¬ 
tals that were upon the top: and 
so did he for the other capitals 
“And the capitals that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily 
work in the porch, four cubits. 
30 And the capitals upon the two 
pillars rose also above, near the 
belly which was by the network: 
and the pomegranates were two 
hundred in rows round about the 
other capital. “And he set up 
the pillars in the porch of the 
temple: and he set up the right 
pillar, and called the name there¬ 
of Jachin: and he set up the left 
pillar, and called the name thereof 
Boaz. “And upon the top of the 
pillars was lily work: so was the 
work of the pillars finished. 

23 And he made a molten sea, 
ten cubits from the one brim to 
the other: it was round all about, 
and its height was five cubits: 
and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about. “And 
under the brim of it round about 
there were knobs compassing it, 
compassing about the sea, which 
was ten cubits unde: the knobs 
were in two rows, and were cast 
in the same casting with it. “It 
stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and 
three looking toward the west, 
and three looking toward the 
south, and three looking toward 
the east: and the sea was set 
above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. “And 



it was a handbreadth thick, and 
the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies: it contained two 
thousand baths. 

27 And he made ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length 
of one base, and four cubits the 
breadth thereof, and three cubits 
the height of it. 28 And the work 
of the bases was on this manner: 
they had borders, and the bor¬ 
ders were between the ledges: 
20 And on the borders that were 
between the ledges were lions, 
oxen, and cherubim: and upon 
the ledges there was a base above: 
and beneath the lions and oxen 
were wreaths of overlaid work. 
30 And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and axles of brass: and 
the four corners thereof had un¬ 
dersetters : under the laver were 
undersetters molten, and at the 
side of each were wreaths. 31 And 
the mouth of it within the cap¬ 
ital and above was a cubit: and 
the mouth thereof was round 
after the work of the base, a 
cubit and a half: and also upon 
the mouth of it were gravings, 
and their borders were four¬ 
square, not round. 32 And under 
the borders were four wheels; 
and the axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the 
height of a wheel was a cubit 
and half a cubit. 33 And the work 
of the wheels was like the work 
of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their 
felloes, and their spokes, were all 
molten. 84 And there were four 


undersetters to the four corner 
of one base: and the undersettei 
were of the very base itsel 
35 And in the top of the base wo 
there a round compass or half 
cubit high: and on the top c 
the base the ledges thereof an 
the borders thereof were of th 
same. 36 And on the plates of Hi 
ledges thereof, and on the boi 
ders thereof, he graved cheruhin 
lions, and palm-trees, accordin 
to the space of every one, an 
wreaths round about. 37 After Ihi 
manner he made the ten bases 
all of them had one casting, on 
measure, and one form. 

38 Then made he ten lavers < 
brass: one laver contained fort 
baths: and every laver was fou 
cubits: and upon every one r 
the ten bases one laver. 3t *And li 
put five bases on the right sid 
of the house, and five on tli 
left side of the house: and li 
set the sea on the right side c 
the house eastward over again? 
the south. 

40 And Hiram made the laver 
and the shovels, and the bus ini 

So Hiram made an end of d( 
ing all the work that he mail 
for king Solomon for the hnu« 
of the Lord: 41 The two pillan 
and the two bowls of the capital 
that were on the top of the pi 
lars: and the two networks, 1 
cover the two bowls of the caj 
itals which were upon the top r 
the pillars; 42 And four hundrc 
pomegranates for the two ne 
works, even two rows of pnim 
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grnnates for one network, to cover 
the two bowls of the capitals that 
were upon the pillars; '“And the 
ten bases, and ten lavers on the 
host's; 44 And one sea, and twelve 
oxen under the sea; “And the 
pols, and the shovels, and the 
lnt-a nr*; and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made for king Sol¬ 
omon for the house of the Lord, 
were of bright brass. “In the 
plain of the .Iordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground be¬ 
tween Succotli and Zarethan. 
“And Solomon left all the ves¬ 
sels unweighed, because they 
were exceeding many: neither 
was the weight of the brass found 
out. 

“And Solomon made a!) the 
Vessels that pertained unto the 
house of the Lord: the altar of 
gold, and the table whereupon 
the shewbread was, of gold. “And 
the candlesticks of pure gold, five 
pn the right side, and five on the 
left, before the inner sanctuary, 
A'ith the* flowers, and the lamps, 
ind the tongs of gold, 5t 'And the 
t)owls, and the snuffers, and the 
(msins, and the spoons, and the 
tensers of pure gold; and the 
hinges both for the doors of the 
Inner house, the most holy place, 
ind for the doors of the house, 
lo wit, of the temple, of gold. 

1 M So was ended all the work 
(hat king Solomon made for the 
louse of the Lord. And Solomon 
brought in the things which Da- 
lid his father had dedicated; 
Wen the silver, and the gold, and 
i flic vessels, did he put among the 


treasures of the house of the 
Lord. 

Q Then Solomon assembled the 
® elders of Israel, and all the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of 
the fathers of the children of 
Israel, unto king Solomon in Je¬ 
rusalem, that they might bring 
up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of the city of David, 
which is Zion. 2 And all the men 
of Israel assembled themselves 
unto king Solomon at the feast 
in the month Ethanim, which is 
the seventh month. a And all the 
elders of Israel came, and the 
priests took up the ark. 4 And 
they brought up the ark of the 
Lord, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy 
vessels that were in the taber¬ 
nacle, even those did the priests 
and the Levites bring up. 5 And 
king Solomon, and all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, that were 
assembled unto him, were with 
him before the ark, sacrificing 
sheep and oxen, that could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 
°And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
unto its place, into the inner 
sanctuary of the house, to the 
most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubim. 7 For the 
cherubim spread forth their two 
wings over the place of the ark, 
and the cherubim covered the ark 
and the staves thereof above. 
8 And they made the staves so 
long, that the ends of the staves 
were seen out in the holy place 
before the inner sanctuary, and 
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they were not seen without: and 
there they are unto this day. 
B There was nothing- in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which 
Moses put there at Horeb, when 
the Lord made a covenant with 
the children of Israel, when they 
came out of the land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of the 
holy place , that the cloud filled 
the house of the Lord, 11 So that 
the priests could not stand to 
minister because of the cloud: 
for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the house of the Lord. 
12 Then spoke Solomon, The Lord 
said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 13 I have surely 
built thee a house to dwell in, 
a settled place for thee to abide 
in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel: (and all the 
congregation of Israel stood;) 
,s And he said, Blessed be the 
Lord God of Israel, who spoke 
with his mouth unto David my 
father, and hath with his hand 
fulfilled it, saying, l6 Since the 
day that I brought forth my peo¬ 
ple Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of 
Israel to build a house, that my 
name might be therein; but I 
chose David to be over my peo¬ 
ple Israel. 17 And it was in the 
heart of David my father to build 
a house for the name of the Lord 
God of Israel. 18 And the Lord 
said unto David my father, 
Whereas it was in thine heart 


to build a house unto my name, 
thou didst well that it was in 
thine heart. ^Nevertheless thou 
shalt not build the house; but 
thy son that shall come forth out 
of thy loins, he shall build tht 
house unto my name. 20 And th< 
Lord hath performed his wore 
that he spoke, and I am risen uj 
in the room of David my father 
and sit on the throne of Israel 
as the Lord promised, and hav< 
built a house for the name o 
the Lord God of Israel. 21 And 
have set there a place for th 
ark, wherein is the covenant o 
the Lord, which he made wit! 
our fathers, when he brough 
them out of the land of Egypt 
“And Solomon stood before th 
altar of the Lord in the presenc 
of all the congregation of Israe 
and spread forth his hands tc 
ward heaven: “And he sai( 
Lord God of Israel, there is n 
God like thee, in heaven abov< 
or on earth beneath, who keepc: 
covenant and mercy with thy se: 
vants that walk before thee wit 
all their heart: “Who hast kej 
with thy servant David my fatlu 
that which thou promisedst hirr 
thou spokest also with thy mout 
and hast fulfilled it with thir 
hand, as it is this day. “Therefoj 
now, Lord God of Israel, ke< 
with thy servant David my fath< 
that which thou promisedst hii 
saying, There shall not fail th< 
a man in my sight to sit on 11 
throne of Israel; if only tl 
children take heed to their wa 
that they walk before me as tht 
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hast walked before me. M And 
now, O God of Israel, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou spokest unto thy ser¬ 
vant David my father. 

s7 But will God indeed dwell on 
the earth? behold, the heaven and 
\ ■ < »-ri of heavens cannot con¬ 
tain thee; how much less this 
house that I have buildedl 28 Yet 
have thou respect unto the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his suppli¬ 
cation, 0 Lord my God, to heark¬ 
en unto the cry and to the prayer, 
which thy servant prayeth be¬ 
fore thee to-day: 2D That thine eyes 
may be open toward this house 
night and day, even toward the 
place of which thou hast said, 
My name shall he there: that 
thou mayest hearken unto the 
player which thy servant shall 
make toward this place. 30 And 
hearken thou to the supplication 
of thy servant, and of thy people 
Israel, when they shall pray in 
this place: and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling-place: and 
when thou hearest, forgive. 

"If any man trespass against 
Ills neighbour, and an oath be 
laid upon him to cause him to 
wear, and the oath come hefore 
1 liine altar in this house: 32 Then 
hoar thou in heaven, and do, and 
imlge thy servants, condemning 
I he wicked, to bring his way upon 
'ha head; and justifying the 
nghtoous, to give him according 
to his righteousness. 

When thy people Israel be 
^niilfen down hefore the enemy, 
hriausc they have sinned against 


thee, and shall turn again to 
thee, and confess thy name, and 
pray, and make supplication unto 
thee in this house: 34 Then hear 
thou in heaven, and forgive the 
sin of thy people Israel, and 
bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unto their fa¬ 
thers. 

35 When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee; if they 
pray in this place, and confess 
thy name, and turn from their 
sin, when thou afflictest them: 
36 Tlien hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, that 
thou teach them the good way 
wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which 
thou hast given to thy people for 
an inheritance. 

37 If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, 
mildew, locust, or if there be 
caterpillar; if their enemy be¬ 
siege them in the land of their 
cities; whatsoever plague, what¬ 
soever sickness there be; 3 "What 
prayer and supplication soever be 
made by any man, of all thy 
people Israel, who shall know 
every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands 
in this house: 3B Then hear thou 
in heaven thy dwelling-place, and 
forgive, and do, and give to every 
man according to all his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou, even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of men ;) 
40 That they may fear thee all 
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the days that they live in the 
land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stran¬ 
ger, that is not of thy people 
Israel, but cometh out of a far 
country for thy name’s sake; 
“(For they shall hear of thy 
great name, and of thy strong 
hand, and of thy stretched out 
arm;) when he shall come and 
pray toward this house; “Hear 
thou in heaven thy dwelling-place, 
and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for: that 
all people of the earth may know 
thy name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel; and that they may 
know that this house, which I 
have builded, is called by thy 
name. 

41 If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whitherso¬ 
ever thou shalt send them, and 
shall pray unto the Lord toward 
the city which thou hast chosen, 
and toward the house that I have 
built for thy name: “Then hear 
thou in heaven their prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain 
their cause. 

“If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, 
and deliver them to the enemy, 
so that they carry them away 
captive unto the land of the 
enemy, far or near; 41 Yet if they 
shall bethink themselves in the 
land whither they were carried 
captive, and repent, and make 
supplication unto thee in the land 
of them that carried them cap¬ 


tive, saying, We have sinn 
and have done perversely, we h* 
committed wickedness; “And 
return unto thee with all th 
heart, and with all their soul, 
the land of their enemies, v, 
led them away captive, and pi 
unto thee toward their land, wh’ 
thou gavest unto their fathe 
the city which thou hast chos 
and the house which I have bi 
for thy name: “Then hear tt 
their prayer and their suppli 
tion in heaven thy dwelling-pla 
and maintain their cause, 50 A 
forgive thy people that h; 
sinned against thee, and all th 
transgressions wherein they h;: 
transgressed against thee, a 
give them compassion bef< 
them who carried them capti 
that they may have compassi 
on them: 51 For they are thy pi 
pie, and thine inheritance, whi 
thou broughtest forth out of 
gypt, from the midst of the fi 
nace of iron: “That thine ej 
may be open unto the supplii 
tion of thy servant, and unto t 
supplication of thy people Isrn 
to hearken unto them in all 11 
they call for unto thee. n: ‘F 
thou didst separate them fn 
among all the people of the ear 
to be thine inheritance, as th 
spokest by the hand of Mos 
thy servant, when thou brought! 
our fathers out of Egypt, 0 Lo 
God. 

54 And it was so, that wh 
Solomon had made an end 
praying ail this prayer and su 
plication unto the Lord, he am 
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from before the altar of the Lord, 
from kneeling on hia knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. 
, > ' i And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Israel with 
\ loud voice, saying, ''"Blessed 
fie the Lord, that hath given rest 
unto his people Israel, according 
to all that lie promised: there 
nath not failed one word of all his 
good promise, which he prom¬ 
ised by the hand of Moses his 
lervant. v The T/ird our God he 
fvith us, as he was with our fa¬ 
thers: let him not leave us, nor 
’orsake us: 38 That he may in¬ 
-line our hearts unto him, to walk 
n all his ways, and to keep his 
ximmandmenls, and his stalutes, 
ind his judgments, which he 
•ommanded our fathers. 59 And 
let these my words, wherewith I 
iHve made supplication before the 
uord, he nigh unto the Lord our 
)od day and night, that he main- 
iain the cause of his servant, and 
ihe cause of his people Israel as 
tach day requires. "°That all the 
icople of the earth may know 
|hat the Lord is God, and that 
\here is none else. e, Let your 
icart therefore be perfect with 
ibe Lord our God, to walk in his 
Itatutes, and to keep his com- 
handments, as at this day. 

1 B2 And the king, and all Israel 
vith him, offered sacrifice before 
the Lord. 09 And Solomon offered 
sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
Vliich he offered unto the Lord, 
two and twenty thousand oxen, 
ind a hundred and twenty thou- 
land sheep. So the king and all 


the children of Israel dedicated 
the house of the Lord. fl4 The 
same day did the king hallow the 
middle of the court that was be¬ 
fore the house of the Lord: for 
there he offered burnt-offerings, 
and meal-offering, and the fat 
of the peace-offerings: because 
the brazen altar that was before 
the Lord was too little to receive 
the burnt-offerings, and meal-of¬ 
ferings, and the fat of the peacc- 
offe rings. 

ori And at that time Solomon 
held a feast, and all Israel with 
him, a great congregation, from 
the entrance of Hamath unto 
the river of Egypt, before the 
Lord our God, seven days and 
seven days, even fourteen days. 
e0 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed 
the king, and went unto their 
tents joyful and glad of heart 
for all the goodness that the Lord 
had done for David his servant, 
and for Israel his people. 

Q And it came to pass, when 
Solomon had finished the 
building of the house of the Lord, 
and the king's house, and all 
Solomon’s desire which he was 
pleased to do, 2 That the Lord 
appeared to Solomon the second 
time, as he had appeared unto 
him at Gibeon. 3 And the Lord 
said unto him, I have heard thy 
prayer and thy supplication, that 
thou hast made before me: I 
have hallowed this house, which 
thou hast built, to put my name 
there for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there 
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perpetually. 4 And if thou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy fa¬ 
ther walked, in integrity of heart, 
and in uprightness, to do accord¬ 
ing to all that I have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my statutes 
and my judgments: "Then I will 
establish the throne of thy king¬ 
dom upon Israel for ever, as I 
promised to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee 
a man upon the throne of Israel. 
e But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your chil¬ 
dren, and will not keep my 
commandments and my statutes 
which I have set before you, but 
go and serve other gods, and 
worship them: ’Then will I cut 
off Israel out of the land which 
I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for 
my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a prov¬ 
erb and a byword among all 
people: 8 And at this house, which 
is high, every one that passeth 
by it shall be astonished, and 
shall hiss; and they shall say, 
Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and to this house? 
®And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the Lord their God, 
who brought forth their fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, and 
have taken hold upon other gods, 
and have worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath the 
Lord brought upon them all this 
evil. 

10 And it came to pass at the 
end of twenty years, when Solo¬ 
mon had built the two houses, 


the house of the Lord, and tl 
king's house, 11 (Now Hiram tl 
king of Tyre had furnished Soli 
mon with cedar-trees and fi 
trees, and with gold, accordin 
to all his desire,) that then kin 
Solomon gave Hiram twent 
cities in the land of Galilee. 12 Ai: 
Hiram came out from Tyre 1 
see the cities which Solomon hn 
given him; and they pleased hit 
not. 13 And he said, What citii 
are these which thou hast givt 
me, my brother? And he call« 
them the land of Cabul unto th 
day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the kii 
sixscore talents of gold. 

15 And this is the account of tl 
levy which king Solomon raise* 
for to build the house of tl 
Lord, and his own house, ar 
Millo, and the wall of Jerusaler 
and Hazor, and Megiddo, and G 
zer. I6 Pharaoh king of Egypt ha 
gone up, and taken Gezer, ai 
burnt it with fire, and slain tl 
Canaanites that dwelt in the fit, 
and given it for a present uir 
his daughter, Solomon’s wif 
17 And Solomon built Gezer, ar 
Beth-horon the nether, 1S A» 
Baalath, and Tadmor in the wi 
derness, in the land, 1B And n 
the cities of store that Solomc 
had, and cities for his chariot 
and cities for his horsemen, nr 
that which Solomon desired i 
build in Jerusalem, and in L«’l>; 
non, and in all the land of h 
dominion. 20 And all the peop 
that were left of the Amorito 
Hittites, Perizzites, Hivites, ar 
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ebusites, who were not of the 
hildren of Israel, 21 Their chil- 
iren that were left after them 
i the land, whom the children 
f Israel also were not able utter- 
r to destroy, upon those did 
tolomnn levy a tribute of hond- 
?rvice unto this day. z *But of 
Tie children of Israel did Solo- 
ion make no bondmen: but they 
i ere men of war, and hie ser- 
ints, and his princes, and his 
iptains, and rulers of his chari- 
r a, and his horsemen. 

1 ““These were the chief of the 
fleers that were over Solomon’s 
pile, five hundred and fifty, who 
ire rule over the people that 
rought in the work. 

! J4 But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
i out of the city of David unto 
ir house which Solomon had 
Hit for her: then did he build 
illo. 

IJB And three times in a year did 
ilomon offer burnt-offerings and 
•ace-offerings upon the altar 
hich he huilt unto the Lord, 
id he burnt incense upon the 
Ur that wa3 hefore the Lord. 
!> he finished the house. 

|2fl And king Solomon made a 
l .vy of ships in Ezion-geber, 
,iich is beside Eloth, on the 
lore of the Red Sea, in the land 
Edom. 2T And Hiram sent in 
e navy his servants, shipmen 
lut had knowledge of the sea, 
Ith the servnnts of Solomon. 
And they came to Ophir, and 
itched from thence gold, four 
ind«-oi and twenty talents, and 


brought it to king Solomon. 
And when the queen of She¬ 
ba heard of the fame of 
Solomon concerning the name of 
the Lord, she came to prove him 
with hard questions. 2 And she 
came to Jerusalem with a very 
great train, with camels that bore 
spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she 
was come to Solomon, she com¬ 
muned with him of all that was 
in her heart. “And Solomon told 
her all her questions: there waa 
not any thing hid from the king, 
which he told her not. 4 And when 
the queen of Sheba had seen all 
Solomon's wisdom, and the house 
that he had built, “And the meat 
of his table, and the sitting of 
his servants, and the attendance 
of his ministers, and their ap¬ 
parel, and his cup-bearers, and 
his burnt-offerings which he of¬ 
fered in the house of the Lord; 
there waa no more spirit in her. 
“And she said to the king, It 
was a true report that I heard 
in mine own land of thy acta 
and of thy wisdom. T But I be¬ 
lieved not the words, until I came, 
and mine eyes had seen it: and, 
behold, the half was not told me: 
thou exceedest in wisdom and 
prosperity the fame which I 
heard. “Happy are thy men, happy 
are these thy servants, that stand 
continually before thee, and that 
hear thy wisdom. “Blessed be the 
Lord thy God, who delighted in 
thee, to set thee on the throne 
of Israel: because the Lord loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made 
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he thee kin?, to do judgment and 
justice. 

10 And she gave the king a hun¬ 
dred and twenty talents of gold, 
and of spices very great store, 
and precious stones: there came 
no more such abundance of 
spices as these which the queen 
of Sheba gave to king Solomon 

“And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great 
plenty of almug-trees, and pre¬ 
cious stones. 12 And the king made 
of the almug-trees pillars for the 
house of the Lord, and for the 
king's house, harps also and psal¬ 
teries for singers: there came no 
such almug-trees, nor were seen 
unto this day. 

“And king Solomon gave unto 
the queen of Sheba all her de¬ 
sire, whatsoever she asked, be¬ 
sides that which Solomon gave 
her of his royal bounty. So she 
turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

H Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was 
six hundred threescore and six 
talents of gold, “Besides that 
which he had of the merchant¬ 
men, and of the traffic of the spice 
merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors 
of the country. 

“And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: 
six hundred shekels of gold went 
to one target. 17 And he made 
three hundred shields of beaten 
gold: three manehs of gold went 


to one shield: and the king p 
them in the house of the fore 
of Lebanon. 

“Moreover the king made 
great throne of ivory, and ove 
laid it with the best gold. lh TI 
throne had six steps, and the h 
of the throne was round behinc 
and there were stays on oith 
side on the place of the seal, ai 
two lions stood beside the slay 
20 And twelve lions stood there < 
the one side and on the oll»< 
upon the six steps: there wi 
not the like made in any kingdoi 

2, And all king Solomon's driii 
ing vessels were of gold, ami i 
the vessels of the house of tl 
forest of Lebanon were of pti: 
gold; none were of silver: it w; 
nothing accounted of in the da’ 
of Solomon. 22 For the king hi 
at sea a navy of Tharshish wil 
the navy of Hiram: once in Ihn 
years came the navy of Tha 
shish, bringing gold, and silve 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

2l So king Solomon exceeded a 
the kings of the earth for rich* 
and for wisdom. 24 And all II 
earth sought the presence of So 
ornon, to hear his wisdom, whir 
God had put in his heart. 2, An 
1 they brought every man his pre: 
ent, vessels of silver, and ve* 
sels of gold, and garments, an 
armour, and spices, horses, an 
mules, a rate year by year. 

26 And Solomon gathered l( 
gether chariots and horsemen 
and he had a thousand and fou 
hundred chariots, and twelve thm 
sand horsemen, whom he bestowe 
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dn the cities for chariots, and 
(with the king at Jerusalem. 

2, And the king made silver to 
be in Jerusalem as stones, and 
cedars made he to be as the syca¬ 
more-trees that are in the vale 
for abundance. 

"And Solomon had horses 
Drought out of Egypt, and the 
king's merchants bought them in 
troops, each troop at a certain 
price. 20 And a chariot came up 
und went out of Egypt for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and a 
horse for a hundred and fifty: 
and so for all the kings of the 
Hittites, and for the kings of 
pyrin, did they bring them out 
py their means. 

Hut king Solomon loved many 
strange women, together 
ivilh the daughter of Pharaoh, 
fvomen of the Moabites, Ammon¬ 
ites, Edomites, Sidonians, and 
Hittites; 2 Of the nations eon- 
terning which the Lord said unto 
‘he children of Israel, Ye shall 
Hot, go in to them, neither shall 
they come in unto you: for surely 
ihey will turn away your heart 
kfter their gods: Solomon clove 
Into these in love. a And he had 
jcven hundred wives, princesses, 
»nd three hundred concubines: 
tnd his wives turned away his 
kpnrt. ‘For it came to pass, when 
polomon was old, that his wives 
lui ned away his heart after other 
foils: and his heart was not per¬ 
fect with the Lord his God, as 
the heart of David his fa- 
|her. '’For Solomon went after 
^ahloreth the goddess of the Si- 
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donians, and after Milcom the 
abomination of the Ammonites. 
r And Solomon did evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and went not 
fully after the Lord, as did Da¬ 
vid his father. 7 Then did Solo¬ 
mon build a high place for Che- 
mosh, the abomination of Moab, 
in the hill that is before Jeru¬ 
salem, and for Molech, the abom¬ 
ination of the children of Am¬ 
mon. a And likewise did he for 
all his strange wives, who burnt 
incense and sacrificed unto their 
gods. 

e And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned from the Lord God of 
Israel, who had appeared unto 
him twice, 10 And had commanded 
him concerning this thing, that 
he should not go after other 
gods: but he kept not that which 
the Lord commanded. "Where- 
fore the Lord said unto Solomon, 
Forasmuch as this is done of 
thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which 
I have commanded thee, I will 
surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy ser¬ 
vant. '^Notwithstanding in thy 
days I will not do it for David 
thy father's sake: but I will rend 
it out of the hand of thy son. 
,3 Howbeit I will not rend away all 
the kingdom; but will give one 
tribe to thy eon for David my 
servant's sake, and for Jerusa¬ 
lem’s sake which I have chosen. 

14 And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad 
the Edomite: he was of the king’s 
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seed in Edom. 15 For it came to 
pass, when David was in Edom, 
and Joab the captain of the 
host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after he had smitten every 
male in Edom; ,c (For six months 
did Joab remain there with all 
Israel, until he had cut off every 
male in Edom:) 1T That Hadad 
fled, he and certain Edomites of 
his father’s servants with him, 
to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 18 And they 
arose out of Midian, and came 
to Paran: and they took men 
with them out of Paran, and they 
came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; who gave him 
a house, and appointed him vict¬ 
uals, and gave him land. 1!> And 
Hadad found great favour in the 
sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own 
wife, the sister of Tahpenes the 
queen. 20 And the sister of Tah¬ 
penes bore him Genubath his son, 
whom Tahpenes weaned in Pha¬ 
raoh's house: and Genubath was 
in Pharaoh's household among 
the sons of Pharaoh. 21 And when 
Hadad heard in Egypt that Da¬ 
vid slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host 
was dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, 
Let me depart, that I may go to 
mine own country. 22 Then Pha¬ 
raoh said unto him, But what 
hast thou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekest to go to thine 
own country? And he answered, 
Nothing: howbeit let me go in 
any wise. 

23 And God stirred him up an¬ 


other adversary, Rezon the 
of Eliadah, who fled from h 
lord Hadadezer king of Zobal: 
24 And he gathered men unto Inn 
and became captain over a bam 
when David slew them of Zobnh 
and they went to Damascus, an 
dwelt therein, and reigned i 
Damascus. 2r, And he was an ac 
versary to Israel all the days ( 
Solomon, besides the misrliii 
that Hadad did: and he abhorre 
Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

20 And Jeroboam the son of N< 
bat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, So 
omon's servant, whose mother 1 
name was Zeruah, a widow \u 
man, even he lifted up his ban 
against the king. 27 And this ten 
the cause that he lifted up In 
hand against the king: Solonto 
built Millo, and repaired lli 
breaches of the city of Davi 
his father. 28 And the man Jo it 
boam was a mighty man of va 
our: and Solomon seeing th 
young man that he was industri 
ous, he made him ruler over u 
the charge of the house of Josepl 

20 And it came to pass at thn 
time when Jeroboam went out o 
Jerusalem, that the prophet Ahi 
jah the Shilonite found him i 
the way; and he had clad himsel 
with a new garment; and the 
two were alone in the field: n0 An 
Ahijah caught the new garmen 
that was on him, and rent it i 
twelve pieces: 31 And he said t 
Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces 
for thus saith the Lord, the Go 
of Israel, Behold, I will rend th 
kingdom out of the hand of Soli 
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mon, and will give ten tribes to 
thee: BJ (But he shall have one 
tribe for my servant David’s Bake, 
and for Jerusalem’s sake, the city 
which I have chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel:) fl3 Because 
thnl they have forsaken me, and 
liuve worshipped Ashtoreth the 
goddess of the Sidonians, Che- 
rnonh the god of the Moabites, 
and Milcom the god of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and have not 
walked in my ways, to do that 
which ia right in mine eyes, and 
to keep my statutes and my judg¬ 
ments, as did David his father. 
,4 Howbeit I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand: 
out I will make him prince all 
vhe days of his life for David 
my servant’s sake, whom I chose, 
Oecause he kept my command¬ 
ments and my statutes: n '-But I 
vill take the kingdom out of his 
ton's hand, and will give it unto 
<hec, even ten tribes. 3fi And unto 
kis son will I give one tribe, that 
fhivid my servant may have a 
light always before me in Jeru- 
inlem, the city which I have 
Ihosen me to put my name there. 
;And I will take thee, and thou 
limit reign according to all that 
hy soul desireth, and shalt be 
ling over Israel. as And it shall be, 
f thou wilt hearken unto all that 
| command thee, and wilt walk in 
i»y ways, and do that which is 
|ighl in my sight, to keep my 
Itatutes and my commandments, 
s David my servant did; that I 
fill be with thee, and build thee 
j sure house, as I built for Da¬ 


vid, and will give Israel unto 
thee. a *And I will for this afflict 
the seed of David, but not for 
ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to 
kill Jeroboam. And Jeroboam 
arose, and fled into Egypt, unto 
Shishak king of Egypt, and was 
in Egypt until the death of Solo¬ 
mon. 

41 And the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, and all that he did, and 
his wisdom, behold, they are 
written in the book of the acta 
of Solomon. 

42 And the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Is¬ 
rael was forty years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David his father: and 
Rehoboam his son reigned in his 
stead. 

And Rehoboam went to She- 
chem: for all Israel were 
come to Shechem to make him 
king. 

2 And it came to pass, when 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
was yet in Egypt, heard of it, 
(for he was fled from the presence 
of king Solomon, and Jeroboam 
dwelt in Egypt;) 3 That they 
sent and called him. And Jero- 
hoam and all the congregation 
of Israel came, and spoke unto 
Rehoboam, saying, 4 Thy father 
made our yoke grievous: now 
therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and hi 9 
heavy yoke which he put upon 
us, lighter, and we will serve 
thee. “And he said unto them, 



Depart yet for three days, then 
come again to me. And the peo¬ 
ple departed. 

fl And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood be¬ 
fore Solomon his father while he 
yet lived, and said, How do ye 
advise that I may answer this 
people? T And they spoke unto 
him, saying, If thou wilt be a 
servant unto this pepople this day, 
and wilt serve them, and answer 
them, and speak good words to 
them, then they will be thy ser¬ 
vants for ever. 8 But he forsook 
the counsel of the old men, which 
they had given him and consulted 
with the young men that were 
grown up with him, and that 
stood before him: B And he said 
unto them, What counsel give ye 
that we may answer this people, 
who have spoken to me, saying, 
Make the yoke which thy father 
did put upon us lighter? 10 And 
the young men that were grown 
up with him spoke unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that spoke unto thee, 
saying, Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, but make thou it lighter 
unto us; thus shalt thou say un¬ 
to them, My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins.

a! 'Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, and dwelt 
herein; and went out from 
hence, and built Penuel. 

2 “And Jeroboam said in his 
ieurt, Now shall the kingdom re- 
jurn to the house of David; 27 If 
is people go up to do sacrifice 
the house of the Lord at Je- 
jusalem, then shall the heart of 
i his people turn again unto their 
i|»rd, even unto Rehoboam king 
f Judah, and they shall kill me, 
i jtid go back to Rehoboam king 


of Judah. 28 Whereupon the king 
took counsel, and made two calves 
of gold, and said unto them, It is 
too much for you to go up to Jeru¬ 
salem : behold thy gods, 0 Israel, 
which brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt.

33 So 
he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, 
even in the month which he had 
devised of his own heart; and 
ordained a feast unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel: and he went up 
to the altar to burn incense. 

And, behold, there came a 
man of God out of Judah 
by the word of the Lord unto 
Beth-el: and Jeroboam stood by 
the altar to burn incense. 2 And 
he cried against the altar by the 
word of the Lord, and said, 0 
altar, altar, thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, a child shall be born unto

S 
they saddled him the ass: and h 
rode thereon, 14 And went aft'c 
the man of God, and found liii 
sitting under an oak: and li 
said unto him, Art thou the ma 
of God that earnest from Judah 
And he said, I am. 13 Then li 
said unto him, Come home wit 
me, and eat bread. ls And he sail

yet thou hast not been as my

12 Arise thou therefore, get the

Reho¬ 
boam was forty and one years 
old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned seventeen years in 
Jerusalem, the city which the 
Lord did choose out of all the 
tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there.

2r And it came to pass in the 
fifth year of king Rehoboam, that 
Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem: 2a And he took 
away the treasures of the house 
of the Lord, and the treasures 
of the king’s house; he even took 
away all: and he took away all 
the shields of gold which Solomon 
had made. 27 And king Rehoboam 
made in their stead brazen 
shields, and committed them un¬ 
to the hands of the chief of the 
guard, who kept the door of the 
king’s house. 2fi And it was so, 
when the king went into the 
house of the Lord, that the run¬ 
ners bore them, and brought them 
back into the runners’ chamber. 

2l, Now the rest of the acts of 
Rehoboam, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah ? 

80 And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all their 
days. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah 
an Ammonitess. And Abijam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

Now in the eighteenth year 
of king Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat reigned Abijam over Ju¬ 
dah. 2 Three years reigned he 
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in Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Maachah, the daughter 
of Abishalom. 3 And he walked 
in all the sins of his father, which 
he had done before him: and his 
heart was not perfect with the 
Lord his God, as the heart of 
David his father. ^Nevertheless 
for David’s sake did the Lord his 
God give him a lamp in Jeru¬ 
salem, to set up his son after him, 
and to establish Jerusalem: “Be¬ 
cause David did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, 
and turned not aside from any 
thing that he commanded him 
all the days of his life, save only 
in the matter of Uriah the Hit- 
tite. 

“And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all the 
days of his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of 
Abijam, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? And there was war be¬ 
tween Abijam and Jeroboam. 

®And Abijam slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him in 
the city of David: and Asa his 
son reigned in his stead. 

e And in the twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned 
Asa over Judah. 10 And forty and 
one years reigned he in Jerusa¬ 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abi¬ 
shalom. 

n And Asa did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, as 
did David his father. 12 And he 
took away the sodomites out of 


the land, and removed all the idol 
that his fathers had made. 13 An 
also Maachah his mother, eve 
her he removed from being queei 
because she had made an idol i 
a grove; and Asa destroyed he 
idol, and burnt it by the broo 
Kidron. 14 But the high place 
were not removed: nevertheles 
Asa’s heart was perfect with th 
Lord all his days. 15 And h 
brought in the things which hi 
father had dedicated, and lit 
things which himself had decli 
cated, into the house of the Lon 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

lfl And there was war betwee 
Asa and Baasha king of Isrm 
all their days. 17 And Baasha kin, 
of Israel went up against Judal 
and built Ramah, that he migli 
not suffer any to go out or com 
in to Asa king of Judah. l8 Thei 
Asa took all the silver and th 
gold that were left in the trea 
sures of the house of the Lord 
and the treasures of the king’ 
house, and delivered them int 
the hand of his servants: ani 
king Asa sent them to Ben-hadad 
the son of Tabrimon, the son o 
Hezion, king of Syria, that dwel 
at Damascus, saying, 19 Ther(' i 
a league between me and tin t 
and between my father and th; 
father: behold, I have sent unit 
thee a present of silver and gold 
come and break thy league wit! 
Baasha king of Israel, that h« 
may depart from me. 20 So Bon 
hadad hearkened unto king Asn 
and sent the captains of the host 
which he had against the citie; 
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nf Israel, and smote Ijon, and 
Dan, and Abel-beth-maachah, and 
ail Chinneroth, with all the land 
of Naphtali. “And it came to 
puss, when Baasha heard thereof, 
that he left off building Ramah, 
and dwelt in Tirzah. “Then king 
Asa made a proclamation through- 
<<mI ail Judah; none was exempt¬ 
ed: and they took away the 
atones of Rumah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had 
builded; and king Asa built with 
them Geba of Benjamin, and Miz- 
pnh. 

“The rest of all the acts of 
Asa, and all his might, and all 
that lie did, and the cities which 
he built, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

But in the time of his old age 
he was diseased in his feet. 

“And Asa slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David his 
father: and Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in his stead. 

“And Nadab the son of Jero¬ 
boam began to reign over Israel 
in Ihe second year of Asa king 
of Judah, and reigned over Israel 
two years. “And lie did evil in 
the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in the way of his father, and in 
his sin wherewith he made Israel 
to sin. 

“And Baasha the son of Ahi- 
jah, of the house of Issachar, con¬ 
spired ngainst him; and Baasha 
smote him at Gibbethon, which 
belonged to the Philistines; for 
Nndab and ail Israel laid siege 


to Gibbethon. 28 Even in the third 
year of Asa king of Judah did 
Baasha slay him, and reigned in 
his stead. “And it came to pass, 
when he reigned, that he smote 
all the house of Jeroboam; he left 
not to Jeroboam any that breath¬ 
ed, until he had destroyed him, 
according unto the saying of the 
Lord, which he spoke by his ser¬ 
vant Ahijah the Shilonite: “Be¬ 
cause of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he 
made Israel sin, by his provoca¬ 
tion wherewith he provoked the 
Lord God of Israel to anger. 

•'“Now the rest of the acts of 
Nadab, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Is¬ 
rael? 

32 And there was war between 
Asa and Baasha king of Israel 
all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king 
of Judah began Baasha the son 
of Ahijah to reign over all Is¬ 
rael in Tirzah, and reigned twenty 
and four years. “And he did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
walked in the way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin wherewith he made 
Israel to sin. 

"^0 Then the word of the Lord 
came to Jehu the son of 
Hanani against Baasha, saying, 
z Forasmuch as I exalted thee out 
of the dust, and made thee prince 
over my people Israel; and thou 
hast walked in the way of Jero¬ 
boam, and hast made my people 
Israel to sin, to provoke me to 
anger with their sins; "Behold, 



I will remove Baasha and his 
house; and will make thy house 
like the house of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat. 4 Him that dieth 
of Baasha in the city shall the 
dogs eat; and him that dieth 
of his in the fields shall the fowls 
of the air eat. 

B Now the rest of the acts of 
Baasha, and what he did, and 
his might, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 

fl So Baasha slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in Tirzah: 
and Elah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the 
prophet Jehu the son of Hanani 
came the word of the Lord against 
Baasha, and against his house, 
even for all the evil that he did 
in the sight of the Lord, in pro¬ 
voking him to anger with the 
work of his hands, in being like 
the house of Jeroboam; and be¬ 
cause he killed him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year 
of Asa king of Judah began Elah 
the son of Baasha to reign over 
Israel in Tirzah, and reigned 
two years. 

®And his servant Zimri, cap¬ 
tain of half kis chariots, conspired 
against him, as he was in Tirzah, 
drinking himself drunk in the 
house of Arza, steward of his 
house in Tirzah. 10 And Zimri 
went in and smote him, and killed 
him, in the twenty and seventh 
year of Asa king of Judah, and 
reigned in his stead. 


“And it came to pass, whei 
he began to reign, as soon as h< 
sat on his throne, that he slev 
all the house of Baasha: he lef 
him not a single male, neither o 
his kinsfolks, nor of his friends 
“Thus did Zimri destroy all th 
house of Baasha, according t 
the word of the Lord, which h 
spoke against Baasha by Jehi 
the prophet, “For all the sins o 
Baasha, and the sins of Elah hi 
son, by which they sinned, an< 
by which they made Israel to sin 
in provoking the Lord God n 
Israel to anger with their vani 
ties. 

“Now the rest of the acts o 
Elah, and all that he did, ar 
they not written in the book o 
the chronicles of the kings o 
Israel? 

“In the twenty and seventl 
year of Asa king of Judah di< 
Zimri reign seven days in Tir 
zah. And the people were on 
camped against Gibbethon, whirl 
belonged to the Philistines. lf, An< 
the people that were encampei 
heard say, Zimri hath conspimi 
and hath also slain the king 
wherefore all Israel made Omri 
the captain of the host, king ove 
Israel that day in the camp. 1T An< 
Omri went up from Gibbethon 
and all Israel with him, and thej 
besieged Tirzah. 

“And it came to pass, whei 
Zimri saw that the city wni 
taken, that he went into tin 
palace of the king’s house, anc 
burnt the king’s house over bin 
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with fire, and died. 19 For his sins 
which he sinned in doing evil in 
the sight of the Lord, in walking 
in the way of Jeroboam, and in 
his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

»"Nnw the rest of the acts of 
Zlinri, and his treason that he 
wrought, are they not written 
in the hook of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 

2, Tben were the people of Isra¬ 
el divided into two parts: half 
of the people followed Tibni the 
son of Ginath. to make him king; 
and hnlf followed Omri. 22 But the 
people that followed Omri pre¬ 
vailed against the people that fol¬ 
lowed Tibni the son of Ginath: 
and Tibni died, and Omri reign¬ 
ed. 

2S In the thirty and first year 
of Asa king of Judah began Omri 
to reign over Israel, and reigned 
twelve years: six years reigned 
he in Tirzah. a4 And he bought 
the hill Samaria of Shemer for 
two talents of silver, and built on 
the hill, and called the name of 
the city which he built, after the 
name of Shemer, owner of the 
hill, Samaria. 

25 But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the Lord, and did worse 
than all that were before him 
a ‘For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and 
in his sin wherewith he made Is¬ 
rael to sin, to provoke the Lord 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

,7 Now the rest of the acts of 
Omri which he did, and his might 


that he shewed, are they not 
written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel? 

28 So Omri slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in Sama¬ 
ria: and Ahab his son reigned 
in his stead. 

29 And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign 
over Israel: and Ahab the son 
of Omri reigned over Israel in 
Samaria twenty and two years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri 
did evil in the sight of the Lord 
above all that were before him. 
ai And it came to pass, as if it 
had been a light thing for him 
to walk in the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, that he took 
to wife Jezebel the daughter of 
Ethbaal king of the Sidonians, 
and went and served Baal, and 
worshipped him. 32 And he reared 
up an altar for Baal in the house 
of Baal, which he had built in 
Samaria. a3 And Ahab made a 
grove; and Ahab did more to pro¬ 
voke the Lord God of Israel to 
anger than all the kings of Israel 
that were before him. 

34 In his days did Hiel the Beth- 
elite build Jericho: he laid the 
foundation thereof in Abiram his 
first-born, and set up the gates 
thereof in his youngest son Se- 
gub, according to the word of 
the Lord, which he spoke by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

And Elijah the Tishbite, who 
was of the inhabitants of 
Gilead, said unto Ahab, As the 
Lord God of Israel liveth. before 
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whom I 9tand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but 
according to my word. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 3 Get thee hence, 
and turn thee eastward, and hide 
thyself by the brook Cherith, that 
is before the Jordan. 4 And it shall 
be, that thou shalt drink of the 
brook; and I have commanded 
the ravens to feed thee there. 6 So 
he went and did according unto 
the word of the Lord: for he 
went and dwelt by the brook 
Cherith, that is before the Jor¬ 
dan. 6 And the ravens brought 
him bread and flesh in the morn¬ 
ing, and bread and flesh in the 
evening; and he drank of the 
brook. 7 And it came to pass after 
some time, that the brook dried 
up, because there had been no 
rain in the land. 

6 And the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying, 9 Arise, 
get thee to Zarephath, which be- 
longeth to Sidon, and dwell there: 
behold, I have commanded a 
widow woman there to sustain 
thee. 10 So he arose and went to 
Zarephath. And when he came 
to the gate of the city, behold, a 
widow woman was there gather¬ 
ing sticks: and he called to her, 
and said, Fetch me, I pray thee, 
a little water in a vessel, that I 
may drink. "And as she was 
going to fetch it, he called to her, 
and said, Bring me, I pray thee, 
a morsel of bread in thine hand. 
12 And she said, As the Lord thy 
God liveth, I have not a cake, but 
a handful of meal in a jar, and 


a little oil in a cruse: and, be 
hold, I am gathering two sticks 
that I may go in and dress it foi 
me and my son, that we may ea 
it, and die. "And Elijah said un 
to her, Fear not; go and do a 
thou hast said: but make nn 
thereof a little cake first, an< 
bring it unto me, and after mak< 
for thee and for thy son. 14 Fo 
thus saith the Lord God of Israel 
The jar of meal shall not waste 
neither shall the cruse of oil fail 
until the day that the Lord send 
eth rain upon the earth. "Am 
she went and did according I* 
the saying of Elijah : and she, am 
he, and her house, did eat man* 
days . 18 And the jar of meal waste< 
not, neither did the cruse of oi 
fail, according to the word of tin 
Lord, which he spoke by Elijah 
"And it came to pass aftc 
these things, that the son of tin 
woman, the mistress of the hou.m 1 
fell sick; and his sickness wa: 
so sore, that there was no breatl 
left in him. "And she said unt< 
Elijah, What have I to do will 
thee, 0 thou man of God? ur 
thou come unto me to call my sii 
to remembrance, a^id to slay nn 
son? "And he said unto her, Giv< 
me thy son. And he took him on 
of her bosom, and carried him uj 
into a loft, where he abode, am 
laid him upon his own bed. 20 An< 
he cried unto the Lord, and said 
O Lord my God, hast thou aim 
brought evil upon the widow wit! 
whom I sojourn, by slaying 1»<*i 
son? 21 And he stretched himsel 
upon the child three times, am 
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cried unto the Lord, and said, O 
Lord my God, I pray thee, let 
thiB child’s soul come into him 
aguin. 2J And the Lord heard the 
voice of Elijah; and the soul of 
the child came into him again, 
and he revived. 23 And Elijah took 
1in child, and brought him down 
out of the chamber into the house, 
und delivered him unto his moth¬ 
er; and Elijah said. See, thy son 
liveth. “And the woman said to 
Elijah, Now by this I know that 
thou art a man of God, and that 
the word of the Lord in thy mouth 
i8 truth. 

And it came to pass after 
many days, that the word of 
ithc Lord came to Elijah, in the 
third year, saying, Go, shew thy¬ 
self unto Ahab; and I will send 
rain upon the earth. ‘And Elijah 
went to shew himself unto Ahab. 

And there was a sore famine 
in Samaria. 8 And Ahab called 
Obadiah, who was governor of his 
house. (Now Obadiah feared the 
Lord greatly: ‘For it was so, 
when Jezebel cut off the prophets 
bf the Lord, that Obadiah took 
i hundred prophets, and hid them 
by fifty in a cave, and fed them 
with bread and water.) B And 
\hab said unto Obadiah, Go into 
ihe land, unto all fountains of 
vater, and unto all brooks: per- 
kdvcnture we may find grass to 
lave the horses and mules alive, 
that we lose not all the beasts. 
ISo they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it: Ahab 
gent one way by himself, and 
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Obadiah went another way by 
himself. 

7 And as Obadiah was in the 
way, behold, Elijah met him: and 
he knew him, and fell on his face, 
and said, Art thou my lord Eli¬ 
jah? 8 And he answered him, I 
am; go, tell thy lord, Behold, Eli¬ 
jah is here. ’And he said, What 
have I sinned, that thou wouldest 
deliver thy servant into the hand 
of Ahab, to slay me? 10 As the 
Lord thy God liveth, there is no 
nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee: 
and when they said, He is not 
there; he took an oath of the 
kingdom and nation, that they 
found thee not. “And now thou 
sayest, Go, tell thy lord, Behold, 
Elijah is here. J2 And it shall come 
to pass, as soon as I am gone 
from thee, that the spirit of the 
Lord shall carry thee whither I 
know not; and so when I come 
and tell Ahab, and he cannot find 
thee, he shall slay me: but I thy 
servant fear the Lord from my 
youth. 13 Was it not told my lord 
what I did when Jezebel slew 
the prophets of the Lord, how I 
hid a hundred men of the Lord’B 
prophets by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water? 
M And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here: 
and he shall Blay me. 1B And Eli¬ 
jah said, As the Lord of hosts 
liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will surely shew myself unto him 
to-day. 

18 So Obadiah went to meet 
Ahab, and told him: and Ahab 
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went to meet Elijah. i: And it 
came to pass, when Ahab saw 
Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, 
Art thou he that troubleth Isra¬ 
el? 18 And he answered, I have 
not troubled Israel; but thou, and 
thy father's house, in that ye have 
forsaken the commandments of 
the Lord, and thou hast followed 
the Baalim. ,B Now therefore send, 
and gather to me all Israel unto 
mount Carmel, and the prophets 
of Baal four hundred and fifty, 
and the prophets of the groves I 
four hundred, who eat at Jeze¬ 
bel's table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the 
children of Israel, and gathered j 
the prophets together unto mount 
Carmel. 21 And Elijah came unto 
all the people, and said, How long 
halt ve between two opinions? if 
the Ixird be God, follow him: but 
if Baal, then follow him. And the 
people answered him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the 
people, I, even I only, remain a 
prophet of the Ixjrd; but Baal’s 
prophets are four hundred and 
fifty men. 23 Let them therefore 
give us two bullocks; and let them 
choose one bullock for themselves, 
and cut it in pieces, and lay it on 
wood, and put no fire under : and 
I will dress the other bullock, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire 
under: 2 *And call ye on the name 
of your gods, and I will call on 
the name of the Lord: and the 
God that answereth by fire, let 
him be God. And all the people 
answered and said, It is well 
spoken. 


2, And Elijah said unto the pr< 
phets of Baal, Choose you on 
bullock for yourselves, and drcs 
it first; for ye are many; an 
call on the name of your god: 
but put no fire under. 2C And the 
took the bullock which was give 
them, and they dressed it, an 
called on the name of Baal froi 
morning even until noon, sayinj 
O Baal, hear us. But there ten 
no voice, nor any that answere< 
And they leaped about the alia 
i which was made. 2T And it earn 
to pass at noon, that Elija 
mocked them, and said, (V 
aloud: for he is a god; eitln 
j he is talking, or he is retirinj 
or he is in a journey, or perac 
venture he sleepeth, and must b 
awaked. 28 And they cried alom 
and cut themselves after Ihei 
manner with knives and lancet: 
til! the blood gushed out upo 
them. 29 And it came to pas: 
when midday was past, and the 
prophesied until the time of th 
offering of the evening sacrifice 
that there was neither voice, no 
any to answer, nor any attentim 
30 And Elijah said unto all lli 
people, Come near unto me. An 
all the people came near unto hiir 
And he repaired the altar of th 
Lord that was broken down. 31 An 
Elijah took twelve stones, ar 
cording to the number of th 
tribes of the sons of Jacob, lint 
whom the word of the Lord cam* 
saying, Israel shall be thy nam< 
32 And with the stones he buil 
an altar in the name of the I xml 
and he made a trench about th 
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ill In r, as great as would contain 
two measures of seed. 33 And he 
put the wood in order, and cut 
the bullock in pieces, and laid 
it on the wood, 34 And he said, 
Fill four jars with water, and 
lei them pour it upon the burnt- 
nlll itug and upon the wood. And 
he said, Do it the second time. 
And they did it the second time. 
And he said, Do it the third time. 
And they did it the third time. 
3 And the water ran about the 
altar; and he filled the trench 
also with water. 

‘"And it came to pass at the 
time of the offering of the eve¬ 
ning sacrifice, that Elijah the 
prophet came near, and said, Lord 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and of 
Israel, let it be known this day 
that thou art God in Israel, and 
that I am thy servant, and that 
I have done all these things at 
thy word. 37 Answer me, O Lord, 
answer me, that this people may 
know that thou art the Lord God, 
and that thou hast turned their 
heart hack again. 38 Then the fire 
bf the Lord fell, and consumed 
the burnt-sacrifice, and the wood, 
find the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in 
the trench.

*'And Elijah said unto Ahab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink; for 
there is a sound of abundance 
of rain. 42 So Ahab went up to 
eat and to drink. And Elijah 
went up to the top of Carmel; 
and he prostrated himself upon 
the earth, and put his face be¬ 
tween his knees, 43 And said to 
his servant, Go up now, look to¬ 
ward the sea. And he went up, 
and looked, and said, There is 
nothing. And he said. Go again 
seven times. 44 And it came to 
pass at the seventh time, that 
he said, Behold, there ariseth a 
little cloud out of the sea, like 
a man’s hand. And he said, Go 
up, say unto Ahab, Harness up 
thy chariot, and get thee down, 
that the rain stop thee not. 45 And 
it came to pass in the meanwhile, 
that the heaven was black with 
clouds, and wind, and there was 
a great rain. And Ahab rode, 
and went to Jezreel. 4fl And the 
hand of the Lord was on Elijah; 
and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab to the entrance 
of Jezreel. 

And Ahab told Jezebel all 
that Elijah had done, and 
withal, how he had slain all the 
prophets with the sword. 2 Thcn 
Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, So let the gods 
do to me, and more also, if I 
make not thy life as the life of 
one of them by to-morrow about 
this time. 

8 And when he saw that, he 
arose, and went for his life, and 
came to Beer-sheba. which be- 
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longetk to Judah, and left his 
servant there. 4 But he himself 
went a day’s journey into the 
wilderness, and came and sat 
down under a juniper-tree: and 
he requested for himself that he 
might die; and said. It is enough; 
now, O Lord, take away my life; 
for I am not better than my fa¬ 
thers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under 
a juniper-tree, behold, then an 
angel touched him, and said unto 
him, Arise and eat. 6 And he 
looked, and, behold, there was a 
cake baked on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And 
he did eat and drink, and laid him 
down again. 7 And the angel of 
the Lord came again the second 
time, and touched him, and said, 
Arise and eat; because the 
journey is too great for thee. 
8 And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength 
of that meal forty days and forty 
nights unto Horeb the mount of 
God. 

e And he came thither unto a 
cave, and lodged there; and, be¬ 
hold, the word of the Lord came 
to him, and he said unto him, 
What doest thou here, Elijah? 
1G And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of 
hosts: for the children of Isra¬ 
el have forsaken thy covenant, 
thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword ; 
and I, even I only, am left; and 
they seek my life, to take it away. 
1J And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before the Lord. 


And, behold, the Lord passe 
by, and a great and strong win 
rent the mountains, and broke i 
pieces the rocks before the Lore 
but the Lord was not in 11

the son of Shaphat of Abel-meln 
lah shalt thou anoint to be pn 
phet in thy room. 17 And it sha 
come lo pass, that him that e: 
capeth the sword of Hazael sha 
Jehu slay: and him that escape! 
from the sword of Jehu sha 
Elisha slay. ,8 Yet I have left m 
seven thousand in Israel, all th 
knees which have not bowed unt 
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Baal, and every mouth which hath 
not kissed him. 

lw So he departed thence, and 
found Elisha the son of Shaphat, 
wl 10 was plowing with bwelve yoke 
of oxen before him, and he with 
the twelfth: and Elijah passed 
l.v him, and cast his mantle upon 
him. 20 And he left the oxen, and 
ran after Elijah, and said, Let 
me, I pray thee, kiss my father 
and my mother, and then I will 
follow thee. And he said unto 
him. Go back again: for what 
have I done to thee? 

2l And he returned back from 
him, and took a yoke of oxen, 
and slew them, and boiled their 
flesh with the instruments of the 
oxen, and gave unto the people, 
and they did eat. Then he arose, 
and went after Elijah, and min¬ 
istered unto him. 

And Ben-hadad the king of 
Syria gathered all his host 
together: and there were thirty 
and two kings with him, and 
horses, and chariots: and he 
(went up and besieged Samaria, 
and warred against it. z And he 
Hunt messengers to Ahab king of 
Israel into the city, and said 
Unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad, 
?Thy silver and thy gold is mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, 
even the goodliest, are mine. ‘And 
the king of Israel answered and 
Uuid, My lord, 0 king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and 
Ml that I have. 

’And tl>e messengers came a- 
iriiin, and said, Thus speaketh 


Ben-hadad, saying. Although I 
have sent unto thee, saying, Thou 
shalt deliver me thy silver, and 
thy gold, and thy wives, and thy 
children; °Yet I will send my 
servants unto thee to-morrow 
about this time, and they shall 
search thine house, and the houses 
of thy servants; and it shall be, 
that whatsoever is pleasant in 
thine eyes, they shall put it in 
their hand, and take it away. 

’Then the king of Israel called 
all the elders of the land, and 
said, Mark, I pray you, and see 
how this man seeketh mischief: 
for he Bent unto me for my wives, 
and for my children, and for my 
silver, and for my gold; and I 
denied him not. 8 And all the eld¬ 
ers and all the people said unto 
him, Hearken not unto him, nor 
consent. B Wherefore he said unto 
the messengers of Ben-hadad, Tell 
my lord the king, All that thou 
didst send for to thy servant 
at the first I will do: but this 
thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought 
him word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, 
and more also, if the dust of 
Samaria shall suffice for handfuls 
for all the people that follow me. 
"And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not, him 
that girdeth on his armour boast 
himself as he that putteth it off. 

,2 And it came to pass, when 
Ben-hadad heard this message, 
as he was drinking, he and the 
kings in the pavilions, that he 
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said unto his servants, Set your¬ 
selves in array. And they set 
themselves in array against the 
city. 

13 And, behold, there came a 
prophet unto Ahab king of Israel, 
and said. Thus saith the Lord, 
Hast thou seen all this great 
multitude? behold, I will deliver 
it into thine hand this day; and 
thou shalt know that I am the 
Lord. 14 And Ahab said, By whom? 
And he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
Even by the young men of the 
princes of the provinces. Then 
he said, Who shall begin the 
battle? And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the prov¬ 
inces, and they were two hundred 
and thirty-two: and after them 
he numbered all the people, even 
all the children of Israel being 
seven thousand. 16 And they went 
out at noon. But Ben-hadad was 
drinking himself drunk in the 
pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped 
him. 17 And the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
rirst; and Ben-hadad sent out, 
and they told him, saying, There 
are men come out of Samaria. 
18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them 
alive; or whether they be come 
out for war, take them alive. 

ie So these young men of the 
princes of the provinces came out 
of the city, and the army which 
followed them. 20 And they slew 
every one his man: and the Syri¬ 
ans fled; and Israel pursued 


them; and Ben-hadad the kinj 
of Syria escaped on a horse witl 
the horsemen. 2, And the king o 
Israel went out, and smote th 
horses and chariots, and slew th 
Syrians with a great slaughter 

22 And the prophet came to th 
king of Israel, and said unt 
him. Go, strengthen thyself, am 
mark, and see what thou doest 
for at the return of the year th 
king of Syria will come up a 
gainst thee. 

23 And the servants of the kini 
of Syria said unto him, Thri 
gods are gods of the hills; there 
fore they were stronger than we 
but let us fight against them i; 
the plain, and surely we shall b 
stronger than they. 24 And do thi 
thing, Take the kings away, ever; 
man out of his place, and pu 
captains in their rooms; 25 Am 
number thee an army, like th 
army that thou hast lost, hors 
for horse, and chariotfor chariot 
and we will fight against ther 
in the plain, and surely we shu 1 
be stronger than they. And h 
hearkened unto their voice, air 
did so. 

20 And it came to pass at th 
return of the year, that Ben 
hadad numbered the Syrians, am 
went up to Aphek, to fight agains 
Israel. 27 And the children of Is 
rael were numbered, and wr 
provided, and went against them 
and the children of Israel pilehei 
before them like two little tlm k 
of kids; but the Syrians fillet 
the country. 

ze And there came a man o 
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God, and spoke unto the king of 
Israel, and said, Thus saith the 
Lord, Because the Syrians have 
said, The Lord is God of the hills, 
but Ik* is not God of the valleyB, 
therefore will I deliver all this 
pM-'it multitude into thine hand, 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

20 And they pitched one over 
against the other seven days. And 
so it was, that in the seventh day 
the battle was joined: and the 
children of Israel slew of the 
Syrians a hundred thousand foot¬ 
men in one day. 30 But the rest 
fled to Aphek, into the city; and 
there a wall fell upon twenty and 
seven thousand of the men that 
were left. And Ben-hadad fled, 
and came into the city, into an 
inner chamber. 

sl And his servants said unto 
him, Behold now, we have heard 
that the kings of the house of 
Israel are merciful kings: let us. 
T pray thee, put sackcloth on our 
loins, and ropes upon our heads, 
and go out to the king of Israel: 
perndventure he will save thy 
life. a2 So they girded sackcloth 
on their loins, and put ropes on 
their heads, and came to the king 
.of Israel, and said, Thy servant 
Ben-hadad saith, I pray thee, let 
ime live. And he said. Is he yet 
lalive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men divined, and 
ihustcned to ascertain whether it 
|wn« lie: and they said, It is thy 
brother Ben-hadud. Then he said, 
ye, bring him. Then Ben- 
ihadud came forth to him; and he 


caused him to come up into the 
chariot. 34 And Ben-hadad said un¬ 
to him, The cities, which my fa¬ 
ther took from thy father, I will 
restore; and thou shalt make 
streets for thee in Damascus, as 
my father made in Samaria. Then 
said Ahab, I will send thee away 
with this covenant, So he made 
a covenant with him, and sent 
him away. 

33 And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said unto his 
neighbour by the word of tht 
Lord, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
the man refused to smite him. 
3U Then said he unto him, Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of 
the Lord, behold, as soon as thou 
art departed from me, a lion shall 
slay thee. And as soon as he was 
departed from him, a lion found 
him, and slew him. a7 Then he 
found another man, and said, 
Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
man smote him, so that in smit¬ 
ing he wounded him . 

38 So the prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by the way, 
and disguised himself with ashes 
upon his face. 3B And as the king 
passed by, he cried unto the king: 
and he said, Thy servant went 
out into the midst of the battle; 
and, behold, a man turned aside, 
and brought a man unto me, and 
said, Keep this man: if by any 
means he be missing, then shall 
thy life be for his life, or else 
thou shalt pay a talent of silver. 
40 And as thy servant was busy 
here and there, he was gone. And 
the king of Israel said unto him.

So shall thy judgment be; thy¬ 
self hast decided it.

And it came to pass after 
these things, that Naboth the 
Jezreelite had a vineyard, which 
was in Jezreel, hard by the palace 
of Ahab king of Samaria. 2 And 
Ahab spoke unto Naboth, saying, 
Give me thy vineyard, that I may 
have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it is near unto my house: 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; or, if it seem 
good to thee, I will give thee the 
worth of it in money. 3 And Na¬ 
both said to Ahab, The Lord for¬ 
bid it me, that I should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto 
thee. 4 And Ahab came into his 
house sad and displeased because 
of the word which Naboth the 
Jezreelite had spoken to him: for 
he had said, I will not give thee 
the inheritance of my fathers. 
And he laid him down upon his 
bed, and turned away his face, 
and would eat no bread. 

5 But Jezebel his wife came to 
him, and said unto him, Why is 
thy spirit so sad, that thou eatest 


no bread? 6 And he said unto hoi 
Because I spoke unto Naboth tli 
Jezreelite, and said unto hirr 
Give me thy vineyard for money 
or else, if it please thee, I wi 
give thee another vineyard l‘o 
it: and he answered, I will no 
give thee my vineyard. 7 And .1« 
zebel his wife said unto Inn 
Dost thou now govern the kin« 
dom of Israel? arise, and on 
bread, and let thine heart be mei 
ry: I will give thee the vincyan 
of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’ 
name, and sealed them with hi 
seal, and sent the letters unti 
the elders and to the nobles lha 
were in his city, dwelling witl 
Naboth. B And she wrote in tin 
letters, saying, Proclaim a fast 
and set Naboth at the head o 
the people: 10 And set two men 
wicked men, before him, to bea: 
witness against him, saying, Thoi 
didst blaspheme God and tin 
king. And then carry him out 
and stone him, that he may din 

11 And the men of his city, evei 
the elders and the nobles win 
were the inhabitants in his nly 
did as Jezebel had sent unto them 
and as it was written in the lot 
ters which she had sent unt< 
them. 12 They proclaimed a fast 
and set Naboth at the head o 
the people. 13 And there came ii 
two men, wicked men, and sa 
before him: and the wicked mei 
witnessed against him even a 
gainst Naboth, in the preset in 
of the people, saying, Naboth di< 
blaspheme God and the king. Tim 
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they carried him forth out of the 
city, and stoned him with atones, 
that he died. “Then they sent to 
Jezebel, saying, Naboth is stoned, 
and is dead. 

“And it came to pass, when 
Jezabel heard that Naboth was 
slutted, and was dead, that Jez¬ 
ebel said to Ahab, Arise, take 
possession of the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, which be 
refused to give thee for money: 
for Naboth is not alive, but dead. 
“Ami it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreel¬ 
ite, to take possession of it. 

,; And the word of the Lord 
caine to Elijah the Tishbite, say¬ 
ing, “Arise, go down to meet 
Ahab king of Israel, who is in 
Samaria: behold, he is in the 
vineyard of Naboth, whither he 
is gone down to possess it. “And 
thou shalt speak unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken pos¬ 
session? And thou shalt speak 
unto him, saying, Thus saith the 
lord, In the place where dogs 
licked the hlood of Nabolh shall 
dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

: "And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
'hou found me, 0 mine enemy? 
And he answered, I have found 
\hee: because thou hast sold Ihy- 
folf to work evil in the sight of 
|he Lord. 21 Behold, I will bring 
tvil upon thee, and will take 
I way thy posterity, and will cut 
ir from Ahab every male, and 
im that is shut up and left in 


Israel. 22 And will make thine 
house like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and like the 
house of Baasha the son of Ahi- 
jah, for the provocation where¬ 
with thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 
“And of Jezebel also spoke the 
Lord, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 
“Him that dietli of Ahab in the 
city the dogs shall eat; and him 
that dieth in the field shall the 
fowls of the air eat. 

25 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, who did sell himself to 
work wickedness in the sight of 
the Lord, whom Jezebel his wife 
stirred up. 29 And he did very 
abominably in following idols, ac¬ 
cording to all things that the 
Amorites did, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when 
Ahab heard those words, that 
he rent his clothes, and put sack¬ 
cloth upon hi3 flesh, and fasted, 
and lay in sackcloth, and went 
softly. 

2fl And the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah the Tishbite, say¬ 
ing, 2B Seest thou how Ahab hum- 
bleth himself before me? because 
he humblcth himself before me, I 
will not bring the evil in his days: 
but in his son’s days will I bring 
the evil upon his house. 

And they continued three 
years without war between 
Syria and Israel. 2 And it came 
to pass in the third year, that 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
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came down to the king of Israel. 
\And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ra- 
moth in Gilead is ours, and we are 
still, and take it not out of the 
hand of the king of Syria? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle 
to Ramoth-gilead ? And Jehosha¬ 
phat said to the king of Israel, 
I am as thou art, my people as 
thy people, my horses as thy 
horses. 5 And Jehoshaphat said 
unto the king of Israel, Inquire, 
I pray thee, at the word of the 
Lord to-day. 

fl Then the king of Israel gath¬ 
ered the prophets together, about 
four hundred men, and said unto 
them, Shall I go against Ramoth- 
gilead to battle, or shall I for¬ 
bear? And they said, Go up; for 
the Lord shall deliver it into the 
hand of the king. 7 And Jehosha¬ 
phat said, Is there not here a 
prophet of the Lord besides, that 
we might inquire of him? 8 And 
the king of Israel said unto Jeho¬ 
shaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by 
whom we may inquire of the 
Lord: but I hate him; for he 
doth not prophesy good concern¬ 
ing me, but evil. And Jehosha¬ 
phat said, Let not the king say 
so. 6 Then the king of Israel called 
an officer, and said, Hasten hither 
Micaiah the son of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
sat each on his throne, having 
put on their robes, in a thresh¬ 
ing-floor at the entrance of the 


gate of Samaria; and all th 
prophets prophesied before tlu*ir 
"And Zedekiah the son of Ch< 
naanah made him horns of iron 
and he said, Thus saith the Lon 
With these shalt thou push th 
Syrians, until thou have consume 
them. 12 And all the prophet 
prophesied so, saying, Go up < 
Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: f<> 
the Lord shall deliver it into th 
king’s hand. 

ia And the messenger that wa 
gone to call Micaiah spoke uni 
him, saying. Behold now, th 
words of the prophets dechn 
good unto the king with on 
mouth: let thy word, I pray Min 
be like the word of one of them 
and speak that which is good 
"And Micaiah said, As the Lon 
liveth, what the Lord saith unt< 
me, that will I speak. 

15 So he came to the king. Am 
the king said unto him, Micaiah 
shall we go against Ramoth-giioa< 
to battle, or shall we forbear 
And he answered him, Go, am 
prosper: for the Lord shall do 
liver it into the hand of the king 
16 And the king said unto him 
How many times shall I adjun 
thee that thou tell me nothin} 
but that which is true in the nanu 
of the Lord? "And he said, 
saw all Israel scattered upon tin 
hills, as sheep that have not * 
shepherd: and the Lord said 
These have no master: let thon 
return every man to his housi 
in peace. 18 And the king of Is 
raei said unto Jehoshaphat, 1 )h 
I not tell thee that he wouli 
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prophesy no good concerning me, 
but evil? 

Jt, And he said, Hear thou there¬ 
fore the word of the Lord: I saw 
the Lord sitting on his throne, 
and nil the host of heaven stand¬ 
ing hy him on his right hand 
and on his left. 20 And the Lord 
said, Who shall persuade Ahab, 
that he may go up and fall at 
Ramoth-gilead ? And one said on 
this manner, and another said on 
that manner. 21 And there came 
forth a spirit, and stood before 
the Lord, and said, I will per¬ 
suade him. 22 And the Lord Baid 
unto him, Wherewith? And he 
said, I will go forth, and I will 
:be a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all his prophets. And he said, 
IThnu shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also; go forth, and do so. 
D;i Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the 
liumlh of all these thy prophets, 
and the Lord hath spoken evil 
concerning thee. 

24 Rut Zedekiah the son of Che- 
nnanah went near, and smote 
Mieaiah on the check, and said, 
Which way went the spirit of the 
Lord from me to speak unto thee? 
p;v And Mieaiah said, Behold, thou 
bhalt see in that day, when thou 
fchnlt go into an inner chamber 
to hide thyself. 2n And the king of 
Israel said, Take Mieaiah, and 
parry him back unto Amon the 
governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king’s son; 27 And say, Thus 
P*ith the king, Put this fellow 
(n the prison, and feed him with 
jm-nd of affliction and with water 


of affliction, until I come in peace. 
28 And Mieaiah said, If thou re¬ 
turn at all in peace, the Lord 
hath not spoken by me. And he 
said, Hearken, 0 people, every 
one of you. 

2e So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
went up to Ramoth-gilead. 80 And 
the king of Israel said unto Je¬ 
hoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but 
put thou on thy robes. And the 
king of Israel disguised himself, 
and went into the battle. 

81 But the king of Syria com¬ 
manded his thirty and two cap¬ 
tains that had rule over his 
chariots, saying, Fight neither 
with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 32 And 
it came to pass, when the captains 
of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, 
that they said, Surely it is tlu 
king of Israel. And they turned 
aside to tight against him: and 
Jehoshaphat cried out. 33 And it 
came to pass, when the captains 
of the chariots perceived that it 
was not the king of Israel, that 
they turned back from pursuing 
him. 

S4 And a certain man drew a 
bow at a venture, and smote the 
king of Israel between the joints 
and the armour: wherefore he 
said unto the driver of his char¬ 
iot, Turn thine hand, and carry 
me out of the host; for I am 
wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that 
day: and the king was stayed 
up in his chariot against the 
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Syrians, and died at even: and 
the blood ran out of the wound 
into the midst of the chariot. 

36 And there went a proclama¬ 
tion throughout the host about 
the going down of the sun, say¬ 
ing, Every man to his city, and 
every man to his own country. 

37 So the king died, and was 
brought to Samaria; and they 
buried the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot 
in the pool of Samaria; and the 
dogs licked up his blood; and they 
washed his armour; according 
unto the word of the Lord which 
he spoke. 

3B Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahab, and all that he did, and 
the ivory house which he made, 
and all the cities that he built, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel ? 

40 So Ahab slept with his fa¬ 
thers; and Ahaziah his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead. 

41 And Jehoshaphat the son of 
Asa began to reign over Judah 
in the fourth year of Ahab king 
of Israel. 42 Jehoshaphat was thirty 
and five years old when he began 
to reign; and he reigned twenty 
and five years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Azubah 
the daughter of Shilhi. 43 And he 
walked in all the ways of Asa his 
father; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord: 44 Never- 
theless the high places were not 
taken away; for the people offered 
and burnt incense yet in the high 


places. 45 And Jehoshaphat made 
peace with the king of Israel. 

48 Now the rest of the acts <>: 
Jehoshaphat, and his might tha 
he shewed, and how he warred 
are they not written in the bool 
of the chronicles of the kings o: 
Judah ? 

47 And the remnant of the so 
domites, that remained in tin 
days of his father Asa, he tool 
out of the land. 

**There was then no king ir 
Edom: a deputy was king. 

49 Jehoshaphat made ships ol 
Tharshish to go to Ophir fm 
gold: but they went not; for tin 
ships were broken at Ezion-geber 
50 Then said Ahaziah the son ol 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let mj 
servants go with thy servants ir 
the ships. But Jehoshaphat woult 
not. 

51 And Jehoshaphat slept wit! 
his fathers, and was buried will 
his fathers in the city of Davie 
his father: and Jehoram his sor 
reigned in his stead. 

52 Ahaziah the son of Ahab be 
gan to reign over Israel in Sa 
maria the seventeenth year ol 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, ane 
reigned two years over Israel 
53 And he did evil in the sight ol 
the Lord, and walked in the waj 
of his father, and in the way ol 
his mother, and in the way ol 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, wh< 
made Israel to sin: 54 For In 
served Baal, and worshipped him 
and provoked to anger the Lore 
God of Israel, according to al 
that his father had done. 
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| Then Moab rebelled against 
Israel after the death of 
Ahnb. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through 
u lattice in his upper chamber 
that was in Samaria, and was 
sick: and he sent messengers, 
and snid unto them, Go, inquire 
of Baal-zehub the god of Ekron 
whether I shall recover of this 
disease. 3 But the angel of the 
lord said to Elijuh the Tishbite, 
Arise, go up to meet the messen¬ 
gers of the king of Samaria, and 
say unto them. Is it hecause there 
is not a God in Israel, that ye 
go to inquire of Raal-zebub the 
god of Ekron? 4 Now therefore 
thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt 
not come down from that bed on 
which thou art gone up, but 
bhalt surely die. And Elijah de¬ 
parted. 

''And when the messengers 
turned back unto him, he said 
into them, Why are ye now 
turned back? “And they said un- 
lo him, There came a man up to 
ineet us, and said unto us, Go, 
return unto the king that sent 
rou, and say unto him.

7 And he said 
unto them, What manner of man 
was he that came up to meet you, 
and told you these words? 8 And 
they answered him, He was a 
hairy man, and girt with a girdle 
of leather about his loins. And 
he said, It is Elijah the Tishbite. 

“Then the king sent unto him 
a captain of fifty with his fifty. 
And he went up to him: and, 
behold, he sat on the top of a hill. 
And he spoke unto him, Thou man 
of God, the king hath said, Come 
down. ,0 And Elijah answered and 
said to the captain of fifty, If I 
be a man of God, then let fire 
come down from heaven, and con¬ 
sume thee and thy fifty. And 
there came down fire from heaven, 
and consumed him and his fifty. 

“And he sent again unto him 
another captain of fifty with his 
fifty. And he answered and said 
unto him, 0 man of God, thus 
hath the king said, Come down 
quickly. i2 And Elijah answered 
and said unto them, If I be a man 
of God, let fire come down from 
heaven, and consume thee and thy 
fifty. And the fire of God came 
down from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

ls And he sent again a captain 
of the third fifty with his fifty. 
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And the third captain of fifty 
went up, and came and fell on 
hia knees before Elijah, and be¬ 
sought him, and said unto him, 
0 man of God, I pray thee, let 
my life, and the life of these fifty 
thy servants, be precious in thy 
sight. ,4 Behold, there came fire 
down from heaven, and burnt up 
the two former captains of the 
fifties with their fifties: there¬ 
fore let my life now be precious 
in thy sight. 

,3 And the angel of the Lord 
said unto Elijah, Go down with 
him: be not afraid of him. And 
he arose, and went down with 
him unto the king. lfi And he said 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord, 
Forasmuch as thou hast sent mes¬ 
sengers to inquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron, is it because 
there is no God in Israel to in¬ 
quire of his word? therefore thou 
shalt not come down off that bed 
on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

17 So he died according to the 
word of the Lord which Elijah 
had spoken. And Jehoram reign¬ 
ed in his stead in the second 
year of Jehoram the son of Je- 
hoshaphat king of Judah; be¬ 
cause he had no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahaziah which he did, are they 
not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

O And it came to pass, when 
the Lord would take up Eli¬ 
jah into heaven by a whirlwind, 
that Elijah went with Elisha from 
Gilgal. *And Elijah said unto 


Elisha, Tarry here, I pray thee 
for the Lord hath sent me f 
Beth-el. And Elisha said unt 
him, As the Lord liveth, and tt 
thy soul liveth, I will not leav 
thee. So they went down to Belli 
el. 

3 And the sons of the prophet, 
that were at Beth-el came fort I 
to Elisha, and said unto bin’ 
Knowest thou that the Lord wil 
take away thy master from lie 
head to-day? And he said. Tea 
I know it; hold ye your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him 
Elisha, tarry here, I pray thee 
for the Lord hath sent me h 
Jericho. And he said, As the Lon 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth. 
will not leave thee. So they cam' 
to Jericho. 

5 And the sons of the prophet; 
that were at Jericho came to Eli 
sha, and said unto him, Knowes 
thou that the Lord will take awn; 
thy master from thy head to-day 
And he answered. Yea, I knov 
it; hold ye your peace. 

«And Elijah said unto him 
Tarry, I pray thee, here; for tin 
Lord hath sent me to the Jordan 
And he said, As the Lord liveth 
and as thy soul liveth, I will no 
leave thee. And they two wen 
on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons o 
the prophets went, and stood ove 
against them afar off: and the; 
two stood by the Jordan. fi An< 
Elijah took his mantle, am 
wrapped it together, and smoh 
the waters, and they were divide* 
hither and thither, so that the; 
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two went over on dry ground. 
“And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said 
unto Elisha, Ask what I shall do 
for thee, before I am taken away 
from thee. And Elisha said, I 
pi.it l.liue, let a double portion of 
Iliy spirit be upon me, ,n And he 
said, Thou hast asked a hard 
tiling: nevertheless, if thou see 
me when 1 am taken from thee, 
it shall he so unto thee; but if 
not, it shall not be so. 

"And it came to pass, as they 
still went on, and talked, that, 
behold, there appeared a chariot 
of Hie, and horses of fire, and 
parted them both asunder; and 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
inlo heaven. 12 And Elisha saw 
it, and he cried, My father, my 
fa I her, the chariot of Israel, and 
lhi j horsemen thereof. 

And he saw him no more: and 
he took hold of his own clothes, 
and rent them in two pieces. 1B He 
took up also the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of 
the Jordan; J*And he took the 
fnantle of Elijah that fell from 
him, and smote the waters, and 
Ha id, Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah? and when he also had 
imitten the waters, they parted 
hither and thither: and Elisha 
fvent over. 

1 And the sons of the prophets 
tvho were at Jericho, at a dis- 
jnnee, saw him and said, The 
pirit of Elijah doth rest on Eli- 
jha. And they came to meet him, 
|nd bowed themselves to the 


ground before him. ,fl And they 
said unto him, Behold now, there 
are with thy servants fifty strong 
men; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek thy master: lest per- 
adventure the spirit of the Lord 
hath taken him up, and cast him 
upon some mountain, or into 
some valley. And he said, Ye 
shall not send. 17 And when they 
urged him very long, he said, 
Send. They sent therefore fifty 
men; and they sought three days, 
but found him not. ,8 And when 
they came back to him, (for he 
tarried at Jericho,) he said unto 
them. Did I not say unto you, 
Go not? 

10 And the men of the city said 
unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, 
the situation of this city is pleas¬ 
ant, as my lord seeth: but the 
water is bad, and the ground 
barren. 20 And he said, Bring me 
a new cruse, and put salt therein. 
And they brought it to him. 21 And 
he went forth unto the spring of 
the waters, and cast the salt in 
there, and said, Thus saith the 
Lord, I have healed these waters; 
there shall not be from thence 
any more death or barren land. 
22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying 
of Elisha which he spoke. 

23 And he went up from thence 
unto Beth-el: and as he was go¬ 
ing up by the way, there came 
forth little children out of the 
city, and mocked him, and said 
unto him, Go up, thou bald head; 
go up, thou bald head. 24 And he 
turned back, and looked on them, 
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and cursed them in the name of 
the Lord. And there came forth 
two she-beara out of the wood, 
and tore forty and two children 
of them. 

25 And he went from thence to 
mount Carmel, and from thence 
he returned to Samaria. 

^ Now Jehoram the son of 
Ahab began to reign over Is¬ 
rael in Samaria the eighteenth 
year of Jehoshaphat king of Ju¬ 
dah, and reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the 
sight of the Lord; but not like 
his father, and like his mother: 
for he put away the image of 
Baal that his father had made. 
Nevertheless he cleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, who made Israel to sin; he 
departed not therefrom. 

4 And Mesha king of Moab was 
a sheepmaster, and rendered unto 
the king of Israel a hundred 
thousand lambs, and a hundred 
thousand rams, with the wool. 
“But it came to pass, when Ahab 
was dead, that the king of Moab 
rebelled against the king of Is¬ 
rael. 0 And king Jehoram went 
out of Samaria the same time, 
and numbered all Israel. 7 And he 
went and sent to Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, saying, The 
king of Moab hath rebelled a- 
gainst me: wilt thou go with me 
against Moab to battle? And he 
said, I will go up: I am as thou 
.art, my people as thy people, and 
my horses as thy horses. B And 
he said, Which way shall we go 


up? And he answered, The wn: 
through the wilderness of Edom 

B So the king of Israel went 
and the king of Judah, and tin 
king of Edom: and they made ; 
circuit of seven days’ journey 
and there was no water for tin 
host, and for the cattle that fol 
lowed them. 10 And the king o 
Israel said, Alas! that the I-on 
hath called these three kings to 
gether, to deliver them into Hu 
hand of Moab! ^But Jehoshapha 
said, Is there not here a prophe 
of the Lord, that we may impim 
of the Lord by him? And one o 
the king of Israel’s servants an 
swered and said, Here is Elishi 
the son of Shaphat, who poorer 
water on the hands of Elijah 
12 And Jehoshaphat said, Thi 
word of the Lord is with him. 

So the king of Israel and Jeho 
shaphat and the king of Edon 
went down to him. ,3 And Elishi 
said unto the king of Israel, Wha 
have I to do with thee? get thoi 
to the prophets of thy father, am 
to the prophets of thy mother 
And the king of Israel said unti 
him. Nay: for the Ixird hall 
called these three kings together 
to deliver them into the hand o 
Moab. 14 And Elisha said, As Hu 
Lord of hosts liveth, before whon 
I stand, surely, were it not thn 
I regard the presence of John 
shaphat the king of Judah, 
would not look toward thee, no 
see thee. > 5 But now bring mo : 
minstrel. 

And it came to pass, when th< 
minstrel played, that the hum 
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of the Lord came upon him. ,6 And 
he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 
17 For thus saith the Lord, Ye 
shall not see wind, neither shall 
ye see rain; yet that valley shall 
he lllled with water, that ye may 
drink, both ye, and your cattle, 
and your beasts. ’"And this is 
but a light thing in the sight of 
the Lord: he will deliver the 
Moabites also into your hand. 
,B And ye shall smite every forti¬ 
fied city, and every choice city, 
and shall fell every good tree, and 
stop all wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of land with 
stones. 

30 And it came to pass in the 
morning, when the mcnl-offering 
was offered, that, behold, there 
came water By the way of Edom, 
nnd the country was filled with 
water. 

2, And when all the Moabites 
heard that the kings were come 
up to fight against them, they 
gathered all that were able to put 
on armour, and upward, and stood 
on the horder. 22 And they rose up 
early in the morning, and the sun 
shone upon the water, and the 
Moabites saw the water on the 
other side as red as blood: 23 And 
they said, This is blood; the kings 
are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now there¬ 
fore, Moab, to the spoil. 

' u And when they came to the 
camp of Israel, the Israelites rose 
up and smote the Moabites, so 
that they fled before them: but 
they went forward smiting the 


Moabites, even in their country. 
20 And they destroyed the cities, 
and on every good piece of land 
cast every man his stone, and 
filled it; and they stopped all the 
wells of water, and felled all the 
good trees: only in Kir-hareseth 
left they the Btonea thereof; but 
the slingers went about it, and 
smote it. 

20 And when the king of Moab 
Baw that the battle was too sore 
for him, he took with him seven 
hundred men that drew swords, 
to break through unto the king 
of Edom: but they could not. 
27 Then he took his eldest son that 
should have reigned in his stead, 
and offered him for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing upon the wall. And there 
was great indignation against 
Israel: and they departed from 
him, and returned to their own 
land. 

A Now there cried a certain 
woman of the wives of the 
sons of the prophets unto Elisha, 
saying, Thy servant my husband 
is dead; and thou knowest that 
thy servant did fear the Lord: 
and the creditor is come to take 
unto him my two sons to be bond- 
men. 2 And Elisha said unto her. 
What shall I do for thee? tell 
me, what hast thou in the house? 
And she said, Thine handmaid 
hath not any thing in the house, 
save a pot of oil. "Then he said. 
Go, borrow thee vessels abroad of 
all thy neighbours, even empty 
vessels; borrow not a few. 4 And 
when thou art come in, thou shalt 
shut the door upon thee and upon 
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thy sons, and shalt pour out into 
ail those vessels, and thou shalt 
set aside that which is full. 5 So 
she went from him, and shut 
the door upon her and upon her 
sons, who brought the vessels to 
her; and she poured out. "And 
it came to pass, when the vessels 
were full, that she said unto her 
son. Bring me yet a vessel. And 
he said unto her, There is not a 
vessel more. And the oil stayed. 
7 Then she came and told the man 
of God. And he said, Go, sell 
the oil, and pay thy debt, and 
live thou and thy children of the 
rest. 

8 And it fell on a day, that Eli¬ 
sha passed to Shunem, where was 
a great woman; and she con¬ 
strained him to eat bread. And 
so it was, that as oft as he passed 
by, he turned in thither to eat 
bread. e And she said unto her 
husband. Behold now, I perceive 
that this is a holy man of God, 
that passcth by us continually. 
10 Let us make a little chamber, 
I pray thee, on the wall; and let 
us set for him there a bed, and 
a table, and a stool, and a candle¬ 
stick: and it shall be, when he 
cometh to us, that he shall turn 
in thither. 

1J And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into 
the chamber, and lay there. 13 And 
he said to Gehazi his servant, 
Call this Shunammite. And when 
he had called her, she stood be¬ 
fore him. 13 And he said unto 
him, Say now unto her. Behold, 
thou hast been careful for us 


with all this care; what is to be 
done for thee? wouldest thou be 
spoken for to the king, or to the 
captain of the host? And she an¬ 
swered, I dwell among mine own 
people. 3 *And he said, What then 
is to be done for her? And Ge¬ 
hazi answered, Verily she hnlh 
no child, and her husband is old. 
1 ’And he said, Call her. And when 
he called her, she stood in the 
door. ,n And he said, About this 
season, at the same time next 
year, thou shalt embrace a sou 
And she said, Nay, my lord, thoi/ 
man of God, do not lie unto thine 
handmaid. 

,7 And the woman conceived, 
and bore a son at that season 
that Elisha had said unto her. 
at the same time next year. 

18 And when the child was 
grown, it fell on a day, that he 
went out to his father to the 
reapers. 19 And he said unto his 
father, My head, my head. And 
he said to a lad. Carry him to 
his mother. 20 And when he had 
taken him, and brought him In 
his mother he sat on her knees 
till noon, and then died. 21 A ml 
she went up, and laid him on 
the bed of the man of God, and 
shut the door upon him, and went 
out. 22 And she called unto her 
husband, and said, Send me, I 
pray thee, one of the young men, 
and one of the asses, that I may 
run to the man of God, and coni'* 
back. 23 And he said, Wherefore 
wilt thou go to him to-day? it is 
neither new moon, nor sabbath. 
And she said, It shall be well 
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B4 Thcn she saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant, Drive, and 
go forward: slack not thy riding 1 
for me, except I bid thee. 

2il So she went and came unto 
the man of God to mount Carmel. 
A nd it came to pass, when the 
man of God saw her afar off, 
that he said to Gehazi his ser¬ 
vant, Behold, yonder is that Shu- 
nammile: 2n Run now, I pray thee, 
to meet her, and say unto her, 
Is it well with thee? is it well 
with thy husband? is it well with 
the child? And she answered, It 
is well. 

37 And when she came to the 
man of God to the hill, she caught 
him by the feet: but Gehazi 
came near to thrust her away. 
And the man of God said, Let 
her alone; for her soul is vexed 
within her: and the Lord hath 
hid it from me, and hath not 
told me. "Then she said, Did I 
desire a son of my lord? did I 
not say, Do not deceive me? 
"Then he said to Gehazi, Gird 
up thy loins, and take my staff 
in thine hand, and go thy way: 
if thou meet any man, greet him 
not; and if any greet thee, an¬ 
swer him not: and lay my staff 
upon the face of the child 80 And 
the mother of the child said, As 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And 
he arose, and followed her. 

0I And Gehazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the 
face of the child; but there was 
neither voice, nor hearing. Where¬ 
fore he went back to meet him, 


and told him, saying. The child 
is not awaked. 

"And when Elisha was come 
into the house, behold, the child 
was dead, and laid upon his bed. 
33 He went in therefore, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and 
prayed unto the Lord. 34 And he 
went up, and lay upon the child, 
and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his 
eyes, and his hands upon his 
hands: and he stretched himself 
upon the child; and the flesh of 
the child waxed warm. "Then he 
returned, and walked in the house 
to and fro; and went up, and 
stretched himself upon him: and 
the child sneezed seven times, 
and the child opened hiB eyes. 
"And he called Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he 
called her. And when she was 
come in unto him, lie said, Take 
up thy son. 37 Then she went in, 
and fell at his feet, and bowed 
herself to the ground, and took 
up her son, and went out. 

"And Elisha came back to Gil- 
gal: and there was a famine in 
the land; and the sons of the pro¬ 
phets were sitting before him : and 
he said unto his servant, Set on 
the great pot, and seethe the pot¬ 
tage for the sons of the prophets. 
"And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild 
vine, and gathered thereof wild 
gourds his lap full, and came and 
shred them into the pot of pot¬ 
tage: for they knew them not. 
40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as 
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they were eating of the pottage, 
that they cried out, and said, O 
thou man of God, there is death 
in the pot. And they could not 
eat thereof. 41 But he said, Then 
bring meal. And he cast it into 
the pot, and he said, Pour out 
for the people, that they may 
eat. And there was no harm in 
the pot. 

42 And there came a man from 
Baai-shalisha, and brought the 
man of God bread of the first- 
fruits, twenty loaves of barley, 
and full ears of corn in his bag. 
And he said, Give unto the peo¬ 
ple, that they may eat. 43 And his 
attendant said, What, should I set 
this before a hundred men? He 
said again. Give the people, that 
they may eat for thus saith the 
Lord, They shall eat, and shall 
leave thereof. 44 So lie set it be¬ 
fore them, and they did eat, and 
left thereof according to the word 
of the Lord. 

fT Now Naaman, captain of the 
host of the king of Syria, 
was a great man with his master, 
and honourable, because by him 
the Lord had given deliverance 
unto Syria: he was also a mighty 
man in valour, but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out 
by companies, and had carried 
away captive out of the land of 
Israel a little maid; and she 
|waited on Naaman’s wife. 3 And 
Bhe said unto her mistress, Would 
God my lord were with the pro¬ 
phet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 


4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said 
the maid that is of the land of 
Israel. 5 And the king of Syria 
said, Go to, go, and I will send 
a letter unto the king of Israel. 

And he departed, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six 
thousand pieces of gold, and ten 
changes of raiment. °And he 
brought the letter to the king of 
Israel, saying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, 
I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest 
recover him of his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when flu¬ 
king of Israel had read the letter, 
that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make 
alive, that this man dotli send 
unto me to recover a man of his 
leprosy? wherefore consider, I 
pray you, and see how he seeketh 
a quarrel against me. 

8 And it was so, when Elisha 
the man of God had heard that 
the king of Israel had rent his 
clothes, that he sent to the king, 
saying, Wherefore hast thou rent 
thy clothes? let him come now 
to me, and he shall know that 
there is a prophet in Israel. B So 
Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood 
at the door of the house of Eli¬ 
sha. 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash 
in the Jordan seven times, and 
thy flesh shall come again to thee, 
and thou shalt be clean. "But 
Naaman was wroth, and wenl 
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away, and said, Behold, I thought, 
He will surely come out to me, 
and stand, and call on the name 
of the Lord his God, and wave 
his hand over the place, and re¬ 
cover the leper. 12 Are not Abana 
and Pbarpar, rivers of Damascus, 
letter than all the waters of Is¬ 
rael? may I not wash in them, 
and be clean? So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

I3 And his servants came near, 
and spoke unto him, and said. My 
father, if the prophet had bid 
thee do some great thing, would- 
est thou not have done it? how 
much rather then, when he saith 
to thee, Wash, and be clean? 
14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himBelf seven times in the Jor¬ 
dan, according to the saying of 
the man of God: and his flesh 
cume back like unto the flesh of 
n little child, and he was clean. 

13 And he returned to the man 
of God, he and all his company, 
and came, and stood before him: 
and he said, Behold, now I know 
that there is no God in all the 
earth, but in Israel; now there¬ 
fore, I pray thee, take a present 
of thy servant. 10 But he said, As 
the Lord liveth, before whom I 
stand, I will receive none. And 
lie urged him to take it; but he 
refused. 17 And Naaman said, Shall 
there not then, I pray thee, be 
given to thy servant two mules' 
hurden of earth? for thy ser¬ 
vant will henceforth offer neither 
burnt-offering nor sacrifice unto 
olher gods, but unto the Lord. 
,8 ln this thing the Lord pardon 


thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon 
to worship there, and he leaneth 
on my hand, and I bow myself 
in the house of Rimmon: when 
I bow down myself in the house 
of Rimmon, the Lord pardon thy 
servant in this thing. 1B And he 
said unto him, Go in peace. So 
he departed from him some way. 

20 But Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Be¬ 
hold, my master hath spared Naa¬ 
man this Syrian, in not receiv¬ 
ing at his hands that which he 
brought: but, as the Lord liveth, 
I will run after him, and take 
somewhat of him. 2, So Gehazi 
followed after Naaman. And when 
Naaman saw him running after 
him, he lighted down from the 
chariot to meet him, and said, In 
all well? 22 And he said, All is 
well. My master hath sent me, 
saying, Behold, even now there 
are come to me from mount Eph¬ 
raim two young men of the sons 
of the prophets: give them, I 
pra 3 ' thee, a talent of silver, and 
two changes of garments. 23 And 
Naaman said, Be content, take 
two talents. And he urged him, 
and hound two talents of silver 
in two bags, with two changes 
of garments, and laid them upon 
two of his servants; and they 
bore them before him. 24 And 
when he came to the tower, he 
took them from their hand, and 
deposited them in the house: and 
he let the men go, and they de¬ 
parted. 

w But he went in, and stood 
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before his master. And Elisha 
said unto him, Whence contest 
thou, Gehazi? And he said, Thy 
servant went not hither or thith¬ 
er. 26 And he said unto him, Went 
not mine heart with thee, when 
the man turned from his char¬ 
iot to meet thee? Is it a time 
to receive money, and to receive 
garments, and oliveyards, and 
vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, 
and men-servants, and maid-ser¬ 
vants? 27 The leprosy therefore of 
Naaman shall cleave unto thee, 
and unto thy seed for ever. And 
he went out from his presence 
a leper as white as snow. 

And the sons of the prophets 
said unto Elisha, Behold now, 
the place where we dwell with 
thee is too strait for us. 2 Let us 
go, we pray thee, unto the Jor¬ 
dan, and take thence every man 
a beam, and let us make us a 
place there, where we may dwell. 
And he answered, Go ye. 3 And 
one said, Be content, I pray thee, 
and go with thy servants. And 
he answered, I will go. <So he 
went with them. And when they 
came to the Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 5 But as one was felling a 
beam, the axe-head fell into the 
water: and he cried and said, 
Alas master! for it was borrowed. 
6 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he shewed him the 
place. And he cut down a stick, 
and east it in thither; and the 
iron did swim. T And he said, 
Take it up to thee. And he put 
out his hand, and took it. 

a And the king of Syria warred 


against Israel, and took counsel 
with his servants, saying, In 
such and such a place shall be 
my camp. 8 And the man of God 
sent unto the king of Israel, say¬ 
ing, Beware that thou pass not 
such a place; for thither the 
Syrians are come down. 10 And 
the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God told 
him and warned him of, and 
saved himself there, not once nor 
twice. 

“Therefore the heart of the 
king of Syria was sore troubled 
for this thing; and he called his 
servants, and said unto them, Will 
ye not tell me who of us is for 
the king of Israel? 12 And one of 
his servants said, None, my lord, 
0 king: but Elisha, the prophet 
that is in Israel, telleth the king 
of Israel the words that thou 
speakest in thy bed-chamber. 
13 And he said. Go and spy where 
he is, that I may send and fetch 
him. 

And it was told him, saying, 
Behold, he is in Dothan. “There¬ 
fore sent he thither horses, and 
chariots, and a great host: and 
they came by night, and com¬ 
passed the city about. ,r ’And when 
the servant of the man of God 
was risen early, and gone forth, 
behold, a host compassed the city 
both with horses and chariots. 
And his servant said unto him. 
Alas, my master! how shall we 
do? 1G And he answered, Fear not: 
for they that are with us are 
more than they that are with 
them. 
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,7 ATid Elisha prayed, and said, 
Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, 
that he may see. And the Lord 
opened the eyes of the young 
man; and he saw: and, behold, 
the mountain was full of horses 
arid chariots of fire round about 
Elisha. 1B And when they came 
down to him, Elisha prayed unto 
the Lord, and said, Smite this 
people, I pray thee, with blind¬ 
ness. And he smote them with 
blindness according to the word 
of Elisha. *°And Elisha said un¬ 
to them, This is not the way, nei¬ 
ther is this the city: follow me, 
and I will bring you to the man 
whom ye seek. And he led them 
to Samaria. 

*°And it came to pas9, when 
they were come into Samaria, 
that Elisha said, Lord, open the 
eyes of these men, that they may 
see. And the Lord opened their 
eyes, and they saw; and, behold, 
they were in the midst of Sama¬ 
ria. 21 And the king of Israel said 
unto Elisha, when he saw them, 
My father, shall I smite them? 
shall I smite them? 22 And he an¬ 
swered, Thou shalt not smite 
them: wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy 
bow? set bread and water before 
them, that they may eat and 
drink, and go to their master. 
* , And he prepared great pro¬ 
vision for them: and when they 
had eaten and drunk, he sent 
them away, and they went to 
their master. So the bands of 
Syria came no more into the land 


of Israel. 

2 *And it came to pass after 
this, that Ben-hadad king of Sy¬ 
ria gathered all his host, and 
went up, and besieged Samaria. 
25 And there was a great famine 
in Samaria: and, behold, they be¬ 
sieged it, until an ass's head was 
sold for fourscore pieces of silver, 
and the fourth part of a cab of 
dove’s dung for five pieces of 
silver. 28 And as the king of Is¬ 
rael was passing by upon the wall, 
there cried a woman unto him, 
saying, Help, my lord, 0 king. 
27 And he said, If the Lord do not 
help thee, whence Bhall I help 
thee? out of the barn-floor, or out 
of the wine-press? 2S And the king 
said unto her, What aileth thee? 
And she answered, This woman 
said unto me, Give thy son, that 
we may eat him to-day, and we 
will eat my son to-morrow. 2B So 
we boiled my son, and did eat 
him: and I said unto her on the 
next day, Give thy son, that we 
may eat him: and she hath hid 
her son. 

ao And it came to pass, when 
the king heard the words of the 
woman, that he rent his clothes; 
and he passed by upon the wall, 
and the people looked, and, be¬ 
hold, he had sackcloth within 
upon his flesh. 81 Then he said, 
God do so and more also to me, 
if the head of Elisha the son of 
Shaphat shall stand on him this 
day. 

32 Now Elisha Bat in his house, 
and the elders sat with him; and 
the king sent a man from before 
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him: but ere the messenger came 
to him, he said to the elders, See 
ye how this son of a murderer 
hath sent to take away mine 
head? look, when the messenger 
cometh, shut the door, and hold 
him fast at the door: is not the 
sound of his master’s feet behind 
him? 33 And while he yet talked 
with them, behold, the messenger 
came down unto him: and he 
said, Behold, this evil is of the 
Lord; why should I wait for the 
Lord any longer? 
n Then Elisha said, Hear ye 

* the word of the Lord; Thus 
saith the Lord, To-morrow about 
this time shall a measure of fine 
flour be sold for a shekel, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel, 
in the gate of Samaria. 2 Then 
the captain on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man 
of God, and said, Behold, if the 
Lord would make windows in 
heaven, might this thing be? And 
he said, Behold, thou shalt see it 
with thine eyes, but shalt not 
eat thereof. 

3 And there were four leprous 
men at the entrance of the gate: 
and they said one to another. 
Why sit we here until we die? 
■•If we say, We will enter into the 
city, then the famine is in the 
city, and we shall die there: and 
if we sit still here, we die also. 
Now therefore come, and let us 
fall unto the host of the Syrians: 
if they save us alive, we shall 
live; and if they kill us, we shall 
but die. 

“And they rose up in the twi¬ 


light, to go unto the camp of the 
Syrians: and when they were 
come to the uttermost part of the 
camp of Syria, behold, there was 
no man there. 6 For the Lord had 
made the host of the Syrians to 
hear a noise of chariots, and a 
noise of horses, even the noise of 
a great host: and they said one 
to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings 
of the Hittites, and the kings of 
the Egyptians, to come upon us. 
: Wherefore they arose and fieri 
in the twilight, and left their 
tents, and their horses, and their 
asses, even the camp as it was, 
and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came 
to the uttermost part of the 
camp, they went into one tent, 
and did eat and drink, and carried 
thence silver, and gold, and rai¬ 
ment, and went and hid it; and 
came back, and entered into an¬ 
other tent, and carried thence 
also, and went and hid it. "Then 
they said one to another, We do 
not well: this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our 
peace: if we tarry till the morn¬ 
ing light, punishment will over¬ 
take us: now therefore come, 
that we may go and tell the king’s 
household. 

10 So they came and called unlo 
the gate-keepers of the city: and 
they told them, saying, We came 
to the camp of the Syrians, and, 
behold, there was no man there, 
neither voice of man, but horses 
tied, and asses tied, and the tents 
as they were. 
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•'And the gate-keepers called 
out and told it to the king’s house 
within. ,2 And the king arose in 
the night, and said unto his ser¬ 
vants, I will now shew you what 
the Syrians have done to us. They 
know thut we are hungry; there¬ 
fore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the 
field, saying, When they come out 
of the city, we shall catch them 
alive, and get into the city. 

'•’And one of his servants an¬ 
swered and said. Let some take, 
I pray thee, five of the horses 
that remain, which are left in 
the city, (behold, they are as all 
the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it: behold, I say, they are 
even as all the multitude of Is¬ 
rael that are consumed:) and let 
ua send and see. M They took 
therefore two chariots witli hor- 
hoh; and the king sent after the 
host of the Syrians, saying, Go 
and see. 

'’And they went after them 
unto the Jordan: and, lo, all the 
way was full of garments and 
vessels, which the Syrians had 
cuat away in their haste. And 
the messengers returned, and told 
the king. '"And the people went 
out, and spoiled the tents of the 
Syrians. So a measure of fine 
Hour was sold for a shekel, and 
two measures of barley for a 
shekel, according to the word of 
the Lord. 

,7 And the king appointed the 
enptain on whose hand he leaned 
to have the charge of the gate: 


and the people trod upon him 
in the gate, and he died, as the 
man of God had said, who spoke 
when the king came down to him. 
* 8 And it came to pass as the man 
of God had spoken to the king, 
saying. Two measures of barley 
for a shekel, and a measure of 
fine flour for a shekel, shall be 
to-morrow about this time in the 
gate of Samaria: lfl And that cap¬ 
tain answered the man of God, 
and said, Now, behold, if the 
Lord should make windows in 
heaven, might such a thing be? 
And he said, Behold, thou shalt 
see it with thine eyes, but shalt 
not eat thereof. 20 And so it fell 
out unto him: for the people trod 
upon him in the gate, and he 
died. 

Q Then spoke Elisha unto the 
woman, whose son he had re¬ 
stored to life, saying, Arise, and 
go thou and thine household, and 
sojourn wheresoever thou canst 
sojourn: for the Lord hath called 
for a famine; and it shall also 
come upon the land seven years. 
2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the saying of the man of 
God: and she went with her 
household, and sojourned in the 
land of the Philistines seven 
years. 

"And it came to pass at the 
seven years' end, that the wo¬ 
man returned out of the land of 
the Philistines: and she went 
forth to cry unto the king for 
her house and for her land. <And 
the king talked with Gehazi the 
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servant of the man of God, say* 
ing, Tell me, I pray thee, all the 
great things that Elisha hath 
done. 5 And it came to pass, as he 
was telling the king how he had 
restored a dead body to life, that, 
behold, the woman, whose son he 
had restored to life, cried to the 
king for her house and for her 
land. And Gehazi said, My lord, 
0 king, this is the woman, and 
this is her son, whom Elisha 
restored to life. 6 And when the 
king asked the woman, she told 
him. So the king appointed unto 
her a certain officer, saying, Re¬ 
store all that was hers, and all 
the fruits of the field since the 
day that she left the land, even 
until now. 

T And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
was sick; and it was told him, 
saying, The man of God is come 
hither. 8 And the king said unto 
Hazael, Take a present in thine 
hand, and go, meet the man of 
God, and inquire of the Lord by 
him, saying, Shall I recover of 
this disease? 

6 So Hazael went to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even 
of every good thing of Damas¬ 
cus, foily camels' burden, and 
came and stood before him, and 
said, Thy son Ben-hadad king of 
Syria hath sent me to thee, say¬ 
ing, Shall I recover of this dis¬ 
ease? 10 And Elisha said unto 
him, Go, say unto him, Thou 
mayest certainly recover; howbeit 
the Lord hath shewn me that he 
shall surely die. "And he settled 


his countenance steadfastly, un¬ 
til he was ashamed: and the man 
of God wept. 

"And Hazael said, Why weep- 
eth my lord? And he answered, 
Because I know the evil that thou 
wilt do unto the children of Isra¬ 
el: their strongholds wilt thou sol 
on fire, and their young men 
wilt thou slay with the sword, 
and wilt dash their children, and 
rip up their women with child. 
"And Hazael said, But what, in 
thy servant a dog, that he should 
do this great thing? And Elisha 
answered, The Lord hath shewn 
me that thou shalt be king over 
Syria. 

"So he departed from Elisha, 
and came to his master; who 
said to him, What said Elisha to 
thee? And he answered, He told 
me that thou shouldest surely re¬ 
cover. 

"And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that he took a coverlet, 
and dipped it in water, and 
spread it on his face, so that he 
died: and Hazael reigned in his 
stead. 

"And in the fifth year of Jo- 
ram the son of Ahab king of 
Israel, Jehoshaphat being then 
king of Judah, Jehoram the son 
of Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
began to reign. "Thirty and two 
years old was he when he began 
to reign; and he reigned eigltl 
years in Jerusalem. "And he 
walked in the way of the kings 
of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab 
was his wife: and he did evil in 
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the sight of the Lord, 18 Yet the 
I^ord would not destroy Judah 
for David his servant’s sake, as 
ho promised him to give him al¬ 
ways a light, and to his children, 

9, 'In his days Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah, 
and made a king over themselves. 
21 So Joram went over to Zair, 
and all the chariots with him: 
and lie rose by night, and smote 
the Edomites that compassed him 
about, and the captains of the 
chariots: and the people fled into 
their tents. “Yet Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah 
unto this day, Then Libnah re¬ 
volted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of 
Joram, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of 
tlie chronicles of the kings of 
Judah ? 

24 And Joram slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David: and 
Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
s tend. 

23 In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel 
did Ahaziah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah begin to reign. 
a "Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; 
nnd he reigned one year in Jeru¬ 
salem. And hie mother’s name 
was Athaliah, the daughter of 
Omri king of Israel. 

“And he walked in the way 
nf the house of Ahab, and did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, as 
did the house of Ahab: for he 


was the son-in-law of the house 
of Ahab. 

JB And he went with Joram the 
son of Ahab to the war against 
Hazael king of Syria in Ramoth- 
gilead; and the Syrians wounded 
Joram. 2B And king Joram went 
back to be healed in Jezreel of the 
wounds which the Syrians had 
given him at Ramah, when he 
fought against Hazael king of 
Syria. And Ahaziah the son of 
Jehoram king of Judah went down 
to see Joram the son of Ahab in 
Jezreel, because he was sick. 

Q And Elisha the prophet called 
one of the children of the 
prophets, and said unto him, 
Gird up thy loins, and take this 
flask of oil in thine hand, and go 
to Ramoth-gilead: 2 And when 
thou comest thither, look out there 
Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat the 
son of Nirrshi, and go in, and 
make him arise up from among 
his brethren, and carry him to 
an inner chamber; a Then take 
the flask of oil, and pour it on 
his head, and say, Thus saith the 
Lord, I have anointed thee king 
over Israel. Then open the door, 
and flee, and tarry not. 

4 So the young man, even the 
young man the prophet, went to 
Ramoth-gilead. ®And when he 
came, behold, the captains of the 
host were sitting; and he said, I 
have an errand to thee, O captain. 
And Jehu said, Unto which of us 
all? And he said, To thee, O cap¬ 
tain. fl And he arose, and went 
into the house; and he poured the 
oil on his head, and said unto 
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him, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, I have anointed thee king 
over the people of the Lord, even 
over Israel. 7 And thou shalt smite 
the house of Ahab thy master, 
that I may avenge the blood of 
my servants the prophets, and the 
blood of all the servants of the 
Lord, at the hand of Jezebel. 8 For 
the whole house of Ahab shall 
perish: and I will cut off from 
Ahab every male, him that is 
shut up and him that is at large 
in Israel: °And I will make the 
house of Ahab like the house of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and 
like the house of Baasha the son 
of Ahijah: 10 And the dogs shall 
eat Jezebel in the portion of Jez- 
reel, and there shall be none to 
bury her. And he opened the 
door, and fled. 

1J Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one 
said unto him, Is all well? 
wherefore came this mad fellow 
to thee? And he said unto them, 
Ye know the man, and his talk. 
12 And they said, It is false; tell 
us now. And he said, Thus and 
thus spoke he to me, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, I have anointed 
thee king over Israel. 13 Then they 
hastened, and took every man his 
garment, and put it under him 
on the top of the stairs, and blew 
with trumpets, saying, Jehu is 
king. 

14 So Jehu the son of Jehosha- 
phat the son of Nimshi conspired 
against Joram. (Now Joram had 
kept guard at Ramoth-gilead, he 
and all Israel, because of Hazael 


king of Syria. 15 But king Jornm 
was returned to be healed in Jez- 
reel of the wounds which the 
Syrians had given him, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Sy¬ 
ria.) And Jehu said, If it he 
your mind, then let none go forth 
nor escape out of the city to go 
to tell it in Jezreel. 

lc So Jehu rode in a chariot, 
and went to Jezreel; for Joram 
lay there. And Ahaziah king of 
Judah was come down to see Jo 
ram. 

17 And there stood a watchman 
on the tower in Jezreel, and ho 
spied the company of Jehu as ho 
came, and said, I see a company. 
And Joram said. Take a horse¬ 
man, and send to meet them, and 
let him say. Is it peace? 

18 So there went one on horse¬ 
back to meet him, and said, Thus 
saith the king, Is it peace? And 
Jehu said, What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind me. 
And the watchman told, saying. 
The messenger came to them, but 
he cometh not back. 

16 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, who came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the king, Is it 
peace? And Jehu answered, What 
hast thou to do with peace? turn 
thee behind me. 20 And the watch¬ 
man told, saying, He came even 
unto them, and cometh not back: 
and the driving is like the driving 
of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for he 
driveth furiously. 

21 And Jehoram said. Harness 
up. And his chariot was harnessed 
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up. And Jehoram king of Israel 
and Ahaziah king of Judah went 
out, each in his chariot, and they 
went out against Jehu, and met 
him in the portion of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

■"And it came to pass, when 
Jorum saw Jehu, that he said, 
la it peace, Jehu? And he an¬ 
swered, What peace, so long as 
the harlotry of thy mother Jeze¬ 
bel and her witchcrafts are so 
many? 

2;i And Jorum turned his hands, 
and fled, and said to Ahaziah, 
There is treachery, O Ahaziah. 

a4 And Jehu drew a bow with 
his full strength, and smote Je- 
lioram between his arms, and the 
arrow went out at his heart, and 
lie sunk down in his chariot. 
J Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
cuptuin, Take up, and cast him 
in the portion of the field of Na¬ 
both the Jezreelite: for remember 
how that, when I and thou rode 
together after Ahab his father, 
the Lord uttered this decree over 
him. ^Surely I have seen yester¬ 
day the blood of Naboth, and the 
blood of his sons, saith the Lord; 
and I will requite thee in this 
plot, saith the Lord. Now there¬ 
fore take and cast him into the 
plot of ground, according to the 
word of the Lord. 

27 But when Ahaziah the king 
of Judah saw this, he fled by 
the way of the garden-house. And 
Jehu followed after him, and said, 
Bmite him also in the chariot. 
And they did so at the going up 


to Gur, which is by Ibleam. And 
he fled to Megiddo, and died there. 
2H And his servants carried him 
in a chariot to Jerusalem, and 
buried him in his sepulchre with 
his fathers in the city of David. 

2B And in the eleventh year of 
Joram the son of Ahab began 
Ahaziah to reign over Judah. 

30 And when Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; and 
she painted her eyes, and attired 
her head, and looked out at the 
window. 3I And as Jehu entered 
in at the gate, she said, Had Zim- 
ri peace, who slew his master? 
32 And he lifted up his face to 
the window, and said, Who is on 
my side? who? And there looked 
out to him two or three eunuchs. 
3 ’And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and 
some of her blood was sprinkled 
on the wall, and on the horses: 
and he trod her under foot. 

34 And when he was come in, 
he did eat and drink, and said. 
Go, see now this cursed woman , 
and bury her: for she is a king's 
daughter. 

3r, And they went to bury her: 
but they found no more of her 
than the skull, and the feet, and 
the palms of her hands. a(l And 
they came back, and told him. 
And he said, This is the word of 
the Lord, which he spoke by his 
servant Elijah the Tishbite, say¬ 
ing, In the portion of Jezreel shall 
dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel: 
37 And the carcass of Jezebel shall 
be as dung upon the face of the 
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field in the portion of Jezreel; so 
that they shall not say. Tins is 
Jezebel. 

And Ahab had seventy sons 
in Samaria. And Jehu wrote 
letters, and sent to Samaria, unto 
the rulers of Jezreel, to the eld¬ 
ers, and to them that brought up 
Ahab’s children, saying, 2 Now as 
soon as this letter cometh to you, 
seeing your master’s sons are 
with you, and there are with you 
chariots and horses, a fortified 
city also, and armour; 3 Look even 
out the best and meetest of your 
master's sons, and set him on his 
father’s throne, and fight for your 
master’s house. 4 But they were 
exceedingly afraid, and said, Be¬ 
hold, two kings stood not before 
him: how then shall we stand? 

E And he that was over the 
house, and he that was over the 
city, the elders also, and the 
bringers up of the children, sent 
to Jehu, saying, We are thy ser¬ 
vants, and will do all that thou 
shalt bid us; we will not make 
any king: do thou that which is 
good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the 
second time to them, saying, If 
ye be mine, and if ye will hearken 
unto my voice, take ye the heads 
of the men your master’s sons, 
and come to me to Jezreel by to¬ 
morrow this time. 

Now the king's sons, being 
seventy persons, were with the 
great men of the city, who 
brought them up. 7 And it came 
to pass, when the letter came to 
them, that they took the king’s I 


sons, and slew seventy persons, 
and put their heads in baskets, 
and sent them to him to Jezreel. 

8 And there came a messenger, 
and told him, saying, They have 
brought the heads of the king’s 
sons. And he said, Lay ye them 
in two heaps at the entrance of 
the gate until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the 
morning, that he went out, and 
stood, and said to all the people, 
Ye are righteous: behold, I con¬ 
spired against my master, and 
slew him: but who slew all these? 
10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the 
word of the Lord, which the 
Lord spoke concerning the house 
of Ahab: for the Lord hath done 
that which he spoke by his ser¬ 
vant Elijah. 

n So Jehu slew all that remained 
of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, 
and all his great men, and his 
friends, and his priests, until he 
left him none remaining. 

,2 And he arose and departed, 
and came to Samaria. And as he 
was at the house of the gather¬ 
ing of the shepherds, in the wav. 
13 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, 
Who are ye? And they answered. 
We are the brethren of Ahaziah; 
and we go down to greet the chil¬ 
dren of the king and the children 
of the queen. 14 And he said, Take 
them alive. And they took them 
alive, and slew them at the pit 
of the gathering-house, even two 
and forty men; neither left he 
any of them. 
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“And when he was departed 
thence, lie lighted on Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab coming to meet 
him; and he greeted him, and 
said to liim, Is thine heart right, 
as my heart is with thy heart? 
And Jehonadab answered, It cer¬ 
tainly is, give me thine hand. 
And he gave him his hand; and 
he took him up to him into the 
chariot. “And he said, Come 
with me, and see my zeal for the 
Lord. So they made him ride in 
his churiot. 

17 And when he came to Sa¬ 
maria, he slew all that remained 
unto Ahab in Samaria, till he had 
destroyed him, according to the 
Buying of the Lord, which he 
spoke to Elijah, 

18 And Jehu gathered all the 
people together, and said unto 
them, Ahab served Baal a little; 
hut Jehu shall serve him much. 
“Now therefore call unto me all 
the prophets of Baal, all his ser¬ 
vants, and all hia priests; let 
none be wanting: for I have a 
groat sacrifice to do to Baal; 
whosoever shall be wanting, he 
shall not live. But Jehu did it in 
subtlety, to the intent that he 
might destroy the worshippers of 
Baal. “And Jehu said, Proclaim 
a solemn assembly for Baal. And 
they proclaimed it. 21 And Jehu 
sent through all Israel: and all 
the worshippers of Baal came, so 
that there was not a man left 
that came not. And they came 
into the house of Baal; and the 
house of Baal was full from one 
end to unother. 


“And he said unto him that 
was over the vestry, Bring forth 
vestments for all the worshippers 
of Baal. And he brought them 
forth vestments. 2a And Jehu went, 
and Jehonadab the son of Re¬ 
chab, into the house of Baal, and 
said unto the worshippers of Baal, 
Search, and look that there be 
here with you none of the ser¬ 
vants of the Lord, but the wor¬ 
shippers of Baal only. “And when 
they went in to offer sacrifices 
and burnt-offerings, Jehu appoint¬ 
ed fourscore men without, and 
said, If any of the men whom ) 
have brought into your hands 
escape, he that letteth him go, 
his life shall be for the life of 
him. 

“And it came to pass, as soon 
as he had made an end of offer¬ 
ing the burnt-offering, that Jehu 
said to the runners and to the 
captains, Go in, and slay them; 
let none come forth. And they 
smote them with the edge of the 
sword; and the runners and the 
captains cast them out, and went 
to the city of the house of Baal. 
“And they brought forth the 
images out of the house of Baal, 
and burned them. 27 And they 
broke down the image of Baal, 
and broke down the house of 
Baal, and made it a place of ref¬ 
uge unto this day. 

“Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out 
of Israel. “Howbeit from the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin, Jehu 
departed not from after them, to 
wit, the golden calves that were 
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in Bet-el, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, 
Because thou hast done well in 
executing that which is right in 
mine eyes, and hast done unto the 
house of Ahab according to all 
that was in mine heart, thy chil¬ 
dren of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel. 
01 But Jehu took no heed to walk 
in the law of the Lord God of 
Israel with all his heart: for he 
departed not from the sins of 
Jeroboam, who made Israel to 
sin. 

32 In those days the Lord be¬ 
gan to cut Israel short: and Ha- 
zael smote them in all the borders 
of Israel; 33 From the Jordan east¬ 
ward, all the land of Gilead, the 
Gadites, and the Reubenites, and 
the Manassites, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, even 
Gilead and Bashan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehu, and all that he did, and 
all his might, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 

35 And Jehu slept with his fa¬ 
thers : and they buried him in 
Samaria. And Jehoahaz his son 
reigned in his stead. 36 And the 
time that Jehu reigned over Is¬ 
rael in Samaria was twenty and 
eight years. 

And when Athaliah the moth¬ 
er of Ahaziah saw that her 
son was dead, she arose and de¬ 
stroyed all the seed royal. 2 But 
Jehosheba, the daughter of king 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took 


Joash the son of Ahaziah, and 
stole him from among the king’s 
sons that were slain; and they 
hid him, even him and liis nurse, 
in the bed-chamber from Atha¬ 
liah, so that he was not slain. 
3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the Lord six years. And 
Athaliah did reign over the land. 

4 And the seventh year Jehoiu- 
da sent and fetched the rulers 
over hundreds, and the guards 
and the runners, and brought 
them to him into the house of 
the Lord, and made a covenant 
with them, and took an oath of 
them in the house of the Lord, 
and shewed them the king’s son. 
5 And he commanded them, say¬ 
ing, This is the thing that ye 
shall do; A third part of you that 
enter in on the sabbath shall 
even be keepers of the watch of 
the king's house; fl And a third 
part shall be at the gate of Sur; 
and a third part at the gate be¬ 
hind the runners : so shall ye keep 
the watch of the house, that it 
be not broken down. 7 And two 
parts of all you that go forth on 
the sabbath, even they shall keep 
the watch of the house of the 
Lord about the king. s And ye 
shall compass the king round 
about, every man with his weap¬ 
ons in his hand: and he that 
cometh to the ranks, let him be 
slain: and be ye with the king 
as he goeth out and as he cornel h 
in. 

e And the captains over the hun¬ 
dreds did according to all things 
that Jehoiada the priest com- 
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manded: and they took every 
man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them 
that should go out on the sab¬ 
bath, and came to Jehoiada the 
priest. 10 And to the captains 
over hundreds did the priest 
(ili'i. king David's spears and 
shields, that were in the temple 
of the Lord. "And the runners 
stood, every man with his weap¬ 
ons in his hand, round about the 
king, from the right side of the 
temple to the left side of the 
temple, along by the altar and 
the temple. "And he brought 
forth the king's son, and put the 
crown upon him, and gave him 
the testimony: and they made 
him king, and anointed him; and 
they clapped their hands, and 
Buid, Long live the king. 

"And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the runners and of the 
people, she came to the people 
into the temple of the Lord. "And 
when she looked, behold, the king 
stood by a pillar, as the manner 
was, and the princes and the 
trumpeters by the king, and all 
the people of the land rejoiced, 
and blew with trumpets: and 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
cried. Treason, treason. 

"But Jehoiada the priest com- 
[manded the captains of the hun¬ 
dreds, the officers of the host, and 
said unto them, Have her forth 
without the ranks: and him that 
i/olluwelh her kill with the sword. 
For the priest had said, Let her 
not be slain in the house of the 
land. "And they made room for 


her; and she went by the way by 
which the horseB came into the 
king’s house: and there was she 
slain. 

"And Jehoiada made a cove¬ 
nant between the Lord and the 
king and the people, that they 
should be the Lord's people; be¬ 
tween the king also and the peo¬ 
ple. "And all the people of the 
land went into the house of Baal, 
and broke it down; his altars 
and his images broke they in 
pieces thoroughly, and slew Mat- 
tan the priest of Baal before the 
altars. 

And the priest appointed of¬ 
ficers over the house of the Lord. 
"And he took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the guards, and 
the runners, and all the people 
of the land; and they brought 
down the king from the house of 
the Lord, and came by the way 
of the gate of the runners to the 
king's house. And he sat on the 
throne of the kings. 20 And all 
the people of the land rejoiced, 
and the city was quiet: and they 
slew Athaliah with the sword be¬ 
side the king’s house. 

Seven years old was Jehoash 
when he began to reign. s In 
the seventh year of Jehu Jehoash 
began to reign; and forty years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And his 
mother's name was Zibiah of 
Bcer-sheba. 

"And Jehoash did that which 
was right in the sight of the Lord 
all his days wherein Jehoiada the 
priest instructed him. "But the 
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high places were not taken away: 
the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

6 And Jehoash said to the 
priests. All the money of the de¬ 
dicated things that is brought in¬ 
to the house of the Lord, even 
the money of every one that 
passeth the account, the money 
that every man is set at, and all 
the money that cometh into any 
man’s heart to bring into the 
house of the Lord, 8 Let the 
priests take it to them, every 
man of his acquaintance; and let 
them repair the breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach 
shall be found. 

7 But it was so, that in the 
three and twentieth year of king 
Jehoash the priests had not re¬ 
paired the breaches of the house. 
*Then king Jehoash called for Je- 
boiada the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why 
repair ye not the breaches of the 
house? now therefore receive no 
more money of your acquaintance, 
but deliver it for the breaches of 
the house. 

®And the priests consented to 
receive no more money of the peo¬ 
ple, neither to repair the breach¬ 
es of the house. 

10 But Jehoiada the priest took 
a chest, and bored a hole in the 
lid of it, and set it beside the 
altar, on the right side as one 
cometh into the house of the 
Lord: and the priests that kept 
the door put therein all the money 
that was brought into the house 
of the Lord. "And it was so, 


when they saw that there wa 
much money in the chest, t.ha 
the king’s scribe and the big] 
priest came up, and they put u| 
in bags, and counted the mono; 
that was found in the house o 
the Lord. "And they gave tb 
money, being counted, into Uv 
hands of them that did the work 
that had the oversight of Hr 
house of the Lord: and they lair 
it out to the carpenters and build 
ers, that wrought upon the liousi 
of the Lord, "And to masons 
and hewers of stone, and to lmj 
timber and hewed stone to re¬ 
pair the breaches of the house 
of the Lord, and for all that wa.' 
laid out for the house to rcpaii 
it. 

"Howbeit there were not made 
for the house of the Lord bowk 
of silver, snuffers, basins, trum¬ 
pets, any vessels of gold, or ves¬ 
sels of silver, of the money that 
was brought into the house of the 
Lord: "But they gave that to 
the workmen, and repaired there¬ 
with of the house of the Lord. 
"Moreover they reckoned not 
with the men, into whose hand 
they delivered the money to he 
bestowed on workmen: for they 
dealt faithfully. 

"The money for trespass-offer¬ 
ings, and the money for sin-of¬ 
ferings, was not brought into the 
house of the Lord: it was the 
priests’. 

"Then Hazael king of Syria 
went up, and fought against Gath, 
and took it: and Hazael set his 
face to go up to Jerusalem. 
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ie And Jehoash king of Judah 
took all the hallowed things that 
Jehoshaphat, and Jehoram, and 
Ahaziah, his fathers, kings of 
Judah, had dedicated, and his 
own hallowed things, and all the 
gold that was found in the trea- 
aiiM*M nf the house of the Lord, 
and in the king's house, and sent 
it to Hazael king of Syria: and 
he went away from Jerusalem. 

20 And the rest of the acts of 
Jonah, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah ? 

“And his servants arose, and 
vmulc a conspiracy, and slew 
Joash in the house of Millo, which 
Igoelh down to Silla. 22 For Joza- 
clwir the son of Shimeath, and 
Jchozabad the son of Shomer, his 
servants, smote him, and he died; 
iind they buried him with his fa¬ 
thers in the city of David: and 
lAmnziuh his son reigned in his 
stead. 

In the three and twentieth 
year of Joash the son of 
LAhnziah king of Judah Jehoahaz 
the son of Jehu began to reign 
over Israel in Samaria, and reign¬ 
ed seventeen years. a And he 
klid that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and followed 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin; 
he departed not therefrom. 3 And 
(the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against Israel, and he delivered 
Ithem into the hand of Hazael 
►ing of Syria, and into the hand 


of Ben-hadad the son of Hazael, 
all their days. 

4 And Jehoahaz besought the 
Lord, and the Lord hearkened 
unto him: for he saw the op¬ 
pression of Israel, because the 
king of Syria oppressed them. 
5 (And the Lord gave Israel a 
saviour, so that they went out 
from under the hand of the Sy¬ 
rians: and the children of Israel 
dwelt in their tents, as before¬ 
time. fl Nevertheless they departed 
not from the sins of the house of 
Jeroboam, who made Israel sin, 
but walked therein: and there re¬ 
mained the grove also in Sama¬ 
ria.) T Neither did he leave of 
the people of Jehoahaz but fifty 
horsemen, and ten chariots, and 
ten thousand footmen; for the 
king of Syria had destroyed them, 
and had made them like the dust 
of the threshing. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoahaz, and all that he did, 
and his might, are they not 
written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel? 

B And Jehoahaz slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him in 
Samaria: and Joash his son 
reigned in his stead. 

10 In the thirty and seventh 
year of Joash king of Judah be¬ 
gan Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz 
to reign over Israel in Samaria, 
and reigned sixteen years. “And 
he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord; he departed 
not from all the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Is¬ 
rael sin: but he walked therein. 
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12 And the rest of the acts of 
Joash, and all that he did, and 
his might wherewith he fought 
against Amaziah king of Judah, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

13 And Joash slept with his fa¬ 
thers; and Jeroboam sat upon 
his throne: and Joash was buried 
in Samaria with the kings of 
Israel. 

14 Now Elisha was fallen sick of 
his sickness whereof he died. 
And Joash the king of Israel 
came down unto him, and wept 
over his face, and said, 0 my 
father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 
15 And Elisha said unto him, Take 
bow and arrows. And he took 
unto him bow and arrows. 18 And 
he said to the king of Israel, Put 
thine hand upon the bow. And 
he put his hand upon it: and Eli¬ 
sha put his hands upon the king’s 
hands. 17 And he said, Open the 
window eastward. And he opened 
it. Then Elishasaid, Shoot. And 
he shot. And he said, The arrow 
of the Lord’s deliverance, and the 
arrow of deliverance from Syria: 
for thou shalt smite the Syrians 
in Aphek, till thou have con¬ 
sumed them. 18 And he said, Take 
the arrows. And he took them. 
And he said unto the king of 
Israel, Smite upon the ground. 
And he smote thrice, and stayed. 
10 And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou should- 
est have smitten five or six times; 
then hadst thou smitten Syria till 


thou hadst consumed it: wlierea 
now thou shalt smite Syria bu 
thrice. 

20 And Elisha died, and the; 
buried him. 

And the bands of the Moabite, 
invaded the land at the comini 
in of the year. 21 And it came h 
pass, as they were burying i 
man, that, behold, they spied : 
band of men; and they cast tin 
man into the sepulchre of Eli 
sha: and when the man was It: 
down, and touched the bones o: 
Elisha, he revived, and stood uj 
on his feet. 

2z But Hazael king of Syria op 
pressed Israel all the days of Jo 
lioahaz. 23 And the Lord wa{ 
gracious unto them, and had com 
passion on them, and had respect 
unto them, because of his cov¬ 
enant with Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, and would not destroy 
them, neither cast he them from 
his presence as yet. 

24 And Hazael king of Syria 
died; and Ben-hadad his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 And Jehoash the son of Jelio- 
ahaz took again out of the hand 
of Ben-hadad the son of Hazael 
the cities, which he had taken 
out of the hand of Jehoahaz his 
father by war. Three times did 
Joash beat him, and recovered 
the cities of Israel. 

In the second year of Joash 
son of Jehoahaz king of Is¬ 
rael reigned Amaziah the son of 
Joash king of Judah. 2 He was 
twenty and five years old when 
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he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother's name 
vxjh Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 
a And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, yet not 
like David his father: he did 
wvyjrding to all things as Joash 
Ium lather did. 4 Howbeit the high 
places were not taken away: as 
yet the people did sacrifice and 
burnt incense on the high places. 

c And it came to pass, as soon 
hh the kingdom was confirmed in 
his hand, that he slew his ser¬ 
vants that had slain the king his 
father. “But the children of the 
murderers he slew not: accord¬ 
ing unto that which is written 
in the book of the law of Moses, 
wherein the Lord communded, 
saying, The fathers shall not be 
put to death for the children, nor 
the children be put to death for 
I he fathers; but every man shall 
be put to death for his own sin. 

'He slew of Edom in the Valley 
of Salt ten thousand, and took 
Sela by war, and called the name 
of it Joktheel unto this day. 

"Then Amaziah sent messen¬ 
gers to Jehoash, the son of Jehoa- 
haz son of Jehu, king of Israel, 
Baying, Come, let us look one an¬ 
other in face. ®And Jehoash the 
iking of Israel sent to Amaziah 
iking of Judah, saying, The thistle 
ithnt was in Lebanon sent to the 
leedar that was in Lebanon, say- 
ling, Give thy daughter to my son 
|to wife: and there passed by a 
Iwild beast that was in Lebanon, 
*nd trod down the thistle. ,0 Thou 


hast indeed smitten Edom, and 
thine heart hath lifted thee up: 
glory in this, and tarry at home: 
for why shouldest thou meddle 
with misfortune, that thou should¬ 
est fall, even thou, and Judah 
with thee? "But Amaziah would 
not hear. Therefore Jehoash king 
of Israel went up; and he and 
Amaziah king of Judah looked 
one another in the face at Beth- 
shemesh, which belongeth to Ju¬ 
dah. "And Judah was smitten 
before Israel; and they fled every 
man to his tent. 

"And Jehoash king of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the 
son of Jehoash the son of Ahaz- 
iah, at Beth-shemesh, and came 
to Jerusalem, and broke down the 
wall of Jerusalem from the gate 
of Ephraim unto the corner gate, 
four hundred cubits. "And he 
took all the gold and silver, and 
all the vessels that were found 
in the house of the Lord, and in 
the treasures of the king’s house, 
and the hostages, and returned 
to Samaria. 

"Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoash which he did, and his 
might, and how he fought with 
Amaziah king of Judah, are they 
not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

"And Jehoash slept with hia 
fathers, and was buried in Sa¬ 
maria with the kings of Israel; 
and Jeroboam his son reigned in 
his stead. 

"And Amaziah the son of Jo¬ 
ash king of Judah lived after the 
death of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz 
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king of Israel fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of 
Amaziah, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

10 Now they made a conspiracy 
against him in Jerusalem: and he 
fled to Lachish; but they sent 
after him to Lachish, and slew 
him there. 20 And they brought 
him on horses: and he was buried 
at Jerusalem with his fathers in 
the city of David. 

21 And all the people of Judah 
took Azariah, who was sixteen 
years old, and made him king 
instead of his father Amaziah. 
22 He built Elath, and restored it 
to Judah, after that the king 
slept with his fathers. 

23 In the fifteenth year of Amaz¬ 
iah the son of Joash king of 
Judah Jeroboam the son of Joash 
king of Israel began to reign in 
Samaria, and reigned forty and 
one years. 2 ‘And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of 
the Lord; he departed not from 
all the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 
25 He restored the border of Israel 
from the entrance of Hamath un¬ 
to the sea of the plain, according 
to the word of the Lord God of 
Israel, which he spoke by the 
hand of his servant Jonah, the 
son of Amittai, the prophet, who 
was of Gath-hepher. Zfl For the 
Lord saw the affliction of Israel, 
that it was very bitter: for there 
was none shut up, nor left at 
large, and there was no helper 


for Israel. 27 And the Lord said 
not that he would blot out the 
name of Israel from under 
heaven: but he saved them by 
the hand of Jeroboam the son of 
Joash. 

29 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jeroboam, and all that he did, 
and his might, how he warred, 
and how he recovered Damascus, 
and Hamath, which belonged In 
Judah, for Israel, are they not 
written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel? 

29 And Jeroboam slept with bin 
fathers, even with the kings of 
Israel; and Zachariah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

In the twenty and seventh 
year of Jeroboam king of Is¬ 
rael began Azariah son of Amaz¬ 
iah king of Judah to reign 
2 Sixteen years old was he when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
two and fifty years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jeeh- 
oliah of Jerusalem. 3 And he did 
that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord, according to all that 
his father Amaziah had done; 
‘Save that the high places were 
not removed : the people sacrificed 
and burnt incense still on the 
high places. ’And the Lord emote 
the king, so that he was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in an isolated house. And 
Jotham the king’s son was over 
the house, judging the people of 
the land. 

6 And the rest of the acts of 
Azariah, and all that he did, are 
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they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

T So Azariuh slept with his fa¬ 
thers; and they buried him with 
his fathers in the city of David: 
iuhI .lolham his son reigned in 
his stead. 

8 In the thirty and eighth year 
of Azariuh king of Judah did 
Zaehariah the son of Jeroboam 
reign over Israel in Samaria six 
months. & And lie did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
as his fathers had done: he de¬ 
parted not from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin. 

‘"And Shallum the son of Ja- 
besh conspired against him, and 
smote him before the people, and 
slew him, and reigned in his 
stead. 

“And the rest of the acts 
of Zaehariah, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Israel. 

“This ims the word of the 
Lord which he spoke unto Jehu, 
saying, Thy sons shall sit on the 
throne of Israel unto the fourth 
generation. And so it came to 
puss. 

“Shallum the son of Jabesh 
began to reign in the nine and 
thirtieth year of Uzziah king of 
Judah; and he reigned the space 
of a month in Samaria. 

“And Menahem the son of Gadi 
went up from Tirzah, and came 
to Samaria, and smote Shallum 
the son of Jabesh in Samaria. 


and slew him, and reigned in his 
stead. 

“And the rest of the acta of 
Shallum, and his conspiracy 
which he made, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Israel. 

“Then Menahem smote Tiph- 
sah, and ail that were therein, 
and the borders thereof from Tir¬ 
zah : because they opened not to 
him, therefore he smote it; and 
all the women therein that were 
with child he ripped up. 

“In the nine and thirtieth year 
of Azariah king of Judah began 
Menahem the son of Gadi to 
reign over Israel, and reigned ten 
years in Samaria. “And he did 
that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord: he departed not all 
his days from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin. 

l9 And Pul the king of Assyria 
came against the land; and Me¬ 
nahem gave Pul a thousand talents 
of silver, that his hand might bj 
with him to confirm the kingdom 
in his hand. 20 And Menahem ex¬ 
acted the money of Israel, even of 
all the mighty men of the army, 
of each man fifty shekels of sil¬ 
ver, to give to the king of As¬ 
syria. So the king of Assyria 
turned back, and stayed not there 
in the land. 

2t And the rest of the acts of 
Menahem, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 
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22 And Menahem slept with his 
fathers; and Pekahiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

23 In the fiftieth year of Azariah 
king of Judah Pekahiah the son 
of Menahem began to reign over 
Israel in Samaria, and reigned 
two years. 24 And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord: he departed not from the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, who made Israel to sin. 

25 And Pekah the son of Rema- 
liah, a captain of his, conspired 
against him, and smote him in 
Samaria, in the palace of the 
king’s house, with Argob and 
Arieh, and with him fifty men 
of the Gileadites: and he killed 
him, and reigned in his room. 

ze And the rest of the acts of 
Pekahiah, and all that he did, 
behold, they are written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

27 In the two and fiftieth year 
of Azariah king of Judah Pekah 
the son of Remaliah began to 
reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned twenty years. 28 And he 
did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord: he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Is¬ 
rael to sin. 

2e In the days of Pekah king of 
Israel came Tiglath-pileser king 
of Assyria, and took Ijon, and 
Abel-beth-maachah, and Janoah, 
and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Gil¬ 
ead, and Galilee, all the land of 
Naphtali, and carried them cap¬ 
tive to Assyria.

32 In the second year of Pekali 
the son of Remaliah king of Is 
rael began Jotham the son of 
Uzziah king of Judah to reign 
33 Five and twenty years old woh 
he when he began to reign, and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother's name 
was Jerusha, the daughter of Za- 
dok. 34 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord: 
he did according to all that his 
father Uzziah had done. 35 How- 
beit the high places were not 
removed: the people sacrificed 
and burned incense still in the 
high places. He built the higher 
gate of the house of the Lord. 

36 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jotham, and all that he did, me 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Ju¬ 
dah ? 

37 In those days the Lord began 
to send against Judah Rezin the 
king of Syria, and Pekah the son 
of Remaliah. 

3B And Jotham slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David his 
father: and Ahaz his son reigned 
in his stead. 
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In the seventeenth year of 
Pekah the son of Remaliah 
Ahaz the son of Jotham king of 
Judah began to reign. 2 Twenty 
years old was Ahaz when he be¬ 
gan to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem, and did not 
that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord his God, like David 
his father. ’But he walked in the 
way of the kings of Israel, yea, 
and made his son to pass through 
the fire, according to the abomi¬ 
nations of the nations, whom the 
I;ord cast out from before the 
children of Israel. 4 And he sacri¬ 
ficed and burnt incense in the 
high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

’Then Rezin king of Syria and 
Pekah son of Remaliah king of 
Israel came up to Jerusalem to 
war: and they besieged Ahaz, but 
could not overcome him. 

"At that time Rezin king of 
Syria recovered Elath for Syria, 
and drove the Jews from Elath: 
and the Syrians came to Elath 
und dwelt there unto this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to 
Tiglath-pileser king of Assyria, 
saying, I am thy servant and thy 
son: come up, and save me out 
of the hand of the king of Syria, 
and out of the hand of the king 
of Israel, who rise up against 
me. 8 And Ahaz took the silver 
and gold that was found in the 
house of the Lord, and in the 
treasures of the king's house, and 
iseiit it for a present to the king 
(of Assyria. 9 And the king of 
(Assyria hearkened unto him: for 


the king of Assyria went up a- 
gainst Damascus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive 
to Kir, and slew Rezin. 

10 And king Ahaz went to Da¬ 
mascus to meet Tiglath-pileser 
king of Assyria, and saw an altar 
that was at Damascus: and king 
Ahaz sent to Urijah the priest 
the fashion of the altar, and the 
pattern of it, according to all the 
workmanship thereof. ”And Uri¬ 
jah the priest built an altar ac¬ 
cording to all that king Ahaz had 
sent from Damascus: so Urijah 
the priest made it before king 
Ahaz came from Damascus. 12 And 
when the king was come from 
Damascus, the king saw the 
altar: and the king approached 
to the altar, and offered thereon. 
lfl And he burnt his burnt-offering 
and his meal-offering, and poured 
his drink-offering, and sprinkled 
the blood of his peace-offerings, 
upon the altar. ,4 And he brought 
also the brazen altar, which was 
before the Lord, from the fore¬ 
front of the house, from between 
the altar and the house of the 
Lord, and put it on the north 
side of the altar. 

,3 And king Ahaz commanded 
Urijah the priest, saying, Upon 
the great altar bum the morning 
burnt-offering, and the evening 
meal-offering, and the king's 
burnt-sacrifice, and his meal-of¬ 
fering, with the burnt-offering 
of all the people of the land, and 
their meal-offering, and their 
drink-offerings; and sprinkle upon 
it all the blood of the burnt-offer- 
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ing, and all the blood of the 
sacrifice: and the brazen altar 
shall be for me to visit occasion¬ 
ally. 18 Thus did Urijah the priest, 
according to all that king Ahaz 
commanded. 

17 And king Ahaz cut off the 
borders of the bases, and re¬ 
moved the laver from off them; 
and took down the sea from off 
the brazen oxen that were under 
it, and put it upon a pavement 
of stones. l8 And the covert for 
the sabbath that they had built 
in the house, and the king’s entry 
without, turned he from the 
house of the Lord for the king 
of Assyria. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahaz which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Judah? 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

In the twelfth year of Ahaz 
king of Judah began Hoshea 
the son of Elah to reign in Sa¬ 
maria over Israel, and reigned 
nine years. 2 And he did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
but not as the kings of Israel 
that were before him. 

3 Against him came up Shalma¬ 
neser king of Assyria; and Ho¬ 
shea become his servant, and gave 
him presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found 
conspiracy in Hoshea : for he had 
sent messengers to So king of 


Egypt, and brought no present 
to the king of Assyria, as he had 
done year by year: therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and 
bound him in prison. 

5 Then the king of Assyria came 
up throughout all the land, and 
went up to Samaria, and besieged 
it three years. 6 In the ninth year 
of Hoshea the king of Assyria 
took Samaria, and carried Israel 
away into Assyria, and placed 
them in Halah and in Habor bit 
the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the chil¬ 
dren of Israel had sinned against 
the Lord their God, who had 
brought them up out of the land 
of Egypt, from under the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, 8 And 
walked in the statutes of the na¬ 
tions, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Isra¬ 
el, and of the kings of Israel, 
which they had made. 9 And the 
children of Israel did secretly 
those things that were not right 
against the Lord their God, and 
they built them high places in all 
their cities, from the tower of the 
watchmen to the fortified city. 
10 And they set them up pillars 
and groves in every high hill, 
and under every green tree: 
“And there they burnt incense 
in all the high places, as did 
the nations whom the Lord car¬ 
ried away before them; and 
wrought wicked things to provoke 
the Lord to anger: “And they 
served idols, whereof the Lord 
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hRd said unto them, Ye shall not 
do this thing. 13 Yet the Lord 
testified against Israel, and a- 
gainst Judah, by all the prophets, 
and by all the seers, saying, Turn 
ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my stat- 
uIch, according to all the law 
which I commanded your fathers, 
mid which I sent to you by my 
servants the prophets. ^Notwith¬ 
standing they would not hoar, but 
hardened their neck, like to the 
neck of their fathers, who did 
not believe in the Lord their God. 
1B And they rejected his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made 
with their fathers, and his testi¬ 
monies which he testified against 
thorn; and they followed vanity, 
and became vain, and went after 
the nations that were round about 
them, concerning whom the Lord 
had charged them, that they 
should not do like them. lft And 
they left all the commandments 
of the Lord their God, and made 
them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served Baal. 17 And they 
cnused their sons and their daugh¬ 
ters to pass through the fire, and 
used divination and enchantments, 
and sold themselves to do evil in 
the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 18 Therefore the 
Lord was very angry with Israel, 
mid removed them out of his 
sight: there was none left but 
the tribe of Judah only. ie Also 
Judah kept not the command- 
men U of the Lord their God, but 


walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 20 And the Lord 
rejected all the seed of Israel, 
and afflicted them, and delivered 
them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his 
sight. 21 For he rent Israel from 
the house of David; and they 
made Jeroboam the eon of Nebat 
king: and Jeroboam drove Israel 
from following the Lord, and 
made them sin a great sin. 22 For 
the children of Israel walked in 
all the sins of Jeroboam which 
he did; they departed not from 
them; 23 Until the Lord removed 
Israel out of his sight, as he had 
said by all his servants the 
prophets. So was Israel carried 
away out of their own land to 
Assyria unto this day. 

24 And the king of Assyria 
brought men from Babylon, and 
from Cuthah, and from Ava, and 
from Hamath, and from Sephar- 
vaim, and placed them in the 
cities of Samaria instead of the 
children of Israel: and they pos¬ 
sessed Samaria, and dwelt in the 
cities thereof. 

2B And »o it was at the begin¬ 
ning of their dwelling there, that 
they feared not the Lord: there¬ 
fore the Lord sent lions among 
them, which slew some of them. 
'"Wherefore they spoke to the 
king of Assyria, saying, The 
nations which thou hast removed, 
and placed in the cities of Sa¬ 
maria, know not the manner of 
the God of the land: therefore 
he hath sent lions among them, 
and, behold, they slay them, be- 
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cause they know not the manner 
of the God of the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria 
commanded, saying, Carry thither 
one of the priests whom ye car¬ 
ried away from thence; and let 
them go and dwell there, and let 
him teach them the manner of 
the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Sa¬ 
maria came and dwelt in Beth-el, 
and taught them how they should 
fear the Lord. 2B Howbeit every 
nation made gods of their own, 
and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Samar¬ 
itans had made, every nation in 
their cities wherein they dwelt. 
30 And the men of Babylon made 
Succoth-benoth, and the men of 
Cuth made Nergal, and the men 
of Hamath made Ashima, 31 And 
the Awitesmade Nibhaz and Tar- 
tak, and the Sepharvites burnt 
their children in fire to Adram- 
melech and Anammelech, the gods 
of Sepharvaim. 3Z So they feared 
the Lord, and made unto them¬ 
selves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, who 
sacrificed for them in the houses 
of the high places. 33 They feared 
the Lord, and served their own 
gods, after the manner of the 
nations whence they had been 
carried away. 

34 Unto this day they do after 
t!it* former manners: they fear 
not the Lord, neither do they 
after their statutes, or after their 
ordinances, or after the law and 
commandment which the Lord 


commanded the children of Jacob, 
whom he named Israel; 35 With 
whom the Lord had made a cov¬ 
enant and charged them, saying, 
Ye shall not fear other gods, nor 
bow yourselves to them, nor serve 
them, nor sacrifice to them: 3fl Bul 
the Lord, who brought you up out 
of the land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, 
him shall ye fear, and him shall 
ye worship, and to him shall ye 
do sacrifice. n7 And the statutes, 
and the ordinances, and the law, 
and the commandment, which In* 
wrote for you, ye shall observe 
to do for evermore; and ye shall 
not fear other gods. 3fl And the 
covenant that I have made with 
you ye shall not forget; neither 
shall ye fear other gods. 3B But 
the Lord your God ye shall fear; 
and he shall deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies. 
40 Howbeit they did not hearken, 
but they did after their former 
manner. 

41 So these nations feared the 
Lord, while they also served their 
graven images, both their chil¬ 
dren, and their children’s children, 
as did their fathers, so do they 
unto this day. 

Now it came to pass in the 
third year of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Heze- 
kiah the son of Ahaz king of 
Judah began to reign. 2 Twenfy 
and five years old was he when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jeru¬ 
salem; and his mother’s name uwh 
Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. 
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“And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, accord¬ 
ing to all that David his father 
did. “He removed the high places, 
and broke the images, and cut 
down the groves, and broke in 
pieces the brazen serpent that 
Monos had made: for unto those 
days the children of Israel did 
burn incense to it: and he called 
it Nehushtan. 5 He trusted in the 
I»rd God of Israel; so that after 
him was none like him among all 
the kings of Judah, nor any that 
were before him. “For he clove 
to the Lord, and departed not 
from following him, but kept his 
commandments, which the Lord 
commanded Moses. 7 And the I/ord 
was with him; and he prospered 
whithersoever he went forth; and 
he rebelled against the king of 
Assyria, and served him not. "He 
smote the Philistines, even unto 
thiza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen 
to the fortified city. 

“And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, 
which wax the seventh year of 
Hoshea son of Elah king of Is¬ 
rael, that Shalmaneser king of 
Assyria came up against Samaria, 
and besieged it. 10 And at the end 
of three years they took it: even 
in the sixth year of Hezekiah, 
llhat. is the ninth year of Hoshea 
Iking of Israel, Samaria was taken. 
"And the king of Assyria did 
jenny away Israel unto Assyria, 
And put them in Halah and in 
(Habor hit the river of Gozan, and 
|lu l lie cities of the Medes: 12 Ba- 


cause they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord their God, but trans¬ 
gressed his covenant, and all that 
Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded, and would not hear 
them, nor do them. 

JS Now in the fourteenth year 
of king Hezekiah did Sennacherib 
king of Assyria come up against 
all the fortified cities of Judah, 
and took them. 14 And Hezekiah 
king of Judah sent to the king 
of .Assyria to Lachish, saying, I 
have offended; return from me: 
that which thou puttest on me 
will I bear. And the king of 
Assyria appointed unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah three hundred 
talents of silver and thirty talents 
of gold. 13 And Hezekiah gave him 
all the silver that was found in 
the house of the Lord, and in 
the treasures of the king’s house. 
18 At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold from the doors of 
tfie temple of the Lord, and from 
the pillars which Hezekiah king 
of Judah had overlaid, and gave 
it to the king of Assyria. 

,7 And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rab-saris and Rab- 
shakeh from Lachish to king Hez¬ 
ekiah with a great host against 
Jerusalem. And they went up 
and came to Jerusalem. And when 
they were come up, they came 
and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which is in the high¬ 
way of the fuller’s field. 19 And 
when they had called to the king, 
there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, who was over 
the household, and Shebna the 
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scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph 
the recorder. “And Rah-shakeh 
said unto them, Speak ye now 
to Hezekiah, Thus saith the great 
king, the king of Assyria, What 
confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 20 Thou sayest, (but 
they are but vain words,) I have 
counsel and strength for the war. 
Now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 
21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised r^ed, 
even upon Egypt, on which if a 
man lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king 
of Egypt unto all that trust on 
him. 22 But if ye say unto me, 
We trust in the Lord our God: 
is not that he, whose high places 
and whose altars Hezekiah hath 
taken away, and hath said to 
Judah and Jerusalem,. Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jeru¬ 
salem? “Now therefore, I pray 
thee, make a wager with my 
master the king of Assyria, and 
I will give thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy 
part to set riders upon them. 
“How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the 
least of my master’s servants, and 
put thy trust on Egypt for chari¬ 
ots and for horsemen? “Am I 
now come up without the Lord 
against this place to destroy it? 
The Lord said to me, Go up 
against this land, and destroy it. 

“Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, 
unto Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray 
thee, to thy servants in the Syrian 


language; for we understand it, 
and talk not with us in the Jews 
language in the ears of the peo 
pie that ore on the wall. 27 Bu! 
Rab-shakeh said unto them, Hatl 
my master sent me to thy master 
and to thee, to speak these words • 
hath he not sent me to the met 
that sit on the wall, that tho> 
may eat their own dung, ami 
drink their own urine with you'; 
“Then Rab-shakeh stood am; 
cried with a loud voice in the 
Jews’ language, and spoke, say¬ 
ing, Hear the word of the great 
king, the king of Assyria: “Tints 
saith the king, Let not Iloz- 
ekiah deceive you: for he shall 
not be able to deliver you out 
of his hand: “Neither let Hez¬ 
ekiah make you trust in the 
Lord, saying, The Lord will sure¬ 
ly deliver us, and this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of 
the king of Assyria: 31 Hearken 
not to Hezekiah: for thus saith 
the king of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat 
ye every man of his own vino, 
and every one of his fig-tree, and 
drink ye every one the waters of 
his cistern: “Until I come and 
take you away to a land like your 
own land, a land of corn and wine, 
a land of bread and vineyards, 
a land of olive oil and of honey, 
that ye may live, and not die: 
and hearken not unto Hezekiah, 
when he persuadeth you, saying, 
The Lord will deliver us. “Hath 
any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of 
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the hand of the king of Assyria? 

Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad? where are the gods 
of Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? 
have they delivered Samaria out 
of mine hand? a3 Who are they 
among all the godB of the coun- 
Irii'M, that have delivered their 
country out of mine hand? 

3r> But the people held their 
peace, and answered him not a 
word: for the king's command¬ 
ment was, saying, Answer him 
not. 

a, Then came Eliakim the son 
of Hitkiah, who was over the 
household, and Shebna the scribe, 
and .Toah the son of Asaph the 
recorder, to Hezekiah with their 
clothes rent, and told him the 
words of Rab-shakeh. 

And it came to pass, when 
king Hezekiah heard it, that 
he rent his clothes, and covered 
himself with sackcloth, and went 
into the house of the Lord. a And 
he sent Eliakim, who was over 
the household, and Shebna the 
acrihe, and the elders of the 
prjpsts, covered with sackcloth, to 
Isaiah the prophet the son of 
Amoz. 8 And they said unto him, 
Thus saith Hezekiah, This day is 
n dny of trouble, and of rebuke, 
and blasphemy: for the children 
are come to the birth, and there 
is not strength to bring forth. 
4 Il may be the Lord thy God will 
bear ail the words of Rab-shakeh, 
[whom the king of Assyria his 
blaster hath sent to reproach the 
iiving God; and will reprove 
(the words which the Lord thy 


God hath heard: wherefore lift 
up thy prayer for the remnant 
that are left. 

•'So the servants of king Hez¬ 
ekiah came to Isaiah. 6 And Isa¬ 
iah said unto them, Thus shall 
ye say to your master, Thus saith 
the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words which thou hast heard, 
with which the servants of the 
king of Assyria have blasphemed 
me. 7 Behold, I will put a spirit 
in him, and he shall hear a ru¬ 
mour, and shall return to his own 
land; and I will cause him to fall 
by the sword in his own land. 

8 So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria war¬ 
ring against Libnah: for he had 
heard that he was departed from 
Lachish. 

’And when he heard say of 
Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, Be¬ 
hold, he is come out to fight a- 
gainst thee: he sent messengers 
again unto Hezekiah, saying, 
10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not 
thy God in whom thou trustest 
deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem 
shall not be delivered into the 
hand of the king of Assyria. "Be¬ 
hold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them utter¬ 
ly: and shalt thou be delivered? 
"Have the gods of the nations 
delivered them which my fathers 
have destroyed; aa Gozan, and 
Haran, and Rezeph, and the chil¬ 
dren of Eden that were in Thel- 
asar? “Where ia the king of 
Hamath, and the king of Arpad, 




and the king of the city of Se- 
pharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 

“And Hezekiah received the 
letters of the hand of the mes¬ 
sengers, and read them: and 
Hezekiah went up into the house 
of the Lord, and spread them be¬ 
fore the Lord. 15 And Hezekiah 
prayed before the Lord, and said, 
O Lord God of Israel, who dwell- 
est between the cherubim, thou 
art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou hast made heaven and earth. 
16 Lord, bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, Lord, thine eyes, and 
see: and hear the words of Sen¬ 
nacherib, which he hath sent to 
reproach the living God. 17 Of a 
truth, Lord, the kings of Assyria 
have destroyed the nations and 
their lands, 1B And have cast their 
gods into the fire: for they were 
no gods, but the work of men’s 
hands, wood and stone: therefore 
they have destroyed them. “Now 
therefore, O Lord our God, I be¬ 
seech thee, save thou us out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms 
of the earth may know that thou 
art the Lord God, even thou only. 

“Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, That 
which thou hast prayed to me 
against Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria I have heard. 21 This is the 
word that the Lord hath spoken 
concerning him; 

The virgin the daughter of Zion 
hath despised thee, and laughed 
thee to scorn; the daughter of 
Jerusalem hath shaken her head 


at thee. 22 Whom hast thou re 
proached and blasphemed? am 
against whom hast thou exalte? 
thy voice, and lifted up thine eye; 
on high? even against the Hob 
One of Israel. 23 By thy messen 
gers thou hast reproached tb 
Lord, and hast said, With th< 
multitude of my chariots I an 
come up to the height of tli 
mountains, to the sides of Leba 
non, and will cut down the la! 
cedar-trees thereof, amd the choir, 
fir-trees thereof: and I will ente 
into the lodgings of his border?- 
and into the forest of his fruit ft? 
soil. 24 I have digged and drun 
strange waters, and with the rc>1 
of my feet have I dried up a! 
the rivers of besieged places. 

2S Hast thou not heard how 
have done it long ago, and forme, 
it of ancient times? now have 
brought it to pass, that thoi 
shouldest be to lay waste fortifiei 
cities into ruin heaps. “There 
fore their inhabitants were o 
small power, they were dismaye. 
and confounded; they were as th 
grass of the field, and as the gree: 
herb, as the grass on the house 
tops, and as com blasted be tor 
it is grown up. 

27 But I know thy sitting dowi: 
and thy going out, and thy com 
ing in, and thy rage against me 
“Because thy rage against me an* 
thy tumult is come up into min 
ears, therefore I will put my bool 
in thy nose, and my bridle in th; 
lips, and I will turn thee bad 
by the way by which thou earnest 

“And this shall be a sign mill

tiee, Ye shall eat this year such 
Rings as grow of themselves, and 
i the second year that which 
oringeth of the same; and in 
>e third year sow ye, and reap, 
nd plant vineyards, and eat the 
mils thereof.

8B And it came to pass that 
ght, that the angel of the Lord 
jnt out, and smote in the camp 
I the Assyrians a hundred four- 
arc and five thousand : and when 
ey arose early in the morning, 
hold, they were all dead corpses. 
"So Sennacherib king of As- 
ria departed, and went and re- 
rncd, and dwelt at Nineveh. 
n7 And it came to pass, as he 
is worshipping in the house of 
sroch his god. that Adram- 
eloch and Sharezer his sons 
»oto him with the sword: and 


they escaped into the land of 
Ararat. And Esar-haddon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

In those days was Hezekiah 
sick unto death. And the 
prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz 
came to him, and said unto him. 
Thus saith the Lord, Set thine 
house in order; for thou shalt 
die, and not live. 2 Then he turned 
his face to the wall, and prayed 
unto the Lord, saying, a I beseech 
thee, O Lord, remember now how 
I have walked before thee in truth 
and with a perfect heart, and have 
done that which is good in thy 
sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore 
Isaiah was gone out into the 
middle court, that the word of 
the Lord came to him, saying, 
B Return, and tell Hezekiah the 
prince of my people, Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of David thy 
father, I have heard thy pray¬ 
er, I have seen thy tears: behold, 
I will heal thee: on the third 
day thou shclt go up unto the 
house of the .Lord. °And I will 
add unto thy days fifteen years; 
and I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king 
of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and 
for my servant David’s sake. 7 And 
Isaiah said, Take a lump of figs. 
And they took and laid it on the 
boil, and he recovered. 

*And Hezekiah said unto Isa¬ 
iah, What shall be the sign that 
the Lord will heel me. and that 
I shall go up into the house of 
the Lord the third aay r "And 
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Isaiah said, This sign shalt thou 
have of the Lord, that the Lord 
will do the thing that he hath 
spoken: shall the shadow go for¬ 
ward ten degrees, or go back 
ten degrees? ,0 And Hezekiah an¬ 
swered, It is a light thing for the 
shadow to go down ten degrees: 
nay, but let the shadow turn 
backward ten degrees. "And Isa¬ 
iah the prophet cried unto the 
Lord: and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which 
it had gone down in the dial of 
Ahaz. 

J2 At that time Berodach-bala- 
dan, the son of Baladan, king of 
Babylon, sent letters and a pres¬ 
ent unto Hezekiah: for he had 
heard that Hezekiah had been 
sick. 13 And Hezekiah hearkened 
unto them, and shewed them all 
the house of his precious things, 
the silver, and the gold, and the 
spices, and the precious ointment, 
and all the house of his armour, 
and all that was found in his 
treasures: there was nothing in 
his house, nor in all his dominion, 
that Hezekiah shewed them not. 

"Then came Isaiah the proph¬ 
et unto king Hezekiah, and said 
unto him, What said these men? 
and from whence came they unto 
thee? And Hezekiah said, They 
are come from a far country, even 
from Babylon. 15 And he said, 
What have they seen in thine 
house? And Hezekiah answered, 
All the things that are in mine 
house have they seen: there is 
nothing among my treasures that 
il have not shewn them. 


ie And Isaiah said unto Hf 
kiah, Hear the word of the T,o 
"Behold, the days come, thaf 
that is in thine house, and t 
which thy fathers have laid 
in store unto this day, shall 
carried into Babylon: noth 
shall be left, saith the Lord. 
of thy sons that shall issue fr 
thee, whom thou shalt beget, si 
they take away; and they si 
be eunuchs in the palace of 
king of Babylon. 10 Tlien said 11 
ekiah unto Isaiah, Good j.s 
word of the Lord which thou h 
spoken. And he said, Is it 
good, if peace and truth be in 
days? 

20 And the rest of the acts 
Hezekiah, and all his might, ; 
how he made a pool, and a c 
duit, and brought water into 
city, are they not written in 
book of the chronicles of the ki 
of Judah? 

21 And Hezekiah slept with 
fathers: and Manasseh his 
reigned in his stead. 

Manasseh was twelve ye 
old when he began to rei 
and he reigned fifty and five yi 
in Jerusalem. And his mollr 
name was Hephzi-bah. 2 And 
did that which was evil in 
sight of the Lord, after the ah' 
inations of the nations, wi 
the Lord cast out before the c 
dren of Israel. 3 For he built 
again the high places which I 
ekiah his father had destroy 
and he reared up altars for H 
and made a grove, as did A 
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Ing of Israel; and worshipped 
II the host of heaven, and served 
lem. 4 And he built altars in the 
oune of the Lord, of which the 
tord said. In Jerusalem will I 
*ut my name. 'And he built altars 
>r all the host of heaven in the 
vo courts of the house of the 
nid And he made his son pass 
trough the fire, and observed 
mes, and used enchantments, 
nd dealt with familiar spirits 
hd wizards: he wrought much 
Wickedness in the sight of the 
'ord, to provoke him to anger. 
\nd he Het a graven image of 
ie grove that he had made in 
>e house, of which the Lord said 
) David, and to Solomon his son, 
1 l this house, and in Jerusalem, 

■ tliit'lt I have chosen out of all 
le Iribes of Israel, will T put my 
< time for ever: "Neither will I 
lake the feet of Israel move any 
ore out of the land which I 
i |vc their fathers; only if they 
|ll ohserve to do according to 
1 that I have commanded them, 
id according to all the law that 
ly servant Moses commanded 
lem. “But they hearkened not: 
td Manasseh seduced them to do 

► bre evil than did the nations 
i hom the T/ord destroyed before 

to children of Israel. 

. ,in And the Lord spoke by his 
Jrvnnts the prophets, saying, 

> Because Manasseh king of Ju- 
h hath done these abomina- 

« ins, nvd hath done wickedly 
r’ ove all that the Amorites did, 
o were before him, and hath 
de Judah also to sin with his 


idols: JS Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Behold, I am 
bringing such evil upon Jerusa¬ 
lem and Judah, that whosoever 
heareth of it, both his ears shall 
tingle. ,3 And I will stretch over 
Jerusalem the line of Samaria, 
and the plummet of the house of 
Aliah: and I will wipe Jerusalem 
as a man wipeth a dish, wiping 
it, and turning it upside down. 
M And I will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver 
them into the hand of their ene¬ 
mies ; and they shall become a 
prey and a spoil to all their ene¬ 
mies; "Because they have done 
that which was evil in my sight, 
and have provoked me to anger, 
since the day their fathers came 
forth out of Egypt, even unto 
this day. 

'“Moreover Manasseh shed in¬ 
nocent blood very much, till he 
had filled Jerusalem from one end 
to another; besides his sin where¬ 
with he made Judah to sin, in do¬ 
ing that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord. 

17 Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and all that he did, 
and his sin that he sinned, are 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

"And Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the 
garden of his own house, in the 
garden of Uzza: and Amon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

ie Amon was twenty and two 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned two years in Jem- 
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ealem. And his mother's name 
was Meshullemeth, the daughter 
of Haruz of Jotbah. 20 And he did 
that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, as his father Manas- 
seh did. 21 And he walked in all 
the way that his father walked 
in, and served the idols that his 
father served, and worshipped 
them: “And he forsook the Lord 
God of his fathers, and walked 
not in the way of the Lord. 

“And the servants of Amon 
conspired against him, and slew 
the king in his own house. “And 
the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of 
the land made Josiah his son king 
in his stead. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Amon which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Judah? 

“And he was buried in his sep¬ 
ulchre in the garden of Uzza: 
and Josiah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

Josiah was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned thirty and one years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Jedidah, the daughter 
of Adaiah of Bozcath. z And he 
did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord, and walked 
in all the way of David his fa¬ 
ther, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left. 

3 And it came to pass in the 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, 
that the king sent Shaphan the 


son of Azaliah, the son of Mi 
shullam, the scribe, to the hou> 
of the Lord, saying, 4 Go up I 
Hilkiah the high priest, that 1 
may sum the money which 
hrought into the house of 11 
Lord, which the keepers of ti 
door have gathered of the people 
5 And let them deliver it into tli 
hand of the doers of the worl 
that have the oversight of Hi 
house of the Lord: and let lint 
give it to the doers of the wor 
that ate in the house of the T,nn 
to repair the breaches of Hi 
house, e Unto carpenters, an 
builders, and masons, and to l»n 
timber and hewn stone to repai 
the house. 7 Howheit there w;i 
no reckoning made with them n 
the money that was delivered Hi 
to their hand, because they deni 
faithfully. 

8 And Hilkiah the high prie* 
said unto Shaphan the scribe, 
have found the book of the la\ 
in the house of the Lord. An 
Hilkiah gave the book to Sim 
phan, and he read it. 

e And Shaphan the scribe cam 
to the king, and brought bac 
word to the king, and said, Tli 
servants have gathered the mono 
that was found in the house, an 
have delivered it into the han> 
of them that do the work, tba 
have the oversight of the hoim 
of the Lord. 10 And Shaphan lli 
scribe told the king, saying, IIil 
kiah the priest hath deliverer! in 
a book. And Shaphan read it bo 
fore the king. J1 And it came t- 
pass, when the king had bean 
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tho words of the book of the law, 
tlmt he rent his clothes. “And 
the king commanded Hilkiah the 
priest, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
Michaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, 
n»«d Aaaiah a servant of the 
king's, saying, ,a Go ye, inquire 
of the Lord for me, and for the 
people, and for all Judah, con¬ 
cerning the words of this book 
that, is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers 
have not hearkened unto the words 
of this book, to do according un¬ 
to nil that which is written con¬ 
cerning us. 

,4 Ro Hilkiah the priest, and 
Ahikam, and Achbor, and Sha¬ 
phan, and Asaiah, went unto Hul- 
dnh the prophetess, the wife of 
Shnllum the son of Tikvah, the 
son of Harhas, keeper of the 
wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Je¬ 
rusalem in the second part;) and 
they communed with her. “And 
she said unto them, Thus saith 
the I/)rd God of Israel, Tell the 
man that sent you to me, “Thus 
saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the words of the book which 
the king of Judah hath read: 
17 Because they have forsaken me, 
land have burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might pro- 
ivoke me to anger with all the 
iworks of their hands; therefore 
imy wrath shnll be. kindled against 
1 tli im place, and shall not be 
(quenched. “But to the king of 


Judah who sent you to inquire 
of the Lord, thus shall ye say to 
him, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, As touching the words 
which thou hast heard; “Be¬ 
cause thine heart was tender, and 
thou hast humbled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou heardest 
what I spoke against this place, 
and against the inhabitants there¬ 
of, that they should become a 
desolation and a curse, and hast 
rent thy clothes, and wept before 
me; I also have heard thee, saith 
the Lord. 20 Behold therefore, I 
will gather thee unto thy fathers, 
and thou shalt be gathered into 
thy grave in peace; and thine 
eyes shall not see all the evil 
which I will bring upon this 
place. 

And they brought back word 
to the king. 

And the king sent, and they 
gathered unto him all the 
elders of Judah and of Jerusalem. 
J And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the 
men of Judah and all the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem with him, and 
the priests, and the prophets, and 
all the people, both small and 
great: and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was found in the 
house of the Lord. 8 And the king 
stood by a pillar, and made a 
covenant before the Lord, to walk 
after the Lord, and to keep his 
commandments and his testimo- 
nies and his statutes with alt their 
heart and all their soul, to per¬ 
form the words of this covenant 
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that were written in this book. 
And all the people stood to the 
covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah the high priest, and the 
priests of the second order, and 
the keepers of the door, to bring 
forth out of the temple of the 
Lord all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, 
and for all the host of heaven: 
and he burned them without Je¬ 
rusalem in the fields of Kidron, 
and carried the ashes of them un¬ 
to Beth-el. 5 And he put down the 
idolatrous priests, whom the kings 
of Judah had ordained to burn 
incense in the high places in the 
cities of Judah, and in the places 
round about Jerusalem; them also 
that burned incense unto Baal, to 
the sun, and to the moon, and to 
the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. fl And he brought out 
the grove from the house of the 
Lord, without Jerusalem, unto 
the brook Kidron, and burned it 
at the brook Kidron, and stamped 
it small to powder, and cast the 
powder thereof upon the graves 
of the children of the people. 
7 And he broke down the houses 
of the sodomites, that were by 
the house of the Lord, where the 
women wove tents for the grove. 
a And he brought all the priests 
out of the cities of Judah, and 
defiled the high places where the 
priests had burned incense, from 
Geba to Beer-sheba, and broke 
down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entrance of the 
gate of Joshua the governor of 


the city, which were on a man's 
left hand at the gate of the city. 
Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to the 
altar of the Lord in Jerusalem, 
but they did eat of the unleavened 
bread among their brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of 
Hinnom, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire to Molech. ll And 
he took away the horses that I he 
kings of Judah had given to the 
sun, at the entrance of the house 
of the Lord, by the chamber of 
Nethan-melech the chamberlain, 
which was in the suburhs, and 
burned the chariots of the sun 
with fire. ,2 And the altars that 
were on the top of the upper 
chamber of Ahaz, which the kings 
of Judah had made, and the altars 
which Manasseh had made in the 
two courts of the house of tlie 
Lord, did the king beat down, 
and broke them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into 
the brook Kidron. 13 And the high 
places that were before Jerusa¬ 
lem, which were on the right 
hand of the mount of corruption, 
which Solomon the king of Israel 
had builded for Ash tore th the 
abomination of the Sidonians, and 
for Chemosh the abomination of 
the Moabites, and for Mileoni 
the abomination of the children 
of Ammon, did the king defile. 
14 And he broke in pieces the pil¬ 
lars, and cut down the groves, 
and filled their places with tho 
bones of men. 
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’'Moreover the altar that was 
at Beth-el, and the high place 
which Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin, had made, 
holh that altar and the high place 
he broke down, and burned the 
high place, and stamped it small 
to powder, and burned the grove. 
,n And as Josiah turned himself, 
he spied the sepulchres that were 
there in the mount, and sent, and 
took the bones out of the sep¬ 
ulchres, and burned them upon 
the altar, and polluted it, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord 
which the man of God proclaimed, 
who proclaimed these words. 
"Then he said. What monument 
in that which I see? And the men 
of the city told him, It in the 
flepulchre of the man of God, who 
came from Judah, and proclaimed 
these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el. ,8 And 
he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones 
of the prophet that came out of 
Samaria. 10 And all the houses 
also of the high places that were 
in the cities of Samaria, which 
the kings of Israel had made to 
provoke the Lord to anger, Josiah 
took away, and did to them ac¬ 
cording to all the acts that he 
had done in Beth-el. “And he 
Blew all the priests of the high 
places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men's bones 
Upon them, and returned to Jeru- 
patem. 

’’And the king commanded all 
|the people, saying, Keep the pass¬ 


over unto the Lord your God, aa 
it in written in the book of this 
covenant. “Surely there was not 
held such a passover from the 
days of the judges that judged 
Israel, nor in all the days of 
the kings of Israel, nor of the 
kings of Judah; “But in the 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, 
wherein this passover was held 
to the Lord in Jerusalem. “More¬ 
over the men of familiar spirits, 
and the wizards, and the images, 
and the idols, and all the abomi¬ 
nations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, 
did Josiah put away, that he 
might perform the words of the 
law which were written in the 
book thatHilkiah the priest found 
in the house of the Lord. 

“And like unto him was there 
no king before him, that turned 
to the Lord with all his heart, 
and with all his sou], and with 
all his might, according to ail 
the law of Moses; neither after 
him arose there any like him. 

“Notwithstanding the Lord 
turned not from the fierceness of 
his great wrath, wherewith his 
anger was kindled against Judah, 
because of all the provocations 
that Manasseh had provoked him 
withal. "And the Lord said, I 
will remove Judah also out of 
my sight, as I have removed Is¬ 
rael, and will cast off this city 
Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My 
name shall be there. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Josiah, and all that he did, are 
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they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

29 In his days Pharaoh-nechoh 
king of Egypt went up against 
the king of Assyria to the river 
Euphrates: and king Josiahwent 
against him; and he slew him at 
Megiddo, when he had seen him. 
30 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and 
buried him in his own sepulchre. 

And the people of the land 
took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 
and anointed him, and made him 
king in his father’s stead. 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty and 
three years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned three 
months in Jerusalem. And his 
mother's name was Hamutal, the 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
82 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, accord¬ 
ing to all that his fathers had 
done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him 
in bands at Riblah in the land 
of Hamath, that he might not 
reign in Jerusalem; and put a 
fine upon the land of a hundred 
talents of silver, and a talent 
of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made 
Eliakim the son of Josiah king 
in the room of Josiah his father, 
and turned his name to Jehoia- 
kim, and took Jehoahaz away: 
and he came to Egypt, and died 
there. 

38 And Jehoiakim gave the sil¬ 


ver and the gold to Pharaoh; bu 
lie taxed the land to give tin 
money according to the command 
ment of Pharaoh: he exacted tin 
silver and the gold of the peoph 
of the land, of every one accord 
ing to his taxation, to give i. 
unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

38 Jehoiakim was twenty am 
five years old when he began U 
reign; and he reigned elev-'r 
years in Jerusalem. And his moth 
er’s name was Zebudah, 11 u 
daughter of Pedaiah of Rumnh 
37 And he did that which wasvv i 
in the sight of the Lord, accord 
ing to all that his fathers hue 
done. 

In his days Nebuchadnezzai 
king of Babylon came up 
and Jehoiakim became his servant 
three years: then he turned and 
rebelled against him. 

2 And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldeans, and 
bands of the Syrians, and band* 
of the Moabites, and bands of 
the children of Ammon, and sent 
them against Judah to destroy 
it, according to the word of the 
Lord, which he spoke by his ser¬ 
vants the prophets. 3 Surelv at 
the commandment of the Lord 
came this upon Judah, to remove 
them out of his sight, for the 
sins of Manasseh, according to 
all that he did; ‘‘And also for 
the innocent blood that he shed: 
for he filled Jerusalem with in¬ 
nocent blood; which the Lord 
would not pardon. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of 
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Jehoiakim, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
J ndah ? 

®3o Jehoiakim slept with his 
fathers: and Jehoiachin his eon 
reigned in his stead. 

And the king of Egypt came 
not again any more out of hia 
land: for the king of Babylon 
had taken from the riverof Egypt 
unto the river Euphrates all that 
pertained to the king of Egypt. 

"Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned in Jerusalem three 
months. And his mother's name 
nun Nehushta, the daughter of 
Klnathan of Jerusalem. 9 And he 
did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father had done. 

lu At that time the servants 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon came up against Jerusalem, 
and the city was besieged. n And 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon 
came aguinst the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

,a And Jehoiachin the king of 
Judah went out to the king of 
Babylon, he, and his mother, and 
hia servants, and his princes, and 
his officers: and the king of Ba¬ 
bylon took him in the eighth year 
of liis reign. 

lB And he carried out thence all 
the treasures of the house of the 
I/ird, and the treasures of the 
[king’s house, and cut in pieces 
mil the vessels of gold which S61- 
touiun king of Israel had made 


in the temple of the Lord, as the 
Lord had said. 14 And he carried 
away all Jerusalem, and all the 
princes, and all the mighty men 
of valour, even ten thousand cap¬ 
tives, and all the craftsmen and 
smiths: none remained, save the 
poorest sort of the people of the 
land. 1D And he carried away Je¬ 
hoiachin to Babylon, and the 
king's mother, and the king's 
wives, and his officers, and the 
mighty of the land, those carried 
he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon, 18 And all the men of 
might, even seven thousand, and 
craftsmen and smiths a thousand, 
all that were strong and apt for 
war, even them the king of Baby¬ 
lon brought captive to Babylon. 

17 And the king of Babylon made 
Maltaniah his father's brother 
king in his stead, and changed 
his name to Zedekiah. 

19 Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Hamutal, the daughter 
of Jeremiah of Libnah. 19 And he 
did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. 20 For 
through the anger of the Lord 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and 
Judah, until he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zed¬ 
ekiah rebelled against the king 
of Babylon. 

And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in 
the tenth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, that Nebuchad- 




nezzar king of Babylon came, he, 
and all his host, against Jerusa¬ 
lem, and pitched against it; and 
they built forts against it round 
about. 2 And the city was besieged 
unto the eleventh year of king 
Zedekiah. 3 And on the ninth day 
of the fourth month the famine 
prevailed in the city, and there 
was no bread for the people of 
the land. 4 And the city was 
broken up, and all the men of 
war fled by night by the way of 
the gate between two walls, which 
is by the king’s garden: (now 
the Chaldeans were against the 
city round about:) and the king 
went the way toward the plain. 
8 And the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and over¬ 
took him in the plains of Jericho: 
and all his army were scattered 
from him. 6 So they took the king, 
and brought him up to the king 
of Babylon to Riblah; and they 
gave judgment upon him. 7 And 
they slew the sons of Zedekiah 
before his eyes, and put out the 
eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him 
with fetters of brass, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

8 And in the fifth month, on 
the seventh day of the month, 
which is the nineteenth year of 
king Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, came Nebuzaradan, cap¬ 
tain of the guard, a servant of 
the king of Babylon, unto Jeru¬ 
salem : B And he burnt the house 
of the Lord, and the king's house, 
and all the houses of Jerusalem, 
and every great man's house 
burnt he with fire. ,0 And all the 


army of the Chaldeans, that were 
with the captain of the guard, 
broke down the walls of Jerusa¬ 
lem round about. n Now the rest 
of the people that were left in the 
city, and the fugitives that fell 
away to the king of Babylon, 
with the remnant of the multi¬ 
tude, did Nebuzaradan the cap 
tain of the guard carry away. 
,2 But the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the land to be 
vinedressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, 
and the bases, and the brazen sen 
that was in the house of the Lord, 
did the Chaldeans break in pieces, 
and carried the brass of them to 
Babylon. 14 And the pots, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
spoons, and all the vessels of 
brass wherewith they ministered, 
took they away. 15 And the fire¬ 
pans, and the basins, and such 
things as were of gold, in gold, 
and of silver, in silver, the cap¬ 
tain of the guard took away 
1G The two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Solomon had made 
for the house of the Lord; the 
brass of all these vessels was 
without weight. lT The height of 
the one pillar was eighteen cubits, 
and the capital upon it icas brass : 
and the height of the capital 
three cubits; and the wreathen 
work, and pomegranates upon the 
capital round about, all of brass: 
and like unto these had the sec¬ 
ond pillar with wreathen work 

18 And the captain of the guurc 
took Seraiah the chief priest, anc 
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Zcphaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the door: 
,9 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men 
of war, and five men of them 
Hint were in the king’s presence, 
who were found in the city, and 
Ihe scribe of the captain of the 
host, who mustered the people 
of the land, and threescore men 
of the people of the land that 
were found in the city: “And 
Nehuzaradan captain of the guard 
took these, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblali: 
“And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Riblah 
in the land of Hamath. So Judah 
was carried away out of their 
land. 

“And as for the people that 
remained in the land of Judah, 
whom Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon had left, even over them 
he made Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam, the son of Shaphan, ruler. 

“And when all the captains of 
the armies, they and their men, 
heard that the king of Babylon 
had made Gedaliah governor, 
there came to Gedaliah to Miz- 
pnh, even Ishmacl the son of 
Nethaniah, and Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and Seraiah the son 
of Tanhumeth the Netophathite, 
and Jaazaniah the son of a Maa- 
chathite, they and their men. 
84 And Gedaliah swore to them, 


and to their men, and said unto 
them, Fear not to be the servants 
of the Chaldeans: dwell in the 
land, and serve the king of Baby¬ 
lon ; and it shall be well with you. 

“But it came to pass in the 
seventh month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, the son of Eli- 
shama, of the seed royal, came, 
and ten men with him, and smote 
Gedaliah, that he died, and the 
Jews and the Chaldeans that were 
with him at Mizpah. “And all 
the people, both small and great, 
and the captains of the armies, 
arose, and came to Egypt: for 
they were afraid of the Clialde* 
ans. 

“And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the 
captivity of Jehoiachin king of 
Judah, in the twelfth month, on 
the seven and twentieth day of 
the month, that Evil-merodach 
king of Babylon, in the year that 
he began to reign, did lift up the 
head of Jehoiachin king of Judah 
out of prison; “And he spoke 
kindly to him, and set his throne 
above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Babylon; 
“And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments: and he did eat bread con¬ 
tinually before him all the days 
of his life. 30 And hia allowance 
wan a continual allowance given 
him of the king, a daily rate, all 
the days of hia life.

22 Cease ye from man, whose 
breath is in his nostrils: for 
wherein is he to be accounted of? 

Q For, behold, the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts,doth takeaway 
from Jerusalem and from Judah 
every stay and support, the whole 
stay of bread, and the whole 
stay of water, *The mighty man, 
and the man of war, the judge, 
and the prophet, and the diviner, 
and the elder, “The captain of 
fifty, and the honourable man, 
and the counsellor, and the cun¬ 
ning artificer, and the eloquent 
orator. *And I will give children 
to be their princes, and babes 
shall rule over them. “And the 
people shall be oppressed, every 
one by another, and every one by 
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his neighbour: the child shall be¬ 
have himself proudly against the 
elder, and the base against the 
honourable. 8 When a man shall 
take hold of his brother of the 
house of his father, saying, Thou 
hast clothing, be thou our ruler, 
and let this ruin be under thy 
hand: 7 In that day shall he swear, 
saying. I will not be a healer; for 
in my house is neither bread nor 
clothing: make me not a ruler of 
the people. 8 For Jerusalem is 
ruined, and Judah is fallen: be¬ 
cause their tongue and their do¬ 
ings are against the Lord, to 
provoke the eyes of his glory. 

B The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them; and 
they declare their sin as Sodom, 
they hide it not. Woe unto their 
soul! for they have rewarded evil 
unto themselves. 10 Say ye to the 
righteous, that it shall be well 
with him: for they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. “Woe unto 
the wicked! it shall be ill with 
him: for the reward of his hands 
shall be given him. 12 As for my 
people, children are their oppres¬ 
sors, and women rule over them. 
0 my people, they that lead thee 
cause thee to err, and destroy 
the way of thy paths. “The Lord 
standeth up to plead, and stand- 
eth to judge the people. “The 
Lord will enter into judgment 
with the elders of his people, and 
the princes thereof: for ye have 
eaten up the vineyard; the spoil 
of the poor is in your houses. 
“What mean ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the 
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faces of the poor? saith the Lord 
God of hosts. 

“Moreover the Lord saith, Be 
cause the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched 
forth necks and winking with 
their eyes, walking and mincing 
as they go, and making a tinkling 
with their feet: 17 Therefore the 
Lord will smite with a scab the 
crown of the head of the daugh¬ 
ters of Zion, and the Lord will 
uncover their secret parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will 
take away the bravery of their 
tinkling ornaments about their 
feet, and their cauls, and their 
round tires like the moon, “The 
chains, and the bracelets, and the 
mufflers, 20 The bonnets, and the 
ornaments of the legs, and the 
headbands, and the tablets, and 
the earrings, 21 The rings, and 
nose jewels, 2Z The changeable 
suits of apparel, and the mantles, 
and the shawls, and the purses, 
23 The mirrors, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the veils. 

“And it shall come to pass, 
that instead of sweet smell there 
shall be stink; and instead of a 
girdle a rope; and instead of well 
set hair baldness; and instead of 
a festive garment a girdling of 
sackcloth; and burning instead of 
beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall by the 
sword, and thy mighty in the 
war. “And her gates shall la¬ 
ment and mourn; and she beitifj 
desolate shall sit upon the ground 
A And in that day seven womoi 
shall take hold of one nmii 
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Maying, We will eat our own 
bread, and wear our own apparel: 
only let ub be called by thy name, 
take away our reproach. 

2 In that day shall the branch 
of the Lord he beautiful and 
glorious, and the fruit of the 
earth shall be excellent and 
i .mttly for them that are escaped 
of Israel. ’And it shall come to 
paHS, that he that ia left in Zion, 
and he that remaineth in Jeru¬ 
salem, shall be called holy, even 
every one that is written among 
the living in Jerusalem: ‘When 
the Lord shall have washed away 
the filth of the daughters of Zi¬ 
on, and shall have purged the 
blood of Jerusalem from the midst 
thereof by the spirit of judgment, 
and hy the spirit of destruction. 
ft And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling-place of mount 
Zion, and upon her assemblies, a 
cloud and smoke by day, and the 
shining of a flaming fire by 
night: for upon all the glory shall 
be a covering. ‘And there shall 
be a tabernacle for a shade in 
the daytime from the heat, and 
for a place of refuge, and for a 
covert from storm and frc.i rain. 
pT Now will I sing to my well- 
beloved a song of my beloved 
touching his vineyard. My well- 
beloved hath a vineyard in a very 
fruitful hill: 2 And he fenced it, 
and gathered out the stones there¬ 
of, and planted it with the 
choicest vine, and built a tower 
In the midst of it, and also made 
a wine-press therein: and he 
looked that it should bring forth 


grapes, and it brought forth wild 
grapes. 

s And now, O inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and men of Judah, judge, 
I pray you, betwixt me and my 
vineyard. ‘What could have been 
done more to my vineyard, that 
I have not done in it? wherefore, 
when I looked that it should 
bring forth grapes, brought it 
forth wild grapes? B And now go 
to; I will tell you what I wiki do 
to my vineyard: I will take away 
the hedge thereof, and it shall be 
eaten up; and break down the 
wall thereof, and it shall be 
trodden down: 6 And I will lay it 
waste: it shall not be pruned, nor 
digged; but there shall come up 
briers and thorns: I will also 
command the clouds that they 
rain no rain upon it. 7 For the 
vineyard of the Lord of hosts is 
the house of Israel, and the men 
of Judah his pleasant plant: and 
he looked for judgment, but be¬ 
hold oppression; for righteous¬ 
ness, but behold a cry. 

8 Woe unto them that join house 
to house, that lay field to field, 
till there be no place, that ye may 
be placed alone in the midst of 
the earth! e In mine ears said 
the Lord of hosts, Of a truth 
many houses shall be desolate, 
even great and fair, without in¬ 
habitant. 10 Yea, ten acres of 
vineyard shall yield one bath, and 
the seed of a homer shall yield 
an ephah. 

n Woe unto them that rise up' 
early in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that 
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continue until night, till wine 
inflame them! 12 And the harp, 
and the viol, the tabret, and pipe, 
and wine, are in their feasts: but 
they regard not the work of the 
Lord, neither consider the opera¬ 
tion of his hands. 13 Therefore 
my people are gone into captiv¬ 
ity, because they have no knowl¬ 
edge: and their honourable men 
are famished, and their multi¬ 
tude dried up with thirst. ^There¬ 
fore hell hath enlarged herseif, 
and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and 
their multitude, and their pomp, 
and he that rejoiceth, shall de¬ 
scend into it. 15 And the man 
shall be brought down, and the 
man shall be humbled, and the 
eyes of the lofty shall be hum¬ 
bled: 16 But the Lord of hosts shall 
be exalted in judgment, and God 
that is holy shall be sanctified 
in righteousness. 17 Then shall the 
lambs feed after their manner, 
and the waste places of the fat 
ones shall strangers eat. 

10 Woe unto them that draw 
iniquity with cords of vanity, 
and sin as it were with a cart 
rope: 1B They say. Let him make 
speed, and hasten his work, that 
we may see it: and let the counsel 
of the Holy One of Israel draw 
nigh and come, that we mav know 
it! 

20 Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put 
darkness for light, and light for 
darkness; that put bitter for 
sweet, and sweet for bitter! 21 Woe 
unto them that are wise in tneir 


own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight! 22 Woe unto them that 
are mighty to drink wine, and 
men of strength to mingle strong 
drink: 23 That justify the wicked 
for reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous 
from him! 

24 Therefore as the fire devour- 
eth the stubble, and the flame 
consumeth the chaff, so their 
root shall be as rottenness, and 
their blossom shall go up as dust: 
because they have cast away the 
law of the Lord of hosts, and de¬ 
spised the word of the Holy One 
of Israel. 

2r, Therefore is the anger of tlio 
Lord kindled against his people, 
and he hath stretched forth his 
hand against them, and hath 
smitten them: and the hills did 
tremble, and their carcasses were 
as dung in the midst of the 
streets. For all this his anger is 
not turned away, but his hand in 
stretched out still. 

20 And he will lift up an ensign 
to the nations from far, and will 
hiss unto them from the end of 
the earth: and, behold, they shall 
come with speed swiftly: 27 Nono 
shall be weary nor stumble amotig 
them; none shall slumber nor 
sleep; neither shall the girdle of 
their loins be loosed, nor the 
latchet of their sandals be broken : 
26 Whose arrows are sharp, and all 
their bows bent, their horses' 
hoofs shall be counted like flint, 
and their wheels like a whirl¬ 
wind: 2B Their roaring shall he 
as a lion’s, they shall roar like 
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young liona: yea, they shall roar, 
and lay hold of the prey, and 
shall carry it away safe, and none 
shall deliver it. 3 "And in that 
day they shall roar against them 
like the roaring of the sea: and 
if one look unto the land, behold 
darkness and sorrow, and the 
light is darkened in the clouds 
thereof. 

In the year that king Uzziah 
v died I saw also the Lord sit¬ 
ting upon a throne, high and 
lifted up, and his train filled the 
temple. 2 Above him stood the 
seraphim: each one had six 
wings; with twain he covered his 
face, and with twain he covered 
his feet, and with twain he did fly. 
"And one cried unto another, and 
Baid, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord 
of hosts: the whole earth is full 
of his glory. 4 And the posts of 
the door moved at the voice of 
him that cried, and the house 
was filled with smoke. 

'Then said I, Woe is me! for 
I am undone; because I am 
n man of unclean lips, and I 
dwell in the midst of a people 
of unclean lips: for mine eye9 
have seen the king, the Lord 
of hosts. °Then flew one of the 
seraphim unto me, having a live 
coal in his hand, which he had 
Liken with the tongs from off the 
altar: 7 And he laid it upon my 
mouth, and said, Lo, this hath 
touched thy lips; and thine in¬ 
iquity is tuken away, and thy sin 
purged. 8 Also I heard the voice 
of the Lord, saying, Whom shall 


I send, and who will go for us7 
Then said I, Here am I; send me. 
“And he said, Go, and tell this 
people, You do hear, but under¬ 
stand not; you do see, but per¬ 
ceive not. 10 Make the heart of 
this people fat, and make their 
ears heavy, and shut their eyes; 
lest they see with their eyes, and 
hear with their ears, and under¬ 
stand with their heart, and con¬ 
vert, and be healed. n Then said 
I, Lord, how long? And he an¬ 
swered, Until the cities be wasted 
without inhabitant, and the houses 
without man, and the land be 
utterly desolate, 12 And the Lord 
have removed men far away, and 
there be a great forsaking in the 
midst of the land. 13 And should 
a tenth part remain, it shall again 
be eaten up; yet as a terebinth, 
and as an oak, whose stock re- 
maineth, when they cast their 
leaves: so shall remain the stock 
of the holy seed. 

H And it came to pass in the 
days of Ahaz the son of Jo- 
tham, the son of Uzziah, king of 
Judah, that Rezin the king of 
Syria, and Pekah the Bon of Re- 
maliah, king of Israel, went up 
toward Jerusalem to war against 
it, but could not prevail against 
it. 2 And it was told the house 
of David, saying, Syria is en¬ 
camped with Ephraim. And his 
heart was moved, and the heart 
of his people, as the trees of the 
wood are moved with the wind. 

B Then said the Lord unto Isa¬ 
iah, Go forth now to meet Ahaz, 
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thou, and Shear-jashub thy son, 
at the end of the conduit of the 
upper pool in the highway of the 
fuller's field; <And say unto him, 

Take heed, and be quiet; fear 
not, neither be faint-hearted for 
the two tails of these smoking 
firebrands, for the fierce anger of 
Rezin with Syria, and of the son 
of Remaliah. ^Because Syria, E- 
phraim, and the son of Remaliah, 
have taken evil counsel against 
thee, saying, 6 Let us go up a- 
gainst Judah, and vex it, and let 
us make a breach therein for us, 
and set a king in the midst of 
it, even the son of Tabeal: 7 Thus 
saith the Lord God, It shall not 
stand, neither shall it come to 
pass. 8 For the head of Syria is 
Damascus, and the head of Da¬ 
mascus is Rezin; and within 
threescore and five years shall 
Ephraim be broken, that it be 
not a people. ®And the head of 
Ephraim is Samaria, and the head 
of Samaria is Remaliah's son. If 
ye will not believe, surely ye shall 
not be established. 

10 Moreover the Lord spoke a- 
gain unto Ahaz, saying, “Ask 
thee a sign of the Lord thy God; 
ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. “But Ahaz said, 
I will not ask, neither will I 
tempt the Lord. “And he said, 
Hear ye now, 0 house of David; 
Is it a small thing for you to 
weary men, but will ye weary 
my God also? “Therefore the 
Lord himself shall give you a 
sign; Behold, the young woman 
shall conceive, and bear a son. 


and shall call his name Immanuel. 
“Butter and honey shall he eat, 
when he knoweth to refuse the 
evil, and choose the good. “For 
before the child shall know to 
refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhor- 
rest shall be forsaken of both her 
kings. 17 The Lord shall bring 
upon thee, and upon thy people, 
and upon thy father’s house, days 
that have not come, from the day 
that Ephraim departed from Ju¬ 
dah ; even the king of Assyria. 

“And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall hiss 
for the fly that is in the utter¬ 
most part of the rivers of Egvpl, 
and for the bee that is in the 
land of Assyria. “And they shall 
come, and shall rest all of them 
in the desolate valleys, and in 
the holes of the rocks, and upon 
all thorns, and upon all bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the 
Lord shave with a razor that is 
hired, namely, by them beyond 
the River, by the king of Assyria, 
the head, and the hair of the 
feet: and it shall also consume 
the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that a man shall nourish 
a young cow, and two sheep; 
22 And it shall come to pass, for 
the abundance of milk that they 
shall give he shall eat butter: 
for butter and honey shall every 
one eat that is left in the land. 

“And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that every place shall 
be, where there were a thousand 
vines at a thousand silverlings, it 
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hlmll even be for briers and 
thorns. “With arrows and with 
hows shall men come thither; be¬ 
cause all the land shall become 
hriers and thorns. '''And on all 
hills that shall be digged with the 
mattock, there shall not come 
thither the fear of briers and 
thorns: but it shall be for the 
sending forth of oxen, and for 
the treading of sheep. 

Q Moreover the Lord said unto 
® me, Take thee a great roll, 
and write in it with a man’s pen, 
The spoil speedeth, the prey hast- 
eth. 

2 And I took unto me faithful 
witnesses to record, Uriah the 
priest, and Zechariah the son of 
Jeberechiah. 

'And I went unto the prophet¬ 
ess; and she conceived, and bore 
a son. Then said the Lord to me. 
Call his name Maher-slmlal-hash- 
tmz. 4 For before the child shall 
have knowledge to cry, My fa¬ 
ther, and my mother, the riches 
of Damascus and the spoil of 
Samaria shall he taken away be¬ 
fore the king of Assyria. 

"The Lord spoke also unto me 
again, saying, 

"Forasmuch as this people re- 
fuseth the waters of Shiloah that 
go softly, and rejoice in Rezin 
and Remaliah's son ; 7 Now there¬ 
fore, behold, the Lord bringeth 
up upon them the waters of the 
River, strong and many, even the 
king of Assyria, and all his glory: 
and he shall come up over all his 
channels, and go over all his 


banks : 8 And he shall pass through 
Judah; he shall overflow and go 
over, lie shall reach even to the 
neck; and the stretching out of 
his wings shall fill the breadth of 
thy land, O Immanuel. 

“Rage, O ye peoples, and ye 
shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries: 
gird yourselves, and ye shall be 
broken in pieces; gird yourselves, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces. 

10 Take counsel together, and it 
shall come to nought; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand: for 
God iff with us. 

“For the Lord spoke thus to 
me with a strong hand, and in¬ 
structed me that I should not 
walk in the way of this people, 
saying, 12 Call ye not a conspiracy 
all that this people shall call a 
conspiracy; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid. x3 Sanctify 
the Lord of hosts himself; and 
let him be your fear, and let him 
be your dread. “And he shall be 
for a sanctuary; but for a stone 
of stumbling and for a rock of 
offence to both the houses of 
Israel, for a gin and for a snare 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
15 And many among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, 
and be snared, and be taken. 

“Bind up the testimony, seal 
the law among my disciples. ,7 And 
I will wait for the Lord, that 
hideth his face from the house of 
Jacob, and I will look for him. 
“Behold, I and the children whom 
the Lord hath given me are for 
signs and for wonders in Israel 
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from the Lord of hosts, who 
dwelleth in mount Zion. 

10 And when they shall say unto 
you. Seek unto them that have 
familiar spirits, and unto wizards 
that whisper, and that mutter: 
should not a people seek unto 
their God? for the living to the 
dead? 20 By the law and by the 
testimony! if they speak not ac¬ 
cording to this word in which 
there is no light. 

21 And they shall pass through 
it, hard pressed and hungry: and 
it shall come to pass, that when 
they shall be hungry, they shall 
fret themselves, and curse their 
king and their God, and look up¬ 
ward. 22 And they shall look un¬ 
to the earth; and behold trouble 
and darkness, gloom of anguish; 
and they shall be driven to 
darkness. 23 For he is not weary 
that oppresseth her: in the for¬ 
mer time he lightly afflicted the 
land of Zebulun and the land of 
Naphtali, and in the latter time 
he did more grievously afflict her 
by the way of the sea, beyond 
the Jordan, in Galilee of the na¬ 
tions. 

Q The people that walk in 
darkness have seen a great 
light: they that dwell in the land 
of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. 2 Thou 
hast multiplied the nation, thou 
hast increased their joy: they joy 
before thee according to the joy 
in harvest, and as men rejoice 
when they divide the spoil. 3 For 
thou hast broken the yoke of his 
burden, and the staff of his 


shoulder, the rod of his oppres¬ 
sor, as in the day of Midian. 4 For 
every battle of the warrior is 
with confused noise, and gar¬ 
ments rolled in blood; but this 
shall be with burning and fuel 
of fire. 5 For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given: ami 
the government is upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall la* 
called Wonderful, Counsellor of 
the Mighty God, of the Everlasl 
ing Father, Prince of Peace. "Of 
the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, 
upon the throne of David, ami 
upon his kingdom, to order it. 
and to establish it with judgment 
and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever. The zeal of the 
Lord of hosts will perform this. 

7 The Lord sent a word into 
Jacob, and it hath lighted upon 
Israel. 8 And all the people shall 
know, even Ephraim and the in¬ 
habitant of Samaria, that say in 
the pride and stoutness of heart, 
“The bricks are fallen down, but 
we will build with hewn stones: 
the sycamores are cut down, but 
we will change them into cedars. 
J0 Therefore the Lord shall set up 
the adversaries of Rezin against 
him, and stir up his enemies. 
’’The Syrians before, and the 
Philistines behind; and they shall 
devour Israel with open mouth. 

For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

12 For the people turneth not 
unto him that smiteth them, nei¬ 
ther do they seek the Lord of 
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hosts. “Therefore the Lord will 
cut off from Israel head and tail, 
pnlm-branch and rush, in one day. 
,4 The elder and the man of rank, 
he is the head; and the prophet 
that teacheth lies, he is the tail. 
“For the leaders of this people 
cause them to err; and they that 
nre led of them are destroyed. 

Therefore the Lord shall have 
no joy in their young men, nei¬ 
ther shall he have mercy on their 
fatherless and widows: for every 
one is a hypocrite and an evil¬ 
doer, and every mouth speaketh 
folly. 

For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

11 For wickedness burneth as 
the fire: it shall devour the bri¬ 
ers and thorns, and shall kindle 
in the thickets of the forest, and 
they shall mount up like the lift¬ 
ing up of smoke. “Through the 
wrath of the Lord of hosts the 
land was burned, and the people 
shall be as the fuel of the fire: 
no man shall spare his brother. 
“And tie shall snatch on the right 
hund, und be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, and they 
shall not be satisfied: they shall 
eat every man the flesh of his 
own arm: zu Manasseh, Ephraim; 
and Ephraim, Manasseh ; and they 
together shall be against Judah. 

For alt this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

Woe unto them that decree 
unrighteous decrees, and to 
the writers that write mischief. 


2 To turn aside the needy from 
judgment, and to take away the 
right from the poor of my peo¬ 
ple, that widows may be their 
prey, and that they may rob the 
fatherless! 3 And what will ye do 
in the day of visitation, and in 
the desolation which shall come 
from far? to whom will ye flee 
for help? and where will ye leave 
your glory? ‘Without me they 
shall bow down under the prison¬ 
ers, and they shall fall under 
the slain. 

For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

“O Assyria, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff of my wrath 
is in their hand. 6 I will send him 
against a hypocritical nation, and 
against the people of my wrath 
will I give him a charge, to take 
the spoil, and to take the prey, 
and to tread them down like the 
mire of the streets. 7 Howbeit he 
meaneth not so, neither doth his 
heart think so; but it is in his 
heart to destroy and cut off na¬ 
tions not a few. 8 For he saith, 
Are not my princes altogether 
kings? ®/s not Calno as Carchem- 
ioh? is not. Hamath as Arpad? 
is not Samaria as Damascus? “As 
my hand hath found the king¬ 
doms of the idols, whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusa¬ 
lem and of Samaria; "Shall I 
not, as I have done unto Samaria 
and her idols, so do to Jerusalem 
and her idols? 

“Wherefore it shall come to 
pass, that when the Lord hath 
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performed his whole work upon 
mount Zion and on Jerusalem, I 
will punish the fruit of the stout 
heart of the king of Assyria, and 
the glory of his high looks. 13 For 
he saith, By the strength of my 
hand I have done it, and by my 
wisdom; for I am prudent: and I 
have removed the bounds of the 
people, and have robbed their 
treasures, and I have put down 
the inhabitants like a valiant 
man: 14 And my hand hath found 
as a nest the riches of the peo¬ 
ple: and as one gathereth eggs 
that are left, have I gathered 
all the earth; and there was none 
that moved the wing, or opened 
the mouth, or chirped. 

15 Shall the axe boast itself a- 
gainst him that heweth there¬ 
with? or shall the saw magnify 
itself against him that shaketh 
it? as if the rod should shake 
itself against them that lift it 
up, or as if the staff should lift 
up him that is not wood. ^There¬ 
fore shall the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, send among his fat ones 
leanness; and under his glory he 
shall kindle a burning like the 
burning of a fire. 17 And the light 
of Israel shall be for a fire, and 
his Holy One for a flame: and 
it shall burn and devour his 
thorns and his briers in one day; 
18 And shall consume the glory of 
his forest, and of his fruitful 
field, both soul and body: and 
they shall be as eaten by moths. 
1B And the rest of the trees of his 
forest shall be few, that a child 
may write them doum. 


20 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the remnant of 
Israel, and such as are escaped 
of the house of Jacob, shall no 
more again stay upon him that 
smote them; but shall stay upon 
the Lord, the Holy One of Israel, 
in truth. 2l The remnant shall re¬ 
turn, even the remnant of Jacob, 
unto the mighty God. 22 For 
though thy people Israel be as 
the sand of the sea, yet a rem¬ 
nant of them shall return: the 
consumption decreed shall over¬ 
flow with righteousness. 23 For 
the Lord God of hosts shall malm 
a consumption, even determined, 
in the midst of all the land. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, 0 my people that 
dwellest in Zion, be not afraid of 
the Assyrian: he shall smite thee 
with a rod, and shall lift up his 
staff against thee, after the man¬ 
ner of Egypt. 2r, For yet a very 
little while, and the indignation 
shall cease, and mine anger in 
their destruction. 2G And the Lord 
of hosts shall stir up a scourge for 
him according to the slaughter 
of Midian at the rock of Orel*: 
and as his rod was upon the s' a. 
so shall he lift it up after the 
manner of Egypt. 2T And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that 
his burden shall be taken away 
from off thy shoulder, and his 
yoke from off thy neck, and the 
yoke shall be destroyed because 
of the anointing. 

28 He is come to Aiath, he is 
passed to Migron; at Michmash 
he hath laid up his baggage. 
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2 “'They are gone over the passage: 
lliey have taken up their lodging 
at Geba; Ramah is afraid; Gib- 
eah of Saul is fled. 30 Lift up 
thy voice, 0 daughter of Gallim: 
cause it to be heard unto Laish, 
O poor Anathoth. 3, Madmenah 
• • removed; the inhabitants of 
Gebim gather themselves to flee. 
:,z As yet shall he remain at Nob 
that day: he shall shake his hand 
(if/ainxt the mount of the daugh¬ 
ter of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

3:i Beho!d, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the hough with 
terror: and the high ones of 
stature .shall be hewn down, and 
the haughty shall be humbled. 
J< And he shall cut down the 
thickets of the forest with iron, 
and Lebanon shall fall by a 
mighty one. 

And there shall come forth 
a rod out of the stem of 
Jesse, and a branch shall grow 
out. of his roots: 2 And the spirit 
of the Lord shall rest upon him, 
the spirit of wisdom and under¬ 
standing, the spirit of counsel 
and might, the spirit of knowl¬ 
edge and of the fear of tne Lord; 
8 And he shall be filled with a 
spirit of the fear of the Lord: 
and he shall not judge after the 
flight of his eyes, neither decide 
after the hearing of his ears: 
4 Uut with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and decide with 
equity for the meek of the earth: 
nnd he shall smite the earth 
with the rod of his mouth, and 
with the breath of his lips shall 
he slay the wicked. B And right¬ 


eousness shall be the girdle of his 
loins, and faithfulness the girdle 
of his waist. “The wolf also shall 
dwell with the lamb, and the 
leopard shall lie down with the 
kid; and the calf and the young 
lion and the fatling together; and 
a little child shall lead them. 
7 And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones shall lie 
down together: and the lion shall 
eat straw like the ox. 8 And the 
sucking child shall play on the 
hole of the asp, and the weaned 
child shall put his hand on the 
basilisk’s den. 9 They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. 

10 And in that day there shall be 
a root of Jesse, who shall stand 
for an ensign of the peoples; to 
him shall the nations seek: and 
his resting-place shall be glorious. 

u And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall set 
his hand again the second time 
to recover the remnant of his 
people, which shall be left, from 
Assyria, and from Egypt, and 
from Pathros, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, 
and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an en¬ 
sign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed 
of Judah from the four corners 
of the earth. ,3 The envy also of 
Ephraim shall depart, and the ad- 



versaries of Judah shall be cut 
off: Ephraim shall not envy Ju¬ 
dah, and Judah shall not vex 
Ephraim. 14 But they shall fly 
upon the shoulders of the Philis¬ 
tines toward the west; they shall 
spoil them of the east together: 
they shall lay their hand upon 
Edom and Moab; and the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon shall obey them. 
,s And the Lord shall utterly de¬ 
stroy the tongue of the Egyp¬ 
tian sea; and with his mighty 
wind shall he shake his hand 
over the River, and shall smite 
it in the seven streams, and make 
men go over dryshod. 16 And there 
shall be a highway for the rem¬ 
nant of his people, which shall 
be left, from Assyria; like as 
it was to Israel in the day that 
he came up out of the land of 
Egypt. 

And in that day thou shalt 
say, 0 Lord, I will praise 
thee: though thou wast angry 
with me, thine anger is turned 
away, and thou comfortedst me. 
*Behold, God is my salvation; I 
will trust, and not be afraid: 
for the Lord Jehovah is my 
strength and my song; he also 
is become my salvation. 

3 Therefore with joy shall ye 
draw water out of the wells of 
salvation. 4 And in that day shall 
ye say, Praise the Lord, call upon 
his name, declare his doings among 
the peoples, make mention that 
his name is exalted. 5 Sing unto 
the Lord; for he hath done ex¬ 
cellent things: this is known in 
all the earth. ®Cry out and shout, 


thou inhabitant of Zion: for 
great is the Holy One of Israel 
in the midst of thee. 

The prophecy of Babylon, 
which Isaiah the son of 
Amoz did see. 

2 Lift ye up a banner upon the 
high mountain, exalt the voice 
unto them, shake the hand, that 
they may go into the gates of 
the nobles. 3 I have commanded 
my sanctified ones, I have also 
called my mighty ones for mine 
anger, even them that rejoice in 
my highness. 

4 The noise of a multitude in 
the mountains, like as of a great 
people; a tumultuous noise of the 
kingdoms of nations gathered to¬ 
gether: the Lord of hosts mus- 
tereth the host of the battle. 
5 They come from a far country, 
from the end of heaven, even the 
Lord, and the weapons of his in¬ 
dignation, to destroy the whole 
land. 

6 Howl ye; for the day of the 
Lord is at hand; it shall come as 
a destruction from the Almighty, 
therefore shall all hands he 
faint, and every man’s heart shall 
melt: 8 And they shall be afraid" 
pangs and sorrows shall Like 
hold of them; they shall be in 
pain as a woman that travaileth: 
they shall be amazed one at an¬ 
other; their faces shall be as 
flames. 

9 Behold, the day of the Lord 
cometh, cruel both with wraih 
and fierce anger, to lav the land 
desolate: and he shall destroy the 
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sinners thereof out of it. 10 For 
the stars of heaven and the con¬ 
stellations thereof shall not give 
their light: the sun shall be 
darkened in his going forth, and 
the moon shall not cause her 
light to shine. "And I will punish 
Ihi- world for tkeir evil, and the 
wicked for their iniquity; and I 
will cause the arrogancy of the 
proud to cease and will lay low 
the haughtiness of the terrible. 
"I will make a man more pre¬ 
cious than fine gold; even a man 
more than the pure gold of Ophir. 

’"Therefore I will shake the 
heavens, and the earth shall re¬ 
move out of her place, in the 
wrath of the Lord of hosts, and 
in the day of his fierce anger. 
,4 And it shall be as the chased 
roe, and as a sheep that no man 
taketh up: they shall every man 
turn to his own people, and flee 
every one into his own land. 

’ Every one that is found shall 
be thrust through; and every one 
that is taken shall fall by the 
sword. ’•’Their children also shall 
he dashed to pieces before their 
eyes; their houses shall be spoiled, 
and their wives ravished. 

"Behold, I will stir up the 
Modes against them, who shall not 
regard silver; and as for gold, 
they shall not delight in it. 
lH Their bows also shall dash the 
young men to pieces; and they 
■ shall have no pity on the fruit 
i of the womb; their eye shall not 
I spare children. 1B And Babylon, 
i the glory of kingdoms, the beau- 
My of the Chaldeans' excellency. 


shall be as God's overthrow of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 20 It shall 
never be inhabited, neither shall 
it be dwelt in from generation 
to generation; neither shall the 
Arabian pitch tent there; neither 
shall the shepherds make their 
fold there. z, But wild beasts of 
the desert shall lie there; and 
their houses shall be full of owls; 
and ostriches shall dwell there, 
and satyrs shall dance there. 
“And jackals shall cry in their 
desolate castles, and dragons in 
their pleasant palaces; and her 
time is near to come, and her 
days shall not be prolonged. 

For the Lord will have mercy 
on Jacob, and will yet choose 
Israel, and set them in their 
own land: and the strangers shall 
he joined with them, and they 
shall cleave to the house of Ja¬ 
cob. 2 And the peoples shall take 
them, and bring them to their 
place: and the house of Israel 
shall possess them in the land of 
the Lord for servants and hand¬ 
maids : and they shall take them 
captive,whose captives they were; 
and they shall rule over their 
oppressors. 

a And it shall come to pass in 
the day that the Lord shall give 
thee rest from thy sorrow, and 
from thy fear, and from the hard 
hondage wherein thou wast made 
to serve, 4 That thou shalt take 
up this proverb against the king 
of Babylon, and say, How hath 
the oppressor ceased! the golden 
city ceased! R The Lord hath 
broken the staff of the wicked. 
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the sceptre of the rulers. 8 He 
who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that 
ruled the nations in anger, is 
persecuted without hindrance. 
7 The whole earth is at rest, and 
is quiet: they break forth into 
singing. 8 Yea, the fir-trees re¬ 
joice at thee, and the cedars of 
Lebanon, saying, Since thou art 
laid down, no feller is come up 
against us. 

°Hell from beneath is moved 
for thee to meet thee at thy com¬ 
ing : it stirreth up the dead for 
thee, even all the chief ones of 
the earth; it hath raised up from 
their thrones all the kings of 
the nations. 10 A11 they shall 
speak and say unto thee, Art 
thou also become weak as we? 
art thou become like unto us? 
lir Thy pomp is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy 
viols: the worm is spread under 
thee, and the worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the 
ground, who didst weaken the 
nations! 13 For thou hast said 
in thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God: I will 
sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation, in the recesses of 
the north: I4 I will ascend above 
the heights of the clouds; I will 
be like the Most High. 15 Yet 
thou shalt be brought down to 
h '*11, to the lowest depth of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall nar¬ 
rowly look upon thee, and con¬ 


sider thee, saying. Is thi3 the 
man that made the earth to 
tremble, that did shake king¬ 
doms; i7 That made the world as 
a wilderness, and destroyed the 
cities thereof; that opened not 
the house of his prisoners? t8 A!l 
the kings of the nations, even all 
of them, lie in glory, every one 
in his own house. 10 But thou 
art cast out of thy grave like an 
abominable branch, and as the 
raiment of those that are slain, 
thrust through with a sword, that 
go down to the stones of the pi!; 
as a carcass trodden under feel 
20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, because thou has! 
destroyed thy land, and slain thy 
people: the seed of evil-doers 
shall never be renowned. 

“Prepare slaughter for his 
children for the iniquity of their 
fathers; that they do not rise, 
nor possess the land, nor fill the 
face of the world with cities. 

“For I will rise up against 
them, saith the Lord of hosts, and 
cut off from Babylon the name, 
and remnant, and son, and grand¬ 
son, saith the Lord. 23 I will also 
make it a possession for the bit¬ 
tern, and pools of water: and I 
will sweep it with the besom of 
destruction, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

“The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, 
so shall it come to pass; and tut 
I have pumosed, so shall it stand: 
25 That I will break the Assyrian 
in my land, and upon my moun¬ 
tains tread him under foot: then 
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shall his yoke depart from off 
them, and his burden depart from 
off their shoulders. 2 ®This ia the 
purpose that is purposed upon 
the whole earth: and this is the 
hand tiiat is stretched out upon 
nil the nations. 27 For the Lord of 
h/tNls hath purposed, and who 
shall annul it? and his hand is 
stretched out, and who shall turn 
it back? 

2B In the year that king Ahaz 
died was this prophecy. 

2B Rejoice not thou, whole Phi- 
listia, because the rod of him that 
smote thee is broken: for out of 
the serpent's root shall come forth 
n cockatrice, and his fruit shall be 
a fiery flying serpent. :,0 And the 
first-born of the poor shall feed, 
and the needy shall lie down in 
safety; and I will kill thy root 
with famine, and he shall slay 
thy remnant. 

n, Howl, 0 gate; cry, 0 city; 
thou, whole Philistia, art dis¬ 
solved: for there shall come from 
the north a smoke, and none shall 
remain in his abodes. 32 What shall 
one then answer the messengers 
of the nation? That the Lord 
hath founded Zion, and the poor 
of his people shall trust in it. 

The prophecy of Moab. 
Because in the night Ar of 
Moab is laid waste, and de¬ 
stroyed; because in the night 
Kir of Moab is laid waste, and de¬ 
stroyed; 2 He is gone up to Bajith, 
nnd to Dibon, the high places, to 
weep: Moab shall howl over Ne- 
bo, and over Medeba: on all their 


heads shall be baldness, and every 
beard cut off. a In their strefets 
they shall gird themselves with 
sackcloth: on the tops of their 
houses, and in their streets, every 
one shall howl, weeping abun¬ 
dantly. 4 And Heshbon shall cry, 
and Elealeh: their voice shall be 
heard even unto Jahaz: therefore 
the armed soldiers of Moab shall 
cry out; his life shall be griev¬ 
ous unto him. ft My heart shall 
cry out for Moab; his fugitives 
shall flee unto Zoar, to Eglath- 
shelishija: for by the ascent of 
Luhith with weeping shall they 
go it up; for in the way of Hor- 
onaim they shall raise up a cry 
of destruction. fl For the waters 
of Nimrim shall be desolate: for 
the hay is withered away, the 
grass faileth, there is no green 
thing. ’Therefore the abundance 
they have gotten, and that which 
they have laid up, shall they carry 
away to the brook of the willows. 
B For the cry is gone round about 
the borders of Moab; the howling 
thereof unto Eglaim, and the 
howling thereof unto Beer-elim. 
"For the waters of Dimon shall 
be full of blood: for I will bring 
more upon Dimon, lions upon him 
that escapeth of Moab, and upon 
the remnant of the land. 

Send ye the lamb to the ruler 
of the land from Sela to the 
wilderness, unto the mount of the 
daughter of Zion. 2 For it shall 
be, that, as a wandering bird cast 
out of the nest, so the daughters 
of Moab shall be at the fords of 
the Arnon. 3 Take counsel, execute 
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judgment; make thy shadow as 
the night in the midst of the 
noonday; hide the outcasts; be¬ 
tray not him that wandereth. 
4 Let mine outcasts dwell with 
thee, Moab; be thou a covert to 
them from the face of the spoiler: 
for the extortioner is at the end, 
the spoiler ceaseth, the oppres¬ 
sors are consumed out of the land. 
®And in mercy shall the throne 
be established: and he shall sit 
upon it in truth in the tabernacle 
of David, judging, and seeking 
judgment, and hastening righte¬ 
ousness. fl We have heard of the 
pride of Moab; he is very proud: 
even of his haughtiness, and his 
pride, and his wrath: but his lies 
8hall not be so. 

’Therefore shall Moab howl for 
Moab, every one shall howl: for 
the foundations of Kir-hareseth 
shall ye mourn; surely they are 
stricken. 8 For the fields of Hesh- 
bon languish, and the vine of 
Sibmah: the lords of the nations 
have broken down the principal 
plants thereof, they are come 
even unto Jazer, they wandered 
through the wilderness: her 
branches are stretched out, they 
are gone over the sea. 0 Therefore 
I will bewail with the weeping 
of Jazer the vine of Sibmah: I 
will water thee with my tears, 0 
Heshbon, and Elealeh: for the 
shouting for thy summer fruits 
and for thy harvest is fallen. 

10 And gladness is taken away, 
and joy out of the plentiful field; 
and in the vineyards there shall 
be no singing, neither shall there 


be shouting: the treaders shall 
tread out no wine in their press¬ 
es ; I have made their vintage 
shouting to cease. ’’Wherefore 
my bowels shall sound like a harp 
for Moab, and mine inward parts 
for Kir-heres. 

12 And it shall come to pass, 
when it is seen that Moah is 
weary on the high place, that lie 
shall come to his sanctuary to 
pray; but he shall not prevail. 

,:i This is the word that the 
Lord hath spoken concerning Mo¬ 
ab since that time. “But now 
the Lord hath spoken, saying. 
Within three years, as the years 
of a hireling, and the glory of 
Moab shall be contemned, with 
all that great multitude; and the 
remnant shall be very small and 
feeble. 

The prophecy of Damascus. 
Behold, Damascus is taken 
away from being a city, and it 
shall be a ruin-heap. ’The cities 
of Aroer are forsaken: they 
shall be for flocks, which shall 
lie down, and none shall make 
them afraid. 3 The fortress also 
shall cease from Ephraim, and 
the kingdom from Damascus, and 
the remnant of Syria: they shall 
be as the glory of the children 
of Israel, saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 And in that day it shall come 
to pass, that the glory of Jacob 
shall be made thin, and the fat¬ 
ness of his flesh shall wax lean. 
5 And it shall be as when the 
harvestman gathereth the corn, 
and reapeth the ears with his 
arm; and it shall be as he thnl 
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guthereth ears in the valley of 
Uephaim. 8 Yet gleaning grapes 
shall be left in it, as the shaking 
of an olive-tree, two or three 
berries in the top of the upper¬ 
most bough, four or five in the 
outmost fruitful branches there¬ 
of, saith the Lord God of Israel. 

'At that day shall a man re¬ 
gard his Maker, and his eyes 
shall look to the Holy One of Is¬ 
rael. N And he shall not regard 
the altars, the work of his hands, 
neither shall look to that which 
his fingers have made, either the 
groves, or the sun-images. 

9 In that day shall his strong 
cities be as a forsaken forest, 
and an uppermost branch, which 
they left because of the children 
of Israel: and there shall be de¬ 
solation. 10 Because thou haBt for¬ 
gotten the God of thy salvation, 
and hast not been mindful of the 
rock of thy strength, therefore 
shalt thou plant pleasant plants, 
and shalt set it with strange 
shoots: n In the day shalt thou 
make thy plant to grow, and in 
the morning shalt thou make thy 
seed to flourish: but the harvest 
shall flee away in the day of grief 
and of desperate sorrow. 

J *Woe to the multitude of many 
peoples, that make a noise like 
the noise of the seas; and to the 
rushing of nations, that make a 
rushing like the rushingof mighty 
waters! ia The nations shall rush 
like the rushing of many waters: 
but God shall rebuke them, and 
they shall flee far off, and shall 
he chased as the chaff of the 


mountains before the wind, and 
like a rolling thing before the 
whirlwind. J4 And behold at even¬ 
tide trouble; and before the 
morning he is not. This is the 
portion of them that spoil us, and 
the lot of them that rob us. 

Woe to the land of the buzz¬ 
ing of wings, which is be¬ 
yond the rivers of Ethiopia : a That 
sendeth ambassadors by the sea, 
even in vessels of bulrushes upon 
the waters, saying, Go, ye swift 
messengers, to a nation vigorous 
and bright, to a people terrible 
from their beginning onward: a 
nation that meteth out and tread- 
eth down, whose land the rivers 
divide! 3 A11 ye inhabitants of the 
world, and dwellers on the eartn, 
see ye, when he lifteth up an en¬ 
sign on the mountains; and when 
he bloweth a trumpet, hear ye. 

‘‘For so the Lord said unto me, 
I will take my rest, and I will 
consider in my dwelling-place line 
clear heat upon herbs, and like a 
cloud of dew in the heat of bar- 
vest. 5 For before the harvest, 
when the bud is perfect, and the 
sour grape is ripening in the 
flower, he shall both cut off the 
sprigs with pruning-hooks, and 
take away and cut down the 
branches. 6 They shall be left to¬ 
gether unto the fowls of the moun¬ 
tains, and to the beasts of the 
earth: and the fowls shall sum¬ 
mer upon them, and all the beasts 
of the earth shall winter upon 
them. 

7 In that time shall the present 
be brought unto the Lord of hosts 
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from a people vigorous and 
bright, from a people terrible 
from their beginning hitherto; 
a nation that meteth out and 
treadeth down, whose land the 
rivers divide, to the place of the 
name of the Lord of hosts, the 
mount Zion. 

The prophecy of Egypt. 
Behold, the Lord rideth upon 
a swift cloud, and shall come into 
Egypt; and the idols of Egypt 
shall be moved at his presence, 
and the heart of Egypt shall melt 
in the midst of it. 2 And I will 
set the Egyptians against the E- 
gyptians: and they shall fight 
every one against his brother, 
and every one against his neigh¬ 
bour; city against city, and king¬ 
dom against kingdom. 3 And the 
spirit of Egypt shall fail in the 
midst thereof; and I will destroy 
the counsel thereof: and they shall 
seek to the idols, and to the 
charmers, and to them that have 
familiar spirits, and to the wiz¬ 
ards. 4 And the Egyptians will I 
give over into the hand of a 
cruel lord; and a fierce king shall 
rule over them, saith the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts. 

“And the waters shall fail from 
the sea, and the river shall be 
wasted and dried up. c And the 
rivers shall become foul; and the 
streams of Egypt shall dwindle 
and dry up: the reeds and flags 
shall wither. 7 The paper reeds 
by the brooks, by the mouth of 
the brooks, and every thing sown 
by the brooks, shall wither, be 
driven away, and be no more . 


8 The fishers also shall mourn, and 
all they that cast angle into the 
brooks shall lament, and they 
that spread nets upon the waters 
shall languish. ®Moreover they 
that work in fine flax, and they 
that weave networks, shall be 
confounded. ,0 And her founda¬ 
tions shall be broken; all that 
make sluices, grieved in soul. 

1J Surely the princes of Zoan 
are fools, the counsel of the wise 
counsellors of Pharaoh is become 
senseless: how say ye unto Pha¬ 
raoh, I am the son of the wise, 
the son of ancient kings? 12 When* 
are they? where are thy wise 
men? and let them tell thee now, 
and let them know what the Lord 
of hosts hath purposed upon E- 
gypt. 13 The princes of Zoan are 
become fools, the princes of Noph 
are deceived; they have also led 
Egypt astray, even they that are 
the stay of the tribes thereof. 
14 The Lord hath mingled a per¬ 
verse spirit in the midst thereof: 
and they have caused Egypt to 
err in every work thereof, as a 
drunken man staggereth in his 
vomit. 15 Neither shall there he 
any work for Egypt, which the 
head or tail, branch or rush, may 
do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be 
like unto women; and it shall be 
afraid and fear because of the 
shaking of the hand of the Lord 
of hosts, which he shaketh over 
it. 17 And the land of Judah shall 
be a terror unto Egypt, every 
one that maketh mention thereof 
shall be afraid in himself, be- 
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cause of the counsel of the Lord 
of hosts, which he hath deter¬ 
mined against it. 

18 In that day shall five cities 
in the land of Egypt speak the 
language of Canaan, and swear 
to the Lord of hoBts; one shall 
I* railed, The city of destruction. 

lfl In that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst 
of the land of Egypt, and a pillar 
at the border thereof to the Lord. 
*"And it shall be for a Bign and 
for a witness unto the Lord of 
hosts in the land of Egypt: for 
they shall cry unto the Lord be¬ 
cause of the oppressors, and he 
shall send them a saviour, and 
a great one, and he shall deliver 
them. “And the Lord shall be 
known to Egypt, and the Egyp¬ 
tians shall know the Lord in that 
day, and shall do sacrifice and 
oblation; yea, they shall vow a 
vow unto the Lord, and perform 
it. “And the Lord shall smite 
Egypt: he shall smite and heal 
it: and they shall return even to 
the Lord, and he shall be en¬ 
treated of them, and shall heal 
them. 

2S In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria 
and the Assyrian shall come into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into As¬ 
syria, and the Egyptians shall 
serve with the Assyrians. 

* 4 In that day shall Israel be 
the third with Egypt and with 
Assyria, even a blessing in the 
midst of the land: a °Whom the 
Ivord of hosts shall bless, saying, 
Blessed be Egypt my people, and 


Assyria the work of my hands, 
and Israel mine inheritance. 

In the year that Tartan came 
unto Ashdod, (when Sargon 
the king of Assyria sent him,) 
and fought against ABhdod, and 
took it; 2 At the same time spoke 
the Lord by Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, Baying, Go and loose the 
sackcloth from off thy loins, and 
put off thy sandal from thy foot. 
And he did so, walking naked 
and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said, Like as 
my servant Isaiah hath walked 
naked and barefoot three year's 
for a sign and wonder upon E- 
gypt and upon Ethiopia; 4 So shall 
the king of Assyria lead away 
the Egyptian prisoners, and the 
Ethiopian captives, young and old, 
naked and barefoot, even with 
their buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of Egypt. “And they shall 
be afraid and ashamed of Ethi¬ 
opia their expectation, and of 
Egypt their glory. "And the in¬ 
habitant of this coast-land shall 
say in that day, Behold, such ia 
our expectation, whither we flee 
for help to be delivered from the 
king of Assyria: and how shall 
we escape? 

The prophecy of the desert 
of the sea. 

As whirlwinds in the south 
pass through; so it cometh from 
the desert, from a terrible land. 
2 A grievous vision is declared un¬ 
to me; the treacherous dealer 
dealeth treacherously, and the 
spoiler spoileth. Go up, 0 Elam: 
besiege, 0 Media; all the sighing 
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thereof have I made to cease. 

therefore are mj loins filled 
with pain: pangs lave taken 
hold upon me, as the pangs of 
a woman that travaileth: I 
writhed with pain at the hearing 
of it; I was dismayed at the see¬ 
ing of it. 4 My heart wandered, 
fearfulness affrighted me: the 
night of my pleasure hath he 
turned into fear unto me. 

5 Prepare the table, watch in the 
watch-tower, eat, drink: arise, 
ye princes, and anoint the shield. 
e For thus hath the Lord said 
unto me, Go, set a watchman, let 
him declare what he seeth. 7 And 
he saw a chariot with a couple 
of horsemen, a chariot of asses, 
and a chariot of camels; and he 
hearkened diligently with much 
heed: 

8 And he cried as a lion: My 
lord, I stand continually upon 
the watch-tower in the daytime, 
and I am set in my ward whole 
nights: e And, behold, here com- 
eth a chariot of men, with a 
couple of horsemen. And he an¬ 
swered and said, Babylon is 
fallen, is fallen; and all the 
graven images of her gods he 
hath broken unto the ground. 

10 O my threshing, and the corn 
of my floor: that which I have 
heard of the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, have I declared 
unto you. 

31 The prophecy of Dumah. 

He calleth to me out of Seir, 
Watchman, what of the night? 
Watchman, what of the night? 
12 The watchman said, The morn¬ 


ing cometh, and also the night: 
if ye will inquire, inquire ye: re¬ 
turn, come. 

13 The prophecy upon Arabia. 

In the forest in Arabia shall ye 
lodge, 0 ye travelling companies 
of Dedanim. 14 The inhabitants 
of the land of Tema brought wa¬ 
ter to him that was thirsty, they 
did meet the fugitives with their 
bread. 15 For they fled from the 
swords, from the drawn sword, 
and from the bent bow, and from 
the grievousness of v'ar. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said 
unto me, Wfthin a year, accord 
ing to the years of a hireling, 
and all the glory of Kedar shall 
fail: 17 And the residue of the 
number of archers, the mighty 
men of the children of Kedar, 
shall be diminished: for the Lord 
God of Israel hath spoken it. 


pp The prophecy of the Valley 
“ of Vision. 


What ailetb thee now, that thou 
art wholly gone up to the house¬ 
tops? 2 Thou that art full of 
stirs, a tumultuous city, a joy 
ous city: thy slain men are not 
slain with the sword, nor dead 
in battle. 3 A1) thy rulers are fled 
together, they are bound by the 
archers: all that are found in 
thee are bound together, who have 
fled from afar. 4 Therefore said 
I, Look away from me; I will 
weep bitterly, labour not to com 
fort me, because of the spoiling 
of the daughter of my people. 
5 For it is a day of trouble, ami 
of treading down, and of per- 
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plcxity by the Lord God of hosts 
in the Valley of Vision, breaking 
down the wails, and of crying to 
the mountains. 6 And Elam bore 
the quiver with chariots of men 
and horsemen, and Kir uncovered 
the shield. 7 And it shall come to 
j'mhh, that thy choicest valleys 
shall be full of chariots, and the 
horsemen shall set themselves in 
array at the gate. 8 And he un¬ 
covered the covering of Judah, 
and thou didst look in that day 
to the armour of the house of the 
forest. B Ye have seen also the 
breaches of the city of David, 
that they are many: and ye gath¬ 
ered together the waters of the 
lower pool, 10 And ye have num- 
hered the houses of Jerusalem, 
and the houses have ye broken 
down to fortify the wall. "Ye 
made also a reservoir between 
the two walls for the water of 
the old pool: but ye have not 
looked unto the maker thereof, 
neither had respect unto him 
that fashioned it long ago. 

"And in that day did the Lord 
God of hosts call to weeping, and 
to mourning, and to baldness, and 
to girding with sackcloth: "And 
behold joy and gladness, slaying 
oxen, and killing sheep, eating 
flesh, and drinking wine: let us 
eat and drink; for to-morrow we 
shall die. "And it was revealed 
in mine ears by the Lord of hosts, 
Surely this iniquity shall not be 
purged from you till ye die, saith 
the lord God of hosts. 

"Thus saith the Lord God of 
hosts, Go, get thee unto this 


treasurer, even unto Shebna, who 
is over the house, and say, "What 
hast thou here? and whom hast 
thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thee out a sepulchre here, as he 
that heweth him out a sepulchre 
on high, and that graveth a habi¬ 
tation for himself in a rock? 
"Behold, the Lord will thrust 
thee away with a mighty throw, 
and will surely cover thee. "He 
will surely violently turn and toss 
thee like a ball into a large coun¬ 
try: there shalt thou die, and there 
the chariots of thy glory shall be 
the shame of thy lord’s house. 
"And I will drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall 
he pull thee down. 

20 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will call my 
servant Eliakim the son of Hilk- 
iah: 2l And I will clothe him 
with thy robe, and strengthen 
him with thy girdle, and I will 
commit thy government into his 
hand: and he shall be a father 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and to the house of Judah. 22 And 
the key of the house of David 
will I lay upon his shoulder; so 
he shall open, and none shall 
shut; and he shall shut, and none 
shall open. 23 And I will fasten 
him as a nail in a sure place; 
and he shall be for a glorious 
throne to his father's house. 24 And 
they shall hang upon him all the 
glory of his father’s house, the 
offspring and the issue, every 
small vessel, from the vessels of 
cups, even to all the vessels of 
flagons. 
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25 In that day, saith the Lord 
of hosts, shall the nail that is 
fastened in the sure place be re¬ 
moved, and be cut down, and fall; 
and the burden that was upon it 
shall be cut off: for the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

The prophecy of Tyre. 

Howl, ye ships of Tarshish; 
for it is laid waste, so that there 
is no house, no entering in: from 
the land of Chittim it is revealed 
to them. 2 Be still, ye inhabitants 
of the coast-land; thou whom the 
merchants cf Sidon, that pass over 
the sea, have replenished. 3 And by 
great waters the seed of Sihor, 
the harvest of the river, is her 
revenue; and she is a mart of 
nations. 4 Be thou ashamed, 0 
Sidon: for the sea hath spoken, 
even the strength of the sea, say¬ 
ing, I travail not, nor bring forth 
children, neither do I nourish up 
young men, nor bring up virgins. 
5 As at the report concerning E- 
gypt, so shall they be sorely 
pained at the report of Tyre. 

fl Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the coast-land. 
7 /s this your joyous city, whose 
antiquity is of ancient days? her 
own feet shall carry her afar off 
to sojourn. 8 Who hath taken this 
counsel against Tyre, the crown¬ 
ing city, whose merchants are 
princes, whose traffickers are the 
honourable of the earth? 6 The 
Lord of hosts hath purposed it, 
to stain the pride of all glory, 
and to bring into contempt all the 
honourable of the earth. 10 Pass 
through thy land as a river, O 


daughter of Tarshish: there is 
no more strength. 11 He stretched 
out his hand over the sea, he 
shook the kingdoms: the Lord 
hath given a commandment a- 
gainst the merchant city, to de¬ 
stroy the strongholds thereof. 
lz And he said, Thou shalt no 
more rejoice, 0 thou oppressed 
virgin, daughter of Sidon: arise, 
pass over to Chittim; there also 
shalt thou have no rest. “Behold 
the land of the Chaldeans; this 
people was not, till the Assyrian 
founded it for them that dwell 
in the wilderness: they set up the 
towers thereof, they raised up the 
palaces thereof; and he brought 
it to ruin. “Howl, ye ships of 
Tarshish: for your strength is 
laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass 
in that day, that Tyre shall be 
forgotten seventy years, accord¬ 
ing to the days of one king: 
after the end of seventy years 
it shall be unto Tyre as the song 
of a harlot: 

1G Take a harp, go about the 
city, thou harlot that hast been 
forgotten; make sweet melody, 
sing many songs, that thou may 
est be remembered. 

17 And it shall come to pass 
after the end of seventy years, 
that the Lord will visit Tyre, 
and she shall turn to her hire 
and shall commit fornication with 
all the kingdoms of the work! 
upon the face of the earth. 18 Aml 
her merchandise and her hire shall 
be holiness to the Lord: it shall 
not be treasured nor laid up; for 
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her merchandise shall be for them 
that dwell before the Lord, to eat 
sufficiently, and for durable cloth¬ 
ing. 

Behold, the Lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and turneth it upside down, 
and scattereth abroad the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof. 2 And it shall be, 
as with the people, so with the 
priest; as with the servant, so 
with his master; as with the 
maid, so with her mistress; as 
with the huyer, so with the sell¬ 
er; as with the lender, so with 
the borrower; as with the taker 
of usury, so with the giver of 
usury to him. ;, The land shall 
he utterly emptied, and utterly 
spoiled: for the Lord hath spoken 
this word. *The earth mourneth 
and fadeth away, the world lan- 
guishetli and fadeth away, the 
haughty people of the earth do 
languish. 6 The earth also is de¬ 
nied under the inhabitants there¬ 
of : because they have trans¬ 
gressed the laws, changed the 
ordinance, broken the everlasting 
covenant. °Therefore hath the 
curse devoured the earth, and 
they that dwell therein are de¬ 
solate: therefore the inhabitants 
of the earth are burned, and few 
men left. 7 The new wine mourn¬ 
eth, the vine languisheth, all the 
merry-hearted do sigh. 8 The mirth 
of tabrets ceaseth, the noise of 
them that rejoice endeth, the joy 
of the harp ceaseth. “They shall 
not drink wine with a song; 
strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. ,0 The city of 


confusion is broken down: every 
house is shut up, that no man 
may come in. ll There i3 a crying 
for wine in the streets; all joy 
is darkened, the mirth of the 
land is gone. 12 In the city is left 
desolation, and the gate is smitten 
with destruction. 13 When thus it 
shall be in the midst of the land 
among the people, there shall he 
as the shaking of an olive-tree, 
and as the gleaning grapes when 
the vintage is done. 14 They shall 
lift up their voice, they shall 
sing; for the majesty of the 
Lord they shall cry aloud from 
the sea. l9 Wherefore glorify ye 
the Lord in the countries of light, 
even the name of the Lord God 
of Israel in the isles of the sea. 

10 From the uttermost part of 
the earth have we heard songs, 
even glory to the righteous. But 
I said, I am wasted, I am wasted, 
woe unto me! the treacherous 
dealers have dealt treacherously; 
yea, the treacherous dealers have 
dealt very treacherously. 17 Fear, 
and the pit, and the snare, ore 
upon thee, 0 inhabitant of the 
earth. 19 And it shall come to 
pass, that he who fleeth from 
the noise of the fear shall fall 
into the pit; and he that cometh 
up out of the midst of the pit 
shall be taken in the snare: for 
the windows from on high are 
open, and the foundations of 
the earth do shake. 10 The earth 
is utterly broken down, the 
earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly. 20 The earth 
shall reel to and fro like a drunk- 
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ard, and shall be removed like a 
cottage; and the transgression 
thereof shall be heavy upon it; 
and it shall fall, and not rise 
again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall 
punish the host of the high ones 
that are on high, and the kings 
of the earth upon the earth. “And 
they shall be gathered together, 
as prisoners are gathered in the 
pit, and shall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days shall 
they be visited. “Then the moon 
shall be confounded, and the sun 
ashamed, when the Lord of hosts 
shall reign in mount Zion, and in 
Jerusalem, and before his elders 
gloriously. 

O Lord, thou art my God; I 
■will exalt thee, I will praise 
thy name; for thou hast done 
wonderful things; thy counsels of 
old are faithfulness and truth. 
2 For thou hast made of a city 
a heap; of a fortified city a ruin: 
a palace of strangers to be no 
city; it shall never be built, 
therefore shall the strong peo¬ 
ple glorify thee, the city of the 
terrible nations shall fear thee. 
*For thou hast been a strength 
to the poor, a strength to the 
needy in his distress, a refuge 
from the storm, a shadow from 
the heat, when the blast of the 
terrible ones is as a storm against 
the wall. s Thou shalt bring down 
the noise of strangers, as the heat 
in a dry place; even the heat with 
the shadow of a cloud: the branch 
of the terrible ones shall be 


brought low. 

6 And in this mountain shall 
the Lord of hosts make unto ail 
people a feast of fat things, a 
feast of wines on the lees, of 
fat things full of marrow, of 
wines on the lees well refined. 
7 And he will destroy in this moun¬ 
tain the face of the covering cast 
over all peoples, and the veil that 
is spread over all nations. "lie 
will destroy death for ever; ami 
the Lord God will wipe away 
tears from off all faces; and the 
rebuke of his people shall he take 
away from off all the earth; for 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

e And it shall be said in that 
day, Lo, this is our God ; we have 
waited for him, and he will save 
us: this is the Lord; we have 
waited for him, we will be glail 
and rejoice in his salvation. 10 For 
in this mountain shall the hand 
of the Lord rest, and Moab shall 
be trodden down under him, even 
as straw is trodden down upon 
the dunghill. 11 And he shall spread 
forth his hands in the midst 
of them, as he that swimmetli 
spreadeth forth his hands to 
swim: and he shall bring down 
their pride together with the 
joints of their hands. ,2 And the 
fortress of the high fort of thy 
walls shall he bring down, lay 
low, and bring to the ground, 
even to the dust. 

In that day shall this song 
be sung in the land of Ju¬ 
dah ; We have a strong city; 
salvation will God appoint for 
walls and bulwarks. 2 Open ye th** 
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gates, that the righteous nation 
which keepeth the truth may en¬ 
ter in. 3 Thouwilt keep him in per¬ 
fect peace, whose mind ia stayed 
on thee: hecause he trusteth in 
thee. 4 Trust ye in the Lord for 
ever: for in the Lord God is 
everlasting strength: "For he 
hringeth down them that dwell 
on high; the lofty city, he layeth 
it low; he layeth it low, even 
to the ground; he bringeth it 
even to the dust. a The foot shall 
tread it down, even the feet of 
the poor, and the steps of the 
needy. 

T The way of the just ia up¬ 
rightness: thou, most upright, 
dost weigh the path of the just. 
"Yea, in the way of thy judg¬ 
ments, 0 Lord, have we waited 
for thee; the desire of our soul 
is to thy name, and to the remem¬ 
brance of thee. °With my soul 
have I desired thee in the night; 
yea, with my spirit within me 
will I seek thee early: for when 
thy judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will 
learn righteousness. 10 Let favour 
be shewn to the wicked, yet will 
he not learn righteousness: in 
the land of uprightness will he 
deal unjustly, and will not be¬ 
hold the majesty of the Lord. 

”Lord, when thy hand is lifted 
up, they will not see: but they 
shall see, and be ashamed for 
their envy at the people: yea, 
the fire of thine enemies shall 
devour them. l2 Lord thou wilt 
ordain peace for us: for thou also 
hast wrought all our works in us. 


,8 0 Lord our God, other lords be¬ 
sides thee have had dominion over 
us: but by thee only will we 
make mention of thy name. “They 
are dead, they shall not live; they 
are deceased, they shall not rise: 
therefore hast thou visited and 
destroyed them, and made all their 
memory to perish. 15 Thou hast 
increased the nation, 0 Lord, thou 
hast increased the nation: thou 
art glorified: thou hadst removed 
it far unto all the ends of the 
earth. 

“Lord, in trouble have they 
visited thee, they poured out a 
prayer when thy chastening was 
upon them. 17 Like as a woman 
with child, that draweth near the 
time of her delivery, is in pain, 
and crieth out in her pangs; so 
have we been in thy sight, 0 Lord. 
19 We have been with child, we 
have been in pain, we have os 
it were brought forth wind; we 
have not wrought any deliverance 
in the earth; neither have the 
inhabitants of the world fallen. 
1B Thy dead men shall live, to¬ 
gether with my dead body shall 
they arise. Awake and sing, ye 
that dwell in dust: for thy dew 
is as the dew of herbs, and the 
earth shall cast out the dead. 

20 Come, my people, enter thou 
into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thyself as 
it were for a little moment, until 
the indignation be overpast. 81 For, 
behold, the Lord cometh out of 
his place to punish the inhabi¬ 
tants of the earth for their in¬ 
iquity: the earth also shall die- 
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close her blood, and shall no more 
cover her slain. 

In that day the Lord with 
his sore and great and strong 
sword shall punish leviathan the 
piercing serpent, even leviathan 
that crooked serpent; and he shall 
slay the dragon that is in the sea. 
2 In that day sing ye unto her, 
A vineyard of red wine. 3 I the 
Lord do keep it; I will water it 
every moment: lest any hurt it, 
I will keep it night and day. 
4 Fury is not in me: who would 
set the briers and thorns against 
me in battle? I would go through 
them, I would burn them together. 
5 Or let him take hold of my 
strength, that he may make peace 
with me; and he shall makepeace 
with me. 

6 In the days to come Jacob shall 
take root: Israel shall blossom 
and bud, and fill the face of the 
world with fruit. 

7 Hath he smitten him, as he 
smote those that smite him? or 
is he slain according to the 
slaughter of them that are slain 
by him? 8 In measure, when thou 
sendest her away, thou dost con¬ 
tend with her: he stayeth his 
rough wind in the day of the 
east wind. 8 By this therefore 
Bhall the iniquity of Jacob be 
purged; and this is all the fruit 
of the taking away of his sin; 
when he maketh all the stones 
of the altar as chalkstones that 
are beaten in pieces, the groves 
and sun-images shall not stand 
up. 10 Yet the fortified city shall be 
desolate, and the habitation for¬ 


saken, and left like a wilderness: 
there shall the calf feed, and 
there shall he lie down, and 
consume the branches thereof. 
11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall be broken off: 
the women come, and set them 
on fire: for it is a people of no 
understanding: therefore he that 
made them will not have mercy 
on them, and he that formed 
them will shew them no favour. 

,2 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall heal 
off the fruit from the channel of 
the River unto the stream of E- 
gypt, and ye shall be gathered 
one by one, O ye children oT 
Israel. 

13 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the great trumpet 
shall be blown, and they shall 
come that were ready to perish 
in the land of Assyria, and the 
outcasts in the land of Egypt, and 
shall worship the Lord in the holy 
mount at Jerusalem. 

Woe to the crown of pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephra¬ 
im, whose glorious beauty is a 
fading flower, which is on the 
head of the fat valley of them that 
are overcome with wine! 2 Beho!d. 
the Lord hath a mighty and strong 
one, that as a tempest of hail and 
a destroying storm, as a flood of 
mighty waters overflowing, shall 
cast down to the earth with 
violence. 3 The crown of pride, the 
drunkards of Ephraim, shall ho 
trodden under feet: 4 And the 
glorious beauty, which is on the 
head of the fat valley, shall he 
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u fading flower, and as the hasty 
fruit before the summer; which 
when he that looketh upon it 
scelh, while it is yet in his hand 
he eateth it up. 

■•In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a crown of glory, 
nnr! for a diadem of beauty, unto 
Mm residue of his people, “And 
lor a spirit of judgment to him 
that sittelh in judgment, and for 
strength to them that turn the 
battle to the gate. 

-Hut they also have erred 
through wine, and through strong 
drink are out of the way; the 
priest and the prophet have erred 
through strong drink, they are 
swallowed up of wine, they are 
out of the way through strong 
drink; they err in vision, they 
stumble in judgment. 8 For all 
tables are full of vomit and filthi¬ 
ness, so that there is no place 
ctran. 

‘•Whom shall he teach knowl¬ 
edge? and whom shall he make 
to understand doctrine? them that 
are weaned from the milk, and. 
drawn from the breasts. 10 For 
precept must he upon precept, 
precept upon precept; line upon 
line, line upon line; here a little, 
and there a little: n For with 
Hturnmering lips and another 
tongue will he speak to this peo¬ 
ple. 12 To whom he said, This is 
the rest wherewith ye may cause 
the weary to rest; and this is 
the refreshing: yet they would 
not hear. ls But the word of the 
Lord was unto them precept upon 
precept, precept upon precept; 


line upon line, line upon line; 
here a little, and there a little; 
that they might go, and fall back¬ 
ward, and be broken, and snared, 
and taken. 

“Wherefore hear the word of 
the Lord, ye scornful men, that 
rule this people which is in Jeru¬ 
salem. ^Because ye have said, 
We have made a covenant with 
death, and with hell are we at 
agreement; when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through, it shall 
not come unto us: for we have 
made lies our refuge, and under 
falsehood have we hid ourselves: 
’"Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, a tried stone, 
a precious corner-stone, a sure 
foundation: he that believeth 
shall not make haste. ,7 Judgment 
also will I lay to the line, and 
righteousness to the plummet: 
and the hail shall sweep away 
the refuge of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding-place. 
l§ And your covenant with death 
shall be annulled, and your agree¬ 
ment with hell shall not stand; 
when the overflowing scourge shall 
pass through, then ye shall be 
trodden down by it. ,0 From the 
time that it goeth forth it shall 
take you: for morning by morn¬ 
ing shall it pass over, by day and 
by night: and it shall be a vexa¬ 
tion only to understand the re¬ 
port. 20 For the bed is too short 
for a man to stretch himself on 
it: and the covering too narrow 
to wrap himself in it. "For the 
Lord shall rise up as in mount 
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Perazim, he shall be wroth as in 
the valley of Gibeon, that he may 
do his work, his strange work; 
and bring to pass his act, his 
strange act. Z2 Now therefore be 
ye not mockers, lest your bands 
be made strong: for I have heard 
from the Lord God of hosts 
a consumption, even determined 
upon the whole earth. 

23 Give ye ear, and hear my 
voice; hearken, and hear my 
speech. 24 Doth the plowman plow 
all day to sow? doth he open and 
break the clods of his ground? 
26 When he hath made plain the 
face thereof, doth he not cast 
abroad the funnel, and scatter 
the cummin, and set the wheat 
in rows, and the appointed barley, 
and millet in their place? 2C For 
his God doth instruct him aright, 
and doth teach him. 27 For the 
funnel is not threshed with a 
threshing instrument, neither is 
a cart-wheel turned about upon 
the cummin; but the funnel is 
beaten out with a staff, and cum¬ 
min with a rod. Z8 Bread com is 
bruised; because he will not ever 
be threshing it, nor break it with 
the wheel of his cart, nor bruise 
it with his horsemen. 2B This also 
cometh forth from the Lord of 
hosts, who is wonderful in coun¬ 
sel, and excellent in working. 
Woe to Ariel, to Ariel, the 
city where David dwelt! add 
ye year to year; let the festivals 
run their circle. 2 Yet I will dis¬ 
tress Ariel, and there shall be 
heaviness and sorrow: and it 
shall be unto me as Ariel. s And 


I will camp against thee round 
about, and will lay siege against 
thee with a garrison, and I will 
raise forts against thee. 4 And 
thou shalt be brought down, and 
shalt speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out 
of the dust, and thy voice shall 
be, as of one that hath a familiar 
spirit, out of the ground, and thy 
speech shall whisper out of the 
dust. ^Moreover the multitude of 
thy strangers shall be like small 
dust, and the multitude of lhe 
terrible ones shall be as chaff that 
passeth away: yea, it shall be at 
an instant suddenly. °Thou shall 
be visited of the Lord of hunts 
with thunder, and with earth¬ 
quake, and great noise, with 
storm and tempest, and the flame 
of devouring fire. 7 And the multi¬ 
tude of all the nations that fight 
against Ariel, even all that fight 
against her and her munition, and 
that distress her, shall be as a 
dream of a night vision. 8 It shall 
even be as when a hungry man 
dreameth, and, behold, he eateth; 
but he awaketh, and his soul is 
empty: or as when a thirsty man 
dreameth, and, behold, he drink- 
eth; but he awaketh, and, behold, 
he is faint, and his soul hath ap¬ 
petite: so shall the multitude of 
all the nations be, that fight 
against mount Zion. 

e Stay yourselves, and wonder; 
tarry and look around: they nro 
drunken, but not with wine; they 
stagger, but not with strong 
drink. 10 For the Lord hath pourod 
out upon you the spirit of deep 
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sleep, and hath closed your eyes : 
the prophets and your rulers, the 
seers hath he covered. "And the 
vision of all is become unto you 
as the words of a book that is 
sealed, which men deliver to one 
that is learned, saying, Read this, 
I pray thee: and he saith, I can¬ 
not; for it is sealed: 12 And the 
hook is delivered to him that is 
not learned, saying, Read this, I 
pray thee: and he saith, I am not 
learned. 

’^Wherefore the Lord said, For¬ 
asmuch as this people draw near 
me with their mouth, and with 
their lips do honour me, but have 
removed their heart far from 
me, and their fear toward me is 
luught by the precept of men: 
"Therefore, behold, I will proceed 
to do a marvelous work among 
this people, even a marvelous 
work and a wonder: for the wis¬ 
dom of their wise men shall per¬ 
ish, and the understanding of 
their prudent men shall be hid. 

,R Woe unto them that seek 
deep to hide their counsel from 
the Lord, and their works are 
in the dark, and they sav, Who 
sceth us? and who knoweth us? 
lfl O your diversity! Shall the 
potter be esteemed as clay; shall 
the work say of him that made 
it, lie made me not? or shall the 
thing framed say of him that 
framed it, He had no understand¬ 
ing? 

"Is it not yet a very little while, 
and Lebanon shall be turned into 
a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field shall be esteemed as a forest? 


18 And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and 
the eyes of the blind shall see 
out of obscurity, and out of dark¬ 
ness. 1B The meek also shall in¬ 
crease their joy in the Lord, and 
the poor among men shall rejoice 
in the Holy One of Israel. 20 For 
the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scorner is con¬ 
sumed, and all that watch for in¬ 
iquity are cut off: 21 That make 
a man an offender for a word, 
and lay a snare for him that re- 
proveth in the gate, and turn 
aside the just for a thing of 
nought. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
who redeemed Abraham, concern¬ 
ing the house of Jacob, Jacob 
shall not now be ashamed, nei¬ 
ther shall his face now wax 
pale. “But when he seeth his 
children, the work of mine hands, 
in the midst of him, they shall 
sanctify my name, and sanctify 
the Holy One of Jacob, and shall 
fear the God of Israel. “They 
also that erred in spirit shall 
come to understanding, and they 
that murmured shall learn in¬ 
struction. 

Woe to the rebellious chil¬ 
dren, saith the Lord, that 
take counsel, but not of me; and 
that make a covenant, but not of 
my spirit, that they may add sin 
to sin: 2 That walk to go down 
into Egypt, and have not asked 
at my mouth; to strengthen them¬ 
selves in the strength of Pha¬ 
raoh, and to trust in the shadow 
of Egypt I “Therefore shall the

strength of Pharaoh be your 
shame, and the trust in the shad¬ 
ow of Egypt your confusion. 4 For 
his princes were at Zoan, and his 
ambassadors came to Hanes. 
6 They were all ashamed of a peo¬ 
ple that could not profit them, 
nor be a help nor profit, but a 
shame, and also a reproach. 

6 The prophecy of the beasts of 
the south. 

Into the land of trouble and 
anguish, from whence come the 
young and old lion, the viper and 
fiery flying serpent, they will 
carry their riches upon the shoul¬ 
ders of young asses, and their 
treasures upon the hunches of 
camels, to a people that shall not 
profit them. 7 For the Egyptians 
shall help in vain, and to no 
purpose: therefore have I cried 
concerning this, They are brave 
sitting idle. 

8 Now go, write it before them 
on a tablet, and note it in a book, 
that it may be for the time to 
come for ever and ever: “That 
this is a rebellious people, lying 
children, children that will not 
hear the law of the Lord: 10 That 
say to the seers, See not; and 
to the prophets, Prophesy not 
unto us right things, speak unto 
us smooth things, prophesy de¬ 
ceits: “Get you out of the way, 
turn aside out of the path, cause 
the Holy One of Israel to cease 
from before us. 

“Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise 
this word, and trust in oppression 


and perverseness, and stay there¬ 
on: “Therefore this iniquity 

shall be to you as a breach ready 
to fall, swelling out in a high 
wall, whose breaking cometh sud¬ 
denly at an instant. “And ho 
shall break it as the breaking of 
the potter’s vessel that is broken 
in pieces; he shall not spare: so 
that there shall not be found in 
the bursting of it a sherd to take 
fire from the hearth, or to take 
water zuithal out of the pit. 

“For thus saith the Lord God, 
the Holy One of Israel; In re¬ 
turning and rest shall ye be 
saved; in quietness and in con¬ 
fidence shall be your strength: 
and ye would not. “But ye said, 
No; for we will flee upon horses; 
therefore shall ye flee: and, We 
will ride upon the swift; therefore 
shall they that pursue you be 
swift. “One thousand shall flee 
at the rebuke of one; at the re¬ 
buke of five shall ye flee: till ye 
be left as a beacon upon the top 
of a mountain, and as an ensign 
on a hill. 

“And therefore will the Lord 
wait, that he may be gracious 
unto you, and therefore will he 
be exalted, that he may have 
mercy upon you: for the Lord is 
a God of judgment: blessed are 
all they that wait lor him. 

“For the people shall dwell in 
Zion at Jerusalem: thou shalt 
weep no more: he will be very 
gracious unto thee at the voice of 
thy cry; when he shall hear it, 
he will answer thee. 20 And thouyh 
the Lord give you the bread of 
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mlverflity, and the water of af¬ 
fliction, yet shall not thy teachers 
Im* removed into a corner any 
more, but thine eyes shall see 
thy teachers: 2I And thine ears 
shall hear a word behind thee, 
saying, This is the way, walk ye 
in it, when ye turn to the right 
hand, and when ye turn to the 
left. 22 Ye shall defile also the 
covering of thy graven images of 
silver, and the ornament of thy 
molten images of gold : thou shalt 
cast them away as an unclean 
thing; thou shalt say unto it, 
Get thee hence. “Then shall he 
give the rain of thy seed, that 
thou Bhalt sow the ground with¬ 
al ; and bread of the increase of 
the earth, and it shall be fat and 
plenteous: in that day shall thy 
cattle feed in large pastures. Z4 The 
oxen likewise ond the young asses 
that till the ground shall eat 
seasoned provender, which hath 
been winnowed with the shovel 
and with the fan. 2, And there 
shall be upon every high moun¬ 
tain, and every high hill, rivers 
and streams of waters in the day 
of the great slaughter, when the 
towers fall. 2fl Moreover the light 
of the moon shall be as the light 
of the sun, and the light of the 
sun shall be sevenfold, as the 
light of seven days, in the days 
that the Lord bindeth up the 
hurt of his people, and healeth 
the bruise of their wound. 

aT Behold, the name of the Lord 
cometh from far, burning with 
his anger, and in a thick cloud 
of smoke: his lips are full of in¬ 


dignation, and his tongue as a 
devouring fire: 20 And hia breath, 
as an oveflowing stream, shall 
reach to the midst of the neck, 
to sift the nations with the sieve 
of vanity: and there shall be a 
bridle in the jaws of the people, 
causing them to err. 29 Ye shall 
have a song, as in the night when 
a festival is hallowed; and glad¬ 
ness of heart, as when one goeth 
with a pipe to come into the 
mountain of the Lord, to the 
Mighty One of Israel. 30 And the 
Lord shall cause his glorious voice 
to be heard, and shall shew the 
lighting down of his arm, with 
the indignation of kis anger, and 
with the flame of a devouring 
fire, with crashing, and tempest, 
and hailstones. 31 For through the 
voice of the Lord shall the As¬ 
syrian be beaten down, Mat smote 
with a rod. 32 And in every place 
where the appointed staff shall 
pass, which the Lord shall lay 
upon him, it shall be with tabrets 
and harps; and in battles of shak¬ 
ing will he fight with it. 33 For 
Tophet is ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he 
hath made it deep and large: the 
pile thereof is fire and much 
wood; the breath of the Lord, 
like a stream of brimstone, doth 
kindle it. 

Woe to them that go down 
to Egypt for help; and stay 
on horses, and trust in chariots, 
because they are many; and in 
horsemen, because they are very 
strong; but thy look not unto the 
Holy one of Israel, neither seek 
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the Lord! 2 Yet he also is wise, 
and will bring evil, and will not 
call back his words: but will arise 
against the house of the evil¬ 
doers, and against the help of 
them that work iniquity. 3 Now 
the Egyptians ore men, and not 
God; and their horses flesh, and 
not spirit. When the Lord shall 
stretch out his hand, both he 
that helpeth shall fall, and he 
that is helped shall fall down, 
and they all shall fail together. 
4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
unto me, Like as the lion and 
the young lion roaring on his 
prey, when a multitude of shep¬ 
herds is called forth against him, 
he will not be afraid of their 
voice, nor abase himself for the 
noise of them: so shall the Lord 
of hosts come down to fight for 
mount Zion, and for the hill there¬ 
of. 5 As birds flying, so will the 
Lord of hosts defend Jerusalem; 
defending also he will deliver it; 
and passing over he will preserve 
it 

6 Turn ye unto him against 
whom the children of Israel have 
deeply revolted. 7 For in that day 
every man shall cast away his 
idols of silver, and his idols of 
gold, which your own hands have 
made unto you for a sin. 8 Then 
shall the Assyrian fall with the 
sword, not of a man; and the 
sword, not of a man, shall devour 
him: and he shall flee from the 
sword, and his young men shall 
become tributary. ®And he shall 
pass over to his stronghold for 
fear, and his princes shall be 


afraid of the ensign, saith the 
Lord, whose fire is in Zion, am! 
his furnace in Jerusalem. 

Behold, a king shall reign 
in righteousness, and princes 
shall rule in judgment. 2 And a 
man shall be as a hiding-place 
from the wind, and a covert from 
the tempest; as rivers of water 
in a dry place, as the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land. 
3 And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears 
of them that hear shall hearken. 
4 The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and tin? 
tongue of the stammerers shall 
be ready to speak plainly. n 'l’he 
vile person shall be no more called 
liberal, nor the churl said to be 
bountiful. 6 For the vile person 
will speak villainy, and his heart 
will work iniquity, to practise 
hypocrisy, and to utter error n- 
gainst the Lord, to make empty 
the soul of the hungry, and he will 
cause the drink of the thirsty 
to fail. 7 The instruments also 
of the churl are evil: he deviseth 
wicked devices to destroy the poor 
with lying words, even when the 
needy speaketh right. 8 But the 
liberal deviseth liberal things; 
and by liberal things shall he 
stand. 

B Rise up, ye women that are 
at ease; hear my voice, ye care¬ 
less daughters; give ear unto my 
speech. ,0 Many days and years 
shall ye be troubled, ye careless 
women: for the vintage shall fail, 
the gathering shall not come. 
"Tremble, ye women that arc nt 
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ease; be troubled, ye careless 
ones: strip you, and make you 
bare, and gird sackcloth upon 
your loins. 12 Striking on the 
breasts, they shall lament for the 
pleasant fields, for the fruitful 
vine. u Upon the land of my peo¬ 
ple shall come up thorns and bri- 
*-r*; yea, upon all the houses of 
joy in the joyous city: 14 Because 
the palaces shall be forsaken; the 
multitude of the city shall be 
left; the forts and towers shall 
be for dens for ever, a joy of 
wild asses, a pasture of flocks; 

ir, Until the spirit be poured 
upon us from on high, and the 
wilderness be a fruitful field, 
and the fruitful field be counted 
for a forest. 5G Then judgment 
shall dwell in the wilderness, and 
righteousness remain in the fruit¬ 
ful field. 17 And the work of right¬ 
eousness shall be peace; and the 
elFect of righteousness quietness 
mid security for ever. 18 And my 
people shall dwell in a peaceable 
habitation, and in sure dwell¬ 
ings, and in quiet resting-places; 
’"When it shall hail, coming down 
on the forest; and the city shall 
he low in a low place. ^Blessed 
are ye that sow heside all waters, 
that send forth thither the feet 
of the ox and the ass. 

Woe to thee that spoilest, 
and thou wast not spoiled; 
and dealest treacherously, and 
they dealt not treacherously with 
thee! when thou shalt cease to 
spoil, thou shalt be spoiled; and 
when thou shalt make an end to 
deal treacherously, they shall deal 


treacherously with thee. 2 0 Lord, 
be gracious unto us; we have 
waited for thee: be thou their 
arm every morning, our salvation 
also in the time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the 
people fled; at the lifting up of 
thyself the nations were scat¬ 
tered. ‘And your spoil shall be 
gathered like the gathering of 
the caterpillar: as the running 
to and fro of locusts shall he run 
upon them. 

s The Lord is exalted; for he 
dwelleth on high: he hath filled 
Zion with judgment and right¬ 
eousness. ®And Bhall be the 
strength of salvation: the stabil¬ 
ity of thy times, the fear of the 
Lord is his treasure. 

T Behold, their valiant ones shall 
cry without: the ambassadors of 
peace shall weep bitterly. 8 The 
highways lie waste, the wayfaring 
man ceaseth: he hath broken the 
covenant, he hath despised the 
cities, he regardeth no man. B The 
earth mourneth and languisheth; 
Lebanon is ashamed and hewn 
down: Sharon is like a wilder¬ 
ness ; and Bashan and Carmel 
made bare. JO Now will I rise, 
saith the Lord; now will I be 
exalted; now will I lift up my¬ 
self. ll Ye shall conceive chaff, ye 
shall bring forth stubble: your 
breath, as fire, shall devour you. 
,2 And the peoples shall be as the 
burnings of lime: as thorns cut 
off shall they be burned in the 
fire. 

13 Hear, ye that are far off, what 
I have done; and, ye that are 
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near, acknowledge my might. 
u The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the 
hypocrites. Who among us shall 
dwell with the devouring fire? 
who among us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings? ,5 He that 
walketh righteously, and speaketh 
uprightly; he that despiseth the 
gain of oppressions, that shaketh 
his hands from holding of bribes, 
that stoppeth his ears from hear- 
ing of blood, and shutteth his 
eyes from seeing evil; 16 He shall 
dwell on high: his place of de¬ 
fence shall be the strongholds of 
rocks: bread shall be given him; 
his waters shall be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the king 
in his beauty: they shall behold 
the land that is very far off. 
18 Thine heart shall meditate ter¬ 
ror. Where is the scribe? where 
is the weigher? where is he that 
counted the towers? ,B Thou shalt 
not see a fierce people, a people 
of a deeper speech than thou canst 
perceive; of a stammering tongue, 
that thou canst not understand. 
20 Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see 
Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a 
tabernacle that shall not be taken 
down; not one of the stakes there¬ 
of shall ever he removed, neither 
shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 21 But there the glorious 
Lord will be unto us a place of 
broad rivers and streams; where¬ 
in shall go no galley with oars, 
neither shall a gallant ship pass 
thereby. 22 For the Lord is our 
judge, the Lord is our lawgiver, 


the Lord is our king; he will save 
us. 23 Thy tacklings are loosed 
they could not well strengllier 
their mast, they could not spread 
the sail: then is the prey of u 
great spoil divided; the lame take 
the prey. 24 And the inhabitanl 
shall not say, I am sick: the 
people that dwell therein shall bt 
forgiven their iniquity. 

Come near, ye nations, to 
hear; and hearken, ye peo¬ 
ples: let the earth hear, and all 
that is therein; the world, and 
all things that come forth of it. 
2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all nations, and his fury 
upon all their armies: he hath 
utterly destroyed them, he hath 
delivered them to the slaughter. 
3 Their slain also shall be cast 
out, and their stink shall come 
up out of their carcasses, and the 
mountains shall be melted with 
their blood. 4 And all the host of 
heaven shall be dissolved, and the 
heavens shall be rolled together 
as a scroll: and all their host 
shall decay as the leaf decayeth 
from the vine, and as a decaying 
fig from the fig-tree. 

5 For my sword satiated itself 
in heaven: behold, it shall come 
down upon Idumea, and upon the 
people of my curse, to judgment. 
c The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with 
fatness, and with the blood of 
lambs and goats, with the fat of 
the kidneys of rams: for the Lord 
hath a sacrifice in Bozrah, and a 
great slaughter in the land of 
Idumea. 7 And the wild oxen shall 
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come down with them, and the 
bullocks with the bulls; and their 
land shall be soaked with blood, 
and their dust made fat with fat¬ 
ness. 8 For it is the day of the 
Lord's vengeance, and the year of 
recompense for the cause of Zion. 
"Aml the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust 
thereof into brimstone, and the 
land thereof shall become burn¬ 
ing pitch. 10 It shall not be 
quenched night nor day ; the smoke 
thereof shall go up for ever: 
from generation to generation it 
shall lie waste; none shall pass 
through it for ever and ever. 
11 But the cormorant and the bit¬ 
tern shall possess it; the owl also 
and the raven shall dwell in it: 
and he shall stretch out upon it 
the line of confusion, and the 
atones of emptiness. ,2 They shall 
call the nobles thereof to the 
kingdom, but none shall be there, 
and all her princes shall be noth¬ 
ing. 

iri And thorns shall come up in 
her palaces, nettles and brambles 
in the fortresses thereof: and it 
shall be a habitation of dragons, 
and a court for ostriches. 14 The 
wild beasts of the desert shall 
also meet with the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall 
cry to his fellow; the screech-owl 
also shall rest there, and find for 
herself a place of rest. 13 There 
shall the great owl make her nest, 
and lay, and hatch, and gather 
under her shadow : there shall the 
vultures also be gathered, every 
one with her mate. u Seek ye out 


of the book of the Lord, and read: 
no one of these shall fail, none 
shall want her mate: for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and 
its breath it hath gathered them. 
17 And he hath cast the lot for 
them, and his hand hath divided 
it unto them by line: they shall 
possess it for ever, from genera¬ 
tion to generation shall they dwell 
therein. 

The wilderness and the soli¬ 
tary place shall be glad for 
them; and the desert shall rejoice, 
and blossom as the rose. 3 It shall 
blossom abundantly, and rejoice 
even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it, the excellency of Carmel 
and Sharon, they shall see the 
glory of the Lord, and the excel¬ 
lency of our God. 

Strengthen ye the weak hands, 
and confirm the feeble knees. Say 
to them that are of a fearful 
heart, Be strong, fear not: be¬ 
hold, your God will come with 
vengeance, even God with a re¬ 
compense; he will come and save 
you. 

Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped. Then 
shall the lame man leap as a hart, 
and the tongue of the dumb sing: 
for in the wilderness shall waters 
break out, and streams in the 
desert. 7 And the parched ground 
shall become a pool, and the 
thirsty land springs of water: in 
the habitation of dragons, where 
each lay, shall be grass with reeds 
and rushes. 



“And a highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it shall be called 
The way of holiness; the unclean 
shall not pass over it; but it 
shall be for those: the wayfaring 
men, though fools, shall not err 
therein. “No lion shall be there, 
nor any ravenous beast shall go 
up thereon, it shall not be found 
there; but the redeemed shall 
walk there: 10 And the ransomed 
of the Lord shall return, and come 
to Zion with songs and everlast¬ 
ing joy upon their heads: they 
shall obtain joy and gladness, and 
sorrow and sighing shall flee 
away. 

Now it came to pass in the 
fourteenth year of king Hez- 
ekiah, that Sennacherib king of 
Assyria came up against all the 
fortified cities of Judah, and took 
them. 2 And the king of Assyria 
sent Rab-shakeh from Lachish to 
Jerusalem unto king Hezekiah 
with a great army. And he stood 
by the conduit of the upper pool 
in the highway of the fuller's 
field. 3 Then came forth unto him 
Eliakim, Hilkiah’s son, who was 
over the house, and Shebna the 
scribe, and Joah, Asaph’s son, the 
recorder. 

♦And Rab-shakeh said unto 
them. Say ye now to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the great king, the 
king of Assyria, What confidence 
is this wherein thou truBtest? 5 I 
say, but these are vain words, 
counsel and strength are neces¬ 
sary for war: now on whom dost 
thou trust, that thou rebellest a- 
gainst me? 8 Lo, thou trustest in 


the staff of this broken reed, on 
Egypt; whereon if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce 
it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt 
to all that trust in him. 7 But if 
thou say to me, We trust in the 
Lord our God: is it not he. whose 
high places and whose altars Hez 
ekiah hath taken away, and said 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship before this altar? 
“Now therefore make a wager, I 
pray thee, with my master the 
king of Assyria, and I will give 
thee two thousand horses, if thou 
be able on thy part to set riders 
upon them. °How then wilt thou 
turn away the face of one captain 
of the least of my master’s ser¬ 
vants, and put thy trust on Egypt 
for chariots and for horsemen? 
10 And am I now come up without 
the Lord against this land to de¬ 
stroy it? the Lord said unto me. 
Go up against this land, and de¬ 
stroy it. 

n Then said Eliakim and Sheb¬ 
na and Joah unto Rab-shakeh. 
Speak, I pray thee, unto thy ser¬ 
vants in the Syrian language; for 
we understand it: and speak not 
to us in the Jews’ language, in 
the ears of the people that are 
on the wall. 12 But Rab-shakeh 
said, Hath my master sent me to 
thy master and to thee to speak 
these words? hath he not sent me 
to the men that sit upon the wall, 
that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink their own urine 
with you? 

13 Then Rab-shakeh stood, and 
cried with a loud voice in the 
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.lows' language, and Baid, Hear 
yv the words of the great king, 
the king of Assyria. ’‘Thus saith 
the king. Let not Hezekiah de¬ 
ceive you: for he shall not be able 
to deliver you. ’^Neither let Hez¬ 
ekiah make you trust in the 
I*.id, saying, The Lord will surely 
deliver us: this city shall not 
be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. ’"Hearken not 
to Hezekiah: for thus saith the 
king of Assyria, Make are agree¬ 
ment with me by a present, and 
come out to me: and eat ye every 
one of his vine, and every one 
of his fig-tree, and drink ye 
every one Hie waters of his own 
cistern; 1T Until I come and take 
you away to a land like your own 
land, a land of corn and wine, a 
land of bread and vineyards. '*Be- 
ware lest Hezekiah persuade you, 
saying. The Lord will deliver us. 
11 a ( h any of the gods of the na¬ 
tions delivered his land out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 
’"Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arpliad? where are the gods 
of Sepharvaim? and have they 
delivered Samaria out of my 
hand ? 20 Who are they among all 
the gods of these lands, that have 
delivered their land out of my 
hund, that the Lord should deliver 
Jerusalem out of my hand? 

21 But they held their peace, 
and answered him not a word: 
for the king's commandment was, 
snying, Answer him not. 

3J Then came Eliakim, the son of 
Hilkiah, that was over the house¬ 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and 


Joah, the son of Asaph, the re¬ 
corder, to Hezekiah with their 
clothes rent, and told him the 
words of Rab-shakeh. 

And it came to pass, when 
king Hezekiah heard it, that 
he rent his clothes, and covered 
himself with sackcloth, and went 
into the house of the Lord. 2 And 
he sent Eliakim, who was over 
the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the 
priests covered with sackcloth, 
unto Isaiah the prophet the son 
of Amoz. 3 And they said unto 
him, Thus saith Hezekiah, This 
day is a day of trouble, and of 
rebuke, and of blasphemy: for 
the children are come to the birth, 
and there is not strength to bring 
forth. ‘It may be the Lord thy 
God will hear the words of Rab- 
shakeh, whom the king of Assyria 
his master hath sent to reproach 
the living God, and will reprove 
the words which the Lord thy 
God hath heard: wherefore lift 
up thy prayer for the remnant 
that is left. 

B So the servants of king Heze¬ 
kiah came to Isaiah. "And Isaiah 
said unto them, Thus shall ye say 
unto your master, Thus saith the 
Lord, Be not afraid of the words 
that thou hast heard, wherewith 
the servants of the king of As¬ 
syria have blasphemed me. be¬ 
hold, I will put a spirit in him, 
and he shall hear a rumour, and 
return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the 
sword in his own land. 

*So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
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found the king of Assyria war¬ 
ring agaipst Libnah: for he had 
heard that he was departed from 
Lachish. 

0 And he heard say concerning 
Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, He 
is come forth to make war with 
thee. And when he heard it, he 
sent messengers to Hezekiah, say¬ 
ing, 10 Thus shall ye speak to 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, 
Let not thy God, in whom thou 
trustest, deceive thee, saying, Je¬ 
rusalem shall not be given into 
the hand of the king of Assyria. 
"Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done 
to all lands by destroying them 
utterly; and shalt thou be de¬ 
livered? "Have the gods of the 
nations delivered them whom my 
fathers have destroyed, as Gozan, 
and Haran, and Rezeph, and the 
children of Eden that were in 
Telassar? 13 Where is the king of 
Hamath, and the king of Arphad, 
and the king of the city of Sephar- 
vaim, Hena, and Ivah? 

"And Hezekiah received the 
letter from the hand of the mes¬ 
sengers, and read it: and Heze¬ 
kiah went up unto the house of 
the Lord, and spread it before 
the Lord. ,5 And Hezekiah prayed 
unto the Lord, saying, 16 0 Lord 
of hosts, God of Israel, that dwell- 
est between the cherubim, thou 
art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth: 
thou hast made heaven and earth. 
"Incline thine ear, 0 Lord, and 
hear; open thine eyes, 0 Lord, 
and see: and hear all the words 


of Sennacherib, who hath sent to 
reproach the living God. 1B Of a 
truth, Lord, the kings of Assyria 
have laid waste all the nations, 
and their countries. 1B And have 
cast their gods into the fire: for 
they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone: 
therefore they have destroyed 
them. 20 Now therefore, 0 Lord 
our God, save us from his hand, 
that all the kingdoms of the earth 
may know that thou art the Lord, 
even thou only. 

21 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent unto Hezekiah, saying, Thun 
saith the Lord God of Israel, 
Whereas thou hast prayed to mu 
against Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria: 22 This is the word which 
the Lord hath spoken concerning 
him; The virgin, the daughter of 
Zion, hath despised thee, and 
laughed thee to scorn; the daugh¬ 
ter of Jerusalem hath shaken her 
head at thee. 2;i Whom hast thou 
reproached and blasphemed? and 
against whom hast thou exalted 
thy voice, and lifted up thine eyes 
on high? even against the Holy 
One of Israel. 24 By thy servants 
hast thou reproached the Lord, 
and hast said, By the multitude 
of my chariots am I come up lo 
the height of the mountains, to the 
recesses of Lebanon; and I will 
cut down the tall cedars thereof, 
and the choice fir-trees thereof: 
and I will enter into the height 
of his border, and the forest of 
his fruitful field. 25 I have digged, 
and drunk water; and with the 
sole of my feet have I dried up 
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all the rivers of Egypt. 

“Hast thou not heard long ago, 
how I have done it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? 
now have I brought it to pass, 
that thou ehouldest be to lay 
wnMtu fortified cities into ruin- 
heaps. S7 Therefore their inhabi¬ 
tants were of small power, they 
were dismayed and confounded: 
they were as the grass of the 
field, and as the green herb, as 
the grass on the housetops, and 
as com blasted before it is grown 
up. 

“But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, 
und thy rage against me. z0 Be- 
cause thy rage against me, and 
thy tumult, is come up into mine 
ears, therefore will I put my 
hook in thy nose, and my bridle 
In thy lips, and I will turn thee 
bock by the way by which thou 
earnest. 

30 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, Ye shall eat thiB year such 
as groweth of itself; and the 
second year that which springeth 
of the same: and in the third 
year sow ye, and reap, and plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruit there¬ 
of. 31 And the remnant that is 
escaped of the house of Judah 
shall again take root downward, 
and bear fruit upward: 32 For 
out of Jerusalem shall go forth 
a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zion: the zeal of 
the Lord of hosts shall do this. 

“Therefore thus aaith the Lord 
concerning the king of Assyria. 


He shall not come into this city, 
nor shoot an arrow there, nor 
come before it with shields, nor 
casta mound against it. 34 By the 
way that he came, by the same 
shall he return, and shall not come 
into this city, saith the Lord. 
35 For I will defend this city to 
save it for mine own sake, and 
for my servant David's sake. 

“Then the angel of the Lord 
went forth, and smote in the 
camp of the Assyrians a hundred 
and fourscore and five thousand: 
and when they arose early in 
the morning, behold, they were 
all dead corpses. 

3T So Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria departed, and went and re¬ 
turned, and dwelt at Nineveh. 

“And it came to pass, as fie 
was worshipping in the house of 
Nisroch his god, that Adram- 
melech and Sharezer his sons 
smote him with the sword; and 
they escaped into the land of 
Ararat: and Esar-haddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 

In those days was Hezekiah 
sick unto death. And Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz 
came unto him, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Declare 
thy will to thy house: for thou 
shalt die, and not live. 2 Then 
Hezekiah turned his face toward 
the wall, and prayed unto the 
Lord, 8 And said, Remember now, 
0 Lord, I beseech thee, how I have 
walked before thee in truth and 
with a perfect heart, and have 
done that which is good in thy 
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sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 

4 Then came the word of the 
Lord to Isaiah, saying, 5 Go, and 
say to Hezekiah, Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy fa¬ 
ther, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tears: behold, I will 
add unto thy days fifteen years. 
®And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king 
of Assyria: and I will defend this 
city. 7 And this shall be a sign 
unto thee from the Lord, that 
the I/ord will do this thing that 
he hath spoken; 8 Behold, I will 
bring again the shadow of the 
degrees, which is gone down in 
the sun-dial of Ahaz, ten degrees 
backward. So the sun returned 
ten degrees, by which degrees it 
was gone down. 

®The writing of Hezekiah king 
of Judah, when he had been sick, 
and was recovered of his sickness: 

10 I said in the cutting off of 
my days, I shall go to the gates 
of the grave: I am deprived of 
the residue of my years. "I said, 
I shall not see the Lord, even 
the Lord, in the land of the liv¬ 
ing: I shall behold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 
12 Mine age is departed, and i9 
removed from me as a shepherd’s 
tent: I have cut off like a weaver 
my life: he will cut me off from 
the loom: from day even to night 
wilt thou make an end of me. 
X3 I reckoned till morning, that, as 
a lion, so will he break all my 
bones: from day even to night 
wilt thou make an end of me. 


14 Like a crane or a swallow, so 
did I chatter: I did mourn as 
a dove: mine eyes fail with look- 
ing upward: O Lord, I am op¬ 
pressed; grant me ease. 

15 What shall I say? he halh 
both spoken unto me, and him¬ 
self hath done it: I shall go softly 
all my years in the bitterness 
of my soul. 10 0 Lord, command 
them to live; in them is the life 
of my spirit: so wilt thou re¬ 
cover me, and make me to live. 
17 Behold, for peace I had great 
bitterness : but thou hast in love 
to my soul delivered it from the 
pit of corruption: for thou hast 
cast all my sins behind thy back. 
,8 For the grave cannot praise 
thee, death can not celebrate 
thee: they that go down into the 
pit cannot hope for thy truth. 
1B The living, the living, he shall 
praise thee, as I do this day: 
the father to the children shall 
make known thy truth. 20 Tho 
Lord was ready to save me: 
therefore we will sing my songs 
to the stringed instruments all 
the days of our life in the house 
of the Lord. 

21 For Isaiah had said. Let them 
take a lump of figs, and lay it 
for a plaster upon the boil, and 
he shall recover. 22 Hezekiah also 
had said, What is the sign that I 
shall go up to the house of the 
Lord? 

At that time Merodach-bal 
adan, the son of Baladan, 
king of Babylon, sent letters and 
a present to Hezekiah: for he had 
heard that he had been sick, and 
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was recovered. a And Hezekiah 
whs glad of them, and shewed 
them the house of his precious 
things, the silver, and the gold, 
and the spices, and the precious 
ointment, and all the house of 
his armour, and all that was 
(•luud in his treasures: there was 
nothing in his house, nor in all 
his dominion, that Hezekiah 
shewed them not. “Then came 
Isaiah the prophet unto king Hez¬ 
ekiah, and said unto him, What 
said these men? and from whence 
came they unto thee? And Hez¬ 
ekiah said, They are come from 
a far country unto me, even from 
Babylon. 4 Then said he, What 
have they seen in thine house? 
And Hezekiah answered. All that 
is in mine house have they seen: 
there is noth)ng among my trea¬ 
sures that I have not Bhewn them. 
“Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord of 
hosts: c Behold, the days come, 
that all that is in thine house, 
and that which thy fathers have 
laid up in store until this day, 
shall be curried to Babylon: noth¬ 
ing shall be left, saith the 
Lord. 7 And of thy sons that shall 
issue from thee, whom thou shalt 
beget, shall they take away; and 
they shall be eunuchs in the pal¬ 
ace of the king of Babylon. 

“Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Lord 
which thou hast spoken. He said 
moreover, For there shall be 
peace and truth in my days. 

Comfort ye, comfort ye my 
people, Baith your God. 


2 Speak ye to the heart of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and cry unto her, that her 
time is accomplished, that her 
iniquity is pardoned: for she 
hath received of the Lord’s hand 
double for all her sins. 

3 The voice of him that crieth 
in the wilderness, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make straight 
in the desert a highway for our 
God. 4 Every valley shall be ex¬ 
alted, and every mountain and 
hill shall be made low: and the 
crooked shall be made straight, 
and the rough places plain: 
f> And the glory of the Lord shall 
be revealed, and all flesh shall 
see it together: for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

“The voice said, Cry. And he 
said, What shall I cry? All flesh 
is grass, and all the goodliness 
thereof is as the flower of the 
field: 7 The grass withereth, the 
flower fadeth: because the spirit 
of the Lord bloweth upon it: 
surely the people is grass. 8 The 
grass withereth, the flower fad¬ 
eth: but the word of our God 
shall stand for ever. 

e O Zion, that bringest good ti¬ 
dings, get thee up into the high 
mountain; 0 Jerusalem, that 
bringest good tidings, lift up thy 
voice with strength; lift it up, be 
not afraid; say unto the cities 
of Judah, Behold your God! “Be¬ 
hold, the Lord God will come 
with might, and his arm shall 
rule for him: behold, his reward 
is with him, and his work before 
him. "He shall feed his flock 
like a shepherd: he shall gather 
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the lambs with his arm, and carry 
them in his bosom, and shall 
gently lead those that are with 
young. 

“Who hath measured the wa¬ 
ters in the hollow of his hand, 
and meted out heaven with the 
span, and comprehended the dust 
of the earth in a measure, and 
weighed the mountains in scales, 
and the hills in a balance? 

13 Who hath directed the spirit 
of the Lord, or being his counsel¬ 
lor hath taught him? “With 
whom took he counsel, and who 
instructed him, and taught him 
in the path of judgment, and 
taught him knowledge, and 
shewed to him the way of under¬ 
standing? 15 Behold, the nations 
are as a drop of a bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the 
balance: behold, he taketh up the 
isles as a very little thing. “And 
Lebanon is not sufficient to burn, 
nor the beasts thereof sufficient 
for a burnt-offering. 17 A11 na¬ 
tions before him are as noth¬ 
ing ; and they are counted to 
him less than nothing, and vanity. 
“To whom then will ye liken 
God? or what likeness will ye 
compare unto him? “The graven 
image, a workman melted it, and 
the goldsmith spreadeth it over 
with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. 20 He that is so impover¬ 
ished that he hath no ablation 
chooseth a tree that will not rot; 
he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workman to prepare a graven 
image, that shall not be moved. 

31 Havfe ye not known? have ye 


not heard? hath it not been told 
you from the beginning? have 
ye not understood from the foun¬ 
dations of the earth? 22 /t is he 
that sitteth upon the circle of 
the earth, and the inhabitants 
thereof are as grasshoppers; that 
stretcheth out the heavens as a 
curtain, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwell in: “That 
bringeth the princes to nothing; 
he maketh the judges of the earth 
as vanity. “Yea, they shall not 
be planted; yea, they shall not 
be sown: yea, their stock shall 
not take root in the earth: ami 
he shall also blow upon them, 
and they shall wither, and the 
whirlwind shall take them away 
as stubble. 25 To whom then will 
ye liken me, that I shall be equal? 
saith the Holy One. “Lift up 
your eyes on high, and behold 
who hath created these things , 
that bringeth out their host by 
number: he calleth them all by 
names by the greatness of his 
might, for that he is strong in 
power; not one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, 0 Jacob, 
and speakest, 0 Israel, My way 
is hid from the Lord, and my 
judgment is passed over from my 
God? 28 Hast thou not known? 
hast thou not heard, that the ever¬ 
lasting God, the Lord, the Crea¬ 
tor of the ends of the earth, fainl- 
eth not, neither is weary? there 
is no searching of his under¬ 
standing. 2B He giveth power lo 
the faint; and to them that have 
no might he increaseth strength. 
30 Even the youths shall faint and 
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be weary, and the young men 
shall utterly stumble: 81 But they 
that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run, and not be weary; 
and they shall walk, and not faint. 
Keep silence before me, 0 
islands; and let the peoples 
renew their strength: let them 
come near; then let them speak: 
let us come near together to judg¬ 
ment. 2 Who raised up the right¬ 
eous man from the east, called him 
to his foot, gave the nations be¬ 
fore him, and made him rule over 
kings? he gave them as the dust 
to his sword, and as driven 
stubble to his bow. 3 He pursued 
them, and passed safely; even by 
the way that he had not trodden 
with his feet. “Who hath wrought 
and done it, calling the genera¬ 
tions from the beginning? I the 
Jx>rd, the first, and with the last; 
I am he. “The isles saw it, and 
feared; the ends of the earth 
were afraid, drew near, and came. 

“They helped every one his 
neighbour; and every one said to 
his brother, Be of good courage. 
7 So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and he that smootheth 
unth the hammer him that smote 
the anvil, saying, It is ready for 
the soldering: and he fastened it 
with nails, that it should not be 
moved. 

8 But thou, Israel, art my ser¬ 
vant, Jacob whom I have chosen, 
the seed of Abraham my friend. 
*Thou whom I have taken from 
the ends of the earth, and called 


thee from the chief men thereof, 
and said unto thee, Thou art my 
servant; I have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away. 10 Fear thou 
not; for I am with thee: be not 
dismayed; for I am thy God: I 
will strengthen thee; yea, I will 
help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my 
righteousness. "Behold, all they 
that were incensed against thee 
shall be ashamed and confounded : 
they shall be as nothing; and they 
that strive with thee shall perish. 
12 Tliou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them, even them that 
contended with thee: they that 
war against thee shall be as noth¬ 
ing, and as a thing of nought. 
13 For I the Lord thy God will 
hold thy right hand, saying unto 
thee, Fear not; I will help thee. 

"Fear not, thou worm Jacob, 
and ye men of Israel; I will help 
thee, saitli the Lord, and thy re¬ 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel. 
‘“Behold, I will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument hav¬ 
ing teeth: thou shalt thresh the 
mountains, and beat them small, 
and shalt make the hills as chaff. 
lc Thou shalt fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and 
the whirlwind shall scatter them: 
and thou shalt rejoice in the Lord, 
and shalt glory in the Holy One 
of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, and 
their tongue is parched with 
thirst, I the Lord will hear them, 
/ the God of Israel will not for-, 
sake them. ,8 I will open rivers 
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in high places, and fountains in 
the midst of the valleys: I will 
make the wilderness a pool of 
water, and the dry land springs 
of water. 10 I will plant in the 
wilderness the cedar, the shittah- 
tree, and the myrtle, and the oil- 
tree; I will set in the desert the 
fir-tree, and the pine, and the 
box-tree together: 20 That they 
may see, and know, and consider, 
and understand together, that the 
hand of the Lord hath done this, 
and the Holy One of Israel hath 
created it. 

21 Produce your cause, saith the 
Lord; bring forth your strong 
reasons, saith the king of Jacob. 
32 Let them bring them forth, and 
tell us what shall happen: declare 
ye the former things, what they 
are, that we may consider them, 
and know the latter end of them; 
or declare us things for to come. 
23 Tell the things that are to come 
hereafter, that we may know that 
ye are gods: yea, do good, or do 
evil, that we may be dismayed, 
and behold it together. 24 Behold, 
ye are of nothing, and your work 
of nought: an abomination is he 
that chooseth you. 

85 I have raised up one from 
the north, and he shall come: 
from the rising of the sun shall 
he call upon my name: and he 
shall come upon princes as upon 
mortar, and as the potter tread- 
eth clay. 26 Who hath declared 
from the beginning, that we may 
know? and beforetime, that we 
may say. He is righteous? yea, 
there is none that telleth, yea, 


there is none that declareth, yea, 
there is none that heareth your 
words. 2T I first shall say to Zion, 
Behold, behold them: and I will 
give to Jerusalem one that bring- 
eth good tidings. 2 *For I beheld, 
and there was no man; even 
among them, and there was no 
counsellor, that, when I asked of 
them, could answer a word. ^Be¬ 
hold, they are all vanity; their 
works are nothing: their molten 
images are wind and confusion. 
Behold my servant, whom I 
uphold; mine elect, in whom 
my soul delighteth; I have put 
my spirit upon him: he shall 
bring forth judgment to the na¬ 
tions. 2 He shall not cry, nor lift 
up, nor cause his voice to be 
heard in the street. 3 A bruised 
reed shall he not break, and the 
smoking flax shall he not quench: 
he shall bring forth judgment 
unto truth. 4 He shall not bum 
dimly nor be discouraged, till he 
have set judgment in the earth: 
and the isles shall wait for his 
law. 

5 Thus saith God the Lord, he 
that created the heavens, and 
stretched them out; he that spread 
forth the earth, and that which 
cometh out of it; he that giveth 
breath unto the people upon it, 
and spirit to them that walk 
therein: fl I the Lord have called 
thee in righteousness, and will 
hold thine hand, and will keep 
thee, and give thee for a covenant 
of the people, for a light of the 
nations. 7 To open the blind eyes, 
to bring out the prisoners from 
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the prison, dnd them that sit in 
darkness out of the prison-house. 
"I am the Lord: that is my name: 
and my glory will I not give to 
another, neither my praise to 
graven images. ®Behold, the for¬ 
mer things are come to pass, and 
n»'w things do I declare: before 
they spring forth I tell you of 
them. 

10 Sing unto the Lord a new 
song, and his praise from the end 
of the earth, ye that go down 
to the sea, and all that is therein; 
the isles, and the inhabitants 
thereof. n Let the wilderness and 
the cities thereof lift up their 
voice, the villages that Kedardoth 
inhahit: let the inhabitants of 
the rock sing, let them shout 
from the top of the mountains. 
,2 Let them give glory unto the 
Lord, and declare his praise in 
the islands. “The Lord shall go 
forth as a mighty man, he shall 
stir up jealousy like a man of 
war: he shall cry, yea, roar; he 
shall prevail against his enemies. 

14 I have long time held my 
peace; I have been still, and re¬ 
frained myself: now will I cry 
like a travailing woman; I will 
gasp and pant at once. ,5 I will 
make waste mountains and hills, 
and dry up all their herbs; and 
I will make the rivers islands, 
and I will dry up the pools. “And 
I will bring the hlind by a way 
that they knew not; I will lead 
them in paths that they have not 
known; I will make darkness 
light before them, and crooked 
things straight. These things will 


I do unto them, and not forsake 
them. “They shall be turned back, 
they shall be greatly ashamed, 
that trust in graven images, that 
say to the molten images, Ye ore 
our gods. 

“Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye 
blind, that ye may Bee. “Who is 
blind, but my servant? or deaf, 
as my messenger that I sent? 
who is blind as he that is perfect, 
and blind as the Lord’s servant? 
20 Seeing many things, but thou 
observest not; opening the ears, 
but he heareth not. 2l The Lord 
is well pleased for his righteous¬ 
ness’ sake; he will magnify the 
law, and make if honourable. “But 
this is a people robbed and 
spoiled; they are all of them 
snared in holes, and they are hid 
in prison-houses: they are for a 
prey, and none delivereth; for a 
spoil, and none saith, Restore. 
23 Who among you will give ear 
to this? who will hearken and 
hear for the time to come? 24 Who 
gave Jacob for a spoil, and Israel 
to the robbers? did not the Lord, 
he against whom we have sinned; 
for they would not walk in his 
ways, neither were they obedient 
unto his law. “Therefore he hath 
poured upon him the fury of his 
anger, and the strength of battle: 
and it hath set him on fire round 
about, yet he knew not; and it 
burned him, yet he laid it not to 
heart. 

But now thus saith the Lord 
that created thee, 0 Jacob, 
and he that formed thee, 0 Israel, 
Fear not: for I have redeemed 
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thee, I have called thee by thy 
Dame; thou art mine. 2 When thou 
passest through the waters, I will 
be with thee; and through the 
rivers, they shall not overflow 
thee: when thou walkest through 
the fire, thou shalt not be burned; 
neither shall the flame kindle upon 
thee. 3 For I am the Lord thy 
God, the Holy One of Israel, thy 
Saviour: I gave Egypt for thy 
ransom, Ethiopia and Seba for 
thee. 4 Since thou wast precious 
in my sight, thou hast been hon¬ 
ourable, and I have loved thee: 
therefore will I give men for 
thee, and people for thy life. 
B Fear not: for I am with thee: 
I will bring thy seed from the 
east, and gather thee from the 
west; e I will say to the north, 
Give up; and to the south, Keep 
not back: bring my sons from 
far, and my daughters from the 
ends of the earth; ''Even every 
one that is called by my name: 
for I have created him for my 
glory, I have formed him; yea, 
I ^ave made him. 8 Bring forth 
the blind people that have eyes, 
and the deaf that have ears. 

8 Let all the nations be gathered 
together, and let the people be 
assembled: who among them can 
declare this, and tell us former 
things? let them bring forth 
their witnesses, that they may 
be justified: or let them hear, 
and say, It is truth. J0 Ye are my 
witnesses, saith the Lord, and 
my servant whom I have chosen: 
that ye may know and believe me, 
and understand that I am he: be¬ 


fore me there was no God formed, 
neither shall there be after me. 
n I, even I, am the Lord; and be¬ 
sides me there is no saviour. 1Z I 
have declared, and have saved, 
and I have announced, when there 
was no strange god among you: 
therefore ye are my witnesses, 
saith the Lord, that I am God. 
,3 Yea, before the day was I am 
he; and there is none that can 
deliver out of my hand: I will 
work, and who shall reverse it? 

14 Thus saith the Lord, your Re¬ 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel; 
For your sake I have sent to Ba¬ 
bylon, and have brought down nil 
of them in swift vessels, and the 
Chaldeans in the ships of their 
rejoicing. 15 I am the Lord, your 
Holy One, the Creator of Israel, 
your King. 

16 Thus saith the Lord, who 
maketh a way in the sea, and 
a path in the mighty waters; 
17 Who bringeth forth the chariot 
and horse, the army and the pow¬ 
er; they shall lie down together, 
they shall not rise: they are ex¬ 
tinct, they are quenched as n 
wick. 18 Remember ye not the 
former things, neither consider 
the things of old. lfi Behold, I will 
do a new thing; now it shall 
spring forth; shall ye not know 
it? I will even make a way in 
the wilderness, and rivers in the 
desert. 20 The beast of the field 
shall honour me, the dragons and 
the ostriches: because I give wa¬ 
ters in the wilderness, and rivers 
in the desert, to give drink to 
my people, my chosen. 21 ThiB peo- 
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pie have I formed for myself; 
they shall tell of my praise. 

”But thou hast not called upon 
me, 0 Jacob; but thou hast been 
weary of me, 0 Israel. 23 Thou 
hast not brought me the small 
cattle of thy burnt-offerings; nei¬ 
ther hast thou honoured me with 
thy sacrifices. I have not caused 
thee to serve with an offering, 
nor wearied thee with incense. 
24 Thou ha3t bought me no sweet 
cane with money, neither hast 
thou filled me with the fat of thy 
sacrifices: but thou hast made me 
to serve with thy sins, thou hast 
wearied me with thine iniquities. 
9n I, even I, am he that blotteth 
out thy transgressions for mine 
own sake, and will not remember 
thy sins. 2R Pul me in remem¬ 
brancer let us plead together: de¬ 
clare thou, that thou mayest be 
justified. 27 Thy first father hath 
sinned, and thy teachers have 
transgressed against me. ^There¬ 
fore I have profaned the princes 
of the sanctuary, and have given 
Jacob to the curse, and Israel to 
reproaches. 

Yet now hear, 0 Jacob my 
servant; and Israel, whom I 
have chosen: 2 Thus saith the 
Lord that made thee, and formed 
thee from the womb, who will 
help thee; Fear not, O Jacob, my 
servant; and thou, Jeshurun, 
whom I have chosen. ■’’For as I 
will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground: I will pour my spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring: 4 And they 


shall spring up as among the 
grass, as willows by the water¬ 
courses. 3 One shall say, I am the 
Lord's ; and another shall call him • 
self hy the name of Jacob; and 
another shall subscribe with his 
hand unto the Lord, and surname 
himself by the name of Israel. 

a Thus saith the Lord the king 
of Israel, and his redeemer the 
Lord of hosts; I am the first, and 
I am the last; and besides me 
there is no God. 7 And who, as I, 
shall call, and shall declare it, 
and set it in order for me, since 
I appointed the ancient people? 
and the things that are coming, 
and shall come, let them declare. 
8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid: 
have not I told thee from that 
time, and have declared it? ye are 
even my witnesses. Is there a 
God besides me? yea, there is no 
God; I know not any. 

®They that make a graven 
image are all of them vanity; and 
their delectable things shall not 
profit; and they are their own 
witnesses; they see not, nor 
know; that they may be ashamed. 
10 Who hath formed a god, or 
molten a graven image that is 
profitable for nothing? n Beho!d, 
all his fellows shall be ashamed: 
and the workmen, they are of 
men: let them all be gathered 
together, let them stand up; they 
shall fear, they shall be ashamed 
together. 

12 The smith maketh an axe and 
workelh it in the coals, and fash- 
ioneth it with hammers, and work- 
eth it with the strength of his 
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arms: yea, he is hungry, and hi9 
strength faileth: he drinketh no 
water, and is faint. 13 The car¬ 
penter stretched out his rule; he 
marketh it out with a line; he 
fitted it with planes, and he 
marketh it out with the compass, 
and maketh it after the figure 
of a man, according to the beauty 
of a man; that it may dwell in 
a house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the cypress and the 
oak, which he strengtheneth for 
himself among the trees of the 
forest: he planteth an ash, and 
the rain doth nourish it. 15 Then 
shall it be for a man to burn: 
for he will take thereof, and warm 
himself; yea, he kindleth it, and 
baketh bread; yea, he maketh a 
god, and worshippeth it; he mak¬ 
eth it a graven image, and bow- 
eth down thereto. 1s He burneth 
half thereof in the fire; with half 
thereof he eateth flesh; he roast- 
eth roast, and is satisfied: yea, 
he warmeth himself, and saith, 
Aha, I am warm, I have seen the 
fire: 17 And the residue thereof 
he maketh a god, even his graven 
image: he boweth down unto it, 
and worshippeth it, and prayeth 
unto it, and saith, Deliver me; 
for thou art my god. 

,8 They have not known nor un¬ 
derstood : for he hath shut their 
eyes, that they cannot see; and 
their hearts, that they cannot un¬ 
derstand. lfl And none considereth 
in his heart, neither is there 
knowledge nor understanding to 
say, I have burned half of it in 


the fire; yea, also I have baked 
bread upon the coals thereof; I 
have roasted flesh, and eaten it: 
and shall I make the residue 
thereof an abomination? shall I 
bow down to a block of wood? 
20 He feedeth on ashes: a deceived 
heart hath turned him aside, that 
he cannot deliver his soul, nor 
say, Is there not a lie in my right 
hand? 

2, Remember these, 0 Jacob and 
Israel; for thou art my servant: 
I have formed thee; thou art my 
servant: 0 Israel, thou shalt not 
be forgotten of me. 22 I have 
blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy 
transgressions, and, as a cloud, 
thy sins: return unto me; for I 
have redeemed thee. 

2,1 Sing, 0 ye heavens; for the 
Lord hath done it: shout, ye 
lower parts of the earth: hreak 
forth into singing, ye mountains, 
0 forest, and every tree therein: 
for the Lord hath redeemed Ja¬ 
cob, and glorified himself in Is¬ 
rael. 

24 Thus saith the Lord, thy re¬ 
deemer, and he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the I xml 
that maketh all things; that 
stretcheth forth the heavens a- 
lone; that spreadeth abroad the 
earth by myself; 2r> That frus¬ 
trated the tokens of the liars, 
and maketh diviners mad; that 
turneth wise men backward, and 
maketh their knowledge foolish; 
2C That confirmed the word of his 
servant, and performed the coun¬ 
sel of his messengers; that saith 
to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be in- 
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habited; and to the cities of Ju¬ 
dah, Ye shall be built, and I will 
raise up the ruined places there¬ 
of: 27 That saith to the deep, Be 
dry, and I will dry up thy rivers: 
"That aaith of Cyrus, He is my 
shepherd, and shall perform all 
my pleasure: even saying to Je- 
niMttlem, Thou shalt be built; and 
to the temple, Thy foundation 
shall he laid. 

Thus saith the Lord to his 
anointed, to Cyrus, whose 
right hand I have held, to sub¬ 
due nations before him; and I 
will loose the loins of kings, to 
open before him the doors, and 
the gates shall not be Bhut; 2 I 
will go before thee, and make the 
crooked places straight: I will 
break in pieces the gates of brass, 
and cut asunder the bars of iron: 
'And I will give thee the treasures 
of darkness, and hidden riches of 
secret places, that thou mayest 
know that I, the Lord, who call 
thee by thy name, am the God of 
Israel. 'For Jacob my servant’s 
sake, and Israel mine elect, I have 
even called thee by thy name: I 
have Burnamed thee, though thou 
hast not known me. ft I am the 
Lord, and there is none else, there 
is no God besides me: I girded 
thee, though thou hast not known 
me: “That they may know from 
the rising of the sun, and from 
the west, that there is none be¬ 
sides me.

8 Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour 
down righteousness: let the earth 
open, and let them bring forth 
salvation, and let righteousness 
spring up together; I the Lord 
have created it. 

®Woe unto him that striveth 
with his Maker! Let the pot¬ 
sherd strive with the potsherds 
of the earth. Shall the clay say 
to him that fashioneth it, What 
makest thou? or thy work, He 
hath no hands? 10 Woe unto him 
that saith unto his father, What 
begettest thou? or to the woman, 
What hast thou brought forth? 

“Thus saith the Lord, the Holy 
One of Israel, and his Maker, 
Ask me of things to come con¬ 
cerning my sons, and concerning 
the work of my hands command 
ye me. 12 I have made the earth, 
and created man upon it: I, even 
my hands have stretched out the 
heavens, and all their host have I 
commanded. 13 I have raised him 
up in righteousness, and I will 
direct all his ways: he shall build 
my city, and he Bhall let go my 
captives, not for price nor re¬ 
ward, saith the Lord of hosts. 

“Thus saith the Lord, The 
labour of Egypt, and merchan¬ 
dise of Ethiopia and of the Sabe- 
ans, men of stature, shall come 
over unto thee, and they shall be 
thine: they shall come after thee; 
in chains they shall come over, 
and they shall fall down unto 
thee, they shall make supplication 
unto thee, saying, Surely God 
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is in thee; and there is none else, 
there is no other God. 

“Verily thou art a God that 
hidest thyself, 0 God of Israel, 
the Saviour. “They shall be 
ashamed, and also confounded, 
all of them: they shall go to con¬ 
fusion together that are makers 
of idols. 17 Z?wt Israel shall be 
naved in the Lord with an ever¬ 
lasting salvation: ye shall not be 
ashamed nor confounded to eter¬ 
nity. 

“For thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens; God himself 
that formed the earth and made 
it; he hath established it, he 
created it not in vain, he formed 
it to be inhabited: I am the 
Lord; and there is none else. 18 I 
have not spoken in secret, in a 
dark place of the earth: I said 
not unto the seed of Jacob, Seek 
ye me in vain: I the Lord speak 
righteousness, I declare things 
that are right. Z0 Assemble your¬ 
selves and come; draw near to¬ 
gether, ye that are escaped of the 
nations: they have no knowledge 
that set up the wood of their 
graven image, and pray unto a 
god that eannot save. 21 Tell ye, 
and bring them near; yea, let 
them take counsel together: who 
hath declared this from ancient 
time? who hath told it from that 
time? have not I the Lord? and 
there is no other God besides me; 
a just God and a Saviour; there 
is none besides me. “Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all the ends 
of the earth: for I am God, and 
there is none else. 23 I have sworn 


by myself, the word is gone out 
of my mouth in righteousness, 
and shall not return, That unto 
me every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear. “Surely, shall 
one say, in the Lord have 1 
righteousness and strength: even 
to him shall men come; and all 
that are incensed against him 
shall be ashamed. 2r, In the Lord 
shall all the seed of Israel be 
justified, and shall glory. 

Bel boweth down, Nebo stoop- 
eth, their idols were upon 
the beasts, and upon the cattle: 
the things carried by you an* 
made a load, a burden to tin* 
weary beast. 2 They stoop, they 
bow down together; they eould 
not deliver the burden, but them¬ 
selves are gone into captivity. 

3 Hearken unto me, 0 house of 
Jacob, and ail the remnant of the 
house of Israel, that are borne 
by me from the birth, that are 
carried from the womb: 4 And 
even to your old age I am lie. 
and even to hoary hairs will I 
carry you: I have made, and l 
will bear; even I will carry, and 
will deliver you. 

s To whom will ye liken me, and 
make me equal, and compare me, 
that we may be like? 6 They lavish 
gold out of the bag, and weigh 
silver in the balance, and hire a 
goldsmith; and he maketh it a 
god: they fall down, yea, they 
worship. ’They bear him upon 
the shoulder, they carry him, and 
set him in his place, and he 
standeth; from his place shall he 
not remove: yea, one shall cry 
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iinto him, yet can he not answer, 
nor save him out of his trouble. 

H Rememher this, and shew your¬ 
selves men; bring it again to 
mind, 0 ye transgressors. '’Re- 
member the former things of old: 
for I am Cod, and there in none 
else; / am Cod, and there in none 
like me, '“Declaring the end from 
the beginning, and from ancient 
times the things that are not 
yet done, saying. My counsel shall 
stand, and I will do all my plea¬ 
sure: "Calling a ravenous bird 
from the east, the man that ex- 
ceuteth my counsel from a far 
countr}': yea, I have spoken it, 
I will also bring it to pass; I have 
purposed it, I will also do it. 

"Hearken unto me, ye stout¬ 
hearted, that arc far from right¬ 
eousness: ,: l bring near my 

righteousness; it shall not be far 
off, and my salvation shall not 
tarry: and I will place salvation 
In Zion for Israel my glory. 

Come down, and sit in the 
dust, 0 virgin daughter of 
Babylon, sit on the ground: there 
is no throne, 0 daughter of the 
Chaldeans : for thou shalt no more 
be called tender and delicate. 
2 Take the millstones, and grind 
meal: uncover thy veil, lift up 
the skirt, uncover the thigh, pass 
over the rivers. -Thy nakedness 
shall be uncovered, yea, tby shame 
shull be seen: T will take ven¬ 
geance, and I will not regard any 
man. Ms for our redeemer, the 
I.ord of hosts is bis name, the 
Holy One of Israel. "Sit thou 
silent, and get thee into darkness. 


0 daughter of the Chaldeans: for 
thou shalt no more be called, The 
lady of kingdoms. '*1 was wroth 
with my people, I have polluted 
mine inheritance, and given them 
into thine hand: thou didst shew 
them no mercy; upon the aged 
hast thou very heavily laid thy 
yoke. 7 And thou saidst, I shall 
be a lady for ever: so that thou 
didst not lay these things to thy 
heart, neither didst remember 
the latter end of it. 

"Therefore hear now this, thou 
that art given to pleasures, that 
dwellesl carelessly, that sayest 
in thine heart, I am, and none 
else besides me; I shall not sit 
as a widow, neither shall I know 
the loss of children: ’But these 
two things shall eome to thee in 
a moment in one day, the loss of 
children, and widowhood: they 
shall come upon thee in their 
perfection for the multitude of 
thy sorceries, and for the great 
abundance of thine enchantments.

vail. ia Thou art wearied in the 
multitude of thy counsels. I^et 
now the astrologers, the star¬ 
gazers, the monthly prognosticat¬ 
ors, stand up, and save thee from 
these things that shall come upon 
thee.

be called a house of prayer for 
all peoples. "The Lord God who 
gathereth the outcasts of Israel 
saith, Yet will I gather others 
to him, besides those that are 
gathered unto him. 

'’All ye beasts of the field, come 
to devour, yea, all ye beasts in 
the forest. 10 His watchmen are 
blind: they are all ignorant, they 
are all dumb dogs, they cannot 
bark; dreaming, lying down, lov¬ 
ing to slumber. "Yea, they are 
greedy dogs which can never have 
enough, and they are shepherds 
that cannot understand: they all 
look to their own way, every one 
for his gain, from his quarter. 
tJ Come ye, say they, I will fetch 
wine, and we will fill ourselves 
with strong drink ; and to-morrow 
shall be as this day, and much 
more abundant.

r Their feet run to evil, and 
they make haste to shed in¬ 
nocent blood: their thoughts are 
thoughts of iniquity; wasting and 
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destruction are in their paths. 
B The way of peace they know hot; 
and there is no judgment in their 
ways: they have made them 
crooked paths: whosoever goeth 
therein shall not know peace. 

therefore is judgment far from 
us, neither doth justice overtake 
us: we wait for light, but behold 
obscurity; for brightness, hut we 
walk in darkness. 10 We grope for 
the wall like the blind, and we 
grope as if we had no eyes: we 
stumble at noonday as in the 
night; we are in desolate places 
as dead men. 11 We roar all like 
bears, and mourn sore like doves: 
we look for judgment, but there 
is none; for salvation, but it is 
far off from us. 

,2 For our transgressions are 
multiplied before thee, and our 
sins testify against us: for our 
transgressions are with us; and 
as for our iniquities, we know 
them; rl In transgressing and ly¬ 
ing against the Lord, and depart¬ 
ing away from our God, speaking 
oppression and revolt, conceiving 
and uttering from the heart 
words of falsehood. ,4 And judg¬ 
ment is turned away backward, 
and justice standeth afar off: for 
truth is fallen in the street, and 
equity cannot enter. ir, Yca, truth 
faileth; and he that departeth 
from evil maketh himself a prey: 

And the Lord saw if, and it 
displeased him that there was 
no judgment. 10 And he saw that 
there was no man, and wondered 
that there was no intercessor: 
therefore his arm brought salva¬ 


tion unto him; and his righteous 
ness, it sustained him. ,: For h

‘Lift up thine eyes round about, 
and see: all they gather them¬ 
selves together, they come to 
thee: thy sons shall come from 
far, and thy daughters shall be 
nursed at thy side. 6 Then thou 
shult see, and be brightened up, 
and thine heart shall stand in 
Mwu, and be enlarged; because the 
abundance of the sea shall be 
converted unto thee, the wealth 
of nations shall come unto thee. 

"The multitude of camels shall 
cover thee, the dromedaries of 
Midian and Ephah; all they from 
Sheba shall come: they shall bring 
gold and incense; and they shall 
herald the praises of the liord. 
7 A11 the flocks of Kedar shall be 
gathered together unto thee, the 
rams of Nebaioth shall minister 
unto thee: they shall come up 
with acceptance on mine altar, 
and I will glorify the house of 
my glory. 

*VVho are these that fly as a 
cloud, and as the doyes to their 
windows? "Surely the isles shall 
wait for me, and the ships of 
Tnrshish first, to bring thy sons 
from far, their silver and their 
gold with them unto the name 
of the Lord thy God, and to the 
Holy One of Israel, because he 
hath glorified thee. 

''And the sons of strangers 
shall build up thy walls, and their 
kings shall minister unto thee: 
for in my wrath I smote thee, 
buL in my favour have I had 


mercy on thee. 11 Therefore thy 
gates shall be open continually; 
they shall not be shut day nor 
night; that men may bring unto 
thee the wealth of nations, and 
that their kings may be led, ]2 For 
the nation and kingdom that will 
not serve thee shall perish; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly 
wasted. 

13 Tho glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee, the fir-tree, the 
pine-tree, and the box together, 
to beautify the place of my sanc¬ 
tuary; and I will make the place 
of my feet glorious. 14 The sons 
also of them that afflicted thee 
shall come bending unto thee; arid 
all they that despised thee shall 
bow themselves down at the soles 
of thy feet; and they shall call 
thee, The city of the Lord, The 
Zion of the Holy One of Israel. 

^-Whereas thou hast been for¬ 
saken and hated, so that no man 
went through thee, I will make 
thee an eternal excellency, a joy 
of many generations. lf, Thou shalt 
also suck the milk of the nations, 
and shalt suck the breast of 
kings: and thou shalt know that 
I the Lord am thy saviour and 
thy redeemer, the Mighty One of 
Jacob. 

,T For brass I will bring gold, 
and for iron I will bring silver, 
and for wood brass, and for 
stones iron: I will also make thy 
officers peace, and thine exactors 
righteousness. “Violence shall no 
more be heard in thy land, wast¬ 
ing nor destruction within thy 
borders; but thou shalt call thy 
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walls Salvation, and thy gates 
Praise. 

ie Tlie sun shall be no more thy 
light by day; neither for bright¬ 
ness shall the moon give light 
unto thee: but the Lord shall be 
unto thee an everlasting light, 
and thy God thy glory. Z0 Thy 
sun shall no more go down; nei¬ 
ther shall thy moon withdraw it¬ 
self ; for the Lord shall be thine 
everlasting light, and the days of 
thy mourning shall be ended. 

21 Thy people also shall be all 
righteous: they shall inherit the 
land for ever, the branch of my 
planting, the work of my hands, 
that I may be glorified. 22 A little 
one shall become a thousand, and 
a small one a numerous nation: 
I the Lord will hasten it in his 
time. 

The spirit of the Lord God 
is upon me; because the 
Lord hath anointed me to preach 
good tidings unto the meek; he 
hath sent me to bind up the 
broken-hearted, to proclaim liber¬ 
ty to the captives, and the de¬ 
liverance to them that are bound; 
2 To proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord, and the day of 
vengeance of our God; to com¬ 
fort all that mourn; ’'To appoint 
unto them that mourn in Zion, 
to give unto them beauty for 
ashes, the oil of joy for mourn¬ 
ing, the garment of praise for 
the spirit of heaviness; that they 
might be called oaks of righteous¬ 
ness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be glorified.

,0 I will greatly rejoice in th 
Lord, my soul shall be joyful i 
my God; for he hath clothed m 
with the garments of salvatim 
he hath covered me with the run 
of righteousness, as a bridegnmr 
decketh himself with ornamenb 
and as a bride adorneth kernel 
with her jewels. n For as th 
earth bringeth forth her bur 
and as the garden causeth th 
seeds that are sown in it t 
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spring forth; so the Lord God not drink thy wine, for which 
will cause righteousness and i thou hast laboured: w But they 


praise to spring forth before all 
the nations. 

LjO For Zion's sake will I not 
u hold my peace, and for Jeru¬ 
salem's sake I will not rest, until 
the righteousness thereof go forth 
as brightness, and the salvation 
thereof as a lamp that burneth. 

And the nations shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy 
glory: and thou shalt be called 
by a new name, which the mouth 
of the Lord shall name. 3 Thou 
shalt also be a crown of glory 
In the hand of the Lord, and a 
royal diadem in the hand of thy 
God. 4 Thou shalt no more be 
termed Forsaken; neither shall 
thy land any more be termed 
Desolate: but thou shalt be called 
Hephzi-bah, and thy land Beulah: 
for the Lord delighteth in thee, 
nnd thy land shall be married. 
®For as a young man marrieth 
a virgin, so shall thy sons marry 
thee: and as the bridegroom re- 
Joiceth over the bride, so shall 
thy God rejoice over thee. 

°I have set watchmen upon thy 
walls, 0 Jerusalem, who shall 
never hold their peace day nor 
night: ye that make mention of 
the Lord, keep not silence, 7 And 
give him no rest, till he establish, 
snd till he make Jerusalem a 
praise in the earth. 8 The Lord 
hath sworn by his right hand, 
and by the arm of his strength, 
Surely I will no more give thy 
com to be meat for thine enemies; 
and the sons of the stranger shall 


that have gathered it shall eat 
it, and praise the Lord; and they 
that have brought it together 
shall drink it in the courts of my 
holiness. 

10 Go through, go through the 
gates; prepare ye the way of the 
people; cast up, cast up the high¬ 
way; gather out the stones; lift 
up a standard for the people. 
“Behold, the Lord hath pro¬ 
claimed unto the end of the 
world, Say ye to the daughter 
of Zion, Behold, thy salvation 
cometh; behold, his reward ts 
with him, and his work before 
him. 12 And they shall call them, 
The holy people, The redeemed 
of the Lord: and thou shalt be 
called, Sought out, A city not 
forsaken. 

£9 Who is this that cometh 
from Edom, with dyed gar¬ 
ments from Bozrah? this that ia 
glorious in his apparel, travelling 
in the greatness of his strength? 
I that speak in righteousness, 
mighty to save. 2 Wherefore art 
thou red in thine apparel, and thy 
garments like him that treadeth 
in the wine-press? 3 I have trod¬ 
den the wine-press alone; and of 
the people there wa3 none with 
me: for I will tread them in 
mine anger, and trample them 
in my fury; and their blood shall 
be sprinkled upon my garments, 
and I will stain all my raiment. 
4 For the day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my 
redeemed is come. "And I looked, 


and there was none to help; and 
I wondered that there was none 
to uphold; therefore mine own 
arm brought salvation unto me; 
and my fury, it upheld me. °And 
I will tread down the people in 
mine anger, and make them drunk 
in my fury, and I will bring 
down their strength to the earth. 

7 I will mention the loving-kind¬ 
nesses of the Lord, and the praises 
of the Lord, according to all that 
the Lord hath bestowed on us, 
and the great goodness toward 
the house of Israel, which he 
hath bestowed on them accord¬ 
ing to his mercies, and according 
to the multitude of his loving¬ 
kindnesses. 8 For he said, Surely 
they are my people, children that 
will not lie: so he was their sav¬ 
iour. e In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his 
presence saved them: in his love 
and in his pity he redeemed 
them; and he bore them, and 
carried them all the days of old. 
10 But they rebelled, and vexed his 
holy spirit: therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and 
fought against them. n Then he 
remembered the days of old, Mo¬ 
ses, and his people, saying, Where 
is he that brought them up out 
of the sea with the shepherd of 
his flock? where is he that put 
his holy spirit within him? 12 That 
led them by the right hand of 
Moses with his glorious arm, di¬ 
viding the water before them, 
to make himself an everlasting 
name? 13 That led them through 
the deep as a horse in the wilder¬ 


ness, that they should not stum¬ 
ble? 14 As a beast goeth down 
into the valley, the spirit of the 
Lord caused him to rest: an 
didst thou lead thy people, to 
make thyself a glorious name. 

15 Look down from heaven, and 
behold from the habitation of thy 
holiness and of thy glory: where 
is thy zeal and thy strength, thy 
yearning pity and thy mercies 
toward me? are they restrained? 
,8 Doubtless thou .art our father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of 
us, and Israel acknowledge us 
not: thou, 0 Lord, art our father, 
our redeemer; thy name is from 
everlasting. 17 0 Lord, why hast 
thou made us to err from thy 
ways, and hardened our heart 
from thy fear? Return for thy 
servants’ sake, the tribes of thine 
inheritance. 18 The people of thv 
holiness have possessed it but a 
little while: our adversaries have 
trodden down thy sanctuary. 1B We 
are become as they over whom 
thou never borest rule; as they 
that were not called by thy name. 

Oh that thou wouldest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldest come 
down, that the mountains might 
flow down at thy presence. 

As when the melting lire 
burneth, the fire causeth the 
waters to boil, to make thy name 
known to thine adversaries, that 
the nations may tremble at thy 
presence! 2 When thou didst ter¬ 
rible things which we looked not 
for, thou earnest down, the moun¬ 
tains flowed down at thy presence. 
3 For since the beginning of the 
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world men have not heard, nor 
perceived by the ear, neither hath 
the eye Been, O God, besides thee, 
what he hath prepared for him 
UiuL waiteth for him. ‘Thou meet- 
est him that rejoiceth and work- 
eth righteousness, those that re¬ 
member thee in thy ways: behold, 
thou art wroth; for we have 
sinned in them continually, yet 
nliall be saved. 5 But we are 
all as an unclean thing, and all 
our righteousnesses are as a filthy 
garment; and we all do fade as 
a leaf; and our iniquities, like 
the wind, have taken us away. 
f And there is none that calleth 
upon thy name, that stirreth up 
himself to take hold of thee: for 
thou hast hid thy face from us, 
and hast consumed us, because of 
our iniquities. 

7 But now, 0 Lord, thou art our 
father; we are the clay, and thou 
our potter; and we all are the 
work of thy hand. 8 Be not wroth 
very sore, O Lord, neither re¬ 
member iniquity for ever: behold, 
see, we beseech thee, we are all 
thy people. e Thy holy cities are 
a wilderness, Zion is a wilderness, 
Jerusalem a desolation. 1(> Ourholy 
and our beautiful house, where 
our fathers praised thee, is 
burned up with fire: and all our 
pleasant tilings are laid waste. 
“Wilt thou refrain thyself for 
these things „ O Lord? wilt thou 
hold thy peace, and afflict us very 
sore? 

I am sought of them that 
asked not for me; I am found 
of them that sought me not: I 


said, Behold me, behold me, unto a 
nation that was not called by my 
name. 2 I have spread out my hands 
all the day unto a rebellious peo¬ 
ple, that walketh in a way that 
was not good, after their own 
thoughts; a A people that provok- 
eth me to anger continually to 
my face; that sacrificeth in gar¬ 
dens, and burneth incense upon 
altars of brick; ‘‘That remain 
among the graves, and lodge in 
the monuments, that eat swine’s 
flesh, and broth of abominable 
things is in their vessels; s That 
say, Stand by thyself, come not 
near to me; for I am holier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my 
nose, a fire that burneth all the 
day. ®Behold, it is written before 
me: I will not keep silence, but 
will recompense, even recompense 
into their bosom, 7 Your iniquities, 
and the iniquities of your fathers 
together, saith the Lord, that 
have burned incense upon the 
mountains, and blasphemed me 
upon the hills: therefore will I 
measure their former work into 
their bosom. 

“Thus saith the Lord, As the 
new wine is found in the cluster, 
and one saith, Destroy it not; 
for a blessing is in it: so will I 
do for my servants’ sake, that I 
may not destroy them all. ®And 
I will bring forth a seed out of 
Jacob, and out of Judah an in¬ 
heritor of my mountains; and 
mine elect shall inherit it, and 
my servants shall dwell there. 
10 And Sharon shall be a fold of 
flocks, and the valley of Achor 
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a place for the herds to lie down 
in, for my people that have sought 
me . 11 But ye are they that forsake 
the Lord, that forget my holy 
mountain, that prepare a table for 
Fortune, and that fill up mingled 
wine unto Destiny. "Therefore 
will I number you to the sword, 
and ye shall all bow down to the 
slaughter: because when I called, 
ye did not answer; when I spoke, 
ye did not hear; but did evil be¬ 
fore mine eyes, and did choose 
that wherein I delighted not. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, my servants shall 
eat, but ye shall be hungry: be¬ 
hold, my servants shall drink, 
but ye shall be thirsty: behold, 
my servants shall rejoice, but ye 
shall be ashamed: “Behold, my 
servants shall sing for joy of 
heart, but ye shall cry for sorrow 
of heart, and shall howl for vexa¬ 
tion of spirit. “And ye shall 
leave your name for a curse unto 
my chosen: for the Lord God shall 
slay thee, and call his servants 
by another name: “That he who 
blesseth himself in the earth shall 
bless himself in the God of truth; 
and he that sweareth in the earth 
shall swear by the God of truth; 
because the former troubles are 
forgotten, and because they are 
hid from mine eyes. 17 For, be¬ 
hold, I create new heavens and a 
new earth: and the former shall 
not be remembered, nor come in¬ 
to mind. “But be ye glad and 
rejoice for ever in that which I 
create: for, behold, I create Je¬ 
rusalem a rejoicing, and her peo¬ 


ple a joy. ,B And I will rejoioe in 
Jerusalem, and joy in my people: 
and the voice of weeping shall 
be no more heard in her, nor the 
voice of crying. 20 There shall be 
no more thence an infant of days, 
nor an old man that hath not 
filled his days: for the child shall 
die a hundred years old; and as 
a sinner he that dieth at the age 
of a hundred years shall be ac¬ 
cursed. 2i And they shall build 
houses, and inhabit them; a?ul 
they shall plant vineyards, and 
eat the fruit of them. "They 
shall not build, and another in¬ 
habit: they shall not plant, and 
another eat: for as the days of 
a tree are the days of my people, 
and mine elect shall long enjoy 
the work of their hands. "They 
shall not labour in vain, nor bring 
forth for trouble; for they are, 
the seed of the blessed of the 
Lord, and their offspring willi 
them. 24 And it shall come to pass, 
that before they call, I will an¬ 
swer; and while they are yet 
speaking, I will hear. "The wolf 
and the lamb shall feed together, 
and the lion shall eat straw like 
the bullock: and dust shall be the 
serpent’s meat. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain, saith the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord, The 
heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool: where in 
the house that ye build unto me? 
and where is the place of my 
rest? 2 For all those things hath 
mine hand made, and all Uumo 
things have been, saith the Lord: 
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but upon such a man will I look, 
upon him that is poor and of a 
contrite spirit, and trembleth at 
iny word. ^ I 

"He that killeth an ox is as if 
he slew a man; he that sacrifieeth 
a lamb, as if he cut off a dog’s 
neck; he that offereth an oblation, 
as if he offered swine's blood; 
he that burneth incense, as if he 
lih«un d an idol. Yea, they have 
chosen their own ways, and their 
soul delighteth in their abomina¬ 
tions. 4 I also will choose their 
delusions, and will bring their 
fears upon them; because when 
I called, none did answer; when 
I spoke, they did not hear: but 
they did evil before mine eyes, 
and chose that in which I de¬ 
lighted not. 

s Hear the word of the Lord, ye 
that tremble at his word; Your 
brethren that hated you, that 
cast you out for my name’s sake, 
said, Let the Lord be glorified: 
but. he shall appear to your joy, 
and they shall be ashamed. 8 A 
voice of noise from the city, a 
voice from the temple, a voice 
of the Lord that rendereth re¬ 
compense to his enemies. 7 Before 
she travailed, she brought forth; 
before her pain came, she was 
delivered of a man-child. B Who 
hath heard such a thing? who 
huth seen such things? Shall the 
earth be made to bring forth in 
one day? or shall a nation be 
born at once? for as soon as 
Zion travailed, she brought forth 
her children. e Shall 1 bring to 
the birth, and not cause to bring 


forth? saith the Lord: shall I 
who cause to bring forth, shut 
the womb? saith thy God. 

,0 Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, 
and be glad with her, all ye that 
love her: rejoice for joy with her, 
all ye that mourn for her; "That 
ye may suck, and be satisfied 
with the breasts of her consola¬ 
tions ; that ye may suck out, and 
be delighted with the abundance 
of her glory. ,2 For thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will extend 
peace to her like a river, and the 
glory of nations like a flowing 
stream; then shall ye suck, ye 
shall be borne upon her sides, 
and be dandled upon her knees. 
l8 As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you; 
and ye shall be comforted in Je¬ 
rusalem. "And when ye see this, 
your heart shall rejoice, and your 
bones shall flourish like a herb: 
and the hand of the Lord shall 
be known toward his servants, 
and he will be angry with his 
enemies. 

ls For, behold, the Lord will 
come with fire, and with his char¬ 
iots like a whirlwind, to render 
his anger with fury, and his re¬ 
buke with flames of fire. 10 For 
by fire and by his sword will the 
Lord plead with all flesh: and the 
slain of the Lord shall be many. 
"They that sanctify themselves, 
and purify themselves in the 
gardens behind one tree in the 
midst, eating swine’s flesh, and 
the abomination, and the mouse, 
shall be consumed together, saith 
the Lord. 1B For I know theif 
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works and their thoughts: it shall 
come, that I will gather all na¬ 
tions and tongues; and they shall 
come, and see my glory. 

1B And I will set a sign among 
them, and I will send those that 
escape of them unto the nations, 
to Tarshish, Pul, and Lud, that 
draw the bow, to Tubal, and Ja¬ 
van, to the isles afar off, that have 
not heard my fame, neither have 
seen my glory; and they shall 
declare my glory among the na¬ 
tions. 20 And they shall bring all 
your brethren for an offering un¬ 
to the Lord out of all nations 
upon horses, and in chariots, and 
in litters, and upon mules, and 
upon swift beasts, to my holy 
mountain Jerusalem, saith the 
Lord, as the children of Israel 


bring an offering in a clean ves 
sel into the house of the Lord 
2, And I will also take of their 
for priests and for Levites, saitt 
the Lord. 22 For as the new heav¬ 
ens and the new earth, which 1 
will make, shall remain before 
me, saith the Lord, so shall youi 
seed and your name remain. 23 Ant 
it shall come to pass, that frorr 
one new moon to another, anr 
from one sabbath to another, slml 
all flesh come to worship before 
me, saith the Lord. 24 And tho> 
shall go forth, and look upon tin 
carcasses of the men that have 
transgressed against me : for theii 
worm shall not die, neither shall 
their fire be quenched; and they 
shall be an abhorrence unto all 
flesh. 


And it shall come to pass, that from one new moon to another, 
and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh come, to worship 
before me, saith the Lord.

JEREMIAH 


1 The words of Jeremiah the 
■*- son of Hilkiah, of the priests 
11wtt were in Anathoth in the land 
of Benjamin: 2 To whom the word 
of the Lord came in the days of 
Josiah the son of Amon king of 
Judah, in the thirteenth year of 
his reign. 3 It came also in the 
days of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah, unto the end 
of the eleventh year of Zedekiah 
the sow of Josiah king of Judah, 
unto the carrying away of Jeru¬ 
salem captive in the fifth month. 

‘Then the word of the Lord 
came unto me, SHying, 'Before 
I formed thee in the belly I knew 
thee; and before thou earnest 
forth out of the womb I sancti¬ 
fied thee, and I ordained thee a 
prophet unto the nations. 9 Then 
said I, Ah, L«ord God! behold, I 
cannot speak: for I am a child. 
7 But the Lord said unto me, Say 
not, I am a child: for thou shalt 
go to all that I shall send thee, 
and whatsoever I command thee 
thou shalt speak. 8 Be not afraid 
of them: for I am with thee to 
deliver thee, saith the Lord. 
“Then the Lord put forth his 
hand, and touched my mouth. 
And the Lord said unto me, Be¬ 
hold, I have put my words in thy 
mouth. l0 See, I have thiB day 


set thee over the nations and over 
the kingdoms, to root out, and to 
pull down, and to destroy, and to 
throw down, to build, and to 
plant. 

“Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, Jere¬ 
miah, what seest thou? And I 
said, I see a rod of an almond- 
tree. “Then said the Lord unto 
me ; Thou hast well seen: for I 
will hasten my word to perform 
it. 

19 And the word of the Lord 
came unto me the second time, 
saying, What seest thou? And 
I said, I see a seething pot; and 
the face thereof ts toward the 
north. 

“Then the Lord said unto me, 

Out of the north evil shall 
break forth upon all the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land. 1B For, lo, I 
will call all the families of the 
kingdoms of the north, saith the 
Lord; and they shall come, and 
they shall set every one his throne 
at the entrance of the gates of 
Jerusalem, and againBt all the 
walls thereof round about, and 
against all the cities of Judah. 
“And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their 
wickedness, in that they have 
forsaken me, and have burned 
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incense unto other gods, and 
worshipped the work9 of their 
own hands. 1T Thou therefore gird 
up thy loins, and arise, and speak 
unto them all that I command 
thee: be not dismayed before 
them, lest I confound thee before 
them. 18 For, behold, I have made 
thee this day a fortified city, and 
an iron pillar, and brazen walls 
against the whole land, against 
the kings of Judah, against the 
princes thereof, against the priests 
thereof, and against the people 
of the land. 1B And they shall 
fight against thee; but they shall 
not prevail against thee; for I 
am with thee, saith the Lord, to 
deliver thee. 

2 Moreover the word of the 
Lord came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ear9 of Je¬ 
rusalem, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord; I remember for thee the 
kindness of thy youth, the love 
of thine espousals, when thou 
wentest after me in the wilder¬ 
ness, in a land that wan not sown. 
3 Israel was holiness unto the 
Lord, and the first-fruits of his 
increase: all that devour him 
shall offend; evil shall come upon 
them, saith the Lord. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, 
O house of Jacob, and all the 
families of the house of Israel: 
-Thus saith the Lord, 

What iniquity have your fa¬ 
thers found in me, that they are 
gone far from me, and have 
walked after vanity, and are be¬ 
come vain? a Neither said they, 


Where is the Lord that brought 
us up out of the land of Egypt 
that led us through the wilder 
ness, through a land of deserts 
and of pits, through a land of 
drought, and of the shadow of 
death, through a land that n< 
man passed through, and when 
no man dwelt? 7 And I brought 
you into a plentiful country, ft 
eat the fruit thereof and tin 
goodness thereof; but when \t 
entered, ye defiled my land, and 
made mine heritage an abomina¬ 
tion. 8 The priests said not, When 
is the Lord? and they that handle 
the lav/ knew me not: the shep¬ 
herds also transgressed against 
me, and the prophets prophesied 
by Baal, and walked after thinya 
that do not profit. °Wherefore 1 
will yet plead with you, saitli 
the Lord, and wUh your chil¬ 
dren's children will I plead. 1u Foi 
pass over the isles <jf Chittim 
and see; and send unto Kedar 
and consider diligently, and see 
if there be such a thing. “Hath 
a nation changed its gods, which 
are yet no gods? but my people 
have changed their glory foi 
that which doth not profit. 12 Tl€ 
astonished, 0 ye heavens, at this, 
and be horribly afraid, be yc 
very desolate, saith the Lord. 
,3 For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me 
the fountain of living waters, to 
hew them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water. 

,4 /$ Israel a servant? is he a 
home-born slave? why is he 
spoiled? ,5 The young lions roared 
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upon him, .and yelled, and they 
made his land waste: his cities 
are burned without inhabitant. 
’"Also the children of Noph 
and Tahpanhes have broken the 
crown of thy head. 17 Hast thou 
not procured this unto thyself, 
in that thou hast forsaken the 
Lord thy God, when he led thee 
by the way? 

'•And now what hast thou to 
do in the way of Egypt, to drink 
the waters of Shihor? or what 
hast thou to do in the way of 
Assyria, to drink the waters of 
the River? ’“Thine own wicked¬ 
ness shall correct thee, and thy 
backslidings shall reprove thee: 
know therefore and see that it is 
an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou hast forsaken the Lord thy 
God, and that my fear is not in 
thee, saith the Lord God of hosts. 

“For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; 
and thou saidst, I will not trans¬ 
gress; when upon every high hill 
and under every green tree thou 
wanderest, playing the harlot. 
J, Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed: how 
then art thou turned into wild 
shoots of a strange vine unto me? 
“For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much soap, 
yot thine iniquity is marked be¬ 
fore me, saith the Lord God. 

"How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone after 
Haalim? see thy way in the val¬ 
ley, know what thou hast done: 
thou art a swift dromedary trav¬ 
ersing her ways: "A wild ass 


used to the wilderness, that snuff- 
eth up the wind at her pleasure; 
in her lust who can turn her 
away? all they that seek her will 
not weary themselves; in her 
month they shall find her. 2fl With- 
hold thy foot from being unshod, 
and thy throat from thirst: but 
thou saidst, There is no hope: 
no; for I have loved strangers, 
and after them will I go. 

20 As the thief is ashamed when 
he is found, so is the house of 
Israel ashamed : they, their kings, 
their princes, and their priests, 
and their prophets, 27 Saying to 
a stock, Thou art my father; and 
to a stone, Thou hast brought 
me forth: for they have turned 
their back unto me, and not their 
face: but in the time of their 
trouble they will Bay, Arise, and 
save us. “But where are thy 
gods that thou hast made thee? 
let them arise, if they can save 
thee in the time of thy trouble: 
for according to the number of 
thy cities are thy gods, 0 Judah. 

“Wherefore will ye plead with 
me? ye all have transgressed 
against me, saith the Lord. 30 In 
vain have I smitten your chil¬ 
dren; they received no correc¬ 
tion : your own sword hath de¬ 
voured your prophets, like a de¬ 
stroying lion. ai O generation, see 
ye the word of the Lord. Have 
I been a wilderness unto Israel? 
a land of darkness? wherefore 
say my people, We are lords; we 
will come no more unto thee? 
32 Can a maid forget her orna¬ 
ments, or a bride her attire? yet 
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my people have forgotten me days 
without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way 
to seek love? therefore hast thou 
also taught the wicked ones thy 
ways. 34 Also in thy skirts is 
found the blood of the souls of 
the poor innocents: thou didst 
not find them breaking in, but 
upon all these open places. 35 Yet 
thou sayest, Because I am in¬ 
nocent, surely his anger shall 
turn from me. Behold, I will 
plead with thee, because thou say¬ 
est, I have not sinned. 3a Why 
makest thou thyself so low to 
change thy way? thou also shalt 
be ashamed of Egypt, as thou 
wast ashamed of Assyria. 37 Yea, 
thou shalt go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head: 
for the Lord hath rejected thy 
confidences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them. 

Q Saying, 

If a man put away his wife, 
and she go from him, and become 
another man's, shall he return 
unto her again? shall not that 
land be greatly polluted? but 
thou hast played the harlot with 
many lovers; yet return again 
to me, saith the Lord. 2 Lift up 
thine eyes unto the high places, 
and see where thou hast not been 
lain with. In the ways hast thou 
sat for them, as the Arabian in 
the wilderness; and thou hast 
polluted the land with thy har¬ 
lotries and with thy wickedness. 
^Therefore the showers have been 
withheld, and there hath been no 
latter rain; and thou hadst a 


harlot's forehead, thou refused.st 
to be ashamed. 4 Wilt thou not 
from this time cry unto me, My 
father, thou art the guide of my 
youth? s Will he reserve his anger 
forever? will he keep it to the 
end? Behold, thou hast spoken 
and done evil things as thou 
couldest. 

f, The Lord said also unto me 
in the days of Josiah the king. 
Hast thou seen what backsliding 
Israel hath done? she is gone up 
upon every high mountain and 
under every green tree, and there 
hath played the harlot. 7 And 1 
said after she had done all these 
things. Turn thou unto me. Ihil 
she returned not. And her trea¬ 
cherous sister Judah saw it. 8 And 
I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel com¬ 
mitted adultery I had put her 
away, and given her a bill of di 
vorce; yet her treacherous sister 
Judah feared not, but went ami 
played the harlot also. °And it 
came to pass through the light¬ 
ness of her harlotry, that she 
defiled the land, and committed 
adultery with stones and with 
stocks. 10 And yet for all this her 
treacherous sister Judah hath not 
turned unto me with her whole 
heart, but feignedly, saith the 
Lord. n And the Lord said unto 
me, The backsliding Israel hath 
justified herself more than tron 
cherous Judah. 12 Go and proclaim 
these words toward the north, and 
say. 

Return, tbou backsliding Israel, 
saith the Lord; and I will not 
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cause mine anger to fall upon 
you; for I am merciful, saith 
the Lord, and I will not keep 
anger for ever. ,:, Only acknowl¬ 
edge thine iniquity, that thou 
hast transgressed against the 
Lord thy God, and hast scattered 
Hiv wayB to the strangers under 
every green tree, and ye have not 
obeyed my voice, saith the Lord, 

,4 Turn, 0 backsliding children, 
saith the Lord; for I am married 
unto you: and I will take you 
one of a city, and two of a 
family, and I will bring you to 
Zion: K> And I will give you 

shepherds according to mine heart, 
who shall feed you witii knowl¬ 
edge and understanding. ia And 
i! shall come to pass, when ye 
be multiplied and increased in 
the land, in those days, saith the 
Lord, they shall say no more, 
The ark of the covenant of the 
l<ord: neither shall it come to 
mind: neither shall they remem¬ 
ber it; neither shall they visit it; 
neither shall that be done any 
more. ,7 At that time they shall 
call Jerusalem the throne of the 
Lord; and all the nations shall 
he gathered unto it, to the name 
of the Lord, to Jerusalem: nei¬ 
ther shall they walk any more 
ufter the imagination of their evil 
heart. 1K In those daj's the house 
of Judah shall walk with the 
house of Israel, and they shall 
come together out of the land of 
the north to the land that I have 
given for an inheritance unto 
your fathers. 

‘"But I said, How shall I put 


thee among the children, and give 
thee a pleasant land, a goodly 
heritage of the hosts of nations? 
and I Baid, Thou shalt call me. 
My father; and shalt not turn 
away from me. 20 Surely as a wife 
treacherously departeth from her 
husband, so have ye dealt trea¬ 
cherously with me, 0 house of 
Israel, saith the Lord. 

21 A voice was heard upon the 
high places, weeping and sup¬ 
plications of the children of Is¬ 
rael : for they have perverted 
their way, and they have forgot¬ 
ten the Lord their God. 22 Return, 
ye backsliding children, and I will 
heal your backslidings. Behold, 
we come unto thee; for thou art 
the Lord our God. 23 Truly in vain 
is salvation hoped for from the 
hills, and from, the multitude of 
mountains: truly in the Lord our 
God is the salvation of Israel. 
2 *For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our 
youth; their flocks and their 
herds, their sons and their daugh¬ 
ters. 25 We lie down in our shame, 
and our confusion covereth us; 
for we have sinned against the 
Lord our God, we and our fathers, 
from our youth even unto this 
day, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord our God. 

^ If thou wilt return, 0 Israel, 
saith the Lord, return unto 
me: and if thou wilt put away 
thine abominations out of my 
sight, then shalt thou not remove. 
2 And thou shalt swear, The Lord 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and 
in righteousness; and the nations 
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Bhall bless themselves in him, and 
in him shall they glory. 

3 For thus saith the Lord to 
the men of Judah and Jerusalem, 
Break up your fallow ground, 
and sow not among thorns. 4 Cir- 
cumcise yourselves to the Lord, 
and take away the foreskins of 
your heart, ye men of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem: lest my 
fury come forth like fire, and 
burn that none can quench it, 
because of the evil of your do¬ 
ings. 

“Declare ye in Judah, and pub¬ 
lish in Jerusalem; and say, Blow 
ye the trumpet in the land: cry, 
gather together, and say, As¬ 
semble yourselves, and let us go 
into the fortified cities. ®Set up 
the standard toward Zion: seek 
refuge, stay not: for I will bring 
evil from the north, and a great 
destruction. 7 The lion is come up 
from his thicket, and the de¬ 
stroyer of the nations is on his 
way; he is gone forth from his 
place to make thy land desolate; 
and thy cities shall be laid waste, 
without an inhabitant. s For this 
gird you with sackcloth, lament 
and howl: for the fierce anger of 
the Lord is not turned back from 
us. e And it shall come to pass 
at that day, saith the Lord, that 
the heart of the king shall perish, 
and the heart of the princes; and 
the priests shall be astonished, 
and the prophets shall wonder. 

J0 Then said I, Ah, Lord God! 
surely thou hast greatly deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, say¬ 
ing, Ye shall have peace; where¬ 


as the sword reacheth unto th 
soul. 

"At that time shall it be sail 
to this people and to Jerusalem 
A dry wind of the high place 
in the wilderness toward th' 
daughter of my people, not t 
fan, nor to cleanse, l2 Even a ful 
wind from those places shal 
come unto me: now also will 
give sentence against them. ,3 Re 
hold, he shall come up as clouds 
and his chariots shall be an i 
whirlwind: his horses are swifte 
than eagles. Woe unto us! fo 
we are spoiled. 14 0 Jerusalem 
wash thine heart from wicked 
ness, that thou mayest be saved 
How long shall thy vain thought 
lodge within thee? 15 For a veio 
declareth from Dan, and publish 
eth affliction from mount Ephra 
im. 18 Make ye mention to lh< 
nations; behold, publish agains 
Jerusalem, that watchers comi 
from a far country, and give ou 
their voice against the cities o 
Judah. 17 As keepers of a field 
are they against her round about 
because she hath been rebellinm 
against me, saith the Lord. lfi Thi 
way and thy doings have pro 
cured these things unto thee; thii 
is thy wickedness, because it ii 
bitter, because it reacheth unt< 
thine heart. 

10 My bowels, my bowels! I an 
pained at my very heart; mj 
heart maketh a noise in me; . 
cannot hold my peace, becaus< 
thou hast heard, 0 my soul, flu 
sound of the trumpet, the alurn 
of war. “Destruction upon de 
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struction is cried; for the whole 
land is spoiled: suddenly are my 
tents spoiled, and my curtains in 
a moment. 21 How long shall I 
see the standard, and hear the 
sound of the trumpet? 

22 For my people is foolish, they 
1 1 h v« not known me; they are 
sottish children, and they have 
no understanding: they are wise 
to do evil, but to do good they 
have no knowledge. 

2J I beheld the earth, and, lo, 
it was without form, and void; 
and the heavens, and they had 
no light. 24 I beheld the moun¬ 
tains, and, lo, they trembled, and 
all the hills are moved. 20 I beheld, 
nnd, lo, there was no man, and 
all the birds of the heavens were 
fled. 20 I beheld, and, lo, the fruit¬ 
ful place was a wilderness, and 
all the cities thereof were broken 
down at the presence of the Lord, 
and by his fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lord said, 
The whole land shall be deso¬ 
late; yet will I not make a full 
end. 2B For this shall the earth 
mourn, and the heavens above be 
hluck: because I have spoken it, 
I have purposed it, and will not 
repent, neither will I turn back 
from it. 2D The whole city shall 
flee for the noise of the horse¬ 
men and bowmen; they shall go 
into thickets, and climb up upon 
the rocks: every city shall he, for¬ 
saken, and not a man dwell there¬ 
in. '"And when thou art spoiled, 
what wilt thou do? Though thou 
elothest thyself with crimson, 
though thou deckest thee with 


ornaments of gold, though thou 
enlargest thy eyes with paint, in 
vain shalt thou make thyself fair; 
thy lovers will despise thee, they 
will seek thy life. 31 For I have 
heard a voice as of a woman 
in travail, and the anguish as of 
her that bringeth forth her first 
child, the voice of the daughter 
of Zion, that bewaileth herself, 
that spreadeth her hands, saying, 
Woe is me now! for my soul is 
wearied because of murderers. 
fT Run ye to and fro through 
^ the streets of Jerusalem, and 
see now, and know, and seek in 
the broad places thereof, if ye 
can find a man, if there be any 
that executeth judgment, that 
seeketh the truth; and I will 
pardon it. 2 And though they say, 
The Lord liveth; surely they 
swear falsely. 

3 0 Lord, are not thine eyes 
upon the truth? thou hast strick¬ 
en them, but they have not 
grieved ; thou hast consumed them, 
but they have refused to receive 
correction: they have made their 
faces harder than a rock; they 
have refused to return. ‘There¬ 
fore I said, Surely these are poor; 
they are foolish: for they know 
not the way of the Lord, nor the 
judgment of their God. *1 will 
get me unto the great men, and 
will speak unto them; for they 
have known the way of the Lord, 
and the judgment of their God: 
but these have altogether broken 
the yoke, and burst the bonds. 
°Wherefore a lion out of the 
forest shall slay them, and a wolf 




of the deserts shall spoil them, 
a leopard shall watch over their 
cities: every one that goeth out 
thence shall be torn in pieces: 
because their transgressions are 
many, and their backslidings are 
increased. 

7 How shall I pardon thee for 
this? thy children have forsaken 
me, and sworn by them that are 
no gods: when I had fed them 
to the full, they then committed 
adultery, and assembled them¬ 
selves by troops in the harlots’ 
houses. 9 They were as fed horses 
in the morning: every one neighed 
after his neighbour’s wife. 

e Shall I not visit for these 
things? saith the Lord: and shall 
not my soul be avenged on such 
a nation as this? 

10 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; but make not a full end: 
take away her branches; for they 
are not the Lord’s. “For the 
house of Israel and the house of 
Judah have dealt very treacher¬ 
ously against me, saith the Lord. 
“They have belied the Lord, and 
said, It is not he; neither shall 
evil come upon us; neither shall 
we see sword nor famine: “And 
the prophets shall become wind, 
and the word is not in them: thus 
shall it be done unto them. 

“Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, Because ye speak 
this word, behold, I will make my 
words in thy mouth fire, and this 
people wood, and it shall devour 
them. ,5 Lo, I will bring a nation 
upon you from far, O house of 
Israel, saith the Lord: it is a 


mighty nation, it is an ancien 
nation, a nation whose languag 
thou knowest not, neither under 
standest what they say. 1G Thei 
quiver is as an open sepulchre 
they ore all mighty men. j: An< 
they shall eat up thine harvosl 
and thy bread, which thy son 
and thy daughters should eat 
they shall eat up thy flocks nni 
thine herds: they shall eat ui 
thy vines and thy fig-trees: the; 
shall impoverish thy fortified oit 
ies, wherein thou trustedst, wit! 
the sword. “Nevertheless in tho.** 
days, saith the Lord, I will im 
make a full end with you. 

“And it shall come to pass 
when ye shall say, Wherefor 
doeth the Lord our God all flies' 
things unto us? then shalt i.hoi 
answer them, Like as ye haw 
forsaken me, and served stratigi 
gods in your land, so shall y< 
serve strangers in a land that i 
not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house o 
Jacob, and publish it in Judah 
saying, 2i Hear now this, 0 foolisl 
people, and without understand 
ing; who have eyes, and see not 
who have ears, and hear not 
22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lord 
will ye not tremble at my pres 
ence, who have placed the sane 
for the bound of the sea by i 
perpetual decree, that it canuo 
pass it: and though the wave* 
thereof toss themselves, yet ear 
they not prevail; though then 
roar, yet can they not pass ovei 
it? 23 But this people hath t 
revolting and a rebellious heart 
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they are revolted and gone. “Nei¬ 
ther say they in their heart, Let 
us now fear the Lord our God, 
that giveth rain, both the former 
and the latter, in its season: he 
leaerveth unto us the appointed 
weeks of the harvest. 2J Your in- 
hliiilieB have turned away these 
things, and your sins have with¬ 
held good things from you. 20 For 
among my people are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as 
lie that setteth snares; they set 
r. trap, they catch men. Z7 As a 
cage is full of birds, so are their 
houses full of deceit: therefore 
they are become great, and waxen 
rich. zfl They are waxen fat, they 
ahine: yea, they overpass the 
deeds of the wicked : they judge 
not the cause, the cauae of the 
fatherless, yet they prosper; and 
the right of the needy do they 
not judge. 

vw Shall I not visit for these 
things ? saith the Lord: shall not 
my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this? 

ao An awful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land; 8, The 
prophets prophesy falsely, and the 
priests bear rule by their means; 
and my people love to have it bo : 
and what will ye do in the end 
thereof? 

0 ye children of Benjamin, 

gather yourselves to flee out 
of the midst of Jerusalem, and 
blow the trumpet in Tekoa, and 
eet a signal in Beth-cherem: for 
evil appeareth out of the north, 
and great destruction. a O thou 
comely and delicate daughter of 


Zion, thou art destroyed. 3 The 
shepherds with their flocks shall 
come unto her; they shall pitch 
their tents against her round 
about; they shall feed every one 
in his place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; 
arise, and let us go up at noon. 
Woe unto us! for the day goeth 
away, for the shadows of the 
evening are stretched out. '’Arise, 
and let us go by night, and let us 
destroy her palaces. 

8 For thus hath the Lord of hosts 
said, Hew ye down trees, and cast 
a mound against Jerusalem: this 
is the city to be visited; she is 
full of oppression in her midst. 
7 As a fountain casteth out its 
waters, so she casteth out her 
wickedness: violence and spoil is 
heard in her; before me conti¬ 
nually is grief and wounds. a Be 
thou instructed, 0 Jerusalem, lest 
my soul depart from thee; lest 
I make theee desolate, a land not 
inhabited.

22 Thus saith the Lord, Behol< 
a people cometh from the noil 
country, and a great nation sha 
be raised from the ends of th 
earth. “They shall lay hold o 
bow and spear; they are true 
and have no mercy; their voic 
roareth like the sea; and the 
ride upon horses, set in array a 
men for war against thee, < 
daughter of Zion. 

“We have heard the fame then 
of: our hands wax feeble : anguis 
hath taken hold of us, and pail 
as of a woman in travail. 2r, G 
not forth into the field, nor wal 
by the way; for the sword of lli 
enemy and fear is on every si<h 
20 0 daughter of my people, vir 
thee with sackcloth, and wall™ 
thyself in ashes: make the 
mourning, as for an only sor 
most bitter lamentation: for Ih 
spoiler shall suddenly come upo 
us. 

27 I have set thee amoni* m 
people as an assayer and testei 
that thou mayest know and Ir 
their way. “They are all grio 
ous revolters, walking with slar 
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ders: they are brass and iron; 
they are all corrupters. a# The 
bellows are burned, the lead is 
consumed of the fire; the founder 
melleth in vain: for the wicked 
are not plucked away. ‘"Reprobate 
silver shall men call them, be- 
tmuhh the Lord hath rejected 
them. 

H The word that came to Jere¬ 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

a Stand in the gate of the Lord’s 
house, and proclaim there this 
word, and say, Hear the word of 
the lord, all ye of Judah, that 
enter in at these gates to wor¬ 
ship the Lord. 

^Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Amend your 
ways and your doings, and I 
will cause you to dwell in this 
plnce.

B For if ye thoroughly amend 
your ways and your doings; if 
ye thoroughly execute judgment 
ibelween a man and his neigh¬ 
bour; °If ye oppress not the 
stranger, the fatherless, and the

iflfter other gods to your hurt: 
7 Then will I cause you to dwell 
lin this place, in the land that I 
Iguve to your fathers, for ever and 
ever. ‘Behold, ye trust in lying 
(words, that cannot profit. “Will 
ye Rteal, murder, and commit 
(adultery, and swear falsely, and 
burn incense unto Baal, and walk 
after other gods whom ye know 


not; l0 And come and stand before 
me in this house, which is called 
by my name, and say, We are 
delivered to do all these abomina¬ 
tions? ll Is this house, which iB 
called by my name, become a den 
of robbers in your eyes? Behold, 
even I have seen it, saith the 
Lord. “But go ye now unto my 
place which was in Shiloh, where 
I set my name at the first, and 
see what I did to it for the wick¬ 
edness of my people Israel. 18 And 
now, because ye have done all 
these works, saith the Lord, and 
I spoke unto you, rising up early 
and speaking, but ye heard not; 
and I called you, but ye answered 
not; “Therefore will I do unto 
this house, which is called by my 
name, wherein ye trust, and unto 
the place which I gave to you 
and to your fathers, as I have 
done to Shiloh. “And I will caBt 
you out of my sight, as I have 
cast out all your brethren, even 
the whole seed of Ephraim. 

“Therefore pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up cry 
nor prayer for them, neither 
make intercession to me: for I 
will not hear thee.

21 For the hurt of the 
daughter of my people am I 
hurt; I am black; astonishment 
hath taken hold on me. 22 /s there 
no balm in Gilead; is there no 
physician there? why then is not 
the healing of the daughter of 
my people effected? 23 0h that 
my head were waters, and mine 
eyes a fountain of tears, that I 
might weep day and night, for 
the slain of the daughter of my 
people!

** ness a lodging-place of way¬ 
faring men; that I might leave 
my people, and go from them!

falsehood, and there is no breatl 
in them. 15 They are vanity, (me 
the work of errors: in the time 
of their visitation they shall per¬ 
ish. 16 The portion of Jacob ?.< 
not like them: for he is the form¬ 
er of all things; and Israel is the 
rod of his inheritance: The Lord 
of hosts is his name. 

17 Gather up thy wares out o i 
the land, 0 inhabitant of the be¬ 
sieged place. 18 For thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will sling out 
the inhabitants of the land at 
this time, and will distress them, 
that they may find it so. 

1# Woe is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous: but I said, 
Truly this is a grief, and I must 
bear it. 20 My tabernacle is spoiled, 
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and All my cords are broken: my 
children are gone forth of me, 
und they are not: there is none 
to stretch forth my tent any 
more, and to set up my curtains. 
*'For the shepherds are become 
brutish, and have not sought the 
Lord: therefore they shall not 
and all their flocks shall 
he scattered. “Behold, the noise 
of a report is come, and a great 
commotion out of the north coun¬ 
try, to make the cities of Judah 
desolate, and a den of dragons. 

“0 Lord, I know that the way 
of man is not in himself: it is 
not in man that walketh to direct 
his steps. 2t 0 Lord, correct me, 
but with judgment; not in thine 
anger, lest thou bring me to noth¬ 
ing. 25 Pour out thy fury upon 
the nations that know thee not, 
and upon the families that call 
not on thy name: for they have 
entcn up Jacob, and devoured him, 
und consumed him, and have made 
his habitation desolate. 

The word that came to Jere¬ 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

*Hear ye the words of this 
covenant, and speak unto the men 
of Judah, and to the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem; 3 And say thou un¬ 
to them, Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel; Cursed be the man that 
obeyeth not the words of this 
covenant, 4 Which I commanded 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the iron 
furnace, saying, Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to ail 
which I command you: so shall 


ye be my people, and I will be 
your God: 3 That I may perform 
the oath which I have sworn un¬ 
to your fathers, to give them a 
land flowing with milk and honey, 
as it i8 this day. Then answered 
I, and said, So be it, 0 Lord. 

a Then the Lord said unto me, 
Proclaim all these words in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of Jerusalem, saying, 

Hear ye the words of this cov¬ 
enant, and do them. 7 For I 
earnestly protested unto your fa¬ 
thers in the day that I brought 
them up out of the land of Egypt, 
even unto this day, rising early 
and protesting, saying, Obey my 
voice. 8 Yet they obeyed not, nor 
inclined their ear, but walked 
every one in the imagination of 
their evil heart: therefore I will 
bring upon them all the words 
of this covenant, which I com¬ 
manded them to do; but they did 
them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, 

A conspiracy is found among 
the men of Judah, and among the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. ™They 
are turned back to the iniquities 
of their forefathers, who refused 
to hear my words; and they went 
after other gods to serve them: 
the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have broken my cove¬ 
nant which I made with their fa¬ 
thers. “Therefore thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, I will bring evil 
upon them, which they shall not 
be able to escape; and though they 
shall cry unto me, I will not 
hearken unto them. “Then shall 
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the cities of Judah and inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they 
offer incense: but they shall not 
save them at all in the time of 
their trouble. 13 Foi according to 
the number of thy cities were 
thy gods, 0 Judah, and according 
to the number of the streets of 
Jerusalem have ye set up altars 
to that shameful thing, even al¬ 
tars to burn incense unto Baal. 
^Therefore pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up a cry 
or prayer for them: for I will 
not hear them in the time that 
they cry unto me for their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do 
in mine house, seeing she hath 
wrought lewdness with many, 
and the holy flesh is passed from 
thee? when thou doest evil, then 
thou rejoicest. lc The Lord called 
thy name, A green olive-tree, 
fair, and of goodly fruit: with 
the noise of a great tumult he 
hath kindled fire upon it, and 
the branches of it are broken. 
17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the 
house of Israel and of the house 
of Judah, which they have done 
for themselves to provoke me to 
anger in offering incense unto 
Baal. 

18 And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it: 
then thou shewedst me their do¬ 
ings. ie But I was like a lamb or 
an ox that is brought to the 
slaughter; and I knew not that 
they had devised devices against 


me, saying, Let us destroy tl 
tree with the fruit thereof, ar 
let us cut him off from the Ian 
of the living, that his name nia 
be no more remembered. 20 Hu 
0 Lord of hosts, that judge* 
righteously, that triest the roir 
and the heart, let me see Ui 
vengeance on them: for unto the 
have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lor 
of the men of Anathoth, flu 
seek thy life, saying, Prophos 
not in the name of the Lord, tl»;■ 
thou die not by our hand 
“Therefore thus saith the Lor 
of hosts, Behold, I will punia 
them: the young men shall di 
by the sword ; their sons and Un i 
daughters shall die by famine 
“And there shall be no remnan 
of them: for I will bring ev 
upon the men of Anathoth, eve 
the year of their visitation. 
Righteous art thou, 0 Loi * 
when I plead with thee: ve 
let me talk with thee of thy judji 
ments: Wherefore doth the wa 
of the wicked prosper? where for 
are all they happy that deal \\ v 
treacherously? 2 Thou hast plant 
ed them, yea, they have lake 
root: they grow, yea, they hr in 
forth fruit: thou art near in Un i 
mouth, and far from their rciiu 
3 But thou, 0 Lord, knowest me 
thou hast seen me, and trio 
mine heart toward thee;pull ther 
out like sheep for the slaughtei 
and prepare them for the day o 
slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land moun 
and the herbs of every lid 
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wither, for the wickedness of 
them that dwell therein? the 
hearts are consumed, and the 
birds; because they said, He shall 
not see our last end. 

f *If thou hast run with the 
footmen, and they have wearied 
thee, then how canst thou con- 
h nd with horses? and if in the 
land of peace, wherein thou trust- 
edst, they wearied thee , then how 
wilt thou do in the swelling of 
the Jordan? 9 For even thy breth¬ 
ren, and the house of thy father, 
even they have dealt treacher¬ 
ously with thee; yea, they have 
called a multitude after thee: 
believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto thee. 

7 I have forsaken mine house, 
1 have left mine heritage; I have 
given the dearly beloved of my 
soul into the hand of her enemies. 
"Mine heritage is unto me as a 
lion in the forest; it crieth out 
against me: therefore have I 
hated it. *Is mine heritage unto 
me os a speckled bird of prey? 
are the hirds of nrcy round about 
against her? come ye, assemble 
nli the beasts of the field, come 

to devour. 

’•'Many shepherds have de¬ 
stroyed my vineyard, they have 
trodaen my portion under foot, 
they have made my nleasant por¬ 
tion a desolate wilderness. “They 
huve made it desoiate, and being 
desolate it mourneth unto me: 
the whole land is made desolate, 
because no man layeth it to heart. 
,2 The spoilers are come UDon all 
high places through the wilder¬ 


ness: for the sword of the Lord 
shall devour from the one end 
of the land even to the other end 
of the land: no flesh shall have 
peace. 1B They have sown wheat, 
but shall reap thorns: they have 
put themselves to pain, but shall 
not profit: and they shall be 
ashamed of your revenues because 
of the fierce anger of the Lord. 

14 Thus saith the Lord against 
all mine evil neighbours, that 
touch the inheritance which I have 
caused my people Israel to inher¬ 
it; Behold, 1 will pluck them out 
of their land, and pluck out the 
house of Judah from among them. 
15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I 
will return, and have compassion 
on them, and will bring them 
back, every man to his heritage, 
and every man to his land. 18 And 
it shall come to pass, if they will 
diligently learn the ways of my 
people, to swear by my name. 
The Lord liveth; as they taught 
my people to swear by Baal; then 
shall they be built in the midst 
of my people. 17 But if they will 
not obey, I will utterly pluck up 
and destroy that nation, saith the 
Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord unto me, 
Go and buy thee a linen 
girdle, and put it upon thy loins, 
and put it not in water. a So I 
bought a girdle according to the 
word of tne Lord, and put it on 
my loins. 

3 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 
4 Take the girdle that thou hast 
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bought, which is upon thy loins, 
and arise, go to the Euphrates, 
and hide it there in a hole of 
the rock. 5 So I went, and hid it 
by the Euphrates, as the Lord 
commanded me. 6 And it came to 
pass after many days, that the 
Lord said unto me, Arise, go to 
the Euphrates, and take the girdle 
from thence, which I commanded 
thee to hide there. 7 Then I went 
to the Euphrates, and digged, and 
took the girdle from the place 
where I had hid it: and, behold, 
the girdle was marred, it was 
profitable for nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

®Thus saith the Lord, After 
this manner will I mar the pride 
of Judah, and the great pride of 
Jerusalem. 10 This evil people, 
that refuse to hear my words, 
that walk in the imagination of 
their heart, and walk after other 
gods, to serve them, and to wor¬ 
ship them, shall even be as this 
girdle, which is good for nothing. 
J1 For as the girdle cleaveth to 
the loins of a man, so have I 
caused to cleave unto me the 
whole house of Israel and the 
whole house of Judah, saith the 
Lord; that they might be unto 
me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory: 
but they would not hear. 

12 Therefore thou shalt speak 
unto them this word; Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, Every 
bottle shall be filled with wine: 
and they shall say unto thee, Do 
we not certainly know that every 


bottle shall be filled with wine 
13 Then shalt thou say unto them 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
will fill all the inhabitants of this 
land, even the kings that sit upoi 
David’s throne, and the priests 
and the prophets, and all tin 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, will 
drunkenness. 14 And I will das! 
them one against another, ever 
the fathers and the sons together 
saith the Lord: I will not pity 
nor spare, nor have mercy, bul 
destroy them. 

,5 Hear ye, and give ear; ht 
not proud: for the Lord hath 
spoken. 18 Give glory to the I/ord 
your God, before he cause dark' 
ness, and before your feet 
stumble upon the dark mountains, 
and, while ye look for light, he 
turn it into the shadow of death, 
and make it gross darkness. ,7 But 
if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for 
your pride; and mine eye shall 
weep sore, and run down with 
tears, because the Lord’s flock is 
carried away captive. 

1B Say unto the king and to the 
queen, Sit down lowly: for your 
headtires shall come down, even 
the crown of your glory. 1B Tli« 
cities of the south shall be shut 
up, and none shall open them: 
Judah shall be carried away cap¬ 
tive all of it, it shall be wholly 
carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them that come from the north: 
where is the flock that was given 
thee, thy beautiful flock? 2I Wlmt 
wilt thou say when he shall pun-

lull thee? for thou hast taught 
them to be captains, and as chief 
over thee: shall not sorrows take 
thee, as a woman in travail? 
^And if thou say in thine heart, 
Wherefore come these things 
upon me? For the greatness of 
thine iniquity are thy skirts un¬ 
covered, and thy heels made bare. 
■•Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? 
then may ye also do good, that 
are accustomed to do evil. ^There¬ 
fore will I scatter them as the 
stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 29 This 
in thy lot, the portion of thy mea¬ 
sures from me, saith the Lord; 
hecause thou hast forgotten me, 
and trusted in falsehood. ^There¬ 
fore will I uncover thy skirts up¬ 
on thy face, that thy shame may 
appear, 27 I have seen thine adul¬ 
teries, and thy neighings, the 
lewdness of thy harlotry, and 
thine abominations on the hills 
in the fields. Woe unto thee, O 
Jerusalem! how long yet wilt 
thou not be made clean? 

The word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah concerning 
the droughts. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black 
unto the ground; and the cry of 
Jerusalem is gone up. “And their 
nobles have sent their little ones 
to the waters: they came to the 
pits, and found no water; they 
returned with their vessels emp¬ 
ty ; they were ashamed and con¬ 
founded, and covered their heads. 
■Because the ground is cracked, 


for there was no rain in the earth, 
the plowmen were ashamed, they 
covered their heads. 5 Yea, the 
hind also calved in the field, and 
forsook it, because there was no 
grass. 6 And the wild asses did 
stand in the high places, they 
snuffed up the wind like dragons; 
their eyes did fail, because there 
was no gTass. 

7 0 Lord, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it for 
thy name's sake: for our baek- 
slidings are many ; we have sinned 
against thee. 8 0 the hope of Is¬ 
rael, the saviour thereof in time 
of trouble, why shouldest thou 
be as a stranger in the land, and 
as a wayfaring man that tum- 
eth aside to tarry for a night? 
B Why shouldest thou be as a man 
overcome, as a mighty man that 
cannot save? yet thou, 0 Lord, 
art in the midst of us, and we 
are called by thy name: leave us 
not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people, Thus have they loved to 
wander, they have not restrained 
their feet, therefore the Lord doth 
not accept them; he will now re¬ 
member their iniquity, and visit 
their sins. 

n Then said the Lord unto me, 
Pray not for this people for their 
good. J2 When they fast, I will 
not hear their cry; and when they 
offer burnt-offering and an obla¬ 
tion, I will not accept them: but 
I will consume them by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the 
pestilence. ia Then said I, Ah, 
Lord God! behold, the prophets 
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say unto them, Ye shall not see 
the sword, neither shall ye have 
famine; but I will give you as¬ 
sured peace in this place. “Then 
the Lord said unto me, The pro¬ 
phets prophesy lies in my name: 
I sent them not, neither have I 
commanded them, neither spoke 
unto them: they prophesy unto 
you a false vision and divination, 
and a thing of nought, and the 
deceit of their heart. 15 Therefore 
thus saith the Lord concerning 
the prophets that prophesy in my 
name, though I sent them not, 
and who say, Sword and famine 
Bhall not be in this land; By 
sword and famine shall those pro¬ 
phets be consumed. lu And the 
people to whom they prophesy 
shall be cast out in the streets 
of Jerusalem because of the fam¬ 
ine and the sword; and they shall 
have none to bury them, their 
wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters: for I will pour their 
wickedness upon them. 

17 Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them; 

Let mine eyes run down with 
tears night and day, and let them 
not cease: for the virgin daugh¬ 
ter of my people is broken with 
a great breach, with a very griev¬ 
ous blow. 18 If I go forth into the 
field, then behold the slain with 
the sword! and if I enter into 
the city, then behold them that 
are sick with famine! yea, both 
the prophet and the priest go 
about in a land that they know 
not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Ju¬ 


dah? hath thy soul loathed Zion? 
why hast thou smitten us, and 
there is no healing for us? wn 
looked for peace, and there is no 
good; and for the time of heal¬ 
ing, and behold terror! 2 "Wc 
acknowledge, 0 Lord, our wicked¬ 
ness, and the iniquity of our fa¬ 
thers: for we have sinned againsl 
thee. 21 Do not abhor us, for thy 
name's sake, do not disgrace llm 
throne of thy glory: remember, 
break not thy covenant with us. 
22 Are there any among the vani¬ 
ties of the nations that can cause 
rain? or can the heavens give 
showers? art not thou he, 0 Lord 
our God? therefore we will wait 
for thee: for thou hast made all 
these things. 

Then said the Lord unto me, 
Though Moses and Samuel 
stood before me, yet my mind 
could not be toward this people: 
cast them out of my sight, and 
let them go forth. 2 And it shall 
come to pass, if they say unto 
thee, Whither shall we go forth? 
then thou shalt tell them, Tims 
saith the Lord; Such as are for 
death, to death; and such as are 
for the sword, to the sword; and 
such as are for the famine. In 
the famine; and such as are for 
the captivity, to the captivity. 
3 And I will appoint over them 
four kinds, saith the Lord: the 
sword to slay, and the dogs to 
tear, and the fowls of the heaven, 
and the beasts of the earth, to 
devour and destroy. 4 And I will 
make them a terror unto all king¬ 
doms of the earth., because of 
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Mnnaseeh the son of Hezekiah 
king of Judah, for t/iat which he 
did in Jerusalem. 

''Fur who shall have pity upon 
thee, O Jerusalem? or who shall 
bemoan thee? or who shall go 
aside to ask how thou doest? 
"Thou hast forsaken me, saith 
the Lord, thou art gone back- 
mud. therefore will I stretch out 
my hand against thee, and de¬ 
stroy thee; I am weary with re¬ 
penting. 7 And I will fan them 
with a fan in the gates of the 
land; I will bereave them of chil¬ 
dren, I will destroy my people, 
since they return not from their 
ways. “Their widows are in¬ 
creased to me above the sand of 
the seas: I have brought upon 
them against the mothers of the 
young men a spoiler at noonday: 
I have caused tumult and terrors 
to fall upon her suddenly. “She 
that hath home seven languish- 
eth: she hath swooned away; her 
sun is gone down while it was 
yet day: she hath been ashamed 
and confounded: and the residue 
of them will I deliver to the sword 
before their enemies, saith the 
Lo rd. 

,0 Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of 
strife and a man of contention 
to the whole earth! I have nei¬ 
ther lent on usury, nor have men 
lent to me on usury; yet every 
one of them doth curse me. 

‘‘The Lord said, Verily it shall 
be well with thy remnant; verily 
I will cause the enemy to entreat 
thee well in the time of evil and 


in the time of affliction. ia Shal! 
iron break the northern iron, and 
the steel? ,3 Thy substance and 
thy treasures will I give to the 
spoil without price, and that for 
all thy sins, even in all thy bor¬ 
ders. ,4 And I will make thee to 
pass with thine enemies into a 
land which thou knowest not: for 
a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
which shall burn upon you. 

J5 0 Lord, thou knowest: re¬ 
member me, and visit me, and 
revenge me of my persecutors; 
take me not away in thy long- 
suffering: know that for thy sake 
I have suffered rebuke. ,6 Thy 
words were found, and I did eat 
them; and thy word was unto 
me the joy and rejoicing of mine 
heart: for I am called by thy 
name, O Lord God of hosts. 17 I 
sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone 
because of thy hand: for thou 
hast filled me with indignation. 
18 Why is my pain perpetual, and 
my wound incurable, which re- 
fuseth to be healed? wilt thou be 
altogether unto me as a deceitful 
spring, os waters that are not 
secure? 

’“Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
If thou return, then will I bring 
thee back, and thou shalt stand 
before me: and if thou take forth 
the precious from the vile, thou 
shalt be as my mouth; let them 
return unto thee; but return not 
thou unto them. 20 And X will make 
thee unto this people a fortified 
brazen wall: and they shall fight 
against thee, but tliev shall not 
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prevail against thee: for I am 
with thee to save thee and to 
deliver thee, saith the Lord. 
21 And I will deliver thee out of 
the hand of the wicked, and I will 
redeem thee out of the hand of 
the terrible. 

The word of the Lord came 
also unto me, saying, 2 Thou 
shalt not take thee a wife, nei¬ 
ther shalt thou hsve sons or 
daughters in this place. 3 For 
thus saith the Lord concerning 
the sons and concerning the 
daughters that are born in this 
nlace, and concerning their moth¬ 
ers that bore them, and concern¬ 
ing their fathers that begot them 
in this land; 4 Deaths of diseases 
they shall die; they shall not be 
lamented; neither shall they be 
buried; but they shall be as dung 
upon the face of the earth: and 
they shall be consumed by the 
sword, and by famine; and their 
carcasses shall be meat for the 
fowls of heaven, and for the 
beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lord, Enter 
not into the house of mourning, 
neither go to lament nor bemoan 
them: for I have taken away my 
peace from this people, saith the 
Lord, even loving-kindness and 
mercies. G Bolh the great and the 
small shall die in this land: they 
shall not be buried, neither shall 
men lament for them, nor cut 
themselves, nor make themselves 
bald for them: T Neither shall 
men break bread for them in 
mourning, to comfort them for 
the dead; neither shall men give 


them the cup of consolation h 
drink for their father or for lliei 
mother. 8 Thou shalt not also gi 
into the house of feasting, to si 
with them to eat and to drink 
e For thus saith the Lord of hosis 
the God of Israel; Behold, I wil 
cause to cease out of this place 
in your eyes, and in your days 
the voice of mirth, and the voice 
gladness, the voice of the bride* 
groom, and the voice of the bride* 

10 And it shall come to pass 
wheii thou shalt tell this people 
all these words, and they shal 
say unto thee, Wherefore hall 
the Lord pronounced all this greal 
evil against us? or what is oui 
iniquity? or what is our sin thai 
we have committed against the 
Lord our God? “Then shalt tlrnu 
say unto them, Because your fa¬ 
thers have forsaken me, saith the 
Lord, and have walked after othei 
gods, and have served them, and 
have worshipped them, and have 
forsaken me, and have not kept 
my law; 12 And ye have done 
worse than your fathers; for, 
behold, ye walk every one after 
the imagination of his evil heart, 
that they may not hearken unto 
me: “Therefore will I cast you 
out of this land into a land that 
ye know not, neither ye nor vour 
fathers; and there shall ye servo 
other gods day and night; where 
I will not shew you favour. 

“Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that it shall 
no more be said, The Lord liveth, 
that brought up the children of 
Israel out of the land of Egypt; 
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’"Dul, the Lord liveth, that 
brought up the children of Israel 
from the land of the north, and 
from all the lands whither he had 
driven them: and I will bring 
them back into their land that 
l km vc unto their fathers. 

“Behold, I will send for many 
fishers, saith the I/ord, and they 
shall fish them; and after will 
I send for many hunters, and they 
shall hunt them from every moun¬ 
tain, and from every hill, and out 
of the holes of the rocks. I7 For 
mine eyes are upon all their 
ways: they are not hid from my 
face, neither is their iniquity hid 
from mine eyes. 18 And first I 
will recompense their iniquity 
and their sin double: because they 
have defiled my land, they have 
filled mine inheritance with the 
carcasses of their detestable and 
abominable things. 

,p O Lord, my strength, and my 
fortress, and my refuge in the 
day of affliction, the nations shall 
come unto thee from the ends of 
the earth, and shall sny. Surely 
our fathers have inherited lies, 
vanity, and things wherein there 
in no profit. 20 Shall a man make 
gods unto himself, and they are 
no gods? 

•'‘Therefore, behold, I will this 
time cause them to know, I will 
cause them to know mine hand 
and my might: and they shall 
know that my name is The Lord. 

The sin of Judah is written 
with a pen of iron, and with 
the point of a diamond: it is 


graven upon the table of their 
heart, and upon the horns of your 
altars; 2 Whilst their children re¬ 
member their aTtars and their 
groves by the green trees upon 
the high hills. 

3 0 my mountain in the field, 
I will give thy substance and all 
thy treasures to the spoil, and 
thy high places for sin, through¬ 
out all thy borders. 4 And thou, 
even thyself, shalt discontinue 
from thine heritage that I gave 
thee; and I will cause thee to 
serve thine enemies in the land 
which thou knowest not: for ye 
have kindled a fire in mine anger, 
which shall burn for ever. 

“Thus saith the Lord, Cursed 
be the man that trusteth in man, 
and maketh flesh his arm, and 
whose heart departeth from the 
Lord. “For he shall be like the 
heath in the desert, and shall not 
see when good cometli; but shall 
inhabit the parched places in the 
wilderness, in a salt land and not 
inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trust¬ 
eth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is. 8 For he shall be as 
a tree planted by the waters, and 
that spreadeth out its roots by 
the river, and shall not see when 
heat cometh, but its leaf shall be 
green; and shall not be careful 
in the year of drought, neither 
shall cease from yielding fruit. 

9 The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately sick: 
who can know it? 10 I the Lord 
search the heart, 7 try the reins. 
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even to give every man accord¬ 
ing to hia ways, and according to 
the fruit of his doings. 

"As the partridge sitteth on 
eggs, and hatcheth them not; so 
he that getteth riches, and not by 
right, shall leave them in the 
midst of his days, and at his end 
he shall be a fool. 

12 A glorious high throne from 
the beginning is the place of our 
sanctuary. 13 0 Lord, the hope of 
Israel, all that forsake thee shall 
be ashamed, and they that depart 
from me shall be written in the 
earth, because they have forsaken 
the Lord, the fountain of living 
waters. 

14 Heal me, 0 Lord, and I shall 
be healed; save me, and I shall 
be saved: for thou art my praise. 
I5 Behold, they say unto me, Where 
is the word of the Lord? let it 
come now. 16 As for me, I have 
not hastened from being a shep¬ 
herd to follow thee: neither have 
I desired the woeful day; thou 
knowest: that which came out of 
my lips was right before thee. 
17 Be not a terror unto me: thou 
art my hope in the day of evil. 
18 Let them be confounded that 
persecute me, but let not me be 
confounded: let them be dis¬ 
mayed, but let not me be dis¬ 
mayed: bring upon them the day 
of evil, and destroy them with 
double destruction. 

1B Thus said the Lord unto me; 
Go and stand in the gate of the 
children of the people, whereby 
the kings of Judah come in, and 
by which they go out, and in 


all the gates of Jerusalem; 20 Anc 
say unto them. 

Hear ye the word of the Lord 
ye kings of Judah, and all Judah 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, that enter in by these gates: 
21 Thus saith the Lord; Take heed 
to yourselves, and bear no burden 
on the sabbath day, nor bring il 
in by the gates of Jerusalem: 
22 Neither carry forth a burden 
out of your houses on the sabbath 
day, neither do ye any work, but 
hallow ye the sabbath day, as I 
commanded your fathers. 2!l Hut 
they obeyed not, neither inclined 
their ear, but made their neck 
stiff, that they might not hear, 
nor receive instruction.

in the hand of the potter: bo he 
made it again another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make 
it. 

•Then the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

# 0 house of Israel, cannot I do 
with you as this potter? saith 
the Lord. Behold, as the clay is 
in the potter’s hand, so are ye 
in mine hand, O house of Israel. 
'At what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concern¬ 
ing a kingdom, to pluck up, and 
to pull down, and to destroy it; 
h If that nation, against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their 
evil, I will repent of the evil that 
I thought to do unto them. 9 And 
at what instant I shall speak con¬ 
cerning a nation, and concerning 
n kingdom, to huild and to plant 
it; ,0 If it do evil in my sight, 
that it obey not my voice, then 


I will repent of the good, where¬ 
with I said I would benefit them. 
n Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I 
frame evil against you, and de¬ 
vise a device against you: re¬ 
turn ye now every one from his 
evil way, and make your ways 
and your doings good. “And they 
said, There is no hope: but we 
will walk after our own devices, 
and we will every one do the 
imagination of his evil heart. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Ask ye now among the nations, 
who hath heard such things: the 
virgin of Israel hath done a very 
horrible tiling. “Doth the snow 
of Lebanon leave the rock of the 
field? or do the cold waters that 
flow from afar ever dry up?

2 Tlien Pash¬ 
hur smote Jeremiah the proph¬ 
et, and put him in the stocks 


that were in the high gate of 
Benjamin, which was by the 
house of the Lord. 3 And it came 
to pass on the morrow, that Pash¬ 
hur brought forth Jeremiah out 
of the stocks. Then said Jere¬ 
miah unto him, The Lord hath 
not called thy name Pashhur, but 
Magor-missabib. *For thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will make 
thee a terror to thyself, and to 
all thy friends: and they shall 
fall by the sword of their ene¬ 
mies, and thine eyes shall behold 
it: and I will give all Judah into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall carry them captive 
into Babylon, and shall slay them 
with the sword. fi Moreover I will 
deliver all the wealth of this 
city, and all the gains thereof, 
and all the precious things there¬ 
of, and all the treasures of the 
kings of Judah will I give into 
the hand of their enemies, who 
shall spoil them, and take them, 
and carry them to Babylon. e And 
thou, Pashhur, and all that dwell 
in thine house shall go into cap¬ 
tivity : and thou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, 
and all thy friends, to whom thou 
hast prophesied lies. 

7 0 Lord, thou hast enticed me, 
and I was enticed: thou art 
stronger than I, and hast pre¬ 
vailed: I am in derision daily, 
every one mocketh me. 8 For since 
I spoke, I cried out, I cried vio¬ 
lence and spoil; because the word 
of the Lord was made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 
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“Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any 
more in his name. But his word 
Was in mine heart as a burning 
fire shut up in my bones, and I 
was weary with forbearing, and I 
could not endure it. 10 For I heard 
the defaming of many, fear on 
every side. Report, say they, and 
we will report it. All my famil¬ 
iars watched for my halting, 
saying, Peradventure he will be 
enticed, and we shall prevail a- 
gainst him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. n But the 
Lord is with me as a mighty ter¬ 
rible one: therefore my persecu¬ 
tors shall stumble, and they shall 
not prevail: they shall be greatly 
ashamed; for they shall not pros¬ 
per: their everlasting confusion 
shall never be forgotten. 12 But, 
0 Lord of hosts, that triest the 
righteous, and seest the reinsand 
the heart, let me see thy venge¬ 
ance on them: for unto thee have 
I opened my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lord, praise 
ye the Lord: for he hath de¬ 
livered the soul of the poor from 
the hand of evil-doers. 

“Cursed be the day wherein 
I was born: let not the day 
wherein my mother bore me be 
blessed. 15 Cursed be the man who 
brought tidings to my father, 
saying, A man child is born unto 
thee; making him very glad. 
“And let that man be as the 
cities which the Lord overthrew, 
and repented not: and let him 
hear the cry in the morning, and 
the shouting at noontide; ^Be¬ 


cause he slew me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might 
have been my grave, and her 
womb to be always pregnant with 
me. “Wherefore came I forth 
out of the womb to see labour and 
sorrow, that my days should be 
consumed with shame? 

The word which came unlo 
Jeremiah from the Lord, 
when king Zedekiah sent unto him 
Pashhur the son of Malchiah. and 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah 
the priest, saying, inquire, I 
pray thee, of the Lord for us; 
for Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon maketh war against us; 
peradventure the Lord will deal 
with us according to all his 
wondrous works, that he may go 
up from us. 

3 Then said Jeremiah unto them. 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah: 
4 Thus saith the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael; Behold, I will turn back 
the weapons of w-ar that are in 
your hands, wherewith ye fight 
against the king of Babylon, and 
against the Chaldeans, that be¬ 
siege you without the walls, and 
I will assemble them into tin* 
midst of this city. 5 And I myself 
will fight against you with an 
outstretched hand and with a 
strong arm, even in anger, and 
in fury, and in great wrath. f, And 
I will smite the inhabitants of 
this city, both man and beast: 
they shall die of a great pesti¬ 
lence. 7 And afterward, saith the 
Lord, I will deliver Zedekiah king 
of Judah, and his servants, ami 
the people, and such as are left 
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in this city from the pestilence, 
from the a word, and from the 
famine, into the hand of Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
into the hand of their enemies, 
and into the hand of those that 
■eek their life: and he shall smite 
them with the edge of the sword; 
he shall not spare them, neither 
have pity, nor have mercy. 

“And unto this people thou shalt 
say, Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
I set before you the way of life, 
and the way of death. 9 He that 
abideth in this city shall die by 
the sword, and by the famine, 
and by the pestilence: but he that 
gnctli out, and falleth to the Chal¬ 
deans that besiege you, he shall 
live, and his life shall be unto 
him for a prey. ,0 For I have set 
my face against this city for evil, 
and not for good, saith the Lord: 
it shall be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall burn it with fire. 

u And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, s ay, Hear ye the 
word of the Lord; I2 0 house of 
David, thus saith the Lord; Ex¬ 
ecute judgment in the morning, 
and deliver him that is spoiled 
out of the hand of the oppressor, 
lest my fury go out like fire, and 
burn that none can quench it, be¬ 
cause of the evil of your doings. 

,3 Behold, I am against thee, 0 
inhabitant of the valley, and rock 
of the plain, saith the Lord ; who 
say. Who shall come down against 
us ? or who Rhaii enter into our 
habitations? 14 But I will punish 
you according to the fruit of your 


doings, saith the Lord: and I 
will kindle a fire in the forest 
thereof, and it shall devour all 
things round about it. 

Thus saith the Lord; Go 
down to the house of the 
king of Judah, and speak there 
this word, 2 And say, Hear the 
word of the Lord, 0 king of Ju¬ 
dah, that sittest upon the throne 
of David, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by 
these gates: 3 Thus saith the

Execute ye judgment and right¬ 
eousness, and deliver the spoiled 
out of the hand of the oppressor:

to the stranger, the fatherless, 
nor the widow, neither shed in¬ 
nocent blood in this place.

B For thus saith the 
Lord unto the king's house of 
Judah; Thou art Gilead unto me, 
and the head of Lebanon: yet 
surely I will make thee a wilder¬ 
ness, and cities which are not in¬ 
habited.

lz But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him cap¬ 
tive, and shall see this land no 
more. 

13 Woe unto him that buildeth 
his house by unrighteousness, and 
his chambers by wrong; that 
useth his neighbour’s service 
without wages, and giveth him 
not for his work; 14 That saith, 
I will build me a wide house and 
large chambers, and cutteth him 
out windows; and it is ceiled with 
cedar, and painted with vermili¬ 
on. 15 Shalt thou reign, because 
thou rivallest with cedar build¬ 
ings? did not thy father eat and 
drink, and do judgment and jus¬ 
tice, and then it was well with 
him? 18 He judged the cause of 
the poor and needy; then it was 
well with him: was not this to 
know me? saith the Lord. 17 But

20 Go up to Lebanon, and cry; nnr 
lift up thy voice in Bashan, am 
cry from the passages: for al 
thy lovers are destroyed. 2, I spnk* 
unto thee in thy prosperity; bin 
thou saidst, I will not hear. This 
hath been thy manner from thy 
youth, that thou obeyedst not my 
voice. 22 The wind shall carry 
away all thy shepherds, and thy 
lovers shall go into captivity: 
surely then shalt thou be ashamed 
and confounded for all thy wick¬ 
edness. 23 0h inhabitant of Leba¬ 
non, that makest thy nest in the 
cedars, how gracious shalt thou 
be when pangs come upon time, 
the pain as of a woman in trav¬ 
ail! 

24 As I live, saith the Lord, 
though Coniah the son of Jehoia¬ 
kim king of Judah were the 
signet upon my right hand, yet 
would I pluck thee thence; 21 And 
I will give thee into the hand of 
them that seek thy life, and into 
the hand of them whose face thou 
fearest, even into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, 
and into the hand of the Chalde- 
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*»n«. 2fl And I will cast thee out, 
and thy mother that bore thee, 
into another country, where ye 
were not born; and there Bhail 
ye die. 27 But to the land where- 
unto they desire to return, thither 
•IimII they not return. 

“/* this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol? is he a vessel where¬ 
in is no pleasure? wherefore are 
they cast out, he and his seed, 
and are cast into a land which 
they know not? z9 0 earth, earth, 
earth, hear the word of the Lord. 
“Thus saith the Lord, Write ye 
this man childless, a man that 
Hhall not prosper in his days: for 
no man of his seed shall prosper, 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
and ruling any more in Judah. 

Woe be unto the shepherds 
that destroy and scatter the 
hheep of my pasture! saith the 
Lord. ‘^Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel against the 
shepherds that feed my people; 
Ye have scattered my flock, and 
driven them away, and have not 
visited them: behold, I will visit 
upon you the evil of your doings, 
saith the Lord. 3 And I will gather 
the remnant of my flock out of 
ail the countries whither I have 
driven them, and will bring them 
hack to their folds; and they 
shall be fruitful and increase. 
4 And I will set up shepherds over 
♦hem who shall feed them: and 
they shall fear no more, nor be 
dismayed, neither shall they be 
linking, saith the Lord. 

'Behold, the days come, saith 


the Lord, that I will raise unto 
David a righteous sprout, and 
he shall reign as king and pros¬ 
per, and shall execute judgment 
and justice in the earth. 6 In his 
days Judah Bhali be saved, and 
Israel shall dwell safely: and this 
is his name whereby he shall be 
called, The Lord is our righteous¬ 
ness. ’Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that they 
shall no more say, The Lord liv- 
eth, who brought up the children 
of Israel out of the land of E- 
gypt; 8 But, The Lord liveth, who 
brought up and who led the seed 
of the house of Israel out of the 
north country, and from all the 
countries whither I had driven 
them; and they shall dwell in 
their own land. 

Concerning the prophets; 

Mine heart within me is broken, 
all my bones shake; I am like a 
drunken man, and like a man 
whom wine hath overcome, be¬ 
cause of the Lord, and because 
of the words of his holiness. 10 For 
the land is full of adulterers; for 
because of swearing the land 
mourneth; the pleasant places of 
the wilderness are dried up, and 
their course is evil, and their 
force ia not right. "For both 
prophet and priest are profane; 
yea, in my house have I found 
their wickedness, saith the Lord. 
12 Wherefore their way shall be 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness: they shall be driven 
on, and fall therein: for I will 
bring evil upon them, even the 
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year of their visitation, saith the 
Lord. 

“And I have seen folly in the 
prophets of Samaria; they proph¬ 
esied by Baal, and caused my 
people Israel to err. 14 I have seen 
also in the prophets of Jerusalem 
a horrible thing: they commit 
adultery, and walk in lies: they 
strengthen also the hands of evil¬ 
doers, that none doth return from 
his wickedness: they are all of 
them unto me as Sodom, and the 
inhabitants thereof as Gomorrah. 
“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts concerning the prophets; 
Behold, I will feed them with 
wormwood, and make them drink 
the water of gall: for from the 
prophets of Jerusalem is profane¬ 
ness gone forth into all the land. 

“Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Hearken not unto the words of 
the prophets that prophesy unto 
you: they make you vain: they 
speak a vision of their own heart, 
and not out of the mouth of the 
Lord. 17 They say still unto them 
that despise me, The Lord hath 
said, Ye shall have peace: and 
they say unto every one that 
walketh after the imagination of 
his own heart, No evil shall come 
upon you. “For who hath stood 
in the counsel of the Lord, and 
hath perceived and heard his 
word? who hath marked his word, 
and heard it? 

“Behold, a whirlwind of the 
Lord is gone forth in fury, even 
a grievous whirlwind: it shall 
fall grievously upon the head of 
the wicked. 20 The anger of the 


Lord shall not return, until h 
have executed, and till he hav< 
performed the thoughts of hi: 
heart: in the latter days ye shal 
consider it perfectly. 21 I have no 
sent these prophets, yet they ran. 
I have not spoken to them, yei 
they prophesied. 22 But if they lm< 
stood in my counsel, and hat 
caused my people to hear m> 
words, then they should have 
turned them from their evil way, 
and from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God near at hand, 
saith the Lord, and not a God 
afar off? 24 Can any hide himself 
in secret places that I shall not 
see him? saith the Lord. Do not 
I fill heaven and earth? saith the 
Lord. 20 I have heard what the 
prophets said, that prophesy lies 
in my name, saying, I have 
dreamed, I have dreamed. 26 How 
long shall this be in the heart of 
the prophets that prophesy lies? 
yea, they are prophets of the de¬ 
ceit of their own heart; 27 Who 
think to cause my people to for¬ 
get my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have 
forgotten my name for Baal. 2S The 
prophet that hath a dream, let 
him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully. What hath the 
straw to do with the corn? saith 
the Lord. 29 /s not my word like 
as a fire? saith the Lord; and 
like a hammer that breaketh the 
rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am n- 
gainst the prophets, saith tho 
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Lord, that steal my words every 
one from his neighbour. ai Behold, 
I am against the prophets, saith 
the Lord, that use their tongues, 
and say, He saith. "Behold, I am 
against them that prophesy false 
dreams, saith the Lord, and do 
tell them, and cause my people 
to err by their lies, and by their 
wantonness, yet I sent them not, 
nor commanded them: therefore 
they shall not profit this people 
At all, saith the Lord. 

"And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask 
thee, saying, What is the message 
of the Lord? thou shalt then say 
unto them, What message? I will 
even forsake you, saith the Lord. 
"And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, that shall 
say, The message of the Lord, I 
will even punish that man and 
his house. "Thus shall ye say 
every one to his neighbour, and 
every one to his brother, What 
hath the Lord answered? and, 
What hath the Lord spoken? 
"And the message of the Lord 
shall ye mention no more; for 
every man's word shall be his 
message; for ye have perverted 
the words of the living God, of 
the Lord of hosts our God. "Thus 
shalt thou say to the prophet, 
What hath the Lord answered 
thee? and, What hath the Lord 
spoken? "But since ye say, The 
message of the Lord; therefore 
thus Haith the Lord; Because ye 
say this word, The message of the 
l-nrd, and I have sent unto you, 
saying, ye shall not say, The 


message of the Lord; "Therefore, 
behold, I, even I, will utterly for¬ 
get you, and I will forsake you, 
and the city that I gave you and 
your fathers, and cast you out of 
my presence: 40 And I will bring 
an everlasting reproach upon you, 
and a perpetual shame, which 
shall not be forgotten. 

The Lord shewed me, and, 
behold, two baskets of figs 
were set before the temple of the 
Lord, after that Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon had carried away 
captive Jeconiah the son of Jeho- 
iakim king of Judah, and the 
princes of Judah, with the car¬ 
penters and smiths, from Jeru¬ 
salem, and had brought them to 
Bahylon. 7 One basket had very 
good figs, even like the figs that 
are first-ripe: and the other bas¬ 
ket had very bad figs, which could 
not be eaten, they were so bad. 
3 Then said the Lord unto me. 
What seest thou, Jeremiah? And 
I said, Figs; the good figs, very 
good; and the bad, very bad, that 
cannot be eaten, they are so bad. 
‘Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 5 Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel; Like 
these good figs, so will I acknowl¬ 
edge them that are carried away 
captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the 
land of the Chaldeans for their 
good. “For I will set mine eyes 
upon them for good, and I will 
bring them back to this land: 
and I will build them, and not 
pull them down; and I will plant 
them, and not pluck them up. 
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7 And I will give them a heart 
to know me, that I am the Lord: 
and they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God: for they shall 
return unto me with their whole 
heart. 8 And as the bad figs, which 
cannot be eaten, because they are 
so bad, surely thus saith the Lord, 
So will I give Zedekiah the king 
of Judah, and his princes, and 
the residue of Jerusalem, that re¬ 
main in this land, and them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt: 0 And 
I will make them a terror unto 
all the kingdoms of the earth for 
their hurt, to be a reproach and 
a proverb, a taunt and a curse, 
in all places whither I shall drive 
them. l0 And I will send the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence, 
among them, till they be con¬ 
sumed from off the land that I 
gave unto them and to their fa¬ 
thers. 

The word that came to Jere¬ 
miah concerning all the peo¬ 
ple of Judah in the fourth year 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, that was the first 
year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; 2 Which Jeremiah the 
prophet spoke unto all the people 
of Judah, and to all the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem, saying, 
3 From the thirteenth year of 
Josiah the son of Amon king of 
Judah, even unto this day, that 
ia the three and twentieth year, 
the word of the Lord hath come 
unto me, and I have spoken unto 
you, rising early and speaking; 
but ye have not hearkened. 4 And 
the Lord hath sent unto you all 


his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them; but yt 
have not hearkened, nor inclined 
your ear to bear. 5 They said, Turn 
ye again now every one from 
his evil way, and from the evil 
of your doings, and dwell in the 
land that the Lord hath given 
unto you and to your fathers for 
ever and ever: 6 And go not after 
other gods to serve them, and 
to worship them, and provoke me 
not to anger with the works of 
your hands; and I will do you 
no hurt. 7 Yet ye have not heark¬ 
ened unto me, saith the Lord, 
that ye might provoke me to anger 
with the works of your hands to 
your own hurt. 

a Therefore thus saith the IiOrd 
of hosts; Because ye have not 
heard my words, 0 Behold, I will 
send and take all the families of 
the north, saith the Lord, and 
Nebuchadrezzar the king of Ba¬ 
bylon, my servant, and will bring 
them against this land, and a- 
gainst the inhabitants thereof, 
and against all these nations round 
[ about, and will utterly destroy 
them, and make them an astonish¬ 
ment, and a hissing, and per¬ 
petual desolations. 10 Moreover I 
will take from them the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and 
the voice of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light 
of the candle. 71 And this whole 
land shall be a desolation, and an 
astonishment; and these nationR 
shall serve the king of Babylon 
seventy years. 
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12 And it shall come to pass, 
when seventy years are accom¬ 
plished, that I will punish the 
kin# of Babylon, and that nation, 
imilh the Lord, fo*- their iniquity, 
and the land of the Chaldeans, 
find will make it perpetual de¬ 
flations. ,a And I will bring 
upon that land all my words which 
I have pronounced against it, 
even all that is written in this 
hook, which Jeremiah hath proph¬ 
esied against all the nations. ,4 For 
many nations and great kings 
shall make them serve also: and 
I will recompense them accord¬ 
ing to their deeds, and according 
to the works of their own hands. 

,r 'For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel unto me; Take the wine- 
nip of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom 
I send thee, to drink it. 10 And 
they shall drink, and reel, and 
be mad, because of the sword 
that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the 
lord's hand, and made all the 
r.ulions to drink, unto whom the 
Lord had sent me: 1 *To wit, Je¬ 
rusalem, and the cities of Judah, 
and the kings thereof, and the 
princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, a 
hissing, and a curse; as it is this 
day; ,e Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and his servants, and his princes, 
und all his people; 20 And all the 
mingled people, and all the kings 
of the land of Uz, and all the 
kings of the land of the Philis¬ 
tines, and Ashkelon, and Azzah, 
and Ekron, and the remnant of 


lAshdod, 21 Edom, and Moab, and 
the children of Ammon, 22 And all 
the kings of Tyre, and all the 
kings of Sidon, and the kings of 
the isle which is beyond the 
sea, 23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, 
and all that are in the utmost 
corners, 24 And all the kings of 
Arabia, and all the kings of the 
mingled people that dwell in the 
desert, 2, And all the kings of 
Ziimi, and all the kings of Elam, 
and all the kings of the Medes, 
2fi And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, 
and all the kingdoms of the world, 
which are upon the face of the 
earth: and the king of Sheshach 
shall drink after them. ^There¬ 
fore thou shalt say unto them. 
Thus saith the lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Drink ye, and be 
drunken, and spue, and fall, and 
rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send among you. 
2B And it shall be, if they refuse 
to take the cup at thine hand 
to drink, then shalt thou say un¬ 
to them, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; Ye shall certainly drink. 
2B For, lo, I begin to bring evil 
on the city which is called by 
my name, and should ye be ut¬ 
terly unpunished? Ye shall not 
be unpunished: for I will call for 
a sword upon all the inhabitants 
of the earth, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

a0 Therefore prophesy thou a* 
gainst them all these words, and 
say unto them, The Lord shall 
roar from on high, and utter his 
voice from his holy habitation; 
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he shall mightily roar upon his 
habitation; he shall give a shout, 
as they that tread the grapes, 
against all the inhabitants of the 
earth. 31 A noise shall come even 
to the ends of the earth; for the 
Lord hath a controversy w\th the 
nations, he will plead with all 
flesh; he will give them that are 
wicked to the sword, saith the 
Lord. 

32 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from 
nation to nation, and a great 
whirlwind shall be raised up from 
the ends of the earth. 33 And the 
slain of the Lord shall be at that 
day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lament¬ 
ed, neither gathered, nor buried; 
they shall be dung upon the 
ground. 

34 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the 
ashes , ye lords of the flock: for 
the days of your slaughter and 
of your dispersions are accom¬ 
plished ; and ye shall fall like a 
precious vessel. 35 And the shep¬ 
herds shall have no way to flee, 
nor the lords of the flock to es¬ 
cape. aa A voice of the cry of the 
shepherds, and a howling of the 
lords of the flock, shall be heard: 
for the Lord hath spoiled their 
pasture. 37 And the peaceable habi¬ 
tations are cut down because of 
the fierce anger of the Lord. 38 He 
hath forsaken his covert, as the 
lion: for their land is desolate 
because of the fierceness of the 


destroying sword, and because of 
his fierce anger. 

In the beginning of the reign 
of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah came this 
word from the Lord, saying. 
2 Thus saith the Lord; Stand in 
the Court of the Lord’s house, am? 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the 
Lord’s house, all the words that 
I command thee to speak unto 
them; diminish not a word: 3 Per- 
haps they will hearken, and turn 
every man from his evil way. Ilia? 
I may repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them 
because of the evil of their do¬ 
ings. 4 And thou shalt say unlo 
them, Thus saith the Lord; If 
ye will not hearken to me, to 
walk in my law, which I have 
set before you, 5 To hearken to 
the words of my servants the 
prophets, whom I sent unto you. 
both rising up early, and send¬ 
ing them, but ye have not heark¬ 
ened; 6 Then will I make this 
house like Shiloh, and will make 
this city a curse to all the nations 
of the earth. 

T So the priests and the proph¬ 
ets and ail the people heard Jere¬ 
miah speaking these words in the 
house of the Lord. 8 Now it came 
to pass, when Jeremiah had made 
an end of speaking all that the 
Lord had commanded him to 
speak unto all the people, that the 
priests and the prophets and all 
the people took him, saying, Thou 
shalt surely die. 8 Why hast thou 
Drophe9ied in the name of the 
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Lord, saying, This house shall be 
like Shiloh, and this city shall be 
desolate without an inhabitant? 
And all the people were gathered 
against Jeremiah in the house of 
the Lord. 

'"When the princes of Judah 
heard these things, then they 
came up from the king's house 
unto the house of the Lord, and 
sat down in the entry of the new 
gate of the Lord’s house. n Then 
spoke the priests and the proph¬ 
ets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying, This man is 
worthy to die; for he hath proph¬ 
esied against this city, as ye have 
heard with your ears. 12 Then 
spoke Jeremiah unto all the 
princes and to all the people, 
saying, The Lord sent me to 
prophesy against this house and 
against this city all the words 
that ye have heard. l3 Therefore 
now amend your ways and your 
doings, and obey the voice of the 
lord your God; and the Lord will 
repent him of the evil that he 
hath pronounced against you. 14 As 
for me, behold, I am in your 
hand : do with me as seemeth good 
and mpet unto you. 15 But know 
ye for certain, that if ye put me 
to death, ye shall surely bring in¬ 
nocent blood upon yourselves, 
and upon this city, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof: for of a 
truth the Lord hath sent me un¬ 
to you to speak all these words 
in your ears. 

,fl Then said the princes and all 
I he people unto the priests and 
to the prophets; This man is not 


worthy to die: for he hath spoken 
to us in the name of the Lord 
our God. ,7 Then rose up certain 
of the elders of the land, and 
spoke to all the assembly of the 
people, saying, 18 Micah the Mo- 
rashtite prophesied in the days 
of Hezekiah king of Judah, and 
spoke to all the people of Judah, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; Zion hall be plowed like a 
field, and Jerusalem shall become 
heaps, and the mountain of the 
house as the high places of a 
forest. 1D Did Hezekiah king of 
Judah and all Judah pul him at 
all to death? did he not fear the 
Lord, and besought the Lord, and 
the Lord repented him of the 
evil which he had pronounced a- 
gainst them? Thus might we 
procure great evil against our 
souls. 

20 And there was also a man 
that prophesied in the name of 
the Lord, Urijah the son of She- 
maiah of Kirjath-jearim, who 
prophesied against this city and 
against this land according to 
all the words of Jeremiah: 25 And 
when Jehoiakim the king, with 
all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death: but 
when Urijah heard it, he was 
afraid, and fled, and went into 
Egypt; 22 And Jehoiakim the king 
sent men into Egypt, namely, El- 
nathan the son of Aclibor, and 
certain men with him into Egypt. 
23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him 
unto Jehoiakim the king; who 
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slew him with the sword, and 
cast his dead body into the graves 
of the common people. 24 Never- 
theless the hand of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan was with Jere¬ 
miah, that they should not give 
bim into the hand of the people 
to put him to death. 

In the beginning of the reign 
of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah came this 
word unto Jeremiah from the 
Lord, saying, 2 Thus saith the 
Lord to me; Make thee bonds and 
yokes, and put them upon thy 
neck. 3 And send them to the 
king of Edom, and to the king of 
Moab, and to the king of the 
Ammonites, and to the king of 
Tyrus, and to the king of Sidon, 
by the hand of the messengers 
that come to Jerusalem unto Ze- 
dekiah king of Judah; 4 And com¬ 
mand them to say unto their 
masters, Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Thus 
shall ye say unto your masters; 
8 I have made the earth, the man 
and the beast that are upon the 
ground, by my great power and 
by my outstretched arm, and have 
given it unto whom it seemed 
meet unto me. *And now have 
I given all these lands into the 
hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon, my servant; and the 
beasts of the field have I given 
him also to serve him. 7 And all 
cations shall serve him, and his 
son, and his son's son, until the 
very time of his land come: and 
then many nations and great 
kings shall make bim serve. B And 


it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which wil 
not serve the same Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, and 
that will not put their neck un¬ 
der the yoke of the king of Baby¬ 
lon, that nation will I punish, 
saith the Lord, with the sword, 
and with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, until I have con¬ 
sumed them by his hand. 9 Therr- 
fore hearken not ye to your proph¬ 
ets, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your en¬ 
chanters, nor to your sorcerers, 
that speak unto you, saying, Ye 
shall not serve the king of Baby¬ 
lon: 10 For they prophesy a lie 
unto you, to remove you far from 
your land; and that I should 
drive you out, and ye should per¬ 
ish. “But the nations that bring 
their neck under the yoke of the 
king of Babylon, and serve him, 
those will I let remain still in 
their own land, saith the Lord; 
and they shall till it, and dwell 
therein. 

12 I spoke also to Zedekiah king 
of Judah according to all those 
words, saying, Bring your necks 
under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him and his 
people, and live. 13 Why will ye 
die, thou and thy people, by the 
sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence, as the Lord hath 
spoken against the nation thut 
will not serve the king of Baby¬ 
lon? “Therefore hearken not un¬ 
to the words ol the prophets that 
speak unto you, saying. Ye shall 
not serve the king of Babylon 
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for they prophesy a lie unto you. 
* D For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a 
lie in my name; that I might 
drive you out, and that ye might 
perish, ye, and the prophets that 
prophesy unto you. 

"'Also I spoke to the priests 
and to all this people, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord; Hearken 
not to the words of your proph¬ 
ets that prophesy unto you, say¬ 
ing, Behold, the vessels of the 
Lord’s house shall now shortly 
be brought back from Babylon: 
for they prophesy a lie unto you. 
17 Hearken not unto them; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live: 
wherefore should this city be laid 
waste? 18 But if they be proph¬ 
ets, and if the word of the Lord 
be with them, let them now make 
intercession to the Lord of hosts, 
that the vessels which are left 
in the bouBe of the Lord, and in 
the house of the king of Judah, 
and at Jerusalem, go not to Ba¬ 
bylon. 16 For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts concerning the pillars, 
and concerning the sea, and con¬ 
cerning the bases, and concerning 
the residue of the vessels that 
remain in this city, “Which Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon 
took not, when he carried away 
captive Jeconiah the son of Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah from Je¬ 
rusalem to Babylon, and all the 
nobles of Judah and Jerusalem. 
31 Yea, thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, concern¬ 
ing the vessels that remain in the 
house of the Lord, and in the 


house of the king of Judah and of 
Jerusalem; “They shall be car¬ 
ried to Babylon, and there shall 
they be until the day that I 
visit them, saith the Lord; then 
will I bring them up, and restore 
them to this place. 

And it came to pass the same 
year, in the beginning of the 
reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, 
in the fourth year, and in the 
fifth month, that Hananiah the 
son of Azzur the prophet, who 
was of Gibeon, spoke unto me in 
the house of the Lord, in the 
presence of the priests and of 
all the people, saying, 2 Thus 
speaketh the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying, I have 
broken the yoke of the king of 
Babylon. 3 Within two full years 
will I bring back into this place 
all the vessels of the Lord’s house, 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon took away from this place, 
and carried them to Babylon: 
‘And I will bring back to this 
place Jeconiah the son of Jehoia- 
kim king of Judah, with all the 
captives of Judah, that went in¬ 
to Babylon, saith the Lord: for 
I will break the yoke of the king 
of Babylon. 

’Then the prophet Jeremiah 
said unto the prophet Hananiah 
in the presence of the priests, 
and in the presence of all the peo¬ 
ple that stood in the house of the 
Lord, ‘Even the prophet Jere¬ 
miah said, Amen; the Lord do 
so: the Lord perform thy wordB 
which thou hast prophesied, to 
bring back the vessels of the 
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Lord's house, and all that is car¬ 
ried away captive, from Babylon 
into this place. Nevertheless 
hear thou now this word that I 
speak in thine ears, and in the 
ears of all the people; ®The proph¬ 
ets that have been before me 
and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries, and 
against great kingdoms, of war, 
and of evil, and of pestilence. 
•The prophet that prophesieth of 
peace, when the word of the 
prophet shall come to pass, then 
shall the prophet be known, that 
the Lord hath truly sent him. 

10 Then Hananiah the prophet 
took the yoke from off the proph¬ 
et Jeremiah's neck, and broke it. 
“And Hananiah spoke in the pres¬ 
ence of all the people, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord; Even so 
will I break the yoke of Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon from 
the neck of all the nations within 
the space of two full years. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went his 
way. 

1J Then the word of the Lord 
came unto Jeremiah the -prophet, 
after that Hananiah the prophet 
had broken the yoke from off the 
neck of the prophet Jeremiah, 
saying, 13 Go and tell Hananiah, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast broken the bars of 
wood: but thou shalt make for 
them bars of iron. “For thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel; I have put a yoke of 
iron upon the neck of all these 
nations, that they may serve 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 


lon; and they shall serve him: 
and I have given him the beasts 
of the field also. 

“Then said the prophet Jere¬ 
miah unto Hananiah the prophet. 
Hear now, Hananiah; The Lord 
hath not sent thee; but thou 
makest this people to trust in a 
lie. “Therefore thus saith the 
Lord; Behold, I will cast thee 
from off the face of the earth: 
this year thou shalt die, because 
thou hast taught rebellion against 
the Lord. 17 So Hananiah the 
prophet died the same year in 
the seventh month. 

Now these are the words of 
the letter that Jeremiah the 
prophet sent from Jerusalem im- 
to the residue of the elders that 
were carried away captive, and to 
the priests, and to the prophets, 
and to all the people whom Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar had carried away cap¬ 
tive from Jerusalem to Babylon ; 
2 (After that Jeconiah the king, 
and the queen-mother, and the 
chamberlains, the princes of Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem, and the cur- 
penters, and the smiths, were 
departed from Jerusalem;) n By 
the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son 
of Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king 
of Judah sent unto Babylon to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon,) saying, 

*Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, unto all that 
are carried away captive, whom 
I have caused to be carried away 
from Jerusalem unto Babylon; 
"Build ye houses, and dwell t?i 
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them; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them; e Take ye 

wives, and beget sons and daugh¬ 
ters; and take wives for your 

sons, and give your daughters to 
husbands, that they may bear 

sons and daughters; that ye may 
I..- Increased there, and not di¬ 
minished. T And seek the peace 

of the city whither I have caused 
you to he carried away captive, 
and pray unto the Lord for it: 
for in the peace thereof shall ye 
hnve peace. 

"For thus saitli the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Let not 
your prophets and your diviners, 
that are in the midst of you, de¬ 
ceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams which ye cause to be 
dreamed. "For they prophesy 
falsely unto you in my name: I 
hnve not sent them, saith the 
Lord. 

,0 For thus saith the Lord, That 
after seventy years be accom¬ 
plished at Babylon I will visit 
you, and perform my good word 
toward you, in causing you to 
return to this place. "For I know 
the thoughts that I think toward 
you, saith the Lord, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, to give 
you a future and hope. 12 Then 
shall ye call upon me, and ye 
shall go and pray unto me, and 
I will hearken unto you. ,a And 
ye shall seek me, and find me, 
when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. ,4 And I will be 
found of you, saith the Lord: 
and I will bring back your cap¬ 
tives. and I will gather you from 


all the nations, and from all the 
places whither I have driven you, 
saith the Lord; and I will bring 
you back into the place whence 
I caused you to be carried away 
captive. ls Because ye have said. 
The Lord hath raised us up proph¬ 
ets in Babylon; 

10 For thus saith the Lord of 
I the king that sitteth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the 
people that dwell in this city, 
and of your brethren that are 
not gone forth with you into 
captivity; "Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Behold, I will send upon

20 Hear ye therefore the word 
of the Lord, all ye of the cap¬ 
tivity, whom I have sent from 
Jerusalem to Babylon: "Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel, of Ahab the son of 
Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the son 
of Maaseiah, who prophesy a lie 
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unto you in my name; Behold, I 
will deliver them into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon ; and he shall slay them be¬ 
fore your eyes; 22 And of them 
shall be taken up a curse by all 
the captivity of Judah that are in 
Babylon, saying, The Lord make 
thee like Zedekiah and like Ahab, 
whom the king of Babylon roasted 
in the fire; 23 Because they have 
committed villainy in Israel, and 
have committed adultery with 
their neighbours’ wives, and have 
spoken lying words in my name, 
which I have not commanded 
them; even I know, and am a 
witness, saith the Lord. 

2 *Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite, say¬ 
ing, 25 Thus speaketh the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel, say¬ 
ing, Because thou hast sent letters 
in thy name unto all the people 
that are at Jerusalem, and to 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the 
priest, and to all the priests, say¬ 
ing, 26 The Lord hath made thee 
priest in the stead of Jehoiada 
the priest, that ye should be 
officers in the house of the Lord, 
for every man that is mad, and 
maketh himself a prophet, that 
thou shouldest put him in prison, 
and in the stocks. ”Now there¬ 
fore why hast thou not reproved 
Jeremiah of Anathoth, who mak¬ 
eth himself a prophet to you? 
S8 For therefore he sent unto us 
in Babylon, saying, This captiv¬ 
ity is long; build ye houses, and 
dwell in them; and plant gardens, 
and eat the fruit of them. 


29 And Zephaniah the priest rea 
this letter in the ears of Jen 
miah the prophet. 30 Then cam 
the word of the Lord unto Jere 
miah, saying, 31 Send to all then 
of the captivity, saying, Thu 
saith the Lord concerning Sln- 
maiah the Nehelamite; Becaus* 
that Shemaiah hath prophesin 
unto you, and I sent him not 
and he caused you to trust in i 
lie: 32 Therefore thus saith tin 
Lord; Behold, I will punish She 
maiah the Nehelamite, and hit 
seed: he shall not have a ma? 
to dwell among this people; mi 
ther shall he behold the good thal 
I will do for my people, saitl: 
the Lord; because he hath spoken 
rebellion against the Lord. 

The word that came to Jere¬ 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

“Thus speaketh the Lord God of 
Israel, saying, Write thee all the 
words that I have spoken unto 
thee in a book.

ness? 7 AIas! for that day is 
great, so that none is like it: it 
ia even the time of Jacob's 
trouble; but he shall be saved out 
of it. “For it shall come to pass 
In that day, saith the Lord of 
ImAla, that I will break his yoke 
from off thy neck, and will burst 
thy bonds, and strangers shall no 
more make him serve. 9 But they 
shall serve the Lord their God, 
and David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

’"Therefore fear thou not, 0 
my servant Jacob, saith the Lord; 
neither be dismayed, O Israel: 
for, lo, I will save thee from afar, 
and thy Becd from the land of 
their captivity; and Jacob shall 
return, and shall he at rest and 
tranquil, and none shall make 
him afraid. "For I am with thee, 
wiith the Lord, to save thee: 
though I make a full end of all the 
nulions whither I have scattered 
thee, yet will I not make a full 
end of thee: but I will correct 
thee in measure, and will not 
leave thee altogether unpunished. 

,2 For thus saith the Lord, Thy 
bruise is incurable, and thy 
wound is grievous. ld Tkere is 
none to plead thy cause, that 
thou mayest be bound up: thou 
bast no healing medicines. ,4 A11 
thy lovers have forgotten thee;

these things unto thee. ]fl There- 
fore all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured; and all thine 
adversaries, every one of them, 
shall go into captivity; and they 
that spoil thee shall be a spoil, 
and all that prey upon thee will 
I give for a prey. 1T For I will 
restore health unto thee, and I 
will heal thee of thy wounds, 
saith the Lord; because they 
called thee an outcast, saying, 
This is Zion, whom no man 
seeketh after. 

18 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
I will bring back the captivity 
of Jacob's tents, and have mercy 
on his dwelling-places; and the 
city shall be builded upon her 
own heap, and the palaces shall 
remain after the manner thereof. 
,B And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of 
them that make merry: and I 
will multiply them, and they shall 
not be few; I will also glorify 
them, and they shall not be small.

-Thus saith the Lord, the God

"Then Jeremiah the prophet 
spoke all these words unto Zede¬ 
kiah king of Judah in Jerusalem, 
: When the king of Babylon's army 
fought against Jerusalem, and a- 
gainst all the cities of Judah that 
were left, against Lachiah, and 
against Azekah: for these forti¬ 
fied cities remained of the cities 
of Judah. 

*Tkis is the word that came 
unto Jeremiah from the Lord, 
after that the king Zedekiah had 
made a covenant with all the peo¬ 
ple that were at Jerusalem, to 
proclaim liberty unto them; That 
every man should let his man¬ 
servant, and every man his maid¬ 
servant, being a Hebrew or a 
Hebrewess, go free; that none 
should serve himself of them, to 
wit, of a Jew liis brother. 10 Now 
when all the princes, and all the 
people, that had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one 
should let his man-servant, and 
every one his maid-servant, go 
free, that none should serve them¬ 
selves of them any more, then 
they obeyed, and let them go. 
“But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand¬ 
maids, whom they had let go free, 
to return, and brought them into 
subjection for servants and for 
handmaids. lz Therefore the word 
of the Lord came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel; I made a covenant 
with your fathers in the day '-hat 
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I brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house 
of bondmen, saying, l4 At the end 
of seven years let ye go every 
man his brother a Hebrew, that 
hath been sold unto thee; and 
when he hath served thee six 
years, thou shalt let him go free 
from thee: but your fathers 
hearkened not unto me, neither 
inclined their ear. 15 And ye were 
now turned, and had done right 
in my sight, in proclaiming liber¬ 
ty every man to his neighbour; 
and ye had made a covenant be¬ 
fore me in the house which is 
called by my name: 16 But ye 
turned and polluted my name, and 
caused every man his servant, 
and every man his handmaid, 
whom he had set at liberty at 
their pleasure, to return, and 
brought them into subjection, to 
be unto you for servants and for 
handmaids. 17 Therefore thus saith 
the Lord; Ye have not hearkened 
unto me, in proclaiming liberty, 
every one to his brother, and 
every man to his neighbour: be¬ 
hold, I proclaim a liberty for you, 
saith the Lord, to the sword, to 
the pestilence, and to the famine; 
and I will make you a terror unto 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 
J8 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, 
that have not performed the words 
of the covenant which they had

B Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father in all that he hath 
Nmrged us, to drink no wine 
Ml our days, we, our wives, our 
Sons, nor our daughters; p Nor 
to build houses for us to dwell 
|n: neither have we vineyard, 
nor field, nor seed: 10 But we have 
dwelt in tents, and have obeyed, 
and done according to all that 
Jonadab our father commanded 
us. u But it came to pass, when 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
came up into the land, that we 
laid, Come, and let us go to Jeru- 
lalem for fear of the army of 
the Chaldeans, and for fear of 
the army of the Syrians: so we 
dwell at Jerusalem. 

‘“Then came the word of the 
L«ord unto Jeremiah, saying, 
"Thus saitb the Lord of hosts, 
ihe God of Israel; Go and tell 
ihe men of Judah and the inhabi- 
ants of Jerusalem, Will ye not 
leeeive instruction to hearken to 


my words? saith the Lord. 14 The 
words of Jonadab the son of Re¬ 
chab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; 
for unto this day they drink none, 
but obey their father's command¬ 
ment: notwithstanding I have 
spoken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; but ye hearkened not 
unto me. 15 I have sent also unto 
you all my servants the prophets, 
rising up early and sending them, 
saying, Return ye now every man 
from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and 
ye shall dwell in the land which 
I have given to you and to your 
fathers: but ye have not inclined 
your ear, nor hearkened unto me. 
“■‘Because the sons of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandment of their father, 
which he commanded them; but 
this people hath not hearkened 
unto me: 17 Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God of hosts, the God 
of Israel; Behold, I will bring 
upon Judah and upon all the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem all the 
evil that I have pronounced a- 
gainst them; because I have 
spoken unto them, but they have 
not heard; and I have called un¬ 
to them, but they have not an¬ 
swered. 

18 And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Rechabites, Thus 
saith the lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel; Because ye have obeyed 
the commandment of Jonadab 
your father, and kept all his pre¬ 
cepts, and done according unto 
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all that he hath commanded you: 
’^Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Jo- 
nadab the son of Rechab shall 
not want a man to stand before 
me for ever. 

And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakimthe 
Son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
this word came unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 2 Take thee 
a roll of a book, and write there¬ 
in all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee against Israel, 
and against Judah, and against 
all the nations, from the day I 
spoke unto thee, from the days 
of Josiah, even unto this day. 
3 It may be that the house of Ju¬ 
dah will hear all the evil which 
I purpose to do unto them; that 
they may return every man from 
his evil way; that I may forgive 
their iniquity and their sin. 

4 So Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah: and Baruch wrote 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all 
the words of the Lord, which he 
had spoken unto him, upon a roll 
of a book. 5 And Jeremiah com¬ 
manded Baruch, saying, I am shut 
up; I cannot go into the house 
of the Lord: therefore go thou, 
and read in the roll, which thou 
hast written from my mouth, the 
words of the Lord in the ears 
of the people in the Lord's house 
upon the fasting day: and also 
thou shalt read them in the ears 
of all Judah that come out of 
their cities. 7 It may be they will 
present their supplication before 
the Lord, and will return every 


one from his evil way: for gn 
is the anger and the fury 11 
the Lord hath pronounced agaii 
this people. 

8 And Baruch the son of Neri 
did according to all that Je 
miah the prophet command 
him, reading in the book ( 
words of the Lord in the Lor 
house. 

9 And it came to pass in \ 
fifth year of Jehoiakim the s 
of Josiah king of Judah, in I 
ninth month, that they p; 
claimed a fast before the L< 
to all the people in Jcrusnle 
and to all the people that cai 
from the cities of Judah ur 
Jerusalem. ,0 Then read Bam 
in the book the words of Jeremi 
in the house of the Lord, in t 
chamber of Gemariah the son 
Shaphan the scribe, in the high 
court, at the entry of the in 
gate of the Lord’s house, in t. 
ears of all the people. 

"Now when Michaiah the s 
of Gemariah, the son of Shaphs 
had heard out of the book , 
the words of the Lord, ,2 Th 
he went down into the kin* 
house, into the scribe's chamhe 
and, lo, all the princes sat the] 
even Elishama the scribe, ai 
Delaiah the son of Shemaiah. ai 
Elnathan the son of Achbor. ai 
Gemariah the son of Shapha 
and Zedekiah the son of Harm 
iah, and all the princes. "Tin 
Michaiah declared unto them r 
the words that he had hear 
when Baruch read the book 
the ears of the people. 14 Ther 
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fore all the princes sent Jehudi 
the non of Nethaniah, the son of 
Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, un¬ 
to Baruch, saying, Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast 
read in the ears of the people, 
and come. So Baruch the son of 
N* i Inli took the roll in his hand, 
and came unto them. 16 And they 
said unto him, Sit down now, 
pnd read it in our ears. So Ba- 
iruch read it in their ears. lfl Now 
St came to pass, when they had 
heard all the words, they turned 
)n alarm to one another, and said 
bnlo Baruch, We will surely tell 
the king of all these words. u And 
hey asked Baruch, saying, Tell 
is now, How didst thou write 
ill these words at his mouth? 
Then Baruch answered them, 
pronounced all these words 
info me with his mouth, and I 
(Vrote them with ink in the book. 
'"Then said the princes unto Ba- 
fuch, Go, hide thee, thou and 
Jeremiah; and let no man know 
jvhcrc ye are. 

30 And they went in to the king 
into the court, and laid up the 
'oil in the chamber of Elishaina 
|he scribe, and told all the words 
n the ears of the king. zl So the 
:inK sent Jehudi to fetch the 
oil: and he took it out of Eli- 
Jiama the scribe’s chamber. And 
ehudi read it in the ears of 
lie king, and in the ears of all 
ic princes that stood beside the 
ing. 2V Now the king sat in the 
inter-house in the ninth month: 

1 nd there was a fire on the hearth 
urning before him. 23 And it 


came to pass, that when Jehudi 
had read three or four columns, 
he cut it with the penknife, and 
cast it into the fire that was on 
the hearth, until all the roll was 
consumed in the fire that was on 
the hearth. 24 Yet they were not 
afraid, nor rent their garments, 
neither the king, nor any of his 
servants that heard all these 
words. 25 And although Elnathan 
and Delaiah and Gemariah had 
made intercession to the king 
that he would not burn the roll, 
he would not hear them. 2fl But 
the king commanded Jerahmeel 
the son of Hammelech, and Sera- 
iah the son of Azriel, and Shele¬ 
miah the son of Abdeel, to take 
Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah 
the prophet: but the Lord hid 
them. 

2T Then the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, after that the 
king had burned the roll, and 
the words which Baruch wrote 
at the mouth of Jeremiah, say¬ 
ing, 2B Take thee again another 
roll, and write in it all the former 
words that were in the first roll, 
which Jehoiakim the king of Ju¬ 
dah hath burned. 2D And thou 
shalt say to Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast burned this roll, say¬ 
ing, Why hast thou written there¬ 
in, saying, The king of Babylon 
shall certainly come and destroy 
this land, and shall cause to cease 
from thence man and beast? 
'Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah; He 
shall have none to sit upon the 
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throne of David: and his dead 
body shall be cast out in the day 
to the heat, and in the night to 
the frost. 31 And I will punish 
him and his seed and his ser¬ 
vants for their iniquity; and I 
will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and upon the men of Judah, all 
the evil that I have pronounced 
against them; but they heark¬ 
ened not. 

82 Then took Jeremiah another 
roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who 
wrote therein from the mouth 
of Jeremiah all the words of the 
book which Jehoiakim king of 
Judah had burned in the fire: 
and there were added hesides un¬ 
to them many like words. 

And king Zedekiah the son 
of Josiah reigned instead of 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim, 
whom Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon made king in the land of 
Judah. 3 But neither he, nor his 
servants, nor the people of the 
land, did hearken unto the words 
of the Lord, which he spoke by 
the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent 
Jehucal the son of Shelemiah and 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah 
the priest to the prophet Jere¬ 
miah, saying, Pray now unto the 
Lord our God for us. 4 Now Jere¬ 
miah came in and went out among 
the people: for they had not put 
him into prison. 3 Then Pharaoh’s 
army was come forth out of E- 
gypt: and when the Chaldeans 
that besieged Jerusalem heard 


tidings of them, they depur 
from Jerusalem. °Then came 
word of the Lord unto the pro 
et Jeremiah, saying, 7 Thus sa 
the Lord, the God of Isn 
Thus shall ye say to the king 
Judah, that sent you unto me 
inquire of me; Behold, Pharac:

help you, shall return to Kg 
into their own land. 8 And 
Chaldeans shall come again, j 
fight against this city, and l) 
it, and burn it with fire. ''I') 
saith the Lord; Deceive not yo 
selves, saying, The Chaldej 
shall surely depart from i 
for they shall not depart.

“And it came to pass, tl 
when the army of the Chaldea 
was broken up from Jerusah 
for fear of Pharaoh's army, ,3 Tli 
Jeremiah went forth out of Jei 
salem to go into the land of Jh 
jamin, to slip away thence in l 
midst of the people. 13 And wli 
he was in the gate of Benjam 
a captain of the ward was the 
whose name was Irijah, the a 
of Shelemiah, the son of Hhiui 
iah; and he took Jeremiah 1 
prophet, saying, Thou fallest 
way to the Chaldeans. M Th 
said Jeremiah, It is false; I f 
not awav to the Chaldeans. E 
he hearkened not to him: so I 
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jah took Jeremiah, and brought 
him to the princes. 18 And the 
princes were wroth with Jere¬ 
miah, and smote him, and put 
him in prison in the house of 
Jonathan the scribe: for they had 
made that the prison. 

'"When Jeremiah was entered 
into the dungeon, and into the 
cabins, and Jeremiah had re¬ 
mained there many days; 17 Then 
Zedekiah the king sent, and took 
him out: and the king asked him 
Nceretly in his house, and said, 
Is there any word from the Lord? 
And Jeremiah said, There is: for, 
said he, thou shalt be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Ba- 
ibylon. ’“Moreover Jeremiah said 
junto king Zedekiah, Wherein have 
1 1 sinned against thee, or against 
I thy servants, or against this peo- 
| pie, that ye have put me in pris- 
|on? ,0 Where are now your proph¬ 
ets that prophesied unto you, 
isaying, The king of Babylon shall 
jnol come Against you, nor against 
^tliis land? 20 Therefore hear now, 
,T pray thee, 0 my lord the king: 
ilet my supplication, I pray thee, 
|be accepted before thee; that 
jthou cause me not to return to 
(the house of Jonathan the scribe, 
(lest I die there. 

i 21 Then Zedekiah the king eom- 
jmanded that they should commit 
Jeremiah into the court of the 
prison, and that they should give 
jhiin daily a piece of bread out 
jof the haker's street, until all 
(the bread in the city was spent. 
[Thus Jeremiah remained in the 
pour* of the prison. 


Then Shephatiah the son of 
Mattan, and Gedaliah the son 
of Pashhur, and Jucal the son of 
Shelemiah, and Pashhur the son 
of Malchiah, heard the words that 
Jeremiah had spoken unto all the 
people, saying, 2 Thus saith the 
Lord, He that remaineth in this 
city shall die by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence: 
but lie that goeth forth to the 
Chaldeans shall live; for he shall 
have his life for a prey, and 
shall live. “Thus saith the Lord, 
This city shall surely be given 
into the hand of the king of Ba¬ 
bylon’s army, who shall take it. 

‘Therefore the princes said un¬ 
to the king, We beseech thee, let 
this man be put to death; be¬ 
cause he weakeneth the hands of 
the men of war that remain in 
this city, and the hands of all 
the people, in speaking such 
words unto them: for this man 
seeketh not the welfare of this 
people, but the hurt. 3 Then Zede¬ 
kiah the king said, Behold, he 
is in your hand: for the king is 
not he that can do any thing 
against you. 6 Then took they 
Jeremiah, and cast him into the 
dungeon of Malchiah the son of 
Hammelech, that was in the court 
of the prison: and they let down 
Jeremiah with cords. And ; .n the 
dungeon there was no water, but 
mire: so Jeremiah sunk in the 
mire. 

7 Now when Ebed-melcch the 
Ethiopian, a eunuch, who was in 
the king’s house, heard that they 
had put Jeremiah in the dun- 
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geon; the king then sitting in the 
gate of Benjamin; ®Ebed-meleeh 
went forth out of the king's 
house, and spoke to the king, 
saying, e My lord the king, these 
men have done evil in all that 
they have done to Jeremiah the 
prophet, whom they have cast 
into the dungeon; and he is like 
to die for hunger in the place 
where he is: for there is no more 
bread in the city. 10 Then the king 
commanded Ebed-melech the Ethi¬ 
opian, saying, Take from hence 
thirty men with thee, and take 
up Jeremiah the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. n So 
Ebed-melech took the men with 
him, and went into the house of 
the king under the treasury, and 
took thence old cast clouts and 
old rotten rags, and let them 
down by cords into the dungeon 
to Jeremiah. 12 And Ebed-melech 
the Ethiopian said unto Jeremiah, 
Put now these old cast clouts and 
rotten rags under thine armholes 
under the cords. And Jeremiah 
did so. 13 So they drew up Jere¬ 
miah with cords, and took him 
up out of the dungeon; and Jere¬ 
miah remained in the court of 
the prison. 

14 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet 
unto him into the third entry 
that is in the house of the Lord: 
and the king said unto Jeremiah, 
I will ask thee a thing; hide 
nothing from me. 15 Then Jere¬ 
miah said unto Zedekiah, If I 
declare it unto thee, wilt thou 
not surely put me to death? and 


if I give thee counsel, thou wi 
not hearken unto me. lfi So Zo 
ekiah the king swore secretly u 
to Jeremiah, saying, As the Ioi 
liveth, that made us this sot 
I will not put thee to death, m 
ther will I give thee into 11 
hand of these men that seek II 
life. 

17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zo> 
ekiah. Thus saith the Lord, tl 
God of hosts, the God of Israe 
If thou wilt assuredly go fori 
unto the king of Babylon’s prii 
ces, then thy soul shall live, an 
this city shall not be burin 
with fire; and thou shalt liv 
and thine house: 18 But if I ho 
wilt not go forth to the king c 
Babylon's princes, then shall chi 
city be given into the hand r 
the Chaldeans, and they shall bur 
it with fire, and thou shall nc 
escape out of their hand. ie An 
Zedekiah the king said unto .lore 
miah, I am afraid of the Jew 
that are fallen to the Chaldean* 
lest they deliver me into thei 
hand, and they mock me. 211 Hu 
Jeremiah said, They shall no! de 
liver thee. Obey, I beseech Ihec 
the voice of the Lord, which 
speak unto thee: so it shall h 
well unto thee, and thy soul sha 
live. 21 But if thou refuse to g 
forth, this is the word that th 
Lord hath shewn me: 22 And. he 
hold, all the women that are lrf 
in the king of Judah’s house sha i 
be brought forth to the king o 
Babylon’s princes, and those iro 
men shall say, Thy friends hnvi 
set thee on, and have prevailei 
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against thee: thy feet are sunk 
in the mire, and they are turned 
away back. 33 So they shall bring 
out all thy wives and thy chil¬ 
dren to the Chaldeans: and thou 
shalt not escape out of their hand, 
hut shalt be taken by the hand 
ul the king of Babylon: and thou 
shalt cause this city to be burned 
with fire. 

2 *Then said Zedekiah unto Je¬ 
remiah, Let no man know of these 
worda, and thou shalt not die. 
“"But if the princes hear that 
I have talked with thee, and they 
come unto thee, and say unto 
thee, Declare unto us now what 
thou hast said unto the king, 
hide it not from us, and we will 
not put thee to death; also what 
the king said unto thee: 20 Then 
thou shalt say unto them, I pre¬ 
sented my supplication before 
the king, that he would not cause 
me to return to Jonathan's house, 
to die there. 

57 Then came all the princes 
unto Jeremiah, and asked him: 
and he told them according to 
nil these words that the king had 
commanded. So they left off 
speaking with him; for the mat¬ 
ter was not perceived. 28 So Jere¬ 
miah abode in the court of the 
prison until the day that Jeru¬ 
salem was taken; and he was 
there when Jerusalem was taken. 
In the ninth year of Zede¬ 
kiah king of Judah, in the 
tenth month, came Nebuchadrez¬ 
zar king of Babylon and all his 
army against Jerusalem, and they 
besieged it. 2 And in the eleventh 


year of Zedekiah, in the fourth 
month, the ninth day of the 
month, the city was broken in. 
"And all the princes of the king 
of Babylon came in, and sat in 
the middle gate, even Nergal- 
sharezer, Samgar-nebo, Sarse- 
chim, Rab-saris, Nergal-sharezer, 
Rab-mag, with all the residue of 
the princes of the king of Baby¬ 
lon. "And it came to pass, that 
when Zedekiah the king of Judah 
saw them, and all the men of 
war, then they fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night, 
by the way of the king’s garden, 
by the gate betwixt the two walls: 
and he went out the way of the 
plain. "But the Chaldeans’ army 
pursued after them, and over¬ 
took Zedekiah in the plains of 
Jericho: and when they had taken 
him, they brought him up to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon to Riblah in the land of Ha¬ 
math, where he gave judgment 
upon him. "Then the king of 
Babylon slew the sons of Zede¬ 
kiah in Riblah before his eyes: 
also the king of Babylon slew 
all the nohles of Judah. More¬ 
over he put out Zedekiah’s eyes, 
and bound him with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. B And the 
Chaldeans burned the king’s 
house, and the houses of the peo¬ 
ple, with fire, and broke down 
the walls of Jerusalem. "Then 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard carried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the peo¬ 
ple that remained in the city, and 
those that fell away, that fell 
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to him, with the rest of the peo¬ 
ple that remained. 10 But Nebu- 
zaradan the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the people, 
who had nothing, in the land of 
Judah, and gave them vineyards 
and fields at the same time. 

n Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gave charge concerning 
Jeremiah to Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard, saying, 
12 Take him, and look well to 
him, and do him no harm; but 
do unto him even as he shall say 
unto thee. 13 So Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard sent, and 
Nebushasban, Rab-saris, and Ner- 
gal-sharezer, Rab-mag, and all 
the king of Babylon's princes; 
14 Even they sent, and took Jere¬ 
miah out of the court of the 
prison, and committed him unto 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan, that he should 
carry him home: so he dwelt 
among the people. 

ir> Now the word of the Lord 
came unto Jeremiah, while he 
was shut up in the court of the 
prison, saying, 16 Go and speak 
to Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will bring my words upon this 
city for evil, and not for good; 
and they shall be accomplished 
in that day before thee. 17 But I 
will deliver thee in that day, 
aaith the Lord; and thou shalt 
not be given into the hand of 
the men of whom thou art afraid. 
16 For I will surely deliver thee, 
and thou shalt not fall by the 


sword, but thy life shall be f 
a prey unto thee: because th 
hast put thy trust in me, sai 
the Lord. 

The word that came to Jet 
miah from the Lord, aft 
that Nebuzaradan the captain 
the guard had let him go fro 
Ramah, when he had taken hi 
being bound in chains among ; 
that were carried away capti 
of Jerusalem and Judah, th 
were carried away captive tin 
Babylon. 2 And the captain < 
the guard took Jeremiah, and sa 
unto him, The Lord thy (h 
hath pronounced this evil 11 pi 
this place. 3 Now the Lord hai 
brought it, and done accord it: 
as he hath said: because ye hat 
sinned against the Lord, and hat 
not obeyed his voice, therefoi 
this thing is come upon yoi 
4 And now, behold, I loose tlie 
this day from the chains whie 
are upon thine hand. If it aeei 
good unto thee to come with m 
into Babylon, come; and I wi 
look well unto thee: but if it sect 
ill unto thee to come with m 
into Babylon, forbear: behold, a 
the land is before thee: whilhe 
it seemeth good and convenien 
for thee to go, thither go. s Nm 
while he was not yet gone bar 1 
he said, Go back also to Gedalia 
the son of Ahikam the son o 
Shaphan, whom the king of lln 
bylon hath made governor ovc 
the cities of Judah, and dwe 
with him among the people: o 
go wheresoever it seemeth cor 
venient unto thee to go. So th 
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captain of the guard gave him 
victuals and a reward, and let 
him go. a Then went Jeremiah un¬ 
to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
to Mizpah; and dwelt with him 
among the people that were left 
in the land. 

Now when all the captains of 
the forces which were in the 
fields, even they and their men, 
heard that the king of Babylon 
i had made Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam governor in the land, and 
I hud committed unto him men, and 
i women, and children, and of the 
poor of the land, of them that 
i were not carried away captive 
I to Babylon; 8 Then they came to 
i Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael 
I the son of Nethaniali, and Joha- 
' nun and Jonathan the sons of 
I Kareah, and Scraiah the son of 
Tanhumeth, and the sons of 
! VCphni the Netophathite, and Jez- 
1 aniah the son of a Maachathite, 
'they and their men. B And Ge¬ 
daliah the son of Ahikam the son 
'of Shaphan swore unto them and 
1 to their men, saying, Fear not 
to serve the Chaldeans: dwell in 
(the land, and serve the king of 
I Bubylon, and it shall be well with 
'you. 10 As for me, behold, I will 
!dwell at Mizpah, to serve the 
Chaldeans, that will come unto 
I us: but ye, gather ye wine, and 
'summer fruits, and oil, and put 
them in your vessels, and dwell 
in your cities that ye have taken. 

’‘Likewise when all the Jews 
Ithat were in Moab, and among 
Itl.e Ammonites, and in Edom, 
innd that were in all the countries, 


heard that the king of Babylon 
had left a remnant of Judah, 
and that he had set over them 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan; X2 Even all the 
Jews returned out of all places 
whither they were driven, and 
came to the land of Judah, to 
Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, and gath- 
ered wine and summer fruits very 
much. 

J3 Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of 
the forces that were in the fields, 
came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, 
14 And said unto him, Dost thou 
certainly know that Baalis the 
king of the Ammonites hath sent 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah to 
slay thee? But Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam believed them not. 
15 Then Johanan the son of Ka¬ 
reah spoke to Gedaliah in Mizpah 
secretly, saying, Let me go, I 
pray thee, and I will slay Ishma¬ 
el the son of Nethaniah, and no 
man shall know it: wherefore 
should he slay thee, that all the 
Jews that are gathered unto thee 
should be scattered, and the rem¬ 
nant in Judah perish? 18 But Ge¬ 
daliah the son of Ahikam said 
unto Johanan the son of Kareah, 
Thou shalt not do this thing: 
for thou speakest falsely of Ish¬ 
mael. 

Now it came to pass in the 
seventh month, that Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah the son of 
Elishama, of the royal seed, and 
the princes of the king, even ten 
men with him, came unto Ge¬ 
daliah the son of Ahikam to Miz- 
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pah; and there they did eat bread 
together in Mizpah. 2 Then arose 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 
and the ten men that were with 
him, and smote Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam the son of Shaphan 
with the sword, and slew him, 
whom the king of Babylon had 
made governor over the land. 
8 Ishmael also slew all the Jews 
that were with him, even with 
Gedaliah, at Mizpah, and the 
Chaldeans that were found there, 
and the men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slain Gedaliah, 
and no man knew it, s That there 
came certain men from Shechem, 
from Shiloh, and from Samaria, 
even fourscore men, having their 
beards shaven, and their clothes 
rent, and having cut themselves, 
with offerings and incense in 
their hand, to bring them to the 
house of the Lord. fl And Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah went forth 
from Mizpah to meet them, weep¬ 
ing all along as he went: and it 
came to pass, as he met them, he 
said unto them. Come to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam. 7 And it was 
so, when they came into the midst 
of the city, that Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah slew them, and cast 
them into the midst of the pit, 
he, and the men that were with 
him. 8 But ten men were found 
among them that said unto Ish- 
mael, Slay us not: for we have 
treasures in the field, of wheat, 
and of barley, and of oil, and of 
honey. So he forbore, and slew 
them not among their brethren. 


9 Now the pit wherein Ishma 
had cast all the dead bodies i 
the men, whom he had slain h 
cause of Gedaliah, was that whit 
Asa the king had made for fr: 
of Baasha king of Israel: an 
Ishmael the son of Ncthania 
filled it with them that were slaii 

,0 Then Ishmael carried awa 
captive all the residue of It 
people that were in Mizpah, ere 
the king’s daughters, and all fit 
people that remained in Mizpnl 
whom Nebuzaradan the cap!si 
of the guard had committed t 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam: an 
Ishmael the son of Nethania 
carried them away captive, an 
departed to go over to the Am 
monites. 

31 But when Johanan the so) 
of Kareah, and all the captain 
of the forces that were with him 
heard of all the evil that Ishmae 
the son of Nethaniah had done 
,2 Then they took all the men, am 
went to fight with Ishmael tin 
son of Nethaniah, and found bin 
by the great waters that are ii 
Gibeon. 13 Now it came to pass 
that when all the people Ilia: 
were with Ishmael saw Johanar 
the son of Kareah, and all the 
captains of the forces that wen 
with him, then they were glad 
,4 So all the people that Islmiae 
had carried away captive troir 
Mizpah cast about and returned 
and went unto Johanan the nor 
of Kareah. 13 But Ishmael the sor 
of Nethaniah escaped from Joha¬ 
nan with eight men, and went 
to the Ammonites. 
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,6 Then took Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the captains 
of the forces that were with him, 
all the remnant of the people 
whom he had recovered from Ish- 
miu l the son of Nethaniah, from 
Mizpah, after that he had slain 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, 
even mighty men of war, and the 
women, and the children, and the 
eunuchs, whom he had brought 
hack from Gibeon: t7 And they 
departed, and dwelt in the habi¬ 
tation of Chimham, which is by 
Beth-lehem, to go to enter into 
Egypt, ,8 Because of the Chal- 
douns: for they were afraid of 
them, because Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah had slain Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam, whom the 
king of Babylon made governor 
in the land. 

Then all the captains of the 
forces, and Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and Jezaniah the son 
of Hosliaiah, and all the people 
from the least even unto the 
greatest, came near, 2 And said 
unto Jeremiah the prophet, Let, 
we beseech thee, our supplication 
he accepted before thee, and pray 
for us unto the Lord thy God, 
even for all this remnant; (for 
we are left but a few of many, 
hh thine eyes do behold us:) 
•That the Lord thy God may tell 
I us the way wherein we may 
i walk, and the thing that we may 
I do. 

•Then Jeremiah the prophet 
■aid unto them, I have heard 
you; behold, I will pray unto the 
Lord your God according to your 


words; and it shall come to pass, 
that whatsoever thing the Lord 
shall answer you, I will declare it 
unto you; I will keep nothing 
back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, 
The Lord be a true and faithful 
witness between us, if we do not 
even according to all things for 
which the Lord thy God shall 
send thee to us. “Whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil, we 
will obey the voice of the Lord 
our God, to whom we send thee; 
that it may be well with us, when 
we obey the voice of the Lord 
our God. 

7 And it came to pass after ten 
days, that the word of the Lord 
came unto Jeremiah. 8 Then called 
he Johanan the eon of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, and all the 
people from the least even to the 
greatest, "And said unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, unto whom ye sent me 
to present your supplication be¬ 
fore him; 10 If ye will still abide 
in this land, then will I build 
you, and not pull you down, and 

I will plant you, and not pluck 
you up: for I repent me of the 
evil that I have done unto you. 

II Be not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid: 
be not afraid of him, saith the 
Lord: for I am with you to save 
you, and to deliver you from his 
hand. ia And I will shew mercy 
unto you, that he may have mercy 
upon you, and cause you to return 
to your own land. 18 But if ye 
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say, We will not dwell in this 
land, neither obey the voice of 
the Lord your God, 14 Saying, 
No; but we will go into the land 
of Egypt, where we shall see no 
war, nor hear the sound of the 
trumpet, nor have hunger of 
bread; and there will we dwell: 
15 And now therefore hear the 
word of the Lord, ye remnant of 
Judah, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; If ye 
wholly set your faces to enter in¬ 
to Egypt, and go to sojourn there; 
16 Then it shall come to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land 
of Egypt, and the famine, where¬ 
of ye were afraid, shall follow 
close after you there in Egypt; 
and there ye shall die. 1T So shall 
it be with all the men that set 
their faces to go into Egypt to 
sojourn there; they shall die by 
the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence: and none of them 
shall remain or eseape from the 
evil that I will bring upon them. 
18 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As mine anger 
and my fury hath been poured 
forth upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem; so shall my fury be 
poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into Egypt: and ye 
shall be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, and 
a reproach; and ye shall see this 
place no more. 19 The Lord hath 
said concerning you, 0 ye rem¬ 
nant of Judah; Go ye not into 
Egypt: know certainly that I have 
admonished you this day. 20 For 


ye err in your hearts, when j 
sent me unto the Lord your Go 
saying. Pray for us unto tl 
Lord our God; and according ui 
to all that the Lord our God shn 
say, so declare unto us, and \> 
will do it. 21 And now I have th 
day declared it to you; but 3 
have not obeyed the voice of tl 
Lord your God, nor any thin 
for which he hath sent me mil 
you. 22 Now therefore know cei 
tainly that ye shall die by Hi 
sword, by the famine, and by Hi 
pestilence, in the place whillic 
3 r e desire to go and to sojomr 
And it came to pass, thn 
when Jeremiah had made a 
end of speaking unto all the pec 
pie all the words of the Lord Ihei 
God, for which the Lord tliei 
God had sent him to them, evc\ 
all these words, 2 Then spok 
Azariah the son of Hoshaiah, am 
Johanan the son of Kareali, am 
all the proud men, saying tint 
Jeremiah, Thou speakest falsely 
the Lord our God hath not sen 
thee to say, Go not into Egyp 
to sojourn there: 3 But Banici 
the son of Neriah setteth thee 01 
against us, for to deliver us inh 
the hand of the Chaldeans, thn 
they might put us to death, am 
carry us away captives into Baby 
Ion. 

4 So Johanan the son of Karenli 
and all the captains of the forces 
and all the people, obeyed no 
the voice of the Lord, to dwel 
in the land of Judah. 'But John 
nan the son of Kareah, and all tin 
captains of the forces, took al 
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the remnant of Judah, that were 
returned from all the nations, 
whither they had been driven, to 
dwell in the land of Judah; a Even 
men, and women, and children, 
and the king’s daughters, and 
i»vny person that Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard had left 
with Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan, and Jeremiah 
the prophet, and Baruch the son 
of Neriah. 7 So they came into 
the land of Egypt: for they 
obeyed not the voice of the Lord: 
thus came they even to Tah- 
panlies. 

"Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah in Tahpan- 
hes, saying, ®Take great stones 
in thine hand, and hide them in 
the clay in the brick-kiln, which 
is at the entry of Pharaoh's house 
in Tnhpanhes, in the sight of the 
men of Judah; ,0 And say unto 
them. Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will send and take Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar the king of Babylon, my 
hervant, and will set his throne 
ppon these stones that I have hid; 
find he shall spread bis royal 
pavilion over them. *’And when 
he cometh, he shall smite the land 
bf Egypt, and deliver such as are 
for death to death; and such as 
ire for captivity to captivity; 
^nd such as are for the sword to 
ihe sword. i2 And I will kindle a 
lire in the houses of the gods of 
ftgypl; and he shall burn them, 
ind carry them away captive: 
ihd lie shall wrap himself with 
ihe land of Egypt, as a shepherd 


putteth on his garment; and he 
shall go forth from thence in 
peace. ia He shall break also the 
images of Beth-shemesh, that is 
in the land of Egypt; and the 
houses of the god3 of the Egyp¬ 
tians shall he burn with fire. 

The word that came to Jere¬ 
miah concerning all the Jews 
that dwelt in the land of Egypt, 
that dwelt at Migdol, and at 
Tahpanhes, and at Noph, and in 
the country of Pathros, saying, 
=Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Ye have seen 
all the evil that I have brought 
upon Jerusalem, and upon all the 
cities of Judah; and, behold, 
this day they are a desolation, 
and no man dwelleth therein* 
3 Because of their wickedness 
which they have committed to 
provoke me to anger, in that they 
went to burn incense, and to serve 
other gods, whom they knew not, 
neither they, ye, nor your fathers. 
♦Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising ear 
ly and sending them, saying, Oh, 
do not this abominable thing that 
I hate. s But they hearkened not, 
nor inclined their ear to turn 
from their wickedness, to burn 
no incense unto other gods. 
9 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah, 
and in the streets of Jerusalem; 
and they are wasted and desolate, 
as at this day. therefore now 
thus saith the Lord, the God of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Where¬ 
fore commit ye this great evil 
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against your souls, to cut off 
from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, out of Judah, to 
leave you none to remain; 8 In 
that ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, 
burning incense unto other gods 
in the land of Egypt, whither ye 
are gone to dwell, that ye might 
cut yourselves off, and that ye 
might be a curse and a reproach 
among all the nations of the 
earth? 9 Have ye forgotten the 
wickedness of your fathers, and 
the wickedness of the kings of 
Judah, and the wickedness of 
their wives, and your own wick¬ 
edness, and the wickedness of 
your wives, which they have com¬ 
mitted in the land of Judah, and 
in the streets of Jerusalem? 
10 They are not humbled even un¬ 
to this day, neither have they 
feared, nor walked in my law, 
nor in my statutes, that I set 
before you and before your fa¬ 
thers. 

‘‘Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Be¬ 
hold, I will set my face against 
you for evil, and to cut off all 
Judah. 12 And I will take the 
remnant of Judah, that have set 
their faces to go into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, and 
they shall all be consumed, and 
fall in the land of Egypt; they 
shall even be consumed by the 
sword and by the famine: they 
shall die, from the least even 
unto the greatest, by the sword 
and by the famine: and they shall 
be an execration, and an astonish¬ 


ment, and a curse, and a r 
proach. 13 For I will punish the 
that dwell in the land of Egyr 
as I have punished Jerusaler 
by the sword, by the famine, ar 
by the pestilence: ‘ 4 So that noi 
of the remnant of Judah, th; 
are gone into the land of Egv| 
to sojourn there, shall escape < 
remain, that they should reLn 
into the land of Judah, to whi< 
they have a desire to return i 
dwell there: for none shall retut 
but such as shall escape. 

* s Then all the men that km* 
that their wives had burned it 
cense unto other gods, and all tl 
women that stood by, a gre* 
multitude, even all the people Iht 
dwelt in the land of Egypt, i 
Pathros, answered Jeremiah, saj 
ing, lfl As for the word that tho 
hast spoken unto us in the nam 
of the Lord, we will not hearke 
unto thee. 17 But we will certaiiil 
do whatsoever thing goeth fort 
out of our own mouth, to bur 
incense unto the queen of heaver 
and to pour out drink-offering 
unto her, as we have done, w< 
and our fathers, our kings, an' 
our princes, in the cities of Ju 
dah, and in the streets of Jeru 
salem: for then had we pient; 
of victuals, and were well, am 
saw no evil. lfi But since we lef 
off to burn incense to the queei 
of heaven, and to pour out drink 
offerings unto her, we have want 
ed all things, and have been mn 
sumed by the sword and by 1h< 
famine. 1B And when we burnei 
incense to the queen of heaven 
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and poured out drink-offerings 
unto her, did we make her cakes 
to idolise her, and pour out drink- 
offerings unto her, without our 
men? 

'"Then Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, to the men, and to 
the women, and to all the people 
that had given him that answer, 
saying, 2, The incense that ye 
burned in the cities of Judah, 
and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
ye, and your fathers, your kings, 
and your princes, and the people 
of the land, did not the Lord re¬ 
member them, and came it not 
into his mind? “So that the Lord 
rould no longer bear, because of 
Ithe evil of your doings, and be- 
pnu.se of the abominations which 
ye have committed; therefore is 
!your land a desolation, and an 
iisloiiislnnent, and a curse, with- 
but an inhabitant, as at this day. 
k1 Beeause ye have burned incense, 
knd because ye have sinned a- 
gainsl the Lord, and have not 
bbeyed the voice of the Lord, nor 
Walked in his law, nor in his 
tatutes, nor in his testimonies; 
herefore this evil is happened 
unto you, as at this aay. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
Ml the people, and to all the wo- 
nen, Hear the word of the Lord, 
ill Judah that are in the land of 
Sgypt: “Thus saith the Lord 
ff hosts, the God of Israel, say¬ 
ing; Ye and your wives have 
^olh spoken with your mouths, 
lud fulfilled with your hand, 
Jaying, We will surely perform 


our vows that we have vowed, to 
burn incense to the queen of 
heaven, and to pour out drink- 
offerings unto her: ye will surely 
accomplish your vows, and surely 
perform your vows. “Therefore 
hear ye the word of the Lord, 
all Judah that dwell in the land 
of Egypt; Behold, I have sworn 
by my great name, saith the 
Lord, that my name shall no 
more be named in the mouth of 
any man of Judah in all the land 
of Egypt, saying, The Lord God 
liveth. “Behold, I will watch 
over them for evil, and not for 
good: and all the men of Judah 
that arc in the land of Egypt 
shall be consumed by the sword 
and by the famine, until there 
be an end of them. “Yet a small 
number that escape the sword 
shall return out of the land of 
Egypt into the land of Judah, 
and all the remnant of Judah, 
that are gone into the land of 
Egypt, to sojourn there, shall 
know whose words shall stand, 
mine, or theirs. “And this shall 
be a sign unto you, Baith the 
Lord, that I will punish you in 
this place, that ye may know that 
my words shall surely stand a- 
gainst you for evil: 10 Thus saith 
the Lord; Behold, I will give 
Pharaoh-hophra king of Egypt 
into the hand of his enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seek 
his life; as I gave Zedekiah 
king of Judah into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon, his enemy, and that sought 
his life. 
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The word that Jeremiah the 
prophet 9poke unto Baruch 
the son of Neriah, when he had 
written these words in a book 
at the mouth of Jeremiah, in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah king of Judah, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, unto thee, 0 Baruch; 
a Thou didst say, Woe is me now! 
for the Lord hath added grief 
to my sorrow; I am weary with 
my sighing, and I find no rest. 
4 Thus shalt thou say unto him, 
The Lord saith thus; Behold, that 
which I have built will I break 
down, and that which I have 
planted I will pluck up, even this 
whole land. 5 And seekest thou 
great things for thyself? seek 
them not: for, behold, I will bring 
evil upon all flesh, saith the Lord:

25 The Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel, saith; Behold, I will 
punish Amonof No, and Pharaoh, 
and Egypt, with their gods, 
and their kings; even Pharaoh, 
and all them that trust in him:

mained in him, and his scent 
not changed. l2 Therefore, behol 
the days come, saith the Lor 
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that I wilj send unto him wan¬ 
derers, that shall cause him to 
wander, and shall empty his ves¬ 
sels, and break their bottles. 
18 And Moab shall be ashamed of 
riM monh, as the house of Israel 
was ashamed of Beth-el their 
confidence. 

,4 How say ye, We are mighty 
and strong men for the war? 
,f, Moab is spoiled, and gone up 
out of its cities, and his chosen 
young men are gone down to the 
slaughter, saith the King, whose 
name id the Lord of hosts. l0 The 
calamily of Moab ia near to come, 
and his affliction hasteth fast. 
17 AII ye that are about him, be¬ 
moan him; and all ye that know 
his name, say, How is the strong 
BtaiT broken, and the beautiful 
rod! 

‘“Thou daughter that dost in- 
ahit Dibon, come down from thy 
lory, and sit in thirst; for the 
ppoiler of Moab shall come upon 
line, and he shall destroy thy 
trongholds. l0 O inhabitant of 
Aroer, stand by the way, and 
valch, ask him that fleeth, and | 
ht that escapeth, and say, What 
s done?

Moab also shall wallow in his 
vomit, and he also shall be in 
derision. 27 For was not Israel a 
derision unto thee? was he found 
among thieves? for since thou 
spokest of him, thou noddedst thy 
head. 28 0 ye that dwell in Moab, 
leave the cities, and dwell in the 
rock, and be like the dove that 
maketh her nest in the sides of 
the hole’s mouth. 

2B We have heard the pride of 
Moab, (he is exceeding proud) 
his loftiness, and his arrogancy, 
and his pride, and the haughti¬ 
ness of his heart. 30 I know his 
wrath, saith the Lord; but it shall 
not be so; his lies shall not so 
effect it. sl Therefore will I howl 
for Moab, and I will cry out for 
all Moab; mine heart shall mourn 
for the men of Kir-heres. 

S2 0 vine of Sibmah, I will weep 
for thee with the weeping of Ja- 
zer: thy plants are gone over the 
sea, they reach even to the sea 
of Jazer: the spoiler is fallen 
upon thy summer fruits and upon 
thy vintage. 33 And joy and glad¬ 
ness is taken from the fruitful 
field, and from the land of Moab; 
and I have caused wine to fail 
from the wine-presses: none shall 
tread joyfully shouting, Hedad, 
Hedad f there shall be no Hedad! 

34 From the cry of Heshbon even 
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unto Elealeh, and even unto Ja- 
haz, have they uttered their 
voice, from Zoar even unto Horo- 
naim, as a heifer of three years 
old: for the waters also of Nim- 
rim shall be desolate. 

35 Moreover I will cause to cease 
in Moab, saith the Lord, him 
that offereth in the high places, 
and him that burneth incense to 
his gods.

45 They that fled stood und 
the shadow of Heshbon becaii 
of the force: but a fire shall cor 
forth out of Heshbon, and a flnr 
from the midst of Sihon.and shi 
devour the corner of Moab, ai 
the crown of the head of I 
tumultuous ones. 40 Woe be un 
thee, 0 Moab! the people of Ch 
mosh perisheth: for thy sons a 
taken captive, and thy daughte 
captive. 4T Yet will I bring aga 
the captivity of Moab in the la 
ter days, saith the Lord. Thi 
far is the judgment of Moab. 

Concerning the Ammonite 
thus saith the Lord; Ha 
Israel no sons? hath he no hen 
why then doth their king inher 
Gad, and his people dwell in h 
cities? therefore, behold, tl 
days come, saith the Lord, that 
will cause an alarm of war t.o 1 
heard in Rabbah of the Ammo 
ites; and it shall be a desola 
heap, and her daughters shall 1 
burned with fire: then shall I 
rael be heir unto them that wei 
his heirs, saith the Lord. 

3 Howl, 0 Heshbon, for Ai 
spoiled: cry, ye daughters < 
Rabbah, gird you with sackclotl 
lament, and run to and fro t 
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the hedges; for their king shall 
go into captivity, and his priests 
and his princes together. 

‘Wherefore gloriest thou in the 
valleys, thy flowing valley, 0 
backsliding daughter? that trust- 
mi in her treasures, saying. Who 
shall come unto me? "Behold, 
I will bring a fear upon thee, 
saith the Lord God of hosts, 
from all those that are about 
thee; and ye shalt be driven out 
every man right forth; and none 
shall gather up him that wander- 
eth.

Concerning Edom, thus saith 
the Lord of hosts; Is wisdom 
no more in Teman? is counsel 
perished from the prudent? is 
their wisdom vanished? "Flee ye, 
turn back, dwell deep, 0 inhabi¬ 
tants of Dedan; for I will bring 
the calamity of Esau upon him, 
the time that 1 will visit him. 
p Jf grape-gatherers come to thee, 
would they not leave some glean¬ 
ing grapes? if thieves by night, 
they will destroy till they have 
| enough. ,0 But I have made Esau 
bare, I have uncovered his secret 
1 places, and he shaK not be able 
to hide himself; his seed is 
! spoiled, and his brethren, and his 
1 neighbours, and he is not. '‘Leave 
' thy fatherless children, I will 
^ preserve them alive; and let thy 
; widows trust in me. 

1 “For thus saith the Lord; Be- 

I lmld, they whose judgment was 
not to drink of the cup have 
assuredly drunk; and art thou 


he that shall altogether go un¬ 
punished? thou shalt not go un¬ 
punished, but thou shalt surely 
drink of it. “For I have sworn 
by myself, saith the Lord, that 
Bozrah shall become a desolation, 
a reproach, a waste, and a curse; 
and all the cities thereof shall be 
perpetual wastes. 

“I have heard a rumour from 
the Lord, and an ambassador is 
sent unto the nations, saying. 
Gather ye together, and come a- 
gainst her, and rise up to the 
battle. “For, lo, I will make thee 
small among the nations, and de¬ 
spised among men. “Thy terrible¬ 
ness hath deceived thee, and the 
pride of thine heart, 0 thou that 
dwellest in the clefts of the rock, 
that holdest the height of the 
hill: though thou shouldest make 
thy nest as high as the eagle, I 
will bring thee down from thence, 
saith the Lord. “Also Edom shall 
be a desolation; every one that 
goeth by it shall be astonished, 
and shall hiss at all the plagues 
thereof. 18 As in the overthrow 
of Sodom and Gomorrah and the 
neighbour cities thereof, saith 
the Lord, no man shall abide 
there, neither shall a son of man 
dwell in it.

Ha¬ 
math is confounded, and Arpad: 
for they have heard evil tidings: 
they are faint-hearted; there is 
sorrow on the sea; it cannot be 
quiet. “Damascus is waxed fee- j 
ble, and turneth herself to flee, [ 
and fear hath seized on her: 
anguish and sorrows have taken 
her, as a woman in travail. “How 
is the city of praise not left, the 
city of my joy! “Therefore her 
young men shall fall in her 
streets, and all the men of war 
shall be cut off in that day, saith 
the Lord of hosts. “And I will 
kindle a fire in the wall of Da¬ 
mascus, and it shall consume the 
palaces of Ben-hadad. 

“Concerning Kedar, and con¬ 
cerning the kingdoms of Hazor, 
which Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon shall smite, thus saith 
the Lord; Arise ye, go up to Ke¬ 
dar, and spoil the men of the east. 


“Their tents and their flocks shal 
they take away: they shall tak< 
to themselves their curtains, anc 
all their vessels, and their camels 
and they shall cry unto them 
Fear is on every side. “Flee 
get you far off, dwell deep, C 
ye inhabitants of Hazor, sail I 
the Lord, for Nebuchadrezzat 
king of Babylon hath taken coun¬ 
sel against you, and hath con¬ 
ceived a purpose against you 
21 Arise, get you up unto Uu 
tranquil nation, that dwelled; 
without care, saith the Lord 
that have neither gates nor bars 
that dwell alone. “And then 
camels shall be a booty, and Hit 
multitude of their cattle a spoil: 
and I will scatter unto all wind* 
them that are in the utmost cor¬ 
ners; and I will bring their cala¬ 
mity from all sides thereof, saith 
the Lord. “And Hazor shall be 
a dwelling for dragons, and a 
desolation for ever: there shall 
no man abide there, nor any son 
of man dwell in it. 

“The word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah the prophet 
against Elam in the beginning 
of the reign of Zedekiah king <>f 
Judah, saying, 

“Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will break the bow of 
Elam, the chief of their might. 
“And upon Elam will I bring 
the four winds from the four 
quarters of heaven, and will scat¬ 
ter them toward all those winds; 
and there shall be no nation 
whither the outcasts of Elam shall 
not come. “For I will cause 
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Elam to be dismayed before their 
enemies, and before them that 
seek their life: and I will bring 
evil upon them, even my fierce 
anger, saith the Lord; and I will 
send the sword after them, till 
I hnvc consumed them: 3B And I 
will set my throne in Elam, and 
will destroy from thence the king 
and the princes, saith the Lord. 
S8 But it shall come to pass in the 
latter days, that I will bring 
hack the captivity of Elam, saith 
the Lord. 

The word that the Lord 
spoke against Babylon and 
against the land of the Chalde¬ 
ans by Jeremiah the prophet. 
J Declare ye among the nations, 
and publish, and set up a stand¬ 
ard; publish, and conceal not: 
say, Babylon is taken, Bel is con¬ 
founded, Merodach is broken in 
pieces; her idols are confounded, 
her images are broken in pieces. 
fl For out of the north there com- 
eth up a nation against her, 
which shall make her land de¬ 
solate, and none shall dwell there¬ 
in: they Bhall remove, they shall 
depart, hoth man and beast. 

4 In those days, and in that 
time, saith the Lord, the children 
of Israel shall come, they and the 
children of Judah together, go¬ 
ing and weeping: they shall go, 
and seek the Lord their God. 
"They shall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, say¬ 
ing, Come, and let us join our¬ 
selves to the Lord in a perpetual 
covenant that shall not be for¬ 
gotten. 


fl My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them 
to go astray, they have turned 
them away on the mountains:

7 AU that found 
them have devoured them: and 
their adversaries said, We offend 
not, because they have sinned 
against the Lord, the habitation 
of justice, even the Lord, the 
hope of their fathers. 

8 Remove out of the midst of 
Babylon, and go forth out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and be as 
the he-goats before the flocks. 
8 For, lo, I will raise and cause to 
come up against Babylon an as¬ 
sembly of great nations from the 
north country! and they shall set 
themselves in array against her; 
from thence she shall be taken: 
their arrows shall be as of a 
mighty expert man; none shall 
return in vain. “And Chaldea 
shall be a spoil: all that spoil her 
shall be satisfied, saith the Lord.

“Because of 
the wrath of the Lord it shall not 
be inhabited, but it shall be whol¬ 
ly desolate: every one that goeth 
by Babylon Bhall be astonished, 
and hiss at all her plagues. “Put 
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yourselves in array against Baby¬ 
lon round about: ail ye that bend 
the bow, shove at her, spare no 
arrows: for she hath sinned a- 
gainst the Lord. ,f 'Shout against 
her round about: she hath given 
her hand: her foundations are 
fallen, her walls are thrown 
down: for it is the vengeance of 
the Lord: take vengeance upon 
her; as she hath done, do unto 
her. ,<5 Cut off the sower from 
Babylon, and him that handleth 
the sickle in the time of harvest: 
for fear of the oppressing sword 
they shall turn every one to his 
people, and they shall flee every 
one to his own land. 

,T Israel is a scattered sheep; 
the lions have driven him away: 
first the king of Assyria hath de¬ 
voured him; and last this Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon hath 
broken his bones. 18 Therefore 
thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will pun¬ 
ish the king of Babylon and his 
land, as I have punished the king 
of Assyria. ie And I will bring! 
Israel again to his habitation, and 
he shall feed on Carmel and Ba¬ 
shar*, and his soul shall be satis¬ 
fied upon mount Ephraim and 
Gilead. 20 In those days, and in 
that time, saith the Lord, the 
iniquity of Israel shall be sought 
for, and there shall be none; and 
the sins of Judah, and they shall 
not be found: for I will pardon 
them whom I reserve.

60 The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the 
son of Neriah, the son of Mahse- 
iah, when he went with Zedekiah 
the king of Judah into Babylon 
in the fourth year of his reign. 
And Seraiah was quartermaster. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book 
all the evil that should come upon 
Babylon, even all these words 
that are written against Baby¬ 
lon. ei And Jeremiah said to Se¬ 
raiah, When thou comest to Ba¬ 
bylon, and shalt see, and shalt 
read all these words; oz Then 
shalt thou say, 0 Lord, thou hast 
spoken against this place, to cut 
it off, that none shall remain in 
it, neither man nor beast, but 
that it vhall be desolate for ever. 
^'And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this 
book, that thou shalt bind a stone 
to it, and cast it into the midst 
of the Euphrates: 04 And thou 
shalt say, Thus shall Babylon 
sink, and shall not rise from the 
evil that I will bring upon her: 
and they shall be weary. 

Thus far are the words of Je¬ 
remiah. 

Zedekiah i//as one and twenty 
years old when lie began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother's name was Hamutal the 
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daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehoiakim had 
done. *For through the anger of 
the Lord it came to pass in Jeru¬ 
salem and Judah, till he had cast 
them out from his presence, that 
Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 

4 And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day of 
the month, that Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and 
pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 5 So the 
city was besieged unto the elev¬ 
enth year of king Zedekiah. G And 
in the fourth month, in the ninth 
day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that 
there was no bread for the people 
of the land. 7 Then the city was 
broken in, and all the men of 
war fled, and went forth out of 
the city by night by the way 
of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king's garden; 
(now the Chaldeans were by the 
city round about:) and they 
went by the way of the plain. 
8 But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and over¬ 
took Zedekiah in the plains of 
Jericho; and all his army was 
scattered from him. B Then they 
took the king, and carried him 
up unto the king of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Hamath; 
where he gave judgment upon 
him. 10 And the king of Babylon 


slew the sons of Zedekiah befor 
his eyes: he slew also all tli 
princes of Judah in Riblah. "The 
he blinded the eyes of Zedekiah 
and the king of Babylon boun> 
him in chains, and carried bin 
to Babylon, and put him in prisoi 
till the day of his death. 

"Now in the fifth month, h 
the tenth day of the month, whiel 
was the nineteenth year of Nebu 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, cami 
Nebuzaradan, captain of tin 
guard, who served the king oi 
Babylon, into Jerusalem, "Am: 
burned the house of the Lord, anc 
the king’s house; and all tht 
houses of Jerusalem, and all the 
houses of the great vicn, burned 
he with fire: "And all the army 
of the Chaldeans, that were with 
the captain of the guard, broke 
down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. "Then Nebuzara¬ 
dan the captarn of the guard 
carried away captive certain of 
the poor of the people, and the 
residue of the people that re¬ 
mained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to the 
king of Babylon, and the rest of 
the multitude. "But Nebuzara¬ 
dan the captain of the guard left 
certain of the poor of the land 
for vine-dressers and for hus¬ 
bandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, 
and the bases, and the brazen sea 
that was in the house of the Lo nl, 
the Chaldeans broke, and carrier! 
all the brass of them to Bahv- 
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Ion. 1B The caldrons also, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
sprinkling vessels, and the spoons, 
and all the vessels of brass where¬ 
with they ministered, took they 
away. ,9 And the bowls, and the 
fire-pans, and the basins, and the 
miUrons, and the candlesticks, 
and the spoons, and the purifying 
vessels ; that which was of gold in 
gold, and that which was of 
•silver in silver, took the captain 
of the guard away.

Thus Judah was car¬ 
ried away captive out of his own 
land. 

z8 This is the people whom Ne¬ 
buchadrezzar carried away cap¬ 
tive: in the seventh year three 
thousand Jews and three and 
twenty: 20 In the eighteenth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar he carried 
away captive from Jerusalem 
eight hundred thirty and two 
persons: 30 In the three and 

twentieth year of Nebuchadrez¬ 
zar Nebuzaradan the captain of 
the guard carried away captive 
of the Jews seven hundred forty 
and five persons: all the persons 
were four thousand and six hun¬ 
dred.

hand was sent unto me; and, lo, 
a roll of a book was therein; 
"'And he spread it before me; 
and it was written within and 
without: and there was written 
therein lamentations, and mourn¬ 
ing, and woe. 

CJ Moreover he said unto me, 
Son of man, eat that thou 
findost; eat this roll, and go speak 
unto the house of Israel. a So I 


opened my mouth, and he caused 
me to eat that roll. •'’And he said 
unto me, Son of man, cause thy 
belly to eat, and fill thy bowels 
with this roll that I give thee. 
Then did I eat if; and it was in 
my mouth as honey for sweet¬ 
ness. 4 And he said unto me, Son 
of man, go get thee unto the 
house of Israel, and speak with 
my words unto them. 5 For thou 
art not sent to a people of an 
obscure speech and of a hard 
language, but to the house of 
Israel; 9 Not to many peoples of 
an obscure speech and of a hard 
language, whose words thou canst 
not understand. Surely, had I 
sent thee to them, they would 
have hearkened unto thee. ’But 
the house of Israel will not heark¬ 
en unto thee; for they will not 
hearken unto me: for all the 
house of Israel are impudent and 
hard-hearted. 8 Behold, I have 
made thy face strong against 
their faces, and thy forehead 
strong against their foreheads. 
e Aa an adamant harder than 
flint have I made thy forehead: 
fear them not, neither be dis¬ 
mayed at their looks, though 
they be a rebellious house. ^More¬ 
over he said unto me, Son of man, 
all my words that I shall speak 
unto thee receive in thine heart, 
and hear with thine ears. "And 
go, get thee to them of the cap¬ 
tivity, unto the children of thy 
people, and speak unto them, and 
tell them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear. 
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12 Then the spirit took me 
up, and I heard behind me a 
voice of a great rushing, saying , 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord 
from his place. 13 7 heard also the 
noise of the wings of the living 
creatures that touched one an¬ 
other, and the noise of the wheels 
over against them, and a noise 
of a great rushing. 14 So the 
spirit lifted me up, and took me 
away, and I went in bitterness, 
in the heat of my spirit; but the 
hand of the Lord was strong 
upon me. 13 Then I came to them 
of the captivity at Tel-abib, that 
dwelt by the river of Chebar, and 
l sat where they sat, and re¬ 
mained there among them seven 
days in a state of stupor. 

16 And it came to pass at the 
end of seven days, that the word 
of the Lord came unto me, say¬ 
ing, 17 Son of man, I have made 
thee a watchman unto the house 
of Israel: therefore hear the 
word at my mouth, and give them 
warning from me. 18 When I say 
unto the wicked. Thou shalt sure¬ 
ly die; and thou givest him not 
warning, nor apeakest to warn 
the wicked from his wicked way, 
to save his life; the same wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at thine 
hand. 19 Yet if thou warn the 
wicked, and he turn not from 
his wickedness, nor from his 
wicked way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 20 Again, When a right¬ 
eous man doth turn from his 
righteousness, and commit in¬ 


iquity, and I lay a stumbling- 
block before him, he shall die: 
because thou hast not given him 
warning, he shall die in his sin, 
and his righteousness which he 
hath done shall not be remem¬ 
bered; but his blood will I re¬ 
quire at thine hand. “Never¬ 
theless if thou warn the right¬ 
eous man, that the righteous sin 
not, and he doth not sin, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; 
also thou hast delivered thy soul. 

22 And the hand of the Lord 
was there upon me; and he said 
unto me, Arise, go forth into the 
plain, and I will there talk with 
thee. 23 Then I arose, and went 
forth into the plain: and, behold, 
the glory of the Lord stood there, 
as the glory which I saw by the 
river of Chebar: and I fell on 
my face. 2< Then the spirit entered 
into me, and set me upon my feet, 
and spoke with me, and said un¬ 
to me, Go, shut thyself within 
thine house. 2:, But thou, 0 son 
of man, behold, they shall put 
bands upon thee, and shall bind 
thee with them, and thou shalt 
not go out among them: 2ti Aml 
I will make thy tongue cleave lo 
the roof of thy mouth, that thou 
shalt be dumb, and shalt not be 
to them a reprover: for they roe 
a rebellious house. 27 But when I 
speak with thee, I will open thy 
mouth, and thou shalt say unfo 
them, Thus saith the Lord God: 
He that heareth, let him hear: 
and he that forbeareth, let him 
forbear: for they are a rebellioun 
house. 
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A Thou also, son of man, take 
thee a tile, and lay it before 
thee, and portray upon it the city, 
even Jerusalem: 2 And lay siege 
against it, and build a fort a- 
gninst it, and cast a mount a- 
gainst it; set the camp also 
against it, and set battering rams 
against it round about. More¬ 
over take thou unto thee an iron 
pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city: and 
set thy face against it, and it 
shall be besieged, and thou shalt 
lay siege against it. This shall be 
u sign to the house of Israel. 
‘Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house 
of Israel upon it: according to 
the number of the days that thou 
shalt lie upon it thou shalt bear 
their iniquity. 5 For I have laid 
upon thee the years of their in¬ 
iquity, according to the number 
of the days, three hundred and 
ninety days: so shalt thou bear 
the iniquity of the house of Is¬ 
rael. °And when thou hast ac¬ 
complished them, lie again on thy 
light side, and thou shalt bear 
the iniquity of the house of Ju¬ 
dah forty days: I have appointed 
thee each day for a year. ’There¬ 
fore thou shalt set thy face to¬ 
ward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it. 
"And, behold, I will lay bands 
upon thee, and thou shalt not 
turn thee from one side to an¬ 
other, till thou hast ended the 
days of thy siege. 

“Take thou also unto thee 


wheat, and barley, and beans, and 
lentils, and millet, and spelt, and 
put them in one vessel, and make 
thee bread thereof, according to 
the number of the days that thou 
shalt lie upon thy side, three 
hundred and ninety days shalt 
thou eat thereof. 10 And thy meat 
which thou shalt eat shall be by 
weight, twenty shekels a day: 
from time to time shalt thou eat 
it. 1J Thou shalt drink also water 
by measure, the sixth part of a 
hin: from time to time shalt thou 
drink. 12 And thou Bhalt eat it as 
barley cakes, and thou shalt bake 
it with dung that conieth out of 
man, in their sight. 

13 And the Lord said. Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat 
their defiled bread among the 
nations, whither I will drive 
them. 14 Then said I, Ah Lord 
God! behold, my soul hath not 
been polluted: for from my youth* 
up even till now have I not eaten 
of that which dieth of itself, or¬ 
is torn in pieces; neither came 
there abominable flesh into my 
mouth. ls Then he said unto me, 
Lo, I have given thee cow's dung 
for man’s dung, and thou shalt 
prepare thy bread therewith: 
’’Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the 
staff of bread in Jerusalem: and 
they shall eat bread by weight, 
and with anxiety; and they Bhall 
drink water by measure, and in 
dismay: 17 That they may want 
bread and water, and be in a 
stupor one with another, and pine 
away for their iniquity. 
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thee a sharp sword, take thee 
a barber’s razor, and cause it to 
pass upon thine head and upon 
thy beard: then take thee bal¬ 
ances to weigh, and divide the 
hair . 2 Thou shalt burn with fire 
a third part in the midst of the 
city, when the days of the siege 
are fulfilled: and thou shalt take 
a third part, and smite about it 
with a sword: and a third part 
thou shalt scatter in the wind: 
and I will draw out a sword after 
them. 3 Thou shalt also take there¬ 
of a few in number, and bind 
them in thy skirts. ‘‘Then take of 
them again, and cast them into 
the midst of the fire, and burn 
them in the fire; for thereof shall 
a fire come forth into all the house 
of Israel. 

“Thus saith the Lord God, 
This is Jerusalem: I have set it 
in the midst of the nations and 
countries that are round about 
her. 6 And she rebelled against 
my judgments more wickedly 
than the nations, and against my 
statutes more than the countries 
that are round about her: for 
they have refused my judgments 
and my statutes, they have not 
walked in them, therefore thus 
saith the Lord God; Because ye 
are turbulent more than the na¬ 
tions that are round about you, 
and have not walked in my stat¬ 
utes, neither have kept my judg¬ 
ments, neither have done accord¬ 
ing to the judgments of the na¬ 
tions that are round about you; 
therefore thus saith the Lord 


thee, and will execute judgmen 
in the midst of thee in the sigl 
of the nations. “And I will do i 
thee that which I have not don 
and whereunto I will not do an 
more the like, because of all thin 
abominations. ’"Therefore the f; 
thers shall eat the sons in tli 
midst of thee, and the sons sha 
eat their fathers; and I will ex< 
cute judgments in thee, and th 
whole remnant of thee will 
scatter into all the wind. 1 
’’Wherefore, as I live, saith th 
Lord God; Surely, because thoi 
hast defiled my sanctuary will 
all thy detestable things, and will 
all thine abominations, therefon 
will I also diminish thee; neithui 
shall mine eye spare, neither wil 
I have any pity. 12 A third pari 
of thee shall die with the pesti 
lence, and with famine shall tliej 
be consumed in the midst of thee: 
and a third part shall fall by the 
sword round about thee; and 1 
will scatter a third part into all 
the winds, and I will draw out 
a sword after them. t3 Thus shall 
mine anger be accomplished, and 
I will cause my fury to rest upnri 
them, and I will be comforted: 
and they shail know that I the 
Lord have spoken it in my zeal, 
when I have accomplished my 
fury in them. ’■‘Moreover I will 
make thee waste, and a reproach 
among the nations that are round 
about thee, in the sight of all 
that pass by. ,5 So it shall be a 
reproach and a taunt, an instruc¬ 
tion and an astonishment unto 
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tfm nations that are round about 
thee, when I shall execute judg- 
' merits in thee in anger, and in 
fury, and in furious rebukes. I 
the Lord have spoken it. ^When 
1 shall send upon them the 
■ evil arrows of famine, which 
i shall be for their destruction, and 
[ which I will send to destroy you: 
l ami 1 will increase the famine 
' upon you, and will break your 
staff of bread: 17 So will I send 
i upon you famine and evil beasts, 
land they shall bereave thee; and 
{ pestilence and blood Bhall pass 
i through thee; and I will bring 
i the sword upon thee. I the Lord 
I have spoken it. 
g And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, z Son 
of man, set thy face toward the 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy 
i against them, 3 And say, Ye 
i mountains of Israel, hear the 
i word of the Lord God; Thus saith 
i the Lord God to the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and 
i to the valleys; Behold, I, even I, 
will bring a sword upon you, and 
i I will destroy your high places. 

14 And your altars shall be desolate, 

I and your sun-images shall be 
I broken: and I will cast down 
i your slain men before your idols. 
R And I will lay the dead carcass- 
i es of the children of Israel be- 
Ifore their idols; and I will scatter 
I your bones round about your al- 
Itnrs. 8 In all your dwelling-places 
I the cities shall be laid waste, and 
I the high places shall be desolate; 
{that your altars may be laid 
I waste and made desolate, and 


your idols may be broken and 
cease, and your sun-images may 
be cut down, and your works 
may be abolished. T And the slain 
shall fall in the midst of you, 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 8 Yet will I leave a rem¬ 
nant, in that ye may have some 
that shall escape the sword a- 
mong the nations, when ye shall 
be scattered through the coun¬ 
tries. ®And they that escape of 
you shall remember me among 
the nations whither they shall be 
carried captive, because I am 
broken with their straying heart, 
which hath departed from me, 
and with their eyes, which go 
astray after their idols: and they 
shall loathe themselves for the 
evils which they have committed 
in all their abominations. ,0 And 
they shall know that I am the 
Lord, and that I have not said 
in vain that I would do this evil 
unto them. 

n Thus saith the Lord God; 
Smite with thine hand, and stamp 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for 
all the evil abominations of the 
house of Israel! for they shall 
fall by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence. ,2 He that 
is far off shall die of the pesti¬ 
lence ; and he that is near shall 
fall by the sword; and he that 
remaineth and is preserved shall 
die by the famine: thus will I 
accomplish my fury upon them. 
,3 Then shall ye know that I am 
the Lord, when their slain men 
shall be among their idols round 
about their altars, upon every 
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high hill, in all the tops of the 
mountains, and under every green 
tree, and under every thick oak, 
the place where they did offer 
sweet savour to all their idols. 
“So will I stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land 
desolate, yea, more desolate than 
the wilderness toward Diblath, 
in all their habitations: and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 
n Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 
®AIso, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord God unto the land of 
Israel; An end, the end is come 
upon the four corners of the land. 
3 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon 
thee, and will judge thee accord¬ 
ing to thy ways, and will recom¬ 
pense upon thee all thine abomi¬ 
nations. '•And mine eye shall not 
spare thee, neither will I have j 
pity: but I will recompense thy 
ways upon thee, and thine abomi¬ 
nations shall be in the midst of 
thee: and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; An 
evil, an only evil, behold, is come. 
e An end is come, the end is come: 
it watcheth for thee; behold, it 
is come. 7 The morning is come 
unto thee, 0 thou that dwellest 
in the land: the time is come, 
the day of trouble is near, and 
not the joyful call of the moun¬ 
tains. B Now will I shortly pour 
out my fury upon thee, and ac¬ 
complish mine anger upon thee: 
and I will judge thee according 
to thy ways, and will recompense 


thee for all thine abomination 
“And mine eye shall not spar 
neither will I have pity: I w 
recompense thee according to 11 
ways and thine abominations tin 
are in the midst of thee; and j 
shall know that I am the Loi 
that smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it i 
come: the morning is gone fortli 
the rod hath blossomed, prid 
hath budded. 1 Violence is rise 
up into a rod of wickedness 
none of them shall remain, no 
of their multitude, nor of an, 
of theirs: neither shall there h 
wailing for them. 

,2 The time is come, the da; 
draweth near: let not the buyc, 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn : foi 
wrath is upon all the multi huh 
thereof. 13 For the seller shall no I 
return to that which is sold, al¬ 
though they were yet alive: foi 
the vision is touching the whole 
multitude thereof, which shall 
not return; neither shall any 
strengthen himself in the iniquity 
of his life. “They have blown 
the trumpet, even to make all 
ready; but none goeth to the 
battle: for my wrath is upon all 
the multitude thereof. “The 
sword is without, and the pesti¬ 
lence and the famine within: lie 
that is in the field shall die with 
the sword; and he that is in the 
city, famine and pestilence shall 
devour him. “But they that es¬ 
cape of them shall escape, and 
shall be on the mountains like 
doves of the valleys, all of them 
mourning, every one for his in- 
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Iquity. 17 All hands shall be feeble, 
mid all knees shall be weak as 
water. 18 They shall also gird 

themselves with sackcloth, and 
horror shall cover them; and 

slmme shall be upon all faces, 

and baldness upon all their heads. 
"They shall cast their silver in 
the streets, and their gold shall 
be ’-emoved: their silver and their 
gold shall not be able to deliver 
them in the day of the wrath of 
the Lord: they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their 

bowels: because it is the stum¬ 
bling-block of their iniquity. 20 As 
for the beauty of his ornament, 
he set it in majesty: but they 
made the images of their abomi¬ 
nations and of their detestable 
things therein: therefore have 
I set it far from them. 21 And I 
will give it into the hands of 
the strangers for a prey, and to 
the wicked of the earth for a 
spoil; and they shall pollute it. 
22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my 
secret place: for the robbers shall 
enter into it, and defile it. 

'■'Make a chain: for the land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the 
■ city is full of violence. 24 Where- 
; fore I will bring the worst of 
j the nations, and they shall pos¬ 
sess their houses: I will also 
make the pomp of the strong to 
cease; and their holy places shall 
be defiled. “Destruction cometh; 

| and they shall seek peace, and 
j there shall be none. “Mischief 
| shiil] come upon mischief, and 
I rumour shall be upon rumour;

then shall they seek a vision of 
the prophet; but the law shall 
perish from the priest, and coun¬ 
sel from the ancients. 21 The king 
shall mourn, and the prince shall 
be clothed with desolation, and 
the hands of the people of the 
land shall be troubled: I will do 
unto them after their way, and 
according to their deserts will I 
judge them; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

Q And it came to pass in the 
u sixth year, in the sixth 
month, in the fifth day of the 
month, as I sat in mine house, 
and the elders of Judah sat be¬ 
fore me, that the hand of the 
Lord God fell there upon me. 
2 Then I beheld, and, lo, a likeness 
as the appearance of fire: from 
the appearance of his loins even 
downward, fire; and from his 
loins even upward, as the appear¬ 
ance of brightness, as the colour 
of amber. a And he put forth the 
form of a hand, and took me by 
a lock of mine head; and the 
spirit lifted me up between the 
earth and the heaven, and brought 
me in the visions of God to Jeru¬ 
salem, to the door of the inner 
gate that looketh toward the 
north; where was the seat of the 
image of jealousy, which pro- 
voketh to jealousy. 4 And, behold, 
the glory of the God of Israel 
was there, according to the vi¬ 
sion that I saw in the valley. 
5 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the 
way toward the north. So I lifted 
up mine eyes the way toward the 
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north, and behold northward at 
the gate of the altar this image 
of jealousy in the entry. c He said 
furthermore unto me, Son of man, 
seest thou what they do? even 
the great abominations that the 
house of Israel committeth here, 
that I should go far off from 
my sanctuary? but thou shalt see 
again still greater abominations. 
7 And he brought me to the door 
of the court; and when I looked, 
behold a hole in the wall. 8 Then 
said he unto me, Son of man, dig 
now in the wall: and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 
e And he said unto me, Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations 
that they do here. JO So I went 
in and saw, and behold every form 
of creeping things, and abomin¬ 
able beasts, and all the idols of 
the house of Israel, portrayed 
upon the wall round about. J ‘And 
there stood before them seventy 
men of the ancients of the house 
of Israel, and in the midst of 
them stood Jaazaniah the son of 
Shaphan, with every man his 
censer in his hand; and a thick 
cloud of incense went up. 12 Then 
said he unto me, Son of man, 
hast thou seen what the ancients 
of the house of Israel do in the 
dark, every man in the chambers 
of his imagery? for they say, 
The Lord seeth us not; the Lord 
hath forsaken the earth. 13 He 
said also unto me, Turn thee yet 
again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 14 Then 
he brought me to the door of the 
gate of the Lord’s house which 


was toward the north; and, hi 
hold, there sat women weepin 
for Tammuz. 15 Then said he ur 
to me, Hast thou seen this, < 
son of man? turn thee yet agair 
and thou shalt see greater abomi 
nations than these. ,fl And h 
brought me into the inner cour 
of the Lord’s house, and, behold 
at the door of the temple cf Un 
Lord, between the porch and tin 
altar, were about five and twcnl; 
men, with their backs toward tin 
temple of the Lord, and theii 
faces toward the east; and tin*' 
worshipped the sun toward llu 
east. 17 Then he said unto me 
Hast thou seen this, 0 son nl 
man? Is it a light thing to the 
house of Judah that they commit 
the abominations which they 
commit here? for they have filled 
the land with violence, and have 
returned to provoke me to anger: 
and, lo, they put the branch to 
their nose. 18 Therefore will I also 
deal in fury: mine eye shall not 
spare, neither will I have pity: 
and though they cry in mine ears 
with a loud voice, yet will I not 
hear them. 

Q He cried also in mine cars 
with a loud voice, saying. 
Cause them that have charge 
over the city to draw' near, even 
every man with his destroying 
weapon in his hand. 2 And, be¬ 
hold, six men came from the way 
of the higher gate, which lieth 
toward the north, and every man 
a slaughter weapon in his hand ; 
and one man among them u'h.i 
clothed with linen, with a writer’s 
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inkhorn by hie side: and they 
went in and> stood beBide the 
brazen altar. a And the glory of 
the God of Israel was gone up 
from the cherub, whereupon he 
was, to the threshold of the house. 
And he called to the man clothed 
h. linen, who had the writer's ink- 
horn by his side; 4 And the Lord 
said unto him, Go through the 
midst of the city, through the 
midst of Jerusalem, and set a 
mark upon the foreheads of the 
men that sigh and that cry for 
all the abominations that are done 
in the midst thereof. “And to the 
others he said in mine hearing, 
Go ye after him through the city, 
and smite; let not your eye spare, 
neither have ye pity: 9 Slay ut¬ 
terly old and young, both maids, 
and little children, and women: 
hut come not near any man upon 
whom is the mark: and begin 
at my sanctuary, Then they be¬ 
gun at the ancient men that were 
before the house. 7 And he said 
unto them, Defile the house, and 
fill the courts with the slain: go 
ye forth. And they went forth, 
and slew in the city. 8 And it came 
to pass, while they were slaying 
them, and I was left, that I fell 
upon my face, and cried, and 
said, Ah Lord God! wilt thou de¬ 
stroy all the residue of Israel in 
lliy pouring out of thy fury upon 
Jerusalem? ®Then said he unto 
me, The iniquity of the house of 
Israel and Judah is exceeding 
great, and the land is full of blood, 
and the city full of perverseness: 
for they say, The Lord hath for¬ 


saken the earth, and the Lord 
seeth not. 10 And aB for me also, 
mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity, but I will re¬ 
compense their way upon their 
head. al And, behold, the man 
clothed in linen, who had the ink- 
horn by his side, reported the 
matter, Baying, I have done as 
thou hast commanded me. 

Then I looked, and, behold, 
in the firmament that was 
above the head of the cherubim 
there appeared over them as it 
were a sapphire stone, as the 
appearance of the likeness of a 
throne. 2 And he spoke unto the 
man clothed in linen, and said, 
Go in between the wheels, even 
under the cherub, and fill thine 
hand with coals of fire from 
between the cherubim, and scat¬ 
ter them over the city. And he 
went in in my sight. 3 Now the 
cherubim stood on the right side 
of the house, when the man went 
in; and the cloud filled the inner 
court. 4 Then the glory of the 
Lord went up from the cherub, 
and stood over the threshold of 
the house; and the house was 
filled with the cloud, and the 
court was full of brightness of 
the Lord's glory. “And the sound 
of the cherubim's wings was 
heard even to the outer court, as 
the voice of the Almighty God 
when he speaketh. a And it came 
to pass, that when he had com¬ 
manded the man clothed in linen, 
saying, Take fire from between 
the wheels, from between the 
cherubim; then he went in, and 
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stood beside the wheels. 7 And one 
cherub stretched forth his hand 
from between the cherubim unto 
the fire that was between the 
cherubim, and took thereof, and 
put it into the hands of him that 
was clothed in linen: who took 
it, and went out. 8 And there ap¬ 
peared in the cherubim the form 
of a man's hand under their 
wing’s. e And when I looked, be¬ 
hold the four wheels by the cher¬ 
ubim, one wheel by one cherub, 
and another wheel by another 
cherub: and the appearance of 
the wheels was as the colour of 
a beryl stone. 10 And as for their 
appearances, they four had one 
likeness, as if a wheel had been in 
the midst of a wheel. n When they 
went, they went upon their four 
sides; they turned not as they 
went, but to the place whither the 
head looked they followed it; they 
turned not as they went. 12 And 
their whole body, and their backs, 
and their hands, and their wings, 
and the wheels, were full of eyes 
round about, even the wheels that 
they four had. 13 As for the 
wheels, they were called wheel- 
work in my hearing, ,4 And every 
one had four faces: the first face 
was the face of a cherub, and 
the second face was the face of 
a man, and the third the face of 
a lion, and the fourth the face of 
an eagle. lfi And the cherubim 
were lifted up. This is the liv¬ 
ing creature that I saw by the 
river of Chebar* 18 And when the 
cherubim went, the wheels went 
by them: and when the cherubim 


lifted up their wings to mmn 
up from the earth, the sun 
wheels also turned not from b 
side them. ,7 When they stooi 
these stood; and when they wei 
lifted up, these lifted up then 
selves also: for the spirit of tli 
living creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lor 
departed from off the threshol 
of the house, and stood over th 
cherubim. 19 And the cherubir 
lifted up their wings, and mount 
ed up from the earth in my sight 
when they went out, the wheel: 
also were beside them, and civr, 
one stood at the door of the eas 
gate of the Lord’s house; an< 
the glory of the God of Isme 
was over them above. 20 This it 
the living creature that I saw 
under the God of Israel by the 
river Chebar; and I knew that 
they were the cherubim. 21 Every 
one had four faces apiece, and 
every one four wings; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man 
was under their wings. 22 And the 
likeness of their faces was the 
same as the faces which I saw 
by the river of Chebar, their ap¬ 
pearances and themselves: lhey 
went every one straight forward. 
Moreover the spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, 
which looketh eastward: and, be¬ 
hold, at the door of the gate five 
and twenty men; among whom 
I saw Jaazaniah the son of Azur, 
and Pelatiah the son of Benaiah, 
princes of the people. 2 Then said 
he unto me. Son of man, these 
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are the men that devise mischief, 
and give wicked counsel in this 
city: a That Bay, It is not near; 
let us build houses: this city is 
the caldron, and we are the 
flesh, therefore prophesy against 
them, prophesy, 0 son of man. 

'And the spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me, 
Speak; Thus saith the Lord; 
Thus have ye said, 0 house of 
Iflrael: for I know the things that 
come into your mind, every one 
of them. *>Ye have multiplied 
your nlain in this city, and ye 
have filled the streets thereof 
with the slain. Therefore thus 
saith the Lord God; Your slain 
whom ye have laid in the midst 
of it, they are the flesh, and this 
city is the caldron: but I will 
bring you forth out of the midst 
of it. 8 Ye have feared the sword; 
nnd I will bring a sword upon 
you, saith the Lord God. °And 
I will bring you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the 
hands of strangers, and will exe¬ 
cute judgments among you. 10 Ye 
BhnII fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Isra¬ 
el ; and ye 9hall know that I am 
the Lord. 3 This city shall not 
be your caldron, neither shall ye 
be the flesh in the midst thereof; 
but I will judge you in the bor¬ 
der of Israel: 12 And ye shall 
know that I am the Lord: for ye 
have not walked in my statutes, 
neither executed my judgments, 
hut have done after the manners 
of the nations that are round 
nhout you, 


13 And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pelatiah the Bon 
of Benaiah died. Then fell 1 
down upon my face, and cried 
with a loud voice, and said. Ah 
Lord God! wilt thou make a full 
end of the remnant of Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, ,:, Son of 
man, thy brethren, even thy breth¬ 
ren, the men of thy kindred, and 
all the house of Israel wholly, 
are they unto whom the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem have said, Get 
you far from the Lord: unto us 
is this land given in possession. 
"Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Although I have cast 
them far off among the nations, 
and although I have scattered 
them among the countries, yet 
will I be to them as a little sanc¬ 
tuary in the countries where they 
shall come. ,7 Therefore say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; I will even 
gather you from the people, and 
assemble you out of the coun¬ 
tries where ye have been scat¬ 
tered, and I will give you the land 
of Israel. 16 And they shall come 
thither, and they shall take away 
all the detestable things thereof 
and all the abominations thereof 
from thence. 10 And I will give 
them one heart, and I will put 
a new spirit within you; and I 
will take tbe stony heart out of 
their flesh, and will give them 
a heart of flesh: 20 That they may 
walk in my statutes, and keep 
mine ordinances, and do them: 
and they shell be my people, and 
I will be their God. 2l But as for 
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them whose heart walketh after 
the heart of their detestable 
things and their abominations, I 
will recompense their way upon 
their own heads, saith the Lord 
God. 

“Then did the cherubim lift 
up their wings, and the wheels 
beside them; and the glory of 
the God of Israel was over them 
above. “And the glory of the 
Lord went up from the midst of 
the city, and stood upon the moun¬ 
tain which is on the east side of 
the city. “Afterwards the spirit 
took me up, and brought me in 
a vision by the spirit of God into 
Chaldea, to them of the captivi¬ 
ty. So the vision that I had 
seen went up from me. “Then 
I spoke unto them of the cap¬ 
tivity all the things that the 
Lord had shewn me. 

The word of the Lord also 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, thou dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which 
have eyes to see, and see not; 
they have ears to hear, and hear 
not: for they are a rebellious 
house, therefore, thou son of 
man, prepare thee equipments of 
exile, and wander away by day 
in their sight; and thou shalt 
wander away from thy place to 
another place in their sight: it 
may be they will consider, though 
they be a rebellious house. ‘Then 
shalt thou bring forth thy equip¬ 
ments by day in their sight, as 
equipments of exile: and thou 
shalt go forth at even in their 
sight, as they that go forth into 


captivity. ’Dig thou through th 
wall in their sight, and carry on 
thereby. °In their sight shal 
thou bear it upon thy shoulder 
and carry it forth in the twilight 
thou shalt cover thy face, tha 
thou see not the ground: for 
have set thee for a sign unto tin 
house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was com 
manded: I brought forth m> 
stuff by day, as equipments oi 
exile, and in the even I digged 
through the wall with mine hand; 
I brought it forth in the twilight, 
and I bore it upon my shoulder 
in their sight. 

e And in the morning came the 
word of the Lord unto me, say¬ 
ing, ®Son of man, hath not the 
house of Israel, the rebellious 
house, said unto thee, What do- 
est thou? 10 Say thou unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God; This 
prophecy concemeth the prince in 
Jerusalem, and all the house of 
Israel that are among them. n Say, 
I am your sign: like as I have 
done, so shall it be done unto 
them: into exile, into captivity 
they shall go. 12 And the prince 
that is among them shall bear 
upon his shoulder in the twilight, 
and shall go forth: they shall 
dig through the wall to carry out 
thereby: he shall cover his face, 
that he see not the ground with 
his eyes. 13 My net also will I 
spread upon him, and he shall be 
taken in my snare: and I will 
bring him to Babylon to the land 
of the Chaldeans; yet shall he 
not see it, though he shall die 
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there. 14 And I will scatter toward 
every wind all that are about him 
to help him, and all his bands, 
and I will draw out the sword 
after them. ,5 And they shall 
know that I am the Lord, when I 
shall scatter them among the na¬ 
tions, and disperse them in the 

..tries. ,0 But I will leave a few 

men of them from the sword 
from the famine, and from the 
pestilence; that they may declare 
ull their abominations among the 
nations whither they come; and 
they shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

,7 Moreover the word of the 
Lord came to me, saying, ,8 Son 
of man, eat thy bread with quak¬ 
ing, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with anxiety. 
,8 And say unto the people of the 
land, Thus saith the Lord God 
of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and of the land of Israel: They 
shull eat their bread with anxie¬ 
ty, and drink their water with 
astonishment, that her land may 
be desolate from all that is there¬ 
in, because of the violence of all 
them that dwell therein. Z0 And 
the cities that are inhabited shall 
he laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

21 And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 22 Son of 
man, what is that proverb that 
ye have in the land of Israel, 
saying, The days are prolonged, 
nnd every vision faileth? 23 Tell 
them therefore, Thus saith the 
Lord God; I will make this prov¬ 


erb to cease, and they shall no 
more use it as a proverb in Is¬ 
rael; but say unto them, The days 
are at hand, and the effect of 
every vision. 24 For there shall 
be no more any vain vision nor 
flattering divination within the 
house of Israel. 25 For I am the 
Lord: I will speak, and the word 
that I shall speak shall come to 
pass; it shall be no more pro¬ 
longed : for in your days, O re¬ 
bellious house, will I say the 
word, and will perform it, saith 
the Lord God. 

26 A gain the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 2T Son of 
man, behold, they of the house of 
Israel say, The vision that he 
seeth is for many days to come, 
and he prophesieth of the times 
that are far off. 28 Therefore say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God; There shall none of my 
words be prolonged any more, but 
the word which I have spoken 
shall be done, saith the Lord God. 
And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, 
and say thou unto them that 
prophesy out of their own hearts, 
Hear ye the word of the Lord; 
3 Thus saith the Lord God; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that 
follow their own spirit, and have 
seen notning! *0 Israel, thy 
prophets are like the foxes in the 
deserts. 6 Ye have not gone up 
into the gaps, neither made up 
the hedge for the house of Is¬ 
rael to stand in the battle in the 
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day of the Lord. fl They have seen 
vanity and lying divination, say¬ 
ing, The Lord saith: and the 
Lord hath not sent them: and 
they have made others to hope 
that they would confirm the word. 
’Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying 
divination, whereas ye say, The 
Lord saith it; albeit I have not 
spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God: Because ye have spoken 
vanity, and seen lies, therefore, 
behold, I am against you, saith 
the Lord God. e And mine hand 
shall be upon the prophets that 
see vanity, and that divine lies: 
they shall not be in the assembly 
of my people, neither shall they 
be written in the writing of the 
house of Israel, neither shall they 
enter into the land of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord God. 10 Because, even be¬ 
cause they have seduced my peo¬ 
ple, saying, Peace; and there was 
no peace; and one built up a wall, 
and, lo, others daubed it with 
untempered mortar: n Say unto 
them that daub it with untem¬ 
pered mortar, that it shall fall: 
there shall be an overflowing 
shower; and ye, 0 great hail¬ 
stones, shall fall; and a stormy 
wind shall rend it. 12 Lo, when 
the wall is fallen, shall it not be 
said unto you, Where is the daub¬ 
ing wherewith ye have daubed it? 
,a Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even rend it with a 
stormy wind in my fury; and 
there shall be an overflowing 


shower in mine anger, and gres 
hailstones in my fury to cor 
sume it. 14 So will I break dow 
the wall that ye have daube 
with untempered mortar, an* 
bring it down to the ground, s> 
that the foundation thereof slml 
be discovered, and it shall fall 
and ye shall be consumed in lh< 
midst thereof: and ye shall knov 
that I am the Lord. ,5 Thus wil 
I accomplish my wrath upon tin 
wall, and upon them that him 
daubed it with untempered wnr 
tar, and will say unto you, Tin 
wall is no more, neither they tlml 
daubed it; ie To wit, the prophet 
of Israel that prophesy concern¬ 
ing Jerusalem, and that see vi¬ 
sions of peace for her, and there 
is no peace, saith the Lord God. 

’’Likewise, thou son of man, 
set thy face against the daugh¬ 
ters of thy people, who prophesy 
out of their own heart; and 
prophesy thou against them, 
,e And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to all armholes, and make 
kerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to hunt souls! Will ye 
hunt the souls of my people, and 
will ye save the souls alive that, 
come unto you? ie And will ye 
pollute me among my people for 
handfuls of barley and for pieces 
of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the 
souls alive that should not live, 
by your lying to my people that 
hear your lies? 

20 Wherefore thus saith tho 
Lord God: Behold, I am against 
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again to me, saying, “Son of 
man, when the land sinneth a- 
gainst me by trespassing griev¬ 
ously, then will I stretch out mine 
hand upon it, and will break the 
staff of the bread thereof, and 
will send famine upon it, and 
will cut off man and beast from 
it: 14 Though these three men, 
Noah, Daniel, and Job, were in 
it, they should deliver but their 
own souls by their righteousness, 
saith the Lord God. 

I5 If I cause wild beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil 
it, so that it be desolate, that 
no man may pass through be- 
.cause of the beasts: lQ Thougk 
these three men were in it, as I 
live, saith the Lord God, they 

shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters; they only shall be de¬ 
livered, but the land shall be des¬ 
olate. 

17 0r if I bring a sword upon 
that land, and say, Sword, go 

through the land; so that I cut 
off man and beast from it: 
“Though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither 

sons nor daughters, but they on¬ 
ly shall be delivered themselves. 

1B Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury 
upon it in blood, to cut off from 
it man and beast: 20 Though Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, as I 
live, saith the Lord God, they 

shall deliver neither son nor 
daughter; they shall but deliver 
their own souls by their right¬ 
eousness.

2, For thus saith the Lord Gor 
How much more when I send m 
four sore judgments upon Jen 
salem, the sword, and the famim 
and the wild beast, and the pef 
tilence, to cut off from it mu 
and beast? 22 Yet, behold, tlieroi 
shall be left a remnant that sha 
be brought forth, both sons iim 
daughters: behold, they shal 
come forth unto you, and ye shal 
see their way and their doings 
and ye shall be comforted con 
cerning the evil that I liav< 
brought upon Jerusalem, ever 
concerning all that I havebroughl 
upon it. 23 And they shall comfort 
you, when ye see their ways and 
their doings: and ye shall know 
that I have not done without cause 
all that I have done in it, saith 
the Lord God. 

And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, What is the vine-tree 
more than any tree, or than a 
branch which is among the trees 
of the forest? 3 Shall wood be 
taken thereof to do any work ? 
or will men take a pin of it to 
hang any vessel thereon? 4 Behold, 
it is cast into the fire for fuel; 
the fire devoureth both the ends 
of it, and the midst of it is 
burned. Is it meet for any work? 
5 Behold, when it was whole, it 
was meet for no work: how 
much less shall it be meet yet. 
for any work, when the fire hath 
devoured it, and it is burned? 
6 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; As the vine-tree among the 
trees of the forest, which I huve 
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given to the fire for fuel, bo will 
1 give the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem. 7 And I will set my face 
against them; they shall go out 
from one fire, and another fire 
shall devour them; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord, when 
I hi.L iny face against them. “And 
1 will make the land desolate, be¬ 
cause they have committed a 
trespass, saith the Lord God. 

1^? Again the word of the Lord 
' came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, cause Jerusalem to know 
her abominations, s And say, Thus 
saith the Lord God unto Jeru¬ 
salem; Thy birth and thy nativi¬ 
ty is of the land of Canaan; thy 
father was an Amorite, and thy 
mother a Hittite. 4 And as for thy 
nativity, in the day thou wast 
horn thy navel was not cut, nei¬ 
ther wast thou washed in water 
to cleanse thee; thou wast not 
i salted at all, nor swaddled at all. 
"No eye pitied thee, to do any of 
these unto thee, to have compas- 
i sion upon thee; but thou wast 
i cast out in the open field, to the 
i loathing of thy person, in the 
i day that thou wast born. 6 And 
when I passed by thee, and saw 
thee rolling in thine own blood, 
I said unto thee when thou wast 
I in thy blood, Live; yea, I said 
iin to thee when tkou wast in thy 
blood, Live. 7 I have caused thee 
to multiply as the plants of the 
field, and thou hast increased and 
waxen great, and thou art come 
to excellent ornaments; thy 
breasts are fashioned, and thine 
hair is grown, whereas thou wast 


naked and bare. 8 Now when I 
passed by thee, and looked uponj 
thee, behold, thy time was the 
time of love; and I spread my 
skirt over thee, and covered thy 
nakedness: yea, I swore unto 
thee, and entered into a covenant 
with thee, saith the Lord God, 
and thou becamest mine. 9 Then 
washed I thee with water; yea, 
I thoroughly washed away thy 
blood from thee, and I anointed 
thee with oil. 10 I clothed thee 
also with broidered work, and 
shod thee with badgers' skin, and 
I girded thee about with fine 
linen, and I covered thee with 
silk. n l decked thee also with 
ornaments, and I put bracelets 
upon thy hands, and a chain on 
thy neck. 12 And I put a ring on 
thy nose, and earrings in thine 
ears, and a beautiful crown upon 
thine head. 13 Thus wast thou 
decked with gold and silver; and 
thy raiment was of fine linen, 
and silk, and broidered work; 
thou didst eat fine flour, and 
honey, and oil: and thou wast 
exceeding beautiful, and thou 
didst prosper into a kingdom. 
14 And thy renown went forth 
among the nations for thy beau¬ 
ty: for it was perfect through 
my comeliness, which I had put 
upon thee, saith the Lord God. 

13 But thou didst trust in thine 
own beauty, and playedst the har¬ 
lot because of thy renown, and 
pouredst out thy fornications on 
every one that passed by; his it 
was. lfl And of thy garments thou 
didst take, and deckedst thy high 
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places with divers colours, and 
playedst the harlot thereupon: 
the like things shall not come, 
neither shall it be so. 17 Thou 
hast also taken thy fair jewels 
of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and 
madest to thyself images of men, 
and didst commit harlotry with 
them, 18 And tookest thy broi- 
dered garments, and coveredst 
them: and thou hast set mine 
oil and mine incense before them. 
,0 My meat also which I gave 
thee, fine flour, and oil, and 
honey, wherewith I fed thee, thou 
hast even set it before them 
for a sweet savour: and thus it 
was, saitli the Lord God. ^More¬ 
over thou hast taken thy sons and 
thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be 
devoured. Is this of thy harlot¬ 
ries a small matter, 21 That thou 
hast slain my children, and de¬ 
livered them to cause them to 
pass through the fire for them? 
“And in all thine abominations 
and thy harlotries thou hast not 
remembered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, 
and wast rolling in thy blood. 

“And it came to pass after 
all thy wickedness, (woe, woe un¬ 
to thee! saith the Lord God;) 
s *That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent place, and hast 
made thee a high place in every 
street. “Thou hast built thy 
high place at every head of the 
way, and hast made thy beauty 
to be abhorred, and hast opened 


thy feet to every one that passe 
by, and multiplied thy harlotries 
“Thou hast also committted foj 
nication with the Egyptians tli 
neighbours, great of flesh; an. 
hast increased thy harlotries, t 
provoke me to anger. 27 Behnl<: 
therefore I have stretched on 
my hand over thee, and hnv' 
diminished thine allowance, am 
delivered thee unto the will o 
them that hate thee, the daugh 
ters of the Philistines, who an 
ashamed of thy lewd way. “Tins 
hast played the harlot also will 
the Assyrians, because thou waul 
unsalable; yea, thou hast player 
the harlot with them, and yel 
couldest not be satisfied. “Thou 
hast moreover multiplied thy for¬ 
nication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea; and yet thou wast 
not satisfied herewith. 30 How 
weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord God, seeing thou doest all 
these things, the work of an aban¬ 
doned harlot; 31 In that thou 
buildest thine eminent place in 
the head of every way, and mnk- 
cst thine high place in every 
street; and hast not been as a 
harlot, in that thou scornest lure; 
32 But as a wife that committed! 
adultery, that taketh strangers 
instead of her husband! “They 
give gifts to all harlots: but thou 
givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 
and hirest them, that they may 
come unto thee on every side for 
thy harlotry. 34 And the contrary 
is in thee from other women in 
thy harlotries, whereas none fol¬ 
lowed! thee to commit harlotries: 
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and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, 
therefore thou art contrary. 

"Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord: a6 ThuB saith 
the Lord God; Because thy filthi¬ 
ness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy 
harlotries with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abomi¬ 
nations, and by the blood of thy 
children, whom thou didst give 
unto them; "Behold, therefore 
I will gather all thy lovers, with 
whom thou hast taken pleasure, 
and all them that thou hast loved, 
with all them that thou hast 
linled; I will even gather them 
round about against thee, and 
will discover thy nakedness unto 
them, that they may see all thy 
nakedness. 3fi And I will judge 
thee, as women that break wed¬ 
lock and shed blood are judged; 
and I will give thee blood in fury 
and jealousy. "And I will also 
give thee into their hand, and 
they shall throw down thine emi¬ 
nent place, and shall b.eak down 
thy high places: they shall strip 
thee also of thy clothes, and shall 
take thy fair jewels, and leave 
thee naked and bare. 40 They shall 
also bring up an assembly against 
thee, and they shall stone thee 
with stones, and thrust thee 
through with their swords. "And 
they shall burn thine houses with 
fire, and execute judgments upon 
thee in the sight of many women: 
and I will cause thee to cease 
from playing the harlot, and thou 
uiso shalt give no hire any more. 


"So will I make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy 
Bhall depart from thee, and I will 
be quiet, and will be no more 
angry. "Because thou hast not 
remembered the days of thy 
youth, but hast fretted me in all 
these things; behold, therefore I 
also will recompense thy way 
upon thine head, saith the Lord 
God: and thou shalt not commit 
this lewdness above all thine 
abominations. 

"Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb 
against thee, saying, As is the 
mother, so is her daughter. "Thou 
art thy mother’s daughter, that 
loatheth her husband and her chil¬ 
dren ; and thou art the sister of 
thy sisters, who loathed their 
husbands and their children: your 
mother vxis a Hittite, and your 
father an Amorite. "And thine 
elder sister ta Samaria, Bhe and 
her daughters that dwell at thy 
left hand: and thy younger sister, 
that dwelleth at thy right hand, 
is Sodom and her daughters. "Yet 
hast thou not walked after their 
ways, nor done after their abom¬ 
inations: but, as if that were a 
very little thing, thou wast cor¬ 
rupted more than they in all thy 
ways. * B As I live, saith the Lord 
God, Sodom thy sister hath not 
done, she nor her daughters, as 
thou hast done, thou and thy 
daughters. "Behold, this was the 
iniquity of thy sister Sodom, 
pride, fulness of bread, and un¬ 
disturbed ease was in her and in 
her daughters, neither did she 
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strengthen the hand of the poor 
and needy. “And they were 
haughty, and committed abomina¬ 
tion before me: therefore I took 
them away as I saw good. 51 Nei- 
ther hath Samaria committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast 
multiplied thine abominations 
more than they, and hast justi¬ 
fied thy sisters in all thine abomi¬ 
nations which thou hast done. 
“Thou also, who hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast com¬ 
mitted more abominable than 
they: they are more righteous 
than thou: yea, be thou con¬ 
founded also, and bear thy shame, 
in that thou hast justified thy 
sisters. 

“When I shall bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom 
and her daughters, and the cap¬ 
tivity of Samaria and her daugh¬ 
ters, then will I bring again the 
captivity of thy captives in the 
midst of them: “That thou may- 
est bear thine own shame, and 
mayest be confounded in all that 
thou hast done, in that thou art 
a comfort unto them. “When thy 
sisters, Sodom and her daughters, 
shall return to their former es¬ 
tate, and Samaria and her daugh¬ 
ters shall return to their former 
estate, then thou and thy daugh¬ 
ters shall return to your former 
estate.

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““Therefore I will judge you, 0 
house of Israel, every one accord¬ 
ing to his ways, saith the Lord 
God. Repent, and turn yourselves 
from all your transgressions; so 
iniquity shall not be your ruin. 
81 Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have 
transgressed; and make you a 
new heart and a new spirit: for 
why will ye die, 0 house of Is¬ 
rael? 32 For I have no pleasure 
in the death of him that dieth, 
saith the Lord God: wherefore 
turn yourselves, and live ye. 
Moreover take thou up a 
lamentation for the princes 
of Israel, 2 And say, What is thy 
mother? A lioness: she lay down 
among lions, she nourished her 
whelps among young lions. 3 And 
she brought up one of her whelps: 
he became a young lion, and he 
learned to catch the prey; he 
devoured men. *The nations also 
heard of him; he was taken in 
their pit, and they brought him 
with chains unto the land of E- 
ffypt. 

5 Now when she saw that she 
had waited, and her hope was 
lost, then she took another of her 
whelps, and made him a young 
lion.

10 Thy mother, like thee, was 
like a vine planted by the waters:

“And she had strong rods 
for the sceptres of them that 
bore rule, and her stature was 
exalted among the thick branch¬ 
es, and she appeared in her height 
with the multitude of her branch¬ 
es, 

12 But she was plucked up in 
fury, she was cast down to the 
ground, and the east wind dried 
up her fruit: her strong rods 
were broken and withered; the 
fire consumed them. 13 And now 
she is planted in the wilderness, 
in a dry and thirsty ground. “And 
fire is gone out of a rod of her 
branches, which hath devoured 
her fruit, so that she hath no 
strong rod to he a sceptre to 
rule.

And it came to pass in the 
seventh year, in the fifth 
month, the tenth day of the 
month, that certain of the elders 
of Israel came to inquire of the 
Lord, and sat before me.

unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Are ye come to inquire of 
me? .4a I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will not be inquired of by 
you.

them, saying, I am the Lord your 
God; 6 In the day that I lifted 
up mine hand unto them, to hring 
them forth of the land of Egypt 
into a land that I had spied out 
for them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which is the glory of all 
lands: 7 Then said I unto them, 
Cast ye away every man the 
abominations of his eyes, and de¬ 
file not yourselves with the idols 
of Egypt: I am the Lord your 
God. fl But they rebelled against 
me, and would not hearken unto 
me: they did not every man cast 
away the abominations of their 
eyes, neither did they forsake the 
idolB of Egypt: then I said, I will 
pour out my fury upon them, to 
accomplish my anger against 
them in the midst of the land 
of Egypt. B But I wrought for my 
name’s sake, that it should not be 
profaned before the nations, a- 
niong whom they were, in whose 


sight I made myself known unto

23 I lifted up mine 
hand unto them also in the wil¬ 
derness, that I would scatter 
them among the nations, and dis¬ 
perse them through the coun¬ 
tries; 24 Because they had not ex¬ 
ecuted my judgments, but had 
despised my statutes, and had 
violated my sabbaths, and their 
eyes were after their fathers’ 
idols. “Wherefore I gave them 
also statutes that were not good, 
and judgments whereby they 
should not live; “And I polluted 
them in their own gifts, in that 
they caused to pass through the 
fire all that openeth the womb, 
that I might make them desolate, 1 


that I am the Lord. 

“Therefore, son of man, spenl 
unto the house of Israel, and aaj 
unto them, Thus saith the Lore 
God; Yet in this your fathers 
have blasphemed me, in that the> 
have committed a trespass against 
me. 2B For when I had brought 
them into the land, for which 1 
lifted up mine hand to give it 
to them, then they saw every 
high hill, and all the thick trees, 
and they offered there their sac¬ 
rifices, and there they presented 
the provocation of their offering: 
there also they made their sweet 
savour, and poured out there 
their drink-offerings.

3, And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord God 
concerning the Ammonites, and 
concerning their reproach; even 
say thou, The sword, the sword 
is drawn: for the slaughter it is 
furbished, to consume because 
of the glittering: 34 While they 
see vanity unto thee, while they 
divine a lie unto thee, to bring 
thee upon the necks of them that 
are slain, of the wicked, whose 
day is come, when their iniquity 
shall have an end. 8J Shall I cause 
it to return into its sheath? I 
will judge thee in the place where 
thou wast created, in the land of 
thy nativity. ae And I will pour 
out mine indignation upon thee, 
I will blow against thee in the 
fire of my wrath, and deliver thee 
into the hand of brutish men, 
and skilful to destroy. 37 Thou 
shalt be for fuel to the fire; thy 
blood shall be in the midst of 
the land; thou shalt be no m re 
remembered: for I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 
2 Now, thou son of man, wilt 
thou judge, wilt thou judge the 
bloody city? yea, thou shalt shew 
her all her abominations. 3 Then 
say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
God, The city sheddeth blood in 
the midst of it, that her time 
may come, and maketli idols a- 
gainst herself to defile herself. 
4 Thou art become guilty in thy 
blood that thou hast shed; and 
hast defiled thyself in thine idols 
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which thou hast made; and thou 
hast caused thy days to draw 
near, and art come even unto thy 
years: therefore have I made thee 
a reproach unto the nations, and 
a mocking to all the countries. 
a Those that are near, and those 
that are far from thee, shall 
mock thee, 0 thou impure of 
name, and full of confusion. 6 Be- 
hold, the princes of Israel, every 
one were in thee to their power 
to shed blood. 7 In thee have they 
esteemed light father and moth¬ 
er; in the midst of thee have they 
dealt by oppression with the 
stranger: in thee have they vexed 
the fatherless and the widow. 
8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast violated my sab¬ 
baths. B In thee are men that 
carry tales to shed blood: and 
in thee they eat upon the moun¬ 
tains: in the midst of thee they 
commit lewdness. 10 In thee have 
they discovered their fathers' 
nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart 
for pollution. 71 And one hath 
committed abomination with his 
neighbour’s wife; and another 
hath lewdly defiled his daughter- 
in-law; and another in thee hath 
humbled his sister, his father’s 
daughter. i2 In thee have they 
taken gifts to shed blood; thou 
hast taken usury and increase, 
and thou hast greedily gained of 
thy neighbours by extortion, and 
hast forgotten me, saith the Lord 
God. 

13 Behold, therefore I have smit¬ 
ten mine hand at thy dishonest 


gain which thou hast made, anc 
at thy blood which hath been ir 
the midst of thee. 14 Can thint 
heart endure, or can thine hands 
be strong, in the days that I shall 
deal with thee? I the Lord have 
spoken it, and will do it. 15 And 
I will scatter thee among the 
nations, and disperse thee in the 
countries, and will consume thy 
filthiness out of thee. lc And thou 
shalt be profaned in thyself in 
the sight of the nations, and thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord. 

17 And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 18 Son of 
man, the house of Israel is to 
me become dross: all they are 
brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, 
in the midst of the furnace; they 
are even the dross of silver. 
10 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye are all become 
dross, behold, therefore I will 
gather you into the midst of 
Jerusalem. 20 As they gather sil¬ 
ver, and brass, and iron, and lead, 
and tin, into the midst of the 
furnace, to blow the fire upon it, 
to melt it; so will I gather you 
in mine anger and in my fury, 
and I will leave you there, ami 
melt you. 21 Yea, I will gather you, 
and blow upon you in the fire of 
my wrath, and ye shall be melted 
in the midst thereof. 22 As silver 
is melted in the midst of the fur 
nace, so shall ye be melted in 
the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the Lord have poured 
out my fury upon you. 

23 And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 24 Son of 
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man, say unto her, Thou art the 
laud that is not cleansed, nor 
rained upon in the day of in¬ 
dignation. 2 -’There is a conspiracy 
of her prophets in the midst there¬ 
of, like a roaring lion ravening 
the prey; they have devoured 
».hiIh; they have taken the trea¬ 
sure and precious things; they 
have made her many widows in 
the midst thereof. 28 Her priests 
have violated my law, and have 
profaned mine holy things: they 
have pul no difference between 
the holy and the profane, neither 
have they taught the difference 
between the unclean and the clean, 
and have hid their eyes from 
my sabbaths, and I am profaned 
among them. 2T Her princes in the 
midst thereof are like wolves 
ravening the prey, to shed blood, 
and to destroy souls, to get dis¬ 
honest gain. -*And her prophets 
lmve daubed them with untem¬ 
pered mortar, seeing vanity, and 
divining lies unto them, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord God, when 
the Lord hath not spoken. 2B The 
people of the land have used op¬ 
pression, and exercised robbery, 
and have vexed the poor and 
needy: yea, they have oppressed 
the stranger wrongfully. 30 And 
I sought for a man among them, 
that should make up the hedge, 
und stand in the gap hefore me 
for the land, that I phould not 
destroy it: but I found none. 
H 'Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them; 
I have consumed them with the 
lire of my wrath: their own way 


have I recompensed upon their 
heads, saith the Lord God. 

The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, there were two women, 
the daughters of one mother: 

3 And they committed harlotries 
in Egypt,; they committed har¬ 
lotries in their youth: there were 
their bosoms pressed, and thero 
they bruised their virgin breasts. 
4 And the names of them were 
Aholah the elder, and Aholibah 
her sister: and they were mine, 
and they bore sons and daugh¬ 
ters. Thus were their names; 
Samaria is Aholah, and Jerusa¬ 
lem Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when she was mine; and she 
doted on her lovers, on the As¬ 
syrians her neighbours, 6 Who 
were clothed in blue, governors 
and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon 
horses. 7 Thus she committed her 
harlotries with them, with all of 
them that were the chosen men 
of Assyria, and with all on whom 
she doted: with all their idols she 
defiled herself. B Neither left she 
her harlotries brought from E- 
gvpt: for in her youth they lay 
with her, and they bruised the 
breasts of her virginity, and 
poured their harlotry upon her. 
°Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into 
the hand of the Assyrians, upon 
whom she doted. 10 These dis¬ 
covered her nakedness: they took 
her sons and her daughters, and 
slew her with the sword: and 
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she became infamous among wo¬ 
men; for they had executed judg¬ 
ment upon her. 

”And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt 
in her excessive love than she, 
and in her harlotries more than 
her sister in her harlotries. 12 She 
doted upon the Assyrians, gov¬ 
ernors and rulers, her neigh¬ 
bours clothed most gorgeously, 
horsemen riding upon horses, all 
of them desirable young men. 
13 Then I saw that she was de¬ 
filed, that they took both one way. 
14 And that she increased her har¬ 
lotries : for when she saw men 
portrayed upon the wall, the 
images of the Chaldeans por¬ 
trayed with vermilion, 15 Girded 
with girdles upon their loins, ex¬ 
ceeding in dyed attire upon their 
heads, all of them princes to look 
upon, after the manner of the 
Babylonians of Chaldea, the land 
of their nativity: 16 And as soon 
as she saw them with her eyes, 
she doted upon them, and sent 
messengers unto them into Chal¬ 
dea. 17 And the Babylonians came 
to her into the bed of love, and 
they defiled her with their har¬ 
lotry, and she was polluted with 
them, and her mind was alienated 
from them. 1B So she discovered 
her harlotries, and discovered her 
nakedness: then my mind was 
alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sis¬ 
ter. 10 Yet she multiplied her har¬ 
lotries, in calling to remembrance 
the days of her youth, wherein 
she had played thq harlot in the 


land of Egypt. 20 For she dot. 
upon their paramours, whose fie 
is as the flesh of asses, and who 
issue is like the issue of horse 
2I Thus thou calledst to remei 
brance the lewdness of thy yout 
in bruising thy breasts by t! 
Egyptians for the bosom of tl 
youth. 

“Therefore, O Aholibah, tin 
saith the Lord God; Behold, 
will raise up thy lovers again 
thee, from whom thy mind 
alienated, and I will bring the 
against thee on every side; W TI 
Babylonians, and all the Chnld 
ans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Ko 
and all the Assyrians with then: 
all of them desirable young mei 
governors and rulers, great lore 
and renowned, all of them ridin 
upon horses. 24 And they sha 
come against thee with weapon! 
chariots, and wheels, and wit 
an assembly of peoples, who alia 
set against thee buckler an 
shield and helmet round about 
and I will set judgment befor 
them, and they shall judge the 
according to their judgment: 
25 And I will set my jealousy u 
gainst thee, and they shall de; 
furiously with thee: they aha 
take away thy nose and thin 
ears; and thy remnant shall fa 
by the sword: they shall take th 
sons and thy daughters; and 111 
residue shall be devoured by th 
fire. 26 They shall also strip the 
of thy clothes, and take awn 
thy fair jewels. 27 Thus will 
make thy lewdness to cease fror 
thee, and thy harlotry broutjh 
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from the land of Egypt: so that 
thou shalt not lift up thine eyes 
unto them, nor remember Egypt 
any more. 

a8 For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into 
the hand of them whom thou 
hatest, into the hand of them 
from whom thy mind is alien¬ 
ated: “And they shall deal with 
thee hatefully, and shall take a- 
way all thy labour, and shall leave 
thee naked and hare: and the 
nakedness of thy harlotries shall 
be discovered, both thy lewdness 
and thy harlotries. 30 I will do 
these things unto thee, because 
thou hast gone astray after the 
nations, and because thou art pol¬ 
luted with their idols. 31 Thou hast 
walked in the way of thy sister; 
therefore will I give her cup in¬ 
to thine hand. 32 Thus saith the 
Lord God; Thou shalt drink of 
thy sister’s cup deep and large: 
thou shalt be laughed to scorn and 
held in derision, more than one 
can endure. 38 Thou shalt be filled 
with drunkenness and sorrow, 
with the cup of astonishment and 
desolation, with the cup of thy 
sister Samaria. 34 Thou shalt even 
drink it and suck it out, and thou 
shalt break the sherds thereof, 
and pluck off thine own breasts: 
for I have spoken it, saith the 
Lord God. "Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God; Because thou hast 
forgotten me, and cast me behind 
thy back, therefore bear thou 
also thy lewdness and thy har¬ 
lotries. 

ao The Lord said moreover unto 


me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Aholah and Aholibah? yea, de¬ 
clare unto them their abomina¬ 
tions; 97 That they have com¬ 
mitted adultery, and blood is in 
their hands, and with their idols 
have they committed adultery, 
and have also caused their sons, 
whom they bore unto me, to pass 
for them through the fire, to de¬ 
vour them, 38 Moreover this they 
have done unto me: they have 
defiled my sanctuary in the same 
day, and have violated my sab¬ 
baths. "For when they had slain 
their children to their idols, then 
they came the same day into my 
sanctuary to profane it; and, lo, 
thus have they done in the midst 
of mine house. “And further¬ 
more, that ye have sent for men 
to come from far, unto whom a 
messenger was sent; and, lo, they 
came: for whom thou didst wash 
thyself, paintedst thine eyes, and 
deckedst thyself with ornaments, 
“And satest upon a stately bed, 
and a table prepared before it, 
whereupon thou hast set mine 
incense and mine oil. “And a 
voice of a multitude being at ease 
was with her; and with the men 
of the common sort were brought 
Sabeans from the wilderness, who 
put hracelets upon their hands, 
and beautiful crowns upon their 
heads. “Then said I unto her 
that was old in adulteries, Will 
they now commit harlotries with 
her, and she with them? 44 Yet 
they went in unto her, as they 
go in unto a woman that playeth 
the harlot: so went they in unto 
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Aholah and unto Aholibah, the 
lewd women. 45 And the righteous 
men, they shall judge them after 
the manner of adulteresses, and 
after the manner of women that 
shed blood; because they are 
adulteresses, and blood is in their 
hands. 

4e For thus saith the Lord God; 
I will bring up a company upon 
them, and will give them to be 
a terror and spoil. 47 And the 
company shall stone them with 
stones, and dispatch them with 
their swords: they shall slay their 
sons and their daughters, and 
burn up their houses with fire. 
48 Thus will I cause lewdness to 
cease out of the land, that all 
women may be taught not to do 
after your lewdness. 4B And they 
shall recompense your lewdness 
upon you, and ye shall bear the 
sins of your idols: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 
Again in the ninth year, in 
the tenth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day, even of this same 
day: the king of Babylon set 
himself against Jerusalem this 
same day. 3 And utter a parable 
unto the rebellious house, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Set on a pot, set it on, and 
also pour water into it: 4 Gather 
the pieces thereof into it, even 
every good piece, the thigh, and 
the shoulder; fill it with the 
choice bones. 5 Take the choice of 
the flock, and burn also the bones 


under it, and make it boil wel 
and let them seethe the bones i 
it therein. 

6 Wherefore thus saith the Lor 
God; Woe to the bloody city, t 
the pot whose scum is thcreii 
and whose scum is not gone oi; 
of it! bring it out piece by piece 
no lot fall upon it. 7 For her blou 
is in the midst of her; she sc 
it upon a dry rock; she pouro 
it not upon the ground, to cove 
it with dust; 8 That it migh 
cause fury to come up to tak 
vengeance; I have set her blow 
upon a dry rock, that it sliouh 
not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lon 
God; Woe to the bloody city! . 
will even make the pile for fin 
great. 10 Heap on wood, kindh 
the fire, boil well the flesh, ant 
spice it well, and let the bone? 
be burned. 11 Then set it empty 
upon the coals thereof, that the 
brass of it may be hot, and may 
burn, and that the filthiness of 
it may be molten in it, that the 
scum of it may be consumed. 
,2 She hath wearied herself with 
lies, and her great scum went not 
forth out of her: her scum shall 
be in the fire. 12 In thy filthi¬ 
ness is lewdness: because I have 
purged thee, and thou wast not 
purged, thou shalt not be purged 
from thy filthiness any more, till 
I have appeased my fury upon 
thee. 14 I the Lord have spoken 
it: it shall come to pass, and I 
will do it; I will not go back, nei¬ 
ther will I spare, neither will I 
repent; according to thy ways, 
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and according to thy doings, shall 
they judge 'thee, saith the Lord 
God. * 

,3 Also the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 16 Son of 
man, behold, I take away from 
thee the desire of thine eyes with 
u stroke: yet neither shalt thou 
mourn nor weep, neither shall 
thy tears rur. down. 17 Sigh in 
silence, make no mourning for 
the dead, bind thy headtire upon 
thee, and put on thy sandals 
upon thy feet, and cover not thy 
lips, and eat not the bread of 
men. 

,8 So I spoke unto the people 
in the morning: and at even my 
wife died; and I did in the morn¬ 
ing as I was commanded. 10 And 
the people said unto me, Wilt 
thou not tell us what these things 
are to us, that thou doeat so? 
“"Then I answered them, The 
word of the Lord came unto me, 
saying, 21 Speak unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will profane my 
sanctuary, the excellency of your 
strength, the desire of your eyes, 
and that which your soul pitieth ; 
and your sons und your daugh¬ 
ters whom ye have left shall fall 
by the sword. Z2 And ye shall do 
as I have done: ye shall not 
cover your lips, nor eat the bread 
of men. 23 And your tires shall be 
upon your heads, and your san¬ 
dals upon your feet: ye shall not 
mourn nor weep; but ye shall 
pine away for your iniquities, 
and mourn one toward another. 
“Thus Ezekiel is unto you a sign, 
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according to all that he hath done 
shall ye do: and when this com- 
eth, ye shall know that I am the 
Lord God. 

23 A Iso, thou son of man, behold, 
on the day when I take from 
them their strength, the joy of 
their glory, the desire of their 
eyes, and that whereupon they 
set their minds, their sons and 
their daughters, 26 0n that day 
he that escapeth shall come unto 
thee, to cause thee to hear ft with 
thine ears. 27 In that day shall 
thy mouth be opened to him that 
is escaped, and thou shalt Bpeak, 
and be no more dumb: and thou 
shalt be a sign unto them; and 
they shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, set thy face against the 
Ammonites, and prophesy against 
them; 3 And say unto the Am¬ 
monites, Hear the word of the 
Lord God; Thus saith the Lord 
God; Because thou aaidst, Aha, 
against my sanctuary, when it 
was profaned; and against the 
land of Israel, when it was des¬ 
olate; and against the house of 
Judah, when they went into cap¬ 
tivity; 4 Behold, therefore I will 
deliver thee to the men of the 
east for a possession, and they 
shall set their palaces in thee, 
and make their dwellings in thee: 
they shall eat thy fruit, and they 
shall drink thy milk. °And I 
will make Rabbah a stable for 
camels, and the Ammonites a 
couching-place for flocks: and ye 




shall know that I am the Lord. 
fl For thus saith the Lord God; 
Because thou hast clapped thine 
hands, and stamped with the feet, 
and rejoiced in heart with all the 
contempt of thy soul against the 
land of Israel: ’Behold, therefore 
I will stretch out mine hand upon 
thee, and will deliver thee for a 
spoil to the nations; and I will 
cut thee off from the peoples, and 
I will cause thee to perish out of 
the countries: I will destroy thee ; 
and thou shalt know that I am 
the Lord. 

e Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause that Moab and Seir do say, 
Behold, the house of Judah is 
like unto all the nations; there¬ 
fore, behold, I will open the side 
of Moab from the cities, from 
his cities which are on his fron¬ 
tiers, the glory of the country, 
Beth-jeshimoth, Baal-meon, and 
Kiriathaim, 10 Unto the men of 
the east with the Ammonites, and 
will give them in possession, that 
the Ammonites may not be re¬ 
membered among the nations. 
n And I will execute judgments 
upon Moab; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

i2 Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause that Edom hath dealt a- 
gainst the house of Judah by 
taking vengeance, and hath great¬ 
ly offended, and revenged himself 
upon them; 13 Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God; I will also stretch 
out mine hand upon Edom, and 
will cut off man and beast from 
it; and I will make it desolate 
from Teman; and they of De- 


dan shall fall by the sword. 14 And 
I will lay my vengeance upon 
Edom by the hand of my people 
Israel: and they shall do in Edom 
according to mine anger and ac¬ 
cording to my fury; and they 
shall know my vengeance, saith 
the Lord God. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; Re 
cause the Philistines have dealt 
by revenge, and have taken ven¬ 
geance with contempt of soul, to 
destroy it for the old hatred: 
lG Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will stretch out 
mine hand upon the Philistines, 
and I will cut off the Cherethites. 
and destroy the remnant of the 
sea-coast. 17 And I will execute 
great vengeance upon them with 
furious rebukes; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord, when 
I shall lay my vengeance upon 
them. 

And it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the first 
day of the month, that the word 
of the Lord came unto me, say¬ 
ing, 2 Son of man, because that 
Tyrus hath said against Jerusa¬ 
lem, Aha, she is broken that wan 
the gates of the people: she is 
turned unto me: I shall be re¬ 
plenished, now she is laid waste: 
^Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against thee, 
0 Tyrus, and will cause many 
nations to come up against thee, 
as the sea causeth its waves to 
come up. 4 And they shall destroy 
the walls of Tyrus, and break 
down her towers; I will also 
sweep off her dust from her, and 
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make her a dry rock. ®It shall be 
a place for the spreading of nets 
in the midst of the sea: for I 
have spoken it, saith the Lord 
God: and it shall become a spoil 
to the nations. 6 And her daugh¬ 
ters that are in the field shall be 
ilwin by the sword; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

7 For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I will bring upon Tyrus 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, 
a king of kings, from the north, 
with horses, and with chariots, 
and with horsemen, and compa¬ 
nies, and much people. B He shall 
slay with the sword thy daugh¬ 
ters in the field: and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and 
east a mound against thee, and 
lift up the buckler against thee. 
“And he shall set his battering 
rams against thy walls, and with 
hiH axes he shall break down thy 
towers. l0 By reason of the abun¬ 
dance of his horses their dust 
shall cover thee: thy walls shall 
shake at the noise of the horse¬ 
men, and of the wheels, and of 
the chariots, when he shall enter 
into thy gates, as men enter into 
a city wherein is made a breach. 
"With the hoofs of his horses 
shall he tread down all thy 
streets: he shall Blay thy people 
by the sword, and the monuments 
of thy strength shall go down to 
the ground. “And they shall 
make a spoil of thy riches, and 
make a prey of thy merchandise: 
and they shall break down thy 
walls, and destroy thy pleasure- 
houses: and they shall lay thy 


stones and thy timber and thy 
dust in the midst of the water. 
“And I will cause the noise of 
thy songs to cease; and the sound 
of thy harps shall be no more 
heard. “And I will make thee 
a dry rock: thou shalt be a place 
to spread nets upon; thou shalt 
be built no more: for I the Lord 
have Bpoken it, saith the Lord 
God. 

“Thus saith the Lord God to 
Tyrus; Shall not the isles shake 
at the sound of thy fall, when 
the wounded cry, when the slaugh¬ 
ter is made in the midst of thee? 
“Then all the princes of the 
sea shall come down from their 
thrones, and lay away their robes, 
and put off their broidered gar¬ 
ments : they shall clothe them¬ 
selves with trembling; they shall 
sit upon the ground, and shall 
tremble at every moment, and be 
astonished at thee. ,7 And they 
shall take up a lamentation for 
thee, and say to thee, How art 
thou destroyed, that wast inhabi¬ 
ted of seafaring men, the re¬ 
nowned city, that wast strong in 
the sea, she and her inhabitants, 
that caused their terror to be on 
all that dwelt around her. “Now 
shall the isles tremble in the day 
of thy fall: yea, the isles that 
are in the sea shall be troubled 
at thy departure. “For thus saith 
the Lord God; When I shall make 
thee a desolate city, like the cities 
that are not inhabited; when I 
shall bring up the deep upon thee, 
and great waters shall cover 
thee; 20 When I shall bring thee 
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down with them that descend in¬ 
to the pit, with the people of old 
time, and shall set thee in the 
low parts of the earth, in places 
desolate of old, with them that 
go down to the pit, that thou be 
not inhabited; and I shall set 
glory in the land of the living; 
21 1 will make thee a terror, and 
thou shalt be no more: though 
thou be sought for, yet shalt 
thou never be found again, saith 
the Lord God. 

The* word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, z Now, 
thou son of man, take up a la¬ 
mentation for Tyrus; 3 And say 
unto Tyrus, O thou that sittest at 
the entry of the sea, that art a 
merchant of the people for many 
isles. Thus saith the Lord God; 
0 Tyrus, thou hast said, I am of 
perfect beauty. 4 Thv borders are 
in the midst of the seas, thy 
builders have perfected thy beau¬ 
ty. 5 They have made all thy ship 
boards of fir-trees of Senir: they 
have taken cedars from Lebanon 
to make masts for thee. G Of the 
oaks of Bashan have they made 
thine oars; they have made thy 
benches of ivory inlaid in cedar 
from the isles of Chittim 7 Fine 
linen with broidered work from 
Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail; 
blue and purple from the isles of 
Elishah was that which covered 
thee. 8 The inhabitants of Sidon 
and Arvad were thy mariners: 
thy wise men, O Tyrus, that were 
in thee, were thy pilots. ®The 
ancients of Gebal and the wise 


men thereof were in thee th; 
calkers: all the ships of the so; 
with their mariners were in the. 
to carry on thy trade. "They o 
Persia and of Lud and of Phu 
were in thine army, thy men o 
war: they hung the shield am 
helmet in thee; they set forth thj 
comeliness. "The men of Arvm 
with thine army were upon tin 
walls round about, and the Gam 
madim were in thy towers; thej 
hung their shields upon thy walk 
round about; they have made th\ 
beauty perfect. 

,2 Tarshish was thy merchant 
by reason of the multitude of id 
kind of riches; with silver, iron, 
tin, and lead, they traded tot 
thy wares. "Javan, Tubal, and 
Meshech, they were thy mer¬ 
chants: they traded the persons 
of men and vessels of brass for 
thy merchandise. "They of the 
house of Togarmah traded for 
thy wares with horses and horse¬ 
men and mules. "The men of 
Dedan were thy merchants; many 
isles were the merchandise of 
thine hand: they brought thee 
for a present horns of ivory and 
ebony. "Syria was thy merchant 
by reason of the multitude of Hie 
wares of thy making: they traded 
for thy wares with emeralds, 
purple and broidered work, and 
fine linen, and coral, and agate. 
"Judah, and the land of Israel, 
they were thy merchants: they 
traded for thy merchandise wheat 
of Minnith, and Pannag, and 
honey, and oil, and balm. "Da¬ 
mascus was thy merchant in the 
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multitude of the wares of thy 
making, for the multitude of all 
riches; in the wine of Helbon, 
and white wool. '“Dan also and 
Javan traded with yarn for thy 
wares: bright iron, cassia, and 
eulumus, were among thy mer¬ 
chandise. 20 Dedan was thy mer¬ 
chant in precious clothes for 
chariots. 21 Arabia, and all the 
princes of Kedar, they were the 
traders of thine hand; in lambs, 
and rams, and goats, in these were 
they thy merchants. 2Z The mer¬ 
chants of Sheba and Raamah, they 
were thy merchants: they traded 
for thy wares with chief of all 
spices, and with precious stones, 
and gold. 23 Haran, and Canneh, 
and Eden, the merchants of She¬ 
ba, Asshur, and Chilmad, were 
thy merchants. 24 These were thy 
merchants in costly wares, in blue 
clothes and broidered work, and 
in chests of rich apparel, bound 
with cords, and made of cedar, 
among thy merchandise. 35 The 
ships of Tarshish were thy cara¬ 
vans for thy trade. 

And thou wast replenished, and 
made very glorious in the midst 
of the seas. 20 Thy rowers have 
brought thee into great waters: 
the east wind hath broken thee 
in the midst of the seas. 27 Thy 
riches, and thy wares, thy mer¬ 
chandise, thy mariners, and thy 
pi lota, thy calkers, and they who 
carry on thy trade, and all thy 
men of war, that are in thee, and 
in all thy company whicli is in 
the midst of thee, Bhall fall into 
the midst of the seas in the day 
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of thy ruin. M The suburbs shall 
shake at the sound of the cry of 
thy pilots. 29 And all that handle 
the oar, the mariners, and all the 
pilots of the sea, shall come down 
from their ships, they shall stand 
upon the land; 30 And shall cauBe 
their voice to be heard over thee, 
and shall cry bitterly, and shall 
cast up dust upon their heads, 
they shall wallow themselves in 
the ashes. ni And they shall make 
themselves utterly bald for thee, 
and gird them with sackcloth, and 
they shall weep for thee with bit¬ 
terness of heart and bitter wail¬ 
ing. 3Z And in their wailing they 
shall take up a lamentation for 
thee, and lament over thee, say¬ 
ing, What city is like Tyrus, a 
place of stillness in the midst of 
the sea? a3 When thy wares went 
forth out of the seas, thou fiiledst 
many people; thou didst enrich 
the kings of the earth with the 
multitude of thy riches and of thy 
merchandise. 34 In the time when 
thou ahalt be broken by the seas 
in the depths of the waters thy 
merchandise and all thy company 
in the midst of thee shall fall. 
aa All the inhabitants of the isles 
shall be astonished at thee, and 
their kings shall be sore afraid, 
they shall be troubled in their 
countenance. a8 The merchants a- 
mong the peoples shall hiss at 
thee: thou shalt be a terror, and 
never shalt be any more. 

The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, say unto the prince of 
Tyrus, Thus saith the Lord God; 



Because thine heart is lifted up, 
and thou hast said, I am a god, 
I sit in the seat of God, in the 
midst of the seas; yet thou art a 
man, and not God, though thou 
set thine heart, as the heart of 
God: 3 Behold, thou art wiser 
than Daniel; there is no secret 
that they can hide from thee: 
‘With thy wisdom and with thine 
understanding thou hast gotten 
thee riches, and hast gotten gold 
and silver into thy treasures: 5 By 
thy great wisdom and by thy 
traffic hast thou increased thy 
riches, and thine heart is lifted 
up because of thy riches: There¬ 
fore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because thou hast set thine heart 
as the heart of God; 7 Behold, 
therefore I will bring strangers 
upon thee, the terrible of the na¬ 
tions : and they shall draw their 
swords against the beauty of thy 
wisdom, and they shall defile thy 
brightness. They shall bring thee 
down to the pit, and thou shall 
die the deaths of them that are 
slain in the midst of the seas. 
e Wilt thou yet say before him 
that slayeth thee, I am God? but 
thou shalt be a man, and no God, 
in the hand of him that slayeth 
thee.

^Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 1? Son 
of man, take up a lamentation 
upon the king of Tyrus, and say 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Thou art the seal of per¬ 


fection, full! of wisdom, and po 
feet in beauty. ,3 Thou hast bee 
in Eden the garden of God; ever 
precious stone was thy cover ini 
the sardius, topaz, and the dk 
mond, the beryl, the onyx, an 
the jasper, the sapphire, the eirn 
raid, and the carbuncle, and gold 
the workmanship of thy tabrH 
and of thy pipes was in thee; i 
the day that thou wast create 
they were prepared. 14 Thou at 
the anointed cherub that covei 
eth; and I have set thee so: lh<» 
wast upon the holy mountain o 
God; thou hast walked up an 
down in the midst of the stone 
of fire. 15 Thou wast perfect t 
thy ways from the day that linn 
wast created, till iniquity wa 
found in thee. 1G By the multilud 
of thy merchandise they hav 
filled the midst of thee with vio 
lence, and thou hast sinned 
therefore I will cast thee as pro 
fane out of the mountain of God 
and I will destroy thee, 0 cover 
ing cherub, from the midst of th 
stones of fire. 17 Thine heart wa 
lifted up because of thy beaul.v 
thou hast corrupted thy winder 
by reason of thy brightness: 
will cast thee to the ground, I wil 
lay thee before kings, that the; 
may behold thee. 18 Thou hast tie 
filed thy sanctuaries by the mulli 
tude of thine iniquities, by lh' 
iniquity of thy traffic; therefor 
have I brought forth a fire fion 
the midst of thee, it hath de 
voured thee, and I have turner 
thee to ashes upon the earth ii 
the sight of all them that behoh 
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thee. 16 All they that know thee 
among the peoples shall be as¬ 
tonished at thee: thou shalt be 
a terror, and never shalt thou be 
any more. 

““Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2I Son of 
man, set thy face against Sidon, 
und prophesy against it, ““And 
say, Thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I am against thee, O Si¬ 
don; and I will be glorified in the 
midst of thee: and they shall 
know that I am the Lord, when 
I shall have executed judgments 
in her, and shall be sanctified in 
her. 2a For I will send into her 
pestilence, and blood into her 
streets; and the wounded shall 
be judged in the midst of her 
by the sword upon her on every 
side; and they shall know that I 
am the Lord. “‘And there shall 
be no more a pricking brier unto 
the house of Israel, nor any griev¬ 
ing thorn of all that are round 
about them, that despised them; 
and they shall know that I am 
the Lord God. 

““Thus saith the Lord God; 
When I Bhall have gathered the 
house of Israel from the peoples 
among whom they are scattered, 
und shall be sanctified in them 
in the sight of the nations, then 
shall they dwell in their land that 
1 have given to my servant Jacob. 
“And they shall dwell safely there¬ 
in, and shall build houses, and 
plunt vineyards; yea, they shall 
dwell with confidence, when I 
have executed judgments upon all 
those that despise them round 


about them ; and they Bhall know 
that I am the Lord their God. 

In the tenth year, in the 
tenth month, in the twelfth 
day of the month, the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 
“Son of man, set thy face against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
prophesy against him, and against 
all Egypt: a Spenk, and say. Thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I am 
against thee, Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, the great dragon that li- 
eth in the midst of his rivers, 
that hath said, My river is mine 
own, and I have made it for my¬ 
self. ‘But I will put hooks in 
thy jaws, and I will cause the fish 
of thy rivers to stick unto thy 
scales, and I will bring thee up 
out of the midst of thy rivers, 
and all the fish of thy rivers shall 
stick unto thy scales. “And I will 
leave thee thrown into the wil¬ 
derness, thee and all the fish of 
thy rivers: thou shalt fall upon 
the open fields; thou shalt not be 
brought together, nor gathered: 
I have given thee for meat to 
the beasts of the field and to the 
fowls of the heaven. fl And all 
the inhabitants of Egypt shall 
know that I am the Lord, because 
they have been a staff of reed to 
the house of Israel. “When they 
took hold of thee by thy hand, 
thou didst break, and rend all 
their shoulder: and when they 
leaned upon thee, thou brokest, 
and madest all their loins to be 
at a stand. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will bring a sword 
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upon thee, and cut off man and 
beast out of thee. B And the land 
of Egypt shall be desolate and 
waste; and they shall know that 
I am the Lord: because he hath 
said, The river is mine, and I 
have made it. 10 Behold, there¬ 
fore I am against thee, and a- 
gainst thy rivers, and I will make 
the land of Egypt utterly waste 
and desolate, from the tower of 
Seveneh even unto the border of 
Ethiopia. n No foot of man shall 
pass through it, nor foot of beast 
shall pass through it, neither 
shall it be inhabited forty years. 
12 And I will make the land of E- 
gypt desolate in the midst of the 
countries that are desolate, and 
her cities among the cities that 
are laid waste shall be desolate 
forty years: and I will scatter 
the Egyptians among the nations, 
and will disperse them through 
the countries. 

l3 Yet thus saith the Lord God; 
At the end of forty years will 
I gather the Egyptians from the 
peoples whither they were scat¬ 
tered : 14 And I will bring back 
the captivity of Egypt, and will 
cause them to return into the 
land of Pathros, into the land of 
their habitation; and they shall 
be there a base kingdom. ,5 It shall 
be the basest of the kingdoms; 
neither shall it exalt itself any 
more above the nations: for I 
will diminish them, that they shall 
no more rule over the nations. 
16 And it shall be no more the 
confidence of the house of Israel, 
which bringeth their iniquity to 


remembrance, when they shal 
look after them: but they shal 
know that I am the Lord God. 

I7 And it came to pass in th< 
seven and twentieth year, in tb 
first month, in the first day o 
the month, the word of the Lon 
came unto me. saying, 18 Son o 
man, Nebuchadrezzar king o 
Babylon caused his army to servi 
a great service against Tyrus 
every head was made bald, am 
every shoulder was peeled: ye 
had he no wages, nor his army 
for Tyrus, for the service lha 
he had served against it: ••There- 
fore thus Baith the Lord God 
Behold, I will give the land ol 
Egypt unto Nebuchadrezzar kinp 
of Babylon; and he shall take her 
multitude, and take her spoil, and 
take her prey; and it shall be 
the wages for his army. 20 I have 
given him the land of Egypt as 
his reward for which he served, 
because they wrought for me, 
saith the Lord God. 

zl In that day will I cause the 
horn of the house of Israel to 
bud forth, and I will give thee 
the opening of the mouth in (he 
midst of them: and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, prophesy and say. Thus 
saith the Lord God; Howl ye, 
Woe unto the day! 3 For the day 
is near, even the day of the Lord 
is near, a cloudy day; it shall he 
the time of the nations. 4 And the 
sword shall come upon Egypt, and 
great pain shall be in Ethiopia, 
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when the slain shall fall in Egypt, 
and they shall take away her 
multitude, and her foundations 
shall be broken down. “Ethiopia, 
and Phut, and Lydia, and all the 
mingled people, and Chub, and 
the men of the land that is in 
league, shall fall with them by 

I he sword. 

“Thus saith the Lord; They 
also that uphold Egypt shall fall; 
and the pride of her power shall 
come down: from the tower of 
iSeveneh shall they fall in it by 
the sword, saith the Lord God. 
And they shall be desolate in the 
midst of the countries that are 
desolate, and her cities shall be 
in the midst of the cities that are 
wasted. e And they shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 
set a fire in Egypt, and when all 
her helpers shall be destroyed. 
“In that day shall messengers go 
forth from me in ships to make 
the careless Ethiopians afraid, 
and great pain shall come upon 
them, as in the day of Egypt; 
for, lo, it cometh. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; I 
will also make the multitude of 
Egypt to cease by the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon. 

II He and his people with him, 
the terrible of the nations, shall 
be brought to destroy the land: 
and they shall draw their swords 
against Egypt, and fill the land 
with the slain. “And I will make 
the rivers dry, and sell the land 
into the hand of the wicked: and 
I will make the land waste, and 
all that is therein, by the hand 


of strangers; I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

,3 Thus saith the Lord God; I 
will also destroy the idols, and I 
will cause their images to cease 
out of Noph; and there shall be 
no more a prince of the land of 
Egypt; and I will put a fear in 
the land of Egypt. 14 And I will 
make Pathros desolate, and will 
set fire in Zoan, and will execute 
judgments in No. 18 And I will 
pour my fury upon Sin, the 
strength of Egypt; and I will cut 
off the multitude of No. ,a And 
I will set fire in Egypt; Sin shall 
have great pain, and No shall be 
rent asunder, and Noph shall have 
distresses daily. “The young men 
of Aven and of Pi-beseth shall 
fall by the sword: and these cit¬ 
ies shall go into captivity. l9 At 
Tehaphnehes also the day shall 
be darkened, when I shall break 
there the yokes of Egypt: and the 
pomp of her strength shall cease 
in her: as for her, a cloud shall 
cover her, and her daughters shall 
go into captivity. “Thus will I 
execute judgments in Egypt: and 
they shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

20 And it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the first month, 
in the seventh day of the month, 
that the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 21 Son of man, 
I have broken the arm of Pha¬ 
raoh king of Egypt; and, lo, it 
shall not be bound up to be healed, 
to put a roller to bind it, to make 
it strong to hold the sword. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
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God: Behold, I am against Pha¬ 
raoh king of Egypt, and will 
break his arms, the strong, and 
that which was broken; and I 
will cause the sword to fall out 
of his hand. 23 And I will scatter 
the Egyptians among the na¬ 
tions, and will disperse them 
through the countries. 24 And I 
will strengthen the arms of the 
king of Babylon, and put my 
sword in his hand: but I will 
break Pharaoh’s arms, and he 
shall groan before him with the 
groanings of a deadly wounded 
man.

And it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the third 
month, in the first day of the 
month, that the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son of 
man, speak unto Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, and to his multitude; 
Whom art thou like in thy great¬ 
ness? 3 Behold, the Assyrian was 
a cedar in Lebanon with fair 
branches, and with a shadowing 
foliage, and of a high stature; 
and its top was among the thick 
boughs. 4 The waters made it 
great, the deep set it up on high 


with its rivers running roun 
about its plants, and sent or 
its little rivers unto all the tree

so that all the trees of Eden 
that were in the garden of God.

10 Tlierefore thus saith the Tovd 
God; Because thou hast lifted up 
thyself in height, and he hath 
shot up his top among the thick 
boughs, and his heart is lifted 
up in his height. ], I have there¬ 
fore delivered him into the hand 
of the mighty one of the nations; 
he shall surely deal with him: 
I have driven him out for his 
wickedness. ,2 And strangers, the 
terrible of the nations, have cut 
him off, and have left him: upon 
the mountains and in all the val- 
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leys his branches are fallen, and 
hia boughs are broken by all the 
rivers of the land; and all the 
people of the earth are gone down 
from hia shadow, and have left 
him. ’’Upon hia ruin shall all 
the fowls of the heaven remain, 
and all the beasts of the field 
shall be upon his brandies: 14 To 
the end that none of all the trees 
by the waters exalt themselves

the nations to shake at the sound 
of liis fall, when I cast him down 
to hell with them that descend 
into the pit: and all the trees 
of Eden, the choice and beat of 
Lebanon, all that drink water, 
shall be comforted in the nether 
parts of the earth. ,7 They also 
went down into hell with him 
unto them that are slain with the 
sword; and they that were his 
urm, that dwelt under his shad¬ 
ow in the midst of the nations. 


,8 To whom art thou thus like 
in glory and in greatness among 
the trees of Eden? yet shalt thou 
be brought down with the trees 
of Eden unto the nether parts 
of the earth: thou shalt lie in 
the midst of the uncircumcised 
with them that are slain by the 
sword. This is Pharaoh and all 
his multitude, saith the Lord God. 
And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year, in the twelfth 
month, in the first day of the 
month, that the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son of 
man, take up a lamentation for 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say 
unto him, Thou art like a young 
lion of the nations, and thou art 
as a whale in the seas: and thou 
earnest forth with thy rivers, and 
troubledst the waters with thy 
feet, and fouledst their rivers. 

’Thus saith the Lord God; I 
will therefore spread out my net 
over thee with a company of ma¬ 
ny peoples; and they shall bring 
thee up in my net. 4 Then will I 
leave thee upon the land, I will 
cast thee forth upon the open 
field, and will cause all the fowls 
of the heaven to remain upon 
thee, and I will fill the beasta of 
the whole earth with thee. 3 And 
I will lay thy flesh upon the moun¬ 
tains, and fill the valleys with 
thy height. fl I will also water with 
thy blood the land wherein thou 
swimmest, even to the moun¬ 
tains; and the rivers shall be full 
of thee.

Z0 There is 
Edom, her kings, and all her 
princes, who with their might 
an* laid by them that were slain 
by the sword: they shall lie with 
the uncircumcisod, and with them 
that go down to the pit. 30 There 
an: the princes of the north, ail 
of them, and all the Sidonians, 
that are gone down with the 
slain; with their terror they are 


ashamed of their might; and they 
lie uncircumcised with them that 
are slain by the sword, and bear 
their shame with them that go 
down to the pit. 3l Pharaoh shall 
see them, and shall be comforted 
over all his multitude, even Pha¬ 
raoh and all his army slain by 
the sword, saith the Lord God. 
;,2 For 1 have caused my terror in 
the land of the living: and he 
shall be laid in the midst of the 
uncircumcised with them that are 
slain with the sword, even Pha¬ 
raoh and all his multitude, saith 
the Lord God. 

Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, speak to the children of 
thy people, and say unto them. 
When I bring the sword upon a 
land, if the people of the land 
take a man from among them, and 
set liim for their watchman: 3 If 
when lie seeth the sword come 
upon the land, he blow the trump¬ 
et, and warn the people; 4 Then 
whosoever heareth the sound of 
the trumpet, and taketh not warn¬ 
ing: if the sword come, and take 
him away, his blood shall be upon 
his own head. 5 He heard the 
sound of the trumpet, and took 
not warning; his blood shall be 
upon him. But he that taketh 
warning shall deliver his soul. 
“But if the watchman see the 
sword come, and blow not the 
trumpet, and the people be not 
warned; if the sword come, and 
take any person from among 
them, he is taken away in his in¬ 
iquity; but his blood will I re- 



quire at the watchman's hand. 
7 So thou, O son of man, I have 
set thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel; therefore thou 
shalt hear the word at my mouth, 
and warn them from me. 8 When 
I say unto the wicked, O wicked 
man, thou shalt surely die; if 
thou dost not speak to warn the 
wicked from his way, that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; 
but his blood will I require at 
thine hand. 0 Nevertheless, if thou 
warn the wicked of his way to 
turn from it; if he do not turn 
from his way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

10 Therefore, 0 thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; 
Thus ye speak, saying, If our 
transgressions and our sins be 
upon us, and we pine away in 
them, how should we then live? 
1] Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from his 
way and live: turn ye, turn ye 
from your evil ways; for why 
will ye die, 0 house of Israel? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, 
say unto the children of thy peo¬ 
ple, The righteousness of the 
righteous shall not deliver him 
in the day of his transgression: 
as for the wickedness of the wick¬ 
ed, he shall not fall thereby in 
the day that he turneth from 
his wickedness; neither shall the 
righteous be able to live for his 
righteousness in the day that he 
sinneth. 13 When I shall say to 


the righteous, that he shall sure); 
live; if he trust to his own right 
eousness, and commit iniquity 
all his righteousnesses shall no 
be remembered; but for his in 
iquity that he hath committed 
he shall die for it. I4 Again, whei 
I say unto the wicked, Thou shat 
surely die; if he turn from his 
sin, and do that which is lawfu 
and right; ,r 7/ the wicked reston 
the pledge, give back what he hat 
robbed, walk in the statutes ol 
life, without committing iniquity 
he shall surely live, he shall nol 
die. 16 None of his sins that ht 
hath committed shall be men 
tioned unto him: he hath dont 
that which is lawful and right 
he shall surely live. 17 Yet Iht 
children of thy people say, The 
way of the Lord is not equal: 
but as for them, their way is 
not equal. 18 When the righteous 
turneth from his righteousness, 
and committeth iniquity, he shall 
even die thereby. lB But if the 
wicked turn from his wickedness, 
and do that which is lawful and 
right, he shall live thereby. 20 Yel 
ye say. The way of the Lord ih 
not equal. 0 ye house of Israel, 
I will judge you every one after 
his ways. 

21 And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year of our captivity, in 
the tenth month, in the fifth day 
of the month, that one that had 
escaped out of Jerusalem camo 
unto me, saying, The city is smit¬ 
ten. 22 Now the hand of the Lord 
was upon me in the evening, ii- 
fore he that was escaped came; 
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and had opened my mouth, until 
he came to me in the morning; 
and my mouth was opened, and 
I was no more dumb. 

”Thcn the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 24 Son of 
man, they that inhabit those 
w/istes of the land of Israel speak, 
saying, Abraham was one, and 
he inherited the land: hut we are 
many; the land is given us for 
inheritance. -^Wherefore say un- 
lo them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Ye eat with the blood, and 
lift up your eyes toward your 
idols, and shed blood: and shall 
ye possess the land? 2,i Ye stand 
upon your sword, ye work ahomi- 
imlion, and ye defile every one his 
neighbour's wife: and shall ye 
possess the land? 27 Say thou thus 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
Cud; As I live, surely they that 
arc in the wastes shall fall by 
Ihe sword, and him that is in the 
open field will I give to the beasts 
to he devoured, and they that are 
in the forts and in the caves shall 
die of the pestilence. 2H For I will 
lay the land most desolate, and 
iho pomp of her strength shall 
cease; and the mountains of Is¬ 
rael shall ho desolate, that none 
shall pass through. 20 Then shall 
they know that I am the Lord, 
when I have laid the land most 
desolute because of all their abom¬ 
inations which they have com¬ 
mitted. 

"'Also, thou son of man, the 
children of thy people still are 
talking of thee by the walls and 
in tlie doors of the houses, and 


speak one to another, every one 
to his brother, saying, Come, I 
pray you, and hear what is the 
word that cometh forth from 
the Lord. 31 And they come unto 
thee as the people cometh, and 
they sit before thee as my people, 
and they hear thy words, but will 
not do them: for with their mouth 
they shew much love, but their 
heart) goeth after their covetous¬ 
ness. a2 And, lo, thou art unto 
them as a love song of one that 
hath a pleasant voice, and can 
play well on an instrument: for 
they hear thy words, but they 
do them not. Bn And when this 
cometh to pass, (lo, it will come,) 
then shall they know that a proph¬ 
et hath been among them. 

And the word of the Lord 
eame unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord God unto the shepherds; 
Woe to the shepherds of Israel 
that do feed themselves! should 
not the shepherds feed the flocks? 
3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
with the wool, ye kill them that 
are fed: but ye feed rot the 
flock. 4 The diseased have yc not 
strengthened, neither have ye 
healed that which was jick, nei¬ 
ther have ye bound up that which 
was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was 
driven away, neither have ye 
sought that which was lost; but 
with force and with cruelty have 
ye ruled them. 3 And they were 
scattered, because there is no 




shepherd: and they became meat 
to all the beasts of the field, and 
they were scattered. 8 My sheep 
wandered through all the moun¬ 
tains, and upon every high hill: 
yea, my flock was scattered upon 
all the face of the earth, and none 
did search or seek after them. 

’Therefore, ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the Lord; 8 As I live, 
saith the Lord God, surely be¬ 
cause my flock became a prey, and 
my flock became meat to every 
beast of the field, because there 
was no shepherd, neither did my 
shepherds search for my flock, 
but the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock; therefore, 
O ye shepherds, hear the word 
of the Lord; 10 Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, I am against 
the shepherds ; and I will require 
my flock at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the 
flock; neither shall the shepherds 
feed themselves any more: for 
I will deliver my flock from their 
mouth, that they may not be meat 
for them. 

u For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I, even I, will both search 
my sheep, and seek them out. 
l2 As a shepherd seeketh out his 
flock in the day that he is among 
his sheep that are scattered; so 
will I seek out my sheep, and 
will deliver them out of all places 
where they have been scattered 
in the cloudy and dark day. 13 And 
I will bring them out from the 
peoples, and gather them from 
the countries, and will bring them 
to their own land, and feed them 


upon the mountains of Israel b; 
the rivers, and in all the inhabi 
ted places of the country. U I wil 
feed them in a good pasture, am 
upon the high mountains of Is 
rael shall their fold be: ther 
shall they lie in a good fold, am 
in a fat pasture shall they fcc< 
upon the mountains of Israel. ,f \ 
will feed my flock, and I wil 
cause them to lie down, saith tin 
Lord God. ,C I will seek that whiel 
was lost, and bring back tha 
which was driven away, and wil 
bind up that which was broken 
and will strengthen that whirl 
was sick: but I will destroy tin 
fat and the strong; I will free 
them with judgment. 17 And at 
for you, 0 my flock, thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I judgt 
between lamb and Iamb, between 
the rams and the he-goats. 
eth it a small thing unto you to 
have eaten up the good pasture, 
but ye must tread down with your 
feet the residue of your pastures? 
and to have drunk of the deep 
waters, but ye must foul the re¬ 
sidue with your feet? 1B And ua 
for my flock, they eat that which 
ye have trodden with your feel; 
and they drink that which ye have 
fouled with your feet. 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God unto them; Behold, I, even 
I, will judge between the fat 
lamb and between the lean laml). 
21 Because ye have thrust wilh 
side and with shoulder, and 
pushed all the diseased with your 
horns, till ye have scattered I linn 
abroad; “Therefore will I save 
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iny flock, and they shall no more 
bo a prey; and I will judge be¬ 
tween lamb and lamb. 23 And I 
will set up one shepherd over 
them, and he shall feed them, 
even my servant David; he shall 
feed them, and he shall be their 
Bhepherd. 24 And I the Lord will 
In- their God, and my servant Da¬ 
vid a prince among them; I the 
Lord have spoken it. Z5 And I will 
moke with them a covenant of 
peace, and will cause the evil 
beasts to cease out of the land: 
and they shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 
a0 A»d I will make them and the 
places round about my hill a 
blessing; and I will cause the 
shower to come down in its sea¬ 
son ; there shall be showers of 
blessing. 27 And the tree of the 
field shall yield its fruit, and the 
earth shall yield her increase and 
they shall be safe in their land, 
and shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have broken the 
bands of their yoke, and delivered 
them out of the hand of those 
that served themselves of them. 
aR And they shall no more be a 
prey to the nations, neither shall 
the beast of the land devour 
them; but they shall dwell safely, 
nnd none shall make them afraid. 
8U And I will raise up for them a 
plant of renown, and they shall 
be no more consumed with hunger 
in the land, neither bear the 
slmma of the nations any more. 
S0 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lord their God am with them, 
and that they, even the house of 


Israel, are my people, saith the 
Lord God. 81 And ye my flock, 
the flock of my pasture, are men, 
and I am your God, saith the 
Lord God. 

Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, set thy face against 
mount Seir, and prophesy against 
it, 3 And Bay unto it, Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, O mount 
Seir, I am against thee, and I 
will stretch out mine hand against 
thee, and I will make thee moat 
desolate. 4 I will lay thy cities 
waste, and thou shalt be desolate, 
and thou shalt know that I am 
the Lord. “Because thou hast had 
a perpetual hatred, and hast de¬ 
livered up the children of Israel 
to the power of the sword in 
the time of their calamity, in the 
time that their iniquity had an 
end: “Therefore, as I live, saith 
the Lord God, I will prepare thee 
unto blood, and blood shall pur¬ 
sue thee: since thou hast not 
hated blood, even blood shall pur¬ 
sue thee. 7 Thus will I make 
mount Seir most desolate, and 
cut off from it him that passeth 
out and him that returneth. “And 
I will fill his mountains with his 
slain men: in thy hills, and in 
thy valleys, and in all thy rivers, 
shall they fall that are slain with 
the sword. B I will make thee per¬ 
petual desolations, and thy cities 
shall not return: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. ^Be¬ 
cause thou hast said, These two

“Therefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God, I will even do accord¬ 
ing to thine anger, and according 
to thine envy which thou hast 
used out of thy hatred against 
them; and I will make myself 
known among them, when I have 
judged thee. 12 And thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord, and that I 
have heard all thy blasphemies 
which thou hast spoken against 
the mountains of Israel, saying, 
They are laid desolate, they are 
given us to consume. ,3 Thus with 
your mouth ye have boasted a- 
gainst me, and have multiplied 
your words against me: I have 
heard them. “Thus saith the Lord 
God; When the whole earth re- 
joiceth, I will make thee desolate. 
55 As thou didst rejoice at the in¬ 
heritance of the house of Israel, 
because it was desolate, so will 
I do unto thee: thou shalt be 
desolate, 0 mount Seir, and all 
Idumea, even all of it: and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 
Also, thou son of man, proph¬ 
esy unto the mountains of 
Israel, and say. Ye mountains of 
Israel, hear the w^ord of the Lord: 
‘Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause the enemy hath said against 
you, Aha, even the ancient high 
places are ours in possession: 
therefore prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Because they 
have made you desolate, and swal¬ 
lowed you up on every side, that

Because they say unto you, Thou 
land devourest up men, and hast 
bereaved thy nations; 14 There- 
fore thou shalt devour men no 
more, neither bereave thy na¬ 
tions any more, saith the Lord 
God. ‘“Neither will I cause men 
to hear in thee the shame of the 
nations any more, neither shalt 
thou bear the reproach of the 
peoples any more, neither shalt 
thou cause thy nations to fall any 
more, saith the Lord God. 

1 “Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, ,7 Son 
of man, when the house of Israel 
dwelt in their own land, they 
defiled it by their own way and 
by their doings: their way was 
before me as the uncleanness of 
a woman in her separation. 
‘"Wherefore I poured my fury 
upon them for the blood that 
they had shed upon the land, end 
for their idols wherewith they 
hnd polluted it: 1B And I scattered 
them among the nations, and they 
were dispersed through the coun¬ 


tries: according to their way and 
according to their doings I judged 
them. zt, And when they entered 
unto the nations, whither they 
went, they profaned my holy 
name, when they said to them, 
These are the people of the Lord, 
and are gone forth out of his land. 
2, But I had pity for mine holy 
name, which the house of Israel 
had profaned among the nations, 
whither they went. 

32 Therefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord 
God; I do not this for your sake, 
0 house of Israel, but for mine 
holy name's sake, which ye 
have profaned among the nations, 
whither ye went. za And I will 
sanctify my great name, which 
was profaned among the nations, 
which ye have profaned in the 
midst of them; and the nations 
shall know that I am the Lord, 
saith the Lord God, when I shall 
be sanctified in you before their 
eyes.

20 I 
will also save you from all your 
uncleanness: and I will call for 
the corn, and will increase it, 
and lay no famine upon you. 
30 And I will multiply the fruit 
of the tree, and the increase of 
the field, that ye shall receive no 
more reproach of famine among 
the nations. 31 Then shall ye re¬ 
member your own evil ways, and 
your doings that were not good, 
and shall loathe yourselves in your 
own sight for your iniquities and 
for your abominations. 32 Not for 
your sake do I this, saitli the 
Lord God, be it known unto you: 
be ashamed and confounded for 
your own ways, O house of Is¬ 
rael. 

33 Thus saith the Lord God; In 
the day that I shall have cleansed 
you from all your iniquities I 
will cause the cities to be inhabi¬ 
ted, and the wastes shall be 
builded. 3 -*And the desolate land 
shall be tilled, whereas it lay des¬ 
olate in the sight of all that 
passed by. a:; And they shall say, 
This land that was desolate is be¬ 
come like the garden of Eden; 
and the waste and desolate and 
ruined cities are become fortified, 
and are inhabited. 36 Then the 
nations that are left round about 
you shall know that I the Lord 
build the ruined places, and plant 
that which was desolate: I the 
Lord have spoken it, and I will 
do t*.

“The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, “More¬ 
over, thou son of man, take thee 
one stick, and write upon it, For 
Judah, and for the children of 
Israel his companions: then take 
another slick, and write upon it 
For Joseph, the stick of Ephra¬ 
im, and for all the house of Isra¬ 
el his companions; “And join 
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them one to another into one 
stick; and they shall become one 
in thine hand. “And when the 
children of thy people shall speak 
unto thee, saying, Wilt thou not 
tell us what thou meanest by 
these? “Say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I 
will take the stick of Joseph, 
which is in the hand of Ephraim, 
and the tribes of Israel his fel¬ 
lows, and will put them with him, 
even with the stick of Judah, and 
make them one stick, and they 
shall be one in mine hand. Z0 And 
the sticks whereon thou writest 
shall be in thine hand before 
their eyes. 2l And say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
hold, I will take the children of 
Israel from among the nations, 
whither they are gone, and will 
gather them on every side, and 
bring them into their own land; 
22 And I will make them one na¬ 
tion in the land upon the moun¬ 
tains of Israel; and one king 
shall be king to them all: and 
they shall be no more two na¬ 
tions, neither shall they be di¬ 
vided into two kingdoms any 
more at all: 2S Neitber shall they 
defile themselves any more with 
their idols, nor with their de¬ 
testable things, nor with any of 
their transgressions: but I will 
save them out of all their dwell¬ 
ing-places, wherein they have 
sinned, and will cleanse them: 
so shall they be my people, and I 
will be their God. 2 *And David 
my servant shall be king over 
them; and they all shall have 
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one shepherd: they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and ob¬ 
serve my statutes, and do them. 
25 And they shall dwell in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my 
servant, wherein your fathers 
have dwelt; and they shall dwell 
therein, even they, and their chil¬ 
dren, and their children’s children 
for ever: and my servant David 
shall be their prince for ever. 
26 Moreover I will make a cove¬ 
nant of peace with them; it shall 
be an everlasting covenant with 
them: and I will place them, and 
multiply them, and will set my 
sanctuary in the midst of them 
for evermore. 27 My tabernacle 
also shall be with them: yea, I 
will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. 28 And the nations 
shall know that I the Lord do 
sanctify Israel, when my sanctu¬ 
ary shall be in the midst of them 
for evermore. 

And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 2 Son 
of man, set thy face against Gog, 
the land of Magog, the prince 
of Rosh, Meshech and Tubal, and 
prophesy against him, 3 And say. 
Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
hold, I am against thee, 0 Gog, 
the prince of Rosh, Meshech and 
Tubal: 4 And I will turn thee 
back, and put hooks into thy jaws, 
and I will bring thee forth, and 
all thine army, horses and horse¬ 
men, all of them clothed in splen¬ 
did attire, even a great company 
with bucklers and shields, all of 
them handling swords: ^Persia, 
Ethiopia, and Phut with them; 


all of them with shield and hel¬ 
met: 6 Gomer, and all his bands; 
the house of Togarmah of the 
farthest north, and all his bands: 
and many peoples with thee. : Be 
thou prepared, and prepare for 
thyself, thou, and all thy com¬ 
pany that are assembled unto 
thee, and be thou a guard unto 
them. 8 After many days thou 
shalt be visited: in the latter 
years thou shall come into the 
land that is brought back from 
the sword, and is gathered out 
of many peoples, upon the moun 
tains of Israel, which have been 
always waste: but it is brought 
forth out of the nations, and they 
shall dwell safely all of them. 
e Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud 
to cover the land, thou, and all 
thy bands, and many peoples with 
thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; It 
shall also come to pass, that at 
the same time shall things come 
into thy mind, and thou shalt 
think an evil thought: “And thou 
shalt say, I will go up to the land 
of unwalled villages; I will go to 
them that are at rest, that dwell 
safely, all of them dwelling with¬ 
out walls, and having neither 
bars nor gates, ,2 To take a spoil, 
and to take a prey; to turn thine 
hand upon the desolate places 
that are now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered out 
of the nations, that have gotten 
cattle and goods, that dwell in 
the midst of the land. “Sheba, 
and Dedan, and the merchants of 
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Tarshish, with all the young lions 
thereof, shall say unto thee, Art 
thou come to take a spoil? hast 
thou gathered thy company to 
take a prey? to carry away silver 
and gold, to take away cattle and 
goods, to take a great spoil? 

“Therefore, son of man, proph¬ 
esy and say unto Gog, Thus saith 
lhe Lord God; In that day when 
my people of Israel dwelleth safe¬ 
ly, shalt thou not know it? ‘“And 
thou shalt come from thy place 
out of the north parts, thou, and 
many peoples with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army: 
lfi And thou shalt come up against 
my people of Israel, as a cloud 
to cover the land; it shall be in 
the latter days, and I will bring 
thee against my land, that the 
nations may know me, when I 
shall be sanctified in thee, 0 Gog, 
before their eyes. 

,7 Thus saith the Lord God; Art 
thou he of whom I have spoken 
in old time by my servants the 
prophets of Israel, who prophe¬ 
sied in those days many years 
that I would bring thee against 
them? 18 And it shall come to pass 
at the same time when Gog shall 
come against the land of Israel, 
saith the I-iord God, that my fury 
shall come up in my face. 18 For 
in my jealousy and in the fire of 
my wrath have I spoken, Surely 
in that day there shall be a great 
shaking in the land of Israel; 
*°So that the fishes of the sea, 
and the fowls of the heaven, and 
the beasts of the field, and all 


creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, and all the men that 
are upon the face of the earth, 
shall shake at my presence, and 
the mountains shall be thrown 
down, and the steep places shall 
fall, and every wall Bhall fall to 
the ground. 21 And I will call for 
a sword against him throughout 
all my mountains, saith the Lord 
God: every man’s sword shall be 
against his brother. 22 And I will 
ptead against him with pestilence 
and with blood; and I will rain 
upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many peoples that 
are with him, an overflowing rain, 
and great hailstones, fire, and 
brimstone. 23 Thua will I magnify 
myself, and sanctify myself; and 
I will be known in the eyes of 
many nations, and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

Therefore, thou son of man, 
prophesy against Gog, and 
say, Tims saith the Lord Gud: 
Behold, I am against thee, 0 Gog, 
the prince of Rosh, Meshech, and 
Tubal: 2 And I will turn thee 
back, and lead thee astray, and 
will cause thee to come up from 
the north parts, and will bring 
thee upon the mountains of Is¬ 
rael: 3 And I will smite thy bow 
out of thy left hand, and will 
cause thine arrows to fall out of 
thy Tight hand. <Thou shalt fall 
upon the mountains of Israel, 
thou, and all thy bands, and the 
peoples that are with thee: I will 
give thee unto the ravenous birds 
of every sort, and to the beasts 
of the field to be devoured. “Thou 
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shalt fall upon the open field: 
for I have spoken it, saith the 
Lord God. e And I will send a fire 
on Magog, and among them that 
dwell carelessly in the isles: and 
they shall know that I am the 
Lord. T So will I make my holy 
name known in the midst of my 
people Israel; and I will not let 
them profane my holy name any 
more: and the nations shall know 
that I am the Lord, the Holy One 
in Israel. B Behold, it is come, and 
it is done, saith the Lord God; 
this is the day whereof I have 
spoken. °And they that dwell in 
the cities of Israel shall go forth, 
and shall set on fire and burn 
the weapons, both the shields 
and the bucklers, the bows and 
the arrows, and the handstaves, 
and the spears, and they shall 
burn them with fire seven years: 
in So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down 
any out of the forests; for they 
shall burn the weapons with fire: 
and they shall spoil those that 
spoiled them, and rob those that 
robbed them, saith the Lord God. 

J1 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto 
Gog a burial-place in Israel, the 
valley of the passengers on the 
east of the sea: and it shall stop 
the passengers: and there shall 
they bury Gog and all his multi¬ 
tude: and they shall call it The 
valley of Hamon-gog. 12 And seven 
months shall the house of Israel 
be burying them, that they may 
cleanse the land. 13 Yea, all the 
people of the land shall bury 


them; and it shall be to them a 
renown the day that I shall bo 
glorified, saith the Lord God. 
M And they shall sever out men 
of continual employment, passing 
through the land to bury the 
passengers that remain upon the 
face of the earth, to cleanse it: 
after the end of seven months 
shall they search. 15 And the pass¬ 
engers f/iai pass through the land, 
when any seeth a man's bone, 
then shall he set up a sign by 
it, till the buriers have buried 
it in the valley of Hamon-gog. 
1G And also the name of the city 
shall be Hamonah. Thus shall 
they cleanse the land. 

,7 And, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord God; Speak unio 
every feathered fowl, and to every 
beast of the field, Assemble your¬ 
selves, and come; gather your¬ 
selves on every side to my sacri¬ 
fice that I do sacrifice for you, 
even a great sacrifice upon the 
mountains of Israel, that ye may 
eat flesh, and drink blood. ,H Ye 
shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes 
of the earth, of rams, of lambs, 
and of goats, of bullocks, all of 
them fatlings of Bashan. 1( *And 
ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, 
of my sacrifice which I have 
sacrificed for you. 2, Thus ye shall 
be filled at my table with horses 
and chariots, with mighty men, 
and with all men of war, saith 
the Lord God. 21 And I will sel 
my glory among the nations, and 
all the nations shall see my judg- 
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mont that I have executed, and 
rny hand that I have laid upon 
them. 22 So the house of Israel 
ahull know that I am the Lord 
their God from that day and for¬ 
ward. “And the nations shall 
know that the house of Israel 
went into captivity for their in¬ 
iquity: because they trespassed 
iitfiunst me, therefore hid I my 
face from them, and gave them 
into the hand of their enemies: 
so fell they all by the sword. 
“According to their unclean ness 
and according to their trans¬ 
gressions have I done unto them, 
and hid my face from them. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Now will I bring back the 
captivity of Jacob, and have mer¬ 
cy upon the whole house of Is¬ 
rael, and will be jealous for my 
holy name; “After that they have 
borne their shame, and all their 
trespasses whereby they have tres¬ 
passed against me, when they 
dwelt safely in their land, and 
none made them afraid. “When 
I have brought them back from 
the peoples, and gathered them 
out of their enemies' lands, and 
am sanctified in them in the sight 
of many nations; “Then shall 
they know that I am the Lord 
their God, who caused them to be 
led into captivity among the na¬ 
tions: but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have 
left none of them any more there. 
“Neither will I hide my face 
any morq from them: for I have 
poured out my spirit upon the 
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house of Israel, saith the Lord 
God. 

In the five and twentieth 
year of our captivity, in the 
beginning of the year, in the 
tenth day of the month, in the 
fourteenth year after that the 
city was smitten, in the selfsame 
day the hand of the Lord was 
upon ine, and brought me thither. 
2 In the visions of God brought he 
me into the land of Israel, and 
set me upon a very high moun¬ 
tain, on which was as it were the 
frame of a city on the south. 
3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose 
appearance was like the appear¬ 
ance of brass, with a line of flax 
in his hand, and a measuring 
reed; and he 9tood in the gate. 
4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, 
and hear with thine ears, and 
set thine heart upon all that I 
shall shew thee; for to the in¬ 
tent that I might shew them un¬ 
to thee art thou brought hither: 
declare all that thou seest to the 
house of Israel. 

5 And behold a wall on the out¬ 
side of the house round about, 
and in the man's hand a measur¬ 
ing reed of six cubits long by the 
cubit and a handbreadth: so he 
measured the breadth of the build¬ 
ing, one reed; and the height, 
one reed. 

°Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the east, 
and went up the stairs thereof, 
and measured the threshold of 
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the gate, which was one reed 
broad; and the other threshold 
of the gate, which was one reed 
broad. T And every little chamber 
was one reed long, and one reed 
broad; and between the little 
chambers were five cubits; and 
the threshold of the gate by the 
porch of the gate within was one 
reed. 8 He measured also the porch 
of the gate within, one reed. 
B Then measured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the 
posts thereof, two cubits; and 
the porch of the gate was in¬ 
ward. 10 And the little chambers 
of the gate eastward were three 
on this side, and three on that 
side ; they three were of one meas¬ 
ure: and the posts had one meas¬ 
ure on this side and on that 
side. 3, And he measured the 
breadth of the entry of the gate, 
ten cubits; and the length of the 
gate, thirteen cubits. ,2 The space 
also before the little chambers 
was one cubit on this side, and 
the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were 
six cubits on this side, and six 
cubits on that side. 13 He measured 
then the gate from the roof of 
one little chamber to the roof of 
another: the breadth was five and 
twenty cubits, door against door. 
,4 He made also posts of three¬ 
score cubits, even unto the post 
of the court round about the gate. 
15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance unto the face of 
the porch of the inner gate were 
fifty cubits. 16 And there were 
closed windows to the little cham¬ 


bers, and to their posts within 
the gate round about, and like¬ 
wise to the arches: and windows 
were round about inward: and 
upon each post were palm-trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
chambers, and a pavement made 
for the court round about: thirty 
chambers were upon the pave¬ 
ment. 18 And the pavement by the 
side of the gates over against the 
length of the gates was the lower 
pavement. ie Then he measured 
the breadth from the forefront 
of the lower gate unto the fore¬ 
front of the inner court without, 
a hundred cubits eastward and 
northward. 

20 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, 
he measured the length thereof, 
and the breadth thereof. 2, And 
the little chambers thereof vwre 
three on this side and three on 
that side; and the posts thereof 
and the arches thereof were after 
the measure of the first gate: 
the length thereof was fifty cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. Z2 And their win¬ 
dows, and their arches, and their 
palm-trees, were after the meas¬ 
ure of the gate that looketh to¬ 
ward the east; and they went 
up unto it by seven steps; and 
the arches thereof were before 
them. 23 And the gate of the inner 
court teas over against the gate 
toward the north, and toward the 
east; and he measured from gate 
to gate a hundred cubits. 

24 After that he brought me to-

ward the south, and behold a 
gute toward the south: and he 
measured the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof according to 
these measures. 2ij And there were 
windows in it and in the arches 
thereof round about, like those 
windows: the lengtli was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 2<i And there were 
seven steps to go up to it, and 
the arches thereof were before 
them: and it had palm-trees, one 
on this side, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. z7 And 
there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he 
measured from gate to gate to¬ 
ward the south a hundred cubits. 

2M And he brought me to the 
inner court by the south gate: 
and lie measured the south gate 
according to these measures; 
2(, And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, according to these 
mcusures: and there were win¬ 
dows in it and in the arches there¬ 
of round about: it was fifty cu¬ 
bits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 30 And the arches 
round about were five and twen¬ 
ty cubits long, and five cubits 
broad. 31 And the arches thereof 
were toward the outer court; and 
palm-trees were upon the posts 
thereof: and the going up to it 
had eight steps. 

,2 And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and 
he measured the gate according 
to these measures. 33 And the little 
chambers thereof, and the posts 


thereof, and the arches thereof, 
were according to these meas¬ 
ures: and there were windows 
therein and in the arches thereof 
round about: it was fifty cubits 
long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 34 And the arches thereof 
were toward the outward court; 
and palm-trees were upon the 
poBts thereof, on this side, and 
on that side: and the going up 
to it had eight steps. 

35 And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured it ac¬ 
cording to these measures; 3H The 
little chambers thereof, the posts 
thereof, and arches thereof, and 
the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth five and twenty cu¬ 
bits. 37 And the posts thereof were 
toward the outer court; and palm- 
trees were upon the posts there¬ 
of, on this side, and on that side: 
and the going up to it had eight 
steps. 

80 And a chamber with the entry 
thereof was by the posts of the 
gates, where they washed the 
burnt-offering. 30 And in the porch 
of the gate were two tables on 
this side, and two tables on that 
side, to slay thereon the burnt- 
offering and the sin-offering and 
the trespass-offering. 40 And at 
the side without, as one goeth up 
to the entry of the north gate, 
were two tables; and on the other 
side, which was at the porch of 
the gate, were two tables. 41 Four 
tables were on this side, and four 
tables on that side, by the side 
of the gate; eight tables, where- 
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upon they slew their sacrifices. 
42 And the four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt-offer¬ 
ing, of a cubit and a half long, 
and a cubit and a half broad, 
and one cubit high: whereupon 
also they laid the instruments 
wherewith they slew the burnt- 
offering and the sacrifice. 43 And 
hooks, a handbreadth long, were 
fastened within round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of 
the offering. 44 And without the 
inner gate were the chambers of 
the singers in the inner court, 
which was at the side of the 
north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south: one at the 
side of the east gate having the 
prospect toward the north. 45 And 
he said unto me, This chamber, 
whose prospect is toward the 
south, is for the priests, the keep¬ 
ers of the charge of the house. 
46 And the chamber whose pros¬ 
pect is toward the north is for 
the priests, the keepers of the 
charge of the altar: these are 
the sons of Zadok among the sons 
of Levi, that come near to the 
Lord to minister unto him. 

4T So he measured the court, 
a hundred cubits long, and a hun¬ 
dred cubits broad, foursquare; 
and the altar that was before 
the house. 

48 And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cu¬ 
bits on this side, and five cubits 
on that side: and the breadth of 
the gate was three cubits on this 
side, and three cubits on that 


side. 40 The length of the porch 
was twenty cubits, and the 
breadth eleven cubits, with the 
steps whereby they went up to 
it: and there were pillars by the 
posts, one on this side, and an¬ 
other on that side. 

Afterward he brought me to 
the temple, and measured the 
posts, six cubits broad on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the 
other side, which was the breadth 
of the tabernacle. z And the 
breadth of the door was ten cu¬ 
bits; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, 
and five cubits on the other side: 
and he measured the length there¬ 
of, forty cubits: and the breadth, 
twenty cubits. 

3 Then went lie inward, and 
measured the post of the door, 
two cubits; and the door, six 
cubits; and the breadth of the 
door, seven cubits. 4 So he meas¬ 
ured the length thereof, twenty 
cubits; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he 
said unto me, This is the most 
holy place. 

s After he measured the wall of 
the house, six cubits; and the 
breadth of every side-chamber, 
four cubits, round about the 
house on every side. G And the 
side-chambers were three, one 
over another, and thirty in order; 
and props entered into the wall 
of the house for the side-cham¬ 
bers round about, that they 
might have hold, but they had 
not hold in the wall of the house. 
7 And the side-chambers had great- 
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ur breadtli and compass as they 
were higher and higher; for the 
compass of the house increased, 
as it went higher and higher 
round about the house; therefore 
the hreadth of the house con¬ 
tinued upward; and so one as¬ 
cended from the lowest story to 
the highest by the midst. 8 I saw 
also the height of the house round 
ubout: the foundations of the 
side-chambers were a full reed of 
six euhits to the armholes. e The 
thickness of the wall, which was 
for the side-chamber without, was 
five cubits: and that which was 
left was the place of the side- 
chambers that were within. “And 
between the chambers was the 
breadth of twenty cubita round 
about the house on every side. 
11 And the doors of the side-cham¬ 
bers were toward the place that 
was left, one door toward the 
north, and another door toward 
the south: and the breadth of the 
place that was left was five cubits 
round about. “Now the building 
that was before the separate 
place at the end toward the west 
was seventy cubits broad; and 
the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the 
length thereof ninety cubits. 

“So he measured the house, a 
hundred cubits long; and the 
separate place, and the building, 
with the walls thereof, a hundred 
cubits long; “Also the breadth 
of the face of the house, and of 
the separate place toward the east, 
u hundred cubits. “And he meas¬ 
ured the length of the building 


over against the separate place 
which was behind it, and the gal¬ 
leries thereof on the one side and 
on the other side, a hundred cu¬ 
bits, with the inner temple, and 
the porches of the court; “The 
door posts, and the closed win¬ 
dows, and the galleries round a- 
bout on their three stories, over 
against the door, ceiled with wood 
round about, and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the win¬ 
dows were covered; ,: To that 
above the door, even unto the 
inner house, and without, and by 
all the wall round about within 
and without, by measure. “And 
it was made with cherubim and 
palm-trees, so that a palm-tree 
was between a cherub and a cher¬ 
ub; and every cherub had two 
faces; “So that the face of a man 
was toward the palm-tree on the 
one side, and the face of a young 
lion toward the palm-tree on the 
other side: it was made through 
all the house round about. ‘“From 
the ground unto above the door 
were cherubim and palm-trees 
made, and on the wall of the 
temple. 21 The posts of the temple 
were squared, and the face of the 
sanctuary; the appearance of the 
one as the appearance of the 
other . 

22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length there¬ 
of two cubits; and the corners 
thereof, and the length thereof, 
and the walls thereof, were of 
wood: and he said unto me, This 
is the table that is before the 
Lord. 
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“And the temple and the sanc¬ 
tuary had two doors. “And the 
doors had two leaves apiece, two 
turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the 
other door. “And there were 
made on them, on the doors of 
the temple, cherubim and palm- 
trees, like as were made upon the 
walls; and there were thick planks 
upon the face of the porch with¬ 
out. “And there were closed 
windows and palm-trees on the 
one side and on the other side, 
on the sides of the porch, and 
upon the side-chambers of the 
house, and thick planks. 

Then he brought me forth 
into the outer court, the way 
toward the north: and he brought 
me into the chamber that was 
over against the separate place, 
and which was before the build¬ 
ing toward the north. 2 Before 
the length of a hundred cubits 
was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 3 Over 
against the twenty cubits which 
were for the inner court, and over 
against the pavement which was 
for the outer court, was gallery 
against gallery in three stories. 
4 And before the chambers was 
a walk of ten cubits breadth in¬ 
ward, a way ot one cubit; and 
their doors toward the north. 
5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries took 
away from these, more than from 
the lower and from the middle¬ 
most, in the building. G For they 
were in three stories, but had not 
pillars as the pillars of the courts: 


therefore they were straitened 
more than the lowest and the 
middlemost from the ground. T An<l 
the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the 
outer court on the forepart of 
the chambers, the length thereof 
was fifty cubits. 8 For the length 
of the chambers that were in the 
outer court was fifty cubits: and, 
lo, before the temple were a hun¬ 
dred cubits. B And from under 
these chambers was the entry on 
the east side, as one goeth into 
them from the outer court. 

10 There were chambers in the 
thickness of the wall of the court 
toward the east, over against the 
separate place, and over against 
the building. “And the way be¬ 
fore them was like the appear¬ 
ance of the chambers w’hich were 
toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they: and all 
their goings out were both ac¬ 
cording to their fashions, and 
according to their doors. 12 And 
according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of 
the way, even the way directed 
toward the wall eastward, as one 
entereth into them. 

“Then said he unto me, The 
north chambers and the south 
chambers, which are before ihe 
separate place, they are holy 
chambers, where the priests that 
approach unto the Lord shall eat 
the most holy things: there shall 
they lay the most holy things, 
and the meal-offerings, and the 
sin-offering, and the trespass-of- 
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fcring; for the place is holy. 
14 Wlien the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the 
holy place into the outer court, 
but there they shall lay their 
garments wherein they minister; 
for they are holy; and shall put 
on other garments, and shall ap¬ 
proach to those things which are 
for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an 
end of measuring the inner house, 
he brought me forth toward the 
gate whose prospect is toward the 
east, and measured it round about. 
,fl He measured the east side with 
the measuring reed, five hundred 
reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 17 He measured the 
north side, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round 
ubout. 18 He measured the south 
side, five hundred reeds, with the 
meusuring reed. '"He turned a- 
houl to the west side, and meas¬ 
ured five hundred reeds with the 
measuring reed. Z0 He measured 
it by the four sides: it had a 
wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, 
to make a separation between the 
sanctuary and the profane place. 
Afterward he brought me to 
the gate, even the gate that 
looketh toward the east: 2 And, 
behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came from the way of the 
east: and his voice was like a 
noise of many waters: and the 
curth shined with his glory. 3 And 
it was according to the appear¬ 
ance of the vision which I saw, 
even according to the vision that 


I saw when I came to destroy the 
city: and the visions were like 
the vision that I saw by the 
river Chebar; and I fell upon my 
face. ‘And the glory of the Lord 
came into the house by the way 
of the gate whose prospect is to¬ 
ward the east. '’So the spirit took 
me up, and brought me into the 
inner court; and, behold, the 
glory of the Lord filled the house. 
°And I heard him speaking unto 
me out of the house; and a man 
stood by me. 7 And he said unto 
me, Son of man, the place of my 
throne, and the place of the soles 
of my feet, where I will dwell 
in the midst of the children of 
Israel for ever, and my holy 
name, shall the house of Israel 
no more defile, neither they, nor 
their kings, by their harlotry 
nor by the carcasses of their 
kings in their high places. 8 In 
their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post 
by my posts, and the wall between 
me and them, they have even 
defiled my holy name by their 
abominations that they have com¬ 
mitted: wherefore I have con¬ 
sumed them in mine anger. B Now 
let them put away their harlotry, 
and the carcasses of their kings, 
far from me, and I will dwell 
in the midst of them for ever. 

10 Thou son of man, shew the 
house to the house of Israel, that 
they may be ashamed of their in¬ 
iquities: and let them measure 
the pattern. "And if they be a- 
shamed of all that they have done, 
shew them the form of the house, 
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and the fashion thereof, and the 
goings out thereof, and the com¬ 
ings in thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the ordinances 
thereof, and all the forms there¬ 
of, and all the laws thereof: and 
write it in their sight, that they 
may keep the whole form thereof, 
and all the ordinances thereof, 
and do them. 

“This is the law of the house; 
Upon the top of the mountain the 
whole limit thereof round about 
shall be most holy. Behold, this 
is the law of the house. 

“And these are the measures 
of the altar after the cubits: 
The cubit is a eubit and a hand- 
breadth ; even the bottom shall be 
a cubit, and the breadth a cubit, 
and the border thereof by the 
edge thereof round about shall be 
a span: and this shall be the 
upper surface of the altar. “And 
from the bottom upon the ground 
even to the lower settle shall be 
two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit; and from the lesser settle 
even to the greater settle shall 
be four cubits, and the breadth 
one cubit. “So the altar shall be 
four cubits; and from the altar 
and upward shall be four horns. 
“And the altar shall be twelve 
cubits long, twelve broad, square 
in the four squares thereof. 17 And 
the settle shall be fourteen cubits 
long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof; and the 
border about it shall be half a 
cubit; and the bottom thereof 
shall be a cubit about; and its 
stairs shall look toward the east. 


“And he said unto me, Son 
of man, thus saith the Lord God; 
These are the ordinances of the 
altar in the day when they shall 
make it, to offer burnt-offerings 
thereon, and to sprinkle blood 
thereon. “And thou shalt give to 
the priests the Levites that are of 
the seed of Zadok, that are near 
unto me, to minister unto me, 
saith the Lord God, a young bul¬ 
lock for a sin-offering. 20 Antl 
thou shalt take of the blood there¬ 
of, and put it on the four horn? 
of it, and on the four corners of 
the settle, and upon the bordei 
round about: thus shalt thou 
cleanse it and make atonement 
for it. 21 Thou shalt take the bul 
lock also of the sin-offering, and 
he shall burn it in the appointed 
place of the house, without the 
sanctuary. 22 And on the second 
day thou shalt offer a he-goal 
without blemish for a sin-offer¬ 
ing; and they shall cleanse the 
altar, as they did cleanse it with 
the bullock. 23 When thou hast 
made an end of cleansing it, thou 
shalt offer a young bullock with¬ 
out blemish, and a ram out of 
the flock without blemish. “And 
thou shalt offer them before the 
Lord, and the priests shall east 
salt upon them, and they shall 
offer them up for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord. “Seven days 
shalt thou prepare every day u 
goat for a sin-offering: they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and 
a ram out of the flock, without 
blemish. “Seven days shall they 
atone for the altar and purify it; 
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and they shall consecrate it. 
37 And when these days are ex¬ 
pired, it shall be, that upon the 
eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt- 
offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace-offerings; and I will accept 
yon, saith the Lord God. 

Then he brought me back 
the way of the gate of the 
outward sanctuary which looketh 
toward the east; and it was shut. 
*And the Lord said unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not 
be opened, and no man shall enter 
in by it; because the Lord, the 
God of Israel, hath entered in by 
it, therefore it shall be shut. 8 /C 
is for the prince; the prince, he 
shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the Lord; he shall enter by the 
way of the porch of that gate, 
und shall go out by 4 the way of 
the same. 

‘Then, brought he me the way 
of the north gate before the 
house; and I looked, and, behold, 
the glory of the Lord filled the 
house of the Lord: and I fell 
upon my face. °And the Lord 
said unto me, Son of man, mark 
well, and behold with thine eyes, 
and hear with thine ears all that 
I say unto thee concerning all the 
ordinances of the house of the 
Lord, and all the laws thereof; 
and mark well the entrance of the 
house, with every going forth of 
the sanctuary. °And thou shalt 
say to the rebellious, even to the 
house of Israel, Thus saith the 
Lord God; O ye house of Israel, 
lei it suffice you of all your abom¬ 


inations. 7 In that ye have brought 
into my sanctuary strangers, un¬ 
circumcised in heart, and un¬ 
circumcised in flesh, to be in my 
sanctuary, to pollute it, even my 
house, when ye offer my bread, 
the fat and the blood, and they 
have broken my covenant because 
of all your abominations. 8 And 
ye have not kept the charge of 
mine holy things: but ye have 
set keepers of my charge in my 
sanctuary for yourselves. 

e Thus saith the Lord God; No 
Btranger, uncircumcised in heart, 
nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall 
enter into my sanctuary, of any 
stranger that is among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 10 And the Lev- 
ites that are gone away far from 
me, when Israel went astray, that 
went astray away from me after 
their idols; they shall even bear 
their iniquity. “Yet they shall be 
ministers in my sanctuary, hav¬ 
ing charge at the gates of the 
house, and ministering to the 
house: they shall slay the burnt- 
offering and the sacrifice for the 
people, and they shall stand be¬ 
fore them to minister unto them. 
“Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and 
caused the house of Israel to fall 
into iniquity; therefore have I 
lifted up mine hand against them, 
saith the Lord God, and they 
shall bear their iniquity. “And 
they shall not come near unto me, 
to do the office of a priest unto 
me, nor to come near to any of 
my holy things, in the most holy 
place: but they shall bear their 
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shame, and their abominations 
which they have committed. l4 But 
I will make them keepers of the 
charge of the house, for all the 
service thereof, and for all that 
shall be done therein. 

15 But the priests the Lcvites, 
the sons of Zadok, that kept the 
charge of my sanctuary when 
the children of Israel went astray 
from me, they shall come near to 
me to minister unto me, and they 
shall stand before me to offer un¬ 
to me the fat and the blood, saith 
the Lord God: I6 They shall enter 
into my sanctuary, and they shall 
come near to my table, to minis¬ 
ter unto me, and they shall keep 
my charge. 17 And it shall come 
to pass, that when they enter in 
at the gates of the inner court, 
they shall be clothed with linen 
garments; and no wool shall come 
upon them, while they minister 
in the gates of the inner court, 
and within. 1B They shall have 
linen bonnets upon their heads, 
and shall have linen breeches upon 
their loins; they shall not gird 
themselves with any thing that 
causeth sweat. ie And when they 
go forth into the outer court, 
even into the outer court to the 
people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they minister, 
and lay them in the holy cham¬ 
bers, and they shall put on other 
garments; and they shall not 
sanctify the people with their 
garments. 20 Neither shall they 
shave their heads, nor suffer their 
locks to grow long; they shall 
only poll their heads. 21 Neither 


shall any priest drink wine, when 
they enter into the inner court. 
22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is 
put away: but they shall laxe 
maidens of the seed of the house 
of Israel, or a widow that is the 
widow of a priest. 23 And they 
shall teach my people the dif¬ 
ference between the holy and pro¬ 
fane, and cause them to discern 
between the unclean and the clean. 
24 And in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and they shall 
judge it according to my judg¬ 
ments: and they shall keep my 
laws and my statutes in all mv 
appointed times; and they shall 
hallow my 3abbaths. 25 And they 
shall come at no dead person to 
defile themselves: but for father, 
or for mother, or for son, or for 
daughter, for brother, or for sis¬ 
ter that hath had no husband, they 
may defile themselves. 2n And after 
he is cleansed, they shall reckon 
unto him seven days. 27 And in the 
day that he goeth into the sanc¬ 
tuary, unto the inner court, to 
minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his sin-offering, saith the 
Lord God. 28 And it shall be unto 
them for an inheritance: I am 
their inheritance: and ye shall 
give them no possession in Israel: 
I am their possession. z0 They 
shall eat the meal-oilerings, and 
the sin-offering, and the trespass- 
offering; and every dedicated 
thing in Israel shall be theirs. 
30 And the first of all the first- 
fruits of all things, and every 
oblation of all, of every sort of 
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your oblations, shall be for the 
priests: ye shall also give unto 
the priest the first of your dough, 
that he may cause the blessing 
to rest in thine house. 31 The 
priests shall not eat of any thing 
that is dead of itself, or lorn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 

Moreover, when ye shall di¬ 
vide by lot the land for in¬ 
heritance, ye shall offer an ob¬ 
lation unto the Lord, a holy 
portion of the land: the length 
shall be the length of five and 
twenty thousand reeds, and the 
breadth shall be ten thousand. 
This shall be holy in all the bor¬ 
ders thereof round about. 2 Of 
this there shall be for the sanc¬ 
tuary five hundred in length, with 
five hundred in breadth, square 
round about; and fifty cubits for 
an open space round about it. 
H And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and 
twenty thousand, and the breadth 
of ten thousand: and in it shall 
be the sanctuary and the most 
holy place. 4 The holy portion of 
the land shall be for the priests 
the ministers of the sanctuary, 
that shall come near to minister 
unto the Lord: and it shall be 
ft place for their houses, and a 
holy place for the sanctuary. 
r And the five and twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand 
of breadth, shall also the Levites, 
the ministers of the house, have 
for themselves, for a possession 
for twenty chambers. ®And ye 
shall appoint the possession of 
the city five thousand broad, and 


five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the 
holy portion: it shall be for the 
whole house of Israel. 7 And a 
portion shall be for the prince on 
the one side and on the other side 
of the oblation of the holy por¬ 
tion, and of the possession of the 
city, before the oblation of the 
holy portion, and before the pos¬ 
session of the city, from the west 
side westward, and from the east 
side eastward: and the length 
shall be over against one of the 
portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. 6 This por¬ 
tion of land shall be his posses¬ 
sion in Israel: and my princes 
shall no more oppress my people; 
and the rest of the land shall they 
give to the house of Israel ac¬ 
cording to their tribes. 

9 Thus saith the Lord God; Let 
it suffice you, 0 princes of Israel: 
remove violence and spoil, and 
execute judgment and justice, 
take away your exactions from 
my people, saith the Lord God. 
10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 
"The ephah and the bath shall 
be of one measure, that the bath 
may contain the tenth part of 
a homer, and the ephah the tenth 
part of a homer: the measure 
thereof shall be after the homer. 
"And the shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs: twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, 
shall be your maneh. 

"This is the oblation that ye 
shall offer; the sixth part of an 
ephah of a homer of wheat, and 
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ye shall give the sixth part of 
an ephah of a homer of barley: 
14 And the measure of oil shall be 
after the bath of oil: the bath is 
the tenth part of the cor, which, 
is ten baths, even as a homer; for 
ten baths are a homer. 15 And one 
lamb out of the flock, out of two 
hundred, out of the fat pastures 
of Israel; for a meal-offerings, 
and for a burnt-offering, and for 
peace-offerings, to make reconcili¬ 
ation for them, saith the Lord 
God. 16 A1! the people of the land 
shall give this oblation for the 
prince in Israel. 1T And it shall be 
the prince's part to give burnt- 
offerings, and meal-offerings, and 
drink-offerings, in the feasts, and 
in the new moons, and in the 
sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel: he shall prepare 
the sin-offering, and the meal¬ 
offering, and the burnt-offering, 
and the peace-offerings, to make! 
reconciliation for the house of 
Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord God; In 
the first month , in the first day of 
the month, thou shalt take a 
young bullock without blemish, 
and cleanse the sanctuary: 10 And 
the priest shall take of the blood 
of the sin-offering, and put it 
upon the posts of the house, and 
upon the four corners of the 
settle of the altar, and upon the 
posts of the gate of the inner 
court. 20 And so thou shalt do the 
seventh day of the month for 
every one that erreth, and for 
him that is simple: so shall ye 
reconcile the house. 2, In the first 


month, in the fourteenth day of 
the month, ye shall have the pass- 
over, a feast of seven days; un¬ 
leavened bread shall be eaten. 
22 And upon that day shall the 
prince prepare for himself and 
for all the people of the land a 
bullock for a sin-offering. 23 And 
seven days of the feast he shall 
prepare a burnt-offering to the 
Lord, seven bullocks and seven 
rams without blemish daily the 
seven days; and a lie-goat daily 
for a sin-offering. 24 And he shall 
prepare a meal-offering of an 
ephah for a bullock, and an ephah 
for a ram, and a hin of oil for 
an ephah. 2, In the seventh month, 
in the fifteenth day of the month, 
shall he do the like in the feast 
of the seven days, according to 
the sin-offering, according to the 
burnt-offering, and according to 
the meal-offering, and according 
to the oil. 

Thus saith the Lord God; 
The gate of the inner court 
that looketh toward the east shall 
be shut the six working days; 
but on the sabbath it shall he 
opened, and in the day of the 
new moon it shall be opened. 2 And 
the prince shall enter by the way 
of the porch of that gate without, 
and shall stand by the post of 
the gate, and the priests shall 
prepare his burnt-offering and his 
peace-offerings and lie shall wor¬ 
ship at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth; but the 
gate shall not be shut until the 
evening. 3 Likewise the people of 
the land shall worship at the door 
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of this gate before the Lord in 
the sabbaths and in the new 
moons. 4 And the burnt-offering 
that the prince Bhail offer unto 
the Lord in the sabbath day shall 
be six iambs without blemish, 
and a ram without blemish. s And 
the meal-offering shall be an 
i-pliah for a ram, and the meal¬ 
offering for the lambs as he shall 
be able to give, and a bin of oil 
to an ephah. a And in the day of 
the new moon it shall be a young 
bullock without blemish, and six 
lumbs, and a ram: they shall be 
without blemish. 7 And he shall 
prepare a meal-offering, an ephah 
for a bullock, and an ephah for 
a ram, and for the lambs accord¬ 
ing as bis hand shall attain unto, 
and a hin of oil to an ephah. 
"And when the prince shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and he shall 
go forth by the way thereol. 
•'Hut when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lord in 
the solemn feasts, he that enter- 
eth in by the way of the north 
gate to worship shall go out by 
the way of the south gate; and 
he that entereth by the way of 
the south gate shall go forth by 
the way of the north gate; he 
shall not return by the way of 
the gate whereby he came in, 
but shall go forth over against 
it. “And the prince in the midst 
of them, when they go in, shall 
go in; and when they go forth, 
shall go forth. "And in the feasts 
and in the solemnities the meui- 
offering shall be an ephah to a 


bullock, and an ephah to a ram, 
and to the lambs as he is able 
to give, and a hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

“Now when the prince shall 
prepare a voluntary burnt-offer¬ 
ing or peace-offerings voluntarily 
unto the Lord, one shall then 
open him the gate that looketh 
toward the east, and he shall 
prepare his burnt-offering and 
his peace-offerings, as he did on 
the sabbath day: then he shall 
go forth; and after his going 
forth one shall shut the gate. 

19 Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt-offering unto the Lord of 
a lamb of the first year without 
blemish: thou shalt prepare it 
every morning. “And thou Bhalt 
prepare a meal-offering for it 
every morning, the sixth part of 
an ephah, and the third part of 
a hin of oil, to temper with the 
fine flour; a meal-offering con¬ 
tinually by a perpetual ordinance 
unto the Lord. “Thus shall they 
prepare the lamb, and the meal- 
offering, and the oil, every morn¬ 
ing for a continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing. 

“Thus aaith the Lord God; If 
the prince give a gift unto any 
of his sons, the inheritance there¬ 
of shall be his sons’; it shall be 
their possession by inheritance. 
"But if he give a gift of his in¬ 
heritance to one of his servants, 
then it shall be liis to the year 
of liberty; after it shall return 
to the prince: but his inheritance 
shall be his sons' for them. “More- 
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over the prince shall not take of 
the people's inheritance, to force 
them out of their possession; but 
he shall give his sons inheritance 
out of his own possession: that 
my people be not scattered every 
man from his possession. 

ie After he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the side 
of the gate, into the holy cham¬ 
bers of the priests, which looked 
toward the north: and, behold, 
there was a place on the two 
sides westward. Z0 Then said he 
unto me, This is the place where 
the priests shall boil the trespass- 
offering and the sin-offering, 
where they shall bake the meal- 
offering; that they bear them not 
out into the outer court, to sanc¬ 
tify the people. 

zl Then he brought me forth in¬ 
to the outer court, and caused me 
to pass by the four corners of the 
court; and, behold, in every 
corner of the court there was a 
court. zz In the four corners of 
the court there were courts joined 
of forty cubits long and thirty 
broad: these four corners were 
of one measure. Z3 And there was 
a row of walls round about in 
them, round about them four, and 
it was made with boiling places 
under the rows round about. 
Z4 Then said he unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, 
where the ministers of the house 
shall boil the sacrifice of the 
people. 

Afterward he brought me 
again unto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued 


out from under the threshold o 
the house eastward: for the fort 
front of the house stood townr 
the east, and the waters cam 
down from under from the righ 
side of the house, at the soutl 
side of the altar. 2 Then brough 
he me out of the way of the gat 
northward, and led me about thi 
way without unto the outer gati 
by the way that looketh east 
ward; and, behold, there ran urn 
waters on the right side. 

3 And when the man that hue 
the line in his hand went fortli 
eastward, he measured a thou¬ 
sand cubits, and he brought me 
through the waters; the waters 
were to the ankles. 4 Again lie 
measured a thousand, and brought 
me through the waters; the wa¬ 
ters were to the knees. Again lie 
measured a thousand, and brought 
me through; the waters were Lo 
the loins. 5 Afterward he meas¬ 
ured a thousand; and it was a 
river that I could not pass over: 
for the waters were risen, waters 
to swim in, a river that could 
not be passed over. 6 And he said 
unto me, Son of man, hast thou 
seen this? Then he brought me, 
and caused me to return to the 
brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, be¬ 
hold, at the bank of the river 
were very many trees on the one 
side and on the other. 8 Then said 
he unto me, These waters issue 
out toward the east country, and 
go down into the desert, and 
go into the sea: when brought 
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forth into the sea, the waters 
Khali be healed. *And it shall come 
to pass, that every thing that 
liveth, which moveth, whither¬ 
soever the rivers shall come, shall 
live: and there shall be a very 
great multitude of fish, because 
these waters shall come thither: 
lur they shall be healed; and 
every thing shall live whither the 
river cometh. 10 And it shall come 
to pass, that the fishers shall 
stand upon it from En-gedi even 
unto En-eglaim; there shall be a 
place to spread forth nets; their 
fish shall be according to their 
kinds, as the fish of the Great 
Sea, exceeding many. n But the 
miry places thereof and the 
marshes thereof shall not be 
healed; they shall be given to 
salt. ,2 And by the river upon the 
bank thereof, on this side and on 
that side, shall grow all trees for 
meat, whose leaf shall not fade, 
neither shall the fruit thereof be 
consumed: it shall bring forth 
new fruit according to its months, 
because their waters they issued 
out of the sanctuary: and the 
fruit thereof shall be for meat, 
and the leaf thereof for medicine. 

I3 Thus saith the Lord God; 
This shall be the border, whereby 
ye shall inherit the land accord¬ 
ing to the twelve tribes of Israel: 
Joseph shall have two portions. 
* 4 And ye shall inherit it, one 
hr well as another; concerning 
which I lifted up mine hand to 
give it unto your fathers: and 
this land shall fall unto you for 
inheritance. ir And this shall be 


the border of the land toward the 
north side, from the Great Sea, 
the way of Hethlon, unto the en¬ 
trance of Zedad: lfl Hamath, Be- 
rothah, Sibraim, which is be¬ 
tween the border of Damascus 
and the border of Hamath; Hazer- 
hattichon, which is by the border 
of Havran. 17 And the border from 
the sea shall be Hazar-enan, the 
border of Damascus, and the 
north northward, and the border 
of Hamath. And this is the north 
side. ia And the east side ye shall 
measure from Havran, and from 
Damascus, and from Gilead, and 
from the land of Israel by the 
Jordan, from the border unto the 
east sea. And this is the east 
side. 19 And the south side south¬ 
ward, from Tamar even to the 
waters of Meribath-kadesh, to the 
river which flowetk into the Great 
Sea. And this is the south side 
southward. 20 The west side also 
shall be the Great Sea from the 
border, as far as over against 
the entrance of Hamath. This 
is the west side. 

at So shall ye divide this land 
unto you according to the tribes 
of Israel. 23 And it Bhal) come to 
pass, that ye shall divide it by 
lot for an inheritance unto you, 
and to the strangers that sojourn 
among you, that shall beget chil¬ 
dren. among you: and they shall 
be unto you as bom in the coun¬ 
try among the children of Israel; 
they shall have inheritance with 
you among the tribes of Israel. 
23 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger so- 
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journeth, there shall ye give him 
his inheritance, saith the Lord 
God. 

Now these are the names of 
the tribes: From the north 
end along the way to Hethlon, at 
the entrance of Hamath, Hazar- 
enan, the border of Damascus 
northward beside Hamath, there 
shall be from the east side unto 
the west one portion for Dan. 
2 And by the border of Dan, from 
the east side unto the west side, 
one portion for Asher. 3 And by 
the border of Asher, from the 
east side even unto the west side, 
one portion for Naphtali. 4 And by 
the border of Naphtali, from the 
east side unto the west side, one 
portion for Manasseh. 5 And by 
the border of Manasseh, from the 
east side unto the west side, one 
portion for Ephraim. 6 And by 
the border of Ephraim, from the 
east side even unto the west side, 
one portion for Reuben. 7 And by 
the border of Reuben, from the 
east side unto the west side, one 
portion for Judah. 

8 And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, shall be the offering which 
ye shall offer of five and twenty 
thousand reeds in breadth, and 
in length as one of the other 
parts, from the east side unto 
the west side: and the sanctuary 
shall be in the midst of it. 9 The 
oblation that ye shall offer unto 
the Lord shall be of five and twen¬ 
ty thousand in length, and of ten 
thousand in breadth. 10 And for 
them, even for the priests, shall 


be this holy oblation; toward tht 
north five and twenty thousand 
in length, and toward the west 
ten thousand in breadth, and to¬ 
ward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south 
five and twenty thousand in 
length: and the sanctuary of the 
Lord shall be in the midst there 
of. 1J /t shall be for the priests 
that are sanctified of the sons of 
Zadok, who have kept my charge, 
who went not astray when the 
children of Israel went astray, 
as the Levites went astray. ,2 Aml 
this oblation of the land that is 
offered shall be unto them a thing 
most holy by the border of the 
Levites. 13 And over against the 
border of the priests the Levites 
shall have five and twenty thou¬ 
sand in length, and ten thousand 
in breadth: all the length shall be 
five and twenty thousand, and the 
breadth ten thousand. 14 And they 
shall not sell of it, neither ex¬ 
change, nor alienate the first- 
fruits of the land: for it is holy 
unto the Lord. 

ir, And the five thousand, that 
are left in the breadth over a- 
gainst the five and twenty thou¬ 
sand, shall be a profane place for 
the city, for dwelling, and for 
suburbs: and the city shall be in 
the midst thereof. 1G And these 
shall be the measures thereof; the 
north side four thousand and five 
hundred, and the south side four 
thousand and five hundred, and 
on the east side four thousand 
and five hundred, and the west 
side four thousand and five hun- 
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ilred. 17 And the suburbs of the prince’s between the border of 


city shall be toward the north 
two hundred and fifty, and to¬ 
ward the south two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the east two 
hundred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. l8 And 
the residue in length over against 
the oblation of the holy portion 
shall be ten thousand eastward, 
and ten thousand westward: and 
it shall be over against the obla¬ 
tion of the holy portion; and the 
increase thereof shall be for food 
unto them that serve the city. 
‘“Arid they that serve the city 
shall serve it out of all the tribes 
of Israel. 20 AII the oblation shall 
be five and twenty thousand by 
five and twenty thousand: ye shall 
oiler the holy oblation four¬ 
square, with the possession of 
the city. 

B, And the residue shall be for 
the prince, on the one side and 
on the other of the holy oblation, 
and of the possession of the city, 
over against the five and twenty 
thousand of the oblation toward 
the east border, and westward 
over against the five and twenty 
thousand toward the west border, 
over against the portions for the 
prince: and it shall be the holy 
oblation; and the sanctuary of 
the house shall be in the midst 
thereof. “Moreover from the pos¬ 
session of the Levites, and from 
the possession of the city, being 
in the midst of that which is the 


Judah and the border of Benja¬ 
min, shall be for the prince. 

“As for the rest of the tribes, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Benjamin shall have one por¬ 
tion. “And by the border of Ben¬ 
jamin, from the east side unto 
the west side, Simeon shall have 
one portion. “And by the horder 
of Simeon, from the east side un¬ 
to the west side, Issachar one 
portion. “And by the border of 
Issachar, from the east side unto 
theweslside, Zebulun one portion. 
“And by the border of Zebulun, 
from the east Bide unto the west 
side, Gad one portion. “And by 
the border of Gad, at the south 
side southward, the border shall 
be even from Tamar unto Meri- 
bath-kadesh, and to the river to¬ 
ward the Great Sea. “This is 
the land which ye shall divide by 
lot unto the tribes of Israel for 
inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saith the Lord God. 

“And these are the goings out 
of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred meas¬ 
ures. 31 And the gates of the city 
shall be after the names of the 
tribes of Israel: three gates 
northward; one gate of Reuben, 
one gate of Judah, one gate of 
Levi. “And at the east aide four 
thousand and five hundred: and 
three gates; and one gate of Jo¬ 
seph, one gate of Benjamin, one 
gate of Dan. a3 And at the south 
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side four thousand and five hun- gates; one gate of Gad, one gab 
dred measures: and three gates; of Asher, one gate of Naphtali 
one gate of Simeon, one gate of 35 /£ was round about eighteei 
Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. thousand measures; and the nami 
34 At the west side four thousand of the city from that day shall be 
and five hundred, with their three The Lord is there. 
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1 The word of the Lord that 
* rnme unto Hosea, the son 
of Beeri, in the days of Uzziah, 
Jot.liam, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah, and in the days 
of Jeroboam the son of Joash, 
king of Israel. 

2 The beginning of the word of 
the lord by Hosea. And the Lord 
said to Hosea, Go, take unto thee 
a wife of harlotry and children 
of harlotry: for the land hath 
committed great harlotry, depart¬ 
ing from the I>ord. *So he went 
and took Corner the daughter of 
Dihlaim; who conceived and bore 
him a son. ‘And the Lord said 
unto him, Call his name Jezreel, 
for yet a little while, and I will 
avenge the blood of Jezreel upon 
the house of Jehu, and will cause 
to cease the kingdom of the 
house of Israel. 5 And it shall 
come to pass at that day, that I 
will break the how of Israel in 
the valley of Jezreel. "And she 
conceived again, and bore a 
daughter. And God said unto him, 
Call her name Lo-ruhamah: for 
I will na more have mercy upon 
the house of Israel, that I should 
in any wise forgive them. 7 But 
I will have mercy upon the house 
of Judah, and will save them 
hy the Lord their God, and will 
not save them by bow, nor by 


sword, nor by battle, nor by hor* 
ses, nor by horsemen. 8 Now when 
she had weaned Lo-ruhamah, Bhe 
conceived, and bore a son. 9 Then 
said God, Call his name Lo-ammi: 
for ye are not my people, and I 
will not be your God. 

Q Yet the number of the chil- 
“ dren of Israel shall be as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be 
measured nor numbered; and it 
shall come to pass, that in the 
place where it was said unto them, 
Ye are not my people, there it 
shall be said unto them, Ye are 
the sons of the living God. z Then 
shall the children of Judah and 
the children of Israel be gathered 
together, and appoint themselves 
one bead, and they shall come 
up out of the land: for great 
shall be the day of Jezreel. 3 Say 
ye unto your brethren, Ammi; 
and to your Bisters, Ruhamah. 

‘Plead with your mother, plead : 
for she is not my wife, neither 
am I her husband: let her there- 
fore put away her harlotries out 
of her sight, and her adulteries 
from between her breasts; s Lest 
I strip her naked, and set her as 
in the day that she was born, 
and make her as a wilderness, and 
set her like a dry land, and slay 
her with thirst. "And I will not 
have mercy upon her children; 



for they are the children of har¬ 
lotry. 7 For their mother hath 
played the harlot: she that con¬ 
ceived them hath done shame¬ 
fully: for she said, I will go after 
my lovers, that give me my bread 
and my water, my wool and my 
flax, mine oil and my drink. 
"Therefore, behold, I will hedge 
up thy way with thorns, and make 
a wall, that she shall not find her 
paths. e And she shall follow after 
her lovers, but she shall not over¬ 
take them; and she shall seek 
them, but shall not find them: 
then shall she say, I will go and 
return to my first husband; for 
then was it better with me than 
now. 10 For she did not know that 
I gave her corn, and wine, and 
oil, and multiplied her silver and 
gold, which they prepared for 
Baal. n Therefore will I return, 
and take away my corn in the 
time thereof, and my wine in the 
season thereof, and will recover 
my wool and my flax given to 
cover her nakedness. “And now 
will I lay bare her lewdness in 
the sight of her lovers, and none 
shall deliver her out of mine 
hand. 13 I will also cause all her 
mirth to cease, her feast days, 
her new moons, and her sab¬ 
baths, and all her solemn feasts. 
“And I will destroy her vines and 
her fig-trees, whereof she hath 
said, These are my rewards that 
my lovers have given me: and I 
will make them a forest, and the 
beasts of the field shall eat them. 
15 And I wiil visit upon her the 
days of the Baalim, wherein she 


burned incense to them, and she 
decked herself with her earrings 
and her jewels, and she went 
after her lovers, and forgot mo. 
saith the Lord. 

“Therefore, behold, I will al¬ 
lure her, and bring her into th*> 
wilderness, and speak to hci 
heart. “And I will give her hoi- 
vineyards from thence, and the 
valley of Achor for a door of 
hope: and she shall sing there, 
as in the days of her youth, and 
as in the day when she came up 
out of the land of Egypt. “And 
it shall be at that day, saith 
the Lord, that thou shalt call mo 
Ishi; and shalt call me no more 
Baali. “For I will take away the 
names of Baalim out of her 
mouth, and they shall no more 
be remembered by their name. 
20 And in that day will I make a 
covenant for them with the beasts 
of the field, and with the fowls 
of heaven, and with the creeping 
things of the ground: and I will 
break the bow and the sword and 
the battle out of the earth, and 
will make them to lie down safely. 

21 And I will betroth thee unlo 
me for ever; yea, I will betroth 
thee unto me in righteousness, 
and in judgment, and in loving¬ 
kindness, and in mercies. 22 I will 
even betroth thee unto me in 
faithfulness: and thou shalt 
know the Lord. 2= And it shall 
come to pass in that day, I will 
answer, saith the Lord, I will an¬ 
swer the heavens, and they shall 
answer the earth; 24 And the earth 
shall answer the corn, and the 
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wine, and the oil; and they shall 
Answer Jezrcel. “And I will sow 
her unto me in the earth; and 
I will have mercy upon her that 
had not obtained mercy; and I 
will say to them, that were not 
my people, Thou art my people; 
and they shall say, Thou art my 
»rod. 

9 Then said the Lord unto me, 
Go yet, love a woman be¬ 
loved of her friend, yet an adul¬ 
teress, according to the love of 
the Lord toward the children of 
Israel, who look to other gods, and 
love Hagons of wine. 2 So I bought 
her for me for fifteen pieces of 
silver, and for a homer of barley, 
and a half-homer of barley: 3 And 
1 said unto her, Thou shalt abide 
for me many days; thou shalt 
not play the harlot, and thou 
shalt not be for another man: 
so will I also be for thee. 

4 For the children of Israel shall 
abide many dayB without a king, 
and without a prince, and with¬ 
out a sacrifice, and without an 
image, and without an ephod, 
and without teraphim. 6 After¬ 
ward shall the children of Israel 
return, and seek the Lord their 
God, and David their king; and 
shall fear the Lord and his good¬ 
ness in the latter days. 

A Hear the word of the Lord, 
* ye children of Israel: for the 
Lord hath a controversy with the 
inhabitants of the land, hecause 
there is no truth, nor mercy, nor 
knowledge of God in the land. 
-Hy swearing, and lying, and kill¬ 
ing, and stealing, and committing 


adultery, they break out, and 
blood toucheth blood, therefore 
shall the land mourn, and every 
one that dwelleth therein shall 
languish, with the beasts of the 
field, and with the fowls of 
heaven; yea, the fishes of the sea 
also shall be taken away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor re¬ 
prove another: for thy people are 
as they that strive with the priest. 
^Therefore shalt thou fall in the 
day, and the prophet also shall 
fall with thee in the night, and 
I will destroy thy mother. a My 
people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge: because thou hast re¬ 
jected knowledge, I will also re¬ 
ject thee, that thou shalt be no 
priest to me: seeing thou hast 
forgotten the law of thy God, 
will also forget thy children. 

7 As they were increased, so 
they sinned against me: therefore 
will I change their glory into 
shame. 8 They feed on the sin of 
my people, and they set their 
heart on their iniquity. ®And 
there shall be, like people, like 
priest: and I will punish them 
for their ways, and reward them 
their doings. 10 For they shall eat, 
and not have enough: they shall 
commit harlotry, and shall not 
increase: because they have left 
off to take heed to the Lord. 

^Harlotry and wine and new 
wine take away the heart. 12 My 
people ask counsel at their stocks, 
and their staff declareth unto 
them: for the spirit of harlotry 
hath caused them to err, and they 
have gone astray from under 
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their God. “They sacrifice upon 
the tops of the mountains, and 
burn incense upon the hills, un¬ 
der oaks and poplars and elms, 
because the shadow thereof is 
good: therefore your daughters 
shall commit harlotry, and your 
spouses shall commit adultery. 
“Shall I not punish your daugh¬ 
ters when they commit harlotry, 
or your daughters-in-law when 
they commit adultery, when they 
separate themselves with harlots 
and sacrifice with harlots, and the 
people that doth not understand 
perisheth? 

“Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend; 
and come not ye unto Gilgal, nei¬ 
ther go ye up to Beth-aven, nor 
swear, The Lord liveth. “For 
Israel slideth back as a back¬ 
sliding heifer: now the Lord 
will feed them as a lamb in a 
large place. “Ephraim is joined 
to idols: let him alone. “Their 
drinking will cease: they have 
committed harlotry continually: 
her rulers love shame. “The wind 
hath bound them up in its wings, 
and they shall be ashamed be¬ 
cause of their sacrifices. 

PT Hear ye this, 0 priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel; 
and give ye ear, 0 house of the 
king; for judgment is toward you, 
because ye have been a snare on 
Mizpah, and a net spread upon 
Tabor. 2 Aud the revolters are 
gone deep in making slaughter, 
but I will chastise them all. 

3 I know Ephraim, and Israel is 
not hid from me: for now, 0 


Ephraim, thou committest har¬ 
lotry, and Israel is defiled. 4 They 
will not frame their doings to 
turn unto their God: for the 
spirit of harlotry is in the midst 
of them, and they have not known 
the Lord. 

s And the pride of Israel doth 
testify to his face: therefore shall 
Israel and Ephraim fall in their 
iniquity; Judah also shall fall 
with them. 6 They shall go with 
their flocks and with their herds 
to seek the Lord; but they shall 
not find him; he hath withdrawn 
himself from them. 7 They have 
dealt treacherously against the 
Lord: for they have begotten 
strange children: now shall a 
month devour them with their 
portions. 

e Blow ye the cornet in Gibeah, 
and the trumpet in Hamah: blow 
an alarm at Beth-aven, after thee, 
0 Benjamin. 9 Ephraim shall be 
desolate in the day of rebuke: 
among the tribes of Israel have 
I made known that which shall 
surely be. 

“The princes of Judah were 
like them that remove the bound: 
therefore I will pour out my wrath 
upon them like water. “Ephraim 
is oppressed and broken in judg¬ 
ment, because he was content to 
walk after vain command. 

“Therefore vrill I be unto Eph¬ 
raim as a moth, and to the house 
of Judah as rottenness. “When 
Ephraim saw his sickness, and 
Judah saw; his wound, then went 
Ephraim to the Assyrian, and 
sent to king Jareb: yet could he 
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not heal you, nor cure you of 
your wound. ,4 For I vnll be unto 
Ephraim as a lion, and as a young 
lion to the house of Judah: I, 
even I, will tear and go away; 

I will take away, and none shall 
rescue him. 

U I will go and return to my 
place, till they acknowledge their 
offence, and seek my face: in 
their affliction they will seek me 
early. 

£* Come, and let us return un- 

^ to the Lord: for he hath 
torn, and he will heal us; he 
hath smitten, and he will bind 
us up. 2 After two days will he 
revive us: in the third day he 
will raise us up, and we shall 
live in his sight. 8 Then shall we 
know, if we follow on to know 
the Lord: his going forth is pre¬ 
pared as the morning; and he 
shall come unto us as the rain, 
na tho latter and former rain un¬ 
to the earth. 

*0 Ephraim, what shall I do 
unto thee? 0 Judah, what shall 
I do unto thee? for your goodness 

as a morning cloud, and as the 
early dew it goeth away. “There¬ 
fore have I hewed them by the 
prophets; I have slain them by 
the words of my mouth: and thy 
judgments are as the light that 
goeth forth. “For I desired mercy, 
and not sacrifice; and the knowl¬ 
edge of God more than burnt- 
offerings. 

7 But they like men have trans¬ 
gressed the covenant: there have 
they dealt treacherously against 
me “Gilead is a city of them 


that work iniquity, and is pol¬ 
luted with blood. “And as troops 
of robbers wait for a man, so the 
company of priests murder in the 
way by consent: for they commit 
lewdneas. 10 I have seen a horrible 
thing in the house of Israel: there 
is the harlotry of Ephraim, Is¬ 
rael is defiled. ll Also, 0 Judah,) 
there is a harvest set for thee, 
when I return the captivity of 
my people. 

H When I would have healed 

* Israel, then the iniquity of 
Ephraim was discovered, and the 
wickedness of Samaria: for they 
commit falsehood; and the thief 
cometh in, and the troop of rob¬ 
bers spoileth without. 2 And they 
consider not in their hearts that 
I remember all their wickedness: 
now their own doings have beset 
them about; they are before my 
face. “They make the king glad 
with their wickedness, and the 
princes with their lies. “They are 
all adulterers, as an oven heated 
by the baker, who ceaseth from 
heating after he hath kneaded the 
dough, until it be leavened. "In 
the day of our king the princes 
became sick with the heat of 
wine; he stretched out his hand 
with scorners. “For they have 
made ready their heart like an 
oven, while they lie in wait: their 
baker sleepeth all the night; in 
the morning it burnetii as a flam¬ 
ing fire. 7 They are all hot as an 
oven, and have devoured their 
judges; all their kings are fallen: 
there is none among them that 
calleth unto me. 
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8 Ephraim, he hath mixed him¬ 
self among the peoples; Ephraim 
is a cake not turned. °Strangers 
have devoured his strength, and 
he knoweth it not: yea, gray hair 
is sprinkled upon him, yet he 
knoweth not. ,0 And the pride of 
Israel testifieth to his face: and 
they do not return to the Lord 
their God, nor seek him for all 
this. 

“Ephraim also is like a silly 
dove without heart: they call to 
Egypt, they go to Assyria. 12 When 
they shall go, I will spread my 
net upon them; I will bring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven; 
I will chastise them, as their 
congregation hath heard. 13 Woe 
unto them! for they have fled 
from me: destruction unto them! 
because they have transgressed 
against me: though I have re¬ 
deemed them, yet they have 
spoken lies against me. 

M And they have not cried unto 
me with their heart, when they 
howled upon their beds: they 
assemble themselves for corn and 
wine, and they rebel against me. 
“Though I have bound and 
strengthened their arms, yet do 
they imagine mischief against 
me. 16 They return, but not up¬ 
ward : they are like a deceitful 
bow: their princes shall fall by 
the sword for the rage of their 
tongue: this shall be their de¬ 
rision in the land of Egypt. 

O Set the trumpet to thy mouth. 

He shall come as an eagle 
against the house of the Lord, 
because they have transgressed 


my covenant, and trespassed a- 
gainst my law. 2 Israel shall cry 
unto me, My God, we know thee 
2 Israel hath cast off the thing 
that is good: the enemy shall 
pursue him. 

“•They have set up kings, but 
not by me: they have made 
princes, and I knew it not: of 
their silver and their gold have 
they made them idols, that they 
may be cut off. r 'Thy calf, O 
Samaria, hath cast thee off; mine 
anger is kindled against them: 
how long will it be ere they attain 
to innocency? "For from Israel 
was it also: the workman made* 
it; therefore it is not God: but 
the calf of Samaria shall be 
broken in pieces. 7 For they have 
sown the wind, and they shall 
reap the whirlwind: it hath no 
stalk: the bud shall yield no meal: 
should it yield, the strangers shall 
swallow it up. 8 Israel is swallow¬ 
ed up: now shall they be among 
the nations as a vessel wherein 
is no pleasure. e For they are gone 
up to Assyria, like a wild ass 
alone by himself: Ephraim hath 
hired lovers, 1D Yea, though they 
have hired among the nations, 
now will I gather them, and they 
shall sorrow a little for the bur¬ 
den of the king of princes. 

“Because Ephraim hath made 
many altars to sin, altars have 
been unto him to Bin. 12 I have 
written to him the great things 
of my law, but they wei*e counted 
as a strange thing. “They sac¬ 
rifice flesh for the sacrifices of 
mine offerings, and eat it; but 
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the lord accepteth them not; now 
will he remember their iniquity, 
and visit their sins: they shall 
return to Egypt. 14 For Israel 
hath forgotten his Maker, and 
huildeth temples; and Judah hath 
multiplied fortified cities: but I 
will send a fire upon his cities, 
>nid It shall devour the palaces 
thereof. 

Q Rejoice not, 0 Israel, for 

” joy, as other peoples: for 
thou hast gone astray from thy 
God, thou hast loved a reward 
upon every corn-floor. J The floor 
and the wine-press shall not feed 
them, and the new wine shall fail 
in her. a They shall not dwell in 
the Lord’s land; but Ephraim 
shall return to Egypt, and they 
Hholi eat unclean things in As¬ 
syria. 4 They shall not offer wine 
offerings to the Lord, neither 
shall they he pleasing unto him: 
their sacrifices shall be unto them 
us the bread of mourners; all 
that eat thereof shall be polluted: 
for their bread for their soul 
shall not come into the house of 
the Lord. 

"What will ye do in the solemn 
day and in the day of the feast 
of the Lord? 8 For, lo, they are 
gone because of destruction: 
Egypt shall gather them up, 
Memphis shall bury them: the 
pleasant places for their silver, 
nettles shall possess them: thorns 
shall be in their tabernacles. 7 The 
days of visitation are come, the 
days of recompense are come; Is¬ 
rael shall know it. 

The prophet is a fool, the spiri¬ 


tual man is mad, for the multi¬ 
tude of thine iniquity, and the 
great hatred. 8 The watchman of 
Ephraim was with my God: but 
the prophet is a snare of a fowler 
in all his ways, and hatred in the 
house of his God. B They have 
deeply corrupted themselves, as 
in the days of Gibeah: therefore 
he will remember their iniquity, 
he will visit their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapeB in 
the wilderness; I saw your fa¬ 
thers as the first-ripe in the fig- 
tree at her first time: but they 
went to Baal-peor, and separated 
themselves unto that shame; and 
their abominations were accord¬ 
ing as they loved. 

11 As for Ephraim, their glory 
shall fly away like a bird, from 
the birth, and from the womb, 
and from the conception. “Though 
they bring up their children, yet 
will I bereave them, that there 
shall not be a man left: yea, woe 
also to them when I depart from 
them! “Ephraim, as I saw Tyrus, 
is planted in a pleasant place: 
but Ephraim shall bring forth 
his children to the murderer. 
“Give them, 0 Lord: what wilt 
thou give? give them a miscarry¬ 
ing womb and dry breasts. 

“All their wickedness is in Gil- 
gal: for there I hated them: for 
the wickedness of their doings I 
will drive them out of mine house, 
I will love them no more: all 
their princes are revolters. 

“Ephraim is smitten, their root 
is dried up, they shall bear no 
fruit: yea, though they bring 
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forth, yet will I slay even the be¬ 
loved fruit of their womb. 17 My 
God will cast them away, because 
they did not hearken unto him: 
and they shall be wanderers a- 
mong the nations. 

Israel is a luxuriant vine, 
who putteth forth fruit unto 
himself: according to the multi¬ 
tude of his fruit he hath in¬ 
creased the altars; according to 
the goodness of his land they 
have made goodly images. 2 Their 
heart is divided; now shall they 
be found faulty: he shall break 
down their altars, he shall spoil 
their images. 3 For now they shall 
say, We have no king, because 
we feared not the Lord; what 
then should a king do to us? 
4 They have spoken words, swear¬ 
ing falsely in making a covenant: 
thus judgment springeth up as 
poisonous herbs in the furrows 
of the field. 

5 The inhabitants of Samaria 
shall fear because of the calves 
of Beth-aven: for the people 
thereof shall mourn over it, and 
the priests thereof that rejoiced 
on it, for the glory thereof, be¬ 
cause it is departed from it. 8 It 
shall be also carried unto As¬ 
syria for a present to king Jareb: 
Ephraim shall receive shame, and 
Israel shall be ashamed of his 
own counsel. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is 
cut off as the foam upon the 
water. a The high places also of 
Aven, the sin of Israel, shall be 
destroyed: the thorn and the 
thistle shall come up on their 


altars; and they shall say to the 
mountains, Cover us; and to the 
hills, Fall on us. 

°0 Israel, thou hast sinned 
from the days of Gibeah: there 
they stood: the battle in Gibeah 
against the children of iniquity 
did not overtake them. 10 It is in 
my desire that I should chastise 
them; and the peoples shall be 
gathered against them, when they 
shall bind themselves in their 
two furrows. 11 And Ephraim in 
as a heifer that is taught, and 
loveth to tread out the corn; but 
I passed over upon her fair neck : 
I will make Ephraim to ride; Ju 
dah shall plow, and Jacob shall 
break his clods. 

12 Sow to yourselves in right 
eousness, reap in mercy; break 
up your fallow ground: for it is 
time to seek the Lord, till he 
come and teach you righteous¬ 
ness. ,3 Ye have plowed wicked¬ 
ness, ye have reaped iniquity ; ye 
have eaten the fruit of lies: be¬ 
cause thou didst trust in thy 
way, in the multitude of thy 
mighty men. “Therefore shall a 
tumult arise among thy people, 
and all thy fortresses shall bo 
spoiled, as Shalman spoiled Beth- 
arbel in the day of battle: the 
mother was dashed in pieces upon 
her children. 15 So shall Beth-el 
do unto you because of your great 
wickedness: in a morning shall 
the king of Isrce) utterly be 
cut off. 

When Israel was a child, 
then I loved him, and called 
my son out of Egypt. 2 A$ they 
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called them, so they went from 
thorn: they sacrificed unto the 
Baalim, and burned incense to 
graven images. 3 I taught Ephra¬ 
im also to walk, taking them by 
their arms; but they knew not 
that I healed them. 4 1 drew them 
will) cords of a man, with bands 
of love: and I was to them as 
they that take off the yoke on 
their jaws, and I laid meat unto 
them. B He shall not return into 
the land of Egypt, but the As¬ 
syrian shall be his king, because 
they refused to return. a And the 
sword shall abide on his cities, 
and shall consume his branches, 
anil devour them,, because of their 
own counsels. 

7 And my people are bent to 
bucksliding from me: though they 
called them to the Most High, 
none at all would exalt kirn. 8 How 
Hhall I give thee up, Ephraim? 
how shall I deliver thee, Israel? 
how shall I make thee as Admah? 
how shall I set thee as Zeboim? 
mine heart is turned within me, 
my repentings are kindled togeth¬ 
er. ®I will not execute the fierce- 
nesB of mine anger, I will not 
return to destroy Ephraim: for 
I am God, and not man; the Holy 
One in the midst of thee: and 
I will not enter in wrath. 10 They 
shall walk after the Lord: he 
shall roar like a lion: when he 
shall roar, then the children shall 
tremble from the west. 1! They 
shall tremble as a bird out of 
Egypt, and as a dove out of the 
land of Assyria: and I will place 


them in their houses, saith the 
Lord. 

Ephraim compasseth me a- 
bout with lies, and the house 
of Israel with deceit: but Judah 
yet ruleth with God, and is faith¬ 
ful to the Holy One. 2 Ephraim 
pursueth wind, and followeth af¬ 
ter the east wind: he daily in- 
creaseth lies and desolation; and 
they do make a covenant with 
the Assyrians, and oil is carried 
into Egypt. s The Lord hath also 
a controversy with Judah, and 
will punish Jacob according to 
his ways; according to liiB doings 
will he recompense him. *He took 
his brother by the heel in the 
womb, and by his strength he 
had power with God: s Yea, he 
had power over the angel, and 
prevailed: he wept, and made 
supplication unto him: he found 
him in Beth-el, and there he spoke 
with us; fl Even the Lord God of 
hosts; the Lord is his memorial, 
therefore turn thou to thy God: 
keep mercy and judgment, and 
wait on thy God continually. 

*He is a merchant, the balances 
of deceit are in his hand: he 
loveth to oppress. “And Ephraim 
said, Yet I am become rich, I 
have found me out substance: in 
all my labours they shall find 
no iniquity in me that were sin. 
10 And I that am the Lord thy 
God from the land of Egypt will 
yet make thee to dwell in taber¬ 
nacles, as in the days of the 
solemn feast. 11 1 have also Bpoken 
by the prophets, and I have multi' 
plied visions, and used simili- 
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tudes, by the ministry of the 
prophets. ,2 /s there iniquity in 
Gilead? surely they are vanity: 
they sacrifice bullocks in Gilgal; 
yea, their altars are as heaps in 
the furrows of the fields. 

13 And Jacob fled into the coun¬ 
try of Syria, and Israel served 
for a wife, and for a wife he 
kept sheep. 14 And by a prophet 
the Lord brought Israel out of 
Egypt, and by a prophet was he 
preserved. 15 Ephraim provoked 
him, to anger most bitterly: there¬ 
fore shall he leave his blood upon 
him, and his reproach shall his 
Lord return unto him. 

When Ephraim spoke there 
was trembling, he exalted 
himself in Israel; but when he 
offended in Baal, he died. 2 And 
now they 3in more and more, and 
have made them molten images 
of their silver, and idols accord¬ 
ing to their own understanding, 
all of it the work of the crafts¬ 
men : they say of them, Let 
them that sacrifice men kiss the 
calves. 3 Therefore they shall be 
as the morning cloud, and as the 
early dew that passeth away, as 
the chaff that is driven with the 
whirlwind out of the floor, and 
as the smoke out of the chimney. 

4 Yet I am the Lord thy God 
from the land of Egypt, and thou 
shalt know no god but me: for 
there is no saviour besides me. 
I did know thee in the wilder¬ 
ness, in the land of great drought. 
a According to their pasture, so 
were they filled; they were filled, 
and their heart was exalted; 


therefore have they forgotten me 
therefore I will be unto them 
as a lion; as a leopard by Ihr 
way will I observe them: 8 1 will 
meet them as a bear that i .s 
bereaved of her whelps, and will 
rend the caul of their heart, and 
there will I devour them like a 
lion: the wild beast shall te:u 
them. 

®Thou hast destroyed thyself. 
0 Israel; for thou art against m<\ 
against thy help. "'Where is thy 
king now, that he may save thee 
in all thy cities? and thy judges 
of whom thou saidst, Give me a 
king and princes? 11 1 gave thee 
a king in mine anger, and took 
him away in my wrath. 

12 The iniquity of Ephraim is 
bound up; his sin is hid. ,3 The 
sorrows of a travailing woman 
shall come upon him: lie is an 
unwise son; for he should not 
stay long in the place of the break¬ 
ing forth of children. M I will 
ransom them from the power of 
the grave; I will redeem them 
from death: 0 death, where an* 
thy plagues? 0 grave where is 
thy destruction? repentance shall 
be hid from mine eyes. 1 '’Though 
he grow luxuriantly between 
meadows, an east wind shall 
come, the wind of the Lord shall 
come up from the wilderness, 
and his spring shall become dry. 
and his fountain shall be dried 
up: he shall spoil the treasure 
of all precious things. 

Samaria shall beeome des¬ 
olate; for she hath rebelled 
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against her God: they shall fall 
hy the sword: their infants shall 
be dashed in pieces, and their 
women with child shall be ripped 
up. 

a O Israel, return unto the Lord 
thy God; for thou hast fallen 
hv tliijie iniquity. “Take with you 
words, and turn to the Lord: say 
unto him, Take away all iniquity, 
and receive us graciously: so 
will we render as bullocks the 
words of our lips. 4 Asshur Bhall 
not save us: we will not ride 
upon horses: neither will we say 
any more to the work of our 
hands, Ye are our gods: for in 
thee the fatherless findeth mercy. 

6 I will heal their backsliding, 
I will love them freely; for mine 
anger is turned away from him. 
*1 will be as the dew unto Israel: 


he shall grow as the lily, and 
cast forth his roots as Lebanon. 
7 His branches shall spread, and 
his beauty shall be as the olive- 
tree, and his smell as Lebanon. 
"They that dwell under his shad¬ 
ow shall return; they shall re¬ 
vive as the corn, and grow as 
the vine: the scent thereof shall 
be as the wine of Lebanon. “Eph¬ 
raim shall say, What have I to 
do any more with idols? I have 
heard him, and observed him: 
I am like a green fir-tree. From 
me is thy fruit found. 

10 Who is wise, and he shall 
understand these things? prudent, 
and he shall know them? for the 
ways of the Lord are right, and 
the just shall walk in them: but 
the transgressors shall fall there¬ 
in. 


JOEL 


The word of the Lord that 
came to Joel the son of 
Pethuel. 

“Hear this, ye old men, and 
give ear, all ye inhabitants of the 
land. Hath this been in your 
days, or even in the days of your 
fathers? “Tell ye your children 
of it, and let your children tell 
their children, and their children 
another generation. 

‘That which the palmer-worm 
hath left hath the locust eaten; 
and that which the locust hath 


left hath the canker-worm eaten; 
and that which the canker-worm 
hath left hath the caterpillar 
eaten. “Awake, ye drunkards, and 
weep; and howl, all ye drinkers of 
wine, because of the new wine; 
for it is cut off from your mouth. 

“For a nation is come up upon 
my land, strong, and without 
number, whose teeth are the teeth 
of a lion, and he hath the cheek 
teeth of a great lion. 7 He hath 
laid my vine waste, and barked 
my fig-tree: he hath made it 
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clean bare, and cast it away; the 
branches thereof are made white. 
8 Lament like a virgin girded with 
sackcloth for the husband of her 
youth. B The meal-offering and 
the drink-offering are cut off 
from the house of the Lord; the 
priests, the Lord’s ministers, 
mourn. 10 The field is wasted, the 
land mourneth; for the corn is 
wasted: the new wine is dried 
up, the oil languisheth. "Be ye 
ashamed, Oye husbandmen ; howl, 
0 ye vine-dressers, for the wheat 
and for the barley; because the 
harvest of the field is perished. 
12 The vine is dried up, and the 
fig-tree languisheth; the pome¬ 
granate-tree, the palm-tree also, 
and the apple-tree, even all the 
trees of the field, are withered: 
because joy is withered away 
from the sons of men. 

13 Gird yourselves, and lament, 
ye priests: howl, ye ministers of 
the altar: come, lie all night in 
sackcloth, ye ministers of my 
God: for the meal-offering and 
the drink-offering are withheld 
from the house of your God. 
:4 Sanctify ye a fast, eall a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and 
all the inhabitants of the land 
into the house of the Lord your 
God, and cry unto the Lord, 

15 A las for the day! for the 
day of the Lord is at hand, and 
as a destruction from the Al¬ 
mighty shall it come. 16 Is not 
the meat cut off before our eyes, 
yea, joy and gladness from the 
house of our God? "The seed is 
rotten under their clods, the gar¬ 


ners are laid desolate, the barns 
are broken down; for the corn 
is withered. 18 How do the beasts 
groan! the herds of cattle are 
perplexed, because they have no 
pasture; yea, the flocks of sheep 
are made desolate. 

Lord, to thee will I cry: 
for the fire hath devoured the 
pastures of the wilderness, and 
the flame hath burned all the 
trees of the field. z0 The beasts 
of the field cry also unto thee: 
for the rivers of waters are dried 
up, and the fire hath devoured 
the pastures of the wilderness. 

^ Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, 
and sound an alarm in my 
holy mountain: let all the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land tremble: for the 
day of the Lord cometh, for it is 
nigh at hand; 2 A day of darkness 
and of gloominess, a day of clouds 
and of thick darkness, as the 
morning spread upon the moun¬ 
tains: a great people and strong; 
there hath not been ever the like, 
neither shall be any more after 
it, even to the years of many 
generations. 3 A fire devoureth be¬ 
fore them; and behind them a 
flame burneth: the land is as the 
garden of Eden before them, and 
behind them a desolate wilder¬ 
ness; yea, and nothing shall es¬ 
cape them. 4 The appearance of 
them is as the appearance of 
horses; and as horsemen, so shall 
they run. 5 Like the noise of char¬ 
iots on the tops of mountains 
shall they leap, like the noise of 
a flame of fire that devoureth 
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the stubble, as a strong people 
set in battle array. 8 Before their 
fare the people shftll be much 
pained: all faces shall gather 
blackness. ’They shall run like 
mighty men; they shall climb 
the wall like men of war; and 
1ln»y shall march every one on 
his ways, and they shall not 
change their paths. 8 Neither shall 
one press another; they shall 
walk every one in his path: and 
when they fall upon the sword, 
they shall not be wounded. 6 They 
shall run to and fro in the city; 
they shall run upon the wall, 
they shall climb up upon the 
houses; they shall enter in at the 
windows like a thief. 10 The earth 
shall quake before them; the 
heavens shall tremble: the sun 
and the moon shall be dark, and 
the stars shall withdraw their 
shining; n And the Lord shall 
utter his voice before his army: 
for his camp is very great: for 
he ia strong that executeth his 
word: for the day of the Lord ia 
great and very terrible; and who 
can abide it? 

1J Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, turn ye even to me with 
nil your heart, and with fasting, 
nnd with weeping, and with 
mourning: ,a And rend your heart, 
and not your garments, and turn 
unto the Lord your God: for he 
ia gracious and merciful, slow 
to anger, and of great kindness, 
and repenteth him of the evil. 
,4 Wl»o knoweth if he will return 
and repent, and leave a blessing 
behind him; even a meal-offer¬ 


ing and a drink-offering unto the 
Lord your God? 

1B Blow the trumpet in Zion, 
sanctify a fast, call a solemn 
assembly: ls Gather the people, 
sanctify the congregation, as¬ 
semble the elders, gather the chil¬ 
dren, and those that suck the 
breasts: let the bridegroom go 
forth of his chamber, and the 
bride out of her closet. ,7 Let the 
priests, the ministers of the l^ord, 
weep between the porch and the 
altar, and let them say, Spare 
thy people, 0 Lord, and give not 
thine heritage to reproach, that 
the nations should rule over 
them: wherefore should they say 
among the peoples, Where is 
their God? 

18 Then will the Lord be jealous 
for his land, and pity his people. 
19 Yea, the Lord will answer and 
say unto his people, Behold, I 
will send you corn, and wine, 
and oil, and ye shall be satisfied 
therewith: and I will no more 
make you a reproach among the 
nations. ao But I will remove far 
off from you the northern army , 
and will drive him into a land 
barren and desolate, with his face 
toward the east sea, and his hin¬ 
der part toward the utmost sea, 
and his stink shall come up, and 
hiB ill savour shall come up, be¬ 
cause he hath done great things. 

21 Fear not, 0 land; be glad 
and rejoice: for the Lord will 
do great things. 22 Be not afraid, 
ye beasts of the field: for the 
pastures of the wilderness do 
spring, for the tree beareth ita 
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fruit, the fig-tree and the vine 
do yield their strength. 23 Be glad 
then, ye children of Zion, and 
rejoice in the Lord your God: 
for he hath given you the former 
rain liberally, and he will cause 
to come down for you the rain, 
the former rain, and the latter 
rain in the first month. 24 And the 
floors shall be full of wheat, and 
the vats shall overflow with wine 
and oil. 25 And I will restore to 
you the years that the locust hath 
eaten, the canker-worm, and the 
caterpillar, and the palmer-worm, 
my great army which I sent a- 
mong you. 26 And ye shall eat in 
plenty, and be satisfied, and praise 
the name of the Lord your God, 
that hath dealt wondrously with 
you: and my people shall never 
be ashamed. 27 And ye shall know 
that I am in the midst of, Israel, 
and that I am the Lord your God, 
and none else: and my people 
shall never be ashamed. 

9 And it shall come to pass 
afterward, that I will pour 
out my spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, your old men shall 
dream dreams, your young men 
shall see visions: 2 And also upon 
the servants and upon the hand¬ 
maids in those days will I pour 
out my spirit, 3 And I will shew 
wonders in the heavens and in 
the earth, blood, and fire, and 
pillars of smoke. 4 The sun shall 
be turned into darkness, and the 
moon into blood, before the great 
and the terrible day of the Lord 
come. 5 And it shall come to pass, 


that whosoever shall call on th< 
name of the Lord shall be deliv 
ered: for in mount Zion and ii 
Jerusalem shall be deliverance 
as the Lord hath said, and ii 
the remnant whom the Lord shall 
call. 

A For, behold, in those days, 
and in that time, when 1 
shall bring back the captivity of 
Judah and Jerusalem, 2 I will 
also gather all nations, and will 
bring them down into the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead 
with them there for my people 
and for my heritage Israel, whom 
they have scattered among the 
nations, and parted my land. 
3 And they have cast lots for my 
people; and have given a boy for 
a harlot, and sold a girl for wine, 
that they might drink. 

4 Yea, and what have ye to do 
with me, O Tyre, and Sidon, and 
all the districts of Palestine? will 
ye render me a recompense? and 
if ye recompense me, swiftly and 
speedily will I return your rec¬ 
ompense upon your own head; 
•"’Because ye have taken my silver 
and my gold, and have carried 
into your temples my goodly 
treasures: 6 The children also of 
Judah and the children of Jeru 
salem have ye sold unto the Gre¬ 
cians, that ye might remove them 
far from their border. 7 Behold, 
I will raise them out of the place 
whither ye have sold them, and 
will return your recompense upon 
your own head: a And I will sell 
your sons and your daughters 
into the hand of the children of 
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Judah, and they shall sell them 
(o the Sabeans, to a people far 
off: for the Lord hath spoken it. 

“Proclaim ye this among the 
nations; Prepare war, wake up 
the mighty men, let all the men 
of war draw near; let them come 
up. ‘“Beat your plow-shares into 
swords, and your pruning-hooks 
into spears: let the weak say, I 
am strong. n Make haste and 
come, all ye nations round about, 
und gather yourselves together; 
Utiliter cause thy mighty ones to 
come down, O Lord. 1J Let the 
nations be wakened, and come 
up to the valley of Jehoshaphat: 
for there will I sit to judge all 
the nations round about. ls Put 
ye in the sickle, for the harvest 
is ripe: come, get you down; for 
the press is full, the vats over¬ 
flow; for their wickedness is 
great. 

^Multitudes, multitudes in the 
valley of decision: for the day of 
the Lord in near in the valley of 
decision. 15 The sun and the moon 
Hhull be darkened, and the stars 
shull withdraw their shining. 

1 “The Lord also shall roar out 


of Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem; and the heavens and 
the earth shall shake: but the 
Lord will be the refuge of his 
people, and the stronghold of the 
children of Israel. 17 So shall ye 
know that I am the Lord your 
God dwelling in Zion, my holy 
mountain: then shall Jerusalem 
be holy, and there shall no strang¬ 
ers pass through her any more. 

18 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the mountains shall 
drop down new wine, and the 
hills shall flow with milk, and all 
the rivers of Judah shall flow 
with waters, and a fountain shall 
come forth of the house of the 
Lord, and shall water the valley 
of Shittim. 1B Egypt shall be a 
desolation, and Edom shall be a 
desolate wilderness, for the vio¬ 
lence against the children of Ju¬ 
dah, because they have shed in¬ 
nocent blood in their land. *°But 
Judah shall dwell for ever, and 
Jerusalem from generation to 
generation. J, For I will cleanse 
their blood that I have not 
cleansed: and then the Lord shall 
dwell in Zion. 
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J The words of Amos, who 
was among the lierdmen of 
Tekoa, which he saw concerning 
Israel in the days of Uzziah king 
of Judah, and in the days of Je¬ 
roboam the son of Joash king of 
Israel, two years before the 
earthquake. 

2 And he said, The Lord will 
roar from Zion, and utter his 
voice from Jerusalem; and the 
habitations of the shepherds shall 
mourn, and the top of Carmel 
shall wither. 

3 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Damascus, and 
for four, I will not turn away 
the 'punishment thereof; because 
they have threshed Gilead with 
threshing instruments of iron: 
4 But I will send a fire into the 
house of Hazael, which shall de¬ 
vour the palaces of Ben-hadad. 
5 1 will break also the bar of Da¬ 
mascus, and cut off the inhabi¬ 
tant from the plain of Aven, and 
him that holdeth the sceptre from 
the house of Eden: and the peo¬ 
ple of Syria shall go into cap¬ 
tivity unto Kir, saith the Lord 

6 Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Gaza, and for 
four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; because they 
carried away captive the whole 
captivity, to deliver them up to 


Edom: 7 But I will send a fin 
on the wall of Gaza, which shal 
devour the palaces thereof: *Am 
I will cut off the inhabitan 
from Ashdod, and him that hold 
eth the sceptre from Aahkelon 
and I will turn mine hand against 
Ekron: and the remnant of (lie 
Philistines shall perish, saith thf 
Lord God. 

B Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of Tyrus, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; because they 
delivered up the whole captivity 
to Edom, and remembered not 
the brotherly covenant: 10 But I 
will send a fire on the wall of 
Tyrus, which shall devour the 
palaces thereof. 

n Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of Edom, 
and for four, I will not turn away 
the punishment thereof; because 
he did pursue his brother with 
the sword, and did cast off his 
pity, and his anger did tear per¬ 
petually, and he kept his wrath 
for ever: ,2 But I will send a 
fire upon Teman, which shall de¬ 
vour the palaces of Bozrah. 

13 Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and for four, I 
wi 11 not turn away the punish¬ 
ment thereof; because they have 
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ripped up the women with child 
of Gilead, that they might enlarge 
their border: “But I will kindle 
u fire in the wall of Rabbah, and 
it shall devour the palaces there¬ 
of, with shouting in the day of 
battle, with a tempest in the day 
of the whirlwind: 15 And their 
knit} shall go into captivity, he 
and his princes together, saith 
the Lord. 

O Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of Moab, 
and for four, I will not turn a- 
way the punishment thereof; be¬ 
cause he burned the bones of the 
king of Edom into lime: 2 But I 
will send a fire upon Moab, and 
it shall devour the palaces of Ke- 
riolh: and Moab shall die with 
tumult, with shouting, and with 
the sound of the trumpet: ’And 
1 will cut off the judge from the 
inidst thereof, and will slay all 
the princes thereof with him, 
Huith the Lord. 

4 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Judah, and for 
four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; because they 
have despised the law of the 
Lord, and have not kept his com¬ 
mandments, and their lies caused 
them to err, after which their 
futhers have walked: 5 But I 
will send a fire upon Judah, and 
it shall devour the palaces of Je¬ 
rusalem. 

,J Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Israel, and for 
four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; because they 
sold the righteous for silver, and 


the poor for a pair of sandals; 
7 That pant after the dust of the 
earth on the head of the poor, 
and turn aside the way of the 
meek; and a man and his father 
will go in unto the same maid, 
to profane my holy name: 8 And 
they lay themsleves down upon 
clothes laid to pledge by every 
altar, and they drink the wine 
of the condemned in the house 
of their god. 

•Yet destroyed I the Amorite 
before them, whose height was 
like the height of the cedars, and 
he was Btrong as the oaks; yet 
I destroyed his fruit from above, 
and his roots from beneath. 
10 AJso I brought you up from 
the land of Egypt, and led you 
forty years through the wilder¬ 
ness, to possess the land of the 
Amorite. n And I raised up of 
your sons for prophets, and of 
your young men for Nazarites. 
Is it not even thus, 0 ye children 
of Israel? saith the Lord. 12 But 
ye gave the Nazarites wine to 
drink; and commanded the proph¬ 
ets, saying, Prophesy not. 

,3 Behold, I will press you down, 
as a cart presseth that is full of 
sheaves. “Therefore the flight 
shall perish from the swift, and 
the strong shall not strengthen 
his force, neither shall the mighty 
deliver himself: ,5 Neither shall 
he stand that handleth the bow; 
and he that is Bwift of foot shall 
not deliver himself: neither shall 
he that rideth the horse deliver 
himself. 18 And he that is courag¬ 
eous among the mighty shall flee 
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away naked in that day, saith 
the Lord. 

0 Hear this word that the 
Lord hath spoken against 
you, 0 children of Israel, against 
the whole family which I brought 
up from the land of Egypt, say¬ 
ing, 2 You only have I known of 
all the families of the earth: 
therefore I will punish you for 
all your iniquities. 

3 Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed? 4 Will a lion roar 
in the forest, when he hath no 
prey? will a young lion cry out 
of his den, if he have taken no¬ 
thing? 5 Can a bird fall in a snare 
upon the earth, where no gin is 
for him? shall one take up a 
snare from the earth, and have 
taken nothing at all? fl Shall a 
trumpet be blown in the city, and 
the people not be afraid? shall 
there be evil in a city, and the 
Lord hath not done it? 7 Surely 
the Lord God will do nothing, 
but he revealeth his secret unto 
his servants the prophets. 8 The 
lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord God hath spoken, 
who can but prophesy? 

9 Publish in the palaces at Ash- 
dod, and in the palaces in the 
land of Egypt, and say, Assemble 
yourselves upon the mountains 
of Samaria, and behold the great 
tumults in the midst thereof, and 
the oppressed in the midst there¬ 
of. IO For they know not to do 
right, saith the Lord, who store 
up violence and robbery in their 
palaces. “Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God: An adversary I 


there shall be even round abot 
the land; and he shall bring dow 
thy strength from thee, and tli 
palaces shall be spoiled. 12 Thu 
saith the Lord; As the shepher 
taketh out of the mouth of Ih 
lion two legs, or a piece of a 
ear; so shall the children of If 
rael be taken out that dwell i 
Samaria in the corner of a bei 
and in Damascus in a couch. 

13 Hear ye, and testify in t.li 
house of Jacob, saith the lion 
God, the God of hosts. “Thai i) 
the day that 1 shall visit Ih 
transgressions of Israel upoi 
him 1 will also visit the altan 
of Beth-el: and the horns of I In 
altar shall be cut off, and fall It 
the ground. “And I will smite lh< 
winter house with the sumniei 
house; and the houses of ivorj 
shall perish, and the great house? 
shall have an end, saith the Lord. 

^ Hear this word, ye kine oi 
Bashan, that are in the moun¬ 
tain of Samaria, that oppress l 1 m* 
poor, that crush the needy, that 
say to their masters, Bring, and 
let us drink. 2 Tlie Lord God hath 
sworn by his holiness, that, lo, 
the days shall come upon you, 
that he will take you away with 
hooks, and your posterity with 
fish-hooks. 3 And ye shall go out 
through the breaches, every one 
through that which is before her; 
and ye shall cast yourselves into 
Harmon, saith the Lord. 

■*Come to Beth-el, and trans¬ 
gress; at Gilgal multiply trans¬ 
gression; and bring your sacri¬ 
fices every morning, and your 
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til lies after three days: *And 
offer a sacrifice of thanksgiving 
with leaven, and proclaim and 
publish the free offerings: for 
so do ye love, O ye children of 
Israel, saith the Lord God.

^Though thou exalt thyself as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy 
nest among the stars, thence will 
I bring thee down, saith the Lord. 

5 If thieves came to thee, if 
robbers by night, (how art thou 
cut off!) would they not have 
stolen till they had enough? if 
the grape-gatherers came to thee, 
would they not leave some grapes? 
6 How are the things of Esau

of thy confederacy have brought 
thee even to the border: the men 
that were at peace with thee 
have deceived thee, and prevailed 
against thee; they that eat thy 
bread have laid a wound under 
thee: there ia no understanding 
in him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith 
the Lord, even destroy the wise 
men out of Edom, and under¬ 
standing out of the mount of 
Esau? e And thy mighty men, 0 
Teman, shall be dismayed, to the 
end that every one of the mount 
of Esau may be cut off by slaugh¬ 
ter.

have entered into the gale of my

ther shouldest thou have stood 
in the crossway, to cut off those 
of his that did escape; neither 
shouldest thou have delivered up 
those of his that did remain in 
the day of distress.

JONAH 


1 Now the word of the Lord 
came unto Jonah the son of 
Amittai, saying, 2 Arise, go to 
Nineveh, that great city, and cry 
against it; for their wickedness 
is come up before me. 

3 But Jonah rose up to flee un¬ 
to Tarshish from the presence of 
the Lord, and went down to Jop¬ 
pa; and he found a ship going to 
Tarshish: so he paid the fare 
thereof, and went down into it, 
to go with them unto Tarshish 
from the presence of the Lord. 

4 But the Lord cast out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was 
a mighty tempest in the sea, so 
that the ship was like to be 
broken. 5 Then the mariners were 
afraid, and cried every man unto 
his god, and cast forth the wares 
that were in the ship into the 
sea, to lighten it of them. But 
Jonah was gone down into the 
sides of the ship; and he lay, and 
was fast asleep. 6 So the ship¬ 
master came to him, and said 
unto him, What meanest thou, 0 
sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, 
may be that God will think upon i 
us, that we perish not. 

7 And they said every one to 


his fellow, Come, and let us cas 
lots, that we may know for whom 
cause this evil is upon us. Sc 
they cast lots, and the lot fol 
upon Jonah. 8 Then said they un 
to him, Tell us, we pray thee, feu 
whose cause this evil is upon us 
What is thine occupation? anc 
whence comest thou ? what is thy 
country? and of what people art 
thou? B And he said unto them, 
I am a Hebrew; and I fear the 
Lord, the God of heaven, who 
hath made the sea and the dry 
land. 10 Then were the men ex¬ 
ceedingly afraid, and said unto 
him, Why hast thou done this? 
For the men knew that he fled 
from the presence of the l^ml, 
because he had told them. ’’Then 
said they unto him, What shall 
we do unto thee, that the sea 
may be calm unto us for the sen 
grew more and more tempestuous. 
12 And he said unto them, Take 
me up, and cast me forth into 
the sea; so shall the sea be calm 
unto you: for I know that for 
my sake this great tempest is 
i upon you.

“Then Jonah prayed 
unto the Lord his God out of 
the fish's belly, a And said, I 
cried by reason of mine afllic- 
tion unto the Lord, and, he heard 
me; out of the inmost of the 
grave cried I, and thou heardest 
my voice. 4 For thou hadst cast 
me into the deep, in the midst of 
the seas; and the floods compassed 
me about; all thy billows and thy 
waves passed over me. 6 Then I 
said, I am cast out of thy sight; 
yet I will look again toward thy 
holy temple. fl The waters com¬ 
passed me about, even to the 
soul: the depth closed me round 
about, the weeds were wrapped 
about my head. 7 I went down to 
the bottoms of the mountains; 
the earth with her bars was about 
me for ever: yet hast thou 
brought up my life from corrup¬ 
tion, 0 Lord my God. 8 When my 


soul fainted within me I remem¬ 
bered the Lord: and my prayer 
came in unto thee, into thine holy 
temple. “They that observe lying 
vanities forsake their own mercy. 
“But I will sacrifice unto thee 
with the voice of thanksgiving; 
I will pay that which I have 
vowed. Salvation is of the Lord. 

u And the Lord Bpoke unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land. 

9 And the word of the Lord 
came unto Jonah the second 
time, saying, “Arise, go unto Nin¬ 
eveh, that great city, and preach 
unto it the preaching that I bid 
thee. a So Jonah arose, and went 
unto Nineveh, according to the 
word of the Lord. Now Nineveh 
was an exceeding great city of 
three days’ journey. 4 And Jonah 
began to enter into the city a 
day’s journey, and he cried, and 
said, Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown. 

B So the people of Nineveh be¬ 
lieved God, and proclaimed a fast, 
and put on sackcloth, from the 
greatest of them even to the least 
of them. “For word came unto 
the king of Nineveh, and he arose 
from his throne, and he laid his 
robe from him, and covered him 
with sackcloth, and sat in ashes. 
7 And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and published through Nineveh 
by the decree of the king and his 
nobles, saying, Let neither man 
nor beast, herd nor flock, taste 
any thing: let them not feed, 
nor drink water.

7 And all the graven images there¬ 
of shall be beaten to pieces, and all 
the hires thereof shall be burned 


with the fire, and all the idols 
thereof will I lay desolate: for 
she gathered it of the hire of a 
harlot, and they shall return to 
the hire of a harlot. 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, 
I will go stripped and naked: I 
will make a wailing like the 
dragons, and mourning as the 
ostriches. 9 For her wound is in¬ 
curable; for it is come unto Ju¬ 
dah; it is come unto the gale of 
my people, even to Jerusalem. 

“Declare ye it not at Gath, 
weep ye not at all: in the house 
of Aphrah roll thyself in the dust. 
“Pass ye away, 0 inhabitants of 
Saphir, having your shame naked: 
the inhabitant of Zaanan is not 
come forth; the mourning of 
Beth-ezel taketh from you its 
place of stay. “For the inhabi¬ 
tant of Maroth waited carefully 
for good: but evil came down 
from the Lord unto the gate of 
Jerusalem. 13 0 thou inhabitant 
of Lachish, bind the chariot to 
the swift horse: she is the be¬ 
ginning of the sin to the daugh¬ 
ter of Zion; for the transgres¬ 
sions of Israel were found in thee. 
“Therefore ehalt thou give 
presents to Moresheth-gath: the 
houses of Achzib shall be a lie 
to the kings of Israel. “Yet will 
I bring an heir unto thee, 0 in- 
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habitant of Mareshah: he shall 
come unto Adullam the glory of 
Israel. 16 Make thee bald, and poll 
thee for thy delicate children; 
enlarge thy baldness as the eagle; 
for they are gone into captivity 
from thee. 

O Woe to them that devise in¬ 
iquity, and work evil upon 
their beds! when the morning is 
light, they practice it, because it 
is in the power of their hand. 
2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take them away: so they oppress 
a man and his house, even a man 
and his heritage. 

therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, against this family do I 
devise an evil, from which ye 
shall not remove your necks; nei¬ 
ther shall ye go haughtily: for 
this time is evil. 

4 In that day shall one take up 
a parable against you, and la¬ 
ment with a doleful lamentation, 
and say. We are utterly spoiled: 
he hath changed the portion of 
my people: how hath he removed 
it from me! to an apostate he 
hath divided our fields, there¬ 
fore thou shalt have none that 
shall cast a cord by lot in the 
congregation of the Lord. 6 Preach 
ye not, say they to them that 
preach: they shall not preach, 
that shame may not overtake 
them. 7 0 thou that art named the 
house of Jacob, is the spirit of 
the Lord straitened? are these 
his doings? do not my words do 
good to him that walketh up¬ 
rightly? 


8 Even of late my people is rise! 
up as an enemy: ye pull off th« 
robe with the garment from then 
that pass by securely as if thoj 
returned from war. °The womci 
of my people have ye cast out 
from their pleasant houses; fron 
their children have ye taken awu> 
my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for tliif 
is not your rest: because it ie 
polluted, it shall destroy you, 
even with a sore destruction. “If 
a man walking after wind rihI 
falsehood do lie, saying, I will 
prophesy unto thee of wine and 
of strong drink; he shall even be 
the prophet of this people. 

12 I will surely assemble, 0 Ja¬ 
cob, all of thee; I will surely 
gather the remnant of Israel; 1 
will put them together as the 
sheep of Bozrah, as the flock in 
the midst of their fold: they shall 
make great noise by reason of 
the multitude of men. 13 The 
breaker is come up before them: 
they have broken up, and have 
passed through the gate, and are 
gone out by it: and their king 
passed before them, and the Lord 
at the head of them. 

Q And I said, Hear, I pray you, 
O heads of Jacob, and yo 
princes of the house of Israel; 
Is it not for you to know judg¬ 
ment? 2 Who hate the good, and 
love the evil; who pluck off then- 
skin from off them, and their 
flesh from off their bones; 3 Who 
also eat the flesh of my people, 
and flay their skin from off them; 
and they break their bones, and 
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chop them in pieces, aa for the 
pot, and as flesh within the cal¬ 
dron. 4 Then shall they cry unto 
the Lord, but he will not hear 
them: he will even hide his face 
from them at that time, as they 
Imvc behaved themselves ill in 
their doings. 

e Thus aaith the Lord concern¬ 
ing the prophets that make my 
people err, that bite with their 
teeth, and cry, Peace; and he that 
putteth not into their mouths, 
they even prepare war against 
him. 

"Therefore night shall be unto 
you, that ye shall not have a 
vision; and it shall be dark unto 
you, that ye shall not divine: and 
the sun shall go down over the 
prophets, and the day shall be 
dark over them. 

T Then shall the seers be a- 
shamed, and the diviners con¬ 
founded : yea, they shall all cover 
their lips; for there ia no an¬ 
swer of God. 

"But truly I am full of power 
by the spirit of the Lord, and of 
judgment, and of might, to de¬ 
clare unto Jacob his transgres¬ 
sion, and to Israel his sin. 

“Hear this, I pray you, ye heads 
of the house of Jacob, and princes 
of the house of Israel, that abhor 
judgment, and pervert all equity. 
'“They build up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

“The heads thereof judge for 
reward, and the priests thereof 
teach for hire, and the prophets 
thereof divine for money: yet 


will they lean upon the Lord, and 
say, 18 not the Lord among us? 
no evil can come upon us. 

,2 Therefore shall Zion for your 
sake be plowed as a field, and Je¬ 
rusalem shall become heaps, and 
the mountain of the house as the 
high places of the forest. 

A But in the last days it shall 
come to pass, that the moun¬ 
tain of the house of the Lord shall 
be established in the top of the 
mountains, and it shall be exalted 
above the hills; and peoples shall 
flow unto it. 

2 And many nations shall come, 
and say, Come, and let us go up 
to the mountain of the Lord, and 
to the house of the God of Jacob; 
and he will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths: 
for the law shall go forth of 
Zion, and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem. 

3 And he shall judge among ma¬ 
ny peoples, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall 
beat their swords into plow¬ 
shares, and their spears into 
pruning-hooks: nation shall not 
lift up a sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any 
more. 

"And they shall sit every man 
under his vine and under his fig- 
tree; and none shall make them 
afraid: for the mouth of the Lord 
of hosts hath spoken it. "For all 
peoples will walk every one in 
the name of his god, and we will 
walk in the name of the Lord 
our God for ever and ever. 
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"In that day, saith the Lord, 
will I assemble her that halteth, 
and I will gather her that is 
driven out, and her that I have 
afflicted; 7 And I will make her 
that halted a remnant, and her 
that was cast far off a strong 
nation: and the Lord shall reign 
over them in mount Zion from 
henceforth, even for ever. 

"And thou, 0 tower of the flock, 
the stronghold of the daughter 
of Zion, unto thee shall it come, 
even the first dominion; the king¬ 
dom shall come to the daughter 
of Jerusalem. "Now why dost 
thou cry out aloud? is there no 
king in thee? is thy counsellor 
perished? for pangs have taken 
thee as a woman in travail. 10 Be 
in pain, and labour to bring 
forth, O daughter of Zion, like 
a woman in travail: for now 
Shalt thou go forth out of the 
city, and thou shalt dwell in the 
field, and thou shalt go even to 
Babylon; there 3halt thou be de¬ 
livered; there the Lord shall re¬ 
deem thee from the hand of thine 
enemies. 

"Now also many nations are 
gathered against thee, that say, 
Let her be defiled, and let our 
eye look upon Zion. "But they 
know not the thoughts of the 
lord, neither understand they his 
counsel: for he shall gather them 
as the sheaves into the floor. 

"Arise and thresh, 0 daughter 
of Zion: for I will make thine 
horn iron, and I will make thy 
hoofs brass: and thou shalt beat 
in pieces many peoples: and I 


will consecrate their gain unt 
the Lord, and their substance ur 
to the Lord of the whole earth. 

"Now gather thyself in troopt 
0 daughter of troops: he hat! 
laid siege against us: they slml 
smite the judge of Israel wit! 
a rod upon the cheek. 
fT But thou, Beth-lehem Eph 
rathah, though thou be litll 
among the thousands of Judnli 
yet out of thee shall one comi 
forth unto me that is to be rule 
in Israel; whose goings forth an 
from of old, from everlasting 
therefore will he give them up 
until the time that she that truv 
aileth hath brought forth: the? 
the remnant of his brethren shal 
return unto the children of Israel 
3 And he shall stand and feed ir 
the strength of the Lord, in th< 
majesty of the name of the Lord 
his God; and they shall abide: 
for now shall he be great unto 
the ends of the earth. 

4 And in this wise shall there be 
peace: If Asshur should come in 
to our land; and if he should 
tread in our palaces, then will we 
raise up against him seven shep¬ 
herds, and eight principal men. 
5 And they shall waste the land 
of Assyria with the sword, and 
the land of Nimrod in the en¬ 
trances thereof: thus shall lie 
deliver us from the Assyrian, 
when he cometh into our land, 
and when he treadeth within our 
borders. 

"And the remnant of Jacob 
Bhall be in the midst of many 
peoples as the dew from the Lord, 
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ns the showers upon the grass, 
that tarrieth not for man, nor 
waiteth for the sons of men. 7 And 
the remnant of Jacob shall be 
among the nations in the midst 
of many peoples as a lion among 
heasts of the forest, as a 
young lion among the flocks of 
sheep: who, if he go through, 
both treadeth down, and teareth 
in pieces, and none can deliver. 
"Thine hand shall be lifted up 
upon thine adversaries, and all 
thine enemies shall be cut off. 

"And it shall come to pass in 
that day, saith the Lord, that I 
will cut off thy horses out of 
the midst of thee, and I will de¬ 
stroy thy chariots: in And I will 
cut off the cities of thy land, and 
throw down all thy strongholds: 
•'And I will cut off witchcrafts 
out of thine hand; and thou shnlt 
have no more soothsayers: ,z Thy 
graven images also will I cut off, 
and thy standing images out of 
the midst of thee; and thou ahalt 
no more worship the work of 
thine hands. "And I will pluck 
up thy groves out of the midst of 
thee: so will I destroy thy cities. 
"And I will execute vengeance in 
anger and fury upon the nations 
which obeyed not. 

^ Hear ye now what the Lord 
saith; Arise, contend thou 
before the mountains, and let the 
hills hear thy voice. 3 Hear ye, 
0 mountains, the Lord's contro¬ 
versy, and ye strong foundations 
of the earth: for the Lord hath 
a controversy with his people, 
and he will plead with Israel. 


3 0 my people, what have I done 
unto thee? and wherein have I 
wearied thee? testify against me. 
♦For I brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt, and redeemed 
thee out of the house of servants; 
and I sent before thee Moses, 
Aaron, and Miriam. 

s O my people, remember now 
what Balak king of Moab con¬ 
sulted, and what Balaam the son 
of Beor answered him from Shit- 
tim unto Gilgal; that ye may 
know the righteousness of the 
Lord. 

°Wherewith shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself hefore 
the high God? shall I come before 
him with burnt-offerings, with 
calves of a year old? ’Will the 
I^ord he pleased with thousands 
of rams, or with ten thousands 
of rivers of oil? shall I give my 
first-born for my transgression, 
the fruit of my body for the sin 
of my soul? 8 He hath shewn thee, 
0 man, what is good; and what 
doth the Lord require of thee, 
but to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God? 

B The Lord’s voice crieth unto 
the city, and the man of wisdom 
shall see thy name: hear ye the 
rod, and who hath appointed it. 
10 Are there yet the treasures of 
wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, and the scant measure 
that is abominable? ’’Shall I be 
pure with the wicked balances, 
and with the bag of deceitful 
weights? 12 For the rich men 
thereof are full of violence, and 
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the inhabitants thereof have 
spoken lies, and their tongue is 
deceitful in their mouth. 

“Therefore also will I make 
thee sick in smiting thee, in mak¬ 
ing thee desolate because of thy 
Bins. “Thou shalt eat, but not 
be satisfied; and thy shrinking 
shall be in the midst of thee: 
and thou shalt overtake, but shalt 
not deliver; and that which thou 
deliverest will I give up to the 
sword. “Thou shalt sow, but 
thou shalt not reap; thou shalt 
tread the olives, but thou shalt 
not anoint thee with oil; and 
sweet wine, but shalt not drink 
wine. 

“For the statutes of Omri are 
kept, and all the works of the 
house of Ahab, and ye walk in 
their counsels; that I should make 
thee a desolation, and the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof a hissing: there¬ 
fore ye shall bear the reproach 
of my people. 

H Woe is me! for I am as when 
they have gathered the sum¬ 
mer fruits, as the grape glean¬ 
ings of the vintage: there is no 
cluster to eat: my scul desired 
the first-ripe fruit. 

a The good man is perished out 
of the earth: and there is none 
upright among men: they all lie 
in wait for blood; they hunt every 
man his brother with a net. 3 That 
they may do evil with both hands 
diligently, the prince asketh, and 
the judge judgeth for a reward: 
and the great man, he uttereth 
his mischievous desire: bo they 


weave it together. 4 The best c 
them is as a brier: the most ui 
right is sharper than a thor 
hedge: the day of thy watchme 
and thy visitation cometh; no' 
shall be their perplexity. 

8 Trust ye not in a friend, pu 
ye not confidence in a guide: kce 
the doors of thy mouth from he 
that lieth in thy bosom. 6 For th 
son dishonoureth the father, th 
daughter riseth up against he 
mother, the daughter-in-law s 
gainst her mother-in-law; a man’ 
enemies are the men of his ow 
house. 

7 Therefore I will look unto Hi 
Lord; I will wait for the God o 
my salvation: my God will hea 
me. 

8 Rejoice not against me, ( 
mine enemy: when I fall, I shnl 
arise; when I sit in darkness 
the Lord shall be a light unto me 
e I will bear the indignation of th' 
Lord, because I have sinned a 
gainst him, until he plead m; 
cause, and execute judgment fo 
me: he will bring me forth to th< 
light, and I shall behold his right 
eousness. 

“Then she that is mine enemj 
shall see it, and shame shall covoi 
her that said unto me, Where if 
the Lord thy God? mine eyei 
shall behold her: now shall ah< 
be trodden down as the mire oi 
the streets. 

"The day that thy walls are t< 
be built, that appointed day, it 
yet far removed. X2 In that d «3 
also he shall come down to the« 
from Assyria, and from the forti 
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fled cities, and from the fortress 
even to the river, and from sea 
to sea, and from mountain to 
mountain. “Yet the land shall be 
desolate because of them that 
dwell therein, for the fruit of 
their doings. 

“Feed thy people with thy rod, 
the dock of thine heritage, that 
dwell solitarily in the wood, in 
the midst of Carmel: let them 
feed in Bashan and Gilead, as in 
the days of old. 18 As the days of 
thy coming out of the land of 
Egypt will I shew unto him mar¬ 
vellous things. 

“The nations shall see and be 
confounded at all their might: 
they shall lay their hand upon 
their mouth, their ears shall be 
deaf. 17 They shall lick the dust 


like a serpent, they shall come 
out trembling from their strong¬ 
holds like creeping things of the 
earth: they shall be afraid of the 
Lord our God, and shall fear be¬ 
cause of thee. 

“Who is a God like unto thee, 
that pardoneth iniquity, and pass- 
eth by the transgression of the 
remnant of his heritage? he re- 
taineth not his anger for ever, 
because he delighteth in mercy. 
“He will turn again, he will have 
compassion upon us; he will sub¬ 
due our iniquities; and thou wilt 
cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea. 20 Thou wilt perform 
the truth to Jacob, and the mercy 
to Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the 
days of old.

1 The prophecy of Nineveh. 

The book of the vision of 
Nahum the Elkoshite. 

2 God is jealous, and the Lord 

revengeth; the Lord revengeth, 

and is furious; the Lord will take 

vengeance on his adversaries, and 
he reserveth wrath for his ene¬ 
mies. ’The Lord is slow to anger, 
land great in power, and will not 
iftt all acquit the wicked: the Lord 
i hath his way in the whirlwind 
mud in the storm, and the clouds 
nre the dust of his feet. 1 2 * 4 He re- 


buketh the sea, and maketh it 
dry, and drieth up all the rivers: 
Bashan languisheth, and Carmel, 
and the flower of Lebanon lan¬ 
guisheth. 5 The mountains quake 
at him, and the hills melt, and the 
earth is lifted up at his presence, 
yea, the world, and all that dwell 
therein. fl Who can stand before 
his indignation? and who can 
abide in the fierceness of his an¬ 
ger? his fury is poured out like 
tire, and the rocks are thrown 
down by him. 
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T The Lord is good, a strong¬ 
hold in the day of trouble; and 
he knoweth them that trust in 
him. 8 But with an overrunning 
flood he will make an utter end 
of the place thereof, and dark¬ 
ness shall pursue his enemies. 
®What do ye imagine against the 
Lord? he will make an utter end; 
affliction shall not rise up the 
second time. 10 For while they be 
like tangled thorns, and while 
they be drunk with their drink, 
they shall be devoured as stubble 
fully dry. n Tliere is one come 
out of thee, that imagineth evil 
against the Lord, a wicked coun¬ 
sellor. 12 Thus saith the Lord; 
Though they be powerful, and 
likewise many, yet thus shall they 
be cut down, when he shall pass 
through. Though I have afflicted 
thee, I will afflict thee no more. 
13 For now will I break his yoke 
from off thee, and will burst thy 
bonds asunder. 

14 And the Lord hath given a 
commandment concerning thee, 
that no more of thy name be 
sown: out of the house of thy 
gods will I cut off the graven 
image and the molten image; I 
will make thy grave; for thou 
art vile. 

O Behold upon the mountains 
the feet of him that bring- 
eth good tidings, that publisheth 
peace! 0 Judah, keep thy solemn 
feasts, perform thy vows: for the 
wicked shall no more pass through 
thee; he is utterly cut off. 

2 He that dasheth in pieces is 
come up before thy face: keep 


thy fortress, watch the way, mak 
thy loins strong, fortify thy pov 
er mightily. 3 For the Lord hat 
turned away the excellency c 
Jacob, as the excellency of Israel 
for the emptiers have emplie 
them out, and marred their vin 
branches. 4 The shield of hi 
mighty men is made red, tli 
valiant men are in scarlet: th 
chariots shall be with flamin 
torches in the day of his prepr 
ration, and the fir-trees shall b 
terribly shaken. 5 The chariot 
shall rage in the streets, the 
shall jostle one against anolhr 
in the broad ways: they aha 
seem like torches, they shall ru 
like the lightnings. 

fi He shall remember his woi 
thies : they shall stumble in thoi 
walk; they shall make haste t 
the wall thereof, and the defenc 
shall be prepared. 7 The gates o 
the rivers shall be opened, air 
the palace shall be dissolved. H An> 
Huzzab shall be led away captive 
she shall be brought up, and he 
maids shall moan as with th 
voice of doves, tabering upoi 
their breasts. 

e But Nineveh is of old like i 
pool of water: yet they shall He' 
away. Stand, stand, shall the\ 
cry ; but none shall look bark 
,0 Take ye the spoil of silver, tak< 
the spoil of gold: for there is n< 
end of the store, an abundnnr* 
of all the pleasant articles. u Shi 
is empty, and void, and waste 
and the heart melteth, and lh< 
knees smite together, and mucl 
pain is in all loins, and the farei 
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of them all gather blackness. 

“Where is the dwelling of the 
lions, and the feeding-place of the 
young lions, where the lion, even 
the old lion, walked, and the lion’s 
whelp, and none made them a- 
frnid? “The lion did tear in 
pieces enough for his whelps, and 
strangled for his lionesses, and 
filled his holes with prey, and his 
dens with ravin. 

“Behold, I am against thee, 
siiith the Lord of hosts, and I will 
burn her chariots in the smoke, 
and the sword shall devour thy 
young lions: and I will cut off 
thy prey from the earth, and the 
voice of thy messengers shall no 
more be heard. 

g Woe to the bloody city! it is 
all full of lies and robbery; 
the prey departelh not; 2 The 
noise of a whip, and the noise of 
the rattling of the wheels, and of 
the prancing horses, and of the 
jumping chariots. 8 The horseman 
lift.et.h up both the bright sword 
and the glittering spear: and 
there is a multitude of slain, and 
n great number of carcasses; and 
there is no end of their corpses; 
they stumble upon their corpses: 
‘Because of the multitude of the 
harlotries of the well-favoured 
harlot, the mistress of witch¬ 
crafts, thatselleth nations through 
[her harlotries, and families 
through her witchcrafts. 

"Behold, I am against thee, 
Bttilii the Lord of hosts; and I 
(will uncover thy skirts upon thy 
fuce, and I will shew the nations 


thy nakedness, and the kingdoms 
thy shame. “And I will cast a- 
bominabie filth upon thee, and 
make thee vile, and will set thee 
as a dung-hill. 7 And it shall come 
to pass, that all they that look 
upon thee shall flee from thee, 
and say, Nineveh is laid waste: 
who will bemoan her? whence 
shall I seek comforters for thee? 

"Art thou better than No-amon 
that sat among the rivers, that 
had the waters round about it, 
whose rampart was the sea, and 
her wall was from the sea? 
9 Ethiopia and Egypt were her 
strength, and it was infinite; Put 
and Lubim were thy helpers. 10 Yet 
was she carried away, she went 
into captivity: her young children 
also were dashed in pieces at the 
top of all the streets: and they 
cast lots for her honourable men, 
and all her great men were bound 
in chains. 

“Thou also shalt be drunk: 
thou shalt be hid, thou also shalt 
seek strength because of the en¬ 
emy. “All thy strongholds shall 
be like fig-trees with the first-ripe 
figs: if they be shaken, they shall 
even fall into the mouth of the 
eater. “Behold, thy people in the 
midBt of thee are women: the 
gates of thy land shall be set 
wide open unto thine enemies: 
the fire shall devour thy bare. 

“Draw thee waters for the 
siege, fortify thy strongholds: go 
into clay, and tread the mortar, 
make strong the brick-kiln. “There 
shall the fire devour thee; the 
sword shall cut thee off, it shall 
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eat thee up like the canker-worm: 
make thyself many as the canker- 
worm, make thyself many as the 
locusts. 

10 Thou hast multiplied thy mer¬ 
chants above the stars of heaven: 
the canker-worm spreadeth him¬ 
self, and fleeth away. 17 Thy 
crowned are as the locusts, and 
thy captains as the swarms of 
locusts, which camp in the hedges 
in the cold day, but when the sun 
ariseth they flee away, and their 


place is not known where tl« 
are. 

18 Thy shepherds slumber, 
king of Assyria: thy nobles ai 
at rest: thy people is scatter* 
upon the mountains, and no m«i 
gathereth them. ™There is r 
healing of thy bruise; thy wour 
is grievous: all that hear U 
bruit of thee shall clap the ham 
over thee: for upon whom hal 
not thy wickedness passed cm 
tinually ?

B Why dost 
thou shew me iniquity, and look 
upon mischief? for spoiling and 
violence are before me: and there 
is strife, and contention riseth 
up. 4 Therefore the law is slacked, 
and judgment doth never go 
forth: for the wicked doth com¬ 
pass about the righteous; there¬ 
fore wrong judgment proceedeth. 

5 Behold ye among the nations, 
and regard, and wonder marvel¬

land, to possess the dwellinj 
places that are not theirs. T Tlu 
are terrible and dreadful: the 
judgment and their dignity sha 
proceed of themselves. 8 Tho 
horses also are swifter than tt 
leopards, and are more fierce tha 
the evening wolves: and the: 
horsemen shall spread themselve 
and their horsemen shall coir 
from far; they shall fly as tl: 
eagle that hasteth to eat. 6 The 
shall come all for violence: tli 
direction of their faces is foi 
wards, and they shall gather ea| 
tives as the sand. 10 And they sha 
scoff at the kings, and the prince 
shall be a scorn unto them: the 
shall deride every stronghold; fn

fire, and the nations shall weary 
themselves for naught? 14 For the 
earth shall be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. 

13 Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbour drink, that puttest 
poison to him, and maketh him 
drunk also, that thou mayest 
look on their nakedness! 16 Thou 
art filled with shame for glory: 
drink thou also, and reel: the 
cup of the Lord’s right hand shall 
be turned unto thee, and filthiness 
shall be on thy glory. 17 For the 
violence of Lebanon shall cover 
thee, and the spoil of beasts shall 
terrify thee, because of men’s 
blood, and for the violence of the 
land, of the city, and of all that 
dwell therein. 

18 What profiteth the graven 
image that the maker thereof 
hath graven it; the molten image, 
and a teacher of lies, that the 
maker of his work trusteth there¬ 
in, to make dumb idols? 19 Woe 
unto him that saith to the wood, 
Awake; to the dumb stone, Arise, 
it shall teach! Behold, it is laid 
over with gold and silver, and 
there is no breath at all in the 
midst of it.

The word of the Lord which 
came unto Zephaniah the son 
of Cushi, the son of Gedaliah, the 
son of Amariuh, the son of Hiz- 
kiah, in the days of Josiah the 
son of Amon, king of Judah. 

*1 will utterly consume all 
things from off the land, saith the 
Ijord. 3 I will consume man and 
beast; I will consume the fowls 
of the heaven, and the fishes of 
the Hea, and the stumbling-blocks 
with the wicked; and I will cut 
off man from off the Land, saith 
the Lord. 4 I will also stretch out 


mine hand upon Judah, and upon 
all the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
and I will cut off the remnant of 
Baal from this place, and the 
name of the Chemarim with the 
priests; 8 And them that worship 
the host of heaven upon the house¬ 
tops ; and them that worship and 
that swear by the Lord, and that 
swear by Malcham; And them 
that are turned back from the 
Lord; and those that have not 
sought the Lord, nor inquired for 
him. 

7 Hold thy peace at the presence 
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of the Lord God: for the day of 
the Lord is at hand: for the Lord 
hath prepared a sacrifice, he hath 
bid his guests. B And it shall come 
to pass in the day of the Lord’s 
sacrifice, that I will punish the 
princes, and the king’s children, 
and all such as are clothed with 
strange apparel. e In the same 
day also will I punish all those 
that leap on the threshold, that 
fill their masters' houses with 
violence and deceit. 

10 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, saith the Lord, that 
there shall be the noise of a cry 
from the fish gate, and a howling 
from the second quarter, and a 
great crashing from the hills. 
11 Howl, ye inhabitants of Mak- 
tesh, for all the merchant people 
are cut down; all they that bear 
silver are cut off. 12 And it shall 
come to pass at that time, that 
I will search Jerusalem with 
candles, and punish the men that 
are settled on their lees: that say 
in their heart, The Lord will not 
do good, neither will he do evil.

18 Neither their silver 
nor their gold shall be able to 
deliver them in the day of Iho 
Lord’s wrath; but the whole land 
shall be devoured by the fire of 
his jealousy: for he shall make 
even a speedy end of all them 
that dwell in the land, 
p Gather yourselves together, 
yea, gather together, O na¬ 
tion not ashamed; 2 Beforc the 
decree bring forth, before the 
day pass as the chaff, before the 
fierce anger of the Lord come 
upon you, before the day of the 
Lord’s anger come upon you. 
3 Seek ye the Lord, all ye meek 
of the earth, who have wrought 
his judgment; seek righteousness, 
seek meekness: it may be ye shall 
be hid in the day of the Lord’s 
anger. 4 For Gaza shall be for¬ 
saken, and Ashkelon a desolation : 
they shall drive out Ashdod at 
the noon-day, and Ekron shall be 
rooted up. 5 Woe unto the inhab¬ 
itants of the sea-coast, the nation 
of the Cherethites! the word of 
the Lord is against you; O Ca¬ 
naan, the land of the Philistines, 
I will even destroy thee, that 
there shall be no inhabitant. “And 
the sea-coast shall be dwellings 
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and wells for shepherds, and folds 
for flocks. 7 And the coast shall 
be for the remnant of the house 
of Judah; they shall feed there¬ 
upon : in the houses of ABhkelon 
shall they lie down in the even¬ 
ing: for the Lord their God shall 
visit them, and return their cap¬ 
tivity. 

*1 have heard the reproach of 
Moab, and the revilings of the 
children of Ammon, whereby they 
have reproached my people, and 
magnified themselves against their 
border. Therefore as I live, saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, Surely Moab shall be as 
Sodom, and the children of Am¬ 
mon as Gomorrah, a bush of net¬ 
tles, and salt-pitB, and a perpet¬ 
ual desolation: the residue of my 
people shall spoil them, and the 
remnant of my people shall pos¬ 
sess them. ,0 This shall they have 
for their pride, because they have 
reproached and magnified them¬ 
selves against the people of the 
Lord of hosts. u The Lord will be 
terrible unto them: for he will 
famish all the gods of the earth; 
and men shall worship him, every 
one from his place, even all the 
isles of the nations. 12 Ye Ethi¬ 
opians also, ye shall be slain by 
my sword. 

ia And he will stretch out his 
hand against the north, and de¬ 
stroy Assyria; and will make 
Nineveh a desolation, and dry like 
a wilderness. “And flocks shall 
lie down in the midst of her, all 
the beasts of the nations: both 
tho cormorant and the hedgehog 


shall lodge in the upper lintels 
of it; their voice shall sing in 
the windows; desolation shall be 
in the thresholds: for he shall 
uncover the cedar work. “This 
is the rejoicing city that dwelt 
carelessly, that said in her heart, 
I am, and there is none besides 
me: how is she become a deso¬ 
lation, a place for beasts to lie 
down in! every one that passeth 
by her shall hiss, and wag his 
hand. 

9 Woe to her that is filthy and 
polluted, to the oppressing 
city! a She obeyed not the voice; 
she received not correction; she 
trusted not in the Lord; she drew 
not near to her God. B Her princes 
within her are roaring lions; her 
judges are evening wolves; they 
gnaw not the bones on the mor¬ 
row. ‘Her prophets are wanton 
and treacherous persons: her 
priests have profaned the sanctu¬ 
ary, they have done violence to 
the law. The just Lord is in the 
midst thereof; he will not do in¬ 
iquity: every morning doth he 
bring his judgment to light, he 
faileth not; but the unjust know- 
eth no shame. 8 I have cut off the 
nations: their towers are des¬ 
olate; I made their streets waste, 
that none passeth by: their cities 
are destroyed, so that there is no 
man, that there is no inhabitant. 
7 I said. Surely thou wilt fear me, 
thou wilt receive instruction; so 
their dwelling should not be cut 
off, all that I had appointed con¬ 
cerning her: but they rose early. 
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and corrupted all their doings. 

therefore wait ye upon me, 
saith the Lord, until the day that 
I rise up to the prey: for my de¬ 
termination is to gather the na¬ 
tions, that I may assemble the 
kingdoms, to pour upon them 
mine indignation, even all my 
fierce anger: for all the earth 
shall be devoured with the fire 
of my jealousy. 9 For then will I 
turn to the people a pure lan¬ 
guage, that they may all call upon 
the name of the Lord, to serve 
him with one consent. ,0 From 
beyond the rivers of Ethiopia my 
suppliants, even the daughter of 
my dispersed, shall bring mine 
offering. ”In that day shalt thou 
not be ashamed for all thy do¬ 
ings, wherein thou hast trans¬ 
gressed against me: for then I 
will take away out of the midst 
of thee them that rejoice in thy 
pride, and thou shalt no more 
be haughty in my holy mountain. 
12 I will also leave in the midst 
of thee an afflicted and poor peo¬ 
ple, and they shall trust in the 
name of the Lord. 13 The remnant 
of Israel shall not do iniquity, 
nor speak lies; neither shall a 
deceitful tongue be found in their 
mouth: for they shall feed and 
lie down, and none shall make

1 In the second year of Darius 

' L the king, in the sixth month, 
in the first day of the month, 
came the word of the Lord by 
Haggai the prophet unto Zerub- 
babel the son of Shealtiel, gov¬ 
ernor of Judah, and to Joshua 
the son of Jehozadak, the high 
priest, saying, J Thus speaketh the 
Lord of hosts, saying, This peo¬ 
ple say, The time is not come, 
the time that the Lord's house 
should be built.

8 Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; Consider your 
ways. a Ye have sown much, and 
hring in little; ye eat, but ye 
have not enough; ye drink, but 
yc are not filled with drink; ye 
clothe you, but there is none 
warm : and he that earneth wages 
earneth wages to put it into a 
bag with holes, 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Consider your ways. 8 Go up to 
the mountain, and bring wood, 
and build the house; and I will 
take pleasure in it, and I will 
be glorified, saith the Lord. “Ye 
looked for much, and, lo, it came 
to little; and when ye brought it 
home, 1 did blow upon it. Why? 


saith the Lord of hosts. Because 
of mine house that is waste, and 
ye run every man unto his own 
house. ‘“Therefore the heaven 
over you iB stayed from dew, and 
the earth is stayed from fruit.

that I covenanted with you when 
ye came out of Egypt, so my 
spirit remaineth among you : fear 
ye not. 6 For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Yet once, it is a little 
while, and I will shake the heav¬ 
ens, and the earth, and the sea, 
and the dry land; 7 And I will 
shake all nations, and the desire 
of all nations shall come; and I 
will fill this house with glory, 
saith the Lord of hosts.

And the priests a ns wo ret 
and said, No. 13 Then said Hag 
gai, If one that is unclean by «' 
dead body touch any of these 
shall it be unclean? And tin 
priests answered and said, It shal 
be unclean. ’’Then answered ling 
gai, and said, So is this people, 
and so is this nation before me, 
saith the Lord; and so is every 
work of their hands; and that 
which they offer there is unclean. 
,s And now, I pray you, consider 
from this day and upward, from 
before a stone was laid upon a 
stone in the temple of the Lord: 
16 Since those days were, when 
one came to a heap of twenty 
measures, there were but ten: 
when one came to the wine-vat 
to draw out fifty measures out of 
the wine-press, there were hut 
twenty. 17 I smote you with blast¬ 
ing and with mildew and with 
hail in all the labours of your 
hands; yet ye turned not to me,

“And the man that 
stood among the myrtle-trees an¬ 
swered and said.

My cities shall yet overflow with 
prosperity; and the Lord shall 
yet comfort Zion, and shall yet 
choose Jerusalem. 

O Then lifted I up mine eyes, 
and saw, and behold four 
horns. 2 And I said unto the angel 
that talked with me, What are 
these? And he answered me, 
These are the horns which have 
scattered Judah, Israel, and Jeru¬ 
salem. 

3 And the Lord shewed me four 
carpenters. 4 Then said I, What 
come these to do? And he spoke, 
saying, These are the horns which 
have scattered Judah, so that no 
man did lift up his head: but 
these are come to fray them, to 
cast down the horns of the na¬ 
tions, which lifted up their horns 
over the land of Judah to scat¬ 
ter it. 

5 I lifted up mine eyes again, 
and looked, and behold a man 
with a measuring line in his hand. 
6 Then said I, Whither goest thou? 
And he said unto me, To measure 
Jerusalem, to see what is the 
breadth thereof, and what is the 
length thereof. 7 And, behold, the 
angel that talked with me went 
forth, and another angel went out 
to meet him, B And said unto him, 
Run, speak to this young man, 
saying, Jerusalem shall be inhab¬ 
ited as towns without walls for 
the multitude of men and cattle 
therein: B For I, saith the Lord, 
will be unto her a wall of fire 
round about, and will be the glory 
in the midst of her. 

“Ho, ho, come forth, and flee 
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from the lahd of the north, saith 
the Lord: for I have spread you 
abroad as the four winds of the 
heaven, saith the Lord. “Deliver 
thyself, O Zion, that dwellest urith 
the daughter of Babylon. l2 For 
thus saith the Lord of hosts; for 
your glory hath he sent me unto 
the nations which spoiled you: 
for he that toucheth you toucheth 
the apple of his eye. ia For, be¬ 
hold, I will shake mine hand upon 
them, and they shall be a spoil 
to their servants: and ye shall 
know that the Lord of hosts hath 
sent me. 

,4 Sing and rejoice, 0 daughter 
of Zion: for, lo, I come, and I 
will dwell in the midst of thee, 
saith the Lord. ,!i And many na¬ 
tions shall be joined to the Lord 
in that day, and shall be my peo¬ 
ple: and 1 will dwell in the midst 
of thee, and thou shalt know that 
the Lord of hosts hath, sent me 
unto thee. ,ti And the Lord shall 
inherit Judah his portion in the 
holy land, and shall choose Jeru¬ 
salem again. 17 Be silent, 0 all 
flesh, before the Lord: for he is 
raised up out of his holy habi¬ 
tation. 

^ And he shewed me Joshua 
the high priest standing be¬ 
fore the angel of the Lord, and 
Sutan standing at his right hand 
to resist him. 2 And the Lord said 
unto Satan, The Lord rebuke 
thee, 0 Satan, even the Lord that 
huth chosen Jerusalem rebuke 
thee: is not this a brand plucked 
out of the fire? a Now Joshua was 
clothed with filthy garments, and 


stood before the angel. 4 And he 
answered and spoke unto those 
that stood before him, saying, 
Take away the filthy garments 
from him, And unto him he said. 
Behold, I have caused thine in¬ 
iquity to pass from thee, and I 
will clothe thee in costly gar¬ 
ments. 3 And I said, Let them set 
a fair mitre upon his head. So 
they set a fair mitre upon his 
head, and clothed him with 
garments. And the angel of the 
Lord stood by. e And the angel of 
the Lord warned Joshua, saying, 
7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
and if thou wilt keep my charge, 
then thou shalt also judge my 
house, and shalt also keep my 
courts, and I will give thee places 
to walk among these that stand 
by. 

B Hear now, 0 Joshua the high 
priest, thou, and thy fellows that 
sit before thee: for they are men 
of distinction: for, behold, I will 
bring forth my servant the Sprout 
of David. e For behold the stone 
that I have laid before Joshua; 
upon one stone shall be seven 
eyes : behold, I will engrave the 
graving thereof, saith the Lord 
of hosts, and I will remove the 
iniquity of that land in one day. 
,0 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, shall ye call every man his 
neighbour under the vine and un¬ 
der the fig-tree. 

^ And the angel that talked 
with me came again, and 
waked me, as a man that is wak¬ 
ened out of sleep. 2 And said unto 
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me, What seest thou? And I said, 
I have looked, and behold a candle¬ 
stick all of gold, with a bowl upon 
the top of it, and its seven lamps 
thereon, and seven pipes to the 
seven lamps, which are upon the 
top thereof: 3 And two olive- 
trees by it, one upon the right 
side of the bowl, and the other 
upon the left side thereof. 4 So 
I answered and spoke to the angel 
that talked with me, saying, 
What are these, my lord? B Then 
the angel that talked with me 
answered and said unto me, 
Knowest thou not what these are? 
And I said, No, my lord. 6 Then 
he answered and spoke unto me, 
saying, This is the word of the 
Lord unto Zerubbabel, saying, 
Not by might, nor by power, but 
by my spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 7 Who art thou, O great 
mountain ? before Zerubbabel thou 
shalt become a plain: and he shall 
bring forth the headstone with 
shouts of, Grace, grace unto it. 

fl Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, B The hands 
of Zerubbabel have laid the foun¬ 
dation of this house; his hands 
shall also finish it; and thou shalt 
know that the Lord of hosts hath 
sent me unto you. 10 For who 
hath despised the day of small 
things? for they shall rejoice, and 
shall see the plummet in the hand 
of Zerubbabel with those seven; 
they are the eyes of the Lord, 
which run to and fro through 
the whole earth. 

“Then answered I, and said 
unto him, What are these two 


olive-trees upon the right side of 
the candlestick and upon the left 
side thereof? 12 And I answered 
again, and said unto him, What 
are these two olive branches which 
through the two golden pipes 
empty the golden oil out of them¬ 
selves? 13 And he answered me 
and said, Knowest thou not what 
these are? And I said, No, my 
lord. ,4 Then said he, These are 
the two anointed ones, that stand 
by the Lord of the whole earth. 

C Then I turned, and lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and 
behold a flying roll. 2 And he said 
unto me, What seest thou? And 
I answered, I see a flying roll; 
the length thereof is twenty cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth thereof ten 
cubits. 3 Then said he unto me, 
This is the curse that goeth forth 
over the face of the whole earth: 
for every one that stealeth shall 
be cut off as on this side accord¬ 
ing to it; and every one that 
sweareth shall be cut off as on 
that side according to it. 4 I will 
bring it forth, saith the Lord of 
hosts, and it shall enter into the 
house of the thief, and into the 
house of him that sweareth false¬ 
ly by my name: and it shall re¬ 
main in the midst of his house, 
and shall consume It with the 
timber thereof and the stones 
thereof. 

5 Then the angel that talked 
with me went forth, and said un¬ 
to me, Lift up now thine eyes, 
and see what is this that goeth 
forth. 6 And I said, What is il? 
And he said. This is an ephah 
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that goeth forth. He said more¬ 
over, This is their resemblance 
through all the earth. 7 And, be¬ 
hold, there was lifted up a talent 
of lead: and this is a woman that 
sitteth in the midst of the ephah. 
“And he said, This is wickedness. 
And he cast it into the midst of 
the ephah; and he cast the weight 
of lead upon the mouth thereof. 

9 Then lifted I up mine eyes, 
and looked, and, behold, there 
came out two women, and the 
wind was in their wings; for they 
had wings like the wings of a 
Htork: and they lifted up the 
ephah between the earth and the 
heaven. ,0 Then said I to the 
angel that talked with me, Whith¬ 
er do these bear the ephah? n And 
he said unto me, To build it a 
house in the land of Shinar: and 
it shall be established, and set 
there upon its own base. 

/? And again I lifted up mine 
eyes, and looked, and, be¬ 
hold, there came four chariots out 
from between two mountains; 
and the mountains were moun¬ 
tains of brass. 2 In the first char¬ 
iot were red horses; and in the 
second chariot black horses; 3 And 
in the third chariot white horses; 
and in the fourth chariot grisled 
and bay horses. 4 Then I answered 
and said unto the angel that 
talked with mo, What are these, 
my lord? r 'And Ihe angel answered 
and said unto me, These are the 
four winds of the heavens, which 
go forth from standing before the 
Lord of all the earth. a The black 
horses which are therein go forth 


into the north country; and the 
white go forth after them; and 
the grisled go forth toward the 
south country. 7 And the bay 
went forth, and sought to go 
that they might walk to and fro 
through the earth: and he said. 
Get you hence, walk to and fro 
through the earth. So they walked 
to and fro through the earth. 
8 Then he called me, and spoke 
unto me, saying, Behold, these 
that go toward the north country 
have quieted my spirit in the 
north country. 

°And the word of the Ix>rd came 
unto me, saying, 10 Take of them 
of the captivity, even of the line¬ 
age of Heldai, of Tobijah, and of 
Jcdaiah, who are come from Ba¬ 
bylon, and come thou the same 
day, and go into the house of 
Josiah the son of Zephaniah; 
], Then take silver and gold, and 
make crowns, and set them upon 
the head of Joshua the son of 
Jehozadak, the high priest; ,z And 
speak unto him, saying, Thus 
speaketh the Lord of hosts, say¬ 
ing, Behold the man whose name 
is the Sprout; and he shall grow 
up out of his place, and he shall 
build the temple of the Lord; 
,3 Even he shall build the temple 
of the Lord; and he shall bear 
the glory, and shall sit and rule 
upon his throne; and lie shall be 
a priest upon his throne: and the 
counsel of peace shall be between 
them both. H And the crowns shall 
he to Helem, and to Tobijah, and 
to Jedaiah, and to Hen the son 
of Zephaniah, for a memorial in 
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the temple of the Lord. ,5 And 
they that are far off shall come 
and build in the temple of the 
Lord, and ye shall know that the 
Lord of hosts hath sent me unto 
you. And this shall come to pass, 
if ye will diligently obey the voice 
of the Lord your God. 

H And it came to pass in the 
* fourth year of king Darius, 
that the word of the Lord came 
unto Zechariah in the fourth day 
of the ninth month, even in Chis- 
lev; 2 When they had sent unto 
the house of God Sharezer and 
Regem-meleeh, and their men, to 
pray before the Lord, 3 And to 
speak unto the priests that were 
in the house of the Lord of hosts, 
and to the prophets, saying, 
Should I weep in the fifth month, 
separating myself, as I have done 
these so many years? 4 Then came 
the word of the Lord of hosts 
unto me, saying, 5 Speak unto all 
the people of the land, and to 
the priests, saying. When ye 
fasted and mourned in the fifth 
and seventh month even these 
seventy years, did ye at all fast 
unto me, even to me? 6 And when 
ye did eat, and when ye did drink, 
did not ye eat for yourselves, and 
drink for yourselves? 7 Should ye 
not hear the words which the 
Lord hath cried by the former 
prophets, when Jerusalem was in¬ 
habited and in prosperity, and 
the cities thereof round about her, 
when men inhabited the south 
and the plain? 

8 And the word of the Lord 
came unto Zechariah, saying, 


“Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, Execute true judgment, 
and shew mercy and compassions 
every man to his brother: ,0 And 
oppress not the widow, nor the 
fatherless, the stranger, nor the 
poor; and let none of you imagine 
evil against his brother in your 
heart. n But they refused to 
hearken, and shewed a rebellious 
shoulder, and stopped their ears, 
that they should not hear. 12 Yea, 
they made their hearts as an ada¬ 
mant stone, lest they should hear 
the law, and the words which the 
Lord of hosts hath sent in hia 
spirit by the former prophets • 
therefore came a great wrath 
from the Lord of hosts. ’’There 
fore it is come to pass, that as he 
cried, and they would not hear; 
so they cried, and I would not 
hear, saith the Lord of hosts: 
14 But I scattered them with a 
whirlwind among all the nations 
whom they knew not. Thus the 
land was desolate after them, that 
no man passed through nor re¬ 
turned: for they laid the pleasant 
land desolate. 

Q Again the word of the Lord 

u of hosts came to me, saying, 
2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
I was jealous for Zion with greal 
jealousy, and I was jealous for 
her with great fury. 

’Thus saith the Lord; I am re¬ 
turned unto Zion, and will dwell 
in the midst of Jerusalem: and 
Jerusalem shall be called The 
city of truth; and the mountain 
of the Lord of hosts The holy 
mountain. 
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‘Thus aaith the Lord of hosts: 
There shall yet old men and old 
women dwell in the streets of Je¬ 
rusalem, and every man with his 
staff in his hand for great age. 
ft And the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing 
in the streets thereof. 

"Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
If it be marvellous in the eyes 
of the remnant of this people in 
those days, should it also be mar¬ 
vellous in mine eyes? saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will save my people 
from the east country, and from 
the west country; “And I will 
bring them, and they shall dwell 
in the midst of Jerusalem: and 
they shall be my people, and I 
will be their God, in truth and 
in righteousness. 

"Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
I<et your hands be strong, ye that 
hear in these days these words 
by the mouth of the prophets 
who were in the day that the 
foundation of the house of the 
Lord of hosts was laid, that the 
temple might be built. 10 For be¬ 
fore those days there was no hire 
for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither wan there any peace to 
him that went out or came in be¬ 
cause of Lite enemy: for I set all 
men every one against his neigh¬ 
bour. “But now I uhll not be un¬ 
to the residue of this people as 
in the former days, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 12 For the seed shall be 
prosperous; the vine shall give 
its fruit, and the ground shall 


give its increase, and the heavens 
shall give their dew; and I will 
cause the remnant of this people 
to possess all these things. 13 And 
it shall come to pass, that as ye 
were a curse among the nations, 
0 house of Judah, and house of 
Israel; so will I save you, and ye 
shall be a blessing: fear not, but 
let your hands be strong. 

“For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; As I thought to do evil un¬ 
to you, when your fathers pro¬ 
voked me to wrath, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and I repented not: 
Ill So again have I thought in 
these days to do well unto Jeru¬ 
salem and to the house of Judah: 
fear ye not. 

,6 These are the things that ye 
shall do; Speak ye every man the 
truth to his neighbour; execute 
the judgment of truth and peace 
in your gates: “And let none of 
you devise evil in your hearts 
against his neighbour; and love 
no false oath: for all these are 
things that I hate, saith the Lord. 

,a And the word of the Lord 
of hosts came unto me, saying, 
’“Thus saith the I^ord of hosts; 
The fast of the fourth month, and 
the fast of the fifth, and the fast 
of the seventh, and the fast of 
the tenth, shall be to the house 
of Judah joy and gladness, and 
cheerful feasts; therefore love the 
truth and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
It shall yet come to pass, that 
there shall come people, and the 
inhabitants of many cities: 2, And 
the inhabitants of one city shall 
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go to another, saying, Let us go 
speedily to pray before the Lord, 
and to seek the Lord of hosts: I 
will go also. 22 Yea, many peoples 
and strong nations shall come to 
seek the Lord of hosts in Jeru¬ 
salem, and to pray before the 
Lord. 

23 Tlius saith the Lord of hosts; 
In those days it shall come to 
pass, that ten men, out of all the 
languages of the nations, shall 
take hold, yea they shall take 
hold of the skirt of him that is 
a Jew, saying, We will go with 
you: for we have heard that God 
is with you. 

Q The utterance of the word of 

** the Lord against the land of 
Hadrach, and against Damascus 
the resting-place thereof: for the 
Lord hath his eye upon men and 
upon all the tribes of Israel: 
2 And also against Hamath which 
bordereth thereon; Tyrus, and Si- 
don, though they be very wise. 
3 And Tyrus did build herself a 
stronghold, and heaped up silver 
as the dust, and fine gold as the 
mire of the streets. ^Behold, the 
Lord will cast her out, and he will 
smite her power in the sea; and 
she shall be devoured with fire. 
5 Ashkelon shall see it, and fear; 
Gaza also shall see it, and tremble 
greatly; and Ekron, for her ex¬ 
pectation shall be ashamed; and 
the king shall perish from Gaza, 
and Ashkelon shall not be inhabi¬ 
ted. 6 And a bastard shall dwell 
in Ashdod, and I will cut off the 
pride of the Philistines. 7 And I 
will take away his blood out of 


his mouth, and his abominations 
from between his teeth: but he 
that remaineth, even he, shall be 
for our God, and he shall be as 
a governor in Judah, and Ekron 
as a Jebusite. B And I will en¬ 
camp about mine house because 
of the army, because of him that 
passetli by, and because of him 
that returneth: and no oppressor 
shall pass through them any 
more: for now have I seen with 
mine eyes. 

9 Rejoice greatly, 0 daughter of 
Zion; shout, 0 daughter of Je¬ 
rusalem: behold, thy king cometh 
unto thee: he is just, and having 
victory; lowly, and riding upon 
an ass, and upon a colt the foal 
of an ass. 10 And I will cut off 
the chariot from Ephraim, and 
the horse from Jerusalem, and 
the battle bow shall be cut off: 
and he shall speak peace unto the 
nations: and his dominion shall 
be from sea even to sea, and 
from the River even to the ends 
of the earth. 11 As for thee also, 
by the blood of thy covenant I 
have sent forth thy prisoners out 
of the pit wherein is no water. 
12 Turn you to the stronghold, ye 
prisoners of hope: even today 
do I declare that I will render 
double unto thee; 13 I have bent 
Judah for me, taken hold of Eph¬ 
raim as a bow, and raised up thy 
sons, 0 Zion, against thy sons, 
0 Greece, and made thee as the 
sword of a mighty man. 14 And 
the Lord shall be seen over them, 
and his arrow shall go forth as 
the lightning: and the Lord God

shall blow the trumpet, and shall 
go with whirlwinds of the south. 
'“The Lord of hosts shall defend 
them; and they shall devour, and 
subdue with sling stones; and 
they shall drink, and make a noise 
as through wine; and they shall 
be filled like bowls, and as the 
corners of the altar. lfl And the 
Lord their God shall save them 
in that day as the flock of his 
people: for they shall be as the 
stones of a crown, lifted up as 
an ensign upon his land. 17 For 
how great ie his goodness, and 
how great is his beauty! corn 
shall make the young men cheer¬ 
ful, and new wine the maidB. 

Ask ye of the Lord rain in 
the time of the latter rain; 
so the Lord shall make flashes 
of lightning, and give them show¬ 
ers of rain, to every one grass in 
the field. 2 For the idols have 
spoken vanity, and the diviners 
huve seen a lie, and have told 
false dreams; they comfort in 
vain: therefore they went their 
way as a flock, they were troubled, 
because there was no shepherd. 

“Mine anger was kindled a- 
gainst the shepherds, and I pun¬ 
ished the goats: for the Lord of 
hosts hath visited his flock the 
house of Judah, and hath made 
them as his goodly horse in the 
battle. ‘Out of him came forth 
the corner, out of him the nail, 
out of him the battle bow, out of 
him every oppressor together. 
“And they shall be as mighty 
men, who tread down their ene¬ 
mies in the mire of the streets 


in the battle: and they shall fight, 
because the Lord is with them, 
and the riders on horses shall be 
confounded. 

fl And I will strengthen the 
house of Judah, and I will save 
the house of Joseph, and I will 
bring them again to their places; 
for I have mercy upon them: 
and they shall be as though I had 
not cast them off: for I am the 
Lord their God, and will answer 
them. 7 And they of Ephraim shall 
be like a mighty man, and their 
heart shall rejoice as through 
wine: yea, their children shall 
see it, and be glad; their heart 
shall rejoice in the Lord. 

8 I will hiss for them, and gath¬ 
er them; for I have redeemed 
them: and they shall increase 
as they have increased. 9 And I 
will sow them among the peoples: 
and they shall remember me in 
far countries; and they shall live 
with their children, and return. 
,0 I will bring them back also 
out of the land of Egypt, and 
gather them out of Assyria; and 
I will bring them into the land 
of Gilead and Lebanon; and 'place 
shall not be found for them. 

“And he shall pass through the 
sea with affliction, and shall smite 
the waves in the sea, and all the 
deeps of the river shall dry up: 
and the pride of Assyria shall 
be brought down, and the sceptre 
of Egypt shall depart away. 12 And 
I will strengthen them in the 
Lord; and they shall walk up and 
down in his name, saith the Lord. 
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11 Open thy doors, 0 Lebanon, 
that the fire may devour thy 
cedars. 2 Howl, fir-tree; for the 
cedar is fallen; because the 
mighty are spoiled: howl, O ye 
oaks of Bashan; for the forest 
of the vintage is come down. 
3 Tkere is a voice of the howling 
of the shepherds; for their glory 
is spoiled: a voice of the roaring 
of young lions; for the pride of 
the Jordan is spoiled. 

4 Thus saith the Lord my God; 
Feed the flock of the slaughter; 
ft Whose possessors slay them, and 
hold themselves not guilty: and 
they that sell them, say, Blessed 
be the Lord; for I am rich: and 
their own shepherds pity them 
not^ *For I will no more pity the 
inhabitants of the land, saith the 
Lord: but, lo, I will deliver the 
men every one into his neigh¬ 
bour’s hand, and into the hand 
of his king: and they shall smite 
the land, and out of their hand 
I will not deliver them. T And I 
will feed the flock of slaughter, 
even you, 0 poor of the flock. 
And I took unto me two staves; 
the one I called Grace, and the 
♦ther I called Bond; and I fed 
*he flock. 8 Three shepherds also 
T . cut off in one month; and my 
soul loathed them, and their soul 
also abhorred me. ®Then said I. 
I will not feed you: that that 
dieth, let it die; and that that 
is to be cut off, let it be cut off; 
and let the rest eat every one 
the flesh of another. 10 And I took 
my staff, even Grace, and cut it 
asunder, that I might break my 


covenant which I had made with 
all the peoples. 1J And it was 
broken in that day: and so the 
poor of the flock that waited 
upon me knew that it was the 
word of the Lord. 12 And I said 
unto them, If ye think good, give 
me my price; and if not, forbear. 
So they weighed for my price thir¬ 
ty pieces of silver. 13 And the Ixird 
said unto me, Cast it unto the 
potter: a goodly price that I was 
prised at of them. And I took 
the thirty pieces of silver, ami 
cast them to the potter in the 
house of the Lord. 14 Then I cut 
asunder mine other staff, even 
Bond, that I might break Un- 
brotherhood between Judah and 
Israel. 15 And the Lord said unto 
me, Take unto thee yet the instru¬ 
ments of a foolish shepherd. 
ls For, lo, I will raise up a shep¬ 
herd in the land, who shall not 
visit those that are cut off, nei¬ 
ther shall seek the young one, nor 
heal that that is broken, nor feed 
that that standeth still: but he 
shall eat the flesh of the fat, and 
tear their claws in pieces. 

17 Woe to the false shepherd 
that leaveth the flock! the sword 
shall be upon his arm, and upon 
his right eye: his arm shall be 
clean dried up, and his righl 
eye shall be utterly darkened. 
The utterance of the word 
of the Lord concerning Is¬ 
rael. 

Thus saith the Lord, who 
stretcheth forth the heavens, and 
layeth the foundation of the eart h, 
and formeth the spirit of man 
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within him. 3 Behold, I will make 
Jerusalem a cup of trembling un¬ 
to all the peoples round about, 
when they shall be in the siege 
both against Judah and against 
Jerusalem. 3 And in that day 
will I make Jerusalem a burden¬ 
some stone for all the peoples: 
mII that burden themselves with 
it shall be sorely hurt, though all 
the peoples of the earth be gath¬ 
ered together against it. 4 In that 
day, sailh the Lord, I will smite 
every horse with astonishment, 
and his rider with madness: and 
I will open mine eyes upon the 
house of Judah, and will smite 
every horse of the people with 
blindness. 5 And the governors of 
Judah shall say in their heart, 
The inhabitants of Jerusalem 
nhall be my strength in the Lord 
of hosts their God. "In that day 
will I make the governors of Ju¬ 
dah like a hearth of Are among 
I he wood, and like a toreh of fire 
in a sheaf; and they shall devour 
ail the peoples round about, on 
the right hand and on the left: 
and Jerusalem shall be inhabited 
again in her own place, even in 
Jerusalem. 7 The Lord also shall 
save the tents of Judah first, that 
the glory of the house of David 
and the glory of the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem do not magnify 
themselves against Judah. 

•In that day shall the Lord de¬ 
fend the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem; and he that is feeble a- 
niong them at that day shall be 
as David; and the house of David 
shall be us God, as the angel of 


the Lord before them. 

•And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will seek to de¬ 
stroy all the nations that come 
against Jerusalem. 10 And I will 
pour upon the house of David, 
and upon the inhabitants of Je- 1 
rusalem, the spirit of grace and 
of supplications: and they shall 
look unto me for every one whom 
they have pierced, and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mourneth 
for his only son, and shall be in 
bitterness for him, as one that 
is in bitterness for his first-born. 
1] In that day shall there be a 
great mourning in Jerusalem, as 
the mourning of Hadadrimmon 
in the valley of Megiddon. 12 And 
the land shall mourn, every fam¬ 
ily apart; the family of the house 
of David apart, and their wives 
apart; the family of the house of 
Nathan apart, and their wives 
apart; 13 The family of the house 
of Levi apart, and their wives 
apart; the family of Shimei a- 
part, and their wives apart; ,4 All 
the families that remain, every 
family apart, and their wives a- 
part. 

In that day there shall be 
a fountain opened to the 
house of David and to the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem for the 
purification of sin and unclean¬ 
ness. 3 And it shall come to pass 
in that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, that I will cut off the 
names of the idols out of the 
land, and they shall no more be 
remembered : and also I will cause 
the prophets and the unclean 



spirit to pass out of the land. 
8 And it shall come to pass, that 
when any shall yet prophesy, then 
his father and his mother that 
begot him shall say unto him, 
Thou shalt not live; for thou 
speakest lies in the name of the 
Lord: and his father and his 
mother that begot him shall 
thrust him through when he 
prophesieth. 

•And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the prophets shall 
be ashamed every one of his vis¬ 
ion, when he hath prophesied; 
neither shall they wear a hairy 
garment to deceive: 5 But he shall 
say, I am no prophet, I am a 
husbandman; for man taught me 
to keep cattle from my youth. 
•And one shall say unto him, 
What are these wounds in thine 
hands? Then he shall answer, 
Those with which I was wounded 
in the house of my friends. 

7 Awake, O sword, against my 
shepherd, and against the man 
that is my fellow, saith the Lord 
of hosts: smite the shepherd, and 
the sheep shall be scattered: and 
1 will turn mine hand upon the 
little ones. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
in all the land, saith the Lord, 
two parts therein shall be cut 
off and die; but the third shall 
be left therein. B And I will bring 
the third part through the fire, 
and will refine them as silver 
is refined, and will try them as 
gold is tried: they shall call on 
my name, and I will hear them: 

I will say, it is my people: and 


they shall say, The Lord is mj 
God. 

Behold, the day of the Lore 
cometh, and thy spoil shall 
be divided in the midst of thee. 
2 For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and 
the city shall be taken, and the 
houses rifled, and the women rav¬ 
ished ; and half of the city shall 
go forth into captivity, and the 
residue of the people shall no I 
be cut off from the city. 3 Tlion 
shall the Lord go forth, and fighl 
against those nations, as when 
he fought in the day of battle 
•And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before Jerusalem on the 
east, and the mount of Olives 
shall cleave in the midst thereof 
toward the east and toward the 
west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the 
south. 5 And ye shall flee to the 
valley of the mountains; for the 
valley of the mountains shall 
reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall 
flee, like as ye fled from before 
the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah: and I In* 
Lord my God shall come, and all 
the saints with thee. 

6 And it shall come to pass in 
that day that there shall be no 
bright light, nor thick darkness: 
7 But it shall be one day which 
shall be known to the Lord, not 
day, nor night: but it shall come 
to pass, that at evening time it 
shall be light. 
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•And it shall be in that day, 
that living waters shall go out 
from Jerusalem: half of them to¬ 
ward the eastern sea, and half of 
them toward the western sea: in 
summer and in winter shall it be. 
“And the Lord shall be king over 
all the earth: in that day shall 
the T,ord be one, and his name 
one. 

10 A11 the land shall be turned 
as the Arabah from Geba to Rim- 
mon south of Jerusalem: and it 
shall be lifted up, and inhabited 
in its place, from Benjamin's 
gate unto the place of the first 
gate, unto the corner gate, and 
from the tower of Hananel unto 
the king's wine-presses. “And 
men shall dwell in it, and there 
shall be no more utter destruc¬ 
tion; but Jerusalem shall be safe¬ 
ly inhabited. 

“And tliis shall be the plague 
wherewith the Lord will smite 
ail the peoples that have fought 
against Jerusalem; Their flesh 
shall consume away while they 
stand upon their feet, and their 
eyes shall consume away in their 
holes, and their tongue shall con¬ 
sume away in their mouth. 

“And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that a great tumult 
from the Lord shall be among 
them; and they shall lay hold 
every one on the hand of his 
neighbour, and his hand shall rise 
up against the hand of his neigh- 
lkiur. ,4 And Judah also shall fight 
at Jerusalem; and the wealth 
of all the nations round about 


shall be gathered together, gold, 
and silver, and apparel, in great 
abundance. “And so shall be the 
plague of the horse, of the mule, 
of the camel, and of the ass, and 
of all the beasts that shall be in 
these tents, as this plague. 

ie And it shall come to pass, 
that every one that is left of 
all the nations which came against 
Jerusalem shall even go up from 
year to year to worship the King, 
the Lord of hosts, and to keep 
the feast of tabernacles. “And it 
shall be, that whoso will not come 
up of all the families of the 
earth unto Jerusalem to worship 
the King, the Lord of hosts, even 
upon them shall be no rain. ,8 And 
if the family of Egypt go not up, 
and come not, there shall be no 
ram upon them; there shall be 
the plague, wherewith the Lord 
will smite the nations that come 
not up to keep the feast of taber¬ 
nacles. “This shall be the pun¬ 
ishment of Egypt, and the pun¬ 
ishment of all nations that come 
not up to keep the feast of taber¬ 
nacles. 

20 In that day shall there be 
written upon the bells of the 
horses, Holy unto the Lord; and 
the pots in the Lord’s house shall 
be like the bowls before the altar. 
“Yea, every pot in Jerusalem 
and in Judah shall be holy unto 
the Lord of hosts: and all they 
that sacrifice shall come and take 
of them, and seethe therein: and 
in that day there shall be no 
more the Canaanite in the house 
of the Lord of hosts.

2 I have loved you, saith the 
Lord. Yet ye say, Wherein hast 
tliou loved us? Was not Esau 
Jacob's brother? saith the Lord: 
yet I loved Jacob, 3 And I hated 
Esau, and laid his mountains 
and his heritage waste for 
the dragons of the wilderness. 
4 Whereas Edom saith, We are 
impoverished, but we will return 
and build the desolate places; 
thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
They shall build, but I will throw 
down; and they shall call them, 
The border of wickedness, and, 
The people against whom the 
Lord hath indignation for ever. 
3 And your eyes shall see, and ye 
shall say, The Lord will be magni¬ 
fied beyond the border of Israel. 

€ A son honoureth his father, 
and a servant his master: if then 
I be a father, where is mine hon¬ 
our? and if I be a master, where 
is my fear? saith the Lord of 
hosts unto you, 0 priests, that 
despise my name. And ye say, 
Wherein have we despised thy 
name? 7 Ye offer polluted bread 
upon mine altar; and ye say, 
Wherein have we polluted thee? 
In that ye say. The table of the 
Lord is contemptible. 8 And if ye 


offer the blind for sacrifice, is it 
not evil? and if ye offer the lame 
and sick, is it not evil? offer it 
now unto thy governor; will he 
be pleased with thee, or accept 
thy person? saith the Lord of 
hosts. e And now, I pray you, be¬ 
seech God that he will be gracious 
unto us: this hath been by your 
means: will he regard your per¬ 
sons? saith the Lord of hosts.

tins commandment unto you, that 
my covenant might be with Levi, 
saith the Lord of hosts. “My 
covenant was with him of life 
and peace; and I gave them to 
him for the fear wherewith he 
feared me, and was afraid before 
my name. 6 The law of truth was 
in his mouth, and iniquity was 
not found in his lips: he walked 
with me in peace and equity, and 
did turn many away from in¬ 
iquity. 

? For the priest’s lips should 
keep knowledge, and they should 
seek the law at his mouth: for 
he is the messenger of the Lord 
of hosts. 8 But ye are departed 


out of the way; ye have caused 
many to stumble at the law; ye 
have corrupted the covenant of 
Levi, saith the Lord of hosts. 
’Therefore have I also made you 
contemptible and base before all 
the people, according as ye have 
not kept my ways, but have been 
partial in the law. 

,0 Have we not all one father? 
hath not one God created us? 
why do we deal treacherously 
every man against his brother, 
by profaning the covenant of our 
fathers? n Judah hath dealt 
treacherously and an abomina¬ 
tion is committed in Israel and 
in Jerusalem; for JudAh hath 
profaned the holiness of the Lord 
which he loved, and hath espoused 
the daughter of a strange god. 
“The Lord will cut off to the 
man that doeth this him that 
waketh and him that answereth, 
out of the tabernacles of Jacob, 
and him that offereth an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord of hosts. “And 
this have ye done again, cover¬ 
ing the altar of the Lord with 
tears, with weeping, and with 
crying out, insomuch that he re- 
gardeth not the offering any 
more, nor receiveth it with good 
will at your hand. 

“Yet ye say, Wherefore? Be¬ 
cause the Lord hath been witness 
between thee and the wife of 
thy youth, against whom thou 
hast dealt treacherously: yet ta 
she thy companion, and the wife 
of thy covenant. “Hath not the 
one God made her, and is she not 
the residue of his spirit? And 
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what doth the one God require?

O Behold, I will send my mes¬ 
senger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me: and the Lord, 
whom ye seek, shall suddenly 
come to his temple, even the mes¬ 
senger of the covenant, whom ye 
delight in: behold, he shall come, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 2 But 
who may abide the day of his 
coming? and who shall stand 
when he appeareth? for he is 
like a refiner’s fire, and like ful¬ 
lers' soap: 3 And he shall sit as a 
refiner and purifier of silver: and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, 
and purge them as gold and silver, 
that they may offer unto the Lord 
an offering in righteousness.

28 He caused an east wind to 
blow in the heaven: and by his 
power he brought in the 9outh 
wind. 

27 He rained fle9h also upon 
them as dust, and feathered fowls 
like as the sand of the sea: 

“And he let it fall in the midst 
of their camp, round about their 
habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were well 


filled: for he gave them their owt 
desire; 

“They were not estranged frorr 
their lust. But while their meai 
was yet in their mouths, 

31 The wrath of God came upon 
them, and slew the fattest of 
them, and smote down the chosen 
men of Israel. 

“For all this they sinned still, 
and believed not in his wondrous 
works. 

“Therefore their days did he 
consume in vanity, ajid their years 
in trouble. 

a4 When he slew them, then they 
sought him: and they returned 
and inquired early after God. 

“And they remembered that 
God was their rock, and the high 
God their redeemer. 

“Nevertheless they did flatter 
him with their mouth, and they 
lied unto him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right 
with him, neither were they sted- 
fast in his covenant. 

“But he, being full of compas¬ 
sion, forgave their iniquity, and 
destroyed them not: yea, many 
a time turned he his anger away, 
and did not stir up all his wrath. 

“For he remembered that they 
were but flesh; a wind that paaa- 
eth away, and cometh not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke him 
in the wilderness, and grieve him 
in the desert! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted God, and grieved the 
Holy One of Israel. 

“They remembered not his 
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hand, nor the day when he de¬ 
livered them from the enemy. 

“How he had wrought his 
signs in Egypt, and his wonders 
in the field of Zoan:

“He sent divers sorts of flies 
among them, which devoured 
them; and frogs, which destroyed 
them. 

“He gave also their increase 
unto the caterpillar, and their 
labour unto the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with 
hail, and their sycamore-trees 
with frost. 

"He gave up their cattle also 
to the hail, and their flocks to hot 
thunderbolts. 

“He cast upon them the fierce¬ 
ness of his anger, wrath, and in¬ 
dignation, and trouble, by send¬ 
ing evil angels among them. 

S0 He made a way to his anger; 
he spared not their soul from 
death, but gave their life over to 
the pestilence; 

“And smote all the first-bora 
in Egypt; the chief of their 
strength in the tabernacles of 
Ham: 

B2 But made his own people to 
go forth like sheep, and guided 
them in the wilderness like a 
flock. 

“And he led them on safely, 
so that they feared not: but the 
sea covered their enemies. 

“And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to 
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this mountain, which his right 
hand had purchased. 

“He cast out the nations also 
before them, and divided them 
an inheritance by line, and made 
the tribes of Israel to dwell in 
their tents. 

“Yet they tempted and pro¬ 
voked the most high God, and 
kept not his testimonies: 

87 But turned back, and dealt 
unfaithfully like their fathers: 
they were turned aside like a de¬ 
ceitful bow. 

“For they provoked him to 
anger with their high places, and 
moved him to jealousy with their 
graven images. 

“When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Is¬ 
rael : 

“So that he forsoook the taber¬ 
nacle of Shiloh, the tent which 
he placed among men;

“Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty 
man that shouteth by reason of 
wine. 

“And he smote his enemies in 
the hinder parts: he put them 
to a perpetual reproach. 
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"Moreover he refused the ta¬ 
bernacle of Joseph, and chose not 
the tribe of Ephraim:

89 And he built his sanctuary 
like high palaces, like the earth 
which he hath established for 
ever. 

70 He chose David also his ser¬ 
vant, and took him from the 
sheepfolds: 

71 From following the ewes, 
with young he brought him to 
feed Jacob his people, and Israel 
his inheritance. 

72 So he fed them according to 
the integrity of his heart; and 
guided them by the skilfulness 
of his bands.

"Do ye imagine to reprove 
words? but the speeches of one 
! that is desperate arc as wind? 

"Yea, ye overwhelm the fa- 
1 therless, and ye dig a pit for your 
i friend. 
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■•Now therefore be content, 
look upon me; for I shall not lie 
to your face. 

■•Return, I pray you, let it not 
be iniquity; yea, return again, my 
righteousness is in it. 

8 "Is there iniquity in my 
tongue? cannot my taste discern 
perverse things7 

H la there not an appointed 
time to man upon earth? are 
not his days also like the days of 
a hireling? 

■As a servant earnestly desir- 
eth the shadow, and as a hireling 
looketh for the reward of his 
work: 

■So am I made to possess 
months of vanity, and wearisome 
nights are appointed to me, 

•When I lie down, I say, When 
shall I arise, and the night he | 
gone? and I am full of tossings 
to und fro unto the dawning of 
llio day. 

•'My flesh is clothed with worms 
and clods of dust; my skin is 
broken, and become loathsome. 

•My days are swifter than a 
weaver's shuttle, and are spent 
without hope. 

7 0 remember that my life is 
wind: mine eye shall no more 
see good.

3n If I wash myself with snow 
water, and make my hands clean 
with lye; 

"Yet shalt thou plunge me in 
the ditch, and mine own clothes 
shall abhor me. 

32 For he is not a man, as I am, 
that I should answer him, and 
we should come together in judg¬ 
ment.

,3 For then shalt thou lift up 
thy face without spot; yea, thou 
shalt be stedfast, and shalt not 
fear: 

10 Beeause thou shalt forget thy 
misery, and remember it as wa¬ 
ters that pass away: 

17 And thine age shall rise above 
the noonday; thou shalt shine 
forth, thou shalt be as the morn¬ 
ing.

"Behold, he breaketh down, 
and it cannot be built again: he 
shutteth up a man, and there can 
be no opening. 

"Behold, he withholdeth the 
waters, and they dry up: also he 
sendeth them out, and they over¬ 
turn the earth. 

"With him is strength and wis¬ 
dom: the deceived and the de¬ 
ceiver are his. 

1T He leadeth counsellors away 
spoiled, and maketh the judges 
fools. 

18 He looseth the bond of kings, 
and girdeth their loins with a 
girdle. 

,9 He leadeth priests away 
spoiled, and overthroweth the 
mighty. 


20 He removeth away the speech 
of the trusty, and tnketh away 
the understanding of the aged. 

2, He poureth contempt upon 
princes, and weakeneth the 
strength of the mighty. 

22 He discovereth deep things 
out of darkness, and bringeth out 
to light the shadow of death. 

2n He increaseth the nations, 
and destroyeth them: he spread- 
eth the nations, and leadeth them 
away. 

"He taketh away the heart of 
the chief of the people of the 
earth, and causeth them to wan¬ 
der in a wilderness where there 
is no way. 

25 They grope in the dark with¬ 
out light, and he maketh them to 
stagger like a drunken man. 

Lo, mine eye hath seen all 
this, mine ear hath heard 
and understood it. 

2 What ye know, the same do I 
know also: I am not inferior un¬ 
to you. 

-’Surely I would speak to the 
Almighty, and I desire to reason 
with God.

9 What knowest thou, that we 
know not? what understandcst 
thou, which is not in us? 

"With us are both the grny- 
headed and very aged men, much 
older than thy father. 

11 Are the consolations of God

2 Surely there are mockers with 
me, and mine eye doth continue 
in their provocation. 

3 Lay down now, put me in a 
surety with thee; who is he that 
will strike hands with me? 

4 For thou hast hidden their 
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heart from understanding: there¬ 
fore shalt thou not exalt them. 

"He that speaketh flattery to 
hia friends, even the eyes of his 
children shall fail. 

"He hath made me also a by¬ 
word of the people; and I am be¬ 
come a horror to every face. 

Mine eye also is dim by reason 
of sorrow, and all my members 
are as a shadow. 

"Upright men shall be aston¬ 
ished at this, and the innocent 
shall stir up himself against the 
hypocrite. 

"The righteous also shall hold 
on his way, and he that hath clean 
hands shall be stronger and 
stronger. 

10 But as for you all, do ye re¬ 
turn, and come now: for I can¬ 
not find one wise man among you. 

n My days are past, my pur¬ 
poses are broken off, even the 
thoughts of my heart. 

12 They change the night into 
day: the light is near because 
of darkness. 

n If I wait, the grave is mine 
house: I have made my bed in 
the darkness. 

,4 I have said to corruption, 
Thou art my father: to the worm, 
Thou art my mother, and my 
sister. 

’"And where is now my hope? 
as for my hope, who shall see it? 

’"They shall go down to the 
bars of the pit, when our rest 
together is in the dust. 

Then answered Bildad the 
Shuhite, and said, 
a How long will it be ere ye 


make an end of words? mark, 
and afterwards we will speak. 

"Wherefore are we counted as 
beasts, and reputed vile in your 
sight? 

"He teareth himself in his an¬ 
ger: shall the earth be forsaken 
for thee? and shall the rock be 
removed out of its place? 

"Yea, the light of the wicked 
shall be put out, and the spark 
of his fire shall not shine. 

"The light shall be dark in his 
tabernacle, and his candle shall 
be put out with him. 

7 The steps of his strength shall 
be straitened, and his own counsel 
shall cast him down. 

"For he is cast into a net by 
his own feet, and he walketh 
upon a snare. 

"The gin shall take him by the 
heel, and the robber shall prevail 
against him. 

10 The snare is laid for him in 
the ground, and a trap for him 
in the way. 

’’Terrors shall make him a- 
fraid on every side, and shall 
drive him to his feet. 

13 His strength shall be hunger- 
bitten, and destruction shall be 
ready at his side. 

13 It shall devour the strength 
of his skin: even the first-born 
of death shall devour his strength. 

,4 His confidence shall be rooted 
out of his tabernacle, and it shall 
bring him to the king of terrors. 

’"It shall dwell in his taber¬ 
nacle, because it is none of his: 
brimstone shall be scattered upon 
his habitation. 
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,e His roots shall be dried up 
beneath, and above shall his 
branch be cut off. 

,T His remembrance shall perish 
from the earth, and he shall have 
no name in the street. 

18 He shall be driven from light 
into darkness, and chased out of 
the world. 

IS He shall neither have son nor 
grandson among his people, nor 
any remaining in his dwellings. 

ao They that come after him 
shall be astonished at his day, as 
they that went before were af¬ 
frighted. 

31 Surely such are the dwellings 
of the wicked, and this is the 
place of him that knoweth not 
God. 

Then Job answered and said, 

*How long will ye vex my 
soul, and break me in pieces with 
words? 

3 These ten times have ye re¬ 
proached me: ye are not ashamed 
that ye make yourselves strange 
to me. 

4 And be it indeed that I have 
erred, mine error remaineth with 
myself. 

’If indeed ye will magnify 
yourselves against me, and plead 
against me my reproach: 

fl Know now that God hath 
overthrown me, and hath com¬ 
passed me with his net. 

7 Behold, I cry out of wrong, 
but I am not heard: I cry aloud, 
but there is no judgment. 

8 He hath fenced up my way 


that I cannot pass, and he hath 
set darkness in my paths. 

B He hath stripped me of my 
glory, and taken the crown from 
my head. 

10 He hath destroyed me on eve¬ 
ry side, and I am gone: and mine 
hope hath he plucked up like u 
tree. 

“He hath also kindled his 
wrath against me, and lie count- 
eth me unto him as one of Ins 
enemies. 

12 His troops come together, and 
raise up their way against me, 
and encamp round about my 
tabernacle. 

13 He hath put my brethren fur 
from me, and mine acquaintances 
are verily estranged from me. 

,4 My kinsfolk have failed, and 
my familiar friends have for¬ 
gotten me. 

,5 They that dwell in mine house, 
and my maids, count me for a 
stranger: I am an alien in their 
sight. 

16 I called my servant, and he 
gave me no answer; I entreated 
him with my mouth. 

17 My breath is strange to my 
wife, and my supplication to the 
children of mine own body. 

18 Yea, young children despised 
me; I arose, and they spoke a- 
gainst me. 

,9 A11 my intimate friends ab¬ 
horred me: and they whom I 
loved are turned against me. 

20 My bone cleaveth to my skin 
and to my flesh, and I am escaped 
with the skin of my teeth. 

31 Have pity upon me, have pity 
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upon me, 0 ye my friends; for 
the hand of God hath touched me. 

“Why do ye persecute me as 
God, and are not satisfied with 
my flesh? 

“Oh that my words were now 
written! oh that they were in- 

rlbpd in a book! 

“That they were graven with 
an iron pen and lead in the rock 
for ever! 

“For I know that my Redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth: 

“And after they have thus de¬ 
stroyed my skin, yet from my 
flesh shall I see God: 

“Whom I shall see for myself, 
and mine eyes shall behold, and 
not another; though my reins be 
consumed within me. 

“But ye should say, Why per¬ 
secute we him, seeing the root of 
the matter is found in me? 

“"Be ye afraid of the sword; 
for wrath bringeth the punish¬ 
ments of the sword, that ye may 
know there is a judgment. 

Then answered Zophar the 
Naamathite, and said, 

therefore do my thoughts 
cause me to answer, even because 
of my excitement in me. 

9 I have heard the reproof of 
my shame, and the spirit of my 
understanding causeth me to an¬ 
swer. 

4 Knowest thou not this of old, 
since man was placed upon earth, 

"That the triumphing of the 
wicked is short, and the joy of 
the hypocrite but for a moment? 


®Though his excellency mount 
up to the heavens, and his head 
reach unto the clouds; 

1 Yet he shall perish for ever 
like his own dung: they that 
have seen him shall say, Where 
is he? 

8 He shall fly away as a dream, 
and shall not be found: yea, he 
shall be chased away as a vision 
of the night. 

9 The eye also which saw him 
shall see him no more; neither 
shall his place any more behold 
him. 

10 His children shall seek to 
please the poor, and his hands 
shall restore their goods. 

“His bones are full of the vig¬ 
our of his youth, but it shall lie 
down with him in the dust. 

,2 Though wickedness be sweet 
in his mouth, though he hide it 
under his tongue; 

13 Though he spare it, and for¬ 
sake it not; but keep it still with¬ 
in his mouth: 

i4 Yet his meat in his bowels is 
turned, it is the gall of asps with ¬ 
in him. 

,s He hath swallowed down rich¬ 
es, and he shall vomit them up 
again: God shall cast them out of 
his belly. 

18 He shall suck the poison of 
asps: the viper’s tongue shall 
slay him. 

“He shall not see the rivers, 
the floods, the brooks of honey 
and butter. 

“That which he laboured for 
shall he restore, and Bhaii not 
swallow it down: according to hia 
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substance shall the restitution be, 
and he shall not rejoice therein. 

“Because he hath oppressed 
and hath forsaken the poor; be¬ 
cause he hath violently taken a- 
way a house which he built not; 

“Surely he shall not feel quiet¬ 
ness in his belly, he shall not save 
of that which he desired. 

“There shall none of his meat 
be left; therefore his prosperity 
shall not last. 

”In the fulness of his sufficien¬ 
cy he shall be in straits: every 
hand of the wretched shall come 
upon him. 

33 When he is about to fill his 
belly, God shall cast the fury of 
his wrath upon him, and shall 
rain it upon him while he is 
eating. 

24 He shall flee from the iron 
weapon, and the bow of steel shall 
strike him through. 

25 It is drawn, and cometh out 
of the body; yea, the glittering 
sword cometh out of his gall: 
terrors are upon him. 

“All darkness shall be hidden 
for his treasures: a fire not blown 
shall consume him; it shall go 
ill with him that is left in his 
tabernacle. 

“The heaven shall reveal his 
iniquity; and the earth shall rise 
up not last. 

“The increase of his house 
shall depart, and his goods shall 
flow away in the day of his wrath. 

“This is the portion of a wick¬ 
ed man from God, and the herit¬ 
age appointed unto him by God. 


But Job answered and said 

2 Hear diligently my speech 
and let this be your consolations 

s Suffer me that I may speak 
and after that I have spoken 
mock on. 

4 As for me, is my complaint tc 
man? and if it were so, whj 
should not my spirit be troubled' 

B Mark me, and be astonished 
and lay your hand upon you i 
mouth. 

fl Even when I remember I un¬ 
afraid, and trembling taketh hole 
on my flesh. 

’Wherefore do the wicked live 
become old, yea, are mighty in 
power? 

8 Their seed is established in 
their sight with them, and theii 
offspring before their eyes. 

9 Their houses are safe from 
fear, neither is the rod of God 
upon them. 

10 Their bull gendereth, and fa.il- 
eth not; their cow calveth, and 
casteth not her calf. 

“They send forth their little 
ones like a flock, and their chil¬ 
dren dance. 

12 They take the timbrel and 
harp, and rejoice at the sound of 
the organ. 

“They spend their days in 
wealth, and in a moment go down 
to the grave. 

“Therefore they say unto God, 
Depart from us; for we desire 
not the knowledge of thy ways 

“What is the Almighty, that 
we should serve him? and what 
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profit should we have, if we pray 
unto him? 

1# Lo, their good is not in their 
hand: the counsel of the wicked 
is far from me. 

l7 How oft is the lamp of the 
wicked put out! and how oft corn¬ 
ed their destruction upon them! 
God distributed sorrows in his 
anger. 

‘"They are as stubble before 
the wind, and as chaff that the 
storm carrieth away. 

,0 God layeth up his iniquity 
for his children: he rewarded 
him, and he shall know it. 

2<, IIis eyes shall see his de¬ 
struction, and he shall drink of 
the wrath of the Almighty. 

2, For what pleasure hath he in 
his house after him, when the 
number of his months is cut off 
in the midst? 

^Shall any one teach God 
knowledge? seeing he judged 
those that are high. 

23 0ne dieth in his full strength, 
being wholly at ease and quiet. 

24 His breasts are full of milk, 
and his bones are moistened with 
marrow. 

25 And another dieth in the 
bitterness of his soul, and never 
ealeth with pleasure. 

26 They shall lie down alike in 
the dust, and the worms shall 
cover them. 

87 Behold, I know your thoughts, 
and the devices which ye wrong¬ 
fully imagine against me. 

,B For ye say, Where is the 
house of the liberal man? and 


where are the dwelling-places of 
the wicked? 

2B Have ye not asked them that 
go by the way? and do ye not 
know their tokens, 

3n That the wicked is reserved 
to the day of destruction? they 
shall be led forth to the day of 
wrath. 

3, Who shall declare his way to 
his face? and who Bhall repay 
him what he had done? 

12 Yet shall he be brought to the 
grave, and shall remain in the 
tomb. 

a3 The clods of the valley shall 
be sweet unto him, and every man 
shall draw unto him, as there are 
innumerable before him. 

34 How then comfort ye me in 
vain, seeing in your answers 
there remained falsehood? 

Then Eliphaz the Temanite 
answered and said, 

2 Can a man be profitable unto 
God, as he that is wise may be 
profitable unto himself? 

3 Is it any pleasure to the Al¬ 
mighty, that thou art righteous? 
or is it gain to him, that thou 
makest thy ways perfect? 

♦Will he reprove thee for fear 
of thee? will he enter with thee 
into judgment? 

fl /s not thy wickedness great? 
and thine iniquities infinite? 

fl For thou hast taken a pledge 
from thy brother for nought, and 
stripped the naked of their cloth¬ 
ing. 

7 Thou hast not given water to 
the weary to drink, and thou hast 
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withheld bread from the hungry. 

8 But as for the mighty man, 
he had the earth; and the hon¬ 
ourable man dwelt in it. 

8 Thou hast sent widows away 
empty, and the arms of the fa¬ 
therless have been broken. 

10 Therefore snares are round 
about thee, and sudden fear 
troubleth thee; 

''Or darkness, that thou canst 
not see; and abundance of waters 
cover thee. 

12 Is not God in the height of 
heaven? and, behold, the height 
of the stars, how high they are! 

13 And thou sayest, How doth 
God know? can he judge through 
the dark cloud? 

14 Thick clouds are a covering 
to him, that he seeth not; and he 
walketh in the circuit of heaven. 

,5 Hast thou marked the old way 
which wicked men have trodden? 

,G Who were cut off before their 
time, whose foundation was over¬ 
flown with a flood: 

1T Who said unto God, Depart 
from us: and what can the Al¬ 
mighty do for them? 

,8 Yet he filled their houses with 
good things: but the counsel of 
the wicked is far from me. 

,9 The righteous see it, and are 
glad: and the innocent laugh 
them to scorn. 

z0 Whereas our substance is not 
cut down, but the remnant of 
them the fire consumeth. 

21 Acquaint now thyself with 
him, and be at peace; thereby 
good shall come unto thee. 


22 Receive, I pray thee, the law 
from his mouth, and lay up hie 
words in thine heart. 

23 If thou return to the Al¬ 
mighty, thou shalt be built up 
thou shalt put away iniquity fat 
from thy tabernacles. 

24 And lay thou thy precious 
ore in the dust, and the gold of 
Ophir among the stones of the 
brooks; 

25 And the Almighty shall be 
thy gold-ore, and thou shalt have 
plenty of silver. 

20 For then shalt thou have thy 
delight in the Almighty, and shalt 
lift up thy face unto God. 

27 Thou shalt make thy prayer 
unto him, and he shall hear thee, 
and thou shalt pay thy vows. 

28 Thou shalt also decree a thing, 
and it shall be established unto 
thee: and the light shall shine 
upon thy ways. 

2B When men are cast down, 
then thou shalt say, There is lift¬ 
ing up; and he shall save the 
humble person. 

30 He shall deliver even him that 
is not innocent: and he shall he 
delivered by the pureness of 
thine hands. 

Then Job answered and said, 

2 Even to-day is my complaint 
bitter: my stroke is heavier than 
my groaning. 

3 Oh that I knew where I might 
find him! that I might come even 
to his seat! 

4 I would order my cause be¬ 
fore him, and fill my mouth with 
arguments. 
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'I would know the words 
which he would answer me, and 
understand what he would say 
unto me. 

“Will he plead against me with 
his great power? No; but he 
would put strength in me. 

There the righteous might dis¬ 
pute with him; so should I be 
delivered fer ever from my judge. 

"Behold, I go forward, but he is 
not there; and backward, but 1 
cannot perceive him: 

»On the left hand, where he 
doth work, hut I cannot behold 
him: he hideth himself on the 
right hand, that I cannot see 
him: 

1P But he knoweth the way that 
1 take: when he hath tried me, 
1 shall come forth ns gold. 

"My foot hath held his steps, 
his way have I kept, and not de¬ 
clined. 

"Neither have 1 gone back 
from the commandment of his 
lips: I have esteemed the words 
of his mouth more than my ne¬ 
cessary food. 

,n But he is in one mind, and 
who can turn him? and what his 
soul desireth, even that he doeth. 

“For he performeth the thing 
that is appointed for me: and 
many such things are with him. 

'"Therefore am I trouhled at 
his presence: when 1 consider, I 
am afraid of him. 

,0 For God maketh my heart 
soft, and the Almighty troubleth 
me: 

"Because I was not cut off be¬ 
fore the darkness, neither hath 


he covered the darkness from 
my face. 

Why, seeing times are not 
hidden from the Almighty, 
do they that know him not see 
his days? 

2 Some remove the landmarks; 
they violently take away flocks, 
and feed them. 

3 They drive away the ass of 
the fatherless, they take the 
widow's ox for a pledge. 

♦They turn the needy out of 
the way: the poor of the earth 
bide themselves together. 

"Behold, as wild asses in the 
desert, go they forth to their 
work; rising betimes for a prey: 
the wilderness yieldeth food for 
them and for their children. 

6 They reap every one his fodder 
in the field: and they gather the 
vintage of the wicked. 

7 They cause the naked to lodge 
without clothing, that they have 
no covering in the cold. 

8 They are wet with the show¬ 
ers of the mountains, and embrace 
the rock for want of a shelter. 

®They pluck the fatherless from 
the breast, and take a pledge of 
the poor. 

10 They cause him. to go naked 
without clothing, and they that 
carry the sheaf are hungry; 

l 'Wko make oil within their 
walls, and tread their wine-press¬ 
es, and suffer thirst. 

,a Men groan from out of the 
city, and the soul of the wounded 
crieth out: yet God layeth not 
folly' to them. 
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ld They are of those that rebel 
against the light; they know not 
the ways thereof, nor abide in 
the paths thereof. 

,4 The murderer rising with the 
light killeth the poor and needy, 
and in the night is as a thief. 

,5 The eye also of the adulterer 
waiteth for the twilight, saying, 
No eye shall see me: and disguis- 
eth his face. 

,f *In the dark they dig through 
houses; they shut themselves up 
in the daytime: they know not 
the light. 

1T For the morning is to all of 
them as the shadow of death: if 
one know them, they are in the 
terrors of the shadow of death. 

,f *He is swift upon the face of 
the waters; their portion is cursed 
in the earth: he regardeth not 
the way of the vineyards. 

1B Drought and heat consume 
the snow waters: so doth the 
grave those that have sinned. 

20 The womb shall forget him; 
the worm shall feed sweetly on 
him; he shall be no more remem¬ 
bered; and wickedness shall be 
broken as a tree. 

21 He ofFendeth the barren wo¬ 
man that beareth not: and doeth 
not good to the widow. 

22 He draweth also the mighty 
with his power: he riseth up, 
and no man is sure of life. 

23 Though it be given him to be 
in safety, whereon he resteth: 
yet his eyes are upon their ways. 

24 They are exalted for a little 
while, but are gone and brought 


low; they are gathered in as al 
others, and cut off as the tops nl 
the ears of corn. 

- r, And if it be not so now, whc 
will make me a liar, and mak« 
my speech nothing worth? 

Then answered Bildad Hit 
Shuhite, and said, 

2 Dominion and fear are with 
him, he maketh peace in his high 
places. 

1 Is there any number of bin 
armies? and upon whom doth not 
his light arise? 

4 How then can man be justi¬ 
fied with God? or how can In; he 
clean that is born of a woman? 

5 Behold even to the moon, and 
it shineth not; yea, the stars are 
not pure in his sight. 

6 How much less man, that is a 
worm? and the son of man, that 
is a worm? 

But Job answered and said, 

2 How hast thou helped him 
that is without power? how sav- 
est thou the arm that hath no 
strength ? 

3 How hast thou counselled him 
that hath no wisdom? and how 
hast thou plentifully declared 
knowledge? 

4 To whom hast thou uttered 
words? and whose spirit came 
from thee? 

5 The dead are moved beneath 
the waters, and the inhabitant 
thereof. 

f The grave is naked before him, 
and destruction hath no covering 

T He stretched out the north 
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over the empty place, and hang- 
i!th the earth upon nothing. 

B He bindeth up the waters in 
his thick clouds; and the cloud 
is not rent under them. 

“He holdeth back the face of 
his throne, and spreadeth his 
rlrmd upon it. 

,0 He hath compassed the waters 
with bounds unto the end of light 
and darkness. 

•'The pillars of heaven tremble 
and are astonished at his reproof. 

12 He divideth the sea with his 
power, and by his understanding 
lie smiteth through the proud. 

13 I3y his spirit he hath gar¬ 
nished the heavens; his hand 
hnth formed the crooked serpent. 

14 Lo, these are parts of his 
ways: but how little a portion is 
heard of him? but the thunder 
of his power who can understand? 

And Job again took up his 
discourse, and said, 

Ms God liveth, who hath taken 
away my judgment; and the Al¬ 
mighty, who hath vexed my soul; 

3 All the while my breath is in 
me, and the spirit of God is in 
my nostrils; 

4 My lips shall not speak wick¬ 
edness, nor my tongue utter de¬ 
ceit. 

f> God forbid that I should justi¬ 
fy you: till I die I will not re¬ 
move mine integrity from me, 

# My righteousness I hold fast, 
and will not let it go: my heart 
shall not reproach me so long as 
1 live. 

7 Let mine enemy be as the 


wicked, and he that riseth up 
against me as the unrighteous. 

8 For what is the hope of the 
hypocrite, though he hath gained, 
when God taketh away his soul? 

“Will God hear his cry when 
trouble cometh upon him? 

,0 Will he delight himself in the 
Almighty? will he always call 
upon God? 

n I will teach you concerning 
the hand of God: that which is 
with the Almighty will I not con¬ 
ceal. 

12 Behold, all ye yourselves have 
seen it, why then are ye thus al¬ 
together vain? 

,3 This is the portion of a wick¬ 
ed man with God, and the herit¬ 
age of oppressors, which they 
shall receive of the Almighty. 

14 If his children be multiplied, 
it is for the sword: and his off¬ 
spring shall not be satisfied with 
bread. 

,5 Those that remain of him 
shall be buried in death: and 
his widows Bhall not weep. 

,rt Though he heap up silver as 
the dust, and prepare raiment as 
the clay; 

17 He may prepare it, but the 
just shall put it on, and the in¬ 
nocent shall divide the silver. 

,B He buildeth his house as a 
moth, and as a booth that the 
keeper maketh. 

10 The rich man shall lie down, 
but he shall not be gathered: he 
openeth his eyes, and he is not. 

2°Terrors take hold on him as 
waters, a tempest stealeth him 
away in the night. 
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2l The east wind carrieth him 
away, and he departeth: and as 
a storm hurleth him out of his 
place. 

22 For God shall cast upon him, 
and not spare: he would fain flee 
out of his hand. 

23 i Men shall clap their hands 
at him, and shall hiss him out of 
his place. 

Surely there is a vein for 
the silver, and a place for 
gold where they refine it. 

2 Iron is taken out of the earth, 
and brass is molten out of the 
stone. 

3 He setteth an end to darkness, 
and searcheth out all perfection: 
the stones of darkness, and the 
shadow of death. 

4 They break a shaft far away 
from the inhabitants, forgotten 
by the foot of man, they hang 
far from man, they swing to and 
fro. 

5 As for the earth, out of it 
cometh bread: and under it is 
turned up as it were fire. 

6 The stones of it are the place 
of sapphires: and it hath dust of 
gold. 

7 There, is a path which no fowl 
knoweth, and which the vulture’s 
eye hath not seen: 

B The lion's whelps have not 
trodden it, nor the fierce lion 
passed by it. 

“He putteth forth his hand upon 
the rock; he overturneth the 
mountains by the roots. 

,0 He cutteth out rivers among 


the rocks; and his eye seeth every 
precious thing. 

1, He bindeth the floods from 
overflowing; and the thing that 
is hidden bringeth he forth to 
light. 

12 But where shall wisdom be 
found? and where is the place of 
understanding? 

13 Man knoweth not the price 
thereof; neither is it found in 
the land of the living. 

,4 The depth saith, It is not in 
me: and the sea saith, It is not 
with me. 

is lt cannot be gotten for gold, 
neither shall silver be weighed 
for the price thereof. 

16 It cannot be valued with the 
gold of Ophir, with the precious 
onyx, or the sapphire. 

ir The gold and the crystal can- 
not equal it: and the exchange 
of it shall not be for jewels of 
fine gold. 

19 No mention shall be made of 
coral, or of crystal: for the price 
of wisdom is above pearls. 

lp The topaz of Ethiopia shall 
not equal it, neither shall it be 
valued with pure gold. 

20 Whence then cometh wisdom ? 
and where is the place of under¬ 
standing ? 

21 Seeing it is hidden from the 
eyes of all living, and kept close 
from the fowls of the air. 

^Destruction and death say, 
We have heard the fame thereof 
with our ears. 

,3 God understandeth the way 
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thereof, and he knoweth the place 
thereof. 

24 For he looketh to the ends of 
the earth, and aeeth under the 
whole heaven; 

UB To make the weight for the 
winds; and he weigheth the wa- 
leiH by measure. 

20 When he made a decree for 
the rain, and a way for the light¬ 
ning of the thunder: 

2, TJien did he see it, and de¬ 
clare it; he prepared it, yea, and 
searched it out. 

2H And unto man he said, Be¬ 
hold, the fear of the Lord, that 
is wisdom; and to depart from 
evil is understanding. 

And Job Rgain took up his 
discourse, and said, 

2 0h that I were as in months 
past, as in the days when God 
preserved me; 

’When his lamp shined upon 
my head, and when by his light 
I walked through darkness; 

* As I was in the days of my 
ripeness when the secret of God 
was upon my tabernacle; 

’’When the Almighty was yet 
with me, when my children were 
about me; 

"When I washed my steps with 
butter, and the rock poured me 
out rivers of oil; 

7 When I went out to the gate 
through the city, when I pre¬ 
pared my seat in the street! 

"The young men saw me, and 
hid themselves: and the aged a- 
rose, and stood up. 

“The princes refrained from 


talking, and laid their hand on 
their mouth. 

“The voice of the nobles was 
hidden, and their tongue cleaved 
to the roof of their mouth. 

’’When the ear heard me, then 
it blessed me; and when the eye 
saw me, it gave witness to me: 

“Because I delivered the poor 
that cried, and the fatherless, and 
him that had none to help him. 

“The blessing of him that was 
ready to perish came upon me: 
and I caused the widow’s heart 
to sing for joy. 

14 I put on righteousness, and 
it clothed me: my judgment was 
as a robe and a diadem. 

ir I was eyes to the blind, and 
feet was I to the lame. 

"T was a father to the poor: 
and the cause which I knew not 
I searched out. 

“And I broke the jaws of the 
wicked, and plucked the spoil out 
of his teeth. 

“Then I said, I shall die in my 
nest, and I shall multiply my 
days as the sand. 

10 My root was spread out by 
the waters, and the dew lay all 
night upon my branch. 

2 °My glory was fresh in me, 
and my bow was renewed in my 
hand. 

2, Unto me men gave ear, and 
waited, and kept silence at my 
counsel. 

22 After my words they spoke 
not again; and my speech dropped 
upon them. 

aa And they waited for me as 
for the rain; and they opened 
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their mouth wide as for the latter 
rain. 

2 *If I laughed at them, they 
believed it not; and the light of 
my countenance they cast not 
down. 

25 1 chose out their way, and 
sat chief, and dwelt as a king in 
the army, as one that comforteth 
the mourners. 

But now they that are young¬ 
er than I have me in deri¬ 
sion, whose fathers I would have 
disdained to have set with the 
dogs of my flock. 

2 Yea, whereto might the 
strength of their hands profit me, 
in whom old age was perished? 

3 For want and famine they 
were solitary; fleeing into the 
wilderness where all is darkness, 
ruin, and desolation. 

4 Who cut up salt plants by the 
bushes, and juniper roots for 
their meat. 

s They were driven forth from 
among men, they cried after him 
as after a thief; 

6 To dwell in the ravines of the 
valley, in caves of the earth, and 
in the rocks. 

7 Among the bushes they brayed ; 
under the nettles they were gath¬ 
ered together. 

*They were children of fools, 
yea, children of base men: they 
were viler than the earth. 

B And now am I their song, yea, 
I am their byword. 

"They abhor me, they flee far 
from me, and spare not to spit 
in my face. 
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"Because he hath loosed my 
cord, and afflicted me, they have 
also let loose the bridle before 
me. 

,2 Upon my right hand rise the 
youth; they push away my feet., 
and they raise up against me tlur 
ways of their destruction. 

"They mar my path, they set 
forward my calamity, they have 
no helper. 

"They came upon me as a wide 
breaking in of waters: in the 
desolation they rolled themselves 
upon me. 

"Terrors are turned upon me: 
they pursue my glory as the 
wind: and my welfare passetli 
away as a cloud. 

"And now my soul is poured 
out upon me; the days of afflic¬ 
tion have taken hold upon me. 

17 My bones are pierced in me 
in the night season: and my 
sinews take no rest. 

1R By the great force of my dis¬ 
ease is my skin changed: it bind- 
eth me about as the collar of my 
coat. 

"He hath cast me into the 
mire, and I am become like dust 
and ashes. 

20 I cry unto thee, and thou dost 
not hear me: I stand up, and 
thou regardest me not. 

21 Thou art become cruel to me: 
with thy strong hand thou per- 
secutest me. 

22 Thou liftest me up to the 
wind; thou causest me to ride 
upon it, and dissolvest my 
strength. 
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“For I know that thou wilt 
bring me to death, and to the 
house appointed for all living. 

“Surely no prayer availeth 
when he streteheth his hand, 
though they cry in his destruc¬ 
tion. 

' L»id not I weep for him that 
was in trouble? was not my soul 
grieved for the poor? 

“When I looked for good, then 
evil came unto me: and when I 
waited for light, there came dark¬ 
ness. 

J, My bowels boiled, and rested 
not: the days of affliction en¬ 
countered me. 

2 "I went mourning without the 
sun: I stood up, and I cried in 
the congregation. 

IB I am a brother to dragons, 
and a companion to ostriches. 

S0 My skin is black upon me, 
and my bones are burned with 
heat. 

R, My harp also is turned to 
mourning, and my pipe into the 
voice of them that weep. 

I made a covenant with mine 
eyes; why then should I look 
upon a maid? 

a For what portion of God is 
there from above? and what in¬ 
heritance of the Almighty from 
on high? 

b Ih not destruction to the wick¬ 
ed? and a strange punishment to 
the workers of iniquity? 

‘Doth not he see my ways, and 
count all my steps? 

"If I have walked with false¬ 


hood, or if my foot hath hastened 
to deceit; 

6 Let me be weighed in an even 
balance, that God may know 
mine integrity. 

7 If my step hath turned out of 
the way, and mine heart walked 
after mine eyes, and if any blot 
hath cleaved to mine hands; 

B Then let me sow, and let an¬ 
other eat; yea, let my offspring 
be rooted out. 

“If mine heart has been de¬ 
ceived by a woman, or if I have 
laid wait at my neighbour’s door; 

i0 Then let my wife grind unto 
another, and let others bow down 
upon her. 

n For this ia a heinous crime; 
yea, it is an iniquity to be pun¬ 
ished by the judges. 

“For it is a fire that consumeth 
to destruction, and would root 
out all mine increase. 

“If I did despise the cause of 
my man-servant or of my maid¬ 
servant, when they contended 
with me; 

“What then shall I do when 
God riseth up? and when he vis- 
iteth, what shall I answer him? 

“Did not he that made me in 
the womb make him? and did 
not one fashion us in the womb? 

“If I have withheld the poor 
from their desire, or have caused 
the eyes of the widow to fail; 

"Or have eaten my morsel a- 
lone, and the fatherless hath not 
eaten thereof; 

“(For from my youth he was 
brought up with me, as with a 
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father, and I have guided her 
from my mother’s womb;) 

19 If I have seen any perish for 
want of clothing, or any poor 
without covering; 

2 °If his loins have not blessed 
me, and if he were not warmed 
with the fleece of my sheep; 

21 If I have lifted up my hand 
against the fatherless, when I 
saw my help in the gate: 

72 Then let mine arm fall from 
my shoulder-blade, and mine arm 
be broken from the bone. 

23 For destruction from God was 
a terror to me, and by reason of 
his highness I could not endure. 

24 If I have made gold my hope, 
or have said to the fine gold, 
Thou art my confidence; 

25 If I rejoiced because my 
wealth was great, and because 
mine hand had gotten much; 

2e If I beheld the sun when it 
shined, or the moon walking in 
brightness; 

27 And my heart hath been se¬ 
cretly enticed, and my hand ador¬ 
ingly touch my mouth. 

28 This also were an iniquity to 
be punished by the judge: for I 
should have denied the God that 
is above. 

2B If I rejoiced at the destruc¬ 
tion of him that hated me, or 
lifted up myself when evil found 
him: 

30 Neither have I suffered my 
mouth to sin by wishing a curse 
tu his soul. 

31 If the men of my tabernacle 
said not, Oh that we had of his 
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flesh! we cannot be satisfied. 

32 The stranger did not lodge in 
the street: but I opened my doors 
to the traveller. 

83 If I covered my transgression 
like a man, by hiding mine in¬ 
iquity in my bosom: 

04 Did I fear a great multitude, 
or did the contempt of families 
terrify me, that I kept silence, 
and went not out of the door? 

9s Oh that one would hear me? 
behold, here is my plea, let the 
Almighty answer me; and the 
indictment which mine adversary 
hath written. 

30 Surely I would take it upon 
my shoulder, and bind it as a 
crown to me. 

37 I would declare unto him the 
number of my steps; as a prince 
would I go near unto him. 

30 If my land cry against me, 
or that the furrows thereof weep 
together; 

30 If I have eaten the strength 
thereof without money, or have 
caused the owners thereof to 
breathe out their soul: 

40 Let thistles grow instead of 
wheat, and cockle instead of bar¬ 
ley. 

The words of Job are ended. 

So these three men ceased to 
answer Job, because he was 
righteous in his own eyes. 

2 Then was kindled the wrath 
of Elihu the son of Barachel the 
Buzite, of the kindred of Ram: 
against Job was his wrath 
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kindled, because he justified him¬ 
self rather than God. 

“Also against his three friends 
was his wrath kindled, because 
they had found no answer, and 
yet had condemned Job. 

4 Now Elihu had waited till Job 
»md spoken, because they were 
older in days than he. 

"When Elihu saw that there 
was no answer in the mouth of 
these three men, then his wrath 
was kindled. 

"And Elihu the son of Barachel 
the Buzite answered and said, 

I am young in days, and ye are 
very old; wherefore I was afraid, 
and feared to shew you my knowl¬ 
edge. 

7 I said, Days Bhould speak, and 
multitude of years should teach 
wisdom. 

"But there is a spirit in man: 
and the inspiration of the Al¬ 
mighty giveth them understand¬ 
ing. 

®Great men are not always 
wise: neither do the aged under¬ 
stand judgment. 

10 Therefore I said, Hearken to 
me; I also will shew my knowl¬ 
edge. 

II Behold, 1 waited for your 
words; I gave ear to your rea¬ 
sons, whilst ye searched out what 
to say. 

“Yea, I attended unto you, and, 
behold, there was none of you 
that convinced Job, or that an¬ 
swered his words: 

“Lest ye should say, We have 
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found out wisdom: God thrusteth 
him down, not man. 

“Now he hath not directed his 
words against me: neither will 1 
answer him with your speeches. 

“They were amazed, they an¬ 
swered no more: the words es¬ 
caped from them. 

“When I had waited, (for they 
spoke not, but stood still, and an¬ 
swered no more;) 

17 7 said, I will answer also my 
part, I also will shew my knowl¬ 
edge. 

“For I am full of words, the 
spirit within me constraineth me. 

“Behold, my belly is as wine 
which hath no vent; it is ready 
to buret like new bottles. 

ao I will apeak, that I may be 
relieved: I will open my lips and 
answer. 

21 Let me not, I pray you, accept 
any man's person, neither let me 
give flattering titles unto man. 

22 For I know not to give flat¬ 
tering titles; else would my mak¬ 
er soon take me away. 

Wherefore, Job. I pray thee, 
hear my speeches, and heark¬ 
en to all my words. 

*Behold, now I have opened my 
mouth, my tongue hath spoken 
in my mouth. 

a My words shall be of the up¬ 
rightness of my heart: and my 
lips shall utter knowledge clearly. 

4 The spirit of God hatb made 
me, and the breath of the Al¬ 
mighty hath given me life. 

8 If thou canst answer me, set 
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thy words in order before me, upon his bed, and the strife of 


stand up. 

9 Behold, I am before God even 
as thou art: I also am formed 
out of the clay. 

’Behold, my terror shall not 
make thee afraid, neither shall 
my weight be heavy upon thee. 

8 Surely thou hast spoken in 
mine hearing, and I have heard 
the voice of thy vmrds, saying, 

®I am clean without transgres¬ 
sion, I am innocent; neither is 
there iniquity in me. 

10 Behold, he findeth occasions 
against me, he counteth me for 
his enemy. 

1J He putteth my feet in the 
stocks, he marketh all my paths. 

12 Behold, in this thou art not 
just: I will answer thee, that God 
is greater than man. 

13 Why dost thou strive against 
him? for he giveth not account 
of any of his matters. 

14 For God speaketh once, yea 
twice, yet man perceiveth it not. 

15 In a dream, in a vision of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth 
upon men, in slumberings upon 
the bed; 

ie Then he openeth the ears of 
men, and sealeth their instruc¬ 
tion, 

17 That he may withdraw man 
from his purpose, and hide pride 
from man. 

18 He keepeth back his soul from 
the pit, and his life from perish¬ 
ing by the sword. 

18 He is chastened also with pain 


his bones is violent. 

20 So that his life abhorreth 
bread, and his soul dainty meat. 

21 His flesh is consumed away, 
that it cannot be seen; and his 
bones that were not seen stick 
out. 

22 Yea, his soul draweth near 
unto the grave, and his life to 
the destroyers. • 

23 If there “be an interceding 
angel, one among a thousand, to 
shew unto man his uprightness: 

24 Then he is gracious unto him. 
and saith, Deliver him from go 
ing down to the pit: I have found 
a ransom. 

25 His flesh shall be fresher than 
a child’s: he shall return to the 
days of his youth: 

26 He shall pray unto God, and 
he will be favourable unto him: 
and he shall see his face with 
joy: for he will render unto man 
his righteousness. 

27 He looketh upon men, and if 
any say, I have sinned, and per¬ 
verted that which was right, and 
it profited me not; 

2H He will deliver his soul from 
going into the pit, and his life 
shall see the light. 

2e Lo, all these things worketh 
God oftentimes with man. 

30 To bring back his soul from 
the pit, to be enlightened with 
the light of living. 

31 Mark well, 0 Job, hearken 
unto me: hold thy peace, and 1 
will speak. 

32 If thou hast any thing to say, 
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answer me: speak, for I desire 
to justify thee. 

33 lf not, hearken unto me: hold 
thy peace, and I shall teach thee 
wisdom. 

Furthermore Elihu answered 
And said, 

2 Hear my words, 0 ye wise 
men; and give ear unto me, ye 
that have knowledge. 

8 For the ear trieth words, as 
the mouth tastetli meat. 

4 Let us choose to us judgment: 
let us know among ourselves what 
ia good. 

"For Job hath said, I am right¬ 
eous : and God hath taken away 
my judgment. 

“Should I lie against my right? 
mine arrow wound is fatal with¬ 
out transgression. 

7 What man is like Job, who 
drinketh up scorning like water? 

“Who goeth in company with 
the workers "f iniquity, and walk- 
eth with wicked men. 

9 For he hath said, It profiteth 
a man nothing that he should 
delight himself with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, 
ye men of understanding: far be 
. t from God, that he should do 
wickedness; and from the Al¬ 
mighty, that he should commit 
iniquity. 

n For the work of a man shall 
he render unto him, and cause 
every man to find according to 
Jits ways. 

,a Yea, surely God will not do 
wickedly, neither will the Al¬ 
mighty pervert judgment. 


19 Who hath given him a charge 
over the earth? or who hath dis¬ 
posed the whole world? 

14 If he set his heart upon man, 
if he gather unto himself his 
spirit and his breath; 

13 A11 flesh shall perish together, 
and man shall turn again unto 
dust. 

is lf now thou hast understand¬ 
ing, hear this: hearken to the 
voice of my words. 

17 Shall even he that hateth 
right govern? and wilt thou con¬ 
demn him that is most just? 

ia /8 it fit to say to a king, Thou 
art wicked? and to princes, Ye 
are ungodly? 

l9 How much less to him that 
accepteth not the persons of 
princes, nor regardeth the rich 
more than the poor? for they 
all are the work of his hands. 

20 In a moment shall they die, 
and the people shall be troubled 
at midnight, and pass away: and 
the mighty shall be taken away 
without hand. 

21 For his eyes are upon the 
ways of man, and he seeth ail his 
goings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor 
shadow of death, where the work¬ 
ers of iniquity may hide them¬ 
selves. 

a3 For he will not lay upon man 
more than right; that he should 
enter into judgment with God.

35 Job hath spoken without 
knowledge, and his words were 
without wisdom. 

S6 My desire is that Job may be 
tried unto the end because of his 
answers for wicked men. 

S7 For he addeth rebellion unto 
his sin, he clappeth his hands 


words against God. 

Elihu spoke moreover, and 
said, 

7 Thinkest thou this to be right, 
that thou saidst, My righteous¬ 
ness is more than God’s? 

3 For thou saidst, What advan¬ 
tage will it be unto thee? and. 
What profit shall I have, if 1 be 
cleansed from my sin? 

4 I will answer thee, and thy 
companions with thee. 

“Look unto the heavens, and 
see; and behold the clouds which 
are higher than thou. 

6 If thou sinnest, what doest 
thou against him? or if thy 
transgression be multiplied, what 
doest thou unto him? 

7 If thou be righteous, what 
givest thou hirn? or what receiv- 
eth he of thine hand? 

8 Thy wickedness may hurt a 
man as thou art; and thy right¬ 
eousness may profit the son of 
man. 

®By reason of the multitude of 
oppressions they make the op¬ 
pressed to cry: they cry out by 
reason of the arm of the mighty. 

10 But none saith. Where is God 
my maker, who giveth songs in 
the night; 

11 Who teaeheth us more than 
the beasts of the earth, and mak- 
eth us wiser than the fowls of 
heaven ? 

12 There they cry, but none giv¬ 
eth answer, because of the pride 
of evil men. 

,3 Surely God will not hear vani* 
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ty, neither will the Almighty re- 
gnrd it. 

'♦Although thou aayest thou 
ahalt not see him, yet judgment 
ia before him, and thou waitest 
for him. 

'■But now, because his anger 
viHittlli nought, neither doth he 
greatly regard sin; 

'"Therefore doth Job open hia 
mouth in vain; he multiplieth 
words without knowledge. 

Elihu also proceeded, and 
said, 

*Wait for me a little, and I 
will shew thee that 1 have yet to 
speak on God's behalf. 

:1 I will fetch my knowledge 
from afar, and will ascribe right¬ 
eousness to my Maker. 

♦For truly my words shall not 
be false: he that is perfect in 
knowledge is with thee. 

5 Behold, God is mighty, and 
despisetli not any: he is mighty 
in strength and wisdom. 

"He preserveth not the life of 
the wicked: but giveth right to 
the poor. 

■He withdraweth not his eyes 
from the righteous: but with 
kings are they on the throne; yea, 
he dotli establish them for ever, 
and they are exalted. 

fi And if they be bound in fet¬ 
ters, and be held in cords of af¬ 
fliction ; 

"Then he sheweth them their 
work, and their transgressions 
that they have exceeded. 

,0 He openelh also their ear to 


discipline, and commandeth that 
they return from iniquity. 

“If they obey and serve him, 
they shall spend their days in 
prosperity, and their years in 
pleasures. 

,2 But if they obey not, they 
shall perish by the sword, and 
they shall die without knowledge. 

“But the hypocrites in heart 
provoke wrath; they call not to 
God when he bindeth them. 

“They die in youth, and their 
life is as that of the prostitutes. 

‘"He delivereth the poor in his 
affliction, and openeth their ears 
in oppression. 

‘"Even so would he have re¬ 
moved thee out of the strait into 
a broad place, where there is no 
slraitness; and that which should 
be set on thy table should be full 
of fatness. 

“But thou hast fulfilled the 
judgment of the wicked: judg¬ 
ment and justice take hold on 
thee. 

‘"Because there is wrath, be¬ 
ware lest he take thee away with 
his stroke: then a great ransom 
cannot deliver thee. 

“Will he esteem thy riches? no, 
not gold ore, nor all the forces of 
strength. 

“Desire not the night, when 
peoples disappear in their place. 

“Take heed, regard not ini¬ 
quity: for this hast thou chosen 
rather than affliction. 

“Behold, God exalteth by his 
power: who is a teacher like un¬ 
to him? 

“Who hath enjoined him his 
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way? or who can say, Thou hast 
wrought iniquity? 

“Remember that thou magnify 
his work, which men behold. 

“Every man may see it; man 
may behold it afar off. 

a8 Behold, God is great, and we 
know him not, neither can the 
number of his years be searched 
out. 

“When he draweth up drops 
of water and they trickle through 
as rain according to the vapour 
thereof: 

28 Which the clouds do drop and 
distil upon the multitude of men. 

“Also can any understand the 
spreadings of the clouds, or the 
noise of his tabernacle? 

S0 Behold, he spreadeth his light 
upon it, and covereth the bottom 
of the sea. 

31 For by them judgeth he the 
peoples; he giveth meat in abun¬ 
dance. 

S2 He covereth his hands with 
lightning, and commandeth it a- 
gainst the adversary. 

33 The noise thereof sheweth 
concerning it, the burning of 
wrath in the cloud that riseth. 

At this also my heart trem- 
bleth, and is moved out of 
its place. 

2 Hear attentively the noise of 
his voice, and the sound that go- 
eth out of his mouth. 

3 He directeth it under the 
whole heaven, and his lightning 
unto the ends of the earth. 

‘After it a voice roareth: he 
thundereth with the voice of his 


excellency; and he will not stay 
when his voice is heard. 

5 God thundereth marvellously 
with his voice; great things do- 
eth he, which we cannot compre¬ 
hend. 

6 For he saith to the snow, Be 
thou on the earth; likewise to the 
small rain, and to the great rain 
of his strength. 

7 He sealeth up the hand of 
every man; that all men may 
know his work. 

*Then the beasts go into dens, 
and remain in their places. 

e Out of the chambers of the 
south cometh the storm, and cold 
out of the constellations of the 
north. 

10 By the breath of God ice is 
given, and the broad waters be¬ 
come a solid mass. 

“Also by watering he ladeth 
the thick cloud; and he scattereth 
the cloud of his light. 

12 And it is turned round about 
by his counsels: that they may 
do whatsoever lie commandeth 
them upon the face of the world 
in the earth. 

13 He eauseth it to come, wheth¬ 
er for correction, or for his land, 
or for mercy. 

“Hearken unto this, 0 Job: 
stand still, and consider the won¬ 
drous works of God. 

“Dost thou know when God 
disposed them, and caused the 
light of his cloud to shine? 

“Dost thou know the balanc¬ 
ings of the clouds, the wondrous 
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works of him who is perfect in 
knowledge ? 

17 How thy garments are warm, 
when lie quieteth the earth by 
the south wind? 

,8 Hast thou with him spread 
out the sky, which, is strong, and 
as a molten looking-glass? 

‘ "Teach us what we shall say 
unto him; for we cannot order 
out speech by reason of darkness. 

20 ShaIl it be told him that I 
speak? if a man speak, surely he 
shall perish. 

2l And now men see not the 
bright light which is in the 
clouds: but the wind passeth, and 
clcanselh them. 

"Out of the north cometh 
brightness of gold: with God is 
terrible majesty. 

28 Touching the Almighty, we 
cannot find him out: he is excel¬ 
lent in power, and in judgment, 
and in plenty of justice: he will 
not afflict. 

"Men do therefore fear him: 
he respecteth not any that are 
wise of heart. 

Then the Lord answered Job 
out of the whirlwind, and 

said, 

2 Who is this that darkeneth 
counsel by words without knowl¬ 
edge? 

a Gird up now thy loins like a 
man; for I will demand of thee, 
and answer thou me. 

♦Where wast thou when I laid 
the foundations of the earth? 
declare, if thou hast understand¬ 
ing. 


6 Who hath laid the measures 
thereof, if thou knowest? or who 
hath stretched the line upon it? 

"Whereupon are the founda¬ 
tions thereof fastened? or who 
laid the corner-stone thereof; 

7 When the morning stars sang 
together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy? 

8 0r who shut up the sea with 
doors, when it broke forth, as if 
it had issued out of the womb?

2 How beautiful are thy feet in 
sandals, 0 prince’s daughter! tho 
joints of thy thighs are like 
jewels, the work of the hands of 
a cunning workman. 

3 Thy navel is like a round gob¬ 
let, which wanteth not liquor: 
thy belly is like a heap of wheat 
set about with lilies. 

4 Thy two breasts are like two 
young roes that are twins of a 
gazelle, 

5 Thy neck is as a tower of 
ivory; thine eyes like the fish- 
pools in Heshbon, by the gate of 
Bath-rabbim: thy nose is as the 
tower of Lebanon which looketh 
toward Damascus. 

6 Thine head upon thee is like 
crimson, and the hair of thine 
head like purple; the king is 
fettered by the tresses. 

7 How fair and how pleasant 
art thou, O love, for delights! 

8 This thy stature is like to a 
palm-tree, and thy breasts to 
clusters of grapes. 

®I said, I will go up to the 
palm-tree, I will take hold of the 
boughs thereof: now also thy 
breasts shall be as clusters of the 
vine, and the smell of thy nose 
like apples; 

™And thy mouth like the best 
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wine that goeth down sweetly 
for my beloved, causing the lips 
of those that are asleep to speak. 

“I am my beloved's, and his 
desire is toward me. 

“Come, my beloved, let us go 
fortli into the field; let us lodge 
in (he villages. 

,a Let us get up early to the 
vineyards; let us see if the vine 
flourish, vihetker the tender grape 
uppear, and the pomegranates 
hud forth: there will I give thee 
my loves. 

“The mandrakes give a smell, 
and at our gates are all manner 
of pleasant fruits, new and old, 
which I have laid up for thee, 
0 my beloved, 

O O that thou wert as my 
brother, that sucked the 
breasts of my mother! when I 
should find thee without, 1 would 
kiss thee; yea, I should not be 
despised. 

2 I would lead thee, and bring 
thee into my mother’s house, who 
would instruct me: I would cause 
thee to drink cf spiced wine of 
the juice of my pomegranate. 

3 His left hand should be under 
my head, and his right hand 
should embrace me. 

4 I adjure you, 0 daughters of 
Jerusalem, that ye stir not up, 
nor awake my love, until it please. 

°Who ia this that cometh up 
from the wilderness, leaning upon 
her beloved? I raised thee up 
under the apple-tree: there th^ 
mother brought thee forth: there 


she brought thee forth that bore 
thee. 

8 Set me as a seal upon thine 
heart, as a seal upon thine arm: 
for love ia strong as death; jeal¬ 
ousy ie cruel as the grave: the 
flames thereof are flames of fire, 
the flame of God. 

7 Many waters cannot quench 
love, neither can the floods drown 
it: if a man would give all the 
substance of his house for love, 
it would utterly be contemned. 

8 We have a little sister, and she 
hath no breasts: what shall we 
do for our sister in the day 
when she shall be spoken for? 

e If she be a wall, we will build 
upon her a palace of silver: and 
if she be a door, we will inclose 
her with boards of cedar. 

,0 I am a wall, and my breasts 
like towers: then was I in his 
eyes as one that found favour. 

“Solomon had a vineyard at 
Baal-hamon; he let out the vine¬ 
yard unto keepers; every one for 
the fruit thereof was to bring a 
thousand pieces of silver. 

ia My vineyard, which is mine, 
ia before me: thou, 0 Solomon, 
must have a thousand, and those 
that keep the fruit thereof two 
hundred. 

ls Thou thatdwellestin the gar¬ 
dens, the companions hearken to 
thy voice: cause me to hear it. 

“Make haste, my beloved, and 
be thou like to a roe or to a young 
hart upon the mountains of 
spices.

RUTH 


“fl Now it came to pass in the 
days when the judges ruled, 
that there was a famine in the 
land. And a certain man of Beth- 
lehem-judah went to sojourn in 
the country of Moab, he, and 
his wife, and his two sons. 2 And 
the name of the man was Eli- 
melech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two 
sons Mahlon and Chilion, Eph- 
rathites of Beth - lehem - judah. 
And they came into the country 
of Moab, and continued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi's hus¬ 
band died; and she was left, and 
her two sons. 4 And they took them 
wives of the women of Moab; the 
name of the one was Orpah, and 
the name of the other Ruth: and 
they dwelled there about ten 
years. 

3 And Mahlon and Chilion died 
also both of them; and the wo¬ 
man was left of her two sons and 
her husband. 6 Then she arose 
with her daughters-in-law, that 
she might return from the coun¬ 
try of Moab: for she had heard 
in the country of Moab how that 
the Lord had visited his people in 
giving them bread. 7 Wherefore 
she went forth out of the place 
where she was, and her two 
daughters-in-law with her; and 


they went on the way to return 
unto the land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters-in-law, Go, return each 
to her mother’s house: the Lord 
deal kindly with you, as ye have 
dealt with the dead, and with mo. 
"The Lord grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in the house 
of her husband. 

Then she kissed them ; and they 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 
10 And they said unto her, Surely 
we will return with thee unto thy 
people. “And Naomi said, Turn 
again, my daughters: why will 
ye go with me? are there yet any 
more sons in my womb, that they 
may be your husbands? “Turn 
back, my daughters, go your way; 
for I am too old to have a hus¬ 
band, If I should say, I have 
hope, if I should have a husband 
also to-night, and should also 
bear sons; “Would ye tarry for 
them till they were grown ? would 
ye stay for them from having 
husbands? nay, my daughters; 
for it grieveth me much for your 
sake that the hand of the Lord 
is gone out against me. 

l4 And they lifted up their 
voice, and wept again: and Or¬ 
pah kissed her mother-in-law; but 
Ruth clove unto her. “And she 
said. Behold, thy sister-in-law is 
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gone back unto her people, and 
unto her gods: return thou after 
thy sister-in-law. ia And Ruth 
said, Entreat me not to leave 
thee, or to return from follow¬ 
ing after thee: for whither thou 
goest, 1 will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge: thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God 
my God: ,: Where thou diest, will 
I die, and there will I be buried: 
the Lord do so to me, more also, 
if aught but death part thee and 
me. 

,H And she saw that she was 
steadfastly minded to go with her, 
then she left off speaking unto 
her. ’‘'So they two went until 
they came to Beth-lehem. And it 
came to pass, when they were 
come to Beth-lehem, that all the 
city was moved about them, and 
they said, Is this Naomi? 20 And 
she said unto them, Call me not 
Naomi, call me Mara: for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitter¬ 
ly with me. 21 I went out full, 
and the Lord hath brought me 
home again empty: why then call 
ye me Naomi, seeing the Lord 
hath testified against me, and 
the Almighty hath afflicted me? 

“So Naomi returned, and Ruth 
the Moabitess, her daughter-in- 
law, with her, who returned out 
of the country of Moab: and 
they came to Beth-lehem in the 
beginning of barley harvest. 

O And Naomi had a kinsman 
of her husband’s, a mighty 
man of valour, of the family of 
Elimelech; and his name was 
Boaz. 


2 And Ruth the Moabitess said 
unto Naomi, Let me now go to 
the field, and glean ears of corn 
after him in whose sight I shall 
find grace. And she said unto 
her, Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and 
gleaned in the field after the 
reapers: and her hap was to light 
on a part of the field belonging 
unto Boaz, who was of the kin 
dred of Elimelech. 4 And, behold, 
Boaz came from Beth-lehem, and 
said unto tMe reapers, The Lord 
be with you. And they answered 
him, The Lord bless thee. 3 Then 
said Boaz unto his servant that 
was set over the reapers, Whose 
damsel is this? 6 And the servant 
that was set over the reapers an¬ 
swered and said, It is a Moab- 
itish damsel that came back with 
Naomi out of the country of Mo¬ 
ab: 7 And she said, I pray you, 
let me glean and gather after 
the reapers among the sheaves: 
so she came, and hath continued 
even from the morning until now, 
save that she tarried a little in 
the house. 8 Then said Boaz unto 
Ruth, Hearest thou not, my 
daughter? Go not to glean in an¬ 
other field, neither go from hence, 
but abide here fast by my maid¬ 
ens : 6 Let thine eyes be on the 
field that they do reap, and go 
thou after them: have I not 
charged the young men that they 
shall not touch thee? and when 
thou art athirst, go unto the ves¬ 
sels, and drink of that which the 
young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and 
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bowed herself to the ground, and | 
said unto him, Why have I found 
grace in thine eyes, that thou 
shouldest take knowledge of me, 
seeing I am a stranger? "And 
Boaz answered and said unto her, 
It hath fully been told me, all 
that thou hast done unto thy 
mother-in-law since the death of 
thine husband: and how thou 
hast left thy father and thy 
mother, and the land of thy na¬ 
tivity, and art come unto a people 
which thou knewest not hereto¬ 
fore. "The Lord recompense thy 
work, and a full reward be given 
thee of the Lord God of Israel, 
under whose wings thou art come 
to take refuge. "Then she said. 
Let me find favour in thy sight, 
my lord; for that thou hast com¬ 
forted me, and for that thou hast 
spoken friendly unto thine hand¬ 
maid, though I be not as one of 
thine handmaidens. "And Boaz 
said unto her. At mealtime come 
thou hither, and eat of the bread, 
and dip thy morsel in the sour 
wine. 

And she sat beside the reap¬ 
ers : and he reached her parched 
com, and she did eat, and was 
satisfied, and left. "And when 
she was risen up to glean, Boaz 
commanded his young men, say¬ 
ing, Let her glean even among 
the sheaves, and reproach her 
not: "And let fall also some 
stalks of the handfuls for her, 
and leave them , that she may 
glean them, and rebuke her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field 
until even, and beat out what she 


had gleaned: and it was about 
an ephah of barley. "And she 
took it up, and went into the 
city: and her mother-in-law saw 
what she had gleaned: and she 
brought forth, and gave to her 
that she had reserved after she 
was satisfied. "And her mother- 
in-law said unto her, Where hast 
thou gleaned to-day? and where 
wroughtest thou? blessed be he 
that did take knowledge of thee. 
And she told her mother-in-law 
with whom she had wrought, nnd 
said, The man’s name with whom 
I wrought to-day is Boaz. 20 A ml 
Naomi said unto her daughter- 
in-law, Blessed he he of the Lord, 
who hath not left off his kind 
ness to the living and to the 
dead. And Naomi said unto her. 
The man is near of kin unto us, 
one of our next kinsmen. 2, And 
Ruth the Moabitess said, He said 
unto me also, Thou shalt keep 
fast by my young men, until they 
have ended all my harvest. 22 And 
Naomi said unto Ruth herdaugh 
ter-in-law, It is good, my daugh¬ 
ter, that thou go out with his 
maidens, that they meet thee not 
in any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maid¬ 
ens of Boaz to glean unto the 
end of barley harvest and of 
wheat harvest; and dwelt with 
her mother-in-law. 

O Then Naomi her mother-in- 
law said unto her. My daugh 
ter, shall I not seek rest for 
thee, that it may be well with 
thee? a And now is not Boaz of 
our kindred, with whose maid- 
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ens thou waat? Behold, he win- 
noweth barley to-night in the 
threshing-floor. 3 Wash thyself 
therefore, and anoint thee, and 
put thy raiment upon thee, and 
get thee down to the threshing- 
floor: but make not thyself known 
unto the man, until he shall have 
done eating and drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when he lieth 
down, that thou shalt mark the 
place where he shall lie, and thou 
shalt go in, and uncover him at 
his feet, and lay thee down; 
and he will tell thee what thou 
shalt do. 'And she said unto her, 
All that thou sayest unto me 1 
will do. 

"And she went down unto the 
threshing-floor, and did accord¬ 
ing to all that her mother-in-law 
bade her. 7 And when Boaz had 
eaten and drunk, and his heart 
was merry, he went to lie down 
nt the end of the heap of corn: 
and she came softly, and uncov¬ 
ered him, at his feet, and laid 
her down. "And it came to pass 
at midnight, that the man was 
scared, and turned himself: and, 
behold, a woman lay at his feet. 

“And he said, Who art thou? 
And she answered, I am Ruth 
thine handmaid: spread there¬ 
fore thy skirt over thine hand¬ 
maid; for thou art a near kins¬ 
man. 10 And he said, Blessed be 
thou of the Lord, my daughter: 
for thou hast shewn more kind¬ 
ness in the latter end than at the 
beginning, inasmuch as thou fol- 
lowedst not young men, whether 
poor or rich. ,l And now, my 


daughter, fear not; I will do to 
thee all that thou requirest: for 
all the city of my people doth 
know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. “And now it is true that 
I am thy near kinsman: but there 
is a kinsman nearer than I. 13 Tar- 
ry this night, and it shall be in 
the morning, that if he will per¬ 
form unto thee the part of a 
kinsman, well; let him do the 
kinsman's part: but if he will not 
do the part of a kinsman to thee, 
then will I do the part of a kins¬ 
man to thee, as the Lord liveth: 
lie down until the morning. 

“And she lay at his feet until 
the morning: and she rose up be¬ 
fore one could know another. And 
he said, Let it not be known that 
a woman came into the thresh¬ 
ing-floor. “Also he said, Bring 
the veil that thou, hast upon thee, 
and hold it. And when she held 
it, he measured six measures of 
barley, and laid it on her: and 
she went into the city. 

“And when she came to her 
mother-in-law, she said, How 
farest thou, my daughter? And 
she told her ail that the man 
had done to her. 17 And she said, 
These six measures of barley gave 
he me; for he said to me, Go not 
empty unto thy mother-in-law. 

“Then said she, Sit still, my 
daughter, until thou know how 
the matter will fall: for the man 
will not rest, until he have fin¬ 
ished the thing this day. 

\ Then went Boaz up to the 
gate, and sat him down there: 
and, behold, the kinsman of whom 
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Boaz spoke came by; unto whom 
he said, Ho, such a one! turn 
aside, sit down here. And he 
turned aside, and sat down. 

2 And he took ten men of the 
elders of the city, and said, Sit 
ye down here. And they sat down. 
3 And he said unto the kinsman, 
Naomi, that is come back out of 
the country of Moab, selleth a 
parcel of land, which ?ra.s our 
brother Elimelech’s: 4 And I 

thought to disclose it to thee, say¬ 
ing, Buy it before the inhabi¬ 
tants, and before the elders of 
my people. If thou wilt redeem 
it, redeem it: but if thou wilt not 
redeem it, then tell me, that I 
may know: for there is none to 
redeem it besides thee; and I am 
after thee. And he said, I will 
redeem it. r, Then said Boaz, The 
day thou buyest the field of the 
hand of Naomi, thou must buy 
it also of Ruth the Moabitess. the 
wife of the dead, to raise up the 
name of the dead upon his in¬ 
heritance. 6 And the kinsman said, 
I cannot redeem it for myself, 
lest I mar mine own inheritance: 
take my right of redemption to 
thyself; for I cannot redeem it. 

7 Now this was the manner in 
former time in Israel concern¬ 
ing redeeming and concerning 
exchanging, to confirm all things; 
a man plucked off his sandal, and 
gave it to his neighbour: and 
this was a testimony in Israel. 
8 Therefore, when the kinsman 
said unto Boaz, Buy it for thee, 
he drew off his sandal. B And 
Boaz said unto the elders, and 


unto all the people, Ye are wif- 
nesses this day, that I have 
bought all that was Elimelech’s, 
and all that was Chi lion’s and 
Mahlon’s, of the hand of Naomi. 
“‘Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I pur¬ 
chased to be my wife, to raise 
up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance, that the name 
of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren, and from 
the gate of his place: ye are wit 
nesses this day. !, And all the 
people that were in the gate, ami 
the elders, said, We are wit¬ 
nesses. The Lord make the wo¬ 
man that is come into thine house 
like Rachel and like Leah, which 
two did build the house of Is¬ 
rael: and do thou worthily in 
Ephrathah, and make thee a fa¬ 
mous name in Beth-lehem : 12 And 
let thy house be like the house of 
Pharez, whom Tamar bore unto 
Judah, of the seed which the Lord 
shall give thee of this young 
woman. 

,3 So Boaz took Ruth, and she 
was his wife: and when he went 
in unto her, the Lord gave her 
conception, and she bore a son 
14 And the women said unto Nao¬ 
mi, Blessed be the Lord who hath 
not left thee this day without a 
kinsman, that his name may bo 
famous in Israel. ,5 And he shall 
be unto thee a restorer of Uni 
life, and a nourisher of thine old 
age: for thy daughter-in-law. 
who loveth thee, who is better 
to thee than seven sons, hath 
borne him. 
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18 And Naomi took the child, 
and laid it in her bosom, and be¬ 
came nurse unto it. ,T And the 
women her neighbours gave it a 
name, saying, There is a son born 
to Naomi; and they called his 
name Obed: he is the father of 
.fesNC, the father of David. 

,8 Now these are the genera¬ 


tions of Pharez: Pharez begot 
Hezron, 1B And Hezron begot Ram, 
and Ram begot Amminadab, 
20 And Amminadab begot Nah- 
shon, and Nahshon begot Salmon, 
2, And Salmon begot, Boaz, and 
Boaz begot Obed, 22 And Obed 
begot Jesse, and Jesse begot 
David. 


LAMENTATIONS 


*| How doth the city sit sola- 
tary, that was full of people! 
how is she become as a widow! 
she that was great among the 
nations, and princess among the 
provinces, how is she become 
tributary! 

3 She weepeth sore in the night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks: 
among all her lovers she hath 
none to comfort her: all her 
friends have dealt treacherously 
with her, they are become her 
enemies. 

3 Judah is gone into captivity 
because of affliction, and because 
of great servitude: she dwelleth 
among the nations, she findeth 
no rest: all her persecutors over¬ 
took her between the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, 
because none come to the solemn 
feasts: all her gates are desolate: 
her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted, and she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, 
her enemies prosper; for the 
Lord hath afflicted her for the 
multitude of her transgressions: 
her children are gone into cap¬ 
tivity before the enemy. 

R And from the daughter of 
Zion all her beauty is departed: 
her princes are become like harts 
that find no pasture, and they 


are gone without strength before 
the pursuer. 

Jerusalem remembered in the 
days of her affliction and of her 
miseries all her pleasant things 
that she had in the days of old. 
when her people fell into the hand 
of the enemy, and none did help 
her: the adversaries saw her, end 
did mock at her desolations. 

Jerusalem hath grievously 
sinned; therefore she is become 
an abomi nation ; all that honou red 
her despise her, because they 
have seen her nakedness: yea. 
she sigheth, and turneth back¬ 
ward. 

n Her filthiness is in her skirts; 
she remembered not her last end ; 
therefore she came down wonder¬ 
fully: she had no comforter. O 
Lord, behold my affliction: for 
the enemy hath magnified him 
self. 

10 The adversary hath spread 
out his hand upon all her pleasant 
things: for she hath seen that 
the nations entered into her sanc ¬ 
tuary, whom thou didst command 
that they should not enter into 
thy congregation. 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their 
pleasant things for meat to re 
lieve the soul: see, 0 lord, and 
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consider; for I am become vile. 

,2 No such thing ever befell you, 
all ye that pass by; behold, and 
see if there be any sorrow like 
unto my sorrow, which is done 
unto me, wherewith the Lord 
hath afflicted me in the day of 
Ills fierce anger. 

ia From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them: he hath spread a 
net for my feet, he hath turned 
me back: lie hatli made me des¬ 
olate and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgres¬ 
sions is bound by his hand: they 
are wreathed, and come up upon 
my neck: he hath made my 
strength to fall, the Lord hath 
delivered me into their hands, 
from whom I am not able to rise 
up. 

,r ’The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the 
midst of me: he hath called an 
assembly against me to crush my 
young men: the Lord hath trod¬ 
den the virgin, the daughter of 
Judah, as in a wine-press. 

1<] For these things I weep; mine 
eye, mine eye runneth down with 
water, because the comforter that 
should relieve my soul is far 
from me: my children are des¬ 
olate, because the enemy pre¬ 
vailed. 

l7 Zion spreadeth forth her 
hands, and there is none to com¬ 
fort her: the Lord hath com¬ 
manded concerning Jacob, that 
his adversaries should be round 
about him: Jerusalem is become 


an abomination among them. 

18 The Lord is righteous; for I 
have rebelled against his com¬ 
mandment: hear, I pray you, all 
peoples, and behold my sorrow: 
my virgins and my young men 
are gone into captivity. 

,9 I called for my lovers, but 
they deceived me: my priests and 
mine elders perished in the city, 
while they sought their meat to 
relieve their souls. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord; for I am in 
distress: my bowels arc troubled; 
mine heart is turned within me; 
for I have grievously rebelled: 
abroad the sword bereavelh, even 
as death at home. 

21 Thcy have heard that I sigh; 
there is none to comfort me: all 
mine enemies have heard of my 
trouble; they are glad that thou 
hast done it: thou wilt bring the 
day that thou hast called, and 
they shall be like unto me. 

22 Let all tlieir wickedness come 
before thee; and do unto them, 
as thou hast done unto me for 
all my transgressions: for my 
sighs are many, and my heart is 
faint. 

2 How hath the Lord covered 
the daughter of Zion with a 
cloud in his anger, and cast down 
from heaven unto the earth the 
beauty of Israel, and remembered 
not his footstool in the day of 
his anger. 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up 
all the habitations of Jacob, and 
hath not pitied: he hath thrown 
down in his wrath the strong- 
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holds of the daughter of Judah; 
he hath brought them down to 
the ground: he hath polluted the 
kingdom and the princes thereof. 

9 He hath cut off in his fierce 
anger all the horn of Israel: he 
hath drawn back his right hand 
from before the enemy, and he 
burned against Jacob like a flam¬ 
ing fire, which devoureth round 
about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an 
enemy: he stood with his right 
hand as an adversary, and slew 
all that were pleasant to the eye 
in the tabernacle of the daughter 
of Zion: he poured out his fury 
like fire. 

6 The Lord was as an enemy: 
he hath swallowed up Israel, he 
hath swallowed up all her pala¬ 
ces: he hath destroyed his strong¬ 
holds, and hath increased in the 
daughter of Judah mourning and 
lamentation. 

e And he hath violently taken 
away his tabernacle, as if it were 
of a garden: he hath destroyed 
his places of the assembly: the 
Lord hath caused the solemn 
feasts and sabbaths to be for¬ 
gotten in Zion, and hath despised 
in the indignation of his anger 
the king and the priest. 

T The Lord hath cast off his 
altar, he hath abhorred his sanc¬ 
tuary, he hath given up into the 
hand of the enemy the walls of 
her palaces; they have made a 
noise in the house of the Lord, 
as in the day of a solemn feast. 

®The Lord hath purposed to 
destroy the wall of the daughter 


of Zion: he hath stretched out n 
line, he hath not withdrawn his 
hand from destroying: and he 
made the rampart and the wall 
to lament; they languished to¬ 
gether. 

B Her gates are sunk into the 
ground; he hath destroyed and 
broken her bars: her king and 
her princes are among the na¬ 
tions: the law is no more; her 
prophets also find no vision from 
the Lord. 

,0 The elders of the daughter 
of Zion sit upon the ground, and 
keep silence: they have cast up 
dust upon their heads; they have 
girded themselves with sackcloth: 
the virgins of Jerusalem hang 
down their heads to the ground. 

^Mine eyes do fail with tears, 
my bowels are troubled, my liver 
is poured upon the earth, for the 
destruction of the daughter of 
my people; because the children 
and the sucklings swoon in the 
streets of the city. 

12 They say to their mothers, 
Where is corn and wine? when 
they swoon as the wounded in 
the streets of the city, when their 
soul is poured out into their 
mother’s bosom. 

13 What shall I take to witness 
for thee? what shall I liken to 
thee, 0 daughter of Jerusalem? 
what shall I equal to thee, that 
I may comfort thee, 0 virgin 
daughter of Zion? for thy breach 
is great like the sea: who can 
heal thee? 

,4 Thy prophets have seen vain

n The Lord hath accomplished 
his fury; he hath poured out his 
fierce anger, and hath kindled a 
fire in Zion, and it hath devoured 
the foundations thereof. 

t8 The kings of the earth, and 
all the inhabitants of the world, 
would not believe that the adver¬ 
sary and the enemy should enter 
into the gates of Jerusalem. 
ls For the sins of her prophets. 
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and the iniquities of her priests, 
thnt have shed the blood of the

14 They have wandered as blind 
men in the streets, they have pol¬ 
luted themselves with blood, so 
that men could not touch their 
garments.

said, Under his shadow we shall 
live among the nations. 

•‘Rejoice and be glad, 0 daugh¬ 
ter of Edom, that dwellest in the 
land of Uz; the cup also shall 
pass through unto thee: thou

ECCLESIASTES 


1 The words of the Preacher, 

L the son of David, king in 
Jerusalem. 

a Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; ail 
is vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all 
liis labour wherein he iaboureth 
under the sun? 

*One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh: 
but the earth abideth for ever. 

“The sun also ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and hasteneth to 
his place where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the 
South, and turneth about unto 
the north; it whirleth about con¬ 
tinually, and the wind returneth 
again according to its circuits. 

7 A11 the rivers run into the sea; 
yet the sea is not full; unto the 
place whither the rivers go, thi¬ 
ther they go again. 

B A1I things are wearying; man 
cannot utter them: the eye is not 
satisfied with seeing, nor the ear 
filled with hearing. 

’The thing that hath been, it 
is that which shall be; and that 
which is done is that which shall 
be done: and there ia no new 
thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said. See, this is new 7 
it hath been already of old time, 


which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there 
be any remembrance of things 
that are to come with those that 
shall come after. 

12 I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 19 And I gave 
my heart to seek and search out 
by wisdom concerning all things 
that are done under heaven: this 
sore travail hath God given to 
the sons of man to be exercised 
therewith. I4 I have Been all the 
works that are done under the 
sun; and, behold, all is vanity 
and a striving after wind. ,fl That 
which is crooked cannot be made 
straight: and that which is want¬ 
ing cannot be numbered. 

18 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten 
more wisdom than all they that 
have been before me in Jerusa¬ 
lem: yea, my heart had great 
experience of wisdom and knowl¬ 
edge. 17 And I gave my heart to 
know wisdom, and to know mad¬ 
ness and folly: I perceived that 
this also was a striving after 
wind. 

,8 For in much wisdom is much 
grief: and he that increaseth 
knowledge increaseth Borrow. 
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O I said in mine heart, Go to that my hands had wrought, and 


now, I will prove thee with 
mirth, therefore enjoy pleasure: 
and, behold, this also is vanity. 
3 I said of laughter, It is mad: 
and of mirth, What doeth it? 3 I 
sought in mine heart to cherish 
my body with wine, mine heart 
guiding itself with wisdom; and 
to lay hold on folly, till I might 
see what was that good for the 
sons of men, which they should 
do under the heaven all the days 
of their life. 4 I made me great 
works; I built me houses; I 
planted me vineyards: 5 I made 
me gardens and orchards, and I 
planted trees in them of all kinds 
of fruits; 6 I made me pools of 
water, to water therewith the 
wood that bringeth forth trees: 
T I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants born in my 
house; also I had great posses¬ 
sions of great and small cattle 
above all that were in Jerusalem 
before me: 8 I gathered me also 
silver and gold, and the peculiar 
treasure of kings and of the 
provinces: I got me men singers 
and women singers, and the de¬ 
lights of the sons of men, mis¬ 
tresses very many. B So I was 
great, and increased more than all 
that were before me in Jerusa¬ 
lem: also my wisdom remained 
with me. 10 And whatsoever mine 
eyes desired I kept not from 
them, I withheld not my heart 
from any joy; for my heart re¬ 
joiced in all my labour: and this 
was my portion of all my labour. 
J1 Then I looked on all the works 


on the labour that I had laboured 
to do: and, behold, all was vanity 
and a striving after wind, and 
there was no profit under the sun. 

12 And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: 
for what can the man do that 
cometh after the king? even that 
which hath been already done. 
13 Then I saw that wisdom ex- 
celleth folly, as far as light ex- 
celleth darkness. 14 The wise man’s 
eyes are in his head; but the 
fool walketh in darkness: and I 
myself perceived also that one 
event happeneth to them all. 
,5 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it hap¬ 
peneth even to me; and why was 
I then more wise? Then I said 
in my heart, that this also is 
vanity. }6 For there is no remem¬ 
brance of the wise more than of 
the fool for ever; seeing that 
U'hich now is in the days to come 
shall all be forgotten. And how 
dieth the wise man? as the fool. 
17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under 
the sun is grievous unto me: for 
all is vanity ana a striving after 
wind. 

18 Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had taken under the sun: 
because I should leave it unto 
the man that shall be after me. 
!e And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? 
yet shall he have rule over all 
my labour wherein I have la 
boured, and wherein I have shewn 
myself wise under the sun. Tins 
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is also vanity. a0 Therefore I went I 4 A time to weep, and a time 


about to cause my heart to des¬ 
pair of all the labour which I 
took under the Bun. *‘For there 
is u man whose labour ia with 
wisdom, and with knowledge, and 
with profit; yet to a man that 
I'M I h not laboured therein shall 
he leave it /or his portion. This 
also is vanity and a great evil. 
*' J For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the striving of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured 
under the sun? 23 For all his days 
are sorrows, and his travail grief ; 
yea, his heart taketh not rest in 
the night. This is also vanity. 

3 *There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make 
his soul enjoy good in his labour. 
This also I saw, that it was from 
the hand of God. 25 For who can 
eat, or who is eager to enjoy, 
more than I? 29 For God giveth 
to a man what is good in his 
sight, wisdom, and knowledge, 
and joy: but to the sinner he giv- 
oth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him what 
is good before God. This also is 
vanity and a striving after wind. 

g To every thing there is a 
season, and a time to every 
purpose under the heaven: 

2 A time to be born, and a time 
to die; a time to plant, and a 
time to pluck up that which is 
planted; 

“A time to kill, and a time to 
heal; a time to break down, and 
u time to build up; 


to laugh; a time to mourn, azitt a 
time to dance; 

6 A time to cast away stones, 
and a time to gather stones to¬ 
gether; a time to embrace, and a 
time to refrain from embracing; 

fl A time to seek, and a time to 
lose; a time to keep, and a time 
to cast away; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to 
sew; a time to keep silence, and 
a time to speak; 

B A time to love, and a time to 
hate; a time of war, and a time 
of peace. 

®What profit hath he that work- 
eth in that wherein he labour- 
eth? ,0 I have seen the travail, 
which God hath given to the sons 
of men to be exercised in it. u He 
hath made every thing good in 
its time: also he hath set the 
world in their heart, so that no 
man can find out the work that 
God maketh from the beginning 
to the end. ia I know that there is 
no good in them, but for a man 
to rejoice, and to do good in his 
life. 19 And also that every man 
should eat and drink, and enjoy 
the good of all his labour, it is 
the gift of God. 14 I know that, 
whatsoever God doeth, it shall be 
for ever: nothing can be put to 
it, nor any thing taken from it: 
and God doeth it, that men should 
fear before him. 1# That which 
hath been is now; and that which 
is to be hath already been; and 
God seeketh again that which is 
past. 

ia And moreover I saw under 
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the sun, in the place of judg¬ 
ment, that wickedness was there; 
and in the place of righteous¬ 
ness, that iniquity was there. 17 I 
said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the 
wicked: for there is a time there 
for every purpose and for every 
work. ,8 I said in mine heart, It is 
because of the sons of men, that 
God may prove them, and that 
they may see that they them¬ 
selves are but as beasts. “For 
that which befalleth the sons of 
men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them: as the one 
dieth, so dieth the other; yea, 
they have all one breath; so that 
a man hath no preeminence a- 
bove a beast: for all is vanity. 
ao A!l go unto one place; all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust 
again. “Who knoweth the spirit 
of man whether it goeth up¬ 
ward, and the spirit of the beast 
whether it goeth downward to the 
earth? “Wherefore I perceive 
that there is nothing better, than 
that a man should rejoice in his 
own works; for that is his por¬ 
tion : foe who shall bring him to 
see what shall be after him? 

^ So I returned, and considered 
all the oppressions that are 
done under the sun: and behold 
the tears of such as were op¬ 
pressed, and they had no com¬ 
forter; and on the side of their 
oppressors there was power, but 
they had no comforter, there¬ 
fore I praised the dead which are 
already dead more than the liv¬ 
ing that are yet alive. 3 Yea, bet¬ 


ter is he than both they, who hath 
not yet been, who hath not seen 
the evil work that is done under 
the sun. ‘Then I saw all labour 
and all skill for work, that it iB 
rivalry of one with another. This 
is also vanity and a striving after 
wind. 

“The fool foldeth his hands to¬ 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

8 Better is a handful vnth qui¬ 
etness, than both the hands full 
with travail and striving after 
wind. 

7 Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. B There is 
one alone, and there is not a sec¬ 
ond: yea, he hath neither child 
nor brother: yet is there no end 
of all his labour; neither is his 
eye satisfied with riches; neither 
saith he, For whom do I labour, 
and bereave my soul of good? 
This is also vanity, yea, it is a 
sore travail. 

B Two are better than one; be¬ 
cause they have a good reward 
for their labour. ,0 For if they 
fall, the one will lift up his fel¬ 
low: but woe to him that is alone 
when he falleth; for he hath not 
another to lift him up. “Again, 
if two lie together, then they 
have heat: but how can one be 
warm alone? “And if one pre¬ 
vail against him, two shall with¬ 
stand him; and a threefold cord 
is not quickly broken. 

“Better is a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish 
king, who will no more be ad¬ 
monished. 14 For out of prison 
one cometh to reign; whereas a»- 
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other that ia bbrn in his kingdom 
becometh poor. I5 I considered all 
the living that walk under the 
sun, with the second child that 
shall stand up in his stead. 
'"There is no end of all the peo¬ 
ple, even of all that have been 
before them: they also that come 
af'lcr shall not rejoice in him. 
Surely this also is vanity and a 
striving after wind, 

17 Keep thy foot when thou go- 
est to the house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give 
the sacrifice of fools: for they 
consider not that they do evil, 
r Be not rash with thy mouth, 
and let not thine heart be 
hasty to utter any thing before 
God: for God is in heaven, and 
thou upon earth: therefore let 
thy words be few. 2 For a dream 
Cometh through the multitude of 
business; and a fool's voice is 
knonm by multitude of words. 

"When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he 
hath no pleasure in fools: pay 
that which thou hast vowed. 
4 Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than thou shouldest vow 
and not pay. 'Suffer not thy 
mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; 
neither say thou before the angel, 
that it vms an error: wherefore 
si io uId God be angry at thy voice, 
and destroy the work of thine 
bands? tt For in the multitude of 
dreams and many words there 
are also divera vanities: but fear 
thou God. 

r If thou seest the oppression 
of the poor, and violation of right 


and justice in a province, marvel 
not at the matter: for he that is 
higher than the highest regard- 
eth; and there are higher than 
they. 8 Moreover the profit of a 
land in all things is a king de¬ 
voted to cultivated fields. 

“He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he 
that loveth abundance with in¬ 
crease : this is also vanity. 10 When 
goods increase, they are increased 
that eat them; and what profit 
ia there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them 
with their eyes? “The sleep of 
a labouring man is sweet, wheth¬ 
er he eat little or much: but the 
abundance of the rich will not 
suffer him to sleep. 

“There is a sore evil which I 
have seen under the sun, namely, 
riches kept for the owners there¬ 
of to their hurt. ,a But those 
riches perish by evil travail: and 
he begetteth a son, and there ia 
nothing in his hand. 14 As he 
came forth of his mother’s womb, 
naked shall he return to go as 
he came, and shall take nothing 
of his labour, which he may carry 
away in his hand. 15 And this 
also is a sore evil, that in all 
points as he came, so shall he 
go: and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wind? 10 A11 
his days also he eateth in dark¬ 
ness, and he hath much sorrow 
and sickness with wrath. 

“Behold that which I have 
seen: it is good and comely for 
one to eat and to drink, and to 
enjoy the good of all his labour 
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that he taketh under the sun all 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him: for it is his portion. 

“Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, 
and hath given him power to eat 
thereof, and to take his portion, 
and to rejoice in his labour; this 
is the gift of God. “For he shall 
not much remember the days of 
his life; because God answereth 
him in the joy of his heart. 

£ There is an evil which I have 
u seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 2 A man to 
whom God hath given riches, 
wealth, and honour, so that he 
wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, yet God giv- 
eth him not power to eat thereof, 
but a stranger eateth it: this is 
vanity, and it is an evil disease. 
3 If a man beget a hundred chil¬ 
dren, and live many years, so 
that the days of his years be 
many, and his soul be not filled 
with good, and also that he have 
no burial; I say, that an untime¬ 
ly birth is better than he. 4 For 
he cometli in with vanity, and 
departeth in darkness, and his 
name shall be covered with dark¬ 
ness. r ’Moreover he hath not seen 
the sun, nor known any thing: 
this hath more rest than the 
other. G Yea, though he live a 
thousand years twice told, yet 
hath he seen no good: do not all 
go to one place? 7 All the labour 
of man is for his mouth, and yet 
the appetite is not filled. 8 For 
what hath the wise more than 
the fool? what hath the poor, 


that knoweth to walk before the 
living? °Better is the sight of 
the eyes than the wandering of 
the desire: this is also vanity 
and a striving after wind. 

“That which hath been is 
named already, and it is known 
that it is man: neither may he 
contend with him that is might 
ier than he. ^Seeing there are 
many things that increase vani¬ 
ty, what is man the better? “For 
who knoweth what is good for 
man in his life, all the days of 
his vain life which he spemleih 
as a shadow? for who can tell a 
man what shall be after him 
under the sun. 

H A good name is better than 
precious ointment; and the 
day of death than the day of 
one’s birth. 

2 It is better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the 
house of feasting: for that is the 
end of all men; and the living 
will lay it to his heart. 

a Sorrow is better than laugh¬ 
ter: for by the sadness of the 
countenance the heart is made 
better. 

4 The heart of the wise is in 
the house of mourning; but the 
heart of fools is in the house of 
mirth. 

5 /£ is better to hear the rebuke 
of the wise, than for a man to 
hear the song of fools. 

6 For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter 
of the fool: this also is vanity. 

7 Surely oppression maketh a 
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wise man mad; and a gift de¬ 
stroyed the heart. 

"Better is the end of a thing 
than the beginning thereof: and 
the patient in spirit is better 
than the proud in spirit. 

“Be not hasty in thy spirit to 
he angry: for anger resteth in 
the bosom of fools. 

,0 Say not thou, What Is the 
cause that the former days were 
better than these? for thou dost 
not inquire wisely concerning 
this. 11 Wisdom is as good as an 
inheritance: yea, better than that 
for them that see the sun. 12 For 
to be under the shelter of wis¬ 
dom is as good as to be under 
the shelter of money; but the 
excellency of knowledge ia, that 
wisdom preserveth the life of 
him that hath it. 

,a Consider the work of God: 
for who can make that straight, 
which he hath made crooked? M In 
the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity con¬ 
sider: God also hath set the one 
over against the other, to the end 
tlml man should find nothing af¬ 
ter him. 

15 AI1 things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity: there iB a 
just man that perisheth in his 
righteousness, and there is a 
wicked man that prolongeth his 
life in his wickedness. “Be not 
righteous overmuch ; neither make 
thyself overwise: why shouldest 
thou destroy thyself? 1T Be not 
overmuch wicked, neither be thou 
foolish: why shouldest thou die 


before thy time? ia It is good that 
thou shouldest take hold of this; 
yea, also from that withdraw 
not thine hand: for he that fear- 
eth God shall escape them all. 

^Wisdom strengthened the 
wise more than ten mighty men 
that are in the city. 20 For there 
is not a just man upon earth, that 
doeth good, and sinneth not. 

“Also take no heed unto all 
words that are spoken; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee: 22 For 
oftentimes also thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyself like¬ 
wise hast cursed others. 

23 A11 this have I proved by 
wisdom: I said, I will be wiBe; 
but it was far from me. “That 
which is far off, and exceeding 
deep, who can find it out? 25 I ap¬ 
plied mine heart to know, and to 
search, and to seek out wisdom, 
and the reason of things, and to 
know the wickedness of folly, 
and the foolishness of madness. 
“And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands 
as bands: whoso pleaseth God 
shall escape from her; but the 
sinner shall betaken by her. ^Be¬ 
hold, this have I found, saith the 
preacher, counting one by one, 
to find out the account: “Which 
yet my soul seeketh, but I find 
not: one man among a thousand 
have I found; but a woman a- 
mong all those have I not found. 
2B Lo, this only have I found, that 
God hath made man upright; but 
they have sought, out many in¬ 
ventions. 


«n r^rij: 
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Q Who is as the wise man? and 
u who knoweth tlie interpre¬ 
tation of a tiling? a man’s wis¬ 
dom maketh his face to shine, 
and the boldness of his face shall 
be changed. 2 I counsel thee to 
keep the king’s commandment, 
and that in regard of the oath 
of God. 3 Be not hasty to go out 
of his sight: stand not in an 
evil tiling; for he doeth whatso¬ 
ever pleaseth him. 4 Because the 
word of a king is power; and 
who may sav unto him. What 
doest thou? r, Who o keepeth the 
commandment shall feel no evil 
thing: and a wise man’s heart 
discerneth both time and judg¬ 
ment. '’Because to every purpose 
there is time and judgment, and 
the evils coming u* on a man are 
many. 7 For he knoweth not that 
whrch shall be: for who can tell 
him when it shall be? 8 There is 
no man that hath power over the 
wind to retain the wind; neither 
hath he power in the day of 
death: and there is no discharge 
in that war; neither shall wick¬ 
edness deliver those that are 
given to it. "All this have I seen, 
and applied mv heart unto every 
work that is done under the sun: 
there is a time wherein one man 
ruleth over another to his own 
hurt. 

“And so I saw the wicked 
buried, who had come to their 
rest: and they that had done 
right went away from the holy 
place, and were forgotten in the 
city: this is also vanity. “Be¬ 
cause sentence against an evil 


work is not executed speedily 
therefore the heart of the sons 
of men is fully set in them to dr 
evil. “Though a sinner do evi 
a hundred times, and his dags hr 
prolonged, yet surely I know thal 
it shall be well with them thal 
fear God, that fear before him: 
“But it shall not be well witli 
the wicked, neither shall he pro 
long his days, which are as a 
shadow; because he feareth nnl 
before God. “There is a vanity 
which is done upon the earth; 
that there arc just men, unto 
whom it happeneth according to 
the work of the wicked; again, 
there are wicked men, to whom 
it happeneth according to (he 
work of the righteous: I said that 
this also is vanity. “Then I com¬ 
mended mirth, because a man 
hath no better thing under the 
sun, than to eat, and to drink, 
and to be merry: for that shall 
abide with him in his labour the 
days of his life, which God givelli 
him under the sun. 

,r, When I applied mine heart 
to know wisdom, and to see the 
business that is done upon I be 
earth: (for also there is that nei¬ 
ther day nor night seeth sleep 
with his eves:) “Then I belaid 
all the work of God, that a man 
cannot find out the work that is 
done under the sun: because 
though a man labour to seek it 
out, yet be shall not find if; yea 
farther; though a wise man think 
to know it, yet shall he not ho 
able to find it. 
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q For all this I considered in 
** my heart even to search out 
all this, that the righteous, and 
the wise, and their works, are 
in the hand of God: whether he 
he worthy of love or of hatred, 
man knoweth it not: all is equally 
unknovm to them. *AH things 
«nme alike to all: there ia one 
event to the righteous, and to the 
wicked; to the good and to the 
clean, and to the unclean; to him 
that sacriftceth, and to him that 
flacrificeth not: as ia the good, 
so ia the sinner; and he that 
sweareth, as he that feareth an 
oath. a This is an evil among all 
things that are done under the 
Run, that there is one event unto 
all: yea, also the heart of the 
sons of men is full of evil, and 
madness is in their heart while 
they live, and after that they go 
to the dead. 

4 For to him that is joined to 
nil the living there Is hope: for 
a living dog ia better than a dead 
lion. L For the living know that 
they shall die: but the dead know 
not any thing, neither have they 
any more a reward; for the 
memory of them is forgotten. 
°A1bo their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished; 
neither have they any more a por¬ 
tion for ever in any thing that 
is done under the sun. 

7 Go thy way, eat thy bread with 
joy, and drink thy wine with a 
tnerry heart; for God now accept- 
elh thy works. 8 Let thy gar¬ 
ments be always white; and let 
thy head lack no ointment. "Live 


joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the 
life of thy vanity, which he hath 
given thee under the sun, all the 
dayB of thy vanity: for that is 
thy portion in this life, and in 
thy labour wherein thou labour- 
est under the sun. “Whatsoever 
thy hand findeth to do, do it with 
thy might; for there is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor 
wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest. 

“I returned, and saw under 
the sun, that the race is not to 
the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong, neither yet bread to the 
wise, nor yet richeB to men of 
understanding, nor yet favour to 
men of skill; but time and chance 
happeneth to them all. “For man 
also knoweth not his time: as 
the fishes that are taken in an 
evil net, and as the birds that 
are caught in the Bnare; so are 
the sons of men snared in an 
evil time, when it falleth sudden¬ 
ly upon them. 

“This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed 
great unto me: 1A There was a 
little city, and few men within 
it; and there came a great king 
against it, and besieged it, and 
built great bulwarks against it: 
“Now there was found in it a 
poor wise man, and he by his 
wisdom delivered the city; yet 
no man remembered that same 
poor man. “Then said I, Wisdom 
is better than strength: never¬ 
theless the poor man’s wisdom is 
despised, and his words are not 
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heard. 17 The words of wise men 
are heard in quiet more than the 
cry of him that ruleth among 
fools. 18 Wisdom is better than 
weapons of war: but one sinner 
destroyeth much good. 

Dead flies cause the oint¬ 
ment of the apothecary to 
stink and to decay: so doth a 
little folly him that is in repu¬ 
tation for his wisdom and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his 
right hand; but a fool's heart at 
his left. 

8 Yea also, when he that is a 
fool walketh by the way, his wis¬ 
dom faileth him, and he saith to 
every one that he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise 
up against thee, leave not thy 
place; for yielding pacifieth great 
offences. 

6 There is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, as an error 
which proceedeth from the ruler: 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, 
and the rich sit in low place. 

7 I have seen servants upon 
horses, and princes walking as 
servants upon the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall 
fall into it; and whoso breaketh 
a hedge, a serpent shall bite him. 

e Whoso removeth stones shall 
be hurt therewith; and he that 
cleaveth wood shall be endan¬ 
gered thereby. 

,0 If the iron be blunt, and one 
do not whet the edge, then must 
he put to more strength: so wis¬ 
dom hath the advantage of ren¬ 
dering one good. 


"Surely the serpent will bit 
without enchantment; and a slan 
derer is no better. 

,2 The words of a wise man’ 
mouth arc gracious; but the I ip: 
of a fool will destroy him. 

,3 The beginning of the wonli 
of his mouth is foolishness: am 
the end of his talk is mischicvou; 
madness. 

14 A fool also is full of words 
a man cannot tell what shall he 
and what shall be after him, whr 
can tell him? 

15 The labour of the foolisl 
wearieth every one of them, he 
cause he knoweth not how to g< 
to the city. 

I6 Woe to thee, 0 land, when 
thy king is a child, and thy prin 
ces eat early in the morning! 

"Blessed art thou, 0 land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
thy princes eat in due season, 
for strength, and not for drunk¬ 
enness! 

18 By slothfulness the rafters 
sink; and through idleness of the 
hands the house droppeth through. 

,e A feast is made for laughter, 
and wine maketh life merry: hut 
money answereth all things. 

20 Curse not the king, no, not 
in thy thought; and curse not 
the rich in thy bed-chamber: for 
a bird of the air shall carry the 
voice, and that which hath wings 
shall tell the matter. 

1 1 Cast thy bread upon the wa¬ 
ters: for thou shalt find it 
after many days. 

a Give a portion to seven, and 
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also to eight; for thou knowest 
not what evil shall be upon the 
earth. 

^If the clouds be full of rain, 
they empty themselves upon the 
earth: and if the tree fall to¬ 
ward the south, or toward the 
north, in the place where the tree 
falieth, there it shall be. 

•He that observeth the wind 
shall not sow ; and he that regard- 
eth the clouds shall not reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what is 
the way of the wind, nor how 
the bones do grow in the womb 
of her that is with child: even 
so thou knowest not the works 
of God who maketh all. 

8 In the morning sow thy seed, 
and in the evening withhold not 
thine hand: for thou knowest 
not which shall prosper, whether 
this or that, or whether they 
both shall be alike good. 

7 Truly the light is sweet, and a 
pleasant thing it ia for the eyes 
to behold the sun: 

•For if a man live many yearB, 
let him rejoice in them all; yet 
let him remember the days of 
darkness; for they ahull be many. 
All that cometh is vanity. 

•Rejoice, 0 young man, in thy 
youth; and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, 
and walk in the ways of thine 
heart, and in the Bight of thine 
eyes: but know thou, that for 
all these things God will bring 
thee into judgment. 

'‘’Therefore remove sorrow from 
thy heart, and put away evil from 


thy flesh: for childhood and 
youth are vanity. 

Remember now thy Creator 
in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor 
the years draw nigh, when thou 
shalt say, I have no pleasure in 
them; 

•While the sun, or the light, or 
the moon, or the stars, are not 
darkened, nor the clouds return 
after the rain: 

3 In the day when the keepers 
of the house shall tremble, and 
the strong men shall bow them¬ 
selves, and the grinders cease be¬ 
cause they are few, and those 
that look out of the windows be 
darkened, 

•And the doors shall be shut 
in the streets, when the sound 
of the grinding is low, and his 
voice shall become as that of a 
bird, and all the daughters of 
music shall be brought low; 

G Yea, they shall be afraid of 
high places, and terrors shall be 
for them even on level, and the 
almond-tree shall flourish, and 
the grasshopper shall be a bur¬ 
den, and the caper-berry shall 
fail; because man goeth to his 
long home, and the mourners go 
about the streets: 

°Or ever the silver cord be 
loosed, or the golden bowl be 
broken, or the pitcher be broken 
at the fountain, or the wheel 
broken at the cistern. 

7 And the dust return to the 
earth as it was: and the spirit 
return unto God who gave it. 
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®Vanity of vanities, saith the assemblies, which are Riven from 
preacher; all is vanity. one shepherd. ,2 And furtlier than 

•And moreover, because the these, my son, he admonished:

ESTHER 


1 Now it came to pass in the 
daya of Ahasuerus, (this is 
Ahasuerus that reigned, from In¬ 
dia even unto Ethiopia, over a 
hundred and aeven and twenty 
provinces:) 2 Tkat in those days, 
when the king Ahasuerus sat on 
the throne of his kingdom, which 
was in Shushan the palace, a In 
the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all hia princes 
And his servants; the power of 
Persia and Media, the nobles and 
princes of the provinces, being 
before him: 4 When he shewed 
the riches of his glorious king¬ 
dom and the honour of his ex¬ 
cellent majesty many days, even 
a hundred and fourscore days. 
s And when these days were ex¬ 
pired, the king made a feast un¬ 
to all the people that were present 
in Shushan the palace, both unto 
great and small, seven days in 
the court of the garden of the 
king's palace ; 8 Where were white, 
green, and blue, hangings , fast¬ 
ened with cords of fine linen and 
purple lo silver rings and pillars 
of marble: the beds were of gold 
and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and white, and yellow, and 
black, marble. 7 And they gave 
them drink in vessels of gold, 
(the vessels being diverse one 
from another,) and royal wine 


in abundance, according to tbe 
state of the king. 8 And the drink¬ 
ing was according to the law; 
none did compel: for so the king 
had appointed to all the officera 
of his house, that they should 
do according to every man’s plea¬ 
sure. 

“Also Vashti the queen made 
a feast for the women in the 
royal house which belonged to 
king Ahasuerus. ,0 On the seventh 
day, when the heart of the king 
was merry with wine, he com¬ 
manded Mehuman, Biztha, Har- 
bona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, Ze- 
thar, and Carcas, the seven 
chamberlains that served in the 
presence of Ahasuerus the king, 
“To bring Vashti the queen be¬ 
fore the king with the crown 
royal, to shew the people and the 
princes her beauty: for she was 
fair to look on. ,a But the queen 
Vashti refused to come at the 
king’s commandment by his cham¬ 
berlains, wherefore the king was 
very wroth, and his anger burned 
in him. 

,8 Then the king said to the 
wise men, who knew the times, 
(for so was the king’s manner 
toward all that knew law and 
judgment: 14 And the next unto 
him was Carshena, Shethar, Ad- 
matha, Tanbish, Meres, Mane- 
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na, and Memucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Media, who 
saw the kind’s face, and who sat 
the first in the kingdom;) ,s What 
shall we do unto the queen Vashti 
according to law, because she 
hath not performed the command¬ 
ment of the king Ahasuerus by 
the chamberlains? 

lfl And Memucan answered be¬ 
fore the king and the princes, 
Vashti the queen hath not done 
wrong to the king only, but also 
to all the princes, and to all the 
peoples that are in ail the prov¬ 
inces of the king Ahasuerus. 17 For 
tAis deed of the queen shall come 
abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands 
in their eyes, when it shall be 
reported, The king Ahasuerus 
commanded Vashti the queen to 
be brought in before him, but 
she came not. 18 Likewise shall 
the ladies of Persia and Media 
say this day unto all the king's 
princes, who have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall 
there arise too much contempt 
and wrath. 19 If it please the 
king, let there go a royal com¬ 
mandment from him, and let it 
be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes, that it 
be not altered, That Vashti come 
no more before king Ahasuerus; 
and let the king give her royal 
estate unto another that is better 
than she. 20 And when the king’s 
decree which he shall make shall 
be published throughout all his 
empire, (for it is great,) all the 
wives shall give to their hus¬ 


bands honour, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the 
king and the princes; and the 
king did according to the word 
of Memucan: 22 And he sent loi¬ 
ters into all the king’s provinces, 
into every province according to 
the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language, that 
every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that it should 
be published according to the 
language of every people. 

2 After these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahasuenm 
was appeased, he remembered 
Vashti, and what she had done, 
and what was decreed againsl 
her. 2 Then said the king's ser¬ 
vants that ministered unto him. 
Let there be fair young virgins 
sought for the king: ’And let the 
king appoint officers in all the 
provinces of his kingdoms, tluit 
they may gather together all the 
fair young virgins unto Shushan 
the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of Hego 
the king’s chamberlain, keeper 
of the women; and let their oint¬ 
ments be given them: 4 And let 
the maiden that pleaseth the king 
be queen instead of Vashti. And 
the thing pleased the king; ami 
he did so. 

b Now in Shushan the palace 
there was a certain Jew, whose 
name was Mordecai, the son of 
Jair, the son of Shimei, the son 
of Kish, a Benjamite; °Who had 
been carried away from Jerusa¬ 
lem with the captivity which had 
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been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah, whom Nehuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon had 
carried away. 7 And he brought 
up Hadassah, that ia Esther, his 
uncle’s daughter: for she had 
neither father nor mother, and 
the maid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordecai, when her father 
and mother were dead, took for 
his own daughter. 

“So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and hiB de¬ 
cree was heard, and when many 
maidens were gathered together 
unto Shushan the palace, to the 
custody of Hegai, that Esther 
was brought also unto the king’s 
house, to the custody of Hegai, 
keeper of the women. “And the 
maiden pleased him, and she ob¬ 
tained kindness of him; and he 
speedily gave her her things for 
purification, with such things as 
belonged to her, and seven maid¬ 
ens, that were meet to be given 
her, out of the king's house: and 
he preferred her and her maids 
unto the best place of the house 
of the women. 

'“Esther had not made known 
her people nor her kindred: for 
Mordecai had charged her that 
she should not make it known. 
“And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s 
house, to know how Esther did, 
and what would become of her. 

“Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in to king Ahas- 
uorus, after that she had been 
twelve months, according to the 
manner of women, (for so were 


the days of their purifications 
accomplished, to wit, six months 
with oil of myrrh, and six months 
with sweet odours, and with o- 
ther things for the purifying of 
tfie women;) “Then thus came 
every maiden unto the king; 
whatsoever she desired was given 
her to go with her out of the 
house of the women unto the 
king’s house. 14 In the evening 
she went, and on the morrow she 
returned into the second house 
of the women, to the custody of 
Shaashgaz, the king’s chamber* 
lain, who kept the concubines: 
she came in unto the king no 
more, except the king delighted 
in her, and that she were called 
by name. 

1B Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle 
of Mordecai, who had taken her 
for his daughter, was come to 
go in unto the king, she required 
nothing but what Hegai the 
king’s chamberlain, the keeper 
of the women, appointed. And 
Esther obtained favour in the 
sight of all them that looked 
upon her. 

lfl So Esther was taken unto 
king Aliasuerus into his house 
royal in the tenth month, which 
is the month Tebeth, in the sev¬ 
enth year of his reign. "And 
the king loved Esther above all 
the women, and she obtained 
grace and favour in his sight 
more than all the virgins; so that 
he set the royal crown upon her 
head, and made her queen in¬ 
stead of Vashti, **Then the king 
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made a great feast unto all his 
princes and his servants, even 
Esther’s feast; and he made a 
release to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the state of 
the king. 

,B And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second 
time, then Mordecai sat in the 
king’s gate. 20 Esther had not yet 
made known her kindred nor her 
people; as Mordecai had charged 
her: for Esther did the command¬ 
ment of Mordecai, like as when 
she was brought up with him. 

21 In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of 
the king’s chamberlains, Bigthan 
and Teresh, of those that kept 
the door, were wroth, and sought 
to lay hand on the king Ahasue- 
rus. “And the thing was known 
to Mordecai, who told it unto 
Esther the queen; and Esther 
certified the king thereof in Mor- 
decai’s name. “And the matter 
was inquired into, and it was 
found out, and they were both 
hanged on a tree; and it was 
written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles before the king. 

9 After these things did king 
Ahasuerus promote Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Aga- 
gite, and advanced him, and set 
his seat above all the princes 
that were with him. 2 And all the 
king’s servants, that were in the 
king’s gate, bowed, and rever¬ 
enced Haman: for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. 
But Mordecai bowed not. nor did 


him reverence. 3 Then the king's 
servants, that were in the king’s 
gate, said unto Mordecai, Why 
transgressest thou the king’s 
commandment? 4 Now it came to 
pass, when they spoke daily unto 
him, and he hearkened not unto 
them, that they told Haman, to 
see whether Mordecai's matters 
would stand: for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 5 And 
when Haman saw that Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence, 
then was Haman full of wrath. 
"And he thought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for 
they had made known to him the 
people of Mordecai: wherefore 
Haman sought to destroy all the 
Jews that were throughout the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, 
even the people of Mordecai. 

7 In the first month, that is, 
the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
year of king Ahasuerus, they 
east Pur, that is, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from 
month to month, to the twelfth 
month, that is, the month Adar. 

B And Haman said unto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain 
people scattered abroad and dis- 
persed among the peoples in all 
the provinces of thy kingdom: 
and their laws are diverse from 
those of every people; neither 
keep they the king's laws; there¬ 
fore it is not for the king’s pro¬ 
fit to suffer them. B If it please 
the king, let it be wri^en that, 
they may be destroyed: and I 
will weigh ten thousand talents 
of silver into the hands of those 
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that have the charge of the busi¬ 
ness, to bring it into the king’s 
treasuries. ,0 And the king took 
his ring fj*om his hand, and gave 
it unto Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha the Agagite, the Jews' 
enemy. “And the king said unto 
Haman, The silver is given to 
thee, the people also, to do with 
them as it seemeth good to thee. 

,2 Tlien were the king’s scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of 
the first month, and there was 
written according to all that Ha¬ 
man had commanded unto the 
king’s lieutenants, and to the gov¬ 
ernors that were over every prov¬ 
ince, and to the rulers of every 
people of every province accord¬ 
ing to the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their lan¬ 
guage; in the name of king Ahas- 
uerus was it written, and sealed 
with the king's ring. 

‘■And the letters were sent by 
couriers into all the king’s prov¬ 
inces, to destroy, to kill, and to 
cause to perish, all the Jews, both 
young and old, little children and 
women, in one day, even upon 
the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adar, 
and to take the spoil of them for 
a prey. “The copy of the writing 
for a decree to be given in every 
province was published unto all 
the peoples, that they should be 
ready for that day. 

“The couriers went out, being 
hastened by the king’s command¬ 
ment, and the decree was given 
In Shushan the palace. And the 
king and Haman sat down to 


drink; but the city Shushan was 
perplexed. 

^ When Mordecai perceived all 
that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, and went out into 
the midst of the city, and cried 
with a loud and a bitter cry; 
2 And came even before the king's 
gate: for none might enter into 
the king’s gate clothed with sack¬ 
cloth. 

■And in every province, whith¬ 
ersoever the king’s commandment 
and his decree came, there was 
great mourning among the Jews, 
and fasting, and weeping, and 
wailing; and sackcloth with ashes 
became the bed of many. 

‘So Esther’s maids and her 
chamberlains came and told it 
her. Then was the queen ex¬ 
ceedingly grieved; and she sent 
raiment to clothe Mordecai, and 
to take away his sackcloth from 
him: but he received it not. “Then 
called Esther for Hatach, one of 
the king's chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon 
her, and gave him a command¬ 
ment to Mordecai, to know what 
it was, and why it was. 

fl So Hatach went forth to Mor¬ 
decai unto the street of the city, 
which was before the king’s gate. 
7 And Mordecai told him of all 
that had happened unto him, and 
of the sum of the money that 
Haman had promised to pay to 
the king’s treasuries for the Jews, 
to destroy them. 8 Also he gave 
him the copy of the writing of 



the decree that was given at Shu- 
shan to destroy them, to shew it 
unto Esther, and to declare it 
unto her, and to charge her that 
she should go in unto the king, 
to make supplication unto him, 
and to make request before him 
for her people. 

‘And Hatach came and told 
Esther the words of Mordecai. 
“Again Esther spoke unto Ha¬ 
tach, and gave him command¬ 
ment unto Mordecai; 11 All the 
king’s servants, and the people 
of the king’s provinces, do know, 
that whosoever, whether man or 
Woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law of his to 
put him to death, except such to 
Whom the king shall hold out the 
golden Bceptre, that he may live: 
but I have not been called to 
come in unto the king these thir¬ 
ty days. 

“And they told to Mordecai 
Esther's words. “Then Mordecai 
commanded to answer Esther, 
Think not with thyself that thou 
ehait escape in the king’s house, 
more than all the Jews. 14 For if 
thou altogether holdest thy peace 
at this time, then shall there en¬ 
largement and deliverance arise 
to the Jews from another place; 
but thou and thy father’s house 
shall be destroyed: and who 
knoweth whether thou art not 
come to the kingdom for suck a 
time as this? 

“Then Esther bade them re¬ 
turn Mordecai this answer, “Go, 
gather together all the Jews that 


are present in Shushan, and fast 
ye for me, and neither eat nor 
drink three days, night or day: 
I also and my maidens will fast 
likewise; and so will I go in unto 
the king, which is not according 
to the law: and if I perish, I 
perish. 17 So Mordecai went his 
way, and did according to all that 
Esther had commanded him. 

C Now it came to pass on the 
third day, that Esther put 
on her royal apparel, and stood 
in the inner court of the king's 
house, over against the king’s 
house: and the king sat upon his 
royal throne in the royal houHe, 
over against the gate of the house 
z And it was so, when the king 
saw Esther the queen standing 
in the court, that she obtained 
favour in his sight: and the king 
held out to Esther the golden 
sceptre that was in his hand. So 
Esther drew near, and touched 
the top of the sceptre. 3 Then said 
the king unto her, What wilt thou, 
queen Esther? and what is thy 
request? it shall be even given 
thee to the half of the kingdom. 
4 And Esther answered, If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king 
and Haman come this day unlo 
the banquet that I have prepared 
for him. 5 Then the king said, 
Cause Haman to make haste, that 
he may do as Esther hath said. 
So the king and Haman came to 
the banquet that Esther had pre¬ 
pared. 6 And the king said unlo 
Esther at the banquet of wine, 
What is thy petition? and it slmll 
be granted thee: and what is thy 
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request? even to the half of. the 
kingdom it shall be performed. 
7 Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request are; 
"If I have found favour in the 
sight of the king, and if it please 
the king to grant my petition, 
«hrl to perform my request, let 
the king and Haman come to the 
banquet that I shall prepare for 
them, and I will do to-morrow 
ns the king hath said. 

“Then went Haman forth that 
day joyful and with a glad heart: 
but when Haman saw Mordecai 
in the king’s gate, that he stood 
not up, nor moved for him, he 
was full of indignation against 
Mordecai. “Nevertheless Haman 
restrained himself: and when he 
came home, he sent and culled 
for his friends, and Zeresh his 
wife. “And Haman told them of 
the glory of his riches, and the 
multitude of his children, and all 
the things wherein the king had 
promoted him, and how he had 
advanced him above the princes 
and servants of the king. “Ha¬ 
man said moreover, Yea, Esther 
the queen did let no man come in 
with the king unto the banquet 
that she had prepared but my¬ 
self ; and to-morrow am I invited 
unto her also with the king. “Yet 
all this availeth me nothing, so 
long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king's gate. “Then 
said Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and 
to-morrow speak thou unto the 
king that Mordecai may be 


hanged thereon: then go thou in 
merrily with the king unto the 
banquet. And the thing pleased 
Haman; and he caused the gal¬ 
lows to be made. 

O On that night could not the 
king sleep, and he command¬ 
ed to bring the book of records 
of the chronicles; and they were 
read before the king. 2 And it 
was found written, that Morde¬ 
cai had told of Bigthana and 
Teresh, two of the king’s cham¬ 
berlains, the keepers of the door, 
who sought to lay hand on the 
king Ahasuerus. 3 And the king 
said, What honour and dignity 
hath been done to Mordecai for 
this? Then said the king’s ser¬ 
vants that ministered unto him, 
There is nothing done for him. 
* And the king said, Who is in the 
court? Now Haman was come 
into the outward court of the 
king’s house, to apeak unto the 
king to hang Mordecai on the 
gallows that he had prepared 
for him. 6 And the king’s servants 
said unto him, Behold, Haman 
standeth in the court. And the 
king said, Let him come in. 0 So 
Haman came in. And the king 
said unto him, What shall be done 
unto the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour? Now Ha¬ 
man thought in his heart, To 
whom would the king delight to 
do honour more than to myself? 
7 And Haman answered the king. 
For the man whom the king de¬ 
lighteth to honour, 8 Let the royal 
apparel be brought which the 
king useth to wear, and the horse

that the king rode upon when 
the crown royal was set upon his 
head: 6 And let this apparel and 
horse be delivered to the hand of 
one of the king's most noble 
princes, that they may array the 
man withal whom the king de¬ 
li ghteth to honour, and cause him 
to ride on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaim 
before him, Thus shall it be done 
to the man whom the king de- 
lighteth to honour. 10 Then the 
king said to Haman, Make haste, 
and take the apparel and the 
horse, as thou hast said, and do 
«ven so to Mordecai the Jew, that 
•itteth at the king’s gate: let 
nothing fail of all that thou hast 
^*>ken. 

n Then took Haman the apparel 
and the horse, and arrayed Mor¬ 
decai, and caused him to ride on 
horseback through the street of 
the city, and proclaimed before 
him, Thus shall it be done unto 
the man whom the king delight- 
eth to honour. 

“And Mordecai came back to 
the king’s gate. But Haman hast¬ 
ened to his house mourning, and 
having his head covered. “And 
Haman told Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends every thing that 
had befallen him. Then said his 
wise men and Zeresh his wife 
unto him, If Mordecai is of the 
seed of the Jew's, before whom 
thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt 
not prevail against him, but 
ahalt surely fall before him. 

“And while they were yet talk¬ 
ing with him, came the king’s 


chamberlains, and hastened tt 
bring Haman unto the banquel 
that Esther had prepared. 

H So the king and Haman cam< 
to banquet with Esther th« 
queen. J And the king said agAir 
unto Esther on the second dnj 
at the banquet of wine, What if 
thy petition, queen Esther? ami 
it shall be granted thee: and 
what is thy request? and it slml! 
be performed, even to the half of 
the kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen an¬ 
swered and said, If I have found 
favour in thy sight, 0 king, and 
if it please the king, let my life 
be given me at my petition, and 
my people at my request: *For 
we are sold, I and my people, to 
be destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. And if we had been sold 
for bondmen and bondwomen, I 
had held my tongue, but the ad¬ 
versary could not compensate for 
the king’s damage. 5 Then (he 
king Ahasuerus answered and 
said unto Esther the queen. Who 
is he, and where is he, that durst 
presume in his heart to do so? 
6 And Esther said, The adversary 
and enemy is this wicked Haman. 
Then Haman was afraid before 
the king and the queen. 7 And the 
king arising from the banquel of 
wine in his wrath went into the 
palace garden: and Haman stood 
up to make request for his life 
to Esther the queen; for he saw 
that there was evil determined 
against him by the king. “Then 
the king returned out of the pa¬ 
lace garden into the place of the 
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banquet of wine; and Haman was 
fallen upon the bed whereon Es¬ 
ther uxi8. Then said the king, 
Will he force the queen also be¬ 
fore me in the house? As the 
word went out of the kind’s 
mouth, they covered Hainan's 
face. 

g And Harbonah, one of the 
chamberlains, said before the 
kin?, Behold also, the gallows fif¬ 
ty cubits high, which Haman had 
made for Mordecai, who had 
spoken good for the king, stand- 
eth in the house of Haman. Then 
the king said. Hang him thereon. 
10 So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai. Then was the king’s 
wrath pacified. 

Q On that day did the king 
Ahasucrus give the house of 
Haman the Jews’ enemy unto Es¬ 
ther the queen. And Mordecai 
came before the king; for Esther 
had told what he u<an unto her. 
a And the king took off his ring, 
which he had taken from Haman, 
and gave it unto Mordecai. And 
Esther set Mordecai over the 
house of Haman. 

‘'And Esther spoke yet again 
before the king, and fell down 
at his feet, and besought him 
with tears to put away the mis¬ 
chief of Haman the Agagite, and 
his device that he had devised 
against the Jews. 4 Then the king 
held out the golden sceptre to¬ 
wn rd Esther. So Esther arose, 
and stood before the king, s And 
said, If it please the king, and 


if I have found favour in his 
sight, and the thing seem right 
before the king, and I be pleas¬ 
ing in his eyes, let it be written 
to recall the letters devised by 
Haman the son of Hammedatha 
the Agagite, which he wrote to 
destroy the Jews that are in all 
the king’s provinces: fi For how 
can I endure to see the evil that 
shall come unto my people? or 
how can I endure to see the de¬ 
struction of my kindred? 

’Then the king Ahasuerus said 
unto Esther the queen and to 
Mordecai the Jew, Behold, I have 
given Esther the house of Ha¬ 
man, and him they have hanged 
upon the gallows, because he laid 
his hand upon the Jews. fi Write 
ye also for the Jews, as it liketh 
you, in the king’s name, and seal 
it with the king’s ring: for the 
writing which is written in the 
king’s name, and sealed with the 
king’s ring, may no man recall. 

•Then were the king’s scribes 
called at that time in the third 
month, that in, the month Si van, 
on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written ac¬ 
cording to all that Mordecai com¬ 
manded unto the Jews, and to 
the lieutenants, and the gover¬ 
nors and rulers of the provinces 
which are from India unto Ethi¬ 
opia, a hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, 
and unto every people after their 
language, and to the Jews accord¬ 
ing to their writing, and accord¬ 
ing to their language. 10 And he 
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wrote in the king Ahasuerus’ 
name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by 
couriers on horseback, and riders 
on mules, camels, and young 
dromedaries: "Wherein the king 
granted the Jews that were in 
every city to gather themselves 
together, and to stand for their 
life, to destroy, to slay, and to 
cause to perish, all the power of 
the people and province that 
would assault them, both little 
ones and women, and to take the 
spoil of them for a prey. "Upon 
one day in all the provinces of 
king Ahasuerus, namely , upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adar. 
"The copy of the writing for a 
decree to be given in every prov¬ 
ince was published unto all the 
peoples, and that the Jews should 
be ready against that day to 
avenge themselves on their ene¬ 
mies. 

li So the couriers that rode upon 
mules and camels went out, be¬ 
ing hastened and pressed on by 
the king's commandment. And 
the decree was given at Shushan 
the palace. "And Mordecai went 
out from the presence of the 
king in royal apparel of blue and 
white, and with a great crown of 
gold, and with a garment of fine 
linen and purple: and the city of 
Shushan rejoiced and was glad. 
"The Jews had light, and glad¬ 
ness, and joy, and honour. "And 
in every province, and in every 
city, whithersoever the king's 
commandment and his decree 


came, the Jews had joy and glad¬ 
ness, a feast and a good day. 
And many of the peoples of tin? 
land became Jews; for the fear of 
the Jews fell upon them. 

Q Now in the twelfth month, 
that is, the month Adar, on 
the thirteenth day of the same, 
when the king’s commandment 
and his decree drew near to be 
put in execution, in the day that 
the enemies of the Jews hoped to 
have power over them, (though 
it was turned to the contrary, 
that the Jews had rule over them 
that hated them;) z The Jews 
gathered themselves together in 
their cities throughout all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought 
their hurt: and no man could 
withstand them; for the fear of 
them fell upon all the peoples. 
"And all the rulers of the prov¬ 
inces, and the lieutenants, and 
the governors, and they that lit 
tended to the business of the 
king, helped the Jews; because 
the fear of Mordecai fell upon 
them. 4 For Mordecai was great 
in the king's house, and his fame 
went out throughout all the prov¬ 
inces: for this man Mordecai 
waxed greater and greater. '‘Thus 
the Jews smote all their enemies 
with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and 
did what they would unto those 
that hated them. 6 And in Shu¬ 
shan the palace the Jews slew 
and destroyed five hundred men. 
7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, 
and Aspatha, fl And Poratha, and 
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Adalia, and Aridatha, 8 And Par- 
muHlila, and Arisai, and Aridai, 
und Vajezatha, 10 Tl»e ten sons of 
llaman the son of Hammedatha, 
the enemy of the Jews, slew they; 
but on the spoil laid they not 
their hand. 

"On that day the number of 
those that were slain in Shushan 
the palace was brought before 
the king. ,a And the king said 
unto Esther the queen, The Jews 
have slain and destroyed five hun¬ 
dred men in Shushan the palace, 
and the ten sons of Haman; what 
have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces? now what is 
thy petition? and it shall be 
granted thee: or what is thy re¬ 
quest further? and it shall be 
done. ,3 Then Baid Esther, If it 
please the king, let it be granted 
lo the Jews that are in Shushan 
to do to-morrow also according 
unto this day’s decree, and let 
Haman's ten sons be hanged upon 
the gallows. 14 And the king com¬ 
manded it so to be done: and 
the decree was given at Shushan; 
and they hanged Haman's ten 
sons. )r, For the Jews that were 
in Shushan gathered themselves 
together on the fourteenth day 
also of the month Adar, and slew 
three hundred men at Shushan; 
but on the prey laid not their 
hund. 

J,, But the other Jews that were 
in the king's provinces gathered 
themselves together, and stood 
for their lives, nnd had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their 
foen seventy and five thousand, 


but they laid not their hands on 
the prey. ,7 On the thirteenth day 
of the month Adar; and on the 
fourteenth day of the same rest¬ 
ed they, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness. ,fl But the 
Jews that were at Shushan as¬ 
sembled together on the thir¬ 
teenth day thereof, and on the 
fourteenth thereof; and on the 
fifteenth day of the same they 
rested, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness. ^There¬ 
fore the Jews of the villages, that 
dwelt in the unwalled towns, 
made the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar a day of gladness 
and feasting, and a good day, and 
of sending portions one to an¬ 
other. 

20 And Mordecai wrote these 
things, and sent letters unto all 
the Jews that were in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
both nigh and far. 21 To establish 
this among them, that they should 
keep the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same, yearly, 22 As 
the days wherein the Jews rested 
from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto 
them from sorrow to joy, and 
from mourning into a good day: 
that they should make them days 
of feasting and joy, and of send¬ 
ing portions one to another, and 
gifts to the poor. 23 And the Jews 
undertook to do as they had be¬ 
gun, and as Mordecai had writ¬ 
ten unto them; 24 Because Ha¬ 
man the son of Hammedatha, the 
Agagite, the enemy of all the 
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Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had 
cast Pur, that is, the lot, to con¬ 
found them, and to destroy them; 
“But when Esther came hefore 
the king, he commanded by let¬ 
ters that his wicked device, which 
he devised against the Jews, 
should return upon his own 
head, and that he and his sons 
should be hanged on the gallows. 
“Wherefore they called these 
days Purim after the name of 
Pur. Therefore for all the words 
of this letter, and of that which 
they had seen concerning this 
matter, and which had come unto 
them, 2r The Jews ordained, and 
took upon them, and upon their 
seed, and upon all such as joined 
themselves unto them, so as it 
should not fail, that they would 
keep these two days according 
to their writing, and according 
to their appointed time every 
year; “And that these days should 
be remembered and kept through¬ 
out every generation, every fam¬ 
ily, every province, and every 
city; and that these days of Pur¬ 
im should not fail from among 
the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed. 

“Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Morde- 


cai the Jew, wrote with all mi 
thority, to confirm this second let 
ter of Purim. 30 And he sent tin 
letters unto all the Jews, to tht 
hundred twenty and seven prov 
inces of the kingdom of Ahasue- 
rus, with words of peace ami 
truth, 31 To confirm these days 
of Purim in their times appoint¬ 
ed, according as Mordecai the 
Jew and Esther the queen had 
enjoined them, and as they had 
decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters of the 
fastings and their cry. 32 And the 
decree of Esther confirmed these 
matters of Purim; and it was 
written in the book. 

And the king Ahasuerus laid 
a tribute upon the land, and 
upon the isles of the sea. 2 And 
all the acts of his power and <*f 
his might, and the declaration 
of the greatness of Mordecai, 
whereunto the king advanced him, 
are they not written in the hook 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Media and Persia? a For Morde 
cai the Jew was next unto king 
Ahasuerus, and great among tin 
Jews, and accepted of the mulii 
tude of his brethren, seeking lie. 
wealth of his people, and speak 
ing peace to all his seed.

I In the third year of the reign 
of .Tehoiakim king of Judah 
came Nehuchadnezzar king of 
Ilabylon unto Jerusalem, and be¬ 
sieged it. 2 And the Lord gave 
Jehoiakim king of Judah into his 
hand, with part of the vessels of 
the house of God: which he car¬ 
ried into the land of Shinar to 
the house of his god; and he 
brought the vessels into the trea¬ 
sure house of his god. 

"And the king spoke unto Ash- 
penaz the chief of his courtiers, 
that he should bring certain of 
the children of Israel, and of the 
king's seed, and of the nobles; 

4 Children in whom urns no blem¬ 
ish, but well favoured, and skil¬ 
ful in all wisdom, and cunning 
in knowledge, and understanding 
science, and such as had ability 
in them to stand in the king’s 
palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongue 
of the Chaldeans. "And the king 
appointed them a daily provision 
of the king’s meat, and of the 
wine which he drank; so nour¬ 
ishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 

®Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Ha- 
naniah, Mishael, and Azariah: 
T Unto whom the chief of the 


T 
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courtiers gave names; for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Bel- 
teshazzar; and to Hananiah, of 
Shadrach; and to Mishael, of Me- 
ahach; and to Azariah, of Abed- 
nego. 

"And Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile 
himself with the portion of the 
king’s meat, nor with the wine 
which he drank: therefore he re¬ 
quested of the chief of the court¬ 
iers that he might not defile him¬ 
self. °Now God had brought 
Daniel into favour and tender 
love with the chief of the court¬ 
iers. 10 And the chief of the 
courtiers said unto Daniel, I fear 
my lord the king, who hath ap¬ 
pointed your meat and your drink; 
for why should he see your faces 
worse looking than the children 
that are of your sort? then shall 
ye make me endanger my head 
to the king. “Then said Daniel 
to the steward, whom the chief 
of the courtiers had set over Da¬ 
niel, Hananiah, Mishael, and A- 
zariah, “Prove thy servants, I 
beseech thee, ten days; and let 
them give us pulse to eat, and 
water to drink. 1B Then let our 
countenances be looked upon be¬ 
fore thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the 
portion of the king’s meat: and 
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as thou seest, deal with thy ser¬ 
vants. "So he consented to them 
in this matter, and proved them 
ten days. ia And at the end of 
ten days their countenances ap¬ 
peared fairer and fatter in flesh 
than all the children that did eat 
the portion of the king's meat. 
18 Thus the steward took away the 
portion of their meat, and the 
wine that they should drink; and 
gave them pulse. 

1T As for these four children, 
God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: 
and Daniel had understanding in 
all visions and dreams. 18 Now at 
the end of the days that the king 
had said he should bring them 
in, then the chief of the courtiers 
brought them in before Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar. 1B And the king com¬ 
muned with them; and among 
them all was found none like Da¬ 
niel, Hananiah, Mishael, and A- 
zariah: therefore stood they be¬ 
fore the king. 20 And in all mat¬ 
ters of wisdom and understand¬ 
ing, that the king inquired of 
them, he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians and 
astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 

2I And Daniel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cyrus. 

O And in the second year of 
the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, 
Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams, 
wherewith his spirit was troub¬ 
led, and his sleep broke from him. 
2 Then the king commanded to 
call the magicians, and the astro¬ 
logers, and the sorcerers, and 


the Chaldeans, to tell the king 
his dreams. So they came and 
stood before the king. 3 And the 
king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 
‘Then spoke the Chaldeans to the 
king in Aramean, 0 king, live for 
ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
and we will tell the interpreta¬ 
tion. 5 The king answered and 
said to the Chaldeans, The thing 
is gone from me: if ye will not 
make known unto me the dream, 
with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall be cut in pieces, and your 
houses shall be made a dunghill. 
6 But if ye tell the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts and rewards 
and great honour: therefore tell 
me the dream, and the interpre¬ 
tation thereof. 7 They answered 
again and said, Let the king tell 
his servants the dream, and we 
will tell the interpretation of it. 
8 The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would 
gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. B But if 
ye will not make known unto me 
the dream, there is but one de¬ 
cree for you: for ye have pre¬ 
pared lying and corrupt words 
to speak before me. till the time 
be changed: therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye 
can tell me the interpretation 
thereof. 50 The Chaldeans an¬ 
swered before the king, and said. 
There is not a man upon the earth 
that can tell the king’s matter: 
forasmuch as there is no king. 
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lord, nor ruler, that asked such 
things of any magician, or astro¬ 
loger, or Chaldean. 1! And it is 
a rare thing that the king re- 
quireth, and there is none other 
tliAt can tell it before the king, 
except the godB, whose dwelling 
in not with flesh. 

,2 For this cause the king was 
angry and very furious, and com¬ 
manded to destroy all the wise 
men of Babylon. ,3 And the de¬ 
cree went forth that the wise 
men should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his fellows to 
be slain. 

,4 Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Arioch 
the captain of the king's guard, 
who was gone forth to slay the 
wise men of Babylon: 18 He an¬ 
swered and said to Arioch the 
king’s captain, Why is the de¬ 
cree so pressing from the king? 
Then Arioch made the thing 
known to Daniel. 10 Then Daniel 
went in, and desired of the king 
that he would give him time, and 
that he would tell the king the 
interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his 
house, and made the thing known 
to Hananiah, Mishael, and Azar- 
iah, his companions: ,8 That they 
would desire mercies of the God 
of heaven concerning this secret; 
that Daniel and his fellows should 
not perish with the rest of the 
wise men of Babylon. ‘“Then 
was the secret revealed unto Da¬ 
niel in a night vision. Then Da¬ 
niel blessed the God of heaven. 
‘"Daniel answered and said. Bless¬ 


ed be the name of God for ever 
and ever: for wisdom and might 
are his: 21 And he changeth the 
times and the seasons: he re- 
moveth kings, and setteth up 
kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge to them that 
know understanding: 22 He re- 
vealeth the deep and secret 
things: he knoweth what is in 
the darkness, and the light dwell- 
eth with him. 23 I thank thee, and 
praise thee, 0 thou God of my 
fathers, who hast given me wis¬ 
dom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we de¬ 
sired of thee: for thou hast now 
made known unto us the king's 
matter. 

2< Therefore Daniel went in un¬ 
to Arioch, whom the king had or¬ 
dained to destroy the wise men 
of Babylon: he went and said 
thus unto him; Destroy not the 
wise men of Babylon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will tell 
unto the king the interpretation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Da¬ 
niel before the king in haste, and 
said thus unto him, I have found 
a man of the captives of Judah, 
that will make known unto the 
king the interpretation. 9n The 
king answered and said to Da¬ 
niel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have 
seen, and the interpretation there¬ 
of? 27 Daniel answered in the 
presence of the king, and said. 
The secret which the king hath 
demanded no wise men, astro¬ 
logers, magicians or soothsayers, 
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can tell unto the king; 2 ®But 
there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar what shall be in the latter 
days. Thy dream, and the visions 
of thy head upon thy bed, are 
these; 2B As for thee, 0 king, thy 
thoughts came into thy mind 
upon thy bed, what should come 
to pass hereafter: and he that 
reveaieth secrets maketh known 
to thee what shall come to pass. 
ao But as for me, this secret is 
not revealed to me for any wis¬ 
dom that I have more than any 
living, but that the interpreta¬ 
tion may be made known to the 
king, and that thou mayest know 
the thoughts of thy heart. 

31 Thou, 0 king, sawest, and be¬ 
hold a great image. This great 
image, whose brightness was ex¬ 
cellent, stood before thee; and 
the form thereof was terrible. 
a2 This image's head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of 
silver, his belly and his thighs 
of brass, 33 His legs of iron, his 
feet part of iron and part of 
clay. 34 Thou lookest till a stone 
was cut out without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feet 
that were of iron and clay, and 
broke them to pieces. 33 Then was 
the iron, the clay, the brass, the 
silver, and the gold, broken to 
pieces together, and became like 
the chaff of the summer thresh¬ 
ing-floors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was 
found for them: and the stone 
that smote the image became a 


great mountain, and filled the 
whole earth. 30 This is the dream; 
and we will tell the interpreta¬ 
tion thereof before the king. 

37 Thou, 0 king, art a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven 
hath given thee a kingdom, pow¬ 
er, and strength, and glory. 38 And 
wheresoever the children of men 
dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he 
given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them all. 
Thou art this head of gold. 39 And 
after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and 
another third kingdom of brass, 
which shall bear rule over all tin; 
earth. 40 And the fourth king¬ 
dom shall be strong as iron: for¬ 
asmuch as iron breaketh in pieces 
and subduelh all things: and as 
iron that breaketh all these, shall 
it break in pieces and bruise. 
41 And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of potters' 
clay, and part of iron, the king¬ 
dom shall be divided; but there 
shall be in it of the strength of 
the iron, forasmuch as thou saw¬ 
est the iron mixed with miry clay. 
42 And as the toes of the feet wen'. 
part of iron, and part of clay, 
so the kingdom shall be partly 
strong, and partly broken. 43 And 
whereas thou sawest iron mixed 
with miry clay, they shall mingle 
themselves with the seed of men: 
but they shall not cleave one to 
another, even as iron is not mixed 
i with clay. 44 And in the days of 
these kings shall the God of 
heaven set up a kingdom, which

shall never be destroyed: and the 
kingdom shall not be left to an¬ 
other people, but it shall break 
in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for 
ever. ‘'Forasmuch as thou sawest 
that the stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and 
that it broke in pieces the iron, 
the brass, the clay, the silver, 
and the gold; the great God hath 
made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: and 
the dream is certain, and the in¬ 
terpretation thereof sure. 

“Then the king Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar fell upon his face, and wor¬ 
shipped Daniel, and commmanded 
that they should offer an oblation 
and sweet odours unto him. “The 
king answered unto Daniel, and 
■aid, Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord 
of kings, and a revealer of se¬ 
crets, seeing thou couldeBt reveal 
this secret. 

“Then the king made Daniel 
a great man, and gave him many 
great gifts, and made him ruler 
over the whole province of Bab¬ 
ylon, and chief of the governors 
over all the wise men of Babylon. 
“Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Me- 
ahach, and Abed-nego, over the 
affairs of the province of Baby¬ 
lon : but Daniel sat in the gate 
of the king. 

^ Nebuchndnezzar the king 
made an image of gold, whose 
height was threescore cubits, and 
the breadth thereof six cubits: 


he set it up in the plain of Dura, 
in the province of Babylon. 2 Then 
Nebuchadnezzar the king sent 
to gather together the satraps, 
the governors, and the captains, 
the judges, the treasurers, the 
counsellors, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, to 
come to the dedication of the 
image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had set up. 3 Then the sa¬ 
traps, the governors, and cap¬ 
tains, the judges, the treasurers, 
the counsellors, the sheriffs, and 
all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto the 
dedication of the image that Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar the king had set up; 
and they stood before the image 
that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 
‘Then a herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, O peoples, 
nations, and languages, 5 Tkat at 
what time ye hear the sound of 
the horn, flute, harp, sambuke, 
psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds 
of music, ye fall down and wor¬ 
ship the golden image that Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar the king hath set 
up: a And whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth shall the same 
hour be cast into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. 

’Therefore at that time, when 
all the peoples heard the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sam¬ 
buke, psaltery, and all kinds of 
music, all the peoples, the nations, 
and the languages, fell down and 
worshipped the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set 
UP- 

“Wherefore at that time car- 
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tain Chaldeans came near, and 
accused the Jews. 8 They spoke 
and said to the king Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, 0 king, live for ever. 
“Thou, 0 king, hast made a de¬ 
cree, that every man that shall 
hear the sound of the horn, flute, 
harp, sambuke, psaltery, and dul¬ 
cimer, and all kinds of music, 
shall fall down and worship the 
golden image: “And whoso fall- 
eth not down and worshippeth, 
that he should be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. 
“There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of 
the province of Babylon, Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego; 
these men, O king, have not re¬ 
garded thee: they serve not thy 
gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

l8 Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 
rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego. Then they brought 
these men before the king. “Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar spoke and said un¬ 
to them, Is it true, 0 Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, that ye 
serve not my gods, nor worship 
the golden image which I have 
set up? “Now if ye be ready 
that at what time ye hear the 
sound of the horn, flute, harp, 
sambuke, psaltery, and dulcimer, 
and all kinds of music, ye fall 
down and worship the image 
which I have made, well: but if 
ye worship not, ye shall be cast 
the same hour into the midst of 
a burning fiery furnace; and who 
is that God that shall deliver you 


out of my hands? “Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, an¬ 
swered and said to the king, O 
Nebuchadnezzar, we have no need 
to answer thee in this matter. 

Behold, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he 
will deliver us out of thine hand. 
0 king. “But if not, be it known 
unto thee, 0 king, that we will 
not serve thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast 
set up. 

“Then was Nebuchadnezzar 
full of fury, and the form of his 
visage was changed against Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego: 
therefore he spoke, and com 
manded that they should heat the 
furnace seven times more than it 
was wont to be heated. 2 "And 
he commanded the most mighty 
men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them into 
the burning fiery furnace. 21 Then 
these men were bound in their 
cloaks, their tunics, their tur 
bans, and their other garments, 
and were cast into the midst 
of the burning fiery' furnace. 
“Therefore because the king’s 
commandment was urgent, and 
the furnace exceeding hot, the 
flame of the fire slew those men 
that took up Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego. “And these 
three men, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, fell down bound 
into the midst of the burning 
fiery’ furnace. 

“Then Nebuchadnezzar the 
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king was alarmed, and rose up 
in haste, and spoke, and said un¬ 
to his counsellors, Did not we 
cast three men bound into the 
midst of the fire ? They answered 
and said unto the king, True, 0 
king. “He answered and said, 
lo, I see four men loose, walk¬ 
ing in the midBt of the fire, and 
they have no hurt; and the form 
of the fourth is like a son of the 
gods. 

3 ®Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
near to the door of the burning 
fiery furnace, and spoke, and 
said, Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, ye servants of the 
Most High God, come forth, and 
come hither . Then Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, came 
forth of the midst of the fire. 
• T And the satraps, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsel¬ 
lors, being gathered together, 
law these men, upon whose bodies 
the fire had no power, nor was 
the hair of their head singed, 
neither were their coata changed, 
nor the smell of fire had passed 
on them. ™Then Nebuchadnezzar 
•poke, and said, Blessed be the 
God of Shadrach, Meehach, and 
Abed-nego, who hath sent his 
angel, and delivered his servants 
that trusted in him, and have 
changed the king’s word, and 
yielded their bodies, that they 
might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 
“Therefore I make a decree, 
That every people, nation, and 
language, that speak any thing 
amiss against the God of Shad¬ 


rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
shall be cut in pieces, and their 
houses shall be made a dunghill: 
because there is no other God 
that can deliver after this sort. 

ao Then the king promoted Shad¬ 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
in the province of Babylon. 

* Nebuchadnezzar the king, un¬ 
to all peoples, nations, and lan¬ 
guages, that dwell in all the 
earth; Peace be multiplied unto 
you. Ba I thought it good to shew 
the signs and wonders that the 
high God hath wrought toward 
me. a3 How great are his signs! 
and how mighty are his wonders! 
his kingdom is an everlasting 
kingdom, and his dominion is 
from generation to generation. 
A I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourish¬ 
ing in my palace: 2 1 saw a dream 
which made me afraid, and the 
thoughts upon my bed and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 
a Therefore made I a decree to 
bring in all the wise men of Bab¬ 
ylon before me, that they might 
make known unto me the inter¬ 
pretation of the dream. ‘Then 
came in the magicians, the as¬ 
trologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not 
make known unto me the inter¬ 
pretation thereof. 8 But at the 
last Daniel came in before me, 
whose name was Belteshazzar, 
according to the name of my god, 
and in whom ts the spirit of the 
holy gods: and before him I told 
the dream, saving, 6 0 Belteshar- 
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zar, master of the magicians, be¬ 
cause I know that the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee, and no 
secret troubleth thee, tell me the 
visions of my dream that I have 
seen, and the interpretation there¬ 
of. 

7 Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and be¬ 
hold a tree in the midst of the 
earth, and the height thereof 
was great. 8 The tree grew, and 
was strong, and the height there¬ 
of reached unto heaven, and the 
sight thereof to the end of all 
the earth: 9 The leaves thereof 
were fair, and the fruit thereof 
much, and in it was meat for all: 
the beasts of the field had shadow 
under it, and the fowls of the 
heaven dwelt in the boughs there¬ 
of, and all flesh was fed of it. 

10 I saw in the visions of my 
head upon my bed, and, behold, 
a watcher and a holy one came 
down from heaven; 1J He cried 
aloud, and said thus, Hew down 
the tree, and cut off its branches, 
shake off its leaves, and scatter 
its fruit: let the beasts get away 
from under it, and the fowls 
from its branches: ^Neverthe¬ 
less leave the stump of its roots 
in the earth, even with a band 
of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and 
let its portion be with the beasts 
in the grass of the earth: 13 Let 
his heart be changed from man's, 
and let a beast's heart be given 
unto him; and let seven times 
pass over him. 14 This matter ia 


by the decree of the watchers, 
and the demand by the word of 
the holy ones: to the intent that 
the living may know that the 
Most High ruleth in the kingdom 
of men, and giveth it to whom¬ 
soever he will, and setteth up 
over it the basest of men. 

15 This dream I king Nebuchad 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O 
Belteshazzar, declare the inter¬ 
pretation thereof, forasmuch an 
all the wise men of my kingdom 
are not able to make known unto 
me the interpretation: but thou 
art able; for the spirit of the 
holy gods is in thee. 

10 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was stunned for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled 
him. The king spoke, and said, 
Belteshazzar, let not the dream, 
or the interpretation thereof, 
trouble thee. Belteshazzar an¬ 
swered and said, My lord, the 
dream be to them that hate thee, 
and the interpretation thereof to 
thine enemies. 17 The tree that 
thou sawest, which grew, and was 
strong, whose height reached un¬ 
to the heaven, and the sight 
thereof to all the earth; 18 Whose 
leaves were fair, and the fruit 
thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all; under which the beasts 
of the field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven 
had their habitation: 19 It is thou, 
O King, that art grown and be 
come strong: for thy greatnesa 
is grown, and reacheth unto 
heaven, and thy dominion to the 
end of the earth. 20 And whereaB 
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Ihe king saw a watcher and a 
holy one coming down from 
heaven, and saying, Hew the tree 
down, and destroy it; ytt leave 
the stump of the roots thereof in 
the earth, even with a band of 
iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the held; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and 
let his portion be with the beasts 
of the field, till seven times pass 
over him; 2, This is the inter¬ 
pretation, 0 king, and this is the 
decree of the Most High, which 
is come upon my lord the king: 
“That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be 
with the beasts of the field, and 
they shall make thee to eat grass 
as oxen, and they shall wet thee 
witli the dew of heaven, and sev¬ 
en times shall pass over thee, till 
thou know that the Most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
anti giveth it to whomsoever he 
will. 2S And whereas they com¬ 
manded tc leave the stump of the 
tree roots; thy kingdom shall be 
sure unto thee, after that thou 
shall have known that the heav¬ 
ens do rule. 24 Wherefore, 0 king, 
let my counsel be acceptable unto 
thee, and break off thy sins by 
righteousness, and thine iniqui¬ 
ties by shewing mercy to the 
poor; thus there may be a length¬ 
ening of thy prosperity. 

a3 Ali this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 2e At the end of 
twelve months he walked in the 
palace of the kingdom of Baby¬ 
lon. 2, The king spoke, and said, 
Is not this great Babylon, that I 


have built for the house of the 
kingdom by the might of my 
power, and for the honour of my 
majesty? ZB While the word was 
in the king's mouth, there fell a 
voice from heaven, saving, 0 king 
Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is 
spoken; The kingdom is departed 
from thee. 2 ®And they shall drive 
thee from men, and thy dwelling 
shall be with the beasts of the 
field: they shall make thee to eat 
grass as oxen, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, until thou 
know that the Most High ruleth 
in the kingdom of men, and giv¬ 
eth it to whomsoever he will. 
30 The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: 
and he was driven from men, 
and did eat grass as oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven, till his hairs were 
grown like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

31 And at the end of the days 
I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine 
eyes unto heaven, and mine un¬ 
derstanding returned unto me, 
and I blessed the Most High, and 
I praised and honoured him that 
liveth for ever, whose dominion 
is an everlasting dominion, and 
his kingdom is from generation 
to generation: 32 And all the in¬ 
habitants of the earth are reput¬ 
ed as nothing: and he doeth ac¬ 
cording to his will in the army 
of heaven, and amon <7 the in¬ 
habitants of the earth: and none 
can stay his hand, or say unto 
him, What doest thou? 3a At the 
same time my reason returned 
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unto me; and for the glory of ^ 
my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords 
sought unto me; and I was es¬ 
tablished in my kingdom, and 
excellent majesty was added un¬ 
to me. 34 Now I Nebuchadnezzar 
praise and extol and honour the 
King of heaven, all whose works 
are truth, and his ways judg¬ 
ment: and those that walk in 
pride he is able to abase. 

C Belshazzar the king made a 
u great feast to a thousand of 
his lords, and drank wine before 
the thousand. 2 Belshazzar, while 
he tasted the wine, commanded 
to bring the golden and silver 
vessels which his father Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jerusalem; 
that the king, and his princes, 
hi9 wives, and his concubines, 
might drink therein. 3 Then they 
brought the golden vessels that 
were taken out of the temple of 
the house of God which was at 
Jerusalem; and the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his con¬ 
cubines, drank in them. 4 They 
drank wine, and praised the gods 
of gold, and of silver, of brass, 
of iron, of wood, and of stone. 
B In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against the candle¬ 
stick upon the plaster of the wall 
of the king's palace : and the king 
saw the part of the hand that 
wrote. fl Then the king’s counte¬ 
nance was changed, and his 
thoughts troubled him, so that 


the joints of his loins were 
loosed, and his knee9 smote one 
against another. ’The king cried 
aloud to bring in the astrologers, 
the Chaldeans, and the soothsay¬ 
ers. And the king spoke, and 
said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writ¬ 
ing, and tell me the interpreta¬ 
tion thereof, shall be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about his neck, and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

®Then came in all the king's 
wise men: but they could not 
read the writing, nor make 
known to the king the interpre¬ 
tation thereof. B Then was king 
Belshazzar greatly troubled, and 
his countenance was changed in 
him, and his lords were con¬ 
founded. ™Now the queen by 
reason of the words of the king 
and his lords came into the ban¬ 
quet house: and the queen spoke 
and said, O king, live for ever: 
let not thy thoughts trouble 
thee, nor let thy countenance be 
changed: “There is a man in 
thy kingdom, in whom is the 
spirit of the holy gods; and in 
the day9 of thy father light and 
understanding and wisdom, like 
the wisdom of the gods, was 
found in him; whom the king 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made 
master of the magicians, astro¬ 
logers, Chaldeans, and soothsay¬ 
ers; ’’Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and under¬ 
standing, interpreting of dreams, 
and solving riddles, and unravel- 
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ling of knots, were found in the 
same Daniel, whom the king 
named Belteshazzar: now let Da¬ 
niel be called, and he will tell the 
interpretation. 

ia Then waa Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the king 
spoke and Raid unto Daniel, Art 
thou that Daniel, who art of 
the children of the captivity of 
Judah, whom the king my father 
brought out of Jewry? J *I have 
even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and 
excellent wisdom is found in thee. 
l# And now the wise man, the 
astrologers, have been brought 
In before me, that they should 
read this writing, and make 
known unto me the interpreta¬ 
tion thereof: but they could not 
tell the interpretation of the 
thing: ia And I have heard of 
thee, that thou canst make in¬ 
terpretations, and unravel knots: 
now if thou canst read the writ¬ 
ing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, thou shalt 
be clothed with scarlet, and have 
(l chain of gold about thy neck, 
and shalt be the third ruler In 
the kingdom. 

1T Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy 
rewards to another, yet I will 
read the writing unto the king, 
and make known to him the in¬ 
terpretation. 18 0 thou king, the 
Most High God gave Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar thy father a kingdom, and 
majesty, and glory, and honour: 


19 And for the majesty that he 
gave him, all peoples, nations, 
and languages, trembled and 
feared before him: whom he 
would he slew; and whom he 
would he kept alive; and whom 
he would he set up; and whom 
he would he put down. 20 But when 
his heart was lifted up, and his 
mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from 
him: “And he was driven from 
the sons of men; and his heart 
was made like the beasts, and 
his dwelling was with the wild 
asHes: they fed him with grass 
like oxen, and his body was wet 
with the dew of heaven; till he 
knew that the Most High God 
ruled in the kingdom of men, and 
that he appointeth over it whom¬ 
soever he will. “And thou his 
son, 0 Belshazzar, hast not hum¬ 
bled thine heart, though thou 
knewest all this; 23 But hast lifted 
up thyself against the Lord of 
heaven; and they have brought 
the vessels of his house before 
thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy 
wives, and thy concubines, have 
drunk wine in them; and thou 
hast praised the gods of silver, 
and gold, of brass, iron, wood, 
and stone, which see not, nor 
hear, nor know: and the God in 
whose hand thy breath is, and 
whose are all thy ways, hast 
thou not glorified: “Then was 
the part of the hand sent from 
him; and this writing was writ¬ 
ten. “And this is the writing 
that was written, MENE, MENE, 
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TEKEL, UPHARSIN. 29 This is 
the interpretation of the thing: 
MENE; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. 27 TE- 
KEL; Thou art weighed in the 
balances and art found wanting. 
S9 PERES; Thy kingdom is di¬ 
vided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians. 

ae Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with 
scarlet, and put a chain of gold 
about his neck, and made a proc¬ 
lamation concerning him, that he 
should be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. 

fl0 In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

And Darius the Midian took 

the kingdom, being about 
threescore and two years old. 2 It 
pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom a hundred and twenty 
satraps, who should be over the 
whole kingdom; 3 And over these 
three presidents; of whom Dani¬ 
el uxis one: that the satraps might 
give accounts unto them, and the 
king should have no damage. 
♦Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and satraps, 
beeause an excellent spirit was 
in him; and the king thought to 
set him over the whole realm. 

6 Then the presidents and sa¬ 
traps sought to find occasion a- 
gainst Daniel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find no 
occasion nor fault; forasmuch as 
he was faithful, neither was there 
any error or fault found in him. 
fl Then said these men, We shall 


not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find it against 
him concerning the law of his 
God. 7 Then these presidents and 
satraps assembled together to 
the king, and said thus unto him, 
King Darius, live for ever. 8 All 
the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the satraps, 
the counsellors, and the captains, 
have consulted together to estab¬ 
lish a royal statute, and to make 
a firm interdict, that whosoever 
shall ask a petition of any god 
or man for thirty days, save of 
thee, 0 king, he shall be cast In¬ 
to the den of lions. “Now, O 
king, establish the interdict, and 
sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of 
the Medes and Persians, which 
altereth not. 10 Wherefore king 
Darius signed the writing and 
the interdict. 

17 Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and his windows 
being open in his chamber to¬ 
ward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he did aforetime. 
12 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and mak¬ 
ing supplication before his God. 
13 Then they came near, and spoke 
before the king concerning the 
king’s interdict; Hast thou not 
signed an interdict, that every 
man that shall ask a petition of 
any god or man within thirty 
days, save of thee, 0 king, shall 
be cast into the den of lions? 
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The kin? answered and said. The 
thing ia true, according to the 
law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not. “Then an¬ 
swered they and said before the 
king, That Daniel, who ia of the 
children of the captivity of Ju¬ 
dah, regardeth not thee, 0 king, 
nor the interdict that thou hast 
signed, but makelh his petition 
three times a day. “Then the 
king, when he heard these words, 
was sore displeased with himself, 
and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him: and he laboured till 
the going down of the sun to de¬ 
liver him. “Then these men as¬ 
sembled unto the king, and said 
unto the king, Know, O king, that 
the law of the Medes and Per¬ 
sians is, That no interdict nor 
statute which the king estnlisheth 
may be changed. “Then the king 
commanded, and they brought 
Daniel, and cast him into the den 
of lions. Now the king spoke and 
said unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou aervest continually, he will 
deliver thee. “And a stone was 
brought, and laid upon the mouth 
of the den; and the king sealed 
it with his own signet, and with 
the signet of his lords; that the 
purpose might not be changed 
concerning Daniel. 

“Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night fast¬ 
ing: neither were instruments of 
music brought before him: and 
his sleep went from him. 2n Then 
the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions. “And when he 


came to the den, he cried with 
a lamentable voice unto Daniel: 
and the king spoke and said to 
Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is thy God, whom 
thou servest continually, able to 
deliver thee from the lions? 2Z Then 
said Daniel unto the king, 0 king, 
live for ever. 2S My God hath sent 
his angel, and hath shut the lions' 
mouths, that they have not hurt 
me: forasmuch as before him in- 
nocency was found in me; and 
also before thee, 0 king, have I 
done no hurt. “Then was the 
king exceeding glad for him, and 
commanded that they Bhould take 
Daniel up out of the den. So 
Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he be¬ 
lieved in his God. 2 *And the king 
commanded, and they brought 
those men that had accused Dani¬ 
el, and they cast them into the 
den of lions, them, their children, 
and their wives; and the lions 
had the mastery of them, and 
broke all their bones in pieces 
ere they came at the bottom of 
the den. 

2C Then king Darius wrote unto 
all peoples, nations, and lan¬ 
guages, that dwell in all the 
earth; Peace be multiplied unto 
you. Z7 I make a decree, That in 
every dominion of my kingdom 
men tremble and fear before the 
God of Daniel: for he ia the liv¬ 
ing God, and steadfast for ever, 
and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed, and his dom¬ 
inion shall be even unto the end. 
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a8 He deJivereth and rescueth, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath 
delivered Daniel from the power 
of the Hons. 

20 So this Daniel prospered in 
the reign of Darius, and in the 
reign of Cyrus the Persian. 

H In the first year of Belshaz¬ 
zar king of Babylon Daniel 
had a dream and visions of his 
head upon his bed: then he wrote 
the dream, and told the sum of 
the matters. 2 Daniel spoke and 
said, I saw in my vision by night, 
and, behold, the four winds of the 
heaven strove upon the great sea. 
8 And four great beasts came up 
from the sea, diverse one from 
another. 4 The first was like a 
Hon, and had eagle's wings: I 
beheld till the wings thereof were 
plucked, and it was lifted up 
from the earth, and made to 
stand upon the feet as a man, 
and a man's heart was given to 
it. ®And behold another beast, a 
second like to a bear, and it raised 
up itself on one side, and it had 
three ribs in the mouth of it be¬ 
tween the teeth of it: and they 
said thus unto it, Arise, devour 
much flesh. 8 After this I beheld, 
and lo another, like a leopard, 
which had upon the back of it 
four wings of a fowl; the beast 
had also four heads; and dom¬ 
inion was given to it. 7 After this 
I saw in the night visions, and 
behold a fourth beast, dreadful 
and terrible, and strong exceed¬ 
ingly; and it had great iron 


teeth: it devoured and broke in 
pieces, and stamped the residue 
with its feet: and it was diverge 
from all the beasts that were be¬ 
fore it; and it had ten horns. 
B I considered the horns, and, be¬ 
hold, there came up among them 
another little horn, before which 
there were three of the first, 
horns plucked up by the roots: 
and, behold, in this horn were 
eyes like the eyes of man, and a 
mouth speaking great things. 9 1 
beheld till thrones were cast 
down, and the ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white 
as snow, and the hair of his head 
like the pure wool: his throne 
was like the fiery flame, and his 
wheels as burning fire. 10 A fiery 
stream issued and came forth 
from before him: thousand thou¬ 
sands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him: the judgment 
was set, and the books were 
opened. n I beheld then because 
of the voice of the great words 
which the horn spoke: I beheld 
even till the beast was slain, and 
his body destroyed, and given to 
the burning flame. 12 As concern¬ 
ing the rest of the beasts, they 
had their dominion taken away: 
yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and a time. 13 1 saw 
in the night visions, and, behold, 
one like a son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and camp 
to the ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him. 
14 And there was given him dom¬ 
inion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
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that all peoples, nations, and lan¬ 
guages, sliould serve him: his 
dominion ia an everlasting dom¬ 
inion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed. 

,B I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, 
and the visions of my head troub¬ 
led me. lfl l came near unto one 
of them that stood by, and asked 
him the truth of all this. So he 
told me, and made me know the 
interpretation of the things. 
17 These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, that shall 
arise out of the earth. lft But the 
holy ones of the Most High shall 
take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for 
ever and ever. ie Then I would 
know the truth of the fourth 
beast, which was diverse from 
all the others, exceeding dread¬ 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, and 
his nails of brass; which de¬ 
voured, broke in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with its 
feet; 20 And of the ten horns that 
were in his head, and of the other 
which came up, and before which 
three fell; even of that horn that 
had eyes, and a mouth that spoke 
very great things, whose look was 
more stout than that of its fel¬ 
lows, Z, I beheld, and the same 
horn made war with the holy 
ones, and prevailed against them; 
,a Until the ancient of days came, 
*nd judgment was given to the 
holy ones of the Most High; and 
the time came that the holy ones 
possessed the kingdom. 23 Thus he 


said. The fourth beast shall be 
the fourth kingdom upon earth, 
which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour the 
whole earth, and shall tread it 
down, and break it in pieces. 
,4 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall 
arise: and another shall rise af¬ 
ter them; and he shall be diverse 
from the first, and he shall sub¬ 
due three kings. 2S And he shall 
speak great words against the 
Most High, and shall wear out 
the holy ones of the Most High, 
and think to change times and 
laws: and they shall be given 
into his hand until a time and 
times and half a time. 26 But the 
judgment shall sit, and they shall 
take away his dominion, to con¬ 
sume and to destroy it unto the 
end. 27 And the kingdom and 
dominion, and the greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole 
heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the holy ones of the 
Most High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all dom¬ 
inions shall serve and ohey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the 
matter. As for me Daniel, my 
thoughts much troubled me, and 
my countenance changed in me: 
but I kept the matter in my 
heart. 

Q In the third year of the 
reign of king Belshazzar w 
vision appeared unto me, evt>n 
unto me Daniel, after that which 
appeared unto me at the first. 
2 And I saw in a vision; ana it 
came to pass, when I saw, that 
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I was at Shushan in the palace, toward the four quarters of 


which is in the province of Elam; 
and I saw in a vision, and I was 
by the river of Ulai. 3 Then I 
lifted up mine eyes, and saw, 
and, behold, there stood before 
the river a ram which had two 
horns: and the tivo horns were 
high; but one was higher than 
the other, and the higher came 
up last. 4 I saw the ram pushing 
westward, and northward, and 
southward; so that no beasts 
might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver 
out of his hand; but he did ac¬ 
cording to his will, and became 
great. 

s And as I was considering, be¬ 
hold, a he-goat came from the 
west on the face of the whole 
earth, and touched not the ground: 
and the goat had a conspicuous 
horn between his eyes. 6 And he 
came to the ram that had two 
horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him 
in the fury of his power. 7 And I 
saw him come close unto the ram, 
and he was moved with rage a- 
gainst him, and smote the ram, 
and broke his two horns: and 
there was no power in the ram 
to stand before him, but he cast 
him down to the ground, and 
stamped upon him: and there 
was none that could deliver the 
ram out of his hand, therefore 
the he-goat waxed very great: 
and when he was strong, the 
great horn was broken; and for 
it came up four conspicuous ones 


heaven. 

"And out of one of them came 
forth a little horn, which waxed 
exceeding great, toward the south, 
and toward the east, and toward 
the pleasant land. lu And it waxed 
great, even to the host of heaven; 
and it cast down some of the 
host and of the stars to the 
ground, and stamped upon them. 
n Yea, he magnified himself even 
to the prince of the host, and the 
daily sacrifice was taken away 
from him, and the place of his 
sanctuary was cast down. 12 And 
a host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of 
transgression, and it cast down 
the truth to the ground; and it 
wrought, and prospered. 13 Then 
I heard a holy one speaking, and 
another holy one said unto that 
certain one that spoke, How long 
shall be the vision concerning the 
daily sacrifice, and the transgres¬ 
sion of desolation, to give both 
the sanctuary and the host to be 
trodden under foot? 14 And he 
said unto me, Unto two thousand 
and three hundred evenings and 
mornings; then shall the sanc¬ 
tuary be cleansed. 

13 And it came to pass, when I, 
even I Daniel, had seen the vi¬ 
sion, and sought for the meaning, 
then, behold, there stood before 
me as the appearance of a man. 
'“And I heard a man’s voice be¬ 
tween the banks of Ulai, which 
called, and said, Gabriel, make 
this man to understand the vision. 
17 So he came near where I stood: 
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and when he came, I was afraid, 
and fell upon my face: but he 
said unto me, Understand, O eon 
of man, that for the time of the 
end is the vision. 19 Now as he 
was speaking with me, I was in 
a deep sleep on my face toward 
the ground: but he touched me, 
it ml set me upright. ,B And he 
said, Behold, I will make thee 
know what shall he in the last 
end of the indignation: for at the 
time appointed the end shall be. 
* u The ram which thou sawest hav¬ 
ing two horns are the kings of 
Media and Persia. ai And the 
rough he-goat is the king of 
Greece: and the great horn that 
is between his eyes is the first 
king. “Now that being broken, 
whereas four stood up for it, four 
kingdoms shall stand up out of 
the nation, but not in his power. 
“And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come to the full, a king of 
fierce countenance, and under¬ 
standing dark sentences, shall 
Hland up. “And his power shall 
he mighty, but not by his own 
power: and he shall destroy won¬ 
derfully, and shall prosper, and 
practice, and shall destroy the 
mighty and the holy people. “And 
through his policy also he shall 
cause craft to prosper in his 
hand; and he shall magnify him¬ 
self in his heart, and by peace 
shall destroy many: he shall also 
stand up against the prince of 
princes; but he shall be broken 
without hand. “And the vision 
of the evening and the morning 


which was told is true: where¬ 
fore shut thou up the vision; for 
it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel was troubled, 
and was sick certain days; after¬ 
ward I rose up, and did the king’s 
business; and I was disquieted 
by the vision, but understood it 
not. 

Q In the first year of Darius 
** the son of Ahasuerus, of the 
seed of the Medes, who was made 
king over the realm of the Chal¬ 
deans ; 2 In the first year of his 
reign I Daniel understood by 
books the number of the years, 
whereof the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah the prophet, 
that he would accomplish seventy 
years in the desolations of Je¬ 
rusalem. fl And I set my face unto 
the Lord God, to seek by prayer 
and supplications, with fasting, 
and sackcloth, and ashes: 4 And 
I prayed unto the Lord my God, 
and made my confession, and 
said, O Lord, the great and dread¬ 
ful God, keeping the covenant and 
mercy to them that love him, and 
to them that keep his command¬ 
ments ; ®We have sinned, and 
have committed iniquity, and 
have done wickedly, and have re¬ 
belled, even by departing from 
thy precepts and from thy judg¬ 
ments: fl Neither have we heark¬ 
ened unto thy servants the proph¬ 
ets, who spoke in thy name to 
our kings, our princes, and our 
fathers, and to all the people 
of the land. 7 0 Lord, righteous¬ 
ness belongeth unto thee, but un¬ 
to us confusion of face, as at this 
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day; to the men of Judah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and unto all Israel, that arc near, 
and that are far off, through all 
the countries whither thou hast 
driven them, because of their 
trespass that they have tres¬ 
passed against thee. *0 Lord, to 
us bclongeth confusion of face, 
to our kings, to our princes, and 
to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. °To the Lord 
our God belong mercies and for¬ 
giveness, though we have rebelled 
against him; l0 Neither have we 
obeyed the voice of the Lord our 
God, to walk in his laws, which 
he set before us by his servants 
the prophets. 11 Yea, all Israel 
have transgressed thy law% even 
by departing, that they might 
not obey thy voice; therefore the 
curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law 
of Moses the servant of God, be¬ 
cause we have sinned against 
him. 12 And he hath confirmed 
his words, which he spoke against 
us, and against our judges that 
judged us, by bringing upon us 
a great evil: for under the whole 
heaven hath not been done as 
hath been done upon Jerusalem. 
13 As it is written in the law of 
Moses, all this evil is come upon 
us: yet made we not our prayer 
before the Lord our God, that we j 
might turn from our iniquities, 
and understand thy truth. 14 There- 
fore hath the Lord watched upon 
the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the Lord our God is right¬ 
eous in ail his works which he 


doeth: for we obeyed not h: 
voice. I5 And now, O Lord on 
God, that hast brought thy pet 
pie forth out of the land of Egyi 
with a mighty hand, and hat: 
gotten thee renown, as at thi 
day; we have sinned, we hav 
done wickedly. "O Lord, accorc 
ing to all thy righteousness, 
beseech thee, let thine ange*" am 
thy fury be turned away from th; 
city Jerusalem, thy holy moun 
tain: because for our sins, am 
for the iniquities of our fathers 
Jerusalem and thy people are be 
come a reproach to all that <ir< 
about us. 17 Now therefore, 0 mu 
God, hear the prayer of thy Her 
vant, and his supplications, nu( 
cause thy face to shine upon th} 
sanctuary that is desolate, foi 
the Lord’s sage. ,R 0 my God, in¬ 
cline thine ear, and hear; oper 
thine eyes, and behold our des¬ 
olations, and the eity which if 
called by thy name: for we do 
not present our supplications be¬ 
fore thee for our righteousness, 
but for thy great mercies. "'0 
Lord, hear; 0 Lord, forgive; 0 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake. 0 my God: 
for thy city and thy people are 
called by thy name. 

20 And while I was speaking, 
and praying, and confessing my 
sin and the sin of my people Is¬ 
rael, and presenting my suppli¬ 
cation before the Lord my God 
for the holy mountain of my 
God; 2I Yea, while I was speak¬ 
ing in prayer, even the man 
Gabriel, whom I had seen fn the 
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vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly swiftly, touched me 
about the time <rf the evening 
oblation. ”And he informed me, 
and talked with me, and said, O 
Daniel, I am now come forth to 
make thee wise with understand¬ 
ing. ”At the beginning of thy 
supplications the commandment 
came forth, and I am come to 
tell thee; for thou art greatly be¬ 
loved : therefore understand the 
matter, and consider the vision. 
s< Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy 
holy city, to finish the transgres¬ 
sion, and to make an end of sins, 
and to make reconciliation for 
iniquity, and to bring in ever¬ 
lasting righteousness, and to seal 
up the vision and prophecy, and 
to anoint the most holy. a0 Know 
therefore and understand, that 
from the going forth of the com¬ 
mandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem unto the anointed the 
prince shall be seven weeks: and 
during threescore and two weeks 
it shall be built again, with 
street and trench, even in troub¬ 
lous limes. 20 And after threescore 
and two weeks shall the anointed 
be cut off, and there shall be none 
to succeed him: and the people 
of the prince that shall come shall 
destroy the city and the sanc¬ 
tuary : and the end thereof shall 
be with a flood, and unto the end 
of the war desolations are de¬ 
termined. 97 And he shall confirm 
the covenant with many for one 
week: and for half of the week 
he shall cause the sacrifice and 


the oblation to cease, and tor the 
overspreading of abominations 
he shall make it desolate, even 
until the consummation, and that 
determined shall be poured upon 
the desolate. 

In the third year of Cyrus 
king of Persia a thing was 
revealed unto Daniel, whoBename 
was called Belteshazzar; and the 
thing was true, but the time ap¬ 
pointed was long: and he under¬ 
stood the thing, and had under¬ 
standing of the vision. 

a In those dayB I Daniel was 
mourning three full weeks. 8 I 
ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh nor wine in my mouth, 
neither did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weekB were ful¬ 
filled. 4 And in the four and 
twentieth day of the first month, 
as I was by the side of the great 
river, which is Tigris; R Then I 
lifted up mine eyes, and looked, 
and behold a certain man clothed 
in linen, whose loins were girded 
with fine gold of Uphaz: 6 His 
body also was like the beryl, and 
his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes us lamps 
of fire, and his arms and his feet 
like in colour to polished brass, 
and the voice of his words like 
the voice of a multitude. 7 And I 
Daniel alone saw the vision: for 
the men that were with me saw 
not the vision; but a great quak¬ 
ing fell upon them, so that they 
fled to hide themselves. 8 There- 
fore I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there re¬ 
mained no strength in me: for 
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my comeliness was turned in me 
into corruption, and I retained 
no strength. e Yet heard I the 
voice of his words: and when I 
heard the voice of his words, 
then was I in a deep sleep on my 
face, and my face toward the 
ground. ’°And, behold, a hand 
touched me, which moved me 
upon my knees, and upon the 
palms of my hands. 11 And he 
said unto me, 0 Daniel, the man 
greatly beloved, understand the 
words that I speak unto thee, and 
stand upright: for unto thee am 
I now sent. And when he had 
spoken this word unto me, I stood 
trembling. ,2 Then said he unto 
me. Fear not, Daniel: for from 
the first day that thou didst set 
thine heart to understand, and 
to chasten thyself before thy God, 
thy words were heard, and I am 
come for thy words. l3 But the 
prince of the kingdom of Persia 
withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief princes, came to help me; 
and I remained there with the 
kings of Persia. 1- ‘Now I am 
come to make thee understand 
what shall befall thy people in 
the latter days: for yet the vision 
is for many days. 

,s And when he had spoken 
such words unto me, I set my 
face toward the ground, and I 
became dumb. 1,5 And, behold, one 
like the similitude of the sons of 
men touched my lips: then I 
opened my mouth, and spoke, and 
said unto him that stood before 
me, O my lord, by the vision my 


sorrows are turned upon me 
and I have retained no strength 
17 For how can the servant of titi 
iny lord talk with this my lord 
for as for me, straightway theri 
remained no strength in me, nei 
thor is there breath left in me 
'"Then there came again am 
touched me one like the appear 
ante of a man, and he strength 
cned me, 10 And said, O mat 
greatly beloved, fear not: peart 
be unto thee, be strong, yea, h< 
strong. And when he had spoket 
unto me, I was strengthened, am 
said, Let my lord apeak; for thou 
hast strengthened me. -"TIum 
said he, Knowest thou wherefore 
I come unto thee? and now will 1 
return to fight with the prince 
of Persia: and when I am gone 
forth, lo, the prince of Greece 
shall come. 21 But I will tell thee 
that which is noted in the scrip¬ 
ture of truth: and there is none 
that lioldeth with me in these 
things, but Michael your prince. 
Also I in the first year of 
Darius the Mode, even I, 
stood to confirm and to strength¬ 
en him. 

"And now will I tell thee the 
truth. Behold, there shall stand 
up yet three kings in Persia; and 
the fourth shall be far richer 
than they all: and by his strength 
through his riches he shall stir 
up all against the realm of 
Greece. 3 And a mighty king shall 
stand up, that shall rule willi 
great dominion, and do according 
to his will. '‘And when he shall 
stand up, liis kingdom shall he 
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broken, and shall be divided to¬ 
ward the four quarters of 
heaven; and not to his posterity, 
nor according to his dominion 
which he ruled: for his kingdom 
shall be plucked up, even for 
others besides those. 

11 And the king of the south 
shall be strong, and one of his 
princes; and he shall be strong 
above him, and have dominion; 
his dominion shall be a great 
dominion. 

“And in the end of years they 
shall join themselves together; 
for the king’s daughter of the 
south shall come to the king of 
the north to make an agreement: 
but she shall not retain the power 
of the arm: neither shall he 
stand, nor his arm: but she shall 
be given up, and they that brought 
her, and he that begot her, and 
he that strengthened her in these 
times. 

7 But out of a branch of her 
roots shall one stand up in his 
place, who shall come with an 
army, and shall enter into the 
fortress of the king of the north, 
and shall deal against them, and 
shall prevail: “And shall also 
curry captive into Egypt their 
gods, with their princes, and with 
their precious vessels of silver 
and of gold; and he shall con¬ 
tinue more years than the king 
of the north. ft So the king of the 
south shall come into his king¬ 
dom, and shall return into his 
own land. 

" But his sons shall be stirred 


up, and shall assemble a multi¬ 
tude of great forces: and one 
shall certainly come, and over¬ 
flow, and pass through: then shall 
he return, and be stirred up, 
even to his fortress. “And the 
king of the south shall be moved 
with rage, and shall come forth 
and fight with him, even with 
the king of the north: and he 
shall Bet forth a great multitude; 
but the multitude shall be given 
into his hand. “And the multi¬ 
tude will be lifted up, and his 
heart shall be elated; and he shall 
cast down tens of thousands: but 
he shall not be strengthened by it. 

“For the king of the north 
shall return, and shall set forth 
a multitude greater than the 
former, and shall certainly come 
at the end of times, even of 
yeare, with a great army and 
with much riches. “And in those 
times there shall many stand up 
against the king of the south; 
also the sons of the rebellious 
among thy people shall exalt them¬ 
selves to establish the vision: 
but they shall fall. “So the king 
of the north shall come, and cast 
up a mound, and take the forti¬ 
fied city: and the arms of the 
south shall not withstand, neither 
his chosen people, neither shall 
there be any strength to with¬ 
stand. “But he that cometh a- 
gainst him shall do according to 
his own will, and none shall stand 
before him: and he shall stand 
in the glorious land, which by 
his hand shall be consumed. “He 
shall also set his face to enter 
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with the strength of his whole 
kingdom, and upright ones with 
him; thus shall he do: and he 
shall give him the daughter of 
women, to corrupt her: but she 
shall not stand on his side, nei¬ 
ther be for him. “After this shall 
he turn his face unto the isles, 
and shall take many: but a prince 
shall cause the reproach offered 
by him to cease, without his be¬ 
ing able to return this reproach 
unto him. “Then he shall turn 
his face toward the forts of his 
own land: but he shall stumble 
and fall, and not be found. 

20 Then shall stand up in his 
place one that shall cause an ex¬ 
actor to pass through the glory 
of the kingdom: but within few 
days he shall be destroyed, nei¬ 
ther in anger, nor in battle. 

2, And in his place shall stand 
up a vile person, to whom they 
shall not give the honour of the 
kingdom: but he shall come in 
peaceably, and obtain the king¬ 
dom by flatteries. “And with 
the arms of a flood shall they be 
overflown from before him, and 
shall be broken; yea, also the 
prince of the covenant. “And 
after the league made with him 
he shall work deceitfully: for he 
shall come up, and shall become 
strong with a small people. 24 He 
shall enter peaceably even upon 
the fattest places of the province; 
and he shall do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his 
fathers' fathers; he shall scatter 
among them the prey, and spoil, 
and riches: yea, and he shall fore¬ 


cast his devices against tin 
strongholds, even for a time. 

“And he shall stir up his pow¬ 
er and his courage against the 
king of the south with a great 
army; and the king of the south 
shall be stirred up to battle with 
a very great and mighty army; 
but he shall not stand: for they 
shall devise devices against him. 
20 Yea, they that feed of the por¬ 
tion of his meat shall destroy 
him, and his army shall over¬ 
flow: and many shall fall down 
slain. 27 And both these kings’ 
hearts shall be to do mischief, 
and they shall speak lies at one 
table; but it shall not prosper: 
for yet the end shall be at the 
time appointed. “Then shall lie 
return into his land with great 
riches; and his heart shall be 
against the holy covenant; and he 
shall do exploits, and return to 
his own land. 

29 At the time appointed he shall 
return, and come toward the 
south; but not as in the former 
shall it be in the latter time. l0 For 
the ships of Chittim shall conn* 
against him: therefore he shall 
be grieved, and return, and have 
indignation against the holy cov¬ 
enant : so shall he do; he shall 
even return, ar.d have intelli 
gence with them that forsake the 
holy covenant. 

31 And arms shall stand on his 
part, and they shall pollute the 
sanctuary of strength, and shall 
take away the daily sacrifice, and 
they shall place the abomination 
that maketh desolate. “And such 
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as do wickedly againBt the cov¬ 
enant shall he corrupt by flat¬ 
teries : but the people that do 
know their God shall be strong, 
and do exploits. 83 And they that 
understand among the people 
ahall instruct many: yet they 
■hall fall by the sword, and by 
Aame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days. 84 Now when they 
ahall fall, they shall be helped 
with a little help: but many shall 
cleave to them with flatteries. 
88 And some of them of under¬ 
standing shall fall, to try them, 
and to purge, and to make them 
white, even to the time of the 
end: because it is yet for a time 
appointed. 

88 And the king shall do accord¬ 
ing to his will; and he shall exalt 
himself, and magnify himself a- 
bove every god, and shall speak 
marvellous things against the 
God of gods, and shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished: 
for that that is determined shall 
be done. 87 Neither shall he re¬ 
gard the God of his fathers, nor 
the desire of women, nor regard 
any god: for he shall magnify 
bimself above all. a8 But in his 
place shall he honour the God of 
itrongholds: and a god whom his 
fathers knew not shall he hon¬ 
our with gold, and silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleas¬ 
ant things. 3# Thus shall he do in 
the strongest forts with a strange 
god ; whosoever acknowledged 
him he will increase with glory: 
and he shall cause them to rule 


over many, and shall divide the 
land for gain. 

40 And at the time of the end 
shall the king of the south push 
at him: and the king of the north 
shall come against him like a 
whirlwind, with chariots, and 
with horeemen, and with many 
ships; and he shall enter into the 
countries, and shall overflow and 
pass over. 4I He shall enter also 
into the glorious land, and many 
countries shall be overthrown: 
but these shall escape out of his 
hand, even Edom, and Moab, and 
the chief of the children of Am¬ 
mon. 42 He shall stretch forth his 
hand also upon the countries: and 
the land of Egypt shall not es¬ 
cape. 48 But he shall have power 
over the treasures of gold and of 
silver, and over all the precious 
things of Egypt: and the Libyans 
and the Ethiopians shall be at 
his steps. 44 But tidings out of 
the east and out of the north 
shall trouble him: therefore he 
shall go forth with great fury to 
destroy, and utterly to make a- 
way many. 49 And he shall plant 
the tabernacles of his palace be¬ 
tween the seas and the glorious 
holy mountain; yet he shall come 
to his end, and none shall help 
him. 

^2 And at that time shall Mi¬ 
chael stand up, the great 
prince who standeth for the chil¬ 
dren of thy people: and there 
shall be a time of trouble, such 
as never was since there was a 
nation even to that same time: 
and at that- time tby people shall 
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be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book. 
•And many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life, and some 
to shame and everlasting con¬ 
tempt. 3 And they that are wise 
shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that 
turn many to righteousness as 
the stars for ever and ever. 

4 But thou, 0 Daniel, shut up 
the words, and seal the book, even 
to the time of the end: many 
Bhall run to and fro, and knowl¬ 
edge shall be increased. 

5 Then I Daniel looked, and, be¬ 
hold, there stood other two, the 
one on this side of the bank of 
the river, and the other on that 
side of the bank of the river. 
6 And one said to the man clothed 
in linen, who was upon the waters 
of the river, How long shall it be 
to the end of these wonders? 7 And 
I heard the man clothed in linen, 
who was upon the waters of the 
river, when he held up his right 
hand and bis left unto heaven, 


and swore by him that liveth foi 
ever that it shall be for a time, 
times, and a half; and when he 
shall have accomplished to break 
the power of the holy people, all 
these things shall be finished. 

8 And I heard, but I understood 
not: then said I, 0 my Lord, what 
shall be the end of these things? 
®And he said, Go thy way, Dani¬ 
el : for the words are closed up 
and sealed till the time of the 
end. 10 Many shall be purified, and 
made white, and tried; but the 
wicked shall do wickedly: and 
none of the wicked shall under¬ 
stand ; but the wise shall under¬ 
stand. 11 And from the time that 
the daily sacrifice shall be takei 
away, and the abomination that 
maketh desolate set up, there 3haU 
be a thousand two hundred and 
ninety days. J2 Blessed is he that 
waiteth, and cometh to the thou¬ 
sand three hundred and five and 
thirty days. 13 But go thou thy 
way till the end be: for thou 
shalt rest, and stand in thy lot 
at the end of the days.

T| Now in the first year of Cy¬ 
rus kins’ of Persia, that the 
word of the Lord by the mouth 
of Jeremiah might be fulfilled, 
the Lord stirred up the spirit of 
Cyrus king of Persia, that he 
made a proclamation throughout 
all his kingdom, and put it also 
in writing, saying, J Thus saith 
Cyrus king of Persia, The Lord 
Cod of heaven hath given me all 
the kingdoms of the earth; and 
he hath charged me to build him 
a house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. “Who is there among you 
of all his people? his God be with 
him, and let him go up to Jeru¬ 
salem, which is in Judah, and 
build the house of the Lord God 
of Israel, (he ia the God,) which 
is in Jerusalem. 4 And whosoever 
remaineth in any place where he 
aojourneth, let the men of his 
place help him with silver, and 
with gold, and with goods, and 
with beasts, besides the freewill- 
offering for the house of God 
that is in Jerusalem. 

“Then rose up the heads of fam¬ 
ilies of Judah and Benjamin, arid 
the priests, and the Levites, with 
all them whose spirit God had 
raised, to go up to build the house 
of the Lord which ia in Jerusa¬ 
lem. "And all they that were 
about them strengthened their 


R A 

hands with vessels of silver, with 
gold, with goods, and with beasts, 
and with precious things, besides 
all that was willingly offered. 

7 Also Cyrus the king brought 
forth the vessels of the house of 
the Lord, which Nebuchadnezzar 
had brought forth out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and had put them in the 
house of his gods; "Even those 
did Cyrus king of Persia bring 
forth by the hand of Mithredath 
the treasurer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of 
Judah. "And this ia the number of 
them: thirty chargers of gold, a 
thousand chargers of silver, nine 
and twenty knives, 10 Thirty cups 
of gold, silver cups of a second 
sort four hundred and ten, and 
other vessels a thousand. 11 All 
the vessels of gold and of silver 
were five thousand and four hun¬ 
dred. AH these did SheBhbazzar 
bring up with them of the cap¬ 
tivity that were brought up from 
Babylon unto Jerusalem. 

2 Now these are the children 
of the province that went up 
out of the captivity, of those that 
had been carried away, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Ba¬ 
bylon had carried away unto Ba¬ 
bylon, and came back unto Jeru¬ 
salem and Judah, every one unto 
his city; "They that came with 
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Zerubbabel: Jeshua, Nehemiah, 
Seraiah, Reelaiah, Mordecai, Bil- 
shan, Mispar, Bigvai, Reham, 
Baanah. 

The number of the men of the 
people of Israel: 

s The children of Parosh, two 
thousand a hundred seventy and 
two. 4 The children of Shephatiah, 
three hundred seventy and two. 
"The children of A rah, seven hun¬ 
dred seventy and five.

‘"The children of Rezin, the chil¬

65 The children of Solomon’s ser¬ 
vants: the childen of Sotai, the 
children of Sophereth, the chil¬ 
dren of Peruda, fie The children of 
Jaalah, the children of Darkon, 
the children of Giddel, H7 The chil¬ 
dren of Shephatiah, the children 
of Hattil, the children of Pocher- 
eth of Zebaim, the children of 
Ami. !8 All the Nethinim, and the 
children of Solomon’s servants, 
were three hundred ninety and 
two. 


’^And these were they that 
went up from Tel-melah, Tel- 
harsha, Cherub, Addan, and Im- 
mer: but they could not tell their 
father’s house, and their seed, 
whether they were of Israel: 
"The children of Delaiah, the 
children of Tobaiah, the children 
of Nekoda, six hundred fifty and 
two. “And of the children of the 
priests: the children of Habaiah, 
the children of Koz, the children 
of Barzillai; who took a wife of 
the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite, and was called after 
their name: S2 These sought their 
register among those that were 
reckoned by genealogy, but they 
were not found: therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. "And the Tirshatha 
said unto them, that they should 
not eat of the most holy things, 
till there stood up a priest with 
Urim and with Thummim. 

84 The whole congregation to¬ 
gether was forty and two thou¬ 
sand three hundred and three¬ 
score, "Besides their servants 
and their maids, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hun¬ 
dred thirty and seven: and there 
were among them two hundred 
singing men and singing women. 
"Their horses were seven hun¬ 
dred thirty and six; their mules, 
two hundred forty and five; 
“Their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five; their asses, six 
thousand seven hundred and twen¬ 
ty. 

••And so me of the heads of 
families, when they came to the 
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house of the Lord which is at 
Jerusalem, offered freely for the 
house of God to set it up in its 
place: a ®They gave after their 
ability unto the treasure of the 
work threescore and one thou¬ 
sand drams of gold, and five thou¬ 
sand manehs of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Lev- 
ites, and some of the people, and 
the singers, and the gate-keepers, 
and the Nethinim, dwelt in their 
cities, and all Israel in their 
cities. 

0 And when the seventh month 

u was come, and the children 
of Israel were in the cities, the 
people gathered themselves to¬ 
gether as one man to Jerusalem. 
“Then stood up Jeshua the son 
of Jozadak, and his brethren the 
priests, and Zerubbabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and his brethren, 
and builded the altar of the God 
of Israel, to offer burnt-offerings 
thereon, as it is written in the 
law of Moses the man of God. 
“And they set the altar upon its 
bases; for fear upon them 

because of the people of those 
countries: and they offered burnt- 
offerings thereon unto the Lord, 
even burnt-offerings morning and 
evening. 4 They kept also the feast 
of tabernacles, as it is written, 
and offered the daily burnt-of¬ 
ferings by number, according to 
the custom, as the duty of every 
day required: “And afterward 
offered the continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and that of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the 


Lord that were consecrated, am 
of every one that willingly offer** 
a freewill-offering unto the Lord 
“From the first day of the sev 
enth month began they to offei 
burnt-offerings unto the Lord 
but the foundation of the tempi* 
of the Lord was not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto tlu 
masons, and to the carpenters; 
and meat, and drink, and oil, un¬ 
to them of Sidon, and to them of 
Tyre, to bring cedar-trees from 
Lebanon to the sea of Joppa, ac¬ 
cording to the grant that they 
had of Cyrus king of Persia. 

s Now in the second year of 
their coming unto the house of 
God at Jerusalem, in the second 
month, began Zerubbabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son 
of Jozadak, and the remnant of 
their brethren the priests and the 
Levites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem; and appointed the 
Levites, from twenty years old 
and upward, to oversee the work 
of the house of the Lord. “Then 
stood Jeshua with his sons and 
his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, 
to oversee the workmen in the 
house of God: the sons of Hena- 
dad, with their sons and their 
brethren the Levites. 10 And when 
the builders laid the foundation 
of the temple of the Lord, they 
set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites 
the sons of Asaph with cymbals, 
to praise the Lord, after the or¬ 
dinance of David king of Israel. 
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11 And they sang in praising and 
giving thanks unto the Lord; be¬ 
cause he is good, for his mercy 
endureth for ever toward Israel. 
And all the people shouted with 
a grout shout, when they praised 
the Lord, because the foundation 
• »f the house of the Lord was 
laid. “But many of the priests 
and Levitcs and heads of fam¬ 
ilies, who were old men, that had 
seen the first house with their 
eyes, when the foundation of this 
house was laid, they wept with a 
loud voice; and many Bhouted 
aloud for joy: 13 So that the peo¬ 
ple could not discern the noise of 
the shout of joy from the noise 
of the weeping of the people: 
for the people shouted with a 
loud shout, and the noise was 
heard afar off. 

A Now when the adversaries 
of Judah and Benjamin heard 
that the children of the captivity 
builded the temple unto the Lord 
God of Israel; z Then they came 
to Zerubbabel, and to the heads 
of the families, and said unto 
them, Let us build with you: for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and 
we do sacrifice unto him since 
the dayH of Esar-haddon king of 
Assur, who brought us up hither. 
8 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the bends of the fam¬ 
ilies of Israel, said unto them, 
Ye have nothing to do with us 
to build a house unto our God; 
but we ourselves together will 
build unto the Lord God of Isra¬ 
el, as king Cyrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 


4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the hands of the peo¬ 
ple of Judah, and troubled them 
in building, s And hired counsel¬ 
lors against them, to frustrate 
their purpose, all the days of Cy¬ 
rus king of Persia, even until the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 
°And in the reign of Ahasuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, 
wrote they unto him an accusa¬ 
tion against the inhabitants of 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 And in the days of Artaxer- 
xes wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, 
Tabeel, and the rest of their 
companions, unto Artaxerxes king 
of Persia; and the writing of the 
letter was written in the Syrian 
tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syrian tongue. B Rehum the chan¬ 
cellor and Shimshai the scribe 
wrote a letter against Jerusalem 
to Artaxerxes the king in this 
sort: °Then wrote Rehum the 
chancellor, and Shimshai the 
scribe, and the rest of their com¬ 
panions; the Dinaites, the Aphar- 
sathchites, the Tarpelites, the A- 
pharsiles, the Archevites, the Ba¬ 
bylonians, the Susanchitos, the 
Dehavites, and the Elamites. 
,0 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble As- 
napper brought over, and set in 
the cities of Samaria, and the 
rest that are on this side the 
River, and so forth. “This is the 
copy of the letter that they sent 
unto him, even unto Artaxerxes 
the king; Thy servants the men 
on this side the River, and so 
forth. 12 Be it known unto the 
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king, that the Jews who came up 
from thee to us are come unto 
Jerusalem, building the rebellious 
and the bad city, and have fin¬ 
ished the walls thereof, and joined 
the foundations. 13 Be it known 
now unto the king, that, if this 
city be builded, and the walls be 
finished, then will they not pay 
toll, tribute, and custom, and the 
revenue of the kings will suffer 
loss. 14 Now because we have 
maintenance from the king’s pa¬ 
lace, and it was not meet for us 
to see the king’s dishonour, there¬ 
fore have we sent and certified 
the king; 15 That search may be 
made in the book of the records 
of thy fathers: so shalt thou find 
in the book of the records, and 
know that this city is a rebellious 
city, and hurtful unto kings and 
provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same 
of old time: for which cause was 
this city destroyed. 18 We certify 
the king that, if this city be 
builded again, and the walls 
thereof finished, by this means 
thou shalt have no portion on 
this side the River. 

17 Then sent the king an an¬ 
swer unto Rehum the chancellor, 
and to Shimshai the scribe, and 
to the rest of their companions 
that dwell in Samaria, and unto 
the rest beyond the River, Peace, 
and so forth. ,8 The letter which 
ye sent unto us hath been plainly 
read before me. 19 And I com¬ 
manded, and search hath been 
made, and it is found that this 
city of old time hath made in¬ 


surrection against kings, and thn 
rebellion and sedition have boot 
made therein. 20 There have beci 
mighty kings also over Jerusa¬ 
lem, who have ruled over all th r 
countries beyond the River; am) 
toll, tribute, and custom, was paid 
unto them. 21 Give ye now com¬ 
mandment to cause these men to 
cease, and that this city be not 
builded, until another command¬ 
ment shall be given from me. 
22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage 
grow to the hurt of the kings? 

23 Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes' letter was read be¬ 
fore Rehum, and Shimshai tin* 
scribe, and their companions, 
they went up in haste to Jeru¬ 
salem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 
“Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jeru¬ 
salem. So it ceased unto the sec¬ 
ond year of the reign of Darius 
king of Persia. 

CJ Then the prophets, Haggai 
the prophet, and Zechariah 
the son of Iddo, prophesied unto 
the Jews that were in Judah ami 
Jerusalem in the name of the 
God of Israel, even unto them. 
2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son 
of Jozadak, and began to build 
the house of God which is at Je¬ 
rusalem: and with them were 
the prophets of God helping them. 
3 At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the 
River, and Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, and said thus 
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unto them, Who hatli commanded 
you to build this house, and to 
finish these walls? 4 Then said 
we unto them after this manner, 
What arc the names of the men 
tliat make this building? “But 
the eye of their God was upon 
ih« ciders of the Jews, that they 
could not cause them to cense, 
till the matter came to Darius: 
and then they returned answer 
by letter concerning this matter. 

"The copy of the letter that 
Tntnai, governor on this side the 
Kiver, and Shethar-boznai, and 
his companions the Apharsach- 
ites, that were on this side the 
Kiver, sent unto Darius the king: 
’They sent a letter unto him, 
wherein was written thus; Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. "Be 
it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, 
which is builded with great stones, 
and timber is laid in the walls, 
and this work goeth fast on, and 
prospereth in their hands. B Then 
Asked we those elders, and said 
unto them thus, Who commanded 
you to build this house, and to 
finish these walls? 10 We asked 
their names also, to certify thee, 
that we might write the names 
of the men that were the chief of 
them. “And thus they returned 
as answer, saying, We are the 
uervants of the God of heaven 
and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many 
yenrs ago, which a great king of 
Israel builded and finished. “But 
after that our fathers had pro¬ 


voked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the 
hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon, the Chaldean, who 
destroyed this house, and carried 
the people away into Babylon. 
13 But in the first year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon the same 
king CyruB made a decree to build 
this house of God. “And the 
vessels also of gold and silver 
of the house of God, which Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar took out of the tem¬ 
ple, that was in Jerusalem, and 
brought them into the temple of 
Babylon, those did Cyrus the 
king take out of the temple of 
Babylon, and they were delivered 
unto one, whose name was Shesli- 
bazzar, whom he had made gov¬ 
ernor; “And said unto him. 
Take these vessels, go, carry them 
into the temple that id in Jeru¬ 
salem, and let the house of God 
be builded in its place. “Then 
came the same Sheshbazzar, and 
laid the foundation of the house 
of God which is in Jerusalem: 
and since that time even until 
now hath it been in building, and 
yet it is not finished. “Now there¬ 
fore, if it seem good to the king, 
let there be search made in the 
king’s treasure-house, which is 
there at Babylon, whether it be 
so, that a decree was made of 
Cyrus the king to build this 
house of God at Jerusalem, and 
let the king send his pleasure to 
us concerning this matter. 

0 Then Darius the king made 
a decree, and search was 
made in the house of the rolls. 
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where the treasures were laid up 
in Babylon. 2 And there was found 
at Achmetha, in the palace that 
is in the province of the Medes. 
a roll, and therein was a record 
thus written: 3 In the first year 
of Cyrus the king the same Cy¬ 
rus the king made a decree con¬ 
cerning the house of God at Je¬ 
rusalem, Let the house be build- 
ed, the place where they offered 
sacrifices, and let the foundations 
thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof three¬ 
score cubits; 4 With three rows 
of great stones, and a row of new 
timber: and let the expenses be 
given out of the king’s house: 
s And also let the golden and 
silver vessels of the house of 
God, which Nebuchadnezzar took 
forth out of the temple which is 
at Jerusalem, and brought unto 
Babylon, be restored, and brought 
back unto the temple which is at 
Jerusalem, every one to its place, 
and place them in the house of 
God. 

fl Now therefore, Tatnai, gov¬ 
ernor beyond the River, Shethar- 
boznai, and your companions the 
Apharsachites, who . are beyond 
the River, be ye far from thence: 
T Let the work of this house of 
God alone; let the governor of 
the Jews and the elders of the 
Jews build this house of God in 
its place. 8 Moreover I make a 
decree what ye shall do to the 
elders of these Jews for the build¬ 
ing of this house of God: that 
of the king’s goods, even of the 


tribute beyond the River, forth 
with expenses be given unt« 
these men, that they be not hin¬ 
dered. 9 And that which they havt 
need of, both young bullocks, and 
rams, and lambs, for the burnt- 
offerings of the God of heaven, 
wheat, salt, wine, and oil, accord¬ 
ing to the appointment of the 
priests that are at Jerusalem, lot 
it be given them day by day 
without fail: l "That they may 
offer sacrifices of sweet savours 
unto the God of heaven, and pray 
for the life of the king, and of 
his sons. u Also I have made a 
decree, that whosoever shall alter 
this word, let limber be pulled 
down from his house, and being 
set up, let him he hanged there¬ 
on; and let his house be made a 
dunghill for this. 12 And the God 
that hath caused his name to 
dwell there destroy all kings anti 
peoples, that shall put forth their 
hand to alter ^and to destroy this 
house of God which is at Jeru 
salem. I Darius have made a de¬ 
cree; let it be done with speed 

13 Then Tatnai, governor on thin 
side the River, Shethar-boznm, 
and their companions, according 
to that which Darius the king 
had sent, so they did speedily. 
,4 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they prospered 
through the prophesying of Hng- 
gai the prophet and Zeehariah 
the son of Iddo. And they build¬ 
ed, and finished it, according to 
the commandment of the God of 
Israel, and according to the com¬ 
mandment of Cyrus, and Darius, 
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and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 
’"And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of 
the reign of Darius the king. 

**And the children of Israel, 
the priests, and the Levites, and 
lliu rest of the children of the 
captivity, kept the dedication of 
this house of God with joy, ,7 And 
offered at the dedication of this 
house of God a hundred bullocks, 
two hundred rams, four hundred 
lambs; and for a sin-offering for 
nil Israel, twelve he-goats, accord¬ 
ing to the number of the tribes 
of Israel. 18 And they set the 
priests in their divisions, and the 
Levites in their courses, for the 
service of God, which is at Jeru¬ 
salem; as it is written in the 
book of Moses. 

1B And the children of the cap¬ 
tivity kept the passover upon the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 
'■"’For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of 
them were pure, and killed the 
passover-iaw& for all the children 
of the captivity, and for their 
orethren the priests, and for 
themselves. “And the children 
of Israel, that were come back 
out of captivity, and all such as 
had separated themselves unto 
them from the filthiness of the 
nations of the land, to seek the 
Lord God of Israel, did eat, 22 And 
kept the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days with joy: for the Lord 
had made them joyful, and turned 
the heart of the king of Assyria 
unto them, to strengthen their 


hands in the work of the house 
of God, the God of Israel. 
n Now after these things, in 
1 the reign of Artaxerxes king 
of Persia, Ezra the son of Sera- 
iah, the son of Azariah, the son 
of Hilkiah, a The son of Shallum, 
the son of Zadok, the son of Ahi- 
tub, a The son of Amariah, the 
son of Azariah, the son of Mera- 
ioth, 4 The son of Zerahiah, the 
son of Uzzi, the son of Bukki, 
5 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the 
son of Aaron the chief priest: 
6 This Ezra went up from Baby¬ 
lon; and he was a ready scribe 
in the law of Moses, which the 
Lord God of Israel had given: 
and the king granted him all his 
request, according to the hand of 
the Lord his God upon him. T And 
there went up some of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Levites, and the singers, 
and the gate-keepers, and the 
Nethinim, unto Jerusalem, in the 
seventh year of Artaxerxes the 
king. 8 And he came to Jerusalem 
in the fifth month, which was in 
the seventh year of the king. 
°For upon the first day of the 
first month was the beginning of 
the going up from Babylon, and 
on the first day of the fifth 
month came he to Jerusalem, ac¬ 
cording to the good hand of his 
God upon him. 10 For Ezra had 
prepared his heart to seek the 
law of the Lord, and to do it, and 
to teach in Israel statutes and 
judgments. 

‘‘Now this is the copy of the 
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letter that the king Artaxerxes 
gAve unto Ezra the priest, the 
scribe, even a scribe of the words 
of the commandments of the Lord, 
and of his statutes to Israel. 
12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, un¬ 
to Ezra the priest, a scribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, the 
perfect, and so forth. 13 I make 
a decree, that all they of the peo¬ 
ple of Israel, and of his priests 
and Levites, in my realm, that are 
minded of their own freewill to 
go up to Jerusalem, go with thee. 
“Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven coun¬ 
sellors, to inquire concerning 
Judah and Jerusalem, according 
to the law of thy God which is 
in thine hand; 15 And to carry 
the silver and gold, which the 
king and his counsellors have 
freely offered unto the God of 
Israel, whose habitation is in 
Jerusalem, 16 And all the silver 
and gold that thou canst find 
in all the province of Babylon, 
with the freewill-offering of the 
people, and of the priests, offer¬ 
ing willingly for the house of 
their God which is in Jerusalem: 
17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat-offerings 
and their drink-offerings, and of¬ 
fer them upon t 1 '^ altar of the 
house of your God which is 
in Jerusalem. 18 And whatsoever 
shall seem good to thee, and to 
thy brethren to do with the rest 
of the silver and the gold, that 
do ye after the will of your God. 
,8 The vessels also that are given 


thee for the service of the house 
of thy God, those deliver thou 
before the God of Jerusalem. 
2u And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion 
to bestow, bestow it out of the 
king's treasure-house. 2, And I, 
even I Artaxerxes the king, do 
make a decree to all the treas¬ 
urers that are beyond the River, 
that whatsoever Ezra the priest, 
the scribe of the law of the God 
of heaven, shall require of you, 
it be done speedily, Z2 Unto a 
hundred talents of silver, and to 
a hundred measures of wheat, 
and to a hundred baths of wine, 
and to a hundred baths of oil, and 
salt without prescribing how 
much . 23 Whatsoever is command¬ 
ed by the God of heaven, let it 
be diligently done for the house 
of the God of heaven: for why 
should there be wrath against the 
realm of the king and his sons? 
24 Atso we certify you, that touch¬ 
ing any of the priests and Lev¬ 
ites, singers, gate-keepers, Nethi- 
nim, or ministers of this house 
of God, it shall not be lawful to 
impose toll, tribute, or custom, 
upon them, 25 And thou, Ezra, 
after the wisdom of thy God, that 
is in thine hand, set magistrates 
and judges, who may judge all 
the people that are beyond the 
River, ail such as know the laws 
of thy God; and teach ye them 
that know them not. 26 And who¬ 
soever will not do the law of thy 
God, and the law of the king, let 
judgment be executed speedily 
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upon him, whether it be unto 
death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to im¬ 
prisonment. 

27 Blessed be the Lord God of 
our fathers, who hath put such 
a thing as this in the king's 
heart, to beautify the house of 
the Lord which is in Jerusalem: 
28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his coun¬ 
sellors, and before all the king's 
mighty princes. And I was 
strengthened as the hand of the 
Lord my God was upon me, and 
I gathered together out of Israel 
chief men to go up with me. 

Q These are now the heads of 
® families, and this is the gen¬ 
ealogy of them that went up 
with me from Babylon, in the 
reign of Artaxerxes the king. 2 Of 
the sons of Phinehns; Gershom: 
of the sons of Ithamar; Daniel: 
of the sons of David; Hattush. 
"Of the sons of Shechaniah, of 
the sons of Pharosh; Zechariah: 
and with him were reckoned by 
genealogy of the males a hundred 
and fifty. *Of the sons of Pahath- 
moab; Eliehoenai the son of Ze- 
rahiah,and with him two hundred 
males. 5 Of the sons of Shechan¬ 
iah; the son of Jahaziel, and 
with him three hundred males. 
°Of the sons also of Adin; Ebed 
the son of Jonathan, and with 
him fifty males. 7 And of the sons 
of Elam; Jeshaiah the son of 
Athaliah, and with him seventy 
males. "And of the sons of She- 
phatiah; Zebadiah the son of Mi¬ 
chael, and with him fourscore 


males. °Of the sons of Joab; 
Obadiah the son of Jehiel, and 
with him two hundred and eight¬ 
een males. in And of the sons of 
Shelomith; the son of Josiphiah, 
and w'ith him a hundred and 
threescore males. ’’And of the 
sons of Bebai; Zechariah the son 
of Bebai, and with him twenty 
and eight males. lz And of the 
sons of Azgad; Johanan the son 
of Hakkatan, and with him a hun¬ 
dred and ten males. 13 And of the 
last sons of Adonikam, whose 
names are these, Eliphelet, Jeiel, 
and Shemaiah, and with them 
threescore males. 14 Of the sons 
also of Bigvai; Uthai, and Zab- 
bud, and with them seventy males. 

15 And I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to Aha- 
va; and there abode we in tents 
three days: and I viewed the peo¬ 
ple, and the priests, and found 
there none of the sons of Levi. 
,8 Then sent I for Eliezer, for A- 
riel, for Shemaiah, and for Elna- 
than, and for Jarib, and for El- 
nathan, and for Nathan, and for 
Zechariah, and for Meshullam, 
chief men; also for Joiarib, and 
for Elnathan, men of understand¬ 
ing. 17 And I sent them with 
commandment unto Iddothe chief 
at the place Casiphia, and I told 
them what they should say unto 
Iddo, and to his brethren the 
Nethinim, at the place Casiphia, 
that they should bring unto us 
ministers for the house of our 
God. 1B And by the good hand of 
our God upon us they brought 
us a man of understanding, of the 
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sons of Mahli, the son of Levi, 
the son of Israel; and Sherebiah, 
with his sons and his brethren, 
eighteen; 19 And Hashabiali, and 
with him Jeshaiah of the sons of 
Merari, his brethren and their 
sons, twenty; 20 Also of the Nethi- 
nim, whom David and the princes 
had appointed for the service of 
the Levites, two hundred and 
twenty Nethinim: all of them 
were expressed by name. “Then 
I proclaimed a fast there, at the 
river of Ahava, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, 
to seek of him a right way for 
us, and for our little ones, and 
for all our substances. 22 For I 
was ashamed to require of the 
king a band of soldiers and horse¬ 
men to help us against the enemy 
in the way: because we had 
spoken unto the king, saying, 
The hand of our God is upon all 
them for good that seek him; 
but his power and his wrath is 
against all them that forsake 
him. 23 So we fasted and besought 
our God for this: and he was 
entreated for us. “Then I sep¬ 
arated twelve of the chiefs of the 
priests, Sherebiah, Hashabiah, 
and ten of their brethren with 
them, 23 And weighed unto them 
the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, even the offering of the 
house of our God, which the king, 
and his counsellors, and his lords, 
and all Israel there present, had 
offered: 2€ I even weighed unto 
their hand six hundred and fifty 
talents of silver, ana silver ves¬ 
sels a hundred talents, and of 


gold a hundred talents; “Also 
twenty cups of gold, of a thou- 
sand drams; and two vessels of 
fine bright copper, precious as 
gold. 28 And I said unto them, Ye 
are holy unto the Lord; the ves¬ 
sels are holy also; and the silver 
and the gold are a freewill-offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord God of your 
fathers. 2B Watch ye, and keep 
them, until ye weigh them before 
the chiefs of the priests and the 
Levites, and the chiefs of the 
families of Israel, at Jerusalem, 
in the chambers of the house of 
the Lord. 30 So took the priests 
and the Levites the weight of the 
silver, and the gold, and the ves 
sels, to bring them to Jerusalem 
unto the house of our God. “Then 
we departed from the river of 
Ahava on the twelfth day of the 
first month, to go unto Jerusa¬ 
lem : and the hand of our God 
was upon us, and he delivered 
us from the hand of the enemy, 
and of such as lay in wait by the 
way. 32 And we came to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and abode there three days. 
33 Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the ves¬ 
sels weighed in the house of our 
God by the hand of Meremolh 
the son of Uriah the priest; and 
with him was Eleazar the son of 
Phinehas: and with them was 
Jozabad the son of Jeshua, and 
Noadiah the son of Binnui, Lev¬ 
ites; “By number and by weight, 
of every one: and all the weight 
was written at that time. 35 The 
children of the exile, that were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
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burnt-offerings unto the God of 
Israel, twelve bullocks for all Is¬ 
rael, ninety and six rams, seven¬ 
ty and seven lambs, twelve he- 
goats for a sin-offering: all this 
was a burnt-offering unto the 
lord. a9 And they delivered the 
king's commissions unto the 
king’s satraps, and to the gov¬ 
ernors on this side the River: 
and they furthered the people, 
and the house of God. 

Q Now when these things were 
** done, the princes came to me, 
saying, The people of Israel, and 
the priests, and the Levites, have 
not separated themselves from 
the peoples of the lands, doing 
according to their abominations, 
even of the Canaanites, the Hit- 
titeB, the Perizzites, the Jebu- 
sites, the Ammonites, the Moab¬ 
ites, the Egyptians, and the A- 
morites. ‘For they have taken 
of their daughters for themselves, 
and for their sons: so that the 
holy seed have mingled them¬ 
selves with the peoples of those 
lands: yea, the hand of the 
princes and rulers hath been 
chief in this trespass. s And when 
1 heard this thing, I rent my 
garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head 
and of my beard, and sat down 
appalled. ‘Then were assembled 
unto me every one that trembled 
at the words of the God of Israel, 
because of the transgression of 
those that had been carried a- 
way; and I sat appalled until 
the evening sacrifice. 

•And at the evening sacrifice 


I arose up from my fasting; and 
having rent my garment and ir y 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, 
and spread out my hands unto 
the Lord my God, 8 And said, 0 
my God, I am ashamed and blush 
to lift up my face to thee, my 
God: for our iniquities are in¬ 
creased over our head, and our 
trespass is grown up unto the 
heavens. 7 Since the days of our 
fathers have we been in a great 
trespass unto this day; and for 
our iniquities have we, our kings, 
and our priests, been delivered 
into the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, 
and to a spoil, and to confusion 
of face, as it is this day. ®And 
now for a little space grace hath 
been shewn from the Lord our 
God, to leave us a remnant to es¬ 
cape, and to give us a nail in 
his holy place, that our God may 
lighten our eyes, and give us a 
little reviving in our bondage. 
‘For we were bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
bondage, but hath extended mercy 
unto us in the sight of the kings 
of Persia, to give us a reviving, 
to set up the house of our God, 
and to repair the ruins thereof, 
and to give us a wall in Judah 
and in Jerusalem. 10 And now, O 
our God, what shall we say after 
this? for we have forsaken thy 
commandments, "Which thou 
hast commanded by thy servants 
the prophets, saying, The land, 
unto which ye go to possess it, 
is an unclean land with the fil¬ 
thiness of the peoples of the lands.

with their abominations, which 
have filled it from one end to 
another with their uncleanness. 
12 Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your 
sons, nor seek their peace or 
their wealth for ever: that ye 
may be strong, and eat the good 
of the land, and leave it for an 
inheritance to your children for 
ever. ,3 And after all that is come 
upon us for our evil deeds, and 
for our great trespass, seeing 
that thou our God hast punished 
us less than our iniquities de¬ 
serve, and hast given us such de¬ 
liverance as this; ’‘Should we 
again break thy commandments, 
and join in affinity with the 
peoples of these abominations? 
wouldest not thou be angry with 
us till thou hadst consumed us, 
so that there should be no rem¬ 
nant nor escaping? 15 0 Lord God 
of Israel, thou art righteous; for 
we remain yet escaped, as it is 
this day: behold, we are before 
thee in our guilt, though none 
can stand before thee because of 
this. 

Now when Ezra had prayed, 
and when he had confessed, 
weeping and casting himself down 
before the house of God, there 
assembled unto him out of Israel 
a very great congregation of men 
and women and children: for the 
people wept very sore. 2 And 
Shechaniah the son of Jehiel, one 
of the sons of Elam, answered 
and said unto Ezra, We have 
trespassed against our God, and 


have taken strange wives of the 
peoples of the land: yet now 
there is hope in Israel concern¬ 
ing this thing. 3 Now therefore 
let us make a covenant with our 
God to put away all the wives, 
and such as are born of them, 
according to the counsel of my 
lord, and of those that tremble 
at the commandment of our God; 
and let it be done according to 
the law. ‘Arise; for this matter 
belongeth unto thee: we also will 
be with thee; be of good courage, 
and do it. 

5 Then arose Ezra, and made 
the chief priests, the Levites, and 
all Israel, to swear that they 
should do according to this word 
And they swore. 8 Then Ezra rose 
up from before the house of God, 
and went into the chamber of 
Johanan the son of Eliashib: and 
when he came thither, he did eat 
no bread, nor drink water: for 
he mourned because of the tres¬ 
pass of them of the exile. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem 
unto all the children of the exile, 
that they should gather them¬ 
selves together unto Jerusalem; 
8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days according 
to the counsel of the princes and 
the elders, all his substance should 
be forfeited, and himself sepa¬ 
rated from the congregation of 
exiles. 

’'Then all the men of Judah 
and Benjamin gathered them- 
salves together unto Jerusalem 
within three days. It i oas the 
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ninth month, on the twentieth 
day of the month; and all the 
people sat in the street of the 
house of God, trembling because 
of this matter, and because of 
tho pouring rain. 10 And Ezra the 
priest stood up, and said unto 
I hem, Ye have transgressed, and 
have taken strange wives, to in¬ 
crease the trespass of Israel. 
“Now therefore make confession 
unto the Lord, the God of your 
fathers, and do his pleasure: and 
separate yourselves from the peo¬ 
ples of the land, and from the 
strange wives. 

“Then all the congregation an¬ 
swered and said with a loud 
voice. As thou hast said, so must 
we do. 18 But the people are many, 
and it is a time of much rain, 
and we are not able to stand 
without, neither is this a work of 
one day or two: for we are many 
that have transgressed in this 
thing. “Let now our rulers of 
all the congregation stand, and 
let all them that have taken 
strange wives in our cities come 
at appointed times, and with them 
the elders of every city, and the 
judges thereof, until the fierce 
wrath of our God for this matter 
he turned from us. 

,fi Only Jonathan the son of 
Asahei and Jahazeiah the son of 
Tikvah were employed about this 
matter: and Meshullam and Shab- 
bethai the Levite helped them. 
“And the children of the captivi¬ 
ty did so. And Ezra the priest, 
with certain chiefs of the fathers, 
after the house of their fathers, 


and all of them by their names, 
were separated, and sat down 
in the first day of the tenth 
montli to examine the matter. 
“And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange 
wives by the first day of the 
first month. 

“And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives: namely, of 
the sons of Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren; Maa- 
seiah, and Eliezer, and Jarib, and 
Gedaliah. l9 And they gave their 
hands that they would put away 
their wives; and being guilty, 
they offered a ram of the flock 
for their trespass. 20 And of the 
sons of Immer; Hanani, and Zeb- 
adiah. 21 And of the sons of Ha- 
rim; Maaseiah, and Elijah, and 
Shemaiah, and Jehiel, and Uz- 
ziah. 22 And of the sons of Pash- 
ur; Elioenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, 
Nethaneel, Jozabad, and Elasah. 
"Also of the Levites; Jozabad, 
and Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the 
same is Kelita,) Pethahiah, Ju¬ 
dah, and Eliezer. 24 0f the singers 
also; Eliashib: and of the gate¬ 
keepers; Shallum, and Telem, 
and Uri. 

"Moreover of Israel: of the 
sons of Parosh; Ramiah, and Iz- 
ziah, and Malchiah, and Mijamin, 
and Eleazar, and Malchijah, and 
Benaiah. "And of the Bons of 
Elam; Mattaniah, Zeehariah, and 
Jehiel, and Abdi, and Jeremoth, 
and Elijah. “And of the sons of 
Zattu; Elioenai, Eliashib, Mat¬ 
taniah, and Jeremoth, and Zabad, 
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and Aziza. 28 0f the sons also of 
Bebai; Jehohanan, Hananiah, Zab- 
bai, and Athlai. 20 And of the 
sons of Bani; Meshullam, Mal- 
luch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and 
Sheal, and Ramoth. 30 And of the 
sons of Pahath-moab; Adna, and 
Chelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mat- 
taniah, Bezalel, and Binnui, and 
Manasseh. 31 And of the sons of 
Harim; Eliezer, Ishijah, Malchi- 
jah, Shemaiah, Shimeon, ^Ben¬ 
jamin, Malluch, and Shemariah. 
f8 Of the sons of Hashum; Mat- 
tenai, Mattattah, Zabad, Eliphe- 
)'t, Jeremai, Manasseh, and Shi- 


mei. 34 0f the sons of Bani; 
Maadai, Amram, and Uel, 3S Hi>- 
naiah, Bedeiah, Chelluhu, 16 Van - 
iah, Meremoth, Eli ash ib, 37 Mat 
taniah, Mattenai, and Jaasi, 3S And 
Bani, and Binnui, Shimei, 3 ®And 
Shelemiah, and Nathan, and Ada¬ 
iah, 40 Machnadebai, Shashai, Sho 
rai, 4l Azareel, and Shelemiah, 
Shemariah, 42 Shallum, Amariah, 
and Joseph. 43 0f the sons of N«»- 
bo; Jeiel, Mattithiah, Zabad, Ze- 
bina, Iaddi, and Joel, Benaiah 
44 All these had taken strange 
wives: and some of them had 
wives by whom they had children. 




NEHEMIAH 


1 The words of Nehemiah the 
“*■ eon of Hachaliah. 

And it came to pass in the 
month Chialev, in the twentieth 
year, as I was in Shushan the 
palace, “That Hanani, one of my 
brethren, came, lie and certain 
men of Juduh; and I asked them 
concerning the Jews that had es¬ 
caped, that were left of the cap¬ 
tivity, and concerning Jerusalem, 
•And they said unto me, The 
remnant that are left of the cap¬ 
tivity there in the province are 
in great affliction and reproach: 
the wall of Jerusalem also is 
broken down, and the gates there¬ 
of are burned with fire, 4 And it 
came to pass, when I heard these 
words, that I sat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and 
fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, 5 And said, I be¬ 
seech thee, 0 Lord God of heaven, 
the great and terrible God, that 
kcepeth covenant and mercy for 
them that love him and observe 
his commandments: “Let thine 
ear now be attentive, and thine 
eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which 
i pray before thee now, day and 
night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins 
of the children of Israel, which 
we have sinned against thee: 


both I and my father’s house 
have sinned. 7 We have dealt very 
corruptly against thee, and have 
not kept the commandments, nor 
the statutes, nor the judgments, 
which thou commandedst thy ser¬ 
vant Moses. “Remember, I be¬ 
seech thee, the word that thou 
commandedst thy servant Moses, 
saying, If ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the na¬ 
tions: “But if ye turn unto me, 
and keep my commandments, and 
do them; though there were of 
you cast out unto the uttermost 
part of the heaven, yet will I 
gather them from thence, and 
will bring them unto the place 
that I have chosen to set my 
name there. 10 Now these are thy 
servants and thy people, whom 
thou hast redeemed by thy great 
power, and by thy strong hand. 
n O Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to the 
prayer of thy servants, who de- 
Bire to fear thy name: and pros¬ 
per, I pray thee, thy servant 
this day, and grant him mercy 
in the sight of this man. 

And I was the king's cup¬ 
bearer. 

2 And it came to pass in the 
month Nisan, in the twenti¬ 
eth year of Artaxerxes the king; 
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that wine was before him: and I 
took up the wine, and gave it 
unto the king. Now I had not 
been beforetime sad in his pres¬ 
ence. 2 Wherefore the king said 
unto me, Why is thy countenance 
sad, seeing thou art not sick? 
this is nothing else but sorrow 
of heart. Then I was very sore 
afraid, 3 And said unto the king, 
Let the king live for ever: why 
should not my countenance be 
sad, when the city, the place of 
my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth 
waste, and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire? ‘Then the 
king said unto me, For what dost 
thou make request? So 1 prayed 
to the God of heaven. r, And I 
said unto the king, If it please 
the king, and if thy servant have 
found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Ju¬ 
dah, unto the city of my fathers’ 
sepulchres, that I may build it. 
B And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For 
how long shall thy journey be? 
and when wilt thou return? So 
it pleased the king to send me; 
and I set him a time. T Moreover 
I said unto the king, If it please 
the king, let letters be given me 
to the governors beyond the Riv¬ 
er, that they may convey me over 
till I come into Judah; 8 And a 
letter unto Asaph the keeper of 
the king’s forest, that he may 
give me timber to make beams 
for the gates of the palace which 
appertained to the house, and for 
the wall of the city, and for the 
bouse that I shall enter into. 


And the king granted me, ac¬ 
cording to the good hand of my 
God upon me. 

®Then I came to the governors 
beyond the River, and gave them 
the king’s letters. Now the king 
had sent captains of the army 
and horsemen with me. 10 When 
Sanballat the Horonite, and Tob¬ 
iah the servant, the Ammonite, 
heard of it, it grieved them ex¬ 
ceedingly that there was come a 
man to seek the welfare of the 
children of Israel. 

ll So I came to JenaAtem, and 
was there three days. ia And I 
arose in the night, I and some 
few men with me; neither told 
I any man what my God had put. 
in my heart to do at Jerusalem: 
neither was there any beast with 
me, save the beast that I rode 
upon. ”And I went out by night 
by the gate of the valley, even 
before the dragon well, and lo 
the dung gate, and viewed the 
walls of Jerusalem, which were 
broken down, and the gates there¬ 
of were consumed with fire. 
14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king’s 
pool: but there was no place for 
the beast that was under me to 
pass. 15 Then went I up in the 
night by the valley, and viewed 
the wall, and turned back, and 
entered by the gate of the valley, 
and so returned. 16 And the rulers 
knew not whither I went, or what 
I did; neither had I as yet told 
it to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the ru- 
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lore, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17 Then said I unto them, Ye 
see the distress that we are in, 
how Jerusalem lietk waste, and 
the Kates thereof are burned with 
fire: come, and let us build up 
(It* wall of Jerusalem, that we 
be no more a reproach. 18 Then I 
told them of the hand of my God 
which was good upon me; as 
also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said, 
Let us rise up and build. So they 
strengthened their hands for this 
good work. 

‘“But when Sanballat the Ho- 
ronite, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, and Geshem the 
Arabian, heard it, they laughed 
us to scorn, and despised us, and 
said, What is this thing that ye 
do? will ye rebel against the 
king? 20 Then answered I them, 
and said unto them, The God of 
heaven, he will prosper us; there¬ 
fore we his servants will arise 
and build: but ye have no por¬ 
tion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 

O Then Eliashib the high priest 
rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they builded the 
sheep gate; they sanctified it, and 
set up the doors of it; even unto 
the tower of Meah they sanctified 
it, unto the tower of Hananeel. 
"And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to 
them builded Zaccur the son of 
Imri. a But the fish gate did the 
sons of Hassenaah build, who 
also laid the beams thereof, and 


set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 
‘And next unto them repaired 
Meremoth the son of Urijah, the 
son of Koz. And next unto them 
repaired Meshullam the son of 
Berecliiah, the son of Mesheza- 
beel. And next unto them re¬ 
paired Zadok the son of Baana. 
5 And next unto them the Teko- 
ites repaired; but their nobles 
put not their necks to the work 
of their Lord. 6 Moreover the old 
gate repaired Jehoiada the son 
of Paseah, and Meshullam the 
son of Besodeiah; they laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, and the locks there¬ 
of, and the bars thereof. 7 And 
next unto them repaired Melatiah 
the Gibeonitc, and Jadon the 
Meronolhite, the men of Gibeon, 
and of Mizpah, unto the throne 
of the governor on this side the 
River. B Next unto him repaired 
Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, of 
the goldsmiths. Next unto him 
also repaired Hananiah the son 
of one of the apothecaries, and 
they fortified Jerusalem unto the 
broad wall. "And next unto them 
repaired Rephaiah thesonofHur, 
the ruler of half the district of 
Jerusalem. 10 And next unto them 
repaired Jedaiah the son of Ha- 
rumaph, even over against his 
house. And next unto him re¬ 
paired Hattush the son of Ha- 
shabneiah. n Malchijah the son of 
Harim, and Hashub the Bon of 
Pahath-moab, repaired another 
part, and the tower of the fur¬ 
naces. ,a And next unto him re- 
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paired Shailum the son of Halo- 
hesh, the ruler of half the district 
of Jerusalem, he and his daugh¬ 
ters. ls The valley gate repaired 
Hanun, and the inhabitants of 
Zanoah; they built it, and set up 
the doors thereof, the locks there¬ 
of, and the bars thereof, and a 
thousand cubits on the wall unto 
the dung gate. ,4 But the dung 
gate repaired Malchiah the son 
of Reehab, the ruler of part of 
Beth-haccherem; he built it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 
ls But the gate of the fountain 
repaired Shailum the son of Col- 
hozeh, the ruler of the district of 
Mizpah; he built it, and covered 
it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool 
of Siloah by the king’s garden, 
and unto the stairs that go down 
from the city of David. ,6 After 
him repaired Nehemiah the son 
of Azbuk, the ruler of half the 
district of Beth-zur, unto the 
place over against the sepulchres 
of David, and to the pool that 
was made, and unto the house 
of the mighty. 17 After him re¬ 
paired the Levites, Rehum the 
son of Bani. Next unto him re¬ 
paired Hashabiah, the ruler of 
half the district of Keilah, in his 
district. 18 After him repaired 
their brethren, Bavai the son of 
Henadad, the ruler of half the 
district of Keilah. 19 And next to 
him repaired Ezer the son of 
Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah an¬ 
other part over against the going 


up to the armoury at the angle. 
a0 After him Baruch the son of 
Zabbai earnestly repaired another 
part, from the angle unto the 
door of the house of Eliashib the 
high priest. 21 After him repaired 
Meremoth the son of Urijah the 
son of Koz another part, from 
the door of the house of Eliashib 
even to the end of the house of 
Eliashib. 33 And after him re¬ 
paired the priests, the men of 
the plain. a3 After him repaired 
Benjamin and Hashub over «- 
gainst their house. After him 
repaired Azariah the son of Maa 
seiah the son of Ananiah by Ins 
house. 24 After him repaired Bin- 
nui the son of Henadad another 
part, from the house of Azariah 
unto the angle, even unto the 
corner. S5 Palal the son of Uzai, 
over against the angle, and the 
tower which lieth out from the 
king’s high house, that was by 
the court of the prison. After 
him Pedaiah the son of Paro9h. 
36 Moreover the Nethinim dwelt 
in Ophel, unto the place over a- 
gainst the water gate toward the 
east, and the tower that lieth out 
ar After them the Tekoites re¬ 
paired another part, over against 
tiie great tower that lieth out, 
even unto the wall of Ophel. 
3s From above the horse gate re¬ 
paired the priests, every one over 
against his house. a# After them 
repaired Zadok the son of Immer 
over against his house. After him 
repaired also Shemalah the son 
of Shechaniah, the keeper of the 
east gate. 30 After him repaired 
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Hananiah the son of Shelemiah, 
and Hanun the aixth aon of Zal- 
apli, another part. After him re¬ 
paired Mesh u I lam the Bon of Be- 
rcchiali over against tiis cliamber. 
“'After him repaired Malchiah 
the goldsmith's aon unto the place 
of the Nethinim, and of the mer- 
«Inn its, over against the gate 
Miphkad, and to the upper cham¬ 
ber of the corner. S2 And between 
the upper cliamber of the corner 
unto the aheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiths and the merchants. 

“ 3 But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat heard that we builded 
the wall, he wua wroth, and took 
great indignation, and mocked 
the JewH. 14 And he spoke before 
hia hrethren and the army of 
Samaria, and said. What do these 
feeble Jews? will they fortify 
themaelvcs? will they sacrifice? 
will they make an end in a day? 
will they revive the atones out of 
the heaps of the rubbish which 
are burned? 3B Now Tobiah the 
Ammonite wan by him, and he 
said. Even that which they build, 
if a fox go up, he shall even 
break down their stone wall. 

30 IIear, 0 our God; for we are 
despised: and turn their reproach 
upon their own head, and give 
them to a prey in a land of cap¬ 
tivity: ai And cover not their in¬ 
iquity, and let not their sin he 
blotted out from before thee: for 
they have provoked thee to anger 
before the builders. 

a8 So built we the wall; and all 
the wall was joined together unto 
the half thereof; for the people 


had a mind to work. 

A But it came to pass, that 
** when Sanballat, and Tobiah, 
and the Arabians, and the Am¬ 
monites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem 
were restored, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, 
then they were very wroth, “And 
conspired all of them together to 
come and to fight against Jeru¬ 
salem, and to do him mischief. 
“Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch 
against them day and night, be¬ 
cause of them. 4 And Judah said. 
The strength of the bearers of 
burdens is failing, and there is 
much rubbish; so that we are not 
able to build the wall. “And our 
adversaries said, They shall not 
know, neither see, till we come 
in the midst of them, and slay 
them, and cause the work to 
cease. “And it came to pass, that 
when the Jews that dwelt by them 
came, they said unto us ten times, 
From all places whence ye shall 
return unto us they will be upon 
us. ’Therefore set I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
dry places, I even set the people 
after their families with their 
swords, their spears, and their 
bows. “And I looked, and rose 
up, and said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, Be not ye afraid of 
them: remember the Lord, who 
is great and terrible, and fight 
for your brethren, your sons, and 
your daughters, your wives, and 
your houses.

9 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought 
their counsel to nought, that we 
returned all of us to the wall, 
every one to his work. 10 And it 
came to pass from that time 
forth, that the half of my ser¬ 
vants wrought in the work, and 
the other half of them held both 
the spears, the shields, and the 
bows, and the habergeons; and 
the rulers were behind all the 
house of Judah. ^They that 
builded on the wall, and they that 
bore burdens, with those that 
Uded, every one with one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and 
with the other hand held a weap¬ 
on. 12 For the builders, every one 
had his sword girded by his side, 
and so builded. And he that 
sounded the trumpet was by me. 
13 And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from another. 
14 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort 
ye thither unto us: our God shall 
fight for us. 

ls So we laboured in the work: 
and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning 
till the stars appeared. ^Like¬ 
wise at the same time said I un¬ 
to the people, Let every one with 
his servant lodge within Jerusa¬ 
lem, that in the night they may 
be a guard to us, and labour in 
the day. 17 So neither I, nor my 
brethren, no?: my servants, nor 


the men of the guard that fo 
lowed me, none of us put off ou 
clothes, every one going with hi 
weapon to the water. 

C And there was a great cr 
of the people and of Ihei 
wives against their brethren, th 
Jews. 2 For there were that said 
We, our sons, and our daughter? 
are many: therefore we take u] 
corn for them, that we may ent 
and live. 3 Some also there wer 
that said, We have mortgagee 
our lands, vineyards, and house's 
that we might buy corn, because 
of the dearth. 4 There were aim 
that said, We have borrowei 
money for the king's tribute, am. 
that upon our lands and vine 
yards. 9 Yet now our flesh is as 
the flesh of our brethren, oui 
children as their children: and 
lo, we bring into bondage oui 
sons and our daughters to be ser¬ 
vants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage al¬ 
ready: neither is it in our power 
to redeem them; for other men 
have our lands and vineyards. 

a And I was very angry when 
I heard their cry and those 
words. 7 Then I consulted with 
myself, and I rebuked the nobles, 
and the rulers, and said unto 
them, Ye exact usury, every one 
of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 8 And l 
said unto them, We after our 
ability have redeemed our breth¬ 
ren the Jews, that were sold unto 
the nations; and will ye even sell 
your brethren, that they be again 
sold unto us ? Then held they

their peace, and found nothing 
to answer, °Also I said, It 10 not 
good what ye do: ought ye not 
to walk in the fear of our God 
because of the reproach of the 
nations our enemies? ,0 I likewise, 
and my brethren, and my ser¬ 
vants, might exact of them money 
ntiii corn; I pray you, let ua leave 
off this usury. “Restore, I pray 
you, to them, even this day, their 
lands, their vineyards, their olive- 
yards, and their houses, also the 
hundredth part of the money, 
and of the corn, the wine, and the 
oil, that ye exact of them. “Then 
said they, We will restore them, 
and will require nothing of them; 
so will we do as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and 
took an oath of them, that they 
should do according to this prom¬ 
ise. “Also I shook my lap, and 
said, So God shake out every man 
from his house, and from his 
labour, that performeth not this 
promise, even thus be he shaken 
out, and emptied. And all the 
congregation said, Amen, and 
praised the Lord. And the peo¬ 
ple did according to this promise. 

,4 Moreover from the time that 
I was appointed to be their gov¬ 
ernor in the land of Judah, from 
the twentieth year even unto the 
two and thirtieth year of Arta- 
xerxes the king, that is, twelve 
years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the gov¬ 
ernor. 10 But the former govern¬ 
ors that had been before me were 
chargeable unto the people, and 
had taken of them bread and 


wine, besides forty shekels of 
silver; yea, even their servants 
bore rule over the people: but 
so did not I, because of the fear 
of God. “Yea, also I continued 
in the work of this wall, neither 
bought we any land: and all my 
servants were gathered thither 
unto the work. “Moreover there 
were at my table a hundred and 
fifty of the Jews and rulers, be¬ 
sides those that came unto us 
from among the nations that were 
about us. “Now that which was 
prepared for me daily was one ox 
and six choice sheep; also fowls 
were prepared for me, and once 
in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, 
because the bondage was heavy 
upon this people. 1B Remember 
upon me, my God, for good, ac¬ 
cording to all that I have done 
for this people. 

£ Now it came to pass, when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and 
Geshem the Arabian, and the rest 
of our enemies, heard that I had 
builded the wall, and that there 
was no breach left therein; 
(though at that time I had not 
set up the doors upon the gates;) 
a That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us 
meet together in one of the vil¬ 
lages in the plain of Ono. But 
they thought to do me mischief. 
8 And I sent messengers unto 
them, saying, I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come 
down: why should the work cease, 
whilst I leave it, and come down 
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to you? 4 Yet they sent unto me 
four times after this sort; and 
1 answered them after the same 
manner. “Then sent Sanballat 
his servant unto me in like man¬ 
ner the fifth time with an open 
letter in his hand; “Wherein was 
written, It is reported among the 
nations, and Gashmu saith it, that 
thou and the Jews think to rebel: 
for which cause thou buildest the 
wall, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 
7 And thou hast also appointed 
prophets to preach of thee at Je¬ 
rusalem, saying, There is a king 
in Judah: and now shall it be 
reported to the king according 
to these words. Come now there¬ 
fore, and let us take counsel to¬ 
gether. 8 Then 1 sent unto him, 
saying, There are no such things 
done as thou sayest, but thou 
feignest them out of thine own 
heart. e For they all made us a- 
fraid, saying, Their hands shall 
be weakened from the work, that 
it be not done. Now therefore, 
O God, strengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the 
house of Shemaiah the son of 
Delaiah the son of Mehetabeel, 
who was shut up; and he said, 
Let us meet together in the house 
of God, within the temple, and 
let us shut the doors of the 
temple: for they will come to 
slay thee; yea, in the night will 
they come to slay thee “And 
I said, Should such a man as I 
flee? and who is there, that, being 
as I am, would go into the temple 
to save his life? I will not go in. 


“And, lo, I perceived that God 
had not sent him; but that he 
pronounced this prophecy against 
me: for Tobiah and Sanballat had 
hired him. “Therefore was hr 
hired, that I should be afraid, 
and do so, and sin, and that they 
might have matter for an evil 
report, that they might reproach 
me. ,4 My God, think thou upon 
Tobiah and Sanballat according 
to these their works, and on the 
prophetess Noadiah, and the resi 
of the prophets, that would have 
put me in fear. 

“So the wall was finished in 
the twenty and fifth day of th< 
month Elul, in fifty and two days 
“And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and 
all the nations that were ahoul 
us saw these things, they were 
much cast down in their own 
eyes: for they perceived that this 
work was wrought of our God. 

“Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters 
unto Tobiah, and the letters of 
Tobiah came unto them. “For 
there were many in Judah sworn 
unto him, because he was the son- 
in-law of Shechaniah the son of 
Arah; and his son Johanan had 
taken the daughter of Meshullam 
the son of Berechiah. “Also they 
reported his good deeds before 
me, and uttered my words to him. 
And Tobiah sent letters to put 
me in fear. 

H Now it came to pass, when 
the wall was built, and I had 
set up the doors, and the door¬ 
keepers and the singers and the 
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Levi tea were appointed, “That 
I gave my brother Hanani, and 
Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he 
was a faithful man, and feared 
God above many. a And I said 
unto them, Let not the gates of 
Jerusalem be opened until the 
sun be hot; and while they stand 
by, let them shut the doors, and 
bar them: and appoint watches 
of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
every one in his watch, and every 
one to be over against his house. 
4 Now the city was large and 
great: but the people were few 
therein, and the houses were not 
builded. 6 And my God put into 
mine heart to gather together 
Die nobles, and the rulers, and the 
people, that they might be reck¬ 
oned by genealogy. And I found 
u register of the genealogy of 
them which came up at the first, 
and found written therein: 

fl These are the children of the 
province, that went up out of the 
captivity of the exiles whom Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar the king of Babylon 
had carried away, and came back 
to Jerusalem and to Judah, every 
one unto his city; 7 Who came 
with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehem- 
inb, Azariah, Raamiah, Nahama- 
ni, Mordeeai, Bilshan, Mispcreth, 
Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah. 

The number of the men of the 
people of Israel was this; "The 
children of Parosb, two thousand 
a hundred seventy and two. “The 
children of Shephatiah, three hun¬ 
dred seventy and two. ’"The 
children of Arab, six hundred 


fifty and two. “The children of 
Pahalh-moab, of the children of 
Jeshua and Joab, two thousand 
and eight hundred and eighteen. 
“The children of Elam, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred fifty and four. 
“The children of Zattu, eight 
hundred forty and five. “The 
children of Zaccai, seven hundred 
and threescore. “The children of 
Binnui, six hundred forty and 
eight. “The children of Bebai, 
six hundred twenty and eight. 
“The children of Azgad, two 
thousand three hundred twenty 
and two. “The children of Ado- 
nikam, six hundred threescore 
and seven. “The children of Big¬ 
vai, two thousand threescore and 
seven. 20 The children of Adin, 
six hundred fifty and five. “The 
children of Ater of Hezekiah, 
ninety and eight. 32 The children 
of Hashum, three hundred twenty 
and eight. “The children of Be- 
zai, three hundred twenty and 
four. “The children of Hariph, 
a hundred and twelve. “The chil¬ 
dren of Gibeon, ninety and five. 
20 The men of Beth-lehem and Ne- 
topliah, a hundred fourscore and 
eight. “The men of Anathoth, a 
hundred twenty and eight. “The 
men of Beth-azmaveth, forty and 
two. “The men of Kirjath-jear- 
im, Chephirah, and Beeroth, sev¬ 
en hundred forty and three. 30 The 
men of Ramah and Gaba, 9ix hun¬ 
dred twenty and one. 81 The men 
of Michmas, a hundred and twen¬ 
ty and two. 32 The men of Beth-el 
and Ai, a hundred twenty and 
three. “The men of the other 
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Nebo, fifty and two. 34 The chil¬ 
dren of the other Elam, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred fifty and four. 
S5 The children of Harim, three 
hundred and twenty. 36 The chil¬ 
dren of Jericho, three hundred 
forty and five. 3; The children of 
Lod, Hadid, and Ono, seven hun¬ 
dred twenty and one. 38 The chil¬ 
dren of Senaah, three thousand 
nine hundred and thirty. 30 The 
priests: the children of Jedaiah, 
of the house of Jeshua, nine hun¬ 
dred seventy and three. 40 The 
children of Immer, a thousand 
fifty and two. "“The children of 
Pashhur, a thousand two hun¬ 
dred forty and seven. 42 The chil¬ 
dren of Harim, a thousand and 
seventeen. 

43 The Levites: the children of 
Jeshua, of Kadmiel, and of the 
children of Hodevah, seventy and 
four. 44 The singers: the children 
of Asaph, a hundred forty and 
eight. 45 The doorkeepers: the 
children of Shallum, the children 
of A ter, the children of Talmon, 
the children of Akkub, the chil¬ 
dren of Hatita, the children of 
Shobai, a hundred thirty and 
eight. 

46 The Nethinim: the children 
of Ziha, the children of Hashu- 
pha, the children of Tabbaoth, 
47 The children of Keros, the chil¬ 
dren of Sia, the children of Padon, 
48 The children of Lebana, the 
children of Hagaba, the children 
of Salmai, 4!> The children of Ha- 
nan, the children of Giddel, the 
children of Gahar, r,0 The children 
of Reaiali, the children of Rezin, 


the children of Nekoda, cl The 
children of Gazzam, the children 
of Uzza, the children of Phaseah. 
32 The children of Besai, the chil¬ 
dren of Meunim, the children of 
Nephishesim, 53 The children of 
Bakbuk, the children of Hakupha, 
the children of Harhur, 54 The 
children of Bazlith, the children 
of Mehida, the children of Har- 
sha, 55 The children of Bark oh. 
the children of Sisera, the chil¬ 
dren of Tamah, r,,i The children 
of Neziah, the children of Ha- 
tipha. 

67 The children of Solomon'n 
servants: the children of Sotni, 
the children of Sophereth, the 
children of Perida, 58 The children 
of Jaala, the children of Darken, 
the children of Giddel, 5& The chil¬ 
dren of Shephatiah, the children 
of Hattil, the children of To- 
chereth of Zebaim, the children 
of Amon. G0 A11 the Nethinim, and 
the children of Soiomon’9 scr 
vants, were three hundred ninety 
and two. 61 And these were they 
that went up also from Tel-melah. 
Tel-haresha, Clierub, Addon, and 
Immer: but they could not tell 
their father’s house, nor their 
seed, whether they were of Israel 
62 The children of Delaiah, the 
children of Tobiah, the children 
of Nekoda, six hundred forty and 
two. C3 And of the priests: the 
children of Habaiah, the children 
of Koz, the children of Barzillai, 
who took one of the daughters of 
Barzillai the Gileadite to wife, 
and was called after their name. 
64 These sought their register ti- 
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mong those that were reckoned 
by genealogy, but it was not 
found: therefore were they, as 
polluted, put from the priesthood. 
•“And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of 
the most holy things, till there 
■tnod up a priest with Urim and 
Thummim. 

flfl The whole congregation to¬ 
gether was forty and two thou¬ 
sand three hundred and three¬ 
score, a7 Beside9 their man-ser¬ 
vants and their maid-servants, 
of whom there were seven thou¬ 
sand three hundred thirty and 
seven: and they had two hundred 
forty and five flinging men and 
singing women. 60 Their horses, 
seven hundred thirty and six: 
their mules, two hundred forty 
and five: 00 Their camels, four 
hundred thirty and five: asses, 
six thousand seven hundred and 
twenty. 70 And some of the heads 
of families gave unto the work. 
The Tirshatha gave to the treas¬ 
ure a thousand drams of gold, 
fifty basins, five hundred and 
thirty priests’ garments. TI And 
eome of the heads of families 
gave to the treasure of the work 
twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand and two hun¬ 
dred manehs of silver. 72 And 
that which the rest of the people 
gave was twenty thousand drams 
of gold, and two thousand ma- 
nehs of silver, and threescore and 
seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Lev- 
ites, and the gate-keepers, and 
the singers, and some of the peo¬ 


ple, and the Nethinim, and all 
Israel, dwelt in their cities. 

And when the seventh month 
came, the children of Israel were 
in their cities. 

Q And all the people gathered 
® themselves together as one 
man into the street that was be¬ 
fore the water gate; and they 
spoke unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Mo¬ 
ses, which the Lord had com¬ 
manded to Israel. 2 And Ezra the 
priest brought the law before the 
congregation both of men and 
women, and all that could hear 
with understanding, upon the first 
day of the seventh month. 3 And 
he read therein before the open 
place that was before the water 
gate from the morning until mid¬ 
day, before the men and the wo¬ 
men, and those that could under¬ 
stand; and the ears of all the 
people were attentive unto the 
book of the law. 4 And Ezra the 
scribe stood upon a pulpit of 
wood, which they had made for 
the purpose; and beside him 
stood Maltithiah, and Sherna, and 
Anaiali, and Urijah, and Hilkiah, 
and Maaseiah, on his right hand; 
and on his left hand, Pedaiah, 
and Mishael, and Malchiah, and 
Hashum, and Hashbaddana, Ze- 
chariah, and Meshullam. “And 
Ezra opened the book in the sight 
of all the people; (for he was 
above all the people;) and when 
he opened it, all the people stood 
up: 6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, 
the great God. And all the people 
answered. Amen, Amen, with lift- 
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ing up their hands: and they 
bowed their heads, and worship¬ 
ped the Lord with their faces to 
the ground. T Also Jeshua, and 
Bani, and Sherebiah, Jamin, Ak- 
kub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maa- 
seiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, 
Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, 
caused the people to understand 
the law: and the people stood in 
their place. 8 So they read in the 
book in the law of God distinct¬ 
ly, and gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the reading. 

°And Nehemiah, who was the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest 
the scribe, and the Levites that 
taught the people, said unto all 
the people. This day is holy unto 
the Lord your God; mourn not 
nor wefip. For all the people 
wept, when they heard the words 
of the law. 10 Then he said unto 
them. Go your way, eat the fat, 
and drink the sweet, and send 
portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this day 
is holy unto our Lord: neither 
be ye sorry; for the joy of the 
Lord is your strength. “So the 
Levites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for the 
day is holy; neither be ye grieved. 
“And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to 
send portions, and to make great 
mirth, because they had under¬ 
stood the words that were de¬ 
clared unto them. 

“And on the second day were 
gathered together the chiefs of 
the fathers of all the people, the 
priests, and the Levites, unto 


Ezra the scribe, even to under¬ 
stand the words of the law. “And 
they found written in the law 
which the Lord had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of 
Israel should dwell in booths in 
the feast of the seventh month: 
“And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, 
and in Jerusalem, saying, Go 
forth unto the mount, and 
fetch olive branches, and oleaster 
branches, and myrtle branches, 
and palm branches, and branches 
of thick trees, to make booths, as 
it is written. 

ie So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made them¬ 
selves booths, every one upon the 
roof of his house, and in their 
courts, and in the courts of the 
house of God, and in the open 
place of the water gate, and in 
the open place at the gate of Eph¬ 
raim. “And all the congregation 
of them that were come back out 
of the captivity made booths, and 
dwelt in the booths: for since the 
days of Joshua the son of Nun 
unto that day had not the chil¬ 
dren of Israel done so. And there 
was very great gladness. “Also 
day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and 
on the eighth day was a solemn 
assembly, according unto the or¬ 
dinance. 

Q Now in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the chil¬ 
dren of Israel were assembled 
with fasting, and with sack 
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clothes, and earth upon them. 
‘And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, 
and stood and confessed their 
sins, and the iniquities of their 
fathers. “And they stood up in 
their place, and read in the book 
of |he law of the Lord their God 
one fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they con¬ 
fessed, and worshipped the Lord 
their God. ‘Then stood up upon 
the stairs, of the Levites, Jeshua, 
and Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, 
Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and Che- 
nani, and cried with a loud voice 
unto the Lord their God. 

“Then the Levites, Jeshua, and 
Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, She¬ 
rebiah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and 
Pethahiah, said, Stand up and 
hless the Lord your God for ever 
and ever: and let them bleBS thy 
glorious name, which is exalted 
aliove all blessing and praise. 

“Thou, even thou, art Lord a- 
lone; thou hast made heaven, the 
heaven of heavens, with all their 
host, the earth, and all things 
that are therein, the seas, and 
all that is therein, and thou 
preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worshippeth thee. 
’Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and brought- 
est him forth out of Ur of the 
Chaldeans, and gavest him the 
name of Abraham; “And found¬ 
ed his heart faithful before thee, 
ai^l madest a covenant with him 
to give the land of the Canaanite, 
the Hittite, the Amorite, and the 
Perizzite, and the Jebusite, and 


the Girg&shite, to give it to hla 
seed, and hast performed thy 
words; for thou art righteous: 
'And didst see the affliction of 
our fathers in Egypt, and heard- 
est their cry by the Red Sea; 
,0 And shewedst signs and won- 
ders upon Pharaoh, and on all 
his servants, and on all the peo¬ 
ples of his land: for thou knew- 
est that they dealt proudly a- 
gainst them. So didst thou get 
thee a name, &b it is this day. 
“And thou didst divide the sea 
before them, so that they went 
through the midst of the sea on 
the dry land; and their persecu¬ 
tors thou threwest into the depths, 
as a stone into the mighty waters. 
‘‘Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a pillar of cloud; and 
in the night by a pillar of fire, 
to give them light in the way 
wherein they should go. 13 Thou 
earnest down also upon mount 
Sinai, andspokest with them from 
heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good 
statutes and commandments: 
“And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and command- 
edst them precepts, statutes, and 
laws, by the hand of Moses thy 
servant: ‘“And gavest them bread 
from heaven for their hunger, 
and broughtest forth water for 
them out of the rock for their 
thirst, and promisedst them that 
they should go in to possess the 
land which thou hadst lifted up 
thine hand to give them. ‘“But 
they and our fathers dealt proud¬ 
ly, and hardened their necks, and 
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hearkened not to thy command¬ 
ments, 1T And refused to obey, 
neither were mindful of thy 
wonders that thou didst among 
them; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed 
a captain to return to their bond¬ 
age: but thou art a God ready to 
pardon, gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kind¬ 
ness, and forsookest them not. 
18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said. This is 
thy God that brought thee up out 
of Egypt, and had wrought great 
provocations; 10 Yet thou in thy 
manifold mercies forsookest them 
not in the wilderness: the pillar 
of the cloud departed not from 
them by day, to lead them in 
the way; neither the pillar of 
fire by night, to shew them light, 
and the way wherein they should 
go. “Thou gavest also thy good 
spirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water 
for their thirst. “Yea, forty 
years didst thou sustain them in 
the wilderness, so that they lacked 
nothing; their clothes waxed not 
old, and their feet swelled not. 

“Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and peoples, and didst 
distribute them into different re¬ 
gions : so they possessed the land 
of Sihon, And the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land 
of Og king of Bashan. “Their 
children also multipliedst thou as 
the stars of heaven, and brought- 
est them into the land, concern¬ 
ing which thou hadst promised 


to their fathers, that they should 
go in to possess it. 24 So the chil¬ 
dren went in and possessed the 
land, and thou subduedst before 
them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, with their 
kings, and the peoples of the land, 
that they might do with them ns 
they would. “And they took 
strong cities, and a fat land, and 
possessed houses full of all goods, 
wells digged, vineyards, and olive- 
yards, and fruit trees in abun¬ 
dance : so they did eat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and de¬ 
lighted themselves in thy great 
goodness. 

“Nevertheless they were dis¬ 
obedient, and rebelled against 
thee, and cast thy law behind 
their backs, and slew thy 
prophets who testified against 
them to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provocations. 
“Therefore thou deliveredst them 
unto the hand of their enemies, 
who vexed them: and in the 
time of their trouble, when they 
cried unto thee, thou heardesl 
them from heaven; and according 
to thy manifold mercies thou gav¬ 
est them saviours, who saved 
them out of the hand of their 
enemies. “But after they had 
rest, they did evil again before 
thee: therefore leftest thou them 
in the hand of their enemies, so 
that they had the dominion over 
them: yet when they returned, 
and cried unto thee, thou henrd- 
est them from heaven; and many 
times didst thou deliver them 
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according to thy mercies; 28 And 
tcalifiedst against them, that thou 
mightest bring them back unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com¬ 
mandments, but sinned against 
thy judgments, (which if a man 
dii, he shall live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hard¬ 
ened their neck, and would not 
hear. al7 Yet many years didst 
thou forbear them, and teatifiedst 
against them by thy spirit 
through thy prophets: yet would 
they not give ear: therefore gav- 
est thou them into the hand of 
the peoples of the lands. ^Never¬ 
theless for thy great mercies' 
sake thou didst not utterly con¬ 
sume them, nor forsake them; 
for thou art a gracious and mer¬ 
ciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the ter¬ 
rible God, who keepest covenant 
and mercy, let not all the trouble 
seem little before thee, that hath 
come upon us, on our kings, on 
our princes, and on our priests, 
and on our prophets, and on our 
fathers, and on all thy people, 
since the time of the kings of 
Assyria unto this day. 33 IIowbeit 
thou art just in all that is brought 
upon us; for thou hast done right, 
but we have done wickedly: 
“Neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fa¬ 
thers, kept thy law, nor hear¬ 
kened unto thy commandments 
and thy testimonies, wherewith 
thou didst testify against them. 
88 For they have not served thee 


in their kingdom, and In thy 
great goodness that thou gavest 
them, and in the large and fat 
land which thou gavest before 
them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

38 Behold, we are servants this 
day, and as for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat 
the fruit thereof and the good 
thereof, behold we are servants 
in it: 37 And it yieldeth much in¬ 
crease unto the kings whom thou 
hast set over us because of our 
sins: also they have dominion 
over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we 
are in great distress. 

And because of all this we 
make a sure covenant, and 
write it; and on the sealed writ¬ 
ing are our princes, our Levites, 
and our priests. 3 Now those that 
sealed were, Nehemiah, the Tir- 
shatha, the son of Hachaliah, and 
Zidkijah, 3 Seraiah, Azariah, Je¬ 
remiah, 4 Pashhur, Amariah, Mal- 
chijah, "Hattush, Shebaniah, Mai- 
luch, 9 Harim, Meremoth, Obadiah, 
7 Daniel, Ginnethon, Baruch, 8 Me- 
shullam, Abijah, Mijamin, e Maa- 
ziah, Bilgai, Shemaiah: these 
were the priests. 10 And the Lev¬ 
ites: Jeshua the son of Azaniah, 
Binnui of the sons of Henadad, 
Kadmiel; n And their brethren, 
Shebaniah, Hodijah, Kelita, Pe- 
laiah, Hanan, “Micha, Rehob, 
Hashabiah, 18 Zaccur, Sherebiah, 
Shebaniah, “Hodijah, Bani, Be- 
ninu. “The chiefs of the people; 
Parosh, Pahath-moab, Elam, Zat- 
tu, Bani, lfl Bunni, Azgad, BebaL 
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”Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 18 A- 
ter, Hizkijah, Azzur, 19 Hodijah, 
Hashum, Bezai, 20 Hariph, Ana- 
thoth, Nebai, 21 Magpiash, Meshul- 
lam, Hezir, 22 Meshezabeel, Zadok, 
Jaddua, 23 Pelatiah, Hanan, Ana- 
iah, 24 Hoshea, Hananiah, Hashub, 
28 Hallohesh, Pileha, Shobek, 26 Re- 
hum, Hashabnah, Maaseiah, 27 And 
Ahijah, Hanan, Anan, 28 Malluch, 
Harim, Baanah. 

29 And the rest of the people, 
the priests, the Levites, the gate¬ 
keepers, the singers, the Nethi- 
nim, and alt they that had sep¬ 
arated themselves from the peo¬ 
ples of the lands unto the law of 
God, their wives, their sons, and 
their daughters, every one having 
knowledge, and having under¬ 
standing; 30 They clove to their 
brethren, their nobles, and en¬ 
tered into a curse, and into an 
oath, to walk in God’s law, which 
was given by Moses the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all 
the commandments of the Lord 
our God, and his judgments and 
his statutes; 31 And that we would 
not give our daughters unto the 
peoples of the land, nor take their 
daughters for our sons: 32 And 
if the peoples of the land bring 
ware or any victuals on the sab¬ 
bath day to sell, that we would 
not buy it of them on the sabbath, 
or on the holy day: and that we 
would leave the seventh year, and 
the exaction of every debt. 

33 Also we made ordinances for 
us, to charge ourselves yearly 
with the third part of a shekel 
for the service of th« house of 


our God; S4 For the shewbread, 
and for the continual meal-offer¬ 
ing, and for the continual burnt- 
offering, of the sabbaths, of the 
new moons, for the set feasts, 
and for the holy things, and for 
the sin-offerings to make an a- 
tonement for Israel, and for all 
the work of the house of our God. 
35 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the peo¬ 
ple, for the wood-offering, to 
bring it into the house of our 
God, after the houses of our fa¬ 
thers, at times appointed year by 
year, to burn upon the altar of 
the Lord our God, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the law: 30 And to bring 
the first-fruits of our ground, and 
the first-fruits of all fruit of all 
trees, year by year, unto flu 1 
house of the Lord: 37 Also the 
first-born of our sons, and of our 
cattle, as it is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds 
and of our flocks, to bring to the 
house of our God, unto the priests 
that minister in the house of our 
God: 3S And that we should bring 
the first of our dough, and our 
heave-offerings, and the fruit of 
all manner of trees, of wine ami 
of oil, unto the priests, to the 
chambers of the house of our 
God: and the tithes of our ground 
unto the Levites, that the same 
Levites might have the tithes in 
all the cities of our tillage. 39 A?»I 
the priest the son of Aaron shall 
be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes: and the 
Levites shall bring up the tithe 
of the tithes unto the house of 
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our God, to the chambers, into 
the treaBu re-house. *°For the 
childern of Israel and the chil¬ 
dren of Levi shall bring the heave¬ 
offering of the corn, of the new 
wine, and the oil, unto the cham¬ 
bers, where are the vessels of the 
iitnclunry, and the priests that 
minister, and the door-keepers, 
and the singers: and we will not 
forsake the house of our God. 
And the rulers of the people 
dwelt at Jerusalem: the rest 
of the people also cast lots, to 
bring one of ten to dwell in Jeru¬ 
salem the holy city, and nine 
porta to dwell in other cities. 
J And the people blessed all the 
men, that willingly offered them¬ 
selves to dwell in Jerusalem. 

• 1 Now these are the chiefs of 
the province that dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem: but in the cities of Judah 
dwelt every one in his posses¬ 
sion in their cities, to wit, Israel, 
Ihc priests, and the Levites, and 
the Nethinim, and the children 
of Solomon’s servants. 4 And in 
Jerusalem dwelt certain of the 

children of Judah, and of the 

children of Benjamin. Of the 

children of Judah; Athaiah the 

son of Uzziah, the son of Zechar- 
iuh, the son of Amariah, the son 
of Shephatiah, the son of Maha- 
laleel, of the children of Perez; 
"And Maaseiah the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozeh, the son of 
Hazaiah, the son of Adaiah, the 
Bon of Joiarib, the son of Zechar- 
inh, the son of Shiloni. a All the 
sons of Perez that dwelt at Jeru¬ 
salem were four hundred three¬ 


score and eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons of 
Benjamin; Sallu the son of Me- 
shullam, the son of Joed, the son 
of Pedaiah, the son of Kolaiah, 
the son of Maaseiah, the son of 
Ithiel, the son of Jesaiah. “And 
after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. e And 
Joel the son of Zichri waa their 
overseer: and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

70 Of the priests: Jedaiah the 
son of Joiarib, Jachin. n Seraiah 
the son of Hilkiah, the son of 
Meshullam, the son of Zadok, the 
son of Meraioth, the son of Ahi- 
tub, was the ruler of the house 
of God. 12 And their brethren that 
did the work of the house were 
eight hundred twenty and two: 
and Adaiah the son of Jeroham, 
the son of Pelaliah, the son of 
Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Pashhur, the son of Mal- 
chijah. ,9 And his brethren, heads 
of families, two hundred forty 
and two: and Amashesai the son 
of Azareel, the son of Ahazai, the 
son of Meshillemoth, the son of 
Immer, 14 And their brethren* 
mighty men of valour, a hundred 
twenty and eight: and their 
overseer was Zabdiel, the son of 
Haggedoiim. 

I5 Also of the Levites: Shemaiah 
the son of Hashub, the son of 
Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, 
the son of Bunni; 19 And Shab- 
bethai and Jozabad, of the chief 
of the Levites, had the oversight 
of the outward business of the 
house of God. 17 And Mattaniah 
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the son of Micha, the son of Zab- 
di, the son of Asaph, was the 
principal to begin the thanks¬ 
giving in prayer: and Bakbukiah 
the second among his brethren, 
and Abda the son of Shammua, 
the son of Galai, the son of Je- 
duthun. lfl AU the Levites in the 
holy city were two hundred four¬ 
score and four. 

,B Moreover the gate-keepers, 
Akkub, Talmon, and their breth¬ 
ren that kept the gates, were a 
hundred seventy and two. 20 And 
the residue of Israel, of the 
priests, and the Levites, were in 
all the cities of Judah, every one 
in his inheritance. 21 But the Ne- 
thinim dwelt in Ophel: and Zina 
and Gishpa were over the Nethi- 
nim. 

22 The overseer also of the Lev¬ 
ites at Jerusalem was Uzzi the 
son of Bani, the son of Hashab- 
iah, the son of Mattaniah, the 
son of Micha. Of the sons of A- 
saph, the singers were over the 
business of the house of God. 
23 For there was a commandment 
from the king concerning them, 
and an ordinance for the singers 
concerning the duty of every day. 
2, And Pethahiah the son of Me- 
shezabeel, of the children of Ze- 
rah the son of Judah, was at the 
king’s hand in all matters con¬ 
cerning the people. 

25 And for the villages, with 
their fields, some of the children 
of Judah dwelt at Kirjath-arba, 
and in the villages thereof, and 
at Dibon, and in the villages 
thereof, and at Jekabzeel, and in 


the villages thereof, 20 And al 
Jeshua, and at Moladah, and al 
Beth-pelet, 27 And at Hazar-shual, 
and at Beer-sheba, and in the 
villages thereof, 28 And at Ziklag, 
and at Mekonah, and in the vil¬ 
lages thereof, 2B And at En-rim- 
mon, and at Zareah, and at Jar- 
muth, 30 Zanoah, Adullam, and in 
their villages, at Lachish, and the 
fields thereof, at Azekah, and in 
the villages thereof. And they 
dwelt from Beer-sheba unto the 
valley of Hinnom. 31 The children 
also of Benjamin from Gch:i 
dwelt at Michmash, and Aija.and 
Beth-el, and in their villages, 
12 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 
13 Hazor, Ramah, Gittaim, ^Un¬ 
did, Zeboim, Neballat, a:, Lod. and 
Ono, the valley of craftsmen. 
36 And of the Levites were divi¬ 
sions in Judah, and in Benjamin. 
Now these are the priests 
and the Levites that went up 
with Zerubbabel the son of Sheal- 
tiel, and Jeshua: Seraiah, Jere¬ 
miah, Ezra, 2 Amariah, Malluch, 
Hattush, 3 Shechaniah, Rehum, 
Meremoth, 4 Iddo, Ginnethoi, Al>i- 
jah, 5 Mijamin, Maadiah, Bilgali, 
6 Shemaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 
7 Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 
These were the chiefs of the 
priests and of their brethren in 
the days of Jeshua. 

8 Moreover the Levites: Jeshua, 
Binnui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Ju¬ 
dah, and Mattaniah, who was over 
the thanksgiving, he and lus 
brethren. '•Also Bakbukiah and 
Unni, their brethren, were over 
against them in the watches. 
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10 And Jeshua begot Joiakim, 
Joiakim also begot Eliashib, and 
Eliashib begot Joiada, 11 And Joi- 
ada begot Jonathan, and Jona¬ 
than begot Jaddua. 

“And in the days of Joiakim 
were priests, the headB of fam- 
ilinn. of Seraiah, Meraiah; of 
Jeremiah, Hananiah; 1J Of Ezra, 
Meshullam; of Amariah, Jehoha- 
nan; “Of Melicu, Jonathan; of 
Shebaniah, Joseph; “Of Harim, 
Adna; of Meraioth, Helkai; ,6 Of 
Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, 
Meshullam; ,7 Of Abijah, Zichri; 
of Miniamin, of Moadiah, Piltai; 
18 Of Bilgah, Shammua; of She- 
maiali, Jehonathan; “And of Joi- 
arib, Mattenai; of Jedaiah, Uzzi; 
* n Of Sallai, Kallai; of Amok, 
Ebcr; 21 Of Hilkiah, Hashabiah; 
of Jedaiah, Nethaneel. 

a2 The LeviLes in the days of 
Eliashib, Joiada, and Johanan, 
and Jaddua, were recorded heads 
of families; also the priests, 
to the reign of Darius the Per¬ 
sian. 

Z3 The sons of Levi, the heads 
of families, were written in the 
book of the chronicles, even until 
the days of Johanan the son of 
Eliashib. 2a And the chiefs of the 
Levites: Hashabiah, Shercbiah, 
and Jeshua the son of Kadmiel, 
with their brethren over against 
them, to praise and to give thanks, 
according to the commandment 
of David the man of God, ward 
over against ward. 25 Mattaniah, 
nnd Bakhukiah, Obadiah, Meshul- 
lam, Talmon, Akkub, were door¬ 
keepers keeping the ward at the 


thresholds of the gates. 20 These 
were in the days of Joiakim the 
son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in the days of Nehemiah the 
governor, and of Ezra the priest, 
the scribe. 

2, And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought 
the Levites out of all their places, 
to bring them to Jerusalem, to 
keep the dedication with glad¬ 
ness, both with thanksgivings, 
and with singing, with, cymbals, 
psalteries, and with harps. z8 And 
the sons of the singers gathered 
themselves together, both out of 
the plain country round about Je¬ 
rusalem, and from the villages 
of the Netophathites; 2B Alsofrom 
the house of Gilgal, and out of 
the fields of Geba and Azmaveth: 
for the singers had builded them 
villages round about Jerusalem. 
30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified 
the people, and the gates, and the 
wall. 

31 Then I brought up the princes 
of Judah upon the wall, and ap¬ 
pointed two great companies of 
them that gave thanks, whereof 
one went on the right hand upon 
the wall toward the dung gate: 
02 And after them went Hoshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 
33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshul- 
lam, S4 Judah, and Benjamin, and 
Shemaiah, and Jeremiah, 35 And 
certain of the priests’ sons with 
trumpets; namely, Zechariah the 
son of Jonathan, the son of She¬ 
maiah, the son of Mattaniah, the 
^on of Michaiah, the son of 
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his brethren, Shemaiah, and Aza- 
reel, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Ne- 
thaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with 
the musical instruments of David 
the man of God, and Ezra the 
scribe before them. 07 And at the 
fountain gate, and straight before 
them, they went up by the stairs 
of the city of David, at the going 
up of the wall, above the house 
of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 38 And the other 
company of them that gave thanks 
went over against them, and I 
after them, and the half of the 
people upon the wall, from be¬ 
yond the tower of the furnaces 
even unto the broad wall; SB And 
from above the gate of Ephraim, 
and above the old gate, and above 
the fish gate, and the tower of 
Hananeel, and the tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate: and 
they stood still in the prison 
gate. 40 So stood the two com¬ 
panies of them that gave thanks 
in the house of God, and I, and 
the half of the rulers with me: 
41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maa- 
seiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Eli- 
oenai, Zechariah, and Hananiah, 
with trumpets; 4a And Maaseiah, 
and Shemaiah, and Eleazar, and 
Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and Mal- 
chijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And 
the singers sang loud, with Jez- 
rahiah their overseer. 43 Also that 
day they offered great sacrifices, 
and rejoiced: for God had made 
them rejoice with great joy: the 
wives also and the children re¬ 
joiced: so that the joy of Jeru- 


44 And at that time were som< 
appointed over the chambers fo 
the treasures, for the offerings 
for the first-fruits, and for t.h< 
tithes, to gather into them out o 
the fields of the cities the portion) 
of the law for the priests and I.e 
vites: for Judah rejoiced for tin 
priests and for the Levites tha 
waited, 45 And kept the ward oi 
their God, and the ward of th< 
purification, and were singers am 
gate-keepers, according to tin 
commandment of David, and ol 
Solomon his son. 48 For in llu 
days of David and Asaph of oh, 
there were chiefs of the singers 
and songs of praise and thanks¬ 
giving unto God. 47 And all Israel 
in the days of Zerubbabel, and 
in the days of Nehemiah, gave 
the portions of the singers and 
the gate-keepers, every day his 
portion : and they sanctified thing s 
unto the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified portions unto the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron. 

On that day they read in the 
book of Moses in the audi¬ 
ence of the people; and therein 
was found written, that the Am¬ 
monite and the Moabite should 
not come into the congregation of 
God for ever; 2 Because they met 
not the children of Israel with 
bread and with water, but hired 
Balaam against them, that he 
should curse them: howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a bless¬ 
ing. 3 Now it came to pass, when 
they had heard the law, that they 
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separated from Israel all the 
mixed multitude. 

•And before this, Eliashib the 
priest, appointed over the cham¬ 
ber of the house of our God, was 
allied unto Tobiah: 8 And he had 
prepared for him a great cham¬ 
ber, where aforetime they laid 
the meal-offering, the frankin¬ 
cense, and the vessels, and the 
tithes of the corn, the new wine, 
and the oil, which was command¬ 
ed to be given to the Levi tea, and 
the singers, and the gate-keepers; 
and the offerings of the prieBts, 
e But in all this time was not I at 
Jcrusnlem: for in the two and 
thirtieth year of Arlaxerxes king 
of Babylon came I unto the king, 
and after certain days obtained 
I leave of the king: 7 And I came 
to Jerusalem, and understood of 
the evil that Eliashib did for Tob¬ 
iah, in preparing him a chamber 
in the courts of the house of God. 
8 And it grieved me sore: there¬ 
fore I cast forth all the house¬ 
hold stuff of Tobiah out of the 
chamber. B Then I commanded, 
nnd they cleansed the chambers: 
and thither brought I hack the 
vessels of the house of God, with 
the mral-offering and the frank¬ 
incense. 

"And I learned that the por¬ 
tions of the Levites had not been 
given them: for the Levites and 
the singers, that did the work, 
were fled every one to his field. 
"Then contended I with the rul¬ 
ers, and Baid, Why is the house 
of God forsaken? And I gathered 
them together, and set them in 


their place. "Then brought all 
Judah the tithe of the corn and 
the new wine and the oil unto 
the treasuries. "And I made 
treasurers over the treasuries, 
Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok 
the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah: and next to them was 
Hanan the son of Zaccur, the son 
of Mattaniah: for they were 
counted faithful, and their office 
was to distribute unto their 
brethren. 

"Remember me, O my God, 
concerning this, and wipe not out 
my good deeds that I have done 
for the house of my God, and for 
the offices thereof. 

18 In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading wine-presses on 
the sabbath, and bringing in 
sheaves, and lading asses; as also 
wine, grapes, and figs, and all 
manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day: and I testified a- 
gainat them in the day wherein 
they sold victuals. "There dwelt 
men of Tyre also therein, who 
brought fish, and all manner of 
ware, and sold on the sabbath 
unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 17 Then I contended 
with the nobles of Judah, and 
said unto them, What evil thing 
is this that ye do, and profane 
the sabbath day? "Did not your 
fathers thus, and did not our 
God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring 
more wrath upon Israel by pro¬ 
faning the sabbath. 

"And it came to pass, thal 
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when the gates of Jerusalem be¬ 
gan to be dark before the sab¬ 
bath, I commanded that the gates 
should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till 
after the sabbath: and some of 
my servants set I at the gates, 
that there should no burden be 
brought in on the sabbath day. 
20 So the merchants and sellers 
of all kind of ware lodged with¬ 
out Jerusalem once or twice. 
21 Then I testified against them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge 
ye about the wall? if ye do so 
again, I will lay hands on you. 
From that time forth came they 
no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites 
that they should cleanse them¬ 
selves, and that they should come 
and keep the gates, to sanctify 
the sabbath day. 

Remember me, 0 my God, con¬ 
ceiving this also, and spare me 
according to the greatness of thy 
mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ash- 
dod, of Ammon, and of Moab: 
24 And their children spoke half 
in the speech of Ashdod, and 
could not speak in the Jews’ lan¬ 
guage, but according to th' lan¬ 
guage of each people. 25 And I 
contended with them, and cursed 
them, and smote certain of them, 


and plucked off their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying, 
Ye shall not give your daughters 
unto their sons, nor take their 
daughters unto your sons, or for 
yourselves. 20 Did not Solomon 
king of Israel sin by those 
things? yet among many nations 
was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel: 
nevertheless even him did strange 
women cause to sin. 2T Shall wo 
then hearken unto you to do alt 
this great evil, to transgress a- 
gainst our God in marrying 
strange women? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high 
priest, was son-in-law to Sanbal- 
lat the Horonite: therefore I 
chased him from me. 

26 Remember them, 0 my God, 
because they have defiled the 
priesthood, and the covenant of 
the priesthood, and of the Le¬ 
vites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from .all 
strangers, and appointed the 
wards of the priests and the Le¬ 
vites, every one in his business; 
31 And for the wood-offering, at 
times appointed, and for the first- 
fruits. 

Remember me, 0 my God, for 
good.

B The sons also of Hezron, that 
were born unto him; Jerahmeel, 
and Ram, and Chelubai. ,0 And 
Ram begot Amminadab; and Am- 
minadab begot Nahshon, prince 
nf the children of Judah; n And 
Nahshon begot Salma, and Sal¬ 
ma begot Boaz, 12 And Boaz be¬ 
got Obed, and Obed begot JeBse, 
,:i And Jesse begot his first-born 
Eliab, and Abinadab the second, 
and Shimea the third. “Nathaneel 
the fourth, Raddai the fifth, “O- 
zem the sixth, David the seventh: 
'"Whose sisters were Zeruiah, 
and Abigail. And the sons of 
Zeruiah; Abishai, and Joab, and 
Asahel, three. 17 And Abigail bore 
Amaaa: and the father of Amasa 
was Jether the Ishmeelite. 

,8 And Caleb the son of Hezron 
begot children of Azuhah his 
wife, and of Jerioth: her sons 
are these; Jeslier, and Shobab, 
and Ardon. IB And when Azubah 
was dead, Caleb took unto him 
Ephrath, who bore him Hur. “And 
Hur begot Uri, and Uri begot 
Bezaleel. 

“And afterward Hezron went 
in to the daughter of Machir the 
father of Gilead, whom he mar¬ 
ried when he was threescore 
years old; and she bore him Se- 
gub. “And Segub begot Jair, 
who had three and twenty cities 
In the land of Gilead. “And he 
took Geshur, and Aram, with the 
towns of Jair, from them, with 
Kenath, and the townB thereof, 
even threescore cities. All these 


belonged to the sons of Machir 
the father of Gilead. “And after 
that Hezron was dead in Caleb- 
ephratah, then Abiah Hezron's 
wife bore him Ashur the father 
of Tekoa. 

“And the sons of Jerahmeel 
the first-born of Hezron were, 
Ram the first-born, and Bunah, 
and Oren, and Ozem, and Ahijah. 
“Jerahmeel had also another 
wife, whose name was Atarah;

“And the 
sons of Onam were, Shammai, 
and Jada. And the sons of Sham¬ 
mai ; Nadab, and Abishur.

but Seled died without children. 
“And the sons of Appaim; Ishi.

48 Maachah, Caleb’s concubine, 
bore Sheber, and Tirhanah.

64 The sons of Salma; Beth¬ 
lehem, and the Netophathites, 
Ataroth, the house of Joab, and 
half of the Manahethites, the Zo- 
rites. 55 And the families of the 
scribes which dwelt at Jabez; the 
Tirathites, the Shimeathites, and 
Suchathites. These are the Ke 
nites that came of Hammath, the 
father of the house of Rechab. 

0 Now these were the sons of 
David, that were born untO| 
him in Hebron; the first-born 
Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezree- 
litess; the second Daniel, of Abi¬ 
gail the Carmelitess: 2 The third, 
Absalom the son of Maachah the 
daughter of Talmai king of Ge- 
shur: the fourth, Adonijah the 
son of Haggith; 3 The fifth, She- 
phatiah of Abital: the sixth, Ith- 
ream by Eglah his wife.

“And the 
sons of Josiah were, the first¬ 
born Johanan, the second Jeho- 
iakim, the third Zedekiah, the 
fourth Shallum. “And the sons 
of Jehoiakim: Jeconiah his son, 
Zedekiah his son. 

l7 And the sons of Jeconiah; 
Assir, Shealtiel his son. ,8 Mal- 
chiram also, and Pedaiah, and 
Shenazar, Jecnmiah, Hoshama.and 
Nedabiah. “And the sons of Pe¬ 
daiah were, Zerubbabel, and Shi- 
mei: and the sons of Zerubbabel; 
Meshullam, and Hananiah, and 
Shclomith their sister: 20 And 
Hashubah, and Ohel, and Be- 
leduah, and llasadiah, Jushab- 
hesed, five. 21 And the sons of 
Hananiah; Pelatiah, and Jesaiah: 
the sons of Rephaiah, the sons 
of Arnan, the sons of Obadiah, 
the sons of Shechaniah.

16 And the sons of Jehaleleel; 
Ziph, and Ziphah, Tiria, and 
Asareel. 17 And the sons of Ezra 
were, Jether, and Mered, and E- 
pher, and Jalon: and she bore 
Miriam, and Shammai, and Ish- 
bah the father of Eshtemoa. 18 And 
his wife Jehudijah bore Jered 
the father of Gedor, and Heber 
the father of Socho, and Jeku- 
thiel the father of Zanoah. And 
these are the sons of Bithiah the 
daughter of Pharaoh, whom Me¬ 
red took. 

1B And the sons of his wife 
Hodiah the sister of Naham, the 
father of Keilah the Garmite, and 
Eshtemoa the Maachathite.

“The sons of Simeon were, Ne- 
muel, and Jamin, Jarib, Zerah, 
and Shaul: “Shallum his son, 
Mibsam his son, Mishma his son. 
“And the sons of Mishma; Ha- 
muel his son, Zacchur his son, 
Shimei his son. “And Shimei had 
sixteen sons and six daughters; 
but his brethren had not many 
children, neither did all their 
family multiply, like to the chil¬ 
dren of Judah. 

“And they dwelt at Beer-sheba, 
and Moladah, and Hazar-shual, 
“And at Bilhah, and at Ezem, 
and at Tolad, “And at Bethuef 
and at Hormah, and at Ziklag, 
3, And at Beth-marcaboth, and 
Hazar-susim, and at Beth-birei, 
and at Shaaraim. These were 
their cities unto the reign of Da 
vid. 32 And their villages were, 
Etam, and Ain, Rimmon, and 
Tochen, and Aslian, five cities; 
“And all their villages that were 
round about the same cities, un 
to Baal. These were their habi¬ 
tations, and their genealogy. 

34 And Meshobab, and Jamlecli, 
and Joshah the son of Amaziah, 
“And Joel, and Jehu the son of 
Josibiah, the son of Seraiah, the 
son of Asiel, “And Elioenai, and 
Jaakobah, and Jeshohaiah, and 
Asaiah and Adiel, and Jesimiel, 
and Benaiah, “And Ziza the son 
of Shiphi, the son of Allon, the 
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son of Jedaiah, the son of Shimri, 
the son of Shemaiah; ““These 
mentioned by their names were 
princes in their families: and 
the house of their fathers in¬ 
creased greatly. “And they went 
to the entrance of Gedor, even 
unto the east side of the valley, 
to seek pasture for their flocks. 
40 And they found fat pasture and 
good, and the land was wide, and 
quiet, and peaceable; for they of 
Ham had dwelt there of old. 
41 And these written by name

and Carmi. 4 The sons of Joel; 
Shemaiah his son, Gog his son, 
Shimei his son, “Micah his son, 
Reaia his son, Baal his son. 
“Beerah his son, whom Tilgath- 
pilneser king of Assyria carried 
away captive: he was prince of 
the Reubenitea. 7 And his brethren 
by their families, when the gen¬ 
ealogy of their generations waB 
reckoned, were the chief, Jeiel, 
and Zechariah. “And Bela the son 
of Azaz, the son of Shema, the 
son of Joel, who dwelt in Aroer, 
even unto Nebo and Baal-meon: 
“And eastward he inhabited unto 
the entrance of the wilderness 
from the river Euphrates: be¬ 
cause their cattle were multiplied 
in the land of Gilead. "And in 
the days of Saul they made war 
with the Hagarites, who fell by 
their hand: and they dwelt in 
their tents throughout all the 
east land of Gilead.

18 A hi the son of Abdiel, the son 
of Guni, chief of the house of 
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their fathers. l6 And they dwelt 
in Gilead in Bashan, and in her 
towns, and in all the suburbs of 
Sharon, upon their borders. 17 All 
these were reckoned by genealo¬ 
gies in the days of Jotham king 
of Judah, and in the days of Je¬ 
roboam king of Israel. 

,8 The sons of Reuben, and the 
Gadites, and half the tribe of 
Manasseh, of valiant men, men 
able to bear buckler and sword, 
and to shoot with bow, and skil¬ 
ful in war, were four and forty 
thousand seven hundred and 
threescore, that went out to the 
war. 1B And they made war with 
the Hagarites, with Jetur, and 
Nephish, and Nodab.

wlii-ii the Lord carried away Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem by the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar.

Tola, and Puah, Ja- 
shub, and Shimrom, four. a And 
the sons of Tola; Uzzi, and Re- 
phaiah, and Jeriel, and Jahmai, 
and Jibsam, and Shemuel, heads 
of their father’s house, to wit, of 
Tola: they were valiant men of 
might in their generations; whose 
number was in the days of David 
two and twenty thousand and six 
hundred. “And the sons of Uzzi; 
Izrahiah: and the sons of Izrah- 
iah; Michael, and Obadiah, and 
Joel, Ishiah, five: all of them 
chief men.

31 And the sons 
of Shamer; Alii, and Rohgah, 
Jehubhah, and Aram.

3 And the sons of Bela 
were, Addar, and Gera, and Abi- 
hud, 4 And Abishua, and Naaman, 
and Ahoah, 5 And Gera, and 
Shephuphan, and Huram. °And 
these are the sons of Ehud: 
these are the heads of the fam¬ 
ilies of the inhabitants of Geba, 


and they removed them to Ma- 
nahath: 7 And Naaman, and Ahi- 
ah, and Gera, he removed them, 
and begot Uzza, and Ahihud. a And 
Shaaraim begot children in the 
country of Moab, after he had 
sent them away; Hushim and 
Baara were his wives. 0 And he 
begot of Hodesh his wife, Jobab, 
and Zibia, and Mesha, and Mai- 
cham, 10 And Jeuz, and Shachia, 
and Mirma.

“The sons of Elpaal; Eber, 
and Misham, and Shamer, who 
built Ono, and Lod, with the 
towns thereof; “Beriah also, and 
Shema, who were heads of the 
families of the inhabitants of 
Aijalon, who drove away the in¬ 
habitants of Gath: 14 And Ahio, 
Shashak, and Jeremoth, “And 
Zebadiah, and Arad, and Ader, 
“And Michael, and Ispah, and 
Joha, the sons of Beriah; “And 
Zebadiah, and Meshullam, and 
Hezeki, and Heber, “Ishmerai 
also, and Jezliah, and Jobab, the 
sons of Elpaal; “And Jakim, 
and Zichri, and Zabdi, “And Eli- 
enai, and Zilthai, and Eliel, 21 And 
Adaiah, and Beraiah, and Shim- 
rath, the sons of Shimhi; “And 
Ishpan, and Heber, and Eliel, 
“And Abdon, and Zichri, and Ha- 
nan, 24 And Hananiah, and Elam, 
and Antothijah, “And Iphedeiah, 
and Penuel, the sons of Shashak; 
“And Shamsherai, and Shehariah, 
and Athaliah, “And Jaresiah, 
and Eliah, and Zichri, the sons 
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of Jeroham. 28 These were heads 
of the families, by their genera¬ 
tions, chief men. These dwelt in 
Jerusalem. 

20 And at Gibeon dwelt the fa¬ 
ther of Gibeon; whose wife's 
name was Maachah: 30 And his 
first-born son Abdon, and Zur, 
and Kish, and Baal, and Nadab, 
31 And Gedor, and Ahio, and Za- 
cher. 32 And Mikloth begot Shi- 
meah. And these also dwelt with 
their brethren in Jerusalem, over 
against them. 

33 And Ner begot Kish, and 
Kish begot Saul, and Saul begot 
Jonathan, and Malchi-shua, and 
Abinadab, and Eshbaal. 3 *And 
the son of Jonathan was Merib- 
baal; and Merib-baal begot Mi- 
cah. 35 And the sons of Micah 
were, Pithon, and Melech, and 
Tarea, and Ahaz. 36 And Ahaz be¬ 
got Jehoadah; and Jehoadah be¬ 
got Alemeth, and Azmaveth, and 
Zimri; and Zimri begot Moza, 
37 And Moza begot Binea; Rapha 
was his son, Eleasah his son, 
Azel his son: 38 And Azel had six 
sons, whose names are these, Az- 
rikam, Bocheru, and Ishmael, and 
Sheariah, and Obadiah, and Ha- 
nan.

‘"And their brethren, heads of 
the houses of their fathers, a 
thousand and seven hundred and 
threescore; very able men for the 
work of the service of the house 
of God. 

,4 And of the Levites; Shemaiah 
the son of Hasshub, the son of 
Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, 
of the sons of Merari; ,:i And 
Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Galal, 
and Mattaniah the son of Micah, 
the son of Zichri, the son of A- 
saph; 1B And Obadiah the son of 
Shemaiah, the son of Galal, the 
son of Jeduthun, and Berechiah 
the son of Asa, the son of E1- 
kanah, that dwelt in the villages 
of the Netophathites. 

1T And the gate-keepers were, 
Shallum, and Akkub, and Talmon, 
and Ahiman, and their brethren: 
Shallum was the chief; 1B Who 
liitherto waited in the king's 
gate eastward: they were gate¬ 
keepers in the companies of the 
children of Levi. 19 And Shallum 
the son of Kore, the son of Ebi- 
usaph, the son of Korah, and his 
brethren, of the house of his 
father, the Korahites, were over 
the work of the service, keepers 
of the gates of the tabernacle: 
and their fathers, being over the 
host of the Lord, were keepers 
of the entry. 20 And Phinehas the 
sou of Eleazar was the ruler over 
them in time past, and the Lord 


was with him. 21 And Zechariah 
the son of Meshelemiah was gate¬ 
keeper at the entrance of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 
22 All these that were chosen to be 
gate-keepers at the thresholds 
were two hundred and twelve. 
These were reckoned by their 
genealogy in their villages, whom 
David and Samuel the seer did 
ordain in their set office. 23 So 
they and their chlidren had the 
oversight of the gates of the 
house of the Lord, namely, the 
house of the tabernacle, by wards. 
24 In four quarters were the gate¬ 
keepers, toward the east, west, 
north, and south. 2S And their 
brethren, that were in their vil¬ 
lages, were to come after seven 
days from time to time with 
them. S8 For these Levites, the 
four chief gate-keepers, were in 
their set office, and were over 
the chambers and treasuries of 
the house of God. 27 And they 
lodged round about the house of 
God, because the charge was upon 
them, and the opening thereof 
every morning pertained to them. 

“And certain of them had the 
charge of the ministering vessels, 
that they should bring them in 
and out by tale. “Some of them 
also were appointed to oversee 
the vessels, and all the instru¬ 
ments of the sanctuary, and the 
fine flour, and the wine, and the 
oil, and the frankincense, and the 
spices. 30 And some of the sons 
of the priests made the ointment 
of the spices. sl And Mattithiah, 
one of the Levites, who was the 
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first-born of Shallum the Kora- 
hite, had the set office over the 
things that were made in the 
pans. 32 And other of their breth¬ 
ren, of the sons of the Kohathi- 
tes, were over the shewbread, to 
prepare it every sabbath. 

33 And these are the singers, 
heads of the families of the Le¬ 
vi tes, who remaining in the cham¬ 
bers were free: for they were 
employed in that work day and 
night. 34 These heads of fam¬ 
ilies of the Levites were chiefs 
throughout their generations; 
these dwelt at Jerusalem. 

35 And in Gibeon dwelt the fa¬ 
ther of Gibeon, Jehiel, whose 
wife’s name was Maachah: 39 And 
his first-born son Abdon, then 
Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and 
Ner, and Nadab, 37 And Gedor, 
and Ahio, and Zechariah, and 
Mikloth. 3e And Mikloth begot 
Shimeam. And they also dwelt 
with their brethren at Jerusalem, 
over against their brethren. 

39 And Ner begot Kish; and 
Kish begot Saul; and Saul begot 
Jonathan, and Malchi-shua, and 
Abinadab, and Eshbaal. 40 And 
the son of Jonathan was Merib- 
baal: and Merib-baal begot Mi- 
cah. 41 And the sons of Micah 
were, Pithon, and Melech, and 
Tahrea. 42 And Ahaz begot Jarah; 
and Jarah begot Alemeth, and 
Azmaveth, and Zimri; and Zimri 
begot Moza; 43 And Moza begot 
Binea; and Rephaiah his son, 
Eleasah his son, Azel his son. 
44 And Azel had six sons, whose 
names are these, Azrikam, Bo- 


cheru, and Ishmael, and Sheariah, 
and Obadiah, and Hanan: these 
were the sons of Azel. 

Now the Philistines fought 
against Israel; and the men 
of Israel fled from before the 
Philistines, and fell down slain 
in mount Gilboa. 2 And the Philis¬ 
tines followed hard after Saul, 
and after his sons; and the Phil¬ 
istines slew Jonathan, and Abi¬ 
nadab, and Malchi-shua, the sons 
of Saul. 3 And the battle went 
sore against Saul, and the arch¬ 
ers hit him, and he was wounded 
of the archers. ‘Then said Saul 
to his armour-bearer. Draw thy 
sword, and thrust me through 
therewith; lest these uncircum¬ 
cised come and abuse me. But 
his armour-bearer would not; for 
he was sore afraid. So Saul took 
a sword, and fell upon it. 5 And 
when his armour-bearer saw that 
Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
on the sword, and died. 6 So Saul 
died, and his three sons, and all 
his house died together. 

7 And when all the men of Is¬ 
rael that were in the valley saw 
that they fled, and that Saul and 
his sons were dead, then they 
forsook their cities, and fled: and 
the Philistines came and dwelt 
in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, when the Philistines 
came to strip the slain, that they 
found Saul and his sons fallen 
in mount Gilboa. e And when they 
had stripped him, they took his 
head, and his armour, and sent 
into the land of the Philistines 
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round about, to carry tidings un¬ 
to their idols, and to the people. 
1(i And they put his armour in the 
house of their gods, and fastened 
his head in the temple of Dagon. 

’■And when all Jabesh-gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had 
done to Saul, “They arose, all 
the valiant men, and took away 
the body of Saul, and the bodies 
of his sons, and brought them 
to Jabesh, and buried their bones 
under the oak in Jabesh, and 
fasted seven days. 

“So Saul died for his trans¬ 
gression which he committed a- 
gainst the Lord, even against the 
word of the Lord, which be kept 
not, and also for asking counsel 
of one that had a familiar spirit, 
to inquire of it; “And inquired 
not of the Lord: therefore he 
slew him, and turned the king¬ 
dom unto David the son of Jesse. 
Then all Israel gathered 
themselves to David unto 
Hebron, saying, Behold, we a re 
thy bone and thy flesh. J And 
moreover in Lime past, even when 
Saul was king, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughlest in Is¬ 
rael: and the Lord thy God said 
unto thee, Thou shalt feed my 
people Israel, and thou shalt be 
ruler over my people Israel. 

therefore came all the elders 
of Israel to the king to Hebron; 
and David made a covenant with 
them in Hebron hefore the Lord; 
and they anointed David king 
over Israel, according to the word 
of the Lord by Samuel. 

■•And David and all Israel went 


to Jerusalem, which is Jebus; 
where the Jebusites were, the in¬ 
habitants of the land. 9 And the 
inhabitants of Jebus said to Da¬ 
vid, Thou shalt not come hith¬ 
er. Nevertheless David took the 
stronghold of Zion, which is the 
city of David. 9 And David said 
Whosoever smiteth the Jebusites 
first shall be chief and captain. 
So Joab the son of Zeruiah went 
first up, and was chief. 7 And Da¬ 
vid dwelt in the castle; therefore 
they called it the city of David. 
8 And he built the city round a- 
bout, even from Millo round 
about: and Joab repaired the rest 
of the city. e So David waxed 
greater and greater: for the Lord 
of hosts was with him. 

10 These also are the chiefs of 
the mighty men whom David had, 
who strengthened themselves with 
him in his kingdom, and with 
all Israel, to make him king, ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Lord 
concerning Israel. “And this is 
the number of the mighty men 
whom David had; Jashobeam, a 
Hachmonite, the chief of the cap¬ 
tains: he lifted up his spear a- 
gainst three hundred slain by 
him at one time. “And after him 
was Eleazar the son of Dodo, the 
Ahohite, who was one of the three 
mighty men. ia He was with Da¬ 
vid at Pas-dammim, and there 
the Philistines were gathered to¬ 
gether to battle, where was a 
parcel of ground full of barley; 
and the people fled from before 
the Philistines. “And they set 
themsleves in the midst of that 
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parcel, and delivered it, and slew 
the Philistines; and the Lord 
saved them by a great deliver¬ 
ance. 

“Now three of the thirty cap¬ 
tains went down to the rock to 
David, into the cave of Adullam; 
and the host of the Philistines 
encamped in the valley of Repha- 
im. “And David was then in the 
stronghold, and the Philistines’ 
garrison was then at Beth-lehem. 
“And David longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me a drink 
of water of the well of Beth¬ 
lehem, that is at the gate! “And 
the three broke through the host 
of the Philistines, and drew wa¬ 
ter out of the well of Beth-lehem, 
that was by the gate, and took it, 
and brought it to David: but 
David would not drink of it, but 
poured out to the Lord, “And 
said, My God forbid it me, that 
I should do this thing: shall 1 
drink the blood of these men 
that have put their lives in jeop¬ 
ardy? for with the jeopardy of 
their lives they brought it. There¬ 
fore he would not drink it. 

These things did these three 
mighty men. 

“And Abishai the brother of 
Joab, he was chief of the three: 
for lifting up his spear against 
three hundred, he slew them, and 
had a name among the three. 
21 Of the three, he was more hon¬ 
ourable than the two; for he was 
their captain : howbeithe attained 
not to the first three. 

“Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 


the son of a valiant man of Kab- 
zeel, who had done many acts; 
he slew two lionlike men of Mo- 
ab: also he went down and slew 
a lion in a pit in a snowy day. 
“And he slew an Egyptian, a 
man of great stature, five cubits 
high; and in the Egyptian’s hand 
was a spear like a weaver's beam ; 
and he went down to him with 
a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the Egyptian’s hand, and 
slew him with his own spear. 

24 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and had the 
name among the three mighlv 
men. “Behold, he was honour 
able among the thirty, but at¬ 
tained not to the first three: and 
David set him over his guard. 

“Also the valiant men of the 
armies were, Asahel the brother 
of Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo 
of Beth-lehem, “Shammoth the 
Harorite, Helez the Pelonite, “Ira 
the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, 
Abiezer the Antothite, “Sibbecai 
the Hushathite, Ilai the Ahohite, 
“Maharai the Netophathite, He- 
led the son of Baanah the Neto¬ 
phathite, 3l Ithai the son of Ribai 
of Gibeah, that pertained to the 
children of Benjamin, Benaiah 
the Pirathonite, “Hurai of the 
brooks of Gaash, Abiel the Ar- 
balhite, “Azmaveth the Barha- 
rumite, Eliahba the Shaalbonite, 
34 The sons of Hashem the Gizo- 
nite, Jonathan the son of Shage 
the Hararite, 35 Ahiam the son 
of Sacar the Hararite, Eliphal 
the son of Ur, “Hepher the Mo- 
cherathite, Ahijah the Pelonite, 
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“Ilezro the Carmelite, Naarai 
the aon of Ezbai, ""Joel the 
brother of Nathan, Mibhar the 
son of Haggeri, 3B Zelek the Am¬ 
monite, Naharai the Berothite, 
the armour-bearer of Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, 40 Ira the Ithrite, 
Gnreb the Ithrite, “Uriah the 
Jhltite, Zabad the eon of Ahlai, 
“Adina the eon of Shiza the Reu- 
benite, a captain of the Reuben- 
ites, and thirty with him, 43 Ha- 
nan the son of Maachah, and Jo- 
shaphat the Mithnite, 44 Uzzia the 
Ashterathite, Shama and Jehie! 
the sons of Holhan the Aroerite, 
49 Jediael the son of Shimri, and 
Joha his brother, the Tizite, 4e Eli- 
el tlie Mahavite, and Jeribai, and 
Joshaviah, the sons of Elnaam, 
and Ithmah the Moahite, “Eliel, 
and Obed, and Jasiei the Mezo- 
baite. 

Now these are they that 
came to David to Ziklag, 
while he yet kept himself close 
because of Saul the son of Kish: 
and they were among the mighty 
men, helpers of the war. 2 They 
were armed with bows, and could 
use both the right hand and the 
left in hurling stones and shoot¬ 
ing arrows out of a bow, even of 
Saul’s hrethren of Benjamin. 
"The chief was Ahiezer, then Jo¬ 
nah, the sons of Shemaah the 
Gibeathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet, 
the sons of Azmaveth; and Be- 
rachah, and Jehu the Anthothite, 
4 And Ismaiah the Gibeonite, a 
mighty man among the thirty, 
und over the thirty; and Jere¬ 
miah, and Jahaziel, and Johanan, 


and Josabad the Gederathite, 
°Eluzai, and Jerimoth, and Bea- 
liah, and Shemariah, and Sheph- 
atiah the Haruphite, fl Elkanah, 
and Jesiah, and Azareel, and Jo- 
ezer, and Jashobeam, the Kor- 
hites, 7 And Joelah, and Zebadiah, 
the sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

B And of the Gadites there sep¬ 
arated themselves unto David in¬ 
to the stronghold in the wilder¬ 
ness men of might, and men of 
war fit for the battle, that could 
handle shield and buckler, whose 
faces were like the faces of lions, 
and were as swift as the roes up¬ 
on the mountains; 9 Ezer the first, 
Obadiah the second, Eliab the 
third, “Mishmannah the fourth, 
Jeremiah the fifth, “Attai the 
sixth, Eliel the seventh, “Joha¬ 
nan the eighth, Elzabad the ninth, 
“Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh, “These were of the 
sons of Gad, captains of the host: 
one of the least was over a hun¬ 
dred, and the greatest over a 
thousand. “These are they that 
went over the Jordan in the first 
month, when it had overflown all 
its banks; and they put to flight 
all them of the valleys, both to¬ 
ward the east, and toward the 
west. 

“And there came of the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin and Judah to 
the stronghold unto David. “And 
David went out to meet them, 
and answered and said unto them, 
If ye be come peaceably unto me 
to help me, mine heart shall be 
knit unto you: but if ye be come 
to betray me to mine enemies, 
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seeing 1 there is no wrong in mine 
hands, the God of our fathers 
look thereon , and rebuke it. 
18 Then the spirit came upon A- 
masai, who was chief of the cap¬ 
tains, and. he said, Thine arc we, 
David, and on thy side, thou son 
of Jesse: peace, peace 6c unto 
thee, and peace 6c to thine help¬ 
ers: for thy God heipeth thee. 
Then David received them, and 
made them captains of the band. 

19 And there fell some of Ma- 
nasseh to David, when he came 
with the Philistines against Saul 
to battle: but they helped them 
not: for the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines upon advisement sent him 
away, saying, He will fall to his 
master Saul to the jeopardy of 
our heads. 20 As he went to Zik- 
lag, there fell to him of Manas- 
seh, Adnah, and Jozabad, and 
Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, 
and Elihu, and Zilthai, captains 
of the thousands that were of 
Manasseh. 2l And they helped Da¬ 
vid against the band of the rov¬ 
ers: for they were all mighty 
men of valour, and were captains 
in the host. 22 For at that time 
day by day there came to David 
to help him, until it was a great 
host, like the host of God. 


25 0f the chil¬ 
dren of Simeon, mighty men of 
valour for the war, seven thou¬ 
sand and one hundred. 26 0f the 
children of Levi four thousand 
and six hundred. 27 And Jehoiada 
was the leader of the Aaronites, 
and with him were three thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred; 28 Ann 
Zadok, a young man mighty of 
valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains. 2fl Aml 
of the children of Benjamin, the 
kindred of Saul, three thousand : 
for hitherto the greatest part of 
them had kept the ward of the 
house of Saul. 30 And of the chil 
dren of Ephraim twenty thousand 
and eight hundred, mighty men 
of valour, famous throughout the 
! houses of their fathers. 3, And of 
the half-tribe of Manasseh eight¬ 
een thousand, who were expressed 
by name, to come and make 
David king. 32 And of the chil¬ 
dren of Issachar. who were men 
that had understanding of the 
times, to know what Israel ought 
to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all their 
brethren were at their command¬ 
ment. 31 0f Zebulun, such as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, 
with all instruments of war, fifty 


53 And these are the numbers 
of the bands that were ready 
armed to the war, and came to 
David to Hebron, to turn the 
kingdom of Saul to him, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord. 
24 The children of Judah that bore 
shield and spear were six thou¬ 
sand and eight hundred, ready 


thousand, who could put them¬ 
selves in array with an undivided 
heart. 34 And of Naphtali a thou¬ 
sand captains, and with them 
with shield and spear thirty and 
| seven thousand. 35 And of the 
Danites expert in war twenty and 
I eight thousand and six hundred 
> 36 And of Asher, such as went. 
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forth to battle, expert in war, 
forty thousand. 37 And on the 
other side of the Jordan, of the 
Reubenites, and the Gadites, and 
of the half-tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments 
of war for the battle, a hundred 
and twenty thousand. 

“•Ail these men of war, that 
could keep rank, came with a 
perfect heart to Hebron, to make 
David king over all Israel: and 
all the rest also of Israel were 
of one heart to make David king. 
aB And there they were with Da¬ 
vid three days, eating and drink¬ 
ing: for their brethren had pre¬ 
pared for them. 40 Moreover they 
that were nigh them, even unto 
Issachar and Zebulun and Naph- 
tali, brought bread on asses, and 
on camels, and on mutes, and on 
oxen, food made of meat, cakes 
of figs, and bunches of raisins, 
and wine, and oil, and oxen, and 
Bheep abundantly: for there was 
joy in Israel. 

And David consulted with 
the captains of thousands 
Rnd hundreds, and with every 
leader. 2 And David said unto all 
the congregation of Israel, If it 
seem good unto you, and that it 
be of the Lord our God, let us 
send abroad unto our brethren 
everywhere, that are left in all 
the land of Israel, and with them 
also to the priests and Levites 
that are in their cities and sub¬ 
urbs, that they may gather them¬ 
selves unto us: 3 And let us bring 
buck the ark of our God to us: 
for we inquired not at it in the 


days of Saul. 4 And all the con¬ 
gregation said that they would 
do so: for the thing was right 
in the eyes of all the people. B So 
David gathered all Israel togeth¬ 
er, from Shihor of Egypt even 
unto the entrance of Hamath, to 
bring the ark of God from Kir- 
jath-jearim. 

s And David went up, and all 
Israel, to Baalah, that is, to Kir- 
jath-jearim, which belonged to 
Judah, to bring up thence the 
ark of God the Lord, that dwell- 
eth between the cherubim, whose 
name is called on it. 7 And they 
carried the ark of God in a new 
cart out of the house of Abi- 
nadab: and Uzza and Ahio drove 
the cart. 8 And David and all Is¬ 
rael played before God with all 
their might, and with singing, 
and with harps, and with psal¬ 
teries, and with timbrels, and 
with cymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 And when they came unto the 
threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza 
put forth his hand to hold the 
ark; for the oxen stumbled. 10 And 
the anger of the Lord was kin¬ 
dled against Uzza, and he smote 
him, because he put his hand to 
the ark: and there he died be¬ 
fore God. 

1! And David was displeased, 
because the Lord had broken 
forth upon Uzza : wherefore that 
place is called Perez-uzza to this 
day. ia And David was afraid of 
God that day, saying, How shall 
I bring the ark of God home to 
me? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
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/(ome to himself to the city of 
David, but carried it aside into 
the house of Obed-edom the Git- 
tite. 14 And the ark of God re¬ 
mained with the family of Obed- 
edom in his house three months. 
And the Lord blessed the house 
of Obed-edom, and all that he had. 
Now Huram king of Tyre 
sent messengers to David, 
and timber of cedars, with ma¬ 
sons and carpenters, to build him 
a house. 2 And David perceived 
that the Lord had confirmed him 
king over Israel, for his king¬ 
dom was lifted up on high, be¬ 
cause of his people Israel. 

3 And David took more wives 
at Jerusalem: and David begot 
more sons and daughters. 4 Now 
these are the names of his chil¬ 
dren that he had in Jerusalem; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, 
and Solomon, °And Ibhar, and 
Elishua, and Elpelet, 6 And No- 
gah, and Nepheg, and Japhia, 
T And Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphelet. 

8 And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king 
over all Israel, all the Philistines 
went up to seek David. And Da¬ 
vid heard of it, and went out 
against them. “And the Philis¬ 
tines came and spread themselves 
in the valley of Rephaim. 10 And 
David inquired of God. saying, 
Shall I go up against the Philis¬ 
tines? and wilt thou deliver them 
into mine hand? And the Lord 
said unto him. Go up, for I will 
deliver them into thine hand. 

J1 So they came up to Baal- 


perazim; and David smote them 
there. Then David said, God hath 
broken forth upon mine enemies 
by mine hand like the breaking 
forth of waters: therefore they 
called the name of that place 
Baal-perazim. 

I2 And when they had left their 
gods there, David gave a com¬ 
mandment, and they were burned 
with fire. 13 And the Philistines 
yet again spread themselves a- 
broad in the valley. “Therefore 
David inquired again of God; 
and God said unto him, Go not 
up after them; turn away from 
them, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry-trees. “And 
it shall be, when thou shalt hear 
a sound of marching in the tops 
of the mulberry-trees, that then 
thou shalt go out to battle: for 
God is gone forth before thee to 
smite the host of the Philistines. 

“David therefore did as God 
commanded him: and they smote 
the host of the Philistines from 
Gibeon even to Gezer. “And the 
fame of David went out into all 
lands; and the Lord brought the 
fear of him upon all nations. 
And David made him houses 
in the city of David, and 
prepared a place for the ark of 
God, and pitched for it a tent. 
-Then David said, None ought 
to carry the ark of God but the 
Levites, for them hath the Lord 
chosen to carry the ark of God. 
and to minister unto him for 
ever. 3 And David gathered nil 
Israel together to Jerusalem, 1o 
bring up the ark of the Lord 
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unto its place, which he had pre¬ 
pared for it. ‘And David assem¬ 
bled the children of Aaron, and 
the Levi tee: fi Of the sons of Ko- 
liath; Uriel the chief, and hia 
brethren two hundred and twen¬ 
ty : “Of the sona of Merari; 
Aauinh the chief, and hie breth¬ 
ren two hundred and twenty: 
’Of the sons of Gershom; Joel 
the chief, and hia brethren a 
hundred and thirty: “Of the sona 
of Elizaphan; Shemaiah the chief, 
and his brethren two hundred: 
“Of the sons of Hebron; Eliel the 
chief, and his brethren fourscore: 
10 Of the sons of Uzziel; Ammi- 
nadab the chief, and his breth¬ 
ren a hunderd and twelve. 

n And David called for Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests, and for 
the Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, 
and Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, 
and Amminadab, ia And said unto 
llicin, Ye are the heads of the 
families of the Levites: sanctify 
yourselves, both ye and your 
brethren, that ye may bring up 
the ark of the Lord God of Israel 
unto the place that I have pre¬ 
pared for it. * 3 For because ye 
did it not at the first, the Lord 
our God made a breach upon us, 
for that we sought him not after 
the due order. 

,4 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up 
the ark of the Lord God of Israel. 
18 And the children of the Levites 
bore the ark of God upon their 
shoulders with the staves there¬ 
on, as MoBes commanded accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord. 


18 And David spoke to the chiefs 
of the Levites to appoint their 
brethren to be the singers with 
instruments of music, psalteries 
and harps and cymbals, sounding, 
by lifting up the voice with joy. 
17 So the Levites appointed He- 
man the son of Joel; and of his 
brethren, Asaph the son of Be- 
rechiah; and of the sons of Me¬ 
rari their brethren, Ethan the 
son of Kushaiah; ,B And with 
them their brethren of the second 
degree, Zechariah, Ben, and Jaa- 
ziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, Eliab, and Benaiah, 
and Maaaeiah, and Mattithiah, 
and Eliphlehu, and Mikneiah, and 
Obed-edom, and Jeiel, the gate¬ 
keepers. *“So the singers, Heman, 
Asaph, and Ethan, were appoint¬ 
ed to sound with cymbals of 
brass; 20 And Zechariah, and A- 
ziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehi¬ 
el, and Unni, and Eliab, and Maa- 
seiah, and Benaiah, with psalte¬ 
ries on Alamoth ; 2, And Mattitiah, 
and Eliphlehu, and Mikneiah, and 
Obed-edom, and Jeiel, and Azaz- 
iah, with harpB on the Sheminith 
to excel. ”And Chenaniah, chief 
of the Levites, ivae for song: he 
instructed about the song, be¬ 
cause he was skilful. 28 And Be- 
rechiah and Elkanah were door¬ 
keepers for the ark. 24 And She- 
baniah, and Jehoshaphat, and 
Nethaneel, and Amasai, and Ze¬ 
chariah, and Benaiah, and Eli- 
ezer, the priests, did blow with 
the trumpets before the ark of 
God: and Obed-edom and Jehiah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 
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”So David, and the elders of 
Israel, and the captains over 
thousands, went to bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of the house of Obed-edom 
with joy. ao And it came to pass, 
when God helped the Levites that 
bore the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, that they offered seven 
bullocks and seven rams. 27 And 
David was clothed with a robe of 
fine linen, and ail the Levites that 
bore the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah the master of 
the song with the singers: David 
also had upon him an ephod of 
linen. 2B Thus all Israe! brought 
up the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord with shouting, and with 
sound of the cornet, and with 
trumpets, and with cymbals, mak¬ 
ing a noise with psalteries and 
harps. 20 And it came to pass, as 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord came to the city of David, 
that Michal the daughter of Saul 
looking out at a window saw king 
David dancing and playing: and 
she despised him in her heart. 

So they brought the ark of 
God, and set it in the midst 
of the tent that David had pitched 
for it: and they offered burnt- 
sacrifices and peace-offerings be¬ 
fore God. 2 And when David had 
made an end of offering the 
burnt-offerings and the peace- 
offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lord. s And 
he dealt to every one of Israel, 
both man and woman, to every 
one a loaf of bread, and a good 
piece of flesh, and a flagon of 


wine. 4 And he appointed certain 
of the Levites to minister before 
the ark of the Lord, and to re¬ 
cord, and to thank and praise the 
Lord God of Israel: °Asaph the 
chief, and next to him Zechariah. 
Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and Je- 
hiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliub, 
and Benaiah, and Obed-edom: 
and Jeiel with psalteries and with 
harps; but Asaph made a sound 
with cymbals; fl Benaiah also and 
Jahaziel the priests with trump¬ 
ets continually before the ark of 
the covenant of God. 7 Then on 
that day David delivered first 
this psalm to thank the Lord into 
the hand of Asaph and his breth¬ 
ren. 

8 Give thanks unto the Lord, 
call upon his name, make known 
his deeds among the peoples. 

B Sing unto him, sing psalms 
unto him, talk ye of all his won¬ 
drous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name: 
let the heart of them rejoice that 
seek the Lord. 

ll Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

"Remember his marvellous 
works that he hath done, his 
wonders, and the judgments of 
his mouth; 

13 0 ye seed of Israel his ser¬ 
vant, ye children of Jacob, his 
chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in all the earth. 

18 Be ye mindful always of hia 
covenant; the word which he com- 
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manded to a thousand genera¬ 
tions ; 

,e J Even of the covenant which 
he made with Abraham, and of 
his oath unto Isaac; 

,T And hath confirmed the same 
to Jacob for a law, and to Israel 
for nn everlasting covenant, 

'•Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Canaan, the lot of 
your inheritance; 

'•When ye were but a few, 
even a few, and strangers in it, 

*°And when they went from 
nation to nation, and from one 
kingdom to another people; 

JI He suffered no man to do 
them wrong: yea, he reproved 
kings for their sake, 

22 Saying , Touch not mine a- 
nointed, and do my prophetB no 
harm. 

33 Sing unto the Lord, all the 
earth; announce from day to day 
his salvation. 

34 Declare his glory among the 
nations; his marvellous works a- 
mong all peoples. 

2r, For great is the Lord, and 
greatly to be praised: he also is 
to be feared above all gods. 

30 For all the gods of the peo¬ 
ples are idols: but the Lord made 
the heavens. 

2T Glory and honour are in his 
presence; strength and gladness 
ore in his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kind¬ 
reds of the peoples, give unto the 
Lord glory and strength. 

••Give unto the Lord the glory 
due unto his name: bring an of¬ 


fering, and come before him: 
worship the Lord in the beauty 
of holiness. 

80 Fear before him, all the 
earth: the world also shall be 
stable, that it be not moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice: and let men 
say among the nations, The Lord 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the ful¬ 
ness thereof: let the fields re¬ 
joice, and all that is therein. 

03 Then shall the trees of the 
wood Bing out at the presence 
of the Lord, because he cometh 
to judge the earth. 

34 0 give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good; for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

35 And say ye, Save us, 0 God 
of our salvation, and gather us 
together, and deliver us from the 
nations, that we may give thanks 
to thy holy name, and glory in 
thy praise. 

36 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever. 

And all the people said, Amen, 
and praised the Lord. 

37 So he left there before the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
Asaph and his brethren, to min¬ 
ister before the ark continually, 
as every day's work required: 
38 And Obed-edom with their 
brethren, threescore and eight; 
Obed-edom also the son of Je- 
duthun and Hosah to be gate¬ 
keepers: 3B And Zadok the priest, 
and his brethren the priests, be¬ 
fore the tabernacle of the Lord 
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in the high place that was at 
Gibeon, 40 To offer burnt-ofTering3 
unto the Lord upon the altar of 
the burnt-offering continually 
morning and evening, and to do 
according to ail that is written 
in the law of the Lord, which he 
commanded Israel; 41 And with 
them Heman and Jeduthun, and 
the rest that were chosen, who 
were expressed by name, to give 
thanks to the Lord, because his 
mercy endureth for ever; “And 
with them Heman and Jeduthun 
with trumpets and cymbals for 
those that should make a sound, 
and with musical instruments of 
God. And the sons of Jeduthun 
were gate-keepers. “And all the 
people departed every man to his 
house: and David returned to 
bless his house. 

Now it came to pass, as Da¬ 
vid sat in his house, that 
David said to Nathan the proph¬ 
et, Lo, I dwell in a house of 
cedars, but the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord remaineth un¬ 
der curtains. 2 Then Nathan said 
unto David, Do all that is in 
thine heart; for God is with thee. 

3 And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of God came 
to Nathan, saying, 4 Go and tell 
David my servant, Thus saith 
the Lord, Thou shalt not build me 
a house to dwell in: 5 For I have 
not dwelt in a house since the 
day that I brought up Israel un¬ 
to this day; but have gone from 
tent to tent, and from one taber¬ 
nacle to another . ^Wheresoever 
I have walked with all Israel, 


spoke I a word to any of the 
judges of Israel, whom I com¬ 
manded to feed my people, say¬ 
ing, Why have ye not built me 
a house of cedars? 7 Now there¬ 
fore thus shalt thou say unto my 
servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, even from follow 
ing the sheep, that thou should- 
est be ruler over my people Is¬ 
rael : 8 And I have been with thee 
whithersoever thou hast walked, 
and have cut off ail thine enemies 
from before thee, and have made 
thee a name like the name of the 
great men that are in the earth. 
B Also I will ordain a place for 
my people Israel, and will plan* 
them, and they shall dwell in 
their place, and shall be moved 
no more; neither shall the ehil 
dren of wickedness waste them 
any more, as at the beginning, 
10 And since the time that I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my 
people Israel. Moreover I will 
subdue all thine enemies. Fur¬ 
thermore I tell thee that the Lord 
will build thee a house. “And it 
shall come to pass, when thy 
days are expired that thou must 
go to be with thy fathers, that 1 
will raise up thy seed after thee, 
which shall be of thy sons; and 
I will establish his kingdom. “He 
shall build me a house, and I will 
establish his throne for ever. 11 1 
will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take 
my mercy away from him, as I 
took it from him that was before 
thee: 14 But I will settle him in 
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mine house and in my kingdom 
for over: and his throne shall be 
established for evermore. 

“According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, 
so did Nathan speak unto David. 

“And David the king came and 
before the Lord, and said, 
Who am I, 0 Lord God, and what 
is mine house, that thou hast 
brought me hitherto? 17 And yet 
this was a small thing in thine 
eyes, 0 God; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house 
for a great while to come, and 
hast regarded me according to the 
estate of a man of high degree, 
O Lord God. “What can David 
speak more to thee of the honour 
of thy servant? for thou knowest 
thy servant. ,9 0 Lord, for thy 
servant’s sake, and according to 
thine own heart, hast thou done 
all this greatness, in making 
known all these great things. 20 O 
Lord, there is none like thee, nei¬ 
ther is there any God hesides 
thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. 2l And 
what one nation in the earth is 
like thy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem to be his own 
people, to make thee a name of 
greatness and terribleness, by 
driving out nations from before 
thy people, whom thou hast re¬ 
deemed out of Egypt? 22 For thy 
people Israel didst thou make 
thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, becamest their God. 
“Therefore now, Lord, let the 
thing that thou hast spoken con¬ 
cerning thy servant and concern¬ 


ing his house be established for 
ever, and do as thou hast said. 
“Let thy name be established and 
magnified for ever, saying, The 
Lord of hosts is the God of Is¬ 
rael, even a God to Israel: and 
let the house of David thy ser¬ 
vant be established before thee. 
“For thou, 0 my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build 
him a house: therefore thy ser¬ 
vant hath found in his heart to 
pray before thee. “And now, 
Lord, thou art God, and hast 
promised this goodness unto thy 
servant: 27 Now it hath pleased 
thee to bless the house of thy 
servant, that it may be before 
thee for ever: for thou bleasest, 
0 Lord, and it shall be blessed 
for ever. 

Now after this it came to 
pass, that David smote the 
Philistines, and subdued them, 
and took Gath and her towns out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David's ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

a And David smote Hadarezer 
king of Zobah unto Hamath, as 
he went to establish his dominion 
by the river Euphrates. 4 And 
David took from him a thousand 
chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand 
footmen: David also houghed all 
the chariot horses, but reserved 
of them a hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Da¬ 
mascus came to help Hadarezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the 
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Syrians two and twenty thou¬ 
sand men. «Then David put gar¬ 
risons in Syria-darmesek; and 
the Syrians became David’s ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

Thus the Lord preserved David 
whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants 
of Hadarezer, and brought them 
to Jerusalem. 8 Likewise from 
Tibhath, and from Chun, cities 
of Hadarezer, brought David very 
much brass, wherewith Solomon 
made the brazen sea, and the 
pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

B Now when Tou king of Ha¬ 
math heard how David had smit¬ 
ten all the host of Hadarezer king 
of Zobah; 10 He sent Hadoram 
his son to king David, to inquire 
of his welfare, and to congrat¬ 
ulate him, because he had fought 
against Hadarezer, and smitten 
him; (for Hadarezer had war 
with Tou;) and with him all 
manner of vessels of gold and 
silver and brass. "Them also 
king David dedicated unto the 
Lord, with the silver and the gold 
that he brought from all these 
nations; from Edom, and from 
Moab, and from the children of 
Ammon, and from the Philistines, 
and from Amalek. 

'•Moreover Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah slew of the Edomites in 
the Valley of Salt eighteen thou¬ 
sand. 13 And he put garrisons in 
Edom; and all the Edomites be¬ 
came David’s servants. 

Thus the Lord preserved David 
whithersoever he went. l4 So Da¬ 


vid reigned over all Israel, and 
executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

18 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehosha- 
phat the son of Ahilud, recorder. 
16 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abi- 
athar, were the priests; and 
Shavsha was scribe; 17 And Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada was 
over the Cherethites and the Pel- 
ethites; and the sons of David 
were chief about the king. 

Now it came to pass after 
this, that Nahash the king 
of the children of Ammon died, 
and his son reigned in his stead. 
! And David said, I will shew 
kindness unto Hanun the son of 
Nahash, because his father shew¬ 
ed kindness to me. 

And David sent messengers to 
comfort him concerning his fa¬ 
ther. So the servants of David 
came into the land of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon to Hanun, to 
comfort him. a But the princes of 
the children of Ammon said to 
Hanun, Thinkest thou that David 
doth honour thy father, that he 
hath sent comforters unto thee? 
are not his servants come unto 
thee to search, and to overthrow, 
and to spy out the land? ‘Where¬ 
fore Hanun took David’s servants, 
and shaved them, and cut off their 
garments in the midst hard by 
their buttocks, and sent them a- 
way. 

8 Then there went certain men, 
and told David how the men 
were served. And he sent to meet 
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them: for the men were greatly 
ashamed. And the king said, 
Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then re¬ 
turn. 

"And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that they had made 
Ihemselves odious to David, Ha- 
nun and the children of Ammon 
sent a thousand talents of silver 
to hire Diem chariots and horse¬ 
men out of Mesopotamia, and out 
of Syria-maachah, and out of Zo- 
bah. 7 So they hired thirty and 
two thousand chariots, and the 
king of Maachah and his people; 
who came and pitched before Me- 
debn. And the children of Am¬ 
mon gathered themselves togeth¬ 
er from their cities, and came to 
hattle. 

a And when David heard of it, 
he sent Joab, and all the host of 
the mighty men. 

# And the children of Ammon 
rnme out, and put the battle in 
array before the gates of the 
city: and the kings that were 
come were by themselves in the 
field. ,0 Now when Joab saw that 
Die battle was set against him 
before and behind, lie chose out 
of all the choice of Israel, and put 
them in array against the Syri¬ 
ans. ll And the rest of the peo¬ 
ple lie delivered unto the hand of 
Abishai his brother, and they set 
themselves in array against the 
children of Ammon. 1J And he 
said, If the Syrians be too strong 
for me, then thou shalt help me: 
but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong for thee, then I will 


help thee. ,s Be of good courage, 
and let us behave ourselves val¬ 
iantly for our people, and for the 
cities of our God: and let the 
Lord do that which is good in his 
sight. 

14 So Joab and the people that 
were with him drew nigh before 
the Syrians unto the battle; and 
they fled before him. ir, And when 
the children of Ammon saw that 
the Syrians were fled, they like¬ 
wise fled before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the 
city. Then Joab came to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

”And when the Syrians saw 
that they were put to the worse 
before Israel, they sent messen¬ 
gers, and drew forth the Syrians 
that were beyond the River: and 
Shophach the captain of the host 
of Hadarezer went before them. 

”And it was told David; and 
he gathered all Israel, and passed 
over the Jordan, and came upon 
them, and set the battle in array 
against them. So when David 
had put the battle in array a- 
gainst the Syrians, they fought 
with him. 18 But the Syrians fled 
before Israel, and David slew of 
the Syrians seven thousand men 
that fought in chariots, and forty 
thousand footmen, and killed Sho¬ 
phach the captain of the host. 

1B And when the servants of 
Hadarezer saw that they were 
smitten before Israel, they made 
peace with David, and became 
his servants: neither would the 
Syrians help the children of Am¬ 
mon any more.

And it came to pass, at the 
time of the return of the 
year, at the time that kings go 
out to battle, Joab led forth the 
power of the army, and wasted 
the country of the children of 
Ammon, and came and besieged 
Rabbah. But David tarried at Je¬ 
rusalem. And Joab smote Rab¬ 
bah, and destroyed it. 

•And David took the crown of 
their king from off his head, and 
found it to weigh a talent of 
gold, and there were precious 
stones in it; and it was set upon 
David’s head: and he brought 
also exceeding much spoil out of 
the city. s And he brought out 
the people that were in it, and 
cut them with saws, and with 
harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the 
cities of the children of Ammon. 
And David and all the people re¬ 
turned to Jerusalem. 

* And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer 
with the Philistines; at which 
time Sibbechai the Hushathite 
slew Sippai, who was of the chil¬ 
dren of the giant: and they were 
subdued. 

"And there was war again with 
the Philistines; and Elhanan the 
son of Jair slew Lahmi the broth¬ 
er of Goliath the Gittite, whose 
spear staff tms like a weaver’s 
beam. 

•And yet again there was war 
at Gath, where was a man of 
great stature, whose fingers and 
toes were four and twenty, six 
on each hand, and six on each 


foot: and he also was born to the 
giant. 7 But when he defied Is¬ 
rael, Jonathan the son of Shimea 
David's brother slew him. "These 
were horn unto the giant in Gath; 
and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

And an adversary stood up 
against Israel, and provoked 
David to number Israel. 2 And 
David said to Joab and to the 
rulers of the people, Go, number 
Israel from Beer-sheba even to 
Dan; and bring the number of 
them to me, that I may know if 
•And Joab answered, The Lord 
make his people a hundred times 
so many more as they are: but. 
my lord the king, are they not 
all my lord’s servants? why then 
doth my lord require this thing? 
why will he be a cause of tres¬ 
pass to Israel? 

•But the king’s word prevailed 
against Joab. Wherefore Joab de¬ 
parted, and went throughout all 
Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 
•And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto Da 
vid. And all they of Israel were 
a thousand thousand and a hun¬ 
dred thousand men that drew 
sword: and Judah was four hun¬ 
dred threescore and ten thousand 
men that drew sword. "But Levi 
and Benjamin counted he not a- 
mong them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with 
this thing; therefore he smote 
Israel. "And David said unto God, 
I have sinned greatly, because I 
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have done this thing: but now, 
I beseech thee, do away the ini¬ 
quity of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

•And the Lord spoke unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, ,0 Go and 
tell David, saying, Thus saith the 
l.onl, I offer thee three things: 
choose thee one of them, that I 
may do it unto thee. 

n So Gad came to David, and 
said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord, Choose thee. 12 Either three 
year’s famine; or three months 
to perish before thy foes, while 
the sword of thine enemies over- 
taketh thee; or else three days 
the sword of the Lord, even the 
pestilence, in the land, and the 
angel of the Lord destroying 
throughout all the borders of Is¬ 
rael. Now therefore consider what 
word I shall bring back to him 
Hint sent me. 

l3 And David said unto Gad, I 
am in a great strait: let me fall 
now into the hand of the Lord; 
for very great are his mercies: 
but let me not fall into the hand 
of man. 

14 So the Lord sent pestilence 
upon Israel: and there fell of Is¬ 
rael seventy thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto 
Jerusalem to destroy it: and as 
he was destroying, the Lord be¬ 
held, and he repented him of the 
evil, and said to the angel that 
destroyed, It is enough, stay now 
thine hand. And the angel of the 
Lord stood by the threshing- 
floor of Oman theJebusite. lfl And 


David lifted up his eyes, and saw 
the angel of the Lord stand be¬ 
tween the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his 
hand stretched out over Jerusa¬ 
lem. Then David and the elders 
of Israel, who were clothed in 
sackcloth, fell upon their faces. 
17 And David said unto God, Is it 
not I that commanded the people 
to be numbered? even I it is 
that have sinned and done evil 
indeed; but as for these sheep, 
what have they done? let thine 
hand, I pray thee, O Lord my 
God, be on me, and on my fa¬ 
ther's house; but not on thy peo¬ 
ple, that they should be plagued. 

18 Then the angel of the Lord 
commanded Gad to say to David, 
that David should go up, and set 
up an altar unto the Lord in the 
threshing-floor of Oman the Je- 
busite. 

ie And David went up at the 
saying of Gad, which he spoke 
in the name of the Lord. 20 And 
Oman turned back, and saw the 
angel; and his four sons with 
him hid themselves. Now Oman 
was threshing wheat. “And as 
David came to Oman, Oman 
looked and saw David, and went 
out of the threshing-floor, and 
bowed himself to David with his 
face to the ground. 22 Then David 
said to Oman, Grant me the place 
of this threshing-floor, that I may 
build an altar therein unto the 
Lord: thou shalt grant it me for 
the full price: that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. 
“And Oman said unto David, 
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Take it to thee, and let my lord 
the king do that which is good 
in his eyes: lo, I give thee the 
oxen also for burnt-offerings, and 
the threshing instruments for 
wood, and the wheat for the meal- 
offering; I give it all. “And king 
David said to Oman, Nay; but 
I will verily buy it for the full 
price: for I will not take that 
which is thine for the Lord, nor 
offer burnt-offerings without cost. 

“So David gave to Oman for 
the place six hundred shekels of 
gold by weight. “And David 
built there an altar unto the Lord, 
and offered burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings, and called upon 
the Lord; and he answered him 
from heaven by fire upon the al¬ 
tar of burnt-offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel, and he put up his sword 
back into the sheath thereof. 

“At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him 
in the threshing-floor of Oman 
the Jebusite, then he sacrificed 
there. “For the tabernacle of the 
Lord, which Moses made in the 
wilderness, and the altar of the 
burnt-offering, were at that sea¬ 
son in the high place at Gibeon. 
“But David could not go before 
it to inquire of God; for he was 
afraid because of the sword of 
the angel of the Lord. 

Then David said, This is the 
house of the Lord God, and 
this is the altar of the burnt-of¬ 
fering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gath¬ 
er together the strangers that 


were in the land of Israel; and 
he set masons to hew wrought 
stones to build the house of God. 
^And David prepared iron in 
abundance for the nails for the 
doors of the gates, and for the 
joinings; and brass in abundance 
without weight; ■‘Also cedar-trees 
in abundance: for the Sidonians 
and they of Tyre brought much 
cedar-wood to David. 5 And Da¬ 
vid said, Solomon my son is 
young and tender, and the house 
that is to be builded for the Lord 
must be exceedingly magnificent, 
of fame and of glory throughout 
all countries: I will therefore 
now make preparation for it. 

So David prepared abundantly 
before his death. 

c Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build a 
house for the Lord God of Israel. 
r And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my 
mind to build a house unto the 
name of the Lord my God: s But 
the word of the Lord came to me, 
saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great, 
wars: thou shalt not build a 
house unto my name, because 
thou hast shed much blood upon 
the earth in my sight. e Behold, 
a son shall be born to thee, who 
shall be a man of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his ene¬ 
mies round about: for his name 
shall be Solomon, and I will give 
peace and quietness unto Israel 
in his days. 10 He shall build a 
house for my name; and he shall 
be my son, and I mil be his fa- 
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ther; and I will establish the | 
throne of his kingdom over Is¬ 
rael for ever. “Now, my son, the 
Lord be with thee; and prosper 
thou, and build the house of the 
Lord thy God, as he hath said 
of thee. “Only the Lord give thee 
wisdom and understanding, and 
give thee charge concerning Is- 
ruel, that thou mayest keep the 
law of the Lord thy God. “Then 
siialt thou prosper, if thou takest 
heed to fulfill the statutes and 
judgments which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel: be 
strong, and of good courage; 
dread not, nor be dismayed. l4 Now 
behold, in my trouble I have pre¬ 
pared for the house of the Lord 
a hundred thousand talents of 
gold, and a thousand thousand 
falents of silver; and of brass 
and iron without weight; for it 
is in abundance: timber also and 
alone have I prepared; and thou 
mayest add thereto. “Moreover 
there are workmen with thee in 
abundance, hewers and workers 
of stone and timber, and all man¬ 
ner of cunning men for every 
manner of work. 10 Of the gold, 
the silver, and the brass, and the 
iron, there is no number. Arise 
therefore, and be doing, and the 
Lord be with thee. 

“David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon 
his son, saying, ia /s not the Lord 
your God with you? and hath he 
nut given you rest on every side? 
for he hath given the inhabitants 
of the land into mine hand; and 
the land is subdued before the 


Lord, and before his people. 
“Now set your heart and your 
soul to seek the Lord your God; 
arise therefore, and build ye the 
sanctuary of the Lord God, to 
bring back the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord, and the holy 
vessels of God, into the house that 
is to be built to the name of the 
Lord. 

So when David was old and 
full of days, he made Sol¬ 
omon his son king over Israel. 
2 And he gathered together all the 
prinees of Israel, with the priests 
and the Levites. s Now the Lev- 
ites were numbered from the 
age of thirty years and upward: 
and their number by their polls, 
man by man, was thirty and 
eight thousand. ■‘Of these, twenty 
and four thousand were to over¬ 
see the work of the house of the 
Lord; and six thousand were 
officers and judges: “Moreover 
four thousand were gate-keepers; 
and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which 
I made, said David, to praise 
therewith . “And David arranged 
them into divisions among the 
sons of Levi, namely, Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

7 Of the Gershonites were, Laa- 
dan, and Shimei. 8 The sons of 
Laadan; the chief was Jehiel, and 
Zetham, and Joel, three. “The 
sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and 
Haziel, and Haran, three. These 
were the heads of the families 
of Laadan. “And the sons of 
Shimei were, Jahath, Zina, and 
Jeush, and Beriah. These four 
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were the sons of Shimei. "And 
Jahath was the chief, and Zizah 
the second: but Jeush and Be- 
riah had not many sons; there¬ 
fore they were in one reckoning, 
according to their father's house. 

12 The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 
"The sons of Amram; Aaron and 
Moses: and Aaron was separated, 
that he should sanctify the most 
holy things, he and his sons for 
ever, to burn incense before the 
Lord, to minister unto him, and 
to bless in his name for ever. 
"Now concerning Moses the man 
of God, his sons were named of 
the tribe of Levi. "The sons of 
Moses were, Gershom, and Eli- 
ezer. 16 Of the sons of Gershom, 
Shebuel was the chief. "And the 
sons of Eliezer were, Rehabiah 
the chief. And Eliezer had none 
other sons; but the sons of Re¬ 
habiah were very many. 18 Of the 
sons of Izhar; Shelomith the 
chief. ie Of the sons of Hebron; 
Jeriah the first, Amariah the sec¬ 
ond, Jahaziel the third, and Je- 
kameam the fourth. 20 Of the sons 
of Uzziel; Micah the first, and 
Jesiah the second. 

2l The sons of Merari; Mahli, 
and Mushi. The sons of Mahli; 
Eleazar, and Kish. 22 And Ele- 
azar died, and had no sons, but 
daughters: and their brethren 
the sons of Kish took them. "The 
sons of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, 
and Jeremoth, three. 

24 These were the sons of Levi 
after the houses of their fathers; 


even the heads of families, as 
they were counted by number of 
names by their polls, that did the 
work for the service of the house 
of the Lord, from the age of 
twenty years and upward. 2r, For 
David said, The Lord God of Is¬ 
rael hath given rest unto his peo¬ 
ple, that they may dwell in Jeru¬ 
salem for ever: 26 And also unto 
the Levites; they shall no more 
carry the tabernacle, nor any 
vessels of it for the service there 
of. "For by the last words of 
David the Levites were numbered 
from twenty years old and above: 
28 Because their station was to he 
at the side of the sons of Aaron 
for the service of the house of 
the Lord, in the courts, and in 
the chambers, and in the purify¬ 
ing of all holy things, and the 
work of the service of the house 
of God; 29 Both for the shew- 
bread, and for the fine flour for 
meal-offering, and for the un¬ 
leavened cakes, and for that 
which is baked in the pan, and 
for that which is fried, and for 
all manner of measure and size; 
30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, ami 
likewise at even; 31 And to offer 
all burnt-sacrifices unto the Lord 
in the sabbaths, in the new moons, 
and on the set feasts, by number, 
according to the order command¬ 
ed unto them, continually before 
the Lord: 32 And that they should 
keep the charge of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the 
charge of the holy place, and the 
charge of the sons of Aaron their 
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brethren, in the service of the 
house of the Lord. 

Now these are the divisions 
of the sons of Aaron. The 
sons of Aaron; Nadab, and Abi- 
hu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. “But 
Nadab and Abihu died before 
I heir father, and had no children : 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar 
executed the priest’s office. “And 
David distributed them, both Za- 
dok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of Itha¬ 
mar, according to their offices in 
their service. “And there were 
more chief men found of the sons 
of Eleazar than of the sons of 
Ilhamnr; and thus were they di¬ 
vided. Among the sons of Eleazar 
there were sixteen chief men of 
the houses of their fathers, and 
eight among the sons of Ithamar 
according to the houses of their 
fathers. “Thus were they divided 
by lot, one sort with another; 
for the governors of the sanc¬ 
tuary, and governors of the house 
of God, were of the sons of Ele¬ 
azar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 
"And Shemaiah the son of Ne- 
thaneel the scribe, one of the Lev- 
ites, wrote them before the king, 
and the princes, and Zndok the 
priest, and Ahimelech the son 
of Abiathar, and before the heads 
of families of the priests and 
Levites: one principal household 
being taken for Eleazar, and one 
taken for Ithamar. 

’Now the first lot came forth 
to Jehoiarib, the second to Jeda- 
iah. “The third to Harim, the 
fourth to Seorim, “The fifth to 


Maichijah, the sixth to Mijamiit, 
10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the 
eighth to Abijah, “The ninth 1o 
Jeshuah, the tenth to ShecaniaJi, 
“The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, “The thir¬ 
teenth to Huppah, the fourteenth 
to Jeshebeab, “The fifteenth to 
Bilgah, the sixteenth to Immer, 
“The seventeenth to Hezir, the 
eighteenth to Aphses, “The nine¬ 
teenth to Pethahiah, the twenti¬ 
eth to Jehezkel, “The one and 
twentieth to Jachin, the two and 
twentieth to Gamul, “The three 
and twentieth to Delaiah, the four 
and twentieth to Maaziah. “These 
were the orderings of them in 
their service to come into the 
house of the Lord, according to 
their manner, under Aaron their 
father, as the Lord God of Israel 
had commanded him. 

“And the rest of the sons of 
Levi were these: Of the sons of 
Amram; Shubael: of the sons of 
Shubael; Jehdeiah. “Concerning 
Rehabiah: of the sons of Rehab- 
iah, the first was Isahiah. 22 0f 
the Izharites; Shelomoth; of the 
sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. “And 
the sons of Hebron; Jeriali the 
first, Amariah the second, Jaha- 
ziel the third, Jekameam the 
fourth. 2 *Of the sons of Uzziel; 
Michah: of the sons of Michah; 
Shamir. “The brother of Michah 
was Isahiah: of the sons of 
Isshiah; Zechariah. “The sons 
of Merari were Mahli and Mushi: 
the sons of Jaaziah; Beno. “The 
sons of Merari by Jaaziah; Beno, 
and Shoham. and Zaccur. and 
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Ibri. 28 0f Mahli came Eleazar, 
who had no sons. 29 Concerning 
Kish: the son of Kish was Jerah- 
meel. 30 The sons also of Mushi; 
Mahli, and Eder, and Jerimoth. 

These were the sons of the 
Levites after the houses of their 
fathers. 31 These likewise cast lots 
over against their brethren the 
sons of Aaron in the presence of 
David the king, and Zadok, and 
Ahimelech, and the heads of fam¬ 
ilies of the priests and Levites, 
the families of the chief even as 
those of their younger brother. 
Moreover David and the cap¬ 
tains of the host separated 
to the service of the sons of A- 
saph, and of Heman, and of Je¬ 
duthun, who played with harps, 
with psalteries, and with cym¬ 
bals: and the number of the 
workmen according to their ser¬ 
vice was: 2 0f the sons of Asaph; 
Zaccur, and Joseph, and Nethan- 
iah, and Asharelah, the sons of 
Asaph under the hands of Asaph, 
who prophesied according to the 
order of the king. s 0f Jeduthun: 
the sons of Jeduthun; Gedaliah, 
and Zeri, and Jeshaiah, Hashab- 
iah, and Mattithiah, six, under 
the hands of their father Jedu¬ 
thun, who prophesied with a harp, 
to give thanks and to praise the 
Lord. 4 0f Heman: the sons of 
Heman; Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uz- 
ziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth, Ha- 
naniah, Hanani, Eliathah, Gid- 
dalti, and Romamti-ezer, Joshbe- 
kasha, Mallothi, Hothir, and Ma- 
hazioth: 5 AIi these were the sons 
of Heman the king's seer in the 


words of God, to lift up the horn. 
And God gave to Heman four¬ 
teen sons and three daughters. 
°A11 these were under the hands 
of their father for song in the 
house of the Lord, with cymbals, 
psalteries, and harps, for the ser¬ 
vice of the house of God, accord¬ 
ing to the king’s order to Asaph, 
Jeduthun, and Heman. 7 So the 
number of them, with their breth¬ 
ren that were instructed in the 
songs of the Lord, even all that 
were cunning, was two hundred 
fourscore and eight. 8 And they 
cast lots, ward against ward, as 
well the small as the great, the 
teacher as the scholar. 

B Now the first lot came forth 
for Asaph to Joseph: the second 
to Gedaliah, who with his breth¬ 
ren and sons were twelve: in The 
third to Zaccur, he, his sons, and 
his brethren, were twelve: n The 
fourth to Izri, he, his sons, and 
his brethren, were twelve: 12 The 
fifth to Nethaniah, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
I3 The sixth to Bukkiah, he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were 

twelve: 14 The seventh to Jesha- 
relah, he, his sons, and his breth¬ 
ren, were twelve: 13 The eighth 
to Jeshaiah, he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: ,6 The 

ninth to Mattaniah, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
17 The tenth to Shimei, he, his 

sons, and his brethren, were 

twelve: 18 The eleventh to Aza- 
reel, he, his sons, and his breth¬ 
ren, were twelve: IB The twelfth 
to Hashabiah. he. his sons, and 
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his brethren, were twelve: “The 
thirteenth to Shubael, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
2, The fourteenth to Mattithiah, 
he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: “The fifteenth to 
Juremoth, he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: “The six¬ 
teenth to Hananiah, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
“The seventeenth to Joshbe- 
kashah, he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: “The 
eighteenth to Hanani, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
“The nineteenth to Mallothi, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: “The twentieth to Eli- 
uthah, he, his sons, and his breth¬ 
ren, were twelve: “The one and 
twentieth to Hothir, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 
“The two and twentieth to Gid- 
dalti, he, his sons, and his breth¬ 
ren, were twelve: 30 The three 
and twentieth to Mahazioth, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: a, Tlie four and twentieth 
to Romamti-ezer, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve. 
Concerning the divisions of 
the gate-keepers: Of the 
Korhites was Meshelemiah the 
son of Kore, of the sons of A- 
saph. 2 And the sons of Meshe¬ 
lemiah were, Zechariah the first¬ 
born, Jediael the second, Zebadiah 
the third, Jathniel the fourth, 
B Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the 
sixth, Etioenai the seventh. ‘More¬ 
over the sons of Obed-edom were, 
Shemaiah the firBt-born, Jeho- 
zabad the second, Joah the third. 


and Sacar the fourth, and Ne- 
thaneel the fifth, B Ammiel the 
sixth, Issachar the seventh, Pe- 
ulthai the eighth: for God blessed 
him. ®Also unto Shemaiah his son 
were sons born, that ruled over 
the house of their father: for 
they were mighty men of valour. 
7 The sons of Shemaiah; Othni, 
and Rephael, and Obed, Elzabad, 
whose brethren were strong men, 
Elihu, and Semachiah. B A11 these 
of the sons of Obed-edom: they 
and their sons and their breth¬ 
ren, able men for strength for 
the service, were threescore and 
two of Obed-edom. ®And Meshe¬ 
lemiah had sons and brethren, 
strong men, eighteen. 10 Also Ho- 
sah, of the children of Merari, 
had sons; Simri the chief, (for 
though he was not the firstborn, 
yet his father made him the 
chief;) “Hilkiah the Becond, Te- 
baliah the third, Zechariah the 
fourth: all the sons and brethren 
of Hosah were thirteen. 

“Among these were the divi¬ 
sions of the gate-keepers, even 
among the chief men, having 
wards one against another, to 
minister in the house of the Lord. 
13 And they cast lots, as well the 
small as the great, according to 
the houses of their fathers, for 
every gate. “And the lot east¬ 
ward fell to Shelemiah. Then 
for Zechariah his son, a wise 
counsellor, they cast lots; and his 
lot came out northward. 16 To 
Obed-edom southward; and to his 
sons the storehouse. ,e To Shup- 
pim and Hosah the lot came forth 
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westward, with the gate Shal- 
lecheth, by the causeway that go- 
eth up, ward against ward. 17 East- 
ward were six Levites, northward 
four a day, southward four a 
day, and for the storehouse two 
and two. 18 At the collonade west¬ 
ward, four at the causeway, and 
two at the collonade. 19 These are 
the divisions of the gate-keepers 
among the sons of Kore, and a- 
mong the sons of Merari. 

20 And of the Levi tes, Ahijali 
was over the treasures of the 
house of God, and over the trea¬ 
sures of the dedicated things. 
21 As concerning the sons of Laa- 
dan; the sons of Gershonite Laa- 
dan, and heads of families, of 
Laadan the Gershonite, Jehieli, 
22 The sons of Jehieli; Zetham, 
and Joel his brother, were over 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord. 23 0f the Amramites, and 
the Izharites, the Hebronites, and 
the Uzzielites: 24 Shebuel the son 
of Gershom, the son of Moses, 
was ruler of the treasures. 25 And 
his brethren by Eliezer; Rehab- 
iah his son, and Jeslmiah his son, 
and Joram his son, and Zichri his 
son, and Shelomith his son. 26 This 
Shelomith and his brethren were 
over all the treasures of the de¬ 
dicated things, which David the 
king, and the heads of families, 
the captains over thousands and 
hundreds, and the captains of 
the host, had dedicated. 27 0ut of 
the spoils won in battles did they 
dedicate to maintain the house 
of the Lord. a8 And all that Sam¬ 
uel the seer, and Saul the son 


of Kish, and Abner the son of 
Ner, and Joab the son of Zeruiuh, 
had dedicated; and whosoever had 
dedicated any thing, it was under 
the hand of Shelomith, and of 
his brethren. 

20 Of the Izharites, Chenaniah 
and his sons were for the outward 
business over Israel, for officers 
and judges. 30 And of the Heh- 
ronites, Hashabiah and his breth¬ 
ren, men of valour, a thousand 
and seven hundred, were officers 
among them of Israel on this side 
of the Jordan westward in all 
the business of the Lord, and in 
the service of the king. 31 Among 
the Hebronites was Jerijah the 
chief, even among the Hebronites, 
according to their generations 
by families. In the fortieth year 
of the reign of David they wore 
sought for, and there were found 
among them mighty men of val¬ 
our at Jazer of Gilead. 32 And his 
brethren, men of valour, were 
two thousand and seven hundred 
heads of families, whom king Da¬ 
vid made rulers over the Reuben- 
ites, the Gadites, and the half¬ 
tribe of Manasseh, for every mat 
ter pertaining to God, and affair* 
of the King. 

Now the children of Israel 
after their number, to wit, 
the heads of families and captains 
of thousands and hundreds, and 
their officers that served the king 
in any matter of the divisions, 
which came in and went out 
month by month throughout all 
the months of the year, of every 
division were twenty and four 
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thousand. 2 Over the first division 
for the first month was Jasho- 
beam the Bon of Zabdiel: and in 
his division were twenty and four 
thousand. s Of the children of Pe¬ 
rez was the chief of all the cap¬ 
tains of the host for the first 
month. 4 And over the division 
of the second month was Dodai 
an Ahohite, and of his division 
was Mikloth also the ruler: in 
his division likewise were twenty 
and four thousand. “The third 
captain of the host for the third 
month was Beuaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, a chief priest: and in 
his division were twenty and four 
thousand. “This is that Benaiah, 
who was mighty among the thir¬ 
ty, and above the thirty: and in 
his division was Ammizabad his 
son. T The fourth captain for the 
fourth month was Asahel the 
brother of Joab, and Zebadiah 
his son after him: and in his 
division were twenty and four 
thousand. “The fifth captain for 
the fifth month was Shamhuth 
the Izrahite: and in his division 
were twenty and four thousand. 
“The sixth captain for the Bixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkesh 
the Tekoite: and in his division 
were twenty and four thousand. 
10 The seventh captain for the 
seventh montli was Helez the Pe- 
lonite, of the children of Ephra¬ 
im: and in his division were 
twenty and four thousand. "The 
eighth captain for the eigiith 
month was Sibbecai the Husha- 
thite, of the Zarhites: and in his 
division were twenty and four 


thousand. “The ninth captain for 
the ninth month was Abiezer the 
Anetothite, of the Benjamites: 
and in his division were twenty 
and four thousand. "The tenth 
captain for the tenth month was 
Maharai the Netophathite, of the 
Zarhites: and in his division were 
twenty and four thousand. "The 
eleventh captain for the eleventh 
month was Benaiah the Pirath- 
onite, of the children of Ephraim: 
and in his division were twenty 
and four thousand. "The twelfth 
captain for the twelfth month 
was Heldai the Netophathite, of 
Othniel: and in his division were 
twenty and four thousand. 

"Furthermore over the tribee 
of Israel: the ruler of the Reu- 
benites was Eliezer the son of 
Zichri: of the Simeonites, She- 
phatiah the son of Maachah: 17 Of 
the Levites, Hashabiah the son 
of Kemuel: of the Aaronites, Za- 
dok: 18 Of Judah, Elihu , one of 
the brethren of David: of Issa- 
char, Omri the son of Michael: 
,e Of Zcbulun, Ishmaiah the son 
of Obadiah: of Naphtali, Jeri- 
moth the son of Azriel: *°Of the 
children of Ephraim, Hoshea the 
son of Azaziah: of the half-tribe 
of Manasseh, Joel the son of Pei 
daiah: 21 Of the half-tribe of Ma¬ 
nasseh in Gilead, Iddo the son of 
Zechariah: of Benjamin, Jaasiel 
the son of Abner: “Of Dan, 
Azareel the son of Jeroham. 
These were the princes of the 
tribes of Israel. “But David took 
not the number of them from 
twenty years old and under: be- 
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cause the Lord had said he would 
increase Israel like to the stars 
of the heavens. 24 Joab the son 
of Zeruiah began to number, but 
he finished not, because there fell 
wrath for it against Israel; nei¬ 
ther was the number put in the 
account of the chronicles of king 
David. 

2s And over the king’s trea¬ 
sures was Azmaveth the son of 
Adiel: and over the storehouses 
In the fields, in the cities, and in 
the villages, and in the towers, 
was Jehonathan the son of Uz- 
ziali: 28 And over them that did 
the work of the field for the til¬ 
lage of the ground was Ezri the 
son of Chelub: 27 And over the 
vineyards u>as Shimei the Rama- 
thite: over what was in the vine¬ 
yards for the wine-cellars was 
Zabdi the Shiphmite: a8 And over 
the olive-trees and the sycamore- 
trees that were in the low plains 
was Baal-hanan the Gederite: and 
over the cellars of oil was Joash: 
SB And over the herds that fed in 
Sharon was Shitrai the Sharon- 
ite: and over the herds that were 
in the valleys was Shaphat the 
son of Adlai: 3p 0ver the camels 
also was Obil the Ishmaelite: and 
over the asses was Jehdeiah the 
Meronothite: 31 And over the flocks 
was Jaziz the Hagerite. All these 
were the rulers of the substance 
which was king David's. 

3J Also Jonathan David’s uncle 
was a counsellor, a wise man, and 
a scribe: and Jehiel the son of 
Hachmoni was with the king’s 
eons: 33 And Ahithophel was the 


king's counsellor: and Hushai the 
Arch ite was the king’s compan¬ 
ion: 34 And after Ahithophel was 
Jehoiada the son of Benaiah, and 
Abiathar: and the general of the 
king’s army was Joab. 

And David assembled all the 
princes of Israel, the princes 
of the tribes, and the captains of 
the companies that ministered to 
the king by division, and the 
captains over the thousands, and 
captains over the hundreds, and 
the stewards over all the sub¬ 
stance and possession of the king, 
and of his sons, with the officers, 
and with the mighty men, and 
with all the valiant men, unto Je¬ 
rusalem. 2 Then David the king 
stood up upon his feet, and said, 
Hear me, my brethren, and my 
people: As for me, I had in mine 
heart to build a house of rest 
for the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, and for the footstool of 
our God, and had made ready 
for the building: a But God said 
unto me, Thou shalt not build 
a house for my name, because 
thou hast been a man of war, and 
hast shed blood. 4 Howbeit the 
Lord God of Israel chose me be¬ 
fore all the house of my father 
to be king over Israel for ever: 
for he hath chosen Judah to be 
the ruler; and of the house of 
Judah, the house of my father; 
and among the sons of my father 
he liked me to make me king 
over all Israel: s And of all my 
sons, (for the Lord hath given 
me many sons,) he hath chosen 
Solomon my son to sit upon the 
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throne of the kingdom of the 
l/»rri over Israel. fl And he said 
unto me, Solomon thy son, he 
shall build my house and my 
courts: for I have chosen him 
to be my flon, and I will be his 
father. ’Moreover I will establish 
hi* kingdom for ever, if he be 
constant to do my commandments 
and my judgments, as at this day. 
"Now therefore in the sight of all 
Israel the congregation of the 
Lord, and in the audience of our 
God, keep and seek for ail the 
commandments of the Lord your 
God: that ye may possess this 
good land, and leave it for an 
inheritance for your children af¬ 
ter you for ever. 

B And thou, Solomon my son, 
know thou the God of thy father, 
and serve him with a perfect 
heart and with a willing mind: 
for the Lord searcheth all hearts, 
and understandeth all the imagi¬ 
nations of the thoughts: if thou 
seek him, he will be found of 
thee; but if thou forsake him, 
lie will cast thee off for ever. 
,0 Take heed now; for the Lord 
hath chosen thee to build a house 
for the sanctuary: be strong, and 
do it. 

“Then David gave to Solomon 
his son the pattern of the porch, 
and of the houses thereof, and of 
the treasuries thereof, and of the 
upper chambers thereof, and of 
the inner parlours thereof, and 
of the place of the mercy seat, 
“And the pattern of all that he 
had by the spirit, of the courts 


of the house of the Lord, and of 
all the chambers round about, of 
the treasuries of the house of 
God, and of the treasuries of the 
dedicated things: “Also for the 
divisions of the priests and the 
Levites, and for all the work of 
the service of the house of the 
Lord, and for all the vessels of 
service in the house of the Lord. 

,4 //e gave of gold by weight 
for things of gold, for all instru¬ 
ments of all manner of service; 
silver also for all instruments of 
silver by weight, for all instru¬ 
ments of every kind of service: 
“Even the weight for the candle¬ 
sticks of gold, and for their 
lamps of gold, by weight for 
every candlestick, and for the 
lamps thereof: and for the candle¬ 
sticks of silver by weight, both 
for the candlestick, and also for 
the lamps thereof, according to 
the use of every candlestick. 
“And gold by weight for the 
tables of shewbread, for every 
table; and silver for the tables 
of silver: “Also for the flesh- 
hooks, and the sprinkling vessels, 
and the bowls pure gold; and for 
the golden cups he gave gold by 
weight for every cup: and like¬ 
wise silver by weight for every 
cup of silver. “And for the altar 
of incense refined gold by weight; 
and gold for the pattern of the 
chariot of the cherubim, that 
spread out their wings , and cov¬ 
ered the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord. “All this, said David, 
the Lord made me understand in 
writing by his hand upon me, 
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even all the works of this pattern. 

2c And David said to Solomon 
his son, Be strong and of good 
courage, and do it: fear not, nor 
be dismayed: for the Lord God, 
even my God, will be with thee; 
he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee, until thou hast finished all 
the work for the service of the 
house of the Lord. 21 And, be¬ 
hold, the division of the priests 
and the Levites, even they shall 
be with thee for all the service 
of the house of God: and there 
shall be with thee for all manner 
of workmanship every willing 
skilful man, for any manner of 
service: also the princes and all 
the people will be wholly at thy 
commandment. 

Furthermore David the king 
said unto all the congrega¬ 
tion, Solomon my son, whom a- 
lone God hath chosen, is yet young 
and tender, and the work is 
great: for the palace is not for 
man, but for the Lord God. 2 Now 
I have prepared with all my might 
for the house of my God the gold 
for things to be made of gold, 
and the silver for things of silver, 
and the brass for things of brass, 
the iron for things of iron, and 
wood for things of wood; onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, glis¬ 
tering stones, and of divers col¬ 
ours, and all manner of precious 
stones, and marble stones in a- 
bundance. 3 Moreover, because I 
have set my affection to the 
house of my God, I have of mine 
own propei good, of gold and 
silver, which I have given to the 


house of my God, over and above 
all that I have prepared for the 
holy house, *Evcn three thousand 
talents of gold, of the gold of 
Ophir, and seven thousand talents 
of refined silver, to overlay the 
walls of the houses withal: r, Tho 
gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, ami 
for all manner of work to hr 
made by the hands of artificers 
And who then is willing to con 
secrate his service this day unit) 
the Lord? 

°Then the heads of families 
and princes of the tribes of Ih 
rael, and the captains of thou 
sands and of hundreds, with the 
rulers of the king’s work, offered 
willingly, 7 And gave for the ser¬ 
vice of the house of God of gold 
five thousand talents and ten 
thousand drams, and of silver 
ten thousand talents, and of brass 
eighteen thousand talents, and 
one hundred thousand talents of 
iron. 8 And they with whom pre¬ 
cious stones were found gave 
them to the treasure of the house 
of the Lord, by the hand of Jc- 
hiel the Gershonite. “Then the 
people rejoiced, for they offered 
willingly, because with perfect 
heart they offered willingly to 
the Lord: and David the king 
also rejoiced with great joy. 

,0 Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the congregation: 
and David said, Blessed be thou, 
Lord God of Israel our father, 
for ever and ever. ^Thine, O 
Lord, is the greatness, and the 
power, and the glory, and the 
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victory, and the majesty: for all 
that is in the heaven and in the 
earth is thine; thine is the king¬ 
dom, O Lord, and thou art ex¬ 
alted as head above all. “Both 
riches and honour come of thee, 
and thou reignest over all; and 
in thine hand is power and 
might; and in thine hand it is 
to make great, and to give 
strength unto all. “Now there¬ 
fore, our God, we thank thee, and 
praise thy glorious name. 14 But 
who am I, and what is my people, 
that we should be able to offer 
bo willingly after this sort? for 
all things come of thee, and of 
thine own have we given thee. 
,n For we are strangers before 
thee, and sojourners, as were all 
our fathers: our days on the 
earth are as a shadow, and there 
is no abiding. lfl O Lord our God, 
all this store that we have pre¬ 
pared to build thee a house for 
thine holy name cometh of thine 
hand, and is all thine own. 17 I 
know also, my God, that thou 
triest the heart, and hast plea¬ 
sure in uprightness. As for me, 
in the uprightness of mine heart 
I have willingly offered all these 
things: and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, who are present 
here, to offer willingly unto thee. 
18 0 Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, our fathers, keep 
this for ever in Lite imagination 
of the thoughts of the heart of 
thy people, and prepare their 
heart unto thee: “And give unto 
Solomon my son a perfect heart, 
lo keep thy commandments, thy 


testimonies, and thy statutes, and 
to do all these things, and to 
build the palace, for the which 
I have made provision. 

“And David said to all the con¬ 
gregation, Now bless the I«ord 
your God. And all the congrega¬ 
tion blessed the Lord God of their 
fathers, and bowed down their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord, 
and the king. “And they sacri¬ 
ficed sacrifices unto the Lord, and 
offered burnt-offerings unto the 
Lord, on the morrow after that 
day, even a thousand bullocks, a 
thousand rams, and a thousand 
lambs, with their drink-offerings, 
and sacrifices in abundance for 
ail Israel: “And did eat and 
drink before the Lord on that 
day with great gladness. And 
they made Solomon the son of 
David king the second time, and 
anointed him unto the Lord to be 
the chief governor, and Zadok to 
be priest. 

“Then Solomon sat on the 
throne of the Lord as king in¬ 
stead of David his father, and 
prospered; and all Israel obeyed 
him. “And all the princes, and 
the mighty men, and all the sons 
likewise of king David, submitted 
themselves unto Solomon the king. 
“And the Lord magnified Solo¬ 
mon exceedingly in the sight of 
all Israel, and bestowed upon 
him such royal majesty as had 
not been on any king before him 
in Israel. 

“Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. “And 
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the time that he reigned over 
Israel was forty years; seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he 
in Jerusalem. 28 And he died in 
a good old age, full of days, rich¬ 
es, and honour: and Solomon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

•“Now the acta of David the 


king, first and last, behold, the> 
are written in the book of Sam 
uel the seer, and in the book of 
Nathan the prophet, and in the 
book of Gad the seer, 30 With all 
his reign and his might, and the 
events that went over him, and 
over Israel, and over all the king¬ 
doms of the countries. 
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■j And Solomon the son of Da- 
1 vid was strengthened in his 
kingdom, and the Lord his God 
was with him, and magnified him 
exceedingly. 2 Then Solomon spoke 
unto all Israel, to the captains 
of thousands and of hundreds, 
and to the judges, and to every 
governor in all Israel, the heads 
of families. 3 So Solomon, and all 
the congregation with him, went 
to Lhe high place that was at Gi- 
heon; for there was the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation of God, 
which Moses the servant of the 
1 -ord had made in the wilderness. 
4 Hut the ark of God had David 
brought up from Kirjath-jearim 
to the place which David had 
prepared for it: for he had 
pitched a tent for it at Jerusalem. 
"Moreover the brazen ultar, that 
Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son 
of Hur, had made, he put before 
the tabernacle of the Lord: and 
Solomon and the congregation 
Bought unto it. "And Solomon 
went up thither to the brazen 
altar before the Lord, which was 
at the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, and offered a thousand 
burnt-offerings upon it. 

T In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto him, 
Ask what I shall give thee. 8 And 
Solomon said unto God, Thou hast 


shewn great mercy unto David 
my father, and hast made me to 
reign in his stead. B Now, 0 Lord 
God, let thy promise unto David 
my father be established: for 
thou hast made me king over a 
people like the dust of the earth 
in multitude. 10 Give me now wis¬ 
dom and knowledge, that I may 
go out and come in before thia 
people: for who can judge this 
thy people, that is so great? 

“And God said to Solomon, Be¬ 
cause this was in thine heart, 
and thou hast not asked riches, 
wealth, or honour, nor the life 
of thine enemies, neither yet hast 
asked long life; but hast asked 
wisdom and knowledge for thy¬ 
self, that thou mayest judge my 
people, over whom I have made 
thee king: “Wisdom and knowl¬ 
edge are granted unto thee: and 
I will give thee riches, and wealth, 
and honour, such as none of the 
kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall there 
any after thee have the like. 

18 Then Solomon came from his 
journey to the high place that 
was at Gibeon, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
unto Jerusalem, and reigned over 
Israel. 

“And Solomon gathered char¬ 
iots and horsemen: and he had 
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a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand 
horsemen, which he placed in the 
chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. 

,s And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem as plenteous 
as stones, and cedar-trees made 
he as the sycamore-trees that are 
in the vale for abundance. 

lfl And Solomon had horses 
brought out of Egypt, and the 
king's merchants bought them in 
troops at a certain price. 17 And 
they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for 
six hundred shekels of silver, and 
a horse for a hundred and fifty: 
and so brought they out horses 
for all the kings of the Hittites, 
and for the kings of Syria, by 
their means. 

18 And Solomon determined to 
build a house for the name of the 
Lord, and a house for his king¬ 
dom. 

O And Solomon told out three¬ 
score and ten thousand men 
to bear burdens, and fourscore 
thousand to hew in the mountain, 
and three thousand and six hun¬ 
dred to oversee them. 

2 And Solomon sent to Huram 
the king of Tyre, saying, As thou 
didst deal with David my father, 
and didst send him cedars to 
build him a house to dwell there¬ 
in, even so deal with me. be¬ 
hold, I build a house to the name 
of the Lord my God, to dedicate 
it to him, and to burn before 
him sweet incense, and for the 


continual shewbread, and for tlu 
burnt-offerings morning and eve 
ning, on the sabbaths, and on tlu 
new moons, and on the solemi 
feasts of the Lord our God. This 
is an ordinance for ever to Israel 
4 And the house which I build ».i 
great: for great is our God above 
all gods. B But who is able to 
build him a house, seeing the 
heaven and heaven of heavens 
cannot contain him? who am [ 
then, that I should build him n 
house, save only to burn sacrifice 
before him? fl Send me now there¬ 
fore a man cunning to work in 
gold, and in silver, and in brans, 
and in iron, and in purple, ami 
crimson, and blue, and that is 
skilful to grave with the cunning 
men that are with me in Judah 
and in Jerusalem, whom David 
my father did provide. 7 Send me 
also cedar-trees, fir-trees, and al- 
gum-trees, out of Lebanon: for 
I know that thy servants are skil¬ 
ful to cut timber in Lebanon; 
and, behold, my servants shall be 
with thy servants, B Even to pre¬ 
pare me timber in abundance: 
for the house which I am about 
to build shall be wonderful great 
B And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut 
timber, twenty thousand measures 
of beaten wheat, and twenty 
thousand measures of barley, and 
twenty' thousand baths of wine, 
and twenty thousand baths of oil 

10 Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he 
sent to Solomon, Because the 
Lord hath loved his people, he 
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hath made thee king over them. 
"Iluram aaid moreover, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel, that 
made heaven and earth, who hath 
given to David the king a wise 
son, endued with prudence and 
understanding, that might build 
a house for the Lord, and a house 
f. r his kingdom. * 2 And now I 
have sent a cunning man, endued 
with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, 13 The son of a wo¬ 
man of the daughters of Dan, and 
his father was a man of Tyre, 
skilful to work in gold, and in 
silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in purple, in blue, 
and in fine linen, and in crimson; 
also to grave any manner of grav¬ 
ing, and to find out every device 
which shall be put to him, with 
thy cunning men, and with the 
cunning men of my lord David 
thy father. 14 Now therefore the 
wheat, and the barley, the oil, 
and the wine, which my lord hath 
spoken of, let him send unto his 
servants: J?l And we will cut wood 
out of Lebanon, as much as thou 
nhalt need: and we will bring it 
to thee in floats by sea to Joppa; 
and thou shalt carry it up to Je¬ 
rusalem. 

10 And Solomon numbered all 
the strangers that were in the 
land of Israel, after the number¬ 
ing wherewith David his father 
had numbered them; and they 
were found a hundred and fifty 
thousand and three thousand and 
six hundred. ,7 And he set three¬ 
score and ten thousand of them 
to be bearers of burdens, and 


fourscore thousand to be hewers 
in the mountain, and three thou¬ 
sand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people to work. 

O Then Solomon began to build 
^ the house of the Lord at Je¬ 
rusalem in mount Moriah, where 
the Lord appeared unto David 
his father, in the place that Da¬ 
vid had prepared in the thresh¬ 
ing-floor of Oman the Jebusite. 
2 And he began to build in the 
second day of the second month, 
in the fourth year of his reign. 

0 Now these are the things 
wherein Solomon was instructed 
for the building of the house of 
God. The length by cubits after 
the first measure was threescore 
cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 4 And the porch that was 
in the front of the house, the 
length of it was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was a hun¬ 
dred and twenty: and he over¬ 
laid it within with pure gold. 
“And the greater house he ceiled 
with fir-tree, which he overlaid 
with fine gold, and set thereon 
palm-trees and chains. 0 And he 
garnished the house with pre¬ 
cious stones for beauty: and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 7 He 
overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, 
with gold; and graved cherubim 
on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy 
house, the length whereof was 
according to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and the 
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breadth thereof twenty cubits: 
and he overlaid it with fine gold, 
amounting to six hundred talents. 
•And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he over¬ 
laid the upper chambers with 
gold. 

10 And in the most holy house 
he made two cherubim of image 
work, and overlaid them with 
gold. 71 And the wings of the 
cherubim were twenty cubits long: 
one wing of the one cherub was 
five cubits, reaching to the wall 
of the house: and the other wing 
was likewise five cubits, reaching 
to the wing of the other cherub. 
12 And one wing of the other cher¬ 
ub was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house: and the 
other wing was five cubits also, 
joining to the wing of the other 
cherub. 19 The wings of these cher¬ 
ubim spread themselves forth 
twenty cubits: and they stood 
on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. 

14 And he made the veil of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine 
linen, and wrought cherubim 
thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cu¬ 
bits high, and the capital that 
was on the top of each of them 
was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in 
the inner sanctuary, and put 
them on the heads of the pillars; 
and made a hundred pomegran¬ 
ates, and put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the 


right hand, and the other on tl 
left; and called the name of tin 
on the right hand Jachin, ar 
the name of that on the left Boa 
A Moreover he made an alii 
of brass, twenty cubits tl 
length thereof, and twenty cubi ( 
the breadth thereof, and ten ci 
bits the height thereof. 

2 Also he made a molten sea c 
ten cubits from brim to brin 
round in compass, and five cubit 
the height thereof; and a line o 
thirty cubits did compass it roun 
about. 3 And under it was Ih 
similitude of oxen, which dii 
compass it round about: ten it 
a cubit, compassing the sea rnuiu 
about. The oxen were in Iwi 
rows, cast in the same caslinj 
with it. 4 It stood upon twelvi 
oxen, three looking toward tin 
north, and three looking tow a re 
the west, and three looking to 
ward the south, and three look 
ing toward the east: and the sen 
was set above upon them, and ali 
their hinder parts were inward 
5 And the thickness of it was n 
handbreadth, and the brim of it 
like the work of the brim of n 
cup, with flowers of lilies; and 
it received and held three thou¬ 
sand baths. 

6 He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and 
five on the left, to wash in them: 
such things as they offered for 
the burnt-offering they washed in 
them; but the sea u>as for the 
priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks 
of gold according to their form. 
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and act them in the temple, five 
on the right hand, and five on 
the left. 

B He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five 
on the right aide, and five on the 
left. And he made a hundred 
hnaina of gold. 

"furthermore he made the 
court of the priests, and the 
great court, and doors for the 
court, and overlaid the doors of 
them with brass. 

’"And he aet the sea on the 
right side of the east end, over 
against the south. 

,l And Huram made the pots, 
and the ahovels, and the basins. 

And Huram finished the work 
that he was to make for king 
Solomon for the house of God; 
l ' 4 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
bowls, and the capitals which 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and the two wreaths to cover the 
two bowls of the capitals which 
were on the top of the pillars; 
I3 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two networks; two rows 
of pomegranates on each net¬ 
work, to cover the two bowls of 
the capitals which were upon the 
pillars. ’‘He made also bases, 
and lavers made he upon the 
bnses; ls Onc sea, and twelve oxen 
under it. 10 The pots also, and the 
shovels, and the flesh-hooks, and 
all their instruments, did Huram 
his father make to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lord of 
hright brass. ,7 In the plain of 
the Jordan did the king cast them, 
in the clay ground between Suc- 


coth and Zeredathah. 18 Thus Sol¬ 
omon made all these vessels in 
great abundance: for the weight 
of the brass could not be found 
out. 

ll> And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house 
of God, the golden altar also, and 
the tables whereon the shewbread 
was set; 20 Moreover the candle¬ 
sticks with their lamps, that they 
should burn after the manner be¬ 
fore the inner sanctuary, of pure 
gold; 2, And the flowers, and the 
lamps, and the tongs, made he of 
gold, and that perfect gold; 22 And 
the snuffers, and the basins, and 
the spoons, and the censers, of 
pure gold: and the entry of the 
house, the inner doors thereof 
for the most holy place, and the 
doors of the house of the temple, 
were of gold. 

C Thus all the work that Sol- 
omon made for ,the house of 
the Lord was finished: and Sol¬ 
omon brought in all the things 
that David his father had ded¬ 
icated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put 
he among the treasures of the 
house of God. 

2 Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads 
of the tribes, the heads of fam¬ 
ilies of the children of Israel, 
unto Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of the city of David, which 
is Zion. ’’Wherefore all the men 
of Israel assembled themselves 
unto the king in the feast which 
was in the seventh month. * And 
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all the elders of Israel came; and 
the Levites took up the ark. e And 
they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that were 
in the tabernacle, these did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 
6 Also king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that were 
assembled unto him before the 
ark, sacrificed sheep and oxen, 
which could not be told nor num¬ 
bered for multitude. 7 And the 
priests brought in the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord unto its 
place, to the sanctuary of the 
house, into the most holy place, 
even under the wings of the cher¬ 
ubim : p For the cherubim spread 
forth their wings over the place 
of the ark, and the cherubim cov¬ 
ered the ark and the staves there¬ 
of above. p And they drew out 
the staves of the ark , that the 
ends of the staves were seen 
from the ark before the sanc¬ 
tuary ; but they were not seen 
without. And there it is unto this 
day. 10 There was nothing in the 
ark save the two tables which 
Moses put therein at Horeb, when 
the Lord made a covenant with 
the children of Israel, when they 
came out of Egypt. 

n And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of the 
holy place: (for all the priests 
that were present were sanctified, 
and did not then wait by divi¬ 
sions: 12 Also the Levites that 

were the singers, all of them of 
Asaph, of Heman, of Jeduthun, 
with their sons and their breth¬ 


ren, being arrayed in white liner 
having cymbals and psalterie; 
and harps, stood at the east cm 
of the altar, and with them i 
hundred and twenty priesti 
sounding with trumpets:) in h 
came even to pass, as the trump 
eters and singers were as one, tc 
make one sound to be heard ir. 
praising and thanking the Lord; 
and when they lifted up theit 
voice with the trumpets and cym¬ 
bals and instruments of music, 
and praised the Lord, saying, For 
he is good; for his mercy endur- 
eth for ever: that then the house 
was filled with a cloud, even the 
house of the Lord; 14 So that the 
priests could not stand to min¬ 
ister by reason of the cloud: for 
the glory of the Lord had filled 
the house of God. 

£ Then said Solomon, The Lord 
hath said that he would dwell 
in the thick darkness. 2 But I 
have built a house of habitation 
for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, 
and blessed the whole congrega¬ 
tion of Israel: and all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel stood. ‘•And 
he said, Blessed be the Lord God 
of Israel, who hath with his 
hands fulfilled that which he spoke 
with his mouth to my father Da¬ 
vid, saying, r, Since the day that 
I brought forth my people out of 
the land of Egypt I chose no city 
among all the tribes of Israel to 
build a house in, that my name 
might be there; neither chose 1 
any man to be a ruler over my 
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people Israel: “But 1 have chosen 
Jerusalem, that my name might 
be there; and have chosen David 
to be over my people Israel. 7 Now 
it was in the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 
•Rut the Lord said to David my 
rnt her, Forasmuch as it was in 
thine heart to build a house for 
my name, thou didst well in that 
it was in thine heart; •Notwith¬ 
standing thou shalt not build the 
house; but thy son who shall 
come forth out of thy loinB, he 
shall build the house for my 
name. 10 The Lord therefore hath 
performed his word that he hath 
spoken: for I am risen up in the 
room of David my father, and 
am set on the throne of Israel, 
ns the Lord promised, and have 
built the house for the name of 
the Lord God of Israel. "And in 
it have I put the ark, wherein is 
Hie covenant of the Lord, that he 
made with the children of Israel. 

“And he stood before the al¬ 
tar of the Lord in the presence 
of all the congregation of Israel, 
and spread forth his hands; “For 
Solomon had made a brazen laver 
of five cubits long, and five cubits 
broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the 
court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees be¬ 
fore all the congregation of Is¬ 
rael, and spread forth his hands 
toward heaven, 14 And said, 0 
Lord God of Israel, there ia no 
God like thee in the heaven, nor 
in the earth; who keep eat cov¬ 


enant, and skeweat mercy unto 
thy servants, that walk before 
thee with all their hearts: “Thou 
who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that which thou 
hast promised him; and spokest 
with thy mouth, and hast ful¬ 
filled it with thine hand, as it ia 
this day. “Now therefore, 0 Lord 
God of Israel, keep with thy ser¬ 
vant David my father that which 
thou haBt promised him, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit upon the throne 
of Israel; yet so that thy children 
take heed to their way to walk 
in my law, as thou hast walked 
before me. 17 Now then, 0 Lord 
God of Israel, let thy word be 
verified, which thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant David. 

“But will God in very deed 
dwell with men on the earth? 
behold, heaven and the heaven of 
heavens cannot contain thee: how 
much less this house which I have 
built! “Have respect therefore 
to the prayer of thy servant, and 
to his supplication, 0 Lord my 
God, to hearken unto the cry and 
the prayer which thy servant 
prayeth before thee: “That thine 
eyes may be open upon this house 
day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou hast said that thou 
wouldest put thy name there; to 
hearken unto the prayer, which 
thy servant prayeth toward this 
place. “Hearken therefore unto 
the supplications of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel, which 
they shall make toward this 
place: hear thou from thy dwell- 
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ing-place, even from heaven; and 
when thou hearest, forgive. 

22 If a man sin against his neigh¬ 
bour, and an oath be laid upon 
him to make him swear, and the 
oath ■ come before thine altar in 
this house; 23 Then hear thou 
from heaven, and do, and judge 
thy servants, by requiting the 
wicked, by recompensing his way 
upon his own head; and by justi¬ 
fying the righteous, by giving 
him according to his righteous¬ 
ness. 

84 And if thy people Israel be 
smitten before the enemy, be¬ 
cause they have sinned against 
thee; and shall return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make 
supplication before thee in this 
house; 2r, Then hear thou from 
the heavens, and forgive the sin 
of thy people Israel, and bring 
them back unto the land which 
thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

26 When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee; 
yet if they pray toward this place, 
and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou dost 
afflict them; 27 Then hear thou 
from heaven, and forgive the sin 
of thy servants, and of thy peo¬ 
ple Israel, when thou hast taught 
them the good way, wherein they 
should walk; and send rain upon 
thy land, which thou hast given 
unto thy people for an inheri¬ 
tance. 

28 If there be famine in the 
land, if there be pestilence, if 


there be blasting, or mildew, 1< 
ousts, or caterpillars; if their ein 
mies besiege them in the citit 
of their land; whatsoever sor 
or whatsoever sickness there he 
29 Then what prayer or what suv 
plication soever shall be mad 
of any man, or of all thy peopl 
Israel, when every one shall knm 
his own sore and his own grid 
and shall spread forth his hand 
in this house: 30 Then hear thoi 
from heaven thy dwelling-placr 
and forgive, and render unl< 
every man according unto all iiii 
ways, whose heart thou knoweat 
(for thou only knowest the hearU 
of the children of men:) 3, Tlm 
they may fear thee, to walk it 
thy ways, so long as they live 
in the land which thou gavest 
unto our fathers. 

32 Moreover concerning the stran¬ 
ger, that is not of thy people 
Israel, but is come from a fai 
country for thy great name’s 
sake, and thy mighty hand, and 
thy stretched out arm; if they 
come and pray in this house; 
33 Then hear thou from the heav¬ 
ens, even from thy dwelling- 
place, and do according to all that 
the stranger calleth to thee fur; 
that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, and fear thee, 
as doth thy people Israel, and 
may know that this house which 
I have built is called by thy 
name. 

34 If thy people go out to war 
against their enemies by the way 
that thou shalt send them, and 
they pray unto thee toward this

city which thou haBt chosen, and 
the house which I have built for 
thy name; “Then hear thou from 
the heavens their prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain 
their cause. 

fl,, If they sin against thee, (for 
there ia no man that sinneth not,) 
mid thou be angry with them, 
and deliver them over before 
their enemies, and they carry 
them away captive unto a land 
far off or near; aT Yet if they be¬ 
think themselves in the land whi¬ 
ther they are carried captive, and 
turn and pray unto thee in the 
land of their captivity, saying, 
We have sinned, we have done 
amiBs, and have dealt wickedly; 
“If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their 
soul in the land of their captiv¬ 
ity, whither they have carried 
them captive, and pray toward 
their land, which thou gavest un¬ 
to their fathers, and toward the 
city which thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house which I have 
built for thy name: “Then hear 
thou from the heavens, even from 
thy dwelling-place, their prayer 
and their supplications, and main¬ 
tain their cause, and forgive thy 
people who have sinned against 
thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech 
thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent unto the 
prayer that is made in this place. 
tl Now therefore arise, 0 Lord 
God, into thy resting-place, thou, 
and the ark of thy strength: let 
thy priests, 0 Lord God, be cloth¬ 


ed with salvation, and let thy 
holy ones rejoice in goodness. 
“0 Lord God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remem¬ 
ber the mercies of David thy 
servant. 

n Now when Solomon had made 
1 an end of praying, the fire 
came down from heaven, and 
consumed the burnt-offering and 
the sacrifices; and the glory of 
the Lord filled the house. 2 And 
the priests could not enter into 
the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled 
the Lord's house. B And when all 
the children of Israel saw how 
the fire came down, and the 
glory of the Lord upon the house, 
they bowed themselves with their 
faces to the ground upon the 
pavement, and worshipped, and 
praised the Lord, saying. For he 
is good; for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

‘Then the king and all the peo¬ 
ple offered sacrifices before the 
Lord. s And king Solomon offered 
a sacrifice of twenty and two 
thousand oxen, and a hundred 
and twenty thousand sheep: so 
the king and all the people ded¬ 
icated the house of God. 

®And the priests waited on 
their offices; and the Levites had 
in their hands instruments of 
music of the Lord, which David 
the king had made, to praise the 
Lord, because his mercy endureth 
for ever, with the praise of Da¬ 
vid; and the priests sounded 
trumpets before them, and all 
Israel stood. 
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’Moreover Solomon hallowed 
the middle of the court that was 
before the house of the Lord: 
for there he offered burnt-offer¬ 
ings, and the fat of the peace- 
offerings, because the brazen al¬ 
tar which Solomon had made was 
not able to receive the burnt-of¬ 
ferings, and the meal-offering, 
and the fat. 

p Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all 
Israel with him, a very great 
congregation, from the entrance 
of Hamath unto the River of E- 
gypt. B And in the eighth day 
they made a solemn assembly: 
for they kept the dedication of 
the altar seven days, and the 
feast seven days. ,0 And on the 
three and twentieth day of the 
seventh month he sent the peo¬ 
ple away into their tents, glad 
and merry in heart for the good¬ 
ness that the Lord had shewn 
unto David, and to Solomon, and 
to Israel his people. 

"Thus Solomon finished the 
house of the Lord, and the king’s 
house: and all that came into Sol¬ 
omon's heart to make in the 
house of the Lord, and in his 
own house, he prosperously ef¬ 
fected. 

12 And the Lord appeared to 
Solomon by night, and said un¬ 
to him, I have heard thy prayer, 
and have chosen this place to my¬ 
self for a house of sacrifice. 13 If 
I shut up heaven that there be 
no rain, or if I command the lo¬ 
custs to devour the land, or if I 
send pestilence among my peo¬ 


ple; M If my people, who art 
called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from theii 
wicked ways; then will I heal 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land, 
,r Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attent unto the 
prayer that is made in this place. 
‘'For now have I chosen and 
sanctified this house, that my 
name may be there for ever: and 
mine eyes and mine heart shall 
be there perpetually. l7 And an 
for thee, if thou wilt walk before 
me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I 
have commanded thee, and shall 
observe my statutes and my judg¬ 
ments; 18 Then will I establish 
the throne of thy kingdom, ac¬ 
cording as I have covenanted 
with David thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man 
to be ruler in Israel. ,0 But if ye 
turn away, and forsake my 
statutes and my commandments, 
which I have set before you, and 
shall go and serve other gods, 
and worship them; 20 Then will 
I pluck them up by the roots out 
of my land which I have given 
them; and this house, which I 
have sanctified for my name, will 
I cast out of my sight, and will 
make it to be a proverb and a by¬ 
word among all nations. 2l And 
this house, which hath been so 
high, shall be an astonishment 
to every one that passeth by it; 
so that he shall say, Why hath 
the Lord done thus unto this 
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litnd, and unto this house? 22 And 
it shall be answered, Because they 
forsook the Lord God of their 
futhers, who brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wor¬ 
shipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 

o And it came to pass at the 

° end of twenty years, where¬ 
in Solomon had built the house 
of the Lord, and his own house, 
*That the cities which Huram 
had restored to Solomon, Solo¬ 
mon built them, und caused the 
children of Israel to dwell there. 
a And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobali, and prevailed against it. 
‘And he built Tadmor In the wil¬ 
derness, and all the store cities, 
which he built in Hamath. "Also 
lie built Beth-horon the Upper, 
and Beth-horon the Nether, forti- 
lled cities, with walls, gates, and 
burs; “And Baalath, and all the 
store-cities that Solomon had, and 
all the chariot cities, and the 
cities of the horsemen, and all 
that Solomon desired to build in 
Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
throughout all the land of his 
dominion. 

7 As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittite, and the A- 
morite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Hivite, and the Jebuaite, who 
were not of Israel, *But of their 
children, who were left after them 
in the land, whom the children 
of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute un¬ 
til this day. *But of the children 


of Israel did Solomon make no 
servants for his work; but they 
were men of war, and chief of 
his captains, and captains of his 
chariots and horsemen. 

,u And these were the chief of 
king Solomon’s officers, even two 
hundred and fifty, that bore rule 
over the people. 

"And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the 
city of David unto the house that 
he had built for her: for he 
said, My wife shall not dwell in 
the house of David king of Is¬ 
rael, because the places are holy, 
whereunto the ark of the Lord 
hath come. 

13 Then Solomon offered burnt' 
offerings unto the Lord on the 
altar of the Lord, which he had 
built before the porch, "Even 
after a certain rate every day, 
offering according to the com¬ 
mandment of Moses, on the sab¬ 
baths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts, three 
times in the year, even in the 
feast of unleavened bread, and 
in the feast of weeks, and in the 
feast of tabernacles. "And he 
appointed, according to the order 
of David his father, the divisions 
of the priests to their service, 
and the Levi tea to their charges, 
to praise and minister before the 
priests, as the duty of every day 
required: the gate-keepers also 
by their divisions at every gate: 
for so had David the man of God 
commanded. ,s And they departed 
not from the commandment of 
the king unto the priests and 
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Levites concerning any matter, 
or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the 
Lord, and until it was finished. 
So the house of the Lord was 
perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea¬ 
side in the land of Edom. 18 And 
Huram sent him by the hands 
of his servants ships, and ser¬ 
vants that had knowledge of the 
sea; and they went with the ser¬ 
vants of Solomon to Ophir, and 
took thence four hundred and 
fifty talents of gold, and brought 
them to king Solomon. 

Q And when the queen of She¬ 
ba heard of the fame of 
Solomon, she came to prove Sol¬ 
omon with hard questions at Je¬ 
rusalem, with a very great com¬ 
pany, and camels that bore spices, 
and gold in abundance, and pre¬ 
cious stones: and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed 
with him of all that was in her 
heart. 2 And Solomon told her all 
her questions: and there was 
nothing hid from Solomon which 
he told her not. 3 And when the 
queen of Sheba had seen the wis¬ 
dom of Solomon, and the house 
that he had built, 4 And the meat 
of his table, and the sitting of 
his servants, and the attendance 
of his ministers, and their ap¬ 
parel, his cup-bearers also, and 
their apparel; and his ascent by 
which he went up into the house 
of the Lord; there was no more 


spirit in her. 8 And she said U 
the king, It was a true reporl 
which I heard in mine own lane 
of thine acts, and of thy wis¬ 
dom: °But I believed not theii 
words, until I came, and mine 
eyes had seen it: and, behold, 
the one half of the greatness of 
thy wisdom was not told me: for 
thou exceedest the fame that I 
heard. 7 Happy are thy men, and 
happy are these thy servants, 
who stand continually before thee, 
and hear thy wisdom. 8 Blessed 
be the Lord thy God, who de¬ 
lighted in thee to set thee on his 
throne, to be king for the Lord 
thy God: because thy God loved 
Israel, to establish them for ever, 
therefore made he thee king over 
them, to do judgment and justice. 

B And she gave the king a hun¬ 
dred and twenty talents of gold, 
and of spices great abundance, 
and precious stones: neither wua 
there any such spice as the queen 
of Sheba gave king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Mu- 
ram, and the servants of Solo¬ 
mon, that brought gold from 
Ophir, brought algum-trees and 
precious stones. "And the king 
made of the algum-trees terraces 
to the house of the Lord, and to 
the king’s palace, and harps 
and psalteries for singers: and 
there were none such seen before 
in the land of Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, besides 
that which she had brought unto 
the king. So she turned, and went 
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away to her own land, she and 
her servants. 

“Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year 
was six hundred and threescore 
and six talents of gold; “Be¬ 
sides that which traders and mer- 
rlnints brought. And all the kings 
«»f Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver 
to Solomon. 

“And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold; 
six hundred shekels of beaten 
gold went to one target. “And 
three hundred shields made he 
of beaten gold: three hundred 
shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king put them in the 
house of the forest of Lebanon. 

“Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and over¬ 
laid it with pure gold. “And 
there were six steps to the throne, 
with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and 
stays on each side of the sitting- 
place, and two lions standing by 
the stays: “And twelve lions 
stood there on the one side and 
on the other upon the six steps. 
There was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

20 And all the drinking vessels 
of king Solomon were of gold, 
and all the vessels of the house 
of the forest of I^ebanon were 
of pure gold: none were of silver; 
it was not any thing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. 3I For 
the king’s ships went to Tar-j 
shiBh with the servants of Hu-1 
ram: every three years once 


came the ships of Tarshish bring¬ 
ing gold, and silver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 

“And king Solomon passed all 
the kings of the earth in riches 
and wisdom. “And all the kings 
of the earth sought the presence 
of Solomon, to hear his wisdom, 
that God had put in his heart. 
“And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and raiment, har¬ 
ness, and spices, horses, and 
mules, a rate year by year. 

“And Solomon had four thou¬ 
sand stalls for horses and char¬ 
iots, and twelve thousand horse¬ 
men; whom he bestowed in the 
chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. 

“And he reigned over all the 
kings from the River even unto 
the land of the Philistines, and 
to the border of Egypt. “And 
the king made silver in Jerusa¬ 
lem as stone9, and cedar-trees 
made he as the sycamore-trees 
that are in the low plains in a- 
bundance. “And they brought 
unto Solomon horses out of E- 
gypt, and out of all lands. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, first and last, are they 
not written in the book of Nathan 
the prophet, and in the prophecy 
of Ahijah the Shilonite, and in 
the visions of Iddo the seer a- 
gainst Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat? 

80 And Solomon reigned In Je¬ 
rusalem over all Israel forty 
years. 
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31 And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and he was buried in 
the city of David his father: 
and Rehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead. 

And Rehoboam went to She- 
chem: for to Shechem were 
all Israel come to make him king. 

2 And it. came to pass, when 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
was in Egypt, whither he had 
fled from the presence of Solo¬ 
mon the king, heard it, that Je¬ 
roboam returned out of Egypt. 
®And they sent and called him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came 
and spoke to Rehoboam, saying, 
4 Thy father made our yoke griev¬ 
ous: now therefore ease thou 
somewhat the grievous servitude 
of thy father, and his heavy yoke 
that he put upon us, and we will 
serve thee. 9 And he said unto 
them. Come again unto me after 
three days. And the people de¬ 
parted. 

fl And king Rehoboam took coun¬ 
sel with the old men that had 
stood before Solomon his father 
while he yet lived, saying, What 
counsel give ye me to return an¬ 
swer to this people? 7 And they 
spoke unto him, saying, If thou 
be kind to this people, and please 
them, and speak good words to 
them, they will be thy servants 
for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel 
which the old men gave him, and 
took counsel with the young men 
that were brought up with him, 
that stood before him. ®And be 
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said untc them, What advice give 
ye that we may return answer 
to this people, that have spoken 
to me, saying, Ease somewhat the 
yoke that thy father did put up¬ 
on us? 10 And the young men that 
were brought up with him spoko 
unto him, saying, Thus shalt thou 
answer the people that spoke un¬ 
to thee, saying, Thy father mndo 
our yoke heavy, but make thou 
it somewhat lighter for us; thus 
shalt thou say unto them, My 
little finger is thicker than my 
father’s loins. 11 For whereas my 
father put a heavy yoke upon you, 
I will put more to your yoke. 
my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you 
with thorns. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the peo¬ 
ple came to Rehoboam on the 
third day, as the king bade, say¬ 
ing, Come again to me on the 
third day. 13 And the king an¬ 
swered them roughly; and king 
Rehoboam forsook the counsel of 
the old men, 14 And answered them 
after the advice of the young 
men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add 
thereto: my father chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise 
you with thorns. 

15 So the king hearkened not 
unto the people: for the cause 
was of God, that the Lord might 
perform his word, which he 
spoke by the hand of Ahijah the 
Shi Ionite to Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat. lc And when all Israel sau> 
that the king would not hearken 
unto them, the people answered 
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the king, saying, What portion 
have we in David? and we have 
no inheritance in the son of Jes¬ 
se: every man to your tents, 0 
Israel: and now, David, see to 
thine own house. So all Israel 
went to their tents. 17 But as for 
the children of Israel that dwelt 
in the cities of Judah, Rehoboam 
reigned over them. 

,8 Then king Rehoboam sent 
Hadoram that was over the trib¬ 
ute; and the children of Israel 
stoned him with stones, that he 
died. But king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to his char¬ 
iot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

J# And Israel rebelled against 
the house of David unto this day. 

And when Rehoboam was 
come to Jerusalem, he gath¬ 
ered of the house of Judah and 
Benjamin a hundred and four¬ 
score thousand chosen men, that 
were warriors, to fight against 
Israel, that he might bring the 
kingdom back to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came 
to Shemainh the man of God, say¬ 
ing, B Speak unto Rehoboam the 
son of Solomon, king of Judah, 
and to all Israel in Judah and 
Benjamin, saying, 'Thus saith 
the Lord, Ye shall not go up, nor 
fight against your brethren; re¬ 
turn every man to his house: for 
this thing is done of me. And 
they obeyed the words of the 
Lord, and returned from going 
against Jeroboam. 

“And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem, and built cities for defence 
in Judah. “He built even Beth¬ 


lehem, and Etam, and Tekoa, 
7 And Beth-zur, and Soco, and 
Adullam, 0 And Gath, and Ma- 
reshah, and Ziph, “And Adoraim, 
and Lachish, and Azekah, 10 And 
Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, 
which are in Judah and in Ben¬ 
jamin fortified cities. u And he 
fortified the strongholds, and put 
captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil and wine. 12 And 
in each city he put shields and 
spears, and made them exceeding 
strong, having Judah and Ben¬ 
jamin on his side. 

,3 And the priests and the Lev- 
ites that were in all Israel re¬ 
sorted to him out of all their 
borders. H For the Levites left 
their suburbs and their posses¬ 
sion, and came to Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem: for Jeroboam and his 
sons had cast them off from ex¬ 
ecuting the priest's office unto 
the Lord: “And he ordained him 
priests for the high places, and 
for the devils, and for the calves 
which he had made. “And after 
them out of all the tribes of Is¬ 
rael such as set their hearts to 
seek the Lord God of Israel came 
to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto 
the Lord God of their fathers. 
17 So they strengthened the king¬ 
dom of Judah, and made Reho- 
boam the son of Solomon strong, 
three years: for three years they 
walked in the way of David and 
Solomon. 

18 And Rehoboam took him 
Mahalath the daughter of Jeri- 
moth the son of David to wife, 
and Abiheil the daughter of Eli- 
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ab the son of Jesse; 19 Who bore 
him children; Jeush, and Sha- 
mariah, and Zaham. 20 Who bore 
him children; Maachah the daugh¬ 
ter of Absalom; who bore him 
Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 2, And Rehoboam loved 
Maachah the daughter of Absa¬ 
lom above all his wives and his 
concubines: (for he took eight¬ 
een wives, and threescore con¬ 
cubines ; and begot twenty and 
eight sons, and threescore daugh¬ 
ters.) 22 And Rehoboam made 
Abijah the son of Maachah the 
chief, to be ruler among his 
brethren: for he thought to make 
him king. z3 And he dealt wisely, 
and distributed all his children 
throughout all the lands of Ju¬ 
dah and Benjamin, unto every 
fortified city: and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And he 
desired many wives. 

And it came to pass, when 
Rehoboam had established 
the kingdom, and had strength¬ 
ened himself, he forsook the law 
of the Lord, and all Israel with 
him. 

“And it came to pass, that in 
the fifth year of king Rehoboam 
Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, because they 
had transgressed against the 
Lord, 3 With twelve hundred char¬ 
iots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen: and the people were 
without number that came with 
him out of Egypt; the Lubim, 
the Sukkiim, and the Ethiopians. 
4 And he took the fortified cities 


which pertained to Judah, and 
came to Jerusalem. 

8 Then came Shemaiah the 
prophet to Rehoboam, and to the 
princes of Judah, that were gath¬ 
ered together to Jerusalem be¬ 
cause of Shishak, and said unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord, Ye 
have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the lmiul 
of Shishak. ®Whereupon the prin¬ 
ces of Israel and the king hum¬ 
bled themselves; and they said, 
The Lord is righteous. 7 And when 
the Lord saw that they humbled 
themselves, the word of the Lord 
came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; there¬ 
fore I will not destroy them, but 
I will grant them some deliver¬ 
ance; and my wrath shall not be 
poured out upon Jerusalem by 
the hand of Shishak. Neverthe¬ 
less they shall be his servants; 
that they may know my service, 
and the service of the kingdoms 
of the countries. 

B And Shishak king of Egypt 
came up against Jerusalem, and 
took away the treasures of the 
house of the Lord, and the trea¬ 
sures of the king’s house; he 
took all: he carried away also tho 
shields of gold which Solomon had 
made. 10 Instead of which king 
Rehoboam made shields of brass, 
and committed them to the hands 
of the chief of the runners, that 
kept the entrance of the king’s 
house. n And when the king en¬ 
tered into the house of the Lord, 
the runners came and fetched 
them, and brought them back in- 
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to the chamber of the runners. 
ia And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned 
from him, that he would not de¬ 
stroy him altogether: and also in 
Judah things went well. 

' 'Ho king Rehoboam strength¬ 
ened himself in Jerusalem, and 
reigned: for Rehoboam was one 
and forty years old when he be¬ 
gan to reign, and he reigned sev¬ 
enteen years in Jerusalem, the 
city which the Lord had chosen 
out of all the tribes of Israel, to 
put his name there. And his 
mother's name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 14 And he did evil, 
because he prepared not his heart 
to seek the Lord. 

,ft Now the acts of Rehoboam, 
first and last, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of Shemaiah the 
prophet, and of Iddo the seer 
cunceming genealogies? 

And there were wars between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam continu¬ 
ally. 

10 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fnthers, and was buried in the 
city of David: and Abijah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

Now in the eighteenth year 
of king Jeroboam began Abi¬ 
jah to reign over Judah. 2 He 
reigned three years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Mi- 
clmiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. 

And there was war between 
Abijah and Jeroboam. "And Abi¬ 
jah set the battle in array with 
an army of valiant men of 
war. even four hundred thousand 


chosen men: Jeroboam also set 
the battle in array against 
him with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, being mighty men 
of valour. 

4 And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zemaraim, which is in 
mount Ephraim, and said, Hear 
me, thou Jeroboam, and all Is¬ 
rael; "Ought ye not to know that 
the Lord God of Israel gave the 
kingdom over Israel to David for 
ever, even to him and to his sons 
by a covenant of salt? 0 Yet Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, the ser¬ 
vant of Solomon the son of David, 
is risen up, and hath rebelled a- 
gainst his lord. r And there are 
gathered unto him idlers and 
wicked men, and have strength¬ 
ened themselves against Rehobo¬ 
am the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender¬ 
hearted, and could not withstand 
them. 8 And now ye think to 
withstand the kingdom of the 
Lord in the hand of the sons of 
David; and ye are a great multi¬ 
tude, and there are with you 
golden calves, which Jeroboam 
made you for gods. "Have ye not 
cast out the priests of the Lord, 
the sons of Aaron, and the Lev- 
ites, and have made you priests 
after the manner of the nations 
of other lands? so that whoso¬ 
ever cometh to consecrate him¬ 
self with a young bullock and 
seven rams, the same may be a 
prieBt of them that are no gods. 
10 But as for us, the Lord is our 
God, and we have not forsaken 
him; the sons of Aaron minister 
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to the Lord as priests, and the 
Levites with their work. ”And 
they burn unto the Lord every 
morning and every evening burnt- 
sacrifices and sweet incense: the 
shewbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the 
candlestick of gold with the lamps 
thereof, to burn every evening: 
for we keep the charge of the 
Lord our God; but ye have for¬ 
saken him. 12 And, behold, God 
himself is with us for our cap¬ 
tain, and his priests with sound¬ 
ing trumpets to cry alarm against 
you, 0 children of Israel, fight 
ye not against the Lord God of 
your fathers; for ye shall not 
prosper. 

ls But Jeroboam caused an am- 
bushment to come about behind 
them: so they were before Judah, 
and the ambushment was behind 
them. 14 And when Judah looked 
back, behold, the battle was be¬ 
fore and behind: and they cried 
unto the Lord, and the priests 
sounded with the trumpets. 15 Then 
the men of Judah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, 
it came to pass, that God smote 
Jeroboam and all Israel before 
Abijah and Judah. 16 And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel fled before Judah: 
and God delivered them into 
their hand. 17 And Abijah and his 
people slew them with a great 
slaughter: so there fell down slain 
of Israel five hundred thousand 
chosen men. 18 Thus the children 
of Israel were brought under at 
that time, and the children of 
Judah prevailed, because they re¬ 


lied upon the Lord God of Ihei 
fathers. 

lft And Abijah pursued after Je 
roboam, and took cities from him 
Beth-el with the towns thereof 
and Jeshanah with the towns 
thereof, and Ephraim with th< 
towns thereof. 20 Neither did Je 
roboam recover strength agair 
in the days of Abijah: and the 
Lord struck him, and he died. 

21 But Abijah waxed mighty, 
and married fourteen wives, and 
begot twenty and two sons, and 
sixteen daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of 
Abijah, and his ways, and his 
sayings, are written in the story 
of the prophet Iddo. 

23 So Abijah slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and they buried him in the 
city of David: and Asa his son 
reigned in his stead. In his days 
the land was quiet ten years. 

And Asa did that which was 
good and right in the eyes 
of the Lord his God: 2 For he 
took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, 
and broke down the images, and 
cut down the groves: 3 And co?n- 
manded Judah to seek the I<ord 
God of their fathers, and to do 
the law and the commandment. 
4 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places 
and the sun-images: and the 
kingdom was quiet before him. 
5 And he built fortified cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and 
he had no war in those years; 
because the Lord had given him 
rest, therefore he said unto Jti 
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(lah, Let us build these cities, and 
make about them walls, and tow¬ 
ers, gates, and bars, while the 
land is yet before us; because 
we have sought the Lord our God, 
we have sought him, and he hath 
given us rest on every side. So 
th*>y hullt and prospered. 

'And Asa had an army of men 
Iliat bore targets and spears, out 
of Judah three hundred thou¬ 
sand; and out of Benjamin, that 
hore shields and drew bows, two 
hundred and fourscore thousand; 
all these were mighty men of 
valour. 

“And there came out against 
them Zerah the Ethiopian with 
a host of a thousand thousand, 
mid three hundred chariots: and 
came unto Mareshah. “Then Asa 
went out against him, and they 
set the battle in array in the val¬ 
ley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 
“'Arid Asa cried unto the Lord 
his God, and said, Lord, it is noth¬ 
ing with thee to help, whether 
the mighty, or the powerless: 
ilielp us, O Lord our God; for we 
! rcst on thee, and in thy name we 
|go against this multitude. 0 
Lord, thou art our God; let not 
[man prevail against thee. 

n So the Lord smote the Ethi¬ 
opians before Asa, and before 
Judah; and the Ethiopians fled. 
112 And Asa and the people that 
|were with him pursued them un- 
fto Gernr: and the Ethiopians 
fwerc overthrown, that they could 
hot recover themselves; for they 
^ere destroyed before the Lord, 
jtnd before his host; and they 


carried away very much spoil. 
13 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear 
of the Lord came upon them: 
and they spoiled all the cities; 
for there was exceeding much 
spoil in them. “They smote also 
the tents of cattle, and carried 
away sheep and camels in abund¬ 
ance, and returned to Jerusalem. 
And the spirit of God came 
upon Azariah the son of 
Oded: 2 And he went out to meet 
Asa, and said unto him, Hear ye 
me, Asa, and all Judah and Ben¬ 
jamin; The Lord is with you, 
while ye are with him; and if 
ve seek him, he will be found of 
you; but if ye forsake him, he 
will forsake you. 3 Now for a 
long season Israel hath been 
without the true God, and with¬ 
out a teaching priest, and without 
law. 4 But when they in their 
trouble did turn unto the Lord 
God of Israel, and sought him, 
he was found of them. 5 And in 
those times there was no peace 
to him that went out, nor to him 
that came in, but great vexations 
were upon all the inhabitants of 
the countries. °And nation was 
destroyed of nation, and city of 
city: for God did vex them with 
all adversity. 7 Be ye strong there¬ 
fore, and let not your hands be 
weak: for your work shall be re¬ 
warded. 

8 And when Asa heard these 
words, and the prophecy of Oded 
the prophet, he took courage, and 
put away the abominable idols 
out of all the land of Judah and 
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Benjamin, and out of the cities 
which he had taken from mount 
Ephraim, and renewed the altar 
of the Lord, that was before the 
porch of the Lord. 8 And he gath¬ 
ered all Judah and Benjamin, and 
the strangers with them out of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him 
out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him. 10 So they gath¬ 
ered themselves together at Jeru¬ 
salem in the third month, in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of 
Asa. n And they offered unto the 
Lord the same day, of the spoil 
which they had brought, seven 
hundred oxen and seven thousand 
sheep. ,2 And they entered into 
a covenant to seek the Lord God 
of their fathers with all their 
heart and with all their soul; 
13 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should 
be put to death, whether small 
or great, whether man or woman. 
”And they swore unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shout¬ 
ing, and with trumpets, and with 
cornets. 15 And all Judah rejoiced 
at the oath: for they had sworn 
with all their heart, and sought 
him with their whole desire; and 
he was found of them: and the 
Lord gave them rest round about. 

,0 And also concerning Maachah 
the mother of Asa the king, he 
removed her from being queen, 
because she had made a hideous 
idol for a grove: and Asa cut 
down her idol, and stamped it, 
and burnt it at the brook Kidron. 


17 But the high places were noi 
taken away out of IsraeT: never 
theless the heart of Asa was per 
feet all his days. 

18 And he brought into the houst 
of God the things that his fathei 
had dedicated, and that he him¬ 
self had dedicated, silver, anc 
gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war 
unto the five and thirtieth yeai 
of the reign of Asa. 

In the six and thirtieth year 
of the reign of Asa Baasha 
king of Israel came up against 
Judah, and built Ramah, to the 
intent that he might let none go 
out or come in to Asa king of 
Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver 
and gold out of the treasures of 
the house of the Lord and of the 
king’s house, and sent to Ben- 
hadad king of Syria, that dwelt 
at Damascus, saying, 3 There in 
a league between me and thee, 
as there was between my father 
and thy father: behold, I have 
sent thee silver and gold; go, 
break thy league with Baaslm 
king of Israel, that he may de¬ 
part from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened un¬ 
to king Asa, and sent the captains 
of his armies against the cities 
of Israel; and they smote Ijon, 
and Dan, and Abel-maim, and all 
the store-cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when 
Baasha heard it, that he left off 
the building of Ramah, and let 
his work cease. 6 Then Asa the 
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king took all Judah; and they 
tarried away the atones of Ra- 
mah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Baasha was building; 
i and he built therewith Geba and 
Mizpah. 

’And at that time Hanani the 
!»**• r cnme to Asa king of Judah, 
and said unto him, Because thou 
hast relied on the king of Syria, 
and not relied on the Lord thy 
God, therefore is the host of the 
king of Syria escaped out of thine 
nand. “Were not the Ethiopians 
and the Lubim a huge host, with 
very many chariots and horse¬ 
men? yet, because thou didst rely 
on the Lord, he delivered them 
Into thine hand. B For the eyes 
bf the Lord run to and fro 
i throughout the whole earth, to 
Ihcw himself strong in the be- 
fialf of them whose heart is per¬ 
fect toward him. Herein thou 
i [nisi done foolishly: therefore 
from henceforth thou shalt have 
■ vars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the 
leer, and put him in a prison- 
house; for he was in a rage with 
him because of this thing. And 
\sa crushed some of the people 
the same time. 

"And, behold, the acts of Asa, 
first and last, lo, they are writ¬ 
ten in the book of the kings of 
< fudah and Israel. 

13 And Asa in the thirty and 
Until year of his reign was 
liseased in his feet, until his 
lisonsc was exceeding great: yet 
in his disease he sought not to 
ihu liord, but to the physicians. 


18 And Asa slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and died in the one and 
fortieth year of his reign. ,4 And 
they buried him in his own sep¬ 
ulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and 
laid him in the bed which was 
filled with sweet odours and div¬ 
ers kinds of spices prepared by 
the apothecaries’ art and they 
made a very great burning for 
him. 

And Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in hiB stead, and 
strengthened himself against Is¬ 
rael. 2 And he placed forces in all 
the fortified cities of Judah, and 
set garrisons in the land of Judah, 
and in the cities of Ephraim, 
which Asa his father had taken. 
3 And the Lord was with Jehosha¬ 
phat, because he walked in the 
first ways of his father David, 
and sought not unto Baalim; ‘But 
sought to the God of his father, 
and walked in his commandments, 
and not after the doings of Is¬ 
rael. “Therefore the Lord estab¬ 
lished the kingdom in his hand; 
and all Judah brought to Jeho¬ 
shaphat presents; and he had 
riches and honour in abundance. 
fl And his heart was lifted up in 
the ways of the Lord: moreover 
he took away the high places 
and groves out of Judah. 

’Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to his princes, even 
to Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and 
to Zechariah, and to Nethaneel, 
and to Michaiah, to teach in the 
cities of Judah. e And with them 
he sent Levites, even Shemaiah, 
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and Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, 
and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama 
and Jehoram, priests. B And they 
taught in Judah, and had the 
book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about through¬ 
out all the cities of Judah, and 
taught the people. 

10 And the fear of the Lord fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the 
lands that were round about Ju¬ 
dah, so that they made no war 
against Jehoshaphat. 11 Also some 
of the Philistines brought Jeho¬ 
shaphat presents, and tribute sil¬ 
ver; and the Arabians brought 
him flocks, seven thousand and 
seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he- 
goats. 12 And Jehoshaphat waxed 
great exceedingly; and he built 
in Judah castles, and cities of 
store. 13 And he had much busi¬ 
ness in the cities of Judah: and 
the men of war, mighty men of 
valour, were in Jerusalem. 

14 And these are the numbers 
of them according to the house 
of their fathers: Of Judah, the 
captains of thousands; Adnah the 
chief, and with him mighty men 
of valour three hundred thousand. 
15 And next to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two 
hundred and fourscore thousand. 
16 And next to him was Amasiah 
the son of Zichri, who willingly 
offered himself unto the Lord; 
and with him two hundred thou¬ 
sand mighty men o f valour. 17 And 


of Benjamin; Eliada a might 
man of valour, and with 1m 
armed men with bow and shiel 
two hundred thousand. 18 An 
next to him was Jehozabad, an 
with him a hundred and foui 
score thousand ready prepare 
for the war. 19 These waited o 
the king, besides those whom t.h 
king put in the fortified citie 
throughout all Judah. 

Now Jehoshaphat had riche 
and honour in abundant* 
and joined affinity with Ahal: 
2 And after certain years he wen 
down to Ahab to Samaria. Aim 
Ahab killed sheep and oxen 
him in abundance, and for l.h< 
people that he had with him, ant 
persuaded him to go up with hin 
to Ramoth-gilead. 3 And Altai 
king of Israel said unto Jeho 
shaphat king of Judah, Wilt thoi 
go with me to Ramoth-gilead' 
And he answered him, I am at 
thou art, and my people as thy 
people; and we uhll be with the* 
in the war. 

♦And Jehoshaphat said untc 
the king of Israel, Inquire, I piny 
thee, at the word of the Lord to¬ 
day. 5 Therefore the king of Is¬ 
rael gathered together of proph¬ 
ets four hundred men, and said 
unto them. Shall we go to Rh- 
moth-gilead to battle, or shall 
I forbear? And they said, Go up; 
for God will deliver it into lb* 1 
king's hand. 6 But Jehoshaphai 
said, Is there not here a prophet 
of the Lord besides, that wt 
might inquire of him? 7 And the 
king of Israel said unto Jeho- 
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shaphat, There ia yet one man, 
by whom we may inquire of the 
Lord: but I hate him; for he 
never prophesied good unto me, 
but always evil: the same is 
Micaiah the son of Imla. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the 
king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called 
for one of hia officers, and said, 
Fetch quickly Micaiah the son of 
Imla. v And the king of Israel 
and Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
sat either of them on his throne, 
clothed in their robes, and they 
sat in a threshing-floor at the 
entrance of the gate of Samaria; 
and all the prophets prophesied 
before them. “And Zedekiah the 
son of Chenaanah had made him 
horns of iron, and said, Thus 
ninth the Lord, With these thou 
shall push Syria until they be 
consumed. 11 And all the proph¬ 
ets prophesied so, saying, Go up 
to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: 
for the Lord shall deliver it into 
the hand of the king. 

,s And the messenger that went 
to call Micaiah spoke to him, say¬ 
ing, Behold, the words of the 
prophets declare good to the king 
with one assent; let thy word 
therefore, I pray thee, be like 
one of theirs, and speak thou 
good. “And Micaiah said, Aa the 
Lord liveth, even what my God 
saith, that will I speak. 

“And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, 
Micaiah, shall we go to Ramoth- 
gilead to buttle, or shall I for¬ 
bear? And he said, Go ye up. 


and prosper, and they shall be 
delivered into your hand. “And 
the king said to him, How many 
times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth 
to me in the name of the Lord? 
“Then he said, I did see all Is¬ 
rael scattered upon the moun¬ 
tains, as sheep that have no Bhep- 
herd: and the Lord said, These 
have no master; let them return 
therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 1T And the king of Is¬ 
rael said to Jehoshaphat, Did I 
not tell thee that he would not 
prophesy good unto me, but evil? 

“Again he said, Therefore hear 
the word of the Lord; I saw the 
Lord sitting upon his throne, and 
all the host of heaven standing 
on his right hand and on his left. 
“And the Lord said, Who shall 
entice Ahab king of Israel, that 
he may go up and fall at Ramoth- 
gilead? And one spoke saying 
after this manner, and another 
saying after that manner. “Then 
there came out a spirit, and stood 
before the Lord, and said, I will 
entice him. And the Lord said 
unto him, Wherewith? ai And he 
said, I will go out, and be a lying 
spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And the Lord said, 
Thou shalt entice him, and thou 
shalt also prevail: go out, and 
do even so. aa Now therefore, be¬ 
hold, the Lord hath put a lying 
spirit in the mouth of these thy 
prophets, and the Lord hath 
spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of 
Chenaanah came near, and smote 
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Micaiah upon the cheek, and said. 
Which way went the spirit of 
the Lord from me to speak unto 
thee? 24 And Micaiah said, Be¬ 
hold, thou shalt see on that day 
when thou shalt go into an inner 
chamber to hide thyself. “Then 
the king of Israel said, Take ye 
Micaiah, and carry him back to 
Amon the governor of the city, 
and to Joash the king’s son; 
20 And say. Thus saith the king, 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction 
and with water of affliction, until 
I return in peace. Z7 And Micaiah 
said, If thou certainly return in 
peace, then hath not the Lord 
spoken by me. And he said, Hear¬ 
ken, all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah 
went up to Ramoth-gilead. 2B And 
the king of Israel said unto Je- 
hoshaphat, I will disguise my¬ 
self, and will go to the battle; 
but put thou on thy robes. So 
the king of Israel disguised him¬ 
self ; and they went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had 
commanded the captains of the 
chariots that were with him, say¬ 
ing, Fight ye not with small or 
great, save only with the king 
of Israel. 3t And it came to pass, 
when the captains of the chariots 
saw Jehoshaphat, that they said. 
It is the king of Israel. There¬ 
fore they compassed about him 
to fight: but Jehoshaphat cried 
out, and the Lord helped him; 
and God moved them to depart 
from him. 32 For it came to pass, 


that, when the captains of the 
chariots perceived that it was 
not the king of Israel, they turned 
back again from pursuing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a 
bow at a venture, and smote the 
king of Israel between the joints 
of the harness: therefore he said 
to his chariot man, Turn thine 
hand, that thou mayest carry me 
out of the host; for I am wound¬ 
ed. 

34 And the battle increased that 
day: howbeit the king of Israel 
stayed himself up in kis chariot 
against the Syrians until the 
even: and about the time of 1.1m 
sun going down he died. 

And Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah returned to his house 
in peace to Jerusalem. 2 And Jehu 
the son of Hanani the seer went 
out to meet him, and said to king 
Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help 
the ungodly, and love them that 
hate the Lord? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord. 
■’Nevertheless there are good 
things found in thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out 
of the land, and hast prepared 
thine heart to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Je¬ 
rusalem; and he went out again 
through the people from Beer- 
sheba to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back unto the Lord 
God of their fathers. r, And he sot 
judges in the land throughout all 
the fortified cities of Judah, city 
by city, a And said to the judges, 
Take heed what ye do: for ye 
judge not for man, but for the 
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Lord, who is with you in the 
Judgment. 7 Wherefore now let 
the fear of the Lord be upon 
you; take heed and do it: for 
there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of 
persons, nor taking of gifts. 

"Moreover in Jerusalem did 
Jehoshaphat set of the Levites, 
and of the priests, and of the 
heads of families of Israel, for 
the judgment of the Lord, and 
for controversies, when they re¬ 
turned to Jerusalem. ®And he 
charged them, saying, Thus shall 
ye do in the fear of the Lord, 
faithfully, and with a perfect 
heart. 10 And what cause soever 
sliall come to you of your breth¬ 
ren that dwell in their cities, be¬ 
tween blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, statutes 
and judgments, ye shall even warn 
them that they trespass not a- 
gainst the Lord, and so wrath 
come upon you, and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall 
not trespass. M And, behold, A- 
mariah the chief priest is over 
you in all matters of the Lord; 
and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, 
the ruler of the house of Judah, 
for all the king's matters: also 
the Levites shall be officers be¬ 
fore you. Deal courageously, and 
the Lord shall be with the good. 

It came to pass after this 
also, that the children of 
Moab, and the children of Am¬ 
mon, and with them others be¬ 
sides the Ammonites, came a- 
gainst Jehoshaphat to battle. 
"Then there came some that told 


Jehoshaphat, saying, There com- 
eth a great multitude againBt 
thee from beyond the sea on this 
side Syria; and, behold, they are 
in Hazazon-tamar, which is En- 
gedi. fl And Jehoshaphat feared, 
and set himself to seek the Lord, 
and proclaimed a fast throughout 
all Judah. 4 And Judah gathered 
themselves together, to ask help 
of the Lord: even out of all the 
cities of Judah they came to seek 
the Lord. 8 And Jehoshaphat stood 
in the congregation of Judah and 
Jerusalem, in the house of the 
Lord, before the new court, “And 
said, O Lord God of our fathers, 
art not thou God in heaven? and 
rulest not thou over all the king¬ 
doms of the nations? and in thine 
hand is there not power and 
might, so that none is able to 
withstand thee? 7 Art not thou 
our God, who didst drive out the 
inhabitants of this land before 
thy people Israel, and gavest it 
to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever? 8 And they dwelt there¬ 
in, and have built thee a sanctu¬ 
ary therein for thy name, say¬ 
ing, ®If, when evil cometh upon 
us, as the sword, judgment, or 
pestilence, or famine, we stand 
before thiB house, and in thy 
presence, (for thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto thee in our 
affliction, then thou wilt hear 
and help. 10 And now, behold, the 
children of Ammon and Moab 
and mount Seir, whom thou 
wouldest not let Israel invade, 
when they came out of the land 
of Egypt, but they turned from 
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them, and destroyed them not; 
11 Behold, I say, how they reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy 
possession, which thou hast given 
us to inherit. 12 0 our God, wilt 
thou not judge them? for we have 
no might against this great com¬ 
pany that cometh against us; 
neither know we what to do: but 
our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before 
the Lord, with their little ones, 
their wives, and their children. 

H Then upon Jahaziel the son 
of Zeehariah, the son of Benaiah, 
the son of Jeiel, the son of Mat- 
taniah, a Levite of the sons of 
Asaph, came the spirit of the 
Lord in the midst of the congre¬ 
gation; 15 And he said. Hearken 
ye, all Judah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, and thou king Je- 
hoshaphat, Thus saith the Lord 
unto you, Be not afraid nor dis¬ 
mayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle is not 
yours, but God’s. 1€ To-morrow 
go ye down against them: be¬ 
hold, they eome up by the hill of 
Ziz; and ye shall find them at the 
end of the brook, before the wil¬ 
derness of Jeruel. 17 Ye shall not 
need to fight in this battle: set 
yourselves, stand ye still, and see 
the salvation of the Lord with 
you, 0 Judah and Jerusalem: 
fear not, nor be dismayed; to¬ 
morrow go out against them: for 
the Lord will be with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground: 
and all Judah and the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem fell before 


the Lord, worshipping the Lord. 
,0 And the Levites, of the children 
of the Kohathites, and of the chil¬ 
dren of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise the Lord God of Israel 
with an exceeding loud voice. 

20 And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the 
wilderness of Tekoa: and as they 
went forth, Jehoshaphat stood 
and said, Hear me, O Judah, and 
ye inhabitants of Jerusalem; Be¬ 
lieve in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe 
his prophets, so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted 
with the people, he appointed 
singers unto the Lord, and that 
should praise the beauty of holi¬ 
ness, as they went out before the 
army, and to say, Praise the 
Lord; for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 22 And when they began to 
sing and to praise, the Lord set 
ambushments against the children 
of Ammon, Moab, and mount 
Seir, that were come against Ju 
dah; and they were smitten. "For 
the children of Ammon and Moab 
stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to exter¬ 
minate and destroy them: and 
when they had made an end of 
the inhabitants of Seir, everyone 
helped to destroy another. 

2 *And when Judah came toward 
the watch-tower in the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, 
and, behold, they were dead bodies 
fallen to the earth, and none es¬ 
caped. 25 And when Jehoshaphat 
and his people came to take away 
the spoil of them, they found 
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among them in abundance both 
riches with the dead bodies, 
and precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more 
than they could carry away: and 
they were three days in gathering 
iII m« spoil, it was so much. J9 And 
on the fourth day they assembled 
themselves in the valley of Be- 
rachah; for there they blessed 
the Lord: therefore the name of 
the same place was called, The 
vnlley of Berachah, unto this day. 
y? Then they returned, every man 
of Judah and Jerusalem, and Je- 
hoshaphat in the forefront of 
them, to go back to Jerusalem 
with joy; for the Lord had made 
them to rejoice over their ene¬ 
mies. 28 And they came to Jeru¬ 
salem with psalteries and harps 
and trumpets unto the house of 
the Lord. 2B And the fear of God 
was on all the kingdoms of those 
countries, when they had heard 
that the Lord fought againBt the 
enemies of Israel. 30 So the realm 
of Jehoshaphat was quiet: for 
his God gave him rest round 
about. 

n, And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned twenty and five 
years in Jerusalem. And his moth¬ 
er's name was Azubah the daugh¬ 
ter of Shilhi. 

n2 And he walked in the way 
of Asa his father, and departed 
not from it, doing that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord. 
“*lhit the high places were not 
taken away: for as yet the peo¬ 


ple had not prepared their hearts 
unto the God of their fathers. 

84 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoshaphat, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are entered in the book 
of Jehu the son of Hanani, who 
is mentioned in the book of the 
kings of Israel. 

3S And after this did Jehosha¬ 
phat king of Judah join himself 
with Ahaziah king of Israel, who 
did very wickedly: 38 And he 
joined himself with him to make 
ships to go to Tarshish: and they 
made the ships in Ezion-gaber. 
37 Then Eliezer the son of Doda- 
vah of Mareshah prophesied a- 
gainst Jehoshaphat, saying, Be¬ 
cause thou hast joined thyself 
with Ahaziah, the Lord hath 
broken thy works. And the ships 
were broken, that they were not 
able to go to Tarshish. 

Now Jehoshaphat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried 
with his fathers in the city of 
David. And Jehoram his son 
reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons 
of Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Je- 
hiel, and Zechariah, and Azariah, 
and Michael, and Shephatiah: all 
these were the sons of Jeho¬ 
shaphat king of Israel. a And their 
father gave them great gifts of 
silver, and of gold, and of pre¬ 
cious things, with fortified eities 
in Judah: but the kingdom gave 
he to Jehoram; because he was 
the first-born. 4 Now when Jeho¬ 
ram was risen up to the king¬ 
dom of his father, he strength¬ 
ened himself, and slew all his 
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brethren with the sword, and 
some also of the princes of Israel. 

Mehoram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eight years in Je¬ 
rusalem. a And he walked in the 
way of the kings of Israel, like 
aa did the house of Ahab: for 
he had the daughter of Ahab to 
wife: and he wrought that which 
was evil in the eyes of the Lord. 
7 But the Lord would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the 
covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to 
give a light to him and to his 
sons for ever. 

8 In his days the Edomites re¬ 
volted from under the dominion 
of Judah, and made themselves 
a king. e Then Jehoram went forth 
with his princes, and all his char¬ 
iots with him: and he rose up 
by night, and smote the Edom¬ 
ites that compassed him about, 
and the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted 
from under the hand of Judah 
unto this day. The same time 
also did Libnah revolt from un¬ 
der his hand; because he had 
forsaken the Lord God of his 
fathers. “Moreover he made high 
places in the mountains of Judah, 
and caused the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem to go astray, and com¬ 
pelled Judah thereto. 

12 And there came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord God of 
David thy father. Because thou 
hast not walked in the ways of 
Jehoshaphat thy father, nor in 


the ways of Asa king of Judah, 
“But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast 
made Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem to go astray, like 
to the harlotries of the house of 
Ahab, and also hast slain thy 
brethren of thy father’s house, 
who were better than thyself: 
“Behold, with a great plague 
will the Lord smite thy people, 
and thy children, and thy wives, 
and all thy goods: “And thou 
skalt have great sickness by din 
ease of thy bowels, until ihy 
bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

“Moreover the Lord stirred 
up against Jehoram the spirit of 
the Philistines, and of the Arabi¬ 
ans, that were near the Ethiop¬ 
ians: “And they came up into 
Judah, and broke into it, and 
carried away all the substance 
that was found in the king’s 
house, and his sons also, and his 
wives; so that there was never 
a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. “And 
after all this the Lord smote him 
in his bowels with an incurable 
disease. “And it came to pass, 
that in process of time, after the 
end of two years, his bowels fell 
out by reason of his sickness: so 
he died of sore diseases. And his 
people made no burning for him, 
like the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign, and 
he reigned in Jerusalem eight 
years, and departed without be¬ 
ing desired. And they buried 
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him in the city of David, but not 
in the sepulchres of the kings. 
And the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem made Ahaziah his 
youngest son king in his stead: 
for the band of men that came 
with the Arabians to the camp 
had slain all the eldest. So Ahaz¬ 
iah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigned. a Forty and two 
years old was Ahaziah when he 
began to reign, and he reigned 
one year in Jerusalem. His moth¬ 
er's name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. 

’He also walked in the ways 
of the house of Ahab: for his 
mother was his counsellor to do 
wickedly. ‘Wherefore he did evil 
in the sight of the Lord like the 
house of Ahab: for they were 
his counsellors after the death of 
his father to Mb destruction. "He 
walked also after their counsel, 
and went with Jehoram the Bon 
of Ahab king of Israel to war 
against Hazael king of Syria at 
Rumoth-gilead: and the Syrians 
smote Joram. "And he returned 
to he healed in Jezreel because of 
the wounds which were given him 
at Ramah, when he fought with 
Ilazael king of Syria. And Azar- 
iah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram 
the son of Ahab at Jezreel, be¬ 
cause he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaz¬ 
iah was of God by coming to Jo- 
ram : for when he was come, he 
went out with Jehoram against 
Jehu the son of NimBhi, whom 
the Lord had anointed to cut off 


the house of Ahab. B And it came 
to pass, that, when Jehu was ex¬ 
ecuting judgment upon the house 
of Ahab, and found the princes 
of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of Ahaziah, that min¬ 
istered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 
8 And he sought Ahaziah: and 
they caught him, (for he was hid 
in Samaria,) and brought him 
to Jehu: and when they had slain 
him, they buried him: Because, 
said they, he is the son of Jeho- 
shaphat, who sought the Lord 
with all his heart. So the house 
of Ahaziah had no power to keep 
still the kingdom. 

l0 But when Athaliah the moth¬ 
er of Ahaziah saw that her son 
was dead, she arose and exter¬ 
minated all the seed royal of the 
house of Judah. “But Jehosha- 
beath, the daughter of the king, 
took Joash the son of Ahaziah, 
and stole him from among the 
king's sons that were slain, and 
put him and his nurse in a bed¬ 
chamber. So Jehoshabeath, the 
daughter of king Jehoram, the 
wife of Jehoiada the priest, (for 
she was the sister of Ahaziah,) 
hid him from Athaliah, so that 
she slew him not. 1J And he was 
with them hid in the house of 
God six years: and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 

And in the seventh year Je¬ 
hoiada strengthened himself, 
and took the captains of hun¬ 
dreds, Azariah the son of Jero- 
ham, and Ishmael the son of 
Jehohanan, and Azariah the son 
of Obed, and Maaseiah the son 
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of Adaiah, and Elishaphat the 
son of Zichri, into covenant with 
him. 2 And they went about in 
Judah, and gathered the Levites 
out of ail the cities of Judah, and 
the heads of families of Israel, 
and they came to Jerusalem. 3 And 
ail the congregation made a cov¬ 
enant with the king in the house 
of God. And he said unto them, 
Behold, the king's son shall reign, 
as the Lord hath said of the sons 
of David. 4 This is the thing that 
ye shall do; A third part of you 
entering on the sabbath, of the 
priests and of the Levites, shall 
be gate-keepers at the thresholds; 
5 And a third part shall be at the 
king's house; and a third part 
at the gate of the foundation; 
and all the people shall be in the 
courts of the house of the Lord. 
6 But let none come into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites; 
they shall go in, for they are 
holy: but all the people shall 
keep the charge of the Lord. 7 And 
the Levites shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whoso¬ 
ever else cometh into the house, 
he shall be put to death; but be 
ye with the king when he cometh 
in, and when he goeth out. 

fi So the Levites and all Judah 
did according to all the things 
that Jehoiada the priest had com¬ 
manded, and took every man his 
men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to 
go out on the sabbath: for Jeho¬ 
iada the priest dismissed not the 


divisions. 9 Morcover Jehoiada th 
priest delivered to the captain 
of hundreds spears, and buckler? 
and shields, that had been kinj 
David's, which were in the holm' 
of God. 10 And he set all the poo 
pie, every man having his weapoi 
in his hand, from the right sid< 
of the temple to the left side o 
the temple, along by the altn; 
and the temple, by the king roum 
about. "Then they brought on 
the king’s son, and put upor 
him the crown, and gave him tin 
testimony, and made him king 
And Jehoiada and his sons anoint 
ed him, and said, Long live Hu 
king. 

12 Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and 
praising the king, she came tc 
the people into the house of the 
Lord: 13 And she looked, and, be¬ 
hold, the king stood at his pillar 
at the entrance, and the princes 
and the trumpets by the king: 
and all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and sounded with trump¬ 
ets, also the singers with instru¬ 
ments of music, and such as 
taught to sing praise. Then 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
said, Treason, treason. 

"Then Jehoiada the priest 
brought out the captains of hun¬ 
dreds that were set over the ar¬ 
my, and said unto them, Have 
her forth of the ranges: and who¬ 
so followeth her, let him be slnin 
with the sword. For the priest 
said, Slay her not in the house 
of the Lord. ls So they laid hands 
on her; and when she was come 
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to llie entrance of the horse gate 
by the king’s house, they slew 
her there. 

10 And Jehoiada made a cov¬ 
enant between him, and between 
all the people, and between the 
king, that they should be the 
lord's people. 17 Then all the peo¬ 
ple went to the house of Baal, 
and broke it down, and broke his 
altars and his images in pieces, 
and slew Mattan the priest of 
HhhI before the altars. 

'"Also Jehoiada appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lord 
by the hand of the priests the 
Levi tea, whom David had distrib¬ 
uted in the house of the Lord, to 
o(Ter the burnt-offerings of the 
lord, as it is written in the law 
of Moses, with rejoicing and with 
singing, as it was ordained by 
David. 1B And he set the gate¬ 
keepers at the gates of the house 
of the Lord, that none that was 
unclean in any thing should enter 
in. z0 And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all 
the people of the land, and brought 
down the king from the house 
of the Lord: and they came 
through the high gate into the 
king's house, and set the king 
upon the throne of the kingdom. 
"‘And all the people of the land 
rejoiced: and the city was quiet, 
after that they had slain Athaliah 
with the sword. 

Joash was seven years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned forty years in Jeru¬ 


salem. His mother's name also 
was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 

"And Joash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord 
all the days of Jehoiada the priest. 
a And Jehoiada took for him two 
wives; and he begot sons and 
daughters. 

*And it came to pass after this, 
that Joash was minded to repair 
the house of the Lord. 5 And he 
gathered together the priests and 
the Levites, and said to them, 
Go out unto the cities of Judah, 
and gather of all Israel money 
to repair the house of your God 
from year to year, and see that 
ye hasten the matter. But the 
Levites hastened it not. "And 
the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief, and said unto him, Why 
hast thou not required of the 
Levites to bring in out of Judah 
and out of Jerusalem the collec¬ 
tion, according to the command¬ 
ment of Moses the servant of the 
Lord, and of the congregation of 
Israel, for the tabernacle of wit¬ 
ness? 7 For the sons of Athaliah, 
that wicked woman, had broken 
up the house of God; and also 
all the dedicated things of the 
house of the Lord did they bestow 
upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king's command¬ 
ment they made a chest, and set 
it without at the gate of the 
house of the Lord. 9 And they 
made a proclamation through Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem, to bring in 
to the Lord the collection that 
Moses the servant of God laid 
upon Israel in the wilderness. 
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10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, 
and cast into the chest, until 
they had made an end. "Now 
it came to pass, that at the time 
the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the 
Levites, and when they saw that 
there was much money, the king's 
scribe and the high priest's of¬ 
ficer came and emptied the chest, 
and took it, and carried it back 
to its place. Thus they did day by 
day, and gathered money in a- 
bundance. 12 And the king and 
Jehoiada gave it to such as did 
the work of the service of the 
house of the Lord, and hired 
masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of the Lord, and also 
such as wrought iron and brass 
to mend the house of the Lord. 
,3 So the workmen wrought, and 
the work was perfected by them, 
and they set the house of God in 
its state, and strengthened it. 
"And when they had finished it, 
they brought the rest of the mo¬ 
ney before the king and Jehoiada, 
whereof were made vessels for 
the house of the Lord, even ves¬ 
sels to minister, and to offer 
withal, and spoons, and vessels of 
gold and silver. And they offered 
burnt-offerings in the house of 
the Lord continually all the days 
of Jehoiada. 

"But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died; 
a hundred and thirty years old 
was he when he died. "And they 
buried him in the city of David 
among the kings, because he had 


done good in Israel, both toward 
God, and toward his house. 

"Now after the death of Jeho¬ 
iada came the princes of Juduh, 
and made obeisance to the king 
Then the king hearkened untc 
them. "And they left the house 
of the Lord God of their fathers, 
and served groves and idols: ami 
wrath came upon Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem for this their trespass 
"Yet he sent prophets to them, 
to bring them back unto the Lon!; 
and they testified against them: 
but they would not give ear. 

z0 And the spirit of God came 
upon Zechariah the son of John 
iada the priest, who stood above 
the people, and said unto them, 
Thus saith God, Why transgress 
ye the commandments of the 
Lord, that ye cannot prosper? be¬ 
cause ye have forsaken the Lord, 
he hath also forsaken you. zl And 
they conspired against him, and 
stoned him with stones at (lie 
commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the Lord. 

2z Thus Joash the king remem¬ 
bered not the kindness which Je¬ 
hoiada his father had done to 
him, but slew his son. And when 
he died, he said, The Lord look 
upon it, and require it. 

23 And it came to pass at the 
end of the year, that the army 
of Syria came up against him: 
and they came to Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among 
the people, and sent all the spoil 
of them unto the king of Damas¬ 
cus. 24 For the army of the Sv - 
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rlans came with a small company 
of men, and the Lord delivered 
h very great host into their hand, 
because they had forsaken the 
Lord God of their fathers. So 
they executed judgment against 
Joash. 2 'And when they were de¬ 
parted from him, (for they left 
him in great diseases,) his own 
aervants conspired against him 
for the blood of the sons of Je- 
Itoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and they 
buried him in the city of David, 
but they buried him not in the 
sepulchres of the kings. za And 
these are they that conspired a- 
gainst him; Zabad the son of Shi- 
meath an Ammonitess, and Jeho- 
zabad the son of Shimrith a Mo¬ 
abites. 

27 Now concerning his sons, and 
the greatness of the burdens laid 
upon him, and the repairing of 
the house of God, behold, they 
are written in the story of the 
book of the kings. And Amaziah 
hiB son reigned in his stead. 

Amaziah was twenty and 
five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned twenty 
and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jcho- 
addan of Jerusalem. a And he did 
that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord, but not with a per¬ 
fect heart. 

a Now it came to pass, when 
the kingdom was firm with him, 
that he Blew his servants that 
had killed the king his father. 
4 Uut he slew not their children, 


but did as it is written in the 
law in the book of Moses, where 
the Lord commanded, saying, The 
fathers shall not die for the chil¬ 
dren, neither shall the children 
die for the fathers, but every man 
shall die for his own sin. 

“Moreover Amaziah gathered 
Judah together, and made them 
captains over thousands, and cap¬ 
tains over hundreds, according 
to the houses of their fathers, 
throughout all Judah and Ben¬ 
jamin: and he numbered them 
from twenty years old and above, 
and found them three hundred 
thousand choice men, able to go 
forth to war, that could handle 
spear and shield. ®He hired also 
a hundred thousand mighty men 
of valour out of Israel for a hun¬ 
dred talents of silver. 

T But there came a man of God 
to him, saying, 0 king, let not 
the army of Israel go witli thee; 
for the Lord is not with Israel, 
to wit, with all the children of 
Ephraim. fl But if thou wilt go, 
do it, be strong for the battle ; 
God shall make thee fall before 
the enemy: for God hath power 
to help, and to cast down. e And 
Amaziah said to the man of God, 
But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have 
given to the army of Israel? And 
the man of God answered, The 
lord is able to give thee much 
more than this. ‘“Then Amaziah 
separated them, to wit, the army 
that was come to him out of Eph¬ 
raim, to go back home: where¬ 
fore their anger was greatly 
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kindled against Judah, and they 
returned home in great anger. 

"And Amaziah strengthened 
himself, and led forth his people, 
and went to the Valley of Salt, 
and smote of the children of Seir 
ten thousand. 12 And ether ten 
thousand left alive did the chil¬ 
dren of Judah carry away cap¬ 
tive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them 
down from the top of the rock, 
that they all were broken in 
pieces. 13 But the soldiers of the 
army whom Amaziah sent back, 
that they should not go with him 
to battle, fell upon the cities of 
Judah, from Samaria even unto 
Beth-horon, and smote three thou¬ 
sand of them, and took much 
spoil. 

"Now it came to pass, after 
that Amaziah was come from 
the slaughter of the Edomites, 
that he brought the gods of the 
children of Seir, and set them up 
to be his gods, and bowed down 
himself before them, and burned 
incense unto them. "’Wherefore 
the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against Amaziah, and he sent un¬ 
to him a prophet, who said unto 
him, Why hast thou sought after 
the gods of the people, that could 
not deliver their own people out 
of thine hand? 16 And it came to 
pass, as he talked with him, that 
the king said unto him, Art thou 
made of the king's counsel? for¬ 
bear; why shouldest thou be 
smitten? Then the prophet for¬ 
bore, and said, I know that God 
hath determined to destroy thee, 


because thou hast done this, and 
hast not hearkened unto my coun 
sel. 

"Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, 
the son of Jehoahaz, the son of 
Jehu, king of Israel, saying, 
Come, let us see one another in 
the face. 1B And Joash king of 
Israel sent to Amaziah king of 
Judah, saying, The thistle that 
was in Lebanon sent to the cedar 
that was in Lebanon, saying. 
Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife: and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and 
trod down the thistle. 10 Thou sav 
est, Lo, thou hast smitten the 
Edomites; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at 
home; why shouldest thou meddle 
to thine hurt, that thou shouldest 
fall, even thou, and Judah with 
thee? 20 But Amaziah would not 
hear: for it came of God, that he 
might deliver them into the hand 
of their enemies, because they 
sought after the gods of Edom. 
21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up; and they saw one another 
in the face, both he and Amaziah 
king of Judah, at Reth-shemesh. 
which belongeth to Judah. 22 And 
Judah was put to the worse be¬ 
fore Israel, and they fled every 
man to his tent. 

23 And Joash the king of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the 
son of Joash, the son of Jehoahaz. 
at Beth-shemesh, and brought 
him tc Jerusalem, and broke 
down the wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of Ephraim to the corner

gate, four hundred cubits. 24 And 
he took all the gold and the silver, 
nnd all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with 
Obed-edom, and the treasures of 
the king's house, the hostages 
also, and returned to Samaria. 

91 And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the 
death of Joash son of Jehoahaz 
king of Israel fifteen years. 

2, Now the rest of the acts of 
Amaziah, first and last, behold, 
are they not written in the book 
of the kings of Judah and Israel? 

a7 Now after the time that A- 
maziuh did turn away from fol¬ 
lowing the Lord they made a 
conspiracy against him in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he fled to Lachish: 
hut. they sent to Lachish after 
him, and slew him there. 2M And 
they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers 
In the city of Judah. 

20 Then nil the people oi Judah 
took Uzzinh, who was sixteen 
years old, and made him king 
in the room of his fnther Amaz¬ 
iah. 

! He built Eloth, and restored 
it to Judah, after that the king 
slept with his fathers. 

'Sixteen years old was Uzziah 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and two years in 
Jerusalem. II is mother's name 
also was Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that hia father 
Amaziah did. 'And he sought 


God in the days of Zechariah, 
who had understanding in the 
visions of God: and as long as he 
sought the Lord, God made him 
to prosper. 

() And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and broke 
down the wall of Gath, and the 
waH of Jabneli, and the wall of 
Ashdod, and built cities about 
Ashdod, among the Philistines. 
7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Ara¬ 
bians that dwell in Gur-baal and 
the Mehunim. 8 And the Ammon¬ 
ites gave gifts to Uzziah: and 
his name spread abroad even to 
the entrance of Egypt; for he 
strengthened himself exceedingly. 
“Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and 
at the valley gate, and at the 
turning of the tvall, and fortified 
them. l0 Also he built cowers in 
the desert, and digged many 
wells: for he had much cattle, 
both in the low country, and in 
the plains: husbandmen also, and 
vine-dressers in the mountains, 
and in Carmel: for he loved hus¬ 
bandry. 

“Moreover Uzziah had a host 
of fighting men, that went out 
to war by bands, according to 
the number of their account by 
the hand of Jeiel the scribe and 
Maaseiah the ruler, under the 
hand of Hananiah, one of the 
king's captains. 12 The whole num¬ 
ber of the heads of families of 
the mighty men of valour was 
two thousand and six hundred. 
I3 And under their hand was an 
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army, three hundred thousand 
and seven thousand and five hun¬ 
dred, that made war with mighty 
power, to help the king against 
the enemy. 14 And Uzziah pre¬ 
pared for them throughout all 
the host shields, and spears, and 
helmets, and habergeons, and 
bows, and slings to cast stones. 
1B And he made in Jerusalem de¬ 
vices, invented by cunning men, 
to be on the towers and upon the 
bulwarks, to shoot arrows and 
great stones withal. And his 
name spread far abroad; for he 
was marvellously helped, till he 
was strong. 

19 But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to the point 
of corruption: for he transgress¬ 
ed against the Lord his God, and 
went into the temple of the Lord 
to burn incense upon the altar 
of incense. 17 And Azariah the 
priest went in after him, and 
with him fourscore priests of the 
Lord, that were valiant men: 
1B And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It ap¬ 
pertained not unto thee. Uzziah, 
to burn incense unto the Lord, 
but to the priests the sons of 
Aaron, that are consecrated to 
burn incense: go out of the sanc¬ 
tuary; for thou hast trespassed; 
neither shall it be for thine hon¬ 
our from the Lord God. 16 Then 
Uzziah was wroth, and had a 
censer in his hand to burn in¬ 
cense: and while he was wroth 
with the priests, the leprosy even 
rose up in his forehead before 
the priests in the hou9e of the 


Lord, from beside the incense 
altar. 20 And Azariah the chief 
priest, and all the priests, looked 
upon him, and, behold, he was 
leprous in his forehead, and they 
thrust him out from thence; yea, 
himself hastened also to go out, 
because the Lord had smitten 
him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was r 
leper unto the day of his death, 
and dwelt in an isolated house. 
being a leper: for he was cut 
off from the house of the Lord: 
and Jotham his son was over tho 
king’s house, judging the people 
of the land. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah 
the prophet, the son of Amoz, 
write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and they buried him with 
his fathers in the field of the 
burial which belonged to the 
kings; for they said, He is a 
leper: and Jotham his son reigned 
in his stead. 

Jotham was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Jerushah, the 
daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that his father 
Uzziah did: but he entered not 
into the temple of the Lord. And 
the people did yet corruptly. 

3 He built the high gate of the 
house of the Lord, and on the 
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wall of the Ophel he built much. 
4 Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the 
forests l>e built castles and tow¬ 
ers. c He fought also with the 
king of the Ammonites, and pre¬ 
vailed against them. And the 
children of Ammon gave him the 
uurne year a hundred talents of 
silver, and ten thousand measures 
of wheat, and ten thousand of 
barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the 
second year, and the third. “So 
Jotham became mighty, because 
he prepared his ways before the 
Lord his God, 

T Now the rest of the acts of 
Jotham, and all his wars, and 
his ways, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Israel 
and Judah. 

“He was five and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and 
reigned sixteen years in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

fl And Jotham slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in 
the city of David: and Ahaz his 
son reigned in his stead. 

Ahaz was twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jeru¬ 
salem; but he did not that which 
waa right in the sight of the 
Lord, like David his father: 2 For 
he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also 
molten images for Baalim. More¬ 
over he hurnt intense in the val¬ 
ley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burnt his children in the fire, 
after the abominations of the na¬ 


tions whom the Lord had cast 
out before the children of Israel. 
4 He sacrificed also and burnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on 
the hills, and under every green 
tree. “Wherefore the Lord his 
God delivered him into the hand 
of the king of Syria; and they 
smote him, and carried away a 
great multitude of them captive, 
and brougtit them to Damascus. 
And he was also delivered into 
the hand of the king of Israel, 
who smote him with a great 
slaughter. °For Pekah the son of 
Remaliah slew in Judah a hun¬ 
dred and twenty thousand in one 
day, who were all valiant men; 
because they had forsaken the 
Lord God of their fathers. 7 And 
Zicliri, a mighty man of Ephraim, 
slew Maaseiah the king's son, and 
Azrikam the governor of the 
house, and Elkanah that was next 
to the king. 8 And the children 
of Israel carried away captive of 
their brethren two hundred thou¬ 
sand, women, sons, and daugh¬ 
ters, and took also away much 
spoil from them, and brought the 
spoil to Samaria. 

‘’But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name waa Oded: 
and he went out before the host 
that came to Samaria, and said 
unto them. Behold, because the 
Lord God of your fathers was 
wroth with Judah, he hath de¬ 
livered them into your hand, and 
ye have slain them in a rage 
that reacheth up unto heaven. 
,0 And now ye purpose to force 
the children of Judah and Jeru- 
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salem for bondmen and bond* 
women unto you: but are there 
not with you, even with you, sins 
against the Lord your God? n Now 
hear me therefore, and deliver the 
captives back, whom ye have 
taken captive of your brethren: 
for the fierce wrath of the Lord 
is upon you. 

ia Then certain of the heads of 
the children of Ephraim, Azar- 
iah the son of Johanan, Berech- 
iah the son of Meshillemoth, and 
Jehizkiah the son of Shallum, 
and Amasa the son of Hadlai, 
stood up against them that came 
from the war, 13 And said unto 
them, Ye shall not bring in the 
captives hither: for whereas we 
have offended against the Lord 
already, ye intend to add more 
to our sins and to our trespass: 
for our trespass is great, and 
there is fierce wrath against Is¬ 
rael. 14 So the armed men left the 
captives and the spoil before the 
princes and all the congregation. 
,5 And the men that were ex¬ 
pressed by name rose up, and 
took the captives, and with the 
spoil clothed all that were naked 
among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them 
to eat and to drink, and anointed 
them, and carried all the feeble 
of them upon asses, and brought 
them to Jericho, the city of palm- 
trees, to their brethren: then 
they returned to Samaria. 

1€ At that time did king Ahaz 
send unto the kings of Assyria 
to help him. K For again the E- 
domites had come and smitten 


Judah, and carried away captives. 
,8 The Philistines also had invad¬ 
ed the cities of the low country, 
and of the south of Judah, and 
had taken Beth-shemesh, and A- 
jalon, and Gederotli, and Socho 
with the villages thereof, and 
Timnah with the villages there¬ 
of, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. 
,9 For the Lord brought Judah 
low because of Ahaz king of Is¬ 
rael; for he made Judah naked, 
and transgressed sore against 
the Lord. 20 And Tilgath-pilneser 
king of Assyria came unto him. 
and distressed him, but strength¬ 
ened him not. 21 For Ahaz divided 
the house of the Lord, and the 
house of the king, and of the 
princes, and gave it unto the king 
of Assyria: but he helped him 
not. 

22 And in the time of his dis¬ 
tress did he trespass yet more n- 
gainst the Lord: this is that king 
Ahaz. 2S For he sacrificed unto 
the gods of Damascus, which 
smote him: and he said, Because 
the gods of the kings of Syria 
help them, therefore will I sacri¬ 
fice to them, that they may help 
me. But they were the ruin of 
him, and of all Israel. 24 And Ahaz 
gathered together the vessels of 
the house of God, and cut in 
pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of 
the house of the Lord, and he 
made him altars in every corner 
of Jerusalem. 25 And in each city 
of Judah he made high places to 
burn incense unto other gods, and 
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provoked to anger the Lord God 
of his fathers. 

2a Now the rest of his acts and 
of all his ways, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

2, And Ahaz slept with hiB fa¬ 
thers, and they buried him in the 
city, even in Jerusalem: but they 
brought him not into the sep¬ 
ulchres of the kings of Israel: 
and Hezekiah his son reigned in 
hiB stead. 

Hezekiah began to reign 
when he waa five and twenty 
years old, and he reigned nine 
and twenty years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name waa Abi- 
jah, the daughter of Zechariah. 

a And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that David his 
father had done. a He in the first 
year of his reign, in the first 
month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and repaired 
them. ‘And he brought in the 
priests and the Levites, and gath¬ 
ered them together into the open 
space, “And said unto them, Hear 
me, ye Levites, sanctify now 
yourselves, and sanctify the house 
of the Lord God of your fathers, 
and carry forth the filthiness out 
of the holy place. “For our fa¬ 
thers have trespassed, and done 
that which wan evil in the eyes 
of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned 
away their faces from the habi¬ 
tation of the Lord, and turned 
their backs. 7 Also they have shut 


up the doors of the porch, and 
put out the lamps, and have 
not burned incense nor offered 
burnt-offerings in the holy place 
unto the God of Israel. “Where¬ 
fore the wrath of the Lord was 
upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to terror, 
to astonishment, and to hissing, 
as ye see with your eyes. “For, 
lo, our fathers have fallen by 
the Bword, and our sons and 
our daughters and our wives are 
in captivity for this. 10 Now it is 
in mine heart to make a covenant 
with the Lord God of Israel, that 
his fierce wrath may turn away 
from us. n My sons, be not now 
negligent: for the Lord hath 
chosen you to stand before him, 
to serve him, and that ye should 
minister unto him, and bum in¬ 
cense. 

“Then the Levites arose, Ma- 
hath the son of Aamasai, and Joel 
the son of Azariah, of the sons 
of the Kohathites: and of the 
sons of Merari, Kish the son of 
Abdi, and Azariah the son of Je- 
haleel: and of the Gershonites; 
Joah the son of Zimmah, and E- 
den the son of Joah: “And of 
the sons of Elizaphan; Shimri, 
and Jeie): and of the sons of 
Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattan- 
iah: “And of the sons of Heman; 
Jehiel, and Shimei: and of the 
sons of Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and 
Uzziel. “And they gathered their 
brethren, and sanctified them¬ 
selves, and came, according to the 
commandment of the king, by the 
words of the Lord, to cleanse the 
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house of the Lord. 10 And the 
priests went into the inner part 
of the house of the Lord, to 
cleanse it, and brought out all 
the uncleanness that they found 
in the temple of the Lord into 
the court of the house of the 
Lord. And the Levites took it, 
to carry it out abroad into the 
brook Kidron. 1T Now they began 
on the first day of the first month 
to sanctify, and on the eighth 
day of the month came they to 
the porch of the Lord: so they 
sanctified the house of the Lord 
in eight days; and in the six¬ 
teenth day of the first month they 
made an end. 18 Then they went 
in to Hezekiah the king, and 
said, We have cleansed all the 
house of the Lord, and the altar 
of burnt-offering, with all the ves¬ 
sels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 
19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast 
away in his transgression, have 
we prepared and sanctified, and, 
behold, they are before the altar 
of the Lord. 

20 Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of 
the city, and went up to the house 
of the Lord. 21 And they brought 
seven bullocks, and seven rams, 
and seven lambs, and seven he- 
goats, for a sin-offering for the 
kingdom, and for the sanctuary, 
and for Judah. And he com¬ 
manded the priests the sons of 
Aaron to offer them on the altar 
of the Lord. 22 So they killed the 
bullocks, and the priests received 


the blood, and sprinkled it on the 
altar: likewise, when they had 
killed the rams, they sprinkled 
the blood upon the altar: they 
killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the al¬ 
tar. 23 And they brought forth 
the he-goats for the sin-offering 
before the king and the congre¬ 
gation; and they laid their hands 
upon them: 24 And the priests 
killed them, and they made atone¬ 
ment with their blood upon the 
altar, to make an atonement for 
all Israel: for the king command¬ 
ed that the burnt-offering and 
the sin-offering should be made 
for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with cymbals, 
with psalteries, and with harps, 
according to the commandment 
of David, and of Gad the king’s 
seer, and Nathan the prophet: 
for so was the commandment of 
the Lord by his prophets. 26 And 
the Levites stood with the in¬ 
struments of David, and the 
priests with the trumpets. 27 And 
Hezekiah commanded to offer the 
burnt-offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt-offering be¬ 
gan, the song of the Lord began 
also with the trumpets, and with 
the instruments ordained by Da¬ 
vid king of Israel. 28 And all the 
congregation worshipped, and the 
singers sang, and the trumpeters 
sounded: and all this continued 
until the burnt-offering was fin¬ 
ished. 

2B And when they had made an 
end of offering, the king and 
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all that #ere present with him 
bowed themselves, and worshipp¬ 
ed. 80 Moreover Hezekiah the king 
and the princes commanded the 
Levi tea to sing praise unto the 
Lord with the words of David 
and of Asaph the seer. And they 
HRng praises with gladness, and 
they bowed their heads and wor¬ 
shipped. 

“Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated 
yourselves unto the Lord, come 
near and bring sacrifices and 
thank-offerings into the house of 
the Lord. And the congregation 
brought in sacrifices and thank- 
offerings; and as many as were 
of a free heart burnt-offerings. 
“And the number of the burnt- 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten 
bullocks, a hundred rams, and 
two hundred lambs: all these 
were for a burnt-offering to the 
Lord. “And the consecrated things 
were six hundred oxen and three 
thousand sheep. “But the priests 
were too few, so that they could 
not flay all the burnt-offerings: 
wherefore their brethren the Lev- 
ites did help them, till the work 
was ended, and until the other 
priests had sanctified themselves: 
for the Levites were more up¬ 
right in heart to sanctify them¬ 
selves than the priests. 

“And also the burnt-offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat 
of the peace-offerings, and the 
drink-offerings for every burnt- 
offering. 

So the service of the house of 


the Lord was set in order. “And 
Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared 
this for the people: for the thing 
was done suddenly. 

And Hezekiah sent to all Is¬ 
rael and Judah, and wrote 
letters also to Ephraim and Ma- 
nasseh, that they should come to 
the house of the Lord at Jerusa¬ 
lem, to keep the passover unto 
the Lord God of Israel. 2 For the 
king had taken counsel, and his 
princes, and all the congregation 
in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 3 For 
they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests hHd not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered 
themselves together to Jerusalem. 
4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 3 So they 
established a decree to make 
proclamation throughout all Is¬ 
rael, from Beer-sheba even to 
Dan, that they should come to 
keep the passover unto the Lord 
God of Israel at Jerusalem: for 
they had not done it of a long 
time in such manner as it was 
written. 

e So the couriers went with the 
letters from the king and his 
princes throughout all Israel and 
Judah, and according to the com¬ 
mandment of the king, saying, Ye 
children of Israel, turn back unto 
the Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, and he will return to 
the remnant of you, that are es¬ 
caped out of the hand of the kings 
of Assyria. T And be not ye like 
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your fathers, and like your breth¬ 
ren, that trespassed against the 
Lord God of their fathers, who 
therefore gave them up to des¬ 
olation, as ye see. 8 Now be ye 
not stiff-necked, as your fathers 
were, but yield yourselves unto 
the Lord, and enter into his sanc¬ 
tuary, which he hath sanctified 
for ever: and serve the Lord your 
God, that the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you. 
®For if ye return to the Lord, 
your brethren and your children 
shall find compassion before them 
that lead them captive, so that 
they shall come back into this 
land: for the Lord your God is 
gracious nad merciful, and will 
not turn away his face from you, 
if ye return unto him. 

10 So the couriers passed from 
city to city through the country 
of Ephraim and Manasseh even 
unto Zebulun: but they laughed 
them to scorn, and mocked them. 
“Nevertheless some men of Asher 
and Manasseh and of Zebulun 
humbled themselves, and came to 
Jerusalem. “Also in Judah the 
hand of God was to give them 
one heart to do the commandment 
of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lord. 

“And there assembled at Je¬ 
rusalem much people to keep the 
feast of unleavened bread in the 
second month, a very great con¬ 
gregation. “And they arose and 
took away the altars that were 
in Jerusalem, ar>d all the altars 
for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Kidron. 


“Then they killed the passover- 
lamb on the fourteenth day of the 
second month: and the priests 
and the Lcvites were ashamed, 
and sanctified themselves, and 
brought burnt-offerings into the 
house of the Lord. “And they 
stood in their place after their 
manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God : the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of the hand of the Lev 
ites. “For there were many in 
the congregation that were not. 
sanctified: therefore the Levites 
had the charge of the killing of 
the passover-law bs for every one 
that was not clean, to sanctify 
them■ unto the Lord. “For a mul¬ 
titude of the people, even many 
of Ephraim, and Manasseh, Issa- 
char, and Zebulun, had not clean¬ 
sed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover-Jaw6 otherwise than 
it was written. But Hezekiah 
prayed for them, saying, The 
good Lord pardon every one, 
™That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed accord¬ 
ing to the purification of the sanc¬ 
tuary. 20 And the Lord hearkened 
to Hezekiah, and healed the peo¬ 
ple. 

21 And the children of Israel 
that were present at Jerusalem 
kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with great glad¬ 
ness : and the Levites and the 
priests praised the Lord day by 
day, singing with loud instru¬ 
ments unto the Lord. “And He/.- 
ekiah spoke comfortably unto all 
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Ihe Levites that taught the good 
knowledge of the Lord: and they 
did eat throughout the feast sev¬ 
en days, offering peace-offerings, 
and making confession to the 
Lord God of their fathers. 

as And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
und they kept other Beven days 
with gladness. S4 For Hezekiah 
king of Judah did give to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks 
and seven thousand sheep; and 
the princes gave to the congrega¬ 
tion a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep: and a great num¬ 
ber of priests sanctified them¬ 
selves. 26 And all the congregation 
of Judah, with the priests and the 
Levites, and all the congregation 
that came out of Israel and the 
strangers that came out of the 
land of Israel, und that dwelt in 
Judah, rejoiced. 20 So there was 
great joy in Jerusalem: for since 
tho time of Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel there was 
not the like in Jerusalem. 27 Then 
the priests the Levites arose and 
blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer 
came up to his holy dwelling- 
place, even unto heaven. 

Now when all this was fin¬ 
ished, all Israel that were 
present went out to the cities of 
Judah, and broke the images in 
pieces, and cut down the groves, 
and threw down the high places 
and the altars out of all Judah 
und Benjamin, in Ephraim also 
and Mannsseli, until they had ut¬ 
terly destroyed them all. Then 


all the children of Israel returned, 
every man to his possession, into 
their own cities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointed the 
divisions of the priests and the 
Levites after their divisions, ev¬ 
ery man according to his service, 
the priests and Levites for burnt- 
offerings and for peace-offerings, 
to minister, and to give thanks, 
and to praise in the gates of the 
tents of the Lord. *He appointed 
also the king’s portion of his 
substance for the burnt-offerings, 
to wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt-offerings, and the 
burnt-offerings for the sabbaths, 
and for the new moons, and for 
the set feasts, as it is written in 
the law of the Lord. ^Moreover 
he commanded the people that 
dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the 
Levites, that they might hold 
firmly to the law of the Lord. 
“And as soon as the command¬ 
ment came abroad, the children 
of Israel brought in abundance 
the first-fruits of corn, wine, and 
oil, and honey, and of all the in¬ 
crease of the field; and the tithe 
of all things brought they in a- 
bundantly. B And concerning the 
children of Israel and Judah, that 
dwelt in the cities of Judah, they 
also brought in the tithe of oxen 
and sheep, and the tithe of holy 
things which were consecrated 
unto the Lord their God, and laid 
them by heaps. 7 In the third 
month they began to lay the 
heaps, and finished in the seventh 
month. B And when Hezekiah and 
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the princes came and saw the 
heaps, they blessed the Lord, and 
his people Israel. °Then Hezekiah 
questioned with the priests and 
the Levites concerning the heaps. 
10 And Azariah the chief priest 
of the house of Zadok answered 
him, and said, Since the people 
began to bring the offerings into 
the house of the Lord, we have 
had enough to eat, and have left 
plenty: for the Lord hath blessed 
his people; and that which is 
left is this great store. 

‘'Then Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house 
of the Lord; and they prepared 
them, ,2 And brought in the of¬ 
ferings and the tithes and the 
dedicated things faithfully: over 
which Cononiah the Levite was 
ruler, and Shimei his brother was 
the next. 13 And Jehiel, and Azaz- 
iah, and Nahath, and Asahel, and 
Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, 
and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and 
Benaiah, were overseers under 
the hand of Cononiah and Shi¬ 
mei his brother, at the command¬ 
ment of Hezekiah the king, and 
Azariah the ruler of the house 
of God. 14 And Kore the son of 
Imnah the Levite, the gate-keeper 
toward the east, was over the 
freewill-offerings of God, to dis¬ 
tribute the oblations of the Lord, 
and the most holy things. ,3 And 
next to him were Eden, and Mini- 
amin, and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the 
cities of the priests, in their set 
office, to give to their brethren 
by divisions, as well to the great 


as to the small: 10 Besides their 
genealogy of males, from three 
years old and upward, even unto 
every one that entereth into the 
house of the Lord, his daily por¬ 
tion for their service in their 
charges according to their divi¬ 
sions; 17 Both to the genealogy of 
the priests by the house of their 
fathers, and the Levites from 
twenty years old and upward, in 
their charges by their divisions; 
,8 And to the genealogy of all 
their little ones, their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, 
through all the congregation: 
for in their faith they sanctified 
themselves in holiness: 10 Also of 
the sons of Aaron the priests, 
that were in the fields of the sub¬ 
urbs of their cities, in each city, 
the men that were expressed by 
name, to give portions to all the 
males among the priests, and to 
all that were reckoned by genea¬ 
logies among the Levites. 

20 And thus did Hezekiah 
througliout all Judah, and wrought 
that which was good and right 
and truth before the Lord his 
God. 21 And in every work that 
he began in the service of the 
house of God, and in the law. 
and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did it with all 
his heart, and prospered. 

After these things, and faith¬ 
ful acts, Sennacherib king of 
Assyria came, and entered into 
Judah, and encamped against the 
fortified cities, and thought to 
win them for himself. 2 And when 
Hezekiah saw that Sennacherib 
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was come, and that he was pur¬ 
posed to fight against Jerusalem, 
■He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the 
waters of the fountains which 
were without the city: and they 
did help him. 4 So there was gath¬ 
ered much people together, who 
slopped all the fountains, and the 
brook that ran through the midst 
of the land, saying, Why should 
the kings of Assyria come, and 
find much water? “Also he 
strengthened himself, and built 
up ail the wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to the towers, 
and another wall without, and re¬ 
paired Millo in the city of David, 
and made darts and shields in 
abundance. "And he set captains 
of war over the people, and gath¬ 
ered them together to him in the 
open space at the gate of the 
city, and spoke comfortably to 
them, saying, ’Be strong and 
courageous, be not afraid nor dis¬ 
mayed for the king of Assyria, 
nor for all the multitude that is 
with him: for there be more with 
us than with him: “With him is 
an arm of flesh; but with us is 
the Lord our God to help us, and 
to fight our battles. And the peo¬ 
ple rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

■After this did Sennacherib 
king of Assyria send his servants 
to Jerusalem, (but he himself 
laid siege against Lachish, and 
all his power with him,) unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah, and un¬ 
to all Judah that were at Jerusa¬ 
lem, saying, ,0 Thus saith Sen¬ 


nacherib king of Assyria, Where¬ 
on do ye trust, that ye abide in 
the siege in Jerusalem? "Doth 
not Hezekiah persuade you to 
give over yourselves to die by 
famine and by thirst, saying, The 
Lord our God shall deliver us out 
of the hand of the king of As¬ 
syria? "Hath not the same Hez¬ 
ekiah taken away his high places 
and his altars, and commanded 
Judah and Jerusalem, saying, Ye 
shall worship before one altar, 
and burn incense upon it? "Know 
ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto ail the peoples 
of other lands? were the gods of 
the nations of those lands able 
to deliver their lands out of mine 
hand? ,4 Who was there among 
all the gods of those nations that 
my fathers utterly destroyed, 
that could deliver his people out 
of mine hand, that your God 
should be able to deliver you out 
of mine hand? "Now therefore 
let not Hezekiah deceive you, nor 
persuade you on this manner, nei¬ 
ther yet believe him: for no god 
of any nation or kingdom waB 
able to deliver his people out of 
mine hand, and out of the hand 
of my fathers: how much less 
shall your God deliver you out 
of mine hand? 

"And his servants spoke yet 
more against the Lord God, and 
against his servant Hezekiah. 
"He wrote also letters to rail on 
the Lord God of Israel, and to 
speak against him, saying, As 
the gods of the nations of other 
lands have not delivered their 
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people out of mine liAnd, so shall 
not the God of Hezekiah deliver 
his people out of mine hand. 
18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews' speech onto 
the people of Jerusalem that were 
on the wall, to affright them, and 
to trouble them; that they might 
take the city. ie And they spoke 
against the God of Jerusalem, as 
against the gods of the peoples 
of the earth, which were the work 
of the hands of man. 

ao And for this ca?*.se Hezekiah 
the king, and the prophet Isaiah 
the son of Amoz, prayed and 
cried to heaven. ai And the Lord 
sent an angel, who cut off all the 
mighty men of valour, and the 
leaders and captains in the camp 
of the king of Assyria. So he 
returned with shame of face to 
his own land. And when he was 
eome into the house of his god, 
they that came forth of his own 
bowels slew him there with the 
sword. a2 Thus the Lord saved 
Hezekiah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem from the hand of Sen¬ 
nacherib the king of Assyria, and 
from the hand of all others , and 
guided them on every side. s3 And 
many brought gifts unto the Lord 
to Jerusalem, and presents to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that 
he was magnified in the sight of 
all nations from thenceforth. 

34 In those days Hezekiah was 
sick unto death, and prayed unto 
the Lord: and he spoke unto him, 
and he gave him a sign. ”But 
Hezekiah rendered not back ac¬ 
cording to the benefit done unto 


him; for his heart was lifted up: 
therefore there was wrath upon 
him, and upon Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem. ^Notwithstanding Hez¬ 
ekiah humbled himself for the 
pride of his heart, both he and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the wrath of the Lord came 
not upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. 

a7 And Hezekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour: and he 
made himself treasuries for sil¬ 
ver, and for gold, and for pre¬ 
cious stones, and for spices, ami 
for shields, and for all manner of 
pleasant jewels; ^Storehouses al¬ 
so for the increase of corn, and 
wine, and oil; and stalls for all 
manner of beasts, and cotes for 
flocks. 2P Moreover he provided 
him cities and possessions of 
flocks and herds in abundance: 
for God had given him substance 
very much. 30 This same Hezekiah 
also stopped the upper water¬ 
course of Gihon, and brought it 
straight down to the west side 
of the city of David. And Hez¬ 
ekiah prospered in all his works. 
3l But in the business of the am¬ 
bassadors of the princes of Ba¬ 
bylon, who sent unto him to in¬ 
quire of the wonder that was 
done in the land, God left him, 
to try him, that he might know 
all that was in his heart. 

32 Now the rest of the acts of 
Hezekiah, and his goodness, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the vi¬ 
sion of Isaiah the prophet, the 
son of Amoz, and in the book of 
the kings of Judah and Israel. 
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88 And Hezekiah slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in 
the high place of the sepulchres 
of the sons of David: and all Ju¬ 
dah and the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem did him honour at his 
death. And Manasseh his son 
jelgned in his stead. 

Manasseh was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and five 
years in Jerusalem. 

*And did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, like 
unto the abominations of the na¬ 
tions, whom the Lord had cast 
out before the children of Israel. 
8 For he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah his fa¬ 
ther had broken down, and he 
reared up altars for Baalim, and 
made groves, and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served 
them. ‘Also lie built altars in 
the house of the Lord, whereof 
the Lord Imd said, In Jerusalem 
shall my name be for ever. “And 
he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. e And he caused 
his children to pass through the 
fire in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom: also he observed times, 
and used enchantments, and used 
witchcraft, and dealt with a fam¬ 
iliar spirit, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight 
of the Lord, to provoke him to 
anger. 7 And he set a carved 
image, the idol which he had 
made, in the house of God, of 
which God had said to David and 
to Solomon his son, In this house. 


and in Jerusalem, which I have 
chosen before all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for 
ever: “Neither will I any more 
remove the foot of Israel from 
out of the land which I have ap¬ 
pointed for your fathers; so that 
they will take heed to do all that 
I have commanded them, accord¬ 
ing to the whole law and the 
statutes and the ordinances by 
the hand of Moses. ®So Manasseh 
made Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem to err, and to do 
worse than the nations, whom 
the Lord had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spoke to Ma¬ 
nasseh, and to his people: but 
they would not hearken. “Where¬ 
fore the Lord brought upon them 
the captains of the host of the 
king of Assyria, who took Ma¬ 
nasseh in chains, and bound him 
with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon. 12 And when he was in 
affliction, he besought the Lord 
his God, and humbled himself 
greatly before the God of his fa¬ 
thers, “And prayed unto him: 
and he was entreated of him, 
and heard his supplication, and 
brought him back to Jerusalem 
into his kingdom. Then Manasseh 
knew that the Lord he was God. 

“Now after this he built a 
wall without the city of David, 
on the west side of Gihon, in the 
valley, even to the entrance at 
the fish gate, and compassed a- 
bout Ophel, and raised it up a 
very great height, and put cap¬ 
tains of war in all the fortified 
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cities of Judah. “And he took 
away the strange gods, and the 
idol out of the house of the Lord, 
and all the altars that he had 
built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, 
and cast them out of the city. 
“And he repaired the altar of 
the Lord, and sacrificed thereon 
peace-offerings and thank-offer¬ 
ings, and commanded Judah to 
serve the Lord God of Israel. 
^Nevertheless the people did 
sacrifice still in the high places, 
yet unto the Lord their God only. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and his prayer unto 
his God, and the words of the 
seers that spoke to him in the 
name of the Lord God of Israel, 
behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Israel. “His 
prayer also, and how God was en¬ 
treated of him, and all his sins, 
and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and 
set up groves and graven images, 
before he was humbled: behold, 
they are written among the say¬ 
ings of the seers. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in 
his own house: and Amon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

ai Amon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned two years in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

“And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, as 
did Manasseh his father: for 
Amon sacrificed unto all the 
carved images which Manasseh 


his father had made, and served 
them; “And humbled not him¬ 
self before the Lord, as Manasseh 
his father had humbled himself; 
but he, Amon, trespassed more 
and more. “And his servants 
conspired against him, and slew 
him in his own house. “But the 
people of the land slew all them 
that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his 
stead. 

Josiah was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned in Jerusalem one and 
thirty years. 

z And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
and walked in the ways of David 
his father, and declined neither 
to the right hand, nor to the left. 
3 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, 
he began to seek after the God 
of David his father: and in the 
twelfth year he began to purge 
Judah and Jerusalem from the 
high places, and the groves, and 
the carved images, and the molten 
images. ‘And they broke down 
the altars of Baalim in his pres¬ 
ence; and the sun-images, that 
were on high above them, he cut 
down; and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten 
images, he broke in pieces, and 
made dust of them, and strewed 
it upon the graves of them that 
had sacrificed unto them. “And 
he burnt the bones of the priests 
upon their altars, and cleansed 
Judah and Jerusalem. “And bo 
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did he in the cities of Manasseh, 
and Ephraim, and Simeon even 
unto Naphlali, in their ruins 
round about. T And when he had 
broken down the altars and the 
groves, and had beaten the graven 
Images into powder, and cut down 
all sun-images throughout all the 
land of Israel, he returned to Je¬ 
rusalem. 

B Now in the eighteenth year 
of his reign, when he had purged 
the land, and the house, he sent 
Shaphan the son of Azaliah, and 
Maaseiah the governor of the 
city, and Joah the son of Joahaz 
the recorder, to repair the house 
of the Lord his God. 8 And when 
they came to Hilkiah the high 
priest, they delivered the money 
that was brought into the house 
of God, which the Levites that 
kept the doors had gathered of 
the hand of Manasseh and Eph¬ 
raim, and of all the remnant of 
Israel, and of all Judah and Ben¬ 
jamin ; and they returned to Je¬ 
rusalem. ‘“And they put tf in the 
hand of the workmen that had 
the oversight of the house of the 
Lord, und they gave it to the 
workmen that wrought in the 
house of the Lord, to repair and 
amend the house: 11 Even to the 
artificers and builders gave they 
it, to buy hewn Btone, and timber 
for couplings, and to floor the 
houses which the kings of Judah 
had destroyed. ia And the men 
did the work faithfully: and over 
them were appointed Jahath and 
Obadiah, the Levites, of the sons 
of Merari; and Zechariah and 


Meshullam, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites, to oversee; and otkers 
of the Levites, all that were skil¬ 
ful on instruments of music. 
* a Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers 
of all that wrought the work in 
any manner of service: and of 
the Levites there were BcribeB, 
and officers, and gate-keepers. 

14 And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into 
the house of the Lord, Hilkiah 
the priest found a book of the 
law of the Lord given by Moses. 
l5 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have 
found the book of the law in the 
house of the Lord. And Hilkiah 
delivered the book to Shaphan. 

10 And Shaphan carried the book 
to the king, and brought the king 
word back again, saying, All that 
was committed to thy servants, 
they do it. 17 And they have 
poured out the money that was 
found in the house of the Lord, 
and have delivered it into the 

hand of the overseers, and to the 
hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the 

priest hath given me a book. And 
Shaphan read it before the king. 
18 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the 
law, that he rent his clotheB. 

Z0 And the king commanded Hil- 

1 kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha¬ 
phan, and Abdon the son of Mi- 
cah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asaiah a servant of the king’s, 
saying, 9I Go, inquire of the Lord 
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for me, and for them that are 
left in Israel and in Judah, con¬ 
cerning the words of the book 
that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers 
have not kept the word of the 
Lord, to do after all that is writ¬ 
ten in this book. 

"And Hilkiah, and they that 
the king had appointed, went to 
Huldah the prophetess, the wife 
of Shallum the son of Tikvath, 
the son of. Hasrah, keeper of the 
wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Je¬ 
rusalem in the second quarter:) 
and they spoke to her to that 
effect. "And she answered them, 
Thus saith the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, Tell ye the man that sent 
you to me, "Thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon 
this place, and upon the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof, even all the curses 
that are written in the book 
which they have read before the 
king of Judah: "Because they 
have forsaken me, and have burned 
incense unto other gods, that 
they might provoke me to anger 
with alt the works of their hands; 
therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and 
shall not be quenched. "And as 
for the king of Judah, who sent 
>ou to inquire of the Lord, so 
shall ye say unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel concern¬ 
ing the words which thou hast 
heard; "Because thine heart was 
tender, and thou didst humble 
thyself before God, when thou 
heardest his words against this 


place, and against the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof, and humbledst thy¬ 
self before me, and didst rend 
thy clothes, and weep before me; 
I have even heard thee also, saith 
the Lord. "Behold, I will gather 
thee to thy fathers, and thou 
shalt be gathered to thy grave 
in peace, neither shall thine eyes 
see all the evil that I will bring 
upon this place, and upon the in¬ 
habitants of the same. So they 
brought back word to the king. 

"Then the king sent and gath 
ered together all the elders of 
Judah and Jerusalem. "And the 
king went up into the house of 
the Lord, and all the men of Ju¬ 
dah, and the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people, great 
and small: and he read in their 
ears all the words of the book 
of the covenant that was found 
in the house of the Lord. "And 
the king stood in his place, and 
made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to 
keep his commandments, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, with 
all his heart, and with all his 
soul, to perform the words of the 
covenant which are written in 
this book. "And he caused all 
that were present in Jerusalem 
and Benjamin to stand to it. And 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
according to the covenant of God, 
the God of their fathers. "And 
Josiah took away all the abomi¬ 
nations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of 
Israel, and made all that were 
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present in Israel to serve, even 
to serve the Lord their God. 
And all his days they departed 
not from following the Lord, the 
God of their fathers. 

Moreover Josiali kept a pass- 
over -lamb unto the Lord in 
Jerusalem: and they killed the 
passover-/fim& on the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 2 And he 
set the priests in their charges, 
and encouraged them to the ser¬ 
vice of the house of the Lord, 
3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, that were holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark 
in the house which Solomon the 
son of David king of Israel did 
build; it shall not be a burden 
upon your shoulders: serve now 
the Lord your God, and his peo¬ 
ple Israel, 4 And prepare your¬ 
selves by the houses of your fa¬ 
thers, after your divisions, ac¬ 
cording to the writing of David 
king of Israel, and according to 
the writing of Solomon his son. 
5 And sland in the holy place ac¬ 
cording to the divisions of the 
families of the fathers of your 
brethren the people, and after 
the division of the families of 
the Levites. °So kill the passover- 
lamb, and sanctify yourselves, and 
prepare your brethren, that they 
may do according to the word of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all 
for the passover-offerings, for all 
that were present, to the number 
of thirty thousand, and three 
thousand bullocks: these were of 


the king's substance. 8 And his 
princes gave willingly unto the 
people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah 
arid Jehiel, rulers of the house of 
God, gave unto the priests for 
the passover-offerings two thou¬ 
sand and six hundred small cattle, 
and three hundred oxen. 9 Conan- 
iah also, and Shemaiah and Ne- 
thaneel, his brethren, and Ha- 
shabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, 
chief of the Levites, gave unto 
the Levites for passover-offerings 
five thousand small cattle, and five 
hundred oxen. 

,0 So the service was prepared, 
and the priests stood in their 
place, and the Levites in their di¬ 
visions, according to the king's 
commandment. “And they killed 
the passover-lam&, and the priests 
sprinkled the blood from their 
hands, and the Levites flayed 
them. 12 And they removed the 
burnt-offerings, that they might 
give according to the divisions of 
the families of the people, to offer 
unto the Lord, as it is written in 
the book of Moses. And so did 
they with the oxen. ls And they 
roasted the passover-Iawb with 
fire according to the ordinance: 
but the other holy offerings sod 
they in pots, and in caldrons, and 
in pans, and divided them speedi¬ 
ly among all the people. “And 
afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of 
Aaron were busied in the offer¬ 
ing of burnt-offerings and the fat 
until night; therefore the Lev- 
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ites prepared for themselves, and 
for the priests the sons of Aar¬ 
on. 

K, And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place, ac¬ 
cording to the commandment of 
David, and Asaph, and Heman, 
and Jeduthun the king’s seer; 
and the gate-keepers waited at 
every gate; they might not de¬ 
part from their service; for their 
brethren the Levites prepared 
for them. 

,6 So all the service of the Lord 
was prepared the same day, to 
keep the passover, and to offer 
burnt-offerings upon the altar of 
the Lord, according to the com¬ 
mandment of king Josiah. lT And 
the children of Israel that were 
present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 1B And there was 
no passover like to that kept in 
Israel from the days of Samuel 
the prophet; neither did all the 
kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as Josiah kept, and the 
priests, and the Levites, and all 
Judah and Israel that were pres¬ 
ent, and the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem. 1B In the eighteenth year 
of the reign of Josiah was this 
passover kept. 

ao After all this, when Josiah 
had prepared the temple, Necho 
king of Egypt came up to fight 
against Charchemish by the 
Euphrates: and Josiah went out 
against him. “But he sent am¬ 
bassadors to him, saying, What 
have I to do with thee, thou king 
of Judah? I come not against thee 


this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God 
commanded me to make haste: 
forbear thee from meddling with 
God, who is with me, that he de¬ 
stroy thee not. “Nevertheless Jo¬ 
siah would not turn his face from 
him, but disguised himself, that 
he might fight with him, and 
hearkened not unto the words of 
Necho from the mouth of God, 
and came to fight in the valley 
of Megiddo. “And the archers 
shot at king Josiah; and the king 
said to his servants, Have me a- 
way; for I am sore wounded. 
“His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him 
in the second chariot that he had; 
and they brought him to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and he died, and was buried 
in one of the sepulchres of his 
fathers. And all Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem mourned for Josiah. “And 
Jeremiah lamented for Josiah: 
and all the singing men and the 
singing women spoke of Josiah 
in their lamentations to this day, 
and made them an ordinance in 
Israel: and, behold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the lamentations. 

ae Now the rest of the acts of 
Josiah, and his goodness, accord¬ 
ing to that which was written 
in the law of the Lord, “And his 
deeds, first and last, behold, they 
are written in the book of the 
kings of Israel and Judah. 

Then the people of the land 
took Jehoahaz the son of Jo¬ 
siah, and made him king in his 
father’s stead in Jerusalem. ’Je¬ 
hoahaz was twenty and three 
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years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned three months in 
Jerusalem. a And the king of E- 
gypt put him down at Jerusalem, 
and condemned the land in a hun¬ 
dred talents of silver and a talent 
of gold. 

♦And the king of Egypt made 
Eliakim his brother king over Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem, and turned 
liia name to Jehoiakim. And Ne- 
eho took Jehoahaz his brother, 
and carried him to Egypt. 

“Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in 
Jerusalem: and he did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lord 
his God. 

8 Against him came up Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, and 
bound him in fetters, to carry 
him to Babylon. ’Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar also carried of the vessels of 
the house of the Lord to Baby¬ 
lon, and put them in his temple 
at Babylon. 

“Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoiakim, and his abominations 
which he did, and that which was 
found in him, behold, they are 
written in the book of the kings 
of Israel and Judah. 

And Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead. “Jehoiachin was 
eight years old when he began 
to reign, and he reighed three 
months and ten days in Jerusa¬ 
lem : and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

,0 And when the year was ex¬ 
pired, king Nebuchadnezzar sent, 


and brought him to Babylon, with 
the goodly vessels of the house of 
the Lord, and made Zedekiah his 
brother king over Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem. 

’’Zedekiah xoas one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned eleven years in Je¬ 
rusalem. 

12 And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord his 
God, and humbled not himself be¬ 
fore Jeremiah the prophet speak- 
ing from the mouth of the Lord. 
13 And he also rebelled against 
king Nebuchadnezzar, who had 
made him swear by God: but he 
stiffened his neck, and hardened 
his heart from turning unto the 
Lord God of Israel. ’‘Moreover 
all the chiefs of the priests, and 
the people, transgressed very 
much after all the abominations 
of the nations; and polluted the 
house of the Lord which he had 
hallowed in Jerusalem. J5 And the 
Lord God of their fathers sent 
to them by his messengers, ris¬ 
ing up betimes, and sending; be¬ 
cause he had compassion on his 
people, and on his dwelling-place: 
,fl But they mocked the messen¬ 
gers of God, and despised his 
words, and scoffed at his proph¬ 
ets, until the wrath of the Lord 
arose against his people, till 
there was no remedy. ’’Therefore 
he brought upon them the king of 
the Chaldeans, who slew their 
young men with the sword in the 
house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man 
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or maiden, old man, or aged: he 
gave them all into his hand. 
18 And all the vessels of the house 
of God, great and small, and the 
treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treasures of the 
king, and of his princes; all 
these he brought to Babylon. 
lfl And they burnt the house of 
God, and broke down the wall of 
Jerusalem, and burnt all the 
palaces thereof with fire, and de¬ 
stroyed all the goodly vessels 
thereof. 20 And them that had es¬ 
caped from the sword carried he 
away to Babylon; where they 
were servants to him and his sons 
until the reign of the kingdom 
of Persia: 21 To fulfil the word of 
the Lord by the mouth of Jere¬ 
miah, until the land had enjoyed 


her sabbaths: for as long as she 
lay desolate she kept sabbath, to 
fulfil threescore and ten years. 

”Now in the first year of Cy¬ 
rus king of Persia, that the word 
of the Lord spoken by the mouth 
of Jeremiah might be accom¬ 
plished, the Lord stirred up the 
spirit of Cyrus king of Persin 
that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, and 
put it also in writing, saying 
23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Per¬ 
sia, All the kingdoms of the earth 
hath the Lord God of heaven 
given me; and he hath charged 
me to build him a house in Jeru¬ 
salem, which is in Judah. Who 
is there among you of all his peo 
pie? The Lord his God be with 
him, and let him go up. 
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
